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PREFACE. 


XJPON  a  review  of  the  state  of  religion  during^  tlie  present  year,  our 
Attention  bas  been  particularly  excited  by  the  following  tilings. 

|.  Tbe  continued  exertions  and  prosperity  of  the  Bible  Society. 
TThe  Bibles  issued  by  Societies  in  foreign  parts,  aided  by  the  Parent 
Society,  have  risen  this  year  from  426,820  to  647,320 ;  and  the  Testa- 
ments from  393,000  to  588,200.  '  The  total  number  of  the  co|Mes  issued 
by  the  Society  itself  has  increased  from  2,617,268  to  2,857,291 ;  of  which 
1,152,434  were  Bibles,  and  1,704,857  Testaments.  So  that  3,992,8  ft 
copies  of  the  Scriptures  have  been  issued,  either  by  the  Society,  or  ia 
consequence  of  its  institution.  The  different  languages  or  dialects  ia 
which  the  Scriptures  are  circulated  are  ^icreased  from  127* to  130. 

2.  The  great  good  now  doing  on  the  Continent  by  some  of  the  mor« 
enlightened  Clergy  of  the  Church  of  Rome.  Whilst  the  Roman  Catholic 
Clergy  in  general,  both  on  the  Continent  and  in  Ireland,  are  opposing 
with  all  their  might  the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures,  Professor  Ta* 
£ss,  countenanced  by  many  Catholic  Dignitaries,  is  circulating  his  ver- 
;  sion  of  the  New  Testament.  Since  his  last  published  account,  he  has 
*  bsned  106^234  copies  of  the  Catholic  Scriptures,  besides  10,639  copies 
of  Luther's  version  among  Protestants.  This  single  individual,  partly 
by  bis  own  exertion,  and  partly  by  means  of  his  Catholic  Correspond- 
ents in  Germany  and  Switzerland,  has,  in  less  than  four  years,  distvi- 
bated  350,414  copies  of  the  Scriptures.  The  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society  are  granting  him  the  most  liberal  assistance. 

3.  The  increasing  regard  paid  to  the  Scriptures  in  France.  During 
the  present  year  more  than  16,000  Bibles  and  11,000  Testaments  have 
been  issued  in  that  kingdom.  '*  There  is  not,*^  says  M*.  Bbissard,  *'  a 
pastoral  visit  that  I  pay  among  people  of  the  middle  rank,  where  I  do 
not  discover  some  happy  results.  I  see  tradesmen  making  it  their  duty 
to  read  every  evening  to  their  families  and  their  apprentices,  assembled  . 
around  them,  a  Chapter  of  the  Bible.  The  women,  particularly,  are 
acquiring  a  most  happy  taste  for  these  domestic  lectures.  Some,  who 
could  not  read,  endeavour  to  learn,  in  order  to  be  able  to  read  11m9 
Holy  Volume  for  themselves.    You  behold  the  Bible  regarded  iu  these 
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humble  babitations  as  holy ;  and  it  is  not  without  gpreat  respect  that  H  it 
taken  out  of  the  neat  case  in  which  it  is  carefully  deposited  after  read-* 
ing.  The  distribution  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  hospitals,  poor* 
houses,  and  prisons,  has  there  likewise  excited  the  liveliest  gratitude  i 
and  I  am  in  possession  of  most  affecting  letters,  which  poor  prisonera 
h^ve  written  to  me,  to  thank  me  for  having  procured  for  them  this 
aonrce  of  edification  and  comfort" 

4.  The  attempts  which  are  now  making  by  a  Society  of  British 
ladies  to  introduce  Female  Education  into  India. 

5.  The  Societies  established  during  the  present  year  for  promoting 
the  Gospel  among  Seamen. 

6.  The  Spread  of  the  Gospel  in  the  South  Sea  Islands,  through  the 
ins^trumentality  of  the  London  Missionary  Society. 

7.  Although  we  were  not  to  mention  them,  our  readers  would  not 
focget  the  successful  exertions  of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society,  the 
Baptist  Irish  Society,  and  the  Baptist  Itinerant  and  British  Missionary 
Society,  details  of  which  are  given  In  this  Volume. 

We  have.not  room  here  to  mention  other  new  Institutions,  and  tha 
increased  exertions  of  the  old  ones. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  congratulate  Christians  of  all  denominations  on 
the  gradual  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom.  Though  ha 
has  9ti]l  many  enemies,  he  '*  shall  overcome  them ;  for  he  is  l40rd  of 
lords,  and  King  of  kings ;  and  they  that  are  with  him  are  called,  and 
ehosen,  and  faithfuL''

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MEMOIR  OF  THE  LATE  REV.  THOMAS  THOMAS,* 

i>F  PECKHAM. 


It  is  universally  acknowledged, 
that  abstract   truth  is  less  .im- 
pressive than  truth  imbodied  in 
a  living  example.    This  is  more 
especially  the  case,  when  biogra- 
phy records  the  virtues  and  the 
excellencies  of  those  whose  dis- 
positions and  views  were  conge- 
nial with  our  own*    It  may  also 
be  added,  that  what  would  be 
very  coldly   regarded    by  indif* 
ferent  observers,  will  be  eagerly. 
read«  and  highly  valued,  by  those 
to  whom  the  individual  was. en- 
deared by  the  ties  of  bloody  of 
friendship,  or  of  gratitude  forin- 
Btructiops,  or  other,  benefits  re- 
ceived.   To  these,  the  most  mi- 
nute paHiculara  are  acceptable. 

The  subject  of  the  following 
Memoir  was  a  warm  and  steady 
friend  to  our  work  from  its  com- 
mencement, for  the  sake  of  the 
widows,  whose  interest  in  it  he 
often  mentioned  with  tenderness. 
In  no  former  ^ear  has  there  been 
an  account  given  of  a  man  of 
more  sterling  worth.  We  are 
glad,  therefore,  to  be  able  to  say, 
that  by  the  kindness  of  one  of 
his  relatives,  we  can  present  our 
readers  with  a  few  particulars, 
which  we  proceed  to  lay  before 
them. 

Mr.  Thomas  was  son  of  the

late  Rev.  TimotJiy  Thomas,  of 
Aberduar,  Carniarthenshire,  who 
died  fifty  years  since,  leaving 
three  sons,  viz.  Timothy,  the 
present  pastor  of  that  church; 
and  John  and  Thomas,  twin  bro* 
thers. 

Timothy  Thomas,  their  father, 
began  to  preach  at  the  age  of 
nineteen,  and  was  highly  esteem- 
ed, and  remarkably  useful.  He 
had  a  weak  constitution^  and  in 
1768  died,  aged  47.  His  widow, 
a  very  pious  and  excellent  Io- 
nian, still  survives.  Joshua 
Thomas,  his  elder  brother/  died 
at  Leominster  in  1707,  aged  78. 
Zechariab  Thomas,  his  younger 
brother,  lived  and  preached, 
greatly  respected,  till  he  was 
nearly  ninety  years  of  age  5  and 
at  sixty,  the  subject  of  this  Me- 
moir appeared  likely  to  arrive  at 
>the  age  of  his  uncles. 

Our  friend  was  born  March  6, 
175fi;  and  from  childhood  was 
the  subject  of  serious  impres* 
sions,  conducting  the  social  wor- 
ship oi  the  family  at  a  very  early 
age,  He  was  baptized  and  rer 
ceived  into  the  church  above« 
mentioned  in  March,  1776.  Tbf 
church  was  then  under  the  pas- 
toral care  of  his  late  venerable 
uncle,  the  Rev.  Zechariah  Tho* 
mas.  He  was  recommended  by 
the  church  to  the  Academy  at 
Bristol  in  July,  1777,  at  that 
time  superintended  by  tb^  Bev^ 
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Messrs.  Hugh  and  Caleb  Evans, 
and  Mr.  James  Newton.  Mr. 
Hall,  now  of  Leicester,^  was  one 
of  his  fellow-students.  There  he 
pursued  his  studies  to  consider- 
able advantage  till  the  summer  of 
1780,  when  he  left  the  Academy ; 
and  having  spent  the  greater  part 
of  a  year  with  the  Baptist  church 
at  Pershore,  after  the  death  of 
their  late  pastor,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Ash,  he  was  ordained  with  prayer 
jmd  imposition  of  hands,  by  his 
senior  uncle  the  Rev.  Joshua 
Thomas,  then  of  Leominster. 
The  late  Dr.  Caleb  Evans,  one  of 
his  tutors,  addressed  him  very 
impressively,  in  a  most  solemn 
charge,  on  that  occasion. 

In  the  autumn  of  17Q1,  Mr. 
Thomas  married  the  youngest 
daughter  of  Mr.  Robert  Moseley, 
a  most  worthy  deacon  of  the 
Baptist  church  in  Cannon-street, 
Birmingham.  "^ 

After  spending  seven  years  at 
Pershore,  with  unblemished  re- 
putation, the  situation  of  our  de- 
parted friend  was  rendered  un- 
comfortable by  an  unhappy  dis- 
pute between  two  very  respectable 
ramilieis  in  the  congregation. 
Though  he  took  no  actiVe  part 
in  the  business,  yet  being  appre- 
hensive that  a  divisiou  would  be 
the  resi^lt,  he  thought  it  most  pru- 
dent to  withdraw.  The  division 
actually  took  place  after  he  left 
them. 

Towards  the  close  of  1787,  on 
paying  a  visit  to  his  friends  in 
London,  he  preached  <with  gene- 
ral approbation  in  the  pulpits  of 
most  of  his  brethren.  The  Bap- 
tist church  in  Mill-yard,  Good- 
man's-iields,  being  destitute  of  a 
pastor,"  invited  him  to  settle  with 
them,  which  he  did  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1788.  Here,  under  his 
able  and  faithful  ministry,  consi- 
derable ^additions  were  made  to 
the  church  till   the  year  1790, 


when  the  meeting-house  was 
burnt  down.  Till  their  place  of 
worship  wasTe built,  Mr.  Thomas 
arid  his  friends  assembled  on  the 
Lord's-day  evening  at  the  meef- 
ing-house  of  Mr.  BoQth,  by  whom 
our  deceased  brother  was  ever 
most  highly  esteemed.  This 
change  operated,  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  the  cause  of  Christ 
among^  them.  They,  however, 
continued  their  union. in  public 
worship  together  till  the  Midsuok- 
mer  of  1799.  A  few  of  those 
individuals  now  survive,  who  re-  , 
taiu,i  and  will  for  ever  retain,  tW 
impression  made  upon  '  their 
hearts  by  the  excellence  6{  his 
ministry,  and  the  affectionate 
fidelity  with  which  he  watched* 
over  them  for  Christ's  sake. 

Mr.  Thomas  had  a  school  for 
some  years  in  Mile  End,  and 
when  he  removed  to  Peckham, 
he  pursued  the  same  arduous  oc- 
cupation on  a  more  extensive 
scale.  Many  of  his,  pupils  have 
entered,  or  are  now  entering,  into 
the  cares  of  the  present  life,  with 
all  the  benefit  of  that  solid  learn- 
ing, and  of  those  pious  impres* 
sibns,  which,  under  the  divine 
blessing,  his  tuition  could*not  fail 
to  produce^ 

Having  now  no  pastoral  charge, 
our  excellent  friend  was  at  liber- 
ty, and  discovered  great  readi- 
ness, to  assist  his  brethren  of  dif- 
ferent denominations,  and  many 
destitute  congregations,  in  which 
the  doctrines  of  grace,  with  their 
practical  influence,  were  accept- 
able. This  introduced  him 
into  many  societies  and  families 
in  which  few  ministers  havo 
been  more  generally^  respected. 

After  a  long- continued  and^ 
very  heavy  affliction,  Mrs.  Tho- 
mas was  removed  by  death  lu 
October,  1808.  Two  sons  and 
three  daughters  are  now  living. 

The  general  health   and   ap* 
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pearance  of  Mr.  Thomas  seemed 
to  promise  tliat  his  life  would  be 
prolonged  to  an  advanced  period; 
but  he  whose  thoughts  are  not  as 
our  thoughts  had  otherwise  de- 
termined.    He   was   seized  with 
an' internal  complaint,  which  pro- 
duced jaundice.     In   the  month 
of  August  last  it  increased  upon 
him,  yet  not  so  as  to  produce  se- 
rious    apprehensions    either    in 
himseif,  or  ahions;  his  friends,  till 
about    a    fortnight^  before    his 
death,  when  his  strength  rapidly 
declined.     At  this  time,  knowing 
that   gentlemen   of  the   medical 
profession   sometimes  encourage 
their     patients,     by  '  expressing 
hop'es  much  stronger  than  they 
themselves  entertain^  he  pressed 
those  who  attended  upon  him  to 
give  him  their  real  opinion  of  his 
case.     After  consulting  together, 
tiiey  gave  him  to  understand  that 
their  hope  did  not  extend  beyond 
the  mere  pOssibilitif  of  his  resto- 
ration, when  he  calmly   replied, 
"  The  will  of  the  Lord  he  done ;" 
and  from  that  time  directed    his 
whole   attention  to    the  «oIemn 
change  that  was   drawing  nigh. 
He  spoke  with  great  satisfaction 
of  the  gospel,  which  he  had  faith- 
fully, for  the  salvation  of  sinners, 
endeavoured  to  preach,  and  add- 
ed, '*  It  is  a  holy  gospel — ^a  holy 
gospel,"  warning  most  earnestly 
his   dear    children,    and     others 
around  him,  not   to  neglect  "  so 
great  salvation."      Among  many 
ether  expressions,    which    indi- 
cated  the  ground  of  his   faith, 
and  the  stability  of  his  hope,  he 
repeated;  a  few  days  before   his 
death,    with  peculiar  emphasis, 
that     noble     avowal     of     the 
apostle   Paul,   <<  I  know .  whom 
I  have   believed,    and  am    per- 
suaded that  he  is  able  to  keep 
that  which  I  have  committed  to 
him   against  that    day.''    These 
words  were  s^fterwards  jparticular- 


ly  explained  in  a  discourse  upon 
his  deiBth,  by  his  intimate  friend. 
Dr.  Newman.  To  this  he  added, 
as  appropriate  to  his  present 
feelings,  those  lines  of  Dr.  Watts's 
71  st  Psalm, 

"  By  long  experience  bave  I  known 
Thy  sovereign  power  to  wxt ' 
At  thy  command  I  venture  ddwii    - 
Securely  to  the  grave." 

After  Saturday  evening  he  spoke 
but  little,  his  general  strength  and 
powers  of  articulation  gradually, 
and  almost'  imperceptibly,  de- 
clining, till  about  a  quarter  before 
eight  ^n  Monday  morning,  Octo- 
ber 4,  when,  as  his  son  ex* 
pressed  it  in  a  letter  to  the  writer, 
**  one  gentle  sigh  his  fettws 
broke."  Such  was  the  effect  of 
the  peace  of  God  ruling  in  his 
heart,  and  such  the  solidity  of  his 
faith,  and  the  liveliness  of  his 
hope,  that  all  around  his  dying 
bed  were  ready  to  exclaim,  **  Let 
me  die  the  death  of  that  righte-  , 
ous  man,  and'let  my  last  end  be 
like  his." 

To  his  numerous  friends  at  a 
distance,  especially  in  the  Princi- 
pality, it  may  be  gratifying  to  be 
informed,  that  on  Monday,  Octo* 
her  11,  the  body  of  Mr.  Thomas 
was  interred  in  BunhiH-^efds, 
where  it  awaits  the  morning  of 
the  resurrection,  when  it  shall^ 
rise  a  spiritual,  glorified  body; 
together  with  those  (wliich  now 
occupy  the  same  spot)  of  Owen 
and  Watts,  Bunyan  and  Gill, 
Gifford  and  Stennett,  and  a  very 
great  company  who  also  have  . 
slept  in  Jesus,  and  whose  bodies 
there  rest  '<  in  sure  aad  certain 
hope  of  the  resurrection  to  eter- 
nal life,  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ." 

At  his  funeral,  as  at  that  of 
Stephen,  many  devout  men  of  dif- 
ferent denominations,  and  from 
several  churches,  made  lamenta- 
tion over  him,  while  his  friend, 
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tiie  Rev.  Mr.  Griffin,  delivered  an 
appropriate  address.  The  pall 
was  supported  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Abraham  Rees,  of  the  Presbyte- 
tian,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Innes,  of 
the  Independent,  denomination, 
ivith  foor  of  his  Baptist  brethren, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Button,  Ivimey, 
Hoby,  and  Broady,  who,  together 
with  a  train  of  relatives,  ministers, 
and  private  gentlemeni  occuph&d 
six  mourning  coaches — sorrowing 
most  sincerely  *'  that  they  should 
see  his  face  no  more  \*' 

Ob  Thursday  evening,  October 
14,  Dr.  Newman  of  Stepney  de- 
livered the  funeral  sermon,  from 
the  words  b/sfore-mentioned,  to  a 
numerous  and  highly  respectable 
audience,  at  Devonshire-square. 
As  we  are  fully  of  opinion  that 
the  character  tjbere  given  is  cor- 
rectly drawn^'we  insert  an  ex- 
tract. 

"  I  always  admired  the  dignity 
and  simplicity,  the  honesty  and 
warmth,  and  the  noble  frankness 
of  his  temper.  He  had  a  high 
sense  of*  rectitude  and  propriety 
which  would  have  done  honour 
to  any  man — ^to  any  Prince  in 
Europe.  He  was  cheerful  with- 
out levity.  If  all  eur  students 
and  young  ministers  should  re- 
semble him,  we  shall  have  th& 
satisfaction  of  seeing  them,  ac- 
cording to  a  good  old  maxim, 
'lively,  but  not  light;  serious, 
and  yet  not  sad.^ 

'*  Solomon  says,  '  Wise  men 
lay  up  knowledge.'  Prov.  x.  14. 
Our  friend  laid  up  treasure  of  this 
kind  in  early  life ;  grew  richer  as 
be  grew  older;  and  possessed 
snudi  more  lit^»ry  wealth  than  he 
ever  showed  to  the  world.  Osten- 
tation, affectation,  and  artifice  he 
held  in  unmixed  abhorrence. 

**  He  had  a  very  clear,  correct, 
and  comprehensive  view  of  Chris- 
tianity. His  sermons,  therefore, 
^  might  have  been   e&pecled. 


were  characterized  by  strong 
sense,  and  not  less  by  a  strong 
savour  of  evangelical  piety^ 
Those  who  meet  for  worship  ia 
this  place,  must  hate  often  heardv 
him  expatiate  with  great  »olemni-r 
ty  on  the  dignity  of  the  person  of: 
Christi  and  the  depth  of  his  vo-^ 
luntary  abasement  for  our.  re-^ 
demption-*>the  universal  depi:avi4 
ty  and  misery  of  mankind  occa« 
siooed  by  the  fall — the  soverelgn-4 
ty  and  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirtt 
in  regeneration  and  sanctificatijott 
— the  privileges  of  God's  eledt— 
the  perpetual  obligation  of  the 
law — the  necessity  of  a  holy  and 
useful  life  to  prove  our  faith  sin-' 
cere — and,  in  short,  all  the  other 
topics  which  these  must  presup- 
pose, or  include,  or  draw  after 
them  by  necessary  consequence. 

*'  In  public  prayer,  I  think  it  will 
be  allowed  that  be  excelled  most 
of  his  brethren.  Those  of  you 
who  knew  our.  late  venerable 
friend  Mr.  Booth,  must  have  been 
often  reminded  of  htm,  when  yon 
have  seen  our  brother  engaged  in 
conducting  that  part  of  public 
worship. 

*^  Having  had  a  free  and  confi« 
dential  intercourse  with  him  fot 
moVe  than  six-and-twenty  years, 
I  need  not  hesitate  to  add,  I 
loved  him ;  and,  if  I  live  long,  I 
shall  long  lament  the  loss  I  have 
personally  sustained  by  his  death. 
His  heart  was  open  to  me  at  all 
times.  In  walking  about  London 
he  was  my  guide  and  my  com« 
panion.  I  was  accustomed  to 
lean  upon  his  faithful  arm.  Fre* 
quently  I  have  said  to  him,  *  Bro* 
ther  Thomas,  I  think  this  must 
be  Ihe  true  notion  of  walking  by 
faith — I  know  not  where  we  are 
— but  you  know,  and  that  is 
enough  for  me.**    When  be  saw 


Muhis  ille  bonis  fiebilis  occidit  - 
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itiy  thing  wrong  in  me,  or  in 
others,  or  what  he  esteemed  to 
be  wrong,  he  could  say  the 
strongest  and ^ the  sharpest  things 
in  a  manner  the  most  kind  and 
iaofiensive. 

•.  "  We  shall  miss  him  at  our 
weekly  meeting  of  ministers  in 
Cornhill,  which  he  constantly 
attended.  I  may  apply  now  to 
him  those  lines  of  Gray's  elegy, 
which  I  heard  Mr.  Fuller  apply 
to  Mr.  Booths

**  We  shall  miss  him,  brethren, 
at  our  monthly  meeting  of  miuis- 
ters  and  churches.  The  last 
sermon  which  he  delivered  in 
that  meeting,  will  not  soon  be 
forgotten  by  those  who  heard  it.* 
We  shall  miss  him  in  the  Stepney 
Institution,  of  which  he  was  the 
worthy  Secretary,  and  to  which 
he  was  a  cordial  and  constant 
friend  from  its  commencement. 
There  are  also  many  in  England, 
and  especially  in  all  parts  of  the 
principality  of  Wales,  who  will 
say,  *  We  shall  miss  him  too/

Funeral  Sermon,  jre.  p,  22 — 26, 

Mr.  Hiomas,  at  the  earnest 
request  of  his  friends,  who  heard 
them  delivered  at  the  Monthly 
Meeting  of  our  ministers  and 
churches,  printed  two  sermons, 
which  deserve  to  be  far  more  ex-

tensively  known  than  they  are. 
One  is  entitled,  **  The  Mystery  of 
the  seven  Stars  as  emblematical  of 
the  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,'  «&• 
plained  and  improved."  Preached 
at  the  Baptist  Monthly  Associa^ 
tiota,  in  the  meeting-house^  Little 
Prescot-street,  Gc^man's-fieUs^ 
April  20, 1  B0&.  The  other  is  en- 
titled,  "  Jesus  Christ  the  Object 
of  Prayer,"  and  was  *'  preached 
in  Dean-street,  Southwark,  Janui- 
ary  21,  1819.''  This  last  con^ 
tains  in  the  conclusion  some  very 
interesting  views  of  death  and  the 
intermediate  state,  which  we  lift» 
tie  thought  the  preacher  himself 
was  destined  to  realise  before  the 
year  ended  1 
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Musing  on  the  insensible  and 
rapid  revolutions  of  time,  I 
found  myself  huiried  forward  to- 
wards the  year  1B20.  I  no  soone» 
thought  of  the  date,  than  my  re* 
collections  were  thrown  back 
upon  the  year  1620;  and  the 
events  which  then  occurred,  and 
those  which  are  now  taking  place^ 
relative  to  emigration,  led  me  al- 
most insensibly  to  repeat  the  ob* 
servation  of  Solomon,  *',  The 
thing  which  hath  been,  it  is  that 
which  shall  be ;  and  that  which  is 
done,  is  that  which  shall  be  done ; 
and  there  is  no  new  thing  under 
•the  sun." 

At  the  former  of  these  periods^ 
England  witnessed  (he  departure 
of  some  of  her  best  subjects; 
driven  from  their  homes,  first  to 
Holland,  and  then  to  the  inhos* 
pitable  wilds  of  America,  by  the 
fierce  demon  of  penecution* 
Two  ships,  freighted  with  persons 
belonging  to  Mr.  Robinsoit's  ooOf 
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gtegation,  sailed  from  Southamp- 
ton, June,  1620.  These  were  the 
intrepid  and  persevering  English- 
men,  who  founded  the  colony  of 
New  Plymouth,  and  who  endured 
hardships  almost  incredible,  and 
encountered  difficulties  which 
would  have  been  insurmountable, 
bad  they  not;  been  experimental- 
ly acquainted  with  the  seriptui^al 
sentiment,  **  The  Lord  is  good  ; 
a  strong  hold  in  the  time  of  trou- 
ble :  he  kooweth  them  that  trust 
in  him," 

The  year  1820  will  be  memo- 
rable in  English  history,  as  the 
period  of  thousands  of  her  sub- 
jects veluntarily  preferring  the 
prospect  of  cultivating  the  barren 
and  inhospitable  deserts  of  Africa, 
to  labouring  in  England,  and  en- 
joying safety  and  protection  un- 
der her  equal  laws,  and  constitu- 
tional government.  I  am  ready 
to  adopt,  upon  this  occasion,  the 
expostulating  language  of  our 
evangelical  patriotic  poet,  *'  What 
appears  in  England's  case,''  to 
produce  this  emigrating  spirit? 

^From  side  to  side  of  her  deliglitfal  isle 
Is  thenott;loth*d  with  a  perpetual  sniiie  ? 
Can  nature  add  a  charm*  or  art  confer 
A  new-found  luxury*  not  seen  in. her  ? 
Where,  under  heav*n,  is  pleasure  more 

pursa'd, 
Or  where  does  cold  reflection  less  intrude? 
Her  fields  a  rich  expanse  of  wavy  corn, 
Four'd  out    from    plenty's   overflowing 

horn." 

Without  noticing  the  various 
reasons  by  which  individuals 
would  attempt  to  justify  their 
conduct  in  expatriating  them- 
selves, I  suppose  it  will  be  ad- 
mitted OUT  all  hands,  that  the  pre- 
valence of  such  a  spirit  affords 
proof  of  a  redundant  population. 
The  amazing  increase  of  inhabit- 
ants during  the  last  hundred  years, 
has  at  length  proved  so  excessive, 
that  thousands  are  saying,  *<  The 
place  is  too  strait  for  us;  give 
place  that  ^e  may  dwell." 


Whilst  the  necessity  for  snch 
expatriation  I  deeply  lament,  it 
affords  me  pleasure  to  consider 
that  our  countrymen  are  not 
forced  away  by  a  spirit  of  oppres- 
sion and  persecution,  as  our  Pu- 
ritan forefathers  were  in  the  bi- 
goted reign  of  James  the  First. 
So  far  from  this  being  the  case^ 
they  have  the  endouragement, 
the  protection,,  and  the  assistance 
of  his  Majesty's  Government: 
It  is  gratifying  too,  that  no  mad 
and  murderous  spirit  of  enter- 
prise is  contemplated,  like  that 
which  led  the  Spaniards  to  co- 
lonize Mexico  and  Peru.  No 
blood-hounds  will  be  required, 
nor  instruments  of  torture  enJ- 
ployed,  to  destroy  unsuspecting 
natives,  and  to  rob  them  of  their' 
property  and  their  country.  Pro- 
ceoding  to  Africa,  with  the  spade 
and  the  plough,  for  the  purpose 
of  sowing  fields  and  planting 
vineyards,  which  may  yield  the 
fruits  of  increase,  is  so  harmless 
in  its  means,  and  so  beneficial  in 
its  tendency,  that  I  most  sincerely 
pray  that  God  may,  by  his  kind 
providence,  bless  an<l  preserve 
them  ;  for  he  "  turneth  the  wil- 
derness into  a  standing  water,  iand 
dry  ground  into  water  springs — 
and  there  he  makcth  the  hungry 
to  dwell,  that  they  may  prepare  a 
city  of  habitation." 

The  all-wise  and  superintend- 
ing providence  of  God,  in  con- 
ducting and  controling  the  affairs 
of  his  creatures,  was  wonderfully 
displayed  in  the  success  which 
followed  the  emigration  of  the 
Puritans  to  America.  The  larger 
part,  however,  of  the  first  settlers 
not  only  endured  unparalleled 
hardships,  but  fell  victims  to  th<j  • 
privations  which  they  suffered. 
They  were  indeed  diminished  and 
brought  law,  through  oppressions^ 
affliction,  and  sorrow ;  but  even» 
tually  it  has  been  said  of  tb^U 
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^ildrcn,  *•  Yet  sctteth  he  the 
poor  CD  high  from  affliction^  and 
maketh  him  families  li|(e  a  flock." 
The  comparatively  short  period 
of  two  centuries  has  increased 
tJjis  small  afflicted  remnant  io  a 
nation  consisting  of  many  millions 
of  people.  Whether  the  projected 
settlement  at  Algoa  Bay  is  des- 
tined to  produce  such  astonish- 
ing effects  in  Africa,  as  the  set- 
tJetiieut  at  Cape  Cod  has  already 
accomplished,  is  known  only  to 
him  who  bringeth  the  blind  by  a 
way  that  they  knew,  not,  and 
leads  them  in  paths  that  they  had 
not  known. 

It  is  highly  probable  that  the 
patient  perseverance  evinced  by 
the  colonjv  of  New  Plymouth, 
arose  from  the  principles  of  reli- 
gion by  which  they  were  in- 
fluenced. The  pleasure  which 
tliey  experienced  iu  worshipping 
God  without  the  constraints  of 
human  laws,  and  the  imposition 
of  the  inventions  of  men,  enabled 
them  to  endure  the  miseries  which 
they  suffered,  but. which  were  in- 
^jjitely  Wss  afflictive  than  those 
that  they  Jiad  borne  from  the 
violations  of  the  rights  of  con- 
science. To  this,  hkewise,  may 
be  fairly  attributed  the  blessing 
of  God;  which  protected  them 
from  the  savage  tribes  of  Indians, 
and  caused  the  labours  of  tlieir 
hands  to  prosper.  Lef^the  emi- 
grants of  1820  imiUte,  in  their 
pious  zeal,  the  Puritan  emigrants 
of  1620,  and  they  may  calcuUte 
lipon  the  care  and  protectionof  the 
Father  of  mercies.  But  to  enjoy  this 
divine  preservation,  they  must  ac- 
knowledge God  in  all  their  ways; 
they  mus^  erect  an.  altar  for  God 
wherever  they  pitch  their  ttni — 
they  must  act  in  the  fear  of  God 
all  th.e  day  long.  Let  them  bear 
and  regard  the  advice  of  Asa,  one 
of  the  kings  of  Judah,  "  The 
Lord  is  with  you,  while  you  are 


with  him ;  and  if  ye  seek  him,  h« 
will  be  found  of  you;  but  if  ye 
forsake    ^him,    he    Will    forsake

you 

But  the  reader  Is  probably  a 
person  who  intends  still  to  i«. 
main  in  bis  native  country-— 
the  place  of  our  fathers'  sepul- 
chres—the land  of  Bibles^-the 
depository  of  the  gospel.  Let  him 
remember  that  the  comforts  and 
ease  which  he  will  enjoy  in  Eng- 
land,  beyond  what  our  country- 
men will  experience  in  Africa, 
should  lead  him  gratefully  to  ac- 
knowledge the  goodness  of  God 
towards  him,  and  call  forth  all 
the  ctiergies  of  his  mind  to  pro- 
mote,  in  every  way  within  his 
power,  the  cause  of  God  aiMl 
truth  in  the  world.  The  signs  of 
the  times  both  require  and  favour 
such  exertions.  A  free  Constitu- 
tioa---a  free  toleration — a  free 
pulpit — and  a  free  press — give  a 
high  distinction  to  England  la 
1820,  beyond  what  it  possessed 
in  1620.  In  all  these  respects 
former  times  were  not  better  thaii 
these. 

The  signs  of  the  times  are  por- 
tentous. Blasphemy  and  Sedition 
have  of  late  stalked  abroad,  and 
the  enemy  has  come  in  like  a 
flood ;  but  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord, 
by  the  word  of  truth,  and  the 
dispensations  of  his  providence* 
has  lifted  up  a  standard  against 
them.  Let  the  godly  unite  in 
ferveut  prayer,  that  the  sword 
may  be  turned  away  from  the 
laud.  They  that  trust  in  the 
Lord  shall  never  be  confounded. 

"  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his 
wonderful  works  to  the  children 
of  men  !-— Whoso  js  wise,  and  will 
observe  these  things,  even  they 
shall  understand  the  loving* 
kindness  of  the  Lord."

kT  DEAR  FRIEND, 

You  well  kn^w  the  truth  of 
the  aentiment  of  one  of  our  most 
distinguis»hed  writers,  thai  "a  soul 
without  reflexion, 

^  Like  a  pile  witboot  inhabitant. 
To  ruin  runs  ;** 

and  yon  have  long  beep  in  the 
habit  of  serious  and  devout  me- 
ditation. The  solemn  return  of 
the  peaceful  evening,  the  inte- 
resting hours  at  the  close  of  the 
week,  the  hallowed  day  of  God, 
and  the  conclusion  and  com- 
mencement of  the  vear,  have 
usually  found  you  in  some  calm 
letreat,  engaged  in  this  delightful 
and  profitable  duty.  As  another 
important  period  of  life  is  just 
dawning  on  me,  I  have  been  en- 
deavouring to  review  the  past, 
and  to  look  forward  to  the  future ; 
and  the  recollection  of  the  months 
which  are  now  past  for  ever,  com- 
pels me  to  anticipate  the  ensuing 
season  with  more  than  ordinary 
anxiety.  I  could  not,  however, 
retrace  the  path  by  which  I  have 
been  kindly  led,  ^(for  even  af- 
flictions from  Gojl's  hand,  are 
**  blessings  in  disguise,")  without 
humiliation,  penitence,  gratitude, 
encouragement,  and  supplication. 
In  this  sacred  engagement  one 
passage  of  scripture  has  been 
much  upon  my  mind,  and  has 
afforded  me  considerable  refresh- 
ment. The  sentence  I  refer  to, 
fell  from  the  pen  of  the  sweet 
Singer  of  Israel,  and  appears  to 
hav^  imparted  to  him  much  sa- 
tisfaction and  consolation.  You 
will  find  it  in  the  91st  Psalm, 
**  My  times  are  in  thy  hand !" 
After  reflecting  on  these  words, 


I  think  I  can  enter  a  little  info 
the  Psalmist's  feelings  when  he 
wrote  them.  Indeed,  amidst  the 
profound  silence  which  surrounds 
me,  (for  "Tir'd  Nature's  sweet 
restorer,  balmy  sleep,''  has  closed 
every  eye  in  my  habitation  in  de- 
licious slumbers,) '  I  can  almost 
suppose  that  I  actually  hear  Da« 
vid  himself  giving  utterance  to 
the  devotional  feelings  of  his 
heart.  And  may  we  not,  my  dear 
Friend,  regard  him  as  saying, 

/  acknowledge  that  I  am  un^ 
acquainted  itith  what  will  happen 
to  me  in  futurity.  When  1  sur- 
vey the  past,  this  truth  is  abun- 
dantly evident,  for  how  have  I 
been  led  by  the  blessed  God 
through  the  wilderness  1  Assur- 
edly the  proper  answer  to  fhe 
question  is.  By  a  way  that  I  knew 
not.  No  one  could  possibly  have 
anticipated  the  circumstances 
which*  have  actually  occurred  to 
me.  Who,  for  a  moment,  would 
have  supposed,  that  f ,  the  young- 
est, and  the  meanest  of  my  Fa- 
ther's house,  should  be  taken 
from  the  sheepfold,  ''  follow- 
ing the  ewes  great  with  young," 
to  rule  over  the  tribes  of  Israel  7 
Who  would  have  imagined,  that 
the  mighty  giant  of  Gath,  who 
defied  the  armies  of  the  living 
God,  should  fall  so  ignomini- 
ously,  and  by  the  hands  of  such 
a  stripling  1  O  the  unsearch* 
ableness  of  the  divine  counsels ! 
O  the  unfathomable  depths  of 
God's  mysterious  providence  I 
Yet  his  ways  have  been  as  im« 
measurablv  kind,  as  profoundly 
impenetraole ;  surely  God  has  lea 
me  by  a  way  that  1  knew  not! 

And  may  we  not,  my  dear 
Friend,  make  simibir  acknow* 
ledgments?  Have  not  events  oc- 
curred to  us  which  have  at  once' 
surprised  and  astonished  us  1  If 
any  one  had  foretold  them,  should 
we  very,  readily  bive  credited 
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their  predictions?  I  am  sure  I 
may  say,  I  should  not.  Often, 
as  I  have  ascended  the  rugged 
steep  of  life,  have  I  voluntarily 
exclaimed,  "  His  way  is  in  the 
sea,  his  path  is  in  the  great  wa- 
ters, and  his  footsteps  are  not 
known!"  The  different  changes 
of  my  habitation,  the  connexions 
I  have  formed,  the  removal  of 
friends  youngerand  healthier  than 
myself,  and  a  multitude  of  events 
which  have  occurred  to  me,  were 
utterly  unexpelcted.  Had  I  been 
assured,  that  some  who  professed 
for  me  the  warmest  emotions  of 
friendship,  and  who  seemed  to 
be  sincere,  would  ibrsake  me, 
or  even  be  numbered  with  my 
foes,  I  should  not  very  readily 
have  credited  the  intelUgence. 
Indeed,  so  imperfect  has  been 
my  acquaintance  with  futurity, 
and  so  little  have  I  been  c:apable 
of  judging  aright,  that  in.  num- 
berless instances  I  have  mistaken 
my  real  welfare ;  I  have  desired 
enjoyments  which  would  unques- 
tionably have  been  a  snare  to  me, 
and  I  have  been  exceedingly 
afraid  of  those  very  trials  which 
have  really  proved  to  be  some 
of  the  greatest  blessings  that  have 
been  conferred  on  me  by  indul- 
gent heaven. 

If  we  look  forward  to  the  fu- 
ture, our  knowledge  is  exceed- 
ingly contracted.  We  see  but 
'*  as  through  a  glass,  darkly."  I 
have  been  asking  with  some  anx- 
iety, and  with  much  solemnity. 
What  are  the  events  which  shall 
happen  to  me  in  the  ensuing 
year?  But  the  question  is  one 
which  cannot  be  answered.  As 
to  my  health — ^shall  painful  acci- 
dents be  permitted  to  deprive  me 
of  iavaluable  faculties  of  body  or 
of  mtndi  Or  shall  some  fatal 
disease  receive  a  commission  to 
summon  :me  to  the  tomb  1  Or 
shall  my  personal  cqmforts  be  yet

continued  to  me  1  As  to  my  cvT" 
cumstances — shall  they  be  pros- 
perous,   or  adverse?    Many   a- 
round    me,   during   the  months 
which  have  just  transpired,  have 
experienced  considerable  vicissi- 
tude.     As   to  my  family — shall 
some  beloved  child,  the  delight 
of  my  eyes,  be  called  from  the 
parental  habitation  in^o  eternity, 
to  appear  on  earth  no  more  for 
ever?  The  past  season  has  be- 
held  multitudes    of  affectionate 
parents  weeping  for  theur  children, 
and  refusing  to  be  comforted  be- 
cause they  were  not.     Does  the 
all-seeing    eye    of   God    behold 
the  little  ones  this  year  left  fa- 
therless as  well   as  motherless? 
How  many  families  has  the  pe- 
riod which  is  just   closed   wit- 
nessed in  these  painful  circum- 
stances I    As  to  the  family  of  my 
friend — shall  a  larger  portion  of 
sorrow  than  you   have  ever  yet 
met  with  in  this  vale  of  tears  be 
infused  into  your  cup,  and  some 
of  those  impregnable    fortifica- 
tions which  divine  goodness  has 
hitherto  placed  around  your  hap- 
py family,   be   removed  in   the 
coming  year  ?     Shall  we  be  call- 
ed to  follow  you,  the  house- band* 
of  the  family,  to  the  cold  grave, 
in  company  with  devout  men, 
whilst  *'  great  lamentation''^  will 
be   deservedly  made  over  your 
cold  remains  ?  Or  shall  you  still, 
as  I  fondly  hope  and  pray,  be 
altogether  crowned  with  loving- 
kindness  and  tender  mercy?

The  flowers  ap- 
pear on  the  earthy  the  time  of  the 
singing  of  birds  is  come,  and  the 
voice  of  the  turtle  is  heard  in  our 
land  V  O  God !  thou  knowest, 
and  thoti  alone — **  Our  times  are 
in  thy  hand !''

That  I  may  meet  you,  my  dear 
Friend,  to  celebrate  the  infinite 
compassion  and  grace  of  our  di- 
vine 'Immanuel,  where  V'  days 
9nd  years  revolve  no  more,''  is 
(be  earnest  prayer  of

pations.  Yet  it  would  ill  become 
a  sober-minded  Christian,  to 
found  these  anticipations  upom 
human  efforts,  after  the  exper 
rience  of  so  many  disappoint- 
ments; all  so  strongly  coBfirm*> 
ing  our  Lord's  language,  ''  With- 
out tne  ye  can  do  nothing."         > 

Among  these  institutions,  those 
whicli  are  specially  directed  to 
the  conversion  of  men,   ar«  so 
manifestly  dependent  on  him  who 
giveth    tne    increase,    and    who 
claims    the   sole    prerogative  of 
shining  into  the  hearts   of  men, 
that  it  might  be  hoped,  that  our 
sense  of  this  dependence  wouid 
suppress  every  particle  of  glory- 
ing in  man;  and  fill  our  minds 
with    the   utmost  simplicity    of 
aim,  and  that  deep  anxiety  for 
the  event  which  men  ever  fed, 
when  they  wholly  rely  for  suc- 
cess on  the  interposition  of  ano- 
ther.   He   who  feels    aright   on 
such  a  subject,  will  reckon  no? 
thing  upon  his  own  means  and 
resources ;  but  will  be  anxiously 
looking  for  that  influence,  with* 
out  which  he  expects  nothing  but 
certain  disappointment. 

I  hope,  Sir,  th^t  I  shall  be  for- 
given, if  I  express  my  fears  that 
this  necessity  of  the  divine  aid 
has  \^ten  too  much  lost  sight  of 
in  the  eclat  of  public  meetings, 
and  the  bustle  of  preparation  for 
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tbe  conversion  of  the  Heathen 
world.  I  do  not  apprehend  that 
any  denomination  is  insensible  to 
it;  but  I  fear  that  the  immense 
importance  of  this  aid,  and  its 
imperious  claims  on  our  incessant 
attention,  have  not  had  their  due 
weight  on  our  hearts;  have  not 
been  sufficiently  realized,  so  as 
to  have  excited  that  spirit  of  sup- 
plication in  all  our  churches, 
which  the  case  requires. 

The  necessity  and  suitableness 
of  the  divine  influence  to  meeti 
tbe  case  of  the  Heathen,  so  igno- 
rant and  so  superstitious,  is  uni- 
versally allowed.  As  none  but 
God  could  redeem,  so  none  but 
Jehovah  can  quicken  and  reno- 
vate a  mind  dead  in  trespasses 
and  sins.  Do  the  Heathen  live 
in  a  state  of  awful  levity  and  in- 
difference, as  it  respects  their 
spiritual  interests  1  We  know  that 
the  Divine  Spirit  produces  in  tbe 
awakened  mind,  a  deep  thought- 
fulness  and  anxiety  on  this  sub- 
ject. Are  they  involved  in  the 
most  deplorable  blindness  and 
error?  He,  as  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
brings  the  soul  which  is  under  his 
teachings  into  marvellous  light. 
Are  they  prejudiced  against  their 
European  teachers?  It  is  the 
nature  of  his  influences  to  open 
the  heart  of  the  hearer,  and  to 
convince  him,  that  these  men  are 
tbe  servants  of  the  Most  High 
God,  showing  the  way  of  salva- 
tion. Are  they  dead,  and  in  a 
slate  totally  beyond  the  reach  of 
human  agency;  "dry  bones"? 
We  know,  that  he  quickeneth  the 
dead,  and  makes  them  new  crea- 
tures in  Christ  Jesus.  Have  they 
been  long  the  slaves  of  sin,  and 
of  the  powers  of  darkness  ?  By 
his  agency  they  become  the  living 
epistles  of  Christ,  known  and 
read  of  all  men«  That  all  these 
effects  have  been  produced  on  the 
Heathen,  let  the  bearers  of  Brain- 


erd,  of  the  Moravians,  and  of  tbe 
diflferent  denominations  now  hi- 
bouring  in  the  Heathen  worW; 
the  North  American  Indians,  the 
Greenlanders,  the  Esquimaux, 
the  Africans,  and  the  Hindoos, 
bear  witness. 

But  who,  that  knows  the  ex- 
ceedingly great  and  precious  pro- 
mises of  the  divine  word,  res- 
pecting the  out-pouring  of  the 
Divine  Spirit — who  that  knows 
the  state  of  the  heathen  congre<- 
gations  in  all  parts  of  the  world — 
who  that  feels  for  those  who  are 
labouring  in  those  inhospitctble 
regions — wbo  that  ever  entered 
into  their  difiiculties  and  discou- 
ragements— but  must  anxiously 
wish  for  a  far  greater  spirit  of 
prayer  in  our  churches  in  refer- 
ence to  this  indispensably  neces* 
sary  and  crowning  blessing  ? 

Very  important  means,  and  nu- 
merous agents,  have  been  raised 
up  Iw  a  gracious  Providence; 
but  from  one  extremity  of  thei 
heathen  world  to  the  other,  who 
does  not  see,  who  does  not  feelj 
the  necessity  of  a  more  gene- 
ral outpouring  of  the  divine  in- 
fluence ?  And  when  it  is  consi- 
dered what  mighty  effects  have 
been  produced  where  this  bless- 
ing has  been  bestowed;  that 
thousands  have  been  converted 
at  once;  whole  congregations 
deeply  affected,  yea,  at  the  same 
moment,  whole  villages  and  towns; 
and  that  nothing  but  divine  in^ 
fluence  is  adequate  to  these  saving 
effects,  it  might  be  expected  that 
all  the  friends  of  Missions  through-- 
out  the  world,  would  crowd  to 
their  places  of  worship,  to  sit  and 
wait  there,  in  a  state  of  impres- 
sive silence,  like  the  Apostles  oa 
the  day  of  Pentecost,  or  to  unite 
in  one  grand  and  continued  e^ 
fort  of  prayer,  drawing  from  hett^ 
ven  this  blessine,  which  is  to  re- 
novate a  world.     Would  no|  a 
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day  of  fksting  and  prayer,  which 
should  be  kept  all  over  the  king- 
dom, be  a  proper  appendage  to 
the    annual    Missionary    Prayer 
Meetings   in    London?    Is   not 
God,    in  raising    up  such    vast 
means,  and  putting  them  in  mo- 
tion, saying  to  his  church,  *'  Ask 
OF  ME,  and  I  will  give  thee  the 
heathen  for  thine  inheritance,  and 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth 
for  thy  possession  t"    Is  it  not  a 
most  painful  thing,  that  Mission- 
ary Prayer  Meetings  are  so  much 
neglected;  that  the  peirsons  en- 
gaging on  these  occasions,  so  fre- 
ouently  forget  the  very  object  of 
the    meeting;  or  so    generalize 
their  prayers,  that  this  distinct 
object  is  almost  forgotten)    Is 
not  the  Holy  Spirit  hereby  griev- 
ed ?  and  need  we  wonder  if  he 
leave  us   to  wrestle  with  these 
spiritual    wickednesses   in    high 
places,  to  our  own  confusiool 
What  should  we  think  of  a  hus- 
bandman, who,  after  discovering 
a  mechanicsil  power,  by  which  he 
could  at  any  time  water  all  his 
fields,  as  though  the  showers  of 
heaven    had   fallen  upon  them, 
should,  amidst  a    drought^  and 
with  nothing  but  limine  before 
him,  absolutely   forget  that  he 
was    in   possession    of  such .  a 
power  1    Is  our  conduct  less  as- 
tonishing,   if    we    neglect   that 
*'  Power  of  God  unto  salvation," 
which  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
has  promised  to  aive  to  those 
who  ask  himi    "  xe  have  not, 
because  ye  ask  not." 

Excuse  me.  Sir,  if  I  confess 
that  I  feel  the  weight  of  this  sub- 
ject almost  to  despondency.  In 
yain  Britain  expends  (to  use  a 
military  phrase)  her  best  blood 
and  treasure  in  attempts  to  con- 
vert the  Heathen,  if  the  throne  of 
grace,  and  the  source  of  success, 
continue  to  be  neglected. 

While  pondeiittg  on  this  sub- 
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ject,  various   plans  to   excite  a 
deeper  concern  for  the  divine  aid 
have  occurred  to  me ;  but  none 
have  appeared  so  likely  to  pro- 
duce a  general    and   permanent 
attention,  iis  the  formation  of  a 
Committee  in  London,  to  consist 
of  about  a  dozen  persons,  of  dif- 
ferent  denominations;    men  of 
deep  piety,  of  ardent  attachment 
to  Missions,  and  who  will  be  will- 
ing undeviatingly  to  devote  two 
or  three  hours  every  afteirnoon  of 
the  first  Monday  in  the  month,  to 
a  meeting  of  this  Committee,  the 
work  of  which  should  be,  to  col- 
lect every  instance  of  the  appear- 
ance of  divine  influence,  to  pub- 
lish those  instances,  and  to  send 
them  to  every  Missionary  Prayer 
Meeting  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom.     By  these  and  other 
methods,  it  might  be  hoped  that 
such  a  Committee  would  arouse 
all  the  churches  to    a  sense  of 
their  duty ;  and  be  the  means  of 
exciting  a  spirit  of  prayer ;   the 
consequence    of   which     would 
doubtless  be  most  cheering.  One 
or  two  hundred   pounds  a  year, 
would,  I  conceive,  be  an  adequate 
fund  to  meet  this  most  important 
object ;  for  I  would  wish  that  no 
unnecessary  publicity  should  be 
given  to  the  labours  of  the  Com- 
mittee;  but  that  their  operations 
should  be  like  those  of  the  Al- 
mighty Aeent  whose  aid  we  need: 
"  The  wind    bloweth  where    it 
listeth,  and  thou  hearestthe  sound 
thereof;  but  canst  not  tell  whence 
it  cometh,  nor  whither  it  goeth." 
I  shall  be  glad.   Sir,  to   hear 
from,  or  meei  any  person  or  per- 
sons, whose  minds  may  be  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of 
the  subject  of  this  letter.

OF  A   MINISTER.

'*  Let  your  conversation  be 
grave  and  maDly^  yet  pleasant 
and  engaging.  Let  it  be  grave, 
maqly,  and  venerable.  Remem- 
ber your  station  in  the  church, 
that  you  sink  not  into  levity,  and 
vain  trifling;  that  you  indulge 
not  any  ridiculous  humours,  or 
childish  follies,  below  the  dignity 
of  your  character.  Keep  up.  the 
honour  of  your  office  among  men 
by  a  nn»arkable  sanctity  of  man- 
nerSy  by  a  decent  and  manly  de- 
portment. Remember  that  our 
station  does  not  permit  any  of  us 
to  set  up  for  a  buffoon ;  nor  will 
it  be  any  glory  to  us  to  excel  in 
farce  and  comedy.  Let  others 
obtain  the  honour  of  being  good 
jesters^  and  of  having  it  in  their 
power  to  spread  a  laugh  round 
the  company'  when  they  please; 
but  let  it  be  our  ambition  to  act 
on  the  stage  of  hfe  as  men  who 
are  devoted,  to  the  service  of  the 
God  of  heaven,  to  the  real  bene- 
fit of  mankind  upon  earth,  and  to 
their  eternal  interests. 

"  Yet  there  is  no  need  that 
your  behaviour  should  have  any 
thing  stiff  or  haughty,  any  thing 
sullen  or  gloomy  in  it.  There  is 
an  art  of  pleasing  in  conversation 
that  will  maintain  the  honour  of  a 
superior  office  without  a  morose 
silence*  without  an  affected  stiff- 
ness, and  without  a  haughty  su- 
l^eriority.  A  pleasant  story  may 
proceed  without  offence  from  a 
minister's  lips ;  but  he  should 
never  aim  at  the  title  of  a  man 
OF  MIRTH,  nor  abound  in  such 
tales  as  carry  no  usefimnsiin^tion 
in  them,  no  lessons  of  fifty ^  or 
tvisdam^  or  virtue,"

The  following  Reasons,  assigned  %|t 
a  reclaimed  Infidel  for  renoumeing 
Deism  and  efAraeing  Ckristiamhf^ 
are  copied  from  a  Periodieai  Work^ 
1804. 

''  1.  I  never  saw,  heard,  or 
read  of  any  man,  woman,  or 
child,  that  was  reformed,  either 
in  whole  or  in  part,  by  embracing 
the  principles  of  Deism. 

"  2.  I  have  known  hundreds, 
and  heard  of  thousands^  who 
have  been  reformed  by  em- 
bracing Christianity. 

*'  3.  I  have  known  industrious 
and  sober  men,  who,  by  imbibing 
the  principles  of  Deism,  almost 
instantly  became  desperately 
wicked,  and,  in  many  instances, 
dangerous  members  of  civil  so- 
ciety. 

**  4. 1  have  known  some  Deists,, 
and  many  scoffers  at  religion^ 
speedily  and  effectually  turned 
from  the  most  abandoned  prac« 
tices,  by  theprcachiug  of  the  gos-^ 
pel,  to  a  life  of  righteousness^ 
which  showed  itself  bv  sobriety^ 
industry,  charity,  brotherly  kbd-» 
ness,  and  universal  philanthropy. 

**  5.  I  do  not  recollect  ever 
hearing  but  one  Deist  profess 
really  to  believe  in  a  future  state 
of  rewards  and  punishments. 

*'  G.  I  never  met  with  a  maa 
who  professed  to  be  a  real  Chris- 
tian, who  did  not  build  his  prin-» 
cipal  hopes  upon  the  reality  of  a 
future  Qtate. 

'*  7.  I  cannot,  in  all  the  Deist- 
ical  writings,  find  any  Taw  to  pre- 
vent wicKedness  or  encourage 
virtue,  with  rewards  and  punish- 
ments annexed  theretOt 

"^.  In  scripture,  all  the  crimes 
that  man  can  possibly  commit 
are,  under  the  severest. penalties, 
forbidden ;    and  '  e>erj^  possible 
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r^irttie  tt  iocnleated  and  eocou- 
ng ed,  b  J  promises  of  eternal  aind 
tsBceedingfy  great  rewards. 

**  9.  I  bave  known  some 
Deists,  and  read  of  many,  wbo, 
at  the  apparent  point  of  death, 
were  seized  with  the  mo9t  horri- 
ble despair,  uttering  the  most  bit- 
ter reflections  against  themselves 
#or  their  total  neglect  of  the 
doties  eommanded  in  the  gospel. 
But  who  ever  heard  or  read  of  a 
Christian,  at  the  hour  of  death, 
despairing  of  the  mercy  of  God, 
because  he  had  all  his  life-time 
rejected  I>eism,  and  shunned  the 
company  of  its  professors  ?  Or 
even,  when  long  and  fierce  dis- 
eases have  shaken  the  nervous 
system,  and  raging  fevers  h^ve 
inflamed  the  lrfo<Ml^  have  they 
erver  been  so  far  deranged,  as  to 
wish  they  had  never  been  born, 
for  noft  rejjeeting  the  BiUe  as  a 
widied  and  mischievous  impost- 
ties  on  the  human  lacer*

Descanting,  whilst 
on  a  passage  from  New-Haven  to 
New-York,  on  his  (avourite  theme, 
he  was  mildly  accosted  by  a  lady 
in  the  following  words :  '  Sir,  if 
your  reasoning  be  just,  how  do 
yon  account  for  the  bush  that 
Moses  saw,  which  burned  with 
fireT  The  Philosopher  quickly 
teplied,  'That,  Madam,  was  a 
phenomenon  consistent  with  the 
l^rinciples  of  philosophy.  Moses 
Was  then  on  the  side  of  a  moun- 
tain; subterraneous  fire  often 
breaks  out  on  the  sides  of  mouu'

25,  26.  "  Do  this  in  remenibrance 
of  met^  Is  this  command  to  be 
trifled  with ;  or  is  obiedience 
thereto  to  be  suf>erseded  by  any 
consideration,  inferior  to  the  ai|- 
thority  of  him  who  ordained  it') 
Are  you  at  liberty  thus  to  aba'n- 
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don  yonr  post,  after  you  have 
solemnly  given  your&elf  up, 
first  to  the  Lord,  and  then  to  his 
church,  and  after  you  have 
brought  yourself  under  the  obli- 
gation of  a  voluntary  engagement, 
more  sacred  and'  binding  than 
any  civil  or  political  contract 
that  mortals  can  make ;  viz.  to  be 


the  Lord's,  and  to  walk  bef<NPe 
him~  in  all  his  commandments, 
through  your  future  days  1 

Perhaps   something   has  been 
d^cidcfd  at  a  church -meeting  in  a 
manner  contrary  to  your  opinion, 
or  some  person  has  offended  you, 
or  you  entertain  a  doubt  of  the 
personal  piety  of  some  member, 
&c,   'But  must  not,  in  the  very 
nature  of  things,  the  majority  of 
the  church  decide  on  all  ques* 
lions  that  come  before  them ;  and 
ought  not  the  minority  to  submit  1 
K  the^judgmeut  of  the  inajority 
should  have  been  wrong,  is  it  not 
sufficient   that  you  have    voted 
agreeably  to  your  opinion,  in  a 
peaceable  and  respectful  manner, 
thereby    discharging   your    con- 
science, and  acquitting  yourself 
like  an  honest  man  1  If  a  church 
is  so  corrupt  as  evidently  to  be 
no  longer  a  part  of  the  body  of 
Christ,  it  is  your  duty  to  with- 
draw yourself  entirely  from  .  its 
communion:  in  that  case  entire 
separation  is  necessary.  But  par- 
tial withdrawing  is  never  lawful, 
whatever  superiority  of  principle 
or   of  character    you    may   lay 
claim  to.     Dost  thou  think,  O 
thou  child  of  arrogance  and  de- 
lusion, that  thy  unhallowed  con- 
duct will  be  approved  of  by  Him 
who  commands  us    to  exercise 
mutual  charity,  forbearance,  pa- 
tience, meekness,  and  self-diffi- 
dence;  and  who  exhorts   every 
one  to  esteem  l|is  brother  better 
than  himself  T    The  case  of  the 
Corinthian  church  is  a  standing 
lesson  of  instrRction;  there  were 


in  it  disorders  of  a    very    Ingb 
class,  yet  the  apostle  did  not  un- 
church them,  nor  require  mem^ 
hers  to  quit  them,  but  solemnly 
required  a  reformation  of  what 
was  wrong ;  and  he  lived  to  see  a 
happy  improvement  in  their  ge- 
neral condition. 
I      You  seem  to  think  of  nothinj^ 
so  much  as  your  own  peculiari- 
ties.   You  regard  not  what  evil 
your  unholy  and  capricious  ex- 
ample may    do,   in    confirming 
some  in  their  disobedience,   and 
in  weakening  the  attachment  and 
fidelity  of  others,  to  the  house  of 
God,  and  the  ordinances  of  Jesus 
Christ.    You    care   not  what   a 
stumbling  block  it  may  lay  before 
others,  and  what  a  general  ill  im- 
pression your  conduct  may  make. 
But  this  is  not  all :  it  also  lowers 
you  not  a  little  in  the  estimation 
of  the  best  friends  of  Christ,  and 
of  his  church,  and  thereby  sepa- 
rates your  talents,  your  influence^ 
and  your  countenance  from  tba 
body. 

If  Qo  means  can  reclaim  yoii. 
Christian  discipline  will  be  abso- 
lutely necessary*  If  you  perse- 
vere in  your  present  conduct,  you 
roust  be  separated  from  the  visi- 
ble church  of  Christ.  In  that  case^ 
having  first  rendered  yourselves 
undesirable  members  of  it,  you  will 
be  rather  lost  than  missed.  The 
church  of  Christ  may  lament  your 
departure,  but  the  Ureal  Head  of 
it  needs  not  your  assistance.  His 
church  existed  before  you  joined 
it,  and  will  continue  to  exist  when 
your  very  name  is  forgotten. 

Let  the  faithAd  members  of  the 
church  of  Christ  cleave  together, 
and  while  they  maintain  the  in- 
violable authority  of  the  Saviour^ 
pity  and  pray  for  those  who  seem 
never  to  have  understood  the 
nature  and  extent  of  their  religi* 
pus  vows,

It  is  no  inconsiderable  indication

various  substances  out  of  which  our 
(conveniences  are  formed,  were  not 
the   result   of  infinite  power  and 
skill;  so  absorbed  are  we  in  tem- 
poral considerations,  that,  although 
we  expatiate  readily  and  gratefully 
on  the  skill  of  those  artists  who  fii- 
brieate  ow  utensils,  we  seldom  stop 
to  notice  or  admire  tbe  matchless 


wisdom  and  power  of  Him,  wlio 
created  the  very  materials  in  all 
their  endless  variety,  and  gave  even 
the  artist  his  skill,  to  no  class  of 
substances  arc  these  remarfca  mon» 
applicable  than  to  the  varioos  me- 
tals with  which  we  are  now  ao* 
quainted,  which,  not  only  contribute 
so  largely  to  our  comfort,  but  have 
been  the  principal  mean^  of  those 
discoveries,  inventions,  aud  improve- 
ments that  are  the  admiration  of  our 
age. 

There  is  not  a  single  subject 
about  which  the  human  mind  cau 
be  exercised,  but  must  soon  eoo- 
vince  tbe  humble  inquirer  of  his 
ignorance  and  tbe  weakness  of  hui 
powers.  Of  the  origin  of  the  little 
knowledge  we  possess  of  this  clasa 
of  substances  we  know  nothing  with 
certainty; — ^whether  it  pleased  the 
Almighty  originally  to  reveal  anjr 
thing  of  their  nature  and  uses  to 
our  first  parents,  or  Whether  he  left 
them  to  be  discovered  by  what,  ia 
the  imperfection  of  human  thought 
and  language,  is  called  accident. 
It  is  highly  probable  that  many  of 
them  were  known  to  Adam  himself: 
and  certain  it  is,  that  the  uses  of 
several  were  known  at  a  very  earigr 
period ;  for  Moses  informs  us,  that 
Tubalcain,  one  of  Lamech's  sons» 
*'  was  an  instructor  of  every  artificer 
in  brass  and  tron."    Gen.  iv.  28l 

The  ancients  appear  to  have  been 
acquainted  with  only  seven  of  the 
metals;  gold,  silver,  mercury,  cop- 
per, iron,  tin,  and  lead.  As  ihe  tot 
of  these  was  considered  the  most 
valuable,  tbe  alchemists,  who  had 
learned  enough  of  chemistry  to  pro- 
duce changes  in  many  substancea, 
hoped  ardently,  and  searched  dili- 
gently, to  discover  some  method  of 
converting  the  other  metajs  into 
gold :  their  labours,  however,  were 
as  vain  as  those  of  the  protoe  Pa- 
racelsus, one  of  the  last  of  the  al- 
chemists, who  professed  to  have  ac- 
complished the  object  of  his  anxiety* 
which  was  to  ftnd  a  pfetsvtalive 
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from  death,  bat  dying  himself  in 
1534,  after  a  very  intemperate  life, 
at  the  early  age  if  §pfiy*oike^  ftdded' 
another  to  the  ^ranieroiis  examples 
of  the  folly  and  madness  of  infidelity. 

^Notwithstanding  this  early  ac- 
qoaihtance  with  some  of  the  metals, 
It  fe  sarpri^ng  tiiat  it  l-emained  for 
the  chemists  of  the  present  age,  par- 
ticularly Sir  H.  Davy,  not  only  to 
correct  and  enlarge  onr  information 
«)f  ^ose  already  known,  bat  also  to 
add  so  many  to  the  catalogue ;  for 
there  are  now  reckoned  tfaii^-eight, 
which  »re  classified  according  to 
their  affinity  for  oxygen,  with  which 
they  all  more  or  less  combine.  The 
general  characteristics  of  the  metals, 
to  use  the  words  of  an  able  modem 
chemist,  are  **  hardness,  tenacity, 
Insire,'  opacity,  fusibility,  maUea> 
bility,  and  ductility;''  although  it  is 
not  necessary  that  a  body  should 
fK>sseBs  all  these  qualities  to  entitle 
it  to  this  denomination. 

The  avaricious  and  thoughtless 
may  have  occasionally  r^retted 
that  it  should  require  so  much  pains 
and  labour  to  procure  gold,  silver, 
and  copper.  But  the  refiecting  mind 
perceives  the  wisdom  and  mercy  of 
the  great  Creator  in  depositing  them 
Hi- the  bovrels  of  the  earth;  not 
merely  as  it  affords  employment  to 
man,  but  as  it  leaves  the  surfece  of 
the  earth,  the  far  greater  part  of 
which  they  must  have  otherwise 
occiqMed,  for  the  important  and 
delightful  process  of  vegetation. 

The  internal  parts  of  the  earth,  as 
we  had  occasion  to  remark  in  onr 
last  essay,  do  not  consist  of  one 
un^ifm  suhetanca,  but  of  various 
strata  of  substances^  differing  both 
in  their  appearatiee  and  qualities, 
ts  well  as  in  their  depth  and  solidity. 
IntiMaevable  cra^ss  and  fissures, 
called  by  the  miners  Mr«,  occur  in 
these  strata;  and  it  is  in  these  reins 
tiMit  the  mctaliic  ore  is  found.  It 
ts  freqwMitiy  difficult  to  discover 
these  veiua,  noi  will  they  always 
pay  for  vMoiung   wheur  they   are 

fraud* 

MetMs  ahauiid  most  in  mountm^ 
ous  dislfietsVli^lGe  the  counties  of 
Devon  and  Coinwall  are  in  these 
Inspects  distiagniBhed  in  this  coun* 
Iry.  Mining  is  considered  to  iiave 
bee»ef  etr^  origin  in  Britain^  and 


the  first  inducement  to  trade  with 
this  island  ;  and  probably  proved  a 
very  'prii'^p^l  temptation  to  the 
frequent  visits  of  the  Roman  con- 
querors. From  the  tools  of  oak  that 
ha^e  been  found  in  ancient  tin 
mines,  it  is  thought  that  tin  works 
must  have  been  carried  on  beri  long 
before  iron  was  ibund  in  any  abun- 
dance in  England. 

From  the  situation,  as  just  de- 
scribed, in  which  the  metals  are 
generally  found,  it  is  less  surprising 
that  they  should  seldom  occur  in  a 
state  of  purity.  They  are  ordinar 
rily  met  with  in  a  state  of  cornHniv- 
tion  with  other  metals,  with  sulphur, 
or  oxygen,  or  with  acids ;  and  vsi- 
rious  means  are  employed  for  tlieir 
purification:  fire,  however,  is  al- 
ways employed  in  extensive  opera- 
tions. Solution  in  acids,  which  Was 
first  adopted  by  Bergman,  is  more 
simple  and  satisfactory.  It  is  chiefly 
owing  to  the  improvements  in  the 
art  of  analyzing  minerals,  thai  we 
have  become  acquainted  with  the 
new  metals,  the  further  notice  of 
which  we  must  lor  the  present  defer. 

May  the  youthful  reader  early  ao- 
qutre  the  habit  of  *'  looking  through 
nature  up  to  nature's  God.''  .

THE  LATE  EARTHQUAKE. 


Thk  district  of  Ctttch,  which  was 
visited  by  the  late  dreadfal  earth- 
quake, lies  between  83^  and  2^ 
M.  and  eSP  and  7\^  e.  It  is 
bounded  n.  by  the  desert  of  Aj- 
mere,  w.  by  Gugetat,  s.  by  the 
gulf  of  Cutcb,  and  w.  by  Sind,  which 
lies  between  it  and  Persia.  Booge- 
booge,  its  capital,  which  was  totally 
destroyed,^  and  in  which  above  dCMK) 
persons  perished,  Hes  i200aHles  w.  of 
Calcutta,  and  270  N* w.  efSnrat.  Al- 
most all  its  ether  towns  have  eilhipr 
been  destroyed,  or  have  greatly  suf- 
fered. When  we  behold  the  cala- 
mities of  other  eoitntries,  may  we 
not  say  that  our  own  happy  ooimtry 
is  '^  a  land  which  the  Lard  euv  GUid 
eareth  for;  and  that  the  eyes  ef  the 
Lord  our  God  are  always  upoa  it^ 
from  the  beginmng  oC^the  year  even 
unite  the  «id  of  the  year  ?^' 
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MXt  ROBERT  BEILBY. 


Mr.  R.  Beilby  was  born  Jiily 
11,  174 1  y  at  BridliQ^on-qaay,  in 
Yorkshire.  His.  father,  Mr.  Charles 
Beilby,  was  a  master  mariner,  and 
Bnhapptly  found  a  watery  grave 
when  on  a  voyago  to  London,  after 
he  had  been  married  only  fopr 
years,  leaving  this  bis  only  son,  tw9 
years  and  a  half  old,  and  one  daugh- 
ter half  a  year  old.  Mrs.  Beilby, 
who,  by  Ibis  solomn  providence, 
was  bereaved  of  an  affectionate  hus» 
band,  bowed  to  the  Divine  will  with 
Cbristiaii  resignation,  and,  laboured 
to  trun  op  her  children^  in  the  fear 
of  tibe  Lord.  For  this  important 
work  she  was  wdl  qualified,  having 
had  a  pious  education  herself,  and 
baving  the  holy  example  of  Mr. 
George  Nesfield  her  father,  con- 
stantly .  before  her.  Mr.  Nesfield 
had  long  been  a  usefo]  member,  and 
a  deacon,  of  the  Baptist  church  at 
Bridlington,  and  honourably  sup- 

SM-ted  the  Christian  character.  Mrs. 
eilby  also,  prior  to  her  marriage, 
had  becgme  a  member  of  the  same 
Christian  society.  Mr.  Beilby,  whilst 
an  infant,  was  removed  to  the  house 
of  this  his  maternal  grandfather. 
His  aunt,  Mrs..  Hannah  Nesfield, 
who  was  afterwards  married  to  the 
Rev.  John  Oulton,  M.A.  Baptist 
Minister  at  Rawdon,  watched  over 
him  with  pious  care,  and  retained 
the  warmest  affection  for  him  through 
)ife.  In  his  ybnth  he  was  preserved 
from  many  of  the  follies  and  dan- 
gerous pursuits  into  which  others 
have  fallen,  who  have  been  edu- 
cated merely  to  act  a  part  in  this 
yfe,  and  obtain  a  portion  of  its  pe- 
rishable enjoyments.  He  was  early 
aecustomed  to  read  the  scriptures, 
to  reverence  the  Lord's-day,  to  at- 
tend the  house  of  God,  to  avoid  the 
jBompany  of  wicked  children,  and 
^0  select  for  )iis  companions  those 
of  a  virtuous  character.  Hence 
beii^  ^  trained  up  iu,  the  way  he 


should  go,  When  he  was  old  he  did 
not  depart  from  it.*'  By  what  means 
he  was  converted  to  God  does  not 
appear,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
his  heart  was  chanp^ed  by  .divina 
grace  at  an  eariy  period ;  and  those 
early  fruits  of  piety  which  appeared 
in  him,  and  in  his  yet  surviving 
sister,  made  his  mother's  heart  re* 
joice,  and  led  her  to  observe,  **  that 
she  believed  the  Lord  had  blessed 
her  with  two  such  children  as  few 
parents  had.'*  Sometimes  the  Holy 
Spirit  awakens  tl^  soul  as  by  a 
peal  of  thunder,  and  at  other  timet 
his  influence  descends  as  the  gentle 
dew ;  so  we  believe  it  was  in  his  yonth 
with  our  venerable  friend :  ^  The 
Sun  of  Righteousness  arose  upon  hint 
with  healing  in  his  wings,  as  a 
morning  without  clouds,  and  shoact 
brighter  and  brighter  until  the  per«» 
feet  day." 

In  the  25th  year  of  his  age  he 
made  a  public  profession  of  his 
faith  in  the  Redeemer,  and  was 
baptized,  and  added  to  the  church 
at  Bridlington,  April  20, 1766.  "  Be- 
ing now  buried  with  bis  Lord  by 
baptism  into  death,  lftk«.,a^  Christ 
was  raised  from  the  dead  by  tbe 
glory  of  his  Father,  even  so  also  h» 
walked  in  newness  of  life." — He 
received  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as 
his  Legislator,  Pattern,  and  Sa- 
viour, and  he  grew  up  as  a  floU'- 
rishing  plant  in  the  courts  of  the 
Lord's  house,  bringing  forth  fruit 
even  to  old  age.  His  religious  sen- 
timents were  strictly  Calvinistio; 
but  with  him  the  doctrines  of  grace 
were  not  matter's  of  mere  specula- 
tion, nor  the  simple  belief  of  them 
associated  with  malevolence  and 
evil  passions ;  they  produced  humi- 
lity, compassion,  righteousness,  and 
charity. 

After  he  had  continued  a  few 
years  in  the  church,  be  was  una- 
nimously chosen  a  deacon.  His 
qualifications  for  the  due  dischaige 
of  this  office  were  such  as  have  been 
excelled  by  few.     He  w^  a  fair 
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copy  of  the  apostle'n  df  scription  of 
a  deaoooy  1  Tim.  iii.  8.  He  was 
^^gravey  not  doobie-tongued,  not' 
given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of 
filthy  lacre,  holding  the  mystery  of 
faith  in  a  pure  consoiencey  and 
purchased  to  himself  a  good  degree, 
and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  which 
Is  in  Christ  Jesqs.''  He  was  an 
eminent  example  in  his  attendance 
on  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel. 
Waiting  npon  God  in  his  own  hodse 
afforded  him  gladness  of  heart :  his 
langnage  was,  "  I  haye  loved  the 
habitation  of  thine  house,  the  place 
where  thine  honour  dwelleth."  The 
writer  of  this  memoir  can  witness, 
that  for  the  last  twenty-three  years, 
he  never  knew  htm  absent  from  his 
post,  either  on  the  Lord's  days,  or 
on  other  appointed  seasons,  at  lec- 
tures and  praTcr-meetiogs,  except 
detained  by  illness,  or  necessarily 
fitim  home.  He  often  lamented  the 
coldness  of  those,  who  for  very  light 
and  ttiflmg  reasons,  would  excuse 
themselves  from  going  to  the  house 
of  Ood;  and  was  much  affected  to 
see  how  much  such  persons  appear- 
ed to  prefer  the  vanities  of  this  world 
to  the  provisions  of  Zion,  and  ^to 
labour  more  for  the  bread  that  pe- 
lisfaeth  than  for  that  which  endureth 
to  everlasting  life. 

Gravity  was  so  strongly  impress- 
ed upon  his  countenance,  that  a 
stranger  might  have  concluded  at 
the  first  interview,  that  he  was  na- 
turally inorose  and  austere ;  whereas 
his  temper  was  mild  and  placid  to  a 
high  degree.  He  cultivated  a  spirit 
of  peace  through  the  whole  of  his 
Christian  profession,  labouring  as 
far  as  possible  *'  to  live  peaceably 
with  all  men.*'  The  law  of  kind- 
ness was  on  his  lipA,  and  ang^r  sel- 
dom kindled  in  his  bosOm.  The 
church,  his  own  family,  and  the 
neighbourhood  around  him,  felt  the 
sweet  influence  of  his  kind  and  gen- 
tle spirit,  and  most  affectionate 
tnanners.  His  habits  and  way  of 
life  were  simple,  and  truly  patri- 
archal. Though  Divine  Providence 
smiled  upon  his  worldly  concerns, 
and  blessed  him  with  abundance  of 
this  uDfld's  goods,  yet  he  despised 
the  gaieties  of  life,  and  beheld  with 
contempt  those  trifling  toys  which 
too  fi:e4ueutly  engage  the  attention 


of  others.  It  was  manifest  that  tAi 
treasure  was  ta  heaven,  and  hia 
heart  set  npon  true  riches. 

It  is  the  lot  of  but  few  to  be  held 
in  high  estimation  by  all ;  but  such 
were  the  fidelity  and  probity  of  Mr. 
Beilby's  oonversation,  that  he  es- 
caped the  breath  of  calumny,  and 
was  universally  moken  of  with  the 
highest  regard.  His  life  was  truly 
an  epistle  of  Jesus  Christ,  knowa 
and  read  by  all  around.  By  hifl 
liberal  contributions  he  was  the  chief 
support  of  the  ministry  of  the  word 
where  he  attended:  but  his  libe- 
rality did  not  terminate  there;  the 
Missionaiy  Society,  the  Baptist 
Academy  at  Bradford,  and  other 
institutions,  shared  in  hb  muni* 
ficence. 

In  April,  1794,  Mr.  Beilby  mar- 
ried Miss  Sarah  Stockell,  daughter 
of  the  late  Mr.  W.  Stockell,  a  wor- 
thy member  of  the  same  church 
with  himself.  But  this  union  was 
of  short  duration,  for  he  was  Allied 
to  follow  Mrs.  Beilby  to  the  gravo 
in  January,  1700. 

Our  venerable  friend  was  spared, 
however,  in  peace  and  health,  tilt 
the  month  of  May,  1810,  when  he 
was  seized  by  a  paralytic  stroke, 
which,  for  many  years,  nearly  de- 
prived him  of  the  use  of  one  side ; 
but  he  retained  the  powers  of  his 
mind  to  the  last  His  long  illness 
he  bore  with  Christian  patience. 
For  the  first  eight  years  and  a  hair 
he  was  led  to  the  house  of  God,  but 
about  a  month  before  his  death  be 
became  subject  to  very  severe  pains. 
His  pastor  one  day  reminding  him 
of  his  afflictions,  he  replied,  ^  Bless- 
ed be  the  Lord  who  has  given  me 
patience  to  endure  them.^  At  an- 
other time,  being  asked  of  his  hope 
of  a  better  world,  he  said,  **  I  come 
to  Jesus  as  a  poor  sinner.^  About  a ' 
week  before  his  departure,  he  de- 
sired his  pastor  to  preach  the  Lotd's- 
day  after  his  funeral,  from  John  vi. 
37.  **  Him  that  eometh  unto  me  I 
will  in  no  wise  cast  out;**  but  added, 
''Say  but  little  about  me.''  On 
August  10,  1819,  he  fell  asleep  in 
the  fiiith  of  the  Redeemer.  <*  Mark 
the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the 
upright :  for  the  end  of  that  man  £b 
peace."

A  Strmon,  p*'eaehed  in 
Broadmead,  Bristol,  at  the  Aunuai 
Meeting  of  the  Bristol  Sducation 
Sodetif^  August  5, 1818.  By  Tho- 
mas C^risp. 

To  object  to  ftcademie«  in  which 
pi<miB  young  men,  possessing  appro- 
priate talents,  enjoy  leisure,  receive 
iDstractions,  store  their  minds  with 
«sefal  knowledge,  acquire  a  habit  of 
severe  attention,  and  are  profited  by 
discipline  and  the  example  of  pni- 
deut  and  pious  tutors,  is^  not  very 
wise;  nor  do  the  reasons  usually 
H^ivea  in  support  <)f  those  objections 
in  tlie  least  lessen  our  surprise  at  the 
£xistenec  and  magnitude  of  such  an 
error  in  judgmenL  If  is  said  that 
some  of  our  young  men  are  conceit- 
ed and  pedantic — that  they  are  ra^ 
ther  fine  gentlemen  than  laborious 
ministers — that  they  are  too  often 
deficient  in  personal  religion  and  in 
evangelical  savour — and  the  whole 
is  finished  by  denominating  them 
men*made  ministers,  as  if  the  aca- 
demical economy  included  no  means 
to  he  employed  in  order  to  ascertain 
the  piety  and  qualifications  of  all 
who  are  admitted  to  be  students. 
A  child  might  perceive  that  all  this 
is  arguing  from  the  general  folly  and 
wickedness  of  human  nature,  which 
refuses  or  abuses  what  is  intended 
ajid  adapted  to  produce  the  greatest 
good,  against  institutions  of  wisdom, 
benevolence,  and  religion.  Such 
judgment  is  quite  as  sapient  as  his 
who  blames  the  rules  and  labours 
of  one  who  has  admirably  managed 
a'  Qne  piece  of  garden-ground,  be* 
cause  the  crops  have  greatly  failed, 
when  that  disappointmeot  of  ex- 
pectation was  alone  owing  to  frosts, 
or  tempests^  or  drought,  or  some- 
thing quite  foreign  irom  the  pro- 
ceedings of  him  who  is  loaded  with 
these  seoseless  censures. 

We  admit  that  some  students, 
who  bave  enjoyed  the  advantages 
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of  our  sominariesy  have  deserved  all 
that  has  been  above  stated:  but 
have  not  conceit,  distrusting  self- 
complacency,  lamentable  deficiency 
in  gospel  sentiments,  and  destitution 
of  personal  r€li<!:ion,  appeared  in 
men  who  have  assumed  the  niiuia- 
terial  character,  without  having 
been  shaded  by  tlie  bower  which 
has  been  so  ignorantly  deemed  peiw 
nicious?  The  truth  is,,  academies 
are  good,  but  human  nature  is  not 
so :  and  no  institution  in  this  sinful 
world,  has  been  uniformly^  snc* 
cessful  in  effecting  good;  nor  will 
any  wise  man  expect  things  to  be 
otlierwise,  till  oiur  race  is,  gene- 
rally, more  improved.  If  there  be 
religion  in  the  heart,  good  capacity, 
health,  and  a  disposition  to  be  la- 
boriously attentive  to  the  claims  of 
duty,  an  institution  in  which  a  pru^ 
dent,  pious,  learned,  and  diligent 
tutor  presides^in  which  the  sti&ies 
to  be  pursued,  and  the  instructions 
to  be  received,  are  fitted  to  elfeot  a 
due  preparation  for  the  sacred  du- 
ties of  the  Christian  preacher  and 
pastor — and  in  which  there  is  n 
good  collection  of  useful  books,  and 
opportunity  to  read  them,  deserves 
the  patronage  of  man»  and  is  pos- 
sessed of  the  approbation  of  God» 
Let  none,,  on  any  account,  be  ad*- 
mitted  into  our  theological  seminft- 
ries  of  doubtful  piety,  capacity,  or 
health:  let  them  be  dismissed  If 
they  have  imbibed  heterodox  opi- 
nions, or^  contracted  indolent  habits, 
and  persist  after  warning  and  a  rea« 
sonabie  time  has  been  allowed  for 
amendment,  and  the  establishments 
which  we  defend,  will  be  bigbljr 
advantageous  to  the  church  of  God. 
As  this  is  our  deliberate  opinio^ 
of  theological  seminaries  among  dis- 
senters, the  perusal  of  the  sermon  be* 
fore  us  afforded'iis  qonsidershle  pleai»' 
sure.  It  is  the  production  of  a  nii* 
nister  of  Jesus  Christ,,  who  enjoyed, 
in  former  years,  the  high  sdvayiif 
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ta^es  ofacademicalinsiixiction;  and 
as  he  is,  on  that  account,  the  better 
qualified  to  speak  on  the  subject  of 
its  utility,  so  he  has,  in  this  dis- 
course, with  much  seriousness  of 
mind  and  manly  frankness,  admit- 
ted both  the  partial  abuse  and  the 
general  usefulness  of  such  a  course: 
and,  indeed,  it  is  vworthy  of  re- 
ttiark,  that  those  who  object  to  it 
have  never  received  its  benefits, 
while  the  most  learned,  pious,  and 
useful  miaistei^^f  the  gospel,  of  every 
church,  and  of  every  age  and  clime, 
who  have  been  blessed  with  a  learn- 
ed education,  have  most  highly  ap- 
preciated the  importance  of  it,  and 
of  the  seminaries  in  which  it  was 
obtained. 

The  text  selected  for  this  sermon, 
is  in  1  Cor.  iii.  9,  and  it  is  proposed, 
by  Mr.  Crisp,  first,  to  illustrate  the 
peculiar  view  which  is  here  given  of 
the  ministerial  office;  and,  second- 
ly, to  show  the  influence  which  this 
view  of  the  ministry  ought  to  have 
on  students,  and  ministers,  and 
hearers.  We  must  not  be  consi- 
dered as  using  the  mere  common- 
place language  of  a  friendly  review- 
er when  we  say,  that  the  preacher 
has  copiously  and  accurately,  with 
much  piety  and  affection,  illustrated 
and  applied  tbese  general  topics. 

The  style  of  the  discourse  is  neat, 
perspicuous,  and  manly,  without 
any  of  that  little  finery  which  only 
serves  to  render  the  performance 
disgusting,  and  for  the  mere  sake 
of  which  the  preacher,  too  often, 
delivers  his  sermon.  All  those  who 
dispense,  and  every  one  who  hears, 
the  gospel,  cannot,  from  an  atten- 
tive perusal  of  what  is  here  written, 
fail  of  receiving  much  advantage, 
if  their  hearts  be  rightly  disposed.

If  a  very 
little  trouble  of  this  kind  had  been 
taken  with  it,  it  would  have  been  in 
our  po^er  to  recommend  it  in  a  more 
unqualified  manner  to  our  readers.

In  onr  review  of  the  first  edition 
of  this  instructive  little  book,  which 
was  divided  into  Personal  Piety — 
Positive  Institutions — The  Nature 
of  a  Christian  Church — the  Duties  ' 
and  Privileges  of  Church  Members 
—  Punctuality  —  Circumspection —  ' 
and  Brotheriy  Love,  we  recom- 
mended it  as  well  deserving  the  at- 
tention of  young  Christians,  and 
especially  of  those  who  are  about  to 
unite  in  fellowship  with  the  churcb 
of  Christ 

The  present  edition  contains  two 
additional  chapters,  viz.  On  the 
Appropriate  Work  of  a  Deacon — 
and,  On  the  Reasons  oC  Dissent. 
These  meet  with  our  approbation 
equally  with  the  former.  We  leara 
with  pleasure  that  the  author  ha» 
been  repeatedly  solicited  from  vari- 
ous quarters  to  enlarge  his  plan,  and 
shall  be  glad  to  find  that  he  attends 
to  the  recommendation. 

In  the  mean  time,  we  repeat  that;  ' 
this  is  a  useful  work,  containing 
much  valuable  informalion  and  ad* 
vice  in  a  small  compass. 

We  are  unwilling  to  omit  this 
opportunity  of  saying,  that  no  small 
part  of  the  usefulness  of  a  minister 
depends,  under  God,  upon  the  as- 
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idstance  which  he  receives  frum  the 
deacons  of  the  church.  In  this 
point  of  view,  it  is  their  duty,  1.  to 
he  labourers  together  with  him ;  and, 
2.  by  their  kiud,  aifectionate,  and 
respectful  behaviour  towards  him, 
and  manner  of  speaking  of  him  at 
all  times,  and  especially  in  their  fa- 
milies, which  we  also  recommend 
to  all  Christian  heads  of  families, 
to  secure  and  increase  that  vene- 
ration of  the  younger  part  of  the 
congregation  for  his  person  and  la- 
bours, which  is  essential  to  his  use- 
fulness. On  the  same  account  we 
equally  recommend  to  the  younger 
part  of  our  brethren  in  the  ministry, 
in  addition  to  the  advice  quoted  by 
the  author,  p.  91,  fiom  Dr.  CoUyer's 
Charge  to  Mr.  Raffles,  not  to  let 
any  man  despise  their  youth,  but  to 
attend  to  the  exhortation  of  the  apos- 
tle Paul  to  Timothy,  as  paraphrased 
by  the  excellent  Dr.  Doddridge, 
**  Let  thy  whole  behaviour  com- 
mand a  reverence  to  it,  while  others 
see  that,  young  as  thou  art  in  years, 
thoa  art  old  in  wisdom,  piefy,  and 
universal  goodness.  Be  thou  there- 
fore an  example  to  all  thefaitltftd,  in 
prudent  and  useful  q^ech,  in  a  grave, 
steady,  and  consistent  conversation, 
in  unbounded  love,  in  a  candid  yet 
xealous  spirit,  in  uniform  and  incor- 
ruptible fidelitif,  and  tit  unspotted 
purity,  by  which  all  suspicion  of 
evil  shall  be  avoided,  and  even  ail 
occasion  of  apology  superseded.'' 

An  Answer  to  the  Question,  "  What 
are  the  distinguishing  Tenets- of  the 
Baptists?" 

This  Tract,  which  contains  only 
eight  pages,  is  well  adapted  for  ge- 
neral circulation.  We  copy  the 
commencing  paragraph. 

**  It  is  rather  singular,  after  so  much 
has  been  published  by  the  Buptisls  in 
England,  (or  upwards  of  two  hundred 
years,  that  so  many  persons  Are  totally 
unacquainted  with  their  distinguishing 
principles.  A  Baptist  Minister  was 
lately  asked  by  a  person  of  exalted  rank, 
Wfty  is  it  that  you  do  not  baptize  persons 
until  they  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  ? 
This  Nobleman  was  iuforroed,  that  the 
age  of  a  person  was  of  no  consideration 
with  the  Baptists,  It  giving  them  no  con- 
cern whether  he  was  a  child,  or  a  person 
•f  grey  hairs,  provided  he  gave  evidence 


of  being  a  genuine  believer  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

'•  When  the  late  Kev.  Claudius  Bu- 
chanan was  conversing  with  the  Bishop 
of  the  Syrian  churches,  respecting  the 
churches  in  England  who  had  separated 
from  the  church  of  B.oroe,  the  Doctor 
says,  '  This  led  to  the  mention  of  the 
different  sects.  Those  who  most  inte« 
rested  hira  were  the  Quakers  and  Ba?* 
fiSTS.     He  said,  it  was  an  imposing  ulea 

to    WASH    THB    BODY    WITH    WATER    TO 

BEGIN  A  NEW  LiFB.  He  asikcd,  iohe- 
ther  they  were  baptized  again  every  time 
they  relapsed  into  sin,  and  known  apostasy*** 
He  might  have  been  informed,  perhaps 
he  was,  that  the  Baptists  strictly  adopt 
the  principle  of  '  onb  baptism,'  and 
therefore  contend,  if  a  person  has  been 
immersed  in  water,  in  the  name  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  on  a  Credible  profession  of 
repentance  and  faith,  that  it  is  never  to 
be  repeated;  even  should  the  person 
afterwards  declare  that  at  the  time  of  his 
baptism  he  was  not  a  reali  though  a  pro* 
fessed,  believer  hi  the  Lord  J^sns  Clirist." 

The  following  note  is  subjoined, 
whiqh  contains  some  curious  facts. 

'*  In  the  year  18l3f  the  writer  asked 
the  author  of  the  Researches,  (Or.  Bu« 
chanan*)  in  reUtiun  to  the  above  states 
ment,  <  Whether  the  Bishop's  surprise 
arose  from  being  told  of  the  immersion 
practised  by  the  English  Baptists  ?'  He 
at  the  same  time  reminded  the  Doctor  of 
what  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wall  had  said  in  his 
History  of  Infant  Baptismi  (Part  II. 
Chap.  ix.  p.  463,)  *  All  those  cowitries  in 
which  the  usurped  power  of  the  Pope  is,  or 
has  formerly  been  owned,  have  left  ovp 
dipping  in  the  font ;  but  all  other  countries 
in  the  world,  which  never  regarded  his 
authority,  so  still  use  it.'  The 
writer  added«  <  Now,  Sir,  If  sprinMing 
has  obtained  among  the  Svrian  churches, 
seeing  they  have  never  been  subject  to 
the  usurped  power  of  the  Pope,  the  fact 
'stated  by  Dr.  Wall  will  be  contradicted^ 
and  I  candidly  acknowledge  that  I  shall 
be  ai  a  loss  to  account  for  its  existence.' 
The  Doctor  replied,  'The  fonts  are  quite' 
large  enough  for  iormersion  ;*  intimating, 
as  the  writer  understood  him,  that  they' 
still  used  the  primitive  rite,  and  had  no^ 
like  the  national  churches  in  Europe* 
left  it  off.  This  conclusion  is  coih> 
firraed  by  what  is  said  in  tlie  Researches* 
(see  letter  dated  Cande-nad,  25th  Nov.) 
in  which  the  Doctor  says,  *^We  next  had 
some  conversation  concerning  forms  of 
worship;   whether  Christ  intended  that

quoted,  may  be  found  in  the  first  nine 
editions  of  the  EcrlesiMtical  Retearches; 
the~tetuh,  edited  by  Dr.  Buchanan,  abot|t 
a  year  before  liis  death,  does  not  con- 
tain it ;  nor  the  tieventkf  which  has  been 
lately  piinted  from  it."

following  statement  is  extracted  from  an 

excellent  work*  entitled,  Apam s*s  View 

OP  Religions. 

♦*   '  BaFTISTS,     or      ASTlPADO-BAt*- 

Tisrs.-^Tbis  denomination  of  Christians 
18  distinguished  from  others  by  their 
opinions  respecting  the  mode  and  subjects 
of  baptism. 

**  *  Instead  of  administering  the  ordi- 
nance by  sprinkling  or  pouruig  water, 
they  maintain  that  it  ought  to  be  admi- 
nistered only  by  immersion*    Such  they 

insist  is  the  meaning  of  BaTiri^oi  ^  so 
that  a  command  to  baptize  is  a  command 
to  immerse.  Thosj  they  say,  it  was  un 
derstood  by  those  who  first  administered 
it.  John  the  Baptist,  and  the  Apostles 
Of  Christ,  administered  i(  in  Jordan,  and 
other  rivers  and  places  where  there  was 
much  water.  Matt.  iii.  13 — 17.  John  iii. 
fd.  Both  the  administrators  and  the 
subjects  are  described  as  going  down 
intOt  and  coming  op  again  out  of  the 
water.  Matt«  iii.  16.  Acts  viii.  96—39. 
And  the  baptised  are  said  to  be  buried 
in  baptism,  and  to  be  raised  again ;  Rom. 
vi.  9—5.  Col.  ii.  12 ;  which  language 
could  not,  they  suppose,  be  properly 
adopted  on  supposition  of  the  orduianct; 
being  administered  in  any  other  manner 
than  by  immersion.  Thus#  they  affirm, 
it  was  administered  in  the  primitive 
church ;  thus  it  is  now  administered  in  the 
Russian  and  Greek  churches  ;*!  and  thus 
it  is  at  this  day  directed  to  be  adminis- 
tered in  the  church  of  England,  to  all 
who  are  thought  capable  of  submitting 
to  it  in  this  manner. 

**  *  With  regard  to  the  iubjects  of 
baptism,  the  Baptists  say  tliat  it  ought 
not  to  be  administered  to  children  or  in- 
fants at  all;  nor  to  grown-up  persons  in 
general;  but  to  adults  who  profess  re- 
pentance for  sint  and  faith  in  Christ 
and  to  them  only.  ^  Our  Saviour's  com- 
mission to  his  apostles,  by  which  Chris- 
tian baptism  was  instituted,  is  to  go  and 
teach  all  nations,  bapliting  them  ;  that  is, 
say  they,  not  to  baptize  all  they  meet 
with,  but  first  to  instruct  them ;  and 
whoever  receives  the  iustruction*  him  to 


baptize  In  the  name  of  the  Tather,  and  tf 
the.  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Gho9t4  Matt* 
xxviii.  18 — ^«  This  construction  of  the 
coromibsioni  they  contend,  is  confirmed- 
by  the  different  wurds  in  which  another 
Evangelist  expresses  it:  Go  ye  into  all 
the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature :  he  that  bHieveth',  and  u  baptized, 
shaU  be  saved.  Mark  xvi.  16.  To  such 
personst  and  to  such  only,  they  say, 
baptism  was  administered  by  the  apot- 
ties,  and  the  immediate  disciples  of 
Christ;  for  they  are  desciibed  as  re- 
penting of  their  sins,  as  believing  in 
Christ,  and  as  having  gladly  received 
the  word;  and  without  these  qualifica- 
tions, peter  acquaints  those  who  were  - 
converted  by  his  sermon,  that  lie  could 
not  have  admitted  them  to  baptism* 
Acts  ii.  38—41,  Phihp  holds  4he  same 
language  in  his  discourse  with  the  ett« 
nuch;  Acts  viii.  96—39;  and  Paul 
treats  Lydia,  the  jailor,  and  others,  in  . 
the  same  manner.  Acts  x.  xvi.  xviiu 
Without  these  qualifications.  Christians 
in  general  think  it  wrong  to  admit  per- 
sons to  the  Lord's  Supper ;  and  for  the 
same  reasons;,  without  these  qualificai 
tions,  at  least  a  [credible]  profession  of 
them,  the  Baptists  think  it  wrong  to  ad- 
mit ally  to  baptism. 

«« •  They  farther  insist,  that  all  positive 
institutions  depend  entirely  upon  the  will 
and  declaration  of  the  instituior;  and 
that  therefore,  reasoning  by  analogy 
from  previous  abrogated  rites  is  to  be  re- 
jected, and  the  express  commands  of 
Christ  respecting  the  mode  and  subjects 
of  baptism  ought  to  be  our  only  rule. 

•'  •  The  Baptists  in  England  form  one 
of  the  three  denominations  oi  Protestant 
Dissenters.  Tliey  separate  from  the 
establishment  for  the  same  reasons  as 
their  brethren  of  the  other  denominations 
do,  with  whom  they  are  united,  and  from 
additional  motives,  derived  from  their  par« 
ticular  tenets  concerning  baptism.  The 
constitution  of  their  churciies,  and  tlieir 
modes  of  worship,  arc  Congregational^ 
or  Independent;  in  the  exercise  of 
which  they  are  protected,  in  common- 
with  all  other  Dissenters,  by  the  Act  of 
Toleration.  Before  this  they  were  liable, 
to  pains  and  penalties,  as  non-conl'orm* 
ists,  and  often  for  their  peculiar  sent!-*  \ 
ments  as  Baptists.  A  proclamation  wask 
issued  ont  against  th^m*  and  some  of 
them 'were  burnt  in  Smithfield  in  1538U 
They  bore  a  considerable  &hare  in  the 
persecutions  of  the  seventeenth  and  pre- 
ceding centuries,  and  it  should  seem  in 
those  of  some  centuries  before  ;  for  there 
were  several  among  the  Lollards  and 
Wickliffetes  who  disapproved  of  infant* 
baptism*    Thf  re  were  many  of  tius  pei^ 
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fiMSion  among  the  Protestants  and  Re- 
'formers  abroad.  lu  IlolUud,  Germany, 
and  the  North,  they  went  by  the  names 
of  AnabaptisU,'*  and  MefmonUes  ;■  and  in 
Piedniontt  and  the  South,  they  were 
found  among  the  Albigenses  and  Wai- 
denses. 

<* '  To  those  who  make  their  history  as 
a  denomination  to  have  originated  iji  the 
tiirbuieut  eicesses  uf  Mumttr,  they 
answer.  If  it  were  so,  it  is  no  disgrace  to 
our  principleSfunless  ihey  could  be  prored 
to  favour  such  excesses ;  nor  to  thosewho 
hold  ihero,  unless  thejr  are  guilty  of  the 
same  things:  butthej  den^  ihat  it  is  so; 
for  that  the  disiurbances  did  not  origin- 
ate  with  the  people  called  Anabaptists, 
(or  Mennonites ;)  that  iho&e  who  bore 
this  name  (who  were  guilty  of  those  ex- 
cesses^) practised  sprinkling:  and  that 
Antipfedobaptism  was  known  many  cen- 
turies before  they  existed* 

*< '  The  Baptists  subsist  under  two  de- 
nominittions,  viz*  the  Varticuiart  or  Cal* 
vinisticai;  and  the  Generalt  or  Arminian. 
The  former  is  by  far  the  most  numerous. 
Some  of  each  denomination  allow  of 
mixed  coinrauniun  with  Psedobaptists  j 
others  di^aliow  il:f  and  some  few  of 
them  observe  the  seventh  day  of  the 
week  as  ihe  sabbathi  apprehending  the 
law  that  enjoined  it,  not  to  have  been 
repealed  by  Chri«t,  or  his  apostles. 

*<  *  A  considerable  number  of  the  Ge- 
neral Baptists  have  gone  into  Socinian- 
ism,  or  Arianism,  on  account  of  whfch, 
several  of  their  ministers  and  churches, 
who  disapprove  of  those  principles,  have, 
within  the  last  forty  years  £1805]  fo/mcd 
themseUes  into  a  distinct  coiinection, 
called, ThbNbw  Cownsction.' 

'« 'The  Baptists  in  America,  and  m  the 
East  and  West  Indies,  are  chiefly  Calvin- 
isU,  and  hold  occasional  fellowship  with 
the  Particular  Baptist  churches  in  Eng- 


land. Thoie  in  ScocZan^,  having  imbibed 
a  considerable  part  of  tlie  prineiples  of 
Messrs.  Gto  and  SMdeman,  have  no 
communion  with  the  others.  When  the 
English  Baptists  engaged  in  a  Alissfiun  to 
the  East,  however*  they  liberally  contri- 
buted towards  it,  especially  to  the  trann- 
latioo  of  the  scriptures  into  the  Bengalee 
language.' 

*<  Since  the  alioTe  article  was  writteo* 
(he  Baptists  have  very  much  increasedi 
ill  both  the  Indies  ;  and  the  Missionaries* 
principally  at  Serampore,  have  uan^ia- 
ted  the  scriptures,  either  in  whole  or  iu 
part,  into  mure  than  /^)y  of  the  (on- 
^uages  and  dialects  of  India*  Some  neir 
churches  of  Pariicu«ar  Baptists  have  beea 
formed  in  Scotland;  and  in  America  they 
are  increased  to  a  multitude  of  people. 
As  long  Mnce  as  1815,  the  estimate  was 
111  associations,  2653  churches,  2143 
mmisters,  204, 18d  members.  It  was  sup- 
(»osed  that  the  numt)er  of  those  who 
considered  themselves  as  belonging  to  the 
Bapiists,  tliottgh  not  baptized,  wer« 
1,455,915:  these,  added  to  the  commu- 
nicants* made  1,658,760,  which  was  mur* 
than  one-filth  part  of  the  whole  popula- 
tion of  the  pnited  Stales  and  tecri* 
tories.* 

"  Wiihui  the  last  six  years  the  Baptists 
have  increased  in  Ireland.  The  Baptist 
Irish  Society  employs  six  Itinerant 
Ministers,  and  seven  Itinerant  Headerf 
of  the  Irish  Scriptures ;  they  have  about 
eighty  schools,  principally  for  teaching 
the  native  Irish  language,  ,contBining 
upwards  of  six  thousand  children.  Tlie 
Baptist  Missionaries  in  the  East  Indies 
have  moretiian  eight  thousand  in  iheijr 
native  schools.*' 


♦  •'  For  several  years  in  fingland  they 
were  called  Anabaptists,  because  their 
opponents  charged  them  with  repeating 
baptism.  As  however  they  consider 
hilant-baptism  as  a  mere  nullity,  they 
disclaim  this  term  as  unjust  and  reproach' 
ful.  There  are  not  any  now,  except 
those  who  are  very  ignorant  or  bigotied, 
that  call  them  by  this  name.*' 

f  "  This  part  of  the  description  is  not 
exactly  correct.  There  are  none  of  ihfe 
Ceneiai  Baptist  Churches  that  admit  of 
mixed  communion :  there  are  a. few  of  the 
Particular  Baptists  who  do^  and  others 
who  admit  of  open  communion ;  but  the 
far  greater  number  of  the  Baptist  chmches 
admit  no  persons  to  the  Lord's  Tftble 
baIcss  ihey  have  been  bap^i;^d."

Morning  Services.  —  Mr.  Williamson 
flif  North  Shields  read  the  scriptures  and 
prayed  ;  Dr.  Sieadman  of  Bradford  deli- 
vered  an  apprfipriate  discourse,  from 
Fsaliiis  xc.  17;  and  Mr.  Jones,  (Inde- 
pendent) of  Monkwearroouth-bhure,  con- 
cluded with  prayer. 

In  the  evening,  Mr.  Winter  of  South 
Shields  prajed ;  Dr.  Steadman  preached, 
from  Acts  xiii.  26 ;  and  Mr.  Sample, 
the  pastor  of  the  church,  concluded  the 
services  of  a  very  interesting  and  me- 
norabte  day  in  prayer.

of  the  word  has  been  owned  to  the  con- 
version of  some,  through  the  labours  of 
Mr.  Burgwin. 

June  15, 1819,  a  meeting  was  held  in 
the  above  place,  to  witness  the  formation 
of  a  cburch  of  ihe  Particular  Bapti&t  de- 
nomination. 

In  the  forenoon,  Mr.  Coles  of  Onking- 
ham  stated  the  reasoas  for  ^dissent,  and 


described  the  nature  of  a  gospel  churchy 
Mr.  William  ShcDston  gave  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  to  the  friends,  whose 
union  was  then  recognised,  and  delivered 
a  suitable  address;  Mr.  Coles  engaged 
in  prayer;  Rlr.  Upton  preacbed,  from 
1  Johnjv.  10,11. 

In  the  afternoon*  Mr.  Sbenaton  preaeli* 
ed  fr)m  Eccles.  iii.  5,  (former  part;) 
Mh  Dawson  of  Staines,  and  Mr.  Baily 
of  Windsor,  assisted  in  the  devotional 
exercises  of  the  day. 

This  place  of  worship  is  eligibly  si- 
tuated ill  a  popoIoQs  neighbourhood.  It 
has  been  obtained'  on  very  reasonable 
terms  ;  but  as  the  congregation  is  poor, 
and  the  cause  is  in  its  infancy,  the  great- 
est part  of  the  debt  contracted  by  the 
purchase  of  the  premises,  repairs,  £cc« 
remains  unliquidated.

MISSIONARY  MEETING 

AT 

BRAINTREE,  ESSTX, 

On  Tuesday,  November  SO,  1819,  m 
meeting  was  held  at  the  above  place,  as 
the  most  central  situation  in  the  countr, 
on  behalf  of  the  Baptist  Mission.  Mr. 
Craigg,  one  of  the  Independent  ministers 
in  the  town,  kindly  granted  the  use  of 
his  place  of  wursliip  ;  the  Baptist  meet- 
ing-house being  by  far  too  small  for  the 
occasion.  The  congregations  were  largCj 
and  highly  re^ipeciabJe :  and  the  ser* 
vices  as  interesting  as  any  we  remember 
to  have  witnessed  on  any  similar  oc« 
casion. 

The  monnng  sermon  was  preached  by 
our  highly  valued  friend  and  brother 
Ward,  of  Serampore,  from  1  John  ¥.19: 
**  The  whole  voorld  lieih  in  mckednesi,'* 
Mr.  CoX|  of  Hackney,  offered  the  Jirtt 
prayer,  and  Mr.  Craigg  concluded. 

During  the  afternoon  it  was  proposed^ 
resolved,  and  carried  unanimously,  that 
a  letter  should  he  immediately  drawn  up 
by  brother  Wilkinson,  recommending  the 
formation  of  an  Auxiliary  Baptist  Mis- 
sionary Society,  which  might  embody  the 
influence  and  the  prayers  of  the  wliole 
denomination  thro<ighout  the  county  in 
the  cause  of  the  Mistion.  This  was  ac- 
cordingly done,  and  signed  at  the  unani- 
mous request  of  the  meeting,  and  on  tbelf 
behalf*  by  brethren  Ward,  Cox,  and 
Miller.  The  .subject  will  be  taken  into 
consideration  at  «  pubUc  neetiDgp  if 
early  vs  possible.^ 
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.The  e?emne  lenrKe  commenced  at  tiz 
o'clock.  1^.  Wilkinson  of  Saffron 
Waldeii  began  in  prajer;  Mr.  Cox 
preached,  in  bis  usually  animated  and 
impressive  strain,  from  Cul.  L  13;  Mr. 
Carter,  the  other  Independent  minister  in 
the'town,  concluded  the  service;  Mr. 
Miller,  of  Braiutree,  gave  out  the 
hymns. 

The  sum  collected  at  the  doors  was 
tixty  pounds ;  and  the  effect  produced 
upon  the  congregation  such  as  was 
worthy  of  the  great  and  noble  cause 
which  had  brought  them  together.

DISTRESS   AT   THE    CAPE   OF 
GOOD  HOPE. 


The  Committee  of  the  London  Asso- 
ciation in  Aid^of  the  Moravian  Missions, 
feel  themselves  compelled  to  lay  before 
the  public  the  following  affecting  facts. 

llie  Settlement  on  the  Witte  Revier, 
(Cape  of  Good  Hope,)  was  fixed  upon  in 
1816,  under  the  full  concurrence  of  the 
Colonial  Government,  with  the  view, 
partly,  of  relieving  their  Settlement  at 
Gnadenthal,  which  contains  above  1400 
Hottentots,  from  a  cedandancy  of  popn- 
•lation.  The  Witte  Revier  falls  into  the 
Sunday  River,  near  Algoa  Bay.  Three 
male  and  tw6  female  Missionaries  arrived 
there  in  April,  1818,  and  with  the  help 
of  some  Hottentots,  whose  numbers  soon 
increased  to  155,  the  preparation  of  a 
temporary  church  and  dwellings,  corn- 
mill,  smithy,  gardens,  and  corn-fields, 
was  soon  effected,  and  the  Settlement 
was  racking  rapid  advances;  but  the 
Caffire  war  broke  out ;  a  horde  of  savages 
lodged  themselves  in  the  glen  near  the 
infont  Settlement ;  the  Mbsionaries  sus- 
tained three  attacks,  in  which  600  head 
•f  cattle  were  driven  off,  and  on  April 
'  14,  nine  Christian  Hottentots  were  muti- 
lated and  murdered*  The  Missionaries 
thus  describe  their  situation  :— >'*  All.the 
nine  men  had  families  of  small  children, 
-  and  some  of  th^r  wives  pregnant.  The 
lamentations  of  the  poor  women  and 
children  pierced  our  hearts; — all  our 
endeavours  to  soothe  their  grief  were 
Tain.  The  fathers  were  dead;  their 
cattle  were  all  stolon,  and  they  were  re- 
duced to  the  greatest  extremity,  and  we 
were  not  sure  but  that  every  moment  an 
attack  would  be  made  upon  us,  to  murder 
■s  also.    Our  Hottentots  had  lost  all 
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courage.  Countless  were  the  sighst  tears, 
and  prayers  which  we  offered  np  to  our 
God  and  Saviour,  during  three  days  of 
horror  and  anguish.  There  being  no 
oxen  left,  we  could  not  quit  the  place,  on 
account  of  the  aged  and  infirm,  and  the 
children ;  yet  to  stay  was  impossible,  aa 
our  provisions  were  either  destroyed  or 
consumed,  and  to  go  out  in  quest  of 
more  was  risking  the  further  loss  of  life.'* 
They  at  length  apprised  the  Landdrost 
of  their  dreadful  situation,  by  whose 
kind  exertions  the  congregation  was  with* 
drawn  to  Uitenhagen,  and  partial  relief 
afforded  them.  All  they  had  left  be- 
hind, with  the  corn-fields  and  gardens, 
was  utterly  destroyed,  first  by  tha  Caf- 
fres,  and  then  by  the  elephants.  The 
fugitives  were  in  the  greatest  distress^ 
attacked  by  fever,  and  in  the  ictaiost 
want  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  all  provi- 
sions being  excessively  dear.  In  the 
midst  of  these  accumulated  sufferings^ 
the  faith  and  patience  of  the  Missionaries 
remained  unshaken.  They  write,  «'  We 
have  more  reason  to  thank  the  Lofd  for 
his  protection,  than  to  complain :  it  might 
have  been  worse.  He  alone  knows  what 
still  awaits  us ;  but  we  trust  in  him  to  sup- 
port us  under  all  afiiictions,  and  we  feel 
it  our  duty  to  remain  with  our  congrega- 
tion, which,  with  us,  hope  to  teturn  to 
the  Witte  Revier  when  peace  is  ie« 
stored." 

The  Committee  of  the  London  Aasocia* 
iion  will  only  add,  that  considerable  addi- 
tional expense  must  attend  the  present 
state  of  the  Witte  Revier  congregatbn, 
and  (if  they  are  permitted  to  return  in 
safety)  the  rebuilding  of  the  dwellings, 
&c.  is  what  the  funds  of  the  Missiou^ 
already  more  than  exhausted,  cannot 
possibly  meet,  while,  from  recent  suffer- 
ings on  the  Continent,  the  Brethren  in 
Europe  are  incapable  of  fumishine  the 
requisite  relief,  so  that  their  only  reliance 
must  be  placed  on  the  generosity  of  a 
British  Public,  for  the  means  of  pro- 
moting the  welfare  of  the  heathen  inhabit- 
ants of  a  British  Colony.

ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  THE 
iNDUSTBIOU&  CLASSES. 


(Etsrv  indtvidaal,  more  «8peeially  in 
a  Sodety  professing  Christiemty,  it  is  be- 
lieved, n»y  hope  for  a  candid  reception 
of  toeh  views  «s  nay  hmve  impressed  bis 
mind  as  being  eenoeeted  with  public 
utility.  Our  religion  enjoins  the  pi<ecept 
to  feed  the  hoiigiy,  and  dotbe  the 
naked;  and  on  this  ground  the  present 
address  is  framed,  while  advocating  the 
cause  of  so  destitute  a  portion  of  oOr 
community  as  the  industrious  classes  at 
present  are  acknowledged  to  be. 

From  the  Reports  of  the  Legislature, 
and  Associatioiis  formed  to  alleviate  such 
distress,  it  iuUy  appears  that  the  wages  of 
labour  are  inadequate  to  support  the  la- 
bourer, whether  in  agricultural  or  manu- 
facturing districts  ;  consequently,  that  the 
poor-rates  are  resorted  to  in  a  measure 
to  supply  the  deficiency.  But  it  is  well 
knowu»  Uiat  the  other  portions  of  society 


being  also  pressed  on  by  such  a  isuttitu^a 
of  burthens,  renders  economy  so  essen-' 
tial,  that  parish  officers  are,  as  it  were, 
obliged  often  to  check  the  almost  doe 
exercise  of  feeling,  while   employed  iH 
administering  relief.     On  the  other  handy 
where    sickness    incapacitates    the    poof 
man  from  exertion,  magistrates  have,  iti 
innomeraMe    instances,  directed   an   al- 
lowance, which  in  time  of  health  was  ne- 
ver realised.     The  stimulus  to  industri- 
ous effort  being  evidently  withheld,  and 
idleness,  as  it  has  been  expressed,  h^ 
coming  a  *'  better  trade  than  the  work- 
shop, labourers  have   been    very   much 
tempted  to  idle  -habits— often  degenerat- 
ing   even   inta  dishonest    members    of 
society." 

Independently  of  abuses  which  such  a 
state  of  things  naturally  originates,   and 
consequently  producing  an  increasing  re- 
luctance to  almsgiving,  the  well-intention<- 
ed,  through  the  frequency  of  application » 
are  under  the  necessity  of  confining  their 
beneficence  within  bound?,  wliicb  more 
comport  with  the  abridged  means  occa- 
sioned by  the  times,  tlien  with  sentiments 
of  oompassioli.     What  louder  cail  for  ac- 
tion can  Christians,  even   oceupied    as 
they  now  ere  in  dispensing  gospel  trnch 
to  the  world,  be  imagined  to  have,  iban 
such  circumstances  as  these  afford  f     Vim 
are  commanded  to  do  good  to  all.     Here 
are  our  friendleas,  helpless,  and  debased 
felk»w-subjecl8|  ttoiversally  subjected  to 
our    view  —  demanding   our    attentioa. 
Government,  indeed,  has  been  looked  to 
for  «  redress  of  these  evils ;  but  Guvera- 
ment  has  not  hitherto  auccessfully  attack* 
ed  them ;  and  while  engaged  in  so  much 
avocation  of  other  kinds,  whftt  siMuld,  if 
possible,  be  iiamediateiy  effected*  will, 
perhaps,  not  receive  an  adequate  notice. 
But  *as  we  nay  rejoice  that    a    mode 
of  relief  ooeuw,   which  4s  so  universally 
available  as  the  cultivatioii   of  land  is 
acknowledged  to   be»  let  us  hope  that 
every  one*«  attention  will  hfe  directed  to 
ao  interesting  an  object.    In  the  addi- 
tional culture  of  tlte  -sell,  tlie  most  ap- 
propriate remedy  Ibr  the  evils  we  en- 
dure, as  experience  teaches  us,  is  to  be 
found.    Surely,  in  a  labour  of  love,  In 
which  all  may  participate,  we  may  con- 
clude that  the  services  of  all  the  reli- 
gious public  will  be  enlisted*    The  fot- 
lowlttg  results  being  obt«iued  from  the  col- 
lution  of  a  large  mass  of  correspondence 
on  this  branch  oi  political  economy,  may 
be  relied  on.  They  are  extraeted  from  a 
Reportofmi  Association  *  applying  itself

"  Secondlyt-^Tbat  tbia  practice  pror 
motes  industry,  furnishes  employ mant  to 
tba  rising  race,  prevents  a  dependence  on 
parbh  aid,  is  most  favourable  to  morality, 
i|nd  prevents  smaller  offences  tending  to 
greater  crimes* 

*'  Tlurd  ly r-rrXbat  it  bas  in  some  dis- 
tricts operated  to  th^  keeping  dowi^  in 
otbars  almost  to  ibe  utter  extinction  of 
poor-rates." 

In  the  applicatMii  o£  this  remedy  but 
Kttle  difficulty  would  occur^  if  every  oc- 
cupier o/laodfy  feeling  it  his  interest  and 
duty  to  arouse  the  dormant  energies  of 
our  population  in  (bis  approved  chapnel, 
would  apportion  a  smafl  piece,  at  a  low 
rent*  to  such  labourers  as  live  in  his 
vicinity.  Such  would  be  found  to  be 
true  patriots,  since  the  stimulus  afforded 
to  the  industrious  poor  by  the  possession 
of  this  pieans  of  improving  his  condition, 
would  probably,  at  no  distant  period, 
secure  to  him  an  independence  of  cir- 
cumstances and  spirit.  Hence,  too,  from 
being  an  al:ject  oppressive  burthen  on 
the  other  dasses,  he  would  commence  a 
career  of  benefit  to  those  around  him, 
being  now  become  a  consumer  and  a 
customer. 

It  may  be  proper  to  impress  on  all 
parishes,  that  the  Legislature,  in  the  last 
session  passed  an  Act,  by  which  each  pa- 
rish is  authorized  to  take  twenty  acres  of 
land  for  the  purpose  of  employment  and 
letting.  Were  tuis  generally  acted  upon, 
it  has  been  computed  that  some  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  pof  ^XKHitrymen  might  be 
extricated  from  their  debased  condition 
as  paupers,  and  reinstated  in  their  wonted 
station  in  our  Bntish  community. 

U  belong  b^ep  fk  ^l\)ect  of  complaint, 
that  the  present  taqe  ^re  deprived  of  that 
accustomed  and  congenial  diet,  which  in 
infancy  is  «o  invaluable — milk.  But  by 
tltts  mesns,  cows  would  be  once  again 
the  assistants  of  our  labouring  poor,  and 
pigs  would  follow  in  course.  Thus  should 
we  witness  much  supply  of  food,  from 
quarters  in  which  its  value,  under  existing 
oircomstances  of  the  times,  cannot  easily 
be  appreciated. 

Haying  now  taken  a  brief  view  of  the 
redress  which  applies  to  the  agricultnriat» 
in  ai)  fapdcial  nuuner ;  the  object  next  to 
be  adverted  to  is,  the  relief  of  large  and 
popoloiift  plaoeib  in  which  the  bulk  isf  the 
uMvployi^  popnliltiQB  ooauaU  of  flMBu- 


facturers  and  attizaiis.  ^c  sazns  means 
will  here  be  found  successful,  as  in  the 
former  class ;  but  the  mode  of  adopting  it 
to  their  baiMts  wiU  vary.  A  parish  in 
Kent  has  found  its  account  in  carrying  on 
a  faro^  in  tlu:  parish  occupation.  Spade 
bu&bandry  is  here  indispensable.  Bvt  tbc 
use  of  the  spade  is  of  e^y  attainment  b^ 
all  our  effective  poor«  And  when  the  su- 
perior productiveness  of  land  so  cultivated 
is  taken  into  the  estimate,  we  have  reason 
to  rejoice  that  Providence  proffers  to 
us  so  prompt  and  efficacious  a  remedy  for 
distresses  not  easily  removable  by  other 
methods.  Certainly  the  v^ue  of  our 
waste  lands  will  here  be  most  distinctly 
seen.  By  the  cultivation  of  our  numecous 
wastes,  millions  of  acres  may  he  rendered 
available  to  the  supply  of  the  country's 
wants,  with  the  least  possible  interferenca 
with  existing  occupations. 

Yes,  the  grateful  soil  will  i<epay.  ns 
with  interest  for  the  labour  bestowed; 
and  especially,  as  in  this  case,  the  iaboiic 
of  the  spade. 

Having  proceeded  tbns  fai«  it  woukl  ba 
most  easy  lo  enlarge  both  on  the  urgency 
ef  circamstances,  and.  iespedallv  as'  tha 
winter  fast  sets  in,  and  the.  facility  of  a 
cesourcft,  which,  svhiie.  Jo  much  ot*  dc»> 
pondenee  abounds,  is  of  general  applica- 
tion— almost  within  the  compass  of  any 
seligious  society.  To  Christians  I  speak. 
To  the  meie  worldly  character,  -that  the 
measure  is  one  o/  the  soundest  ])olicy 
might  be  adduced;  but  to  the  glory  oif 
£rod  it  should  be  aufficient  that  every 
professor  of  religion  is  referred.

The  intelligence  of  the  last  month  afforded  the  Committee  the  most  gn- 
tifyinji;  pleasure,  from  the  faetsit  contained  of  the  silent  but  rapid  spread  of 
scriptural  knowledge  among^the  Roman  Catholics  of  Connaught,  principally 
by  the  labours  of  the  Readers  of  the  Irish  Scriptures.  The  Rev.  Josiah  Wil* 
son,  of  Baiiina,  the  superintendent  of  the  schools,  continues  to  be  heard  at 
different  places  by  large  and  respectable  congregations :  he  has  repeatedly 
and  earnestljp desired  the  Committee  to  send  another  Itinerant  Minister 
into  that  part  of  the  kingdom.  The  Committee  are  exceedingly  affected 
with  the  serious  and  continued  indisposition  of  their  laborious  and  valued 
Itinerant,  the  Rev.  Isaac  McCarthy,  brought  on,  according  to  the  opinions 
of  physicians,  by  the  fatigue  he  has  endured,  and  the  colds  he  has  fre- 
quently taken  from  excessive  rains,  damp  beds,  &c.  &c.  They  sincerely 
hope,  and  ardently  pray,  that  he  may  be  speediljr  restored  to  his  useful 
scene  of.  labour  in  the  county  of  Westmeath,  and  those  adjoining.  The 
Committee  were  much  encouraged  at  their  last  meeting  to  receive  from  a 
lady  of  Bristol,  by  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Roland,  the  liberal  dcmation 
of  One  Hundred  Pounds,  which  they  hereby  most  gratefully  acknowledge. 

An  interesting  Report  has  been  lately  printed,  of  a  journey    to  Ire- 
land,^ a  few  months  since,  by  a  very  intelligent  and  respectable  gentleman 
ip  London.    The  statement  it  contains,  respecting  teaching   the  Irish 
language,  will  convince  our^ friends  of  the  vast  importance  of  that  part  of 
the  labours  of  the  Baptist  Society.    In  the  first  Address  published  by  that 
Society  in  1814,  the  following  paragraph  occurs :    '*  Let  it,  too,  be  recol- 
lected, thai  when  they  have  obtained  a  knowledge  of  their  own  language, 
so  as  to  taste  the  sweets  of  information  by  reii^ng^  they  are  furnished 
with  a  key  by  which  they  may  unlock  the  treasures  of  wisdom,  which  aro 
to  be  found  in  the  English  writings.    The  importance  of  understanding 
'  English  they  will,  be  daily  convinced  of,  by  finding  that  it  is  the  only  lan- 
'  guage  of  commerce,  citizenship,  and  promotion.'**    In  confirmation  of  the 
correctness  of  this  conjecture,  Mr.  S.  says,  "  After  all  that  has  been  said 
and  written  on  the  subject  of  teaching  the  Irish  language,  I  found  that  in 
those  districts  where  the  Irish  may  be  said  to  be  vera acular,  scarcely  a  parent 
is  to  be  met  with,who  will  accept  of  education  for  his  children  in  thelrish  only. 
Whatever  may  be  the  attachment  of  those  who  are  grown  up,  to  their  an- 
cient language,  so  well  aware  are  they  of  the  impossibility  of  carrying  on 
.  any  business,  or  of  their  children  getting  forward  in  the  world,  without  a 
knowledge  of  English,  and  so  strong  is  their  desire  after  this, — that  it  over- 
comes all  their  partiality  to  the  Irish,  as  far  as  their  children  are  concerned* 
And  so  anxious  were  they  for  this,  that  (as  I  was  informed  from  un- 
doubted anthority)  it  is  not  uncommon  for  their  parents  to  hang  a  small 
piece  of  wood  about  the  child's  neck,in  which  they  cut  a  notch  for  every  word 
oflrish  spoken  by  them  at  home,  and  so  send  them  to  school,  with  orders  to 
correct  them  for  each  offenccf     With  respect  to  the  aduU  population,  it 
IS  important  that  they  should  be  taught  to  read  the  Irish,  as  they  have  not 
usually  any  desire  to  learn  to  read  English;  and  their  partiality  to  the  old

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Irish  ehajmctery  as  for  as  it  b  known,  will  uiduce,  no  donbt,  many  to  Icam 
lo  read  in  it.^ 

From  the  above  extraets  it  will  appear,  how  admirably  adapted  the  la- 
bours of  the  Itinerant  Readers  and  Expounders  of  the  Irish  Testament, 
employed  by  the  Baptist  Society,  are,  (as  they  travel  from  place  to  place 
inspecting  the  schools,)  to  gratify  and  iMatract  the  cuftt//  population  of  Con- 
Banght  and  Munster.  On  this  subject,  the  Committee  are  at  liberty  to 
nenlioa  the  opinion  of  a  gentleman,  a  clergyman  and  magistrate  in  the 
County  of  Clare,  the  Eev.  Sir  John  Read,  who  i»  now  in  England,

Accord- 
ingly be  has  been  with  me  every  Sab- 
bath since,  in  all  the  places  I  have  been 
reading  in:  the  word  appears  to  have 
been  received  by  him,  not  in  word,  but 
in  power ;  and  his  understanding  to  have 
been  enlightened,  to  see  clearly  the  way 
of  saWation,.  w4Hch  he  had  not  knowa 
before;  his  beait  brought  to  relish  the 
trntb,  and  bis  affeeilone  to  cleave  to  it. 
He  inviled  me  to  visit  a  coueta  ai  hia,  in 
a  village  called  !«.  who  was  ninety  years 
old,  Mid  coikfined  to  Ikis  bad  for  a  long 
time,  with  a  complication  of  dikcases. 
X  read  the  first  four  chapters  of  John's 
Gospel  for  him;  and  for  many  others 
who  came  to  see  htm.  I  asked  him 
what  was  the  ground  of  his  hope.  He 
answered,  that  if  he  deterved  heaven,  ha 
$hou\d  get  it.  And  do  you  deserve  it? 
said  I.  He  told  me  he  did  not ;  though 
he  had  endeavoured  to  perform  the 
penance  Imposed  on  hira  by  the  priest, 
yet  it  did  net  prevent  him  from  doing 
mudi«vil  afterwards,  which  he  feared  he 
should  atone  -for  hi  purgatory.

pel ;  that  Christ  came  into  the  world  to ' 
nve  difners;  thai  he  is  the  way,  the 
tratb,  and  the  life,  and  that  none  coneth 
to  the  Fatlrer  but  b^  him ;  and  that  there 
u  no -other  name  given  under  heaven  hv* 
whicb    any    can  be  saved.    The    sick 
nan  told    me,    he  understood    clearly 
what  I  told  hira,  and  raised  bis  hands 
and  gave   praises  to   <3od.     The  three 
M.'s  were  present*  who  said,  that  they 
wonld  rather  have  the  Testament  read  for 
them,  at  the  hour  of  their  death,  than 
if  an  the  priests  and  bishops  in  Ireland 
were  present. 

I  have  also  to  inform  yon,  that  John 
C.  whom  I  taught  to  read  the  Irish  Tes- 
tament, died  in  the  gospel  hope,  of  a 
dropsy,  in  August  last.  It  would  re- 
quire three  readers  more  to  attend  all 
the  "places  that  I  am  invited  to  on  Sab 
bath  evenings.

Thehe  are  many  doors  opened  for 
reading  the  word  of  God,  notwithstanding 
the  opposition  made  to  it ;  thanks  be  to 

his  holy  name  ! 

A  roost   remarkable   instance   of  the 
power  of  the'  word  has  lately    come  to 
iy  knowledge.     It  relates  to  a  neighbour 
of  mine,  a  blacksmith,  named  M— y.  to 
whom,  and  m  whose  shop,  I  have  fre- 
fluently  read  the  scriptures.    He  at  first 
^sed  to  rail  and  oppose,  but  lately  has 
1>ecome  very  attentive.     Last  week  he 
met  with  a  relation    of  bis,   who  is  a 
friar,  whom  he  invited  to  take  some  re- 
freshment, for  the  purpose  of  examining 
more  closely  into  the  reasons  why  the 
priests  opposed  the  reading  ot  the  scrip- 
tures.    After  a  short   conversation,   the 
.following   curious  dialogue  took  place, 
tn  presence  of  several  other  persons. 
.     M_-y.  Have  you  ever  read  the  scrip- 
tures. Friar?

'  M— !f.  It  appears  to  me  that  you  are 
the  people  alluded  to,  seeing  ye  say. 
Chnst  U  with  you  on  the  altar,  and  in 
tbe  sacrament,  and  in  the  ointment;  m 
ihort.  here  and  there,  and  every  where ; 
but  the  scriptures  say  that  he  is  hionc 
plafic^^a  heaven. 


(The  Friar  was  so  confused  with  sucli 
a  reply  coming  from  so  unexpected  a 
quarter,  that  he  made  no  answer.) 

M— y.  You  say,  that  a  man  cannot  be 
admitted  into  heaven  except  he  be  first 
anointed ;  which  he  must  pay  for.  and 
yet  the  scriptures  say,.  "  Whosoever 
will.let  him  take  the  water  of  hie  freely^  , 
Friar.  We  have  no  objection  to  anoint 
a  poor  person,  who  is  not  able  to  pay. 

M—y.  I  will  prove  to  the  contrary. 
(He  then   mentioned  a  poor  man,  who 
when  he  was  dying,  sent  for  the  priest, 
who  would  not  come  unless  he  could  get 
security  for  payment;  but  as  no  security 
could  be  obtained,  the  poor  man,  said 
M— y,  was  suffered  to   perish.)    M—y 
added,    Suppose  you  were  going  about 
gathering  as  you  do,  oats  and  butter,  and 
i  were  to  refuse,  or  provoke  you,  or  any 
of  you,  would  ye  not  curse  roe  ? 
Friar.  Perhaps  we  might.         ^ 
M—y-  Could  you  bless  me  again  c 
Friar.  We  could. 

M—^.  The  scriptures  tell  me  that  a 
fountain  cannot  send  forth  salt  water  and 
fresh:  and  that  out  of  the  same  mouth  can- 
not  proceed  blessing  and  cursing. —How- 
ever,  what  is  the  reason  ye  forbid  the 
scriptures  being  read  ? 

Friar.  They  should  only  be  read  by 
certain  people ;  for  the  scriptures  say, 
««  Search,  for  in  them  is  found  the  know- 
ledge  of  eternal  life  j''  all  people  are  not 
able  to  search,  "How  can  I  understand, 
said  the  Eunuch  to  Philip, "  unless  some 
man  should  guide  me,"  ^ 

M—y.  Satisfy  me  in  one  question  fifom 
the  scriptures,  and  I  have  donc,--l)id 
Jesus,  in  his  own  days,  or  any  of  hii 
apostles  after  him,  say  Mass?  Preve 
this  to  me  from  any  chapter  m  the  scrip- 
tures, and  I  have  done. 

Friar.  I  will  from  a  hundred.— <!*«* 
he  produced  not  an  instance.) 

M y.  There  are  two  brothers,  (men* 

tioning  two  Irish  readers  of  the  Society,) 
near  relations  of  your  own,  who  have  re* 
nounced  your  religion ;  prove  what  you 
have  asserted  to  them,  but  you  roust  do 
it  from  the  scriptures,  and  I  am  eertam 
they  will  promise^  you  to  attend  mass 
again  all  the  days  of  their  lives. 

"  Very  fair,*'  exclaimed  an  ancient 
man  who  was  present. 

Friar,  Now  can  you  prove,  M — y» 
that  Christ  or  his  apostles  ever  wrote  the 
scriptures  ? 

M—y.  Except  they  did,  you,  and 
such  as  you,  roust  be  great  impostors.  ' 

The  friar  confounded,  now  dropt  the 
conversation,  not  having  imagined  that 
M—y  had  ever  seen  the  scriptures,  or 
heard  them  read.  .  He  seemed  well 
pleased  to  get  rid  of  his  troublesome  re- 
lation.

ANNIVERSARY 

OP  TBS 

Bristol  AuxUiary   Society. 


TflE  Bristol  Aaxiliary  Baptist  Mitaloa- 
ary  Sodlety  held  its  first  Anniversary  on 
Thursday,    November   18,  1819,  at  the 
Assembly-Room  in   Prinoes-street.    '^e 
chair  was  filled  by  Major-Generat  Prole, 
who  was  himself,  for  many  3'ears,  an  eye- 
witness  of  the  miseries  and  ignorance 
wliich  afflict  British  India*    The  meeting 
was    very  nnmereuslv  and    respectably 
attended ;  and  a  spirit  of  Christian  har- 
mony and  seal  appeared  peculiarly  to 
characterise  the  proceedings  of  the  day. 
The  Report,  which  comprued  a  succiiict 
ndadon  of  the  principal  events  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Parent  Society,  drawn  up  with 
great  ability,  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Tho* 
mas  Roberts,  one  of  the  Secretaries  to  the 
Aaxiliary.    From  the  Cash  Account  con- 
nected  with  it,  we  learned  that  the  re- 
ceipts of  this  infant  Society  had  been  no 
less    than  ^720.    lis.   4d.— of    which 
^129    17s.    9d.     was    subscribed      for 
Translations ;  ^37.  Is.  0<L   for  Schools, 
and  the  remainder  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  Mission.    A  connderable 
part  of  this  sum  consisted  of  contributions 
from  Chtistian  friends  of  other  denomi- 
nadons,  who  had  lent  their  aid  in  the  most 
Dberal  and  friendly  manner.    Various  ap- 
propriate  resolutions    were  moved  and 
seconded,  respectively,  by  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Thorpe,  and  Arthur  Foulks,  Esq. ; 
Rev.  Thomas  Roberts,  and  Rev.  Samuel 
Lowell ;  Rev.  T.  S.  Crisp,  and  Rev.  John 
HoUoway ;  Rev.  Dr.  Ryland,  and  Rev. 
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John  Dyer ;  Rev.  J.  Tbomaa»  and  Rev. 
J.  P.  Porter ;  J.  O.  Smith,  Esq.  and  Dn 
Stock ;  Rev.  Wm.  Ward,  and  Rev.  Wm. 
Winterbothan;  and  Rev.  Thomas  Ro- 
berts (of  Bath,)  and  Mr.  Anthony  Hoi- 
table. 

A  very  liberal  collection  at  the  dose  of 
the  meeting  proved  the  lively  interest 
which  had  been  eidted  in  the  minds  of 
the  audience. 

The  annnal  sermons  were  preached,  at 
Counterslip,  on  IViesday  evening,  the 
16th,  by  the  Rev.  Jenkin  Thomas,  of 
Oxford:  at  Broadmead,  on  Thursday 
evening,  by  the  Rev.  William  Ward,  of 
Serampore }  and  at  King-street,  on  Friday 
evening,  by  the  Rev.  William  Thorpe, 
who,  in  the  most  friendly  manner,  sup- 
plied th^  place  of  the  Rev.  Christmas 
Evans,  of  Anf^esea,  who  was  prevented 
by  induposition  from  attenduig  the  meet- 
ing, as  expected.  Besides  these  services, 
a  sermon  was  preached  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Oriental  Translations,  by  the  Rev. 
Henrv  Campbell,  M.  A.  of  Nallsworth,  at 
the  church  of  St.  Philip  and  Jacob,  which 
was  lent  for  the  occasion,  in  the  idndest 
manner,  by  the  Vicar,  the  Rev.  WiUiam 
Day,  and  the  Churchwardens  of  tha 
Parish.  The  various  Collections  anoimted^ 
to  upwards  of  ;f  S90. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  we  communi- 
cate to  our  Christian  brethren  the  details 
of  this  interesting  meeting,  particularly 
as  they  prove  the  great  effidency  of  local 
exertions  in  augmenting  the  funds  of  the 
Society.  While  we  trust  that  our  Mis- 
sionary transactions  at  home,  as  well  as 
abroad,  will  ever  be  characieruDed  by  that 
spiritual  modesty  which  oo^ht  to  dis- 
tinguish the  foUowers  of  Hun  who  was 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart,  we  are  per- 
suaded that  great  advantage  would  arise 
in  many  instances,  if  the  daims  of  the 
Sodety  were  fairly  stated  to  the  Christlaa 
public.  Auxiliary  Sodeties  have  beea 
found  by  experience  to  be  the  b^it  noda 
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of  exhibiting  this  statement;  and  we 
therefore  earnestly  hope  they  will  be 
formed  wherever  it  is  practicable* 


MISSIONARY  COLLEGE. 
SERAMPORE. 


The  subjoined  letter,  from 
the  pen  of  our  esteemed  bro- 
ther Mr.  Ward,  though  somewhat 
abridged  through  want  of  room, 
comprises  the  whole  that  imme- 
diately relates  to  the  interesting 
lastitutioQ  referred  to. 

The  Misnonaries  at  Serampore  wish  to 
bring  before  the  Christian  public,  their 
plaf)  for  establishing  a  Coliboe,  for  the 
purpose  bf  imparting  scriptural  loiprove- 
aaent   to  the  minds  of    native    Pastors 
and   Missionaries.     The    object  of   this 
address  is  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Friends  of  India  to  this,  as  they  conceive, 
Mhmensely  important  object — tnat  of  duly 
pjrepariiig  as  large  a  body  as  ppssibJe  of 
nutives  of  India,  for  the  work  of  Chris- 
Han  Pastors,  and  Christiaii  Itinerants,  or 
Miesionaries.     It  is  fully  admitted^  and 
the  Importance  of  keeping  this  in  constant 
ren^embrance  is  also  tiuFy  felt,    that  no 
|)(»TSon  ought  to  be  put  in  preparation  for 
the  Christian  Ministry  who  is  not  already 
taught  of  God,  and  whose  mind  is  not  the 
seat  of  gracious  influences.    The  prayer 
of  the  Misuonaries  to  **  Aie  Lord  of  the 
JRairest"  !s,  that  HE  woald  send  forth 
labourers  into  the  harvest.    Their  desire, 
on  finding  such  in  the  Cbri^tiaq  Church, 
is,  to  take  them  as  Aqoila  and  Priscilla 
did  Bamahas,  and  teach  them  ''  the  way 
6f  the  Lord   more  perfectly,*'  and  thus 
assist  them  to  go  forth,  '<  mighty  in  the 
Scriptures.'*    The  persons  at  present  em- 
ployed  as  Christian  teachers    in  India, 
would  be  considered   in  this  country  as 
hat  poorly  qualified  for  so  important  a 
charge ;  bnt  what  could  be  done  in  so 
great  a  necessity,  when  so  many  souls 
were  daily  passing  out  of  time,  and  be- 
ywid   recovery,   *•  without  Christ,    and 
without  God  in  the  world  ?*'    The  Mis- 
sionaries could  not  shut  their  ears  against 
the  cries    of  the    perishing,    and    they 
could   find  no  better  helpers  to  go  with 
thehi  to  the  wreck,  to  f^deavour  «•  to  save 
sAme/''  They   have    herein    attempted 
what*  ihey  could ;  and  they  hope  that  this 
part  of  their  plan  has  been  attended  with 
some  degree  of  suCQf  ss:  they  are  sony  i 


that  every  one  of  these  native  aasistatits  is 
not  a  Brainerd.  It  may  be  observed, 
however,  that  the  work  of  teaching  ia 
India,  is  more  like  "  crying  iti  the  wilder- 
ness," and  "  disputing  in  the  school  of 
Tyxannus,"  than  the  method  used  in 
Englaad,  of  instmctlitg  men  by  pre* 
p^red  dlsconnes.  Indeed  the  state  of 
society,  and  of  Christian  knowledge  ia 
India,  would,  at  present,  hardly  allow  of 
the  more  refined  method  pnrsoed  in  the 
pulpit  exercises  of  ttiis  country.  For  this 
more  popular  method  of  instruction,  some 
of  the  native  teachers  are  tolerably  well 
qualified ;  but  for  want  of  a  more  en* 
larged  view  of  the  Christian  system,  they 
cannot  answer  the  many  inquiries  made 
by  their  bearers,  nur  axe  th^y  capable  of 
opening  the  mysteries  of  Redemption  in 
the  manner  they  ouglit-  The  loiyest  order 
of  these  native  teachecs,  when  converted, 
have  hardly  been  capable  of  reading,  and 
are  still  in  a  state  of  deficiency  very  pain- 
ful to  the  Missionaries. 

In  these  oircnmstances*  Dr.  Carey  and 
his  brethren  have  ibr  some  time  back  tieea 
very  anxipys  to  establish  a  Seminary, 
wherein  the  case  of  native  Pastors  and 
Missionaries  should  be  met;  and,  trusting 
in  God  that  they  should  npt  jb^  disappoint- 
ed in  these  desires  for  completing  the 
pl^n  into  which  they  have  been  gradually 
led,  they  have  bought  a  piece  of  ground 
adjoining  to  the  Missioi^  premises,  on 
which  there  is  an  old  house,  and  which, 
for  the  present,  may  he  sufRcient  for  the 
instruction  of  those  whom  God  may  give 
unto  them ;  bjut  they  should  be  glad  to 
see,  before  their  removal  by  death,  a  bet- 
ter house  erected.  A  row  of  small  rooms 
for  the  students  is  immediately  wanted. 

The  brevity  of  a  letter  hardly  admits  of 
enlargement  on  the  importance  and  ne- 
cessity of  a  Seminary  to  meet  these  pur- 
poses. The  Catholic  Institution  at  Pe- 
nane,  for  trainii)g  up  Chinese  converts; 
a  similar  one  at  Malacca,  established 
through  the  liberality  and  efforts  of  Dr. 
Morrison,  in  conjunction  with  the  Bev. 
Mr.  IVIilne;  and  that  which  has  been  pro- 
posed by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Calcutta 
since  the  formation  of  this  at  Serampore, 
might  be  mentioned  as  ofiering  argumenU 
to  support  the  necessity  of  the  object : 
but  the  melancholy  necessity  is  too  glar^  ^ 
ing  not  t9  be  seen  by  the  most  superficial 
observer.  When  would  English  Mission- 
aries be  able  to  instruct  tlie  whole  of 
India?  At  present  there  is  not  one  mi- 
nister for  each  million  of  British  subjects^ 
even  if  we  include  every  Clergyman  and 
every  Missionary  now  to  be  found  in  tha( 
country;  and  nearly  half  of  these  are 
confined  to  districts,  which  do  not  conv* 
prise  more  than  twenty  square  miles,  and 
the  ^ther  half  do  little  or  nothing  for,  the 
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hMtbea:  jet  our  imdve  subjects  ia  India 
do  ppl;  amonut  to  onc-lmlt  the  popolauon 
of  Uiaduott'liap,  which  cannot  be  less 
thaa  one  hundred  aiul  fil'ty  millions.  The 
pecuniary  resoivcvs»  and  tiie  noinher  of 
MiMuonaries- required  lor  the  iustroction 
of  all  these  millions^  can  ne^er,  therefore, 
be  suppUnd  from  England;  and  ImHa 
will  Defer  be  turned  from  grosw  idolatry 
to  serve  the  living  and  true  God;  unless 
the  grace  of  God  rest  ou  converted  na- 
tives, to  quality  thein  for  the  work,  and 
unless,  by  the  instrumentality  of  those 
who  care  tor  India,  they  be  sent  forth 
into  the  field*  It  is  oii  native  Preachers, 
lberetoie»  that  the  weight  of  this  work 
must  ultimately  rest,  though  the  pre- 
sence of  £ujN>pean  Missionaries  will  also 
be  indispensably  necessary  for  many 
years  to  come ;  and  to  enable  the  Seran^ 
pore  MisMCMiariss  to  commence,  as  soon  as 
practicuble,  the  work  of  sending  them 
into  thii  immense  field,  io  the  best  possi- 
ble fltale  of  preparation,  isthepurpdrt  of 
tbb  appeal  to  British  Christians. 

The  fitness  of  native  Preachers  iot  the 
work  CMn  hardlj  be  appreciated  withodt 
considering  the  difficulty   of  acquiring  a 
iiareigf i  language^  so  as  to  be  able  to  be- 
come a  {lersttasive  preacher  in  it — an  at- 
tainmttit  which  but  Hew,  even  of  those 
called  Missionaries,  acquire ;  without  re- 
ferring to  the  heat  of  the  climate,  which 
in  a  great  measure  incapacitates  an  Eu- 
ropean for  very  actives  services  in  the  open 
air,  and  without  considering  that  the  only 
voLjt  for  many  years  to  come,  in  which 
the  spiritual  wants  of  this  vast  populatiott 
can  be  met,  must  be  by  numerous  and 
constant  joumies  among  them.     From 
what  treasury  could  places  of  worship  be 
built  ail  over  India  f-^— and  if  they  exist- 
ed, who  shottldi  who  could  persuade  the 
heatfaoi  to  enter  them?    But  the  native 
Areacber,  undet  a  tree,  or  even  in  thto 
open  air,  can  oddren  his  countrymen  for 
biours    together,   without    feelhig    more 
fatiffue  than  what  attends  similar  labdurs 
in  I^ngland ;  he  also  can  find  actess  to  his 
own  coontrymen,  and,  wliich  Europeans 
cannot  have,  to  ths  Uttoer  orders  ef  hxi 
f«m  GOttRtryvofiMn,  in  every  plate ;  he  can 
subsist  on   the    simple  produce  of  the 
conntryy  can  find  a  lodging  in  almost  any 
inliage  he  may  visit,  and  he  knows  the 
way  tothi  hearts*  as  well  as  to  the  heads 
of  his  countrymen,  without  difficulty.  The 
European  cannot  travel  without  carrying 
along  wittThim  his  fi)od,and  that  wherein 
he  may  sleep*  as  there  are  no  public  inns; 
and  heiuse  a  boat  or  a  palanqueen  are 
quite  neoeesary.    Thus  the  expense   of 
travelling  lo  an  European  is  very  consi- 
derable:   while   the    Hindoo  Preacher, 
mihtiathig  on  ten  shilliii0B  a  weeki  indad- 


iag  baielHng  charges,  wilt  find  thatatii- 
ply  sufficient  td  carry  him  all  over  thb 
country.  Nor  ought  the  expenses  of 
giving  to  the  English  Misdionary  an  edu* 
cation,  hb  outfit,  his  passage  monej*,  and 
the  large  Sahiry  he  requires  there-  tb 
naintatn  hlin,  be  forgotten  in  the  corapi- 
rison  between  a  native  and  a  Europedti 
Missionary. 

Besides  the  improvement  of  converted 
natives,  who  may  be  sclHted  tor  the  work 
of  the  Ministry,  or  for  Misstionary  f  in- 
pibyment.  Dr.  Carey  and  hi^  brethren 
hope  that  some  of  these  filous  Hindoos 
may  be  capable  of  acquiring  a  higher  eiiu* 
cation;  and  that,  atter  becoming  good 
Sungskrit,  as  well  is  Hebrew  and  Greek 
scholars,  they  may  be  successfully  em- 
ployed as  translators  of  the  Divine  Word 
into  lansilages,  with  the  structure  of  which 
thev  wul  be  perfectly  familiar.  I  lie 
dialects  of  India  ire  so  numerous,  that  it 
can  hardly  be  expected  that  the  Hol^ 
Scriptures  will  be  very  soon  rendered  into 
all  of  them ;  and  when  that  shall  have 
been  accompfished,  their  improve- 
ment and  perfection  can  only  be  hope4 
for  through  the  revision  of  learned  Chris- 
tiiln  nadve^.  The  childred  of  English 
Missionaries,  who  may  lie  the  subject  of 
saving  infiuences,  and  may  be  called  to 
the  work  of  the  Mission,  will  find  in  this 
College  that  education  which  may  pre- 
pare  them  to  become  the  most  efficient 
agents  in  the  gathering  in  of  the  hea* 
then. 

It  is  further  intended,  that  a  respectable 
but  inferior  education  should  be  given  at 
this  College,  to  a  number  of  the  children 
df  converted  Hindoos  and  Musulmans,  so 
as  to  qualify  them  for  situations  in  life, 
by  which  they  may  procure  a  decent 
livelihood,  and  rear  i&nd  educate  their 
families.  Hereby  some  amends  may  be 
made  to  ibdr  parents  and  themselves,  for 
the  deprivations  to  which  they  have  been 
subjected  by  the  loss  of  cast ;  and  thus  will 
be  wiped  away  the  dreadliil  reproach 
common  throughout  every  part  of  India, 
that  the  Feringees  (the  Christians)  are 
sunk  the  lowest  of  all  casts  in  vice  and 
ignorance. 

And,  lastly,  this  College  is  proposed  to 
be  open  and  gratuitous  to  all  denomina- 
tions of  Christians,  and  to  as  muny  hea- 
then scholars  as  ciioose  to  avail  them- 
selves of  its  elerctses  and  lectures,  pro- 
vided they  maintain  themselves.  In  the 
iUuminatum  of  targe  and  succemite  bodies 
of  the  heathen,  it  is  contemplated  thta  the 
effects  of'  this  College  on  India  miy  be 
most  important. 

The  ground  for  the  erection  of  the 
buildings  necessary  for  this  beminary,  was 
purchased  dnrbii^  the  past  year,  after  the 
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Plao»  pabl»hed-  all  over  IndUy  had  re- 
ceived the  Banction  and  patronage  of  the 
Most  Noble  the  Marqais  of  Hastiost*  his 
Excellency  Jacob  Krefting.  Esq.  the  Go- 
vernor of  Serampore»  and  other  distin- 
gauhed  personages.  This  Plan  b  now 
printed  in  England,  and  copies  may  he 
had  by  applying  to  Messrs.  Black,  Kings- 
hory,  Parbory,  and'  Allen,  Leadenhair- 
street,  or  to  the  Rev.  W.  Ward,  Mo.  60, 
Paternoster-row,  London. 

fiefore  Mr.  HVard  left  Serampore  to 
visit  England  for  the  recovery  of  his 
health,  he  had  begun  to  ^ve  practical 
effect  to  this  Plan,  by  superintending  the 
instruction  of  a  number  of  youth,  who 
night  be  considered  as  th«  first  pupils  of 
this  Seminary.  A  letter  from  Serampore, 
dated  in  February  last,  says,  '*  the  number 
of  youth  in  the  College  is  thirty-one,  of 
whom  twenty-three  are  Christians ;  they 
are  going  on  well.*'  By  another  letter, 
dated  25ih  of  March«  we  learn  that  two 
native  Professors  had  been  appdnted,  the 
one  for  Astronomy,  and  the  other  for  the 
Hindoo  Law.  The  scholars  had  then  been 
removed  into  the  house  already  purchased; 
but  the  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  students  had  not  been  erected,  for 
want  of  funds.  As  soon  as  pious  teachers 
shall  have  gone  from  England,  and  shall 
have  entered  on  their  work,  the  number 
of  pupils  will  present  a  large  field  for 
labour — ^labours  which  will,  in  their  eter- 
nal results,  amply  repay  the  cultivator,  as 
well  as  all  those  who  shall  have  contri- 
buted to  the  gathering  in  of  so  rich  a 
harvest ;  for,  if  they  '*  that  turn  many  to 
righteousness,  shall  shine  as  the  stars  for 
ever  and  ever,"  surely  they  who  have 
been  co-workers  with  them,  shall  share 
in  their  glory. 

The  funds  which  had  been  collected 
in  India  afforded  much  encouragement, 
though  far  from  adequate  to  meet  tbe 
first  expenses.  A  considerable  sum  is 
therefore  wanted  from  England  to  realize 
this,  as  it  is  humbly  conceived,  most  im- 
portant design. 

On  mentioning  this  object  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Committee  of  tbe  Society  in  June 
last,  they  recommended  it  by  passing 
the  following  resolution :  —  **  The  Com- 
mittee of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society 
rejoice  to.  witness  the  progress  of  religion 
and  learning  in«.t|ie  Eastern  World  ;  and 
as  they  conceive  that  the  College  recent- 
ly founded  by  their  brethren  at  Seram- 
pore may  materially  promote  this  most 
desirable  object,  they  beg  leave  to  re- 
commend it  to  the  liberal  attention  of  the 
Brituhpoblic.

Ward  hopes,  that  on  his  taking,  leave  the 
second  time  of  his  beloved  country,  to  re- 
turn to  his  colieaffues  at  Serampore  in 
May  next,  be  shall  be  able  to  carry  with 
him  that  help  which  may  rear  this  house 
for   the  name  of  our  God,    and   from 
whence  many  heralds  of  salvation  may  go 
forth  to  preach  among  the  heathen  **  the 
glorious  GospeJ  of  the  blessed  God.'*  Dr. 
Carey  and  his  brethren    have   devoted 
20,000  rupees,  or  ^2*500,  from  the  pro* 
ceeds  of  their  own  labour  to  this  work; 
and  Mr.  Ward  would  have  gone  through 
the  kingdom,  and  by  personal  solicitation 
have  endeavoured  to  collect  the  sum  fur* 
ther  wanted,  about  four  thousand  pounds; 
but  the  ffeneral  funds  of  the  Society  were 
so  low,  that  he  could  not  help  devoting 
some  time  to  efforts  for  recruiting  them, 
and  has  for  this  purpose  visited  various 
parts  of  the  kingdom.    He  still  hopes, 
however,  that  \\ie  absolute  necessity  of 
providing  native  Missionaries  to  instruct 
the  vast  population  of  Aaa,  will  induce 
persons  of  distinction  and  affluence,  as 
well  as  collective  bodies,  to  come  forward 
with  large  donations,  and  individuals  with 
their  smaller  offerings,  that  thus  the  Cms 
Hundred  amd    Fifty   Millions  of 
India,  a  great  part  of  them  our  fellow* 
subjects,  may  not  be  left  to  perish  for  lack 
of  knowledge ;  but  that  Britain  may  at 
length  present  to  India,  in  return  for  the 
immense  national    advantages   she    has 
been    long   drawing    from   thence,    the 
blessings  of  salvation — *<  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ"

.  A  PA88AOS  to-Bencoolen  having  been 
secored  on  board  the  Compan/s  ship 
London*  Captain  Canieron»  for  our  bre- 
thren. Messrs.  Evans  and  Burton>  they 
have  been  solemnly  designated  to  their 
important  work:  the  former  at  King- 
street  loeeting-hoase,  Bristol,  on  Wednes- 
day evening.  December  8 ;  and  the  lau 
ter  at  Reading  on  the  following  evening. 
At  BrUc<^»  after  prayer  and«  reading 
the  scriptures JbyRer.T.  S.Crisp,  the  Kev. 
W.  Ward  delivered  an  introductory  ad- 
dress, and  received  Mr.  Evans's  confes- 
sion of  faith.  &c.  The  ordination  prayer 
was  offered  by  Dr.  Ryland ;  and  the 
Bev.  Thomas  Roberts.  Mr.  Evans's  pas- 
tor. a<) dressed  him  in  a  suitable  charge, 
from  Ephesians  iil.  8.  The  service  was 
closed  in  prayer  by  Rev.  Jcnkin  Thomas. 
At  Bristol,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Welsh,

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Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Dr,  Carey  !• 
Dr.  Ryland,  dated 

March  50,  18191^  . 

For  the  last  two  or  three  months,  I 
have  almost  ceased  to  write  letten; 
this  no  doubt  arises  chiefly  from  that  na* 
tural  dislike  to  it,  which  has  attended 
me  through  life,  and  which  is  alwaya 
ready  to  catch  at  any  excuse  for  the 
neglect.  At  the  same  time  I  think  want 
of  leisure  is  seldom  pleaued  with  more 
truth  than  in  my  case.  1  might  some- 
times take  a  little  of  that  time  for  this 
purpose,  which  I  have  considered  it  a 
duty  to  appropriate  to  relaxation  from 
my  daily  labours ;  but  the  truth  is,  that  I 
generally  feel  my  •sell  so  worn  down 
by  work,  that  1  have  no  inclination  to 
sacrifice  that  time  to  writing  iettejra  I 
am  now  nearly  fifty-eight  years  of  age. 
and  though  I  enjoy  a  tolerably  good  state 
of  health,  yet  feel  fatigue  sooner  than  t 
formerly  did. 

Long  before  this  reaches  you,  I  hope 
brother  Ward  will  have  sateiy  arrived  in 
England ;  from  him  you  will  learn  every 
thing  respecting  the  state  of  the  Mission, 
which  had  transpired  at  that  time.  Siiice 
his  departure,  nothing  of  motuent  has 
occurred :  we  are  all  in  nearly  rhe  same 
state  of  health  as  we  were  then,  and  all 
our  undertakings  proceed'  in  nearly  the 
same  manner.  The  translations,  and 
works  connected  with  them,  regularly 
occupy  my  time,  and  probably  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so  till  1  am  unable  to  engage 
in  them.  I  have  lived  to  see  versions 
of  the  Bengalee,  Sungskrit,  Ootkul. 
(Orissa,)  and  Hindee,  begun  and  com- 
pleted. This  year  wHl,  I  hope,  add  the 
Mahratta  to  them.  The  Punjabee,  or 
language  of  the  Shikhs,  is  the  next  in 
point  of  forwardness;  the  Pentateuch  in 
which  is  printed,  and  1  hope  the  Histori- 
cal Books  will  be  finished  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  We  are  now  considerably  ad- 
vanced in  the  1st  Chroniciea ;  so  that  I 
hope  in  two  years  moK,  should  1  live,  to 
see  (he  whole  Bible  printed  in  six  of  the 
languages  of  India.  The  New  Testament 
is  also  finished  in  Pushtoo,  Kunkuna,  fe- 
linga,  and  Mooltanee,  or-  Wueh.  (The 
first,  viz.  Mooltanee,'i8  the  proper  name 
of  this  ■  language*  being  that  of  the  pro- 
vince, while  Wuoh  is  only  the  name  of 
the  chief  city  in  it.)  The  Assamese  is 
nearly  printed  off  also,  so  that-  by   the 
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iiBw  tfai*  nmihH  y^,  the  New  Toteient 
will  te  printed  ih  five  laiigasgies,  besidea 
those  in  which  the  whole  Bible  is  printed. 
To  these  must  be  added  the  Chinese, 
which  is  going  forward  with  considerable 
lopidity.  The  whole  number  of  transla- 
tioDs  now  on  hand  amounts  to  forty- 
two.  ^ 

I  am.  throigh  mercj-i  well ;  my  dear 
wife  is  extremely  weak,  but  she  has  that 
ci^oymeilt  of  nearness  to  God,  which 
enables  her  to  bear  the  weakness  with 
the  spirit  of  a  Christian.  My  faniily  is 
*boat  me.  Felix  is  tit  Sferarapore,  assist- 
ing in  the  printing-office,  on  a  hionthly  sa- 
Ift^y;  William  at  CutWa,  whtrfe  he  has 
Uaptlted  '  thirteen  natives  already  this 
ycaor.  Jabez  is  gone  to  Agimerfe,  to  try 
to  set  up  schools  in  Rajpoothana;  and 
Jonathan  has  a  good  situation  in  Calcutta, 
in  ti  e  law,  and  is  in  expf  vtatlon  of  being 
atioa  appointed  an  attorii<!$y  in  the  Su- 
preme Court 

Brother  Sutton  is  gone  to  Moorsheda- 
bad,  whert  1  trust  he  will  be  useful :  he 
writes  in  a  good  spirit.  Brother  Cham- 
berlain was  lately  here,  1  feared  in  the 
last  stage  ol  a  consumption ;  but  since  his 
seturu  he  has  been  much  better,  and 
there  are  tocsiderable  hopes  of  his  reco- 
very. He  was  evidently  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  genuine  sentiments  of  the 
gospel.  Brother  Mfx)fe  has  lately  mar- 
ried a  third  wile,  an  6leve  of  our  friend, 
Mrs.  G.  of  Agra.

I  i)N  just  now  recovering  from  a  severe 
attack  of  the  bilious  fever,  by  which  I 
have  been  confined  to  my  room  ibr  a 
week.  It  was  brought  on,  I  believe,  by 
my  being  too  much  expose^'d  to  the  son; 
and  has  been  removed  by  my  taking  ca- 
lomel till  1  became  a  little  salivated.  I 
am  now  recovering,  but  still  very  weak. 
During  this  affliction,  I  have  felt  my  mind 
very  much  resigned  to  the  divine  will, 
and  have  bad  one  prevailing  desire,  that 
wheiher  I  lived,  1  might  live  unto  the 
Lord ;  or  whether  I  died,  I  might  die 
unto  the  Lord;  so  that  whether  living  or 
djing  I  might  be  entirely  his.  It  has 
furnished  me  with  another  proof  of  the 
vanity  of  all  things  here  below;  and, 
what  is  better,  with  a  fresh  resolution 
more  than  ever  to  set  my  aifectiou  on 
things  above.  How  precious  is  tlie  doc- 
trine of  the  atonement  in  tlie  prospect  of 
death  and  eternity  I 


WEST  AFRICA. 

The  raids  df  the  present  year, 
on  the  Western  Coast  of  Africa, 
have  been  unusually  severe  and 
uninterrupted.  This  has  occa* 
sioned  a  more  thain  ordinary 
mortality  among  the  inhabit- 
ants, and  %re  regret  to  state^ 
that  three  valuable  individuals 
connected  with  the  Church  Mis- 
sionary Soeiety — the  Rev.  John 
Collier,  Chaplain  of  the  Colony, 
Mr.JohttBreretonCates,  and  Mrs. 
Jesty — have  tkllen  among  the 
victims. 

Painfull  however,  as  are  these 
oft-repeated  bereavements,  it  is 
pleasing  to  observe  the  truly 
Christian  Spirit  in  which  they  are 
viewed  by  the  surviving  labourers^ 
We  shall  subjoin  an  extract  oy 
two  from  their  letters,  which 
we  doubt  not  will  awaken  the 
sympathy  of  our  readers  on  be- 
half of  these  devoted  servants  of 
Christ.  f 

Mr,  Diiring  writes  as  fol- 
lows : 

**  When  it  pleases  God  to  viut  his 
people  with  afflictions,  thone  who  are  his 
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Will  be  best  seen  and  ^istfi^pisbed  from 
those  who  bear  bis  name,  bat  are  none  of 
his.  How  great  is  the  real  Christian's 
reward  already  in  this  polluted  world!- 
While  those  whose  hope  is  only  in  this 
life  are  terrified  by  seeing  numbers  of  their 
fellow-mortals  harried  into  eternity,  the 
ticne  Christian  is  esabled  to  standi  as  it 
were,  like  a  child,  by  his  Father's  side, 
and  see,  with  serenity,  what  tie.  is  doing ! 
*•  I  would  humbly  say  to  my  saperiors* 
Be  not  dismayed  at  iha  dark  dispensations 
of  our  God  !  Fear  not,  for  the  Saviour  shall 
yet  see  of  the  travail  of  bis  soul  among 
die  tribes  of  Africa.  I  am  by  no  m^ans 
cast  down:  J.  know  that  the  Lor<jl  can 
work  by  a  single  individual  as  much  as  hy 
t^  thousand:  only  I  would  Qrave  your 
earnest  ^petitions,  at  the  throng  of  his  hea-i 
yrenly  grape,  for  us  the  survivors/' 

Mr.  Jesty  coaclud«6  his  affect- 
iDg  narr4tive  of  the  death  of  his 
excellent  wife«  with  an  earnest 
€Btreaty. 

"  O  aend  ut  more  labourers!  Our  party 
is  very  small  now,  bat  we  are  enabled  to 
lean  and  repose  our  trust  on  our  blessed 
Saviour.  Never  once  did  my  dear  wife 
regret  coming  -to  Africa.^

come,' who  are  not  ready  to  say,  with  our 
^araister  departed,  "I  am  entering  the 
glory  of  my  Lord  I  My  Head  is  in  hea- 
ven }  apd  vfhere  should  I  be,  but  with 
him?*" 

Mr.  Bull  expresses  himself 
thusp. 

"  1  Relieve  I  speak  the  feeling  of  most 
of  our  remaining  few,  when  I  say,  that 
we  are  not  dislieartened,  but  encouraged. 
We  have  every  reason  to  be  steadfast,  for 
the  Lord  will  yet  have  mercy  upon  Zion! 
Yon  may  hear,  perhaps,  next  of  my  re- 
moval; and  another  may  take  up  his  pen 
to  write  of  me.  But  be  it  so !  May  I  be 
bat  faithful  to  him  who  has  said, '  Where 
I  am>  there  shall  also  my  servant  be  1'  Be 
not  cast  down,  dear  Sirs  !  Ethiopia  shall 
soon  stretch  out  her  hands  unto  God  f — 
yea,  does  now  begin !  Truly  the  poor 
mstrnroents  employed  are  in  ieopardy 
every  hour,  in  a  very  particular  way; 
bat  the  Lord  reigneth!  and  heaven  and 
earth  shall  pass  away,  but  his  word  shall 
not  pass  away.  Let  us  hope  then  for 
brighter  days.  At  evening  time,  it  shall 
b«  iifEht.  Only  pray  for  us,  that  we  who 
remain,  may,  with  one  mind,  strive  togtt^ 
Aer  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel." 


May  Xh%  God  of  Missions  en- 
due all  his  servants  with  like  pre^ 
cious  feith,  and  every  obst^ci^ 
must  eventually  be  removed  out  of 
their  way  I 
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The  following  extract  from  the 
Joamal  of  Mr.  Shaw,  a  MisaiaQt 
ary  employed  uadem  the  patromga 
of  this  Society,  "among  the  Hotten- 
tots in  South  Africa,  will  furnish 
another  pleasing  evidence  of  the 
success  with  which  they  have 
been  instructed  in  the  truths  of 
the  €k>speh 

In  the  month  of  May  last,  I  rode  to  a 
farm  about  twelve  miles  distant,  in  order 
to  preach  to  the  Bastard  Hottentots  who 
jnhabit  the  house.  It  happened  that 
many  of  our  people  followed  on  foot,  and 
others  on  horseback ;  so  that  the  boase 
was  nearly  filled.  My  poor  wife  being 
in  at  the  time,  I,  after  service,  faasteoed 
home  in  the  midst  of  the  rain  that  was 
falling,  and  our  people  were  left  behind* 
The  Namacquas,  wishing  to  employ  their 
time  to  the  profit  of  themselves  and  those 
present,  held  service  after  dinner;  and 
while  thus  engaged  in  worship,  a  farmer^, 
who  had  come  some  distance,  opened  the* 
door,  and  looked  in.  His  astonishment 
being  in  son)^  measure  abated,  he  retired 
to  the  kitchen  till  the  service  was  ended ; 
and  having  a  desire  to  converse  widi 
the  Hottentots,  and  ridicule  their  wor- 
ship, he  began  as  follows: 

Farmer*  What  sort  of  singing  and 
praying  is  tliis  that  you  have  had  ^  I  se- 
ver heard  any  thing  like  it ;  nor  caa  JL 
understand  any  thing  you  have  said«        i 

Jacob.  I  think.  Master,  you  o^Iy  ca»4 
to  mock  us ;  nevertheless,  let  me  aski  does 
Master  understand  this  chapter,  (Johp  iii.) 
especiallv  that  part  respecting  the  new. 
birth?  Pray,  who  are  the  perspns  tha( 
must  be  born  a&ain  ? 

Farmer,  (The  New  Testament  being 
handed  to  him,  he  complained  that  he 
could  not  see  very  well ;  but  said,)  ( 
suppQse  Jesus  Chrisi  la  the  person  vrhti 
must  be  born  again. 

Jacob.  No,  Master,  no  such  thing; 
Jesys  Christ  says,  that  we,  and  all  sinners^ 
must  be  created  anew,  born  again  of  the 
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Spirit,  and  become  new  creatiire8«   or  we 
paQBot  enter  heaven. 

Jokfit  (brother  to  Jacob.)  Master,  you 
once  told  me  that  our  names  did  not 
fUnd  in  the  Bible,  and  that  the  Gospel 
was  not  lor  us.  Will  Master  now  tell 
me  if  the  name  of  Dutchman  or  English- 
man is  found  therein  ?- 

Farmer     (No  answer.) 

Jacob,  But,  Master,  yon  who  are 
Christians,  call  us  Hottentots  Heathens; 
that  is  our  name.  Now  i  find  that  the 
book  »ays,  Jesus  came  a  light  to  lighten 
the  heathens;  we"read"our  name  in  the 
book. 

Farmer.  (Yet  dumb;  but  after  some 
consideration,  he  proceeds.)  Your  Mis- 
sionary baptises  Hottentots,  before  they 
know  their  Catechism.  You  must  first 
know  this ;  then  the  Missionary  must  stand 
«pon  a  la^h  place,  and  ask  all  the  ques- 
tions. If  you  cannot  answer  all  these 
out  of  your  heads,  you  must  not  be  bap- 
tized. 

Jacob,  Pray,  Master,  where  is  it  so 
Mid  in  the  book  ? 

Farmer.  (No  answer.) 

Jacob,  I  learn  from  the  Bible*  that  the 
people  dat  repent  and  believe  may  be 
baptized ;  but  the  book  says  not  dat  he 
who  can  answer  all  the  questions  shall  be 
baptised.  If  we  had  all  in  our  heads 
that  you  say,  what  better  if  our  hearts  not 
converted  be  ? 

Fanner.  There  is  no  conversion  in  this 
life ;  that  roust  be  after  death. 

Jacob,  Will  you,  Master,  tell  roe  where 
that  is  written  ? 

Fm  mer  (  No  answer. ) 

Jacob,  If  I  right  understand,  a  man 
wbo  is  of  sin  convinced — who  also  sin 
£>rsakes,  and  upon  Jesus  Christ  believes. 
Is  converted;  this  man  can  be  baptized. 
John  baptized  in  Jordan  them  dat  sin 
Confessec^ 


Farmer,  It  is  time  J  enough  to  repent 
when  we  are  sick,  and  likely  to  die. 

Jacob.  Dat  you  not  find  said  in  do 
book.  No :  we  must  repent  now*  as  the 
Lord  says  in  the  Word. 

Farmer,  I  cannot  understand  you; 
your  Dutch  is  not  good.  ^ 

John,  How  is  it.  Master,  that  you  do 
not  understand,  when  Mynheer  (mis- 
sionary) understands  all  that  brother 
says? 

Farmer.  Your  Missionary  cannot  on? 
derstand  or  speak  good  Dutch. 

John,  Our  Myndieer  learns  the  Dutch 
from  the  book ;  you  '  learn  the  bastard 
Dutch  without  book.  It  h  not  wond^jr 
then  that  you  think  our  Mynheer  speaks 
not  good  Ihitch. .  He  speaks  as  the  book 
speaks :  you  not  understand  de  book,  and 
therefore  not  Mynheer  understand. 

Farmer,  That  is  partly  trae;  there 
are  many  things  in  the  Bible  that  we  dtf 
not  understand ;  and  when  I  come  to 
yOur  place,  I  shall  ask  your  Missbnary 
the  meaning  of  Gog  and  Magog. 

Henry,  (one  of  our  interpreters.)  That 
you,  Master,  caimot  understand  many 
things  in  the  book,  is  not  a  wonder. 
Paul  says,  "  The  natural  man  understand* 
eth  not  the  things  of  God,  but  they  aco 
to  him  foolish." 

Farmer,  Who  is  the  natural  man  ? 

Henry.  We  are  all  natural  men  in  ou^ 
sinful  and  natural  state,  aud  we  can  only 
understand  the  things  of  God  by  the 
help  of  the  Spirit  of  God. 

They  then  asked  liim  (the  Farmer,)  the 
meaning  of  several  passages ;  but  he  said, 
<'  I  am  no  Missionary,  and  therefore  can- 
not^explain." 

Jacob  then  inquired,  if  he  did  not 
teach  his  own  people,  slaves,  or  ser- 
vants; and  his  answer  was,  *'  No;  for 
ihey  would  then  be  as  wise  as  I  9ni 
myself!**

Tlie  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society,  reaid  at 
the  General  Meeting  at  Cambridge,  October  7, 1819,  together  with  an  Appendia 
and  List  of  Sabscriptions,  Donations,  and  Collections  for  the  Year. 
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Mr.  Smith  was  born  at  Biing- 
ton,  a  village  in  Northampton- 
sbire,  May  14, 1754.   His  parents 
were    brought  up   in  the    com* 
muoion  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, but  being  led   to  approve 
and  adopt  the  principles  of  dis- 
sent, they    joined    the    Baptist 
church  at  Towcester,  during  the 
pastoral  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Stanger.    By  honest  industry  in 
the  wool  trade,  they  acquired  a 
respectable  competency;  but  in 
consequence     of   a    variety   of 
losses,  they  were  much  reduced 
in    circumstances    towards    the 
close  of  life.  Adversity,  however, 
was  sanctified  to  them,  and  they 
left  behind  them  an  honourable 
character.    They   had   six   chil- 
dren, three  of  whom  died  in   in- 
fancy :  the  subject  of  this  Me- 
moir was  the  eldest  of  those  who 
survived.     His  mother  was  a  wo- 
man of  eminent  piety,  and  ap- 
pears to  have  had  an  earnest  de- 
sire, when  her  son  Elisha  was  an 
infi^nt,  that  (if  it  were  the  Divine 
will,)  he  might  become  a  minister 
of   Christ.     She    told  him    that 
when  he  was  not  twelve  months 
old,  if  ever  she  prayed  in   her 
life,  she    prayed  that   he  might 
Be  devoted  to  the  service  of  the 
church  of  God.     How  pleasing 
must  it  have  been  to  her  to  see 
her    devout    wishes  so    happily 
realized!    For  the    first    twenty 
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years  of  Mr.  Smith's  life  there 
was  little  appearance  of  the 
prayiers  of  his  pious  mother  being 
answered,  except  some  very 
powerful,  but  temporary  convic- 
tions, when  he  was  about  sixteen 
years  of  age,  produced  by  a  ser« 
mon  preached  at  Towcester,  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Clarke,  of  Unicorn- 
yard,  London.  Alluding  to  this 
youthful  period,  he  says  in  a 
manuscript  in  which  he  recorded 
the  principal  occurrences  of  bts 
early  life :  ^*  Though  1  ran  not 
to  the  desperate  length  of  wick- 
edness that  many  do,  yet  no 
fruit  of  grace  appeared ;  though 
my  conduct  was  regular,  in  many 
respects,  sin  reigned  in  my 
heart." 

In  the  autumn  of  1774  he  left 
home,  and  resided  for  some 
months,  first  at  Fo)eshill,  and 
afterwards  at  Coventry,  working 
at  hb  father's  business.  Removed 
I  from  the  restraints  of  parental 
I  observation,  he  fell  into  the 
snares  of  evil  company,  but  was 
preserved  from  gross,  immorali- 
ties, and  retained  a  regard  for 
religion,  aad  respect  for  good 
men.  He  attended  the  ministry 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Butterworth, 
which  proved  the  means  of  bring- 
ing him,  as  a  humble  penitent,  at 
the  footstool  of  mercy,  to  an  en- 
tire dependence  on  Jesus  Christ 
for  salvation,  and  an  earnest  de- 
sire to  be  numbered^  among  his 
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followers.  He  now  left  his  former  | 
evil  compaDions,  and  united  ^vith 
several  pious  young  persons  in 
the  exercises  of  social  prayer  and 
reading  the  scriptures,  whose  so- 
ciety and  example  were  very 
useful  to  him,  in  advancing  his 
knowledge  of  Christ,  and  estab- 
lishing him  in  tb«  betief,  love, 
and  practice  of  evangelical 
truth. 

In  1775  he  went  back  to  his 
parents,  received  a  hearty  wel- 
come from    them,   and  was  re- 
garded by  them,  and  *by  many 
others,   as  a  prodigal  returned. 
He  was    now   frequently  called 
upon  to  engage  qt  social  meetings 
for  ^  prayer,  and   to  -  deliver  bis 
thoughts  on  portions  of  scripture, 
without,  however,  at  this  time, 
having  any  thoughts  of  the  mi- 
nistry.    In  September,  1776,  he 
was  received  as  a  member  of  the 
Baptist    church    at    Towcester, 
baptized  by  Mr.  Stanger,  and  sat 
down  with  them  at  the  Lord's- 
table.      On    this    occasion     be 
wrote  thus  in  his  Diary»   which 
was    contiaued    from    about    a 
year  before  this  period   lo  the 
end  of  his  life  :—**  Now  may  the 
good  Spirit,  who  descended  upon 
the  primitive  Christians,  enter  my 
heart;  lead  me  into  the  whole 
truth  both  in  principle  and  prac- 
tice; and  fill  me  with  joy  and 
peace  in  believing.     AH  the  or- 
dinances of  Christ  are  exceed- 
ingly  good,  but  all  their  virtue  is 
treasured  up  in  Jesus:  the  Spirit 
must  bless  them,  or  they  will  be 
dry  breasts.    I  believe  it  will  be 
no  disparagement  to    the  ordi- 
nance of  baptism,  if  I  say,  I  am 
as  weak  and  impotent  as  before ; 
I  need  as  much    support  from 
above  as  ever ;  as  many  supplies 
of  grace,  aiyd  the  same  direction 
of  the  Lord.    Still  I  am  a  sinner, 
and  aH  1  do,  and  all  I  am  and 
have,  need  washing  in  the  Mood 
of  the  Lamb.'' 


Mr.  Smith  continued  exercising 
his  talents    among    his    friends, 
with  growing  acceptance,  during 
the  year  1777.     In  the  former 
part  of  the  yean  1778,  he  resided 
for  some  months  at  Northamp* 
ton,  in  order  to  attend  the  minis- 
try  of  Mr.  Ryland,  and  receive 
some  instruction  from  him.    On 
May  10,  the  church  at  Towcester 
gave  him  a  cordial  and  nnani« 
mous  call  to  the   work  of  the 
ministry.     In   the  same  month, 
application  was  made  to  admit 
him  33  a  student  into  the  Bristol 
Academy,  then  under  the  super-, 
intendence  of  the  Rev.  Hugh  and 
Caleb  Evans,  and  Mr.  Newton ; . 
and  he  went  thither  the  following 
August.     His  Diary,  at  this  pe- 
riod, discovers  a  humble  sense  of 
his  unfitness  for  so  great  and  im-. 
portant  a  work  as   that  of  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel,  and  an 
ardent  desire  that  the  Lord  might 
qualify  Hhn  for  it,  and  fender  him 
instrumental  to  the  salvation  of 
immortal  souls. 

In  July,  1779,  he  supplied,  for 
three  weeks,  the  Baptist  church 
at  Carleton,  Bedfordshire;    and 
was  earnestly  requested  to  con- 
tinue with  them,  but  he  did  not 
see  it  his  duty  so  soon  to  relin- 
quish his  studies  at  Bristol,  whi-^ 
ther,    therefore,   he  returned   in. 
August,  and  continued  there  till. 
March,  1780,  when  he  was  sent 
to  supply  the  churches  of  Christ 
at  Campden  and  Shipston.    He 
found  the  congregations,  at  both^ 
places^  very  small  indeed.    His 
first    sermon    was   preached   at 
Campden,  March  26,  from  Acts, 
viii.  6 :  "  Then  Philip  went  down 
to    the   city    of   Samaria,    and. 
preached    Christ     unto    them." 
During  this  visit  of  six  weeks  the 
hearers   increased   considerably, 
and  he  complied  with  their  invi- 
tation to  return  to  them  in  the 
June  following,   and   to  remain 
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with  them.  He  was  ordained  at 
Sliipstoo,  July  3, 1782,  Mr.  Ca- 
leb /Evansy  bis  bigUy-respected 
tutor,  gave  the  charge  from  Titus 
ii.  15.  Mr,  Butterworth,  of 
Evesham,  preached  to  the  people 
from  1  Thessalonians  ii,  12.  For 
several  years  he  divided  bis  la- 
bours between  Shipstoii  and 
Campden^  and  preached  at  each 
place  on  a  Lord's-day. 
.  Oo  January  2Q,  1785>  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Martha  Peyton  of 
Blockley,  of  a  respectable  fa- 
mily in  the  silk  trade  in  that  vil- 
lage ;  in  whom  he  found  a  pru- 
dent and  affectionate  wife,  who 
proved  a  blessing  to  himself,  and 
to  his  family,  for  upwards  of 
thirty  years.  His  union  with 
Mrs.  Smith  was  the  occasion  of 
his  going  to  reside  at  Blockley, 
and  entering  into  business,  in 
which  he  met  with  such  severe 
losses  as  to  fill  him  with  the 
greatest  anxiety  lest  the  issue 
might  be  so  disastrous  to  his 
worldly  circumstances,  as  to 
bring  a  disgrace  upon  the  caude 
of  Christ.  He  feared  his  great 
trials  and  difficulties  were  a  di- 
vine judgment  inflicted  as  a  pu- 
nishment for  engaging  in  business 
at  all,  and  the  words  of  the  apos- 
tle greatly  agitated  his  mind. 
2  Timothy  ii.  4:  No  man  that 
waiireth,  erUanghth  himself  with 
the  affairs  4>f  this  life ;  that  he 
may  please  him  who  hath  chosen 
him  to  be  a  soldier.  His  mind, 
however,  was  relieved,  when  he 
reflected,  that  the  apostle  Paul 
bimself,  when  with  a  people  who 
were  not  able  to  supply  his  wants, 
laboured  with  bis  own  hands; 
and  when,  upon  the  most  mature 
consideration,  he  felt  fully  con- 
vinced that  his  motives  were  pure 
and  disinterested;  since,  without 
yuch  an  expedient^  it  would  have 
been  impossible,  with  bis  in- 
creasing family,  lo  retain  his  si- 


tuation, on  his  continiiarice  in 
which  the  interest  of  religion, 
within  the  sphere  of  his  labours, 
seemed,  under  God,  to  depend. 
By  the  kind  assistance  of  friends 
he  was  delivered  from  his  em- 
barrassments, and,  subsequently 
to  this  critical  juncture,  he  was 
remarkably  blessed  with  prosperi- 
ty and  su<;cess  in  his  temporal 
concerns. 

In  1?87,  he  had  great  personal 
and  domestic  trials:  his  labours 
were  suspended  for  some  time 
by  an  alarming  illness.  Mrs. 
Smith  also  was  much  afllicted, 
antl  their  eldest  child  Was  re- 
moved by  death.  He  was  enabled, 
however,  to  sing  of  mercy  and  of 
Judgment,  and  to  bless  and  adore 
that  grace,  which  be  had  good 
reason  to  hope  caused  his  trials 
to  work  for  his  good,  and  to  qun^ 
lify  him  '*  to  comfort  those  who 
were  in  trouble,  by  the  cdnsola^- 
tions  with  which  he  himself  was 
comforted  of  God." 

In  addition  to  his  ifainisterial 
engagements  at  Shipston  and 
Campden,  be  preached  in  his 
own  house  at  Blockley,  which 
being  found  inconvenient,  from 
the  numbers  who  attended,  he 
erected  a  small  neat  place  of 
worship  there  in  1792,  of  which 
he  thus  writes  in  his  Diarv:*-*- 
*^  This  year  I  have  been  enabled^ 
with  the  aid  of  friends,  to  ereet  a 
place  of  worship  in  this  place; 
and  I  hope  soon  to  see  it  cohS- 
fortably  finished,  filled,  and  bles«- 
ed.  1  trust  I  have  no  dependence 
on  my  own  strength.  I  see  many 
disadvantages  and  infirmities 
which  will  be  an  injury ;  but  God 
is  omnipotent.  I  believe  he  has 
given  me  some  desires  to  be  use- 
ful to  souls,  and  I  am  generally 
happy  when  speaking  to  my  peo- 
ple here.  I  fear  not  the  contempt 
of  the  worldly  wise.  -I  wish  to 
preach  Christ,  and  him  cracified'. 
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though,  fonnalists  may  account  it 
ascandal,  and  philosophers  fbWy, 
It  is  well  for,  the  cause  of  God, 
and  the  comfort  of  ministers, 
that  success  is  not  hy  the  might  of 
mental  abilities,  or  the  power  of 
moral  suasion,  but  by  the  Spfarit 
of  God»  who  works  by  whom  he 
will,  and  blesses  whom  he 
pleases." 

In  1793  he  thus  notices  his  re- 
signation of  his  pastoral  charge  at 
Shipston : — "  I  have  this  year 
taken  leave  of  my  people  at 
Shipston.  I  gave  them  my  part- 
ing advice  from  Philippians  i.  27. 
1  am  thankful  we  part  in  love. 
We  have  lately  appeared  to  be 
more  unanimous  than  ever,  and 
have  had  an  increase  of  hearers." 

In  1794  he  supplied  tbe  Bap- 
tist church  at  Stow,  then  desti- 
tute of  a  minister,  on  a  Lord's- 
day  afternoon.  At  this  period  he 
was  obliged  to  ride  eighteen  miles, 
and  preach  thrice  every  Sabbath. 
When  his  engagements  at  Stow 
ceased,  his  labours  were  chiefly 
confined  to  Campden  and  Block- 
ley,  and  were  attended  with  a 
Divine  blessing,  in  a  greater  or 
less  degree,  through  each  succes- 
sive year,  so  that  a  pleasing  num- 
ber believed  through  grace, 
joined  the^  church,  were  his  joy 
then,  and  will  be  his  crown  of 
rejoicing  in  the  day  of  tbe  Lord. 
The  records  of  his  Diary,  from 

Sear  to  year,  strongly  evince  a 
leart  alive  to  the  welfare  of  Zion  ; 
much  grieved  at  every  symptom 
of  decline,  and  greatly  rejoicing 
at  every  token  of  revival  and 
prosperity.  The  last  fifteen  or 
twenty  y^ars  of  bis  life  were  the 
most  happy  and  useful,  both 
within,  and  beyond  the  sphere  of 
his  immediate  connexions. 

The  indications  of  piety  in  his 
^mily  were  hailed  with  peculiar 
pleasure,  and  he  had  the  happi- 
ness to  be  able  to  record  in  his 


Diary  for  1811 :  '*  I  am  highly 
favoured  in  my  family,  believing 
there  is  in  every  one  of  my  dear 
children  some  good  thing  towards 
the  Lord  God  of  Israel.  The 
favour  is  almost  too  great  to  be 
believed  ;  1  know  it  is  infinitely 
too  great  for  me  to  deserve ;  but 
who  shall  limit  Omnipotience,  Sr 
set  bounds  to  the  compassion  of 
Jehovah?  Nothing  do  I  need  so 
much  as  a  heart  all  love,  and  a 
life  all  praise !" 

In  December,  1816,  he  had  a 
yery  serious  attack    (it   is   sup- 
posed)  of  the    same   complaint 
which    eventually   proved   fatal. 
His. friends  were  strongly  appte- 
hensive  that  it  would  terminate 
in  death;    but,    by    the   Divine 
blessing  on  the  means  employed, 
the  disorder  was  then  removed, 
or  rather  suspended.     In   a  re- 
view of  this  affliction  he  thus  ex- 
presses himself: — **  1  have  to  re- 
cord  the  wonderful  serenity   of 
my  mind  in  all  this  illness ;  as  in 
my  lowest  state,  when  I  felt  I  was 
on  the  very  borders  of  eternity, 
expecting  every  breath  to  be  my 
last,  I  found  a  steady,   humble, 
believing  peace.  I  saw  that  I  bad 
in  Christ  every   thing  that   was 
necessary  for  my  complete  justi- 
fication, and   bad  a  firm   confi- 
dence, though  less  than  the  least 
of   saints,    that    he    was    mine, 
through  electing  love,  and  con- 
verting grace.     I  thought  I  could 
trace  the  work  of  God's  Spirit  in 
my  heart,  bearing  witness  that  I 
was  a  child  of  God.     Every  ob- 
jection which  could  rise  in  my 
mind  was  silenced  by  the  work— ^ 
the  promi^  of  Christ,  and  I  have 
not  now,  for  some  time,  had  one 
gloomy  fear  respecting  my  eter- 
nal   v^elfare,    but    a   permanent 
hope,  that,  through  the  grace  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  heaven, 
with  all  its   glories,  is  mine.     O 
to  grace  how  great    a    d^htorl 
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Epbestans  i.  2— 6>  has  been  very 
reiTe9biag  to  my  soul.'^  It  wasjat 
tbis  tiioe  he  requested  the  writer 
of  tbis  sketch  of  his  life,  should 
he  survive  him,  to  improve  his 
death  from  Psalms  v.  12:  For 
thoUf  Lord,  wilt  bless  the  right' 
ous  :  with  favour  wilt  thou  com^ 
pass  him  its  with  a  shield,  **  This 
passage/'  said  he«  *'  has  afforded 
me  great  pleasure.  I  thought  I 
could  lay  a  just  claim  to  the  cha- 
racter. 1.  Through  the  complete 
righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ, 
freely  imputed  to  me,  in  which 
I  am  complete.  2.  Through  the 
spirit  of  righteousness  implanted 
in  my  heart,  by  which  I  was  led 
to  hate  sin — all  sin,  and  love  ho- 
liness. 3.  By  the  prevailing  con> 
duct  of  my  life,  amidst  my  many 
defects.  I  could  rejoice  in  the 
privilege  connected  with  the  cha- 
racter. I  felt  none  of  those  rap- 
tures or  revelations  some  speak 
of.  All  I  felt  was  a  completeness 
in  Christ,  an  answer  in  him  to  all 
I  wanted.  I  had  no  dread  of 
hell,  no  transporting  views  of 
heaven;  all  t  thought  of,  or 
seemed  to  wish  for,  was  perfect 
holiness,  and  fuller  discoveries  of 
the  Divine  perfections :  this  was 
all  my  salvation,  and  all  my  de- 
sire. Though  I  felt  I  loved  my 
wif(^  and  children,  and  people, 
yet  I  could  part  with  all  without 
regret,  convinced  I  should  find 
all  in  God,  and  that  God  would 
be  all  things  to  them,  as  I  hope 
be  has  made  them  all  his  own. 
May  I  not  be  deceived  I  My 
prayer  is.  Lord  search  me;  Lord 
bind  me  nearer  to  thyself;  never 
leave  roe,  nor  forsake  me ;  be  with 
me  when  the  great  change  shall 
come,  and  be  my  portion  for 
ever.    A  men." 

The  health  of  Mrs.  Smith  had 
been  declining  for  several  years. 
In  1805  she  had  a  paralytic  stroke, 
)vfaich  nearly  deprivecf  her  of  the 
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use  of  one  side ;  from  4his,  how- 
ever, she  recovered  beyond  the 
expectation  of   her  friends.     In 

1817,  symptoms  of  dropsy,  ap- 
peared, which  gradually  increased 
till  her  death,  which  took  place 
November  7.  Her  bodily  suffer- 
ings were  unusually  great ;  but 
she  was  enabled  to  possess  her 
soul  in  patience,  and  died  in  the 
visible  enjoyment  of  that  peace 
which  is  alone  furnished  by  hum- 
ble faith  in  the  Diviue  Redeemer. 
After  this  period,  Mr.  Smith's 
health  was  wonderfully  restored^ 
and  his  work  resumed  and  con- 
tinued with  almost  equal  pleasure 
and  vigour,  till  about  the  close  of 

1818,  when  the  disorder  in  his 
chest,which  he  had  felt  so  severely 
two  years  before,  returned,  was 
frequently  accompanied  with 
great  pain,  and  prevented  much 
exertion  in  public:  it  did  not, 
however,  disat>le  him  from  at- 
tending to  his  domestic  concerns, 
with  his  accustomed  activity  and 
cheerfulness,  till  within  a  few 
weeks  of  his  death.     In   March, 

1819,  it  assumed  such* a  serious 
aspect  as  to  render  the  best  ad* 
vice  desirable.  His  physician 
and  friend.  Dr.  Stenson,  ot  Bour- 
ton  on  the  Water,  pronounced  iC 
to  be.  Angina  Pectoris.  About 
a  fortnight  before  his  departure 
he  had  a  most  severe  paroxysm, 
which  lasted  many  hours,  and 
threatened  immediate  dissolution. 
When  the  intervals  of  pain  would 
permit  conversation,  he  expressed 
his  firm  reliance  on  Jesus  Christy 
as  able  to  save  to  the  uttermost 
all  that  came  to  God  by  him.  He 
said  he  had  none  of  those  rap- 
turous feelings  which  many  have 
experienced  in  the  prospect  of 
heaven,  neither  had  he  any  fears ; 
that  he  knew  whom  he  had  be- 
lieved, and  was  persuaded  that 
he  was  able  to  keep  that  which 
he  had  committed  to  him  against 
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that  day ;  that  on  reviewing  his 
ministry,  he  hoped  that,  notwith- 
standing bis  numerous  defects, 
be  had  heen  of  some  service  in 
the  world ;  but  that  all  the  praise 
was  due  to  God.  He  always 
spoke  of  his  departure  with  the 
greatest  composure ;  and  on  being 
informed,  that  from  the  nature  of 
bis  complaint,  his  departure 
would  probably  be  sudden,  he 
said,  that  was  a  matter  of  no  im- 
portance with  him ;  that  he  was 
willing  to  continue  as  long  as  his 
heavenly  Father  pleased,  and  at 
the  same  time  willing,  and  he 
trusted  ready  to  go. 

He  now  came  to  the  resolution 
of  resigning  his  pastoral  charge, 
and  thus  refers  to  it  in  his  Diary : 
*<  Lord's-day,  March  21.  This 
day  I  consider  my  pastoral  con- 
nexion with  my  respected  and 
dear  people  as  terminated.  I 
bless  God  that  ever  I  had  such 
a  people.  We  have  walked  in 
love  for  nearly  forty  years.  I 
found  them  a  few  stragglers  in 
the  wilderness ;  some  have  been 
called  away  and  glorified,  and  it 
gives  me  joy  that  the  great  Shep- 
herd lives  to  take  care  of  those  I 
leave  behind.  His  sheep  shall 
sever  perish,  and  I  would  say,  in 
his  own  words,  John  xvii.  11: 
Hofy  Father,  keep  through  thine 
0um  uame^  those  wham  thou  hast 
given  me,  and  grant  that  we  may 
all  stand  before  the  throne  of  our 
God,  as  monuments  of  electing 
love,  and  trophies  of  victorious 
grace,  to  ascribe  glory,  honour, 
and  power  to  the  Father,  Son, 
and  Divine  Spirit,  for  ever. 
Amen.*'  On  the  following  Wed- 
nesday he  thus  wrote  in  his 
Diar>  for  the  last  time :  **  March 
24.  1' hough  still  under  affliction, 
I  sing,  *  sweet  affliction*  Never 
did  religion  seem  so  important, 
or  Christ  so  lovely  and  suitable. 
Blessed  be  God  for  a  full,  free. 


and  eternal  salvation.  I  see  my- 
self defective  in  all  things,  yet,  I 
trust,  complete  and  safe  in  Jesua. 
Had  human  worthiness  any 
weight,  or  were  it  necessary,  in 
point:  of  justification,  I  could 
enjoy  no  hope ;  yet  I  hunger  and 
thirst  after  personal  holiness,  as 
an  evidence  of  union  and  com- 
munion with  a  holy  God,  and 
as  meetness  for  the  enjoyment  of 
a  holy  world.  I  consider  my  re- 
covery as  highly  improbable,  and 
little  desirable. '  Blessed  be  my 
God,  I  feel  resigned  to  his  will. 
May  he  bear  me  up  under  th^ 
trying  sti*oke,  and  give  me  the 
victory,  through  Jesus  Christ! 
Btessed  be  his  glorious  name  for 
ever  and  ever.  Amen."  —  On 
Lord's-day,  March  28,  (the  day 
before  his  decease,)  be  did  not 
appear  worse  than  usual.  He 
engaged  in  family  worship  in  the 
evening,  with  his  wonted  devo- 
tion and  energy,  and  assisted  in 
singing,  at  his  own  request,  the 
554th  hymn  of  Dr.  Rippon's  Se- 
lection ;  a  hymn  truly  descriptive 
of  the  state  of  his  mind, 

**  While  on  the  verge  of  life  I  stand,"  &c. 

He  went  to  bed  about  his  usual 
time,  and  after  rather  a  restless 
night,  rose  about  three  o'clock  in 
the  morning  to  take  some  refresh- 
ment; after  which  he  read  the 
7dd  Psalm,  in  which  he  particu- 
larly noticed  the  26th  verse: 
Myjksh  and  my  heart  fail ;  but 
God  is  the  strength  of  my  heart, 
and  my  portion  for  ever.  Feeling 
himself  fiiint  with  the  exertion, 
he  asked  for  a  glass  of  water, 
but  he  was  unable  to  raise  it  to 
his  mouth ;  his  hand  dropped  ; 
and  after  a  few  deep  groans  he 
expired,  without  uttering  a  word, 
in  the  sixty-fifth  year  of  his  age. 
His  remains  were  interred  at 
Campden  on  the  following  Satur- 
day:   Mr.    Gray,    of  Chipping 
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Norton  delfverecl  the  fanerai  ora- 
tion ;  Mr.  Mann,  of  Moreton  in 
Marsh,  Mr.  Smith,  of  Astwood, 
and  Mr.  Price  of  Alcester,  were 
engaged  in  the  other  exercises  of 
the  solemn  service:  several  others 
of  his  brethren  in  the  ministry 
attended,  and  thus  paid  their 
last  tokens  of  sincere  respect  to 
their  late  dear  brother  and  father 
in  Christ,  mingjing  their  tears 
Mfitb  those  of  a  very  large  as- 
sembly, convened  irom  Camp- 
den,  Blockley,  &c.  on  the  mourn- 
ful occasion.  On  the  morrow. 
Lord's  Day,  April.  4,  Mr.  Cole3, 
of  Bourton,  preached  his  fune- 
ral sermon,  at  Campdeni  and 
Blockley,  agreeably  to  bis  above- 
mentioned  request,  from  Psalms 
V.  12.  A  crowded  auditory,  at 
each  place,  were  very  deeply 
affected ;  thus  discovering  their 
affectionate  esteem  for  his  me- 
mory, and  regret  at  his  removal. 

In  adverting  to  some  of  the 
most  prominent  features  of  Mr. 
Smith's  character,  it  may  be 
observed,  that  he  was  gene- 
rally very  cheerful  and  affable  in 
Ills  disposition  and  deportment. 
He  usAiaUy  met  bis  friends  with  a 
smile,,  which  At  once  indicated 
the  tranquil  state  of  bis  own 
mind,  and  bis  affectionate  regard 
for  them.  In  the  copious  mea- 
sure of  provfidential  and  spiritual 
mercies  conferred  on  himself  and 
Us  family,  he  presented  a  re- 
m9rkal>le  iHustratioi^  of  the  gra- 
cious assurance,  **  afyUl^ul  man 
stall  abound  with  Uesurngs"  Fi- 
delity and  affection  were  indeed 
happily  blended  in  him,  and  this 
desirable  combination,  while  it 
much  adorned  his  profession, 
enabled  him  with  greater  effect 
to  discharge  his  relative  duties  as 
a  parent,  minister^  and  friend. 
His  general  deportment  in  all  his 
transactions,  both  in  the.  church 
and  in  the  world,  was  marked. 


not  only  by  the  strictest  integritfr 
and  uprightness,  but  by  a  noble 
ingenuousness  of  mind,    and  a 
disinterested  generosity  of  con- 
duct, which  preserved  him  from 
ail   ap'pearance  of    deceit    and 
guile,  and  rendered  him  incapa- 
ble of  being  guilty  of  any  thing 
bordering  on  meanness,  selfish- 
ness, or  duplicity.      His  whole, 
life  was  distinguished  by  active 
benevolence ;  his   heart  and  his 
hand  were  always   open   to  the 
relief  of  the  necessitous  ;  he  did 
good  to  all  around  him  as  a  mem- 
ber of  society,  and  especially  to 
those  of  the  household  of  faiths 
as  a  minister  of  Christ.    He  took 
great    pleasure    in    encouraging^ 
young  persons  of  promising  dis- 
positions and  habits,  and  in  af- 
fording them  all  the  assistance  in 
his  power.      He  not  only  gave 
them  the  best  advice,  but  exert-, 
ed  himself  to  procure  for  them 
advantageous  situations.  In  many 
pleasing  instances   he    had    tbe 
happiness  to  see  these  efforts,  oa 
their  behalf,  crowned  with  suc- 
cess.   Many  ar^  now  occupying 
respectable  stations   in  society^, 
for  wjhich,  under  providence,  tbejf 
were  indebted  to  his  kind  patronage 
and  recoipniendations ;  and,  it  is 
not  doubted,  but  many  will  ea- 
gerly peruse   these  brief  memo- 
rials of  their  departed  beneiac- 
tor,  with  strong  emotions  of  liv^jr 
gratitude   to    God,   who  raised 
them  up  such  a  friend ;  and  of 
deep  regret  at  the  loss  they  have 
sustained  of  his  wise  counsels 
and  affectionate  prayers,  whick 
only  ceased  with   bi^  life.    He 
observed  the  apostolic  pcecept, 
''follow  peaof  with  all  men:" 
and  imitated  the  apostolic  ex- 
aqiple*  in  becoming  9II  thingi  to 
all  men,  sp  far  as  he  could  do  it 
without  sacrificing  the  interests  of 
truth,  or  violating  the  dictates  of 
conscience.      A    truly  christian 
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candour  induced  him  to  put  the 
best  construction^  possible  on  the 
views,  spirit,  and  actions  of 
others.  He  was  no  bigot,  but 
felt  and  manifested  unfeigned 
love  to  all  who  loved  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity.  He 
would  have  been  far  from  calling 
fire  from  heaven  to  consume  the 
most  bitter  persecutor,  or  the 
most  daring  infidel,  but  would 
rather  have  earnestly  prayed,  that 
God  would  give  them  repentance 
to  the  acknowledgement  of  the 
truth.  He  would  on  no  account 
(had  it  been  in  his  power)  have 
forbidden  any  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Christ,  because  they  fol- 
lowed not  with  him  :  on  the  con- 
trary, he  was  cordially  attached 
to  all  evangelical  ministers  and 
real  christians  of  whatever  de- 
nomination, regarding  them  as 
fellow-labourers  in  the  vineyard, 
and  fellow-travellers  to  Zion,  and 
co-operating  with  them  as  far  as 
circumstances  allowed.  He  en- 
iried  not  those  whom  he  saw  to  be 
possessed  of  more  splendid  gifts, 
but  was  sincerely  desirous  that 
they  might  not  prove  a  snare  to 
them,  and  gave  them,  when  an 
opportunity  offered,  a  word  of 
seasonable  caution.  He  duly 
appreciated  the  talents  God  had 
given  him,  aud  under  a  deep 
sense  of  his  personal  responsibi- 
lity diligently  improved  them. 
The  following  extracts  from  his 
diary,  noiay  serve  to  illustrate 
these  statements;  "We  have  a 
truly  pious  clergyman  come 
amongst  us  at  Campden :  I  hope 
his  labours  will  he  greatly  blessed. 
If  the  interest  of  Christ  grow,  I 
shall  rejoice.  I  trust  I  can  be 
happy  in  any  state,  if  Christ  be 
glorified,  and  holiness  promoted." 
"Mr.  S—  aud  Mr.  B—  have 
been  useful  in  these  parts.  We 
share  their  joy,  and  find  the  be- 
nefit of  havjttg  i«Uow-labourers 


in  the  gospel:  we  all  know  to 
whom  all  the  glory  is  due. 
Shoukl  these^  my  brethren  of  the 
establishment,  gain  ground  of 
me,  I  can,  and  do  rejoice  in 
their  success ;  I  believe  they  will 
continue  to  increase,  and  pray 
that  they  may.  If  the  building  of 
the  house  of  the  Lord  go  on,  it 
is  of  small  concern  who  is  em- 
ployed." **My  friend,  Mr.  E — ,  is 
more  zealous  and  successful ;  I 
rejoice :  Christ  is  preached^  and 
known,  and  loved.'' 

Mr.  Smith's  mind  was  formed 
for  friendship ;  he  greatly  en- 
joyed the  society  of  his  brethren 
and  friends.  The  writer  of  this 
memoir,  and  another  of  his 
bretbi-en,  had  peculiar  opportu- 
nities of  observing  this,  and  be- 
nefiting by  it,  in  friendly  inter- 
views, at  certain  stated  periods, 
in  which  they  freely  communi- 
cated to  each  other  whatever  was 
pleasing  or  painful  in  their  expe- 
rience and  connexions  ;  at  which 
seasons,  they  could  not  but  some- 
times indulge  the  hope,  that  they 
4iad  the  pledge  and  foretaste  of 
heaven  itself.  Our  departed  bro- 
ther also  was  in  an  eminent  de- 
gree, a  man  of  prayer.  There 
are,  perhaps,  few  among  the  ser- 
vants of  Christ,  who  might  with 
greater  propriety  have  adopted 
the  language  of  the  Psalmist,  '<  I 
give  myself  unto  prayer:"  or, 
who  more  uniformly  adhered  to 
his  resolution,  *'  Evening,  morn- 
ing, and  at  noon  will  I  pray.'' 
Thrice  a  day  he  regularly  retired 
for  secret  devotion ;  and  so  watch- 
ful was  he  to  secure  a  portion  of 
time  in  the  course  of  the  day  for 
the  purpose,  that  there  is  abun- 
dant reason  to  believe,  that  no- 
thing but  very  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  imperious  necessity 
occasioned  the  omission,  aud  that 
it  was  therefore  of  very  rare  oc- 
ciirrence.    He  likewise  set  apart. 
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throBgfaout  the  wbok  of  his  mi- 
nistrj,  certain  special  days  Ibr 
humihatioii,  fasting,  and  prayer; 
and  it  is  much  regretted,  that  the 
confined  limits  of  this  Memoir 
prevent  the  insertion  of  copious 
and  interesting  extracts  from  his 
Diary  at  those  periods,  in  which 
he  records  with  great  simplicity, 
and  godly  sincerity/  his  sins,  his 
mercies,  his  conflicts,  his  hopes, 
his  fears,  his  desires,  and  his  re- 
newed dedications  of  himself  to 
his  Lord  and  Saviour.  When  any 
of  his  children  or  near  connexions 
removed  to  a  distance,  he  always 
took  a  particular  opportunity  of 
committing  them  to  God  in  ear- 
nest and  united  prayer;  the  re- 
collection of  which  they  can  tes- 
tify to  have  had  a  salutary  effect 
on  their  minds,  in  subsequent  pe- 
riods' of  temptation  and  trial. 

As  a  preacher,  Mr.  Spith  was 
judicious,  affectionate,  and  expe* 
limental.  He  was  not  inordinate- 
ly attached  to  systematic  theo- 
^*>gy  I  ^^  b^  cordially  loved,  and 
faithfully  preached  the  glorious 
and  distinguishing  doctrines  of 
the  gospel,  carefully  illustrating 
and  enforcing  their  holy  influence 
on  the  tempers  and  actions  of  all 
sincere  believers  in  Christ.  His 
stated  hearers  were  constrained  to 
feel  and  acknowledge  that  the 
uniform  tenor  of  his  ministry  made 
it  evident,  that  he  had  determined 
to  know  nothing  among  them 
save  Jesus  Christ  and  him  cruci- 
fied ;  and  that  he  preached  under 
a  powerful  impression  of  the  ab* 
solute  necessity  of  the  influences 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  render  his 
ministrations  eflicacious  to  the 
conversion  of  sinners,  and  to  the 
edification  and  establishment  of 
those  who  through  grace  had  be- 
lieved. He  was  far  from  being  a 
servile  imitator  of  any  man :  he 
thought  for  himself,  and  delivered 
bis  thoughts,  not  in  tb$  words 
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which  man's  wisdom  teacheth, 
but  which  the  Holy  Ghost  teach- 
eth,  comparing  spiritual  things 
with  spiritual.  His  sermons  were 
usually  composed  with  great  care 
and  diligence,'  and  freqdently  en- 
riched with  striking  observations, 
which  at  once  evinced  his  inti- 
mate acquaintance  with  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  with  the  human  heart 
The  same  remstrk  is  applicable  to 
his  conversation.  In  both,  a  con- 
siderable degree  of  originality 
was  often  discernible. 

It  now  only  remains  to  express 
the  hope,  that  the  readers  of 
this  Memoir  will  unite  in  praying, 
that  all  Ihs  surviving  children 
may  emulate  the  spirit  and 
example  of  both  their  honoured 
parents,  and  be  followers  of  them 
to  glory;  that  all  his  surviving 
brethren  in  the  ministry  may^ 
with  increasing,  fidelity  and  dili- 
gence, occupy  their  respective 
posts  till  their  Lord  shall  come ; 
that  all  his  surviving  hearers  may 
solemnly  anticipate  the  future 
meeting  that  will  take  place  be- 
tween them  and  their  late  minis- 
ter in  the  last  great  day;  and 
that  the  Lord,  the  God  *^of  the 
spirits  of  ail  flesh,  may  set  a  man 
over  the  congregations,  who  may 
go  out  and  in  before  them,  who 
may  lead  them  out  and  bring 
them  in,  ihat  they  may  not  be  as 
sheep  which  have  no  shepherd.

Tas 
BECIilNE  OF  TRUE    RELIGION 
IN  THE  NETHERLANI^S, 
Traced  to  Us  Cautet,*

*  The  widow  of  the  late  Rer.  Mr. 
Rowe  has  favoured  us  with  this  article. 
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1799,  hpld  their  annual  meet- 
ings at  Rotterdam ;  at  which  time 
the  report  of  proceedings  during 
the  former  year  is  read,  and  a 
sermon  is  delivered  on  subjects 
connected  with  the  mission. 
These  sermons,  which  breathe 
fervent  zeal  in  the  interest  of  re- 
ligion, and  are  remarkable  for 
their  simplicity  and  perspicuity, 
have  hitherto  been  printed. — In 
July,  1814,  when  the  banish- 
ment of  Buonaparte  to  Elba  led 
the  friends  of  religion  on  the  Con- 
tinent to  hope  the  causes  of  its 
declension  would,  in  measure, 
be  removed,  the  venerable  Ja- 
cob EngeUma  Mebius,  D.D.  mi- 
nister at  Ryperkerk  and  Harde- 
garyp,  in  Frieseiand,  ascended 
the  pulpit,  and,  deviating  from 
the  usual  plan,  boldly  proposed 
an  investigation  of  the  causes  of 
the  declension  of  true  reli- 
gion. He  tool^  his  text  from  2 
Chron.  xxix.  10.  *^  Now  it  is  in 
my  heart  to  make  a  covenant 
with  the  Lord  God  of  Israel;" 
and  after  an  admirable  examina- 
tion of  the  text  in  its  connexion 
with  the  affairs  of  Hezekiah,  and 
the  Jews,  proposed  two  topics 
to  the  consideration  of  bis  au- 
dience. 

I.  The  deep  declension  among 
them  in  religion,  and  some  of  the 
principal  causes  of  the  same, 
whereby  the  rod  of  God's  indig- 
nation has  been  and  is  still  me- 
rited. 

II.  The  ground  of  expecta^ 
lion  that  their  labour  shall  not  be 
in  vain  in  the  Lord,  if  it  is  com- 
menced, advanced,  and  com- 
pleted with  zeal,  and  ^  regard 
to  the  divine  glory. 

The  facts  stated  under  the  first 
observation,  are  not  all  of  them 
generally  known  in  England  ;  but 
their  operation  as  probable 
causes  of  decay  in  religion,  are  so 
judiciously  examined,  that  pos- 


sibly both  their  novelty  and.  their 
interest  will  render  the  following 
translation  an  acceptable  article 
in  your  Magazine.

**  Prosperity  usually  is  the  pa-r 
rent  of  luxury  among  a  people 
favoured  of  the  Lord ;  and  this, 
with  facility,  erases  from  the  me- 
mory, their  greatest  Benefactor. 
This  was  precisely  our  situation 
in  former  years,  when  our  coun- 
trymen generally  aped  the  levity 
of  the  French,  as  well  in  man- 
ners and  morals,  as  in  their  dress. 
This  was  accompanied  with  an 
eager  desire  for  the  perusal  of 
novels  of  the  most  pernicious 
tendency  to  the  morals  of  the 
reader;  and  Paris,  with  its  per« 
petual  fluctuations  in  customs 
and  manners,  gave  the  tone  to 
the  polite  world,  and  to  our 
country  among  the  rest ;  so  that 
scarcely  an  individual,  without 
an  introduction  into  this  school, 
and  a  rigid  imitation  of  the  rules 
it  prescribed,  could  be  pro- 
nounced polite^  or  be  said  toknow 
the  world.  And  what  was  the  me- 
lancholy result  of  this  1  Many 
young  persons,  with  i\iinds  im- 
bued with  this  French  fickleness, 
and  thus  rendered  incapable  of 
that  earnest  feeling  of  ancestral 
piety :  of  those  Netherland  vir- 
tues of  humility,  gravity,  fruga* 
lity,  goodfaith,  chastity,  industry, 
and  similar  graces,  the  genuine 
offspring  of  the  religion  of  our 
forefathers,  became  crowded  with 
their  antagonist  vices.  Add  to 
this,  that  while  our  youth  haugh- 
tily turned  away  from  the  good 
old  ways  their  fathers  trod,  and 
conceived  their  knowledge  of  the 
world  to  be  much  superior,  they 
not  only    sacrificed  their  time^ 
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their  industry,  and  the  property 
formerly  acquired,  but  that  most 
important  branch  of  all  true 
scieoce  of  the  world,  the  know- 
ledge and  confession  of  the  great 
Creator,  of  whom  are  all  things, 
andwein  him,  and  of  Jesus  Christ, 
who  became  incarnate  for  our 
salvation,  and  by  whom  are  all 
things  and  we  by  him,  and  of  the 
relation  in  which  every  creature 
stands  to  him.  These  great 
truths  our  youth  too  much  de- 
spised and  neglected. 

**  Another,  and  a  still  greater 
evil  necessarily  places  itself  as 
the    companion     of    that     first 
named.  This  was  requisite  on  the 
one  hand  to  confirm  the  fickle- 
ness and  pride  of  the  age,  by  a 
combination  of  forces^  and,  on 
the  other,  to  weaken  the  influence 
of  religion,  and  by   that  means, 
to  open  a  great  and  effec^tual  door 
for  the  admission  of  every  species 
of   depravity     in     morals.      In 
France,  the  doctrines  of  religion 
had  been   concealed  by  the  nu- 
merous appendices  of   supersti- 
tion, and,  when  men  of  discern- 
ment in   this    age,    who  called 
themselves  philosophers,  observ- 
ed how  contemptible  and  perni- 
cious   this    caricatured    religion 
was,  they  sharpened  their  pens 
and     employed     their     acumen 
against  it ;  against  the   collusion 
of  priests,    and  the  intolerance 
and  multifarious  vices  that  were 
its  offspring.    This '  effort  found 
acceptance,     and     opened    the 
eyes  of  many  persons  who  were 
too  ready  to  be  delighted  with 
the  opinions  and  the  witticisms 
of  these  writers.     This  approba- 
tion  confirmed  the   minds    and 
courage  of  the  wise  men  of  this 
world.     And  being  unhappily  ig- 
norant of  the  spirit  of  genuine 
Christianity,  as  well  as   blinded 
by  self-conceit,  they  knew  not 
)iow  to  separate  the  doctrines  of 


revelation  from  the  garb  of  hu* 
man  superstitions  in  which  they 
were  attired,  and  thus  the  way  was 
prepared  to   exhibit  the  one  as 
well  as  the  other  to  the  ridicule 
of  the  age,  and,  as  is  well  known, 
there  followed   not  only  a  con- 
temptuous rejection  of   all   the 
sublime  truths  of  the  religion  of 
Jesus,  but  likewise  atheism  itself. 
^*  Their  writings  composed  in  a 
popular  style,  and  replete  with 
strokes  of  wit,  and   with  dogmas 
which  gained  assent  b^   the  sur- 
prise they  excited,    found  their 
way  to  these  parts  ;  and,  in  con- 
sequence of  that  levity  which  had 
prevented  them    from   earnestly 
investigating  the  evidences  of  the 
Christian   religion,  and  a  strong 
prepossession  in  favour  of  every 
thing  called  French,   induced  by 
the  high  opinion  formed  of  their 
language,  manners^  and  customs, 
these  mischievous     books    were 
read   with  avidity,     and    circu- 
lated  in  every  direction.     It  now 
became  almost  indispensable  to 
good  taste,  to  make  sport,  if  not 
of  all  religions,  at  least  of  that 
which  is  revealed  ;  and  a  spright- 
ly sally  of  wit  against  the  Bible, 
and  its  dogmas  and  sentiments 
placed  in  a  perverted  view,  was 
pronounced  the  mark  of  a   bril- 
liant intellect.    This  was  the  me- 
thod of  exhibiting  a  superiority 
to    vulgar    prejudices,    and    of 
achieving  the  honours  of  tf  strong 
mind.      it   excited   no  surprise, 
that     with     such    persons     the 
public  services  of  religion  were 
either  entirely  omitted,  or  only 
attended  occasionally,  from  ha- 
bit, or  for  purposes  of  ridicule. 

''  Still,  however,  the  admirable 
moral  doctrines  of  Jesus,  and 
his  inimitable  personal  display  of 
virtue,  yea,  of  such  virtues  as 
could  not  easily  be  coiubiued  in 
mere  humanity,  and  so  inimitably 
expressed    in    the    plaiu  unvar- 
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Bished  recital  of  his  life  and 
deatby  shone  with  too  great  lus- 
tre»  to  allow  those  who  were  not 
entirely  bereft  of  understanding 
and  reflection,  or  totally  sunk  in 
depravity,  wholly  and  without 
delay  to  reject  his  religion.  In 
order,  therefore,  to  concede  a 
little  to  the  spirit  of  the  age,  me- 
thods of  all  descriptions  were  de- 
vised, with  a  view,  by  the  rejec- 
tion of  many  doctrines  and  mys- 
teries of  the  sacred  scriptures,  to 
reconcile  the  truth  of  Jesus  with 
those  maxims  of  philosophy 
which  were  continually  crowded 
on  the  attention  of  the  world, 
and  perpetually  clashing  with 
each  other/'

THE  FALL  OF  DAVID. 


Thb  melancholy  event  to 
which  the  title  of  this  Essay  re- 
lates, is  very  often  adverted  to 
by  evangelical  ministers  and 
writers,  and  inferences  have  been 
drawn  from  it,  adapted  to  coun- 
teract the  effects  which  David, 
after  his  restoration,  earnestly 
wished  to  promote ;  as  when  he 
says,  Tken  will  I  teaek  trttru- 
greisars  thy  UHtys;  and  sinners 
shall  be  converted  unto  thee. 
Psalm  li.  13.  For  if,  when  per- 
sons have  forsaken  the  paths  of 
judgment,  —  instead  of  being 
brought  to  repentance,  of  being 
made  more  circumspect  in  the 
ways  of  God,  and  more  afraid  of 
transgressing  his  laws,  they  are 
thus  emboldened  to  think  little  of 
the  exceeding  sinfulness  of  sin, 
and  to  continue  in  sin  instead  of 
confessing  and  forsaking  it ;  then 
are  men  taught  by  his  example  to 
trample  upon  the  divine  law,  and 
to  despise  divine  mercy,  and 
their  conversion,  instead  of  being 
promoted,  will  be  effectually  hin- 


dered. These,  I  fear,  have  been 
too  frequently  the  results  which 
have  followed  from  the  erroneous 
and  unscriptural  statements  re- 
specting the  fall  of  that  eminent 
saint,  of  whom  it  is  recorded, 
that  he  did  that  which  is  right 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord^  and 
turned  not  aside  from  any  thing 
that  God  commanded  him  all  the 
days  of  his  lifcy  ease  only  (awful 
exception !)  in  the  matter  of 
Uriah  the  Hittite,  1  Kings  xv«  5. 
As  an  instance  of  the  abuse  to 
which  I  have  alluded,  is  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph,  which  I  have 
just  read  in  a  treatise  upon 
**  Trouble  of  Mind,  and  the  Dis- 
ease of  Melancholy/'  **  The 
hand  of  God  is  so  strong,  his 
wisdom  is  so  admirable,  that  he 
turns  to  our  profit  and  advan- 
tage, not  only  the  evils  which  are 
caused  by  cross  events,  or  by 
the  world,  b|it  those  which  we 
comn^it  ourselves,  that  seem  to 
be  contrary  to  our  salvation, 
even  those  sins  which  we  are 
guilty  of.  He  changes  these  poi- 
sons into  physic,  these  scandals 
into  edification,  and  from  the 
thickest  darkness  be  doe^^ -bring 
forth  light.  As  by  the  adultery, 
and  the  murder  of  David,  he 
opened  the  eyes  of  his  servant  to 
consider  the  horror  of  his  fault ; 
and  that  which  was  like  to  have 
thrown  him  into  perdition,  by  the 
Divine  Providence,  confirmed 
him  in  the  way  of  salvation.  By 
his  fall  he  was  made  to  know  how 
feeble  hjs  nature  was;  and  09 
the  other  side,  how  admirable 
was  the  grace  of  God;  this  ob- 
liged him  to  quit  his  opinion  of 
himself,  and  not  to  seek  his  hap- 
piness any  where  else  than  in  the 
mercy  and  grace  of  God/'*

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Oq  reading  this,  I  almost  invo- 
luntarily exclaimed^  Surely  it  was 
not  necessary  that  David  should 
.commit  adultery  and  murder,  in 
order  that  he  might  "  know  bow 
feeble  his  nature  was !"  Will  not 
the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
when  they  are  experienced,  and 
the    principles  of  divine   truth, 
when  they  are  received   into   the 
heart,  teach  a  man  his  depravity 
and  weakness,  without  the  guilt  of 
blood  being  superadded  ]  Did  not 
Isaiah  know,  from  the  discovery 
which    he  had  of  the  forgiving 
and    sanctifying  mercy  of  God, 
how  feeble  his  nature  was?  With- 
out   having     committed     either 
adultery    or   murder,    he    siuks 
humbly  before  the  throne,  and, 
consciou^i  of  his  manifold  infirmi- 
ties, exclaims,  fVoe  is  me,  far  I 
am  undone :  because  I  am  a  man 
of  unclean  lips*  Isaiah  vi.  5.  Did 
jiot  Daniel,  of  whom  there  is  no 
sinful  word  or  action  recorded, 
acknowledge  with  heart-felt  com- 
punction, O  Lord,  to  us  belong- 
eth  confusion  offace^  to  our  kings, 
to  our  princes,  and  to  our  fathers, 
because  we  have  sinned  against 
thee  ?  Daniel  ix.  8.  Can  we  admit 
that  David  had  never  "  quitted  all 
his  opinion  oT  himself,"  and  had 
never  **  sought  all  his  happiness 
in  the  mercy  and  grace  of  God," 
until  his  awful  sins  had  obliged 
him  to  do  so  ? — Is  it  conceivable, 
that  David  had  never  known,  and 
never  would  have  known,  **  how 
admirable  was  the  grace  of , God ;" 
unless    he  had  committed    sins 
which  were  like  to  have   thrust 
him  into  perdition) — Cannot  the 
exceeding  riches  of  God's  grace  be 
discovered,  without  our  wading 
through  impurity  and  blood  to  the 
footstool  of  mercy  1  Is  it  not  ab- 
surdly incorrect  to  assert,  that  **  bv 
the  adultery  and  murder  of  David, 
his  eyes  were  opened  to  consider 
the  horror  of  his  fault  V — And 
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that  by  these  ''  he  was  confirmed 
in  the  way  of  salvation?"  Was  it 
not  rather  because  God  had 
.heard  his  prayer.  Cast  me  not 
away  from  thy  presence,  and  take 
not  thy  Holy  Spirit  from  me. 
Psalm  li.  11.  The  guilt  of  his 
sin  filled  him  with  darkness,  hor- 
ror, and  despair;  but  the  view 
he  had  of  the  mercy  and  grace  of 
God,  promised  to  those  of  a 
broken  and  contrite  heart,  inspired 
hope  in  his  bosom,  restored  to 
him  the  joy  of  God's  salvation, 
aud  thus  "  confirmed  him  in  the 
way  of  salvation ;"  or,  as  he  him- 
self expresses  it,  "  he  was  up- 
held by  God's  free  Spirit."  Thus, 
through  the  abundant  mercy  of 
God  manifested  to  a  repenting 
believing  sinner,  the  '*  poison'' 
did  not  destroy  him  ;  the  **  sc^n- 
daV  which  his  conduct  had  occa- 
sioned did  not  ruin  the  sacred 
cause  of  religion  in  the  world; 
and  light  of  soul  succeeded  to 
the  "  darkness'*  which  his  sin 
had  produced.  That  God  cau 
bring  good  out  of  the  darkest  dis- 
pensations of  Divine  Providence, 
is  abundantly  evident  from  many 
parts  of  the  sacred  oracles*  But 
to  say,  that  be  who  is  of  purer 
eyes  than  to  behold  iniquity, 
makes  use  of  the  sins  which  his 
people  may  commit  through  the 
power  of  temptation,  for  their  pro- 
fit and  advantage;  and  that  in 
this  way  he  is  changing  poison  to 
physic,  and  educing  light  from 
darkness;  this  is  to  violate 
the  principles  of  divine  truth, 
which  plainly  and  uniformly  as- 
sert, that  God  is  light,  and  in  him 
is  no  darkness  at  all,  1  John  i.  5. 
Be  not  deceived,  says  the  apostle  ; 
God  is  not  mocked;  for  whatsO" 
ever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he 
also  reup.  For  he  thfit  soweth  to 
his  fleshy  shall  of  the  flesh  reap 
corruption;  but  he  that  soweth 
to  the  Spirit,  shall  of  the  Spirit 
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nap  life  etfierhsting.  Gal,  Vt 
9,  8.  And  agaib,  Td  be  tatnally 
ininded  h*deoth,  ittt  td  be  spititft" 
My  minded  h  life  and  pente. 
Rofti.  tHi.  6. 

I  should  dot  have  thought  it 
necessary  td  cohiment  so  l^ely 
upon  the  «)tphsds{ot»  of  an  old 
author,  had  it  hot  beeh  that  the 
sentimeiits  of  ^ome  ministers,  and 
many  professors,  of  the  present 
day,  appeared  to  be  imbodied  in 
thefn.  iVith  an  avowed  design 
to  illustrate  the  fVeeiiess  and  all- 
sufficiency  of  Divine  grace  in  the 
salvation  of  believers,  there  are 
ministers  of  the  present  day  who 
ftssert,  sotne  in  so  many  words, 
atid  6thers  by  necessary  Implica- 
tion, that  **  Sin  can  do  a  believet 
no  harm!!"

Farted  from  God  t  What  did  the 
salmist  mean  by  ^foAren  &«mM  f 
Psahn  li.  S.  Did  not  his  siii  do  him 
Wm?D!d  it  not  destroy  hispeace, 
extinguish  his  hope,  wouod  his 
conscience,  and  Endanger  his  sal- 
vation t  Did  he  hot  seriously 
apprehend  that  God  would  cast 
him  aWay  from  his  ptesencet 
Was  he  not  afraid  that  all  he  had 
ki^own  of  the  influence  of  the 
tf6ly  Spifit  came  short  of  his 
sanctifying  operations  t    Had  he 

not  entirely  lost  the  joy  of  God's 
salvation?  But  I  forbear,  the 
Sentimeht  !s  so  -gross  and  so  un^ 
Scriptural.  The  image  and  su- 
perscription it  bears  is  so  plainly 
that  of  the  t'other  of  lies,  that  I 
apprehend  no  genuine  Christian, 
can  admit  such  an  opinion  into 
his  treed  ;  much  less  make  it  the 
rule  of  his  Conduct.

another,  perhaps  a  quite  contrary 
one,  to  the  soals  of  meni    To 
allow  this  would  involve  conse- 
quences of  a  serious  nature.    The 
scriptures    might  then    be   sup* 
posed  to  have  any  meaning,  and 
would  be  perpetually  subject  to 
the  wild  reveries  of  the  fanatic ; 
their  true  meaning  would  be  of  lit- 
tle or  of  no  importance.  One  man, 
wJho^    supposed     he    had     well- 
fotinded      consolation   from    his 
view  of  any  part  of  them,  might 
on  that  ground  defend  his  own 
meaning  of  such  part;  and  another 
man    might  think   he  had  well- 
founded    consolation     from    the 
same  part,  although  he  viewed  it 
in  an   opposite  light.     Such  va- 
riety  is  not    uncommon  in   the 
professing  world,  which  evidently 
proves    a    mistake    somewhere; 
yet  none  would  charge  it  on  the 
Spirit  of  God.  The  Divine  Being 
cannot  be  acceptably  worshipped 
without  some  right  knowledge  of 
him ;  nor  can  his  word  be  enjoyed 
except  it  is  understood  ;  the  right 
enjoyment  derived  from  it  will  al- 
ways   be  in    proportion   to   the 
clearness  of  our  ideas  as  to  its 
proper  sense.     It  is  not,  I  appre- 
hend, necessary  for  every  Chris- 
tian  to  know    all    the    otix;um- 
stances,  but  the  general  idea  of 
a  passage  must  be  clear  to  the 
mind,  in  order  to  receive  welU 
founded     consolation    from     it. 
**  All  thy  children  shall  be  taught 
of  the  Lord.-*-They  shall  all  know 
'me,  from  the  greatest  to  the  least, 
saith  the  Lord. — It  is  a  people 
of  no   understanding;  therefore 
he  that  made  them  will  not  have 
mercy  on  them,  and  he  that  form- 
ed tliem  will,  show  them  no  fa- 
vour." 

I  reply,  thereforci  to  this  ques- 
tion— that  the  consolation  de* 
xlved  from  passages  of  scripture 
misapplied,  is  not  well-founded^ 
but  ill-founded. 


Should  it  be  asked,  Have  th^n 
Christians,    whose  capacities  or 
opportunities  prevent  their  under- 
standing scripture,  no  welUfvund^ 
ed  eofuolatian  ?  I  answer.  They 
may  have  much :  they  have  re- 
ceived the  love  of  the  triith ;  the 
ideas  of  which  being  wrought  in 
their  minds,  they  are  filled  with 
joy  and  peace  in   believing.     I 
account  for  their  ill-founded  con- 
solation   as    follows.    They    re- 
member   detached    passages    of 
scripture,     in     connexion     with 
things  very  far  from  their  mean- 
ing ;  but  instead  of  these  afford- 
ing   them  well-founded  consola- 
tion, by  being  applied   to  their 
minds,  they,  previously  possessing 
a  well-founded  consolation^   ap- 
ply their  minds  to  these  passages ; 
which  difference  is  very  materiaL 
In  this  question,  therefore,  a  dis- 
tinction  must  be  observed '  be- 
.  tween  what  the  mind  applies  to 
itself,  and  what  is  applied  to  the 
mind  by  an  exterior  inflnence. 

The  light  of  God's  countenance 
puts  joy  and  gladness  into  the 
souls  of  his  people,  notwithstand- 
ing the  weakness  of  their  capacity, 
and  their  inability  to  distinguish 
between  the  operations  of  their 
own  minds,  and  those  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  upon'  them.  This*  well- 
founded^  consolation,  however, 
docs  not  arise  from  a  mistaken 
sense  of  the  sacred  oracles,  but 
from  the  exercise  of  their  faith  in 
Christ;  which,  though  not  in  op- 
position to  intellectual  faculty, 
may  exist  with  a  very  small  por- 
tion of  it — "  Thou  hast  hid  these 
things  from  the  wise  and  prudent, 
and  hast  revealed  them  unto 
babes.  Even  so,  Father;  for  so  it 
seemed  good  in  thy  sight.'' 

These  remarks  are  uotdesigned 
to  extenuate  the  guilt  of  wilful 
ignorance,  nor  to  censure  the 
want  of  those  intellectual  talents 
which  God  only  can  bestow. 
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EXTRAORDINARY 
Inierposition  of  Providence. 


Mr.  Editor, 

The  following  remarkable  narra* 
tive  is  well  authenticated,  and,  if 
I  am  not  much  mistaken,  will  not 
fail  to  interest  your  numerous 
readers,  and  to  awaken  in  many  of 
their  bosoms  recollections  of  past 
events,  which  cannot  but  be  benefi- 
cial. It  is  written  by  the  person  to 
whom  it  refers,  and  who  was  so 
wonderfully  preserved  when  in  the 
greatest  possible  extremity. 

'^  At  the  Point  dii  Lac,-  or  Lake 
St.  Francis,  we  embarked  in  a  barge, 
deeply  laden  with  pot-ashes,  pas* 
sengers,  and  luggage.  Abov.e  Mon- 
treal, for  nearly  100  miles,  the  river 
St  Lawrence  is  interrupted  in  its 
course  by  rapids,  from  half  a  mile  to 
nine  miles  long  each,  and  requires  re- 
gular pilots.  On  the  30th  of  April, 
1810,  we  arrived  at  the  village  of 
the  Cedars,  .immediately  below 
which  are  three  sets  of  very  dan- 
gerous rapids,  distant  from  each 
other  about  one  mile.  The  1st  of 
May,  we  set  out  from  the  Cedars, 
our  barge  very  leaky,  and  the  cap- 
tain a  daring  rash  man,  refusing  to 
take  a  pilot.  When  we  had  passed 
the  Cedar  Rapid,  not  without  dan- 
ger, the  captain  called  for  some  rum, 
swearing  at  the  same  time  that  God 
Almighty  could  not  steer  the  barge 
better  than  he  did.  Soon  after  this 
we  entered  the  Split  Rock  Rapids 
by  a  wrong  channel,  and  went  down 
a  dreadful  watery  precipice.  We 
here  took  in  a  great  deal  of  water, 
which  we  baled  out  before  we  were 
hurried  to  what  the  Canadians  call 
.**  the  grand  bouillon,"  or  great  boil- 
ing. In  approaching  this  place,  the 
captain  let  go  the  helm,  exclaiming, 
«  Here  we  fill !"  The  barge  was  al- 
most immediately  overwhelmed  in 
the  midst  of  immense  foaming 
)>reakers.      About  half  a   minute 


elapsed  between  the  filling  and  go- 
ing down  of  the  bai^^e,  during  which 
I  had  sufficient  presence  of  mind  to 
strip  off  my  three  great  coats,  when 
the  barge  sunk,  and  I  found  myself 
floating  in  the  midst  of  people  and 
baggage.  Each  man  caught  hold  oC 
something-— one  of  the  crew  caught 
hold  of  me,  and  kept  me  under 
water,  but  let  me  go  again.  I  then 
got  hold  of  a  trunk,  which  two  other 
men  were  holding.  A  canoe  picked 
up  three  of  our  number,  and  ap- 
proached near  me,  when,  terrified 
by  the  vicinity  of  the  cascades,  they 
changed  their  course,  notwithstand- 
ing my  exhortations.  I  had  just 
time  to  let  go  the  trunk,  ^nd  grasp 
the  boom  of  the  barge,  when  1  was 
hurried  into  the  cascades :  in  these 
I  was  instantly  buried,  and  nearly 
suffocated.  Shortly  after  descend* 
ing  the  cascades,  I  perceived  the 
barge,  bottom,  upwainls,  floating 
near  me.  I  succeeded  in  getting. on 
it,  and  called  out  to  my  companion, 
who  still  adhered  to  the  trunk ;  he 
shook  his  head,  and  when  the  waves 
suffered  me  to  look  up  again,  he 
was  gone. 

*'  For  two  miles  below,  the  chan- 
nel continues  in  an  uproar,  jut^t  like 
a  storm  at  sea,  and  I  was  frequently 
nearly  washed  off  the  barge.  1  now 
entertained  no  hope  whatever  of 
escaping;  and  though  I  continued 
to  exert  myself  to  huld  on,  such  was 
the  state  to  which  I  was  reduced  by 
cold,  that  I  wished  only  tor  speedy 
death,  and  frequently  thought  of 
giving  up  the  contest.  1  lelt.ab  if 
compressed  into  a  small  size — my 
hands  appeared  diminished  one 
half.  I  certainly  should  have  fallen 
asleep,  but  for  the  waves  that  were 
passing  over  me.  1  knew  that  the 
La  Chine  Rapids  were  before  me, 
and  1  was  in  hourly  expectation  of 
these  ending  my  career.  As  the 
day  advanced,  however,  the  sun 
grew  warmer,  the  wind  blew  from 
the  soiith,  and  the  wat«.'r  became 
calmer.    I  got  upon  my  knces^  and 
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fonnd  myself  in  the  small  lake  St 
Loais,  about  three  to  five  miles 
wide.  With  some  diffiettllj  I  |^ 
upon  my  feet,  but  was  soon  con- 
vinced,  by  cramps  and  spasms  in  all 
my  sinews,  that  I  was  quite  incapa- 
ble of  swimming  any  distance,  ai^d  I 
was  then  two  miles  Arom  shore.  I 
was  DOW  giAog,  with  wind  and  eiir«- 
MDt,  apparently  todestraetion ;  and 
eold,  hoBji^y,  and  ftti^^aed,  was 
•billed  again  to  sit  down  in  the 
water  to  rest;  when  an  oxtraordi- 
iiary  eirouMtaace  greatly  feKoved 
me.  On  examining  the  wreok,  to 
see  if  it  was  possible  to  detach  any 
part  of  it,  to  steer  by,  I  perceived 
something  Iixmw,  entangled  in  a  cork 
#f  tbe  wreck;  and  so  carried  along. 
I  found  it  to  be  a  shmUI  trunk,  bot- 
tom upwards,  which,  with  some  dtf- 
ficoHy,  I  dragged  on  the  barge. 
After  near  an  hoar's  work,  in  whidi 
I  broke  my  penknife,  I  made  a, hole 
in  the  top ;  and  to  my  great  satis- 
ihction,  drew  out  a  bottle  of  rum,  a 
oeld  tongue,  some  cheese,  a  bag  full 
of  iiread,  cakes,  &c.  all  wet  Of  these 
I  made  a  seaiionable,  though  very 
moderate  use;  and  the  trunk  an- 
ftweved  the  purpose  of  a  chair  to  sit 
npofi,  elevated  above  the  surface  of 
the  water. 

*'  After  in  vain  endeavouring  to 
steer  the  wreck,  or  direct  its  cottrse 
to  the  shore,  and  having  made  every 
signal,  with  my  waistcoat,  &c.  m 
l|iy  power,  to  the  several  headlands 
#faicli  I  passed,  in  vain,  I  went  by 
several  small  uninbal»ted  islands; 
but  the  banks  of  the  river  appearing 
to  be  covered  with  houses,  I  again 
renewed  my  signals  with  my  wtust* 
eoat,  and  a  shirt  which  I  took  out 
of  the  trunk,  hoping,  as  the  riv«r 
iHirrewed,  they  miglit  be  perceived. 
The  velooity  with  which  i  was  go- 
ing, convinced  me  of  my  near  ap- 
proach to  the  (keadful  Rapids  of  La 
Chine.  Night  was  drawing  on,  and 
«iy  destruction  appeared  certain. 
Finding  signals  in  vain,  I  now  sot 
up  a  cry  or  howl,  sneh  as  I 
thought  best  calculated  to  be  oarned 
to  a  distance,  and  being  favonsed  by 
the  wind,  thcmgh  -at  abovie  a  9Mle 
distance,  it  reached  Ifceoars  of  somie 
people  on  shore.  At  last  i  per- 
oeived  a  boat  rowing  towardB  sne, 
whiefa|heuig  very  somII,.  and  white 


bottomed,  I  had  mistaken  fot  a 
white  fowl,  and  I  was  taken  off  the 
bargo  by  Gaplaan  Johnstone,  after 
having  been  ten  hQtirs  on  tbe  wa^ 
ter.  1  found  myself  at  the  village 
of  La  Chine,  twenty-one  miles  be- 
low where  the  accident  happened, 
and  having  been  driveii'  by  the 
winding  of  the  current,  a  much 
greater  distance.  I  received  no 
other  injury  than  bruised  knees  and 
breast,  with  f  slight  cold.  The  ao 
cident,  however,  took  hold  of  my 
imagination,  and  for  sevon  or  eight 
succeeding  nights  in  my  dreams,  I 
was  engaged  in  the  dangers  of  tbo 
cascades,  and  sanroanded  by  drovf  n^ 
iog  men,  &c.'' 

Surely,  Mr.  Editor,  it  will  be  in-^ 
possible  lor  your  reaiders  to  pemso 
sach  a  narrative,  without  being 
forcibly  reminded  of  GodV  AtWm- 
ierpoiUioM  on  their  hehmtfin  the  mo* 
meni  rf  danger.  I  know  one,  at 
least,  who  will  exclaim,  I  too  was 
snatched  by  the  Divine  mercy,  and 
almost  by  miracle,  from  a  watery 
grave.  And,  doubtless,  many  wiU 
recollect  peculiar  deliverances  with 
which,  perhaps,  they  have  been  fisr 
iK>ttred,  wh«$tt  their  companions  poo 
rifliied  around  them.  A  young  mna 
walking  in  the  fields  with  Luther, 
was  struck  dead  at  bis  side  by  light- 
ning. It  is  said  that  this  awful  oir« 
cumstance  made  tlie  first  serious 
impressions  on  the  mind  of  the  great 
Reformer.  Reader !  have  thy  deli- 
vemsces  been  the  means  of  doing 
theo  any  spiritual  good  I 

Somo  oAket  person,  who  may  look 
over  the  preoedii^g  narrative,  may 
feel  in  a  lively  manner,  that  awfiJ 
and  interestiiig  moment  of  his  life, 
wien  kt  toQit^^Htbe  verge  of  a  vast 
staniftty.  He  had  bkl  adieu  to  time, 
and,  shivering  on  the  brink  of  the 
invisible  vrorld,  he  was  expecting 
eveiy  moment  to  hear  the  final  sum- 
mons. Unprepared,  perhaps,  for 
fiatnrity,  with  unspeakable  emotions, 
asnidst  the  clouds  and  darkness  with 
wlnuh  he  was  surrounded,  be  heard 
the  voice  of  the  great  Intercessor, 
^'Spun  Um  yet  another  yearT 
i%e  prayer  was  heard— lie  arose--- 
wias  vesterad  to  the  bosom  of  his 
family  osid  was  found  in  the  dis- 
oharge  of  his  accustomed  duties. 
But  im&  the  hfe  whicfa  has  been  thus

A  third  will  recollect  those  awfhl 
periods  of  his  life,  vohin  "  he  had  no 
hope,  ttiid  wa$  withovat  God  in  ike 
worid.^^  He  can  never  thiak  without 
horror  of  those  awfal  streams  which 
^ere  rapidly  bearing  him  to  ^  the 
giilf  of  black  despair,"  —  or  with- 
out transport,  of  that  Almighty  love 
which  rescued  him  from  intermina- 
ble misery.  Nor  trifl  the  distin- 
guishing goodness  of  God  be  for- 
gotten (and  the  hand  ofthe  supreme 
Ruler  appears  as  distinguishing  in 
its  providential  as  in  ils  gracious 
dispensations). in  sparing  him,  whilst 
his  companions  pei^severed  in  their 
coikrse  of  iniquity,  and  perished.  So 
fpreat  a  BMrcy,  a  pledge  and  earnest 
of  eternal  blmisiiigss  ought  to  in- 
fluence the  soul  to  the  most  entire 
obedience  to  the  Divine  will,  and 
should  never  be  recollected  without 
"  fides  iof  joy,  and  shouts  of  praise.'*

not,  and  another  would  hot,  aid  me. 
I  {bit,  "^atall  beneatii  the  sun  Was 
emphatically  vanity,  and  I  was 
ready  to  despair.  Indeed,  I  began 
to  fear^  that  6ven  the  Fanier  of 
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Mercies  Had  **  fbi^otten  tobi<  graci- 
ous ;  that  he  in  anger  had  shut  np 
his  tender  mercies.^  But  when  tho 
clouds  were  most  dark  and  threat- 
nlng,  God  said,  Let  there  be  light! 
the  storm  was  hushed — divine  light 
brake  upon  my  path-^ehovah  ap- 

f  eared,  and  he  brought  salvation, 
arose  and    sang,   and  will  stitt 
smg,     .

A  fifth,  perhaps,  will  read  tbd 
narrative,  and  say,  Surely  we  may 
team  from  it  never  to  deep0ir»  Ne- 
ver Despair  !  was  tlie  motto  of  one 
of  our  distinguished  countrymen. 
The  mercy,  grace,  faithfulness,  lovQ, 
power,  and  wisdom,  of  the  adoral>to 
Captain  of  our  salvation,  are  infinity, 
and  fihould  at  all  times,  even  in  the 
greatest  extremities,  forbid  our  des- 
pondency. Though  we  and  otliers 
may  think,  that  he  cannot,  or  wifl 
not  help,  his  language  is,  ^  Mf 
thougbts  are  not  as  your  UiQixghti^ 
but  are  as  bigb  above  them,  as  4h0 
heavens  are  above  the  earth/--^ 
and  we  should  be  encouraged  to 
trast  in  bim,  and  in  bim  only,  •  W» 
promise  ensures  our  salvation.

He  was  fend  of  beiogialoiie,  and 
on  aome  pavson's  entering  the  room 
in  tiia  evwi^g^  and  ssking  faim  i^e 
was  alone,  ne  answered  with  a 
SBiiie»  '*0«o,  I  am  mot  4a»ne  r-. 
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meaning    that    Christ  ■  was     with 
him. 

At  another  time,  while  his  daug^h- 
ter  was  sitting  by  his  beef,  (bat 
whom  he  did  not  see,)  he  lifted  up 
his  hands,  and  in  great  ecstasy  ex- 
claimed, "  O  the  attractions!  O  the 
attractions  I'^  and  on  seeing  her  he 
added,  *'  the  attractions  of  the  cross 
of  Christ  I  mean." 

On  seeing  the  sun  shining  on  his 
bed,  he  said,  '^  I  have  often  witness- 
ed the  rising  of  that  sun,  and  I  hope 
have  been  enabled  to  make  some 
improvement  of  it.  Jesus,  the  Snn 
of  Righteousness  has  shined  into  my 
soul.'*  He  talked  a  great  deal  more 
at  that  time,  but  his  weakness  was 
such  that  he  could  not  be  under- 
stood. He  generally  appeared  to  be 
engaged  in  lifting  up  his  heart  to 
God,  when  unable  to  speak.  His 
mind  was  remarkably  calm  and 
composed.  He  said  he  had  not  had 
an  anxious  thought  reispecting  futu- 
jity :  adding,  *'  I  know  whom  I 
have  believed,  and  am  persuaded 
that  he  is  able  to  keep  what  I  have 
committed  to  him  against  that  day. 
I  have  full  confidence  in  the  pro- 
mises of  God.''  In  the  afternoon 
preceding  his  death,  he  inquired  if 
the  doctor  had  not  left  word  that  he 
could  not  live  more  than  a  few 
hours.  1  answered,  ''Yes,  he  has 
left  that  message  for  you,  but  I  hope 
it  does  not  give  you  any  uneasi- 
ness.** He  replied,  *'  O  no,  none  at 
all.*'  I  said,  ''  Perhaps  it  is  the 
most  gratifying  intelligeuce  you 
could  receive.'*  He  answered  with 
great  emphasis,  ''  Yes,"!!  is."  He 
said  he  felt  great  satisfaction  in  be- 
ing near  the  end  of  his  race,  feeling 
great  pleasure  at  the  prospect  of 
meeting  in  such  happy  circum- 
stances his  departed  wife,  who  died 
three  years  before.  On  being  re^ 
minded  that  it  was  near  the  Sab- 
bath-day; he  said,^  "  I  have  enjoyed 
a  great  deal  of  heaven  on  earth,  and 
I  am  now  waiting  and  expecting 
soon  to  receive  the  reniaining  part. 
I  wish  to  die,"  said  he,  '*  as  the  ex- 
cellent Mr.  Booth  died,  coming  to 
Christ  as'  a  guilty  and  helpless  sin- 
ner;" adding,  *'uoone  can  be  more 
deeply  convinced    of  that  than  I 


am.

He  gave  orders  respecting   his 


funeral,  and  other  matters,  with 
great  calmness ;  and  on  parting  with 
a  friend  whom  be  greatly  respected, 
his  friend  said  to  him,  ''  It  is  a  good 
thing  to  have  hope  in  death."  He 
answered  ''  It  t>."  His  friend  said, 
''  The  gospel  is  calculated  to  give 
comfort  in  the  most  trying  circum- 
stances." He  replied,  *'  It  is:"  adding, 
"  Farewell.'?  After  that  he  lay  for 
several  hours  without  speaking  to 
any  one,  but  appeared  deeply  en* 
gaged  in  devotion,  often  gently 
raising  his  feeble  arms  from  the  bed. 
About  eight ,  o'clock  the  pains  of 
death  came  on.  I  said  to  him, 
''  Now  you  are  walking  through  the 
dark  valley;  is  Christ  with  you 
there?"  he  replied,  «  Yes,  he  is." 
These  lines  were  repeated  to  him' : 

**  Jesas  can  make  a  dying  bed. 
Feel  soft  as  downy  pillows  are.* 

He  answered,  '*  He  does,  he  doesJ^ 
I  said,  "  Could  you  now  die  in 
peace,  did  you  not  believe  and  rest 
entirely  on  the  atoning  sacjrifice  of 
Christ f  Heanswered, "  Onoyi could 
not,**  He  desired  mc  to  give  his 
love  to  his  pastor  and  the  church, 
and  other  Christian  friends,  and 
taking  me  by  the  hand  said,  '^  God 
bless  you,  farewell !" 

He  wished  to  see  his  daughter^ 
and  on  her  coining  near  the  bed,  he 
held  out  his  trembling  arm,  grasping 
her  hand,  and  with  a  smile  the  most 
benignant  said,  '^  Farewell!"  He 
appeared  greatly  delighted  with  the 
prospect  of  seeing  Christ  as  he  is, 
and  being  in  so  short  a  time  like  him, 
and  then,  with  a  few  convulsiye 
struggles,  he  departed.  I  saw  the 
fbrce  of  these  lines  of  Dr.  Young's : 

***T^^  chamber  where  the  good  man  meets  his 

fate. 
Is  privileg'd  beyond  the  common  walk 
Of  virtuous  life,  quite  in  the  verge  of  heav*n.*' 

Mr.  Grifiin,  his  pastor,  addressed 
the  mourners  at  the  grave  on  Thurs- 
day, October  21,  and  preached  & 
funeral  sermon  on  the  following 
Lord's-day.  afternoon,  October  24, 
from  Rom.  vi.  23:  '*  The  wages  of 
sin  is  death,"  &c.  On  the  same 
day,  in  the.  evening,  Dn  Newman 
noticed  his  death  from  Psalm 
xxxvi]..37  :  '^  Mark  the  perfect  man, 
and  behold  the  upright,  for  the  end 
of  that  man  is  peace."

a  desire  to  see  tbem^  alChouf^b  her 
anxiety  respectinjp  tbem,  M'hemsho 
was  in  health,  exceeded  wliat  most 
mothers  feet.  In  the  dtening  of 
tbis  day,  she  lequeated  one  of  ber 
brothem  tO'  lead  the  27t^  Psalm^. 
sayings,  **  It  has  afibrded  me  conso- 
lation in  ptfst  tunes/'  After  reading 
and    proyier,  ibe   repeated    thoae 
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*  Other  rpfnge  liaye  I  none; 


Haass  my  helplets  soal  on  th«ct 
Leave,  ah  leave  me  not  alone ; 
Still  support  and  comfort  me.** 


On  Tuesday,  when  one  was  griev- 
ed to  see  her  in  such  pain,  she  said, 
**  I  am  not  anxioas  for  the  event ; 
I  am  only  afraid  I  shall  be  impatient 
to  die."  When  asked  as  to  the 
state  of  her  mind  should  that  event 
take  place,  she  replied,  *'  I  have  no 
distressing  fears:  I  hope  I  have 
built  OD  the  right  foundation.  I  feel 
myself  to  be  weak  and  helpless,  and 
I  look  to  Jesus  alone  for  help :  he 
is  my  only  trust. 

'  None  bat  Je^us,  none  hot  leans. 
Can  do  helpless  sinners  good.* 

It  is  said,  praying  breath  shall  not 
be  spent  in  vain;  I  have  prayed 
earnestly,  and  have  had  wonderful 
wipport  in  past  afflictions.  I  hope 
my  faith  will  not  now  fail,  but  that 
I  shall  be  able  to  endure  with  pa- 
tience."   She  repeated  that  hymn, 

"  Jesuf  can  make  a  dying  bed. 
Feel  soft  as  downy  piltows  are.*' 

.  On  Wednesday  she  became  evi- 
dently worse,  and  her  friends  then, 
Ibr  the  first  time,  felt  alarmed ;  the 
pain  continued,  and  her  weakness 
increased ;  she  complained  of  rest- 
lessness and  impatience,  altbcmgh 
all  her  attendants  were  astonished 
to  see  how  she  was  enabled  to  bear 
up  under  such  severe  sufferings  the 
whole  of  this  day.  Early  on  Thurs- 
day morning,  the  19th,  she  had  se- 
veral fointing  fits,  and  it  became 
visible  to  all  her  friends  that  the 
time  of  feRer  departure  was  at  hand ; 
about  seven  o'clock,  recovering  from 
a  fainting,  she  revived  considerably, 
and  was  inclined  to  converse  freely 
-^her  husband  and  friends  standing 
round  her  bed  full  of  grief  and  anx- 
iety, she  said,  **  Why  do  you  Idl 
look  BO  melancholy?  I  feel  myself 
better,  (but  checking  herself,  said,) 
but  perhaps  I  am  worse,  yon  pro- 
bably know  my  case  better  than  I 
do  myselC  On  her  husband  re- 
minding her  that  she  used  to  be 
fond  oftbe  23d  Psalm,  she  request- 
..ed  it  might  bereful;  afterwani  she 
'  said,  "  I  do  not  know  what  kind  of 
a  testimony  I  shall  leave  behind 
me.  I  have  much  to  lament:  I  have 
been  too  much  occupied  with  the 
^encems  of  the  woild.''  One  said, 
^  Sttt  you  have  not  gone  back  into 


it.''  She  said,  '*  No,  I  have  not  songht 
its  pleasures.''  Her  brother  said, 
''  Perhaps  you  may  soon  enter  th« 
heavenly  state?"  She  replied,  "I 
fear  I  am  not  fit."  It  was  said,  '<  All 
the  fitness  he  requires,  is  to  feel 
your  need  of  him."  With  great  em- 
phasis she  added,  "  And  that  1  do.'^ 
Her  husband  observed,  '*  It  is  a 
very  simple  act  you  have  to  perform^ 
to  beliefe  on  the  Ijord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  to  rely  on  him  ak>ne."  Sh«. 
said,  *<  Yes ;  and  if  I  have  never 
sought  him  before,  I  do  it  now.'^ 
After  this  conversation  she  again 
fainted,  and  continued  in  that  stat« 
for  two  hours,  when  she  breathed 
her  soul  into  the  hands  of  her  Re- 
deemer. 

Dr.  Newman,  her  pastor,  with  a 
long  train  of  mourning  relatives  and 
friends,  attended  her  to  the  grave  on 
Wednesday,  August  25 ;  and  on  th« 
following  LordVday  evening,  Aug. 
29,  a  funeral  sermon  was  preach^ 
from  Psalm  xxiiL  4.  ^*  Yea,  though 
I  walk,"  &c.

This  work  i«  now  in  progress, 
and  Part  I.  only  is  printed.  It  is  in 
royal  octavo,  is  printed  on  excellent 
paper,  and  contains  a  considerable 
quantity  of  reading  in  a  page.  In 
the  present  part  we  have  a  neat  en- 
graving in  wood,  of  the  Saxon  Idol 
oftheSuQ;  from  whence  the  name 
Sunday  is  derived.  We  have  then  a 
preface,  and  the  historical  part  of 
the  present  number  to  p.  88.  The 
appendix  succeeds,  which  is  not 
paged,  but  extends  through  seven 
half-sheets  of  close  printed  letter- 
press, and  contains  a  great  deal  of 
curious  and  interesting  information 
and  remarks. 

In  the  history,  the  author  gives 
is  a  short  view  tff  the  Pagan  state 
of  England,  of  the  earlj  introduction 
of  Christianity,  and.  of  Ibe  various 
changes  which  took  place,  partly  in 
consequence  of  the  political  state  of 
our  ancestors,  who  were  sometimes 
Christians  and  sometimes  Pagans, 
according  to  the  opinion  of  their 
rulers;  and  partly  in  consequence 
of  the  grpwing  power,  rapacity,  and 
corruption  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
church.  He  continues  the  historical 
narration  in  this  part  to  the  year 
830.  The  reader  will  of  course  find 
that  it  is,  what  the  author  calls  it, 
«  sketch;  but  it  is  clear,  and  to 
those  who  have  not  the  means  of 
consulting  large  works,  and  ancient 
authorities,  it  will  prove  very  in- 
structive. We  have  read  it  with 
considerable  interest:  we  wish  the 
author  may  go  on  with  it^  and  may 
meet  with  sufficient  encouragement 
to  proceed  with  spirit. 

The  Appendix  refers  to  the  au- 
thorities from-  whence  the  author 
derived  his  information ;  and  is  filled 
with  quotations,  illustrations,  and 
lybflerratiotts.    Many  of  these  are 


out  of  the  way  of  conmon  readen, 
and  to  those  who  have  a  taste  for 
this  kind  of  information,  they  will 
be  very  acceptable.  The  author 
has  been  led  into  a  track  of  reading 
not  usual  even  to  men  of  reading, 
and  he  here  presents  ns  with  a  por» 
tion  of  the  result  For  our  parts, 
we  wish  there  were  more  people  of 
this  taste;  for  were  that  the  case, 
there  would  be  more  information 
circulated  through  the  religious 
world  on  some  very  Important  topics 
than  there  is  at  pnesent. 

Our  author  is  a  churchman ;  but 
as  to  doctrine  he  agrees  with  us,  and 
as  to  his  views  of  ordinances  and 
discipline,  there  is  so  much  candour . 
in  his  statements,  that  where  we  do 
not  agree  with  him,  we  feel  no  dis- 
position to  foe  offended.  He  Is  also 
a  thorough  Protestant,  we  might  say 
an  alarmist:  and  indeed,  he  has 
brought  forMrard  such  evidence  of 
the  temper  and  tcndencj  of  Popery, 
as  ought  to  alarm  every  Protestant 
in  the  kingdom.  Catholic  writers 
are  seldom  read  by  Protestants;  and 
a  false  idea  is  gone  abroad,  that 
Catholics  are  not  now  what  they 
once  were.  Our  author  has  been- 
reading  some  of  their  late  publica- 
tions, and  has  shown  that  they  are 
as  ambitious  and  designing  as  ever 
they  were.  He  observes,  that  the 
Catholic  question,  as  it  is  called,  is 
treated  as  a  political  question ; — ^he 
wishes  it  also  to  be  treated  as  a  re- 
ligious question.  We  wish  it  was 
canvassed  and  understood  in  all  its 
parts  as  a  religious  question:  we 
lament  that  in  the  present  day,  so 
few  do  understand  it,  and  so  few 
arc  willing  to  understand  it  But 
we  think  that  the  question  is  of  a 
political  kind,  when  rightly  consi- 
dered ;  for  it  appears  to  us  impossi- 
ble that  Catholic  religion  and  Pro^ 
tesiawt  liberty  should  agree  together. 
It  is  in  the  nature  of  Popery  to  be 
intolerant ;  and  it  must  be  inimical 
to  the  eiTU  liberties  of  men;  and  as 
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to  their  religioM  lihertiu^  it  abomi-  I  portant!  Just  As  did  tbe  voice  of 
Mate*  the  very  name.  Under  the  history,  the  voice  of  every  monu- 
shade  of  that  pestilent  poison-tree, ,  nient,  and  the  very  dust  of  every 
religious  liberty  cannot  live.    "We    vestis^o  tell  me— No!  'No!'  replies 


think  Protestants  are  beginning  to 
open  tlicir  eyes  a  little  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  we  shall  be  glad  to  ind 
tbem  still  more  attentive  to  it. 

We  could  make  large  extracts, 
bttt  onr  timitis  tfllew  ns  not.  The 
IWkming  will  show  our  anthor's 
view  of  this  sHlbject,  and  exhibit  a 
firoof  of  bis  opinion. 

Speaking  of  the  condnct  of  the 
Catholics  between  the  years  600  and 
700,  he  says ; — 


-.  "  Even  at  ibis  early  period,  they  were 
no  strangers  to  that  sy&tem  of  policy  and 
ifianoeovre  by  which  tliey  afterwards  lield 
Europe  in  chains  for  so  many  centuries. 
Slid  which  they  are  now  launchlug  into 
fall  action  with  too  much  success,  and 
with  the  moit  iangtune  confidence  of  tuc' 
ckedtng  to  their  former  influenee  at  no 
very  dtetard  period."    P.  36* 

On  this  observation,  we  copy  a 
part  of  the  note  in  the  Appmdix, 
No.  67. 


'*  Innumerable  are  tbe  iastances  which 
nijght  be  adduced  to  this  effect*  Oue 
has  lately  occurred*  A  Popish  priest,  io 
an  i'uflaromatory  address  to  his  congre- 
gation, in  one  of  our  most  populous 
towns  in  the  north,  asked  them,  to  whom 
beltniged  &  certain  church,  naming  one 
in  the  town, — ^  to  us  to  be  sure — did  not 
"we  build  it  ? — and  before  manyyeart  ore

This  anecdote  rests  upon  very 
honourable  verbal  testimony;  and 
we  cannot  help  thinking  certain  pa- 
thetic and  affectionate  addresses  to 
onr  cathedrals  and  cliurches,  which 
may  be  seen  in  Mr.  Flelcher's  Ser- 
mons ;  and  indeed  the  whole  tenor 
of  these  and  other  Popish  writings, 
indicate  with  sufficient  distinctness 
what  is  aimed  at,  and  what  is  con- 
fidently and  anxiously  anticipated. 
In  truth,  the  hand  seems  more  than 
half  extended  to  seize  npon  its  prey. 
'*  Whose  lands  were  those  that  an- 
ciently reared  these  stones  into  an 
edifice? — Who  the  men  that  once 
inhabited  it? — Who  the  votaries  that 
for  ages  frequented  it? — Were  they 
Protestant? — Are  those  emblems, 
those  inscriptions,  crosses,  niches, 
and  broken  statues,  Protestant? 
Superfluous  questions^  although  im» 


me  venerable  temple — '  I  am  not 
Protestant;  and  the  very  form  in 
wMeh  I  am  built  demonstrates,  that 
I  was  built  for  the  performance  of 
other  mysteries  than  those  which  I 
witness  now ;  and  tor  the  sound  of 
other  canticles  than  those  which  I 
hear  at  present  I  *  No !'  in  like 
manner  replies  every  holy  vestige, 
'  we  are  not  Protestant,  and  .it  Js 
merely  because  we  arc  not  such,^ 
that  the  anger  of  Protestantism  has 
reduced  us  to  these  heaps  of  ruin.'" 
Fletcher's  Sermons,  vol.  ii.  p.  271. 

Oar  limits  prohibit  onr  proceed- 
ing :  but  if  the  Catholics  talk  and. 
write  in  this  style,  every  Protestant 
in  the  kingdom  ought  to  know  it : 
it  shows  meir  temper^  and  the  ob- 
ject at  which  they  are  aiming. 

Our  apthor  has  investigated  with 
great  attention  the  character  aitd' 
conduct  of  Augustine  the  Monk, 
who  came  to  England  in  the  year 
597,  (in  company  with  other  per- 
sons,) as  a  Missionary  from  Rome. 
There  were  Christiana  in  consider-' 
able  numbers  in  jBngland  long  ,be-, 
fore  Augustine  wiv^  born;  but  they ^ 
were  not  of  tbe  Boman  Catholic  | 
stamp.    One  of  the  first  objects  that,' 
occupied  the  attention  of  these  Ro-^ 
mish  Missionaries,  and  particularly^ 
Augustine,  was  to  reduce  tbe  Bri*! 
tish  churches  to  subjection  to  Rome  ;. 
and  because  the/  were  not. willing' 
to  put  on  the  yoke,   there  i^  too. 
much  reason  to  believe,   tliat  tbe, 
influence  of  the  Monk  was  exerted  \ 
to  procure  their  destruction. 

We  have  often  read  of  tne  Iaijg« . 
numbers  who  were  baptized  atone, 
time  in  dificreut  places,  iar  exceed-  \ 
ing  any  thing  that  took  place  even  ■ 
in  the  days  of  inspiration.  Butj 
there  is  nothing  wonderful  in  thtt . 
effect  when  the  cause  is  laid  open. ! 
Kings  for  some  reason,  (and  we  ] 
must  not  always  minutely  inquire, 
for  what  reason,)  became  converts ; . 
preachers  followed  the  court,  whicU ; 
then  often  moved  from  place  to 
place^  and  they  did  not  fail  to  In-, 
culcate  the  religion  which  royalty, 
had  patronized.  Multitudes,  pro- ^ 
fessed  them:>clves  williuji  and  do-, 
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tiruttfi  to  tieroate  ClirisRaiis,  and 
tbeu  some  gcuerMl  iustructiou  was 
f^\\en  tlieni,  and  tbey  were  baptised. 
But  alas  1  what  a  scene  does  this 
set  before  usL  As  our  author  justly 
observes,  kere  were  *'  eimdidaUs^  for 
we  caanot  call  them  coiwei'ti"  and 
<be  rite  which  was  performed,  was 
a  profanation  of  a  Christian  ordi- 
nance. On  one  of  these  occasions, 
ten  thousand  are  said  to  have  been 
baptized  by  Austin  in  one  day  in 
the  river  S'wale  in  Yorkshire.  He 
consecrated  the  whole  river,  and 
then  gave  orders  that  the  candidates 
should  ^  into  tlie  water  by  couples 
and  bapti&K;  each  other !  Appendix, 
No.  49.  How  completely  did  the 
church  of  Rome  corrupt  every  part 
of  the  holy  religion  of  Christ  Jesus !

Thb  excellent  individual  whose 
death  gave  occasion  to  this  small 
pabtication,  itras  known  and  re- 
vered by  sD  large  a  circle,  that  the 
ditcourses  at  his'funenU  will  natu- 
rally be  a»  object  of  -extetisive  in- 
terest. We  have  therefiE^e  much 
satisfaction  in  believing,  that  the 
sentiments  exhibited  are  well  cal- 
culated for  Mding  the  rl^ht  improve- 
ment  of  such  an  event 

The  respectable  ministers  who 
officiated,  appeftr  to  have  been  led 
anew  within  audience  of  tiie  voice 
from  the  sanctuary,  and  to  have  felt 
the  urgency  of  a  reeent  message,  by 
moans  of  the  animating  illustration 
of  the  reality  and  worth  of  divide 
principles  exhibited  in  the  holy  life 
and  peaceful  end  Of  their  respected 
and   endeared  friend   and   brother.

IN  FRANCE. 


To  ail  vh0  seek  for  the  AdvtmcemerU  tf 
the  Kmgiem  rftike  Lord  Jetut. 

^  What  a  iceiM  does  the  w^rld  at  this 
tune  present  to  the  obserTaiion  of  the 
Chrbtiaa !  The  fig-tree  has  budded,  its 
leaves  appear,  the  fields  of  the  Lord  are 
f^ening»  the  harvest  is  approaching. 
But  all  things  are  not  yet  ready :  many 
portions  of  these  fields  require  to  be  vi- 
vified by  the  rays  of  the  son,  to  be  wa- 
tered with  fertiluhig  showers,  and  culti- 
vated with  care :  immense  plains  are 
still  oBtilled,  many  countries  of  the 
«arth  have  received  the  gospel,  others 
are  ready  to  receive  it,  whilst  others 
have  not  yet  heard  the  voice  of  the  mes- 
eengers  of  peace. 

England  seems  to  hav^e  been  chosen 
to  provide  for  these  labours*  She  b  be- 
come the  centra  from  which  the  glad 
tidings  go  forth,  and  the  heralds  who 
proclaim  them* 

But  who  will  Dot  be  astonished,  that 
these  labours  have  not  been  first  directed 
towards  the  neighbouring  countries? 
Whiht  the  messengers  have  gone  forth 
to  subdue  the  most  distant  and  savage 
nations  to  the  raild  yoke  of  the  Saviour  ; 
whilst  the  servants  of  Jesus  have  banish- 
ed themselves  into  distant  climes,  France, 
which  ought,  as  it  would  seem,  to  have 
been  the  first  object  of  their  exertions, 
on  account  of  its  proximity  and  its  ne- 
cessities, has  remained  without  culture, 
for  want  of  labourers.  Since  the  exer- 
tions of  missions  began,  a  whole  genera- 
tion has  passed  away  without  having 
known  the  true  gospel.  The  Lord  has 
permitted  lt»  and  blessed  be  bia  holy 
name! 

Shall  this  country  be  any  longer  de- 
prived of  the  light  of  the  gospel  ?  Ought 
it  not  also  to  become  one  day  a  province 
of  the  kingdom  of  the  Lord?  Yes  it 
wlil^  for  it  is  included  in  the  promise; 
'<  The  whole  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the 
kpow ledge  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters 
Kover  tiie  sea."  Oh  mv  brethren,  if  you 
•vr«  e/t  witacfiei  %l  eli  tht  spiritual 


misery  of  this  people,  if  you  could  but 
observe  this  future  portion  of  the  inhe- 
ritance of  your  master,  now  made  deso« 
late  by  the  impiety,  igno/ancey  or  pm* 
varication of  those,  who  ought  to  cultivate 
it,  your  charity  would  be  excited,  and  I 
should  have  gained  my  cause. 

Many  of  you,  dear  brethren,  have 
been  witnesses  of  this,  but  it  is  hardly 
possible  that  you  should  have  known  the 
extent  of  the  evil.  You  may  have  some 
geuefol  knowledge  of  it  from  seeing  the 
Lord's  day  openly  profaned,  the  name 
of  God  taken  in  vain,  and  blasphemed* 
the  country  covered  with  altan  erected 
to  idols,  that  is  to  say,  chapels  dedicated 
to  the  Virgin,  and  to  saints,  the  people 
hastening  in  crowds  to  render  homage  to 
these  false  gods ;  but  what  would  your 
concern  have  been,  if  entering  into  the 
interior  of  the  families  of  the  most  no* 
merous  class  of  this  people — the  poor—* 
you  had  seen  every  where  by  the  side* 
of  the  deepest  distress,  the  most  profound 
ignorance  of  the  only  way  of  escape 
from  eternal  misery  !  What,  if  you  bad 
heard  every  where  persons,  whom  the 
stagnation  of  trade  had  reduced  to  po> 
v.erty,  mourning  over  their  present  evila* 
whilst  the  danger  in  which  they  are  of 
falling  into  interminable  misery  does  not 
affect  them!  What  could  you  have 
thought  while  seeing,  among  devout  fa- 
milies, the  unhappy  people  seeking  con- 
solation ia  superstitious  observances,  in* 
voking  the  help  of  the  Virgin,  calling  on 
the  saints»  opening  with  devotion  books 
written  in  an  unknown  tongue,  and  neg- 
lecting the  gospel  of  salvadim«  which 
they  hardly  know  by  name  ?  Wretched' 
creatures',  after  having  contended  with 
temporal  misery,  and  earnestly  sought  for 
consolation  where  it  was  not  to  be  found, 
they  die  but  alas  1  death  does  not  * 
terminate  their  misfortunes,  since  thej 
die  without  having  savingly  known 
Chriit.*     Such  is  the  lot  of  the  im-' 

*  Nothing  can  be  more  melancholj 
than  the  death  of  a  Roman  Catholic 
The  priests,  as  if  they  feared  that  their 
victim  should  escape  them,  surround  the 
dying  man  with  their  ceremonies :  thej 
carry  to  him  in  procession  what  they 
call  <*  the  Good  God/*  that  is  to  say, 
a  piece  of  wafftr  deified,  and  they  let  • 
him  di«  io  perfoTming  an  act  of  idoli^try. 
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nense  msjoritj  of  the  French  people  of 
the  poorer  class. 

Let  as  now  consider  the  religious  state 
of  the  next  most  numerous  class  t«>  Mial 
of  which  we  have  just  spolren.  It  is 
composed  of  a  crowd  of  people  of  every 
kind,  commonly  included  in  the  generat 
term  of  *'  persons  in  easy  circumstances.^ 
Here  are  found  the  careless;  Catholics 
liQf  CfistoAi ;  deists*  become  stirii  £poni 
dui^t  at  sopecstition.  The  distinctive 
character  of  these  three  Mrdera  n  fri* 
^«l^y»  love  of  tJie  world,  and  indiffier- 
ewe  a|boat  their  salvation.  TiMee  aee 
\\fsf  who  &U  the  pUy^houaei,.  poblic 
places,  &c.  Nothing  caa  belter  eipceas 
their  reJiigiiaua  stale  thmi  these  words 
0^^  the  piepitel«  -  The  harp»  the  vioJ,  ami 
wine  aae  io  their  frasts,  but  they  coaaidcr 
not  the  work  of  tkfe  Lard,  neifliet  do 
they  ff?g»rd  the.  operations  of  his  lianiL'* 
Seldom  will  yov  see  them  troaUed  by 
^e  ihongbis  of  a  judgment,  of  a  hdU  or 
of  an  eteniky  ;  these  oonceina,  sa  ioi- 
liertaaCy  are  never  alloded  to  but  as  ma^ 
teraofjesL  Sefafeai  perhaps  haa  the  voice 
of  a  fiethfol  aervant  of  Chrast  arnated 
thear  in  their  worldly  career.  If  soroe- 
timea  tbey  have  cast  an  eiy«  vpon  their 
candiiet,  if  they  have  bad  some  hicid 
nMBKttts  in  the  midst  of  their  delimmsy 
tbey  maiy  have  seen  that  they  were  sin* 
iiam>  hnt  Christ  crucified  has  not  been 
paeaeiited  to  them  aa  a  Sevionr  who  wiU 
fVeely  saw  the  unjust,  the  enmnies  of 
QqA  i.  they  heve  been  brought  up  to 
believe  that  salvation  iat  only  obtained 
1^  nortiiications,  and  acts  of  penitence^ 
Irhicis  revolt  them ;  ignorant  therefore 
ef  idle  grace  of  God,  they  haadcii  to  le- 
j'eet  every  serioaa  theu^t,  and  veplange 
tale  a  vortek  of  vanities>  if  hapl|f  they 
may  forget  tfaenaelves.  Thoa  paaser  the 
life  of  multitudes,  who  nishicarelessfy  to 
encounter  the  wrath  to  come. 

There  is  alaaa  third  elassrtbe  **  Great." 
Surrounded  by  the  pomp  of  grandeur, 
tbey  are  almost  iinuxesaible  to  tlie  re- 
tired obaervaitbn  of  the  Chriitian«  He 
only  seea  them  afar  off ;  but  what  reason 
ia  there  to  fear  tiiat  the  state  of  this  class 
if  aa  deplorable,  to  say  die  leaat,  aa  that 
of  the-  preceding  ones  1 

Hitherto  I  have,  spoken,  only  of  the 
Gathoiics;.  let  n>  now  consider  the  PrtK 
teManta*  whor  as  far  as  respects  their 
numbers,  are  lost  in  the  multitude  of  the 
oHicrs.*

The  state  of  religion  among  tbe  Pre-' 
testants  is  not  uniform.  Those  of  the 
North  do  not  resemble  (hose  in  the 
South  ;  nor  the  fatter  those  of  the  West. 
Sifnpftvit)'  ebaracterixes  the  former ;  in- 
difference and  worldliness  the  latter ; 
.whilst  they  in  the  South  partake  of  botlu 

It  is  amongst  the  Reformed  in  the 
North  that  the  least  corruption  in  doc- 
trine is  found.  Tbey  profess  to  believe 
that  which  is  generally  unknown  among 
the  others,  that  "  telviltion  is  by  grace, 
tbrough  fWifch,  aatf  not  of  works.'*'  The 
greater  part  ase  proselytes,  i.  e.  Catho- 
lics, who  from  conviction  have  aban* 
doned  the  worship  of  their  fathers.  Bis- 
cuMions  upon  the  errors  of  the  I^omifh 
churchk  and  peiticnlvly  tbe  reading  of 
the  word  of  God,  have  produced  this 
change.  Being  Protestants  by  convic- 
tion, they  arc  more  attached  to  the 
doctrines  of  the  reformation  than  they 
who  are  Protestants  onl  j  by  Iwrth. 

The  Reformed  are  more  numerous  in 
tlic  South,  but  fhey  are  more  mdiffctent, 
and  more  ignorant  of  sound  doctrine. 
The  gospel,  howeter,  is  preached  there  : 
some  fairhfoi  ministers  coura^ously  pro- 
claim Christ  crucified ;  btrt  besides  that 
they  are  few  in  number,  they  are  alroQSt 
all  denounced  as  innovators,  Moravians, 
sectarians,  &c.  so  that  their  efforts  are 
not  crowned  with  all  the  success  that 
might  be  expected.  The  Lord  however 
cfoes  not  fair  to  l)ear  witness  to  bb  word ; 
the  South  can  reckon  even  among  the 
great*  some  persons  firmly  attached  to 
Jesus,  as  their  only  Saviour. 

How  ^nelanchoiy  is  it  not  to  be  able- 
to  bear  as  good  a  testimony  to  the  great 
mass  of  the  Reformed!  With  some 
exceptions,  their  indifference  tb  the 
Saviour,  their  ignorance  of  the  gospel, 
and  their  worldliness  are  Almost  as 
great  as  among  the  middling  class  of 
Catholics.  The  greater  part  of  their 
pastors  preach  a  mixed  doctrine;  some 
go  still  (Hrtlicr.  Self-righteousness  is 
enthroned  ;  the  "  righteousness  of  Go4 
by  faith"  is  despised,  or  openly  reject- 
ed. Tlie  flocks  are  led  iuto  dry  and 
barren  pastures,  Ihr  from  the  wells  of 
water  springing  up  to  everlasting  life. 
The-  consequence  is,  that  the  greater 
number  of  the  iteformed  walk  wiiii  the 
Catholics  in  the  ways  of  death,  and  ge 
on  to  perdition  without  hesitation. 

about  390  pastors.  The  Lutherans,  who 
are  chiefly  in  the  departments  of  the ' 
East,  may  be  500,000,  undisr  200  pas- 
tors  at  most.  Not  personally  knowing 
the  state  of  the  latter,  I  have  spoken 
above  only  of  the  former. 
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About  twenty  foiihful  pastors  exerting 
Hicir  influence  over  15  or  ftO,000  souls 
arc  all  that  France  can  offer  us  as  a  set-off 
to  the  melancboly  picture  here  presented. 
Bat  what  are  15  or  20,000  souls  among  a 
population  of  at  least  27  millions?  More 
than  26  millions  then  lire  in  France,  ex- 
posed to  the  most  terrible  of  all  dangers, 
that  of  eternal  death!  Are  not  you 
moved,  my  dear  brethren,  at  so  great  a 
calamity  ?  The  Lord  has  giren  you  the 
means  to  aid  this  people.  Your  zeal 
sends  preachers  over  all  the  countries  of 
the  globe:  embrace  France  also  in  the 
extent  of  your  charity.  The  invitations, 
the  appeals  of  savage  nations,  who  ask 
the  gospel  from  you,  have  touched  you ; 
bat  will  yoa  not  be  stHl  more  moved  by 
the  awful  silence  which  reigns  over  the 
inhabitants  of  this  country  respecting  their 
eternal  interests,  since  this  silence  be- 
trays their  ignorance  of  the  danger 
which  threatens  them?  What,— whilst 
yon  possess  the  treasure  of  the  gospel, 
will  you  suffer  your  neighbours  to  perish 
through  poverty?  While  your  happy 
country  seems  ready  to  be  completely 
sabjected  to  the  Saviour;  while. you  re- 
joice in  this  glorious  hope,  will  you  leave 
the  god  of  this  world  m  peaceable  pos- 
sesuon  of  this  land,  connected  with  you 
by  so  many  ties  ? 

But  if  these  motives  are  not  sufficient, 
I  will  present  one  of  a  superior  order  to 
you,  the  love  whieh  you  owe  to  Christ. 
Can  you  in  fact  see  Him  forgotten,  un- 
known, and  rejected,  and  not  make 
some  effort  that  He  may  be  glorified 
among  the  multitude  who  dishonour 
Him? 

There  has  lately  been  formed  in  your 
country  a  society,  whose  object  is  to 
propagate  the  gospel  on  the  Continent: 
already  the  Lord  has  crowned  by  his 
blessing  their  generous  intentions.  Join 
your  efforts  to  theirs,  O  Christians  of 
England,  yon  whom  the  Lord  has  chosen 
by  his  grace  to  be  everywhere  the  he- 
raids  of  his  glorious  gospel.  Support  it 
by  your  prayers,  by  your  liberality:  it 
will  administer  your  donations  to  the 
glory  of.  God,  for  the  advan^ment  of 
the  kingdom  of  Christ  in  these  countries 
desolated  by  infidelity. 

May  He,  who  gives  seed  to  the  sower 
wid  bread  to  the  eater,  multiply  your 
seed  sown,  and  iiMSipease  the  fruits  of 
your  righteousness.

Thb  Readers  of  the  Irish  Chronicle  will  recollect,  that  a  few  mootliB 
since  the  Letters  of  Correspondence  mentioned  a  violent  opposition » 
to  some  of  the  schools  of  the  Baptist  Society  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
Priests;  and  that  this  had  been  connteracted  by  the  spirited  conduct  of 
Protestant  Af  a^strates,  so  that  the  children  were  continued  at  school, 
notwithstanding  all  the  fulminations  of  the  Popish  Clergy.  The  Grand 
Jury  of  the  County  of  Mayo  soon  after  published  some  spirited  resolu- 
tions, declaring  their  opinion  that  the  conduct  of  the  Priests  was  illegal, 
and  destructive  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  society.  These  measures 
have  very  much  provoked  Dr.  Kelly,  the  titular  Archbishop  of  Tuam* 
who  has  written  several  letters  in  the  "  Dublin  Weekly  Register*' 
io  opposition  to  the  schools.  He  has  also  published  the  following  sin- 
^ar  documents,  which  are  copied  from  that  newspaper. 


CIRCULAR. 

Extract  of  the  Pope*t  Letter  to  the  Irish 
Prelatujm  the  subject  of  Bible- Schools, 

My  Lordi 

Thb  prediction  of  our  Lord  Jesof 
Christ,  in  the  parable  of  ihe  Sower, 
*'  that  sowed  good  seed  in  his  field  ;  but 
while  people  sleptt  his  enemy  came,  and 
sowed  tares  upon  the  wheat,*  is,  to  the 
very  great  injury  indeed  of  the  Catholic 
Faith,  seen  verified  in  these  oar  own 
days,  particularly  in  Ireland. 

For  information  has  reached  the  ears 
of  the  Sacred  Congregation,  that  "  Bible- 
Schools,*'  supported  by  the  funds  of  the 
Heterodox,  have  been  established  in 
almost  every  part  of  Ireland,  in  which, 
under  the  pretence  of  Charity,  the  inex- 
perienced 4>f  both  sexes,  but  particularly 
peasants  and  paupers,  are  allured  by  the 
blandishments  and  even  gifts  of  the 
Masters,  and  infected  with  Uie  fatal  poi- 
lon  of  depraved  Doctrines. 

It  is  further  stated  that  the  Directors 
of  these  Schools  are,  generally  speaking, 
METHODISTS,  who .  introduce  Bibli^. 
translated  into  English  by  "  the  Bible- 
Society,"  and  abounding  in  errors, — with 
the  sole  view  of  seducing  the  youth,  and 
entirely  eradicating  from  their  minds  the 
TRUTHS  of  the  Orthodox  Faith. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  Lord- 
ship already  perceives  with  what  solici- 
tude and  attention  pastors  are  bound  to 
watch,  and  carefully  protect  their  flocks 
from  "  the  snares  of  wolves,  who  come  in 
the  clothing  of  sheep.*'  If  the  pastors 
sleep,  the  enemy  will  quickly  creep  in 
by  stealth  and  sow  the  tares, — soon  will 
Ibe  tares  be  seen  growhig  among  the 
vbeat  and  cboak  it. 

'  ^very  possible  exertion  mast  therefore 


be  made — to  keep  the  youth  away  from 
these  destructive  Schools — to  warn  pa- 
rents against  suffiering  their  children,  on 
any  account  whatever,  to  be  let  into  error. 
But,  for  the  purpose  of  escaping  the 
"  snares'*  of  the  adversaries,  no  plan 
seems  more  appropriate  than  that  of 
esti^lishing  schools,  wherein  salutary  ia- 
structions  may  be  imparted  to  the  pau- 
pers, and  illiterate  country  persons.  •  •• 
Li  the  name,  then,  of  the  bowels  (of 
the  mercy)  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we 
exhort  and  beseech  your  Lordship  to 
guard  your  flock  with  diligence  and  all 
due  discretion  from  those  persons,  who 
are  in  the  habit  of  thrusting  themselves 
into  the  t^ld  of  Christ,  in  order  thereby 
to  lead  t|ie  unwary  sheep  away;  and 
mindful  of  the  forewarniug  of  Peter,  the 
Apostle,  giTcn  io  these  words,  viz.  *<  there 
shaU  abo  be  lying  teachers  among  you, 
who  shall  bring  in  sects  of  perdition,**  de 
you  labour  with  all  your  might  to  keep 
the  orthodox  joulh  from  being  corrupted 
by  them— an  object  which  will,  I  hope, 
be  easily  effected  by  the  estabUsbing  of 
Catholic  Schools  throagbout  your  Dio- 
cese. 

And,  confidently  trnsting  that,  in  a 
matter  of  such  vast  importance,  your 
Lordship  will,  with  unbounded  seal,  en- 
deavour to  prevent  the  wheat  from  being 
choaked  by  the  tares,  I  pray  the  all 
good  and  Omnipotent  God  to  guard  and 
preserve  you  saiie  many  years.

"the  trimslation  of  t,hc  Vulgate,  tbt 
authorixed     version    of    the    Catholic 
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Church,  is  ordered  to  be  printed  for  the 

furpose  of  circulation  among  the  poor, 
t  adds  not  a  little  to  the  pleasure  we 
feei  in  communicating  this  fact — a  plea- 
sure in  which  itil  oar  readers,  of  whatever 
denomination,  wiil,  we  are  sure,  bear  a 
part,  that  the  expense  of  a  stereotype 
impression  of  20»000  copies  of  the  New 
Testament  is  borne  by  the  Protestants,  as 
well  as  by  the  Catholics  of  the  empire. 
A  Bible  Society  has  been  established  in 
Dublin  for  this  purpose,  and  we  do  not 
know  that  we  ever  felt  a  pleasure  more 
deep  and  sincere  than  on  finding,  as  we 
do  l)y  the  Circular  Letter  now  before  us, 
that  Protestant  Peers  and  Gentlemen 
have  taken  a  decided  lead  in  this  roost 
salutary  and  charitable  office  ;  not  that 
we  think  they  would  accomplish  the 
object  better  than  Catholics,  but  because 
it  manifests  an  approximation  between 
the  two  great  religious  classes  in  which 
Ireland  is  divided,  and  will  by  its  opera- 
tion tend  ultimately  to  unite  all  ranks 
and  orders  ot  Irishmen  in  the  bands  of 
Christian  love  and  brotherhood. 

«  The  introductory  paragraph  in  the 
Circular  Letter  merits  particular  atten- 
tion : — 

"  *  Whatever  difference  of  opinion  may 
prevail  as  to  the  indiscriminate  circula- 
tion of  the  scriptures,  there  is  one  point 
upon  which  all  denominations  of  Chris- 
tians must  be  agreed,  that  it  is  desirable 
that  the  poor  should  be  placed  upon  a 
footing  with  the  rich,  by  having  an  edi- 
tion of  the  scriptures  at  a  price  that  will 
bring  it  within  the  attainment  of  those 
amongst  them  who  may  be  desirous  of 
reading  them.  Hitherto  the  poor  Pro- 
testant has  enjoyed  this  advantage,  but 
as  Roman  Catholics  entertain  conscien- 
tious objections  to  the  Protestant  version, 
they  are  not  in  this  respect  on  an  equal 
footing ;  and  it  appears,  therefore,  de- 
sirable to  place  within  their  reach  a  ver- 
sion to  which  they  will  entertain  no  such 
objection.  To  forward  this  object,  a 
Meeting  of  Gentlemen  of  both  persua- 
Mons  was  held/ 

**  The  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Dublin 
Institution,  on  the  S2d  ult. — ^The  Earl 
of  Meath  was  in  the  Chair,  and  the  Re- 
solutions were  moved  and  seconded 
respectively  by  Lord  Lorton,  Major  Oli- 
ver, (Horse  artillery,)  Hon.  J.  Hewitt, 
Doctor Sadlier,  the  Fellow,  Admiral  Oli- 
ver, John  D.  La  Touche,  Mr.  Disney, 
Rev.  H.  Moore,  Mr.  A.  Guinness,  Rev.

It  is  a  scriptural  axiom,  that "  what« 
soever  make th  manifest  is  light. "  May 
we  not  indulge  the  hope«  that  teaching 
children  to  read  the  scriptures,  and  em- 
ploying pious  men  to  read  and  explain: 
them,  have  been  means  which  **God, 
who  commanded  the  light  to  shine  out  of 
darkness,"  has  made  nse  of  to  eniigbtes 
the  minds  of  the  native  Irish,  "  to  give 
them  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
glory  of  God  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ.* 
The  prophecy  is  again  fulfilling,  '*  Upon 
those  wlio  sat  in  darkness  and  the  sha- 
dow of  death,  light  is  sprung  up."  la 
vain  will  be  the  attempts  of  Bishops,  or 
even  Popes,  to  arrest  the  course  of  the 
*'  Sun  of  Righteousness,'*  who  has  arisen 
upon  Connaught  "  with  healing  in  his 
wings."  The  long  deluded  people  be- 
gin to  perceive  the  value  of  the  holy 
scriptures ;  they  have  found  the  **  Pearl- 
of  great  Price,"  and  they  will  not  part 
with  it  in  exchange  for  the  trinkets  and 
baubles  with  which  the  Church  of  Rome 
has. long  been  trafficking  in  the  "  souls  of 
men."  Of  this  even  the  enemies  of  truth 
seem  to  be  aware,  as  the  v  can  think  of  no 
plan  to  destroy  the  schools,  and  therefore 
propose  Popish  schools,  for  teaching  «the 
Catechism  of  the  four  Archbishops,"  &c. 
**  Some  preached  Christ  of  envy"  in  the 
primitive  ages  of  tlie  church,  and  the 
apostle  rejoiced  even  in  this  *'  because 
Christ  was  preached.'*  And  if  schools 
are  established  in  Connaoeht  from  a  si- 
milar principle,  if  the  children  are  in- 
structed in  them,  especially  if  the  Douav 
version  of  the  New  Testament,  is  nsed« 
we  too  will  rejoice;  even  in  the  establish- 
ment of  such  schools.  The  zeal  mani- 
fested by  the  Roman  Hierarchy,  will,  it 
is  hoped,  operate  as  a  powerful  incen- 
tive  upon  Protestants,  and  while  such 
success  attends  our  feeble  efforts,  the  In- 
stitution will  not  be  suffered  to  languish 
for  want  of  funds;  which  are  again  ex- 
hausted.

SERAMPORE. 


A  COMMUNICATION  from  our 
brethren  at  this  station,  dated  in 
February  last,  contains  the  fol- 
lowing account  of  a  ydung  bride 
burnt  with  her  betrothed  hus- 
band. 

Several  months  ago»  in  the  vicinity 
of  Chandernagore,  a  female  yictira  was 
immolated  on  the  funeral  pile,  under  cir- 
cumstances pecaliarly  affecting.    She  was 
a  young  womani  who  had  heen  recently 
hetrothed  to  a  yonng  man  of  the  same 
town.     Every  thing  was  prepared  for  the 
celebration  of  the  nuptials,  which  had 
heen  fixed  for  the  next  day ;  the  relatives 
of  both  parties  had   arrived  from  a  dis- 
tance to  hononr  the  marriage  with  their 
presence ;  and  the  circle  of  their  friends 
already  enjoyed  in  anticipation  the  festi- 
vities which  the  approaching  day  would 
usher  in.    The  preceding  evening,  how- 
ever, the  bridegroom  was  taken  ill  of  the 
Cholera  Morbus,  and  in  a  few  hours  was 
a  lifeless  corpse.   Information  being  con- 
veyed of  the  melancholy  event  to  the 
bride,  she  instantly  declared  her  deter- 
mination to  ascend  the  funeral  pile  of  her 
betrothed  lord  ;  a  long  debate  was  here- 
upon held  between  the  relations  of  the 
bride  and  the  priests  respecting  the  le- 
gality of  the  att ;  the  result    of  which 
was,  that  in  such  cases  the  shasters  con- 
^dering  the  bride  as  bound  to  her  hus- 
band by  the  vow  she  had  taken,  per- 
mitted a  voluntary  immolation  on  the 
nineral  pile.    The  next   day,  therefore, 
instead  of  the '  music  and  joy  which  had 
been  anticipated,  the  bride  was  led  to  the 
banks   of  the  Ganges^  amid  the    silent 
grief  of  her  friends  and  relatives,  and 
burnt  with  the  dead  body  of  her  intend- 
ed husband.

From  Mr,  Penney  to  a  Friend  m  £n^2anifi 

daud 

February  18, 1819* 

Let  me  persuade  you,  (as  your  mind 
is  so  much  exerciiied  respecting  the  un* 
enlightened  heathen,)  to  think  still  more 
seriously  respecting   these  parts,  where 
every  labourer   is  constantly   repeating 
the  Macedonian  ciy^  '*Come  over  and 
help  us."     Here  u   work  sufficient   to 
consume  the  zeal  of  angels ;  for  multi-» 
tudes  are   willing    to   hear  the    gos^l 
and  frequently  express  their  conviction 
that  the  religion  of  Jesus  will,  ere  long» 
fill  the  whole  world :  they  say  that  thb 
world  at  present  is  divided,  but  that  this 
religion  is  calculated  to  cement  the  human 
race  in  one.    Calcutta,  and  indeed  the 
whole  of  Bengal,  to  the  feelings  of  a  true 
Missionary,  whose  heart  is  disposed  more 
for  work  than  success,  must  be  viewed  as 
an  important  field  of  labour.    His  eyes 
may  behold  in  the    highways,  hedees» 
markets,  and  at  the  river-side,  human  oe- 
iiigs  hurrying  on  to  destruction  in  tbtt 
midst  of  awful  darkness ;  and  yet  their 
movements  are  not  so  speedy  but  that 
they  will  wait  with  patience  to  listen  to 
the  angel  now  flying  in   the  midst    of 
heaven  with  the  everlasting  gospel,  say* 
ing*  **  Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to  him." 
But,  farther,    for   your  encouragement^ 
consider  those    good  men  who  entered 
this  field  at  the  commencement,  and  have 
continued  now  about  twenty-five  years. 
Had  labour  only  been  their  portion,  they 
would  have  abandoned  the  field  of  ac- 
tion.   But  God  has  granted  them  great 
success,  much  beyond  their  most  sanguine 
expectations.    Reflect   on  the  churdies 
planted  by  them  in  Calcutta,  Serampore, 
Cutwa,  dnittagong,  Monghyr,  Patna,  Di« 
nagepore,   &c^~tbe    translations   pre- 
pared for  the  various  tribes  of  India,  to 
send  them  *'  the   wonderful  works    of 
God;"  tiie  vast  number  of  the  rising 
geni^ration  rescued  from  ignorance  and 
stupidity,  &c— y^t,  notwithstanding  so 
much  has  been  done,  there  is  no  moral 

1  change  In  the  bulk  of  the  people.  A 
breach  only  has  been  made,  which  will, 
require  a  vi^rous  attack,  by  otiiers  press- 
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ing  forward  to  the  battle,  to  assist  to  de- 
molish the  high  places  raised  by  Sataa* 
that  every  successive  _gene)rat)tm  may  be 
enabled  to  gain  a  larger  triumph  tlian 
their  fathers,  until  die  kingdoms  of  this 
world  shall  become  the  kingdoms  of  our 
liOrd  and  of  his  Christ.  All  these  are 
given  to  the  Redeemer  by  covenant,  aqd 
by  the  signs  of  the  times  let  us  hope  it  is 
not  far  distant ;  we  wait  only  for  a  greater 
out-pouring  of  the  Spiritj  before  we  shall 
hear  a  shaking  of  the  dry  bones  in  this 
valley  of  death. 

Give  my  love  to  Mr.  Ward»  and  say, 
that  all  at  Serampore  and  Calcutta  are 
well,  and  praying  for  his  return  for  the 
go6d  of  the  heathen.  We  are  all,  I 
bopej  usefully  employed ;  if  not  uMefully, 
I  can  assure  you  we  are  happily  tm^loytd* 
God  grant  we  may  be  both.

'Extrctct  cf  a  Letter  Jrcm  Afr*  Adam, 
(  Dr,  RyUmdp  daied 

CalctUta,  March  22, 1819. 

I  HAVE  just  removed  to  the  .new  sta« 
ti<m  at  Doorgapore,  where  I  expect  to 
remain  six  monthst  during  the  whole  of 
which,  if  1  succeed  in  obtaining  any  na- 
tive assistance,  I  shall  be  able  very  ac- 
tively to  employ  myself  in  preaching  the 
gospel  to  the  natives  in  this  populous 
aeigfaboorhood,  as  during  this  time  there 
will  be  nothing  else  to  call  my  attention 
away  from  the  grand  object.    Without 
native  assistance,  I  shall  not  bei  able  to 
do  much,  on  account  of  my  imperfect 
acquaintance  with  the  language;  and  it 
appears  to  me,  that  the  most  qualified  of 
tiie  native  preachers,  if  standing  alone, 
will  be  foand  unable  to  give  a  faithful  re- 
presentation of   divine  truth  in  all  its 
parts,    or    to  defend   it  with   judgment 
Against  opposers,  amongst  whom  are  to  be 
found  in  this  country  men  of  great  research, 
learning,  and   ingenuity.    But  however 
unable  to  stand  aioney  place  him  by  the 
aide  of  an  European,  and  he  becomes  a 
most  important  anxiliaiy ;  his  prudence^ 
his  courage,  his  knowledge,  are  increased ; 
his  voice  is  heard  with  tenfold  eflect ;  he 
l^vea  full  scope  to  his  imagination  in   re- 
presenting    divine   truth    under    those 
images  and  metaphors  whicii  are  so  com- 
mon, and  so  much  liked,  in  this  country; 
and  thus  while  he  preaches  the  gospel  to 
his  countrymen,  instructs  his  European 
companion  in  the  mode  of  applying  it 
with  greater  effect  to  their  judgments  and 
consciences*  Oa  the  other  hand,  a  solitary 
European  is  almost  as  helpless  as  a  nadve 
in  the  same  circumstances.     A  stranger 
In  a  strange  country,  surrounded  by  peo- 
ple of  a  strange  tongue,  having  to  pro- 
pose to  them  a  message  which  awakens 


all  their  prejudices,  and  deprives  them  of 
all  the  hopes  in  which  they  have  formerly 
trusted  <fOr  salvation,  as  well  as  threatens 
the  loss  of  all  tha(  is  dear  to  them  in  this 
life,  imperfectly  acquainted  (at  least  for 
the  first  few  years,^  with  the  language  in 
which  he  has  to  address  them,  and  there- 
foce  liable  to  render  his  meaning  unintelli- 
gible, or  perhaps  ^ven  to  excite  some  pre* 
judice  which  might  otherwise  have  lain 
dormant — labouring    undei:    these,,  and 
other  disadvantages,  his  mind  is  oppi*essed 
by  the  responsibility  of  his  charge,  and 
his  unfitness  for  the  discharge  of  its  do- 
ties.   Bui  when  you  place  by  his  side  one 
whohas  left  all  and  followed  Christ,  wlio 
knows  his  own  language,  and  is  compe- 
tent to  assist  him  In  understanding  native 
idioms,  and  in  expressing  Christian  ideaa 
in  a  native  form,  who  is  acquainted  with 
all  their  prejudices,  and  can  guard  him 
against  unnecessarily  offending  them, — 
his  hands  are  strengthened,  his  mouth  is 
opened,  and  he  engages  in  his  work  with 
a  delight  which  he  cannot  otherwise  feel ; 
since  much  of  thfi  pleasure  a  JMisnonary 
enjoys,  arises  from  the  assurance  that  be 
is  communicating  good  news  to  those  who 
need  it;  an  assurance  which  lie  cannot 
enjoy,  if  he  has  any  ground  to  suspect 
that  he  has  failed  to  put  his  hearers    in 
complete    possession     of     his    meaning. 
Such  are  almost    precisely  the  circum- 
stances in   which  I  find  myself  placed, 
after  the  lapse  of  a  twelvemonth  from  the 
time  of  my  arrival  in  India.     It  has  falleu 
upon  me  to  commence  Missionary  opera« 
tions  at  the  Doorgapore  station,  which  it 
is  intended  that  each  of  those  among  us* 
who  are  not  prevented  by  other  engage- 
ments, shall  occupy  for  six  months  in  ro* 
tation.    My  knowledge  of  the  language 
is  naturally   very  imperfect,  and    if  I 
stood  nione,  I  could  not  expect  to  be  so 
useful  for  two  or  three  years  to  come,  as 
I  now  hope  to  be  with  the  narive  assist- 
ance I  shall  obtain ;  but  surrounded,  as  I 
am,  entirely  by  natives,  I  am  placed  in 
circumstances    the    most  favourable  for 
increasing  my  acquaintance  with  the  I«v 
guage,  and  qualifying  me  more  for  Mis- 
sionary duties.     Before,  however,  com- 
mencing my^  work  here  systematically,  a 
good  deal  of  preparatory  work  in   build- 
ing must  be  attended  to,  which,  on  ac- 
count of  the    extreme    ignorance,    pNcr* 
verseness,   and  lanness    of  the   native 
workmen,  requires  much  time  to  be  spent 
in    superintendence    and    direction.    A 
bungalow  has  been  already  built  for  us  to 
live  in;  a  house  for  morning  and  evemng 
worship,  at  the  side  of  the  road,  is  now 
building;  and  also  a  house  for  Panchon, 
onr   native   assistant;  to  which  will   he 
added,  in  the  same  line,  three  others  for 
the  reception  of  those  who  come  from 
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^iB^cltBtmetto  NK|iiire  »bout  the  gospel. 
Beside*  theaea  we  pcefwse  building  two 
places  of  worshipi  or  Bengalee  cbapds.  Id 
Boroaagor,  a  neighbouring  and  very  po- 
poloua  village,  the  expense  of  wbidi  will 
be  defrayed  by  oar  American  friendsb 
90d  two  others  in  those  parts  of  Calcutta 
which  are  naturally  included  in  the  range 
of  th«  Doorgapore  station.  Fox  the  Kaaon 
which  1  have  juftt  mentioned*  I  Iiave  been 
able  to  go  out  but  Httle  amuog  the  natives 
«n  weekrdttys,  only  twice  or  thrice  with 
Fancbon*  early  in  the  morning  y  but  on 
the  two  JLord'9-days  that  we  have  been 
bere«  our  hands  have  been  full  of  work. 
On  the  first  of  these  brother  Penney,  and 
OB  the  second  hrother£ufttaceCarey>canie 
to  assist  me.  By  one  means  and  another, 
I  find  tfa&t  the  spirat  of  inquiry  is  spread- 
ing, and  that  many  are  desirous  of  know* 
Sng  what  the  gospel  is.  One,  two,  or 
thiee  persons  occasionally  drop  in  at 
WMraing  or  eveniog  worship^  having 
fome  from  some  distance  to  satisfy 
Ihenselves  about  us,  and  our  object. 
I^ast  night,  six  persons  came  to  woiship, 
tworof  whom  remiuned  two  hours,  and 
iBolher,  a  learned  Brahmun,  three  hours, 
and  employed  the  whole  time  in  asking 
questions,  and  obtaining  information.  The 
questions  they  proposed  were,  as  far  as  I 
recollect,  the  following. — Where  was 
Jesus  Christ  born?  What  form  did  he 
assume  in  becoming  incarnate  P  What 
worsliip  does  Jesus  Christ  require  ?  What 
will  be  obtained  by  worshipping  him?  All 
o£  which  produced  discussions  into  which 
X  endeavoured  to  introduce  as  much  of 
the  substance  of  the  gospel  as  possible. 
Our  object,  however,  is  in  many  instances 
not  comprehended.  Several  persons  have 
cMledf  who  supposed  that  we  had  come 
here  for  the  purpose  oi  keeping  a  school. 
These  we  have  undeceived,  and  sent 
away  with  tracts,  after  communicating  to 
them  the  message  of  the  gospel.  It  is 
our  intention,  indeed,  to  attempt  the  in- 
struction of  a  few  native  ^rls,  when  our 
iufluence  may  be  such  as  to  prevail  upon 
the  parents  to  send  them.  The  schools 
amongst  the  natives  for  the  instruction  of 
boy$  are  numerous,  and  of  various  kinds, 
but  they  have  the  roost  rooted  antipathy 
against  the  education  of  the  female  sex, 
and  the  attempts  made  to  overcome  it, 
have  been  few,  and  only  partially  success- 
ful. Every  fresh  attempt,  however,  di- 
minishes the  quantity  of  ignorance,  and 
weakens  the  strength  of  the  preju- 
dice. 

We  are  all  at  present  in  gbod  health. 
Brother  Yate^  was  lately  very  ill.  Bro- 
ther Lawson  is  indefatigable  in  his  la- 
boars.  Brother  Peaice  has  accepted  one 
of  the  Secretaryships  of  the  Calcutta 
School  Society.    Mr,  Penney  is  also  ac« 


tively  engaged  in  schools.  Bfetbrcn  Sl 
Carey  and  Yates  are  Gommeactng  tlv^ 
Persian  and  Hindosi'ikanee  with  tlie 
view  of  preaching  to  MnssuJmen.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Corrie,  now  resident  In  Calcutta, 
and  brethren  Townley  and  Keith,  who 
are  zealously  engaged  in  thar  work,  havo 
been  reinforced  by  the  asrival  of  two 
new  Missionaries.

Extracts  from  BrotJier  Smth'9  Joumai, 

AugtM  8th.  A  durvesh  called,  who, 
after  hearing  the  gospel,  appeared  mueh 
affected » and  promised  to  call  again.  9th. 
XiOrd's-day.  Preached  at  Sicrole.  Prom 
thence  went  to  Ram-kuttora,  where  I  eoU 
lected  a  large  congregation,  who  listened 
to  tlie  word  with  much  attention.  10th» 
The  dttcvesh  called  with  a  Mussulman ; 
after  hearing  the  gospel,  he  said,  "  My 
heart  is  much  inclined  to  embrace  the 
Christiaa  religion;  pray  for  me,  that 
God  may  grant  me  the  desires  of  my 
heart"  11th.  Several  persons  called,  to 
whom  I  read  and  explained  the  Scripture, 
lliSth.  Conversed  with  a  sunyasee  in  the 
■  presence  of  many  people  at  Pruhlad-ghat. 
From  thence  went  to  the  Old  Fort,  and 
spoke  to  many.  Brother  Ram>t)iasa  con* 
versed  with  a  number  of  Brahmuns  close 
to  the  Thuttera  baxar ;  at  the  close,  a 
Brahmun  a&ked  him,  «  Of  what  cast  are 
you,  that  you  are  speaking  against  our 
religion?"  Brother  R.  sMd»  «I  was  for- 
merly a  Brahmun,  but  on  hearing  the 
gospel,  I  was  led  to  discover  the  evils  of 
heathenism;  therefore,  through  divine 
grace,  I  have  left  the  road  that  leadeth 
to  destruction,  and  have  believed  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Chrbt,  who  came  into  the 
world  to  satisfy  the  justice  of  God   by 

fiving  his  own  life  in  order  to  save  raan- 
ind  from  sin  and  hell."  The  Brahmuns 
and  others  wondered,  and  said,  "  Truly, 
this  is  a  good  man."  14th.  Went  out  with 
brother  Ram-Dasa  to  the  chowk,*  where 
we  saw  in  a  shop  a  jMcture  of  our  Lord 
on  the  cross.  Brother  R.  on  seemg  it, 
burst  into  tears,  saying,  "  Thus  the  Lord 
of  glory  suffered  and  died  for  our  sins." 
From  thence  I  went  to  the  house  of  a  rich 
native  of  Benares,  who  kindly  received 
me,  and  heard  the  gospel  with  much  at- 
tention. 16th.  Lord's-day.  Preached  at 
Sicrole.  The  Brahmun  who  was  present 
on  the  26th  ult.  called  again  and  ap- 
peared very  much  affected  at  the  dis- 
course. After  worship,  he  clasped  both  his 
hands,  and  said,  "  Sir,  ever  since  1  heard 
the  word  of  God,  my  mind  has  been 
,

rauefa  farmed.    I  wished  much  to  we 
yon ;  and,  agreeably  to  my  promise,  I 
called  itttown  to  ice  you,  but  not  finding 
your  houMe,  I  returned  home.    The  fol- 
lowing Sabbath  I  ealled  at  this  meeting 
house  very  early*  but  not  seeing  you,  I 
returned    home    very  sorrowful.      This 
morning,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  I 
have  found  you,  and  I  hope  you  will  take 
me  with  you,  a^id  iq^tiuct  me  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  :    I  am  ready  to 
forsake  all  for  Christ's  sake,"    When  the 
dinner  came  on  the  table,  I  asked  him 
to  eat ;  he  sat  down,  and  said,  **  Why 
■hpuld  I  be  bound  in  the  pride  of  cast, 
while  I  am  seeking  my  deliverance  from 
tin?"  The  spectators  wondered;    they 
thought  that  the  Missionaries  gave  the 
BrahmoDs  money;   but  now  they  see, 
that  it  is  nothing  but  the  love  of  Jesus 
which  draws  them  to  give  up  all.    On 
my  way  home,  I  addressed  the  people  in 
two  places ;  the  Brahmun  followed  me 
lioipe,  conversing  on  religions  subjects. 
After  a  few  hours,  he  took  leave,  re- 
questing me  to  send  brother  Ram-Dasa 
to  his  village  to-monow  morning,  and 
that  he  would  return  with  him  with  his 
Vother.    17th.  Early  in  the  morning, 
brother  Ram'Dasa  went  to  the  Brabmun^s 
house  at  Lartara,  about  five  miles  from 
Benares ;   he  found  him  conversing  with 
his  mother  and  brother  on  the  gospel. 
On  seeing  brother  R.  he  received  him 
very  kindly,  and  called  all  his  friends 
and  relations  to  hear  the  gospel,  when  a 
good  number  assembled.     Brother  R. 
read   and    explained  a  Hindee    tract; 
many   wondered,    and  one  exclaimed, 
*^  These  are  the  words  which  attracted 
our  friend  Maya-Dasa  ;  on  account  of 
^hich,  he  wishes  to  leave  his  mother, 
brother,  house,  land,  &c.    Now  all  our 
persuasions    will    not   draw    his    mind 
sway."    After  a  little  more  conversa- 
tion, Maya-Pasa  bade  farewell  to  all  his 
family  and  friends,  and  left  his  village : 
this  brother  accompanied   him   to   my 
houjie.     M^ya-DaBa    endeavoured    to 
^raw  his  brother  from  heathenism.    His 
brother  said,    *<  My  dear  brother,  say 
w|iat  you  ^ish,  but  I  cannot  give  up  my 
cast;^  and  returned  to  his  village.    25th. 
MayapDasa's  brother  called,  to  whom  I 
explained  the  word  of  life,  with  which 
he    appeared,  much   affected,  and  re- 
quested me  to  go  to  his  village  next  Sab- 
bath-day, and  preach  to  the  Brahmuns. 
S6th.  Preached  in  several  parts  of  the 
tpivn  to  crowds  of   people:    many  on 
hearing  the  gospel  appeared  roach  de- 
lighted.   87th.  Addressed  the  word  to  a 
crowd  of  people  at  Prahlad-ghat,  where 
a  woman  was  to  be  burned  aUve  with  the 
corpse  of  her  husband.    At  the  close  of 


the  discourses  a  Brahinun,  said,  <*  Yoifr 
scriptures  are  quite  contrary  to  ours; 
therefore  1  hope  you  will  not  speak 
much."  The  corpse  and  the  woman  were 
taken  to  Brumha-ghat,  where  they  in* 
tended  to  bum  her  with  the  corpse. 
After  they  had  performed  their  supersti- 
tious ceremonies,  they  placed  the  woman 
on  the  pile  with  the  corpse,  and  set  fire 
to  the  wood.  As  soon  as  the  flame 
touched  her,  she  jumped  off  the  pilei» 
and  fell  into  the  water.  Immediately 
the  Brahmuns  seized  her,  in  order  to  pot 
her  again  into  the  flames :  she  exclaimed, 
'*  Do  not  murder  me ;  I  don't  wish  to  be 
burned."  The  company's  officer  being 
present,  she  was  brought  home  safely. 
SOth.  Lord's-day.  Preached  at  Sicrole ; 
after  worship  went  with  the  two  en- 
quirers to  their  village  at  Lartara,  where 
about  fifty  persons  assembled,  and  heard 
the  gospel  with  great  attention.  Se^ 
veral  appeared  much  affected^  and  said, 
"  Truly  the  English  have  the  true  plan 
of  salvation."  After  our  friends  bad 
given  up  their  stone  gods,  &c.  they  left 
the  village,  saying,  **  We  used  to  wor- 
ship ignorantly  these  stonesi  instead  of 
the  living  God."

Extract  rf  a  Letter  from  Mr,  Hum^mn* 

Dated,  Sept  9, 181& 

For  the  last  six  weeksg  I  have  been 
visited  by  numbers  of  Afghans,  the  ma- 
jority of  whom  were  excellent  Arabic  and 
Persian  scholars,  nor  least  informed  in 
their  own  language,  the  Pushtoo,  or  as 
thej  pronounce  it,  Pokhto.  Some  of  these 
people  were  from  Peshour,  others  from 
Cabul,  and  others  from  the  banks  of  the 
Attock,  and  were  all  mouluvees,  readers 
of  the  korau,  &c.  in  the  service  of  Meer- 
khan,  the  once  predatory  RohiHa*  Araon^^ 
these  descendenls  of  the  ten  tribes  I  have 
at  length  been  so  happy  as  to  distribute 
the  stock  of  Matthew's  Gospel  in  Push- 
too, long  since  sent  up  to  me,  and  for 
which  1  sought  in  vain  even  one  anzioua 
reader,  or  worthy  recipient  at  Lucknow. 
The  Scriptures  of  Truth  now  first  put  into 
the  hands  of  this  interesting  people,  in 
Arabic,  Persian,  and  Pushtoo,  must  afford 
a  pleasing  hope  of  good  to  their  souls. 
Still  do  these  Afghans  continue  to  come 
tor  the  book  of  David  and  of  Jesus,  and 
give  many  intimations  of  their  esteem  for 
the  divine  word.  Some  of  them  being^ 
on  the  eve  of  quitting  Delhi  for  their 
respective  countries,  have  more  than  once 
asked  me  to  accompany  them,  with  a 
supply  of  the  word  of  God  for  their  ooun- 
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try  men,  who,' they  wj,  wiU  he  very  anzi- 
•lis  to  possess  and  search  the  writings  of 
.  inspiration. 

Nor  are  some  Mahometans  of  this  place 
less  desirous  of  possessing  the  volume  of 
revelation.  Besides  the  muoluvees  men- 
tioned in  former  communications,  another 
(quite  a  young  pian)  has  begged  the  loan 
of  an  Arabic  Bible  and  other  books. 
Some  of  equal,  and  others  of  Jess  note, 
have  either  called  on  me  or  solicited  the 
scriptures  during  my  walks  abroad:  an 
aged  and  ranch  respected  Sha-jee*  in 
particttJar  professes  great  veneration  for 
the  sacred  writings,  as  he  terms  them,  of 
Moses,  of  David,  and  of  Jesus ;  and  a 
persuasion  that  they  will  prepare  hira  for 
that  eternal  state  of  existence  to  which  he 
feeis  he  is  hastening. 

'Die  vints  of  the  Hindoos  are  more  fre- 
quent, and  the  circulation  of  the  divine 
word  and  tracts  amongst  them  more  ex« 
tensive:  my  conversadons  too  when  at 
the  ghats  and  other  places  of  resort  are 
confined  (not  from  choice  but  circumstan- 
ces) almost  exchisively  to  them :  some- 
times very  orderly  and  attentive  sipabees, 
pundits,  BrahmuHs,  &c.  and  not  unfre- 
quently  viragees,  gosaees,  or  the  common 
peo|de,  compose  my  auditory.  If  I  hap- 
pen to  have  tracts  in  my  hand,  they  are 
wdl  received,  after  a  discussion  of  Chris- 
tian truths  and  Hindoo  errors ;  otherwise 
they  follow  me  home,  or  visit  me  the  foU 
lowing  day. 

Thus  am  I  going  about  sowing  the  seed 
of  God*s  word,  and  endeavouring  to  give 
a  (me  coarse  to  the  waters  of  life  through 
all  the  wilderness  around  me.  Among  the 
Europeans,  I  am  happy  to  say  there  are 
some  tokens  for  good  in  one ;  not  pro- 
duced by  the  late  ministiy  of  the  word, 
hut  tbrongli  a  course  of  painful  affliction, 
reading,  (especially  the  Bible  with  notes), 
and  the  remembrance  of  what  was  long 
since  heard  from  the  lips  of  my  highly 
esteemed  pastors.  Numerous  are  the  re- 
marks he  brings  to  mind,  and  we  com- 
ment upon  them  for  our  mutual  profit. 

As  to  books  for  Delhi,  I  beg  yuu  will 
send  me  the  Divine  word  for  all  the 
neighbouring  states.  It  is  in  my  heart  to 
visit  with  the  words  of  salvation,  whatever 
may  be  my  reception,  the  whole  continent 
of  India  j  to  traverse  every  country,  and 
speak  to  every  people,  language,  and 
tonguCf  beginning  at  Delhi,  and  proceed- 
ing graduaily  all  around  to  the  darkest 
and  most  distant  provinces.

Bbothkb  Domingo  D'Crui^, 
(say  the  Serampore  brethren,) 
has  been  to  Calcutta  for  his  fa- 
mily; has  returned  to  this  sta* 
tion;  and  has  sent  us  his  first 
Journal  of  labours  at  Midnapore, 
He  describes  the  place  as  popu- 
lous ;  and  manifests  a  good  de« 
gree  of  zeal  in  his  conversations 
with  the  natives. 


CAWNPORE. 


LetUr  from  Nriputa  -  Singha,  a  Native 
Preacher,  to  Mr,  Ward. 

Dated,  Oct,  9,  1818. 

One  day  on  our  return  from  preaching, 
a  sipahee  followed  us,  and  asked  me  if 
the  saheb  came  from  Serampore  (meaning 
Serjeant  Lewis)  ;  I  answered  in  liic  neg&« 
tive.  He  acknowledged  having  been  at 
Serampore  a  long  time  ago,  and  having  got 
a  gospel  there,  which  he  said  had  taken 
much  effect  on  his  mind ;  and  whereas  he 
used  to  call  Ham-Ram,  &c.  &c.  he  now 
calls  Yisooj  Yisoo,  a  thousand  times  a 
day.  ^  He  came  with  us  to  worship,  and 
promised  to  attend ;  I  met  him  on  the 
road  once  •  since,  and  asked  why  he  did 
not  attend  :  he  said  that  he  was  on  duty. 

A  raja  sent  for  me  once  last  month.  I 
went  to  him,  and  took  brother  Bahadur 
with  me.  He  received  us  very  kindly,  and 
ceiled  for  his  pundit,  and  desired  them  to 
discourse  with  me  ;  so  they  both  asked  me 
a  few  questions  j  but  they  told  their  master^ 
that  ihey  were  not  able  to  talk  with  me, 
and  they  acknowledged  that  what  I  said 
was  true.  Why  then,  said  I,  do  you  go 
on  in  the  wrong  ?  they  answered,  it  was 
for  their  bellies.  They  then  read  to  the 
raja  the  2d  chapter  of  Matthew;  after  a 
while  he  took  the  book  out  of  my  hand, 
and  read  himself,  and  returned  it  to  me, 
on  which  I  offered  the  book  to  him,  and 
some  more,  if  he  would  accept  of  them. 
I  am  •  sorr_y  he  did  not,  but  seemed 
very  well  pleased  all  the  time.  I  staid 
there  near  two  hours  speaking  of  the 
Blessed  Messiah.

The  foliowuig  Extracts  are  made 
firotn  the  Journal  of  Carapiet 
Chator  Aratooo  on  his  way 
from  Agra  to  Surat. 

February  17tk»  Earl  v  in  the  morning* 
marched  with  the  troops,  and  arrived  at 
FhHte-po0ra»  an  old  city  surroimded  by 
high  walls,  and  containing  the  largest 
mosque  I  ever  saw,  built  with  fine  marole. 
The  greater  part  of  the  building  is  still 
Ilk  very  good  order ;  there  are  many  rooms 
hi  it,  above  and  below,  for  phnkeers  and 
pilgrims;  but  I  saw  none  there  ezo^t 
those  who  live  there  on  alms.  Not  far 
from  this  famous  mosque,  is  a  very  large 
palace  which  once  belonged  to  some  of 
the  kings  of  Hindoost'han.  It  is  built  of 
led  stone.  The  walls  appear  to  be  about 
a  mile  round.  The  palace  is  fallen  down, 
though  some  parts  are  still  standing,  par- 
ticularly one  or  two  rooms  which  are  in 
very  good  order.  I  went  from  thence  to 
the  market-place,  and  spoke  with  a  few 
persons,  and  distributed  &5  copies  of 
Mark's  gospel  in  Hindee,  and  20  copies 
€f  scripture  extracts  in  Peisian.  The 
people  wanted  more  books,  but  ez{>ecting 
to  go  to  Juya-poora  or  to  Ajmeer,  X 
thought  those  would  be  the  best  places  in 
which  to  distribute  them.  18t/t.  Arrived 
at  Kb  ana,  and  gave  a  shop-keeper  a  copy 
of  Mark's  gospel.  19th,  Arrived  at  Boo- 
dal,  where  I  had  an  opportunity  of  dis. 
tributing  ^0  scripture  extracts  in  Persian* 
SOtft.  After  encamping  close  to  Bjaoa  and 
Sekundur,  I  went  to  a  village,  and  after  a 
long  discourse  about  the  heart's  being 
desperately  wicked  while  without  Christ, 
I  distributed  25  copies  of  Matthew,  25  of 
Mark,  and  16  copies  of  John  in  Uiodee, 
and  after  prayer  left  them.  gist.  After 
our  arrival  at  Sookoota,  I  went  apipng  the 
people ;  I  had  soon  a  large  crowd  round 
me,  when  I  began  to  speak  of  the  mercy 
and  salvation  of  God  prepared  for  pe- 
rishing sinners.  After  my  discourse,  dis- 
tributed 63  copies  of  Mathew«  and  50  of 
Mark  in  Hindee,  10  scripture  extracts  in 
Persian,  and  in  our  camp  7  English  tracts. 
t2d.  Arrived  at  Hindona,  and  distributed 
S!.  copies  of  Matbew  in  Hindee.  ^4*  At 
Pipuloda,  after  a  long  argument,  distri* 
buted  the  scriptures  among  the  people* 
I  was  obliged  to  go  to  my  tent  thrice  for 
books.  With  great  pleasure  I  supplied 
them  with  54  copies  of  Matthew,  sild  of 
Mark,  120  of  the  Acts  and  Romans  in 
Hindee,  2  copies  of  tlie  four  Gospels  in 
Persian,  35  copies  of  scripture  extracts, 
1  Hin^oost'hanee  New  Testament  in  the 
Persian  character,  and  afterwards  in  our 
canjj;»  3  English  tracts.     24tA.  Early  in 


the  mo^iiog  %t  Sk^  after  le^diog 
and  explaining  part  i>Jk  Matthew's  gos- 
pel, I  dbtributed  31  copiesi  of  Mat- 
thew's cospel*  and  25  of  Mark's,  in  Hin- 
dee. After  this,  Arrived  to  £.hooshalguf , 
where  we  encamped  this  day.  After  a 
short  conversation  with  the  poor  dark  Hio- 
doos  of  this  placo,  I  distributed  185  co- 
pies of  Matthew's  gospel,  26  of  Mark's, 
and  81  of  the  Acts,  all  in  Hindee,  and  24 
copies  of  the  four  Gospels  in .  Persian* 
^5tk,  No  marching  to>day,  for  w«  had 
heavy  raia*  After  breakfast  w«nt  among 
the  people,  and  was  with  them  till  thr«e 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  distributed 
among  them  3  copies  of  the  four  Gospds» 
22  copies  of  scripture  extracts,  50  copies 
of  Matthew's  gospel  In  Persian ;  57  c(^ 
pies  of  Mark's  gospel  in  Hiude«,  and 
2  Hio4oost'hanee  New  Testaments  in 
PersAn  character.  During  the  day,  s 
fine  young  man  on  horseback  caana.  to  my 
tent  with  his  servants,  inquiring  for  mcb 

1  went  out  and  received  him  into  my  tenti 
where  we  entered  into  along  conversation 
about  true  Christianity.  He  ask«Ki  bm 
what  I  thought  of  the  Koman  Cathotie 
confession  of  8in.s  to  the  priest,  and  of 
worshipping  pictures*  I  told  him,  that  any 
thing  not  found  in  the  word  of  God,  la 
not  the  command  of  Gfid,  but  tho  tradition 
of  men.  He  said,  his  name  was  Hoseen* 
Alee-Khan,  and  tliat  he  was  ona  of  Mee«* 
Khan's  chiefs.  He  said  hQ  had  seen  • 
good  padree  at  Agra  long  ago,  whoM 
name  was  Chamberlain.  He  confessed 
that  padree  ChamberlaiA  Qonvnced  him 
of  his  errors,  and  that  heii  was  goiBg  t« 
g^ve  up  hi^  ca^,  and  embrace  Christ;  for 
by  the  said  padree's  preaching  he  wat 
made  afraid  at  heaiing  of  the  state  of  the 
departed  souls  of  sinners.  He  added^ 
that  he  was  obliged  to  leave  Agra  to  nt« 
tend  his, duty,  therefore  he  was  kept  back* 
When  I  asked  him  of  hiii  present  inten- 
tions respecting  what  was  once  in  his 
mind,  he  said*  **  Certainly,  I  will  think 
again  on  the  subject."  As  a  good  proof 
of  his  sincerity*  he  said  that  he  had  come 
nearly  eight  miles  on  purpose  to  see  me. 
As  soon  as  I  told  him  of  the  Hindoost'ha* 
nee  complete  New  Testament^  he  seemed 
exceedingly  happy*  and  jumped  up  from^ 
his  seat.  He  begged  me  to  let  him  liAve 
one,  which  he  should  think  a  very,  great 
favour.     I  accordingly  gave  him  a  copy» 

2  copies  of  the  four  Gospels  in  Persian, 
4  copies  of  scripture  extracts,  and  a  few 
copies  of  Matthew's  gospel  in  Persian* 
He  said  that  he  took  all  these  for  himself 
and  for  his  friends.  At  last  he  parted 
from  me  in  the  moat  friendly  manner. 
26th,  At  Mainaroora  I  distributed  4  co- 
pies of  the  Persian  four  Gospel^  26  of 
Matthew  in  Persian#  and  SL  copies  of 
Mark  in  Hindee. 
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The  health  of  Mr.  Coultart 
havitig  been  considerably  im- 
proved by  his  residence  for  some 
months  in  England,  he  returned 
to  Kingston,  with  Mrs.  Coultart^ 
^ate  Miss  Green,  of  Salisbury,)  in 
the  latter  end  of  November. 

We  give  a  few  extracts,  in 
chronological  succession,  from 
letters  received  from  our  Mis- 
sionaries in  this  island. 

Mti  KHching  to  Dr.  Ryland. 

Kingston,  Jvly  9,  181*>. 

Our  congregation,  i  think»  continaes 
as  good  .as  evtr,  and  if  any  thing,  it  is  on 
4he  increase ;  and  had  yve  a  larger  cha- 
pelf  there  is  no  doubt  bat  more  would 
attend.  We  have  endea toured  to  do 
nil  we  can  to  accommodate  sudi  as  wish 
to  worship  with  us,  but  we  find  it  impos- 
iible  to  do  all  we  would  wish  in  the  pre- 
aeat  chapel.  The  enlargemeBt  we  have 
made  is  temporary  only,  and  it  is  a 
•question  whether  it  will  be  of  any  use 
to  us  or  not  in  the  rainy  season.  N&y>  I 
do  not  know  whether  we  shall  be. able  to 
go  to  the  chdpel  itself  after  heavy  rain, 
JK  not»  cm  the  account  of  its  situation. 

I  have  been  at  Spaoisb  Town  three 
times  since  brother-  and  sister  Godden 
went  thither  to  reside;  the  third  time  was 
last  Monday*  Brother  Oodden  has  taken 
M  hoBse^  wlachi  lihink,  will  do  both  for 
a  chapel  and  residence  for  a  time.  He 
expected  to  procure  a  license  on  the 
Taesday,  and  though  I  have  not  heard 
whetiier  he  succeeded  or  not»  yet  I 
have  very  little  doubt  of  it. 


Estracts  from  Mr,  Godd^n*$  JoumaU 
Spanith  Town,  Lotd's-day, 

July  11,  1819. 

Tnis  moriungf  at  seven,  I  began,  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  tell  the  people 
of  the  mercy  of  Ood,  We  opened  the 
•tcfvice  by  singing  a  few  verses  com- 
posed on  the  occasion ;  read,  and  briefly 
expounded  the  20th  of  Exodus,  enlarging 
on  the  last  clause  of  the  24th  verse,  by  a 
few  observations  appropriate  to  our  si- 
tuation and  circumstances.  We  then 
prayed,  sang  the  Tenth  Hymn  in  the 
First  Book,  and  preached  from  Matt, 
xxii.  42;  "  What  think  ye  of  Christ?" 
In  doing  which,  we  inquiVed  what  were 
our  thoughts  of  the  dignity  of  his  person 
—the  perfection  of  his  moral  character 


— ^the  extent  of  his  authdrity — the  design 
of  his  mtssfon-^the  efficacy  of  his  work— 
the  plenitude  of  his  grace^-the  preva- 
lence of  his  intercession — the  methodi 
of  his  government,  i.  e.  of  the  world  anrl 
the  church— and  the  dispensations  of  his 
Providence.  The  whole  was  applied  to 
the  conscience  by  suitable  remarks  rising 
out  of  the  subject.  I  trust  I  felt  my  ser- 
mon— I  certainly  enjoyed  much  liberty* 
and  great  boldness  in  testifying  of  hina; 
whom  my  soul  loves  supremely— our 
congregation  rather  large,  and  very  at* 
tcntive.  At  a  quarter-past  four,  began 
again  by  singing — explained  the  lOtfc 
of  Romans,  pressed  the  13th  verse  witli 
all  ray  might — and  preached  from  Isaiak 
1.  10.  The  house,  yard,  piazzas,  and 
windows,  crowded.  My  coat,  &c.  were 
wet  with  perspiration.  Some  say  moi|i 
than  600  were  present.  The  entlmsiasm 
of  the  people,  because  of  the  ministry,  if 
beyond  all  description — may  it  be  eSoa» 
tual  for  Christ's  sake. 

Thursday,  July  15. — Preached  from 
Isaiah  Ixvi.  2, (last  clause,)  to  a  crowded 
assembljr,  chiefly  coloured  people,  well 
dressed — very  attentive.  I  feel  quite 
happy  in  these  laborious  exercises,  at 
yet— the  general  character  rouses  every 
power — engages  every  energy.  But  I 
use,  all  the  delicacy,  and  tenderness* 
and  plainness,  and  faithfulness,  ^ 
which  I  am  capable.  Many  Jews  attend 
— may  the  glaring  evidences  of  Chris* 
tlanity  seize  their  souls. 

Lord*s-dav,  July  18. — Congregation 
small  in  the  morning,  on  account  of 
the  rains  last  evening — felt  dull — cold, 
and  iinhap^  because  nnholy.  In  the 
afternoon,  I  felt  otherwise — solemn— 
deeply  affected^— and  willing  to  irapa]pt 
my  very  soul  to  the  people,  if  by  sucii 
means  I  could  save  any.  I  preached 
from  Judges  iii.  SO:  *'  T  have  a  message 
from  God  unto  thee.*  I  did  not  forget 
the  Jews,  nor  the  English,  nor  the  yo«t)i 
present — we  had  a  large  audience. 


Mr,  Godden  to  a  Friend  hi  England. 
Spaniih  Toiofh  Aug.  31,  ]819« 

TnERn  has  been  a  sad  mortality  in 
Kingston  lately,  chiefly  among  the  troops 
and  the  seamen.  Mr.  Adams,  the  Me- 
thodist minister  at  Spanish  Town,  died  on 
the  18th  instant.  He  was  a  healthy-look- 
ing young  man,  and  obtained  a  licence  to 
preach  the  day  aller  we  landed  I  Mr. 
Humberstone,  minister  in  the  church  at 
Kingston,  has  fallen  also  into  the  chilly 
embraces  of  the  King  of  Terrors.  How 
thankful  ought  we  to  be,  that  heallh 
and  cheerfulness  are  still  afforded  !  Do, 
my  brother,  johi    jour  praises  wiih  ours 
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at  the  divine  footstool.  We  shall  pro- 
duce uo  confusioa'~our  Father  can  fully 
comprehend  the  meaning  of  every  thank- 
ful expression,  though  blended  in  its 
ascent  with  millions  from  other  persons 
and  languages !  How  perfect  is  God ! 

It  is  my  earnest  and  devout  endeavour 
to  preach  Christ,  and  to  keep  self  behind. 
I  think  I  would  suffer  any  thing  rather 
than  not  preach  him,  who,  I  hope,  is 
inore  lovely  every  way  to  my  soul  than 
all  besides.  I  feel  I  am  a  poor  sinner, 
a  weak  Christian,  labouring  under  the 
intolerable  weight  of  a  body  of  sin — 
groaning  as  I  creep  towards  heaven. 
But,  my  brother,  1  cannot  help  weeping 
now  for  joy,  that  I  feel  also  the  omnipo- 
tent Jesus  supports  me!  .1  have  no  moral 
strength — but  my  poor  soul,  with  all  its 
sin,  weakness,  and  meanness,  is  cast  on 
Jesus ;  and  I  feel  too,  that  hell,  with  all  its 
horrors,  ought  to  be  my  portion,  for  being 
destitute  of  the  most  perfect  love  to  him 
for  one  moment ! 

You  will  be  happy  to  hear  my  congre- 
gation continues  to  increase.  We  are  in  a 
lair  way  to  do  well — I  think  it  a  merey. 
I  preach  twice  on  the  Sabbath— in  the 
interval  I  teach  some  young  men  to  read 
and  sing ;  on  Thursdays,  in  the  evening, 
I  preach  also.  Last  liord's-day  evening 
improved  the  death  of  Mr.  Adams — 
place  far  too  small  for  the  congregation. 
I  am  willing  to  bear  all  things  for  the 
gospel's  sake. 

A  later  communication  from 
Mr.  Kitching,  contains  the  mourn- 
ful intelligence  of  the  death  of 
that  excellent  female  Missionary, 
Mrs.  Godden.  This  letter  will 
appear  in  our  next  Number.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  Rev.  Come- 
Uut  Traveller,  dated 

Madras,  flfay  1«,  1819. 
The  Heatlien  are  inquiring,  becoming 
serious,  and  some  are  converted  ;  one  is 
united  in  Church-membership  with  us, 
and  continues  steadfast,  notwithstanding 
the  fierce  persecution  he  has  had  to  ex- 
perience.   I  hope,  ere  long,  he  will  be- 


come a  herald  of  salvation,  and  throagb 
him  the  Word  of  Life  will  be  sounded 
forth  in  all  the  regions  round  about.  Th« 
Brethren  have  placed  him  under  tej 
care  for  instrerction,  and  he  is  now  study* 
ing  books  on  divinity,  writing  English 
exercises,  translating  catechisms  into  thd 
Tamul  language.  I  have  given  him 
your  sermons  to  translate,  some  of  which 
be  has  preached  to  native  Christians^ 
and  heathen,  in  their  own  tongue.  I 
thought  it  prudent  that  he  should  d« 
this  at  first,  it  being  a  means  of  storing 
his  mind  with  Divine  truth.  It  will 
also  teach  him  the  method  observed  in 
the  composition  of  sermons.  I  trust 
God  will  keep  him  faithful ;  his  oondoct« 
since  under  my  care,  has  been  consist- 
ent;  his  disposition  humble,  and  hit 
concern  for  lira  countrymen  such  as  a& 
fords  satisfactory  proof  of  his  conversion 
to  God,  and  his  desire  Co  honour  Christ* 
Pray  for  him,  I  beseech  yon,  that  he 
may  continue  an  ornament  to  the  canse 
of  our  blessed  Redeemer. 

Since  my  arrival  at  Madras,  1  have  had 
two  public  disputations  with  Brahmins^ 
who  actually  requested  an  investigatioa 
into  the  Christian  religion,  when  I  un- 
dertook to  prove  the  infinite  superiority 
of  the  Christian  scheme  of  salvation  to 
any  other,  and  the  absurdity  of  idol  wor- 
ship, even  upon  rational  principles,  and 
the  guilt  attached  to  all  who  adhere  to 
it.  My  house,'on  the  first  evening,  waa 
numerously  attended  with  both  Brah- 
mins, and  others  of  different  castes,  4m>. 
sides  a  number  of  the  descendents  of 
£uropean8.  On  the  second,  it  was 
crowded  to  excess,  and  my .  veroudof » 
both  back  and  front,  were  occupied  by 
the  natives.  After  making  a  nnmber  of 
inquiries  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  na« 
^ural  and  moral  tendency  of  their  re- 
ligion, and  then  to  institute  a  comparison 
between  it  and  the  Christian,  we  were 
detained.  The  question  I  proposed  ap- 
peared too  intricate  for  the  Brahmin's 
solution ;  and  being  anable  to  give  satis- 
faction, on  being  urged  repeatedly  to 
do  so,  he  was  severely  animadverted 
upon  by  the  numerous  friends  he  had 
called  together,  and  has  since  been  the 
object  of  sport  and  derision  of  the 
greater  pact  of  his  countrymen  who  were 
present  on  the  occasion.

The  anticipations  of  our  admirable  Poet»  respecting  the 
blessings  ^ich  would  accrue  to  these  nations  from  the  defeat  of 
the  measures  which  were  pursued  during  the  last  four  years  of 
Queen  Anne,-^measures  which  portended  tyranny  and  blood, — 
have  been 'fully  realized  in  the  secure  enjoyment  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty  under  the  illustrious  reign  ot  each  successive 
$overei«;n  of  the  H6use  of  Brunswick;  but  in  neither  of  the 
fornier  reigns,  in  so  marked  and  distinguished  a  manner  as 
during  that  of  our  late  august  and  lamented  Monarch. 

Feeling,  as  we  do,  that,  as  Protestant  Dissenters,  we  aire  prin- 
cipally indebted  for  the  continuance  and  enlargement  of  our 
religious  pi'ivileges,  to  the  justice  and  a^ection  of  the  late  King, 
We  should  be  inexcusably  criminal  were  we  not  to  seize' the  present 
mournful  opportunity  of  recording  the  gratitude  we  feel  for  his 
protractt^d  reign,  and  the  reverence  we  cherish  for  his  memory^ 
We  do  not  use  the  language  of  unmerited  eulogy  when  we  say, 
that  our  late  lamented  Monarch  exemplitied  the  divine' maxini 'of 
government  ;-T-"  He  tlmt  ruleth  over  men,  must  be  just',  riiling  iii 
the  fear  of  God  ;"t  —  and  also  the  truth  of  the  observation,  that 
"the  memory  of  the  just,"  and  especially  of  just  Monarchs, 
"  is  blessed."  §

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*'  Throne  him  on  high  upon  a  shining  seat* 

Last  and  profaneness  dying  at  his  feet* 

While  round  his  head  the  laurel  and  the  olive  meet 

At  his  right  hand  pile  up  the  English  laws 

In  sacred  volumes;  theuce  the  Monarch  draws 

His  wise  and  just  commands 

Rise,  ye  old  sages  of  the  Britisli  Isle, 

On  the  fair  tablet  cast  a  reverend  smile, 

And  bless  the  piece  ;  these  statutes  are  your  own. 

That  sway  the  cottage*  and  direct  the  throne ; 

People  and  Prince  arc  one  in  George's  name, 

Their  joys,  their  dangers,  and  their  laws  the  same.** 

His  late  Majesty  was  the  first  son  of  Frederick  Prince  of 
WaleSy  and  his  consort  the  Princess  Augusta  of  Saxe-Gotha.  He 
was  born  on  the  24th  of  May,  1738,  which,  by  the  alteration  of 
the  style  in  1752,  became  the  4th  of  June.  His  royal  father  died 
in  the  year  1753,  when  the  late  King  wa»  about  thirteen  ye^s  of 
age.  It  IS  probable,  therefore,  that  his  example  produced  some 
influence  upon  the  mind  of  the  young  Prince,  as  be  is  said  to 
have  been  a  friend  both  to  morality  and  serious  religion.* 

It  was  happy  for  our  late  Monarch,  that  his  early  education 
was  intrusted  to  the  excellent  Dr.  Ascough,  afterwards  Dean  of 
Bristol.  In  a  letter  written  by  him  to  Dr.  Doddridge,  dated 
Feb.  10, 1744-5,  when  his  royal  pupil  was  under  six  years  of  age» 
Doctor  A,  says,  "  Good  Sir, — I  am  obliged  to  you  for  the  con- 
gratulations for  t1>e  honotir  his  Royal  Highness  has  lately  done  me 
in  trusting  me  with  the  cdueattoo  of  his  children.  I  am  truly 
sensible  of  the  difficulties,  as  well  as  the  advantages  of  the  sta- 
tion I  am  placed  in.  *  *  I  thank  God,  I  have  one  great  en- 
couragement to  quicken  me  in  my  duty,  which  is,  the  good  dis- 
position of  the  children  intrusted  to  me :  as  an  instance  of  it, 
I  must  tell  you,  that  Prince  George  (to  his  honour  and  my  shame) 
had  learned  several  pages  in  your  little  book  of  verses,  without 
any  directions  from  me" 

It  appears  too  that  the  Princess  Dowager,  the  King's  mother, 
was  an  excellent  person,  and  much  concerned  that  the  Prince 
should  be  well  instructed,  and  that  his  morals  should  be  preserved 
uucontaminated  by  the  licentiousness  of  the  age.  In  conversation, 
Oct.  15,  1752,  with  Lord  Doddington,  who  made  some  inquiries 
respecting  the  education  and  disposition  of  Prince  George,  she 
replied,  that  "I'knew  him  almost  as  well  as  she  did  ;  that  be  was 
very  honest ;  that  she  did  not  believe  the  Prince  took  very  parti- 
cularly to  any* about  him,  except  Prince  Edward  his  brother; 
and  she  was  very  glad  of  it, — for  the  young  people  of  quality 
were  so  ill  educated,  and  so  very  vicious,  that  they  frightened 
her.  I  told  her,"  adds  the  Baron,  **  I  thought  it  a  great  hap- 
piness that  he  showed  no  disposition  to  any  great  excesses,  and 
begged   to  know  what  were  his  affections  and  passions."    She 

*  Lady  Charlotte  £•  being  once  asked  by  the  Prmce  ofWales  (the  late  King's

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repeated,  "  that  he  was  a  very  honest  boy,  and  that  his  chief  pas- 
lion  seemed  to  be  for  £dwara.''t 

The  religious  sentiments  and  feelings  of  the  late  King,  while  he 
was  a  minor,  may  be  further  judged  of  from  the  circumstance,  that 
when  Dr.  Leland  published  his  "  View  of  Deistical  Writers,"  his 
Royal  Highness,  then  in  the  bloom  of  youth,  purchased  a  number 
of  copies  to  the  amount  of  £lOO,  merely  for  distribution  among 
bis  personal  friends.  | 

It  was  at  a  period  when  vice  and  infidelity  had  made  terrible 
ravages  on  the  state  of  morals  and  the  welfare  of  society,  that 
this  excellent  Prince  came,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two,  to  the 
British  Throne,  his  heart  being  yet  tender,  and  his  mind  imbued 
with  a  reverence  for  the  HolyScriptures,  and  a  love  to  morality 
and  religion.  These  dispositions  were  immediately  displayed  in 
his  public  acts,  and  that  at  a  time,  when  a  serious  regard  for 
religion  could  not  seem  to  promote  the  popularity  of  the 
Sovereign.  The  first  address  delivered  by  the  late  King  to  his 
Parliament  is  a  proof  of  these  remarks.  "  Born  and  educated,'' 
said  he,  *'  in  this  country,  /  glorj^  in  the  name  of  Briton ;  and 
the  peculiar  happiness  of  my  life  will  ever  consist  in  promoting 
the  welfare  of  a  people,  whose  loyalty  and  warm  affection  to  me 
I  shall  consider  as  the  greatest  and  most  permanent  security  of 
my  throne ;  and  I  doubt  not,  but  their  steadiness  in  those  prin- 
ciples will  equal  the  firmness  of  my  invariable  resolution  to 
adhere  to  and  strengthen  this  excellent  constitution,  and  to 

MAINTAIN  THE  TOLERATION   INVIOLABLE.     The   civil    and 

religions  rights  of  my  loving  subjects,  are  equally  dear  to  me 
with  the  most  valuable  prerogatives  of  my  crown  :  and  as  the 
surest  foundation  of  the  whole,  and  the  best  means  of  drawing 
down  the  divine  favour  upon  my  reign ,  it  is  my  fixed  purpose  to 
countenance  atid  encourage  the  practice  of  true  religion  and  virtue.'^ 
This  pious  resolution  was  immediately  carried  into,  effect,  by 
the  King  s  issuing  "  A  Proclamation  for  the  encouragement  of 
piety  and  virtue,  and  for  preventing  and  punishing  vice,  pro- 
faneuess,  and  immorality."  This  royal  document  abounds  with 
the  most  pious  and  well-expressed  religious  sentiments,  but  is  too 
long  for  insertion  here.  One  extract  wilt  be  sufficient  to  mark  its 
excellence.  <^  And  we  do  expect,  and  require,  that  all  persons 
of  honour,  or  in  place  of  authority,  will  give  good  example  by 
their  own  piety  and  virtue,  and  to  their  utmost  contribute  to  the 
discountenancing  persons  of  dissolute  and  debauched  lives,  that 
they  being  by  that  means  brought  to  shame  and  contempt,  for 
their  loose  and  evil  actions  and  behaviour,  may  be  thereby  ako 
enforced  the  sooner  to  reform  their  ill  habits  and  practices,  and 
that  the  visible  displeasure  of  good  men  towards  them  niay  (as 
far  as  possible)  supply  what  the  laws  (probably)  canqot  altogether 
prevent."  The  King  married  Charlotte  Sophia,  Princess  of 
Mechlenburgh  Strelitz,  September  8,  179^1  ^V^^  on  the  22nd 
of  the  same  month,  their  Majesties  MT^r^  crowned  together 
in  Westminster  Abbey.  On  this  occasion,  when  his  Majesty 
received  the  sacrament,  whic(i  i§  part  of  the  ceremony,    he

I  advised  with  the  Archbishop,  if  it  were  not  proper  to  take  off 
I  his  crown  during  ^the  solemnity.  His  Grace  hesitated.  The 
I  King  immediately '  removed  it,  and  placed  it  by  his  side,  until 
I  he  had  partaken: of  the  elements  which  represent  the  death 
I  of  HIM,  who  is  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords.  It  is  said 
I  too,  that  the  same  night,  when  he  retired  to  resit,  his  Majesty 
I  composed  a  solemn  prayer,  imploring  a  blessing  on  his  future 
I  reign,  which  was  seen  on  his  table  the  next  morning. 
I  Some  of  our  readers  will  recollect  the  period,  when  it  was  first 
I  intimated  to  the  public  that  his  Majesty's  intellects  had  become 
I  disordered  by  the  terrible  malady  of  insanity.  This  was  in  No- 
I  vember,  1788.  It  pleased,  however,  the  Father  of  Mercies  to 
I  grant  him  a  restoration  of  his  reason,  and  an  ability  to  execute 
I  again  the  powers  and  prerogatives  of  royalty.  The  writer  well 
I  remembers  the  joy  which  pervaded  all  parts  of  the  community, 
I  when,  in  grand  procession,  his  Majesty  went  to  Saint  Paul's  Ca- 
I  thedral,  April  23,  1789,  to  return  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  his 
I    gracious  interposition. 

I        This  malady  returned  in  1811,  from  which  period  the   late 

I    Monarch  has  ceased  to  exercise  the  functions  of  royalty.     Du- 

I    ring  this  gloomy  seclusion,  the  Royal  Family  has  been  visited  by 

I    repeated  strokes  of  affliction,  which  could  he  have  known  and 

I    felty   would   have  harrowed  up   the  feelings  of  his   heart   with 

I    the   most  painful  emotions^      Our  readers  will  know   that  we 

I    allude  to  the  deaths  of  Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess  Charlotte 

I    of  Wales,   Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  and  His  Royal    Highness 

I    Edward,  Duke  of  Kent,  &c.     For  upwards  of  nine  years,  the. late 

I    King  has  been  confined   to   his  royal   palace  at  Windsor,  and 

shut  out  from  the  eyes  of  his  people  ;  but  he  retained  the  same 

r  place  in  their  affections,  and  shared  in   their  prayers.     Never 

perhaps  did  any  Monarch,  who  had  reigned  so  long,  so  entirely 

enjoy  the  confidence  and  possess  the  affections  of  the  millions 

of  his  subjects.    An  anecdote  of  the  Ki^ig,  told  in  any  company, 

marking  his  regard  for  his  people,   or  his  reverence  tor  religion, 

wou^d  fix' every  one's  attention,  and  draw  forth  the  most  lively 

expressions  of  loyalty  and  regret.     He  was   universally   recog- 

I    nized  as  possessing,  in  an  eminent  degree,  all  the  characteristic 

I    features  of  a  patriot  King.     It  was  a  happy  event  for  pro- 

I    9ioting  the  instruction  and  comfort  of  the  lower  classes  of  society, 

that  Joseph  Lancaster,   so   soon  after  he  had  commenced  his 

improved  mode  of  education,  was  introduced  to  his  Majesty  at 

Weymouth.    The  King  no  sooner  heard  of  his  plan  foi;  cheap 

and  universal  instruction,  than  he  resolved  to  patronize  and 

support  it ;    which  he  did  by  subscribing  100  guineas  annually. 

It  was  on  this  occasion,  in  presence  of  the  late  Duke  of  Kent 

and  other  branches  of  the  Royal  Family,  that  His  Majesty  uttered 

the  jpious  and  benevolent  expression,  "  1  hope  the  time  willcome 

when  every  poor  child  in  my  dominions  will  he  able  to  read  the 

Bible***    The  ))ublicit^  which  was  given  to  this  desire  of  the 

I    Kingt  ^ave  a  powerful  impetus  to  the  exertions  of  all  ranks  in 

j    promoting  the  scriptural  instruction  of  the  poor.    And  the  cir- 

!        *  These  were  the  precise. words  uttered  by  His  Majesty,  as  they  were  rerated 
by  the  late  Duke  of  Kent  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Collyer. 


cumstance  of  the  royal  patronage  being  given  to  m  Protestant 
Dissenter,  (a  Quaker,)  was  probably  the  chief  cause  of  rousing 
the  clergy  of  the  established  Church  to  found  the  **  National 
Institution  for  educating  the  children  of  the  poor  according  to 
tfie  principles  of  the  established  Church  ;'*  a  society  which  will 
doubtless  do  much  to  remove  ignorance,  but  which,  from  its 
exclusive  system,  either  expels  the  children  of  Dissenters,  or 
forces  them  to  learn  and  respect  principles  abhorrent  to  the  sen- 
timents of  their  parents.  It  is  highly  probable  that,  but  for  the 
seal  of  his  late  Majesty  in  this  noble  work,  neither  of  the  large 
Institutions  for  national  instruction  would  have  existed ;  and  we 
much  iear  that  the  death  of  the  King,  through  the  loss  of  his 
subscription  and  of  the  influence  of  his  name,  will  be  fatally  felt 
by  the  "  British  and  Foreign  School  Society,*'  (formerly  the  Lan- 
casterian ;)  a  society  which  all  classes  of  Protestant  Dissenters 
are  loudly  called  upon  to  support.  The  attention  which  his  late 
Majesty  paid  to  what  he  heard  in  public  worship,  and  his  rigid 
regard  to  his  promises,  cannot  be  better  illustrated  than  by  the 
following  anecdote,  which  we  extract  from  a  pamphlet,  entitled 
'*  The  King,"  by  the  Rev.  C.  E.  De  Coctlogon,  Rector  of  God- 
stone,  Surry,  published  in  1818.  ''At  the  York  Assizes,  in  1803, 
the  clerk  to  a  mercantile  house  in  Leeds  was  tried  on  a  charge  of 
forgery,  found  guilty,  and  condemned  to  death.  His  family  at 
Halifax  was  very  respectable,  and  his  father  in  particular  bore 
an  excellent  character.  Immediately  afte^  the  sentence  was  passed 
upon  the  unfortunate  young  man,  a  dissenting  minister  of  the 
Baptist  persuasion,!  who  had  long  been  intimate  with  the  father, 
presumed  to  address  His  Majesty  in  a  most  moving  petition, 
soliciting  the  pardon  of  the  son  of  his  friend.  Fully  aware  that 
it  had  been  almost  an  invariable  rule  with  the  government  to 
grant  no  pardon  in  cases  of  forgery,  he  had  little  hope  of  success ; 
but  contrary  to.  his  expectation,  his  petition  prevailed,  and  the 
reprieve  was  granted.  That  the  solicitation  of  a  private  indi- 
vidual  should  succeed,  when  similar  appUcations,  urged  by 
numbers,  and  supported  by  great  interest,  have  uniformly  failed, 
may  expite  surprise,  and  deserves  particular  attention.  The  fol- 
lowing circumstances,  however,  the  yeracity  of  which  may  be 
relied  upon,  will  fully  explain  this,  singular  fact.  In  the  year 
1802,  a  dignified  divine,  preaching  before  the  Royal  Family, 
happened  to  quote  a  passage  illustrative  of  the  subject,  from  a 
living  writer,  whose  name  he  did  not  mention.  The  King,  who 
was  always  remarkably  attentive,  was  struck  with  the  quotation, 
and  immediately  noted  the  passage  for  an  inquiry.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  service  he  asked  the  preacher,  from  whom  his 
extract  had  been  taken  ;  and  being  informed  that  the  author  was 
a  Dissenting  Minister,  in  Yorkshire,  he  expressed  a  wish  to  have 
a  copy  of  th^  original  discourse.  The  Royal  inclination  was 
accordingly  imparted  to  the  author,  who  lost  no  time  in  com- 
plying with  it,  accompanying  the  work  with  a  very  modest  letter, 
expressive  of  the  high  sense  which  the  writer  entertained  of  the

honour  conferred  upon  him.*  His  Majesty  was  so  well  pleased 
with  the  production,  as  to  signify  his  readiness  to  serve  the  author. 
The  case  of  the  ahove  young  man,  shortly  after»  afforded  this 
amiahle  and  disinterested  minister  an  opportunity  of  supplicating 
at  the  hands  of  the  Monarch,  the  exercise  of  his  Royal  Prerogative. 
That  the  Sovereign,  after  having  voluntarily  given  the  general 
assurance  of  his  favour  to  an  obscure  but  meritorious  individual, 
should  be  induced  rather  to  depart  from  an  established  rule 
than  violate  the  sacreduess  of  his  promise,  displays  a  dignity  of 
mind,  and  a  benevolence  of  heart,  which  cannot  £^il  to  elevate 
his  character  above  all  panegyric/' 

It  only  remains  that  we  state  the  few  circumstances  which  have 
transpired,  relative  to  tlie  lamented  death  of  our  late  Monarc^i. 
The  following  bulletin  announced  this  event.  "  It  has  pleased 
the  Almighty  to  release  His  Majesty  from  all  further  suffering. 
His  Majesty  expired  without  pain^  at  tbirty-6ve  minutes  past 
eight  o'clock  this  evening.  Windsor  Castle,  Jan.  29,  1820." 
Tlie  Gazette  of  Monday,  Jan.  31,  states,  '*  On  Saturday  after- 
noon, at  thirty-five  minutes  past  eight  o^clock,  our  late  Most. 
Gracious  Sovereign  King  George  the  Third,  whose  strength  had 
gradually  declined  for  some  weeks,  expired  without  the  least 
apparent  suffering,  at  his  Castle  at  Windsor,  in  the  eighty-second 
year  of  his  age,  and  the  sixtieth  of  his  reign.  No  Sovei^eign  ever 
possessed  in  a  higher  degree  the  veneration  and  affection  of  his 
subjects ;  and  their  grief  for  his  loss  is  only  abated  by  the 
unhappy  malady  which  has  pixcluded  His  Majesty  from  directing 
the  measures  of  his  government  during  the  nine  latter  years  of 
his  glorious  reign.** 

The  funeral  of  his  late  Majesty  took  place  at  Windsor,,  in  a 
cemetery  fitted  up  some  years  since  under  his  own  directions^  on 
Wednesday,  the  16th  ult! 

On  Monday  the  31st  of  January,  His  Royal  Highness  George 
Prince  of  Wales,  who  has  for  nine  years  past  executed  the  high 
office  of  Regent,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  his  Majesty,  was 
proclaimed  by  the  title  of  George  IV.  The  following  extract 
from  his  present  Majesty's  declaration  to  his  Council  at  Carlton- 
Palace,  must  prove  gratifying  to  all  his  subjects. — "  The  expe- 
rience of  the  past  wilt,  I  trust,  satisfy  all  classes  of  my  people, 
that  it  will  everbe  my  most  anxious  endeavour  to  promote  their 
prosperity  and  happiness,  and  to  maintain  unimpaired  the  re- 
LiGiON^  LAWS,  and  LIBERTIES  of  the  kingdom.** 

Since  his  Proclamation  His  Majesty  has  been  attacked  with 
a  severe  and  dangerous  disorder,  from  which,  through  the  Divine 
mercy,  be  is  now  restored.  May  his  reign  be  Ipng,  prosperous, 
and  happy !  May  "  God"  of  his  infinite  mercy  save  the 
KiNCf  I  May  the  last  words  of  the  sw^t  Psalmist  of  Israel, 
'*  the  inan  who  was  raised  up  on  high,'''  be  fulfilled  in  lus  life  and 
reign,  **  The  God  of  Israel  said,  the  Rock  of  Israel  spake  to  me. 
He  t|iat  ruletb  over  men  must  be  just,  ruling  in  tl&e  fear  of  God. 
And  he  shall  be  as  the  light  of  the  morning,  when  the  sun  riseth, 
even  a  morning  without  clouds ;  as  the  tender  grass  springing  oht 
of  the  eatth  by  clear  shining  after  rain.''    2  Sam.  xxiii.  8,  4.

A  i^ngle  month  records  the  deatli  of  a  venerated  Monarch,  and  of » 
Son  who  possessed  nO  small  share  of  bis  virtaes. 

His  Rojal  Highness  was  born  November  2,  1767 ;  and  in  1789  was 
createdDiike  of  Kent  and  Stratltearn,  and  Earl  of  Obbliu. 

The  principal  part  of  his  life  was  spent  tibroad ;  and  it  was  not  until 
a  few  years  past  that  bis  worth  nas  known  to  tlie  people  of  England, 
since  which  time  his  character  has  been  established  as  the  active  Sup- 
porter of  Public  Ixistilutions,  and  the  Friend  of  civil  and  reli^oos 
Liberty. 

Wbilht  residing  with  his  Duchess  and  infant  Daughter  at  l^dmonth. 
Iris  Hoyal  Highness  took  cold,  and  in  a  few  days  breathed  his  last, 
January  23,  1820. 

We  aru  indebted  in  part  for  what  follows  to  a  larger  account  in  a 
respectable  weekly  j>aper,  which  we  suspect  to  have  been  written  by 
an  eminent  Dissenting  Minister,  who  was  honoured  during  twelve  years 
with  the  confidence  of  the  Royal  Duke 

**  The  latter  years  of  tlie  Duke  of  Kent  were  distinguished  by  the  exercise  of 
talents  and  virtues  in  the  highest  degree  worthy  of  a  beneficent  Prince  and  of  an 
enlightened  gentleman.  There  was  no  want  nor  misery  which  he  did  not  endea- 
vour to  relieve  to  the  extreme  limits  of  his  embarrassed  fortune.  There  was  no 
public  charity  to  which  his  time,  his  presence,  or  his  eloquence,  were  not  willingly 
devoted,  nor  to  the  ends  of  which  they  did  not  powerfully  condnce.  The  traces 
of  his  intercourse  with  the  inhabitants  of  this  great  metropolis  on  occasions  of  a 
salutary  tendency  to  the  morals  and  happiness  of  his  poorer  fellow-cveatures,  will 
uevef  he  effaced  from  the  grateful  hearts  of  those  who  saw  and  heard  him. 
And  since  his  Royal  Highness  has  retired  to  Devonshire,  we  undeiitand,  the 
affability,  the  kindness,  and  the  benevolence  he  discovered,  have  equally  attracted 
the  Jove  and  admiration  of  all  ranks  of  society  around  him.** 

••  It  was  impossible  to  make  the  privacy  of  life  mope  valuable  to  the  public, 
than  he  made  bis«  With  a  distaste  for  the  boisterous  and  fatiguing  scenes  of  public 
meetings  and  entertainments,  he  was  ever  present  at  the  call  of  humanity,  or  where 
art  or  taieut  were  to  be  encouraged  and  sustained.  With  11|m  scarcely  moistened, 
or  only  moistened  with  water,  he  sat  and  seemed  to  share  the  convivial  excitation 
around  him.  With  a  strong  sense  of  the  value  of  time,  and  a  disposition  to  a  me- 
thodical distribution  of  it,  he  ever  sacrificed  his  own  arrangements,  when  he  could 
be  useftti  to  bis  fellow-creatures.  To  this  he  applied  talents  of  no  common  order« 
He  was  eloqttent---deeply  eloquent-^without  seeming  to  have  ever  studied  elo- 
quence»  or  to  be  conscious  that  he  possessed  it.  In  |)olitics  be  took  do  prominent 
part,  b«^  aU  parties  allowed  him  to  possess  the  enUghtencd  and  constitutiop'* 
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priodples  of  a  British  Prince.  His  Royal  Highne^  was  rather  tall  in  stature,  of  a 
manly  and  noble  presence.  His  manners  were  affable,  condescending,  dignified, 
and  engaging;  his  conversation  animated;  his  memory  exact  and  retentive;' bis 
intellectual  powers,  i|oick,  strong,  and  masculine;  be  resembled  Ihe  King  in  many 
of  his  tastes  and  propensities ;  he  was  an  early  riser;  a  close  economist  of  his 
time ;  temperate  in  eating  ;  indifferent  to  wine,  though  a  lover  of  society ;  and 
heedless  to  slight  indisposition,  from  confidence  in  the  general  strength  of  bis 
constitution;  a  kind  master,  a  punctual  and  courteous  correspondent,  a  steady 
ftiend,  and  an  affectionate  brother/' 

We  have  reason  to  hope  that  the  eircle  of  benevolent  persons  who 
were  honoured  witli  the  patronage  and  assistance  of  the  Duke  of  Kent, 
will  not  desert  the  canse  to  which  they  were  invited  by  bis  example, 
but  will  proceed  in  the  great  work  in  which  they  had  united  with  lun. 
'*  The  Lord  Itveth ;  and  blessed  be  our  rock.^' 

**  The  amiable  Princess,  who  continued  to  the  last  to  share  his  sorrows  and 
afflictions,  has  in  her  hands  the  presumptive  hope  of  England,  the  infant  Princess^ 
who  will  probably  possess  in  the  hearts  of  Britons  an  interest  not  less  than  that  of 
the  long-lamented  Prhicess  Charlotte.  ^ 

**  The  mournful  ^ymj/atby  which  now  exists  between  Prince  Leopold  and  his 
illostriuus  sister,  though  doubtless  in  many  respects  painful,  may  perhaps  be  said 
to  unite  them  still  closer  in  affection,  and  consequently  to  afford  to  the  Duchess  a 
more  heart- felt  relief  from  her  sorrows." 

Since  the  death  of  bis  Royal  Highness,  raaiiy  of  the  Institutions 
which  he  honoured  with  bis  patronage  have  paid  the  most  affectionate 
tribute  to  his  memory.  Among  these  are  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society, — the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society, — the  Royal 
Institution,  established  itt  North-street,  Finsbury-sqaare,  for  the  edu- 
cation, upon  the  British  system,  of  1000  boys  and  500  female  children, 
of  all  religious  denominations,  tinder  the  special  patronage  of  his  late 
Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Kent,  Patron ;  Her  Royal  Highness  the 
l)ttchess  of  Kent,  Patroness ;  and  the  Right  Honourable  Earl  Damley, 
President,  &c.  &c.  From  these  testimonies  of  the  most  affectionate 
regard  we  can  only  find  room  for  that  of  the  last- mentioned  Insti- 
tntion. 

"  At  a  monthly  meethig  of  the  committee  to  this  Institution,  held  at  the  Qoest*- 
hoDse,  Cripplegate,  London,  in  February,  1820,  it  was  unanimously  resolved* 
that  the  members  of  this  Institution,  established  for  the  education  of  the  poor  on 
liberal  principles,  and  without  an  exclusive  regard  to  any  particular  religious 
denomination,  cannot  but  clierish  the  most  profound  attacliment  to  the  great 
principles  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  which,  by  such  instruction  on  such  prin- 
ciples, they  hope  to  promote.  That  with  those  sentiments  they  blend  a  loyal  and 
affectionate  regard  to  the  Royal  Family,  who  to  those  principles  are  indebted  for 
their  elevated  rank.  That  to  his  late  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Kent^^the 
original  and  constant  Patron  of  their  Institution,  and  its  real,  intelligent,  active, 
and  liheral  friend — they  therefore  felt  all  the  respect  and  love  which  his  Royal 
birth,  his  personal  virtues,  and  his  devotion  to  such  great  principles,  could  not 
fail  to  inspire.  That  his  labours  for  the  intellectual,  moral,  an<)  religious  im- 
provement of  the  people,  were  well  worthy  of  a  wise  and  patriot  Prince.  That 
the  concurrence  of  his  noble  mind  in  the  designs  of  this  Institution  sanctioned  the 
judgment  of  the  founders,  whilst  his  encouragement  and  co-operating  efforts 
cheered  their  exertions,  rebutted  calumny,  gave  energy  to  xeal,  and  created 
assurance  of  success.  And  that  as  Britons,  regarding  knowledge  and  piety  as  the 
best  bulwarks  of  the  State,  and  the  true  protectors  both  of  the  people  and  the 
Crown,  they  cannot  but  feel  his  death,  especially  at  the  present  period,  to  be  a 
^reat  and  afflictive  loss,  which  they  can  never  cease  to  deplore^ 

**  And  that,  to  his  Illustrious  Consort,  Her  Royal  Highness  the  Duchess  of 
.Kent,  the  distinguished  Patroness  of  the  female  branch  of  this  establishment,  they 
offer  their  respectful  and  sincerest  condolence  ;  and  express  their  hopes  tb|ftt  .the 
consolationa  of  religion,  and  the  nnabating  reverence  of  the  British  pepple,  may 
mitigate  her  sufferings,  and  irradiate,  if  they  do  not  dispel,  the  moarafulnes^  and 
gloom  that  must  now  impend  over  her  prospects,  and  oppress  her  heart."

Tfitts  accommodating  system 
found  the  readier  entrance^  by 
ueaos  of  a  third  evilp  ivhich  be- 
gan at  this  time  to  diffuse  its  in- 
fluence on  mankind.  I  allude  to 
that  conceit  and  self-sufficiency 
which  occupied  the  minds  of 
men.  In  consequence  of  the 
increase  of  knowledge,  and  of 
the  means  of  attaining,  with  fa- 
cility, a  superficial  acquaintance 
with  it,  a  smattering  of  science 
inflated  with  self-importance  the 
minds  of  men,  and  they  fancied 
themselves  to  he  rich  and  in- 
creased in  goods,  and  to  have 
need  of  nothing:  belteving  no- 
thing less  than  that  they  were 
wretched,  and  miserable,  and 
poor,  and  blind,  and  naked. 
How  could  such  persons  be  per- 
suaded, that  it  was  by  faith  in 
the  sufferings  and  death  of  a  cru- 
citied  •  Nazarene  that  they  were 
to  be  hi  peace  with  God ;  and 
that  they  must  become  new 
creatures  by  the  irresistible 
grace  of  the  Holy  SpiHtl  The 
depravity  in  morals,  however, 
could,  not  be  denied ;  but  it 
was  ascribed  to  the  detest- 
able influence  of  superstitious 
opinions  :  .and,  under  this  epi* 
thet,  the  doctrines  of  revelation 
were  particularly  included.  No 
effects,  consequently,  were  neg- 
lected to  condemn  them,  not- 
withstanding they  are  the  wis- 
dom of  God,  and  not  only  the 
source  of  consolation  to  a  Christian 
in  life  and  death,  but  also  the 
origin  of  all  the  virtues  that  dig- 
Bify  the  character.  A  gospel  that 
promises  an  entrance  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  to  the  per- 
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than,  and  m  no  mode  different 
from,  that  in  which  it  states 
the  same  promise  to  base  publi- 
cans  and  profligate  sinners,  was 
not  to  be  endured.  A  system, 
therefore,  deduced  from  tbeprin. 
ciples  of  natural  religion,  and 
appealing  to  the  example  of  Je- 
sus  himself,  was  exhibited  as 
that  which  would  speedily  im- 
prove and  perfect  the  world. 
Thus,  the  religion  of  reason  was 
placed  on  the  throne,  and  Jesus, 
especially  as  the  crucitied,  was 
placed  on  the  back  ground. 
This  confidence  in  their  own  wis- 
dom prevented  them  from  em- 
bracing any  thing  as  truth,  that 
did  not  come  within  the  grasp  of 
their  own  understanding  ;  which 
it  could  not  fully  comprehend ; 
and  which  reason  did  not  bring 
out  of  its  own  treasury.  And 
now  every  thing  of  the  superna- 
tural  and  the  miraculous  in  the 
sacred  scriptures  was  blown  away 
as  cliaff,  by  the  winnowing  sheet 
of  their  critical  powers.  If  any 
one  dared  to  oppose  this  spirit  of 
the  times,  he  was  denounced  as 
a  blind  devotee  to  the  old  opi- 
nions;  a  silly  creature:  anetu- 
my  to  the  light ;  and  he  was  ex- 
posed to  public  ridicule.  More- 
over, a  confession  of  our  wants . 
to  God,  a  humble  prostration  be- 
fore him,  and  a  thirst  after  a 
happy  immortality,  were  ac- 
counted hostile  to  the  elevated 
state  of  our  nature.  The  writ- 
ings of  these  illuminati,  in  the 
close  of  the  last  century,  were; 
introduced  into  our  provinces' 
from  Germany,  and  were  highly 
acceptable  to  persons  who  ex-, 
alted  themselves  above  the  simpli-' 
city  of  their  ancestors.  . 

A  fourth  evil  blended  itselft 
with  these  in  our  country.    Al- 
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though  the  greatest  harfnooy  ori- 
ginally prevailed  in  Jthe  Nether- 
lands on  the  topic  of  sovereigjd 
grace  in  election,  effectual  cal)- 
rng,  Justification^  sanctiificatioi}, 
&nd  final  perseyeranpe;  it  is  well 
knowii  that  as  early  ^s  the  begin- 
nine  of  the  seyente(^nt|i  century, 
di^rences  of  opinion  prevailjcd 
in  some  points*  This  prpdqcea 
painfut  results.  The  doctrines 
of  eternal  predestination,  &c. 
which,  although  scriptural,  are 
strong  meat  rather  th,an  the 
milk  of  divine  truth,  were  every 
where  placed  in  the  front  g^ounc^. 
Personal  piety  was  estimated  ra- 
ther by  a  zealous  attachment  to 
the  received  opinions,  than  by  a 
holy  life.  In  ord^r  to  avoid  the 
charge  of  heterodoxy,  preachers 
^ept  too  much  in  the  shaide  thos^ 
equally  revealed  truths,  w^ich 
respected^the  necessity  ofho^^essi 
to  an  entrance  into  eternal  hfe ; 
tbc  rewards  Ijy  grace  pf  good 
works;  the  disgrace  whi9^  in- 
dulgence m  sin  heaps  pii  the 
Christian  character  ;  ismd  nb.all[y, 
the  practical  tendency  of  rege* 
Deration  to  promote  virtuf, 
piety,  &c;  Most  pernicipus  in- 
rerences  were  avowedly  ded  uced 
from  the  favourite  doctrines, 
which  extinguished  all  zeal  for 
saiictity -of  character/ and  pre- 
pare^  the  way  for  a  religion  that 
might  enjoy  a  toleration  frpm  the 
age.  This  evil^  though  attacked 
by  Lpdenstein,Witslus,  and  ot^er 
great  men.  gained  ground  in  thi^ 
eighteientn  century. 

Hence  it  followed,  fifthly ^ 
that  many  mistaken  persons 
yiefded  themselves  to  orthodox 
opinions,  and  to  a  feeling  of 
pleasant  or  disagreeable  impres- 
sions wholly  detached  from  an 
operative  faith,  as  furnishing  sa- 
tisfactory evidence  of  an  inte* 
rest  ip  salvation ;  that  many  real 
Christians  sought  to  assure  them- 


selves  of  the  t^jitb  of  their  elec- 
tion and  f5^Ui?g  jr^tber  !t>y  a  coi^^ 
stant  retrospect  to  the  impres- 
sions which  seated  their  first  con- 
version,tbai»by  giving  all  diligence 
to  add  to  theiriaith^  virtue^  know- 
ledge, temperance,  patience,  god« 
Ijne^s,  brotfierly  |(ipdA€ss,  and 
cftarity ;  th^t  m^py  R^rsR^s  ^W^A

heavenly  state.  Finally,  tbey 
yrbo  wished  to  steer,  by  the  com-^ 
pass  of  the  holy  scriptures,  the 
vessel  of  the  clo^ly  eombiaed 
trutba  of  the  gospel,  doctrinal  as 
vie^  as  moral,  thus  battered  and 
shaken  by  BMiltifiuriotts  opinions, 
lost  in  a  considerable  degree  their 
influence  with  the  churches, 
iN^bich  preferred  to  be  comforted 
aome  other  way. 

Yov^  my  dear  heaters,  can 
caU  to  mind  how  many  other  di- 
nwefis  arose  in  the  17th  cen- 
tMry :  and,  in  tbe  18tfa,  not  only 
toKf  aAumder  tbe  bandb  of  bco* 
tbeijly  love  through  the  whole 
cpiuntry,  to  the  great  injury  of 
gewuine  religioiB,  biit  so  obscured 
tbie  tiue  inteq)ietalion  of  Hie 
a^ripture,  that  the  torch  which 
had  been^  enkindled  by  the  great 
Calvin,  and  others,  was  nearly 
ei^tifiguisb^d,  and  the  light  sub* 
Boqu.ently4iffused  over  tbe  sacred 
pages  by  our  Schul^enSf  Sehroe^ 
4Uk$»  Bemaerhuizes^  Kalkmaara, 
Ekntssift,  and  others,  has  pene- 
trated but  s]owly  through  the 
mist,  jiad  effected  but  a.  veiy 
l^^ual,  though  Ue3sed  improve* 
mmU  during  the  close  of  the 
ipEmer«  and  the  commencement 
of  the  present!  century.. 

Other  calamities  ensued.  A 
ratidmalir^U^M.  bamng  ascended] 
ibe^  throng  iM»  v^ta^s^  remaikr 


ing  the  prejudicial  consequeocea 
of  the  abuse  of  the  doctrines  of 
the  scriptures,  imputed  these 
consequences  to  the  doctrines  of 
Christianity  itself,  andlabom^ 
to  counteract  the  salutary  in* 
fluence  of  a  just  interpretation, 
by  the  introduction  of  rules,  n^ 
ve],  groundless,  and  extremely 
pernicious,  devised  for  the  more 
effectual  accomplishment  of  their 
scheme  of  confuting  the  Bible 
from  itself. 

There  is  the  ieunik  and  last 
evil,  which  I  cannot  prevail  oa 
myself  to  conceal,  namely,  the 
feeble  participation  taken  in  the 
last  century,  in  tbe  iaterests  of 
the  kingdom  of  Christ,  whick 
must  be  considered  as  one  of  the 
greatest  sins  of  tbe  Netherlande 
in  that  age.  Thousands  of  e«r 
countrymen  toiled  in  our  atntioe 
in  the  east  and  in  tbe  west,  in 
order  to  provide  us  with  many  of 
tbe  accommodatiotts  of  Hfe,  and 
numerouft  were  our  national  ed* 
vantagea  in  eoBsequence  of  the 
possessioB  of  distant  lands,  and 
tbe  trade  carried  (m  wltb  the 
inhabitants;  yet,  neither  did 
love  to  God  our  Benefactor, 
nee  to  Christ  onv  Saviour,  noe 
regard  to  thoae  wbo  toikd  in  eoe 
sesvice,  produoe  a  eoidial  inte« 
real  in  their  true  and  eteranl  wel« 
faae.  We  coolly  prayed  that 
the  fiUness  of  tke  hetOken  m^ki 
be  irmigkt  in,  and  att  Ismei  bm 
saved:  and  with  this  we  S8ti»«^ 
fiedouraelveS)  although,  the  blesa* 
inga  of  peace  and  aconmolatodl 
wealth  supplied  ^e  NettMrlands 
with  the  noest  opportunities  of 
rendering  great  serviee  in  di^ 
fusing  tbe  knowledge;  of  Jesuit 
Christ  in  the  world. 

Truly  a4F9Qdng  ia>  this,  sketbk 
of  ouc  religious  effoitts.  in  thett 
day ;  •  nevertheless^  you,  my  beaiw 
ers,  will'  i^ot  venture  lO'  deny^ 
diat  sucbiWas*  tbe  sopioeness'in 
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Vfhxch  all  Europe,  as  well  as  oar 
country,  was  sank,  when  the 
ilames  of  that  war  were  enkin- 
dled, which  has  subsequently 
devastated  Europe.  Yon,  my 
brethren,  can  fill  up  this  picture, 
in  your  thoughts,  with  other  evils 
which  are  now  present  to  your 
minds. 

And  is  there  an  individual  pre- 
sent who  acknowledges  the  pu- 
rity and  justice  of  the  Ruler  of 
the  nations,  who  will  deny  that 
great  wrath  rests  upon  us  on  this 
account?  on  persons  who  thus 
distinctly  embrace  and  profess 
the  doctrines  of  salvation,  and 
yet  estimate  them  so  slightly,  and 
indeed  .hold  the  heavenly  truth 
so  much  in  unrighteousness  1 

..The  contempt  of  the  gospel 
confided  to  us,  and  this  declen- 
sion in  religion,  have  produced 
likewise  many  political  evils. 
For  it  is  religion,  and  above  all 
the.  religion  of  Jesus,  which  in- 
cHaaes  the  authority  of  municipal 
law;  which  renders  it  beneficial 
to  the  commonwealth ;  which 
eherislies  all  virtues,  and  espe- 
cially those  of  the  social  order ; 
which .  restrains  the  turbulence 
and  power  of  vice ;  which  unites 
in  the  closest  manner  the  rulers 
and -the  subjects,  procuring  se- 
curity  to  every  one  in  the  place 
he  occnpies  in  civil  life;  and 
which  disposes  men  zealously  to 
labour  in  the  station  in  which 
they  are  placed,  to  promote  the 
general  good.  Hence  it  follows, 
tbat»  with  a  dereliction  of  reli- 
gion, the  bands  of  civil  society 
are  *<  broken,  the  laws  and  wise 
ordinations  of  our  ancestors  are 
trampled  under  foot,  the  social 
virtues  are  abandoned,  and,  to« 
getber  with  every  species  of  vice, 
controversies,  divisions,  and  ani- 
mosities, are  cherished  to  the 
lubversioD  of  the  pedple.

To  the  Editor  of  the  Baptist  Magazine » 

Your  number  for  July  contains 
a  plan  for  a  yearly  view  of  the 
Bapti&t  Churches  hi  Britain. 
It  would  be  gratifying  and  use- 
fi^ :  but  it  requires  a  movement 
more  consentaueous  than  unfaap- 
|>ily  our  denomination  is  ac- 
customed to  exhibit.  If,  how- 
ever/ we  cannot  attain  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  suih  a  measure,  we 
may  pierhaf)s  gain  a  part.  In 
many  districts,  if  not  in  all,  some 
one  may  probably  be  found, 
able  and  willing  to  send  you  an 
account  of  the  churches  in  his 
own  county.  These  separate 
statements  will  be  agreeable  ar- 
ticles of  intelligence  a^  far  as 
they  go ;  and  if  procured  from 
all  parts  of  the  country,  they 
would  furnish  a  view  of  our  de- 
nomination, far  more  general  and 
accurate  than  any  which  has  hi- 
therto appeared. 
'  This  idea  was  suggested  by 
Mr.  FuUer»  who  furnished  an  ac- 
count of  the  churches  in  North- 


amptonshire, and  expressed  his 
hope  that'  similar  statementt 
would  be  given  respecting  other 
counties.  (B.  M.  1813,  p.  228.) 
Mr.  Fuller  added  "  Remarks,'* 
some  explanatory,  and  others 
practical;  which,  though  vaRia- 
ble,  increased  the  difficulty  of 
furnishing  corresponding  articles. 
•  Should  this  plan  meet  your  ap- 
probation, you  will  perhaps  find 
room  for  a  short  account  of  the 
churches  in  that  county,  during 
a  residence  of  six  years  in  the 
centre  of  which  I  endeavoured 
to  collect  information  respecting 
its  churches.  I  know  my  bre- 
thren there  well  enough  to  rest 
assured,  that  by  this  communica- 
tion I  shall  not  offend  thein, 
though  it  is  taking  the  work  out 
of  their  hands.

Tbe  number  of  members  is 
about  1500;  the  bearers  about 
6000.  A  disposition  to  hear  the 
gospel  is.  very  prevalent  in  the 
central  part  of  the  county,  where 
our  churches  are  most  numerous; 
and  village  preaching  is  carried 
on  to  a  considerable  extent. 

All  the  churches  destitute  of 
pastors,  excepting  that  at  Ris> 
borough,  are  very  small.  I  am 
not  certain  whether  the  churches 
at  Newport  Pagnelf,  Winslow, 
and  Wycombe,  are  not  extinct; 
they  have  long  been  nearly  so. 

The  Buckinghamshire  Associa- 
tion was  formed  about  nine  years 
ago.  It  contains  eleven  churches 
in  Buckinghamshire,  to  each  of 
which  is  prefixed  an  asterisk, 
and  one  in  Hertfordshire,  viz. 
that  at  New  Mill.  Its  meetings 
have  been  iu  general  well  at- 
tended, and  have  proved  advan- 
tageous. The  Secretary  for  the 
present  -year  is  the  Rev.  P.  Tyler 
of  Hadaeuham. 

There  are  also'  three  General 
Baptist  churches,  viz.  at  Chesham^ 
Ford,  and  Wendover.

ON  HYPOCRISY. 


■•  The  joy  of  the  hypocrite  it  but  for  a 
moment."    Job  xnt.  5. 

Sincerity  and  integrity  are 
indispensably  necessary  in  the 
character  of  a  good  man.  In 
the  description  of  some  distin* 
gaished  personages  of  antiquity, 
sincerity  is  a  prominent  feature. 
'*  Noah  was  a  just  man,  and 
PEBFECT  in  his  generations. '^ 
"  Job  was  a  perfect  man,  and 
UPRIGHT."  If  then  integrity  be 
80  lestimable  in  the  sight  of  God, 
bypoprisy  must  be  exceedingly 
odious  to  him. 


What  are  its  ieatures  ? 

1.  Hypocrisy  court  $  observation. 
In    giving  alms,    the    Pharisees 
wished  a  trumpet  to  be  sounded 
before  them.    Their  chief  desire 
was,  that  men  nHght  know  what 
they  were  doing,  and  repay  ihetn 
by  attributing    to    them    open« 
heartedness  and  generosity.  They 
also  wore  phylacteries,  or  pieces 
of  parchment    sewed    to    their 
upper  garments,  with  such  sen? 
tences    as,    **  Holiness    to  ,Uie 
Lord,"<S?c.  written  in  large  letters,: 
that  men  might  extol  their,  piety.. 
They  also  prayed  in  public  places 
with  much  tautology,  to  inspire . 
the  idea  of  their,  extraordinary 
zeal,    and    devotional    temper.' 
*'  They  loved  the  praise  of  men 
more  than  the  praise  of  God." 

2.  The  hypocrite  regards  only 
the  externals  of  rsligian.  The  * 
outside  of  the  cup  and  platter 
was  cleansed  by  the  Pharisees; 
but  within  it  was  full  of  cursing  - 
and  bitterness.  Like  a  painted 
sepulchre,  the  deceiver  has  a  fair 
exterior ;  but  the  inward  parts  lure 
full  of  corruption.  He  prays 
when  he  is  heard ;  but  if  he  at- 
tends to  religious  duties  in  pri- 
vate, it  is  only  as  an  actor,  that 
he  may  appear  to  more  advan« 
tage  in  public.  Amongst  the  se« 
rious,  be  is  serious;  but  at  home, 
and  where  detection  is  not  ap* 
prehendedf  the  mask  is  laid 
aside.  He  pays  tithe  of  all  he 
possesses ;  but  the  weightier 
matters  of  the  law,  judgment, 
mercy,  and  faith,  are  totally  dis- 
regarded. He  has  the  image  of 
God  in  his  face,  and  the  image 
of  the  wicked  one  on  bis  heart. 

3.  Hypocrisy  can  live  only  in 
the     sunshine     of     prosperUy^ 
When,   by  an  apparent  sanctity 
of  manners,  the  hypocrite  can  ■ 
devour   widows'  houses; — when 

a  good  name  is  attached  to  the 
christian  character — when  world- 
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ly  advantage  or  honour  can  be 
obtained '  by it-^many  will  avow 
tbeir  cordial  attachment  to  the 
ways  of  piety.  But  if  Afflictions 
ame  for  the  word^s  sake,  tfaey 
are  offended ;  they  leave  religion 
behind^  and'flee  from  the  paths 
of  tighteotfshesis.  Honour  and 
emolument  are  the  shrine  before 
which  tf  hypocrite  pays  his  devo- 
tions; • 

4.  The  hypocrite  is  the  man 
of  ail  companies »  With  the  se-*' 
lioos  proresBor,  he  dwells  with 
rapture  on  the  esiccStency  of  true 
re])gion  ?  -^  talks  of  pnkyer : — 
relates  his  experience ;  -^  dis- 
cusser ^doctrinal  truth ;  and  in- 
sists dlf  a  Wie  of  genuine  piety. — > 
Bnt  he<is  equally  fluent 'at  an 
ale-bench.  H^  talks  on  subjects 
of  an  obscene  and  imnkoral  na*' 
tare,  and  endeavours  to  excite 
admiration.

TWO  ANECDOTES 
OF  MR.  DOOLITTLR 


Mr.  Doolittle  took  great  delight 
in  catechising,  and  urged  miniBters 
10  it,  as  having  a  special  tendency 
to  propagate  knowledge,  to  est»» 
blisb  young  persons  in  the  truth, 
and    to    prepare    them    to    read 
and    bear    sermons    with    advan- 
tage.    Accordingly  every  LordV 
day,  he  caitechised  the  youth  and 
adults    of  his  congregation;    and 
this  part  of  his  labours  was  attended 
with  the  hajppiest  effects.    Of  this 
we  have  the  folloviing  striking  anec- 
dote.   The  question  for  the  even- 
ing being,  **  What  is  effectual  call- 
ing Y*  The  answer  was  given  in  tlie 
words    of    the    Assembly's    Gate- 
qhism.    This    answer    being    ex- 
plained, Mr.  Doolittle  proposed  that 
the  question  sliould  be  answered 
by  changing  the  word  us  and  our 
ihto  me  and  my.    Upon  this  pro- 
posal   a   solemn  silence  followed. 
Many  felt  its  yast  importance;  but 
none  bad  courage  to  answer.    At 
length,  a  young  man,  about  twenty- 
eight  years  of  age,  rose  up,  and, 
with  every  mark  of  a  broken  heart, 
wasenabledto  say,  "  Effectual  call- 
ing is  the  work  of  God's    spirit, 
whereby  convincing  me  of  niy  sins 
and  misery,  enlightening  my  mind 
in  the  knowledge  of  Christ,  and  re- 
newing my  will,  he  did  persuade  and 
enable  me  to  embrace  Jesus  Christ, 
freely  offered  to  me  in  the  gospel.'' 
The  scene  was  truly  affecting.  The 
proposal  of  the  question  had  com- 
manded   unusual   solemnity.    The 
rising   up  of  the  young  man  had 
created  high  expectations,  and  the 
answer   l^ing    accompanied  with 
proofs  of  unfeigned  piety  and  mo- 
desty, the  congregation  were  bathed 
in  tears.    This  young  man  had  been 
converted  by  being  catechised,  and, 
to  his  honour,  Mr.  Doolittle  says,' 

Of  an  ignorant  and  wicked  youth^

he  had  become  a  knowing  and  s^, 
rious  professor,  to  God*s  glory,  atid 
my  great  comfort." 

The   other  Anecdote  is  strongly 
charaoteristic  of  the  non-conforming' 
ministers  of  that  age.    Being  en* 
gaged  in  the  usual  service  on  a  cer* 
tain  occasion,  when  Mr.  DQolittle 
had  finished  his  prayer,  he  looked 
around  upon  the  congregation,  and. 
observed  a  young  man   just  shut, 
into  one  of  the  pews,  who  disco- 
vered much  unoasiness  in  that  si- 
tuation, and  seemed  to  wish  to  go 
out  again.    Mr.  D.  feeling  a  pecu-  ; 
liar  desire  to  detain  him,  hit  upon 
the  following  expedient.    Turning; 
towards  one  of  the  members  of  his 
church,  who  sat  in  the  gallery,  he 
asked  him  aloud,  '*  Brother,  do  yoa 
repent   of    your    having   come  to 
Christ  ?"     *'  No,  Sir,  (said  he,)  I 
never  was  happy  till  then :  I  only , 
repent  that  I  did  not  come  to  him 
sooner."    Mr.  D.  then  turned  to-  . 
wards  the  opposite  gallery,  and  ad- 
dressed himself  to  an  aged  member  ' 
in  the  same  manner,  ^'  Brother,  do 
you  repent  of  your  having  come  to 
Christ?"  "No, Sir,  (replied  he,)  I 
have  known  the  Lord  from  my  youth 
up."    He  then  looked  down  upon 
the  young  man,  whose  attention  was 
fully  engaged,  and,  fixing  his  eyes 
upon  him,  said;  "  Young  man,  are 
you  willing   to  come  to  Christ?'^ 
This  unexpected  address  from  the 
pulpit,  exciting  the  observation  of 
all  the  people,  so  affected  him,  that  . 
he  sat  down,  and  hid  his  face.    The 
person  who  sat  next  him,  encou- 
raged him  to  rise,  and  answer  the 
question.      Mr.    D.    'repeated    it, 
**'  Young  man,  are  you  willing  to  ^ 
come  to  Christ?"  With  a  tremulous 
voice,    he    replied,    **  Yes,    Sir." 
**  But  when.  Sir?"    added  the  mi- 
nister, in  a  solemn  ^and  loud  tone.   . 
He  mildly  answered,  "  Now,  Sir.'' 
"  Then,  stay,  (said  he,)  and  hear  the 
word  of  the  liord,  which  yon  will 
find  in  2  Cor.  vi.  2.   '  Behold,  now 
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is  the  accepted  time;  behold,  now 
18  the  day  of  salvation.'.''  By  this 
sermon  God  toadied  the  heart  of 
the  young  man.  He  came  into  the 
Vestry,  after  service,  dissolved  in 
tears.  The  unwillingness  to  stay, 
which  be  had  manifested,  was  oc- 
casioned by  the  injunction  of  his 
father,  who  had  threatened,  that  if 
ever  he  went  to  hear  the  fanatics, 
he  would  turn  him  out  of  doors. 
Having  now  heard,  and  being  un- 
able to  conceal  the  feelings  of  his 
mind,  be  was  afraid  to  meet  bis 
father.  Mr.  D.  sat  down,  and  wrote 
an  affectionate  letter  to  him,  whicb 
had  so  good  an  effect,  that  both 
father  and  mother  came  to  hear  for 
themselves.  The  Lord  graciously 
met  vvith  ,  tfaem,  both ;  and  father, 
mother,  and  son,  were  together  re- 
ceived, with  universal  joy,  into  that 
church.

ANECDOTE  OF  A  PIOUS 
MOTHER. 


"  Do  ye  not  know,"  saith  the 
apostle,  *'  that  the  saints  shall  judge 
the  world?"  1  Cor.  vi.  2. 

iVbie;  the  world  hateth  them,  even 
as  it  hated  their  divine  Master,  John 
XV.  18;  and  they  suffer  reproach 
and  persecution.  JBut  when  the 
dead,  small  and  great,  shall  stand 
before  God,  and  the  books  shall  be 
opened,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
judged  out  of  those  things  which 
are  written  therein,  according  to 
their  works,  the  saints  shall  be  as- 
sessors with  their  Lord.  This  ho- 
nour will  have  all  bis  saints.  Ps. 
cxlix.  9.  Parents  will  then  sit  in 
judgment  upon  children,  and  chil- 
dren upon  parents,  husbands  upon 
wives, ,  and  wives  upon  husbands. 

The  judgment  at  that  day  will 
and  must  be  jhst  X-  The  Judge  is 
infinitely  holy.

The  pious^ mother  of  an  onwpr- 
thy  son,  whose  misconduct  bad 
brought  upon  her  a  broken  heart, 
sent  for  him  to  her  death-bed,  and 
thus  addressed  him: — ''My  dear 
Charles,  huw  tenderly  I  have  loved 
you  is  but  top  evident  from  the  state 
to  which  yoii  now  see  me  reduced; 
and  so  long  as  I  remain  in  this  body, 
I  shall  not  cease  to  love  you,  and  to 
pray  for  you^  with  a  mother's  anx- 
iety: but  the  period  is  approach- 
ing when  X  shall  hear  the  sentence 
of  even  your  eternal  destruction 
with  a  majestic  composure  and  an 
entire  complacency,  ariajng  from  a 
feeling  identified  only  with  perfect 
purity  and  infinite  rectitude.''

In  1916  his  health  begAb  k-dpidly  to 
deOinei  and  dien  if  Wils  that  (li 
Christian  gtaoeb  shone  with  «uberliU 
ttve  Bpl^d^r.  Ob  k  Visit  at  fiii 
faonse,  Wbeire  bosj^ltiilit^  and  all^- 
tibn  were  iiver  readV  lb  receive  tlfi 
sthuiger  and  the  frien^,  he  inti- 
mated the  important  change  wbicH 
he  Mi  ih  bis  inort^  frame ;  bul 
expressed  bis  retlainde  in  Christ  to 
yapport  bi«i  faere,  and  to  itcdvo 
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liim  hcreaffer.  From  that  timo  till 
liis  death,  Jan©  10,  1617,  he  un- 
derwent great  bodily  suffering.  He 
took  his  leave  of  thn  writer  of  this 
short  narrative  a  few  days  before 
his  death  with  tears  ;  and,  disclaim- 
ing all  merit  of  his  own,  looked  to 
tlie  Lanib  of  God  who  taketh  away 
the  sin  of  the  world. 

"  In  ray  visits,"  says  an  intimate 
friend,  "  I  alwa3^s  found  hint  pa- 
tient, and  resigned  to  the  will  of  his 
Bcatcnly  Father ;  though  desirous 
of  departing  to  be  with  Christ." 

We  are  not  however  to  suppose 
that  his  sky  was  continually  serene. 
That  sense  of  his  sinfulness,  and 
tbat  jealousy  over  his  own  spirit, 
for  which  he  was  so  conspicuous, 
would  sometimes  weaken  his  hopes ; 
and  the  malice  of  Satan  is  perhaps 
never  more  exerted,  than  when  he 
<ees  a  believer  ripening  for  glory. 

The  doctrines  of  grace  were  the 
burden  of  his  song  through  life, 
and.  they  had  n  happy  influenice  in 
supportmg  him  tlirough  his  last  ill- 
ness.. .While  others  admired  the 
brightness  of  his  graces,  and  his 
spiritual  ^rawth,  he  was  secretly 
nourning  over  his  unfruitfulness, 
and  the  hardness  of  his  heart. 
This  watchfulness  and  knowledge  of 
his  heart  made  him  frequently  ex- 
claiip,  "  O  if  ever  I  am  saved,  it 
i|iust  be  through  graceT^  For  a  few 
4ays  before  his  death,  not  a  cloud 
obscured  his  sigjit  of  the  heavenly 
Canaan,  and  he  rejoiced  with  joy 
unspeakable  and  full  of  glory  in  the 
prospect  of  his  di.ssolutipn,  **^  Let 
^e  die  the  death  of  the  righteous, 
and  let  uiy  last  end  be  like  his.-"

MBS.  EU2ABETH  WIGHTMAN. 

This  pious  female,  aHer  bear- 
ing almost  unparalleled  pain  with 
exemplary  patience,  exchanged 
this  trauKitory  lile  for  immortalitv, 
February  6,  1819,  in  the  thirty- 
first  year  of  her  age.  She  was 
the  third  daughter  of  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Hunter,  who  was  long  a  re- 
spectable member  and  active  dea- 
con in  the  Baptist  Church  of  Kil- 
Ungholm,    Lincolnshire,  and  soon

after  the  lamented  death  of  its  aged 
minister  the  Rev.  John  Hannath 
was  chosen  pastor.  Her  mind  was 
formed,  and  h^^r  nnderstandifig  cai- 
tivated,  by  a  due  course  of  pious 
instruction.  The  time4y  admoni* 
tions  of  parental  wisdom,  accom-. 
panied  by  the  persuasive  iuBuence 
of  piety,  soon  won  her  tender  heart 
After  the  premature  death  ot  her 
motljer,  who  was  suddenly  snatched 
from  her  infant  family^  the  compas- 
sionate Saviour  smiled  I  on  the  in-. 
struotioiis  that  had  teen  given  and 
received  with  mutual  estr^em,  and 
blessed  the  mother's  death  to  the 
bereaved  family.  The  subject  of 
this  memoir  wap,  in  .childhood,  so 
affected  with  the  thought  of  her 
mother's  instructions,  piety,  ;and 
death,  that  she  frequently  wept  and 
prayed,  saying,  "  O  that  I  could  die, 
and  go  to  heaven  ta  my.  mother  T' 
We  may  date  fram.  this  period,  tbo* 
operations  of  true  religion  <on,. her 
mind.  In  the  20th  year  of.  her  age, 
her  piety  shone  forth  with  more  than 
ordinary  . bcightness.  .She.  would 
often  say,  *^  O  that  I  possessed. an 
interest  in  etenial  tilings!  to  them 
the  weight  of  present  affairs  is  as  th9 
smalldusioflhe  balance.**  Her  conver- 
sation was  accompanied  with  a  pro- 
priety of  expression,  and  a  suavity 
of  temper,  which  made  it  highly  proi- 
fitable.  Her  habitual  seriousness, 
and  amiable  deportment  engaged 
the  attention  of  her  pious  acquaint- 
ance, who  urged  the  propriety,  of  an 
open  profession  of  the  faith  of  which 
she  evidently  had  been  made  a 
partaker.  She  was  easily  persuaded 
of  her  duty,  every  impediment 
yielded  to  the  force  of  this  convic* 
tion,  and  sFui  arose  and  was  haptizedy 
and  was  received  into  communion 
with  the  Baptist  Church,  at  Col* 
lingham,  in  Nottinghamshire,  under 
the  care  of  the  Rev.  William  Ni- 
chols. This  happy  connexion  con- 
tinued till  she  was  removed  from 
them  foy  death.  Nothing  promotes 
piety  more  than  Christian  comnna* 
ttion.  Foiir  ycais  previous  to  hec 
death,  she  removed  to  a  considerar 
ble  distance  from  this  much*esteem« 
ed  society.  This  separation  wia 
more  painful,  as. she  met  with  noinr 
timate  Christian  acquaintance  in 
hor  ii«w  aitnation ;  but  lier  love  to 
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privMe  doTotiaii,   a  contem^tfv^ 
turn  of  mind,  aod  th«  presence  of 
ber  Redeemer,   ealiveqed  her  boU- 
tnde.    Her  memory  often  lingered 
on  past  tceneft,  when  the  watked  to 
th§  ktuse  qf  God  in  etrnpofty;  bnt  a 
ciieerful  acquiescence  stilled  every 
ranrmor*   About  tweWe  monUis  be- 
fcNre  ber  dissolution,   she  was  af- 
flicted with  a  disorder  which  me* 
naoed  a  fatal  close.    In  her  situar 
tion,  and  at  her  age,  life  had  many 
charms.  Neither  the  blast  of  adver- 
sity, nor  the  frost  of  age,  had  im- 
paarad  her  pleasure.    She  was  sur- 
rounded with  a  lovely  laniily»  by 
whom  she  was  tenderly  loved  ;  but 
she  lo(^4^  forward  with  sweet  com- 
posure to  the  time  of  her  departure. 
The  length  and  weight  of  her  con- 
fiict  gave  room  for  the  operation  Of 
ChristiaB   consolation    and    btme, 
with  which  she  had  lon^  enjoyed  a 
happy  familiarity.    The  present  ob- 
ject, to  which  her   soul  adhered 
with  the  tenderest  ties  of  love,  was 
her  infant  family.     Whenever  she 
looked  at  them,  she  wept;  but  she 
was  enabled  at  last   to  commend 
them  to  him  who  was  the  guide  of 
her  youth,  and  patiently  to  wait  and 
calmfy  meet  the  awful  moment  of 
separation.  From  the  d«y  she  knew 
the  grace  of  God  in  truth,  she  had 
been  distinguished  by  a  meek  and 
ouiet  spirit;  and  in  Uie  presence  of 
ievLik  it  shone  with  a  superior  lustre, 
as  gold  tried  in  the  fire.      While 
she  stood  on  the  verge  of  eternity^ 
adorned  with  the  beauties  of  holi- 
ness,  waiting  for  ber   Lord  from 
heaven,  she  was  much  in  prayer. 
Her  views,  feeling,  and  behaviour, 
were  the  genuine  effects  of  the  hope 
of  immortality.     She  often  prayed 
that  her  last  end    might  not   be 
doubt  and  darkness ;  and  at  even" 
ing'Hme  it  vme  light.

His  im- 
provement was  not  neglected  by 
his  fiither,  who  survives  to  mourn  hia 
loes:  he  was  a  regular  attendant  on.- 
his  school,  till  within  two  montha 
of  his  decease,  when  he  was  prer 
vented  by  that  illness  which  termi* 
nated  in  bis  dissolution.  He  was 
remarkable  for  his  apprehension  of 
things  above  the  capacity  of  cbil- 
jdren  in  c(>mmon.  This  was  re- 
marked by  all  that  knew  him,  par- 
ticularly by  bis  master,  Mr.  W — s, 
who  said  to  me,  ^  |  never  knew  a. 
child  of  so  quick  an  understanding, 
and  so  retentive  a  memory.'' 

His  health  begap  to  decline  about 
two  months  before  bis  death,  when

is  fully  proved  by  the  aecurate  ac- 
conpUshnftent  of  prophecies.'^  T»m^ 

The  foreordifialioB  of  all  events, 
iadndint^  these  which  depend  on 
the  determinatioii  of  the  human 
will,  ^as  been  maintained  by  the 
most  learned  and  celebrated  di- 
vine?  of  the  Prhnititie,  the  Catho- 
lic, and  the  Pfotestant  chnreheK, 
who  argae  that  foreordination  is  so 
far  from  being  opposed  to  liberty, 
that  without  it  liberty  could  not 
exist  liaw,  say  they,  ean  thei-e 
be  liberty  without  monve ;  how  can 
there  be  the  InQuence  of  motive 
witliont. necessity  ;  and  how  neces- 
sity wit^ioqt  fpiieordlnation  ?  They 
therefore  argue,  that  it  accords  no 
lesa  with  reason  tiaaa  with  scripture, 
t|iat  *^  God  turneth  the  hearta  of 
men  whitkerstever  he  will,"  so  that 
they,  whilst  acting  freely,  do  **  what- 
saever  h»  hand  and  his  counsel  de- 
termiaed  before  to  be  done.*' 

The  more  sensible  Pelagians  and 
Arminians  have  always  been  aware 
that  the  divine  predetermination 
and  prescience  must  stand  or  foil 
together,  and  have  therefore  denied 
both.

Princes  ma^ 
prouHse  more  than  they  have  abi- 
lity to  perform,  through  a  misitafcea- 
idea  of  their  own  influence ;  but  th#« 
God  oi  Jacob  baa  infinite  ability. 
9.    Changing    circumstancea    maj 
lead  princes  to  alter  their  minds,  ot 
to  forget  their  promises ;  hot  theGod 
of  Jac<^  IS  immutable  in  his  nature^ 
and  therefore  unchangeable  in  his 
purposes.    4.  The  life  of  nrinces  is 
utu;ei-tiiin,  and  therefore  tqeir  pro- 
mises must  be  leCt  unaccomplished  i 
but  the  God  of  Jacob  Uvea  for  ever.

We  BnbJoiD  tbe  following  passage 
from  p.  7 — 10. 

«  Yoa  bftfe  heard  that  Death  has 
again  entered  our  palaces.    This  grim 
messenger  of  the  King  of  kings  does 
not  wait  for  any  formal  introduction  to 
tbe  palaces  of  princes ;  he.  demands  in- 
stant admission ;  he  presses  through  the 
guards;   he  passes    uncourleoiisly    the 
aTitecharabers>  enters  abruptly  the  room 
vf   state,    and    draws  back   nnceremo- 
nioQsly  the  curtains  of  the  royal  bed ; 
Jie  throws  his  dart  at  a.  prince  ;  he  cares 
nut  for  the  shrieks  of  a  widowed   prin- 
cess,  or  of  tbe  fatherless  unprotected 
infant,  though  dest^ied  perhaps  to  £11 
a  tbroue ;  but  lays  hold  of   the  royul 
irictioi,  and    with  his  cold  baud  drags 
him  away«    regardless  of   the  i^iill  of 
pliysicians,  and  the  tears  of  attendants, 
to  '  the  house  appointed  for  a(t  living.' 
'*  Such  hai  been  the  scene  witnessed 
at  Sid  mouth,    daring    the    last   week, 
when  his  Ruyal  Highness  Edward  Duke 
of  Kent,  &c.  &c.  was  brought  to  what 
may  be  called  a  premature  deaUu  and 
an  untimely  grave.    Judging  from  his 
majestic  persoot  his    firm  constitution, 
his  sober  habits,   his    being  inured  to 
different  climates,  and  the  hardships  in- 
separable from  a  soldier's  lifcj  wc  should 
not  have  expected  that  a  little  snotv  wa* 
ter  penetrating  his  boots  would  convey 
tbe  mortal  poison  to  his  heart.      The 
royal  sufferer  did  fiot  expect  it.     Wheh 
he  felt  the  'symptoms  of  a  cold,  it  is 
reported  that  he  said,  *  A  good  night's 
re$t  will  rvmove  all     this.'      But  his 
time  was  come  to  die,  and   therefore 
the  poison  could  not  be   expelled  from 
t|ie  system,  and  he  fell  before  the  angel 
of   Death*      Yes,   that  noble  minded 
prince  is  no   more.     He  is   no  niore, 
who   was    foremost  in   patronising  our 
benevolent  insiitutieus,  especially  those 
for    the    universal    circulaliun    of   the 
Bible,  and   for  the  scriptara!   instruc- 
tion of  the  rising  generation  ;  he,  who 
rising  above  the  clouds    of  prejudice, 
raftered  no  religions  distinctions  to  im- 
pede the  march  of  his  phiiaoihropy ;  he, 
who  nobly  dared    to  .break  down  the 
lalddle  wall  of  partiiion  between  Epis- 
oopalians  and  Dissenters,  and  received 
t)iem  without  distinction   to  his  friend- 
ship, and   his  influence ;  he,    who  was 
ever  ready  to  advocate  the  cause  of  the 
poor^and  needy,  and  to  use  bis  power- 
fid  exertions  to  carry  into'  e0ect  the  pa- 
triotic and  godlike  desire  <of  "his  royal 
fiareut,  '  '  i  wUh  thai  every  chiid  in  my 
dbmiftumf  may-   be   able    to    read   the 
Bible.'  On  s<^veral  occasions  I  have  heard 
the  late  Frhice  daciare  '  the  correctoesi 
of  the  abo«a  atatepfaa^  and  hii  know- 


.  ledge  of  the  zeal  wVteh  had  bten  ex<* 
pressed  by  his  Majesty  to  promote  the  wel- 
fare ,  of  the  society  which  comtemplated 
the  educafion  of  every  class  of  his  sub* 
jects.  Melhinks  I  now  see  his  majestic 
countenance  beaming  with  affability 
and  kindness  towards  the  children  of  the 
poor, — the  picture  of  our  now  departed 
and  lamented  roonaM:h,  the  family  por- 
trait of  the  House  of  Brunswick,  the  re- 
semhlanee  of  the  ancient  Romans.— > 
But  I  forbear;  I  an  reminded  by  mj 
text  not  to  speak  too  highly  even  of 
princes ;  *  Put  not  ypur  trust  in  prfaices»* 
&cc.  ficc.** 
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Ik  JaOQary*  1819,  Mr.  A.  Perrey 
fommenced  preacbjUig  in  a  room  every 
$abbath  evening.  Aft«jr  %  little  time, 
the  congregation  increasing^  the  room 
was  too  small.  The  Trade  Hall  was 
engaged  at  fifty-two  gaineas  per  annum, 
9Qd  in  April  we  commenced  worshipping 
three  times  every  Lord's-day.  The 
congregations,  particularly  in  the  even- 
iag,  have  been  very  large  ;  the  blessing 
of  God  has  attended  the  word ;  a,nd  a 
church  has  recently  been  formed',  con- 
sisting of  about  thirty  members.  IMdp. 
Perrey  was  chosen  pastor,  and  Jitn.  30 
be  was  publicly  ordained.  Mr.  Mack  of 
Edinburgh  commenced  ihe  seryice  with 
reading  and  prayer;  Mr.  JPengilly  of 
l^ewcastle,  stated  tlie  natuxe  of  a  Chris- 
tian  church ;  and  asked  the  ji^ual  ques- ' 
tions.  Mr.  Anderson  of  Edinburgh 
prayed,  and  gave  the  chatge.  Mr. 
Bample  concluded  with  an  address  to 
the  church.  In  the  evening  Mr.  An- 
derson preached  again. 

Next  day  we  all,  with  the  ei^ception 
of  Mr.  Mack,  went  down  to  Greenock, 
and  ordained  Mr.  Edwards  over  a  Bap- 
tist church  recently  formed  there.  Mr. 
.Sample  commenced  with  reading  and 
prayer,  and  Mr.  Barclay  of  Kilwinning, 
addressed  the  church.  The  rf^st  of  the 
Jervlces  as  ^before.  In  the  evening 
Messrs.  PengUly  and  Sample  gave  a 
double  lecture  in  the  Burgber  Meeting 
house.  As  our  friends  from  England 
and  Edinburgh  staid  with  us  till  the  fol- 
lowing week,  we  had  several  other  meet- 
ings for  religious  purposes.  The  atten- 
dance was  good.  The  unanimity  and 
,«eal,  the  spirituality  and  love,  which 
pervaded  our  assemblies,  afforded  ineff- 
able delight,  and  have  I  trust  left  im- 
pressions on  many  which  will  never  be 
.effaced.  The  grand  desire  was  for  the 
down-pouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  and 
though  we  have  not  yet  witnessed  any 
of  his  more  striking  and  abundant  com- 
munications, we  are  still  anxiously  ex- 
pecting that  he  will  be  poored  out  upon 
'tl^  from  on  high. 

The  hall  will  contain  abont  eight  hun-

Ocx.  6, 1819,  a  new  Baptist  Meeting- 
houSjB  was  opened  at  Ross  in  Hereford- 
alure,  when  three  sermons  were  preached; 
— ^iivthe  morning  by  the^v.  T.  Waters 
of  Ptiirshqre;  in  the  afternquaby.the  Rev. 
Micajab  Thqmits  of  Abergavenny ;  and 
in  the  ejveqing  by  the  3ev.  H.  Hawkins 
of  Eaptco^abes. 

This  plAce  of  worship,  the  erecting  of 
whjch  was  probably  as  desirable  as  .any 
which  hf^'baen.buUt  £or  many  years,  U 
in  the  ceatre  of  .a  popyloua  town,  wjbere 
oqljr  ooe^pi^H  congregation  ^  D^asenters 
existed,  luod  where  the  awful  neglect  jmd 
prqpl^anation  «f  the  Sabbath  speaks 
loudly  the  joeed  of  religions  instraetion. 
The  bouse  itself  u  at  onoe  a  monn- 
ment  of  the  piety,  the  ^ononiy^  and  the 
.good  feastie  of  those  «i^ged  in  Its 
erection. 

On  Lord's-day,  Dee.  IPlh.  Twenty 
persotis  who  had  obtained  taieir  dismission 
from  the  church  at  Bjreibfd,  a  village 
about  three  miles  distant,  were  formed 
into  a  church  in  the  usual  wfy,  in  which 
they  were  assisted  with  the  adiiice  and  la- 
bours of  theRciv.  W.Winterbofham,  |Mistor 
of  the  Baptish  church  at  Horsley.  The 
congregation  were  through  the  whole 
'^^y  g«od,  and  in  the  evening  crowded  • 
the  prospects  before  this  infant  churchj 
are  peculiarly  pleasing. 

N.  B. — This  is  the  third  church  formed 
from  the  parent  Stock  at  Ryeford. 
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AVENING,  GLOUCESTERSHIRE. 


On  Sonday  Oct.  Slst,  1819,  a  branch 
of  the  Church  at  Shortwood,  Gloacester-' 
shire,  consUting  of  eight  persons,  was 
formed  into  a  church  at  the  neighbonrijig 
▼illage  of  Aveningt  by  Mr.  Hawkins,  of 
Eastcombes,  after  a  sennon  from  Acts  iL 
47.  In  the  afternoon  eight  other  per- 
sons were  baptized  by  the  same  minister, 
in  tlie  adjoining  river,  before  a  numeroas 
assembly,  whoM  appearance  and  orderly 
behaviour  were  tralv  encouraging.  On 
returning  to  the  Meeting-House,  the 
baptised  persons  were  received  into  the 
church,  and  the  Lord's  Supper  was  ad- 
ministered. Mr.  Aldum  preached  in  the 
evening  from  Matt.  xvi.  24.  The  whole 
of  the  services  were  most  profitable,  and 
anticipations  of  further  oiefnlness  are 
entertained.

No  VBMBSB  d»  1819,  Mr.  John  Reynolds 
(late  of  Stepney  Academy)  was  ordained 
pastor  over  the  Baptist  church,  assem- 
bling in  the  old  Meeting-house,  at  Islfr> 
ham,  Cambridgeshire.  The  services 
'commenced  with  singing,  after  which 
the  Rev.  R.  Compton  of  Isleham,  read 
the  scriptures  and  prayed.  The  Rev.  S. 
Green  of  Bluntisbam,  stated  the  nature 
of  a  Christian  church,  asked  the  usual 
questions,  and  received  Mr.  R's.  con- 
fession of  faith.  The  Rev,  R.  Roote  of 
Soham,  offered  up  the  ordination  prayer. 

The  Rev.  T.  Griffin  of  London  (Mr. 
Reynolds's  pastor),  delivered  a  most  af- 
fectionate and  impressive  charge  from 
Jer.  xzvL  2.  The  Rev.  C.  Dewhirst  of 
Bury  St.  Edmunds,  addressed  the 
church  in  an  excellent  discourse  from 
2  Cor.  i.  12.  The  Rev.  G.  Norman  of 
Soham,  concluded  with  prayer. 

In  the  evening  Mr.  GrifEui  prayed,  and 
Mr.  Green  preached  from  Im.  xxv.  10, 
11, 18. 

The  day  was  remarkably  fine,  the  con- 
gregations large,  and  the  services  pecu- 
liarly interesting  and  profitable. 


BETHEL  SEAMEN'S   UNION, 
BRITISH  AND  FOREIGN. 

This  institution  for  promoting  reli^on 
and  morality  among  seamen  in  general, 
was  formed  Oct.  29,  1819,  at  tUf  large 
LanciUiterian  School  Rooms,  White's 
Grounds,  HorseIy<down,  the  Rev.  G.  C. 
Sioiita  of  Penzance  in   the  Chair.    Th^ 


appearance  of  the  place  was  impressive. 
Over  the  platJform  where  the  Provisional 
Committee  sat,  was  spread  a  white  ensign 
from  a  three-decker,  festooned  in  front. 
At  the  back  of  the  chairman,  and  on  each 
side  this  spacious  place,  were  British 
Union  Flags  from  line-of-battle  ships. 
Facing  the  entrance,  and  before  the 
chair,  were  suspended  in  foil  view,  three 
large  flags  from  .the  merchant-ships  on 
the  Thames,  with  BETHEL  in  large  let* 
ters,  a  star  rising  in  the  east,  and  a  dovci 
bearing  an  olive.  These  are  the  signals 
inviting  sulors  on  board  for  religious 
instruction  and  prayer.  This  institution 
will  proceed  in  harmony  with  the  Port 
of  London  (or  Floating  Chapel)  Society. 
The  meeting  was  uncommoqly  interest- 
ing* The  chairman  professed  his  ardent 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  British  sea- 
men. He  was  followed  by  several  re- 
spectable ministers,  and  officers  of  the 
navj.  It  was  argued  that  by  the  op- 
posmg  of  infidelity,  and  the  teacliing  of 
the  importaut  truths  of  Christianity,  mu- 
tiny and  piracy  would  be  suppressed, 
and  genuine  heroism  and  loyalty  secured. 
An  aged  captain  greatly  interested  the 
meeting  with  an  account  of  his  voyages* 
He  had  distributed  Bibles  and  religious 
trac^at  Smyrna,  Thessalonica,  Mars'- 
hiir^thens>,  and  many  other  place?. 
In  his  last  voyage  he  sailed  about  40,000 
miUs.-— A  sailor  alluded  with  great  mo- 
desty to  Nelson's  motto,  "  England  ex- 
pects every  man  to  do  his  duty;"  de- 
scribed bis  recent  shipwreck ;  and,  in 
the  name  of  seamen,  thanked  the  meet- 
ing for  their  good  intentions. 

On  Friday  evening,  Nov.  12,  a  ge- 
neral Meeting  was  held  at  the  City  of 
London  Tavern,  Sir  George  Mouat  Keith, 
Bart.  Commander  in  the  R.  N.  in  the 
chair,  supported  oil  his  right  hand,  by  C. 
A.Fabian,  Esq.  Captain  in  the  Royal 
Navy,  and  surrounded  bv  several  naval 
officers,  merchants,  captains  of  merchant 
ships,  and  gentlemen  who  had  been  en- 
gaged in  various  marine  services  for 
many  years.  About  two  hundred  seamen 
and  cabin  boys  were  also  present. 

The  gallant  chairman  opened  the  bu- 
siness of  the  meeting  with  a  most  able 
address,  urging  attention  to  the  immortal 
interests  of  sailors. — The  Rev.  G.  C. 
Smith  of  Penzance,  explaiaed  the  objects 
of  the  Society. — First,  to  unite  and  ex- 
tend the  prayer-meetings  now  established 
in  various  ships,  on  the  River  Thames.-— 
Secondly,  to  ascertain  the  state  of  Bri-. 
tish  seamen  in  every  seaport -town 
throughout  Great  -  Britain,  both  in  the 
navy  and  merchant  service,  and  adopt 
such  measures,  in  connexion  with  friends 
in  maritime  towns,  as  may  best  co&duce 
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'to  tbeir  moral  and  religious  interest* — 
Thirdij»  to  establish  foreign  correspon- 
dence, and  solicit  information  and  di- 
rection as  to  the  best  means  of  doing 
good  to  foreign  sailors,  that  the  limits  of 
their  society  may  be  the  circumference 
of  the  globe.  —  Fourthly,  to  publish  a 
Sailor's  Magazine»  monthly,  for  the  im- 
provement of  seamen,  and  the  commu- 
nication  of,  general  information,  con- 
cerning this  interesting  portion  of  the 
human  race« 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Irons  of  Camberwell, 
the  Rev.  Mr,  Ward,  (^Missionary  from 
Serampore,)  and  the  Rey.  Mr.  Allen, 
deeply  interested  the  meeting  with  their 
remarks.  C.  M.  Fabian,  Esq.  as  an  offi- 
cer of  long  standing  in  His  Majesty's 
navy,  furnished  a  noble  testimony  to 
the  value  of  pious  officers  and  seamen, 
and  added  his  hearty  wishes  for  prospe- 
rity to  this  excellent  institution.  lie  was 
followed  tiy  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brown,  (for- 
merly of  the  navy,)  and  Captain  Orton, 
and  Lieotenants  K.  Smith,  and  J.  Ar. 
sold,  all  of  whom  powerfully  advocated 
the  caote  of  seamen. 

Cai)tain  Wilkins  described  the  rapid 
progress  of  religion  among  seamen. 
G.  F.  Angus,  Esq.  of  Newcastle,  as  a 
luerchant  and  owneri  considered  the  So- 
ciety folly  entitled  to  the.  countenance 
and  support  of  every  gentleman  inte- 
rested In  shipping.  — -  Stevens,  Esq. 
strongly  recommended  the  Institution. — 
Mr.  T.  Phillips  related  some  interesting 
anecdotes. — Black,  Esq.  (a  gentleman 
who  had  been  for  many  years  at  sea,) 
added  his  testimony.  And  Mr.  Smith 
closed  with  the  relation  of  a  most  affect- 
ing anecdote  concerning  the  humanity 
and  heroism  of  the  crew  of  the  Robert 
and  Margaret. — One  of  the  crew  being 
present,  he  was  requested  to  stand  up, 
Tffhen  the  cheeruigs  of  a  most  numerous 
and  respectable  meeting  was  astounding 
and  protracted. 

On  tlie  whole,  this  meeting  went  off 
with  an  energy,  and  interest  that  pro- 
mised extensive  usefulness  to  an  insti- 
tBtion  that  contemplates  the  present  and 
eternal  welfare  of  all  those  who  "  go 
down  to  the  sea  in  ships  *'  in  Asia,  Africa, 
Europe,  and  America.

The .  following  pleasing  fact  has  been 
communicated.  The  son  of  a  respect- 
able tradesman  had  been  placed  at  se- 
veral schools ;  but  he  learned  scarcely 
any  thing,  and  his  health  appeared  so 
impaired,  that  he  was  sent  into  the  coun« 
try  for  its  improvement.  Whilst  there, 
his  parents  obtained  permission  for  him 
to  attend  a  school  on  the  British  system. 
It  then  appeared  that  the  only  thing 
wanting  was  application  ;  for  in  con- 
sequence of  the  regular  discipline,  and 
the  habits  of  strict  order,  from  being 
soarcely  able  to  read  a  word  of  two  syl- 
lables, he  soon  became  a  good  reader* 
His  mind  is  now  at  rest,  and  his  health  is 
re-established* — ^There  is  a  very  pleasing 
report  from  a  society  at  Paris,  the  Duke 
de  la  Roche foucault  in  the  chair.  They 
seem  to  set  up  the  English  societies  for 
tbeir  model.  Schools  are  organizing  in 
various  parts  of  France.  At  Groslay, 
June  Sl>  a  lady  gave  an  entertainment 
to  the  children ;  prizes  were  distributed 
to  twenty  of  the  most  meritorious.  Each 
child  received  a  printed  sheet,  containing 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount;  and  theCur^, 
Mayor,  and  a  great  number  of  respect- 
able inhabitants  were  present  at  the  exa- 
mination.— ^The  King  of  Spain  has  by 
a  decree  '*  authorized  the  establishment 
of  schools    upon    the  Lancastebiak 

SYSTEM   THROUGHOUT   THE    KINGOOM." 

His  Excellency  the  Duke  del  Infantado 
writes  as  follows  to  the  Secretary,  •*  I 
have  impatiently  waited,  and  now 
eagerly  embrace  this  opportunity,  to 
assure  the  members  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  School  Society,  of  my  sincere 
gratitude  for  the  honour  they  have  been 
pleased  to  confer  on  me,  by  electing  me

Capt.  Kearney,  who  studied  the  British 
system  at  tlie  Central  School  in  the  Bo* 
rough>road,  is  appointed  Director  Ge- 
neral for  the  schools  in  Madrid,  with  a 
salary  of  16,(XK)  rials. 

There  are  petitions  from  every  part  of 
the  kingdom,  begging  permission  to  open 
Lancasterian  schools. — ^Tbe  intelligeoce 
from  Russia,  Italy,  &c  is  equally  en* 
couraging.

until  we  esperieRce  the  tost  of  it  From 
Thursday  the  X6th  ultimo,  until  the  S6tb» 
I  was  confined  to  my  bed  In  a  state  of 
excruciating  pain,  and  was  often  in  a 
high  fever.  On  €hrt8tmaa-day  I  had 
given  up  every  hope  of  life,  but  found 
my  soul  indescribably  happy  in  the 
love  of  Jesus :  insomuch,  that  I  could 
say,  "  I  long  to  be  with  Christ,  which  is 
far  better.'*  I  truly  found  these  cheering 
words  of  th^  Hedeemer  fulfilled  in  my 
own  mind,  "  They  shall  not  walk  ia 
darkneit,  but  have  the  light  of  iife." 
That  night  I  was  relieved  from  a  quantity 
of  bile,  which  produced  a  very  salutary 
effect,  as  my  head-ache,  and  every  other 
pain  soon  alter  subsided,  until  yesterday* 
when  the  doctor  again  restrained  me  from 
every  kind  of  animal  food.  I  thought  I  had 
nothmgtodobut  mend  rapidly,  and  even 
wrote  to  some  of  my  friends  I  expected 
my  affliction  was  at  an  end ;  but  in  the 
night  I  was  exceedingly  bad,  though  I 
find  noyself  something  better  this  morn- 
ing. The  doctor  has  paid  me  unremitted 
attentioa  almost  twice  a  day  since  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  here* 

I  thank  you  for  the  *»  Irish  Chronicle,** 
and  I  am  roach  obliged  to  yon  and  the 
Committee  for  your  kind  attention  in  my 
affliction. 

I  should  be  glad  to  know  if  you  sent 
the  purport  of  my  letter  to  Jtfr.  Ivimey; 
as  he  may  think  me  negligent  in  not 
answeringhis  kind  letter  to  roe. 

I  suppose  you  have  seen  the  account 
ia  the  newspaper,  of  our  friends  at  Crog- 

fan  beiug  visited  by  men  looking  for 
re-arms.  Mr.  Horn,  one  of  our  raeni- 
hers,  and  husband  to  Mrs.  H.  who  teaches 
the  school,  and  some  others  of  our  peo- 
ple, apprehended  two  of  them,  who  are 
now  in  prison.  The  thanks  of  the  Mayor, 
and  mofitirates  of  the  county,  have  beei^ 
retumea  to  the  hrave  loyal  Baptists  !

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Letter  from  the  Rev.  Joeiah  WiUon,  to  the 
Secretaryt  dated 

BalUna,  Jantutry  15,  1820. 

Mt  Dear  BROTHsn.-^Yours  of  the 
7th  irtftant  arrived  yesterday;  I  am 
happy  to  heaf  that  **  2Soii'8  cords  are 
lengthening;"  thatyoa  are  saying, '< The 
place  is  too  strait  for  mtf*  may  the 
number  be  abandantly  increased*  of 
ivhom  it  shall  be  said*  they  *<  were  born 
there."  I  should  be  glad  to  be  present 
at  the  re-opening  of  your  chapel. 

I  sincerely  hope  you  will  soon  find 
another  minister  to  send  here,  for  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  work  here  to  be  done: 
I  have  been  here  for  several  Sabbaths,  al- 
most successively,  and  have  had  very  good 
congregations.  I  was  at  Castlebar,  and 
preached  on  (Christmas-day,  and  on  the 
Sunday  and  Monday  following ;  and  at 
Watport  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday; 
and  as  usual  was  well  attended.  In  the 
former  place  there  are  some  persons  in 
respectable  stations  in  life. 

I  will  now  endeavour  to  comply  with 
vour  request,  in  giving  a  more  compre- 
hensive view  of  the  schools*  &e.  than  I 
do  in  my  quarterly  accounts.  The  par- 
ticulars respecting  the  progress  of  the 
children  must  be  deferred  till  after  the 
next  inspection :  which  I  begin  next 
week*  but  which  will  not  be  concluded 
till  about  the  middle  of  March. 

There  are  now  fifty-eight  schools  in 
my  circuit*  which  number  will  be  in- 
creased before  the  clos^  of  the  quarter. 

Twenty-six  of  those  teachers  have 
entered  the  service  of  the  Society  since 
July*  1818*  there  being  twelve  more 
schools  than  there  were  at  that  time; 
and  the  other  changes  occurred  either 
^by  the  masters  being  dismissed*  or  their 
resigning  through  fear  of  the  priests.  In 
the  schools*  the  children  are  taught  to 
spell,  read,  write^  and  cast  accounts.  As 
soon  as  they  can  read  tolerably  well,  all 
of  them  commit  portions  of  the  New 
Testament  to  memory,  of  which  I  take  an 
account  at  every  quarterly  inspection; 
rewarding  the  most  meritorious,  (for 
which  purpose  I  very  much  wish  for  some 
Bibles,  as  do  the;xire»ti  and  the  children 
also*)  with  a  Bible,  some  writing  paper* 
religions  tract*  or  something  out  of  my 
own  pocket. 

The  children  are  in  the  schools  in  the 
summer-time,  when  they  can  attend, 
nearly  six  hours,  and  in  the '  winter  be- 
tween four  and  five  hours. 

Of  the  Teachers.  The  contract  with 
them  is,  that  if  they  are  able  to  procure 
%  school  and  continue  it*  worthy  the  no- 
tice of  the  Society*  they  are  to  receive 
eight  pounds  per  annum ;  and  accerdiiig 


to  the  number  and  progress  of  the  chil- 
dren* this  will  be  ten  or  twelve  pounds. 
Hence  no  master*  who  has  been  eagageci 
since  I  took  charge  of  the  schools*  has 
more  than  twelve  pounds  per  annum. 

This  plan  experience  proves  to  lue,  by 
the  schools  being  constantly  visited  by 
gentlemen  in  the  neighbourhood*  and 
the  ins|)ectors*  secures  all  the  advan- 
tages of  that  pursued  by  another  So- 
ciety* with  greater  satisfaction  to  the 
masters*  and  without  expoting  them  to 
temptaUon*  When  a  master  is  engaged » 
ability  to  teach*  and  correctness  of  moral 
character*  are  all  that  is  regarded,  as  reli- 
gious profession,  be  it  what  it  may,  is  no 
barrier  to  his  being  employed.  But  as 
you  wished  me  to  be  more  predse,  1  will 
mention  them  individually*  noticing  them 
in  the  order  in  which  they  were  placed 
in  my  last  retuni. 

A  Letter  from  the   Rev,   5.  Davis  of 
Thurles,  dated 

CUmmel,  Jan.  22*  1820* 

My  Deab  Sir*  I  think  you  will 
hardly  expect  to  hear  that  lam  itinerat- 
ing at  this  remarkably  inclement  season ; 
but  one  of  our  good  friends  at  the  Hills» 
brought  a  horse  for  me  to  Thurles*  on 
the  15tb*  and  I  returned  with  him  to 
that  dreary  place*  and  preached  twice 
on  Lord's-day»  and  administered  the 
Lord's  sapper  to  the  little  charcb. 
About  fifty  attended  each  sermon*  and 
twelve  commemorated  the  dying  love  of 
the  dear  redeemer.  The  preaching  waa 
at  Bonllegh  in  the  morning*  and  lie* 
naghmoor  in  the  evening.  Next  morn- 
ing I  gave  a  short  lecture  to  al>out  a 
dozen  grown  persons*  and  rode  over  to 
P.  Cole's  school};  and  notwithstanding  it 
was  piercing  cold*  and  the  snow  very- 
deep*  and  the  poor  children  in  general 
barefooted*  and  half  naked«  sixty-six 
were  collected  together !  and  some  had 
learned  ten*  others  five*  and  others 
near  two  chapters,  since  the  last  monthly 
inspectiob.  I  also  examined  the  first 
class  in  spelling  and  reading,  to  my 
great  satisfaction,  with  the  scholars^  and 
the  master.  I  could  not  examine  Mrs. 
Cowan's  school  this  day,  on  account  of 
the  distance,  and  I  had  spent  a  con- 
siderable    time    there    the    last    visit. 

I  went  the  same  day*  to  Ballingarry^ 
where  two  of  our  friends  reside,  who  ar» 
more  properly  members  of  the  Dublin 
chnrch ;  and  some  neighbours  came  to  a 
lecture  in  the  evening. 

Tuesday,  I  obtained  a  horse  toCallan» 
but  the  evening  was  so  unfavourable  that 
I  was  persuaded  to  defer  public  preach- 
ing till  the  next  day,  and  content  myself 
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Whli  seeking   tlie  edification  of  a  few 
friends  with  the  family. 

Wednesday  morning,   I    visited   and 
prayed   with  a  poor  man,  aged    sixty** 
8even»  who  has  been  a  paralytic  thirty- 
five  yean  !     He  bad  been  a  soldier,  and 
has  been  a  pensioner  from  1785.     Hit 
speech  is  so .  affected,  that  I  coujd  net 
understand  him,  but  he  appeared  pleased 
with  roy  visit*  and  I  was  greatly  affected, 
and  the  friends  that  accompanied  me.    I 
then  visited    the    Lancasterian    School, 
which  is  chiefly  under    the  direction  of 
the  Roman  Catholics.  They  are  supplied 
by  the  Society  for  the  Education  of  the 
Poor  in  Ireland,"  and  it  appears  by  the 
books  that  about  one  hundred  and  siity 
ireqnently   attended    last    summer,  but 
there  were  very  few  present  this  day.   In 
the  evening  I  preached  to  about  thirty 
persons,  in  an  empty  house  exactly  op- 
posite the  Romish  chapel ;  and  Mr.  L. 
the  schoolmaster  from  K.  was  there«  and 
itaid  that  night.    I  had  much  conversa- 
tion} with  him  that  was  very  agreeable, 
and  I  expect  he  will  write  aJetter  shortly 
for  the  Committee.    The  next  morning  a 
Roman  Catholic  lent  his  horse  for  me  to 
conie  eleven  miles  on  the  road  to  this 
place,  and  I  walked  from  the  five-mile 
stone.    It  was  a  tremendous  day,  but 
■the  wind  and  snow   were  in  my  back. 
The  cold  has  greatly  affected  my  bowels, 
and  I 'feel   very  sore  with  so  much  tra- 
velling •  this  severe  weather ;  but  I  was 
enabled  to  preach  here  last  evening,  and 
hope  to  do  so  twice  to-morrow,  and  on 
Monday,  after  which  I  shall  return  home' 
as  soon  as  the  weather,  &c.  will  permit. 
We  were  much  annoyed    last  evening, 
and  two  pains  of  glass  were  broken  while 
I  was  preaching;  bat  the  females  were 
more  composed  than  I  expected. 

I  suppose  yon  will  hear  of  the  daring 
attdnpt  made  the  other  evening  to 
rob  the  mail  coach  near  this,  and  a 
poor  old  man  .has  just  been  murdered 
about  four  miles  ou,  supposed  by  some 
of  his  own  tenantry !  from  whom  he 
was  seeking  his  rent.  Fear  'seems  to  be 
very  general,  from  Vhe  nightly  depreda- 
tions, &c.  of  lawless  men,  and  the  very 
unprotected  state  of  the  country  from  the 
withdrawment  of  the  militaiy  to  Eng- 
land. But  I  feel  no  very  unpleasant  ap- 
prehensions :  the  121st  Psalm  is  often  a 
comfort  to  me.  Pray  for  us  in  this  dark 
and  wicked  land.  I  suppose  you  have 
seen  the  late  ravings  from  Rome.  It  is  a 
sign  good  is  doing,  or  there  would  not 
be  this  opposition ;  Jesus  must  reign.

A  Letttr  fivm  IT.  Moore,  to  the  Rev,  /I 
Wett,  dated 

KilvMctige,  Jan,  19,  18^. 

Dear  Sir,— In  my  last^  I  had  great 
hopes  of  favourable  accounts  from  Cog- 
ran,  but  providence  has  so    ordered   it 
that  I  have  not  been  able  to  go  to  that 
part    of    the    country,  since,    on    ac- 
count of  going  to  Baluia  the  1st  instant* 
and  from    thence  a  direction   I  never 
travelled  before,  in  consequence  of  JMr. 
Wilson  appointing  a  school  between  Ba- 
lina  and  Forford  ;  and,  if  ever  there  was  a 
school  necessary  snrely  that  is  (he  grounds 
The  schoolmaster  is  a  very  rational  man, 
and  an  excellent  Irish  scholar.     I  had 
some,  conversation,  with    some  of   the 
people  the  first  day  I  went  there,  and 
prombed  to  call  at  the  place  in  a  few 
days  after  as  it  was  thought  that  tha 
school  would   be  opposed  on   the   first 
onset.    Accordingly  I   went    there  last 
weekt  spent  a  day  and  night,  and  mora 
civility  I   never    experienced ;   I  pro- 
mised to  call  often.    I  was  another  day 
in  Foxford  ;  from  thence  to  the  often 
mentioned  Rowleys,  where  the  greatest 
jealousy  prevailed,  that  I  could  scarcely 
get  them  reconciled    in    consequence. 
I  had  been  at  two  ditferent  times  in  the 
country,  and   did  not  call  on  them  im 
their  sore  trials.     I  satisfied  them  it  was 
not  in  my  power ;  but  it  is  most  remark- 
able as  many  as  the  cabin  could  contain 
old   and  young  thronged  in,  and   with 
great  attention  heard,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few,  which  must  always  be  on 
such  occasions.    What  makes    this  so 
very  remarkable,  there  is  not  living  a 
more  determined  enemy  to  the  Gospel 
than  the  priest  of  this  parish.    Notwith- 
standing, I  can  certify  there  are  Testa- 
ments in  every  part  of  his  parish,  and 
readers  both  in  English  and  Irish.  I  now 
have  been  eight  days  amongst  them, 
and  have  to  repeat  what  I  often  havCt 
were  they  extricated  from  the  sorceries 
of  the  priests,  a  more  loviogf  hospitable, 
tender  people  does  not  exist.    I  have 
to  add  to  the  glory  of  our.  Heavenly 
Father,  by  what  is  stated,  that  (he  dark- 
ness is  in  a  great  degree  dispelling.  Ano- 
ther instance.   There  lives  a  man   where 
I  am  now  writing,  who  has  declared  all 
his  worldly  substance  is  one  cow,  and 
that  cow  be  would  give  if  he  was  never 
to  taste  a  drop  of  milk  to  the  day  of  his 
death,   that   all  his    fellow-parishioners 
knew  as  much  of  the  Testament  as  he 
does,  adding,  though  he  knew  but  little. 
Another  man  that  lives  in  a  very  diffe- 
rent part  of  the  mountain,  and  no  inhabit- 
ants near,  but  who  in  his  youth  recervcd 
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•  little  edttcatios.  Ko  d(Mibt  fi«ni  liil 
residing  on  that  moantfuoi  the  Lordf  as 
hy  an  impolse,  directed  him  last  year 
to  Brjan  Brenan,  of  whom  be  craved 
an  English  Testament.  Brenan  procored 
bta  one,  b«  neail  it,  and  bearing  Bre- 
nan reading  the  Irkhf  begged  an  Irub 
XpstMBCBt  also ;  from  the  stsength  of 
lus  oodentandiag  and  capacity,  ihe  is 
aowable  from  compating  both,  without 
help  or  infltraction,  to  read  the  Irish;  he 
read  a  diapter  ibr  me.  I  prayed  the  Lord 
wooid  seal  the  truth  of  what  he  read  on 
bis  heart,  to  which  be  fervenlljr  aaid 
amen,  I  ako  remarked  to  him,  tliatthe 
JUxrd  found  him  oot  in  that  backward 
mountain,  and  sent  him  the  word  of  life. 
I  am  rejoiced  I  have  been  so  long  nncou 
pectediy  detained  in  this  place,  for  I 
oonld  not  believa  had  I  not  seen  hoar 
it  could  be  possible  for  the  Testament 
to  be  «s  it  were  making  way  secretly 
tbioogh.  the  Brenana  on  the  one  hand, 
and  poor  Mary  Bowley  «n  the  other, 
whoeamestiy  Contends  for  the  fisilh.

•ye,  and  from  scripture  maintain  the

They  re(}neited  that  I  would  give  them 
ao|toe  wbeaev«r  I  <sboald  pass  rhat  wav, 
and  that  there  weold  be  nearly  double 
the  nomber.  f  have  been  inlbmed  by 
Mr.  Il.'tbat  tbe  gospel  l»s  been  aeaicely 
fMsached  tbese  #ve  years  paat  ki  timt 
■eigbboorhood,    tboii^    there   are  so 


iiMiy  tbal  «aii1A  attend.  Hm  neat 
night  I  exhorted  near  D.  and  are  bad 
neatly  seventy ;  they  listeaed  with  Uie 
greatest  aHcaties*  sewaal  af  thara  made 
me  promise  to  atop  with  then  wbenever 
I  ftbonld  past  tbat  way*  The  ni|$bt  fol- 
lowing I  gave  an  exhortation  at  a  place 
called  C.  C.  in  the  county  of  Leitrim ; 
we  bad  about  eighty.  The  Lord's-day 
fallowing,  I  spoke  from  tbe  scciptaeea 
twice;  is  tiie  morning  we  bad  about 
forty,  and  at  night  we  -had  about  one 
bundled  and  ifty.  A  >|»itclMn  and  tiao 
large  rooms  w«re  full*  and  though  dte 
freeced  very  hard,  there  were  some  ouu 
side  the  door,  that  oouid  not  get  jn.  I 
was  much  delighted  to  see  so  many*  bad 
grieved  to  6nd  them  so  ignorant  of  tkm 
gospeUplan  of  salvation.  I  believe  I 
night  not  hesitate  a  moment  to  say* 
tbere  ware  scarcely  any  in  that  anmber 
that  knew  what  the  gospel  meant.  At>out 
lorty  of  them  stopped  after  the  servio& 
I  coiideavoaffed  lo  explun  both  the.  lav 
and  gospel,  and  to«hMrtbe  ase  of  both ; 
they  aeeflMd  to  be  vary  well  pleaaed* 
I  never  saw  any  people  possessed  of  kas 
prejadioe  tiian  they  ware. 

A  few  nights  after,  I  slept  near  €•  aft 
Mr.  0.'s  place :  be  .and  bis  family  beiievia 
the  gospel.  He  infarnied  me  that  there 
are  some  beUererain  that  neighbourhaod. 
I  exhorted  the  next  day  in  a  dissenting 
mecting*bouse.  We  bad  only  aboot 
thirty,  as  the  notice  was  shott,  and  the 
booses  ware  hi  scattered. 

I  bad  an  opportunity  of  explaining 
tbe  gospel  in  several  places,  as  I  went 
along.  I  read  and  explained  a  iofaapter 
in  a  gentleman's  house }  tbese  wete  anhf 
a  few  to  bear.  I  hope  he  is  convinced 
of  the  truth ;  bis  name  is  Anderson.  I 
have  a  general  invitation  to  bis  pbM^;^ 
lid  requested  I  would  sto|»,  and  that  he 
would  gather  a  congregation,  bat  1  had 
not  time.  Tbe  Lord  is  opening  the 
hearts  of  many  to  bear  his  word.  There 
is  an  open  field  for  aseialnass  in  the 
county  of  L.  This  is  a-thittg  we  have 
toe  often  to  lament,  that  the  labourers 
ate  Tery  iom  when  conpaaed  .with  tbe 
iiarvest.

Mr.   Ward,  we  insert  a  second  | 
Letter  in  reference  to  the  Mis- 1 
sionary  College  at  Serampore. 

Miitionary  Fvnds  and  Lives  saved, 
andy  under  a  Divine  blessing,  the 
spread  of  Christianity  in  India 
hastened  by  Centuries, 

The  popuialion  of  Hindoosfban,  it  is 
supposed,  amounts  to  not  less  than 
150,000  000  of  souls.  Of  these  more  than 
60,000,000  are  British  subjects.  Except 
a  few  heathen,  recently  conyerted  to 
Christianity,  all  these  are  "  lying  in 
wickedness,"  and  destitute  of  Christian 
teachers. 

The  care  of  these  Sixty  Millions  Divine 
Providence  has,  in  a  peculiar  manner, 
committed  to  British  Christians;  but 
what  have  they  hitherto  done  for  them? 
There  does  not  exist  at  present  in  India 
one  Christian  teacher  for  each  million  of 
souls,  notwithstanding  the  command  of 
l^e  Saviour — •*  Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature ;" 
-*«<  Go,  teach  all  nations." 

It  is  further  evident,  that  British  Chris- 
tians never  can,  bv  their  own  tndkidual 
exertions,  teach  all  these  tribes,  speaking 
more  than  fifty  different  languages,  or 
dialects;  for  this  would  require,  If  half 
the  sixt^  millions  could  be  brought  under 
instruction,  not  less  than  sixty  thousand 
Missionaries,  giving  five  hundred  souls  to 
each  Missionary.  Where  shall  sixty 
thousand  Missionaries  be  found  ? — and  if 
they  could  be  found,  from  what  funds 
could  they  be  supported  ? 

From  hence  it  is  manifest,  that  if  the 
heathen  in  India  should  ever  be  called, 
thev  must  be  taught  by  converted  natives; 
and  that  upon  the  converted  natives 
themselves  the  great  weight  of  this  im. 
mense  cultivation  must  rf  st. 
.  Forcibly  impressed  with  this  fact»  Dr. 
Carey  and  his  colleagues  at  Serampore 
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have  reeulariy  sent  out  into  the  field,  at 
many  of  the  native  converts  as  had  the 
smallest  gifts  to  be  useful ;  and  nearly 
fifty  natives  of  India  are  now  employed 
under  them.  They  acknowledge,  with 
concern,  that  these  native  itinerants  need 
better  instruction  in  the  Christian  doc- 
trines, in  order  to  become  really  efficient 
agents  in  this  most  important  work :  some 
of  them,  when  converted  from  a  state  of 
gross  error,  idolatry,  and  entire  ignorance^ 
even  of  the  first  principles  of  revealed  re* 
ligion,  were  scarcely  able  to  read* 

To  meet  their  case,  and  the  case  of  all 
others  in  future  whom  God  may  graciously 
call  to  this  work»  Dr.  Carey  and  his  bre- 
thren have  begun  a  Christian  Seminary 
at  Serampore,  and  placed  it  under  their 
own.  inspection,  for  giving  scriptural 
knowledge,  and  correct  doctrinal  views,  to 
these  native  Missionaries;  that  they  may 
go. out  into  the  work,  prepared  like  Apol* 
los,  by  Aqoila  and  Priscilla,  and  **  taught 
the  way  of  the  Lord  more  perfectly."  It 
is  not  intended  to  give,  except  in  raro 
instances,  a  learned  education  to  these 
persons,  but  to  give  them  that  knowledge 
of  the  divine  word,  and  of  the  foundation 
principles  of  the  system  of  redemption* 
which  is  absolutely  necessary  to  a  Christian 
teacher,  and  without  which  the  hope  of 
real  good  from  him  is  small  indeed. 

Mr.  Ward  has  begun  to  solicit  the  aid 
of  British  Christians ;  a  few  of  them  have 
come  forward  with  great  liberality : — ^the 
object  appears  to  all  to  be  of.  vast  import- 
ance, yea,  of  primary  necessity,  if  we 
would  obey  the  command  of  Christ,  **  Go» 
teach  all  nations ;"  or  if  we  feel  a  Chris* 
tian  compassion  for  all  these  millions 
"  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge." 

It  is  not  intended,  as  at  first  proposed^ 
that  the  sums  raised  in  England  and  Scot- 
land, should  be  applied  to  the  erection  of 
buildings^  but  be  formed  by  the  Society 
into  a  fiindy  and  placed  by  them  in  the 
hands  of  Trustees,  remitting  the  interest 
to  Serampore  every  year;  and  that  this 
interest  shall  be  applied  in  giving  scrips 
tural  preparation,  not  a  learned  education* 
to  as  many  native  Missionaries  as  possible. 
,  Ten  pounds,  or  th^  interest  of  only  «£!200b 
would  send  one  native  Missionary  into 
the  harvest  every  jear;  and  ^fld^a  year 
would  maintain  bun  perpetually;  and  to 
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what  nobler  object  could  a  donation  or  a 
legacy  to  this  ^mo^l^  b^  f  ^^d  ?    }^ 
what  way    could  a   b^raoo    fPflfopfi^te 
such  asaiB«and  receive  from*  iu  iip\Ai- 
cation  sach  a  high  gratification?    Did  a 
native  Miwionary  possess  the  same  know- 
ledge and  the  same  grace  as  an  European 
one,  he  would  be  worth  ten  of  the  latter. 
In  the  knowledge  of  the  language,  in  ac- 
cess to  the  natives^  in  a  capacity  of  en- 
during the  beat  of  the  ctiinate'  during 
itineracies,  iq  tlie  expense  of  bis  educa- 
tion a^d  support,  and  in  the  probability 
of  the  contiikaance  of  his  life — there  u  no 
tomparisoB.    Still*  however,  the  EngUsk 
MianMiary,  mt  prtuni^  is  as  absolutely 
necessary  as  the  native;  for  withont  tliie 
iflstractions  and  snperinteodence  of  the 
EngiUli  teacher,  the  natives,  in  their  pre* 
aent  infont  state*  would  be  able  to  accom- 
plish nothing.     It  is  the  wish,  therefore, 
of  Mr.  Ward,  that  thi^  application  should 
not,  in  the  least*  «ffiect  the  annual  ool- 
l^cUons,  donations,  and  subscriptions  to 
the  General  Objects  of  the  Mission,  to  the 
translations,  or  the  Schools.    Th«ie  can- 
not be  diminished  without  impeding  the 
ift>ork.    The  object  of  this  Addrpss  is  to 
solicit  the  friends  of  the  Mission  ^>  make, 
ft>r  onqe,  an  extraordinary  effort;  an  effort 
which  shall  place  in  trust  a  sum,  the  in- 

tierest  of  which  will  ai&rd  an  annual  sup- 
ply of  pative  help,  till  we  see  hundreds  In 

the  field  gathenng  iq  the  glorious  harvest*

Theref  ii  with  ris  at  ttts'time  a  T^eRnga 
Brahmiif,  Who,  w'e  h6pe,  is  concernea 
ahout  hW  sA!tvt(fi6n.  He  can  read  the 
stripttifes  in  Tefrnge,  Hindoostanee^ 
and  English.  He  came'  from  Cuttack  to 
Calcutta,  ahd  for  six  or'ei^ht  months  at- 
tended the  Benevblent  Institution,  to 
impfovt^  himself  id  Euglish.  Brother 
Penney;  Wlio  harf  had  an  opportnnity  of 
observing  him  atf  this  time,  entertains 
great  hopes  of  his  shic'erityl  He  is  a 
maft  of  consrde'rable  discernment,  and  ot 
gre'at  simplicity  of  manners.  Should  he 
prove  a'  genuine  disciple  of  Christ,  we 
have'  every  reason  to  hope  Ke  may,  in 
the  course  of  tlhie,  prove  a  blessing  in 
calling  others  to  repentance.  During  the 
Whole  time  of  his  being  with  brotlierf 
Penney,  at  th^  Benevolent  Institution, 
he'  ytki  vet-y  ptinctuat  lii  his  attendance 
on  the  Sabbath  at  our  Bengalee  chapels, 
although  for  several  months  he  could  un- 
derstand very  little  of  the  Bengalee  lan- 
guage. He  i^  now'  residing  upon  our 
premfse&y  ahd  glvfeft  us' great  satisfaction. 
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Kespecting  preaching  in  pdcptta,  we  are 
▼ery  thankfal  to  state,  that  the  attendance 
at  the  chapel  this  last  month  has  been 
equal*  if  not  superior,  to  any  former  time, 
and  we  are  now  taking  steps  for  obtain- 
ing  ground  for  two  additional  places  pf 
vorship  In  the  very  heart  pf  Calcutta.  It 
Ss  now  more  than  twelve  months  since 
ve  commenced  this  method  of  making 
liqpwn  the  name  of  onrbljessed  Bedeemer 
in  this  city ;  and  though  we  never  intend 
It  should  supersede  preachiiig  in  the 
ppen  air,  yet  it  recommends  itself  to  us 
Tery  forcibly  by  its  affording  us  an  oppor- 
tunity to  put  o^  discussions  to  the  end  of 
the  service,  to  possess  a  quiet  and  an  atten- 
tive audience,  whom  we  can  address  in 
rotation  for  an  hour  or  two  without  cessa- 
tion, and  by  intermingling  prayer  and 
singing,'  we  are  able  to  impart  to  our 
exercises  more  of  the  air  of  solemn  Chris- 
tian worship.  Last  Sabbath  a  person 
made  himself  known  to  brethren  Adam 
and  Penney,  as  a  religious  inquirer,  who 
professed  to  have  received  serious  im- 
pressions, from  having  attended  worship 
some  time  ago  at  our  Mullungah  chapel, 
^ey  had  some  very  pleasing  conversa- 
tion with  him,  and  after  putting  him  in 
possession  of  a  number  of  Tracts,  he  took 
his  leave  of  them,  and  promised  to  come 
again ;  but  nothing  can  be  calculated  upon 
from  promises  made  in  this  way.  Though 
little  fruit  at  present  appears,  yet  we  con- 
fidently hope  the  Lord  will  attend  these 
efforts,  however  feeble  in  themselves, 
with  his  blessing,  and  cause  us  to  triumph 
in  Christ,  by  making  manifest  the  savour 
of  his  knowledge  by  us. 

We  informed  you  in  our  last  of  our 
having  taken  a  piece  of  ground,  about 
^ree  or  four  miles  from  our  Calcutta 
residence,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a 
station  as  entirely  native  as  possible. 
The  Bungalow  is  now  completed,  and 
brother  Adam  has  talcen  up  his  residtence 
there  for  the  first  six  months.  This  place, 
in  point  of  situation,  is  very  advantagequs 
for  Missionary  purposes.  It  is  so  far  out 
of  the  city,  as  to  possess  all  the  quiet  of 
the  country,  and  yet  so  contiguous,  ^hat 
in  ten  minutes  we  can  get  into  the  thick- 
est of  the  population.  The  front  of  the 
ground  borders  on  an  excellent  road>  that 
serves  as  a  great  thoroughfare  between 
Cialcutta  and  a  number  of  very  populous 
villages.  On  this  road  numerous  congre- 
eations  are  collected  every, daj^,  and  no 
interruption  has  at  all  been  offered»  and 
Tracts  are  distributed  in  considerable 
numbers.  We  are  now  constructing  a 
chapel  for  Bengalee  worship,  on  the  edge 
of  this  road,  where  we  hope  worship  will 
be  conducted  once  or  twice  a  day  ;  and 
an  additional  house  for  inquirers  is  also 


nearly  finbhed.  About  a  mile  farther  off 
the  above,  road,  at  a  verv  populous  village* 
Boronagore,  a  parcel  of  ground  has  been 
this  month  secured  for  erecting  a  place 
of  worship,  and  the  building  of  it  wUl  be 
immediately  commenced.  At  this  vil- 
lage a  native  school  is  ereeting,  to  be 
supported  by  the  liberality  of  our  liighly 
esteemed  American  friends,  who,  we  b^ 
lieve,  are  about  forming  themselves  into  a 
kind  of  Auxiliary  Sodety,  for  the  purpose 
of  contributing  permanently  to  the-^du* 
cation  of  the  natives,  and  to  objei^s  of  a 
Missionary  character.  Before  we  dis* 
miss  the  subject  of  the  Doorgapoor  sta- 
tion, it  becomes  us  to  mention  one  cir* 
cumstance,  which  in  prospect  affords  us 
matter  of  coi^siderable  thankfulness. 
Brother  Adam  has  just  obtained  permis- 
sion to  address  the  workmen  engaged  in 
an  extensive  establishment  of  the  Com* 
pany's,  (about  half  a  mile  distant,)  every 
Sabbath:  these  people  amount  to  700, 
If  this  privilege  should  be  continued,  we 
trust  the  Divine  blessing  may  attend  it  \ 
for  we  cannot  but  look  upon  it  as  a  very 
providential  opening;  The  raising  of  the. 
Doorgapoor  station  has  of  course  pressed 
hard  upon  us  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view, 
it  havmg  already  cost  us  nearly  700 
rupees,  besides  the  erection  of  the  house 
for  inquirers,  and  the  place  of  worship^ 
which  will  be  defrayed  from  the  funds  of 
the  Auxiliary  Society.  Still  it  appeared 
a  matter  of  such  paramount  importance^ 
while  our  places  of  worship  in  .the  city 
should  be  attended  to,  that  we  should  pos*. 
sess  some  station  in  the  suburbs,  where 
one  brother,  being  entirely  devott^l  to 
that  particular  station,  might  pursue  a 
course  of  daily  preaching,  and  be  better 
able  to  afford  a  suitable  asylum  for  in- 
quirers, and  attend  to  the  cfaily  instruc- 
tion of  those  whom  we  might  be  the 
means  of  awakening  and  calling  from 
amongst  the  heathen,  that  we  were  con- 
vinced no  time  should  be  lost  in  attempt* 
ing  such  an  establishment. 

Within  the  last  month,  brother  Pearce 
has  been  appointed  joint  Secretary  to  the 
Calcutta  School  Society,  and  brother 
Yates  Secretary  lo  the  Calcutta  School- 
book  Society.  Thes^  two  kindred  So- 
cieties are  both  very  liberally  supported 
by  the  public,  and  the  funds  of  each  of 
them  are  likely  to  average  from  12,000 
to  16,000  rupees  a  year,  (^'1,500  to 
£i,QQO).  The  Calcutta  School  Society  is 
divided  into  three  Sub-committees,  having 
each  its  respective  Secretary,  one  for  tbe 
Schools,  immediately  supported  and  su^ 
perintcnded  by  the  Society ;  another  to 
improve  the  system  of  education  in  th<^ 
Schools  already  established  by  tbe  na- 
tives themselves,  by  donations  of  various 
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books,  &c« ;  the  third  ia  for  the  intiodac- 
tion  of  Schools  among  the  natives,  and 
improving  those  already  established,  in 
the  English  language.  The  second  de* 
partment  has  fulen  to  brother  Pearce, 
which  we  hope  may  prove  of  consider- 
able benefit  to  as  in  a  Missionary  point  of 
view,  as  it  will  make  us  more  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  absolute  moral  con- 
dition of  the  natives,  and  will  bring  under 
a  degree  of  Mbsionary  influence  nearly 
the  whole  of  the  Native  Schools  in  Cal- 
cutta, which  we  find  b^  a  late  return  to 
amount  to  200.  The  Calcutta  Sehool- 
book  Society  was  formed  about  two  years 
ago,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  books 
in  the  English  and  native  languages. 
This  Society  is  now  divided  into  four  Sub- 
committees, with  a  Secretary  to  each. 
One  for  the  Persian  and  Arabic  depart- 
ment; one  for  the  Bengalee  and  Sanscrit; 
one  for  Hindoostanee;  and  one  for  Eng- 
lish. Brother  Yates  is  appointed  to  the 
Bengalee  and  Sanscrit  department,  which 
wehope  may  be  the  means  of  increasing 
the  number  of  useful  books  in  both  these 
languages. 

Though  we  would  be  thankful  for  op- 
portunities of  usefulness,  of  the  nature 
above-named,  we  wish  so  to  view  them, 
as  to  estimate  their  importance  by  the 
relation  they  may  bear  to  our  usefulness 
in  a  Missionary  point  of  view,  and  con- 
template them  as  auxiliary  only  to  our 
appropriate  work  as  Missionaries.  We 
are  messengers  of  salvation  to  the  hea- 
then, and  while  we  hold  it  a  duty  to  seek 
their  intellectual  improvement,  and  to 
pray  for  the  success  of  all  efforts  of  this 
iind  made  by  others,  we  wish  our  time 
and  strength  to  be  so  applied,  as  for  spi- 
ritual objects  to  give  the  prominent  cha- 
racter to  our  engagements.  If  men  are 
taueht  to  think  properly  up<in  natural 
subjects,  it  is  matter  of  thankfulness,  as  it 
may  prove  a  blessing  to  them  through 
life,  by  shewiqg  them  the  folly  of  their 
ancient  system,  and  exciting  them  to  in- 
vestigate matters  of  higher  concern ;  but 
if  through  the  preaching  of  the  gospel, 
Christ  is  formed  in  them  the  hope  of 
glory,  they  are  not  only  blessed  for  this 
Hfe,  but  for  that  which,  is  to  come.  And 
we  feel  a  confident  persuasion,  that  if  our 
Society,  who  labour  to  support  the  Mis- 
sion at  home,  and  we  who  are  sent  forth 
to  cany  into  effect  its  designs  abroad, 
make  the  preaching  of  the  cross  of  Christ 
the  simple  and  steady  object  of  pursuit, 
the  Mission  will  be  succeeded  of  God, 
who  never  withholds  his  blessing  from 
his  own  institutions.  By  this  it  may  not 
be  splendid,  but  it  will  he  useful  and  ve- 
nerable. It  may  possess  less  of  public 
applause,  but  will  receive  the  blessing  of 


those  who  are  ready  to  perish,  and  be 
enriched  with  the  smiles  of  the  great 
Head  of  the  church,  to  whom  it  must  be 
considered  proportionably  acceptable,  at 
it  subserves  the  purposes  of  his  dying 
love. 

We  have  now  been  united  in  Calcutta 
for  upwards  of  fourteen  months,  and 
though  we  can  say  nothing  of  absolute, 
success,  yet.  we  doubt  not  that  in  due 
time  this  will  be  granted.  The  more  we  ' 
contemplate  this  scene  of  Missionary  ope*- 
ration,  the  more  it  rises  in  importance : 
and  the  more  we  are  able  to  enter  into 
Missionary  engagements,  the  more  our 
minds  are  overwhelmed  with  the  immen« 
sity  of  the  prospect  of  what  needs  lo  be 
done.  Here  are  condensed  within  the 
circumference  of  a  few  miles,  at  the  low- 
est calculation,  a  million  of  souls,  all» 
with  a  few  exceptions,  devoted  to  a  de- 
grading superstition.  Here  jour  Mission- 
aries have  to  meet  in  the  higher  ranks 
either  the  grossest  sensualities,  or  ail  the 
pride  of  human  intellect.  Here  philoso- 
phy, falsely  so  called,  shows  itself  in  all 
its  sophistry  of  argument,  and  in  ail  its 
enmity  against  God  and  his  truths;  and 
here,  in  a  vast  and  deluded  multitude* 
idolatry,  in  all  its  frenzy,  in  all  its  lewd- 
ness, and  in  all  its  frightful  cruelties. 
"  Tfiis  is  a  people  robbed  and  spoUed,  and 
none  taith,  Deliver" 

Accompanying  is  a  Journal,  commenced 
by  brother  Adam  on  hb  removal  to  Door- 
gapoor,  which  we  hope  to  send  you 
monthly.  We  leave  it  to  you  to  make 
what  use  of  it  ^on  think  proper. 

We  rejoice  in  the  arrival  of  brethren 
Hampsou  and  Trawin,  from  the  I^ondon 
Society,  as  an  accession  to  the  labourers 
of  this  part  of  the  vineyard.  Our  Inde- 
pendent brethren  are  actively  engaged  in 
their  work,  and  have  lately  iormed  a 
Missionary  station  umilar  to  that  at 
Doorgapoor,  in  an  opposite  direction  of 
the  city.

behaved  with  sttffideiit  decorum  ;-  but  it 
was  evident  that  the  two  former  came  for 
the  purpose  of  making  sport.  Perceiving 
frtnu  their  countenances,  that  their  object 
was  ridicule,  I  began»  by  tdling  them 
that  we  had  scripture  authority  for  what 
we  were  about  to  do,  and  gave  them 
chapter  and  verse ;  and  keeping  my  eye 
iq>on  them  nearly  all  the  time»  those  that 
stood  near  were  restrained  from  much 
indecency  of  behaviour.  After  we  came 
up  out  of  the  water,  we  went  into  a  Ma- 
lay house  to^change  our  clothes,  and  it 
was  with  difficulty  the  crowd  were  kept 
from  forcing  their  way  in  at  tlie  dooo  for 
they  had  an  idea  that  I  was  going  to  cut 
the  Chinaman's  tail  off,  and  dress  him  in 
the  European  fasliion,  and  they  were  ex- 
ceedingly anxious  to  see  this  wonderful 
ceremony.  I  had  told  them  in  my  address 
at  the  water-side,  that  he  would  neither 
change  his  d^esa  nor  his  name,  as  neither 
of  these  were  required  in  sc/ipture,  but 
they  could  not  be  persuaded  that  he 
would  appear  in  his  Chinese  dress  again, 
tin  they  had  ocular  demonstration  of  the 
fact.  Hh  name  is  Phe'an,  whlctr,  in  the 
Chinese  language,  signifies^  heaven,  a 
name  surely  by  no  means  improper  for  a 
Christian.  He  seems  to  bo  a  truly  con- 
verted mair>  and  gives  very  gratifying 
evidence  <ifia  real  woric  of  grace  upon 
his  heart.  I  have  not  only  been  pleased 
with  his  couversation,  but  several  times 
very  agreeably  surprised  at  some  of  his 
remarks.  He  has  attended  only  nine 
weeks,  and  considering  that  he  never 
heard  the  gospel  before,  and  is  unable  to 
read  the  BS>ie,  his  knowled^  of  dlvhie 
things  is  very  considerable.  He  has,  I  *  A  Chinaman'j  txA  commonly  reaches 
hope-,  been  taught  of  God,' and  his  mind  ,  ,to  the  calves^  of^  hit-  legp^  and  soiBetiOMt 


in  the  scriptures.  He  ^aks  both  tUT 
Clunese  and  Maky  languages,  but  can^ 
not  read  much  of  ekher;  he  haa  good 
'  natural  parts,  but,  poor  man,  he  ha»  re»' 
cdved  no  edocatioii,6]^ept  intbeseboob 
of  ignorance  and  wiclMtdness*  He  im 
learning  to  read  Malay  in  the  Robmmt 
character,  and  is  anxious  to  maikc  pro« 
gress^  that  he  m«y  be  able  to  read  the 
Bible  for  himself*  Several  Chilmmear 
have  attended  of  late>  but  some  oi  theiB> 
yesterday  declared  their  intantton  of 
coming  no  more,  lest  (to  use  their  owo 
phrase)  they  shctuid  be  made  to  becovMr 
.Dutchmen.  I^ho|>e  this  alarnt-  will-  id* 
I  time  subside,  and  I  inteiid  to  go  witir 
,  T'he^an  in  tbe  course  of  this-  week,  to* 
visit  some  of  his  old  friends^  in  order  Xw 
explain  matters  to  them»  if  they  will  giw 
ua  a  hearing,  and  to  convince  then>  that* 
he  ift  still  a  Chinaman,  and  ktM  as  long  • 
tml  as  before.*  There  are  stiii,> however^ 
two  Chinamen,  who  ha«e  not  taken  th«r 
alarm,  and  they  botbeay  that  were  tfciey  fitf 
f(Mr  baptisMv  they  would  not  scruple  to  b» 
baptiaed.

iBteiestlii^  yonng  meiH  considwmg  hi» 
adraBta|efl,  k«e««s  a^  with ;  hot  at  that 


time  as  proud  as  Ludfer.  and  wedded  a» 
firmly  as  possible  to  his  superstitions.    U 
appears  that  reading  the  scriptures,  and 
the  conversation    of  tiiA   Missiankrief. 
have  been  the  means  of  bringing  him  |» 
the  knowledge  of  the  SaviourT  and  huj. 
Whig  his  proud  heart  to  ^le  dust.    Hunri- 
hty  appears  to  be  a  pwticular  featiue  m 
his  qharacter.     After   havin*  felt    ths 
grace  of  God  on  his  own  heai%  be  buM 
to  declare  the  Infinite  Iwe  of  Christto 
every  peraaa  he  met.    To  spenk  after  the 
manner  of  men,  many  such  persons  mwc 
be  r«sed  up  among  tlic  natif^s,  who  can 
bear  the  heat  and  the  f^itigae  of  a  v«m». 
tical  sup,  hetbre  this  desert  will  blossom 
and  rejoice  as  the  rose.    Another  instanta 
of  the  power  of  God  in  the  coaw:r»Qn  ^ 
one   of  their    schoofmasters   m   eotialkr 
pleasing.    He  aUa  iseealoufl  fflrthc  rfo5 
of  the  Lord  Qod,  md  thft  dowafiS  rf 
dohitry.     With  tears  in  his  eyes,  and  tha 
hve  of  God  m  his   heart,  he   is  dailr

heeii  that  many  seem  deepty  affected

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MEMOIR  OF  MRS.  ANN  HOPPER:. 
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Mrs.  Ann  Hopper,  late  wife 
of  Mr.  Richard  Hopper,  was 
lH»rn  at  Bishop  Bortoo,  near  Be- 
tericy,  Yorkshire,  July  13, 1737. 
Her  parents  were  Dissenters; 
though  not  decidedly  serious ; 
but  her  grsindinother  was  an  emi- 
nently pious  woman,  from  whose 
instructions  and  example  she  de- 
rived some  adyantages  in  early 
life.  It  pleased  God  to  call  her 
into  the  fellowship  of  his  Son, 
under  the  ministry  of  the  Rev, 
Mr.  ConniDgham,  who  preached 
it  that  tine  to  the  Independent 
congregation  in  Dagge^lane,  bull. 
She  •  afterwards  saw  reason  fo 
change  her  views  relative  to  the 
Ordinance  of  Baptism,  and  was 
baptized  at  a  small  village  near 
the  place  of  her  residence.  In 
ll^ad^he  removed  to  Nottingham, 
and  wtfs  admitted  a  member  of 
the  churchy  meeting  in  Friar-ldne, 
over  which  Mr.  Hopper  presided 
as  pastor.  During  the  long  pe- 
riod of  miffty*tw0  yeof'Sf  she, 
thnnigh  divine  grace,  maintained 
a  mott  exemplary  character, 
highly  honourable  to  her  reli- 
gious precession.  She  was  in- 
deed one  of  the  excellent  of  the 
eaith;  and  feared  God  above 
aany. 

Mrs.  Hooper  faithfully  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  a  minister's 
wife.    This  was  manifested  not

I  only  by  her  diligenccf  and  eco- 
nomy in  conducting  heriioflissitie 
concerns,  hut  by  her  promotiag 
the  work  of  the  Lord ;  by  bet 
friendly  visits^  and  hei«  edifying 
conversation.  Her  attention  was 
peculiarly  directed  to  the  young 
in  the  congregation,  and  she  d'm 
covered'  much  solicitude  to  lead 
them  to  the  knowledge  and  levd 
of  the  Saviour.  .  Wheneter  she 
observed  the  indications  of  any 
good  thing  in  them  rewards  th^ 
Lord  Ged  of  Israel,  she  not  only 
rejoiced  cfxceedingly,  but,  like  thd 
chief  Shepherd^  ''gathered  the 
lambs  m  heir  arms,  and  carried 
them  in  her  bosom."  By  hetf 
judicions  views  of  divine  triith^ 
and  the  gentleness  of  her  dispo- 
sition, she  was  peculiarly  fitted  to 
eni^ouilage  and  stimulate  the 
young  inquirer;  and  there  ave 
sdme  now  livibg  who  rememlye^ 
with  gratitude  the  aid  they  de^ 
rived  from  her  in  the  first  hXMges 
of  their  Christian  life.  > 

She  was  distinguished  by  h^ly 
cheerfulness  of  temper)  equally 
removed  fi^om  miUen  gtoom,  and 
unprofitable  lefvity.  Indeed  her 
faith  in  Christ;' her  hope  in  the 
promises  of  God  ;  and  her  firm 
reliainceoH  his  ali^wise  and  grau 
eieus  ptovwience,  imparted  peaee 
and  joy  to  her  own  heart ;  aad 
eahUed  her  to  exhibit  religion 
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under  the  most  attractive  and  in- 
viting aspect.    This  holy  serenity 
was  apparent  not  only  in  health, 
and  outward  comfort,  but  In  sea- 
sons of  deep  affliction.    In  her 
lon^  pilgrimage,   she  had  many 
trials  to  encounter,  and  some  of 
them  peculiarly  severe.    But  she 
not   only  manifested  a  spirit  of 
cheerful  resignation  to  the  divine 
will,  but  a  grateful  sense  of  the 
goodness  of  her  heavenly  Father, 
notwithstanding  the  bitter  ingre- 
dients with  which  her  cup  was 
sometimes  mingled. 
.    The .  subject  of  this   memoir 
maintained  a  constant  regard  to 
the  duties  of  the   closet.     Like 
Enoch    she   walked  with  God; 
and  spent  much  time  every  day 
in  secret  prayer :  nor  would  she 
suffer  any  ordinary  circumstances 
ta  deprive   her  of  these  sacred 
Reasons  of  communion  with  God. 
It  vvaJs  her  practice  to-  set  apart 
the  first  day  'tn  the  year  for  fast- 
ing, .and  extraordinary    prayer. 
She  4i.vcd  much  with  God  in  pri- 
i^ate,  and  reflected  his  image  in 
her  spirit  and  conduct  in  no  or- 
dinary /  degree.  —  Nor    did    she 
4i^r  make  her  regard  to  the  du- 
ties of  the  closet  an  excuse  for 
neglecting  those  of  the  sanctuary. 
She  anticipated  the  return  of  the 
subbath  witb  sacred  pleasure — 
was  early  at  the  house  of  God — 
and  when  there,  **  like  a  child  at 
home/'    The   .'spiritual    refresh- 
ment she  Enjoyed  in  communion 
with  God  and  his :  people,    fre« 
quently  called  forth  the  warmest 
expressions  of  gratitude  to  God ; 
especially  for   the    privilege   of 
commemorating  the  dying  love 
of  Christ  at  his  table.     Her  stea- 
dy, serious,  and  devout  attention 
to  all  the  mealis  of.  grace,  was 
wprthy  of  the  imitation  of  all  the 
pivpfesaed  followers  of  the  Sa- 
Tiour. 
The  word  of  God  was  her  de- 


light, and  the  man  of  her  coun- 
sel, of  which  she  gave  the  most 
unequivocal  proofs,  by  the  fre- 
quency with  which  she  read  it, 
and  her  desire'  to  be  conformed 
to  its  dictates.    She  could   say 
with  Jeremiah,  "  Thy  word  was 
found  of  me,  and  I  did  eat  |it, 
and  it  became  the  joy  and   re- 
joicing of   my  heart."'     When, 
owing  to  the  growing  infirmities 
of  age,  her  sight  failed,  so  that 
she  could   no  longer    read    the 
word  of  God,    she  deeply    re- 
gretted the  privation ;    but  was 
thankful   she  was   still  able    to 
listen  to  the  joyful  sound  of.  sal- 
vation, through  a  crucified  Sa- 
viour.   She  was  warmly  attached 
to  the  doctrine  of  free  and  dis- 
tinguishing grace,  and  was  ever 
ready  to  acknowledge  this  to  be' 
the  source  of  all  .the  good   she 
possessed  here,  and  all  she  hoped, 
for  in  a  future  world.     Yet  ner 
love  to  the  word  of  God  ii^asjm- 
partial  and  universal.     She  was 
equally  pleased  to  hear  the  pre- 
cepts, the  counsels,  and  the  cau- 
tions of  scripture  illustrated  and 
urged,  as  vvell  as  the  doctrines, 
promises,    and    privileges    exhi- 
bited.   The  whole  word  of  God 
did  her  good,  as  it  does  all  those 
who  walk  uprightly.      Her  faith 
in  the  gospel  did  not  consist  in 
empty   speculation,     or     unholy 
confidence,  but  was  a  vital  ac- 
tive  principle,    which   not   only 
pacified  her  conscience,  but  pu- 
rified her  heart,  elevated  her  af- 
fections to  things  above,  and ,  re-i 
gulated  her  life.    Her  attainments 
in  religion   did   not  pufi^  her  up 
with  spiritual  pride;    but  were 
accompanied  with  lowly  thoughts 
of  herself,   a  constant  sens^   of 
her    imperfections,   and  of   her 
daily  need  of  an  application  to 
the  blood  of  Christ. 

Mrs.  Hopper   was    eminently 
distinguished  by  a  kind  and  af- 
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ftctionate  spirit.  She  had  im- 
bibed much  of  the  loving  spirit 
of  her  Lord.  The  law  of  kind- 
ness w^s  on  her  tongue.  She 
never  spoke  evil  of  any  one  ;  and 
if  others  did  so  in  her  presence, 
she'  evinced  her  disapprobation  ; 
oot  only  by  her  silence,  but  by 
the  evident  symptoms  of  unea- 
siness which  she  manifested.  If 
she  had  just  occasion  to  refer  to 
the  faults  of  others,  the  reference 
was  always  accompanied  with  ex- 
pressions, not  of  affected,  but  real 
regret.  When  her  own  feelings  had 
been  wounded  by  unkindness,  she 
readily  forgave  the  offender,  forgot 
the  injury,  and  never  mentioned  it 
afterwards.  She  bad  much  of  that 
"charity, which  hbpeth  all  things, 
believeth  all  things,  endureth  ajl 
things,  and  rejoiceth  not  in 
biqui^  bat  in  the  truth/'  To 
herChristian  friends  her  love  was 
sincere  and  ardent ;  and  sne  was 
anxious  to  promote  the  comfort 
and  usefulness  of  Iter  pastor, 
who  will  ever  retain  a  lively  sense 
of  her  kind  and  encouraging  de- 
portment towards  him.  Her  uni- 
form kindness  and  affection,  ren- 
dered her  highly  esteemed  by 
others,  and  her  singular  prudence 
in  the  most  diracult  circum- 
stances, contributed  not  a  little 
to  increase  and  confirm  the  at- 
tachments of  her  friends  to  her. 
Her  prudence  did  not  degenerate 
into  low  ciinnittg:  it  was  the 
wisdom  of  the  serpent,  blended 
with  the  innocence  of  the  dove. 
"Simplicity  and  godly  sincerity'' 
were  the  qualities,  which  per- 
taded  and  dignified  her  whole 
character. 

In  short,  her  religion  was  of  a 
character  so  decided,  so  conspi- 
cuous, and  so  uniform,  that  there 
was  but  one  opinion  entertained 
of  her,  both  in  the  church  and 
in  the  world,  viz.  that  she  was  a 
truly  pious    woman.    She    was 


an  instance  of  the'  dieep  'im; 
pression,  which  a  steady  'fci^lif* 
sistent  profession  of  fhe  gospife) 
produces  in  the  minds^'of*  oieU' 
even  where  it  is  not  aceompahira 
with  eminent  intellectual  endjbwi 
ments,  or  outward  splendour.^  ] 

From  the  connexion  whicli'Gdd 
has  established  between  the '  olbl?^ 
dience  and  comfort  of  his  peo-^ 
pie,  we  might  expect  he  would 
not  leave  one  of  such  distinguish- 
ed piety  without  some  special 
tokens  of  his  favour.  Such  was 
the  happy  experience  of  our  de- 
parted friend :  she  had  an  abid- 
ing sense  of  her  acceptance  with 
God,  and  a  good  hope  throughr 
grace  :  for  many  years  she  never 
expressed  a  single  doubt  of  her 
final  state.  But  the  anticipation 
of  a  lingering  affliction,  the  pain 
of  parting  from  near  and  dear  re- 
latives and  the  pangs  which 
usually  precede  and  attend  the 
hour  of  dissolution,  rendered  death 
an  object  of  fear,  which  even  her 
steady  hope  of  future  happiness 
did  not  vanquish.  She  has  often- 
been  heard  to  say  to  l^er  friends, 
**  /  should  wish  to  slip  away  from 
you,"  He  who  knows  our  weak- 
ness, and  sees  our  rising  fears, 
was  pleased  to  order  the  circum- 
stances of  her  death  so  as  to  in- 
dulge her  wishes.  Without  ^ny 
previous  illness,  and  without  a 
sigh  or  groan,  she  suddenly  au(l' 
unexpectedly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus, 
Dec.  2,  1819,  in  the  eighty-third, 
year  of  her  age.  ,  ^ 

Reader,  what  a  transition  I  To 
a  person  so  habitually  prepav.ed^ 
for  death  and  eternity,  no  doubt 
a  joyful  one.  Her  sudden  death 
was  sudden  glory.  Absent  from 
the  body,  present  with  th&  Londwi 
^ay  this  event  awaken  slirniber-J 
ing  professors,  and  may  aff  se^^ 
that  their  loins  are  girded,  ,^a4 
their  lamps  burning,,  and  thev. 
like  men  waiting  for  their  Lordi^ 
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|ief  death  was  improved  by 
be;r  pastor,  in  a  funeral  discourite 
fj^poi  Joliv  xiv.  10»  *'  Because  I 
U^^ye  shall  live  also  ;*'  a  text  of 
hef  own  selecting  for  the  purpose 
l9Pg  before  her  decease. 

Her  memory  will  long  be  ^he- 
l^ishe^  with  affectionate  esteem 
4nd<,veneration»  not  only  by  her 
l^elations  who  deeply  regret  ber 
4eath|  biyt  by  all  who  knew  her> 
and  h^d  an  opportunity  of  ap« 
preciating  her  sterling  worth. 
May  her  relations  and  friends 
tread  in  her  steps,  and  follow  her 
as  she  followed  Christ ;  that  at 
last  they  may  be  re-united  to  her 
in  the  new  Jerusalem  above — and 
thus  evince  their  real  respept  for 
the  n^emory  of  one  so  deservedly 
4ear,  and  their  gratitude  for  such 
^,  pious  relative^  who,  in  addition 
to  many  fervent  prayers  offered 
tf>i;  them  by  hei  instructions  and 
ei^i^mple,  pointed  them  to  God 
apd  bf aven. 


THE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
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The  history  of  this  church, 
with  some  references  to  other  so- 
cieties, is  in  a  good  measure  in- 
volved in  the  following  account 
of  its  Ministers,  drawn  up  by  the 
pen  of  the  late  excellent  and  Ve- 
nerable Joshua  Thomas. 

1.  Mr,  John  Tombes,  JJ.  D. 
was  remarkable  for  his  learning, 
public;  disputations,  &c.  He 
was  for  some  time  Vicar  of  Leo- 
minster, and  raised  a  Baptist  So- 
ciety there  about  1652.*     In  the

year  1053  he  was  appointed  Id 
be  one  of  the  Triers  of  ministers. 
He  laid  down  the  mi  us  try  abovl 
1660,  and  retired  to  Salisbnry. 

S.  Mr.  R.  Harrissn  was  a  very 
respectable  and  popular  pzeaoher. 
He^was  a  coteraparary  of  Mr. 
Tombes,  and  Uveid  at  Hereford, 
where  he  formed  a  Baptist  Church 
about  1651 ;  but,  like  Mr  .Tombes, 
he  preached  in  the  Established 
Church,  and  received  its  stipends. 
Many  of  the  Baptists  both  in 
Hereford  and  Leominster,  jud|^ 
ing  this  to  be  wrong,  formd 
themselves  into  a  separate  churdi 
in  the  year  1656* 

8.  Mr.  Edward  Pries  WM  the 
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him  to  his  Majesty  to  present  bis  h#flk, 
which  was  dedicated  to  bin,  entitled. 
Saints  no  Smiters.  Bishop  Sanderson,  and' 
his  snooeasor  Bisliop  Parlovr,  bad  a  great 
esteem  for  hjnitf  asiilcewkie  bad  Dr.  W»r4» 
Bishop  of  Saljsbvry;  wboOr  vbilf  km 
lived  tlii4re»  he  ofien  visited.  Mr.  Baxter* 
thoagh  he  had  engaged  in  disputes  with 
him,  cftlls  him  the  chief  tif  the  Anabap- 
tistSf  and  ptblicly  es]|«d  Qod  aad  hiat 
pardon  for  aoma  uohaodaome  -things, 
which,  in  the  warmth  of  debate,  he  ha4 
said  against  him.  Mr.  Wood,  the  Ox- 
ford biographer,  says,  '  Tbefe  were  few 
bf  itar  dviputanta  than  be  was ;'  aad  Mr.' 
Nelso^i,  that  zealova  charcbniBn,  <  ^1; 
cannot  be  denied  that  he  was  esteemed  ^. 
person  of  incomparable  parts.*  Mr. 
Wall,  in  his  history  of  Infant  Baptism* 
Mys,  '.Of  the  professed  Antipssdobap* 
tists,  Mr.  Tombea  was  a  man  of  ti>«  ^esb 
parts  in  our  nation,  and  perhaps  in  any.' 
And  in  the  free  conference  between  the 
Lord*  and  Commons,  on  the  occaUonal- 
conformity^bill,  Bishop  Burnet,  to  show- 
tbat  recfjving  the  sacrament  in  tb« 
church  does  not  necessarily  imply  an  «i&» 
tire  conformity,  observed,  *There  was  a 
▼ery  learned  and  famous  man  at  Salisbury, 
Mr.Tombea,  who  was  a  icalous  Conform- 
ist in  all  points  but  one,  Infant-Baptism/ 
Dr.  Calamy's  character  of  him  is  this : 
'  All  the  world  must  own  him  to  have 
been  a  considerable  man,  and  an  excel- 
lent scholar,  how  disinclined  soever  tbey 
way  be  to  bis  particular  opinions.'  •  Ue- 
died  at  Salisbury,  May  25,  X676,  aged  7$, 
Nonconf.  Meroor.  Vol.  ii.  p.  36.  See 
also  Iviniey's  History  of  the  finglish 
Baptists,  Vol  i.  p.  181—183^  U3,  1tS9, 
Vol.  ii.  p»  JW2— J09. 
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first  pafitor  of  tkis  chorcb.  It  is 
HQGertaia  when  he  began  t^ 
piiefish;  but  he  continued  through 
the  perseeutioU'  from  1660  to 
1668.  Thoae  nho  remained  to 
the  last  Yfkh  Mr.  Tombes,  oeca- 
siooaMy  attended  Mr.  Price's  mi* 
nistry.  He  lived  in  Hereford, 
but  frequently  preached  in  Leo- 
minster, where,  in  the  burial 
ground  bdonging  to  the  Meeting- 
bouse,  be  was  buried,  1702*  He 
iras  a  meek  and  humble  man,  of  a 
peaceable  disposition*  His  chief 
talent  was  for  prayer,  in  which  he 
greatly  excelled.  He  was  ex* 
emplary  for  a  holy  life  and  hea* 
venly  conversatioQ. 

4.  Mr.  Rmoland  Stead  was 
loinister  of  another  Baptist  So- 
ciety in  this  town,  or  near  it,  inde^ 
pendent  of  Mr.  Tombes's  people, 
and  Mr.  Price's.  There  are  no 
records,  when,  or  how,  this  so- 
ciety was  formed.  Report  says,^ 
that  Mr.  8tead  was .  in  Oliver 
Grom weirs  army.  After  the  wars 
he  settied  in  Leominster  and  rais- 
ed a  society  by  his  ministry,  pro- 
bably before  1658.  His  trade 
was  that  of  a  weaver.  He  lived  in 
the  Nether  Marsh,  and  kept  the 
m^^ngs  of  the  society  in  his 
own  bouse.  He  derived  his 
makktenancse  from  his  trade,  and 
bore  an  honourable  character.  He 
was  four  years  in  Hereford  gaol, 
and  some  timejn  that  of  Litch- 
field, during  the  persecution. 
Mr.  Stead's  society  used  impo- 
sition of  hands  at  the  reception 
of  new  members.  In  1694, 
however,  they  with  their  pastor, 
to  the  numbed  of  twenty-two, 
joined  the  society  under  the  care 
of  Mr.  Holder,  Mr.  Stead's  son- 
ia-law%  He  died  in  a  good  old 
age,  about  the  year  1700. 

5.  Mr,  William  Pardee  of 
Tenbury,  in  Worcestershire,  be- 
came one  of  Mr«  Stead's  society 
soon  after  it  was  formed,  and 


began  to  preach  about  1660.—^ 
Owing  to  his  zeal,  he  met  with 
much  persecution,  and  was  im- 
prisoned in  Worcester  gaol  nearly 
seven  years,  in  Hereford  three  or 
four,  about  one  ^ear  in  Litchfield, 
and  nine  months  in  Leicester. 
He  and  Mr.  Stead  appear  to  have 
been  coadjutors;  but  Mr.  Par» 
doe  was  the  most  popular 
preacher,  and  the  society  went 
by  his  name.  Crosby  says,  he 
was  a  worthy,  self-denying  preach- 
er, and  blessed  with  great  success. 
Mr.  Lawrence  Spooner  of  Cur- 
borough  had  his  mind  much  im- 
proved by  Mr.  Pardoc's  heavenly 
conversation  when  he  visited  him 
in  prison.  Mr.  Holder,  in  a  MS. 
•ays,  '<  that  frOm  his  ministry 
he  had  much  soul  benefit f  and 
calls  him,  *^  hts  spiritual  father 
in  Chrbt;'^  and  again,  ''pious 
Pardee,  that  hol^  lamb-like  man.'* 
Mr.  P.  published  a  vol.  12mo. 
entitled-  '^Ancient  Christianity  re- 
vived, being  a  description  of  the 
discipline  and  practice  of  the 
little  city  Bethania ;''  also  a  Tittle 
piece  designed  for  a  frame,  called 
The  Mariner's  Compass,  "  dated 
Leicester  prison,  6th  March, 
1675."  He  died  at  Worcester, 
August,  1692,  aged  sixty-one,  and 
was  buried  in  a  private  garden  in 
that  city. 

6.  Mr,  Eleazer  Herring.  Of 
him  there  is  but  little  known. 
His  name  was  inserted  in  the 
church-book  in  a  list  of  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  names,  but  no- 
bint  when  any  of  them  were  bap- 
tized. By  the  general  assembly 
of  London  he  w^s  named  pastor 
of  the  church  at  Tewkesbury,  so 
that  it  appears,  he  was  called  to 
the  ministry  out  of  this  church. 
He  is  supposed  to  have  died 
about  the  year  1694. 

7.  Mr,  Thomas  Holder  was 
called  to  the  ministry  under  the 
labours  of  Mr.  Fox  of  Elmhurst, 
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lit  which  time  Mr.  H.  earnestly 
prayed  that  God  would  give  him 
some  token  of  his  call  at  the  be- 
ginniBg.  His  prayer  was  an- 
swered, for  he  had  four  or  five 
seals  under  the  first  sermon. .  His 
ministry  afterwards  was  very  use- 
ful and  acceptable  at  Worcester. 
After  this  he  was  invited  to  Leo- 
minster ;  and  he  prayed  that  if 
be  did  settle  with  the  people,  the 
three  'societies  might  be  united 
under  him.  He  came,  and  his 
prayer  was  remarkably  answered ; 
for  in  the  same  year,  Mr.Tombes's 
people,  amounting  to  sixteen,  and 
Mr.  Stead's  to  twenty-ttoo  per- 
sons, were  added  to  the  mother 
church ;  making  in  all  (me  hun- 
dred and  eletien  members.  He 
was  ordained  in  1695 :  Mr.  Price, 
the  old  pastor,  and  Mr.  Scales 
of  Bromsgrove  assisted  on  that 
occaMon.  Mr.  Holder  married 
Mr.  Stead's  daughter,  lived  in.  his 
house,  and  followed  the  weaving 
business.  He  was  a  person  of  a 
quick  turn  of  thought,  readiness 
of  speech, and  good  natural  parts; 
possessed  fervent  lov.e  to  Christ, 
and  an  affectionate  concern  for 
immortal  souls,  and  was  much 
respected  both  in  England  and 
Wales.  He  died  at  the  age  of 
seventy-two,  in  December,  1720. 

8.  Mr.  Joseph  Price.  He 
appears  to  have  been  one  of  the 
members  of  the  church  at  the 
time  Mr.  Holder  settled.  He 
lived  near  the  Hay  in  Brecooshire, 
and  was  a  useful  preacher  in 
Wales.  He  was  ordained  fqr  the 
ministry  along  with  Mr.  Holder, 
and  received  a  dismission  from 
this  church  to  the  pastorship  of 
the  church  at  Tewkesbury,  where 
he  died  in  1721. 

When  Messrs.  Holder  and  Price 
were  ordained,  Mr.  John  Ed- 
wards, a  gentleman  of  consider- 
able estate  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Leominster,  was  also  ordained 


a  ruling  elder  of  this  churcff. 
He  was  brought  to  Christ  in  his 
young  and  tender  years ;  was  a 
great  encourager  of  believers'  in 
the  ways  of  God  when  he  lived 
in  Worcester ;  and  was  a  pillar  in 
this  congregation,  being  a  bright 
example  amt  patron  of  piety  and 
stedfastness  under  all  the  trials 
and  persecutions  he  met  with. 
His  gift  in  prayer  was  eminent, 
as  were  also  his  answers  from 
heaven.  He  bad  eleven  children, 
and  lived  to  see  most  of  them 
bom  again,  and  several  mad«  of 
great  use,  and  eminent  for  vital 
religion.  After  a  life  of  remark- 
able piety,  this  great  and  good 
man  died  in  London,  1712. 

9. 10.  Messrs,  John  Sf  Abdid 
Edwards,  sons  of  the  above  gen- 
tleman, were  members  of  the 
church,  and  were  called  when 
young  to  the  ministr}',  about  tlie 
year  1707.  The  eldest  was  made 
pastor  of  the  Bsu>tist  Church  at 
Dublin,  and  after  contintting 
some  years  there,  died  at  the 
age  of  forty.  His  brother  Ab- 
dlel  succeeded  him  iu  the  pas- 
toral office,  and  continued  there 
many  years,  until  his  death.  At 
what  periods  of  time  these  bro- 
thers finished  their  course,  is  un- 
known. Report  says,  that  Afodiel 
was  a  person  of  solid  learning,  as 
well  as  piety.

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What  subject  requires  more 
of  our  serious  attention  than  Sin  I 
Every  reader  of  this  es^y  is  a 
part;lker  of  original  and  actual 
transgression.  Some  are  yet  un- 
der its  reigning  power,  pursuing 
its  pleasures,  and  involved  in  its' 
consequences ;  they  surely  ought 
to  be  warned  of  the  hideous  vi- 
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per  ivhich  they  cherish  in  their 
bosoms,  that  they  may  be  in- 
duced to  flee  to  *'  the  blood  that 
cleanseth  from  ail  Sin,*'  Others 
hate  it  with  perfect  hatred :  a 
reflection  on  the  eril  of  sin  will 
inspire  the  latter  with. ardent  gra- 
titude to  that  Redeemer,  *'  who 
saves  his  people  from  their  sins." 
— ^It  will  arm  them  against  its 
temptatiens ; — it  will  inspire  them 
with  courage  to. oppose  it;  and 
it  will  lead  them  to  the  frequent 
contemplation  of  that  happy 
world,  where  it  will  be  for  ever 
unknown.  With  these  objects  in 
view  let  us  attempt  to  consider 
its  dreadful  nature. 

I.  The  evil  of  sin  will  appear, 
^  we  regard  it  in  connexion  with 
the  moral  government  of  God, 
What  a  God  ,do  we  sin  against ! 
A  Being  every  way  amiable  and 
lovely ;  the  only  source,  of  moral 
excellence;  holy, righteous, ''gra- 
cious, and  merciful,"  yea  "love** 
itself!  The  God  whom  all  holy 
creatures  regard  wilh  supreme 
affection ;  "  in  whom  ,we  live, 
and  move,  and  have  our  being ;" 
who  commands  "  his  sun  to  shine, 
and  his  rain  to  descend,''  on  his 
vilest  enemies; — who  has  given 
his  only  Sou  to  die  for  us  ! 

Reflect  on  the  character  of  his 
law.  It  is  holy,  just,  and  good. 
It  is  founded  in  mercy.  It  is 
every  way  calculated,  not  only  to 
promote  the  glory  of  its  author, 
but  the  happiness  of  its  subjects. 
It  is  such  a  law,  as  a  God  of  ho- 
liness, justice,  and  metoy,  must 
make.  Siu  is  a  breach  of  this 
Jaw :  and  such  is  its  nature,  that 
in  the  first  breach  of  it,  it  robs 
us  of  our  strength  to  keep  it  in 
future,  and  makes  every  poste* 
rior  temptation  more  likely  to 
succeed. 

What  renders  sin  still  more 
evil  is,  the  dreumstanees  under 
yohieh  it  is  committed,    God  has 


set  in  our  hearts  a  conscience, 
which  is  a  candle  to  enlighl^a 
our  souls,  an  eye  to  see,  and  a 
witness  to  bear  testimony  against 
transgression.  All  the  threaten- 
ings  of  God  are  brought  for- 
ward by  the  memory,  which  also 
reminds  us,  that  many  who  havte 
tasted  of  the  cup,  have  had  cause 
to  lament  their  iblly.  Divine 
Justice  stands  with  an  uplifted 
sword,  ready  to  strike  if  we  trans- 
gress. Mercy,  with  weeping 
eyes,  says,  "  Sin  not,  lest  a  worse 
thing  come  unto  thee."  Lovb 
exhorts  the  unrighteous  man  to 
"  forsake  his  Sin,"  and  promises 
pardon  at  the  hands  of  God. 
And  yet  we  continue  to  trans- 
gcess.  O !  what  an  accursed 
evil  is  sin  in  the  sight  of  God  ! 
It  attempts  to  hurl  Jehovah  from 
his  throne,  and  to  banish  all  his 
rational  creatures  to  the  abodes 
of  horror  and  despair. 
.  II.  To  illustrate  the  subject 
farther,  we  consider  the  awful 
consequences  tf;AfcA  sin  has 
produced.  It  once  entered 
heaven.  Envying  the  happi* 
ness  of  angelic  beings,  it  gained 
possession  of  many  of  their 
hearts*  It  destroyed  all  their 
purity,  and  robbed  them  of  all 
their  felicity.  A  knowledge  of 
the  happiness  they  once  enjoyed,^ 
and  of  the  misery  of  the  state  to' 
which  sin  has  reduced  them,  must 
be  left  for  a  future  state  to  dis- 
close. Who  does  not  know  that 
sin  has  entered  our 
WORLD  ?  The  eye  can  turn  no 
where,  but  we  meet  with  the 
most  awful  proofs  of  it.  Why 
does  the  earth  need  the  tiU 
lage  of  man  1  Why  di>es  it  bring 
forth  thorns  and  bii^ra  and  poi- 
sonous herbs?  Why  is.it  convul- 
sed with  earthquakes,  tempests, 
and  volcanoes '?  It  is  sin  whicU 
has  thrown  it  into  confusion. 
Why  was  the  earth  once  deluged 
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with  water}  and  why  does  it 
*'  groan  and  travail  lor  another 
revolution?"  Why  must  it  be  con- 
sumed b\  fire?  It  is  that  it  may  be 
purged  u*om  the  dreadful  effects 
of  9in,  Why  is  man  subject  to 
accidents,  malignant  diseases,  and 
death  in  a  thousand  terriiic  forms? 

'  «  Sin 

Brought  death  into  the  world  aad  all 
our  woe !" 

What  lessened  the  capacities  of 
his  mind,  cramped  his  moral 
energies,  and  brought  his  whole 
soul  into  captivity  ?  What  makes 
man  opposed  to  man?  ''From 
whence  come  wars  and  fight- 
ings?'' What  fills  the  dyiug  man 
with  inconceivable  agonies  ? 
Why  tioes  he  tremble  to  enter  an 
eternal  state?  The  dreadful  an- 
wer  is ; — ^'*.Sin  lieth  at  the  door." 
What  distresses  the  pious  saint  ? 
Why  does  he  hang  down  his  head 
like  a  bull-rush  ?  Hear  him  saying, 
<'  O  wretched  man  that  1  am,  who 
shall  deliver  me  from  the  body  of 
this  death  ?"  But  for  the  hope  of 
deliverance  from  sin,  he  could 
not  live.  To  be  freed  from  sin 
is  his  constant  prayer.  Heaven 
itself  could  afford  no  enjoyment, 
if  he  were  not  purified  from  sin. 
Without  sm  there  cauid  have  keen 
fia  hell!  bat  lor  transgression, 
those  gloomy  regions  wonld  have 
been  for  ever  unknown.  Sin  de- 
ceives mankind  into  the  road  to 
ruin.  Sin  persuades  them  to 
reject  all  the  invitations  of  mercy. 
Sin  hurries  them  on  till  their 
<<  feet  lay  hold  on  hell  !*'  (iaving 
deceived  them  so  long,  the  mon- 
ster throws  aside  the  mask,  and 
plunges  them  into  infinite  misery. 
Sim  has  banished  from  those 
horrid  realms  the  very  shadow  of 
hope.  That  hope,  which  is  our 
solace  here  under  a  tbonsand 
miseries,  is  there  for  ever  nn* 
known.  In  the  place  of  that 
hope.  DSSPAIR  is  implanted  in 


every  breast ;  and  tiTftmKiTT  ts 
stamped  on  all  the  agonies  of  that 
place,  where  the  '<  worm  dieth 
not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.'^ 
Survey  heaven,  earth,  and  belly 
and  say.  Is  not  sin  an  eyil?

determined  to  save  ''  a  great 
multitude''  of  the  human  race, 
from  the  awfiil  power  and  bitter 
effects  of  sin  :  but  transgressors 
had  contracted  an  infinite  debt 
with  divine  justice,  and  were  to^ 
tally  unable  to  pay  it.  Had  they 
offered  *'  thousands  of  balls  and 
of  goats,  they  could  not  have 
taken  away  sin."  **  Had  they 
given  the  firuit  of  their  body  for 
the  sin  of  their  soul/'  it  would 
not  have  atoned  for  the  evil.  Je'> 
sus  Christ,  the  Son,  the  equal  of 
Jehovah,  becomes  man  **  to  pat 
away  sin."  View  his  degrada* 
tion,  poverty,  and  humihation 
through  life; — contemplate  the 
closing  scene :  «—  '*  behold  the 
man"  at  the  bai^  of  Pilate  \ — see 
him  receiving  the  taunting  jeersj 
and  the  mockery^f  Jews  and  Gen^ 
tiles; — follow  him  to  the  cross ^ 
behold  the  excruciating  agonies 
of  his  body;  and  imagine,  if 
you  can,  the  still  greater  sivffer^ 
itigs  of  his  soul,  when  be  ex- 
claimed, "  My  God,  my  God, 
why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?" 
What  means  all  this?  Why  must 
such  a  price  be  paid  ?  **  This  %$ 
all  the  fruit  to  take  awa^  stn.*^ 
We  do  not  draw  a  too  highly  co- 
loured picture  of  .sin-^the  elo- 
quence of  Gabriel  hiaiself  could

Why  do  we 
fear  its  approach?  Dealii  has 
passed  upon  all  men,  for  th«it  all 
have  sinned*    Were  it  not  for  sin. 
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Ire  slieuld'liait  him  as  a  ivelcome 
jtessenger,  coming  to  release  us 
ffom  a  wolrld  of  soi^w. — Why 
flinat  there  be  a  judgment? 
To  call .  to '  account  for  m ;  to 
punish  with  everlasting  destruc- 
tion for  sin ;  to  vindicate  the  cha- 
racter of  Jehovah  in  the  permis- 
sion, and  in  the  punishment  of 
Mn;  and  to  declare  his  people 
free  from  it.

bation,  be  sends  his  Son  to  die 
for  sinners ;  'and  he  sends  the  vo- 
lume of  his  grace,  to  warn,   to 
threaten,  to  invite.    Well  may  his 
mercy    be   styled   infinite!   and 
"  shall  we,"  after  all  this,  "  con- 
tinue in  sin  1"  "  God  forbid  I"— If 
sin  be  so  great  anevil,  how  happy 
they  who  are  delivered  from  if ! 
O   what   misery  are   they  freed 
from!  What  prospects  have  they 
to  support  them  amidst  the  Con- 
tempt of  the  world,  and  to  ex- 
cite their  gratitude  to  eternity;! 
Hpw  will  the  recollection  of  sin 
tune  their  harps  to  sing,  "  Unto 
him  that  loved  us  and  washed  u^ 
from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood, 
and    hath   made   us  kings    and 
priests  unto  God  and  his  Father; 
to  him  be  glory  and   dominioil, 
for  ever  and  ever;  Amen!"

and  of  the  €oiuinaiidDMBtt  of  tha 
apostles  of  the  Lotd  and  So* 
viour.  We  are  admonished  to 
take  boed  lest  theite  be  in  any  of 
us  an  evil  heart  of  unbelief  in  de- 
parting from  the  living  God^  aul 
to  exhort  one  and  another  daily^ 
while  it  is  called  toJday,  lest  may 
of  OS  be  hardeiicd  twough  the 
fkeeitfolness  of  sin. 

Oiir  constitutional  iBfirmhiea, 
and  the  temptations  to  which  wo 
are  continoally  exposed,  make  it 
necessary  that  with  ^full  porpote 
of  beart  we  should  deaw  to  tbt 
Lord.  Let  none  of  us  tbiok  owrk 
selves  secBpe,  for  shobid  we  bt 
given  u|>  to  the  power  of  siOi 
Imt  for  a  little  time,  there  is  no 
evil,  however  detestable  in  Hi 
own  nature,  or  distaat  to  our 
present  inclinations,  into  wivioii 
we  might  not  fail.  In  the  strait 
and  narrow  way  there  are  plaoci 
where  -sowie  that  #ent  before  ui 
turned  aside,  who,  though  they 
were  again  reMored,  were  so 
wounded  by  their  enenms  as  af- 
terward to  {^  bahfng  all  their 
day!s.  Soiife  of  'the  most  'Citti^ 
nentof  God's  people  have  arnkth- 
'ed><the  conae^uences  df  sin,  and 
ftheir  history  is  written  <fov  ont 
insttuctioa.  Those  who  are^caH* 
*ed  by  the  grace  df  Ood,  and  ««o 
enabled  to  persevere  through  o 
'lon^  courae  of  y^ars  with  wo^ 
iphriety  of  conduct,  may,  mm 
the  ^enclralttietliod  of  the  divnio 
iprooedufe,  'expect  tfhat  •at^ealh 
^n  entrance  shall  be  miniitered 
tunto  tbem  abutldaotly  into  ^the 
-everlasting' kingdom  of  «our  ^hwi 
amd  Satkmr  JestistChmt;: 'Wblte 
thoBeCbristians,'  wbo  have  kmk 
unltablB'in  ^heir^cooduct,  ivill,  4^ 
all  probability,  be  exercised  >tvith 
donbtsend  darkness  in  4heirlffSt 
iMwrs ;  manifestly  siifferfog  loss; 
awd  tfaoisgli  saved,  yet  so  a^  'fsff 
tifHf.  The  active,  ditigaot  Cbria- 
tian,  arrives  at  heaven  as  «-  «liip 
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4Bat  comes  into  harboyr  with  a 
U^  gale  and  full  tide,  richly 
Jaden  with  precious  stores ;  but 
the  loose  and  disorderly  Chris- 
tian, though  be  linds  his  port  at 
last,  has  many  fears,  and  rather 
resembles  a  shattered  wreck. 
Nor  Is  it, in  this  world  only  that 
Ihe  effects  of  entire  devotedness 
to  God  are  experienced.  The 
scriptures  intimate  that  the  de- 
frees  of  our  future  happiness 
will  be  regulated  by  the  measure 
of  moral  excellence  we  possess 
in  the  present  state.  The  noble- 
oian  who  went  into  a  far  catmtry 
to  receive  for  himself  a  kingdom 
arid  return,  called  his  ten  ser- 
vants, and  delivered  them  ten 
pounds,  and  said  unto  them, 
occupy  till  I  come.  When  he 
returned,  he  proportioned  the  re- 
ward of  his  servants  to  the 
improvement  they  had  seve- 
rally made  of  what  was  com- 
niUed'  to  their  trust ;  so  at  the 
coming  of  Christ  every  man  shall 
icieeive  his  own  reward,  accord- 
ing to  his  own  labour.  Should  it 
not  awaken  in  us  sentiments  of  de- 
srotioo,  and  powerfully  incline  our 
minds  to  holy  obedience,  to  hear 
Ihe  dear  Redeemer  say,  **  Herein 
ia  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye 
bear  much  fruit ;  so  shall  ye  oe 
my  disciples  Y'  If  the  glory  of 
God  can  be  promoted  by  such 
worthless  worms  as  we  are,  ought 
we  not  to  make  it  the  chief  busi- 
ness of  our  lives  t  Nor  can  we 
be  insensible  that  much  good  or 
eiril  may  arise  to  mankind  from 
#ur  conduct;  we  should  there- 
fore endeavour  to  adorn  the  doc- 
Irio^s  of  God  our  Saviour  in  all 
Ihings,  and  by  well-doing  put  to 
ailence  the  ignorapce  of  foolish 
men.  As  so  much  depends  on 
tlie  consistency  of  our  deport- 
ment, what  manner  of  persons 
ought  we  to  be  in  all  holy  con- 
versalioB  and    godliness!    The 


time  is  Izr  spent — ^wbat  renninf 
may  be  but  short :  let  us  gird  op 
the  loins  of  our  minds,  be  sober, 
and  hope  to  the  end.  This  will 
require  us  to  watch  against  those 
things  that  would  prove  injurious 
to  our  souls.

BROTHERLY  ADMONITION. 
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What  I  chiefly  wish  at  this  time 
to  urge  on  my  Christian  brethren 
is,  the  necessity  of  ''Looking  not 
on  our  own  things,  but  every  man 
also  on  the  things  of  others  ;* 
of  watching  over  each  other  in 
love  and  unfeigned  humility,  first 
examining  our  own  conduct,  and 
scrutinizing  it  nearly  and  con^ 
Uantly^  that  our  admonitions  may 
have  due  effect.  • 

I^  however,  we  wait  till  we 
are  quite  free  from  faults  our« 
selves,  we  shall  wait  in  vain  :  yet 
the  censurer  should  at  least  be 
pretty  free  from  the  fault  which 
he  censures.    - 

2.  Let  us  attend  to  it  in  a  right 
spirit,  recollecting  that  we  too  are 
in  the  body,  and  that  soon  perhaps 
something  amiss  may  be  seen 
in  us  that  has  quite  escaped  our 
notice.  From  a  dislike,  however, 
of  beiog  thought  meddling,  from 
the  love  of  ease,  and  from  oth^r 
considerations,  there  is  a  greater 
danger  of  the  neglect,  than  of 
the  too  frequent  observance, 
or  of  the  improper  discbarge  of 
this  duty. 

3.  If  we  are  in  the  least- guilty, 
let  us  avoid  wlf-juatificatien.  Let 
us  receive  the  kind  admonitions 
with  patience  and  with  hunii« 
lity,  Uke  the  Psalmist,  who  says, 
*'  Let  the  righteous  smite  me,  it 
shall  be  a  kindness ;  and  let  bim 
reprove  me,  it  shall  be  an  excel- 
lent oil,    which  §1^11  |io|  brefik 
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my  bead.^  An  iuaocent  person 
may  be  calumniated,  and  may 
(>e  generally  thought  to  be  guilty ; 
but  such  cases  are  rare ;  and  as 
tbey  so6ner  or  later  are  made 
manifest,  there  is  less  danger 
from  the  abuse,  than  the  neg- 
lect of  Christian  discipline. 

In  the  world,   *'  Go  and  tell 
thy  brother  his    fault    betwetn 
him  and  thee  alone,'' is  seldom  at- 
tended to  ;  therefore  there  is  not 
fo  great  an  opportunity  of  dis- 
playing this  aeU-juatifyinf  spirit. 
The  lowest  orders  of  society  in- 
deed tell  each  other  their  faults 
freely  to  their  face;  but  they  do  it 
to  gratify  some  unworthy  passion. 
Let  not  Christians  act  thus.    Let 
them  not  ascribe  improper  mo- 
tives to  their  brethren  who  kindly 
tell  them  of  their  faults.    They 
should  rather  acknowjteflge  it '  as 
a  favour ;  for  it  is  a  very  painful 
and   unpleasant  duty.    S^lf-jus- 
tifiers  fall  ii^to  two  great  errors. 
1.  They  delude  themselves  into 
a  belief  that  they  are  innocent; 
and,  2.  They  impute  the  worst 
motives  to  their  brethren.  Forget- 
ting the  powerful  effect  of  self- 
lave  in  biassing  the  judgment; 
their  extreme'  liableness  to  err 
when  acting  as  their  owp  judges; 
their  natMrad  pronenessto  Justify 
themselves;  and,  above  ail,  tbe 
exceeding  broadness  of  the  .di- 
vine law;  they  sometimes  say, 
'^  I  was  fouudi  fault  with  by  my 
brother,   not  from  any  miscon- 
duct in  m^  but  from  malice  and 
envy  in  him ; "  '*  I  was  censured, 
not  froip  love  to  my  soul,  but 
from  pique,   and  because  I  no 
longer  consulted  i^y  brother  pn 
subjects  as  formerly ; — not  from 
his  desire  for  the  $onour  of  the 
gospel^  but  froni  ill  nature  and 
revenge,  because  I  forbade  him 
to  speak  any  more  to  me  on  a 
certain  controverted  subject,"  &c, 
Dtbers,  perhaps,  have  forfeited 
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all  claim  to  the  Christian  charac* 
ter,  after  having  been  for  many 
years    highly    esteemed  as   be- 
lievers, even  by  those  who  kn^iy 
them  best.    And  what    was  a 
great  means  of  hastening  on  their 
awful    defection?    Selfjusfifica" 
iian,   aiid    the   popcealment    of 
thefr  sins  from  themselves.  Seve-^ 
ral  of  these    have  spoken     of 
themselves  as  the  most  ii\|ured 
of  men,  and  have  lavished   th^ 
bitterest  compiaii\U  of  the  Psali^T 
ist  against  the  enemies  of  God 
on .  those  who  had  h^en  nearly 
ruined    by    their   injustice  and 
folly.    If  ^e  wilfiilly  delude  aqd 
blipd  ourselvci^,  u^ed  ^e  be  siyr-* 
prised  if  the  Lp^d  should  allow 
U9  to.  harden  our  hearts,  till  th^r^ 
be    no    remedy  t  —  Too   many 
have  such  a  spirit  of  prid^,  that  to 
mitigate  the  keenness  of    their 
feejings  oq  beipg  ceiisured,  they 
either  retaliate  on  their  brother^ 
ox   have   recourse  to  self-justi- 
fication iq  the  way  already  men- 
tioned ;  and  as  it  has  always  beefi 
found  easy  to  believe  what  lye 
wish  to  be  true,  it  is  no  wonder 
if  they  end  in  self-delusion,  aqd 
think  they  pnay  be  saved  though 
they  walk  after  the  imagination  of 
theirown  hearts  and  li^sts.  -  Itis  th^ 
first  deg^c  of  perfection  Qot  to 
commit  faults ;  the  second  tocon<p 
fess  them  if  they  have  been  com- 
mitted, and  not  be  ashamed  to 
repair  then^."    This  is  a  select 
maxim  which  I  lately  met  with. 
If  we  should  be  censured  with 
warmth  of  temper  or  aggrava- 
tion of  circumstances,  instead  of 
retorting  on  our  brother,  or  jus- 
tifying  ourselves  beyond  truth, 
let  us  duly  weigh  all  things,  and 
if  we  have  been  told  our  &ults 
in  a  wrong  spirit,  that  can  be 
considered  afterwards,  as  it  is  an 
offence  as  much  deserving  cen- 
sure as  many  others.    And  let  us 
also  recollect  that  we  are  not 
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only  to  confess  our  faults  to  one 
another^  but  also  to  pray  for  each 
other.  Were  we  to  cultivate  the 
latter  dutv  more  than  we  do, 
there  would  be  less  necessity  to 
attend  to  the  former,  and  less 
danger  of  justifying  ourselves  at 
the  expense  of  our  neighbour*

Having  just  finished  the  pe- 
rusal of  :this  interesting  volume,  I 
was  much  struck  with  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph  :^— 

Speaking  of  a  person,  **  whose

^*  was  not  touched  with  any  tender 
sense  of  sin,"  in  a  letter  to  Mr» 
Corricy  he  says,  **  I  cannot  tell 
what  to  do  in  reference  to  Bap- 
tism. I  seem  almost  resolved  not 
to  administer  the  ordinance  till 
convinced  in  my  own  mind  of  the 
true  repentance  of  the  person. 
The  eventual  benefit  will  be  great, 
if  we  both  steadilv  adhere-to  this 
purpose;  they  will  see  that  our 
Christians,  and  those  of  the  Pa« 
pists  are  different,  and  will  be 
led  tb  investigate  what  it  is  in  our 
opinion  that  is  wanted." 

The  editor,  Mr.  Sargent,  jun. 
adds,  "  The  determination  to  re» 
ject  those  candidates  fw  admis- 
sion into  the  church  .of  England, 
who  were  manifestly  ignorant  of 
the  spirit  of  Christianity,  though 
convinced  of  the  truth  of  it,  was 
.  iullya4optedbyMr.Martvn|after 
mature  consideration,  and  the  de- 
cision was  doubtless  agreeable  to 
the  word  of  God,  aild  the  ]tec- 
tice  of  primitive  times,^  JAfe  of 
Martyn,  p.  270. 

From  this  paragraph,  does  it 
not  appear. 

In  the  first  place.  That  the 
good  sense  and  piety  of  this  ex- 
cellent  Missionary,    when 


hod's  bemaixs. 
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fettered  by  eccletiaftlical  sape- 
fiofs,  and  left  to  act  for  himaclf, 
eoald  not  but  ikel  the  justoess 
of  the  sentiment  of  the  Baptists, 
that  repentance  should  precede 
Baptism  1 

Secondly,  That  in  the  judg- 
ment of  Ilenry  Martyn,  the  ad- 
mission of  persons  into  a  church 
who  had  only  a  profession  and 
form  of  goditnessa  was  destruc- 
tive of  the  best  interests  of 
Christianity.

Thirdly,  That  since  the  esta- 
blished Church  of  England  ad- 
mits multttudes  to  her  commu- 
nion, and  cannot  do  otherwise, 
who  are  obviously  unacquainted 
with  vital  religion,  in  the  opinion 
of  Mr.  Martyn  and  the  editor  of 
his  life,  she  must  in  this  respect

No.  3. 
AFFLICTION  OF  CHRISTIANS. 


1.  Christians,  who  are  God's 
plants,  are  more  fruitful  in  winter 
than  in  summer. 

2.  The  fruits  of  the  afflicted 
must  be  prayer  and  patience:  of 
them  that  are  in  prosperity  are 
laequired  thankfulness  and  good- 
ness. If  I  jbe  strong,  let  me  bear 
the  infirmities  of  the  weak ;  if 
to)i,  relieve  the  poor. 

S.  Sometimes  in  great  distress 
God  sends  fiieods.  unexpected, 
and  without  any  such  purpose  on 
their  partwho  come.  Jf  at  sui;h  a 
time  the  heart  be  enlai;ged  to  pray 
ibr  the  party  earnestly,  ordinarily 
Ibere  is  some  good  done. 
^.4.  .11   is   very  requisite    that 


Christiana  of  good  place  (i.  e.  in 
good  circumstances)  should  visit 
die  afflicted;  because  the  devil 
persuades  them  (the  afflicted) 
that  Ihey^  are  forsaken  of  God  and 
men:  which  conceit  thenr  presence 
may  much  confute,  and  comfort 
the  distressed. 

5.  In  this  world  we  have  some 
calms  and  some  .  storms :  yet  a 
foul  day  imstens  ns  unto  the  end 
of  our  journey,  as  well  as  (and 
often  better  than)  a  fair  one.  As  in 
frost  we  are  driven  to  make  haste 
unto  the  fire^  so  &c.  We  can  be 
content  to  rest  under  a  tree  in 
time  of  a  storm  until  it .  begin 
to  drop  upon  us;  then  we  hasten 
homewaras:  so  can  we  be  well 
enoueh  content  to  be  in  this 
>rOrld,  till  adversity  come  upon 
us  in  such  sort,  as  the  world  will 
not  afford  us  sufficient  shelter; 
then  we  look  towards  heaven,  our 
own  country,  the  place  of  our 
safety. 

6.  When  (3k>d  afflicts  us,  we 
must  afflict  ourselves^  as  I>avid 
did.    Ps.  Ixix.  10. 

Obj.  In  affliction  the  apostles 
did  sing.  Acts  xvi.  25,  and  re* 
joice ;  Acts  v.  how  then  do  these 
twoagfeel 

Ans.  They  were  sure  it  was^for 
a  righteous  cause:  they  were  much 
humbled  before:  so  that  then  they 
had  a  sure  evidence  of  their  re* 
conciliation  with  God,  and  there- 
fore did  truly  rejoice  in  their  su& 
ferings. 

Quest.  When  then  are  we  cal- 
led to  mourn  in  affliction  1 

Ans.  In  every  stroke  before 
our  regeneration,  though  \re  suifer 
in  a  good  cause,  we  must  behold 
God's  angry  band ; .  cont^iry  to 
the  practice  of  many  who  will  8i|y 
when  they  are  slandered, — *H 
thank  God  I  am  guiltless ;  I  never 
held  down  my  head  for  the  mat- 
ter ;**  &c.  Yes  you  must  behold 
his  angry  hand  m  every  slander. 
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Again :  If  we  b^  regenerate,  there 
^e  two  cdse^  wherein  we  must  be 
bambled  as  taking  notice  of  God's 
displeasure,  howsoever  it  come  not 
as  a  punishment  (which  Christ 
hath  borne)  when  the  hand  of 
God  is  upoa  us. 

1.  When  we  are  more  carnal 
than  spiritual ;  when  we  are  babes 
in  Christ :  1  Cor;  iii. 

But  will  not  God  bear  with 
babes  as  well  as  others  1 

Aus.  He  deals  as  most  wise 
parents  will  do:  —  if  they  grow 
wanton  and  froward,  they  shall 
have  a  rod,  and  must  not  think  it 
Cometh  only  for  trial. 

2.  When  we  have  attained  unto 
knowledge  and  a  good  measure  of 
obedience,  but  afterwards  decline 
(as  did  David  and  Solomon.)  But 
if  we  have  a  sound  judgment,  en- 
deavouring to  know  what  sins  we 
have  been  guilty  of,  and  to  for- 
sake them;  and  what  our  duties 
are,  and  to  practise  them,  with  a 
pure  and  godly  affection  ;  holding 
on  a  constant  course,  Arc.  we  must 
rejoice  when  God  strikes  us.  And 
if  then  we  can  behold  his  face 
shining  upon  us,  and  out  prayers 
tuicending  with  comfort,  we  need 
not  use  the  medicine  of  fasting : 
for  that  remedy  is  chiefly  to  be  ajp- 
plied  when  either  carnal  reason  is 
strong  in  objecting,  or  our  affection 
is  much  inclined  to  mourning,  re- 
pining, and  feinting. 

Now  ere  we  can  rejoice  m  perse* 
Isution,  we  must  climb  seven  stairs. 
Mat.  V,  1 — 12.  1st.  To  be  poor 
in  spirit.  2nd.  To  mourn  for  sin. 
drd.  To  be  meek.  4tb.  To  hun- 
ger and  thirst  after  ri^teousness. 
5th.  To  be  merciful.  6th.  To  be 
pure  in  heart.  7th.  To  be  peace- 
Itiakers,  &c.

It  is  not  a  sinner^s  own  fault 
that  he  does  not  save  himself, 
but  that  he  is  not  saved  by  Jesus 
Christ.  If  he  were  to  repent  and 
believe,  that  is  to  say,  if  he  were 
to  turn  from  sin  and  to  turn  to 
God,  he  would  be  saved.  Th^ 
reason  that  a  sinner  does  not 
turn  from  sin  to  God,  is  his  na- 
tural depravity,  which  nothing 
but  Divine  Grace  can  subducf. 
And  can  any  one  deny  that  the 
sinner's  depravity  is  his  fault  1 
Depravity  and  fault,  if  not  con* 
vertibie  terms,  imply  each  other. 
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Historical  assays. 


Ko.  XIV. 

On  the  Calrruption  of  Chrisiutnity  in 
Britain,  during  the  Reign  of  Henry 
III.    A.  D.  1^16—1272. 

We  have  already  had  occasioa  to 
remark,  that  the  progress  of  popery^ 
the  greatest  corruption  of  Chris- 
tianity ever  known  in  this  country, 
greatly  depended  on  the  talents  and 
spirit  of  the  reigning  Sovereign.  Its 
prosperity  also  could  not  but  be  ma- 
terially affected  by  the  length  of  a  ] 
reign,as  affording  more  or  less  time  for 
the  exercise  of  its  mischievous  policy. 

Until  the  beneficent  reign  of  our 
deeply  lamented  and  ever-to-be-re- 
membered Sovereign  George  III. 
that  of  Henry  III.  was  the  longest  in 
the  English  annals,  and,  as  he  was, 
although  nominally  a  king,  in  reality 
but  the  dupe  and  the  slave  of  his  fa- 
vourites, it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
agents  of  this  horrific  system  should 
tiave  made  yet  greater  advances  in 
their  tyranny:  indeed,  grown  bold 
and  ostentatious  by  habit,  they  seem 
to  have  outstepped  the  bounds  and 
precautions  of  their  own  policy,  to 
have  shown  in  the  most  undisguised 
manner  the  real  nature  of  this  super- 
stition, and,  consequently,  to  have 
excited  general  disgust  at  its  ve- 
nal oorruption. 

The  gratification  of  an  inordinate 
kmbition,  and  the  consequent  accu- 
mulation of  power,  seemefl  generally 
to  have  been  the  main  objects  of 
succeeding  pontiffs.  But,  to  these 
was  now  most  manifestly  super- 
added the  acquisition  of  wealth: 
indeed,  the  indulgence  of  the  latter 
propensity  may  be  said  to  have 
caused  the  most  considerable  part  of 
the  calamities  of  this  reign. 

The  reign  commenced  as  usual 
with  the  pope's  concurrence  in  the 
king's  succession,  and  hence  follow? 
ed  the  ready  and  efficacious  excom- 
muiiieation  of  the  French  Prince, 


Lewis,  who  made  some  pretensioni 
to  the  crown. 

It  would  be  tedious  even  to  name 
the  constant  interferences  of  the 
clergy  that  followed ;  for  as  the  pro- 
fessed head  of  the  church  denomi- 
nated himself  the  superior  lord  of 
the  king,  he  not  only  readily  listened 
to  every  invitation  to  interpose  bin 
authority  bet\Veen  contending  par^ 
tiesj  whether  domestic  or  foreign^  but 
more  frequently  gave  them  his  ad- 
vice and  commands  when  either  was 
unwelcome.  In  122^  he  issued  ^ 
bull  declaring  the  king  of  age^ 
whose  character  now  became  more 
fuUy  developed.  So  far  was  he  from 
resisting  papal  rapacity,  that  ho 
justified  his  own  extortions  by  a  re- 
ference to  such  high  examples — a 
circumstance  so  'affecting  to  those 
who  had  any  sense  of  propriety,  or 
regard  for  virtue,  that  one  of  his  jus- 
tices on  a  particular  occasion  justly 
exclaimed:  ^*  AIhs!  what  times  arc 
we  fallen  into!  Behold,  the  civil 
court  is  corrupted  in  imitation  of  the 
eceleeiastical^imd  tlie  river  is  poisoned 
from  tlutt  fountain^  Glanng  and 
awful  facts  fully  authorized  this  me- 
morable exclamation,  for  not  only 
favours  but  pretended  justice  was 
dealt  out  to  the  highest  bidder — si- 
mony was  openly  practised.  Pope 
Honorius  in  1226,  affected  to  redress 
these  grievances,  but  such  he  stated 
was  the  poverty  of  his  see,  that  to 
enable  him  to  do  so,  it  would  be  ne^ 
'cessary  for  every  cathedral  to  appro- 
priate to  him  two  of  its  best  pre- 
bends, and  for  every  convent  to  al- 
low him  two  months  portions.  Tbiil 
demand,  although  professedly  of  a 
temporary  nature,  was  considered 
as  leading  to  a  perpetual  burden^ 
and  was  accordingly  universally  re- 
jected :  however>  .  soon  after,  the 
pope  obtained  a  tenth  of  all  eccle- 
siastical revenues ;  nor  was  the  least 
lenity  shown  in  the  collection  of  the 
rate ;  but  payment  was  exacted 
even  before  the  clergy  had  collected 
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Iheir  tithes,  a|td  nsaren  were  em- 
plDyed  to  advance  money  at  a  high 
interest  to  those  who  were  at  the 
moment  of  coHeetioo  nnprepared. 
As  it  sometimes  happens  that  even 
the  timid  and  heretofore  obedient 
may  be  oppressed  into  courage  and 
resbtance,  so  the  clergy,  com- 
pletely di8gitsted»  were  occasionally 
roused  into  prompt  and  manly  re- 
fusal of  such  nnjnst  demands;  bat, 
even  in  these  cases,  what  open  ap- 
peal in  v»Ir  afieeted  to  procure,  ar- 
tifice and  private  persecution  gene^ 
rally  sncoceded  in  exacting;  by 
which  means,  the  legate  Otho,  in 
1240,  is  said  to  have  carried  from  the 
country,  to  enrich  his  master's  cof- 
fers, more  money  than  he  actually 
left  in  it.  Four  years  after  the  same 
expedients  were  successfully  adopt- 
ed by  Martin  the  nuncio^  who  was 
provided  with  full  powers  to  suspend 
and  excommunicate  the  refractory. 

As  might  have  been  expected, 
considering  the  depravity  of  our  na- 
ture, the  ecclesiaiitics  in  general  fol- 
lowed the  example  of  the  pope,  and 
each  seemed  intent  on  hb  own  en- 
richment O  how  unlike  the  glo- 
rious founder  of  Christianity!  Non- 
restdeDce  and  pluralities  were  car- 
ried to  such  an  astonishing  extent, 
that  the  king*8  chaplain  alone  is 
said  to  have  held,  at  one  time,  seven 
hundred  livings:  awful  responsibi- 
lity!  With  what  propriety  are  such 
situations  called  Itvti^T'/  It  is  doubt- 
less the  living  that  leads  many  a 
deluded  man  into  the  most  sacred 
and  most  tremendously  responsible 
of  all  human  employments. 

Foreigners,  allured  by  the  booty, 
enrwded  into  England,  and  our 
eountrymen  had  the  mortiication  to 
see  the  most  considerable  benefices 
filled  by  Italians.  Pope  Innocent 
pidd  some  attention  to  complaints 
made  at  the  council  of  Lyons,  but 
immediately  proceeded  in  the  work 
of  exaction,  demanding  the  twen- 
tieth of  all  ecclesiastical  revennes, 
the  third  of  sneh  as  exceeded  one 
hundred  marks  a  year,  and  the  half 
of  such  as  were  possessed  by  non-re- 
sidents. He  laid  claim  to  all  the 
goods  of  the  clergy  who  died  in- 
state, as  well  as  the  inheritance  of 
all  money  got  by  usury,  and  also 
levied  benevolences  on  the  people, 


threatening  the  king  with  excmil* 
munication,  who,  at  length,  manl* 
fested  some  inelfitirtion  to  rearist  sueb 
alarming  encroachments. 

Nor  was  this  all,  for,  besides  thes« 
open  requirements,  the  pope  art- 
fully engaged  the  king  in  a  wild 
attempt  t#  eonqner  Naples^  pro* 
mising  him  the  crown  of  Siciiy  for 
his  second  sou  Edmund.  The  de- 
luded momurcb,  as  was  intended* 
undertook  the  chaii^es  of  the  war^ 
and  socm  found  himself  involved  in  a 
debt  of  136,541  marks  besides  in*, 
terest :  indeed  the  Bishop  of  Here- 
fbrd,  who  resided  at  Rome  by  depu- 
tation from  the  Englidi  clergy,  drew 
bills  to  the  amount  of  more  than 
150,000  marks  on  all  the  bishopa 
and  abbots  in  the  kingdom.  The  par- 
liament was  convened  and  required 
to  assist,  but  refused  attention  to  tlie 
demands,  and  at  a  convocation  of 
the  clergy  they  also  refused  com- 
pliance, particniarly  the  Bishops  of 
Woreester  and  London,  the  latter 
declaring,  that  if  the  mrtre  were 
taken  from  his  bead,  he  wonkt  sub- 
stitute a  helmet  in  its  place.  The 
pope's  legate  however  candidly  told 
the  assembly,  their  livings  were  his 
master's,  who  had  a  right  to  demand 
not  merely  a  part  bot  the  whole  of 
them:  they  were  at  length  obliged 
to  comply,  but  the  conquest  of  Si- 
cily was  as  remote  as  ever. 

Neither  our  limits  nor  our  design 
will  allow  US  to  follow  the  unfortu- 
nate king  through  all  his  troubles 
with  his  rebellious  barons,  who  not 
only  abridged  the  royal  prerogatives, 
but,  for  a  time,  assumed  to  them- 
selves the  sovereign  power,  when 
they  obliged  the  monarch  and  his 
son  Prince  Edward  by  oath  to  make 
certain  degrading  stipnlations,  from 
which,  however,  at  a  convenient 
period,  absoltttion  was  granted  by 
the  court  of  Rome,  which  profited 
less  by  the  administration  of  the  no- 
bles than  that  of  the  king.  The 
young  Edward,  however,  already 
the  nation's  glory,  alone  displayed 
extraordinary  firmness  and  Integrity, 
declaring  that,  as  he  had  taken  the 
oath  to  observe  the  provisions  of 
Oxford,  although  they  were  nnjnst 
in  themselves,  and  injurious  in  their 
tendency,  and  were  extorted  from 
bim  by  violence,  he  considefed  him* 
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9eir  iK^mid  la  duty  to  oibserve  them, 
exemplifyiii^that  admirable  iiiaxiin» 
that  **  it  is  no  excase  for  a  breach 
of  promise  to  say  the  observance 
of  it  woaid  be  attmided  with  injury 
to  oarselves,  for  that  shonld  have 
been  eonfidered  before  the  promise 
was  raade.^ 

To  close  theabsordities  andcalami- 
ik»  of  this  reigd,  a  new  crasade  was 
■ndertaken  to  the  Holy  pand,  pro- 
dttctive  of  no  real  advantage  to 
Kogland,  bat  merely'  affordittg  an 
opportunity  to  the  magnanimous 
Edward  of  displaying  his  military 
talents,  and  renewing  the  Impres- 
sion of  BriUsh  vatOur,  not  yet  of* 
&ced  since  the  days  of  Richard. 

The  occasional  manifestations  of 
resistance,  even  among  the  clergy 
themselves,  were  observed  with 
amdety  at  Rome,  and  a  variety  of 
expedients  were  invented  that 
shonld  amuse  the  people,  and,  at 
the  same  Ume,  if  possible,  invigo- 
rate and  increase  the  papal  power. 
Gregory  IX.  published  a  long  cata- 
logue of  decrees  of  this  nature,  pre- 
t^ding  that  they  were  those  of  his 
disdngaished  predecessors  in  the 
first  ages  'Of  Christianity,  nor  eould 
there  be  a  greater  proof  of  the  dark- 
ness of  the  tsge,  than  that  those  de- 
crees should  be  regarded  as  authen- 
tic, which  wisre  at  variance  with 
the  history,  the  chronology,  and  lan- 
gu^e  of  the  ages  to  which  they 
purported  to  refer.  Besides  these 
gentle  mei^sures*  the  pontiff  may  be 
said  to  have  augmented  his  regular 
fCDops,  by  the  institution  of  two  new 


rellgioas  orders,  the  Dominican  aii4 
Franciscan. 

Daring  tho  disorders  of  this  «n- 
bappy  reign,  three  material  advan- 
tages accraed  to  the  people:  tho 
abolition  of  the  trial  by  ordeal ;  the 
real  origin  of  the  British  Hoose  of 
Gvmmon^^bqronghs  first  being  al* 
lowed  to  retom  representatives ;  and 
permission  being  granted  to  the  in* 
habitaats  to  dig  ooal.  Ciioamstaneei 
like  these  have  occasionally  led  the 
friends  of  popery  to  plead  for  its  be- 
nefits in  a  political  point  of  view/ 
forgetting  that  such  advantages  re- 
sulted in  mom^its  of  partiai  jtrote^ 
tentum,  because,  in  periods  of  disi* 
satisfaction  with  the  iifaUihle  go- 
vernment, it  was  policy  in  a  popo 
to  grant  a  Httlcy  lest  the  people 
should  take  a  great  deoL 

May  a  sincere  love  of  truth  ae* 
company  the  inquiries  of  the  youths 
ful  reader;  may  he  be  enabled  to  lay 
aside  every  prejudice  forming  his 
sentiments  of  religion  from  the  Ho- 
ly Scriptures ;  and  may  the  Divino 
Spirit,  the  infallible  author  of  them, 
condescend  to  enlighten  his  under- 
standing, and  interest  his  heart,  that 
he  may  comprehend  their  meaning, 
and  regard  their  demands !

MR.   JOHN  THANG, 

..Needingworihf  HwiU» 

Miil  Sona  Thano  was  among  the 

early  fruits  of  the  ministerial  labours 
of  that  Venerable  man  of  God^  Mr. 
Coxt  Feary,  whose  preaching  was 
made  so  usefiU  at  Bluntisham,  for 


about  thirty-three  years,  but  who  is 
now  laid  aside  i^om  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  ^ 

From  his  youth  he  was  sober  and 
steady,  but  he  had  no  right  know- 
ledge of  the  gospel  till  he  was 
more  than  twenty  years  of  age.  At 
the  request  of  a  servant  he  went  to 


ls^ 
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heftr  Mr.  Feary ;  the  preacliingp  was 
blessed  to  bis  conversion;  and  he 
joined  tlie  chnrclL  Did  all  believers 
properly  consider  this  part  of  Chris- 
tian duty,  the  church  of  God  would 
receive  an  accession  of  wisdom  and 
strength,  that  mig;ht  be  useful  in 
the  promotion  of  true  religion.  The 
contrary  practice  gpoes  to  annihilate 
the  order  of  Christian  churches, 
and  is  prejudicial  to  the  happiness 
of  the  individuals  themselves;  it  is 
only,  as  we  observe  to  do  the  will  of 
God,  that  we  can  expect  to  enjoy  a 
sense  of  his  favour.  '^  If  any  man. 
love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words, 
and  my  Father  will  love  him,  and 
we  will  come  unto  him,  and  make 
our  abode  with  him.'' 

Mr..  Tbang  had  not,a  speculative 
mind;  be  meddled  not  with  things  too 
high  for  him.  He  read  his  Bible,  not 
merely  to  increase  his  knowledge, 
or  to  furnish  proof  of  a  favourite 
opinion,  but  to  behold  the  glory  of 
the  Lord,  that  he  might  be  changed 
into  tba  same  image.  He  never 
gate  his  pastor  any  cause  of  gn^f 
by  disorderly  conduct,  nor  is  it  re- 
membered, tliat  he  was  ever  so 
offended  with  any  of  his  fellow 
members,  as  on  their  account  to 
absent  himself  from  the  Lord's 
table.  Being  planted  in  the  boqse 
of  the  Lord,  he  flonrished  in  Uie 
pourts  of  our  God.  While  many 
who  are  strenuous  advocates  for  the 
peculiar  doctrines  of  the  gospel, 
which,  however,  tliey  very  imper- 
^ctly  understand,  being  totally  un- 


acquainted with  their  sanctifying  in- 
"  nee,  are  only  withering  onmch- 
^^,  he  took  root  and  brought  forth 


that  his  time  would  be  very  short*. 
But  the  approach  of  death  did  net 
iemfy  him :  he  viewed  it  with  a  dig-, 
nity  and  composure  of  mind,  which 
religion  only  can  inspire. 

July  30,  speaking  of  death,  he 
said,  **  I  should  like  to  recover  my 
health,  and  live  a  little  longer,  if 
the  Lord  please :  if  not,  I  submit  to 
.his  will-^be  knows  what  is  best.'' 
No  material  alteration  took  place 
till  August  19,  when  his  death 
seemed  very  ne^r ;  still  he  was  re- 
signed, and  had  great  confidence  io 
the  mercy  of  Goq. 

He  hoped  he  should  not  be  left 
to  murmur  at  the  divine  conduct 
towards  him ;  wbich»  however  pain- 
ful, he  knew  must  be  right  He  la- 
mented hu  proneness  to  depart  firom 
the  Lord,  prayed  he  might  be  com* 
fortably  supported  through  his  af- 
fliction, and  repeated,  with  mnoli 
emphasis,  the  promise,  **  As  thy 
day,  so  phall  thy  strength  be."  He 
had,  he  said,  found  it  true  hitherto, 
and  hoped,  he  should  to  the  end. 
On  the  22d,  he  experienced  some 
darkness  of  mind,  yet  lie  was 
enabled  to  trust  in  the  Lord,  and 
found  his  word  precious  to  his  soul* 
When  it  was  observed  that  his  dis? 
order  was  painfUl,  he  replied ; 

**  It  is  painful  at  present. 
But  win  cease  befpre  long." 

Adding,  ^  The  Lord  has  beeq 
very  good  to  me  for  many  years;  I 
hope  he  will  not  leave  me  at  the 
last"

he  was,  he  said,  **  The  Lord  h^ta 
reiurned  to  me  again."  He  ad- 
dressed his  friends  very  affectionate 
ly;  spake  of  the  copifort  be  en?

the  fruits  of  righteousness*  There 
was  nothing  about  him  in  the  least 
assuming.  He  kept  the  even  tenour 
of  his  way ;  quietly  pressing  to- 
wards the  kingdom  of  neaVen.  He 
never  imposed  his  opinion  as  deci- 
sive ;  but  was  swift  to  hear,  and 
slow  to  speak.  Through  the  instru- 
mentality of  his  devotional  family 
exercises,  several  of  his  servants 
weris  brought  to  know  and  to  love 
God.  Thus  like  David,  he  blessed 
his  house,  and  like  Abraham,  he  was 
made  a  blessing. 

About  six  months  before  hu  death 
fk  disease  of  the  liver  attacked  him, 
and  his  friends  were  apprehensive 


sure, 

"  I  would  not  change  my  blissful  state. 
For  sll  that^rth  culs  good  or  great." 

In  the  evening  he  spoke  of  death 
with  great  serenity,  and  gave  par- 
ticular direction  respecting  his  bu- 
rial, his  funeral  sermon,  and  the 
hymns  for  tlie  occasion. 

His  mind  was  so  happy,  that  dy^ 
Ing  seepied  to  him  but  as  goinr 
home.    He  was  siepiible  to  the  last. 
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and  tieg^ed  lii$  wife  ftnd  friends 
not  to  be  alarmed,  as  thej  knew 
what  they  mnst  expect  He  con- 
tinned  till  the  morning  of  the  24tfa, 
when  he  gently  bre^ihed  his  soul 
into  the  bosom  of  ^his  Redeemer. 


MR.  JOHN  CLARKE. 

Mr.  John  Clarke,  late  of  Monk- 
well  Street,  was  born  of-  respect- 
able parents  in  London,  1766.  As  an 
apprentice,  be  conducted  himself 
with  great  propriety.  About  eigh- 
teen, he  was  made  acquainted  with 
the  power  of  divine  truth,  under  the 
ministry  df  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster. 
After  the  expiration  of  his  «ippren- 
ticeship,  it  was  proposed  16  him  to 
erofbark  in  biisiness  pti  his  own  Ac- 
count: this  he  declined;  assigning 
as  a  principal  reason,  the'  hfndi^afit^' 
it  might  prorve  io  hltn  In  tl^ose  spi- 
ritual pursuits  on  which  hii  a(fl[ec- 
tions  were  ^u'pT^m^ly  pfac^^; 

A  complaint  in  this  head,  with 
which  he  was  visited  in  early  Iffe, 
prevented  his  continuance  in  his 
calling.  This  disease  terminated 
in  epilepsy;  with  frequent  returns 
of  which  the  f etoaihder  of  his  fife 
was  attended.  Bat  though  be  was 
often  overtaken  by  tliiese  fits  wftbout 
any  intimation  of  tbefr  approjtch,- 
«t  home  and  abroad,  in  the  night 
and  in  the  day,  he  was  providen- 
tially preserved  from  personal  in- 
jury, and  from  loss. 

His  benevolence  extended  to  the 
utmost  limits  of  his  means.  Though 
not  affluent,  he  contributed  to  three 
t>r  four  and  twenty  charitable  in- 
atitations.*  But  that  feature  in 
bis  character  which  we  shall  chiefly 
notice  is, -the  constant  and  unifoi^m 
attention  which  he  paid  to  the 
means  of  grace.  The  fbllowfng 
statement  presents  the  reader  with 
the  wethly  cowrie  which,  with  but 
fbw  deviations,  he  maintained  for 
fMny  yean,  LordVday  morning, 
Blackfriars;  afternoon,  Bow-lat^e ; 
evening,  Spitalfields.  Monday 
evening,  Tabernacle.  Tuesday  morn- 
ings Broad-street ;   evening,  Barl^i- 


can.  Wednesday  mofning,  Black- 
friars ;  evening.  Tabernacle.  Thurs- 
day morning,  St.  Peter*s,  Cornhill; 
evening,  Keppel- street  Friday 
morning,  Surrey  Chapel;  evening, 
St  Antholin's.  Saturday  evening^ 
Tabernacle. 

His  principles  were  truly  evange- 
Gcal ;  and,  while  he  revered  the  in- 
strument throngh  whom  he  received 
spiritual  advantage,  he  was  deeply 
sensible  of  the  importance  of  super- 
natural influence  to  render  the  word 
efficacious.    Thus  he  pursued  '^  the 
even  tenor  of  his  way/*  till  the  first 
of  December,  1819;  on  which  day, 
the  last    of  his  detention  in  this 
mortal  state,  he  rose  in  the  morning 
with  his  usual  health  and  cheerful- 
ness.   In  his  way  to  public  worship, 
he  visited  and  relieved  a  necessitous 
individual;  and,  on  his  return,  he 
called  on  another  who  had  received 
substantial  support  from  his  libera- 
lity. According  to  his  ordinary  prac- 
tice, after  he  had  dined,  he  retired ; 
and^  there  is  reason  to-  conclude, 
that,  while  exercised  in  devotion. 
"  he  was  not,  for  God  took  him.'^ 
Not  appearing  at  the  usaal  time  in 
the  family,  he  was  repeatedly  called, 
and,  n6  ansWc^  behig  obtained,  his 
chamber    door  was   forced    open, 
when  he  ufas  discovered  prostrate 
on  the  ground,  bis  Bible  open  at  no 
greitft  distance.    Medial  assistance 
was  speedily  obtained,  but  the  spi- 
rit b^  forsaken  ita  earthly  abode.

'  NovBHBBR  28,  1819,  after  a  few 
days  illness,  died  the  Rev.  jTal^^ 
Brown,  ^ow-market,  Suffolk*  in 
the  84tli '  year  of  his  age*  He  Was 
interred  m  the  Baptist  Burving- 
ground  there,  December  7,  A.  Fu- 
neral Sermon  Was  preached  by  the 
ftev.  Wnt.  Hoddy  of  Bflderst6ne, 
to  a  numerous  congregation,  from 
2  Tim.  i.  12.  The  oratfdn  was  de- 
livered by  the  Rev.  W.  Ward,  Inde- 
pendent minister  in  the  same  town. 
The  whole  service  was  sole'ibii  and 
impressive.  Mr.  Brown  was  tw^nty« 
eight  y^ars  Pastor  of  tho.Baptiatf 
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Church  at  Yarinbuth.  .  The  last 
twent^^two  years  of  his  valnable 
lire,  he  was  the  useful  and  beloved 
pastor  of  the  church  of  the  same 
denomination  in  the  town  whejre  he 
died.  He  wad  friendly  and  cheer- 
ful in  his  conversation,  a  man  of 
peace,  and  of  the  most  unassuming 
manners.  At  the  same  time  that  he 
was  firm  to  his  principles'^ as  a  Dis- 
senter, and  as  a  particular  Baptist, 
he  cordially  loved  all  Christians  for 
Christ's  sake.  His  ministerial  ta« 
lents  were  nsefal  and  respectable. 
He  firmly  and  constantly  niaiutained 
the  scripture  doclrino  of  distin«> 
guishing,  free,  and  efficacious  grace 
in  the  salvation  of  sinners,  enforc- 
ing their  practical  tendency,  and 
maintaining  that  the  law  of  God 
is  the  rule  of  conduct.  He  was 
greatly  respected  by  a  large  circle  of 
friends  of  different  denominations, 
and  much  endeared  to  the  people 
of  his  charge  by  his  pious  and  use- 
ful labours.  *'Mark  the  perfect  man, 
and  behold  the  upright,  for  the  end 
of  that  man  is  peace.''

advocates  of  the  Holy  Bible ;  and 
the  friends  of  Evangelical  Religion. 
We  extract  the  following  anec- 
dotes. 

"A  Christian  friend^  who  is  in  the  habit 
of  preaching  the  gospel,  and  who  Is 
also  an  eminent  artist,  had  on  the  latter 
aceoant  become  an  object  of  the  royal 
favQuri  and  was  admitted  into  his  So- 
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veraigh's    presence.      He  relates,  *  thtt 
being  on  one  occasion  in  His    Majestjr'i 
dres^ng  room  alone,  he  had  the  epportu* 
nity  of   particulaily   noticing  the  Mo- 
narch's Bible  and   Prajer  Book,  which 
lay  upon  the  table  :  he  observed  that  the 
Bible  bad     the    appearance  of  having 
been   much  read ;   and,   on   examining 
the   Prayer  Book,  found   those   places 
in  which  the    King  was  spoken  of  as 
'  Our  Most  Gracious    Sovereign,'    had, 
been  erased,  and  the  words,    *  thy  Hn- 
worthy   servant,'     substituted    in   their 
stead. — ^I'he  second  anecdote   I   would 
mention,  is  related  by  a  pious  domestic, 
formerly  in  the  service  of  her  late  KoyaJ 
Highness  the  Princess  Amelia;  and  was 
comraunirared   by    Uer  -  relative     to    a 
friend,  who  informed  me  she  had  become 
the  object  of  the   royal  attention,  and 
was  elevated   from  a   subordinate  situa- 
tion, to  wait  on  the  Princess  during  her 
protracted  illness.    Being  thus  circom- 
•tanced,  it  was  frequently  her  privilege 
to  be  in   the  room  with  the  late  King 
and  ber  royal  Mistress,  when  no  other 
individual  was  present.    On  such  occiu 
•ions  she  has  heard  his  Majesty  address 
his  afflicted   daughter  in  the  most  iree 
and  impressive  manner,  on  subjects  of 
infinite  importance;  and  she  repeatedly 
united  in  the  extemporary  prayers  which 
the  Sovereign    presented ;   and    which 
•he  desc/ibes  as  pecoJl^aHy  excellent/'

pleasing.  The  Gazette  commences  with 
the  declaration  of  the  lamented  demise 
of  George  ill.  On  Saturday  sfiemotm, 
at  thirty-five  mhiutts  jmt  eight  e*ciock, 
OUT  iate  most  gracious  sovereign  King 
George  the  Third,  whose  strength  had  gra* 
dually  declined  for  some  wedcs,  expired^ 
without  the  least  appartnt  suffering,  at  tus 
Castle  at  Windsor,  in  the  eighty'sec^nd 
year  of  his  age,  and  the  sixtieth  ffear  ^ 
his  reign.  And  the  same  Gazette  coo* 
eludes  with  loyal  protestations  of  aJle. 
giance  to  George  IV.  «  To  whom  we  do 
acknowledge  all  faith  and  emstant  (Ae* 
dunce  untfc  aU  hearty  and  humble  affection j 
beseeching  God,  ^y  whom  aU  kings  and 
queens  do  reign,  to  bless  the  Royal  Prmca 
George  the  FouHh,  vtt4  iong  and  ha^y 
years  to  reign  over  us.* 

**  Thus  bms  God  io  wercy  fives  u^ 
another  prince  of  the  royal  house  of 
Brunswick ; — ^a  prince,  wlw,  lil^e  his  royal 
father,  was  born  and  educated  in^of  owss 
country,  and  who,  like  him,  glories  in  tho 
name  of  Briton ; — a  prince*  who  has  for 
several  years  past  directed  the  measvrei 
of  Governmeutf  and  who  has  had  the 
honour  of  putting  «n  end  to  the  mise- 
ries of  a  protracted  and  destractivewar; 
— ^a  prince,  who  understauds  and  revei«t 
the  principles  of  the  British  oonstitatioB^ 
and  who  has  taken  the  earliest  opperta<# 
nity  of  uttering  the  most  noMe  send- 
ments*  In  his  declaration  in  coaHctl,  on 
his  accession  Io  the  tfaxetne,  his  Majesty 
says,  *  The  experience  of  the  past  ufiU^

it  wiU  ever  be  my  most  amious  cndeawmf 
to  promote  their  prosperity  and  kappi* 
ness,  and  to  maifttain  unimfy^ired,  tha 
Religion,  Laws,  and  Libea^ies  ^ 
the  Kingdonu* 

'*  The  reign  of  our  late  Monarch  hat 
in  one  respect  very  much  resembled  that 
of  David  :  it  has  been  a  period  of  tu* 
mult  and  of  war.  May  th^  reign  of  our 
present  King  be  like  tbit  of  Solomon, 
distinguished  as  an  era  of  peace  «nd 
g^eat  prosperity  !  It  is  said,  that  ait  th« 
corema^ion  of  David's  son,  all  tiie  people 
said,  'God  save  King  Solomon.'  With 
similar  feelings,  I  am  persuaded*  the 
people  of  England  will  sav,  *  God  save 
King  George,*-^*  Give  the  King  %  Judgm 
ments,  0  GodV  Methinks  I  hear  the  de-

A  loyal  Israelite  ex- 
claiffledf  *  The  Lord  God  of  my  lord  the 
King  say  to  too.  As  the  Lord  hath  been 
with  my  lord  the  King ;  even  so  be  he  mth 
S^omovit  and  make  Ins  throne  greater 
than  the  throne  of  my  lord  king  David.' 

In  concluding  this 
discourse*  I  most  earnestly  and  aiFcction> 
atdy  request,  that  you  will  uniie  with  me 
la  returning  thanks  to  the  Father  of  mer- 
cies, for  having  restored  his  Majesty  from 
B  severe  and  alarming  affliction ; — and  in 
praying  that  his  reign  may  be  long,  pros- 
perous, and  happy  ;  that  his  authority 
•nd  bis  royal  example  may  be  pro- 
ductive of  the  most  beneficial  effects,  in 
working  a  great  reformation  among  the 
higher  and  lower  ranks  of  the  comrau- 
nity ;  that  every  princely  virtue  and 
grace^mav  dwell  in  his  heart  and  shine 
through  his  actions;  that  the  divine  be- 
nediction may  rest  upon  him*  and  all  the 
members  of  the  royal  liouse;  and  finally, 
that  through  the  renovating  influence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  merits  of.  an  all- 
sufficient  Saviour,  he  may  be  exalted  to  a 
throne  of  eternal  glory.  May  a  long 
succession  of  heirs,  descended  from  the 
illustrious  honse  of  Brunswick,  continue 
to  sit  upon  the  throne  of  Great  Britainj 
to  maintain  protestantism  and  liberty,  to 
encourage  virtue-  and  religion >  and  thus  to 
promote  the  kingdom  of  our  blessed 
Kedeemer  from  age  to  age,  till. time  shall 
be  no  more.

To  the  sermon  the  author  has  ap- 
pended a  lai-ge  mass  of  Notes,  some 
of  which  are  curious  and  valuable. 

Of  those  which  relate  to  the  Cs- 
tholic  qttestion,  we  can  only  say  there 
are  some  p^culars  which  deserve 
the  attention  of  our  readers,  whe- 
ther they  rank  with  the  advocates 
or  the  opponents  of  the  measure 
referred  to,  or  belong  to  the  class 
(which  we  apprehend  is  uainerous) 
of  those  who  are  yet  undecided. 

The  numerous  addresses  to  the 
throne,  presented  by  the  London 
Dissenting  ministers,  from  the  ac- 
cession of  the  House  of  Brunswick, 
will  be  read  with  great  interest.  To 
many  enlightened  Dissenters  they 
will  be  new,  and  some  high  church- 
men will  be  tempted  to  think  they 
are  forgeries,  though  the  author  can 
prove  that  he  has  Ikithfully  trans-

His 
mother  appears  to  have  been  a  pious 
and  prudent  princess,  and  she  was 
very  fond  of  him.  In  the  old  pa- 
lace at  Kew  there  are  now  many 
curious  costly  articles  of  furniture; 
and  in  passing  through  the  rooms 
the  attendant  says,  *  This  is  what 
the  King's  mother  gave  him.^  You 
have  not  gone  far  before  she  repeats 
this  tale  with  affectionate  emotions, 
(having  resided  there  forty  years) 
*This  is  What  the  King's  mother 
gave  him.'  In  the  addresSy  pre- 
sented November  91,  1760,  'To 
Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess 
Dowager  of  Wales,'  Dr.  Chandler 
says,  *'  Your  Royal  Highness  weU 
knew  the  importance  of  religious 
principles  and  good  morals,  to  se- 
cure a  Prince's  happiness,  and  tho 
welfare  of  his  people.  And  how 
muck  are  ikese  Kingdoms  indebted  to 
your  Royed  Highness  for  forming  the 
miWof  his  present  Majesty  to  the  most 
worthy  and  generous  sentiments 
and  dispositions;  preparing  him, 
under  the  blessing  of  the  Almighty, 
to  govern  with  wisdom,  integrity, 
and  righteousness,  this  great  people ; 
and  to  be  a  pattern  of  «very  thing 
excellent  and  good,  to  all  ranks  and 
degrees  of  men*"  This  must  be 
regarded  now  as  almost  prophetic ! 

The  same  thing  is  vei^  properly 
noticed  in  the  address  of  the  Quakera 
presented  about  the  same  time  by 
Dr.  Fothergill.  We  extract  a  few 
lines.  "  We  sincerely  rejoice  at  the 
happy  succession  of  thy  son,  our  So- 
vereign, to  the  throne  of  these  King- 
doms. The  noble  proofs  he  has  al- 
ready given  of  great  and  illustrious 
qualities,  sufliciently  point  out  how 
much  we  are  indebted  to  amotker^s 
early  care  m  his  education,^  P.  82, 
86. 

What  is  meant  by  *  religious  prin- 
ciples' we  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  from  the  letter  of  Dr.  Ays- 
cough  to  Dr.  Doddridge  in  1744, 
when  tbo  late  King  C4>uld  be  but 
six  years  of  age — at  which  timo,  of 
his  own  accord,  he  ba4  bej^ua  to 
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leaiti  '  tbe  principles  of  the  Chris- 
tian Religion  in  plain  and  easy 
Terse.**  Dr.  Doddridge  himself 
mentioned  this  to  the  late  Mr.  Ry- 
land  with  that  sort  of  high  feeling 
which  was  not  unworthy  of  so  great 
and  good  a  man. 


The  Goodness  of  God  to  kis  kte 
Mqfestif  Georgi  III.  A  Sermon 
by  J.  Jarrom,  of  Wisbeaeh,  pp. 
36. 

The  text  is  Psalm  xci.  16.  With 
hug  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  show 
him  my  salvation. 

In  an  advertisement  the  author 
says,  **  The  sermon  is  not  intended 
as  a  panegyric  t^pon  his  late  Ma- 
jesty, nor  as  a  minute  description  of 
his  character  and  government ;  but 
to  exhibit  to  notice  some  of  his  ex- 
cellencies, and  some  of  the  advan- 
tages which  have  attended  his  reign, 
and  to  hint  at  some  of  the  uses  which 
these  should  subserve ;  and  thus  to 
cherish  principles  of  lo}  alty  and  pa^ 
triotism,  to  excite  respect  to  his  me> 
mory,  andgratitnde  to  that  Being  by 
whom  kings  reign  and  princes  de- 
cree justice." 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  author  has  deli- 
vered his  sentiments  is  well  adapted 
to  promote  all  these  important  ends 
amongst  those  who  either  heard,  or 
may  read  this  plain  good  sermon. 


Britain^ s  Divine  Monitor,  A  Sermon 
by  the  Rev.  T.  Moreli,  St.  Neots. 
pp.  36. 

This  sermon,  which  is  very  neat 
and  impressive,  is  founded  upon 
Job  xxxiv.  14.  For  God  speaketh 
ojnce,  yea  twice,  but  man  perceivelA  it 
not.  The  attention  is  directed  "  to 
the  dignity  and  authority  of  the  mo- 
nitor"— **  to  the  solemn  import  of 
the  address'^— and  **  to  the  moral 
effect  produced  by  his  oft  repeated 
admonitions." 

The  affection  and  loyalty  which 
pervade  this  discourse,  do  credit  to 
the  heart  of  the  minister,  and  we 
doubt  not  were  well  received  by  his

The  scripture  which  serves  as  a 
motto  for  this  Address  is  2  Chron. 
xxxii.  33.  And  Hezekiah  slept  with 
his  fathers,  and  they  buried  him  intlie 
chief  est  of  the  sepulchres  of  the  sons 
of  David:  and  all  Judah  and  the  tn- 
fiabitanisof  Jerusalem  did Mmhonour 
at  his  death.  The  topics  which  the 
author  has  discussed  are  the  **  per- 
sonal endowments,"  the  "  public 
character,"  and  the  '*  private  vur- 
tues"  of  the  late  Monarch.

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Ttte  feiloviiig  quotatioii  will  a^ 
ford  a  specioien  of  Mr.  Pritvbard's 
tatents,  while  It  exhibits  the  venei- 
jration  he  feels  for  what  be  justly 
detoominaiesi  ^'  our  incomparable 
eonstitutioh ;  whose  wisdom  of  de- 
sig^D,  harmony  of  movement,  and 
importance  of  result,  remain  rather 
to  be  imitated  than  excelled.*^

Ii^  December,  ISltf,  tf  f£iw  iriendt  of 
the  Redeemer  met  to  consider  the  best 
means  of  introdocing^eGKis|^el  into  th* 
Town  rf  Old  B^eH^ctd  (9  n^Uef  ftoM 
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London).  It  was  agreed  to  open  a  room 
immediately  for  preaching,  and  a  Son- 
day  School.  In  the  month  of  May  fol* 
lowing  a  Baptist  Church  was  formed,  oil 
which  occasion  Messrs.  Chith  SkeruUm, 
and  Edwards  were  principally  engaged* 
It  was  soon  found  necessary  to  enlarge 
the  place  of  worship,  which  Will  now 
accommodate  about  30U  persons ;  and  oi| 
January  31»  Mr»  David  Jones,  late  of  He- 
reford, was  publicly  recognised  as  the 
Pastor  of  the  church,  when  Messrs.  Ivi- 
mey,  Upton,  Chin,  and  other  ministers, 
were  present,  and  engaged  in  ditiferent 
services. 

At  HanweU  also,  a  similar  attempt  has 
been  made  (by  the  Committee  of  an 
Auxiliary  Society  which  was  lately  form- 
ed at  Hammersmith),  where  the  Sunday 
School  prospers^  and  preaching  is  well 
attended. 

In  this  district,  including  Oreenford, 
Westend,  Ryslip,  Southall,  &c.  &c.  it  ap- 
peared highly  important  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Parent  Society  to  engage 
Mr.  Thatcher  of  Greenford  as  their  Mis- 
sionary, to  labour  under  their  direction 
among  six  adjacent  villages  which  were 
almost  destitute  of  an  evangelical  mi- 
mstry.  This  is  the  FourOt,  Misnon- 
ary  who  is  supported  by  tliis  Institu- 
tion, besides  upwards  of  forty  minis- 
ttrs  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  who 
receive  partial  assistance  from  its  funds. 
It  is  earnestly  hoped,  that  the  friends  of 
this  cause  will  feel  the  necessity  of  com- 
munidating  increased  support,  corres- 
ponding with  its  growing  extension.

|>lies  for  the  destitute  villages  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  London,  if  ministers  from  the 
country,  who  are  disposed  to  assist  in  this 
work,  would  enter  their  names  and  ad- 
dresses in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
at  Mr.  Whittemore*s,  No.  69,  Paternos- 
ter-row.

NEW  PLACES  OF  WORSHIP- 


HIGHBRIDGE. 

April  14, 1819,  a  small  Baptist  place 
of  worship  was  opened  at.  Highbridge, 
eight  miles  from  Bridgewater. 

Mr.  Viney  of  Bridgewater  began  the 
morning  service  with  reading  the  scrip- 
tures and  prayer.  Dr.  Rylaud  preached 
an  impressive  sermon  from  Ps.  li.  13,  and 
closed  the  service.  Afternoon,  Mr. 
Chandler  of  Wed  more  read  and  prayed; 
Mr.  Viney  preached  from  Acts  v.  20» 
and  prayed.  Evening,  Mr.  Trewella  of 
Watchett  prayed  j  Mr.  O.  Smith  preach- 
ed from  Luke  xix.  10 ;  and  Dr.  Ryland 
concluded  the  interesting  services  of  the 
day  with  prayer. 

This  infant  cause  is  so  far  advanced, 
principally  by  the  divine  blessing  on  the 
exertions  and  labours  of  Mr.  J.  Wil- 
liams (who  was  some  time  a  student  at 
Bristol)  who  resides  in  that  neighbour- 
hood. He  at  first,  with  some  friends  of 
the  gospel,  took  a  room  for  the  purpose 
of  preaciung.  This  room,  thoughtole- 
rably  large,  was  too  small  for  the  num- 
bers who  wished  to  hear ;  and  many  were 
obliged  to  go  away,  being  unable  to  gain 
admittance.    They,  therefore,  by  the  ad- 
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•vice  of  aome  friends  of  tbe  gospel, 
bought  a  piece  of  freehold  land,  and 
built  a  plain  house  twenty-six  feet  by 
thirty,  which  vott  «£230.  There  is  a 
large  bniying-eround,  and  the  whole  is 
put  into  the  hands  of  trustees.  They 
have  collected  JElQO  among  themselves 
and  in  the  neighbourhood.  For  the  rest 
they  must  he  under  the  necessity  of  ap- 
plying to  the  religious  public.  The  re- 
maining debt  is  heavy  on  Mr.  Williams^ 
who,  in  addition  to  preaching  gratis,  ad- 
vanced the  money  to  complete  the  build- 
ing, which  he  wants  in  his  business.    If 

.  any  individual  should  be  disposed  to  as- 
sbt  in  liquidating  the  debt,  without  a 
personal  application,  and  would  be  kind 
enough  to  send'  his  donation  to  Dr.  Ry- 
landf  Bristol,  or  Mr.Viney,  Bridgewater, 
it  will  be  most  thankfully  received. 
Highbridge  is  situated  in  the  centre  of 
a  great  number  of  villages ;  and  in  every 

.  place  in  that  neighbonihood  where  the 
gospel    has  hitherto  been  introduced, 

-  large  and  attentive  congregations  have 
been  collected. 

Such  a  sitoatiod,  therefore,  demands 
the  attention  and  support  of  the  friends 
of  Christ :  and  we  trust  an  appeal  to 
such  on  its  behalf  will  not  be  in  vain. 


TEIGNMOUTH.

Nov,  16,  1819,  a  commodious  room, 
neatly  fitted  up,  was  opened  for  the  use 
of  tlie  Baptist  denomination,  in  the  po- 
pulous town  of  Teignmooth.  Afternoon, 
the  service  was  commenced  by  Mr.  Glan- 
ville  of  Sheldon.  Mr.  Sprague  of  Bo-' 
vey  Tracey  preached  (£ph.  vi.  t^).  Mr. 
Hawthorn  (Wesley an)  concluded  with 
prayer.  Evening,  Mr.  Sprague  prayed. 
Mr.  Gabriel,  Brixham,  preached  (Mark 
XVI.  15).  Mr.  Glanville  gave  a  short 
address,  and  prayed.  The  interesting 
services  of  the  day  were  concluded  with 
singing  **  All  hail  the  power,  &c."  A 
considerable  congregation  b  already  col- 
lected. A  minister  is  likely  to  reside  with 
them;  and  hopes  are  entertained  that 
much  good  will  be  done  in  this  fashion- 
able watering-place.

OLD  BRENTFORD. 

JkvvMLT  SI,  1830,  Mr.  D.Jones, 
late  of  Hereford,  was  set  apart  to  the 
pastoral  office  over  the  Baptist  church  at 
Old  Brentford. 

Mr.  Williams  commenced  with  reading 


and  prayer.  Mr.  Ivimey  delivered 
the  introductory  discourse,  asked  tbe 
usual  questions,  and  prayed  the  ordtna* 
tion  prayer.  Mr.  Upton  addressed  the 
minister  from  2  Tim.  ii.  15,  and  Mr. 
Chin  the  church  from  1  Thes.  v.  13,  IS, 
and  concluded  with  prayer.  The  con- 
gregation was  numerous;  the  services 
were  highly  impressive;  and  many  found 
in  them  a  season  of  refreshing  from  tbe 
presence  of  the  Lord. 

In  December,  1818,  a  few  of  the  Re- 
deemer's (friends  who  resided  in  Brent- 
ford, and  who  had  long  deplored  the  mo- 
ral state  of  OldBrentford,  a  town  contain- 
ing several  thousand  immortal  souls  pe- 
rishing for  lack  of  knowledge,  having 
met  together  for  the  purpose  of  consi- 
dering tbe  propriety  of  introducing  the 
gospel  there,  it  was  unanimously  agreed, 
that  something  ought  and  might  be  done. 
.A  place  was  in  consequence  procured, 
and  opened  for  public  worship  Ja- 
nuary 31, 1819.  This  attempt  appeared 
to  obtain  the  approbation  of  heaven,  as 
a  considerable  congregation  was  soon 
collected,  most  of  whom  had  never  at- 
tended a  preached  gospel  before,  and 
many  of  whom  have  declared  that  they 
have  felt  its  power.  When  this  favour- 
able prospect  presented  itfelf,  it  was  re- 
commended that  eight  persons  desirous 
of  being  baptized  should  follow  their 
Lord  in  that  ordinance,  and  in  conjunc- 
tion with  two  other  baptised  friends  be 
formed  into  a  churoh,  which  wks  done 
June  7, 1819,  since  which  several  hawe 
been  added  by  baptism,  and  by  dismis- 
sion from  other  churches.  The  increase 
of  the  congregation,  in  conjunction  with  a 
Sunday-school  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
children,  rendered  an  enlargement  of  the 
place  of  worship  absolately  necessary, 
which  being  accomplished,  it  was  re-open- 
ed September  6, 1819.  This  young  CAuse 
wears  a  very  pleasing  aspect,  the  con- 
gregation being  numerous,  respectable, 
and  attentive,  und  the  church  being 
favoured  with  much  of  the  presence  of 
God,  and  continual  additions  (o  its  mem* 
hers. 


COLNE,  LANCASHIRE. 

Dec.  2,  1819,  Mr.  Peter  Scott,  for- 
merly of  Dnnheld,  North  Britain,  but 
late  of  Bradford  Academy,  was  or- 
dained pastor  of  the  Baptist  church, 
Colne,  formerly  under  the  care  of  the 
late  Mr.  Stutterd. 

At  half-past  10,  A.  M.  the  service 
commenced  with  reading  the  scriptures 
and  prayet,  by  Mr.  Gaunt  of  Lutton. 
Mr.Jacksoaof  Accriogton  delivered  the 
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Introdnetoiy  dbcouiw,  and  raqncilcd 
that  the  atept  of  Frovid«M»  bow  the 
present  imion  was  brought  forward  night 
be  nanaled.  A  pleasing  acooont  of  the 
goodness  of  God  in  seadi^  Mr.  Si  ■ 
anoDgst  theai  was  given  by  one  of  the 
deacons. — Mr.  Scott  being  icqnesled  to 
state  his  reasons  for  taking  npou  him  the 
important  ofioe  of  pastor*  and  hb  views 
of  divine  trvth,  he  gave  a  oonfession  of 
his  faith,  after  which  Dr.  Steadman  of 
Bradlord  pmyed  the  ordination  prajer, 
accompanied  with  laying  on  of  hands, 
and  gave  the  cbarae  from  SUm.ir.St 
•«I>o  the  work  of  an  Evangelist.''  Mr. 
Calvert  (Independent  mimsteref  Cohie) 
concloded  with  prayer. 

In  the  afternoon,  after  prayer  ofieied 
by  Mr.  Smith  of  Bamoklswick,  Mr.  Har- 
graves  of  Ogdea,  preached  to  the  peo- 
ple from  £pli.  V.  S,  •*  Walk  in  love;" 
and  Mr.  Nail  (Methodist  new  eonnee- 
-taon)  closed  in  prayer. 

In  the  evening  Mr.  Wilkinson  ef 
Earhy  prayed.  Mr.  Gray  of  Blaekbom 
preached  from  Heb.  ii.  S.  *<  How  shall 
we  escape,  iiec."  Mr.  CMcroft(now  of 
Bolton)  concloded  the  interesting  ser- 
vice by  prayer. — ^Mr.  Colcioft  also  gave 
ont  the  hymns.

JiU  Cowell  explaiaed  the  naton  ef  a 
g04pel  chvrch,  ashed  the  nsnal  queetioim, 
received  the  confismion  ef  Isith,  and  of- 
fered the  oidioatien  prmyet.  The  Rer. 
J.  Kiaghora  of  Normch*  deliverod  the 
charge  from  STinu  iv.  %  **  Bmach  the 
word.''  The  Rev.  J.  Ivimey  addressed 
the  church  from  Rqpans  av.  S9,  Si. 
Mr.  Atkinson,  (the  Independent  mfauster 
at  Ipswich*)  ronclnded  with  psayer.  in 
the  Evening  Mr.  Ivhacy  prayed,  and 
Mr.  Kinghom  preeehed  from  John  vi.

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At  a  tiflie  wlien  tlie  fniblie  wmi  is  filled  with  alarm  od  a4>ooQDi  of 
yie  cmol  e«iidact  of  tkoie  iafataated  Irishmen  ealled  Rihbooaieny  it 
win  afford^  oar  read«ra  saHe&etioffi  to  know,  that  the  laboars  of  the 
Readers  employGd  by  the  Baptist  Irish  Society  are  effectaal  in  promoting 
loyalty,  and  subordinatiou  to  the  constituted  authorities.  A  paragraph 
in  Mr.  WifUam  Moore's  Letter  for  this  month,  printed  in  Italics,  will 
confirm  this  statement ;  and  it  may  be  fairly  presumed,  as  tiie  Jour* 
neys  of  the  seven  Irish  Readers  are  principally  through  the  disturbed 
Districts,  that  many  other  instances  of  a  similar  kind  have  been  pro- 
duced by  the  silent  hut  powerful  energy  of  the  sacred  scriptures.  The 
CcMi^viittee  request  the  attention  also  of  the  friendi  of  Ireland  to  the 
Xatter  from  tbekr  much  respected  correspondent,  tiM.  Rev.  Sir  John 
Read,  e£  the  Coaiity  of  Clare,  who,  ih^  bear,  from  Hm  pobfio  pi^rs, 
kaa  baeii  aotively  engaged  in  suppressing  the  disaffected  Ribbonmen  in 
that  Comty.  The  estabMshmeirt  of  so  many  new  Schools  in  Clare,  at  a 
tine  wlien  the  ftmds  of  the  Society  are  exhausted,  has  been  resorted  to 
on  account  of  the  neglected  state  of  that  part  of  Ireland,  in  respect  to 
tiie  means  of  moral  and  religious  instruction.

'  With  respect  to  that  part  of  your  letter, 
stating  Hie  pain  yon  feel  at  ray  relation 
of  the  miserable  condition  of  "  Moynoe 
Parish'*  for  want  of  any  place  of  worr 
ship,  I  assure  you  the  fact  is  $o ;  and  % 
eertunly  feel  rery  great  concern  so  po- 
pnlotis  a  district  is  left  in  so  miserable  a 
state  as  it  has  ever  been ;  fdr  there  never 
was,  nor  ever  hat  been,  any  place  cf  worship 
rfany  sect  in  it !  How  long  it  wiU  remain 
iR  its  present  state  Is  to  me  Unknown. 
There  are  four  Protestant  families  in.  it» 
of  whom  my  family  is  the  most  distin- 
gnished.  I  hope,  hereafter,  something 
in  tfie  way  of  more  churches  in  thi| 
county  will  be  done.  It  mast  be  oh> 
vious  to  any  person  going  through  the 
neighboorhood,  how  mucli  they  are 
wanted,  for  you  can  travel  ruites  without 
meeting  a  place  of  divine  worship  for 
Ptotestants ;  for  instance,  Kilnoc,  Feacle, 
Movnoet-Clonmsh,  all  in  the  immediate 
vicfttttge,  andnn  the  Bkwese  of  Killaloe* 
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Moynoe,  indeed,  it  the  vaortt  off,  for  no  reU- 
gious  penuasion  have  a  place  rf  vfor^ 
thipinit.  Why  all  sects  have  passed 
by  Moynoe  is  to  me  most  strange  ;  for  1 
believe  (and,  I  sincerely  hope  it  is  the 
case,)  that  no  other  parish  is  so  circum- 
stanced in  Ireland. 

I  shall,  iri  my  next,  gire  ^ou  a  fall 
detail  of  all  parncalar»  relatmg  to  the 
schoolst  and  to  the  education  of  the  poor 
in  this  county.

Letttr  from  Mr.  Wm.  Koore     to  Afr. 
Wett,  dated 

BalUnaearrow,  Feb,  17,  1820. 

Dbar  Sib, 

ArTBB  my  last,  1  had  to  delay  a  few 
doys  longer  than  I  expected  in  that  part 
of  the  country  I  dated  my  Journal  from ; 
and  as  I  am  continually  going  from  place 
to  place,  I  have  the  greater  opportunity 
of  seeing  and  hearing  what  is  passing  in 
the  disturbed  period  we  now  live  in.  Dis- 
turbed indeed,  when  compared  to  the  time 
passed  of  my  Bfe.  The  scriptures  then 
gave  no  uneasiness  to  the  inhabitants  at 
large  of  the  kingdom,  many  of  whom  had 
never  seen  or  heard  of  them.  Whilst 
they  were  in  this  state,  there  was  sub- 
mission, good  neighbourhood,  and 
both  love  and  friendship  between  all 
classes  in  this  state  of  darkness.  But 
when  the  Lord's  appointed  time  came 
that  the  glorious  light  of  the  gospel 
should  break  forth,  then,  and  not  till 
then,  the  enemies  of  that  gospel  were 
roused,  and  the  prediction  was  fulfilled  : 
a  bouse  divided;  and,  in  many  in- 
stances, the  whole  family  of  the  house 
against  onel  ^I  need  make  no  obser- 
vations, for  you  know  already  the 
contents  of  the  Pope's  Circular  to  the 
Popish  bishops,  and  their  orders  to  the 
priests.  But  I  remark,  tb^t  it  was  thr 
priests  put  up  the  bishops,  and  the  bi- 
shops the  Pope ;  for  bad  as  Ue  is,  if  he 
were  let  alone,  he  would  let  the  scriptures 
have  free  course,  as  he  is  so  far  off  from 
the  scene  of  action*  The  priest^  are  the 
sole  cause,  no  doubt  by  the  Lord's  per- 
mission,  .to  accomplish  his  purposes.  But 
my  reasop  for  making  these  remarks  is  this. 
Seeing  all  the  powers  of  darkness  are 
ragipg  and  railing  against  the  gospel, 
it  is  incomprehensible  bow  one  individual 
dare  hear. the  Testament  read;  nhen  we 
Consider  how  the  priests  have  prejudiced 
persons  against  tho  corrupt  English  trans- 
lation, as  they  term  it ;  and  that,  latterly, 
i^  Society  having  proppsed  to  have,gO,000 


of  the  Dooay  Testament,  without  note  or 
comment,  this  is  also   opposed  by   the 
Popish  bishops !    While  in  this  state  is  it 
not   marvellous  that   there    should    be 
one  found,  under  their  absolute  tyranny^ 
that    will  read   or  hear?    But    by  the 
following  you  will  find  to  the  contrary. 
In  my  last!  let  you  know  my  attendance 
and  reception  on  the  mountain;    and* 
when  parting,  I  had  to  promise  to  spend 
another  night  with  them  before  I  could 
leave  .the  country.    The  evening  I  pro- 
mised,' the  storm  prevented  me  from  go- 
ing ;  but  did  not  them  from  meeting.     A 
great  number  assembled,  and  were  very 
sorry  for  the  disappointment:  however, 
I  went  two  nights  after,  and  a   great 
number  attended.    Some,  to    whom    it 
was   the  first   time  of  seeing  a  Bible, 
heard  humbly    and    discreetly:    but    I 
was  put  to  a  sore  trial  by  one  roan,  as 
at  first  they  must  be  treated  very  ten^ 
derly.    This  man  seriously  told  me,  that 
neither  he,  nor  any  in  that  country,  had 
ever  heard  of  salvation  in  the  manner  in 
which  I  explained  it ;  but  wbatever  the 
priest  had  bid  them  do,  that  they  did ;  and 
if  be  was  leading  them  astray,  could  it  he 
possible  God  would  condemn  them,  who 
bad  not  given  them  the  opportunity  of 
knowing  the  difference  ?  I  could  quickly 
have  g^ven  him  an  answer,  bi;^t  as  I  re- 
marked, poor  ignorant  souls  must  be  fed 
with  milk.    I  told  him,  for  the  time  past 
of  hb  life  he  might  plead  as  he  did,  but 
that  night  the  knowledge  of  salvation 
had  come  'to  that  house,  and  to  th^  day 
of  his  death  now  he  would  never  be  able 
to  make  that  apology.     I  added,  that  as 
to  whftt  I  had  said,  it  was  Hot  my  word  iy>- 
1  was  only  reading  the  way,  the  plan* 
and  manner  whereby  the  Lord  had  pur- 
posed    to   save   guilty    sinners   through 
the  inerits  of  his  own  Son;    and   when 
I   had  their  minds   prepared,    I    then 
read,    and    shewed    them,   that   if  the 
blind  lead  the  blind,  both  will  fall  into 
the  ditch.    They  were  so  well  satisfied, 
that  they  besought  roe  to  come  often. 
We  parted  in  as  great  a  degree  of  friend- 
ship and  lote   as  possible:  ,all    this  in 
priest  F.*s  parish,  who  is  the  most  deter- 
mined enemy  to  the  gospel  under  hea- 
ven.    Five    miles  from    that    place,   I 
found  another  station.    In  conversation, 
a  lad  called  me  aside,  and  told  me*  there 
was  a  man  who  wished  to  have  some  pri- 
vate conversation  with  me :  lye  met  in  a 
private  bouse,  where  there  were  only  a 
few  persons.    This  is  grievous  to  relate, 
as  it  shews  the  bondage  in  which  they 
are  held.    He  told  me  he  had  a  longing 
desire  to  have  some  conversation,  but  if 
it  should  be  known   to   tlie  priest,   he 
would  raise  persecution  against  him,  and 
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Uiere  were  many  in  sinular  circumstauoes. 
I  read  and  conversed  to  a  late  hoar, 
and  the  consequence  was,  he  said  he 
never  would  desire  to  come  privatebf  in 
future ;  and  was  certain,  if  many  were 
only  to  spend  one  hour  in  my  company, 
that  no  persecution  would  prevent 
tbem. 

From  that  place  I  took  another  course, 
»nd  betwi>eB  Co— y  and  Coo — y,  as  it  was 
getting  late,  I  met  a  company  of  men, 
one  of  whom  came  up  suddenly  to  me, 
and  in  the  most  loving  manner,  thanked 
God  for  having  ever  been  acquainted 
with  roe.  It  was,  he  said,  a  year  and  a 
imlf  since  I  saw  him^  and  then  only  for 
part  of  a  day.  I  did  not  at  flrst  recollect 
I  had  ever  seen  him ;  but  when  he 
mentioned  my  giving  him  an  Irish 
Testament,  and  instructing  him  to  read 
it,  (which  was  easily  done,)  immediately 
1  remembered  him.  I  said,  '*  1  hoped  he 
had  made  good  use  of  it,"  "  Yes  !  (said 
he,)  it  is  a  bleuing  I  cannot  be  thank- 
J^  enough  for.  It  hat  been  the  cause  of 
jfretftnting  me,  and  many  others,  (some  rf 
vham  are  present^)  from  being  connected 
with  the  assemblies  that  are  tioip  entering 
into  diabolical  oaths  and  plans,  and  that  in 
OUT  neighbourhood.  I  always  look  U>  the 
Testament  for  direction,  and  read  it  to 
others,  who  are  thankful  to  hear  it**'  One 
man  of  the  company  stept  forward,  and 
said,  it  was  the  greatest  bleuing  that  had 
ever  come  into  Sidr  neighbourhood  ;  and 
that  it  was  very  HI  done  of  me  ^uU  I  did 
not  call  upon  Aem.  At  the  time  I  gave 
him  the  Testament,  I  saw  he  was  on  the 
inquiry,  as  he  made  many  tntereieing  re- 
marks*  I  mentioned  him  in  my  Journal 
at  the  time,  but  recollected  no  more  of  him 
untU  meeting  him  that  evening.  By  which 
we  see,  notwithstanding  all  opposition, 
how  the  Testament  is  gaining  ground. 

Next  day,  I  had  occasion  to  go  to 
S — .  Calling  at  an  old  acquaintance's, 
formerly  a  papist,  and  who,  I  thought, 
two  years  ago,  would  live  and  die  so,  I 
recommended  him  to  read  the  scriptures, 
which  he  promised  to  do.  When  I  went 
in,  he  took  me  aside  privately,  and,  to 
my  surprise  told  me,  that  from  the  day 
.1  counselled  him  to  read  the  scriptures 
to  that  day,  he  had  never  gone  to 
mass;  no,  nor  ever  would.  "On  Sun- 
day (said  lie>  I  read  the  Bible,  and  at 
every  leisure  hoar.'*  I  told  him  that  it 
was  more  than  I  expected  to  hear. 
"  Well,  fsaid  he,)  the  next  time  you 
come  to  town,  we  will  have  a  private 
conversation,  and  as  I  have  only  one 
brother,  and  dare  not  open  ray  mind  to 
him,  I  beseech  you  to  use  your  endea- 
vours with  him.  There  are  three  more 
instances  that  at  pre^nt  I  must  omit ; 


and  I  hope  verv  many  others  that  time 
will  hring  to  light.  I  hope  it  will  be 
seen,  by  the  effects  produced  in  promot- 
ing loyalty  and  good  order  in  this  dis- 
tressed  state  of  society,  that  the  scrip- 
tures will  save  both  men  and  money. 
Wishing  you  every  blessing,  be  assured  I 
am.

From  an  Inspector  of  Schools. 

Febrttary,  14, 1820. 

Sib, 

I  AV  sorry  to  have  to  acquaint  you, 
'that  my  last  excursion  to  Irris  was  very 
unfavourable  to  me.  I  went  a  great  dis- 
tance southward,  farther  than  usual,  be- 
tween Newport  and  Westport,  to  gain  a 
more  extensive  knowledge  of  the  country, 
and  the  disposition  of  the  people,  when 
I  was  taken  out  of  my  lodgings  in  New< 
port,  for  no  other  reason  but  because  I 
was  a  stranger,  and  there  was  no  person  to 
identify  me.  I  was  put  into  a  guard-house. 
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and  kept  there  fortj-eight  hoiin>  wittiMt 
sleep  or  nourishment  but  what  I  proeared 
at  my  own  expense*  I  was  sent  from 
thence  to  Castiebar,  ^  distance  of  ten 
miles,  guarded  hy  three  conatAbles«  along 
with  two  more,  charged  with  breaking 
the  laws.  I  was  the  more  reeoneiied, 
wheal  considered  what  the  Saviour  bf 
all  believers  suffered :  for"  he  was  nam- 
bered  with  the  transgressors."  I  thought 
it  was  tolerable  to  the  apostles,  who  suf- 
fered imprisonment  in  chains. 

I  assure  you  this  is  the  first  time  I  was 
ever  put  into  the  hands  of  a  constable,  or 
an  order  of  any  Icind  obtained  against 
Q*.  If  I  had  aot  been  ifleatified  by  the 
turnkey's  wifctand  an  apothecaiy  who 
lived  in  town,  I  might  have  remained 
some  days  in  gaol  before  Mr,  Wilson 
oottid  kave  been  apprised  of  my  confine* 
ment.  He  bad  been  in  town  about  two 
boars  before  1  arrived.  The  prii)ter's 
clerk  went  to  Wtstporl  the  followinff 
morning,  and  told  Mr.  Wilson  what  liad 
happened,  when  he  wrote  to  the  printer 
to  advance  me  some  meney,  if  I  were 
distressed  for  k,  and  t»  iremma  in  Castle* 
bar  nntil  his  retarn  from  WestpooL 
The  ma^strate  that  liberattd  me  said,  he 
would  not  have  suffered  me  &fe  raintftes 
in  gaol  if  be  ha,d  kiiown  my  character; 
be  si^  he  would  do  any  thing  in  his 
power  to  serre  Mr.  WilsoK*  I  sat  up 
without  ooal  or  caadle  the  night  I  was  in 
gaol.  Mr.  Wilson  preached  a  most  ex- 
cellent setmoii  in  Castlebar  tli«  1st  of 
Februai^*  I  was  highly  delighted  when 
I  saw  the  audience  so  chaimed  with 
htm.  I  heard  him  getting  pressing  invi> 
tatioos  from  the  most  respectable  cha« 
netcfs  in  Castlebar.  He  has  gained  the 
good  will  of  every  description  but  the 
priests.  There  is  a  fftaej$t\  opposition 
against  the  Schools.  B«  H. 


Mb.  Kebk>  who  has  been  preaching 
at  Newry  for  nearly  two  years  past,  is 
now  assisting,  for  «  short  time,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Richards,  of  Cork. 

Mr.  DuNLOP,  of  Athlone,  states,  that 
the  attendance  on  his  preaching  conti- 
nues to  he  very  encouraging — that  the 
inhabitanta  of  that  garrison  town  had 
been  frequently  so  mnch  alarmed  during 
the  winter  as  to  be  afraid  to  go  to  bed, 
fearing  that  an  attempt  would  be  made 
to  take  the  armoury  and  ammunition. 

Mr.  I>Airts,  of  Tbiwles,  1ia»  been  robbed 
•f  bit  watob  and  abovt  fifteen  shillings  in 


money,  while  employed    In   hineraitt 
preaching. 

Mr.  TaoMis,  of  Kilfinnin,  is  well  em- 
ployed in  preaching,  and  informs  ua 
that  a  large  Day-school  has  been  lately 
established.  He  is  at  present  inspecting 
the  Schools,  and  preaching  in  the  county 
of  Clare. 

Mr.  MOatTBT  it  contiderably  reco* 
vered, 'and  hapet  are  entertained  that 
he  wiU  toon  be  able  to  retome  hit  nae* 
ftti  laboart. 

Mr.  Wilson  ttates,  that  though  he 
labours  in  one  of  the  most  cfisturbed  dis- 
tricts, he  entertains  no  fears  for  liis  per- 
sonal safety.

Oh  Thursday,  February  S4,  1890,  a 
meeting*  on  behalf  of  the  Baptist  Mis- 
sIoDf  was  h^d  at  the  above  placiB.  As  far 
as  the  weather  was  coitcemcda  the'  day 
was  most  remarkably  unfaoowt^hle ;  but 
as  it  respects  the  devotional  exercises  of 
i  t,  the  pleasarc  wiU  not  soon  be  forgotten. 
So  evident  it  is,  that  there  maw  be  swa- 
shioe  in  the  soul,  even  while  the  elqnds 
are  dissolving  themselves  in  tears,  and  a 
heavy  lowering  ataoDsphece  is  spreading 
over  nature  a  gloom. 

The  morning  service  was  conHdenoad 
in  prayeryby  Mr.  Pillcington,  of  lUykigb* 
Mr.  Ward  then  delivered  a  most  interest- 
ing address,  from  Mark  xvi«  15  \  aad  Mr. 
Finch,  of  Harbw,  concluded. 

The  friends  of  the  Mission  were  le- 
qnested  to  meet  lU.  four  oH;loek  in  the  af* 
temuon,  for  the  purpose  of  tailing  hito 
consideration  the  formation  of  an  Auxir 
Uary  BaptiU   ^it^kmmry  l^kty  for  the 
county.    This  was  accordingly  done*  and 
a   Society  was  fonued,    the   design   of 
which  is  to  assist  by  subscriptions,  dona- 
tions,  and  coUectkins^  and,  above  all,  6;^ 
Jlervent  ffoiyffr^  the  general  interests  of  the 
Mission*    By  this  means,  it  if  boped^  that 
the  attention  of  the  churches  will  be  still 
*inoie  generally  excited  to  this  truly  v^ 
pertant  object,  and  that  the  confluence  of 
Christian  liberality^  at  an  annual  meeliPgi- 
will  increase  both  the  fosce  and  expansloii 
of  each  oi  the  tributaiy  streams.    Mr. 
Wilkinson  was  appointed  Secretary  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  evening  service  commenced  at  six 
o'clock.  Mr.  Edmonds,  of  Caaabridge, 
played  ;  Mr.  Cox,  of  Hackney,  preached 
a  truly  excellent  sermon*  from  Isaiah 
xxvii.2, 3;  Mr.  Ward  again  addressed 
the  meetings  on  the  snbject  of  the  Mis- 
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j&ERAMPORE.

Fbo«  Dblhi  wa  hear  encoarag^ng 
things.  Brother  Thompson  hopes  to  bap- 
dae  there  shortly :  among  others,  aleam« 
ed  brahmas.  He  has  sent  down  1000 
rwpees  to  tbe  College,  the  donations  of 
vaiioua  gendeaen  there  \  and  40  rapee*, 
lie  says,,  towards  a  second  thousand,  that 
Delhi,  and  all  the  districts  around,  may 
from  it  obtain  preaefaeis  of  the  gospel,  till 
it  neffd  them  no  more. 

At  CaWm  POBB,  the  European  brethren 
and  Nripotrung  go  on  happily  together. 
They  have  presented  us  with  a  small 
house,  which  they  have  encted  far  wor- 
ship, fai  case  of  their  depertave  for  Eng- 
land. With  this  proof  of  their  loive  wa 
cannot  but  be  a£teeted. 

from  the  brethren  in  the  14tU  Re^- 
meat,  now  at  Mbebvt,  we  have  lo- 
ceived  a  letter  to^di^.*  They  have  bee» 
there  fifteen  months,  and  have,  at  their 
own  etpenaii,  erected  a  small  hoase  Cor 
worship;  **  The  expense,"  say  tiiey, 
•*we  foand  to  be  ver^  great  upon  us» 
beiag  few  in  cooimonien  at  that  time* 
The  amoant  «ame  to  nearly  400  rupees; 
I  hot  blessed  be  Ood  for  his  goodness  to 
us,  for  Mthoagh  but  few,  we  have  beea 
enabled  to  cirar  car  debt,  within  SO  ra- 
pees,  besides  paying  our  monthly  ex<i 
peases.  Our  Mttle  house  will  contain 
upwards  of  ISO  peopln  but  our  congre- 
gation does  not  extend  beyond  50,  at  the 
most.    If  a  stranger   were  ooming   ta 
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preach,  then  no  doubt  the  place  woald 
be  crowded,  if  public  notice  were  given. 
Mr.  Thompson,  now  at  Delhi,  paid  as  a 
visit  in  March,  1819,  and  expounded  the 
2d  chapter  of  Revelations  to  a  goodly 
number;  we  also  cast  in  our  mite  for  the 
Mission,  to  the  amount  of  40  rupees,  and 
delivered  it  to  Mr.  Thompson."  Their 
number  in  communion  is  ^5,  and  thej^ 
have  six  candidates  for  baptism. 

At  BxNAR£a,  brother  Smith  has  bap- 
ti2ed,  among  others,  a  Mr.  Richards,  the 
£nglish  teacher  of  Jay  Nar ay  ana's 
school,  which  you  well  remember  in  the 
first  Report  of  Native  Schools.  This 
brother  has  40  rupees  monthly  there,  but 
he  has  written  to  us  to-day,  praying  to  be 
employed  as  an  itinerant  Missionary. 
We  shall  encourage  him  at  least. 

At  Allahabad,  brother  Mackintosh 
is  going  on  with  great  steadiness  and .  af- 
fection. We  are  exceedingly  pleased 
with  him;  though  of  late  no  immediate 
fruit  has  followed,  he  is  steadily  sowing 
in  hope. 

At  DiNAOBPORE,  brother  Fernandez 
baptized  twelve  a  few  weeks  ago.  Among 
them  is  the  Mr.  Jackson  I  saw  in  Janu- 
ary, who  can  read  and  speak  Bengalee 
•o  well.  In  this  young  man,  about  thirty, 
who  has  lived  many  ^ears  at  Dinagepore, 
as  Judge's  Clerk,  on  70  rupees  monthly, 
and  got  forward,  and  who  bears  an 
excellent  character,  it  is  possible  that 
God  may  be  raising  up  a  helper  fur  bro- 
ther Fernandez,  and  his  successor,  in  the 
care  of  the  church  there.  Surely  there  is 
no  searching  of  his  understanding.  How 
lie  provides  for  the  church  ! 

At  MooRSHBDABAo,  brother  Sutton  is 
going  on  happily.  He  has  formed  a  So- 
ciety for  Schools  with  great  prudence  and 
firmness.  Amidst  a  population  nearly 
equfd  to  the  whole  uf  Calcutta,  he  seems 
quite  at  home  with  his  two  native  helpers, 
Kureeni  and  Bhovudgnr.  A  letter  to  me  to- 
day indeed  tells  me,  that  he  has  been  bap- 
tizing at  Daudpore,  eight  miles  below 
Berhampore,  and  sixteen  above  Cutwa. 
One  of  the  men  baptized  you  know, 
Hurreenouth,  sent  down  to  Serampore  last 
August  by  Mr.  H.  to  be  instructed, 
whom  I  put  into  the  Bengalee  School  to 
learn  his  letters,  and  who  afterwards  left 
us.  I  then  wrote  to  Mr.  H.  to  encourage 
him,  as  I  thought  his  sending  the  man 
appeared  hopeful,  and  now  he  is  bap« 
tized,  and  a  little  church  formed  at  Daud- 
pore. How  the  grain  of  mustard  seed 
grows!  Surely  it  will  overspread  India 
by  and  by. 

Brother  Wm.  Carey,  at  Cutwa,  has 
baptized,  I  thinks  nine,  if  not  ten,  this 
Vcar.  He  also  b  going  on  very  steadily 
m  his  workt 


CALCUTTA. 


The  following  extmct  of  a  lee- 
ter  from  Mr.  L^wson,  will  serve 
to  introduce  the  Journal  of  Mr* 
Adam,  kept  at  the  station  to 
which  it  refers. 

Calcutta,  April  12, 1819. 

I  ROPE  the  new  station  at  Doorgapore 
will  be  prospered  of  God.   At  present  the 
appearances  are  encouraging.    It  is  in  an 
excellent  situation  for  gaining  a  congre- 
gation at  any  time  of  day.    There  is   a 
neat    meeting-house     constructed,    just 
against  the  road,  and  if  n  Missionary  g;pe» 
into  it,  and  begins  to  sing  a  h^mn,  or 
read  a  chapter,  in  a  few  minutes  he  will 
have  8  good  congregation  :  last  Saturday 
I  was  there ;    we  went  to  the  place  of 
worship.   Brother  Carey  began  singing ;  a 
boy  or  two  came  and   sat  down ;  next  a 
man,  who,  at  Carey's  request,  sat  down  j 
then  many  others,  and  after  that  a  hack- 
arey  (Bengalee    coach)  full  of    people 
stopped,  till  at  length  there  was  a  very 
good  congregation,  who  heard  attentively 
the  words  of  eternal  life,  and  on  our  de- 
parture said,  with  apparent  satisfactioD» 
**  These  are  indeed  the  true  words."  The 
station,  considering  all  things,  will  not  b» 
an  expensive  one.    The   £shing  of  the 
tank,  and  the  produce  of  the  cocoa-nut 
and  other  trees,  will  go   a  considerable 
way  towards  reducing  the  rent  of  the 
premises.    We  think,  however,  that  the 
eiperiment  is  worth  trying.    More  parti- 
culars of  the  whole  you  will  receive  fronr 
the  J<)urnal,  which  the.  brother  stationed 
there  will  furnish  from  time  to  time.     It  is 
my  intention  to  send  you  some  drawings 
of    the    Bungalow,    meeting-house,  &c. 
when  the  place   is   in    a    little  better 
order. 


ilfr.  Adam*9  Journal, 

Monday,  March  15, 1818.— It  having 
fallen  upon  me  to  occupy  the  Doorga- 
poor  station  the  first  six  months,  com- 
mencing from  this  month,  I  came  to  live 
here  last  Monday,  not  having  been  able 
to  remove  sooner,  on  account  of  the  unfi- 
nished state  of  the  house,  which  is  even 
now  scarcely  habitable.  The  whole  of 
last  week  was  principally  employed  in 
superintending  and  ex|)editing  the  work- 
men, without  even  an  attempt  at  any  thing 
Missionaryvout  of  doors,  although  every 
morning  and  evening  I  have  had  worship 
with  the  servants,  and  as  many  of  th« 
workmen  and  neighbours  as  were  willing 
to  attend.    Early  yesterday  asoraiiig,  Mr. 
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^ennjf  and  Panclion  came  to  see  as,  and 
instead  of  having  worship  only  with  the 
"ftervants  before  breakfast,  we  went  to  the 
Toad  side  after  breakfast,  and  collected 
an   audience    by    singing,  reading,  and 
praying,  to  whom  we  declared  tbe  gospel 
of  salvation.    Amongst  our  hearers  were 
two  pundits;  one   of  them   the  pundit 
"with  whom  I  have  read  since  1  came  to 
tbe  country,  and  who,  in  compliment,  I 
suppose,  to    his  late  pupil,  remained  to 
hear  only  daring  the  short  time  that  I 
addressed  the  people;  tbe  other  was  the 
pandit  of  a  wealthy  Baboo,  or  what  I  sup- 
pose may  be  called  a  native  nobleman, 
who,  wnen   the  service  was  over,  in  a 
respectful  manner,  begged  permission  to 
propose  some  qOestions.    The  first  ques- 
tion was  addressed  to  Panchon,  who  had 
read  a  poetical  tract  of  Mr.  Chamber- 
Iain's,  in  which  a  person  is  represented  as 
saying  that  the  veds  could  not  show  the 
way  of  salvadon:  he  was  now  asked  if 
he  had  ever  read  the  veds.    Panchon, 
lin&ble  to  say  that  he  had,  attempted  to 
turn  away  the  question  ;  bot  the  pundit, 
a  very  acute  man,  held  him  fast,  and 
would  nut  let  him  go.  X  therefore  replied, 
that  those  who  had  read  the  parts  of  the 
▼eds  that  are  extant,  could  not  find  one 
-word  in  them  about  the  innumerable  gods 
and  goddesses  that  were  worshipped  in  this 
country  for  salvation — that  we  were  au- 
thorized, «ven  ^y  the  veds  themselves,  in 
warning  them  to  forsake  idolatry  and  be- 
lieve in  the  one  Ood,  and  that  there  was 
certain  evidence  that  the  way  of  obtaining 
tbe  pardon  of  sin  and  the  favour  of  God, 
which  we  made  known  to  them,  was  in- 
deed the  way  which  this  one  God  had 
iumself  appointed    for  all  people.    He 
then  proposed  several  questions    about 
Ood,  and  the  design  ht;  had  in  view  in 
crreating  the  world;  but  was  obliged  to 
leave   us  by  a  message  from  his  master. 
Soon  after  a  servant  came  to  us  inviting  us 
to  the.  Baboo's  house,  that  he  might  know 
what  we  were  preaching  to  the  people. 
fie  made   very  particular  inquiry  if  this 
was  our  sole  employment;  what  object 
we  had  in  view  by  it;  whether  we  were 
sent  out  by  the  Company,  and  received 
money    from    then.      After    answering 
these  inquiries,  and  proposing  others  to 
him  in  return,  we  found  that  be  professed 
to  be  a  believer  in  the  one  God,  and  des- 
pised  the  worship  of  idob,  although  id 
public  he  conformed  to  the  popular  su- 
perstition;-here  we  had  an  opportunity 
of  addressing  his  conscience— an  oppor- 
tunity which  we  did  not  fail  to  embrace. 
The  pandit,  on  the  other  hand,  asserting 
the  unity  of  God,  endeavoured  to  prove 
that  we  were  inconsistent  with  ourselves, 
■nnce  oat  of  one  we  bad  made  three,  the 


Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit.   To 
this  it  was  replied,  that  he  ought  first  to 
examine  the  evidences  of   Christianity, 
and  ao6ording  to  tbe  strength  of  these,  to 
receive  or  to  reject  its  doctrines,  since  it 
was  only  from  God  himself  that  we  could 
learn  the  true  mude  of  his  existence,  and 
that  while  he  was  truly  one,he  hadyet  been 
pleased  to  reveal  himself,  in  the  plan  for 
our  redemption,  as  three,  as  sustaining 
three  characters  in  the  contrivance  and 
execution  of  that  plan.    Before  taking 
leave,  I  proposed  to  the  Baboo,  that  I 
should  coma  once  every  vteek  and  instruct 
his  servants ;  to  which,  although  he  made 
no  particular  objection,  he  did  not  seem 
very  willingly  to  accede;  and  the  books 
which  be  had   himself  asked  of  us,  he 
afterwards  returned  by  a  servant.     He 
seems  a    man    \Tholly    without    thought 
about  divine'  things  of  any  kind  ;  but  his 
pundir,whom  he  keeps  as  his  family  priest, 
has  a  great  deal  of  natural  acutencss  and 
penetration,  though,  as  far  as  I  could 
judge,  not  much  learning.    Tlie  former 
seemed  to  regard   both  us  and  our  mes- 
sage with  mingled  surprise  and  conterapt 
— the  latter  professed  more  respect,  but 
seemed  lis  much  desirous  of  displaying 
his  ability  in  finding  out  difficulties,  as  of 
searching    for    tbe  truth.     Indeed    the 
great   difficulty   here,    as   every  where 
else,  is  to  persuade  men  that  they  are 
personally  interested  in  the  salvation  of 
the  gospel. 

In  the  afternoon  we  collected  an  au« 
dience  in  a  very  public  |)art  of  tbe  road ; 
but  there  were  several  drunkards  among 
them,  and  they  were  altogether  so  noisy 
and  unruly,  that  we  were  obliged  to  leave 
them,  that  no  confusion  might  happen  in 
the  atteets,  and  the  gospel  be  charged  as 
the  cause  of  it.  A  man  about  forty  years 
of  age  standing  by  us,  was  filing  his  kite 
all  the  time  we  remained  amongst  them-^ 
such  is  the  childish  character  of  the  native 
mind,  and  the  indifference  which  it  feels 
about  divine  things :  they  are  indeed  a 
valley  of  dry  bones. 

The  next  place  where  we  stood,  we 
had  a  moderately  numerous,  and  very 
quiet  audience.  Whilst  we  were  en- 
gaged in  preaching,  several  £nropeauf 
passing  by,  stood,  wondered,  and  went 
away.  The  preaching  of  the  gospel  to 
the  natives,  is  even  now  a  strange  thing 
to  them,  as  well  as  to  the  natives  t|iem- 
selves. 

Saturday,  20tli. — Yesterday,  Panchon 
came  to  live  here,  and  thb  morning  I 
^eut  out  with  him  between  five  and  six 
o'clock,  and  in  one  of  the  lanes  of  tlic 
city  had  an  attentive  and  inquisitive  con- 
gregation, about  fifty  in  number.  They 
received  all  the  books  we  had  brought  out 
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with  OS ;  and  in  gifing  book«  we  iuh- 
formly  satisfy  oarseWes  that  the  persons 
who  receive  them  at  least  possess  the 
ability  CO  read,  which  we  in  general  as- 
certain by  actual  trial.  It  is  to  be  feared, 
however,  that  some  -of  the  shopkeepers 
are  eager  to  obtain  them  for  another 
purpose  than  that  of  readii^;  but  this 
we  endeavour  to  prevent  as  much  at 
possible. 

Monday,  22d, — Mr.  Carey  came  to  us 
on  Saturday  evenins*  and  remained  till 
this  fflornmg.     On  Xord's-day  morxung* 
as  .before*  we  had  worship  at  the  side  of 
the  load*  where  we  had  a  good  congrega- 
tion addressed  by  Carey  and   Panchon. 
Mr.  Renton,  a  countryml^l  of  min*^  who 
has  been  lately  bapiixed,  and  added  to  the 
Jjul-bazaar  church«  joined  us  about  the 
conclusion  of  the  service.  Accompanied  by 
him  we  went  into  Calcutta  on  the  Chitpore 
tload,  and  retiring  a  little  from  the  street* 
we  look  our  stand  in   a  lane»  where  we 
soon  collected  a  congregation.    Amongst 
them  was  a  youug  man  very  hnpertinent, 
against  whom  it  was  difficult  to  repress 
our  anger,  and  an  older  man*  whom  we 
could  not  refrain  (rom  pitying.   The  latter 
demanded  sopne  visible  proofof  the  exist- 
ence  of  Jesus,  and  of  his  power  to  save ; 
declaring  that  he   believed  nothing  but 
what  he  saw,  and  that,  therefore,  he  had 
rejected  the  Hindoo    deities.     Qe  was 
asked  if  he  believed  in  the  e^cUtence  of 
the  Divine  Being ?-^No,  he  was  just  on  a 
level  with  Veeshnoo,  S^b,  &ci — Did   he 
believe  in  the  existence  of  his  own  sjMrit? 
He  muttered  something,  turned,  and  went 
away.    After  we  had  distributed  some 
books,  a  Babuo,  who  lived  in  the  next 
house,  requested  us  to  come  to  him,  that 
he  also  might  hear.    We  found  that  thene 
were  two  brothers,  whq,  assisted  by  their 
pundit,  were  the  only  stpeakejrs.    Carey 
briefly  explsuned  the  need  we  had  of  the 
gospel,  and  how  sufficient  it  was  for  all  our 
wants;    after  which,  the  elder  brother 
proposed  several    questions  of  a    ver^ 
trifling  and  silly  nature,  and  w^ich  sum- 
ciently  showed  that  he  was  not  accMStora- 
ed  to  think,  or  to  converse  on  such  sub- 
jects, such  as  whether  Christ's  skin  was 
white  or  black,  how  many  eyes,  hands, 
&c.  be  had? — from  all  which  Carey  en* 
deavoured  to  turn  away  his  attention,  by 
directing   him  to  consider  what  was  ne- 
cessary to  salvation.    The  pundit  seemed 
much  better  acquainted  with  the  gospel, 
had   apparently  read  some  parts  of  the 
Pentateuch*    and    professed  only  to   be 
waiting  for  some  certain  evidence  that 
Christ  could  save,  in  order  to  believe  in 
him,  as  he  was  fully  convinced  of  the  iu. 
sufficiency  of  all  the  means  presented  by 
his  own  religion  for  obtaining  t^ie  pardon 


of  sin,  and  holiness  of  ipitid*  Id  tW 
evenipgf  when  we  had  worship  at  some 
distance  from  our  own  KonK^  I  conversed 
with  a  person,  who  professed  in  the 
same  way,  to  be  eotirery  dissatisfied  with 
his  own  relii^ony  and  anxious  to  find  out 
a  better  way«  The  xnimber  of  these 
seems  to  be  increas^g,  ajsd  whether  they 
be  the  first  that  wriU  embrace  the  ^po^xu^ 
or  not,  they  are  a  defection  from  tUe 
ranks  of  idolatry,  and  serve  in  the  mean 
time  to  strengthen  the  hope  .of  those  ]vho 
loni;  for  the  salvation  of  the  heathen. 

iTiifsday,  23d.— This  iQiomiog  X  went 
out  wjth  Paocbon,  and  with  some  diffi- 
culty prOcuoed  a  amaJl  4:ongregat»ojD —  in 
typeaking  to  them  we  seemed  to  be  unsuc- 
cessful in  peisuading  them  of  our  seri- 
ouaness. 

24tlu-7-To-day  six  persvns  called  «pQil 
me,  who  liad  beard  that  I  had  oome  to 
live  here  for  Uie  purpose  of  kmepiM  a 
school,  in  which  the  various  cotmtry  lan- 
guages ehould  be  tanght^  two  of  thev 
wished  to  be  ewployea  as  Jifoonjihees.  I 
explained  my  object  to  them*  and  em^ 
braced  the  opportwiity  of  calling  their 
attention  to  the  gospel.  Tlt^  Mritti^gly 
received  the  Tiaets  which  I  ottered,  and 
prcMMsed  calUng  ^gain. 

Monday,  29tJbu -*  Yesterday,  brother 
Pearce  came  to  be  with  us  on  Xiord  V 
day«  Nothing  particular  occurred  dur- 
ing the  day,  >excq)t  that  on  one  occasiiaa 
we  had  an  unusual  number  of  females  to 
hear  us.  When  ibis  country  comes  t% 
stretch  forth  its  hands  unto  God^  it  will 
indeed  be  a  mighty  revolution  iji  their 
manners,  if  women,  in  any  considetablip 
number,  and  of  a  respectable  dbtaracter,. 
willingly  attend  on  the  means  of  graces 
and  mix  with  the  other  aex  in  public^ 
worshippuig  God.  At  present  theve  is 
not,  perhaps,  a  single  Hindoo  woman  of 
U^s  descriptioa,  who  has  evar  been 
reached  by  the  voice  of  a  MisMOoary; 
and  through  the  ignorance  in  wliich  sJl 
are  kept,  perhaps  not  ux  competent  to 
read  the  books  wkuch  are  diatribote^ 
throAi^hout  the  country*

But-wye  have 
some  trials.  One  of  oar  nath'e  brethren 
ivent  off  a  few  days  ago  in  a  wry  nnao- 
counta1>1e  manner,  saying  nothing  to  any 
QDe.  Tlie  other  t^o  brethren  are  very 
lively  and  active.  One  has  been  at  Bha- 
^ulpore  lately,  and  has  met  mudi  perse* 
cnfion.

the  word  came  with  power  to  his  heart.

{>rofessIon.  The  latter  is  a  moat  exccl- 
ent  man.  He  continues  ^m  in  bis  asfA 
for  Uie  cause  he  has  {found  mency  to  «»•> 
pouse  ;  and  is  lAstant  ifi  tii»  «ur^  in  sea- 
son, and  out  of  season.  Though  greatly 
disUked  for  what  he  has  4&a.tt  he  js  gwn- 
in^  growing  respect  from  bis  countrymen* 
who  cannot  but  acknowledge  that  he  is  sin> 
cere.  We  have  hired  a  shop  in  one  ba> 
zaar,  where  oar  native  brethren  go,  twice, 
thrice,  or  oilener,in  a  waek,  and  continue 
engaged  for  some  hours  atatimp.  Many 
resort  to  them  .to  hear,  and  some  to  dis- 
pute an4  ridicule.  I  requested  these  bre* 
thren  to  write  a  letler  to  the  trtends  in 
Englami.

We  have  re-attempted  the  establish* 
ment  of  native  schools,  and  with  some 
probabiUty  of  success-  Three  are  in  ope- 
ration, or  rather  are  beginning  to  operate* 
containing  about  sixty  boys.  At  one  of 
the  school-houses*  the  native  bretbreo 
have  Christian  worship  every  Sabbatli 
morning*  whene  many  assemble.  Thuy 
we  are  going  on  vmry  slowly*  or  rather 
stand  rallied  round  our  colours,  whidi  wo 
en'de^voHr  to  keep   dispIajieU.     Mapj 
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look  ftt  us>  aolA  wonder*  at  a  distance ; 
aome  come  nearer,  and  seem  to  join  os ; 
bat,  alas !  wbo  says,  "  Let  me  go  with 
yoa  ?"  We  will  however  wait,  and  hope 
that  f  mmanael  will  hasten  his  work. 

We  have  b  small  Society,  auiiliary  to 
the  Blissioi^  which  has  heen  in  existence 
about  a  year,  and  I  hope  it  will  support 
brother  Hingham  Misser,  and  perhaps 
one  schooL  .  Oars  is  a  day  of  small 
things.  ' 

In  the  work  of  translating  I  make  but 
Uttle  progress,  my  affliction  lies  so  heavy 
vpon  me.  In  the  Brij  Bhasa  I  am  em* 
ployed  after  tea  and  prayer  in  the  even- 
ing till  ten  o'clock,  when  I  can  hear  it ; 
but  sometimes  I  cannot  sit  to  it  for  ten  or 
fifteen  days  together.  Amidst  these  in- 
terruptions, however,  I  have  been  ena- 
bled, through  help  obtained,  (I  'bless  my 
Helper,)  to  get  through  the  minor  pro- 
phets to  Zechariah.  The  next  month 
will,  I  hope,  see  them  completed.  I  have 
upwards  of  six  hundred  pages  of  this 
translation  in  my  own  hand-writing,  be- 
sides the  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  and 
part  of  the  second  Epistle  to  the  Co- 
rinthians in  the  other  dialect,  (the  Hin- 
dnwee,)  in  which  the  printing  of  the 
New  Testament  has  proceeded  as  lar  as 
the  eighth  chapter  of  Luke's  Gospel. 
It  has  been  a  grief  to  my  heart  that  I 
should  not  make  greater  progress  in  the 
work  to  which  I  am  devoted.  However, 
I  restrain  mvself,  and  moderate  my 
distress.  Shall  not  the  Lord  do  what  he 
will  with  me?  I  am  dumb;  he  hath 
afflicted  me»  and  laid  me  aside.  He  can 
raise  me  up  refined,  and  set  me  to  again 
with  increased  vigonr,  if  he  please.  So 
for  «  all  IS  weU.'?      - 
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Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Sutton  to 
Mr,  Ivimey,  dated 

Moorthedabadt  June  4, 1819. 

You  will  probably  be  surprised  to  hear 
of  my  settling  in  my  present  station,  but  I 
think  it  is  the  station  appointed  by  God. 
At  lea&t  it  is  the  only  one  to  which  1  have 
been  permitted  to  proceed,  and  it  pos- 
sesses many  advantages  which  the  other 
,  stations  to  which  i  wished  to  go  did  not 
possess.  I  shall  not  enter  into  a  minute 
description  of  this  place ;  suffice  it  tp  say, 
that  I  am  dwelling  in  a  city  which  was 
supposed  in  1810  to  contain  upwards  of  a 
niiJiion  of  heathens.  Besides  this,  at  the 
distance  of  a  very  few  miles,  there  is  a 
eoDsiderable  population  of  Europeans, 
amongst  whom  tliare  is  much  need  of  la. 


bourers  in  .the  cause  of  God.  I  am, 
therefore,  not  straitened  for  want  of 
room,  but  for  strength  for  thb  immense 
field  of  labour.  I  have  two  native  bre- 
thren  with  me,  and  we  daily  publish,  in 
the  streets  and  markets,  the  good  news  of 
alvation  by  Jesus  Christ.  These  two  na- 
tive assistants  give  roe  much  pleasure  by 
theif  walk  and  conversaticln.  They  are 
completely  weaned  from  all  their  supersti- 
tions, and  have  truly  embraced  the  Sa- 
viour. My  acquaintance  with  the  Ben- 
galee language  is  now  such,,  that  I  can 
speak  it  with  some  degree  of  fluency  j 
hideed  it  cannot  well  be  otherwise,  lor 
where  I  am  obliged  to  speak  one  word  in 
English,  I  am  obliged  to  spea^  a  hundred 
in  Bengalee ;  there  is  no  one  with,  or 
very  near  me,  who  is  acquainted  with 
English.  Besides  my  other  labours  among 
the  natives,  I  have  worship  in  my  hoose 
twice  a  day  in  Bengalee;  but  though  I 
have,  iu  some  measure,  acquired  a  know- 
ledge of  one  foreign  language,  my  difficul- 
ties are  not  yet  surmounted,  for  there  19 
another  language  so  prevalent  near  me, 
(the  Hindoostanee,)  that  I  cannot  iiilfil 
the  duties  of  my  station  without  a  know- 
ledge of  it.  I  shall,  therefore^  imme- 
diately  apply  to  tins  also. 

At  Berhanipore,  which  is  only  at  tlie 
distance  of  six  miles,  I  have  likewise  a 
very  attentive  European  congregation  of 
about  fifty  persons,  chiefly  of  tire  59tl| 
Regiment.  I  adminbter  the  ordinance  to 
the  church  there  every  month,  and  like- 
wise endeavour  to  preach  to  them  three 
Sabbaths  in  the  month,  morning  and  even- 
ing. The  seasons  1  have  enjoyed  have 
been  exceedingly  refreshing,  and  I  have 
reason  to  believe  my  labours  have  not 
been  altogether  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  It  is 
pleasing  to  behold  with  what  thankVul- 
ness  the  word  is  received. 

There  Is  one  circumstance,  which  I 
consider  peculiarly  pleasing  and  en- 
couraging in  my  labour ;  that  is,  the  as- 
sistancc  I  think  I  shall  derive  from  the  ' 
respectable  European  gentlemen  in  the 
neighbourhood.  When  I  arrived  here 
first,  ^I  considered  it  my  duty  to  observe 
narrowly  every  thing  which  has  either  an 
immediate  or  a  remote  tendency  to  affect 
the  interests,  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 
Hence  I  perceived,  immediately  after  my 
arrival,  that  much  assistance  might  be 
procured  for  the  support  of  those  things, 
that  in  the  end  would  tend  materially  to 
advance  the  kingdom  of  God,  though  they 
might  not  at  present.  For  instance,  by 
my  exerting  myseli;  there  would  be  little 
doubt  of  forming  a  very  respectable  Na- 
tive School  Society,  the  beneficial  effects 
of  which  may  bfi  experienced  ibr  a  long 
series  of  years.     I  thierefore  drew  up  an4 
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.ymnted  n  statemeot  of  my  views  on  this 
subject,  and  have  circalated  them  around 
ma.  I  have  met  with  great  success  in 
soliciting  support  for  it;  this  day  I  have 
received  a  letter  fironi  the  Chief- judge  of 
tlie  Court  of  Appeal  in  this  place,  in 
which  he  promises  me  his  assistance.  I 
iiope  to  have  a  public  meeting  in  the 
course  of  two  or  three  vreeks,  when  I  sup* 
pdse  the  Society  will  be  instituted.  Thus 
yim  see  I  have  a  number- of  objects  be- 
fore me  ;  the  scene  of  labour  is  very  ex- 
tensivei  and  I  h«pe  the  Society  will  be 
induced  to  send  me  help.  If  they  do  not, 
I  may  be  taken  off  suddenly,  and  then  all 
vrill  be  lost.  I  am  here  in  a  trying  aud 
tempting  sitqation,  without  a  friend,  bro- 
ther, or  companion;  but  my  trust  is  in 
the  Lord  God  of  Jacob,  who  can  sustain 
me,  and  make  rae  equal  to  all  my  diffi- 
culties. I  do  not  want  to  be  in  any  other 
situation ;  it  is  the  work  and  station  of 
my  hearty

In  a  letter  lately  received  by 
Mr.  Ward  from  Mr.  William  Ca- 
rey, he  mentiens,  with  gratitude, 
the  pleasing  prospect  at  his  sta- 
tion. 

The  Lord  has  been  very  merciful  and 
good  to  me  this  year.  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  I  have  already  baptized  thirteen 
persons,  and  soon  expect  to  see  others 
come  forward,  as  they  are  on  the  in- 
quiring list. 

JAMAICA. 


We  stated  the  month  before 
last,  that  Mr.  Kitching  had  com- 
municated the  mournful  intelli- 
gence of  the  decease  of  Mrs. 
Godden.  We  subjoin  the  letter 
in  which  this  account  is  contained ; 
but,  ala^  I  how  little  did  we  ima- 
gine, when  announcing  it  to  our 
readers,  that  it  would  be  the  last 
communication  we  should  ever 
receive  from  his  pen !  Such^  how- 
ever,  is  the  distressing  fact.  A 
fever,  which  appears  partly  to 
have  originated  in  his  sympathy 
and  attention  to  an  afflicted  Chris- 
tian friend  at  Kingi^ton,  terminated 


his  very  useful  life,  on  Saturday, 
the  18th  of  December,  1  Sip,  only 
eight  hours  after  the  death  of  his 
infant  child.  We  are  compelled 
to  reserve  the  affecting  details  of 
this  painful  visitation  till  pur  nexU 
number. 

From  Mr,  Kitchitig  to  Dr.  Ryland,  dated 
Kingston,  October  25, 1819. 

Many  continue  to  attend,  and  not  a 
few  come  forward  to  be  baptized.  I  en- 
gaged in  this  sacred  employ  on  the  15tlt 
of  August  last,  when  thirty-three  vrere 
iramersed.  Again,  on  the  26th  of  Sep^ 
tember,  we  had  one  of  the  most  heart- 
cheering  sights  my  eyes  ever  beheld. 
We  assen^bled  a  little  before  sun-rise  on 
the  sea  shore,  where  our  friends,  with 
posts  and  cords,  had  formed  a  semi- 
circle. There  was  another  semicircle 
formed  upon  the  water  by  canoes.  In  the 
middle  of  the  circle  thus  formed,  stood 
thirty-seven  candidates  for  baptism,  and 
myself.  On  the  outside  of  the  ring  tlius 
formed  by  posts  and  cords,  and  in  th» 
canoes,  were  aboat  three  or  foar  thousand 
spectators,  who  listened  to  tlie  proceed* 
ings  of  the  morning  with  the  greatest  at- 
tention ;  nor  am  I  without  hope  that  we 
shall  have  another  such  a  day^vcry  soon* 
May  the  great  Head  of  the  church  grant 
that  both  the  baptizer  and  the  baptized 
may  be  saved  in  him  with  an  everlasthig| 
saltation.  Brother  Coultart  hainng  men- 
tioned in  a  letter  his  wish  that  I  should 
look  for  a  situation  where  I  might  attempt 
to  form  a  new  station,  I  embraced  the 
earliest  opportunity  of  doing  so.  Ac* 
cordingly,  on  Monday  the  2d  of  August, 
I  left  my  house  about  haff-past  three  in 
the  morning,  for  Movant  Bay,  thirty-ont 
miles  from  Kingston.  I  arrived  tliera 
about  half  after  eleven  in  the  morning, 
and  was  kindly  received  by  Mr.  Horna 
and  Mr.  Underhiil,  two  i&^ethodist  Mis- 
sionaries, stationed  in  the  parish.  I  took 
some  refreshment  with  them,  and  my 
horses  were  supplied  with  provender.  At 
half  after  three  in  the  afternoon,  I  took 
my  departure  for  Bath,  a  distance  of 
tliirteen  miles.  In  going  to  Bath,  I  was 
twice  wet  through,  was  ujider  the  neces- 
sity of  changing  my  linen  in  the  high, 
road,  and  had  to  drive  nine  miles  in  roy 
shirt  sleeves.  I  reached  my  destination 
just  as  the  sun  was  topping  the  western 
hiDs,  and  have  to  praise  God  for  his 
goodness,  as  I  did  hot  receive  any  cold. 

On  Tuesday  I  got  to  Manchineel, 
which  is  on  the  north  side  of  the  island, 
and  about  sixty  miles  from  Kingston. 
Mist  Mary  C.  a  brown  lad^  of  that  place. 
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receif«d  me  f«ry  Jaadif,  and  it  was  al 
her  house  tliat  I  aUdd  till  Friday  mormugr 
when  I  returned.  During  my  stay  at  this 
place,  people  came  to  see  me  from  afl 
quarters.  Some  had  walked  eleven  at 
twelve  miles  after  tbey  bad  done  their 
.owner's  work»  and  considered  ibemselves 
amply  rewarded  for  their  fatigue,  since 
they  had  been  permitted  to  see  a  white 
minister. 

I  made  alt  the  kiquiries  t  could 
re^pectlBg  the-  stnte  of  As  eountry,  and 
the  sitoation  of  the  people,  and  should  it 
ipeet.with,  vour  afiproballon,  and  the  rest 
df,  the  Society,.  I  shoald  wish  to  make  a 
txuil  of  it;  for  though-  there  are  not  many 
houses  in  the  place,  there  are  about  six 
or  seven  thousand  negroes  upon  the  dif- 
ferent plantations,,  within  a  shoct  distaiaeB 
of  it,  and  most  of  their  ownsES  ace  iiurour- 
able  to  religion,.. 

Brother  Godden  was  at  Kingston  on 
the  21st  of  September :  her  had  the  flv» 
very  bad,,  but  fiom  Mrs.  G.  being  so 
Bear  her  confinement,  he  wooJdnat  atop 
all  night  He  wrote  to  me  the  Lardi'a- 
day  Allowing,  when  he  was  confiiied  te 
his- bed.  lie  had  bad  the. fever,- and  beea 
•bilged  to  calL  in  the  doctos.  Nejht 
nprning  I  went  to  town  to  sae  him,  and 
found  him  much  better ;  this  was*  on  the 
Thursday*  On  Satnxday  raoming  fbllow-t 
ing,  Mra.  G»  wa^  deliveced  of  a.  fine  boy. 
She  appeared  ta  be  recovering  veiy  fint 
till  the  eightti  day,  when  she.  had  a  slight 
fever;  tins  was  followed  by  a  second  «t* 
tack.  On  Thursdarn  the  14tb  of  October, 
about  two  in»  the  aiteniooBr  i  received  a 
letter  from  brother  G*  staling  th<^ir  situa- 
tion. I  went  to  Spanish  Town  inmedi* 
ately,  and  found  brother  G.  in  a  w«ak 
condition*  overwhelmed  with  grief  in  the 
prospect  oi  being  bereaved  of  an  afiect* 
tionate  and  invaluable  wife.  .  \  bad  sot 
been  long  before  the  doctoreame,  ordered 
her  head  to  be  shaved*  and  that  she 
should  be  blistered.  Brother  G.  inft^rnfttd 
her  of  my  ariival  ^  f  wemt  intor  the  ro»i% 
she  took  me  by  the  hand,  but  could  a«t 
apeak. 

NesLt  rooming  I  returned  tu  Kingston, 
and  found  Mrs.  Tripp  at  viJf  house; 
1  sent  for  her  husband ^  and  it  waa  agreed 
she  ahould  return  with  me  to  Spaiiiah 
Town  directly.    We  set  off  about  aid* 


degr,  get  there  a4r  tms  o'clockv  and  Mr*. 
G.  died  at  haiH^past  three.  Neat  mont* 
ing,  brother  G.  had  a  Ktom  of  tbe  feveiv 
whteh  pae^Dted  him  ftom  attending  tfte 
funend  on  Sataisday*  evening.  After  tha 
iiineral^  I  settled  thidgtf  m>  weH  as  £ 
could,  and  retoftnedi'to  Kingstont  with  a 
detftrininatioa  to  g^  back  to  Spaaisb 
Town>oa  IMoitday.  When  I  got  home,  I 
found  my  wife»  who  bad  been  delivered 
thtt  Wednesday  before  of  a  boy,  in-  thtf 
lever;  therefore  I  applied  to  .  bratfaer 
Tripp,  who  kindly  engaged  to  go  ttf 
Spanish  Town  for  me. 

He  we&t^  and  aiter  settling  all  brother 
CL's  aoeoonts,  excepting  the  doctoi'a  bUf, 
he  returned  to  Kingston,  biinging  hitf 
wife,  brother  G.  and  his  little  one,  with 
him.  Brother  G.  and  bis  child  are  at 
Tripp *s»  doing  well.  He  would  have  been 
at  my  house,  if  it  had  not  been  for  my 
wife^s  confinement* 

Make  our  respects  to  all  the  friends  of 
the  Redeemer,  and  accept  them  yourself. 
And  that  the  lord  may  be  with  yon  at  all 
times,  and  prepare  botbyou  and  us  for 
death  and  eternity,  is  the  sincere  desire  of 
Yours,  C.  KiTCHiNo.

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MEMOIR  OF  THE  LATE  REV.  THOMAS  FLINT, 


TheKcv.  Thos.  FKnt  was  born  at 
Ashford,  iiiKent,Ati§«12,  1777. 
His  paternal  grlihcKktlier^  a  prin- 
dpal  supporter  of  tbe  Indepen- 
dent congregation  in  that  place 
fbr  many  years,  married  a  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  Marshy  an  eminent 
sttrg^h  and  apothecary,  who 
was  accustoAied  to  distribute  the 
whole  income  of  his  profession 
among  the  poor.  Their  son, 
Thomas  Flint,  Esq.  was  the  fa- 
ther of  our  deceased  friend. 

It  being  the  desire  of  bis  pa- 
rents that  he  should  devote  him- 
self to  one  of  the  learned  profes- 
sions, he  was  initiated,  at  an  early 
age,  into  the  elements  of  classical 
literature;  and  ai^er  passing 
through  the  usual  routine  at 
school,  was  placed,  for  further 
instruction,  under  the  tuition  of 
the  late  Rev.  W.  Kingsbury,  at 
Southampton,  where  be  not  only 
acquired  considerable  literary 
advantages,  but  received  those 
gracious  impressions  which  tend- 
€d  to  form  his  future  character. 

Our  confined  limits  oblige  us 
to  pass  over  a  considerable  part 
of  his  early  life,  with  only  •  re- 
marking that  it  was  distingnished 
for  bis  piety.  Ih  July,  1794,  he 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  Kingsbury 
to  the  bhurch,  of  which  he  ^as 
pastor,  as  a  candidate  for  Chris- 
tian fellowship.    It  was  Hot  long 
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after  this  thf  t  he  turned  his  at* 
tention  to  the  ministry.  Mr* 
Kingsbury  gave  him  encourage- 
Ihent,  and  directed  his  studies 
to  that  important  object.  In  the 
atttumu  of  1785,'  having  changed 
his  views  of  baptism,  he  removed 
fifom  SouthaQipton,  and  returned 
to  his  father's  house  at  Ashford, 
Thid  separation  from  a  tutor 
whom  he  affectionately  loved, 
deeply  affected  him.  "Thus,*' 
says  he  in  his  Diary,  "  have  I  left 
that  family,  with  which  I  enjoyed 
the  greatest  happiness;  thuH 
have  I  left  tliat  tutor,  whose  kind- 
ness to  me  was  unspeakable,  and 
whose  name  will  be  ever  dear  to 
me.^ 

Having  beetl  very  affectionate-^ 
ly  recommended  by  Mr.  Kings- 
bury,  he  was  baptised,  October 
11, 1795,  and  became  a  member 
of  tbe  church  at  Ashford.  He 
was  shortly  after  invited  to  exer- 
cise his  gifts  before  tlra  churchy 
and  in  the  beginning  of  the  nexit 
year  he  was  sent  to  Bristol  Aca- 
demy, where  he  enjoyed  the  in* 
stniction  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ryland. 
On  his  entrance  into  that  semi- 
nary, he  penned  the  following 
prayer.  "  Xan.  8, 1796.  O  Lord, 
I  beseech  thee  to  ble«s  me  abun- 
dantly in  my  new  residence.  Do 
good  to  my  soul.  Be  with  me  in 
my  i»tirej9»ent  every  momiog  and 
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evening.  Bless  nie»0  bless  me» 
and  make  me  a  blessing  to  the 
world.  Direct  me  in  my  studies ; 
preserve  me'from  error,  from  pre- 
sumption and  conceit ;  make  me 
more  bumble,  and  more  holy/' 

By  the  advice  of  bis  tutor.  Dr. 
Ryland,  he  accepted  the  invita- 
tion of  the  church  at  Wild-street, 
and  preached  bis  first  sermon 
there  October  19, 1796.  A  con- 
siderable majority  of  the  church 
were  strongly  attached  to  him, 
and  pressed  him  to  renew  his 
visit,  to  which  he  acceded,  and 
preached  there  from  March  till 
June,  1797;  when,  understand- 
ing that  a  few  of  the  members 
differed  from  the  rest  in  their  sen- 
timents respecting  him,  he  relin* 
quished  all  thoughts  of  settling 
amongtbem. 

In  January,  1797,  be  visited 
the  Baptist  church  at  Northamp- 
ton, and  preached  both  in  the 
town^  and  neighbouring  villages 
with  his  usual  fervour  and  ac- 
ceptance. The  last  Sabbath 
which  he  spent  there  was  attend- 
ed with  a  very  remarkable  cir- 
cumstance. Alter  his  usual  pre- 
parations for  public  worship,  he 
ascended  the  pulpit,  intendmg  to 
preach  from  Rom.  viil  6:  ''To 
be  spiritually  minded  is  life  and 
peace.**  He  had  not  proceeded 
iar  before  his  mind  became  sud- 
denly embarrassed;  his  well- 
known  talent  at  amplification  at 
once  forsook  him;  and,  filled 
with  confusion  and  anguish,  he 
made  an  apology  and  sat  down. 
Having  sunea  hymn,  the  congre- 
gation stood  up  to  prayer.  The 
preacher  rose  also,  and  with  a 
heart  bursting  with  grief,  and 
,cyes  streaming  with  tears,  ex- 
claimed, *'  My  God,  my  God, 
why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  V  He 
concluded  his  prayer,  and  the 
people  retired  from  worship 
deeply  affected.^- A  bout  three 
years  ai^erwards  we  find  ia'liis 


Diary  as  follows.  ^  It  is  worthy 
of  note,  that  about  three  yeara 
ago,  when  I  was  at  Northampton, 
my  mindwa)  soembarrassedf  that 
I  was  unable  to  proceed  with  my 
sermon.  I  stopped,  and  exfMress- 
ed  my  most  pungent  grief  by 
tears  and  lamentations.  Little  did 
I  think  that  it  was  a  dispensation 
of  grace  to  any  one.  But  the 
Lord  had,  in  ray  affliction,  mer« 
eifttl  intentions  to  a  young  per- 
son, who  has  attributed  her  con- 
version to  that  very  circum- 
stance, and  has  since .  been  re- 
ceived into  the  church.  By  this 
I  perceive,  that  it  is  not  for  me 
to  choose  my  own  frames;  bat 
as  the  Lord  haa  some  end  in 
every  event,  I  will  submit  to  his 
sovereign  will,  and  give  all  the 
glory  to  bis  name.'' 

In  July,  1796,  the  IUt.  Benja- 
min Francis,  of  Horsley,  having 
been  seriously  injured  by  a  fall, 
Mr.  Flint  was  nominated  to  sup- 
ply bis  'place  for  one  Sabbath. 
His  introduction  to  the  family  <rf 
that  truly  eminent  servant  of 
Christ,  was  followed  by  a  sincere 
and  permanent  attachment  to  his 
eldest  daughter.  Thejnterviews 
which  succeeded  gave  him  fre- 
quent opportunities  of  preaching 
to  the  people  at  Horsley,  who  so 
highly  esteemed  him,  that  they 
united  in  giving-  him  an  affec- 
tionate invitation  to  become  the 
assistant  of  their  venerable  pas* 
tor.  Thb  invitation,  after  many 
prayers  for  divine  direction,  he 
accepted,  and  arrived  at  Horsley 
March  IQ,  1799.  The  natural 
cheerfulness  and  frankness  of  his 
disposition,  together  with  his 
earnest  addresses  and  fervent 
piety,  greatly  endeared  him  to 
his  numerous  bearers,  and  in- 
duced him,  at  the  close  of  his 
probationary  labours,  to  confirm 
their  choice  of  him  as  an  assist* 
aQt  preacher. 
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'  On  June  5  he  iiiarrie4  Miss 
.^Rnncis,  nvho^  some  years  before, 
iiad  beev  admitted  a  member  or 
her  father's  church.  This  was  a 
uoion  which  contributed  greatly 
to  his  happiness.  For  more  than 
'twenty  years  they  lived  together 
«s  heirs  of  4he  gcace  of  life,  and 
helpers  of  each  other's  joy; 
walking  in  all  the.  commands  and 
ordinances  of  the  Lord,  and 
training  up  a  numerous  family  in 
Ihe  paths  of  virtue  and*  religion. 

The  vicinity  of  Horsley  opened 
to  our  deceived  friend  a  wide 
field  of  ttsefnloess.  He  was  very 
assiduous  in  village  preaching; 
and  nothing  gave  him  so  much 
delight  as  the  frequent  opportu- 
nities that  were  forded  him  of 
instructing  Ihe  ignorant  cottager 
io  the  truths  of  salvation. 

Having  received,  after  the  la- 
anented  death  of  Mr.  Francis,  a 
unanimous  call  to  accept  the 
fMStoral  care  of  the  church  at 
Horsley,  he  was  ordained  April 
16»  J  800;  It  is  supposed  that 
there  were  present  at  this  so- 
Jemnity,  two  ^ousand  people, 
and  nearly  forty  ministers.  Dr. 
Ityland  gave  the  charge,  and  the 
Eev,  Mr.  BurchilL  preached  to 
the  people. 

The  following  is  an  extract 
irom  his  Diary,  July  24,  laoo. 
*^  Blessed  be  God,  that  the  longer 
I  live,  the  more  I  desire  to  be 
phun,  familiar,  evangelical,  and 
searching  in  my  ministry;  jiot 
Io  dress  up  my  sermons  as  if  I 
were  trimming  a  statue  with  lau- 
xels  and  roses,  or  as  if  at  a  hea- 
then altar  I  were  scattering 
abroad  the  incense  of  an  idol ; 
but  as  one  who,  while  he  preaches 
to  souls,  must  himself  bfe  account* 
able  for  his  sincerity  and  faithful- 
jiess*  Once  I  aspired  to  be  a  po- 
pular preacher,  and  strewed 
About  the  flowers  of  speech,  and 
4i^ered  to  the  people  the  nose- 


gays of  my  fancy;  but  now  I 
willingly  recede  from  this  rank, 
and  would  gladly  occupy  the 
most  retired  station  so  that  I 
might  be  a  useful  minister.  O  to 
be  of  service  in  the  church  of 
Christ!  This  were  better  than 
to  be  pre-eminent  in  the  esteem 
of  men.  I  trust  I  find  a  pleasure 
in  the  work,  to  the  utter  exclu- 
sion of  applause  or  gain.  The 
Lord  give  me  a  greater  portion 
of  his  spirit^  that  I  may  be  more 
plain,  and  more  faithful." 

Troubles  arising  from  a  qdar^ 
ter  whence  he  leasts  expected 
them,  he  did  not  continue  long  at 
Horsley,  but  became  the  pastor 
of  the  Independent  church  at 
Uley,  from  whence,  after  he  had 
occupied  that  station  for  eleven 
years,  with  great  fidelity  and 
usefulness,  he  removed  to  Glou- 
cester. While  he  resided  there, 
the  pastoral  office  of  the  chureh 
at  Weymouth  became  vacant  by 
the  lamented  death  of  Mr.  Rowe' 
The  church,  hearing  that  Mr. 
Flint  was  disposed  to  change  his 
situation,  eamesly  requested  a 
visit  from  him.  Having  excited 
much  interest  by  his  probation- 
ary sermons,  he  received  a  una- 
nimous call,  and,  November  14» 
1817,  entenkl  on  his  new  sphere 
with  the  most  flattering  prospect 
of  long  enjoy  ment«  Here  he 
found  a  situation  agreeable  to  his 
miud;— his  circle  of  friends  re- 
spectable ;  his  circumstances 
easy;  bis  family  advancing  to 
maturity,  and  repaying  his  solici- 
tude and  care  by  their  opening 
virtues:  his  labours  successful; 
his  talents  appreciated ;  and  his 
influence  daily  extending:  and 
his  domestic  comforts  and  the 
state  of  the  church  seemed 
to  invite  his  stay.  But  God's 
thoughts  are  not  our  thoughts. 

The  foundation  of  Mr.  Flint's 
illness  was  a  c<dd,  cau^  o^  tht 
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tJ^ebble  Beacb.  Being  cMrer-heated 
bjr  bis  wflUc,  tfnd  exposed^  in  on- 
ly a  loose  great  coat,  to  a  very 
fiiercing  wind,  he  was  attacked 
the  same  evening-  witb  fever. 
'by  medical  adtice  he  visited 
Nailsworth,  in  OloUcestershire. 
ftut  his  case  bdng  soon  }>ronoiin<j- 
td  hopeless,— »"  Let  me  return/' 
said  he,  with  bis  characteristic 
Irarmth,  *'  to  my  d«ar  people. 
tThey  have  liad  my  labours ;  they 
have  my  heart;  and  they  shall 
have  my  ashes.'^ 

Accompanied  by  Mrs.  Hint 
and  tiro  of  his  mourning  children, 
be  addressed  himself  to  bis  jour- 
ney, which  he  was  some  days  in 
performing,  owing  to  his  extreme 
.Weakness.  As  the  carriage  was 
moving  slowly  up  the  hill  from 
Nailsworth,  looking  around  on 
•the  highly  picturesque  scene  of 
.that  neighbourhood^  he  said, 
.**  How  often  have  I  made  those 
bills  and  vales  tesoii^id  with  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel  1"  On 
the  following  day  he  arrived  at 
£rome.  Thw  interview  between 
him  and  his  dear  firielid,  the  Rev. 
Jilr.Saundelrs,  wlis  Very  affecting. 
He  bad  just  been  assisted  into 
the  diatse,  and  was  sitting  there 
Alone.  The  door  being  open, 
tin  $auoders  ascended  the  steps 
tp  take  bis  last  iarewell.  *<  We 
have  known  each  other/'  said 
Mr.  Flint,  '' mady  yeaii,  and  we 
liave  always  loved  as  brothers ; 
and  now  I  have'  one  request  to 
ipake.  It  is  tbisi  that  at  my 
death  you  will  visit  my  mourning 
family  and  people^  and  preach 
Iny  funeral  sermon.''  His  voice 
fiLultered ;  he  grasped  the  hand 
of  his  friend;  he  pressed  it  to 
his  dying  lips ;  and  Mr.  Saunders 
saw  him  no  more. 
'  At  length  be  arrived  at  Wey- 
hioiith,  and  after  he  had  recover- 
<ed  in  some  measure  from  the 
laligue  of  bis  journey,  he  d^ured . 


that  all  bb  people  might  wttff  Ofl 
him  by  two  or  three  at  a  time  3 
and  as  on  the  verge  of  the  grave^ 
be  gave  t4>  each  of  them  his  dy- 
ing charge,  and  exhorted  th4!m 
all  with  great  earnestness,  to  pu- 
rity of  Hfe^  to  mutual  love,  and 
to  perseverance  in  the  ways  of 
God, 

His  experience  during  his  af- 
fliction was  very  tranquil.  "  It 
will  naturally  be  inquired,''  said 
he,  **  after  my  death,  what  wcr« 
my  exercises  of  mind  during  my 
sickness.  Tell  those  who  may 
inquire,  that  I  had  neither  rap- 
tures nor  doubts,  and  that  the 
glorious  do<strines  which  1  preach- 
ed and  lived  on  in-  the  days  of 
my  health,  were  my  support  in 
the  prospect  of  dissolution/' 
Looking  one  day  on  his  emaciated 
frame,  he  exclaimed,  **  What  a 
blessing  is  it  that  this  wasting  of 
nature  is  not.  owing  to  a  course 
of  sin !"  At  another  time,  fixfaig 
his  eyes  on  his  wife  and  fiimilv 
as  they  sat  around  him^  he  said, 
<<  I  desire  to  dep»t  und  to  i[>e 
with  Christ,  which  is  Air  better  $ 
though  to  abide  in  the  flesh  ap- 
pears most  needful  for  you/'  Be- 
ing asked  whether  be  could  snr-» 
render  himself  to  the  divine  will 
in  being  separated  from  bis  family, 
"  1  can,^'  he  answered,  "  resign  a 
dear  wife  and  eight  dear  children 
to  His  care,  who  has  been  my 
guide  for  forty«two  years." 

fib  disease  every  day  gather- 
ed additional  strength:  it  was 
accompanied  with  exeessive  tw- 
por,  and  an  utter  inabihty  of  ire- 
ceiving  the  smallest  nourishment* 
He  became  speechless.  At  this 
time,  during  a  shoit  interval  of 
wakefulness,  hb  eldest  son,  a 
youth  about  nineteen  years  of 
age,  said  to  him,  **  Father,  if  you 
are  happy,  make  some  sign.'* 
The  dying  fiither  rawed  bis  wi- 
thered hand|   and  "waved  it  ia. 
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Moaiph  round  hb  Iicad,«nd.soon 
lifter  felladefp  in  Jesus.  He  died 
M  the  nooo  of  LoidVday»  Octo- 
•ber  31, 1810,  in  the  forty-third 
year  of  bis  age ;  and  entered  on 
his  eternal  rest  in  the  heavenly 
^orld. 

Mr.  Flint,  as  a  man,  and  as  a 
friend,  was  loved  most  by  those 
who  knevr  him  best. .  In  his  dis- 
position hd  was  warm  and  quick, 
but  be  was  open,  forgiving,  and 
^generous.  He  maintained  his  own 
sentiments  with  firmness;  but 
while  he  was  superior  to  vacilla- 
tion, he  abhorred  the  illiberality 
of  the  bigot*  In  conversation  he 
possessed  great  ability:  he  was 
never  at  a  loss  for  a  topic,  nor  for 
the  most  appropriate  expriessions 
to  convey  his  ideas. 

As  .a  preacher,  he  was  very 
superior.  His  mind  was  compre- 
hensive, his  perception  clear,  his 
memory  retentive,  his  imagina- 
tion vivid,  and  his  command  of 
kaguage  extraorduiary.  Such 
%ere  the  just  and  strfkiog  senti- 
ments which  distinguisbed  his 
compositions,  and  such  was  the. 
command  of  his  address^  that  no 
intelligent  person  could  hear  him 
without  feeling  himself  obliged^  to 
listen  to  his  iustructions,  how  lit- 
tle mterest  soever  be  might  feel 
in  the  subject. 

But  what  is  of  infinitely  greater 
moment,  be  possessed  a  most  fer- 
vent iove  to  God  and  to  immor- 
tal souls.  He  had  a  tenderness 
of  conscience  that  would  not  al- 
low bim  in  any  praetiee  which  he 
thought  might  be  displeasing  to 
God ;  and  a  sense  of  honour  that 
would  not  allow  him  id  an  act  of 
meanness  towards  a  fellow-crea- 
ture. 

His  anxiety  for  doing  good  was 
remarkaMe.  The  mere  inatten- 
tion of  a  singte  hearer  was  suffi- 
cient to  draw  tears  from  his  eyes ; 
aud  tfae*  fear  of  preaching  with- 


out producing  some  salutary  ef- 
fect jMi  the  heart,  would  awaken 
in  him  almost  insuperable  emot- 
tions. 

The  last  sermon  he  preached 
4vas  from  the  dying  words  of 
Jesusy^'*  It  is  finished/'  He  con- 
cluded bis  discourse  with  the 
words  of  the  text, '/  It  is  finish- 
ed/'and  never  afterwards  opened 
his  lips  in  pubiici . 

We  cannot  deny  ourselves  the 
pleasure  of  inserting  the  foUowiog 
extract  from  the  Sermon,  <by  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Saunders,*)  which 
contains  the  Memoir  at  large,  of 
which  the  foregoing  is  a  com« 
pendium. 

**  Distressing  as  this  bereave* 
ment  is  to  the  widow  of  our  de^ 
parted  brother,  yet  how ,  greatly 
must  her  affliction  be  alleviated 
by  the  persuasion,  that  he  has  ex- 
changed a  statie  of  anxiety  and 
pain  for  jthe  felicities  and  glories 
of  heaven ;  that,  *  in  brighter  and 
happier  regions/  he  now  etijoys 
the  society  of  the  glorified  spirits 
of  her  late  inestimable  father,  and 
of  the  seraphic  Pearoe,  and  of 
the  amiable  and  pions  Rowe ;  that 
he  is  now  mingling  with  them  a 
'blissful  intercourse/  and,  being 
united  AvitU  them  *  in  firmer 
bands  and  sweeter  endearments 
than  were  ever  known  on  eartb, 
is  encircling  the  throne  of  his 
heavenly  Father,  and  gazing  with 
ecstaey  on  the  glories  of  the  Sa- 
viour/ May  the  God  of  her  de- 
ceased husband  impart  to  her 
afflicted  mind  the  consolations  of 
his  promises;  inspire  her  With 
patience  and  fortitude  to  endure 
the  heavy  cares  which,  by  this 
gloomy  dispensation,  are  allotted

Let 
them  reflect  dn  the  instances 
vihich  we  have  produced  of  his 
ardent  love  to  God,  of  bis  utter 
aversion  from  sin,  of  his  early 
and  decided  attachment  to  the 
cause  of  Christ,  and  the  uniform 
purity  with  which  he  adorned  his 
Christian  profession.  Let  them 
remember  his  earnest  solicitude 
lor  their  future  happiness,  his 
affectionate  instructions,  and  bis 
fervent  prayers.  After  such  ad- 
vantages, what  children  ought 
they  to  be  I  How  assiduous  in 
the  discharge  of  every  filial  duty 
to  their  dear  widowed  mother! 
How  devoted  to  God !  How 
holy  in  iheir  lives  I  How  useful 
to  the  world !  How  ornamental 
to  the  church  I"  * 


THE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
AT  LEOMINSTER. 


(Concluded    from  Page    138.) 


11.  Dr.  Joseph  Sienneit  was  a 
member  of  this  church,  recom- 
mended in  October,  17 1?,  with 
Mary  bis  wife,  (as  is  supposed,) 
from  Abergavenay.  It  is  report- 
ed that  he  began-  his  ministry 
here  in  Mr.  Holder's  time,  it  is 
certain  he    had    his    dismission 


from  this  church  to  be  ordained 
at  Exeter ;  and  Mr.  Holder  wat 
written  to,  for  the  purpose  of  as^ 
sisting  at  his  ordination.  The 
letter  was  dated  7th  month,  1721 . 
This  gentleman  was  father  to  the 
late  Dr.  Samuel  Stennett.  He 
died  in  London,  ixt  Bath,  1758. 
See  Dr.  Gill's  Funeral  Sermon. 

12.  Mr.  n&mas  LewU,  of 
Glascomb,  Radnorshbe.  His 
name,  and  his  father's,  are  on  the 
church  book,  as  members.  He 
had  a  people  at  -Glascomb,  but 
often  preached  here.  He  died  in- 
1735,  aged  Hxty-four. 

13.  Mr.  John  Oulion;  the 
third  pastor  of  this  church,  and 
immediate  successor  to  Mr.  HoW 
der.  He  settled  there  in  1781, 
was  esteemed  a  pious  aud  good 
man,  but  differed  from  Mr.  Hol- 
der, in  being  a  high  Calvintst ;  on 
which  account  many  were  offenck 
ed,  whilst  others  approved  of  bis 
ministry.  He  published,  during 
his  stay  at  Leominster,  two  Bvow 
volumes.  The  first  was  **  A  Scrips 
ture-proof  of  the  most  important 
Doctrines  and  Duties  of  Chris* 
tianity;"  and  the  other,  •'  An 
Answer  to  Mr.  Wesley's  Sermon 
on  Free.  Grace."  A  remark  or 
two  on  the  state  of  the  church  at 
the  closeof  Mr.  Holder's  ministry, 
and  as  Mr.  Oulton  found  it,  may 
be  necessary^  The  members  at 
Hereford,  who  formed  a  branch 
of  the  church  at  Leominster, 
were  considerably  diminished,  a» 
appears  from  the  list  of  1694, 
and  still  more  so,  from  that  of 
1707»  and  but  three  or,  four  of 
them  were  living  in  1714*  After 
the  death  of  Mr.  Price,  Mr. 
Holder  preached  but  little  at 
Hereford.  The  last  ten  years  of 
his  life  he  baptized  but  few ;  and 
the  last  three  years,  by  a  re* 
roarkable  mortality,  the  number 
of  members,  including  himself 
and  wife,  was  reduce4  to  thirtyr* 
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t^hU  Soch  was  the  conditioo 
9f  the  church  when  Mr,  Oultoo 
accepted  the  charge  of  it.  And 
though  there  were  some  additions 
soon  after  his  settlings  yet  mat- 
ters did  not  continue  peaceable: 
there  was  a  division  in  tbe  church, 
and  four  or  five  members  left  it  for 
atime«  The  breach  was  somewhat 
healed  at  the  AssociAtion  in  1743, 
hut  again  broke  ont^  or  rather 
greliv  worse  than  better« .  In  1749, 
Mr.  Oulton  left  the  people,  and 
went  to  Liverpool,  where  he  was 
pastor  of  the  church,  afterwards 
Mr.  Medley's ;  In  which  situation 
he  continued  some  years,  till  his 
laculties  failed  him«  He  finished 
his  days  at  his  son's,  at  Rawden, 
about  the  year  1780,  aged  eighty, 
eight; 

14.  Mr,  John  Oulton,  Junior, 
the  son  of  the  above  gentleman, 
was  baptized  in  1740,  and  began 
soon  after  to  exercise  in  the  mi- 
nistry. In  1742,  he  went  to  the 
Bristol  Academy.  After  his  re- 
likoval,  he  visited  Birmingham 
and  Salop  successively,  for  short 
seasons;  then  settled  for  some 
time  at  Bridlington,  a  sea-port 
^own  in  the  ,£^ast  Riding  of  York- 
shire ;  and,  finally,  at  Rawden,  a 
considerable  village  near  Leeds. 
[  1^.  Mr.  Kees  Evans,  a  native 
ofBr(;conshire,  nearBuilth,  came 
to  Leominster  from  Bristol  in  the 
summer  of  1750.  He  supplied 
this  church,  in  a  probationary 
way,  for  three  years ;  but  the  de- 
clining interest  discouraging  him, 
ike  went  to  the  church  at  Shrews- 
bury, where  he  was  ordained. 
He  met  with  trouble  there,  and 
gave  up  the  pastoral  office  in  a 
^w  years.  He  spent  the  remain- 
der of  his  days  at  Tewkesbury, 
preached  occasionally,  and  died 
io  1768. 

16.  Mr.  Joshua  Thomas  be- 
came the  fourth  pastor  of  the 
chureh>    He  was  born  at  Cair, 


in  Carmarthenshire,  about  the 
year  1719.  When  twenty  yeara 
old,  he  went  to  reside  at  Here* 
ford,  and  attended  Mr.  Oulton's 
ministry  at  Leominster.  In  1740 
he  was  baptiaed  there.  In  1743 
he  returned  to  his  native  country^ 
was  requested  to  engage  in  the 
ministry,  and  occasionally  com- 
plied. In  1746  he  removed  to 
the  Hay,  and  soon  afterwards  join* 
ed  the  church  at  Maes*y-berllan^ 
both  in  the  county  of  Brecon. 
From  the  Leominster  church  he 
had  a  dismission  toMaes^y-berllan^ 
where  he  was  ordained,  to  assist 
the  aged  pastor  of  that  church  in 
1749.  After  Mr.  Oulton  left 
Leominster,  and  also  in  the  time 
of  Mr.  Evans,  ^Mr.  Thomas  was 
several  times  invited  by  the  peo- 
ple to  return;  but  many  dis« 
couraging  reasons  prevented  his 
compliance  until  Mr.  Evans  left^ 
when,  on  the  7th  of  Octob^^ 
1753,  he  complied.  In  his  MS* 
he  says,  **  It  was  nearly  to  a  day 
ten  years,  since  I  had  gone  from 
Hereford.  Several  were  gone  to 
the  other  world,  and  .not  a  single 
'  soul  added  in  all  that  time.  The 
sight  was  really  affecting!  On 
that  day  I  preached  from  Isaiah 
viii.  17.  And  I  will  wait  upon 
the  Lord  that  hidetb  his  face 
from  the  house  of  Jacobs  and  I 
will  look  for  him.  There  was  a 
suitableness  in  the  subject,  and  I 
hope  the  Lord  was  with  us  in  the 
same  degree  that  day.^  Through 
the  following  winter  he  occasion- 
ally  supplied  the  church,  without 
the  least  thoughts  of  settling; 
but  an  all-wise  Providence,  which 
over-rules  human  purposes, 
brought  him  and  his  family  thither 
in  November,  1754.  **  On  the 
19th  of  December  following/'  he 
writes,  "  I  accepted  tbe  pastoral 
care  of  a  small  church,  I  hope  in 
the  fear  and  presence  of  God/' 
No  stranger  assisted  on  this  octa* 
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slon.  Tilts  church  then  consisted 
itmly  of  thirteen  members,  and  its 
increase  was  very  gt-adual.  Down 
to  1765  he  baptised  seventy- 
nine,  and  the  number  of  mem* 
bers  was  then  forty-nine.  Mr. 
Winiam»  now  Dr.  Steadman,  tbe 
Tcspectable  tutor  of  the  Bradford 
Academy,  was  baptised  by  him 
lb  1784;  and  he  was  called  to 
the  ministry  out  of  this  church 
January,  1788. 

In  Ausust,  1707,  Mr.  Thomas 
died,  and  the  following  remarks 
concerning  him  are  taken  from 
the  Church  Book.  **  He  was  a 
laborious  and  judicious  minis- 
ter, possessed  a  very  strong, 
judgment,  a  very  capacious  me^ 
mory,  and  was  firm  in  his  belief 
of  the  doctrines  of  grace,  which 
be  continued  to  preach,  and  uhy 
der  the  influence  of  which  he 
lived  and  died.  He  was  a  sin- 
cere friend,  kind  and  afiectionate 
to  all  wlio  requested  his  serviceii, 
and  offensive  to  none.  His  use- 
fulness, especially  amongst  the 
Welsh  churches,  was  largely  and 
eminently  extensive,  so  that 
amongst  them  tbe  memory  of  his 
name  will  long  be  :as  ointment 
poured  forth.  As  an  historian, 
also,  he  will  be  justly  celebrated 
by  most  of  tlie  Welsh,  and  many 
of  the  English  Baptists.  He  pre* 
sided  over  thb  church  nearlv 
forty-three  years."  He  was  suc- 
ceeded in  the  pastorate  by  tbe 
Rev.  S.  Kiipin,  of  Bedford,  June, 
1799,  since  removed  to  Exeter.* 
A  remark  or  two  concerning  be- 
nefactidns  1o  this  church,  must 
conolude  this  long  account.  Dn-^ 
ring  the  period  which  comprised 
the  lives  of  the  above  worthies, 
there  were  no  missions,  nor  Bible 
societies    to     maintain :    conse-

quently  the  donatiohs  of  opeo^ 
hearted  Cfbristlans  were  given  iia 
endowments  lor  tbe  perpetual' 
aid  of  the  ministry,  aikl  the  relief 
of  poor  'members;  In  this  way 
the  church  at  Leominster  was  en- 
riched by  the  communications  of 
many^  Hoteever  the  beneficence 
of  one  maiden  lady  shoukf  be 
stated.  Sh^  built  the  present 
handsome  meeting-house,  a  house 
for  tbe  minister,  sitid  two  widows* 
houses  with  suititble  offices ;  giv- 
ing the  premises,  and  a  spacious' 
garden.  The'  whole  is  said  to 
have  cost  her  two  thousalid 
ponftds.  This  W|is  completed  iH 
1771,  after  which  she  gave  inr 
perpetuity  for  the  minister  an  es^ 
tate,  valued  at  about  fifty  pounds 
per  annum.  *

On  Sept.  6,  1749,  seventeen 
persons,  members  of  the  church 
at  Rawden,  weve  formed  into  a 
church.  Mr.  JohnTommas,  who 
had  laboured  amongst  them  from 
the  year  1747>  became  their  pas- 
tor^ Mr.  Tommas  was  bom  at 
Barnoldswick  in  1724,  and  was 
baptised  by  Mr.  Alvery  Jackson 
when  about  seventeenyearsof  age. 
— At  his  ordination  at  Qildersome 
in  1749,  Mr.  Jackson  offered  ufi 
the  ordination  prayer,  and  gave 
the  charge  from  Isa.  lii.  11 ;  Mr. 
Palmer  of  Hull,  who  afterwards 
moved  to  Broughton,  Cumber- 
land, and  died  there,  addressed 
the  people  from  Matt,  xxviii.  20. 
In  1748  Mr.  Tommas  had  mar* 
ried  Miss  Ann  Hudson.  In  1754 
he  was  dismissed  to  the  pastoral 
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care  of  the  Baptist  chuVch  in  the 
Pithay,  Bristol*  amongst  which 
people  he  had  been  officiating 
some  months  as  a  visitant.  He 
died  at  Bristol,  August  27»  1800, 
aged  seventy-six. 

Mr.  Thomas  Ash  worth,  son  of 
Mr.  Richard  Ashworth,  Baptist 
minister  at  Cloughfold,  Rossen- 
dale,  Lancashire,  and  brother  to 
Dr.  Caleb  Ashworth,  tutor  of  the 
Independent  Academy  at  Daven- 
try,  succeeded  Mr.  Tommas,  and 
was  ordained  over  the  church  at 
Gildersome,  June  26,  1755«  He 
was  a  man  of  eminent  piety. 
He  died  of  a  paralytic  stroke. 
May  10, 1769. 

His  nephew,  James  Ashworth, 
succeeded  him.  He  was  bap- 
tized by  his  uncle  in  1759,  and 
ordained  in  1770.  He  removed  to 
Parsley  in  1800,  and  soon  after 
to  Horseforth,  two  villages  be- 
tween Leeds  and  Bradford,  and 
died  in  1802.  Mr.  Ashworth 
published  a  sermon  on  the  death 
of  Mrs.  Weatherill. 

After  Mr.  Ashworth  left  Gil- 
dersome, the  church  there  wa^. 
long  in  an  unsettled  state.  Mr. 
Ward,  (now  Baptist  Missionary  in 
India,)  ministered  to  the  people 
nearly  twelve  months.  Mr.  Ack- 
royd  (now  at  Halifax),  Mr.  Tate, 
and  Mr.  Brooks,  laboured  in  suc- 
cession as  supplies  till  the  close  of 
the  year  1805.  At  this  time  the 
Baptist  Academy  at  Bradford  was 
set  on  foot;  the  students  from 
which  Seminary  occupied  the 
pulpit  at  Gildersome  fill  March 
18, 1807,  when  the  Rev.  W.  Scar- 
lett was  called  to  labour  here. 
Mr.  Scarlett  was  led  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  truth  under  the  mi- 
nistry of  the  amiable  Pearce, 
and  was  baptized  by  him,  and 
called  to  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try by  the  church  at  .Canoon- 
ftreety  Birmingham.  He. after- 
wards resided  in  Hull»  went  to 
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Gildersome  as  above,  and  was 
ordained  in  1808;  Dr.  Fawcett 
and  Dr.  Steadman  assisting.  The 
number  of  members  now  (April, 
1819)  is  twentv-three. 

The  following  minbters  were 
sent  out  by  this  church  :  Joseph 
Askwith,  Jan.  2, 1777 ;  dismissed 
t6  the  pastotal  care  of  the  church 
at  Bramley,  near  Leeds,  a  people 
he  had  the  means  of  gathering. 

Luke  Hayward,  July  3,  1777 ; 
dismissed  to  the  pastoral  care  of 
the  church  at  Watfordi 

John  Ross,  Jan.  24, 1779 :  dis- 
missed  to  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
church  in  Gisbume  Forests  near* 
Skipton.  I.  M.

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No.  IV. '-^LONG-SUFFERING'. 

Long-suffering  consists, 
in  the  first  place,  of  forbearance 
in  the  midst  of  injuries  and 
provocations.  The  Christian  is 
not  unfrequently  exposed  to 
such  treatment  as  calls  for  the 
exercise  of  long-suffering,  and 
puts  his  forbearance  to  a  severe 
trial.  His  holy  and  consistent 
conduct  becomes  a  silent  mo- 
nitor, and  conveys  a  powerful 
and  unwelcome  reproof  to  the 
careless  and  the  gay.  While  it 
produces  respect  and  admiration 
in  some,  in  others  it  excites  the 
opposite  feelings  of  envy  and 
hatred.  His  character  is  often 
viewed  with  a  malignant  eye,  and 
every  action  has  to  pass  a  rigid 
scrutiny ;  his  excellencies  are  de- 
preciated ;  his  motives  called  in 
question;  and  he  himself  is  de- 
rided as  waak  and  fanatical.  The 
world  is  eager  to  detect  the 
slightest  imperfection,  and  ever 
ready  to  fancy  a  iault  where  it 
caofiot   find    one.      Hence    tiic;

Spirit  of  detraction  which  is  so 
freely  indulged ;  hence  the  ready 
taunt,  the  scornful  sneer,  the 
laugh  of  ridicule ;  hence  the 
poisonous  breath  of  calumny, 
which  threatens  to  wither  the 
fairest  and  most  flourishing  repu- 
tation. Amid  this  obloquy  and 
reproach,  there  is  ample  scope 
for  the  exercise  of  Christian  for- 
bearance. It  may  indeed  be  dif- 
ficult in  such  circumstances,  to 
maintain  an  even  and  unruffled 
temper,  but  the  Christian  is  to 
repress  every  angry  feeling,  and 
to  banish  from  his  mind  every  re- 
vengeful thought.  We  are  **  not  to 
render  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for 
railing,  but  contrariwise,  blessing/' 
How  sublime  is  the  lesson  which 
our  Saviour  taught ;  "  Love  your 
enemies,  bless  them  that  curse 
you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate 
you,  and  pray  for  them  which 
despitefiilly  use  and  persecute 
you  l'^  This  is  the  first  and  high- 
est exercise  of  long-suffering. — 
But  the  injurious  treatment 
with  which  the  Christian  is  as- 
sailed is  unhappily  not  confined 
to  the  world  :  sometimes  it  pro- 
ceeds from  a  quarter  from  which 
it  was  least  to.be  expected.  There 
is  a  jealous  and  contracted,  a 
mean  and  envious  spirit,  which 
is  not  unfrequently  to  be  found 
among  professors,  of  religion,  and 
which  is  manifested  in  various 
ways  towards  those  who  are 
more  active  and  more  consistent 
than  themselves.  They  endea- 
vour to  palliate  and  eiucuse  their 
own  listless  and  xsulpable  inac- 
tivity, by  sitting  in  severe  judg- 
ment upon  others ;  and  wish  to 
hide  their  deficiency  in  zeal  un- 
der the  shelter  of  a  superior  sa- 
gacity : — a  sagacity  which  is  often 
pretended,  and  when  real,  is  not 
exercised  in  a  manner  the  most 
charitable.  They  who  are  pur- 
suing  a  career  of  usefulness  must 


not  expect  to  escape  aU  censure  *, 
and  although  it  is  painful  to  be 
exposed  to  unfriendly  and  sar* 
castic  remarks,  yet  let  it  be  re- 
membered, it  is  then  we  are  call- 
ed to  the  exercise  of  that  charity 
which  **  is  not  easily  provoked, 
but  which  sttffereth  long  and  is 
kind."  —  While  the  injuries  of 
others  tend  to  excite  resentmeat«^ 
their  weaknesses  and  prejudices 
are  apt  to  provoke  comtempt. 
But  neither  resentful  nor  con- 
temptuous feelings,  should  ever 
find  a  place  in  the  Christian's 
breast ;  for  we  ought  **  to  bear  with 
the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  and 
not  to  please  ourselves.''  Such 
appears  to  be  the  nature  of  long- 
suffering.  It  stands  directly  op^ 
posed  to  the  indulgence  of  a 
hasty  and  unhallowed  temper. 

Long-suffering  consists  also  of 
patience  in  the  midst  of  trials 
and  qfflictums.  This  appears  to 
be  the  meaning  of  the  term,  at 
least  in  one  part  of  the  sacred 
volume,  when  the  Apostle  prays 
that  we  may  be  "  strengthened 
with  might  unto  all  patience  and 
long-suffering  with  joyfulness.'' 
Patience  and  long-suffering  are 
here  identified;  and  in  this 
sense,  there  are  innumerable  oc- 
casions in  which  this  Christian 
grace  needs  to  be  exercised. 
How  multiplied  and  various  are 
the  vicissitudes  and  calamities  of 
life,  and  what  a  checkered  scene 
does  this  world  exhibit !  The 
light  and  shade  are  sometimes 
sweetly  intermingled  in  the  pic- 
ture, bnt  frequently  the  darker 
tints  prevail.  While  we  behold 
some,  blessed  with  the  sunshine  of 
(H'osperity,  and  surrounded  with 
every  thing  that  heart  cait  wish ; 
we  see  ethers  presenting  a  sad 
and  melancholy  contrast  :-^their 
prospects  are  obscured ;  their 
sky  is  overcast;  the  <douds  gather 
around  them«  and  the  storm  beatv

upon    thetr    defenceless     iiead. 
While  some  are  gliding  down  the 
stream  of  time  with  ease  and  ce- 
lerity, others  have  to  buffet  with 
the  waves  of  troubles,  and  to  con- 
tend with  a  thousand  conflicting 
cares.  ''Although  affliction  cometh 
not  forth  of  the  dust,   neither 
doth .  trouble  spring  out  of  the 
ground,  yet  man  is  born  to  trou- 
ble as  the  sparks  fly  upward/' 
But  amid  every  scene  of  sorrow, 
the  Christian  is  to  exercise  pa- 
tience and  long-suffering.     He  is 
to  trace  the  hand  of  God  in  all, 
and  never  to  repine  at  the  ar- 
rangements  of  a  wise  and  gra- 
cious Providence.      **  Shall  we 
receive  good  at  the  hand  of  God, 
and  shall  we  not  receive  evil?"— 
This  grace  is  needed  to  support 
the  mind,  not  only  in  adversity, 
but  in  sickness*  When  the  bloom 
and  vigour  of  health  forsake  us, 
and  disease  preys  upon  the  hu- 
man frame,  and  undermines  the 
strength    of    the    constitution ; 
should  we  be  exposed  even  to 
the  greatest  extremity  of  pain ; 
not  a  murmuring  sound  should 
escape  our  lips,  not  a  complain- 
ing sigh  should  heave  our  bosoms. 
— Or  if,  instead  of  pain  of  body, 
we  should  experience  distress  of 
mind  ;  should  the  stroke  of  death 
sever  from  our  hearts  some  ob- 
ject of  our  tenderest  regard,  and 
leave  us  to  mourn  in  solitude  and 
sadness  the  loss  of  those  we  love; 
although   the  tears  of  affection 
may  freely  flow,  and  the  memory 
of  departed    worth    be    fondly 
cherished,  still  submission  to  the 
will  of  Heaven   is    the   difficult 
lesson  we  must  then  learn;  and 
however  painful  the  struggle,  we 
must  adopt  the  sublime  sentiment 
of  the  venerable    and   afflicted 
Patriarch :  "  The  Lord  gave,  and 
the  Lord  hath  taken  away ;  blessed 
be  the  name  of  the  Lord."— Thus, 
kM^-suffering  nomprises  patience 


in  the  midst  of  trials  and  afflic-' 
tions,  as  well  as  forbearance  in 
the  midst  of  injuries  and  provo- 
cations ;  and  stands  equally  op- 
posed to  a  discontented  disposi- 
tion as  to  a  resentful  temper. 

Lon^suffering,  as  a  fruit  of  the 
Spirit,  is  not  to  be  confounded 
with  natural  apathy,  or  hardened 
insensibility,  or  stoical  indiffer- 
ence. Some  possess  minds  so 
sluggish  in  their  movements,  and 
hearts  so  callous,  that  nothing 
seems  to  affect  them :  and  others 
have  had  the  fine  edge  of  feeling 
blunted  either  by  profligate  ha- 
bits, or  by  the  precepts  of  a 
proud  philosophy.  These  fre- 
quently are  found  to  pass  un- 
moved through  trials  and  re- 
proaches, through  difficulties  and 
dangers;  and  thus  assume  the 
appearance  of  a  forbearing  tem- 
per and  a  patiient  disposition. 
But  long-suffering  implies  the  ex- 
istence, not  the  annihilation  of 
feeling.  He  who  remains  unaf- 
fected cannot  be  said  to  exercise 
either  patience  or  forbearance. 
The  Christian  feels,  and  often 
acutely  :  but  supported  by  divine 
truth,  and  influenced  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  he  endures  with  resigna- 
tion ail  that  his  heavenly  Father 
permits  or  appoints.  His  state 
of  mind  is  equally  remote  from 
the  dull  stupidity  of  the  ignorant, 
the  reckless  unconcern  of  the  vi- 
cious, or  the  forced  and  unna- 
tural obduracy  of  the  stoic. 

Long-suffering,  as  a  fruit  of  the 
Spirit,  is  never  possessed  alone, 
but  is  always  exhibited  in  har- 
monious combination  with  the 
other  Christian  graces;  blended 
with  love  and  joy  and  peace. 
It  is  connected  with  supreme  love 
to  God,  which  produces  an  en- 
tire acquiescence  in  his  provi- 
dential government,  and  teaches 
us  to  say,  even  in  the  darkest 
dispensations,     *•  Thy   will    be 
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done/' — ^It  is  sustained  by  holy 
joy,  which  gives  an  elevation  to 
the  soul,  apd  raises  us  above  the 
vexations  and  sorrows  of  the 
world.  It  is  almost  identified 
with  that  sacred  peace,  which, 
built  upon  a  solid  basis,  gives, 
firmness  and  steadiness  to  the 
mind,  and  preserves  an  unruffled 
calm  within,  while  the  storm  is 
spending  its  fury  without. — ^This 
grace  has  indeed  its  counterfeit ; 
but  the  reality  may  be  readily 
distinguished  from  the  resem- 
blance, by  its  being  thus  asso^ 
ciated.  He  who  is  a  stranger  to 
divine  love,  holy  joy,  and  real 
well-grounded  peace,  cannot  ex- 
ercise that  genuine  long-suiFering 
which  is  ''  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit." 

This  grace  is  recommended  to 
us  by  its  own  intrinsic  excellence. 
Man  never  appears  more  truly 
noble  than  when  he  stands  erect 
in  the  midst  of  danger,  when  he 
bears  up  with  fortitude  under 
the  pressure  of  calamity;  neither 
dismayed  by  difficulties,  provoked 
by  injuries,  nor  depressed  by  sor- 
rows;  cheerfully  relying  on  a 
wise  and  gracious  God ;  assured, 
that  under  his  guidance  and  con- 
trol the  most  painful  and  trying 
circumstances  shall  all  co-ope- 
rate for  good.  How  admirable 
does  this  grace  appear  when 
viewed  in  contrast  with  fret  ful- 
ness, impatience,  resentment,  and 
discontent !  These  feelings  are 
not  only  mean  and  degrading,  but 
if  ever  they  are  permitted  to  pre- 
vail, they  will  sour  our  temper  and 
undermine  our  enjoyment ;  ren- 
dering us  wretched  in  ourselves, 
and  a  burden  to  those  around  us. 
So  that  long-sufiering  is  essential 
both  to  the  dignity  and  the  hap- 
piness of  our  nature. 

By  the  exercise  of  this  grace, 
God  is  glorified.  Long-suffering 
is  indeed  a  passive  virtue,  and  its 
character  is  quiet  and  unobtru- 


sive. But  frequently  ffae  eafas 
content  of  the  retired  Christiafk 
in  scenes  of  difficultyand  distress, 
reflects  a  higher  lustre  on  religion, 
and  shows  the  value  of  its  prin- 
ciples more  completely  than  the 
active  exertions  of  those  who  are 
engaged  in  scenes  of  public  be« 
nevolence.  We  are  to  s^fferni^ 
well  as  to  do  the  will  of  God  ; 
and  he  is  equally  honoured  by 
our  patience  and  forbearance,  as 
by  our  activity  and  zeal.  This 
unostentatious  grace  is  not  less 
ornamental  to  the  Christian  cha- 
racter, and  even  more  pleasing  in 
the  sight  of  God,  than  those 
splendid  virtues  which  almost 
exclusively  attract  the  applause  of 
man. 

Many  striking  examples  of  long* 
suffering  are  recorded  in  the  sa- 
cred volume.  We  have  already  . 
alluded  to  the  case  of  Job. 
What  a  sad  and  sudden  reverse 
did  he  experince: — reduced  in 
a  moment  from  affluence  and 
splendour  to  the  depths  of  po- 
verty and  distress ;  stripped  of  his 
numerous  flocks  and  herds ;  de- 
prived by  a  single  stroke  of  the 
children  of  his  love ;  his  body 
covered  with  a  loathsome  disease ; 
and  to  aggravate  his  sufferings, 
himself  rendered  an  object  of  de- 
rision to  the  unfeeling  multitude, 
and  having  to  bear  the  reproaches 
pf  his  false-hearted  friends !  Yet 
in  the  midst  of  all  his  calamities, 
what  fortitude  of  mind  did  he  ma- 
nifest— what  pious  resignation  to 
the  will  of  God !  His  patience 
has  become  proverbial,  and  his 
character  has  been  carefully  deli- 
neated  by  the  pencil  of  inspiration 
as  a  pattern  for  us  to  imitate. 
Behold.  David,  driven  from  his 
capital  and  his  throne,  by  the  re- 
bellion of  a  favourite,,  but  unna- 
tural, son !  As  he  pursues  hts 
mournful  way,  oppressed  with 
grief  and  care,    Shimei    come% 
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Ibrth  to  meet  him,  and  with  cruel 
audacity »  curses  him  to  his  face. 
But  when  his  attendants  would 
instaatly  have  avenged  the  insult, 
the  exiled  monarch  displayed  a 
noble  forbearance,  and  expressed 
an  humble  hope  in  the  protection 
of  the  Almighty  : -r- •' Let  him 
alone,  and  let  him  curse;  for  the 
Lord  hath  bidden  : .  it  may  be 
that  the  Lord  will  look  on  mine 
affliction,  and  that  the  Lord  will 
requite  me  good  fer  his  Cursing 
this  day."  —  Witness  the  dying 
martyr  Stephen: — when  his  ac- 
cusers and  his  judges  **  were  cut 
to  the  heart  and  gnashed  on  him 
with  their  teeth,"  he  stood  with 
a  majestic  firmness,  unmoved  by 
their  infernal  fury :  and  when 
cast  out  of  the  city  and  led  to  a 
lingering  and  agonizing  deaths 
he  placidly  resigned  his  spirit  to 
his  Saviour ;  and  with  his  expir- 
ing breath,  interceded  for  his 
murderers :  *'  Lord,  lay  not  this 
sin  to  their  cjiarge." — But  there 
is  one  example  of  long-suffering 
which  far  exceeds  all  others;  the 
example  of  Christ  himself:  on 
this,  however,  we  can  only  slight- 
ly  touch  at  present.  In  all  the 
trials  through  which  he  passed; 
in  the  temptation  in  the  Wilder- 
ness; in  the  persecutions  with 
which  he  was  assailed ;  in  the 
agony  in  Gethsemane  ;  amid  the 
insults  he  received  in  the  hall  of 
judgment;  and  during  the  last 
sad  scene  of  suffering  on  the 
cross  ;  we  behold  in  him  the  ut- 
Uiost  calmness  and  composure, 
the  most  perfect  patience  and 
forbearance.  "  When  he  was  re- 
viled, he  reviled  hot  again;  when 
lie  suffered,  he  threatened  not,, 
but  committed  himself  to  him 
that  judgeth  righteously."  How 
anxious  should  we  be  to  tread  in 
his  footsteps,  to  imbibe  his  spirit, 
and  O I  to  copy  such  a  model. 
Long-suffering  has  been  exer- 
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ctsed  by  the  Deity  himself  to« 
wards  ungrateful  and  rebellious 
man.  Often  have  we  provoked 
his  wrath,  but  yet  his  wrath  is 
delayed.  Sin  is  calculated  to 
rouse  the  indignation  of  the  Al- 
mighty, and  calls  aloud  on  Divine 
Justice forimmediate  punishmenti 
But  the  bord  is  long-suffering  to 
US-ward,  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish^  but  that  all  should 
come  to  repentance.  Long  has 
he  borne  with  our  insensibility 
and  imperfection;  and  should  not 
we  aim  to  imitate  that  attribute 
of  which  we  are  ourselves  the 
objects  i  Let  us  ''  be  imitators  of 
God  as  dear  children  ;'*  and  in  this 
respect,  endeavour  to  "  be  perfect 
as  our  Father  in  heaven  is  per* 
feet.'' 

It  is  consolatory  to  reflect,  that 
long-suffering  is  only  a  temporary 
grace,  in  heaven  there  will  be 
no  scope  for  its  exercise.  In  that 
happy  region,  where  love  shall 
burn  with  a  purer  and  more  bril- 
liant flame  ;  where  joy  shall  be 
expanded  into  ecstasy,  and  peace 
become  perfect  and  perpetual; 
long-suffering  will  be  no  longer 
needed ;  for  the  trials  and  sorrows 
of  this  mortal  state  shall  be 
known  and  felt  no  more.        H. 

ADDRESS  TO  CHRISTIANS. 
No.  2. 


Having  made  these  prelimi- 
nary observations,  I  thus  pro- 
ceed. 

I.  Let  us  guard  against  the 
undue  influence  of  this .  world* 
The  good  things  of  this  life  may 
be  sought  for  the  purposes  in- 
tended by  God  when  he  created 
them  ;  but  to  treasure  them  up 
as  something  on  which  to  rely  ia 
time  of  trouble,  or  to  place  our 
supreme  affection  on  them,  is 
idolatry.    Through  the  depravity 
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of  oar  nature^  it  is  difficult 
to  possess  riches  without  injury; 
many  have  been  so  dazzled  by 
the  sunshine  of  prosperity  as  not 
to  persevere  in  the  path  of  the 
lowly;  turning  aside  to  observe 
lying  vanities^  they  have  forsaken 
their  own  mercies.  It  is  not 
however  what  we  possess,  but 
the  place  it  holds  in  our  affec- 
tions: the  man  who  has  but 
little  of  this  world  may  love  it 
more,  and  be  more  devoted  to  its 
increase,  than  the  man  who  has 
much  of  it. 

We  have  in  Bunyan's  Pilgrim, 
an  important  lesson.  A  man  with 
a  muck-rake  in  liis  hand,  who 
could  look  no  way-  but  down- 
wards; he  was  employed  iq 
raking  up  straws,  and  sticks,  and 
the  dust  of  the  floor,  rather  than 
listen  to  him  that  stood  over  his 
head  with  a  celestial  crown  in  his 
hand,  and  offered  to  give  it  to 
him  for  his  rake.  When  Chris- 
tiana understood  this  she  said, 
**  Oh !  deliver  me  from  the  muck- 
rake. That  prayer,  said  the  In* 
terpreter,  has  lain  by  till  it  is  al- 
most rusty.  Give  me  not  riches, 
is  the  prayer  of  scarcely  one  in 
ten  thousand.  Straws  and  sticks 
and  dust,  with  most,  are  the  great 
things  now  looked  after.''  Do 
we  not  resemble  this  poor  man  ? 
Are  not  the  little  things  of  this 
world  the  ot^ects  of  our  atten* 
tion  1  I^t  us  not  forget  that 
sweeping  declaration,  *'  If  any 
man  love  the  world,  the  love  of 
the  Father  is  not  in  him.''  To 
redeem  the  people  of  God  from 
|he  love  of  this  world,  was  one 
end  of  the  death  of  Christ :  they 
f  hould  not  therefore  be  conformed 
to  its  fashions  and  maxims,  but 
be  transformed  by  the  renewing 
of  their  minds,  that  they  may 
prove  what  is  the  good,  accepta- 
ble, and  perfect  will  of  God. 
The  man  who  has  a  proper  know- 


ledge  of  the  divine  character  at 
revealed  in  the  scriptures  of  truths 
will  be  able  to  look  beyond  this 
mortal  state :  in  prosperity  and 
in  adversity  he  will  be  able  to  say^ 
"  The  Lord  is  my  portion,  saith 
my  soul,  therefore  will  I  hope  in 
ham."  Let  us  pray  with  David, 
"  Teach  me,  O  Lord,  the  way  of 
thy  statutes ;  and  I  shall  keep  it 
unto  the  end.  Incline  my  heart 
unto  thy  testimonies^  and  not  unto 
covetousness."

LETTER 

TO   Alt 

AFFLICTED  FRIEND. 


MT   DEAR  FRIBNB, 

In  taking  the  liberty  of  writing; 
to  you,  I  trust  I  can  say,  that  I 
am  influenced  by  no  other  feeling 
than  that  of  sympathy,  and  by 
no  other  desire  than  that  of  pro- 
moting your  present  peace  and 
eternal  happiness.  The  common 
circumstances  in  which  we  are 
placed,  as  fallen  creatures,  are 
calculated  to  excite  our  sympa-^ 
thy  for  one  another.  We  possess 
alike  a  body  and  a  soul :  a  body 
that  is  frail  in  its  constitution, 
liable  to  pain,  and  weakness,  and 
death  :  a  so|il  capable  of  think- 
ing, reasoning,  jud^ng,  and  feel- 
ing ;  a  soul  whose  thoughts  are 
vain,  whose  reason  is  darkened, 
whose  judgment  errs,  whose  de- 
sires are  sensual,  and  whose  feeU 
ings  are  susceptible  of  pain ;  a 
soul  which,  vain,  and  dark,  and 
erroneous,  and  sensual,  and  mi-* 
serable-  as  it  is,  can  never  die ; 
its  maker  having  given  it  a  consti* 
tution  that  can  never  be  worn 
out,  and  impregnated  it  with  a 
principle  of  immortality.  Under 
such  circumstances  every  serious 
and  reflecting  mind  will  not  only 
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sorrow  ob  account  of  its  own 
i^retchednessy  bat  will  also  feel  a 
lively  interest  in  the  sufferings  of 
others. 

That  this  abject  condition  is 
the  real  condition  of  man  is  as- 
serted in  scripture,  and  realized 
in  experience.  If  the  voice  cries, 
''All  flesh  is  grass;''  we  behold 
tl^e  children  of  men,  of  every 
age,  and  of  every  station,  (no 
matter  under  which  of  the  innu- 
merable diseases  that  are  abroad 
in  the  earth,)  droop  and  die  ;  and 
in  the  gloomy,  silent  spot  where 
the  trophies  of  death  are  depo- 
sited, we  see,  side  by  side,  the  in- 
fant and  the  fulUgrown  man,  the 
youth  and  the  hoary*headed  sire. 
If  God  declares,  "  there  is  none 
righteous,  no  not  one ;  there  is 
none  that  understandeth,  there  is 
none  that  seeketh  after  God ;" 
we  behold  youth  spent  in  vanity, 
ripl^r  years  in  labouring  for  that 
which  satisfieth  not,  and  old  age 
in  all  the  miseries  of  disappoint- 
ment and  guilt ;  or,  through  the 
hardening  influence  of  sin,  in  that 
shocking  insensibility  which  views 
without  repentance  the  past,  and 
feels  no  painful  apprehensions 
concerning  the  future.  We  behold 
works  of  deceit,  and  folly,  and 
^hellion  against  God  ;  and  in  all 
the  schemes,  and  labourj^nd  anx- 
iety of  the  world,  we  see  the  body 
preferred  before  the  soul,  time 
before  eternity,  earth  before  hea- 
ven, and  the  creature  before  God 
the  Creator ;  while,  by  the  glitter 
and  hurry  of  worldly  objects  and 
pursuits,  men  impose  on  their  un- 
derstandings, an^  deceive  them- 
selves ;  thus  sacrificing  body  and 
soul  for  pleausures  which  they 
cannot  long  enjoy,  and  for  pos-' 
sessions  which  they  cannot  retain. 
They  sow  to  the  flesh,  and  of 
the  flesh  they  reap  corruption. 

My  dear    friend,    can    these 
things  be  without  our  knowledge? 


can  we  know  that  they  exist,  and 
liot  think  about  them,  and  with- 
out being  convinced,  that  we  also 
are  workers  of  iniquity  1  can  we 
be    convinced    of   sin    without 
feeling  that  we  are  undone,  that 
we  have  lost  the  favour  of  God, 
and     have    exposed     ourselves 
to  his  wrath ;    and  can  we  feel 
this  without  hating  sin,  without 
repenting  of  it,  without  desiring 
and  praying  to  be  delivered  from 
its    present  dominion  and   pol- 
luting influence,  as  well  as  from 
its  future  awful  punishment?  I 
hope  you  see  and  feel  all  this, 
and  desire  and  pray  for  pardon- 
ing and   sanctifying    grace.     If 
however  you  do  not,  I  would 
earnestly  entreat  you  to  examine 
the  subject  with  that  carefulness 
which  its  importance  demands. 
There  is,  I  know,  in  each  of  us^ 
a  disposition  to  put  off  the  exa- 
mination   of  a   subject    which 
must  be  followed  by  painful  con- 
viction ;    but  it  is  better  to  feel 
the  pain  of  conviction  and  re- 
pentance in  time,  than  the  pain 
of  despair  in  eternity.    No  one, 
on  a  death  bed,  ever  repented 
that  he  examined  the  state  of  his 
soul  too  soon :    but  what  agoniz- 
ing feelings  have  been  occasioned 
by  neglecting  the  sqnl;  by  living 
without  God  in  the  world  !    Such 
conduct  has  planted  the  pillow 
of  the  dying  man  with  thorns ; 
and    many  have    delayed,    and 
delayed,  till  they  hav»  lifted  up 
their  eyes  in  that  torment,  where 
their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire 
is  not  quenched. 

O,  my  dear  friend,  if  you  have 
hitherto  delayed,  delay  no  longer. 
No  circumstances  can  justify  a 
neglect  of  the  '*  one  thing  need'^ 
ful.''  But  your  ciircumstanceii  ex- 
cite in  the  breasts  of  your  friends 
a  more  than  common  concern  for 
your  eternal  happiness.  T^eg 
hear  the  voice  of  your  affliction 
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and  tbey  wish  y4m  to  bear  it ;  it  is, 
•*  Prepare  to  meet  thy  God." 
Do  Dot,  I  beseech  you,  presume 
on  a  recovery ;  I  fear  there  is  but 
little  hope  of  your  living  long : 
medicine  seems  to  fail,  your 
strength  decays,  while  symptoms 
of  apprbaching  dissolution  in- 
crease. But  even  should  you  re- 
cover^ life  will  be  uncertain ;  in 
its  best  estate^  it  is  but  a  vapour; 
if  spared  now,  the  next  breath  of 
afflictive  air  may  destroy  it.  Be- 
sidesy  a  proper  concern  about  the 
soul  is  not  inimical  to  life.  Re* 
ligion,  though  it  requires  self-de- 
pial,  is  the  way  of  pleasantness, 
— the  path  of  peace.  Though  it 
IS  attended  by  the  cross,  it  coun- 
teracts many  a  pain.  It  soothes, 
enlivens,  and  strengthens  the  soul 
under  all  its  infirmities,  trials,  and 
dangers.  It  is  not  only  the  most 
suitable  companion  in  the  hours 
of  affliction  and  death,  but  it  is 
also  the  best  counsellor  in  the 
season  of  prosperity  and  tempta- 
tion. In  a  word,  "  godliness  is 
proJBtable  utito  all  things,  having 
promise  of  the  life  that  now  is, 
and  of  that  which  is  to  come.**

Related  by  the  Rev,  £.  ^m,  at  a  late 
Meeting  of  the  BibU  Society,  where  he 
said  he  would- amioer  for  itt  Truths 

The  death-bed  is  the  place  for 

Erying  into  the  recesses  of  the 
eart :  it  is  there  where  are  dis^ 
plaved  the  poignant  agonies  of 
an  infidel.  Some  weeks  previous 
to  the  decease  of  this  wretched 
individual,  he  had  been  reduced 
in  his  temporal  condition  to  the 
greatest  misery,  which  was  not  a 
little  augmented  by  the  horrors 
of  mind  to  which  he  was  sub* 


ject,  but  which  he  strove  to 
conceal,  in  order  to  support  his 
former  fallacious  doctrines.  A 
lady,  who  hved  near  him,  of  great- 
benevolence,  paid  much  atten* 
tioB  to  his  wants,  and  used  daily 
to  carry  him  food  to  his  dwelling. 
Th(w  time  came  when  he  was  un- 
able to  leave  his  bed,  and  even 
then  also  did  the  kind  hand  of 
his  benefactress  administer  to  his 
distress. 

One  day,  seeing  the  approach  of 
that  fate  which  before  he  dreaded 
not,  and  being  desirous  to  make 
some  confession  of  the  enormity  of 
his  guilt,  he  inquired  of  the  lady, 
if  she  had  ever  seen  a  book  he 
had  published  called  The  Agt  of 
Reason  !  She  was  reluctant  to  an- 
swer him,  fearing  it  might  add  to 
the  trouble  of  his  mind;  but 
being  pressed  for  a  reply,  sfhe 
said  she  had.  And  now  we  come 
to  what  we  hope  will  go  home  to 
every  heart :  Paine,  grasping  the 
hand  of  his  benefactress,  ex- 
claimed, *^  Ave,  madam,  if  ever 
the  devil  haaan  agetU  on  earth, 
lam  that  man!"

No.  XXII.—GOLD. 

Amid  tb'  embo\rell*d  treasures  of  the  earth, 

Crold  is  the  prize  that  courts  the  toil  of  man. 

Its  rich,  its  lively,  iascinating  hue 

Uvea  delights  the  roving  eyes  of  yoath ; 

Its  rarer  properties  the  wise  attract, 

And  raise  their  thoughts  to  th*  all  creative  Mind : 

Than  lead  more  poud'rous,  yet  so  malleable 

That  sporting  ivinds  bestrew  irs  trembling  leaves ; 

A  grain  so  ductile  as  to  gild  the  wire 

Of  miles  in  length.    But  of  its  force  beware 

On  grovling  minds  deprav'd:  Watch  tlie  poison 

As  it  steals  tlie  siFectious  of  the  soul. 

In  proceeding  to  particularize 
some  of  the  motals,  we  begin  with 
that  of  which  mankind  are  so  in- 
ordinately fond,  and  with  which  we 
fire  all  superficially  acquainted. 
.  One  of  the  most  obvious  charac- 
teristics of  this  metal  is  its  beautiful 
jind  unfading  colour.  Several  of  the 
metals  attract  our  notice  by  their  co- 
Ipurs  in  their  brij^ht  and  polished 
state,  as  iron,  copper,  and  silver; 
hut  they  so  soon  tarnish,  or,  (in  com- 
mon language,)  rust,  owing  to  their 
aflfinity  for  oxygen,  that  they  of- 
fend rather  than  delight  the  eye. 
Gold,  however,  is  not  affected  by 
long  exposure  to  air  or  water,  and 
being  consequently  durable,  it  has 
ever  been  valued  for  ornamental 
as  well  as  useful  purposes. 

Another  of  its  characteristics  is 
its  weight,  it  being  the  heaviest  of  all 
metals,  except  platina.  Possessing  no 
great  degree  of  elasticity,  and  not 
l)eing  very  hard,  for  ul^s  in  which 
it  would  be  liable  to  wear,  a  small 
quantity  of  copper  is  generally 
added  to. increase  its  hardness.  Al- 
though it  has  less  tenacity  than  iron, 
copper,  platina,  or  silver,  yet  a  wire 
of  gold,  but  one-tenth  of  an  inch  in 
diame|er,  will  support  a  weight  of  ^ 
dOOlbs.  It  is  so  malleable,  that  it 
is  beaten  into  leaves  so  thin,  that 
even  a  breath  of  wind  will 
carry  them  away ;  and,  in  this  state, 
iM>  various  are  its  uses,  that  the 
trade  of  a  goldbeater  employs  very 
many  persons  in  large  towns.  "It 
iM  calculated  that  it  would  take 
fourteen  millions  of  films  of  such 
go^  as  is  on  some  fine  gilt  wire,  to 
^ike  up  the  thickness  of  an  inch; 


whereas  fourteen  million  leaves  of 
common  printing  paper  would  oc- 
cupy nearly  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
ia  thickness.''  It  is  the  most  ductile 
of  the  metals,  and  is  readily  drawn 
into  wire  of  extreme  fineness;  indeed 
an  ounce  of  it  is  found  sufficient  to 
gild  a  silver  wire  of  thirteen  hun- 
dred miles  in  length.  It  is  not  ea- 
sily dissolved  :  it  yields  however  to 
the  influence  of  two  acids,  either 
thenitro-muriatic,or  the  oxymuriatic. 
Its  solution  united  with  ammonia 
may  bex;onverted  into  a  fulminat- 
ing powder  of  a  very  powerful  na- 
ture. Gold  is  found  to  melt  at 
1300^  of  Fahrenheit,  in  which  state 
its  fine  yellow  lustre  is  converted 
into  a  blueish  green ;  and  It  is  re< 
markable,  that,  by  intense  heat,  it  has 
been  preserved  in  a  state  of  fluidity 
for  thirty  weeks  Without  losing  in 
any  perceptible  degree  a  portion  of 
its  quality  or  weight.  In  forming 
our  conceptions  of  the  Almighty's 
perfections,  we  are  more  accus- 
tomed to  contemplate  their  display 
in  objects  that  are  vast,  than  in 
those  which  are  minute,  although 
the  latter,  duly  considered,  are 
equally  illustrative  of  their  glory. 
Reflections  on  our  present  subject 
are  calculated  to  enlarge  onr  ideas 
of  the  great  creative  and  superin- 
tending power  and  wisdom,  which 
are  as  really  employed  in  all  the 
operations  of  the  subterraneons 
world  as  in  the  revolutions  -of  the 
sublime  orbs  that  travel  the  immen- 
sity of  space.  The  solution  of  so^ 
lids,  and  the  solidifying  of  fluids,  are 
subject  to  the  nicest  laws.  Each 
metal  has  its  particular  degree  of 
heat  at  which  it  dissolves,  and,  in 
returning  to  the  solid  state,  nothing 
like  Irregularity  or  accident  is 
seen,'  but  its  operations  are  xmu 
form  :  thiis,  gold  in  cooling,  con- 
tracts its  bulk,  and  crystallizes  uni- 
formly in  small  quadrilateral  pyra- 
mids. 

Metals,<  in  a  state  of  rust,  are  in 
general  so  far  from  exciting  curiosi- 
ty, that  ihey  are  treated  with  neglect, 
and  abandoned  with  dis^st;  but 
the  inqairing    mind  observes   th0

greatest  order  in  this  proGCsi  ofnm- 
tore.  In  the  language  of  that  most 
■sefal  of  the  scieoces,  chemistry, 
the  rost  of  a  metal  is  called  its  <nide, 
and  of  these  oxides  each  metal  has 
its  distinct  and  Tarioas  kinds,  which 
are  formed  in  pccnliar  temperafares 
with  all  the  regnlarity  of  the  moat 
admired  processes.  Metals  become 
oxidized  by  the  property  they  pos- 
sess of  decomposing  and  absorbing 
the  oxygen  of  air  and  water ;  hot 
gold  has  so  little  affinity  for  oxygen, 
that  it  is  necessary  to  have  recourse 
to  extraordinary  means  to  oxidize 
it;  sach  as  amalgamating  it  with 
raercnry  and  applying  heat,  or  dis- 
solving it  in  nitro-mnriatic  add  and 
precipitating  it  with  a  solution  of 
potash.  We  are  not  very  conversant 
therefore  with  the  oxides  of  this  me- 
tal, of  which  there  are  considered 
two,  the  purple  and  the  yellow :  the 
former  of  which  is  employed  in 
staining  and  ornamenting  porcelain. 

Besides  tlie  oxides,  the  metals 
have  also  their  peculiar  salts,  many 
of  which  are  already  known  to  be 
remarkably  useful.  Muriate  of  gold 
is  the  only  salt  with  which  we  are 
acquainted  lielonging  to  this  metal. 
While  this  salt  may  be  employed  for 
many  entertaining  purposes,  in  a 
state  of  solution  with  ether,  it  has 
been  used  for  securing  lancets  and 
surgical  instruments  from  the  inju- 
rious effects  of  damp  climates.  There 
Was  a  period,  happily  long  since 
passed,  when  under  the  attractive 
appellation  of  potable  gold,  it  was 
administered  as  an  infallible  re- 
medy in  many  complaints  to  those 
who  were  rich  enough  to  take  the 
enviable  potion. 

Besides  the  uses  of  this  beautiful 
metal  to  which  we  have  already 
alluded,  many  others  might  be 
added  ;  but  the  recollection  of  the 
youthful  reader  cannot  fail  at  once 
to  supply  many  of  the  most  ob- 
"vions,  such  as  its  employment 
for  coin,,  jewellery,  and  s>late,  on 
which  occasions  it  is  generally  al- 
loyed with  silver  or  copper.  Stand- 
ard gold  of  this  country  unites 
twenty*two  parts  of  gold  with  two 
of  copper.  It  cannot  be  doubted, 
that  the  monarclis  of  antiquity  cm* 
ployed  this  metal  in  much  greater 
Abundance  than  those  of  later  pe- 


riods. It  is  said  in  the  lOtli  cbtfp. 
ter  of  the  1st  of  Kings,  **  that  King 
Solomon's  drinking  vessels  were  of 
gold,  and  all  the  vessek  of  the  lb» 
rest  of  Lebanon  were  of  pore  gold  ; 
none  were  of  silver ;  it  was  niching 
aoeoontcd  of  in  the  days  of  Solo-^ 
mon."  From  the  same  chapter  it 
has  been  calctilated,.  that  SolomoH 
received  27  tons  of  this  precious 
metal  in  one  year. 

The  ostentatious  and  the  gay  may 
deplore  the  degenerate  taste  of  out 
noUes  in  this  particular,  but  tho 
humble  and  the  serious  will  see  no 
cause  for  regret  Among  the  uses 
of  this  metal  to  which  We  have  ad- 
verted, the  quantity  used  in  jewel-^ 
lery  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as 
g^atiy  tending  to  foster  that  pride 
and  vanity  so  disgraceful,  althofigli 
so  common,  to  human  nature,  'f  hero 
is  every  thing  in  the  condition  of 
man  to  call  for  humility ;  how  piti- 
able then  must  he  appear  to  superior 
intelligences  when  he  is  seen  wast* 
ing  his  time,  his  wealth,  and  his  at- 
tention on  little  trifling  distinctions ! 
The  example  of  the  Redeemer  is  full 
of  instruction  in  this  respect.  Tho 
real  value  of  rings,  whether  placed 
on  the  finger,  or  more  ridiculously 
and  cruelly  suspended  to  the  ear^ 
is  best  seen  in  moments  of  solemn 
devotional  retirement,  or  in  scenea 
of  affliction  and  trial ;  indeed,  what- 
ever there  ifc  in  our  dress  calculated 
to  give  an  injurious  direction  to  our 
thoughts,  it  would  be  well  for  us  to 
avoid. 

Still  more  should  we  guard  against 
the  love  of  wealth,  lamentable  ex- 
amples of  which  are  furnished  in 
every  age.  The  explicit  and  aw- 
ful declarations  of  the  scriptures 
against  avarice  should  be  repeatedly 
read,  and  should  give  a  direction  to 
the  duty  of  sel^examination.  It 
was  a  maxim  of  the  ancients,  now 
equally  true,  that  the  love  CiH  riches 
increased  with  their  accumulation. 
O  could  the  extravagance  of  fashion 
and  the  hoards  of  avarice  but  enrich 
the  resources  of  benevolence,  how 
would  our  charitable  institutions 
flourish;  how  many  helpless  or* 
phans  would  be  provided  for ;  how 
many  afflicted  widows  wotild  sing 
for  joy!

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£PHRAIM  MARSHALL. 


The  Tenerable  subject  of  this 
saeiQoir  was  born  in  Windhill,  near 
Bradford,  Yorkshire,  April  4, 1745. 
With  his  youth  we  have  but  little 
acquaintance.  At  eighteen  years  of 
age  be  was  married  to  Martha  Hall, 
who-  at  that  time  was  a  member  of 
the  church  at  Rawdon.  His  mother 
was,  we  believe,  in  connexion  with 
the  Wesleyan  Methodists.  Our 
late  friend  said,  that  about  1776  he 
had  a  remarkable  dream,  in  which 
he  supposed  that  two  of  his  chil- 
dren were  burnt  to  death.  This 
powerfully  wrought  upon  his  mind, 
and  was  the  means  of  his  couver- 
Kioii.  In  the  spring  of  1777,  he  and 
a  friend  went  to  hear  the  Rev.  Rey- 
nold Hogg*  preach  a  sermon  at 
Kipphig  iU  Thornton,  near  Brad- 
ford, in  defence  of  infant  sprinkiiog. 
The  sermon  reitioved  all  their 
doubts  about  baptism.  They  both 
returned  fully  persuaded  that  the 
preacher  had  failed  to  prove  his 
point;  and  that  infant  sprinkling 
was  a  practice  not  founded  on  di- 
vine authority.  The  consequence 
was,  that  Ephraim,  and  his  friend 
Joseph  Crabtree,  were  both  bap- 
tized by  immersion  on  ^  profession 
of  their  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus, 
June  1,  1777,  by  the  pious  and 
Worthy  Mr.  George  Haines,  at  that 
time  the  Pastor  of  the  Baptist 
Church  at  Shipley.    After  his  union 


*  About  five  or  six  years  after  tliis 
Mr.  Hogg  became  a  Baptist.  He  has 
since  that  time  been  Pastor  of  churches 
at  Oundle,  Thrapstonf  and  Kimboiton, 
and  has  lately  succeeded  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Brown  as  Pastor  of  the  Baptist  church 
at  Keysoe,  near  the  last-mentioned  place. 
He  was  the  first  Treasurer  of  the  Baptist 
Missionary  Society.  We  reviewed  In 
our  Magazine  for  March  an  excellent 
fittle  boolt  written  by  him,  entilledj, 
"  Personal  Btligion,"    Price  Ifs. 
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with  the  church  of  Christ  in  this 
place,  our  friend's  mind  was  much 
harassed  with  fear  lest  he  i(honl4 
be  a  reproach  to  his  Lord ;  but  he 
was  mercifully  relieved    from    his 
anxiety  by  an  applicatiou  of  PsaK 
xliii.  6,  to  his  mmd,    «*  Why  art 
thou  cast  down,  O  my  soul,  &oJ'' 
This  support  was  administered  when 
he  was  engaged  in  prayer  in  ai| 
out-house,  to  which  he  had  often 
retired  before  to  hold  converse  with 
his  God.    Our  departed  friend,  for 
nearly  fifteen  years,  had  continued 
a  truly  honourable  member  of  the 
church,  when  be  was  chosen  to  the 
office  of  Deacotf,  which  office  ho 
filled  to  the  glory  of  his  Lord,  and 
tlie  satisfaction  of  the  church,  fur 
nearly    twenty-eight    years.     For 
many   years   before    his    death,  it 
pleased  God  to  lay  a  very  heavy 
affiiction  upon  this  good  man,  which 
he  bore,  with  the  most  exemplary 
patience,  and  submission    to    the 
divine  wiH.    At  one  time  when  his 
mind  was  painfully  exercised,  he 
was  graciously  relieved  by  Isa.  xli. 
10.     '*  Fear  not,  for  I   am  with 
thee,*'     He   afterwards    observed, 
"  These  afflictions  are  all  designed 
by  God  to  promote  my  sanctifica-^ 
tion ;  I  bless.  God  for  them.    I  have 
been  afflicted  these  seventeen  years, 
yet  have  always  had  great  cause  for 
thankfulness,   and  none  for  com<- 
plaint.  I  never  repented  of  serving 
my  Lord,  but  have  often  mourned 
that  I  served  him  not  earlier,  and 
better."    At  another  lime  he  said, 
'*  God,  who  hath  called  me,  is  faith- 
ful.   He  has  already  done  too  much 
fi[>r  me  to  leave  me  at  last.    I  trust 
he  has  given  me  living  faith  iA  his 
name.    None  but  God  could  have 
kept  me  so  long,  and  he  has  kept 
me,  and  blessed  me  in  a  wonderfu} 
manner.    His  visits  have  not  bcea 
few,  nor  his  mercies  small ;  Glory  t 
Glory !  for  ever  to  his  name."  To  a 
friend  who  was  sympathizing  with 
him  in  his  trouble  he  said>  ''  WhoiQ 
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tbe  Lord  loveth  be  chasteneth ;  but 
be  is  still  my  rock.  I  hope  faith  and 

fatieuce  will  hold  out  to  the  end« 
am  persuaded  be  has  sojne  cor- 
ruption to  purg^e  away;  and  when 
that  hi  removed,  I  shall  be  called 
home.  I  long  *'  to  suffer  all  bis 
ri[(hteous  witL,  and  in  that  wiLt 
to  rest : 

"  None  but  Jcsa9«  none  but  Jesus, 
Can  do  helpless  sinners  goo<i/' 


Yes,  there  is  something  yet  that 
needs  subduing.    I  am  in  the  hands 
or  a  faithful  God.    He  will  fit  me 
for  his  glory,  and  will  keep  me  to  it. 
How  pleasant  will  it  bo  to  meet 
my  dearbrethren  and  sisters  in  glory, 
but  especially  my  dear  Lord  !    "  Fi- 
nish thy  work,  my  Lord,  and  cut  it 
short  in  righteousness.'' '  Being  vi- 
sited one  day  by  his  pastor,  he  said, 
*'  I  am  rather  better  than  I  was. 
The  Lord  has  done  wonders  for  me ; 
biit  O !  I  long  to  be  able  to  at- 
tend the  public  means  of  grace; 
no  one    can   tell   what    a    loss  I 
sustain  from  being  unable  to  attend 
the  chapel."   On  Sabbath-evening, 
Jan.  2,  his  mind  was  in  darkness,  and 
the  enemy  was  permitted  to  trouble 
hrm.    He  said  tbe  next  day,    '*  My 
mind  was  so  dark  last  night,  that  1 
could  not  rest  for  sorrow  ;  but  after 
a  while  passages  of  scripture  came 
to  my  mind  so  suited  to  my  state, 
and  were  so  powerfully  applied,  that 
I  could  not  sleep  for  joy."     Thus 
Hved,  and  thus  died,  this  holy  man 
of  God.  He  expired  Jan.  11, 1820,  in 
the  76th  year  of  his  age.  His  funeral 
discourse  wns  preached  by  his  pas- 
tor on   Lord Vd ay  afternoon,  Jan. 
23,  to  a  numerous  assembly,  who 
testified,  and  still  testify,  their  ve- 
neration and  respect  for  the  me- 
mory  of    Ephraim    Idarshall.     It 
would  be  injustice  to  tbe  memory 
of  one  of  the   best    of  men,    not 
to   mention   some*  of  the  leading 
traits   in   his   character.    Through 
every  stage  of  his  pilgrimage  our 
venerable  friend  appeared  to  possess 
great  spirituality  of  mind.    In  all 
religious  exercises  he  engaged  with 
manifest  pleasure,  seriousness,  and 
devotion.     His    conversation   was 
holy,    and    animated   by  a  divine 
sweetness.  Gratitude  for  the  smallest 
favours  ^as  always  discovered ;  and 


though  be  was  poor  to  an  exirem^^ 
yet  he  was  at  the  farthest  remove froni 
a  craving,   clamorous   spirit    Hii^ 
friends  saw  his  necessities,  and  mi-* 
nistered  to  his  wants  wiUi  delight 
The  house  of  God  was  the  place  in 
which  our  honoured  friend  delighted 
to  dwell.  When  almost  reduced  to  a 
skeleton,  he  would  still  walk  to- the 
chapel,  though  he  tottered  at  eveiy 
step.    His  temper  was  peaceful^  a& 
fectionate,  and  mild,  beyond  that  of 
most  men ;  and  his  reputation  wait 
unblemishedy  both  in  the  charch 
and  in  the  world.     To   visit  the 
sick  was  his  delight,  both  in  the 
days  of  his  health,  and  when  ema« 
ciated  by  disease.    But  amidst  all 
his  excellencies  (and  perhaps  few 
men  living  had  more)  Ephrum  be- 
wailed liis  state  as  a  sinner,  and  was 
truly  humbled  in  the  sight  of  God. 
His  prayers  were  the  language  of 
deep     self-abasement,     and    emi* 
nently  calculated  to  awaken  a  spi-^ 
rit  of  devotion.     Reader!    follow 
him,  as  he  followed  hi»  Lord.

MRS.  SAtlAH  MANN. 


Mrs.  Sarah  Mann  died  June  22^ 
1819,   at  Horndon-on4fae-HiII,  Es- 
sex, aged  22  years.      About  four 
years  ago  the  Gospel  was  sent  into 
her  ncighbourhobd,  by  the  Baptist 
Association  for  the  county,  united 
for  the   support  of  village  preach- 
ing; upon  the  ministry    of  which 
she  attended,  and  at  an  early  period 
found  it  the  power  of  God  to  salva- 
tion.   Under  a  sermon  from  PsalnoT 
xl.  2,  which    was  preached  in    a 
licensed  room  in  an  adjacent  village, 
she  was  convinced  of  sin,and  directed 
to  Christ,    upon    whom    she    waa 
enabled  to  build  her  hope  of  pte- 
sent  and  future  happiness.    In  July 
1817,  she  was  baptized  with  several 
others,  who,  with  her,  (to  use  Irer 
own  words  but  a  few  days  before 
her  death,)  will  *'  have  to  bless  God 
through  eternity  for  village  preach" 
ing,"  and  who  were  aH  united  ta 
the  church  at  Bilterieay  under  thcr 
pastoral  care  of  the  writer.    In  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year  she 
was  assjiiled  by  tbe  disease  which 
terminated  her  existence.    During^ 
her  illness  I  viwted  her  frequently. 
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««isiMi  of  ft  settled  peace  pf  mind, 
which  she  observed  was  one  of  the 
blessed  fruits  of  her    Lord's   suf- 
ferinjirg.    On  my  first  visit  I  foqnd 
lier  apparently    very    near  death, 
thoag^b  she  lingered  for  six  months. 
Her  mind  was  serene  and  happy. 
She  looked  forward  to  the  change 
that  awaited  her,  with  that  calm- 
ness and  fortitude  which  the  reJi- 
f'on  of  the  Bible  can  alone  inspire, 
engaged  in  prayer^  having  pre- 
yionsly  enqnired  if  she  wished  me 
to.  AoUcit  any  thing  in  particular. 
SherepUed,  "Yes,  iiir^  that  I  may  be 
resigned   to  th&  /divine  will,  and 
juriepared  for  a  comfortable  passage 
through  the  aweljings  of  Jordan.^' 
'.  At  another  time  1  said,  I  quite  ex- 
pecte<l  you  would  have  take^  leave 
of  all  on  jeartb  before  t|iis  time.   *'  O 
no,  Sir,''  answered  she,  <*  I  am  still 
on  this    side   Jordan.

It  being  Sabbath-morning,  I  ob- 
nerved  it  was  our  ordinance  day  at 
Billericay,  to  which  she  replied.  *'I 
wish  J  could  unite  with  yon  \mee 
jliore  ;  but  we  shall  meet  yonder, 
and  ^en  sit  down  to  an  everlasting 
banqttet  with  all  tiie  family  ot  hea- 
ven: what  an  iissemhly !  Lord,  why 
amiagnest?"  She  again  adverted 
to  the  sttbjoct  of  village  preaching, 
blessing  God  for  such  eiectual 
means  of  converting  sinners,  ^*  of 
whom,''  said  she,  *'  I  am  chief." 
9h»  was,  indeed,  not  only  comfort- 
able, but  quite  happy,  and  her  pros- 
pects were  clear  and  animating. 

On  the  next  day,  it  was  with  great 
dUBcaky  she  coqld  converse  with 
me.  She  said,  *^  1  cannot  talk  much, 
j  am  too  weak ;  I  bave  nearly  done 
with  all  things  below  the  skies;  I 
shall  soon  be  at  home.'^  |  asked  if 
her  mind  -waa  ht^py.  >'  Quite, 
floite,''  sbe  repKed ;  *''  nothing  liere 
(Ufltnrba  me ;  I  can  leave  all.  And 
now,  my  dear  Friend  and  Pastor, 
my  Father  in  Cbrift,  I  must  bid  you 
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adieu  for  a  season:  I  am  only  going 
before.  Give  my  kind  love  tp 
Miss  -— r —  and  tell  her 

*  *Tu  Religion  does  sopply 
Solid  comfort  when  we  die.' 

Remember  me  to  all  the  friends 
at  Billericay.  The  Lord  bless  you, 
and  make  you  a  blessing."  I  tool; 
her  by  the  hand,  which  seemed  pa- 
ralyzed by  the  approach  of  death, 
and  took  my  leave  of  her,  hoping  to 
meet  her  in  that  world,  '*  where 
langnor  and  disease  no  more  i|ivade 
this  house  of  clay."  The  following 
day,  having  taken  leave  of  her 
fpends,  she  calmly  fell  asleep. 

On  LordVday,  July  4,  her  death 
was  iipproved  at  Billericay,  agree* 
ably  to  he;*  re^ue;it,  from  2  Cor.  y,

Thb  venerable  and  beloved  de» 
ceased,  was  one  of  the  first  mem<r 
bers   who   foimed    the    Christian 
chnrch    in  Thrapston,   and   after 
having  maintained  a  consistent  pro- 
fession for  twenty-three  years,  sho 
laid  down  that  profession  unstained 
by  error,  or  vice ;  and,  so  far  from 
having  any  thing  to  conceal  or  to 
extenuate,  her  name  now  mentionqd 
in  public  or  in  private,  as  did  hef . 
person  when  living,  awakens  the 
attention    it  deserved:    she    posr^ 
sessed  no  peculiar  features  of  eha* 
racter,  no  singularity  of  attributes, 
and  actions  which  might  be  seized . 
to  distinguish  her;  these,  where  they 
are  manifest,  it  is  not  always  proper 
publicly  to  mention ;  and,  concerning 
them,  people  will  decide  according 
to  their  j-espective  views  and  feel- 
ings.  But  that  whichwastiuly  ex- 
cellent and  praiseworthy  in  her  waa- 
embraced  by  uniCbrmity  of    con- 
viction: the  distinetions  to  which 
we  allude,  had  they  existed,  would, 
havje  given  occasion  to  great  diver-f 
sity, of  opinion,  and  upon  that  whicti 
was  confessedly  the  least  importapt^ 
There  are  few  who  more  eiQinently 
cultivated,  or  more  fully  displayed^ 
this  passive  graces  of  Ctaha^fAif-^, 
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than  she  did.  She  jp'eaUy  exuelled 
io  submission,  meekness,  patience, 
lon^-suffering,  and  gentleness;  by 
these,  obserratiou  was  fixed  upon 
her,  and  she  was  allowed  most  im- 
pressively to  preach  rig:bteousness 
to  those  who  were  unwilling  to  hear 
other  .instructors.  Her  religion 
was  habitual  and  unostentatiously 
devotional ;  she  was  much  attached 
to  the  Holy  Scriptures,  read  them 
frequeutly  through  with  careful  at- 
tention, and  always  read  the  Psalms 
through  twice  in  the  time  she  de- 
voted to  the  other  books.  From 
the  word  of  God  she  saw  clearly 
into  those  truths  which  are  generally 
termed  Calvinistic,  and  particu- 
larly admired  the  works  of  Arch- 
bishop Leighton,  several  leaves  of 
which  were  turned  down  by  her  own 
hands,  and  found  so  after  her  de- 
cease. Her  innocence  (by  which 
we  mean  her  unwHiingness  to  in- 
jure or  grieve  any)  was  worthy  of 
imitation.  IShc  was  harmless,  as  the 
Apostle  enjoined  Christians  to  be; 
she  gave  no  offence  to  Jew 
nor  Gehtile,  nor  to  the  Church  of 
Ood ;  the  spirit  of  David  was  felt 
and  invited  by  ber  when  he  was 
checked  from  repining  and .  mur- 
muring, "  lest  if  I  should  speak 
thus,  behold  I  should  offend 
against  the  generation  of  thy  chil- 
dren/' One  certain  evidence  of 
the  degeneracy  of  the*  age,  is 
the  representation  of  ineffensive- 
ness  of  behaviour,  as  connected 
with  some  imagined  intellectual  de- 
ficiency :  as  if  there  were  no  superior ' 
mental  attainments  without  deceit 
and  villainy.  But  as  one  has  justly 
obseirved^  the  craftiest  villain  is  the 
greatest  fool,  and  th^  *'  harmless'- 
Christian  the  wisest  man.  Being  con- 
verted, she  humbled  herself  as  a  little 
child,  and  thus  arrived  at  the  high 
honour  of  being  great  in  the  king- 
dom ofHeaven.  It  wotild  be  doing 
her  an  act  of  injustice  to  omit  one 
eminent  trait  in  her  character.  Her 
benevolence  will  not  be  denied,  and 
cannot  be  questioned.  Her  means 
were  indeed  comparatively  small; 
and  by  a  little  common  reasoning,  es- 
pecially by  the  help  of  that  Catholic 
argument,  charity  begins  at  home, 
she  might  have  confined  the  whole  of 
ber  income  to  herself  {  but  by  self- 


deniaJ,  by  separating  c^ry  tiring 
that  was,  superfluous  from  what 
was  necessary,  she  possessed  sbm« 
abili^  to  be  serviceable  to  others. 
Judging  of  her  benevolence  by  the 
proportion  of  ber  ineome  and  her 
sacrifices,  she  gave  Much:  others 
gave  of  their  abundance,  she  of  her 
penury.  The  language  of  the  Apos* 
tie  may  with  propriety  be  applied  to 
her«  ''  The  abundance  of  her  joy 
and  her  deep  poverty  abounded  un-» 
to  the  riches  of  her  liberality ;  for  to 
her  power^  yea^  and  beyond  ber 
power,  she  was  willing,  entreating 
others  to  receive  her  gift.  Her  be- 
havipnirto  her  fellow-members  lra» 
uniformly  respectful  And  lovely  i 
she  found  it  her  duty  and  privilege 
to  walk  in  Holy  Communion.  Th« 
ministry  on  which  she  attended  she 
valued,  and  implored  a  blessing  on 
it ;  her  kindness  to  her  minister  and 
the  church  was 

**  K^er  roughenM  by  those  cfttirtcts  and  breaks 
Which  hanwMir  interpos'd  too  often  makea.** 

One  striking  passage  amongst  Many, 
she  recommended  to  her  minister  to 
illustrate,  a  lew  months  before  ber 
death,  which  contains  sentiments 
the  most  grateful  to  the  Christian 
mind,  in  language  the  most  impres- 
sive. The  passage  was  Isaiah  lxiii.7'* 
*^  .1 .  will  mention  the  loving  kind- 
nesses of  the  Lord,  and  the  praises 
of  the  Lord  according  to  all  that 
the  Liord  hath  bestowed  on  us,  and 
the  great  goodness  toward  the 
house  of  Israel,  which  he  hath  be- 
stowed on  them  according  to  his 
mercies,  and  according  to  tlie  mul- 
titude of  hi^  loving  kindnesses." 
This  often  dwelt  on  her  lips  with 
sacred  pleasure ;  it  was  applied  by 
her  to.  her  own  peculiar  circuni- 
stances,  and  impelled  her  to  the  life 
of  praise  as  well  as  to  the  lan^age. 
of  praise. 

For  some  months  previous  to  ber 
removal,  she  appeared  mere  than 
common  to  feel  the  infirmities  at- 
tendant on  her  advanced  age.  ''The 
grashopper  indeed  had  l^ome  a 
burden,"  and  desire  failed^  In  her 
own  impressive  language  she  longed 
to  go  to -her  Heavenly  Father,  but 
hoped  he  would  preserve  her  from 
murmuring,  and  support  her  as  long 
as  he  continued  her  here.. 

On  the  Saturday  previous  to  ber 
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death,  sfa/e  was  evidently  hastening 
to  the  desired  period  of  her  dismis- 
sal. On  the  Iiord's-day  after  the 
service,  her  minister  called  on  her. 
With  the  greatest  interest  she  in- 
quired into  the  subjects  which  had 
engaged  devout  attention  on  that 
day.  The  rooming  subject  being 
mentioned,  ^Bletssed  are  your  eyes 
for  they  see,  and  your  ears  for  they 
hear ;"  the  sweet  satisfiiction  visible 
in  ber  countenance,  and  her  uplift- 
ed hands,  intimated  her  peculiar  bles- 
sedness, and  recorameiided  forcibly 
that  blessedness  to  others.  After 
having  prayed  by  her,  he  said,  **  Yon 
have  for  a  considerable  period  loved 
and  served  Christ,  and  now  yon  are 
about  to  enter  his  presence,  and 
fully  to  enjoy  him.''  Ou  this  being 
said,  she  expressed  a  probability 
that  this  sickness  might  not  be  nnto 
death,  but  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord. 
On  Monday  she  dozed  away  those 
hours  which  kept  her  from  the  hap- 
piness she  had  so  frequently  and  so 
ardently  contemplated.  A II  the  day 
Of  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  her 
removal  was  watched  with  the  most 
aliectionate  attention  of  her  Chris- 
tian friendii.  It  was  only  on  Tuesday 
•morning  she  had  the  power  to  con- 
verse, when  ber  minister  again 
visited  her,  and  said,  God  is  a 
refuge  and  strengUi,  a  very  pre- 
sent help  in  time  of  trouble.  Her 
mind  clung  to  that  expression, 
a  '*  PRESBNT  help,''  and  she  added,  I 
hope  I  shall  find  him  so.  Her  assent 
was  given  to  the  sentiments  conveyed 
in  many  of  our  excellent  Hymns, 
and  to  some  of  the  most  choice 
scriptural  expressions.  The  last 
words  that  she  was  heard  to  utter, 
were,  '*  Thanks  be  unto  God  for  his 
unspeakable  gift;"  and  the  next 
night  at  IQ  o'clock,  her  spirit  en- 
tered the  bosom  of  her  Father  and 
her  God.  There  were  no  elevations 
of  mind,  but  a  settled  peace  and 
tranquillity  within.  She  knew  the 
foundation  upon  which  she  had  been 
building  was  able  to  support  her, 
and  she  .found  it  did  support  her. 
Her  deserteiV  diisi  was  committed 
to  the  earth  en  the  Lord's-day  fol- 
lowing, and  her  funeral  sermon  was 
•preached  by  Mr.  Ragsdell,  from  a 
text  she  had  long  dioseo,  from 
Psalm  xvi.  11. 


RECENT  DEATHS. 


Died,  Feb.  3,  atPorsea,  aged  9&, 
Mr.  Thomas  Cannon.  From  his 
birth  to  his  death,  he  never  eat  flesh, 
fish,  fowl,  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  or 
any  kind  of  vegetables  cooked,  ex- 
cept a  roasted  potatoe,  occasionally, 
with  a  little  salt,  by  way  of  desseri 
He  drank  nothing  but  water  till  he 
was  more  than  17 ;  and,  after  that, 
scarcely  any  thing  but  tea  and  cof- 
fee With  dry  bread.  His  usual  diet 
for  dinner  and  supper  was  bread  and 
milk.  The  simplicity  of  his  mode 
of  life  not  only  contributed  to  lon- 
gevity, but  uniform  health  ;  for  he 
was  the  subject  of  no  disorder  tin 
nearly  the  close  of  his  life,-  and 
then  only  of  deafness  and  shortness 
of  breath.  He  was  able  to  walk 
twenty  mifes  by  way  of  recreation, 
not  more  than  three  years  since; 
and  could  read  the  smallest  print 
without  glasses,  almost  to  the  last. 

The  Rev.  T.  Cannon,  Hammer- 
smith, is  his  son ;  and  our  respected 
correspondent,  who  signs  himself 
H.  S.  A.  is  his  grandson ;  the  vera- 
city of  this  account  is  therefore  folly 
attested.  We  have  inserted  this 
article  for  two  reasons ;  as  exhibiting 
a  curious  anomaly  of  nature,  for  he 
had  an  antipathy  to  ordinary  food;  and 
as  affording  a  powerful  recommen- 
dation to  temperance,  which,  while 
it  generally  ensures  health  and  pro- 
longation of  life,  is  commonly  asso- 
ciated, as  it  was  remarkably  in  this 
case,  with  many  other  virtues. 

Died,  Feb.  21,  at  Selkirk,  aged  69, 
Geo.  Lawson,  D.  D.  46  years  in  the 
ministry.  A  man  distinguished  by  his 
learning,  his  talents,  his  piety,  his  be- 
nevolence, and  his  humility.  He  was 
author  of  Lectures  on  Ruth,  &c.  and 
of  Sermons  on  Paternal  Duties.  He 
succeeded  the  iate  Rev.  John  Brown 
of  Haddington,  as  Professor  ofTheo- 
logy  to  tlie  students  of  the  Associate 
Burgher  Synod.

Eveleigh.

The  principal  recommendatioDs 
bf  this  little  volume,  and  no  incon- 
siderable recommendations  they  will 
be  found — are,  simplicity,  truth,  and 
piety,  in  the  narrative,  and  cheap- 
ness in  the  price*  In  books  of  tra- 
vels and  voye^es,  chriosity  mtist  too 
often  be  gratified  at  the  expeiiBe  Of 
feelhig ;  and  for  ilie  sake  of  pleasing 
an  irreligious  or  sensual  mind,  they 
are  overspread  with  in^delity  and 
impurities.  If  this  volume  do  not 
aspire  to  literary  eminence,  it  is  at 
least  free  fi-om  such  Unpardonable 
blemishes,  and  contains,  so  far  as 
we  can  perceive,  not  a  line  that 
should  operate  as  a  check  upon  its 
most  extensive^  drculation. 

It  is  not  howevet^  simply  harmless ; 
it  is  really,  for  juvenile  headers,  in- 
structive and  entertaining.  The 
countries  to  which  it  refers  are  al- 
ways interesting,  though  their  thief 
peculiarities  are  generally  now  well 
known ;  and  inasmuch  ks  this  little 
book  records  voyages,  it  cannot  be 
supposed  to  Gohc(uct  its  readers  into 
the  interior,  or  make  them  acquaint- 
ed with  the  soil,  productions,  sce- 
nery, or  much  with  the  manners  of 
the  inhabitants. 

The  author^  we  think,  has  done 
wisely  in  furnishing  an  abridgment 
of  the  ancient  history  of  the  Coun- 
tries Upon  which  he  touches.  It  is 
so  managed,  as  not  materially  to  im- 
pede'the  progress  of  the  narrative, 
while  it  supplies  useful  information. 
The  reflections  are  brief,  just,  and 
not  at  all  forced ;  but  evidently  arise 
from  a  heart  influenced  by  love  to 
God,  and  an  understanding  so  en« 
lightened  and  sanctified  as  habitual- 
ly to  ^*look  through  nature  up  to 


nature's  God.''  Several  instancef 
of  merciful  deliverance  aire  detailed^j 
The  following  paragraph  is  chftrae* 
teiistic  of  0ut  author's  general  man« 
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*•  I  soon  perceiyed  by  om-  coarse  of 
sailing,  that  the  present  object  of  our 
voyage  was  still  more  remote,  and  fhaf 
we  were  steering  from  the  fertile,  but 
alas!  supcrsUt^rt>Qs,  regions  of  Italy,  for 
the  once  fertile  shores  of  Greece,  now 
generally  barren*  and  enveloped  in  iba 
darkness  of  Mahopietan  imposture  and 
oppression,  and  immured  in  the  multi- 
plicity of  absurd  ceremonies  and  super- 
sthion^  which  so  generally  mark  the  ritual 
of  the  Greek  chtirch,  at'thfe  present  day.

tressingidea;  and  ready  to  plunge  into 
the  labyrinth  of  conjecture,  why  is  it  sof 
Why  are  these  interesting  regions  so 
deeply  sunk  in  superstition  and  error  f 
Scripture  answers  the  question.

The  author  of  this  elej^ant  ser- 
inen  has,  for  a  long  period,  filled 
the  office  of  a  dissenting  minister 
in  a  city,  which  has  not  been  impro- 
perly termed  one  of  the  eyes  of  the 
nation,  with  great  credit  to  himself, 
and  considerable  usefulness  toothers. 
We  thinic  his  congregation  has 
given  proof  of  good  sense  in  request- 
Uig  the  publication  of  this  funeral 
•ermon ;  nor  could  the  worthy  au- 
thor have  with  propriety  refused  so 
respectable  an  application,  'ij^t,  H. 
says  in  the  advertisement, 

**  At  a  period  when  no  avowal  of 
attachment  to  the  constituiion  of  <oor 
Gonntry*  and  to  the  great  interests  of  re- 
Ii^on>  can  Db  either  nnheCessary  or  uo- 
"■▼ailing,  candour  will  at  least  commend 
the  mntive  of  the  publication,  and  pass« 
ing  by  its  numerous  defects,  will  re- 
joice to  promote  those  principles  of  ley- 
aUy  and  Christiau  patrloti^iih  which  it 
aims  to  inculcate." 

The  character  of  our  late  revered 
%nd  beloved  Monarch  was  so  esti- 
mable, and  combined  sucli  an  as- 
amblage  of  excellencies,  that  the

plied  to  the  long  establbhed  cha^ 
racter  of  Geoi|[^  111  ? 

•*  The  friend,  the  parent,  the  philan- 
thropist, the  patriot,  •the  magistrate,  the 
protector  of  the  oppressed,  the  patron  of 
the  poor — each  of  these  has  separate, 
and  some  of  them  exalted  claims  6n  our 
gratitude:  but  in  the  character  of  a  good 
and  pious  Monarch  all  are  united,  and 
a  nation  in  doing  honour  to  his  memoiy 
does  honour  to  them  all.  At  his  sepul- 
chre, if  justice  write  the  epitaph,  men 
of  virtue  shall  assemble  with  delight; 
tinbelievers  shall  learn  to  covet  the  hope 
of  immortality ;  ahd  the  Christian  faiih 
shall  mdltiply  its  converts ;  while,  taogift 
by  his  bright  ekample,  the  most  emlneitt 
in  piety  shall  devoutly  exclaim,  •«  Not 
onto  08,  O  Lord,  not  onto  us,  but  unto 
thy  name  be  glory  given  V* . 

Mr.  Hinton  has  indulged  in  a 
glance  at  those  affectionate  marks 
•f  protection  wliich  the  Protestant 
Dissenters  have  always  experienced 
from  tho  House  of  Brunswick  since 
their  accession  to  the  throno  of  £ng« 
land.  The  following  paragraph  must 
have  been  listened  to  at  Oxforb 
with  more  than  common  interest. 

••  In  actsof  jusiice  and  liberality  td- 
wards  the  Protestant  Dissenters  in  gentj. 
ral,  our  late  Sovereign  closely  imitated 
the  conduct  of  his  immediate  predecei- 
sors  to  the  throne.  To  his  Majesty  King 
George  the  First,  the  congregation  theh 
assembling  on  this  spot*  were  Itidebted 
for  a  grant  of  pecuniary  aid  equally 
just  and  munificent,  by  which  they  were 
enable  to  erect  a  place  of  worship,  which 
constitutes  a  part  of  the  building  we  now 
occupy," 

The  allusion  to  the^WiV^  of  this 
royal  ^ant,  may  not  be  generally 
cinderstood.  Immediately  after  the 
death  of  Qnecn  Anne,  the  high 
church  party  in  England,  rather  than 
submit  to  a  constitutional  monar- 
chy, were  resolved  to  replace  the 
abdicated  popish  fomily  of  the 
Stuarts  upon  tho  throne ;  and  a.s 
the  Protestant  Dissenters  were  well 
known  to  be  devoted  to  the  Pro- 
testant su(?cession  in  the  House  of 
Hanover,  the  Tories,  for.  the  pui*- 
pose  of  displaying  at  once  their  reli- 
gious and  pohtical  principles,  pulled 
down  in  many  places  the  dissenting 
meeting -Jiouses,  one  of  which 
was  that  at  Oxford,   and  was  af-» 
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terwards  rebuilt  by  a  grant  from  the 
Crown. 

Our  limits  prevent  us  from  making 
further  extracts,  which  we  could 
willingly  have  done.  It  is  evident 
from  this  sermon,  as  well  as  from 
former  productions  of  Mr.  Hinton, 
tbatbejs  an  Englishman  of  the  good 
old  sort :  one  who  well  understands 
and  glories  in  the  principles  of  the 
constitution  of  1688.  He  is  a  scrip- 
tural loyalist,  obeying  just  autho- 
rity, because  lie  "  fears  God ;"  and 
as  the  blessings  of  civil  and  reli- 
gious liberty  are  enjoyed  and  se- 
cured in  England,  this  is  an  addi- 
tional motive  for  his  *'  honouring  the 

king/' 

Though  Mr.  Hinton  would  ob- 
ject to  deulare  bis  unfeigned  assent 
and  consent  to  every  thing  con- 
tained in  tbe  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  he  yet  does  not  scruple  to 
enrich  his  sermon  by  a  quotation 
from  that  compilation,  which  has, 
since  the  Act  of  Toleratiou,  ceitsed 
to  be  the  bone  of  contention  be- 
tween Episcopalians  and  Dissen- 
ters. 

••First  of  all,"  as  classed  in  the  highest 
rank  and  among  our  intercessory  devo- 
tions, '  let  supplications  and  prayers  be 
made  for  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in 
authority.'  Considering  how  vast  are 
the  Interests  which  depend  on  the  suc- 
cess of  our  prayers,  let  us  '  most  he^r- 
TitY  beseech  the  King  of  kinp;s,  the 
only  ruler  of  princes,  that  he  Mill  mer- 
cifully replenish  the  heart  of  our  Sove- 
reign with  the  grace  of  his  holy  Spirit, 
that  he  may  always  incline  to  the  di- 
vine will,  and  walk  in  God's  holy  way, 
that  he  will  plenteously  endue  him  with 
the  gifts  of  heavenly  wisdom,'  through 
an  extended  and  prosperous  reign.  In 
proportion  to  the  sincerity  and  fervour  of 
our  prayers,  will  be  our  promptitude  to 
every  measure  by  which  the  peace  of 
our  country, may  be  promoted  and  its 
safety  secured.'*

After  treading  this  pamphlet,  we

and  that  the  quotations  in  it  are  ex-»

But  when  the  author 
giveS'  us  his  own  sentiments  in  his 
own  words,  we  are  compelled  to  sea 
with  the  deepest  regret,  that  he  does 
not  direct  his  readers  to  the  aton- 
ing sacrifice  of  the  cross,  which,  aa 
we  most  steadfastly  believe,  is  tho 
only  foundation  of  hope  for  perish- 
ing sinners;  and  which  also  forms 
an  essential  part  of  '*  The  Chris- 
tianity of  the  New  Testament."

Oil  Wednesday,  July  14, 1819,  a  nu- 
merous and  very    respectable  meeting 


was  held  at  York-street  Chapel,  Man- 
chester, of  the  friends  of  the  above  In- 
stitution*  Joseph  Weight,  being  called 
to  the  chair,  addressed  the  meeting  in  an 
appropriate  speech,  and  introduced  the 
business  of  the  day;  after  which  the 
following  resolutions  were  passed. 

1.  That  the  great  object  of  the  Bap. 
tjst  Missionary  Society,  and  the  measures 
pursued  by  it  for  spreading  the  know.* 
ledge  of  revealed  truth  among  the  hea- 
then, are  cordially  approved  of  by  this 
meeting;  and  that  we  deem  the  success 
ful  efforts  of  its  Missionaries  as  an  ex- 
pression of  divine  favour  and  approba- 
tion that  calls  for  much  gratitude,  and 
gives  great  encouragement  to  continued 
exertions. 

2.  That  this  meeting  cannot  better  at- 
test their  sense  of  the  value  of  the  la- 
bours of  the  Missionaries,  than  by  giving 
them  support  from  this  country  ;  and  do 
therefore  request  the  zealous  exertions 
of  all  present,  and  of  all  their  friends, 
to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
thereby  render  the  labours  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries still  more  extensively  useful.

That  so  large  and  respectable  a  body 
•f  people  as  the  Protestant  Dissenters 
•honld  not  h8?e  a  College  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  their  youth  in  the  higher  bsanch- 
«s  of  languages  and  sciences,  U  a  sub- 
ject both  of  aslonishuent  and  regret. 
^Nonconformity  excluded  tliem  from  the 
UniTersities,  by  the  oaths*  and  subscrip- 
tions which  were  demanded  at  their  ad- 
mission, or  in  the  course  of  their  studies, 
in  order  to  the  attainment  of  literary 
honours.  In  consequence  of  this,  the 
Universities  of  Holland,  and  especially 
of  Scotland,  have  been  the  usual  resorts 
of  the  young  gentlemen  who  wished  to 
participate  of  the  benefits  of  a  liberal 
education.'  Is  it  not  natural  to  suppose, 
that  the  inconvenience  of  going  so  far 
from  home  has  prevented  very  many  fron^ 
enjoying  this  inestimable  privilege .' 

But,  should  such  a  state  of  things  al- 
ways continue  ?  Ought  not  the  foul  re- 
proach to  be  rolled  away  from  before  our 
doors  ?  Is  it  not  incumbent  on  us,  with- 
out delay,  to  form  an  institution  which 
will  enable  our  respectable  youth  to  reap 
all  the  advantages  which  the  most  liberal 
education  can  confer,  without  making  a 
sacrifice  of  their  principles  as  Dissenters? 

Deeply  impressed  with  these  conside- 
rations, 1  beg  leave  to  submit  to  all  who 
are  without  the  pale  of  the  Established 
Church,  the  plan  of  a  College  which  will 
secure  to  the  students  a  liberal  education, 
and  communicate  to  them  such  a  course 
•f  instructioa  as  will  enable  then  to  ap« 
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jpetLT  with  honour  in  the  learned  profet" 
sions,  or  to  adorn  private  life  with  lite- 
rary pursues  in  the  hours  of  leisure  from 
business. 

It  is  not  intended  that  this  Institudon 
should  interfere  with  any  wluch  are  al- 
ready established.  The  theological  semi- 
naries it  will  not  infringe  on,  or  injure. 
They  are  well  adapted  to  their  professed 
design  ;  and  in  the  careful  instruction  of 
the  students,  and  in  the  extensive  course 
which  they  pursue,  will  bear  a  compa- 
rison with  any  of  the  most  celebrated 
Universides  in  Christendom.  Instead  of 
being  a  rival  to  these,  the  new  Colleg* 
will  be  a  useful  and  beneficial  ally ;  aod 
will  present  candidates  for  the  ministry 
with  a  valuable  opportunity  of  becoming 
greater  adepts  both  in  the  learned  lan- 
guages, and  in  Tarious  departments  of 
science. 

Should  the  plan  in  general,  meet  with 
the  approbation  of  the  public,  it  is  the 
wish  of  the  writer  that  gentlemen  in  the 
metropolis  would  stand  forward,  and  so* 
lidting  the  co*op6ration  of  friends  to  the 
cause  in  every  part  of  the  country,  wotfld 
mature  the  plan,  and  begin  to  carry  it 
into  execution,  by  lubscriptions  for  itt 
support,  and  looking  atound  fi>r  professon 
well  qualified  by  talents,  and  habits  of 
labour,  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  of- 
fice, with  reputation  to  the  institution, 
with  peculiar  benefits  to  the  students,  and 
with  honour  to  themselves*

It  will  be  wise  not  to  incur  ex- 
pense in  building,  till  the  College  be  es- 
tablished :  it  is  not  elegant  structures, 
but  eminent  and  laborious  professors,  that 
will  he  the  glory  and  subility  of  the 
Institutiott. 

(2.)  If  conTetfleiit  rooms  for  teachmg 
in,  OawMt  be  renbed  ;  tbe  professors^  as 
is  the  can  in  some  Of  the  Dotdi  Uiiivaa- 
sities,  at  first  tan  instruct  the  studenta  in 
their  own  houses.

£ARBY  IN  CRAVEN,  YORKSHIRE. 


Aug.  2,  J8t9^  a  new  chapel  was 
opened  at  Earby  in  Craven*  Yorkshire  : 
and  Mr.  William  Wilkiuson  was  ordained 
pastor  over  the  church  newly  formed 
there.  The  service  commenced  at  haif- 
past  ten  in  the  mornings  wUb  leading 
and  prayer  by  Mr.  Scott  of  Colne.  Mr* 
ShuttleWorth  of  CowIing-bill«  delivered 
the  introductory  discourse,  gsked  the 
nsnal  ^oesdons,  and  received  the  con- 
fession of  faith.  Mr.  Oddy  of  Hasrorth* 
olfiBred  the  ordioation-j>rayer»  and  gave 
the  charge  Irom  SS  Cor.  iv,  1.  Met  agaiA 
91  tbree»1P»  M*  Mc  Nigbtinjoje  prayed. 
Mr.  Gaunt  of  Sutton  addressed  the 
church  from  i  Thes«iii  v.  18,  13.  A  col- 
lection was  then  made,  amounting  to 
about  jC$,  towards  liquidating  the  debt 
on  the  chapel.  . 

There  haye  been  a  ^w  Baptists  in 
Sarbv  A»r  a  coostdeiable  time,  who  have 
regularly  attended  divine  worship  at 
Barnoldswick,  about  two  miles  distant. 
They  have  for  some  time  desired  a  chapel 
in  this  vUla^e^  there  being  no  place  of 
worship  in  it,  though  it  contains  six  or 
seven  hundred  inhabitants,  and  is  sur- 
rounded by  several  othej  villages*    - 

In  Dec*  1818,  about  ten  of  them  re- 
quested their  dismission  from  the  cliurcb 
at  Bamoldswick,  and  invited  Mr.^  Wil- 
kinson (who  had  exercised  his  ^ifts  in  the 
neighbourhood  for  some  time  w.iUi  ac- 
ceptance) to  take  the  pastoral  char^ 
of  them.  They  carried  on  worship  in  a 
dwelluig-bouse,  until  the  chapel  was  co- 
vered iD>  when  they  enjtered  it  in  an 
unfunaiahed  state,  in  jwhich  state  it  stiJi 
remains,  it  is  thirty-three  feet  by 
.tweuty-four.  XtcoAt^^SO.  jf 44  have 
been  already  advanced*  FA)r  the  re- 
mainder they  will  be  under  tiie  necessity 
of  appealing  to  the  Uberslity  of  the 
religious  public,  being  themselves  very 
poor.  Their  prospects  of  usefuJuess  ar^ 
encouraging*  Six  have  jpined  them 
from  CowUng-hill,  and  several  have  been 
added  by  baptbra.  Their  number  is 
now  upwards  of  tyrenty.

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XairacUfnm  a  Letter  of  the  Rev*  J. 
WUton,  dnted 

March  23, 1820. 

As  this  is  the  last  quarter  previously 
to  the  Annoal  Report  being  prepared,  1 
shall  now  offer  some  remarksrparticularly 
jespecting  the  schools. 

The  number  of  children  in  general  at- 
tendance in  the  schools*  amounts  in  the 
whole  to  4,937 ;  to  this  may  be  addedjl50, 
.who  occasionally  attend,  most  of  whom 
are  adults.  Tins  shows  the  number  «f 
schools  and  children  to  be  a9  nearly  as 
possible  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.  60 
schools,  (for  one  will  b^  dismissed  this 
quarter,}  and  5,000  scholars.  This  state- 
ment excites  a  diversitjr  of  feeling,  parti- 
pulaily  that  of  gratitude  and  praise-:— of 
pity  and  regret.  Our  grateful  fedings 
should  be  in  exercise,  and  otfr  praises 
offered,  in  the  first  instance,  to  God,  who  is 
'giving  repeated  e^ences  that  the  cause 
is  his  own ;  to  whom  we  -are  indebted, 
that  notwithstanding  the  many  difficul- 
ties that  have  presented  themselves,  and 
the  great  opposition  that  has  been  at- 
tempted, oar  numbers  have  not  failed* 
Out  thanks  are  also  due  to  many  of  the 
gentlemen  of  the  country,  who,  their  at- 
tention being  directed  to  the  subject,  have 
most  cordially  co-operated,  and  rendered 
jessential  service. 

As  we  would  be  grateful  for  what  has 
been  done,  so  we  cannot  but  regret  that 
more  has  not  been  done ; — we  cannot  but 
pity  the  thousands  of  unhappy  youths 
who  are  still  in  ignorance,  and  involved 
in  the  darkness,  and  exposed  to  the  hor- 
jors>  of  the  grossest  superstition. 

An  awful  insensibility  to  the  state  of 
these  wretched  beings,  from  the  habit  of 
constantly  seeing  it,  is  still  too  generally 
discovered  in  this  country,  even  b^  somd 
from  whom  we  might  expect  a  different 
conduct.  But  il  is  matter  of  rejoicing, 
that  the  conduct  of  those  children  who 
spend  one,  two,  or  three  years  in  the 
schools  where  the  scriptures  are  taught, 
when  contrasted  with  those  who  do  not 
enjoy  this  privilege,  is  renioving  this  in- 
tensibility,  and  exciting  inquiry  as  to  the 
c  ausex)f  the  change. 

I  will  now  give  some  particulars  as  to 
irhat  has  been  done  in  the  Khools.    Of 


the  5,000  children  in  the  schools  in 
Connaught,  about  a  fourth  have  been 
committing  the  scriptures  to  memory, 
and  have  made  considerable  progress  in 
writing  and  ciphering ;  and  some  of  the 
females  are  taught  knitting  and  needle* 
work.  These  committers  have  from  one 
to  thirty  chapters  of  the  New  Testament 
treasured  in  their  memory ;  so  that  were 
all  the  Bibles  in  the  islaad  destroyed* 
the  scriptures  would  not  be  erased  from 
their  minds. 

I  some  time  ago  mentioned  a  little 
girl,  seven  years  of  age,  whp  in  a  few 
months  learned  to  read  well,  and  repeat- 
ed several  chapters  very  correctly.  This 
encouraged  me  to  promise  her  a  Bible, 
as  a  premium,  when  she  sliould  repeat 
the  whole  of  the  Gospel  of  John.  On  my 
last  visit  I  found  that  she,  with  four  bro- 
thers and  sisters,  were  going  with  their 
widowed  father  to  America;  but  all  the 
anxiety  of  the  dear  child  was,  not  how 
they  should  cross  the  mighty  deep;— . 
not  how  a  livelihood  was  to  be  obtained 
in  America  ;--but.  Will  Mr.  Wilson 
come  with  the  Bible  before  I  go?  I  was 
there  before  she  went,  nor  would  I  have 
been  absent  for  the  value  of  ten  thou- 
sand Bibles!  She  repeated,  with  the 
whole  of  the  Gospel  of  John,  the  Sermon 
of  Jesus  on  the  Mount.  Judge  then  of 
my  pleasure  in  bestowing  the  premium. 
Since  I  mentioned  this  circumstance 
several  similar  instances  have  occur? 
red ;  but  I  pass  over  the  rest,  tq  menr 
tion  one :  £.  C.  a  girl  who  will  be  seven 
years  old  in  May  next,  has,  since  the 
establishment  of  the  school.  No.  28  in  the 
schedule,  not  two  years  since,  learned  to 
read  well,  is  beginning  to  write,  apc^  has 
committed  to  memory,  and  can  repeat 
correctly,  the  whole  of  the  Gospel  of 
John,  the  Sermon  on  tbe  Mount,  with  the 
Epistles  to  the  Galatians,  the  Ephesians, 
the  Philippians,  and  the  Colussians.  This 
child,  it  is  probable,  had  not  that  school 
been  established,  would  not  now  have 
known  a  letter  in  the  alphabet.  The  famf- 
ly  lives^  and  the  school  is  situated,  in  ^ 
boggy  mountain  in  the  Barony  of  Tyrera  ; 
and  the  child  has  never  seen  a  city,  town,, 
or  village,  in  her  life;  nor  scarcely  bii, 
cabins  in  the  neighbourhood  of  each 
other.    To  comment  on   soch  facts  a^ 
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these,  woaldy  1  humbly  conceiTe*  be  an 
insnlt  to  the  reader,  and  tend  to  destroy 
the  impression  whidi  they  are  calculated 
to  make. 

The  Committee  will  observe,  that 
though  the  number  of  schools  is  not  in- 
creasedi  some  changes  have  taken  place 
tespecting  the  masters  and  the  situations 
of  the  schools;  the  particulars  of  which, 
{perhaps,  need  not  be  mentioned*  The 
occasion  of  some  of  their  alterations  was, 
acting  upon  the  principle  laid  down  by 
^be  Saviour  for  the  apostles^  Matt.  x.  S3. 
.  Por  the  informaUon  of  onr  '<  Norwich** 
and  "  Harlow^'  friend a^  I  have  the  plea- 
sue  of  sayiogt  that  the  schools  assisted 
by  them  are  doin|;  very  well  j  girls,  and 
>orocn  nearly  thirty  years  of  age^  are 
now  making  a  good  use  of  the  needle, 
some  of  whom  never  had  one  in  their 
hands  betore:  reading  aud  writing  are 
^Iso,  of  course,  attended  to. 

Both  the  above  schools  are  in  the 
Bareny  of  Uney ,  in  the  CoontT  of  8Jigo ; 
the  latter  is  at  the  foot  of  a  barren  and 
rocky '  mountain ;  its  sterile  appearance 
is  too  faithful  a  picture  of  the  minds  of 
most  of  the  inhabitants. 

But  I  have  another  Female  School, 
for  which  I  want  a  name ;  and  any  of 
our  Enelish  friends  will  do  themselves 
liopoor  by  adopting  it ;  and  I  do  not  he- 
sitate to  say,  that  it  is  worihv  of  the 
name  of  the  *<  London  SckooL**  It  was.es- 

Sblished  in  the  beginning  of  the  year>luB 
ronahuir,  County  of  Ceitrim.  There 
are  no  boj^s  in  it,  anf)  yet  there  are  lOQ 
names  on  the  list,  78  of  which  I  found 
present  when  1  was  there,  about  three 
weeks  ago.  A  very  creditable  young 
woman  is  appointed  as  the  mistress,  and 
it  will  be  superintended  by  some  respect- 
able ladies  in  the  village,  I  appointed 
this  in  ftfith,  not  doubting  but  that  J 
should  iind  supporters  for  it,  4>n  making 
h  known  in  my  naiive  country. 

These  Female  Schools  are  of  great 
impurtance;  tor  in  addition  to  making 
them  acquainted  with  the  scriptures* 
teaching  them  needle-work,  &c.  they  will 
make  them  of  use  in  their  Camiliesj 
whereas  now  scarcely  one  poor  woman 
In  fifty  knows  how  to  make  a  garment  for 
herself  or  family. 

The  readers  and  inspectors,  I  be)iev«, 
are  men  fearing  God,  and  devoted  U>  the 
object  of  their  employment:  their  jo^of- 
nals  are  well  worthy  of  attbnlion. 

Preaching  is  the  next  subject  to  which 
I  shall  advyt ;  and  respecting  it  I  have 
to  observe,  tlifit  during  the  last  year  I 
have  preached  at  five  places,  which  J 
had  not  previously  visited,  and  whera  at 
any  time  good  congregations  may  be 
obtained  by  a  gospel  preacher,    I  have 


preached  at  eighteen  dilR^rent  placet  ia 
the  coarse  of  this  quarter ;  repeatedly  in 
some  of  them.  Besides  these  eighteen, 
there  are  trv  «r  twelve  more  in  my  cir- 
cuit, in  which  acjually  good  congregations 
might  be  obtained,  hui  I  tiuw  to  visit 
them.  That  1  may  be  as  explicit  as 
possible,  I  will  here  add,  that  in  two  of 
those  places  the  number  of  persons  is 
not  more  than  from  $0  to  40 ;  in  three 
of  them  the  number  is  from  150  to  200^ 
and  all  the  others  from  <S0  to  100.  These, 
I  think*  are  load  calls  for  farther  assist- 
ance^ considering  wh^re  these  peryona 
are  placed :  and  i  therefore  again  plead 
the  cause  of  these  three  ihoujumd  yttw^t 
scattered  through  this  part  of  tne  Pro« 
vince  of  Connaught ;  and  beseech  the 
Committee,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  fbliil 
their  prombe  of  another  prradier  in  thia 
part  of  the  country.

With  respect  to 
money  towards  the  support  of  another 
preacher,  1  fear  but  little  will  he  obtain- 
ed, as  most  of  the  people  referred  to  are 
poor}  but  this  I  wnl  say  fortfaeaiiy  that  of 
such  as  they  have^  they  wiU  freely 
l^ve.

Smt^hUU  Mmch  10, 1820. 

Thb  Lord  seems  to  bless  onr  endc*- 
Tours,  by  adding  to  onr  cengregation 
daily  both  rich  and  poor;  our  nuinlMr 
often  exceeded  a  hundred,  and  it  was 
seldom  less.  Many  of  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholics used  to  come  to  hear  preacliing, 
after  tliey  retoraed  from  the  chapd  eir 
Sunday;  and  they  generally  liatencd 
with  the  greatest  atlentton,  as  I  aeldom 
touched  their  prejudices,  i  (bund  at  to 
be  the  better  way  to  tell  them  of  the  love 
of  Christ  to  shiners,  and  of  the  gospel- 
plan  of  salvation,  in  tfie  plainest  manner 
I  could. 

Though  some  good  has  been  dene^ 
much  more  remains  to  be  done.  Here  we 
daHy  see  the  poor  deluded  inbabitanls 
going  round  a  monument  of  stones  on 
their  bare  knees,  until  their  Arsh  is  all 
torn  with  the  gravel  and  small  stones, 
bowing  as  often  as  they  come  to  the 
east  side  of  it.  With  this  kind  of  wor* 
ship  they  imagine  God  to  be  so^lelig^led* 
that  it  not  only  atones  for  their  past  sins, 
but  also  for  thek  future ;  nay,  4hey  un- 
dergo the  like  penance  for  tlieir  homes, 
sheep,  and  cows,  if  they  chance  to  be 
sick.  O  monstrous  Uindnessi  Ah  I  auick 
to  be  lamented  ignorance  !  flow  defpra- 
diog  to   hunmn  natpre!    Bu^  tbaulp 
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«re  getting  more  t^nlighteaed  than  to  ghe 
liito  thia  infataatifjr.. 


SUract  ef  a  Letter  from  B.  U.  an  InOi 
Reader,  dated 
Atdnarte,  Moh^  17, 1820. 

StNCX  my  last  letter  I  have  heen  «m- 
jEBjied  as  usua]«  Ii^  the  beginning  of 
this  month  I  went  into  a  hoase  that  is 
Buch  resorted  to  in  this  town,  where  I 
•fien  viaic  When  I  appeared,  the  neo- 
pie  began  to  dispute  among  themselves 
respecting  me.  Some  said  I  was  a  good 
■lan ;  others  said  I  was  a  seducer.  "  Whv 
do  yoa  call  me  a  seducer?*'  said  1,  **  is 
k  for  making  open  profession  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Chriit,  and  wishing  him  to  rule 
over  me;  and  for  recommending  other 
people  to  do  the  same,  that  you  call  roe 
a  seducer?"  «•  No;  but  you  at  all 
times  deny  that  Jesus  Christt  or  his 
apostles,  ever  celebrated  mass.*'  "  { 
would  not,"  said  I,  "  if  there  was  any 
authority  in  the  Bible  for  i,t."  My  an- 
Cagoniit  said  he  would  prove  it  by  the 
Boiiay  Bible.  '•  No,'*  sud  1,  "  if  you 
were  to  read  from  Genesis  to  Revela- 
tion, you  would  not  find  any  proof  that 
mass  was  ever  celebrated  in  or  i  before 
the  apostles'  time  ;  therefore  it  is  Nothing 
^Qt  the  doctrine  of  men."  All  the  peo* 
pie  in  the  house  gave  it  against  b!m,  that 
be  was  foiled.  He  then  insisted  that  it 
was  necessary  for  Christiaas  to  uivoke 
•aitits  and  angels,  to  make  intercession 
for  them.  I  deferred  him  to  the  follow 
ing  portions  of  scripture.  Acts  iv.  12: 
^  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other ; 
for  there  is  none  other  name  under  hea> 
▼en  given  aftiong  men  whereby  we  must 
be  -saved."  Rev.  xxii.  9 :  •«  Worship 
CodJ'  Col.  ii.  18,19.  "Let  no  man 
beguile  you  of  your  reward  in  a  volun- 
tary humility,  abd  worshipping  of  an- 
gels," &o.  All  that  were  present  heard 
me  attentively,  except  one  who  de- 
pended then  on  the  absolution  of  bis 
priest,  when  all  other  arguments  failed 
him ; ,  but  1  endeavoured  to  correct  that 
absurdity  also,  by  referring  him  to  Matk 
Jj.  7 :  **  Who  can  forsive  sins  but  Ood 
oniy  ?"  and  Isaiah  xfiii.  S5 :  **  t,  even 
I,  am  he  that  blotteth  out  thy  transgres- 
sions, for  mine  own  sake ;  and  will  nut 
femembtfr  thy  sins."  "  Therefore,"  said 
X,  **  you  see  i^  is  robbing  God  of  his 
^ory  for  an/  creature  to  assume  this 
power  of  forgiving  sins.  For  there  is  one 
God,  and  one  Mediator  between  Ged 
and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus." 

I  then  recommended  my  hearers  to  go 
to  the  Rev.   M^,    Wilson's   preaching. 


SWM  Mid  they  would ;  6t!ieri  tfaid  they 
wcfrfc  HsheiMd.  I  told  them  that  shame 
would  not  apologize  for  them  m  the  day 
of  judgment,  when  thev  should  appeav 
before  their  God ;  and  toM  them  how 
essential  it  was  for  them  to  have  an  in- 
terest in  that  one  sacrifice,  which  waa 
offered  oa  Calvary.  After  this  part 
of  ray  conversation,  I  faeo^d  maay  of 
the  little 'assembly  SMiUer  as  foJIowt^ 
«'  May  the  Lord  be  nereifal  to  us  sin* 
ners,  and  prepare  us  for  that  great  day.** 
The  day  after,  I  went  to  inspect  soum 
of  the  Kbool9  in  Ty  rawl^ ;  and  on  tlw 
evening  of  that  day  I  inspected  E.  C,"* 
school.  ThMe  were  114  papiis  proMKif, 
32  of  whom  read  the  fitsl  of  the  Oospei 
of  John,  the  ttoit  of  whom  ooaM 
make  satisfactoiy  answers.  This  school 
is  freqiientlv  vbited  by  Mies  and  gea« 
tkmen^  and  about  half  the  chiidnni  at* 
tend  a  Snnday-sehooi.  i  .ataid  diat 
night  in  the  imie  towa»  Crossdialiaa. 
Many  of  the  neighbours  came  in  to  ask 
me  qaesrtioiit  respecting  the  scriptures. 
They  talked  of  Purgatory:  I  Endeavour- 
ed to  clear  up  that  pomt  for  them  by 
heading  the  following  portions  of  scrips 
ture  hi  their  hearing.  Phil.  i.  21 :  «*  JPot 
me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain  :*' 
but  <»Ccording  to  the  Romish  church  to 
die  is  not  gain ;  as  the  priests  and  their 
followers  insist  that  every  creature 
most  pass  through  a  burning  fire.  Also 
2  Cor.  v.  and  other  portions  that  I  have 
not  toom  to  mention.  The  people  that 
were  abobt  me  said,  that  they  believed 
all  t  siild.

Last  week  t  visited  the  schools,  and 
the  folio  wins  is  an  account  of  the  state 
in  which  I  found  tb^m. 

The  first  in  order  is  that  of  J.  M.  M 
Bandon,  of  which  I  felt  it  any  duty  to 
speak  favourably  in  my  last;  andcaa 
with  pr<M>riety  and  pleasure  do  so  still. 

Ihe  first  class  contains  80  children, 
who  are  reading  the  Gospels,  and  com' 
milting  parts  of  them  to  memory. 

The  second-class  contains  14  children, 
reading  the  Society's  small  books,  out  of 
which  they  can  repeat  five  chapteia. 

Third  class,  15  children  spelling. 

Fourth  class,  7  children  learniiw  the 
alphabet. 

Total  66. 
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Of  coarse,  1  did  not  see  the  Sonday- 
•chool ;  but  the  master  infofkot  nie»  that 
be  has  adults. 

First  class,    18  reading  the  Gospels* 

Second  do.    10  spellers. 

Total,    28. 

^  The  Sunday-school  is  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  adults  only.  You  will  see  that 
there  are  in  this  school  in  the  whole  84 
scholars.  I  am  very  glad  to  inform  you 
that  M—  evidently  feels  a  great  deal 
of  interest  in  the  instruction  of  those 
committed  to  his  care,  and  the  dilldren 
•re  improving  accordingly. 

The  next  school  is  situated  in  the 
])arish  of  Murragh,  about  five  miles'from 
the  above.  With  this  I  was  also  highly 
gratified  ;  it  is  in  appearance  even  better 
than  that  in  Bandon.  The  number  of 
children  as  follows.

The  next  school  I  visited  'was  O.  S.'s ; 
this  is  doing  well.  The  number  of 
children  is  53  on  the  list,  though  there 
were  not  more  than  30  present.  Nine- 
teen of  them  read  in  the  Testament,  two 
are^  lekmiug  the  lilphabet,  and  the  re- 
mainder read  the  small  books. 

C.  has  moved,  and  the  distance  from 
Clonikilty  being  so  much  farther  than  I 
expected,  his  school  was  dismissed  before 
I  reached  him.  It  was  ihe  first  day  of 
his  opening  school  in  the  place  he  in- 
formed -  me  that  he  had  admitted  25 
children  that  day.  I  mast  pay  him  a 
▼isit  as  soon  as  I  can. 

Such,  Sir,  is  the  state  of  yonr  schools 
in  this  part  of  the  country.  I  may  safel  j 
say  that  they  are  doing  incalculable 
good.  I  was  truly  fatigued  in  finding 
them,  and  much  puzzled;  but  was  more 
than  repaid  when  I  sat  down  with  the 
poor  children,  and  Heard  them  read  the 
word  of  God,  and  conttlmplated  the  ef- 
fects that  must  be  produced.  Such  out 
of  the  way  wildernesses,  as  most  of  these 
ichools  are  situated  in,  it  would  be  diffi- 
cnlt  for  me  to  describe,  and  impossible 
for  those  to  conceive  wlio  have  not  seen 
them.  But  this  is  the  verj  thing  that 
gives  them  so  much  intierest  and  import- 
ance; for  such  are  the  places,  that  were 
it  not  for  these  schools,  or  those  of  some 
other  benevolent  society,  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  the  children  to  obtain  any 
education  at  all.  Oh  I  that  our -friends 
in  England  had  sent  them  here  fiAj 
yean  ago  1  buti  blessed  be  God,  they 
have  tent  them  now*

TMrnun-e,  March  28, 1820. 

DZAS  BaiTHBENf 

After  four  months'  confinement  ta 
mj  room,  on  the  2d  of  February  last  I 
preached  my  first  sermon  in  this  town, 
and  was  wefl  attended  by  persons  of  the 
town,  and  from  the  country.  We  had  a 
memorable  time. 

Lord's-day,  March  5. — Preached  at 
Rahue ;  all  the  friends  w^re  inexpressi- 
bly joyful  to  see  me  once,  more,  and  re- 
freshed* while  I  declared  to  them  the 
glad  tidings  of  the  kingdom  of  God. 
While  we  commemorated  the  death  of 
our  divine  Lord,  we  experienced  the 
truth  of  those  cheering  words  of  the  Pro* 
phet :  "  They  that  wait  upon  the  Lord 
shall  renew  their  strength." 

Friday,  the  10th  In8tant.->Preached  at 
Ferbane ;  the  brethren  were  trulj  thank* 
ful  to  the  God  of  Providence  for  my  re- 
covery, and  we  had  a  most  happy  time 
together  that  evening. 

Lord's-day,  the  12th.  '—  Preached 
twice,  and  administered  the  Lord's  sup* 
per  to  our  members.  Several  of  the  bre* 
tliren  prayed.  I  thought  if  the  Commit- 
tee had  been  there,  and  heard  them  sing 
and  pray,  and  rejoice  in  the  rock  of  their 
salvation,  the  remembrance  of  so  many 
persons  being  made  acquainted  with  the 
gospel,  and  redeemed  from  the  power  of 
sin,  would  more  than  compensate  then 
for  all  their  labour. 

Lord's-day,  the  19th. — ^Preached  agaiif 
at  Rahne ;  was  well  attended.  Th« 
school  is  going  on  well :  many  of  the  Ca* 
tholics  are  returning. 

Monday.  —  Preached  at  Geashill, 
about  five  miles  from  Tollamore,  and  was 
much  encouraged  to  repeat  mj  visit  to 
that  dark  spot.  It  was  the  first  time  I 
preached  in  that  neighbourhood ;  neyer* 
theless  I  received  invitations  to  two  or 
three  other  places.  Several  young  men 
purpose  coming  in  to  Tullamore  from 
that  neighbourhood  to  hear  me  preach, 
and  to  converse  with  me  about  the  things 
of  God,  next  Thursday  evening ;  and  on 
Friday  evening,  if  able,  I  intend  preach- 
ing at  one  of  the  new  places. 

The  importunity  o^  my  friends,  and  tho 
state  of  things,  oblige  me  to  resume  my 
labours  before  I  have  entirely  recovered 
from  my  illness.  I  have  no  doubt  but  this 
short  Journal  will  be  pleasing  to  you,  as 
it  will  give  you  to  see  that  God  has 
raised  me  from  my  long  and  dangeroai 
illneif.

Thb  following  remarks  on  the 
dimate  of  India,  are  extracted 
flitfitf  a'  Monthly  PabHcatibn^  con- 
ducted by  our  brethren  at  Se- 
ramp.ore.  We  present  them  to 
our'  readerSy  not  merely  as  com^ 
nraiticating  much  interesting  in- 
fbrmation  on  that  subject^  but  as 
they  serve  to  explain  why  natives 
can  be  supported  at  st^niuehless 
expiense  than  Missionaries  sent 
fi^om  Europe. 

TtiE  criid^te  of  India;  if  it  be  not  fa- 
vbutabieto  longevity,  a  ^lnt>  however, 
oil'\vhichwe  ought  to  obtain  far  greater 
eVidettce'than' any 'yiet 'collected,  before  it 
be  decided' In  the  negative,  is  highly  fa- 
vourable to  the  enjoyment  of  tb«  inhabit- 
ants, as  it  lessens  in  vctficus  wayi  the  er- 
ptftl^ii  necessary  to  ttieir  comfort.  It  makes 
a  vast'dilfereuce  iii  the  expense  of  a  Hd- 
h'UcUion,  In  Britain,  a  h6us6,  while  es- 
setitldlly  necessary  to  the  preservation  of 
health,  niUiftbesuch  aSto  be  proof  against 
the  inclemency  of  the  seasons.  Scarcely 
the  mdst  robaist  constitution  could  bear  a 
cdiistant  eiposure  to  the  ait  during  the 
whole  tw6nty-four  hours,  ev6ii  in  the 
vif&rraest  mouths  of  the  year.  In  these 
cirCoUist&nce4i  what  must  the  delicate,' the 
diseased,  the  infirm,  suffer  in  the  most 
iiicTenient  seasons  of  the  year,  without  a 
habitsltion  suflicient  to  screen  them  from 
the  rigour  of  the  seasons !  Far  different 
i^  the  climate  of  India.  It  is  true  that 
the  heat  for  some  months  is  very  great, 
{Miiticnlariy  about  lAid-day;  but  then 
hbw  soon  is  a  shelter  from  the  heat  pro- 
vided !  It  is  afforded  even  by  the  shade 
of  a  tree ;  and,  in  ntany  casesj  even  a  fin-

Igfe  leaf'  of  the'  Indian  Ariiui,  held  by  a 
Inative  so  as  to  overshadow  his  head,  will 
be  esteemed  by  him  a  sufficient  shelter, 
while  travelling  under  thie  meridian  sun, 
perhaps  at  ISO  degrees  of  heat  b^  Fah- 
jenheit's' thermometer.  Nor  is  it  by  any 
'means  un'comraoh  to  see  a  small  shed 
formed  by  two  bamboos  cut  &om  the 
!  hedge,  pfnced  so  as  tp  meet  each  other  at 
I  the  top,  and  covered  by  leaves  from  the 
(neighbouring  trees,  form  a  nightly  abode 
Ito  a  Hindoo  for  months  together,  while 
jnot  above  three  feet  in  breadth  at  bottom, 
and  not'  exceeding  fipur  feet  in  height. 
During  certain  months  in  the  year,  many 
from  choice  sleep  in  the  open  air  during 
the  whole  night,  often  on  the  terrace  of 
their  houses,  without  sustaining  the  least 
injury ;  and  any  one  who  takes  a  walk 
through  the  chief  street  of  Calcutta  suffi- 
ciently early,  may  see  hundreds  of  the 
jnatives  sleeping  in  th^  street  at  their  ow^ 
lor  their  employer's  door,  for  perhaps  the 
jgreater  part  of  the  year.  A  few  rupees* 
'therefore,  will  erect  a  dwelling  which 
ishall  be  as  well  accommodated  to  the 
peculiarities  of  the  climate,  as  one  erected 
in  Britain  at  ten  times  the  expense.  The 
,effect  of  this  iii  the  article  of  rent  must 
)be  obvious  to  ail.  B^t  this  brings  with  it 
'.another  advantage ;  the  expense  of 
jCrecting  a  comfortable  habitation  being 
Iso  very  small,  almost  everV  one  is  able  to 
erect  a  house  for  himself.  For  this  the 
wages  of  three  or  four  months  will  often 
be  suMcient,  and  sometimes  a  much  lelss. 

Eum.  Titus  the  expense  of  rent;,  which 
he  generality  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bri- 
kaihhave  to  meet,'  the  mUdness  of  the 
plmate  in  India  almost  wholly  removes 
jfrora  its  inhabitants. 

,  While  the  nature  of  the  climate  creates 
puch  ^  saving  of  expense  to  tl^e  natives 
jrelative  to  their  habitations,  it  is  scarcely. 
less  favourable  relative  to  clothing.  As 
defence  from  the  rigour  of  the  seasons  is 
BO  little  needed,  decency  and  ornament 
are  the  only  objects  in  view.  In  theses 
their  simplicity  of  manners,  and  the  un- 
changing form  of  their  garments,  reduce 
the  expense  to  a  mere  trifle  ;  one  fashion 
})ervading  the  whole  country,  their  ap« 
parel  never  grows  old  by  merely  b^ng- 
lieen.  as  is  sometimes  th^  case  in  ilurope 
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among  those  classes  of  its  inhabitants  who 
are  far  from  being  opulent^  Further^ 
man^  articles  of  apparel  highly  necessary 
in  Europe,  are  almost  altogether  unknown 
to  the  inhabitants  of  this  mild  climate. 
A  separate  covering  for  the  head,  either 
in  the  form  of  cap  or  hat,  is  almost  ab- 
horred by  Hindoos  of  both  sexes;  and 
although  a  Hindoo  sircar  in  a  city  puts  on 
a  turban  for  the  sake  of  appearing  in  a 
suitable  dress  for  business,  he  embraces 
the  first  iQproent  of  his  return  to  his  do- 
mestic circle  to  lay  aside  the  useless  and 
unpleasant  incumbrance.  In  the  same  de- 
gree a  coveriug  for  the  feet,  and  even  the 
legs,  appears  to  the  'natives  of  India 
equally  unnecessary.  Although  the  dress 
of  the  women  extends  to  about  the  mid- 
leg,  for  the  sake  of  decency,  the  £eet  and 
the  lower  part  of  the  leg  are  generally 
left  without  any  covering,  even  among 
them.  By  children  of  both  sexes,  there- 
fore, and  even  by  men  highly  respectable 
in  life,  a  covering  for  the  feet  or  the  legs 
is  regarded  as  quite  superfluous.  It  is 
Irue,  that  men  in  higher  circnmstDuces 
wear  shoes  occasionally;  but  they  are 
never  like  those  worn  by  even  the  British 
peasantry  ;  they  cost  scarcely  more  than 
a  tenth  of  the  price,  unless  when  adorned 
with  gold  or  silver ;  they  are  merely  worn 
when  out  on  a  visit,  and  thrown  aside 
when  the  wearers  are  at  home.  Some 
wear  shoes  when  they  travel ;  but  if  they 
have  to  go  to  any  distance,  the  shoes  are 
perhaps  as  commonly  to  be  seen  in  the 
hand,  as  on  the  feet :  and  this  is  certain 
of  being  the  case  as  often  as  any  stream 
of  water,  or  any  miry  part  of  the  road, 
presents  itself;  the  ease  with  which  they' 
can  pass  a  river  bare-foot  and  bare-legged, 
and  the  enjoyment  of  washing  their  feet 
when  arrived  on  the  opposite  side,  make 
them  lay  aside  every  thing  of  the  nature 
of  shoes,  whenever  an  opportunity  of 
this  nature  presents  itself. 

The  effect  of  this  benign  climate  in  les- 
sening the  quantity,  and  of  course  the 
expense  of  housthold  furniture,  so  large  an 
item  of  expense  in  Britain,  is  scarcely 
less  sen^ble  than  in  lessening  that  of  their 
clothing  and  their  habitations.  A  bed  is 
scarcely  known  among  them  ;  a  mat  an* 
swers  every  purpose  of  repose,  and  almost 
any  thing  serves  for  a  pillow.  This  mat  is 
in  general  spread  on  the  ground;  not 
seldom  indeed,  when  it  is  quite  damp,  al- 
though some  of  them  have  so  far  profited 
by  the  example  of  Europeans,  as  to  pur- 
chase a  cot  on  which  to  spread  their  mat, 
the  price  of  which,  however,  seldom  ex- 
ceeds a  few  annas.  For  a  covering,  the 
cloth  they  wear  by  day  generally  answers 
every  purpose;  and  thus  an  expense 
which  lies  so  heavy  on  a  man  in  England, 


is  scarcely  known  among  the  Hindoos. 
Moroever,  the  mildness  of  the  climate  in- 
duces them  to  sit  without  doors  rather 
than  withm,  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the 
year.  But  a  shed  out  of  doors,  or  the 
shade  of  a  large  tree  erat)owering  their 
habitation,  is  not  a  place  which  requires 
to  be  decorated  with  chairs  and  tables. 
Hence  the  absence  of  these  articles  of 
furniture  forms  another  saving,  for  which 
they  are  indebted  to  the  mUdness  of  the 
climate,  which  thus  eases  them  of  all  the 
labour  through  which  these  articles  are 
procured  in  Europe.  In  these*  and  vari« 
ous  other  ways,  does  the  climate  contri- 
bute to  diffiinbh  the  wants  of  the  native 
of  India,  respecting  his  habitation,  his 
furniture,  and  the  clothing  of  both  him- 
self and  his  family,  the  care  of  providing 
which  presses  so  heavily  from  year  to 
year  on  the  British  peasant  and  artizan. 

Should  any  say ;  "  this  is  no  kind  of 
advantage  ;  it  is  a  state  of  unnatural  po- 
verty, which  cannot  fail  to  occasion  mi« 
sery  ;'*  it  should  be  recollected,  that  this 
is  not  the  state  of  the  indigent  merely,  but 
of  the  afiluent,  who  could  well  afford  any 
kind  of  convenience  or  ornament,  and 
who  forbear  to  provide  themselves .  with 
those  articles  of  convenience,  not  from 
parsimonious  feelings,  but  because  they 
view  them  as  totally  needless.  These 
accommodations,  therefore,  as  to  their 
habitations,  clothing,  and  furniture,  are- 
not  reputable ;  and  when  thb  is  the  uni- 
versal feeling,  there  is  no  idea  of  poverty 
or  dishonour  attached  to  their  absence. 
Even  in  the  article  of  clothing  for  their 
children,  a  degree  of  afSoence  does  not 
lead  them  to  change  the  mode,  and 
scarcely  to  add  a  single  article ;  but  rather 
to  load  the  children  with  ornaments  of 
silver  and  gold.  A  native  child  of  ten 
years  old,  who  is  not  arrayed  in  clothing 
to  the  amount  of  a  rupee,  will  sometimes 
have  on  his  bare  legs  and  arms  ornaments 
to  the  amount  of  more  than  a  hundred. 

From  this  state  of  things,  certain  e£> 
fects  necessarily  follow.  That  indefatiga- 
ble habit  of  industry,  and  that  robustness 
of  mind,  which  are  created  in  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Britain,  by  their  being  compelled 
to  meet  the  wants  occasioned  by  the  in- 
clemencies of  the  climate,  and  to  guard 
themselves,  and  those  they  bold  dear, 
against  its  severity,  can  never  be  created 
in  the  inhabitants  of  India.  These  habits 
are  the  result  of  continued  exerdon,  oc- 
casioned by  wants  perpetually  recurring, 
which  are  unknown  to  the  inhabitants  of 
India.  Hence  they  have  always  fallen  a 
prey  to  their  northern  and  western  neigh- 
bours ;  and  been  subjected,  in  a  greater 
or  less  degree,  to  some  nation  or  other, 
almost  from  the  earliest  ages.-  Nor  indeed 
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IS  all  that  empbtpnent  created  among  them, 
which  ^  the  necessity  for  supplying  these 
wants  ^creates  in  BritaiSf  and  wltich  adds 
so  much  to  the  polished  state  of  society 
there»  while  it  famishes  labour  for  numejr- 
oos  classes  of  Us  inhabitants. 


The  following  Letter  from  our 
Mridowed  sister  Randall,  to  Mr. 
Saffery,  of  Salisbury,  relates,  with 
afi\;cting  simplicity,  several  parti- 
culars of  the  last  illness  and  death 
of  her  late  excellent  husband, 
whose  decease  was  stated  in  our 
last  Number. 

Serampore,  Nov.  1819. 

Before  you  receive  this,  yon  will  no 
doubt  have  heard  of  the  death  of  my  dear 
husband  from  Dr.  Marshraani  as  he  pro- 
mised me  he  would  write  to  you  the  day 
■after;  but  I  thought  you  would  be  glad 
to  receive  a  few  lines  from  me.  I  think  I 
hear  you  say,  How  was  his  mind  prepared 
for  the  solemn  change  ?  Here  he  was  dis- 
appointed. In  his  former  illness  he  had 
experienced  very  much  delight  in  the 
prospect  of  death ;  but  now  the  nature  of 
his  disorder  prevented  him  from  thuiking. 
He  said  to  me  two  or  three  times  during 
his  illness,  '<  I  do  not  feel  as  I  used  to 
do ;  I  cannot  think ;  do,  my  dear,  prav  for 
me."  I  said  to  him,  *<  Well,  if  you  have 
BO  joys,  you  have  no  distressing  fears ;  it 
18  a  mercy  you  have  not  a  God  to  seek 
»ow."  He  said,  '*  Yes ;  if  I  had,  I  am 
sure  I  could  not  do  it  now."  The  day 
hefore  be  died,  be  was  very  ill.  I  thought 
he  was  then  dying.  I  askea  him  '*  how  his 
mind  was.*'  He  answered,  *'  Pretty 
well ;"  but  was  not  able  to  say  any  thing 
more  then.  After  this,  he  revived  a  little, 
and  when  brethren  Carey  and  Marshman 
came  in#  he  sat  up  and  talked  with  them ; 
but  they  did  not  think  him  so  ill  as  he 
really  was,  and  entered  into  no  particular 
conversation  with  him.  From  this  time 
he  was  fme  from  pain,  but  so  very  rest- 
less that  he  could  sav  but  little.  He  again 
desired  me  to  pray  lor  him,  and  said,  '*  I 
am  ao  disappointed."  I  said  to  him,  "  It 
is  a  great  mercy  that  we  are  not  saved 
by  our  feelings.'*  He  replied,  "  What 
should  I  do  if  I  h^d  not  something  better 
to  trust?**  About  an  hour  before-  he 
breathed  his  last,  he  reached  out  his 
hand  to  Dr.  Carey,  and  said,  ^  Brother 
Carey,  I  cannot  see  you.**  Dr.  Carey 
replied,  "  But  I  hope  you  have  not  lost 
your  spiritual  eye-nght."  He  answered, 
*'  No."    These  were  his  last  words.    A 


convubion-fit  soon  followed,  which  lasted 
a  few  minutes.  When  that  was  over,  lie 
lay  very  still,  and  quietly  breathed  his 
last,  without  a  struggle  or  a  groan.*  O 
that  I  could  but  have  placed  myself  in 
his  stead!  Entreat  the  Lord  for  me,  as 
nothing  short  of  his  presence  will  support 
me  under  this  heavy  stroke.  I  have  to 
be  thankful  that  I  am  not  left  without 
friends  in  a  foreign  land.  Even  many  of 
the  heathen  seem  kind  to  me.  One  of 
the  carpenters  that  worked  for  Mr.  Ran- 
dall came  to  see  me,  and  finding  me  in 
tears,  he  said,  **  Why  do  you  cry  ?  Sahib 
was  such  a  good  man,  will  not  the  God 
that  he  served  take  care  of  you?"  There 
are  many  that  work  in  the  (paper)  mill 
that  have  not  given  up  idolatry  yet,  but 
attend  worship  with  us  very  regularly, 
and  say,  they  shall  never  forget  what 
Sahib  used  to  say  to  them,  when  he  talked 
to  them  about  their  souls.  May  the  Lord 
be  pleased  to  bless  to  these  poor  creatures 
the  few  hints  my  dear  husband  may  have 
dropped ! 


CALCUTTA. 


Wb  subjoin  a  continuation  of 
the  Journal  kept  by  Mr.  Adam 
at  the  newly-formed  station  at 
Doorgapore. 

Monday,  April  5lh. — ^Yesterday  we 
began  to  have  worship  regularly  morning 
and  evening,  in  our  little  chapel  at  the 
side  of  the  road,  which  is  not  yet  quite 
covered  in.  We  had  a  pretty  numerous 
and  peaceable  audience;  they  heard 
with  attention,  but  would  receive  no  books. 
A  young  man  was  with  us,  who  last  Fri- 
day had  received  a  copy  of  the  gospel  of 
^ohn,  and  who»  after  the  morning  service, 
gave  us  a  very  pleasing  account  of  the 
state  of  his  mind,  and  of  the  way  in  which 
he  was  first  led  to  think  of  the  gospel.  I 
do  not  wish  to  say  more  about  him  till  I 
know  him  belter.  Going  out  in  the  after- 
noon, as  we  were  passing  along  the  road 
we  saw  several  persons  quarreling,  and 
fighting  with  clubs.  On  examining  into 
the  matter,  we  found  that  one  party  had 
attempted  to  cheat  the  other  of  a  rupee ; 
on  learning  this,  Mr.  Penney  immediate* 
ly  offered  to  pay  if,  and  by  this  means  we 
obtained  a  very  attentive  hearing  for  the 
gospel  from  upwards  of  fifty  people,  who 
had  been  collected  on  the  occasion.  Re« 
turning,  we  met  about  three  or  four  hun- 
dred workmen,  who,  after  the  labours  of 

♦  On  15th  September,  1819. 
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thie  day  in  the  CQii|panj's  Iron  Yard, 
were  going  to  their  jiomes.  They  for 
sometime  listened  with  attention;  but  an 
objector  arising,  their  attention  was  dissi- 
pated, and  the  wliole  .ended  ytith. "  Hur- 
rebol."  I  have  to-day  called  upon  Mr. 
C.  a  copntryman  of  my  own,  and  a  Ser- 
jeant of  the  Ironworks.  I  find  that  there  | 
are  two  yards,  and  that  the  number  of; 
men  employed  In  both  generally  amounts 
to  upwards  of  seven  hundred  ;  and  I  en- 
tertain great  hopes  that  by  applying  lo 
the  Cojnpany's  ageHt,  I  shall  obtain  per- 
mission to  preach  regularly  once  a  week 
to  them* 

8th. — ^To-day,  a  man,  after  hearing 
jBome  remarks  which  I  made  upon  the 
chapter  I  had  read»  turned  away  with 
contempt,  exclaiming,  "  Give  me  three 
rupees,  and  I  will  bring  you  three  hun- 
dred Christians ;  give  me  teU,  and  I  will 
bring  you  a  thousand."  He  spoke  the  j 
truth. '  We  could  every  day  make  thou- . 
sands  of  the  kind  of  Cbristianp  that  he 
meant.  Such  is  the  venal  character  of 
the  Hindoos,  that  by  money,  if  one  had 
it,  we  could  make  jis  extensive  and  rapid 
conquests  a»  Mabommed  ever  made  by 
his  arms.  But  the  religion  of  Jesus  is  the 
religion  of  consdence. 

ISth. — Yesterday  brother  Pearce  came 
to  assist  me.  After , the  juoroipg^rvice 
at  the  side  of  the  road  was  over,  we  had 
an  interesting  conversation  with  several 
people  who  remained.  One  principal 
iaqoiry  which  they  made,  and  which  is 
frequently  made,  was^  "  What  is  to  be 
obtained  by  worshipping  J.esus  phrist.'*' 
They  are  so  accustomed  to  conceive  of 
all  religious  acts  9tf  acts  of  merit,  by 
which  blessing  a^e  to  be  obtained  cor- 
responduig  to  the  .worship  th^t  is  per- 
formed, that  when  we  beseech  them  to 
forsake  idolatry,  and  to  believe  in  the  on)e 
God,  and  Jesus  Clmsthis  Son,  they  imme- 
diately begin  to  qonceive  of  him  as  ano- 
ther debta,  by  worshipping  whom  they 
shall  merit  certain  blessings.  We  en- 
deavoured to  convince  them,  what  only 
the  Spirit  uf  God  can  thoroughly  Impress 
upon  their  hearts,  that  being  bom  in  sin, 
9U  our  actions  axe  sinful,  and  can  never 
be  the  meiuis  of  obtaining  justificAion, 
or  any  other  spiritual  blessmg,  from  a 
holy  God.  Can  we  wonder  that  a  doc- 
trine so  much  opposed  to  the  self-snfB- 
dency  of  man  should  be  disliked ;  and 
may  we  not  see  the  necessity  of  the  sub- 
duing influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  received  into  the 
heart? 

In  the  afternoon  we  went  to  Barna- 
gore,  a  neighbouring  and  populous  vii- 
Uge»  where  we  have  just  rented  a  piece 
pf  ground  for  a  place  of  worihip*    The 


congregation  was  large,  and  though  not 
very  attentive,  was  at  the  end  very  aiui« 
ous  to  recdve  books.  Returning  in  the 
evening,  we  had  worship  again  in  out 
little  chapel  at  the  side  of  the  road,  where 
we  can  on  most  occasipns  obtam  a  numer* 
ous  and  attentive  audience.  One  man 
for  some  time  luiened  with  great  attention; 
but  brother  Pearce  ^happening  to  make  a 
remark  about  Kalee,  w.hich  excited  some 
doubt -in  his  mind,  he  inquired,  with  some 
earnestness,  **  Is.Qhriat  then  4>ppo«ed  to 
Kalee?"  He  was  assured  tli^t  if  Chri^ 
was  true,  Kalee  must  be  false.  Without 
speaking  a  single  word,  he  turned  round, 
and  went  away.# 

ISth. — Yesterday  the  road  was  filled 
with  people  going  to  and  froia  the  Churuk- 
pooja.  At  this  period  almost  ev«ry  spe- 
cies of  cruelty  and  impurity  are  prac- 
tisjed,  in  order  to  appease  the  wrath  of 
heaven,  or  to  accumulate  a  stock  of  merit, 
by  which  favdurs  may  he  obtained. 
Walking  ojit,  I  asked  Xffo  men  where 
they  were  going  ?  One  replied  that  he 
was  going  to  swing.  I  inquired  what  ad- 
vantage he  would  reap  from  it.  He  said 
that  he  was  married,  but  .childless,  and 
that  he  would  thereby  obtain  children ; 
and  that  his  brother,  alt^iough  he  had 
two  wives,  was  also  childless,  and  to 
obtain  the  same  blessing  had  swung  yes- 
terday. I  reasoned  with  him  on  the  foHy 
and  sin  of  such  conduct,  and  succeeded 
in  dissuading  him  from  it ;  although  after 
all  I  suppose  he  was  glad  to  haye  the 
authority  of  a  Saheb's  word  to  allege  to 
his  relations,  on  account  of  sparing  him- 
self the  torture  which  he  had  anticipated. 
Panchou  and  I  went  in  the  evening  to 
the  place  where  the  swinging  and  all  the 
revelry  i%ere  going  on,  but  could,  of  course, 
get  few  to  usten  to  us  with  attention. 
yfct  however,  distributed  »  great  number 
of  books,  which  they  were  eager  to 
obtain. 

14th. — There  is  a  man  at  present 
with  roe,  lately  come  from  Delhi,  nis  na- 
tive place — he  inquires  about  salTation, 
This  evening  two  men  have  called  upon 
me.  They  mejUion,  that  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Bow  Bazar,  there  are  si^ 
persons  inquiring  about  the  new  way; 
that  they  have  come  to  reconnoitre,  and 
that  they  will  con^  all  together  to  me  on 
Friday.  I  Calked  with  them,  cave  them 
books,  invited  tliem  to  stop  tin  evening 
worship,  which  they  did,  and  afterwards 
dismissed  them.  My  hopes  are  excited, 
but  I  fear  to  trust  them. 

19th.— The  man  from  Delhi  has  lei^ 
us,  afLer  stealjug  a  suit  of  clothes;  and  I 
have  beard  nothing  more  of  the  six  per- 
sons I  mentioned  before. 

Brother  Yates  was  yesterday  with  me. 
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In  the  morning  we  oontinned  nearly  three  |  tions  which  might  he  inculcated.    I  told 
hours  conversing  with  the  people,  and  in. I  them  that  I  considered  schools  an  impoiU 
.  ^  ^t-_  J *   *_  *i.-i   ant  auxiliary  in  the  spread  of  the  .gospe|« 

bat  that  they  mast  never  be  allowed  to 
supersede  the  preaching  of  the  cioaf, 
which  is  the  power  of  God  to  these  that 
are  saved ;  and  .that  whatever  might  be 


the  after-part  of  the  day  went   to  the 
Company*8  Iron  Works,  where  we  had  al 
quiet  avdience  of  about  three  hnndred . 
And  fifty  people.    Returning  in  the  even- ; 
ingf  we  had  worship  again  at  the  side  of; 
the  road.    This  erening  two  persons  of 
respectable  appearance  have  called  upon  | 
me,  to  mention  that  they  will  return  to-| 
morrow  evening,  with  several  others,  far 
the   purpose  of    inguiring    about     the 
gospel. 

21st — ^Yesterday,  accordbg  to  appoint- 
ment,   three  persons    came  to  converse 
vith  me.    They  had  all  read  the  Chris- 
tuut  jMriptures,  and  seemed  better  ac-' 
qusinted  with  them  thmi  some  nominal 
professors  whom  I  have  seen.    The  chief 
Inquiry  which  they  made  respected  bap- 
tism :  what  were  the  n«tnre  and  grounds 
of  the  difference  betwixt  us  and  other 
Christians  on  that  subject;  and  whether, 
it  was  the  baptism  of  John,  or  of  the 
apostles  of  Christ,  to  which  we  attended. 
After  satisfying  them  on  these  particulars, 
I  called  their  attenUon  from  the  pecu- 
liarities of  a  sect,  to  tiie  pcdliarities  of  a 
system, —  to  those    which  characterize 
Christianity    itself.     They    readily    ac- 
quiesced in  every  thing  I  said,  and  pro- ' 
fessed  to  feel  deeply  interested  in  the  • 
propagation  of  Christianity  in  this  coun- ! 
try,  but  objected  to  the  means  which  they  ' 


had  seen  me  employing  for  that  purpose,  j. 


They  had  arrtsed  when  X  was  engaged  in 
the  regular  evening  service  at  the  side  of 
the  road,  and  addressing  about  twenw  or 
thirty  people  whom  I  had  eolleptcd  by  | 
»n^ng  and  reading.    They  thought  that 
such  means  were  beneath  the  dignity  of 
a  Saheb,  and  useless  with  respect  to  the 
peofsle,  Muce  it  was  only  persons  of  k>w 
cast  whom  I  £Ould  obtain  to  beer  me  in 
this  way,  and  they,  from  their  total  igno- 
rance of  every  thing  but  how  to  obtain  a 
subsistence  from  one  day  to  another,  were 
incapable  of  being  benefited  by  wb«t  1 
said.    I  told  them  that  I  was  acting  in 
strict  conformity  to  the  commission  I  had 
received    from  my    Lord    and    Master, 
whose  words  they,  as  well  as  I,  professed 
to  revere<   **  Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature ;" 
not  exclusively  to  the  rich,  the  wise,  or 
the  learned ;  but  to  all,  of  every  cast,  and 
of  every  character.    They  recommended 
the  establishrotrut  of  schooU  for  Ihc  in- 
Mruction  of  youth  in  the  English  language, 
urging  the  example  of  Ram  Mohun  Roy, 
who  by  this  means  Is  greatly  increasing 
the  number  of  his  dipciples*  and  offering 
to  furnish  a  number  of  young  men  who 
should   read  out  scriptures  as  a  school- 
book,  and  receive  any  reli^ous  imfruc-' 


done  with  respect  to  the  J£nglish  school 
which  they  had  proposed,  I  should  be 
willing  to  do  every  thing  in  the  wi^  of 
labour,  and  I  believed  tl^  Christian  pub- 
lic would  do  every  thing  in  respect  of 
expense^  to  establish  schools  for  the  in- 
struction of/ema2es  in  their  own  language. 
The  oldest  and  most  intelligent  amongst 
them  carelessly  replied,  "  What  have  we 
to   do  with  them?    let  them  remain  as 
they  are.'*    I  reminded  him,  what  did  not 
seem  to  weigh  with  him  much,  that  they, 
«s  well  as  we,  had  souJs  which  must  be 
3aved    qr  lost  for  ever;  but  that   they 
were  all,  with  scarcely  a  single  exceptioii, 
passing  on  to  eternity,  ignorant  of  the 
\>nly  way  of  salvation,  shut  out  from  the 
soaety  of  Europeans,    by    whom  they 
might  be  instructed,  and  entirely  neglect- 
ed by  their  own  countrymen,  who  did  not 
allow  them  even  to  learn  to  read.  "  They 
do  not  know  how  to  go  to  heaven,*'  be 
replied, "  but  they  know  how  to  go  to 
hell,  and  let  them  go  1"    This  was  truly 
horrible.    They    soon  after    took    their 
leave,  infonniug  me  of  tlieir  address,  and 
inviting  me  to  call  npon  them.    O  how 
hard  is  the  heart  of  man,  until  it  is  soften- 
ed by  the  grace  of  God  !    These  men 
know  and  understand,  they  approve  and 
are  convinced,  they  have  every  thing  that 
ihegoapel  requires^  but  the  mind  that  was 
in  Christ  Jesusi,  tbie  spirit  of  the  compas- 
sionate Saviour;   and    whoever  has  not 
his  spirit,  cannot  belong  to  him.    They 
have  not  received  the  dews  from  heaven, 
the  sovereign  influences  of  the  Divine 
Spirit.    Who  can  turn  man  but  God  ?— « 
Great  apprehensions  have   been  enter- 
tained of  the  danger  of  an  attempt  to 
introduce    the  Christian  scriptures  into 
schools  where  natives  are  taught.    These 
fears  may  now  be  given  to   the  winds, 
when  respectable    natives  of  their  own 
accord  come  to  us,  request  schools  to  be 
established,  and  expressly  stipulate  tliat 
the  Bible  shall  be  employed  as  a  school- 
book.

Eitfact  of  a  Letter  from  Mr,  Lawsm  to 

Dr.  Uglandp  dated 

April  14, 1819. 

Yestp  rda  y  Mr.Carey  and  I  vi«(t;d  two 
men  in  the  jail.  One  of  them,  Serjeaut 
C,  has  been  there 'five  or  six  months,  fie 
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was  committed  for  trial  for  sliooting  a 
woman  he  was  desirous  of  marrying.  Tbe 
shocking  act  was  done  in  a  paroxism  of 
jealousy.  However,  on  account  of  his 
having  fractured  his  skull  five  years  be- 
fore, through  a  fall  from  his  horse,  which 
occasioned  derangement,  and  on  account 
of  bis  having  the  testimony  of  all  his 
officers  that  he  was  the  best  soldier  in  the 
regimen t|  the  jury  cleared  him  of  wilful 
murder,  and  he  was  acquitted.  Before 
Serjeant  C.*s  trial  took  place,  he  seemed 
to  me  (for  I  visited  him  several  times) 
to  be  a  real  penitent,  and  prepared  for  tbe 
expected  awful  change*  He  was  very 
earnest  in  prayer  for  nights  together. 
About  a  fortnight  before  he  was  trjed, 
another  soldier  in  jail,  for  much  the  same 
offence,  began  to  feel  some  concern  for 
ills  salvation.  He  had  been  exceedingly 
hardened  till  he  became  acquainted  with 
Serjeant  C.  These  two,  expecting  to 
share  the  same  fate,  were  constantly  to- 
gether ;  and  Serjeant  C.  seemed  to  be  as 
anxious  for  the  salvation  of  his  comrade 
as  for  his  own,  and  quite  exhausted  his 
own  strength  in  sitting  up  and  instructing 
and  praying  with  him  at  the  approach  of 
the  awful  day  of  trial.  C.*8  comrade  was 
condemned,  and  suffered  according  to 
law.  C.  was  spared,  but  he  is  now  very 
ill ;  but  truly  a  changed  person,  for  his 
being  acquitted  did  not  occasion  any  al- 
teration in  his  conduct,  as  an  inquirer 
after  divine  things.  If  there  was  any 
difference,  it  appeared  in  his  becoming 
more  solemn  and  serious.  His  crime  is 
an  immense  load  upon  his  mind,  although 
he  evidently  possesses  a  good  hope  through 
grace.  He  seems  to  me  broken-hearted. 
When  I  saw  him  yesterday,  I  scarcely 
knew  him  again,  he  was  so  reduced  by 
grief  and  sickness.  There  was  also  in  the 
jail  another  soldier,  lately  brought  down 
the  country  from  his  regiment.  He  had 
been  a  notorious  gamester,  and  one  who, 
having  involved  himself  deeply  in  debt 
by  gaming,  came  to  the  resolution  of 
doing  something  that  should  be  the 
means  of  putting  an  end  to  his  miserable 
existence,  for  he  was  afraid  to  commit 
suicide.  He,  therefore,  went  into  tbe 
officers'  mess-room,  and  fired  his  pistol 
just  over  their  heads,  as  they  were  as- 
sembled together.  He  was  tried  by  a 
Court  Martial,  and  condemned  to  be  shot ; 
but  at  the  moment  he  expected  to  suffer, 
a  reprieve  was  presented  by  the  general. 
He  is  to  be  transported  to  Botany  Bay. 
I  conversed  a  little  with  him.  He  had 
been  visited,  while  imprisoned  up  the 
country,  by  Mr.  Fisher,  a  very  excellent 
clergyman,  and  1  trust  he  has  received 
much  benefit  from  his  conversations.  He 
told  me,  that  poor  Serjeant  C.  was  the 


only  comfort  he  had  in  jail.  We  prayed 
with  them  both,  and  then  left  them.  O 
how  wonderful,  that  by  such  ways  God 
is  pleased  to  bring  any  to  tbe  knowledge 
of  himself!  How  remarkably  does  it 
display  the  sovereignty  of  his  grace  I 
Amidst  all  our  trials  here ;  amidst  all  tbe 
reproach  suffered  on  account  of  loosa 
Christians,  I  think  there  is  a  great  and 
good  work  gradually  on  tbe  increase  in 
this  country.  Evangelical  ministers  of 
the  establisnment  are  increasing  in  num- 
ber yearly.  Many  of  the  highest  re- 
spectability in  Calcutta  come  forwards  to 
the  support  pf  several  institutions,  which 
have  the  ultimate  good  of  the  heathen  ia 
view,  as  their  great  object ;  and  it  was 
only  yesterday  that  I  saw  in  one  of  the 
papers  a  letter  to  the  Editor,  from  k 
learned  brahmun,  on  the  subject  of  the 
burning  of  widowb  He  roundly  main- 
tains, that  tlieir  shasters  totally  discoun* 
tenance  such  cruelties,  and  that  the  in- 
terference of  government,  as  in  tlie  case 
of  infanticide,  would  be  effectual  in  pre- 
venting them.  There  is  a  great  increase 
of  books,  both  religiops  and  moral,  in  the 
Bengalee  and  other  languages.  .  The  at- 
tendance at  the  Monthly  Missionary 
Prayer  Meetings  is  very  gratifying.  Ge- 
nerally our  places  of  worship  are  nearly 
full  on  those  occasions. 


RANGOON. 


For  the  following  extracts  of 
Letters,  received  at  Calcutta  from 
the  American  Missionaries  in  th^ 
Burman  Empire,  we  are  indebted 
to  our  friend  Mr.  Lawi^on. 

From  Mrs,   Wheelock  to  Mr$.    Pearce, 

dated 
Rangoon,  Feb,  iil,  1819. 
Coi7LX>  you  glance  your  eyes  across 
the  foaming  billows,  to  this  our  place  of 
residence,  you  would  see  us  comfortably 
and  pleasantly  situated.  The  Mission- 
bouse  stands  on  a  very  rural  spot,  about 
half  a  mile  from  the  dty  walls.  We  are 
more  retired,  and  probably  enjoy  much 
better  health  here,  than  we  possibly 
could  if  we  lived  in  the  town;  but  are 
more  exposed  to  the  robbers.  Their 
numbers,  however,  it  is  said,  have  greatly 
diminished  of  late.  We  have  heard  of 
only  two  daring  attempts  to  rob  and  mur- 
der since  our  arrival.  The  Mission  pre* 
mises,  though  nut  extensive,  are  sufficient- 
ly large  for  us  often  to  enjoy  a  pleasant 
walk,  without  going  out  of  our  own  eji? 
closure. 
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The  principal  part  of  my  time  is  occu- 
pied in  acquiriag  a  knowledge  of  the  lan- 
guage* which  I  Hnd  exceedingly  difficult, 
and  my  advance,  therefore,  is  very  slow; 
bat  perseverance,  I  doubt  not,  will  over- 
come the  obstacles  now'  in  ray  way,  and 
enable  me  not  only  to  understand,  but 
also  to  speak  it  fluently.  Our  teacher  is 
a  pleasant,  and  a  very  learned  man.  He 
is  apparently  as  willing  to  teach  me  as 
he  is  to  teach  Mr.  W.  This  is  quitp  un- 
usaal,  as  nothing  scarcely  b  more  de- 
grading in  the  view  of  the  fiurmans  than 
to  instruct  a  female. 

It  would  afford  me  unspeakable 
pleasure*  my  dear  Mrs.  P.  could  I  in- 
form you  of  large  accessions  to  the  Re- 
deemer's kingdom ;  or  even  of  one  soul's 
conversion  to  God.  O,  could  we,  in  thb 
desert  land,  behold  the  standard  of  Im- 
manoei  erecting,  the  Sun  of  Righteous- 
ness arising,  and  the  mists  of  superstition 
dispersing,  joy  would  thrill  through  every 
vein ;  our  nearts  would  expand  with  gra- 
titude to  our  heavenly  Father.  But  when 
this  period  will  arrive  is  unknown  to  us. 
A  thick  gloom  now  pervades  the  scene ; 
all  before  us  is  darkness  and  uncertainty. 
To-day  we  are  in  comfortable  circum- 
stances, and  surrounded  with  every  tem- 
poral .mercy;  but  to-morrow,  should  it 
please  a  despot  so  to  order  it*  we  may  be 
destitute  of  all  we  now  ..enjoy,  and  even 
banished  from  the  country.  We  see  an 
open  valley  filled  with  dry  bones,  and 
souls  daily  dropping  into  eternity,  igno- 
rant of  God.  Our  hearts  are  pained. 
We  stop  and  admire  the  rich  grace,  that 
causes  us  to  differ  from  this  deluded  pe- 
rishing people*  vent  the  rising  sigh,  and 
commit  them  to  the  disposal  of  Him  who 
only  has  power  to  breathe  into  dead  sin- 
ners the  breath  of  life,  and  raise  up  these 
Pagans  an  exceeding  great  army,  to  the 
^ory  of  his  name.  This  is  all  we  can  do 
at  present;  but  should  our  lives  be  spared, 
we  hope  to  be  the  happy,  though  un- 
worthy* instruments  in  the  Divine  Hand, 
of  bringing  some  of  them  to  the  fountain 
whence  flows  the  blood  of  cleansing,  the 
streams  of  salvation.  It  is  a  boul-reviving 
truth,  that  the  glory  of  the  Lord  will  yet 
cover  th<&  eatth  as  the  waters  cover 
the  mighty  deep;  that  all  nations 
will  yet  bow  to  the  sceptre  of  righteous- 
ness, and  crown  the  Saviour  Lord  of  all. 
That  God,  who  establishes  means*  and 
accomplishes  those  teds  which  from  all 
eternity  he  designed  to  accomplish,  will, 
in  his  own  time  and  way,  operate  by  his 
Holy  Spirit  upon  the  minds  of  some  sin- 
ners here,  and  effect  the  great  work  of 
conversion  in  their  souls.  Firmer  than 
the  foundations  of  the  earth*  or  the  pil- 
lars of  heav«n*  is  the  word  which  He  has 


spoken;  and  having  pledged  his  own 
eternal  perfections  for  the  success  of  his 
cause*  it  cannot  but  prosper. 

A  zayat  is  now  building*  in.  which  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Judson  expect  shortly  to  com- 
mence instructing  the  natives  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  religion:  (a  zayat  is  a  house 
something  like  a  Bengalee  place  of  wor- 
ship.) It  b  in  a  favourable  situation* 
and  calculated  for  a  number  of  Burmans 
to  stop  at  one  time.  Mr.  Judson  has 
some  prayers  written,  and  also  a  creed 
fur  the  purpose. 

Respecting  myself,  I  find  that  I  have 
but  very  little  religion*  and  sometimes 
almost  conclude  that  I  have  not  been 
made  "  all-glorious  within ;"  that  not 
even  a  spark  of  grace  has  been  implanted 
in  this  my  depraved  heart.  But  my  mind 
has  been  in  a  more  comfortable  state  this 
month  than  for  a  considerable  time  be- 
fore. I  have  felt  more  mj  dependence 
on  God,  and  been  in  a  waiting  frame  of 
mind*  desiring  to  know  and  do  bis  will, 
and  be  entirely  resigned  to  all  the  allot- 
ments of  his  Providence.  He  is,  I  be- 
lieve* about  leading  me  in  a  way  that  I 
thought  little  of,  and  exercising  me  with 
heavy  afilictions.  Mr.  Wheelock's  health 
is  very  poor.  My  fears  respecting  him 
are  much  excited.  He  has  had  a  tedious 
cough  for  nearly  five  months,  which  we 
thiuk  will  terminate  only  with  his  exist- 
ence. He  is  so  much  enfeebled  that  he 
cannot  study,  and  seldom  takes  any 
nourishing  thing.  O !  should  I  be  left  a 
lonely  widowed  stranger  in  this  heathen 
land ! — but  I  will  not  distrust  a  faithful, 
covenant'keeping  God.  O  no !  1  will 
cheerfully  commit  myself,  and  the  dis- 
posal of  all  my  concerns^  into  his  gracious 
hands.  Fray  for  me,  my  dear  Mrs.  P. 
that  in  every  situation  of  life*  and  under 
every  trial*  I  may  conduct  myself  like  a 
Christian.

From  Mr,  Jud$on  to  Mr,  Lawscm,  dated 
Rangoon,  Ftbruary  ^7,  1819. 

Brother  Colman  is  nearly  recovered; 
but  brother  Wbeelock  is  very  low*  and' 
apparently  declining.  The  weakness  of 
my  eyes  greatly  impedes  me  in  my  stu- 
dies.  I  have  nothing  now  to  commani- 
cate,  except  our  project  of  building  a 
zayat  on  a  piece  of  ground  which  con- 
nects the  Mission  premises  with  a  public 
road*  and  which  we  have  purchased.  As 
soon  as  it  is  done,  Mrs.  Judsoj:i  and  my- 
self intend  to  spend  a  considerable  part 
of  our  time  there,  and  hope  sometimes  to 
collect  assemblies  of  Burmans  to  hear  our 
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conversfttioni  and  attend  stated  ^orsbip. 
It  18  an  experiment' which  seems  pro- 
mising ;  though  it  may  issue  in  our  ba* 
oishment  from  the  country.  Soroethingt 
however,  must  be  (lone  in  a  more  public 
way  than  has  yet  been  attempted.  O  for 
the  Spirit  of  God  to  be  poured  out  on  oar 
own  souls»  and  on  the  dry  bones  around 
OS.  We  are  in  a  miserable  state,  my 
brother, — always  have  been,  and  I  fear 
slways  shall  be,  in  this  dreary  wilderness. 
O  for  a  little  life,  and  then  we  shall  speak 
with  life.  It  will  indeed  be  a  wonder  if 
such  depraved,  stony«bearted  creatures 
are  ever  blessed  by  a  pure  and  holy  God^ 
Nothing,  however,  is  impossible  to  a 
God  in  Christ.  The  mines  of  redeeming 
love  are  inexhaustible;  and  here  is  a 
ground  of  hope  and  encouragement.

But  we  know  not  how  his  im- 
pressions will  terminate.    A  piece  of  land 
adjoining  the  Mission  premises,  hasre- 
icentlybeen  purchased  by  us,  on  which  a 
i  place  of  worship  is  erecting.    It  stands 
'upon  one  of  the  roads  which  leads  to  the 
;  great  pagoda.    This  pag^a,  on  worship 
idays,  IS  filled  with  tlie  disciples  of  Gau- 
'dama.     We  Jiope  that  some  of  them  will 
;stop  at  our  little  building*  and  b*;  so  af- 
•  fected  by  divine  truths  as  to  become  the 
disciples  of  Jesus.    We  think  that  this 
effort  will,    in   some'  measure,    try  the 
feelings  of  government  towards  us.     You 
will  undoubtedly  hear  from  other  sources 
tthat  we  have  had  a  distressing  fire  at 
'Rangoon.       It     swept     away     nearly 
half  the  town,  and  had  the  windconti* 
nued  to  blow  as  fresh  as  when  the  fire 
'.commenced,  the  whole  must  have  been 
laid  in  ruins.     It  is  a  mercy  that  our 
house   is   not  within  the   walls:  had  it 
been  so,  tlie  Mission  before  this  would 
probably  have  suffered  much.

It  Is  no  novd  remark,  that 
oftentimes  the  most  important 
traths  are  included  in  passages 
quoted  from  the  Old  Testament 
by  inspired  writers  in  theNew,  an 
instance  of  which  appears  in 
Eom.  XT.  3y  where  the  Apostle, 
pressing  the  great  duty  of 
Christian  sympathy  to  the  weak 
of  the  family  of  Christy  in- 
troduces the  Saviour  as  making 
the  most  unexampled  sacrifice  6f 
his  own  ease  aiid  comfort^  to 
vindicate  the  injured  honour  of 
his  Father.  «•  For  even  Christ 
pleased  nothimsetf^  but  as  it  is 
written,  <Psalm  Ixix.  9.)  The  re- 
proaches of  rhem  that  reproached 
thee,  are  fallen  upon  nie."  Infi- 
del writers^  and  especially  Vol- 
taire and  his  associates,  have 
represented  the  introduction  of 
moral  evil  as  an  unanswerable 
otbjection  against  revealed  reli- 
gion, and  of  the  account  it  giving 
of  the  attributes  of  God* :  and 
not  only  they,  hut  infidel  writers 
in  general  make  a  pretty  free  use 
of  this  notion,  and  they  hava  all 
the  wicked  men  of  the  world  on 
their  side.  Thus  they  reproach 
the  in^tiite  wisdom^  for  ever 
forming  a  scheme  of  government 
Whicii '  should  include  the  exist- 
ence of  moral  evU^  as  all  its  sub- 
sequent provisi0n3  show  to  have 
been  the  case.  They  also  add» 
that  it  is  not  consistent  with  the 
scriptural  representiation  of  the 
righteousness  of  God,  ias  bating 
evil:  they  equally  reproach  th£ 
general  constitution,  and  admi^ 
nbtmtion  of  things^  that  snch  a

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dog  should  hang  on  the  wheels  of 
its  operation,  and  so  retard  the 
diffusion  of  goodness  and  hap- 
piness, it  being  (they  say)  but 
too  dear,  that  a  vast  ms^ority 
of  evil  does  exist  in  the  world. 
I'bey  further  intimate  that  (upon 

.  scriptural  grounds)  the  existence 
of  moral  evil  is  such  an  insult  and 
assault  on  the  authority  of  God, 
that  he  owes  it  to  his  power  ra- 
ther thai!  to  his  right,  that  he 
6till  sits  upon  his  throne.  Again 
they  say,  that  if  he  can  take 
))leasure  in  nothing  but  moral  ex- 
cellence, the  rebellion  of  mankind 
must  make  him  always  unhappy, 

nhy  unceasingly  provoking  his  dis- 
pleasure. Moreover,  they  assert 
it  to  be  a  reproach  to  his  power 
hot  to  have  prevented  sin,  for  of 
what  use  is  power,  but  to  pre- 
vent evil,  and  to  do  good  ?  These 
Writers  equaHy  traduce  the  holy 
scriptures,  by  asserting  that  the 
introduction  and  continuance  of 
moral  evil  is  a  reproach  to  his  good- 
ness, or  beneficence,  there  being 
6ueh  a  frightful  mass  of  evil,  mo- 
ral and  physical,  in  the  world, 
4nd  that  the  perpetual  punish- 
ment of  sin  in  a  future  state  will 
keep  np  a  horrible  memorial  of 
this  dreadful  business.  All  this, 
and  much  more  of  the  same  kind, 
is  asserted  with  unblushing  ef- 
frontery and  diabolical  audaci- 
ty, as  if  their  statements  were  all 
strictly  true  and  impartial. 

Let  us  turn  from  thi^  carica- 
ture of  the  divine  government, 
Und  see  how  Jesus  Christ  took 
these  reproaches  upon  himself, 
in  order  to  vindicate  the  moral 
character  of  the  Most  High,  and 
to  restore  the  honours  of  his 
throne  and  righteous  law:  this 
he  effected  by  his  personal  obe- 
dience to  that  very  *law,  which 
requires  the  supreme  love  of  eve-« 
ry  rational  creature  to  whom  it  is 
given,    and    condemns    in    the 


highest  penalties  the  sligbt^t 
infraction  in  thought,  as  well  as 
deed;  which  he  never  would 
have  done  if  the  nature  of  that 
law  had  sunk  the  character  of 
God  by  containing  any  thing  un- 
just or  tyrannical,  hard  or  op- 
pressive to  the  human  race.  And 
this  obedience  of  the  Son  of  God 
in  his  substitutional  capacity,  is  the 
brightest  glory  of  the  scriptures, 
— the  most  wondrous  exhibition 
and  declaration  of  the  righteous* 
ness,  as  well  as  of  the  mercy  of 
God. 

He  also  vindicated  the  govern- 
ment of  God  by  his  whole  mU 
nistry,  always  representing  him 
as  holy,  just,  and  good :  y^t 
merciful  beyond  the  gntsp  of  the 
mightiest  imagination ;  ready  to 
forgive  sin  however  complicated^ 
and  dyed  with  turpitude,  up6b 
the  rebel's  returning  to  him, 
and  casting  down  the  weapons  of 
his  rebellion,  and  throwing  him- 
self entirely  upon  divine  mercy : 
-^he  repres^ted  him  as  ready  to 
give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  every  oift 
who  should  feel  his  sins  and  infir- 
mities, that  nothing  might  be 
wanting  to  restore  moral  order 
and  happiness  to  the  mind : — be 
represented  the  general  benevo- 
lence of  God,  as  always  open  to 
the  cries  of  want  and  woe,  making 
his  sun  to  shine  upon  the  evi^ 
and  on  the  good,  and  sending  hia 
rain  upon  the  just  and  on  the  un- 
just, with  every  other  moral  fea- 
ture that  can  endear  excellence  to 
the  mind.  Further^  he  vindi- 
cated God  by  his  sufferings  on 
the  cross,  which  the  scriptures 
always  exhibit  ^as  a  divine  ap- 
pointment, equally  the  effect  of 
his  sovereign  will,  as  of  his  bound- 
less mercy  to  his  enemies:  in 
which  the  sacred  rights  of 
eternal  justice  are  recognized, 
while  mercy  flows  through  n 
medium  which  must  fill  the  re« 
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idaimecl  oficnder  with  grateful 
Bstonishinentf  and  secure  his 
ob«dieocei  both  on  the  origina] 
obligations  of  divine  authority, 
Imd  of  recent  mercy:  but  if  the 
permission  of  sin  inoar  woirld  had 
been  inconsistent  with  the  righ- 
teousness and  wisdom*  with  the 
-equity  and  benevolence  of  his 
nature,  it  is  not  conceivable  that 
Jesus  Christ  would  have  sub- 
mitted to  obey  a  hard  or  cruel 
law  to  conciliate  the  friend- 
ship of  a  tyrant.  Finally*  what- 
ever infidels  may  think  or  say, 
there  is  an  undescribable  and 
innate  criminality  in  rebelling 
against  God,  and  violating  his 
holy  law,  or  he  never  would  have 
aent  his  Son  to  bear  our  punish- 
ment. If  a  person  or  creature  of 
inferior  nature  in  the  scale  of 
beingcould  have  borne  the  weight, 
•—could  have  atoned  for  the  in- 
juries done  by  sin,  his  Son  had 
iievfr  left  that  glory  which  he 
bad  with  him  before  the  world 
ivas.  We  do  not  yet  know  the 
whole  of  the.  designs  of  God  in 
sending  his  Son  to  take  the  curse 
from  this  world :  the  influence  of 
redemption  may  continue  here  for 
many^ages;  and  the  population 
'Of  our  globe  may  so  transcend 
•everything  which  has  preceded 
ft,  that  in  the  final  audit  it  pos- 
sibly may  be  found,  that  instead 
of  a  very  small  *  number  of  the . 
human  race  being  saved,  a  «mall 
number  comparatively  will  be  lost. 
However  of  this  we  are  certain, 
that  an  eminent  part  of  the  recom- 
pense of  Jesus  Christ  will  con- 
sist in  the  happiness  of  the  re- 
deemed, when  be  shall  present 
those  myriads  before  the  glory  of 
his  Father  with  exceeding  joy. 
I  do  expect  that  at  some  future 
period  (probably  in  another  state 
of  existence)  God  will  favour  his 
faithful  servants  with  the  whole 
pi  his  reasons  for  |>ermitti|ig  mo- 


ral evil  in  our  world,  when  we 
shall  be  able  to  bear  it:  for  I 
cannot  reconcile  my  mind  to  the 
supposition,  that  a  single  cloud 
will  be  left  on  the  moral  history 
of  the  government  of  God  :  but 
not  until  our  station,  and  the 
glory  of  God  shall  comport  with 
the  wondrous  disclosure.  Until 
then,  let  us  be  thankful  for  the 
revelation  of  mercy,  and  follow 
on  to  know  the  Lord,  till  his  chft- 
racter  shall  shine  like  the  sun  inm 
cloudless  sky.

No.  3. 


II.  Few  things  are  more  pre* 
judicial  to  our  comfort,  or  op- 
posed to  our  growth  in  grace, 
than  indulging  an  angry  temper  t 
it  is  therefore  necessary  to  be  on 
our  guard  against  it ;  especially 
if  we  are  easily  irritated.  Tlie 
bad  consequences  of  anger  are 
more  than  cs^  be  described  ;  it 
puts  us  into  the  hands  of  our 
enemies,  and  leads  to  other  evils. 
In  a  few  moments  of  angry  tem- 
per some  good  men  have  made  ^ 
work  for  lamentation  through 
many  years.  It  is  highly  im- 
portant both  for  our  own  com- 
fort and  the  credit  of  religion  that 
wecultivate  self-government 

"  He  that  is  slow  to  wrath  is 
of  great  understanding :  but  he 
that  is  hasty  in  spirit  exaltetb 
foOy."  The  noblest  courage  is 
shown  in  subduing  our  own 
passions,  and  though  this  be 
extremely  difiicult,  especially 
with  those  who  are  naturally  of 
violent  tempers,  yet  it  must  be 
done,  if  we  would  be  comfort* 
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fdbte  iu  CWstiwis.    «<  lie  that  k 
tlcMT  to  anger  is   better  than  the 
fuightj ;  and  he  <that  jralelh  hb 
•pnit  Aao^e  t\mt  taketh  a  citj/' 
{kich  a  inwi  ts  grealfer  than  A/ittr 
ander  or  'CiKar ;  he  is  nove  bo^ 
mouraUe  ia  the  sight  4>fGod,  awd 
^Ofth|f  lof  more  re&pect  aaiomg 
meo,  thttn  if  he  had  subjngated 
flaAiDDS  to  bis  authority.    '*  The 
4inut  of  dbe  Sjurit  is  i^e,  joy, 
pe»cey  loi^-suffering»  gentleaess, 
HobdneaSy  fiiitfa,  meekness,  tem- 
perance/^. These  adorn  the  Chris- 
tiaD«aad  cansc  his  religion  to  shine; 
but  the  Holy  Spirit  considerably 
withdraws  his  influence  from  the 
man  who  is  frequently  thrown 
Into  violent  agitations  of  auger 
«r   wrath;    his    pietj  therefore 
ihust  be  in  a  languishing  state ; 
be  can  feel  bat  liitk  of  the  power 
of   godliness,    and    attends   the 
services  of  religion  more  as  things 
mt  coiirae,  than  aa  th^  means  of 
4iyoying  God.      Living  among 
those    whose  tempers    resemble 
-our  »mn,  and  who  expeet  more 
|k>m  us  on  account  of  our  iteti- 
g;ion  than  we  can  from  them,  we 
ahimld  he  careful  lest  by  disap- 
Jointing   their    eapoctations  we

«f .  the  paofessofft  of  «eligion  in

If  yoa  ask.  how  it  iappeafs^ 
that  the  RedeettPer  is  as  mUing 
as  fa«  is  »b)»  to  s»v«  all  that  eoms?

that  he  will  save  M  that  come  t^ 
him  in  faith,  from  his  commnods 
and  enhortatbQs  to  repent  an^ 
believe.  Christ  began  his  mi- 
instry  by  calting  men  to  repent 
and  believe,  Mark  i.  15.  And 
that  be  has  connected  salvation 
with  repentance  and  belief,  is 
evident  from  various  passages^ 
sucb  a»,  **  Except  ye  repent,  ye 
shall  all  likewise  perish.''  '*If  ye 
believe  not  that  I  am  he,  ye  shall 
die  in  your  sins,"  &c.  Luke  xiit 
3.  John  viii.  34.  This  language 
clearly  implies,  that  if  they  atd 
repent  and  believe,  they  should 
not  perisb,  they  should  not  dieln 
their  sias.

saved.  '^God  so  loved  the  world, 
that  be  ga«e  Iris  only  begotten 
Son^  that  whosoever  beKevetb  lijk 
him  should  not  perish,  but  bave 
everlasting  lt£e."  "  Him  that  com"* 
eth  t»  me  I  wiU  in  no  wise  cast;

Should  you  object  that  none 
Ibut  such  as  are  predestinated  to 
everlasting  life  will  be  saved,  I 
answer.  The  language  of  scripture 
is  not.  Look  unto  me  and  be  ye 
saved,  all  ye  who  are  predesti- 
nated ;  but,  ^'  all  the  ends  of  the 
earth,'*  It  is  not,  *'  God  com- 
mandeth"  those  who  are  predestu 
nated  **  to  repent ;  but,  God 
conmandeth  all  men  every  where 
to  repent'"  It  is  not.  Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  one  who  is  predes- 
tinated ;  but,  to  every  creature  J* 
Isaiah  xlv.  22.  Acts  xvii.  30. 
Mark  xvi.  15.  The  gospel  then 
is  addressed  to  man  as  a  sinneTy 
and  Its  promises  are  given,  not 
to  sinners  as  predestinated  to  life ; 
but  to  them  as  believers  in  Jesus 
Christ.  The  decrees  of  the 
King  Eternal  are  known  only  to 
himself,  and  were  never  designed 


to  be  the  rule  of  our  conduetf* 
**  The  secret  things  belong  unta 
the  Lord  our  God ;  but  those 
things  which  are  revealed  belong 
unto  us,  and  to  our  children  for 
ever,  that  we  may  do  all  the 
words  of  this  law."  Deut.  xxii^^ 

I  conclude  this  letter  with  most 
affectionately  entreating  you  to 
go  to  Je9us«  Go  tQ  him  as  ex«r 
hibited  in  the  scripture.  Search 
the  scriptures,  for  they  testify  ot 
him.  Go  to  him,  as  a  penitentp 
in  faith  and  prayer.  In  a  word, 
go  to  him  as  ignorant,  guilty,  polt 
luted,  and  lost ;  and  **  of  God  he 
will  be  made  unto  you  wisdom, 
and  righteousness,  and  sanctifi« 
^cation,  and  redemption.  1  Cor.  i« 
'30.  May  the  grace  of  our  Lord

MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


.  Missionary  Sermons  were 
preached  on  Sunday,  April  30, 
in  all  the  chapels  of  the  London 
district.  On  Monday,  May  1,  the 
tliird  Annual  Meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety was  held  in  the  City^-road 
Chapel,  Joseph  Butterwarth,  Esq. 
M.  P.  in  the  Chair. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with 
a  hymn,  and  a  short  prayer  by 
Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  after  which 
Mr.  Butterworth  explained  the 
object  of  the  meeting. 

The  Repoit  was  then  read  by 
Mr.  Watson,  ubic'li  took  a  bird's- 


eye  view  of  the  different  Mls» 
sionary  Stations  of  the  Society, 
It  gives  an  account  of  the  number 
of  Missionaries  in  Ireland,  iii 
France,  at  Brussels,  and  at  Gi^^ 
braltar.  It  makes  the  tour  also 
of  Asia,  Africa,  and  America, 
particulariy  the  West  India  Is* 
lands,  comprising  more  than  one 
hundred  and  forty  Missionaries. 
In  Ceylon  Xto  which  station  is 
devoted  ^1000  per  annum)  fe- 
male schools  have  been  lately 
instituted,  which  in  India  are  a 
perfect  novelty.  In  Jamaica  has 
been  an  increase  of  que  thousand 
members ;  in  the  other  islands,  of 
live  hundred.  In  British  Nccth 
America,  our  fellow-subjecti  arff 
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most  lamentably  deficient  in  re- 
ligious i¥orship  and  instruction. 
Among  the  subscriptions  and  do- 
nations, which  amount  to  nearly 
^£23,000,  is  an  item  of  £500  from 
General  Boyer,  President  of  the 
Haytian  Republic. 

Dr.  A.  Clarke  said,,  that  upon 
the  removal  of  a  number  of  ne- 
groes from  Dominica  to  Deme- 
rara,  they  regretted  nothing  so 
much  as  leaving  the  word  of 
God  behind  them,  and  were 
overjoyed  to  hear  there  was  a 
chapel  in  the  latter  place.  '  It 
proved,  however,  that  they  were 
to  be  sent  up  the  country,  where 
there  were  no  means  of  grace; 
but  thither,  said  the  Doctor,  we 
trust,  as  soon  as  possible,  one  of 
our  Missionaries  will  be  sent 
after  them.  Dr.  Clarke  moved 
the  printing  of  the  Report. 

W.  Blair ^  Esq.  said,  that  he 
had  been  but  lately  acquainted 
with  this  Society,  but  he  had 
long  been  connected  with  ano- 
ther, (the  Church  Missionary,) 
and  was  a  friend  to  all  Societies 
^i  that  nature,  seeing  they  all 
had  but  one  object,  the  promo- 
tion of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 
He  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  %hex\fS  RotliweU  had  ^ome 
from  viewing  a  very  different 
.scene  this  morning — the  execu- 
tion of  the  Cato-street  conspira- 
lors—- which  officially  he  had  been 
called  to  witness.  Some  of  them 
.  bad  acknowledged  the  corruption 
of  their  principles  by  perusing 
the  infidel  writings  of  Thomas 
Paine.  He  could  bear  testimony 
to  the  excellence  of  Methodism, 
having  been  twenty-five  years  ac- 
quainted with  it. 

Rev.  Mr.  James  of  Birming- 
faam»  esteemed  it  a  great  honour 
to  be  called  upon  to  take  a  part 
in  the  proceedings,  though  not 
of  their  communion.  Too  long 
(said  be)  Have  w.e   indulged  a 
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sectarian  spirit,  and  have  talked 
of  our  cause,  and  of  our  interest Sp 
forgetting  that  there  was  a  com^ 
nmnian  of  interests,  and  that  the 
cause  was  God's. 

Rev.  Gf.  Burder  moved  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Treasurers. 
He  conceived  there  were  neither 
too  many  Societies,  nor  too  many 
Missionaries.  Though  at  home 
they  might  seem  a  little  crowded, 
they  had  sufficient  space  abroad 
for  their  exertions,  just  as  vessels 
were  crowded  in  the  river,  but 
solitary  on  the  oceans  There 
were  not  more  than  ^ve  hundreA 
Missionaries,  though  there  were 
more  than  five  hundred  millions 
of  heathens  needing  their  iur 
structiou.  The  motion  was  se- 
conded by  Mr.  Wood  of  Man- 
chester. 

Rev.  Mr.  Dyer  (Secretary  to 
the  Baptist  Missionary  Society) 
rejoiced  in  the  unanimity  and 
success  of  the  Missionary  cause ; 
and  said,  that  though  at  first 
small  and  unostentatious,  it  was 
spreading,  and,  like  the  cloud 
seen  by  the  servant  of  Elijah, 
would  spread,,  till  it  covered  the 
whole  heavens.  Mr.  D.  moved 
thanks  to  the  Committee,  which 
motion  was  seconded  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  Smith  of  Bristol. 

Rev.  Mr.  Watson  returned 
thanks,  in  a  speech  of  consider- 
able length  and  great  eloquence, 
for  a  vote  of  thanks  which  had 
passed  to  him.  He  rejoiced  in 
the  friendly  intercourse  of  differ- 
ent  Societies-r-he  thought  that 
they  might  have  a  common  plat^f 
form,  like  the  Bible  Society,  in 
which  they  might  all  unite,  with- 
out any  sacrifice  of  principle: 
the  same  tree  might  have  foliage 
of  great  variety,  and  yet  it 
might  bear  the  ^arae  firuit.  He 
moved  thanks  to  the  Rev.  WH> 
liam  Ward  (Baptist  Missionary) 
for   his   excellent    sermon    last 
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Thursday    eveniiig    at   Queen- 
street  Chapel. 

There  were  many  other  speak- 
ers. The  Meeting  lasted  from 
eleven  o'clock  till  past  five.  An 
uncommon  interest  was  kept  up 
throughout  the  whole  time*. 


CHURCH 
MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


May  2,  at  noon,  the  twentieth 
Anniversary  was  held  at  Free- 
masons' Hall,  the  Right  Honour- 
able Lord  Gambler  in  the  chair. 
AAer  an  excellent  introduction 
by  his  Lordship, 

Rev.  Mr.  Pratt  (Secretary) 
yead  a  very  interesting  abstract  of 
a  voluminous  Report  The  funds 
Jiave  risen  this  year  from  £28,000 
to  j£30,000.  In  the  different 
Missionary  stations  more  than  one 
bundred  and  fifty  Christian  teach- 
ers are  engaged.  The  Secretary 
read  a  letter  from  the  Bishop  of 
^Norwich,  stating  that  he  was  un- 
able to  attend,  having  left  London ; 
but  expressing  his  cordial  wishes 
for  the  welfare  of  the  Society. 

The  Bishop  of  Gloucester^ 
^eech  was  received  with  great 
applause.  Here  (said  his  Lord- 
ship) we  see, — ^not  one  man  sin- 
gled out  from  the  rest  of  mankind 
fike  Abraham,  or  one  isolated 
fiimily  like  that  of  Joshua,  deter- 
mining to  ^erve  the  Lord, — but 
communities,  consisting  of  many 
hundreds,  uniting  together  in 
harmony,  peace,  and  love;  ex- 
l^biting  all  tlie  virtues  of  a  sober, 
righteous,  and  godly  life,  and 
proofs,  not  only  of  Christian 
education,  but  of  Christian  ar- 
dour, love,  and  zeal.  His  Lord- 
ship moved  the  printing  of  the 
Beport. 

J,  T.  Harrington^  Esq.  se- 
ponded   the   motion.     He   had 


resided  neaily  forty  yeatt  ift  I»- 
dia,  and  could  not  speak  to« 
highly  of  the  prudence,  fuety^ 
and  seal  of  the  Baptist  Missiona^ 
ffies.  The  cause  was  of  God, 
and  must  succeed ;  but  he  feared 
the  progress  would  be  slow,  aa 
there  were  not  yet  two  hundred 
sincere  converts. 

Lord  Gam&MT^s'  speech  waa 
greatly  applauded. 

9V.  Wilberforee^  Esq.  in  reply 
to  Mr.  Hamngton,  said,  I  think 
the  resideBce  of  my  much  es- 
teemed friend  in  India  has  a  littk 
biassed  his  mind.  In  our  happy 
country  we  know  nothing  of  de« 
spondency ;  we  will-— we  shall^-^ 
we  must  succeed.  (Loud  ap* 
plauee.}  I  see  the  tree  of  life 
planted  on  the  shores  of  India, 
which  shall  spread  its  branches, 
leaves,  and  fruits».  on  every  side, 
and  whose  ^  fruits  shfdl  be  for 
the  healing  of  the  nations.'*  Mr. 
W.  then  dwelt  on  the  success  in 
Otaheite  and  West  Afinca. 

Rev.  J.  Cunningham  (Vicar  of 
Harrow)  said,  his  exceUent  friend 
Mr.  Harrington  had  long  been 
knovm,  and  his  labours  highly 
appreciated;  and  it  became  us, 
on  the  present  occasion,  to  en- 
deavour to  render  h'm  Some  re- 
ward by  encouraging  those  hopes, 
which  no  doubt  he  would  be  glad 
to  entertain.  He  believed  that 
he  had  under-rated  the  success  of 
the  Baptists,  and  if  instead  of 
two  hundred  he  had  said  five  hun< 
dred,  he  would  not  have  exc^d- 
ed  the  truth-  His  friend,  also, 
when  speaking  on  the  state  of 
India,  had,  for  a  moment,  for- 
gotten what  had  been  done  there. 
He  had  said,  that  the  Baptists 
had  not  made  many  converts; 
but  had  he  forgotten,  that  thej 
had  translated  the  whole  of  the 
Scriptures  into  five  different  lan- 
guages of  India,  and  had  nearly 
concluded    the  translatioa  i«to 
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WMi  Others)  Indieed,  there  was 
•carcely  a  nation  in  India^  in 
which  the  way  had  not  been  pre- 
pared fdr  them,  by  at  least  a  part 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures  printed 
and  circulated  among  them ;  and 
I  am  sure  my  respected  friend 
(said  he)  must  rejoice^  when  he 
reflects  on  this  circumstance. — 
After  remarking  that  this  Society 
has  eight  thousand  children  uo- 
/der  its  instruction,  Mr.  C.  related 
tome  very  interesting  anecdotes 
in  proof  of  the  bene6ts  resulting 
from  the  education  of  children. 

Mr.  Harrtfig'f Oft  apologized  for 
having  uninteiitionaUy  underrated 
the  success  of  the  Baptist  Mis- 
sionaries. His  only  object  was  ^o 
prevent  Missionary  Societies  from 
being  discouraged  if  their  success 
was  not  so  rapid  as  they  could 
wish. 

The  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Calthorpe, 
and  the  Rev.  Daniel  WiUon,  hav- 
ing testified  their  high  appro- 
bation of  the  sermon  preached 
before  this  Society,  May  1,  by 
the  Rev.  B.  W.  Mathias,  that 
gentleman  replied,  that  he  must 
consider  the  vote  just  passed,  not 
so  much  as  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  preacher,  as  a  pledge  of  their 
desire  that  others  may  enjoy  the 
blessings  which  they  themselves 
BO  abundantly  possess.  He  then 
gave  a  very  pleasing  account  of 
the  missionary  spirit  iil  Ireland. 

The  Hon.  and'  Rev.  Gerard 
Noel  observed,  that  when  he 
read  the  Memoir  of  Henry  Mar- 
tyTi,  saw  him  prostrate  before 
God,  and  heard  him  confess  that 
bis  life  was  unprofitable,  he 
blushed  at  the  efforts  of  ordinary 
Christians,  and  still  more  at  his 
own.  But  when  he  recollected 
The  laborious  life  of  the  Re- 
deemer, he  felt  disposed  to  say. 
This  is  the  time  for  labour;  talk  not 
now  of  rest:  there  remaineth  au 
eternity  for  rest. 


Amongst  the  spesdcers  were 
also  Lord  Viscount  Joeelyn^  and 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Erskine,  Peter 
Rowe,  and  John  Owen.

At  the   Anniversary  held  at- 
Freemasons'  Hall,  Friday,  May  5» 
the  company  was  very  numerous 
and  respectable. 

After  the  children  of  the  Jewish 
school  had  sung,  at  the  i&ont  df 
the  platform,  Isai.  ix»  6,  in  He- 
brew;— a  hymn  in  English; — 4 
verses  of  Exod.  xv.' in  Hebrew; 
— and  respectfully  retired  ; — Sir 
Thomas  Baring  (the  Chairman) 
said,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  the 
object  of  this  Society  is  the  con- 
version of  the  Jews,  and  to  bring 
the  nations  Of  Israel  to  the  know- 
ledge of  Him  whom  to  know  is 
life  eternal.  We  cannot^  however^ 
accomplish  this  important  object. 
None  but  He  who  said,  ^'Let 
there  be  light,  and  there  was 
light,''  can  ** shine  into  the  heart, 
and  give'the  light  of  the  know- 
ledge of  the  glory  of  Gk>d  in  the 
face  of  Jesus  Christ.'^  But  it  is 
also  true  that,  in  spiritual  as  weH 
as  temporal  concerns,  God  works 
by  means;  and  that  if  we  sin- 
cerely pray  for  the  conversion  of 
the  Jews,  we  shall  not  cease  to 
.use  every  means  in  our  power 
for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
great  object.  You  have  just  wit- 
nessed, that  "  out  of  the  mouths 
of  babes  and  sucklings  God  hath 
ordained  praise.'^  if  any  of  the 
unconverted  sons  of  Abraham 
are  here,  I  would  say.  All  we  re- 
quire of  you  is  to  search  your 
own  scriptures :  they  **  contain 
the  words  of  eternal  life  ;*'  and 
"  these  are  the;  which  testily  of 
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Jesus,''  That  blood  which  yont 
forefathers  shed  on  Calvary  b 
ready  to  flow  in  streams  of  mercy 
to  yon.  Come  then  with  us,  and 
we  will  do  you  good. 

Re¥.  C  S.  Hawtreti  read  an 
abstract  of  the  Report,  referring 
for  farther  information  to  the 
Jewish  Expositor  for  May.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  eight  auxiliary 
societies  have  been  formed  in  this^ 
country.  The  Edinburgh  and 
Dublin  Societies  are  proceeding 
with  success.  Societies  have 
also  been  formed,  or  are  form- 
ing, at  Brussels,  Franckfort  on  the 
Maine,  and  Amsterdam.  To  the 
latter  of  these  cities  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Thelwall  is  preparing  to  proceed 
as  a  resident  minister.  Forty 
boys  and  forty-one  girls  are  in 
the  schools.  One  girl,  since  the 
last  Anniversary,  the  Committee 
have  every  reason  to  believe,  has 
joined  the  church  above.  Two 
editions  of  the  Hebrew  New  Tes- 
tament were  printed  last  year, 
and  a  lar^e  number  of  Tracts  in 
Hebrew-German,  and  German- 
Hebrew.  Many  other  interest- 
ing details  were  given. 

The  Treasurer  stated,  that  the 
receipts  of  the  last  year  had 
amounted  to  ^11,201. 

R.  Grant,  Esq.  In  the  transla- 
tion and  dispersion  of  the  New 
Testament  in  the  Hebrew  lan- 
guage, the  Society  are  attempting 
a  thing  which  must  be  success- 
ful. On  the  education  of  the 
children  of  Jewish  parents,  you 
have  heard  an  appeal  beyond  the 
power  of  eloiquence.  You  have 
heard  them  **  sing  the  Lord's  song 
in  a  strange  land."  And  though 
their  spribes  and  priests  may  be 
offended  at  us,  we  have  still  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  the  children  in 
the  temple,  and  again  crying, 
**  Hosanna  to  the  Son  of  Da- 
vid!" 

W.  Wilbefifatee,  Esq.  The  Jews 


are  beginning  to  awake  from  tbeii^ 
long  slumbers,  and  are  reading  m 
their  own  language  the  New  Tea* 
tament  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 
The  hearts  of  Christians^  too 
long  hardened  to  the  cause  of 
these  unhappy  people,  begin  to 
feel  what  is  their  du^  to  their 
elder  brethren.  How  could  the 
Jews  have  any  favourable  idea 
of  a  religion  which  loaded  them 
with  reproach  and  persecution] 
How  could  they  be  expected  to 
consider  their  persecutors  as  the 
servants  of  a  merciful  Saviour  1 
But  now^  even  among  the  lower 
orders,  the  Jews  are  no  longer 
the  degraded  and  despised  people 
which  they  formerly  were.  I 
confess  that  I  have  not  been  suf- 
ficiently forward  in  this  great 
work  before;  but  in  future  I 
hope  to  have  the  happiness  of 
attaching  myself  more  particular!  j 
to  this  object. 

Rev.  Charles  Simeon.  I  am  no 
friend  to  an  over  sanguine  expec* 
tation.  I  wish  persons  not  so 
much  to  expect  the  Jews  to  be 
converted  by  thousands,  as  to 
thank  God  that  they  are  con- 
verted  one  by  one ;  to  hail  this  as 
the  dawn  of  a  brighter  day;  and 
to  labour  under  God  for  the  pro- 
motion of  hisglory,andthe  gooidof 
his  people.  1  could  have  brought 
to  you  a  Jew,  who  would  have 
filled  your  souls  with  joy;  one 
who  is  under  my  care,  and  that  of 
Professor  Lee ;  who  understands 
Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew,  Arabic, 
and  Persian,  and  yet  possesses 
such  a  child-like  disposition  as  is 
seldom  seen.  .  I  would  have 
brought  liim,  but  I  thought,  Here 
is  a  lovely  peach  ;  if  i  put  it  into 
their  hands,  they  wiU  take  off 
all  its  bloom.  1  have  his  life,  but 
I  have  not  published  it,  and  1 
will  not;  because  if  you  see 
it,  he  will,  and  therefore  1  con- 
ceal it.    If  you  persecute  him^ 
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jrott  will  do  him  no  harm ;  but  if 
you  praise  him,  you  will.  I  have 
very  great  joy  m  seeing  such  a 
one  about  to  go  forward  as  your 
servant,  to  spend  and  be  spent 
in  the  cause  of  the  Saviour. 

Rev.  B,  N,'  Sohmon  gave  a 
pleasing  account  of  the  pros- 
pects in  Germany. 

Amongst  the  speakers  were 
Lord  Caltharpe,  Lord  Gambier^ 
the  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  the 
Sev.  G.  Noel,  and  Dr.  Efahh^ton. 

BRITISH    AND    FOREIGN 
BIBLE  SOCIETY. 


Mat  3,  Freemasons'  Hall. 
Lord  Teignmfmth  in  the  chair. 
There  was  a  fnost  numerous  at- 
tendance. 

'  The  noble  President  lamented 
tbe  great  loss  which  the  Society 
and  the  nation  had  sustained 
in  the  death  of  his  late  Royal 
Highness  the  Duke  of  Kent, 
the  warm  friend  and  sup- 
porter of  this  and  many  other 
valuable  institutions  ; — and  read 
letters  from  the  Archbishop  of 
Tuam,  the  Bishops  of  Durham, 
Norwich,  and  Cloyne,  Lord  Jo- 
celyn,  and  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer. 

The  Report  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  J.  Owen  and  D.  WiUan, 
containing  pleasing  intelligence 
from  almost  every  part  of  the 
world.  A  Bible  Society  has  been 
formed  at  Athens ;  Dr.  Morrison 
has  completed  the  translation  of 
tbe  Bible  into  Chinese ;  3000  co- 
pies of  the  Gospel  by  Luke,  in 
the  Otaheitean  language,  have 
been  put  into  jcirculation  in  th^ 
South  Sea  Islands  ;  &c. 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke 
of  GUmeeater  made  a  most  iiQ- 
pressive  speech. 

The  Bishop  of  Salisbury  se- 
ponded  His  Royal  Highness*s  mo* 
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tipn  for  receiving  and  printing 
the  Report. 

The  Earl  of  Harrowbt^  and 
Lord  Ashdoum  followed. 

Rev.  W.  Ward  presented  to  the 
Society  translations  of  various 
parts  of  the  Scriptures  into  vari- 
ous languages,  and  recounted  the 
gross  superstitions  and  horrid 
cruelties  practised  in  India. 

Dr.  Adam  Clarke  came  for- 
ward attended  by  two  young 
men,  priests  of  Budhu»  and 
natives  of  Colombo  in  the  Island 
of  Ceylon.  A  translation  of  the 
Scriptures  into  Cingalese  fell  pro- 
videntially into  their  hands,  and 
was  the  instrument  of  their  con* 
version.  Being  of  the  tribe  of 
fishermen  in  their  own  country, 
they  were  struck  by  the  circum- 
stance of  Christ's  having  selected 
fishermen  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
Wishing  to. visit  England,  they 
arrived  in  London  two  years  ago ; 
and  the  Wesleyan  Missionary 
Committee  placed  them  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Clarke,  who,  after 
they  had  been  subjected  to  a 
course  of  catechetical  instruc- 
tion for  eighteen  months,  bap- 
tized them  about  three  weeks 
ago.  I  have  now  ( said  Dr. 
Clarke)  the  honour  of  present* 
ing  them  to  your  Lordship  a^ 
some  of  the  Eastern  fruits  pf  thf 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society. 

Lord  Caltharpe  spoke  with 
great  pleasure  of  the  support 
which  the  Society  has  received 
from  so  many  personages  of  tha^ 
illustrious  family  which  Divine 
Providence  has  placed  at  thp 
head  of  these  realms ;  alluded  tp 
the  well-known  saying  of  opr  lata 
revered  and  beloved  Monarch; 
and  lamented  the  loss  pf  a  dis* 
tinguished  member  of  that  illus- 
trious family,  who  had  been  a  povirt 
erful  supporter  of  this  Society. 

The  Bishop  of  Gloucester 
beard  with  delight  the  detail  of 
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the  Society's  operations,  and  the 
great  accession   of  its    friends, 
if  proofs  were  granting  of  the 
importance    of  ,  the   Institution, 
(said  his  Lordship,)  we  have  one 
in  those  unhappy  men  who  lately 
suffered    death    for    the    awful 
crime  of  murder,  and  for  con- 
spiring against  those  whom  the 
Bible  teaches  us  to  honour.  They 
had  all  renounced  the  Bible ;  and 
having  in  vain  tried  to  find  sup- 
porters among  its  friends,  they 
evinced  a  dearfly  hatred  both  to 
the  Bible  and  this  Society,  con- 
sidering attachment  to  it  as  a 
sure  mark  of  a  littie  mind,  and 
as  indicating  a  determined  pre- 
judice  in  favour  of  loyalty.    In 
Illustration  of  its  utility,  hisLofd- 
ship  stated  the  following  circum- 
stance. Five  years  ago  the  walls  of 
a  certain  town  were  covered  with 
phicards,  and  the  houses  echoed 
with  murmurinM  a^inst  govem- 
inent.    Soon  afterwards  a  Blbk 
Association  was    formed    there. 
When  commercial  distress  made 
its  appearance,  and  many  were 
in  want  of  the  means  of  support, 
what  was  the  effect  t  They  were 
then  willing    to  labour  at  any 
thing,  and  their  houses  became 
the    habitations    of  peace  and 
quietness.    The  Bible  bmds  to- 
gether  the  governor  and  the  go- 
verned, and  will  be  the  means  of 
hastening  the  time,  when  *' the 
Hon  shall  lie  d&wn  with  the  lamb, 
and  none  shall  hurt  or  dMstray  in 
.  all  Go^s  hoiy  mtmntain." 

Rev.  Mr.  Henry  of  Leith,  in  se- 
conding  a  motion  made  by  Ad- 
miral Sir  James  Saumarea,  men- 
tioned some  eDcouiaging  circum- 
stances, one  of  which  was  this. 
Although  the  Society  consists  of 
persons  of  so  many  different  de- 
•  ominatlons,  yet  your  harmony 
18  not  interrupted.  Here  we  get 
above  those  walls  of  partition  by 
which  we  are  separated  from  one 


another  in  miaor  points  of  opi- 
nion, without  breaking  down  any 
thing  we  deem  snored.  But  let 
us  never  forget  the  princif^  upon 
which  we  first  set  out,  the  circu- 
lation of  the  BiUe  without  Qot» 
or  comment.  Destroy  this  prin- 
ciple, and  the  Society  wiU  b^ 
scattered :  retain  it,  and  you  pre* 
serve  the  holy  alliance. 

IV.   WUberfaree,    Esq.    after 
'many  other  remarks  said,  The  di- 
vine wisdom  has  been  displaynd 
in  giving  us  such  means  for  cir« 
culating  the  Scriptures  as  our  an* 
cestors  did  not  possess.    Before 
we  had  our  immense  eastern  em- 
pire, how  could  they  have  been 
distributed  in  those  regions  1  But 
this  country  obtain^  her  present 
su|)remacy  in   India,  at  a  tiaM 
when    the    people  of  England 
were  wise  enough  to  know  that 
the  Bible  was  a  fit  book  to  be  ^ut 
bto  the  hands  of  every  indivU 
dual;    the   Bibk   Society,  was 
formed  at  the  same  time;   and 
men   were  raised  up,  eMdowe^ 
with  such  mental  capabilities  and 
seal  as  perhaps  none  had  ever 
before  possessed,  to  translate  tht 
Scriptures    into  a  multitude  «f 
different  laqguajges.    These  great 
and  good   men   have  not  only 
contributed  towards  enlightening 
the  heatiiens  by   their  labours, 
but  by  devoting  the  profits  of 
their  several  publications  to  the 
same     godlike     purposes.    For 
they  do  not  lay  up  any  thing  for 
tfaemsdves:    the  £l,5Q0  which 
they  received  for  their  tranda- 
tionSf  they  have  consecrated  to 
the  service  of  their  God« 

Many  other  excellent  speeches 
were  made  by  the  Chairinaa« 
Sir  nomas  Achland.  R*  H.  In- 
glis,  Esq.  Robert  Gramt,  Esq. 
and  the  Rev.  W.  &  Matthias, 
Valin  (Chaplain  to  tlie  Swedish 
Embassy),  j0wett»  and  JT.  S^ott 
of  Hull. 
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The  second  Annual  Meeting 
was  held  at  Freemasons'  Tavern, 
April  29.  Plan  of  the  Institu* 
tion :— Printed  tickets  ar^  is- 
sued for  distribution  to  street 
begpars,  referring  them  to  the 
Society's  House,  where  they  are 
immediately  supplied  with  food, 
each  ca&e  is  registered,  and  the 
truth  of  the  statement  is  after- 
wards investigated.  Throughout 
the  year  4,062  cases  have  been 
disposed  of  in  various  ways : — 
114  have  been  settled  in  pa- 
rishes in  London ;  462  passed  to 
the  country;  267  provided  with 
employment;  955  were  found 
able  to  support  themselves ;  537 
impostors  were  ordered  to  be 
prosecuted]  391  refused  paro- 
chial relief;  242  provided  with 
situations  and  tools ;  24  clothed 
and  sent  to  sea ;  1980  admitted 
lUto  hospitals,  or  otherwise  re- 
lieved. 845  belonged  to  Lon« 
don  ;  1305  to  the  country ;  224 
uncertain  r  1561  Irish ;  203 
Scotch;  224 foreigners.  49,558 
meals  ^  were  distributed.  The 
subscriptions,  &c.  amounted  to 
462,721.  14s.  4rf.

and  impolicy  of  sudden  dismis- 
sals, and  the  unfoir  suppression  of 
character  for  mere  wnial  offences, 
as  it  seiids  a  female,  with  ali 
the  feelings  of  an  injured  person, 
into  the  very  haunts  of  thieves 
and  housebreakers.  It  states  the 
death  of  two  friendless  young 
women  in  conse(}uence  of  it.  Ma* 
ny  thousand  appropriate  Tracts 
were  given  last  year  to  servants 
at  the  Registry ;  88  servants  re« 
ceived  Bibles  oii  completing  their 
first  year's  services ;  151  weni 
rewarded  with  £251  IBs.;  4 
received  gratuities  on  their  mar- 
riage ;  and  4  were  assisted  in  af- 
fliction. Of  "  Friendly  Hints  to 
Female  Servants,*'  and  **  Maxims 
of  Prudence,"  (two  of  the  So- 
ciety's'Tracts,)  20,000  have  been 
printed,  18,000  of  which  are 
now  probably  in  the  liands  of 
servants.  The  great  value  of 
good  servants  in  forming  the 
minds  of  children  to  habits  of 
honour  and  truth  was  ably  ad- 
verted to  by  the  speakers,  among 
whom  were  the  Rev.  D.  Wilean, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hawtrey.  The 
Lady  Mayoress,  and  seveml  other 
ladies,  wer«  on  the  platform. 


REFUGE

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held 
at  the  London  Tavern,  April  27, 
the  Lord  Mayor  in  the  chair. 

Tiie  Report,  among  other 
things,    adverts  to  the    cruelty 


The  thirteenth  Anniversary 
was  held  May  1,  at  the  City  of 
London  Tavern.  The  object  of 
this  Institution  is  to  provide  a 
place  of  refuge  for  persons  who 
have  been  discharged  from  pri- 
son, or  from  the  hulks ;  for  un« 
fortunate  females  and  others, 
who,  though  willing  to  work,  are 
unable,  from  loss  of  character, 
to  earn  an  honest  maintenance. 
Within  this  asylum  they  are  with* 
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drawD  from  the  jnths  of  temf^ta'' 
lion  and  vice ;  and  are  taught  to 
renounce  their  former  habits,  to 
pursue  industrious  employments, 
and  to  return  to  society  with  new 
principles  and  amended  Ihres. 

The  Duke  of  York  was  pre- 
vented by  indisposition  from  pre- 
siding. 

Fifty-eight  males  and  forty-five 
females  were  admitted  last  year ; 
seventy-nine  males  and  fifty»five 
females  were  discharged ;  add  six- 
ty-one males  and  sixty-one  fe- 
males are  now  in  the  Asylum* 


tHE  NAVAL  AND  AHLITARY 
BIBLE  SOCIETY. 


Thb  fortieth  Anniversary  was 
held  at  the  Kins's  Concert  Room, 
in  the  Hay-market,  on  Tuesday, 
May  9, .  His  Royal  Highness  the 
Duke  of  Gloucester  in  the  chair. 

The  Report  referred  to  that  la- 
mented event,  the  death  of  his 
late  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of 
Kent,  who  had  been  so  loqg  the 
feealous  and  steady  friend  of  that 
Institution.  It  was  too  little  to 
say  he  had  been  a  loss  to  Eng- 
land :  he  was  a  loss  to  the  world. 
The  active  part  which  he  took  in 
the  dissemmation  t>f  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  in  the  operations  of  thb 
Society^  was  not  more  known, 
than  the  loss  of  his  labours  was 
^ncerely  lamented. 

Out  of  the  man^  excellent 
speeches,  we  ate  obliged  to  con- 
fine ourselves  to  the  following. 

W.  fVilberfarce^  Esq.  cordi- 
ally united  with  the  former  speak- 
er (Lord  Viscount  Jocelyn)  m  re- 
ferring from  human  wisdom  to  the 
word  of  God  for  our  example  and 
authority  in  disseminating  the 
Scriptures.  This  was  well  un- 
derstood,even  by  those  who  were 


themselves  unaffected  with  tfi4^ 
true  light  of  Scripture ;  who  ha^ 
acknowledged  that  so  long  as 
they  maintained  their  attachment 
to  the  principles  of  revealed  reli- 
gion; so  long  as  they  acted  by 
those  principles ;  they  were  invin- 
cible to  the  temptations  of  the 
disaffected.  Tlie  great  Duke  of 
Marlborough,  by  whose  means 
we  were  rescued  from  spiritual 
and  civil  despotism,  that  great 
man  was  not  ashamed,  just  before 
his  soldiers  were  going  into  ac* 
tlon,  to  call  the  chaplains  to 
come  and  do  duty  in  the  field  at 
the  head  of  every  regiment ;  and 
it  is  salid  that  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  the*  battle  of 
Blenheim,  he  had  been  receiving 
the  Sacrament  in  his  own  tent ;  he 
was  not  afraid  of  dispossessiug 
his  mind  of  every  other  conside- 
ratiod,  while  he  adored  that  Sa- 
viour, who  in  life  and  death  was 
his  only  support ;  and  shall  it  be 
said  that  we  are  afraid  of  disse- 
minating the  Scriptures  amotig 
our  soldiers  in  the  present  day, 
firom  a  fear  of  rendering  them  less 
able  to  perform  their  duties?  Let 
the  regiment  answer  this,  (said 
Mr. Wilberforce,)  which  was  amoag 
the  foremost  at  Waterloo,  and 
whose  attachment  to  the  Scrip- 
tures is  so  generally  known«  But 
it  has  been  said,  that  the  num- 
ber of  soldiers  and  sailors  who 
iall  in  battle,  bears  but  a  small 
proportion  to  the  number  of  those 
who  fall  in  those  unwholesome 
situations  to  which  we  are  obliged 
to  send  them.  And  I  know  not  a 
moredreadfiil  thought,  than  that 
of  dressing  up  our  soldiers  and 
sailors  with  garlands  and  flowers, 
like  the  ancient  victims  for  sacri- 
fice ;  but  at  the  same  time  failing 
to  give  them  that  reward  of  gra- 
titude, which  their  services  so 
eminently  demand  from  our  hand. 
It  is  a  duty^  and  not  an  act  of 
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thurity;  we  aire  but  paymg  a  debt 
wUle  we  are  endeavouring  to  pro- 
mote the  cause  of  Ood,  not 
among  those  who  have  no  claim 
upon  us»  but  among  those  who 
have  the  strongest  claim  that  men 
can  have. 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke 
of  Ghucester*  Indies  and  Gen- 
tlemen, you  have  been  pleased  to 
return  thanks  to  my  illustrious  re- 
latives and  myself,  whom  you 
have  done  the  honour  of  placing 
at  the  head  of  this  Society :  t  feel 
it  an  honour,  and  I  am  sure  they 
do.  It  is  our  duty  to  support 
every  institution  which  has  for  its 
object  the  good  of  mankind  in 
general,  and  I  trust  we  shall  ever 
consider  it  so  I  and  in  my  own 
name  and  theirs,  I  thank  you,  and 
am  certain  they  will  envy  me  the 
liappiness  of  attending  here  this 
day  to  do  so.  I  am  satisfied  that 
what  you  have  heard  will  encou* 
jrage  you  to  fresh  exertions  in  the 
cause  of  this  Society :  and*  I  feel 
that  it  would  be  Wrong  in  me  to 
enter  at  length  on  the  subject  be- 
fore you,  after  the  very  able  and 
eloquent  manner  in  which  you 
have  been  addressed.  Most  er* 
roneous  is  the  idea  that  the  dis- 
persion of  the  Word  of  God  is 
impropei:  among  the  defenders  of 
their  country. — ^What  can  be  more 
proper  than  to  give  them  that 
bo(^  which  will  make  them  not 
only  better  men,  but  better  de- 
fenders of  their  country,  either 
in  the  army  or  navy  1  It  has  been 
the  glory  of  our  nation,  that 
these  two  professions  have  acted 
together;  and  I  am  glad  to  see  so 
.  many  of  both  around  me.  When 
in  the  service  of  my  country,  1 
have  often  witnessed  the  good 
effects  which  have  been  produced 
by  the  dissemination  of  the  word 
of  God  among  the  army.  I  have 
heard  them,  when  dying,  express 
their  confidence  in  the  merits  of 


the  Redeemer,  and  looking  for 
eternal  life  through  htm.  I  hav« 
heard  their  expressions,  and  I  am 
sure  they  have  been  such  as  woulii 
have  afforded  a  useful  lesson  to 
the^rst  charactei's  in  this  country. 
You  have  heard  that  the  Society 
cannot  at  this  moment  supply  all 
the  demands  upon  them ;  let  me, 
therefore,  entreat  your  support  to 
this  important  Institution.  (Great 
applause,) 

The  Rev.  R.  Marks  (late  of  the 
Royal  Navy).  I  had  been  seven 
or  ei^t  years  in  the  navy  before 
I  heard  any  thing  of  your  So- 
ciety. The  first  time  was  when  I 
returned  from  that  battle  in  which 
we  lost"  oui"  gallant  Admiral,  f 
then  applied,  by  permission  of 
our  captain,  to  the  Society  for 
some  books  ;  they  were  very 
kindly  sent,  and  we  received 
them  just  as  oc^r  vessel  was  agaia 
under  weigh.  They  were  accepted 
with  the  greatest  tbankfulness,and 
I  never  went  between  decks  with- 
out seeing  some  of  the  men  en- 
gaged in  reading  them ;  they  be- 
came serious  and  attentive,  and 
we  afterwards  established  a  circu- 
lating library,,  consisting  of  about 
three^hundred  volumes,  part  of 
which  vietfi  subscribed  by  the  ofii^ 
cers,  the  good  effects  of  which 
were  soon  visible  in  all;  and  I 
can  affirm  from  experience,  that 
if  the  officers  of  a  ship,  or  of  a 
regiment,  wish  to  maintain  their 
authority,  it  must  be  by  showing 
to  those  under  tlieir  command, 
that  they  wish  to  obey  God  as 
well  as  to  serve  their  country. 
Amidst  the  roar  of  battle  it  is  ea- 
sy to  forget  the  thoughts  of  eter* 
nity  s  but  in  those  scenes  of  ship« 
wreck,  to  which  sailors  are  ex- 
posed in  peace  as  well  as  in  war^ 
when  death  is  seen  slowly  ad- 
vancing, for  days  and  nights  suc« 
ceeding  each  other—I  have  known 
what  it  is  to  be  lashed  to  the 
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IMurting  wreck,  and  have  sMi 
wave  after  vmte  washing  one  add 
another  into  eternity;  ikHtie  hate 
taken  to  drinking^  and  some  to 
prajtr;.niany  who  have  had  no 
hope  would  exckim^  *'  My  dear 
wife !  and  my  dear  children  !"  in 
the  prospect  of  being  about  to 
leave  them  for  ever  i  but  how  dif- 
ferent those  who  enjoyed  theprivi"- 
lege  of  a  good  hope  through  grace ! 
Such  a  one  sees  him  who  Is  invi- 
sible ;  and  while  death  is  remov- 
ing Urn  from  this  world,  know- 
ing in  whom  he  haa  thiftted,  he 
believes  that  that  Saviour  who 
dkd  Ibr  him  wiU  receive  him: 
and  whether  he  lives  or  die«;  bis 
will  is  given  up  to  the  wilt  of  the 
Almighty;  and  though  hi)  man- 
ners be  rude,  and  the  cast  of  his 
mind  rough  t  and  though  he  is 
about  to  be  snatched  fitom  his  fa* 
aaily  without  any  tidings  ever 
fteaching  home  of  how,  or  when, 
or  where  he  ended  his  existence, 
it  is  sufficient  for  him  to  know 
that  the  word  of  God  has  said, 
**  Leave  thy  fatfaeriets  children, 
tad  1  will  preserve  them  alive^  and 
kt  thy  wklows  trust  in  me/'  If 
he  enjoys  this  confidence,  he  can 
aay>  Father  into  thy  hands  I  com*- 
mit  my  Spirit;  and  having  said 
this^  he  falls  asleep  in  Jesus.-- 
When  in  this  great  city  the  l^tCe 
of  blasphemy  and  sedition  Waft 
going  forth,  and  when  the  king- 
dom was  threatened  with  revolu- 
tion, I  have  often  thought.  Well! 
though  the  apostles  of  infidelity 
may  g|et  into  our  cities,  and  towns, 
and  villages^  they  would  do  but 
little  among  our  pious  sailors. 
Give  the  sailor  a  Bible,  and 
you  give  him  a  blessing  that  will 
bold  by  him,  when  every  thing 
else  shall  fidl  him. 

Rev.  Dr.  Steinkoggr.-^lt  k 
vrith  extreme  teluctance  1  rise  on 
this  occasion,  bat  having  been  re- 
quested by  the  firaends  ^  this  8<^ 
ciety,  who  are  desirous  that  at 


least  «Me  foreign  toiee  abdnld  be 
raised  in  its  fiivour,  I  could  not 
reflise  to  raise  that  voice.  I  hail 
the  anniversary  of  this  Society  ai 
much  as  I  dkl  last  week  the  an^^ 
niversary  of  the  British  and  Fo* 
reign  Bible  Society ;  and  in  point 
of  time  this  clakns  the  priority; 
they  assetnbled  on  their  sixteenth 
anniversary^  and  we  this  day  ee« 
lebrate  our  fortieA  anniversary* 
Permit  me  then  to  raise  the  voice 
of  gratitude,  as  I  feel  particularly 
obliged  to  this  Institntton  for  hav- 
ing paid  a  kind  attention,  not  to 
British  soldiers  only,  but  they 
have  remembei^  my  countrymcii 
likewise,  and  have  distributed 
many  Bibles  among  Germans; 
and  tbeir  exanlple  has  stimulated 
the  ceal  of  othera.  I  am  happy 
to  state,  ftom  my  own  knowledge, 
when  the  Bible  was  offered  to  the 
German  Soldiers,  they  received 
it  with  joy,  and  with  tears  in  their 
eyes.  One  soldier,  m  great  ago- 
ny, particularly  attracted  my  at^ 
tentiont  a  ball  had  passed  be» 
tween  his  ear  and  his  jaw-bone, 
and  l>eing  in  the  most  excruciat- 
ing pain,  he  had  not  cl^^d  his 
eyes  for  six  days  and  nights ;  but 
he  had  read  his  Bible,  and  con- 
fessed that  there  he  had  found 
what  afibrded  him  the  greatest 
consolation.  We  have  had  seve- 
ral other  striking  instances,  in 
whieh  the  Holy  Scriptures  have 
been  read  with  the  greatest  bene- 
fit* Some  German  Bibles  were 
given  to  some  of  my  countrymen  $ 
they  went  on  board  a  ship,  which 
was  taken  by  the  Danes,  and  car- 
ried into  a  Danish  port ;  two  of 
them  died  in  one  day,  and  the 
other  on  the  next ;  but  on  their 
dying  beds  they  addressed  a  sur^ 
viving  comrade,  and  desired  him  to 
write  a  letter,  in  Which  they  im- 
plored the  greatest  blessings  on 
the  Bible  Society,  and  acknow- 
ledged the  benefits  they  had  re- 
ceived.   Before  he  concluded,  he 
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would  beg  to  observe,  that  though 
a  German,  he  had  an  English 
heart,  and  he  could  not  but  deeply 
lament  the  death  of  our  late  be> 
loved  Monarch  King  Oeorge  III. 
who  died  beloved  and  regretted, 
not  only  by  the  inhabitants  of 
this  country,  but  in  Germany;' 
likewise,  many  a  tear  has  been 
$hed  to  bis  memory,  and  be  wiii 
Ve  long  romembered  by  tbem.

The  pleasures  which  have  at- 
tended fonper  AoDiyersaries  of 
our  denominatioD,  and  the  import- 
ant benefits  which  have  flowed 
from  them^by  promoting  brother- 
ly love,  and  furthering  the  gospel 
of  Christ,  have  fully  justified  the 
wisdom  and  piety  which  first  pro- 
posed such  meetings,  and  may  be 
considered  as  tokens  of  the  Di- 
vine approbation.  Such  Associa- 
tions, while  they  exemplify  the 
fellowship  of  saints,  are  the  ac- 
complishment of  our  Lord's  last 
mtercessory  request  upon  earth — 
Thai  they  all  may  be  one  ;  as  tk&u. 
Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in  ihee^ 
that  they  ahm  may  he  one  in  us  ; 
that  the  wifrld  may  believe  that 
thou  hast  sent  me. 

Our  last  Annual  Meetings  were 
gladdened  and  enlightened  by  the 
presence  of  a  beloved  brother, 
who,  a^r  twenty  years'  employ- 
ment as  a  Missionary  among  the 
heathen,  had  returned,  to  impress 
more  powerfully  upon  our  minds 
than  it  perhaps  had  before  been 
felt,  a  doctrine  which  we  all.  pro* 
fess  to  believe,  that  neither  is  he 
that  planteth  any  thing,  neither 
he  that  watereth ;  but  God  that 
giveth  the  increase. 

The  conviction  then  produced 
of  the  necessity  of  fervent,  united, 
and  persevering  prayer,  that  God 
would  pour  out  his  Spirit  from 
on  high,  in  order  that  the  wilder^ 
ntssmay  be  a  fruitful  field,  and 
the  fruitful  field  be  counted  for  a 
forest,  has  been  manifested*  during 
the  past  year  in  a  variety  of  ways. 
^e  propriety  ai|d  importance  of 


the  sentiment  have  formed  the  to- 
pic of  conversation,  and  have  been 
evinced  at  meetings  for  social 
prayer,  and  in  the  public  addresses 
of  ministers  to  the  throne  of  grace. 
The  doctrine  of  the  predicted  and 
promised  out-pouring  of  the  Spirit 
has  been  the  subject  pn  which  our 
pastors  have  delighted  to  expa* 
tiate»  whilst  the  prospect  of  their 
accomplishment  has  filled  the 
hearts  of  the  hearers  with  deligbtp 
their  eyes  with  tears  of  joy,  and 
their  tongues  with  songs  of  praise. 
There  is  another  effect,  too,  oi. 
considerable  importance  to  the. 
peace  and  welfare  of  our  churches, 
which  the  writer  has  witnessed 
with  incKpressible  delight.  It  is 
well  known,  and  has  been  often 
lamented,  that  for  many  years 
past,  disputes  upon  what  has  been- 
called  the  ^'  Modern  Question" 
have  produced  bitter  asperities, 
cruel  jealousies,  and  unkind  cen-. 
sures  ainopg  our  ministers,  and 
a  want  of  cordial  union  in  oyr  de« 
nomination,  and  have  paralyzed  our 
efforts,  and  prevented  that  united 
and  vigorous  attack  upon  the  king-r 
dom  of  Satan,  which  might  other* 
wise  have  been  attempted  with  the 
most  extensive  success.  But  the. 
general  impression  that  has  pre- 
vailed upon  the  minds  of  ministers 
and  members  of  churches,  that 
we  are  all  verily  guilty  concerning 
our  indifference  pn  the  subject  of 
not  seeking,  by  humble  prayer, 
an  abundant  supply  of  the  spirit 
of  Christ,  has  3wallowed  up  ia<» 
feribr  considerations;  and  whilq 
meeting  at  tbe  throne  of  gracp^ 
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mrd«nt]y  praying  for  the  influence 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  differences 
of  opinion  respecting  the  manner 
In  which  the  guilt  of  the  uncon- 
verted is  to  be  viewed,  and  the 
way  In  which  the  invitations  of 
the  gospel  are  to  be  addressed  to 
men,  have  completely  disappeared. 
An  excellent  minister,  in  London, 
who  is  now  incapacitated  by  afliic- 
lion,  said  to  the  writer  of  this  ar- 
ticle fifteen  years  since,  **  You 
will  observe  that  good  people  are 
all  of  one  mind  when  they  meet 
together  for  social  prayer.  If  a 
man  (said  he)  be  too  high  in  his 
sentiments,  prayer  for  divine  as- 
sistance will  bring  him  down ;  and 
if  he  be  too  low,  prayer  for  that 


#f  stirring  up  each  othet  to  cry 
mightily  to  God,  that  the  spirit  of 
love,  ^f  peace,  and  of  a  sound 
mind,   may    prevail    among  us ; 
and  that  tnis  spirit  may  be  more 
and  more  manifest  in  our  indivi- 
dually and  collectively  consecra- 
ting our  services  to  the  work  of 
God,  who    will    accomplish   his 
own  purposes  of  grace  and  mercy, 
— the  promises  being  sure  to  all 
the  seed,  because  Christ  is  the 
Surety  of  that  better  Covenant, 
which  is  ordered  in  all  things  and 
sure.    The  question  is  not  then, 
whether  <mr  services  are  required 
in  order  to  these  glorious  events 
being  effected :  God  can,  and  will^ 
use    other    instruments,   ii  our 


needed  blessing  will  lift  him  up!"    carnality  of  mind  render  \xs  unfit 


It  will  be  a  happy  event,  if,  in* 
stead  of  ministers  and  their  peo- 
ple conversing  about  what  have 
been  called  *'  Giliism"  and  *'  Ful- 
ierism  f  about  persons  being  **  a 
little  too  high/*  or  **  a  little  too 
4ow:**    they    would   spend   their 
time  in  attempting  to  affect  each 
other's  heart  with  the  barren,   di- 
vided, and  dying  state  of  many 
churches  in  our  own,  and  other 
denominations  ;  of  the  awful  con- 
•dition  of  many  parts  of  christian- 
ized Europe ;  and  of  the  millions 
among  the  heathen,  who  are  still 
living     without     hope,     voithout 
Christ,  and  without  God  in  the 
world*     Such  conversiation  WQuId 
powerfully  impress  our  hearts,  and 
lead  us  to  pray  that  God  would 
give   an   abundant    increase    of 
graces,  gifts,  and  members  to  his 
churches;  and,  according  to  his 
word,  cause   the  wilderness  and 
the  solitary  place  to  he  glad  for 
them,  and  the  desert  to  refoice  and 
blossom  as  the  rose. 

Let  it  then  be  borne  in  mind  by 
us  all,  that  Anniversary  Meetings 
of  our  ministers  and  churches 
will  be  no  further  useful,  than  as 
Ibey  91^6  improved  as  the  means

for  the  Master's  use.  For*  our 
comfort,  however,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  our  so  using  our  dif- 
ferent talents  as  to  improve  them, 
and  to  escape  the  doom  of  wicked 
and^othful  servants,  we  are  cdled 
upon  to  go  work  to-day  in  his 
vineyard.  The  reader  of  this 
paper  will  judge  what  hour  of  the 
day  it  is  with  him,  and  whether 
he  has  hitherto  been  standing  all 
the  day  idle  in  the  market-place* 
But  should  it  be  tiie  eleventh 
hour,  let  him  no  longer  neglect  an 
opportunity  of  consecrating  his 
service  this  day  to  the  Lord. 

The  approaching  Anniversary

Miis.  LbufSA.  Russell,  ^ife  ot 
Mr.  A.C.  RuJMisH,  of  Lant-street, 
SoutfaWaMt,  was  riHlibved  from  tMa 
trannlory  state,  Jaa,  4,  1620.    JBy 
tfaui  affecting  dispensatien, — ^While 
surviyiDg  relatives  mourn  the  Iofs 
of  a  wife  and  mother,  endeared  to 
ibem  by  all  that  contribnted  so  emi- 
iiiently  to  their  dotnes^c  joys, — ^the 
elinrcb,  of  which  she  was  a  member, 
ia  deprived  of  oil^  of  its  most  ac* 
Ute  iBid   pioas   aupporters.     The 
senlimelit  of  the    Psalmist  that  a 
religious  Kfe  may  be  expected  to 
close  in    peace,   never  received  a 
more  striking  exemplification  than 
in  this  excellent  womsm : — *'  Mark 
the  perfect,  and  behold  the  upright" 
Mft.  Rnfef^l  Joined  the  chmch  at 
Maze  Pond,  then  under  the  pasto- 
Ttkl  care  of  the  Rev.  J.  Dore,  in  the 
year  17^.    Referrii^  to  her  reli- 
gious feelings  previous  to  that  pro- 
fession, she  observed,  **  If  ever  a 
slaving  change   took   pAatre  in  my 
fa^rt,  it  was  when,  in  %  thne  of 
^tMciStfm^  I  W|8i<ed  to  wrestle  with 
God  ilk  lervent  prayer."    Sd  often 
ffire  tbe  dark  dispetasations  of  Pro- 
vidence the  seasons  of  spiritual  illu- 
mination!    The    divine   life    thus 
4K>mmenced  in  prayer,    was  main- 
tained by  constant  intercourse  With 
heaven ;  atid,  when  iM  her  dea^- 
bed,  she  added,  in  ooimection  with 
4be  precedftig  i^mark,  '*  In  all  my 
Jittle  matters  I  have  found  it  to  go 
well  with  me,  when  I  have  made 
them  the  subject  of  prayer.^  Hence 
she  urged  her  fainity  to  be  much  in 
prayer.     "  Struggle,  (  said  she, ) 
struggle  with  Ood  In  prayer.''  With 
a  conviction  of  her  own  sinfblness, 
Mrs.  Russell  ever  professed  to  place 
^er    wtiole    confidence    In   Jesus 
.Christ ;  she  n^oiced  in  the  declara- 
tion tliat  **  his  bloojl  cleanseth  us 
from  all  sin ;''  but  her  faith  was  hot 
**  dead,  being  alone,''    With  an  in- 


creasing sense  of  her  unworibiness, 
she    delighted   to  keep  the  co'iQ- 
mandments,  and  to  follow  the  steps 
of  the  Redeemer.    She  was  extenr 
siyely  known  as  the  ftiend  of  thi 
poor,   and  devoted  m»oh   of   her 
time  to  the  preparation  of  remedies 
for  some  of  their  disorders,  which 
one  morning  in  every  week  she  ad- 
ministered to  them  wiYh  her  own 
hands.    These  laborious  and  coir- 
stant  bx'ertions  frequently  impaired 
her  health ;  but  a  hiessiiig  evidently 
attended  her  compassionate  labours. 
The   efficacy  of  her    remedies    at- 
tracted considerable  notice.    Many 
persons  who  were  materially  bene- 
fited, declined  receiving  them  gra- 
tuitously, and  by  leaving  their  Value 
enabled  her  to  afibrd  more  C^Etefr* 
sive  relief  to  the  poor.    But  in  the 
midst  6f  her  usefulness,  and  sur- 
rounded with  blessings  which  none 
could  more  enioy,  an  internal  dis- 
order, of  which,  at  various  periods, 
she  had   experienced  repeated  at- 
tacks,   suddenly   reappeared    with 
alarming  symptoms,  and  made  rapid 
advances.    She  soon  felt  confirmed 
in  all  apprehension  which  had  been 
some  time  upon  her  mind,  that  she 
should  not  cdntinue  long  here ;  and 
in  the  short  space  of  ten  days,  the 
mortal  strife  was  terminated  by  a 
tranqnil  dismission  to  a  better  state. 
Thus  suddenly  does  God  change  the 
bouse  of  joy  to  the  house  of  mourn- 
ing!   Ft   was  on  the   evening  uf 
Christmas-day  she  left  the  cheerful 
circle  of  her  family  and  friends,  and 
to  the  place  which  she  then  filled 
she  returned  no  more.    On  the  day 
after   she    was  taken   ill,    she  re- 
quested  one  of  her  chtldi^n  to  pray 
with  her;   and,  though  unaMe  to 
converse  much,  on  being  asked  if 
she  was  in  the  posscss^Hi  of  ^ace, 
she  replied,  *'  Yes,  yes;  thou  wilt 
keep  him  in  perfect  peace  whose 
mind  is  stayed  on  thee.''    It  was  in- 
deed 'delightful  to  witness  the  pa- 
tience and  resigtiatioii   ^ich  ^e,

vki>  haii  to  oflMi  soothed  Uie  40r-

Oa  tenday  mDrniog  htt  weapiag 
ftmity  expected  every  moaieBt  to 
be  tiia  last:  ibe  however  vevired. 
Qed  she  departed  that  moriuiif ,  her 
haaband  and  ohihireii  would  not 
have  witnessed  a  seene  too  atfeot* 
hi^  and  solemn  ever  to  be  for^tten. 
She  recMiwred  anfiiciently  to  con- 
verse with  them;  and  her  eonvcrf 
aatioB  showed,  not  only  that  her 
mind  wa&oalm  and  prepared » bat  that 
she  was  abont  to  have  an  abundant 
jintvance  into  the  everlastini;  king- 
doib  of  her  Savionr,  wbiie  it  tended 
■lore  than  any  thing  eke  to  prepare 
them  for  their  loss,  and  afforded  to 
them  the  most  interesting  and  im- 
portant leisone.  She  saw  her  buSr 
htMd  and  ohildren  separately,  and 
spoke  to  them  most  affectionately  and 
eameetly  of  Ihe  importance  of  rcli- 
foOBy  ^nd  ccmtiiiued  to  converse  dar^ 
mg  the  day  on  the  same  subject 
The  following  are  a  few  of  her  ex- 
pressions. *'  Sfttan  has  assaulted 
me ;  bat  I  am  made  more  than  oon- 

aoeror  teoiigfa  the  blood  of  the  Re- 
eeowr.  The  k>ve  of  Jesns  is  ail 
■ly  Si^kport,  and  all  my  stay.  Oh 
what  should  I  Aa  without  him  now? 
He  is  the  bright  and  tlie  morning 
atar.  Nobles  and  princes  now  might 
e»vy  mie.  I  feel  raptures  that  I 
cannot  express. 

'<  Then  tball  I  see  and  hear  and  know 
All  I  desiHd  or  wishM  below ; 
And  erery  power  find  sweet  employ, 
In  that  eternal  world  of  joy.* 

She  repeated  parts  of  several  other 
hymns. 

"  t  shall  be  safe ; 
For  Christ  displays 
Superior  power. 
And  guardian  grace." 

And, 

"  There  shall  I  bathe  my  weaiy  soul 
In  seas  of  heavenly  rest ; 
And  not  a  wave  of  trouble  roH 
Across  my  peaceful  breast." 

She  appeared  indeed  to  have 
^aught  already  the  spirit  of  heaven. 
To  the  ^Q>ri9e  cipher  attendants 
she  sung  that  verse  of  Dr,  Watts, 

•*  With  all  my  powers  of  heart  and 

tongue, 
IH)  praise  my  Maker  in  my  %ong; 
Angels  shall  bear  the  notes  X  raise, 
Approve  the  soag«  and  join  the  praise.** 


I  And  tim  seid,  *"  Hallelaj«h,  Hal- 
lelujah, glory  and  honour,  and 
power  be  to  Him  that  sitteth  on 
tho  throne,  and  to  the  Lamb,  for 
ever." 

She  expressed  an  ardent  concern 
for  the  prosperity  of  the  cbnrch 
tD  which  the  belonged.  She  waf 
remarkably  earnest  in  her  exhort%- 
tionstp  those  who  were  about  her  to 
do  what  their  hands  foond  to  .do 
with  all  their  might,  using  the  singu- 
hir  language,  **  This  death  f^all  not 
be  witl)out  effect." 

Her  poor  patients  were  mentioned 
1^  her  with  much  concern ;  and  she 
risquested  that  a  suitable  tract  might 
be  given  to  each  of  them. 

On  Monday  morning  she  spoke 
less,  and  was  evidently  deahrons 
that  the  straggle  might  be  soon  ter- 
minated. ^  I  have  had  (she  n^ 
maiked)  a  nemr  prospect,  but  am 
not  entered  in.  Come,  Lord  Jesus, 
come  quickly.'' '  Several  consolatoi- 
ry  passages  of  scripture  were  re* 
peatcd  to  her,  to  which  sbe  expressed 
her  assent.  On  Tuesday  morning, 
about  an  hour  before  she  died,  she 
stretched  out  her  hand  to  the  nurse, 
a^d  said,  *'  Is  there  death  there  Y' 
Oh  being  answered  in'  the  affirmar 
tive,  she  exclaimed,  ^'  Then,  blese 
him,  bless  him*"  Her  thoughts  were 
evidently  dwelling  upon  God,  whose 
roil  and  staff"  snpported  her.  She 
walked  through  the  dark  valley 
withont  fear;  for  Qod  was  with 
her:  and  withont  a  struggle  she 
left  this  world  of  sorrow,  to  enter 
into  that  world  where  sorrow  and 
sighing  shall  for  ever  flee  away. 
^  Therefore  are  they  before  the 
throne  of  God,  and  serve  him  dafr 
and  night  in  his  temple,  and  he  ^at 
sitteth  OB  the  throne  shail  dwell 
among  tiiem.^ 

Mrs.  Russell  was  followed  to  the 
grave  by  an  nnusaal  concourse  of 
the  poor,  w^ose  eyes  had  blessed  her 
when  they  saw  her,  and  who  eame 
to  pay  tbe  tribute  of  a  tear  at  her 
tomb  ;  and  the  event  was  improved 
on  the  Lord's-day  following,  by  » 
Sermon  to  a  crowded  auditory, 
from  1  Cor.  XV.  57.  ''  Bat  thanks 
be  to  God,  whioh  giveth  us  (he 
victory  through  our  Lord  Jesos 
Christ" 
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DR.  HENRY  KOLLOCK. 


Died  nt  Savannah,  United  States, 
Dec  29, 1819,  aged  41,  Dr.  Henry 
Kollock,  pastor  of  the  Independent 
chnrch  in  that  cUy.  He  canght  a 
Revere  cold  m  October  1819,  and  in 
December  became  seriously  indis- 
posed. He  had  promised  to  preach 
for  a  charitable  Institution,  and 
could  not  be  prerailed  upon  to  give 
it  up.  "  I  must  (said  be)  say  a  few 
words  for  those  poor  little  oiphans.'' 
His  prayer  was  sublime ;  his  sermon 
impressive  and  excellent.  But. one 
feeling  pervaded  the  whole  of  this 
large  congregation,  to  see  him  plead* 
ifig  for  others,  with  a  frame  and 
countenance  so  feeble^  bat  illed 
with  love  and  devotion.  In  the  af- 
tH-noon,  unable  to  preach,  be  went 
to  hear,  and  received  «  paralytic  < 
stroke  in  his  pew.  On  the  day  of 
iiis  death  the  €alvinistic  Methodist 
minister  and  the  clerggrman  converse 
cd  and  prayed  with  him.  In  the 
afternoon  be  requested  the  3 1st 
hymn,  Scl  book,  to  be  sung,  "  Why 
should  we  start  and  fear  to  dicT  It 
not  being  immediately  found,  he 
said,  the  66tb  will  do,  ''  There  is  a 
land  of  pure  delight,''  &c.  and  re* 
peated  the  whole  of  it  aloud.  It 
was  sung.  He  blessed  and  prayed 
for  his  two  grand-children ;  entreat* 
cd  his  son  and  daughter-in-law,  and 
his  mourning  partner,,  to  live  near 
the  Redeemer ;  and  closed  an  active 
and  useful  life  by  gently  yielding  up 
his  soul  into  the  hands  of  his  cove- 
nant God  and  Saviour,  without  a 
atruggle,  at  half-past  ten  in  the  even- 
ing. 

On  the  following  day  tb^  news- 
papers in  mourning  announced  his 
death.  The  following  is  an  extract 
irom  one  of  them.  *'  In  announcing 
'  the  decease  of  this  eminent  Christian 
aiid  minister,  we  cannot  resb'ain  the 
tribute  of  a  tear:  and  we  mingle  our 
sorrow  in  common  with  the  grief  of 
every  citizen.  It  is  not  alone  the 
public  teacher  of  religion,  the  cor- 
.ruscations  of  whose  luminous  mind 
shed  light  on  the  sacred  page ;  it  is 
not  alone  the  public  orator  whose 
holy  and  fervid  elQcj^uence,  binding 
iike  a  charm  the  attention,  of  his 
hearers,  awoke  the  infidol  from  bis 


delusive  dreamy  and  broagfit  back 
the  wayward  sinner  to  the  remem* 
brance  of  his  God ;  it  is  not  alon* 
the  man  of  genius  and  of  leamiiig 
that  we  deplore;  bat  be  who  in 
the  last  hour  of  mortal  snfferti^y 
bent  over  the  conch  of  distress,  and 
in  the  hovel  of  the  poor,  or  the  prison 
of  guilt,  poured  the  balm  of  our 
holy  religion  into  the  wounded  spi* 
rit,  and  taught  the  sufferer,  afflicted 
with  the  agonies  of  this  world,  wheir» 
to  look  for  consolation  and  safety  m 
another.  Many  are  the  tears  which 
will  water  his  path  to  the  tomb;  and 
long  will  his  memory  be  cherisdied 
by  the  community,  who-  yet  can 
scarcely  appreciate  their  loss."— 
The  following  notice  was  issued  b« 
the  Mayor.  ."  The  Rev.  Dr.  Henry 
Kollock  is  no  more!  He  died- last 
nigiit.  By  the  •  final  departure  of 
such  a  man,  a  chasm  is  left  in  tfao 
community  of  which  he  has.  lo|i£ 
been  a  distinguished  member,  which 
will  not  easily  be  supplied.  It  is 
due  to  his  exalted  character  that  no 
evidence  of  respect  should  be  omit^ 
ted ;  but  on  the  contrary,  that  mor« 
than  common  tokens  should  be  of- 
fered. I  therefore  request  that  the 
shops  be  shut  up,  and  all  business 
suspended,  tltat  the  community  may 
thus  evince  bow  sincerely  tbi{?y 
mourn  for  a  man  who  was  an  orna- 
ment to  society,  and  alike  distin* 
guished  for  talents  and  for  good- 
ness. T.  U.  P.  Charlton,  Mayor.^ 
The  removal  of  his  body  to  his 
place  of  worship  was .  attended  by 
the  greater  part  of  the  inhabitants. 
In  the  procession  was  to  be  seen 
every  Society,  civil  or  religious. 
The  Mayor  and  Corporation,  the 
Judgesi  the  public  officers,  the  gen-

^  Controversy  abont  the  import 
of  Divine  BevelatioD,  respecting 
what  are  the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel, 
managed  by  professed  Cliristians, 
wears  an  unlovely  aspect,  and  is 
not  unlikely  to  be  used  by  superfi- 
cial and  sceptical  persons  as  nearly 
a  justification^  of  their  unbelief.

.  The  prefiice  has  nearly  all  appear- 
ed in  this  Magazine,  Sept  1819,  and 
contains  a  sufficient  exposure  of  the 
dangerous,  and  detestable  nature  of 
Antiaomianism,  accounts  for  its  la- 
mented prevalence,  and  directs  how 
it  should  be  opposed;  that  preiace 
cannot  be  too  often  read  nor  too 
deeply  considered.

The  second,  on  the  analogy  between 
the  Mosaic  and  Christian  Dispensa- 
tions. The  third,  on  the  import  of 
the  term  «  Law,"  as  used  to  d»^ 
signate  the  Covenant  of  Works. 
The  fourth,  on  the  import  of  tho 
terms  •*  Grace"  and  **  Truth,"  as 
used  to  define  the  peculiar  charac- 
ter of  the  Gospel  Dispensation.  Th« 
fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh,  6n  the  pe- 
culiarities of  the  Covenant  of  Grace. 
The  eighth,  contains  a  practical  ap^ 
plication  of  the  principles  advanced 
in  the  two  preceding  chapters.  The 
ninth  is  on  the  last  peculiarity  of  the 
Covenant  of  Grace,  which  our  au- 
thor has  introduced.  The  tenth  is 
on  the  real  grounds  of  a  believer's 
security  for  final  Salvation.  On 
each  of  these  subjects,  Mr.  Chaso 
has  written  with  strong  sense,  has 
duly  honoured  the  word  of  God  by 
his  appeals  to  it,  and  has  given  much 
useful  information. 

In  more  than  one  place  he  has 
very  cleariy  pointed  out  an  injurious 
partiality  for  one  design  of  the  gos- 
pel, which  we  think  some  good  men 
have  indulged,  and  rfiany  bad  ones 
have  cherished,  until  another  de- 
sign of  the  gospel  has  been  too 
much  forgotten  by  the  former,  and 
almost  wholly  by  the  latter.  They 
have  too  often  confined  "  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation  to  the  procla- 
mation of  Ibrgiveness  and  reconci- 
liation to  God  through  the  blood  of 
the  cross."  But,  as  our  author  very 
justly  remarks,  the  salvation  of  God 
includes  '♦the  re-establishment  of 
God's  oriff'uial  dominion  in  the  hearts 
of  the  chihlien  of  men."  We  are 
greatly  mistaken  if  the  so  frequent 
practice,  among  what  arc  termed 
evangelical  preachers,  of  rcgardiiu; 
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Ihe  gospel  ad  more  a  remedy  for  a 
guilty  conscience  than  foranunhcdy 
beait,  is  not,  among  several  others, 
a  powerful  cause  of  the  abounding 
of  Antinomianism.    We  thank  our 

S-acions  God  that  he  has  given  us  a 
edeemer  whose  blood  removes  all 
the  sin  of  every  believer;  and  we 
are  not  less  grateful  for  a  deliverer, 
whose  doctrines,  example,  and  gra- 
cious influence,  are  intended  to  li- 
berate us  from  the  love  and  reign 
of  xmrighteonsness.  We  wish  both 
these  to  be  fully  and  constantly 
united. 

We  will  now  finish  this  aKicle 
with  Mn  Hairs  character  of  tiie 
work  before  us,  taken  from  the  be- 
ginning and  the  end  of  his  preface. 
"  It  is,'*  says  he,  *'  with  considera- 
ble reluctance  that  I  have  complied 
with  the  request  of  the  hoghly  es- 
teemed author  of  the  followiog 
work,  by  prefixing  a  short  preface ; 
not  from  the  slightest  hesitation  re- 
specting the  excellence  of  the  work 
itself,  but  from  an  aversion  to.  the 
seeming  arrogance  of  jpiretending  to 
recommend  what  might  rest  so  se- 
curely on  its  own  merits.  The 
reader,  if  I  am  not  greatly  mis^ 
taken^  will  find  in  this  Treatise,  a 
chain,  of  close  and  cogent  reasoning 
from  fhe  oracles  of  God,  sufficient 
to  overturn  from  its  foundjation  the 
principles  which  compose  the  Anti- 
liomian  heresy ;  which,  he  will  be 
at  no  loss  to  perceive,  are  as  mnch 
opposed  to  the  grace  as  to  the  au- 
thority of.  tlte  great  Head  of  the 
Church/'  In  the  end,  he  says,  ''But 
1  am  delaining  the  reader  too  long 
from  the  pleasure  and  the  advantage 
ho  may  promise  himself  from  the 
perusal  of  the  following  treatise, 
where  he  will  meet  with  no  illiberal 
insinuations,  no  personal  invective, 
the  too  frequent  reasoning  of  con- 
troversy, and  the  ordinary  gratifiea*- 
tiou  of  vulgar  minds;  but  «  series 
«f  calm  and  dispassionate  reason- 
ings out  of  the  scriptures.''

'*  Asiione  of  our  Number  were 
ever  .degraded  by  Hostility  to  the 
civil  Government  of  our  Country,  as 
it  is  by  Law  established,  we  are  per 
suadcd  that  none  of  us  will  be  found 
amongst  those  who  profane  Religion, 
deride  the  Hojy  Scripture,  and. di- 
minish tlie  liiHuence  of  sacred  Sub- 
jects on  the  Minds  of  the  People  { 
but  that  it  will  be  oar  uniform  Soli- 
citude and  Endeavour  ta  manifesf

Prompted  as  we  are  by  Inclination, 
as  well  as  Duty,  it  will  be  always 
our  earnest  Wish  ind  ardent  Prayer, 
that  your  Majesty's  Reign  may  be 
long,  peaceful,  and  prosperous ;  and 
that  at  a  distant  Period  your  Ma- 
jesty may  exchange  your  present 
Crown,  after  having  exhibited  its 
brightest  Lustre  in  the  uninter- 
rupted and  increasing  Attachment 
of  a  free,  grateful,  and  loyal  People, 
for  a  Crown  of  celestial  Glory  that 
fadctli  not  away." 

THE  ANSWER  OF  THE  KING. 

''  I  RECEIVE  with  great  Satisfac- 
tion this  loyal  and  dutiful  Address. 
Hie  Justice  which  you  have  ren- 
dered to  the  Memory  of  my  beloved 
Father,  is  highly  gratifying  to  me. 
Yon  may  be  fully  assured  of  the 
Continuance  of  that  Protection 
which  you  experienced  during  his 
beneficent  Reign,  and  my  Determi- 
imtion  to  maintain  striotly,  and  in- 
violably, the  Toleration  now  so  hap- 
|)ily  enjoyed." 

On  Wednesday,  May  3,  eighty- 
nine  members  of  the  general  Body 
met  at  the  Library  in  Redcross- 
street,  and  proceeded  to  the  King's 
Palace  in  Pall-mall,  where  they  ar- 
rived by  appointment  at  three  o'clock. 
As  a  very  few  only  of  other  bodies, 
who  had  presented  Addresses,  had 
been  permitted  to  kiss  the  King's 
hand,  owing  to  his  late  severe  ill- 
ness, the  Secretary,  to  prevent  any 
confusion  or  disappointment,  inti- 
mated that  the  same  arrangement 
might  be  followed  on  the  present 
occasion.  The  Body  were  con- 
ducted through  the  State  Apartments 
into  the  Great  Room,  where  they 
were  presented  to  the  King  on  his 
Throne  by  LordYiscount  Sidmouth^ 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
/)epartment.  When  the  Chairman 
(Dr.  Rees)  had  read  the  Address, 
Received  the  King's  Answer^  and 


kissed  his  hand,  and  twelve  or  foor« 
teen  of  the  senior  members  had  been 

£  resented,  the  Chairman  intimated 
is  apprehension  that  the  approach 
of  others  would  fatigue  bis  Ma- 
jesty. On  which  the  King  replied 
with  ardour,  "  By  no  means — ^So 
excellent  an  Address,  and  so  well 
delivered — ^I  am  highly  gratified" — 
and  continued  to  present  bis  hand 
till  the  whole  Body  had  received  the 
same  honour.  To  the  Chairman  he 
condescendingly  intimated  his  satis- 
faction on  seeing  bim  present  on  the 
occasion,  and  more  particularly  as 
he  was  given  to  understand  that  he 
had  accompanied  the  Address  when 
his  late  Father  had  ascended  to 
the  Throne.  And  as  the  Body  were 
retiring,  he  was  heard  to  say  to  the 
surrounding  nobility,  **'  This  Ad- 
drcs.H  came  home  to  the  feelings  of 
every  person  w^ho  heard  it,a)id  more 
particularly  to  my  own,'*  (laying  his 
baud  on  his  heart.) 

Before  the  admission  of  the  Body, 
the  Address  of  the  Court  of  Lieu- 
tenancy of  the  City  of  London  had 
been  received  by  the  King,  and  it  had 
been  intimated  to  the  members  not 
to  withdraw  from  the  Palace  before 
his  Majesty  should  retire  to  his  pri- 
vate apartments.  After  the  Body 
had  delivered  their  Address,  a  simi- 
lar intimation  was  made  to  them, 
till  our  brethren  the  Friends  (or 
Quakers)  had  presented  their  Ad- 
dress. When  they  had  received 
their  answer,  the  King  descended 
from  the  Throne,  and  retired  through 
the  State  Apartments ;  the  members 
of  the  different  bodies  who  had  pre- 
sented their  Addresses  forming  a 
passage  for  him.  And  when  he 
came  up  to  the  venerable  Chairman 
of  the  Body,  be  noticed  him  again, 
shaking  him  by  the  hand  in  the 
most  condescending  and  affectionate 
manner,  inquiring  after  his  health, 
and  expressing  his  pleasure  at  see- 
ing him  on  that  day.

"II.  That  whilst  the  Character 
of  the  illustrious.Deceaspd  cpmmand- 
ed  the  Ssteem  of.  Men  in  all  Ranks, 
and  .of  all    religious  .Persuasions, 

•  Hi^. Royal  Highness  was  endeared' 
in  an  especial  Manner  to  Protestant 

,  Dissenters  by  the  enlarged  Opinions ' 
which  he  entertaibed  and' avowed' 
on  the  Subject  of  Rell^otis  Frde- ' 
dom,  and  by  the*  cordial  Support 
which,  in  Connection  with  his  illua- 
trious  Brother  thelOuke.of  Sussex, 
he  was  ever  ready  to  give  to  those 
.charitable  CstablishmenU  in  which 

,  Dissenters  were  chiefly  interested. 
That  thick  Body  admired,  above  all, 
the  Ardour  with  which  be  espoused, 
and  the  Diligence  with  which  he 
promoted,  that  comprehensive  Plan 
for  the  Education  *df  the  Poor  Which 
his  Royal  Father  had  sanctioned 
with'  bis  Approbation,  and  which  is 
not  confined  to  Classes  or  Sects,  but 
adapted  to  the  general  Exigencies 
oThii'man  feature,  and  to  the  gene- 
ral, IiQprovei^ent  of.  rational  and 
immortal  Beings. 

"  ill.  That  thia  Body,  partaking 
of  the  same  catholic  'Spirit,  and 
anxious  for  its  wider  Diffusion,  look 
back,  with  a  miMgled  Sentiment  of 
Pleasure  and  Regret,  to  those  pub- 
lic Meeting!;'  at  which  it  was  so 
beantjifully  exhibited  in  the  bene- 
volent Countenance,  and  so  power- 
fully recommended  by  the  appro- 
priate and'  winning  Eloquence,  of  a 
King^s  Son.    That  under  this  Im- 

^  pre?»ion.  they  cannot  but  feelingly 
lamenl^  that  a  Prince  so  greatly  ho- 
noured and  SQ  deservedly  beloved 
by  the  wise  and  good,  and  who  in 
thinking  for  hiniself  had  risen  sup^ 
rior  to  all  partial  Interests,  and  be- 
come the  enlightened  Advocate  of 
til  liberal  Tiews  and  all  useful  In-

stitutions,  has.  been  withdrawn  so 
soon,  by  the  inscrutable  Decree  of 
Providence,  from  Labours  of  Love, 
as  pleasing  to  himself  as  they  were 
important  to  the  best  In||ptests  of 
Mankind. 

<<  IV.  That  painful  as  this  Dtapen- 
sation  is,  the  Body  of  Protestant 
Dissenting  Ministers  bow  in  humble 
Acquiescence  before  Him  who  giv- 
eih,  and  who  taketh  away ;  and  their 
Resignation  is  rendered  the  more 
clieerful  by  the  Assurance,  that  such 
an  EXaniple  as  that  which  has  bd^n 
left  by  the  Duke  of  Kent,  cannot  be 
lost  to  the  World  ;^that  it  Will  con- 
tinue to  be  remembet^ed,  admired, 
and  imitated,  especially  among  the 
Great,  and  that  not  this  Age  only, 
but  a  gratefbl  Posterity,' will  have 
Reason  to  say  of  him,  'Though  dead, 
he  yet  speak^th.'' 

"  V.  Tliat  in  thus  testifying  our 
Grief  the  Members  of  this  Body 
are  desiroc^s,  at  th'e  same  Time,  of 
expressing  their  heartfelt  Sympathy 
and  sincere  Condolence  trlt^'the 
llluBtripiTs  and  anklable  Printess 
so  '  uiiexpectedly  bereaved  of '  a 
Husband,  Who  was  as  remarkablo 
for  Tenderness  and  Affection  in  his 
private  Relations,  as  he  was  dis- 
tinguished in  his  public  Capacity  for 
cfvery  princely  Quality  aild  every  So- 
cial Virtue :  and  it  is  their  fervent 
Prayer  to  Almighty  God,  that  he  will 
'preserve  to  Her  Royal  Highness  that 
Pledge  of  Love  which  her  honoured 
Consort  has  left  her,  and  all  those 
Attentiqils  of  fraternal' Kindness 
which  are  6o  needfol  and  so  pre- 
cious to  the  widowed  Heart'' 

The  Deputation  consisted  of  Drs 
Lindsay  and  Waugh  for  the  Pres- 
byterians, Winter  and  Collyer  for 
the  Congregationalists,  and  Rippon 
and  Newman  for  the  Antipaedo- 
baptisis, — who^  with  Dr.  Rees  the 
Chairman,  and  Dr,  Morgan  the  Se- 
cretary, waited  on  the  Duchess  of 
Kent  on  Friday,  Mareh  24,  and  pre- 
sented a  copy  of  these'^ Resolutions 
to  Her  Royal  Highness,  who  receiv- 
ed it  vvitb  lively  sensibility.  Prince 
Leopold,  after  apologizing  for  bis  As- 
ter's inability  to  reply  in  the  English 
language,  assured  the  Deputatioa 
of  her  deep  sense  of  the  attentioa 
Which  was  shown  by  them  to  her, 
With  polite  ahd  appropriate  aokuow- 
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led^ments.  Tbe  Depnfatioo  bad 
afterwards  the  honour  of  beinji^ 
individually  presented  to  Her  Mojal 
Highness  and  of  kissing  her  band. 
Upon  their  intimating  a  wish  of  see- 
ing the  surviving  Pl^ge  of  her  late 
husband's  affection,  the  infant  Prin- 
cess Alexandrina,  a  very  interesting 
child,  and  possibly  the  future 
Queen  of  the  British  Isles,  was 
brought  forwards  from  a  contiguous 
apartment,  and  presented  to  the 
Deputation.  The  Chairman  seized 
the  occasion,  in  his  own  name,  and 
In  that  of  his  brethren  present  and 
absent,  as  well  as  on  the  behalf  of 
thousands  and  millions  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's subjects  in  different  parts 
of  the  kingdom,  to  express  tbe 
most  fervent  wish  and  prayer,  that 
His  Royal  Highness  and  his  beloved 
Sister  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  allied 
to  our  country  by  several  endearing 
and  interesting  connections,  may 
enjoy  a  long  and  prosperous  life, 
for  administering  happiness  to  each 
other,  and  to  all  over  whom  their 
influence  shall  extend,  and  for  train- 
ing up  in  principles  of  piety,  vir- 
tue, and  liberty  civil  and  religious, 
those  who,  according  to  the  order 
of  Providence,  may  possibly,  at 
tome  future  period,  dignify  the 
throne,  and  impart  lustre  to  the 
crown  of  the  British  Empire. 

The  Deputation,  we  understand, 
were  also  admitted  to  an  interview 
with  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  who  re- 
ceived them  with  great  condescen- 
sion in  his  library,  and  showed 
them  many  of  his  books. 


NEW  CHURCH  FORMED. 


SOUTH  AM. 

Extract  rf  a  Letter  from  Mt.  Thomas 
Shdhetpear  to  the  Rev*  John  Edwards, 
daUd,  May  11, 18S0. 

Tbsbe  is  a  very  pleasing  alteration 
in  Southam.  The  congregation  is  much 
increased,  and  the  Lord  has  given  proof 
of  his  faithfulness  to  his  own  word,  by 
accompanying  it  with  the  influence  of 
his  Holy  Spirit ;  so  that  nearly  twenty  ' 
persons  have  been  enabled  to  manifest 
by  their  attendance,  languafe,  and  con- 
duct, that  they  are  the  subjects  of  a  gra- 
cious change*  On  the  30th  of  last 
Montbi  six  persons  were  baptised  upon 


a  profession  of  their  faith  in  Jesus'Christ. 
The  Bev.  S.  Barker  of  Henley  preached 
on  the  occasion,  formed  the  church,  and 
administered  the  Lord's-sapper.  Tbe 
congregation  is  very  good,  and  remark- 
ably attentive ;  and  numbers  were  very 
much  afiected.  It  was  a  day  not  soon 
to  be  forgotten.  I  trust  the  Lord  was 
with  us  of  a  truth.  Baptizing  being  a 
novel  thing  here,  a  considerable  ferment 
was  created  in  the  tovm  and  neighbour- 
hood. One  of  the  persons  (a  widow 
with  three  children)  has  been  turned  oat 
of  doors  by  her  father ;  and  a  youDg 
woman  Cthe  servant  of  the  rector  of  the 
parish)  has  been  discharged  from  her 
place  :  but  they  have  been  enabled  to 
take  joyfully  these  inconveniences> 
knowing  (I  trust)  that  they  have  in 
heaven  a  better  and  an  endnruig  sub- 
stance. The  opposition  which  has  been 
manifested  has  been  overruled  for  good, 
the  congregation  having  visibly  increased 
under  it :  numbers  also  come  on  a  Lord's- 
day  from  the  neighbouring  villages, 
who  I  hope  will  be  the  means  in  time  of 
introducing  the  gospel  among  their  ig- 
norant fellow.creatures.  Southam,  which 
is  so  eligibly  situated  in  their  centre, 
will  then  become  more  and  more  impor- 
tant as  the  source  of  supplying  them  all, 
till  every  village  is  blessed  with  a  temple 
for  God,  with  a  church  of  Christ  Oar 
prayer-meeting  19  also  attended  beyond 
what  (considering  the  previous  state  of 
the  town)  I  ever  expected.  Three  or 
four  years  ago,  I  have  many  times 
preached  to  ten  or  twelve  persons  on  a 
Lord's>day ;  and  now  we  have  at  oor 
Wednesday-evening  meetings  between 
thirty  and  forty,  and  on  a  Jjord's-day 
from  fifty  to  seventy. 

May  the  Lord  turn  again  the  prospe- 
rity of  this  place,  as  the  streams  of  tha 
south,  undl  it  shall  become  like  the 
garden  of  God. 

ORDINATION. 


HIGHGATE. 

On  Friday,  March  31, 1820,  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Lewis,  formerly  of  Manchester^ 
was  ordained  pastor  over  the  Baptist 
church  meeting  in  Southwood-lane,  High- 
gate.  The  services  commenced  with 
sin^ng ;  alter  which  the  Rev.  J.  Thomas 
of  Highgate  read  the  Scriptures  and 
prayed.  The  Rev.  C.  J.  Milehara  (the 
former  pastor)  stated  the  nature  of  a 
Christian  church,  asked  the  usual  ques- 
tionsy  and  received  Mr.  Lewis's  confes- 
sion of  faith.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Elvey  of 
Fetter-lane  offered  up  tbe  ordinattoa 
prayer. 
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The  ReT.  G.  Pritchard  of  Kepi>el. 
street  delivered  the  charge  to  the  mi- 
nister from  Prov,  xxiv.  t7  ;  the  Rev.  J. 
Ivimey  of  Eagle-street  addressed  the 
church  from  Isa.  ▼.  4 ;  the  Rer,  J.  Snei- 
gar  of  Hampstead  preached  in  the  even- 
ing from  Rom.  XV.  29. 

There  is  a  deht  on  this  place  of  wor- 
ship of  between  three  and  four  hundred 
pounds  ;  and  though,  owing  to  the  gene- 
rosity of  two  friends,  the  interest  of  the 
money  has  never  been  required,  yet  it 
will  now  become  the  duty  of  the  newly 
ordained-  pastor,  to  mak^  a  personal  ap- 
plication to  the  liberality  of  the  religious 
public  that  the  principal  maybe  removed; 
and  it  is  hoped  the  merits  of  the  case  he 
will  have  to  present  will  secure  his  success. 

NEW  MEETINGS  OPENED. 


CREWKERNE,  SOMERSET. 

On  Wednesday,  March  22,  1830,  a 
very  neat  Meeting-house,  39  feet  by  35, 
without  galleries,  situated  in  North-street^ 
in  the  Town  of  Crewkerne^  Somerset, 
was  opened  as  a  place  of  worship  in  the 
Particular  Baptist  Denomination. 

Morning  Services. — Mr.  R.  Horsey,  of 
Taunton  read  Psalm  Izxziv.  and  Isaiah  Ix. 
and  prayed ;  Mr.  Toms  of  Chard  prayed; 
and  Mr.  Viney  of  £ridgewater  preached 
an  appropriate  sermon,  from  Numbers  x. 
S9 — 32 ;  Mr.  Trogo  (Independent)  con- 
cluded with  prayer. 

Afternoon. — Mr.  Sanderson  of  South 
Petherton  prayed ;  Mr.  Clay  pole  of 
Yeovil  preached  from  Acts  xiv.  7;  Mr. 
Wells  (Independent)  of  Lambrook  ended 
with  prayer. 

Evening. — Mr.  Blackmore  of  Taun- 
ton prayed ;  Mr.  O.  Smith  of  Bath 
preached  from  2  Cor.  v.  14  ;  Mr.  R. 
Horsey  of  Taunton  concluded  the  ser- 
vices of  the  day  by  interceding  with 
the  Eather  of  mercies  for  his  bles&ing  to 
rest  upon  this  engagement  of  the  sanc- 
tuary. 

A  pleasing  prospect  of  raising  a  con- 
gregation and  of  forming  a  church,  in 
this  populous  town  and  neighbourhood, 
presents  itself.  The  hearers  are  already 
considerable  in  numbers,  and  are  atten- 
tive, and  increasing.  It  is  hoped  the 
friends  of  evangelical  religion  will  unite 
with  the  immediate  supporters  of  this 
infant  but  growing  interest,  in  praying 
for  the  influences  of  that  Holy  Spirit, 
who  alone  can  give  their  united  and  per- 
severing exertions  permanent  success. 
Lord,  we  beseech  thee,  send  now  pros- 
perity, for  all  our  help  must  come  from 
thee. 

Th«  puTcbast.of  the  ground,  the  build- 


ing of  the  Meeting-house,  &c.  have  cost 
nearly  jC700,  of  which  sum  nearly  J,  190 
have  been  realized.  We  hope  the  kind- 
ness of  a  generous  public  will  not  be 
wanting  towards  defraying  the  remainder 
of  the  debt.  Economy  has  been  adopt- 
ed throughout  the  undertaking.  And 
considering  the  m^ral  and  religions  state 
of  the  town  and  neighbourhood,  we  do 
not  hesitate  to  affirm,  that  the  under- 
taking itself  was  imperiously  demanded. 


POTTERIES,  STAFFORDSHIRE. 

Thi  Potteries  present  a  wide  field  to 
the  Christian  minister.  The  population, 
on  a  moderate  calculation,  is  judged  to 
exceed  60,000,  collected  in  a  small  com- 
ptiss.  For  the  religious  and  moral  in- 
struction of  such  a  number,  the  means 
are  very  inadequate:  though  several 
new  places  of  worship  have  been  built, 
it  is  calculated  that  all  the  churches  and 
cliapds  in  the  Potteries  cannot  accommo- 
date above  20,000. 

At  Hanly,  in  the  centre  of  this  large 
population,  a  neat  Baptist  chapel  was 
erected  about  twenty-eight  years  ago; 
but  it  has  been  shut  up  for  sixteen  years. 
God  having  in  his  providence  sent  of  late 
several  families  of  the  Baptist  denomi- 
nation to  settle  there,  this  chapel  was  pur- 
chased. .It  is  twelve  yards  square«  has 
three  galleries,  is  neatly  pewed  both 
below  and  above,  and  has  a  commodious 
vestry,  and  a  very  large  burying  ground. 
^400  only  was  given  for  the  purchase, 
and  of^SOO  s])ent  on  necessary  repairs* 

This  chapel  was  opened  on  Tuesday, 
May  2.  Mr.  Lister  of  Liverpool  preach- 
ed morning  and  evening ;  Messrs.  Hin- 
mers  of  Whitchurch,  Sleigh  of  Newcas- 
tle, and  Farmer  of  Hanly,  engaged  in 
the  devotional  exercises. 

•The  attendance  was  as  good  as  could 
be  expected,  and  the  collection  amounted 
to  nearlv  .£'25. 

At  Bursiem,  another  town  in  the  Pot- 
teries, a  Baptist  church  has  been  formed 
for  several  years.  Mr.  Mann  of  Shiply 
was  formerly  the  pastor :  and  M,r. 
Thompson  of  Newcastle-under-line  long 
officiated  among  them.  Induposition 
had  some  time  ago '  laid  him  aside  from 
his  labours  of  love.  Mr.  John  Hinmers, 
late  pastor  of  the  Baptbt  church  in 
Whitchurch,  Salop,  has  been  called  by 
them  to  the  pastoral  charge.  He  was 
fixed  over  them  on  Wednesday  evening. 
May  3.  Mr.  Thompson  of  Newcastle 
introduced  the  service;  Mr.  Lister  of 
Liverpool  preached;  and  Mr.  Farrem 
of  Hanly  concluded  with  prayer. 

Mr.  Hinmers  has  engaged  to  supply 
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the  evening  service  at  Hanly-cHapel: 
and  the  friends  there  must  provide  as- 
sistance  as  well  as  they  can  for  the 
morning  service.  Application  will  be 
made  to  the  pablic  for  aid  to  the  cause 
at  Haoly,  for  the  reduction  of  the  debt 
incurred  ia  the  purchase  and  repairs  of 
the  chapel. 

May  the  great  Head  of  the  church 
grant  prosperity  to  the  church  at  Burs- 
]em»  and  make  the  chapel  at  Hanly  the 
birth-place  of  many  soius.

Since  my  last,  I  have  preached  at 
the  following  places : — ^Tuesday,  March 
28,  at  Gotitial ;  and  on  Wednesday,  the 
20th,  at  Ann*s-Harvy,  where  Satan  has 
long  had  his  seat  in  the  hearts  of  (he 
people,  but  now  some  hopes  are  euteiw 
tained  that  the  gospel  will  dethrone  the 
usurper ;  and  that  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple will  soon  be  assimilated  into  the 
image  of  th%  adorable  Saviour.  Thursday. 
SO,  preached  at  TuUamore ;  and  Lord'sr 
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day,  the  ftd  of  Aprilt  At  Rahne.  Tues- 
day, 4,  at  TuUamore ;  and  Thursday,  the 
6th,  in  the  school-room  at  Rahue,  when 
it  was  filled  with  attentive  hearers. 
Saturday,  the  8th,  at  Moate,  when  on 
roy  way    to  the  county   of   Longford. 

Lord'S'day,  the  9th« — ^Rode  about 
twelve  miles  to  Tromb,  preached  to  an 
attentive  auditory,  and  immediately  after 
the  congregation  was  dismissed,  about 
twelve  persons,  roost  of  whom  have  been 
made  sensible  of  their  ruined  state  by 
«n,  and  their  need  of  a  Savidur,  since  I 
commenced  preaching  in  that  neighbour- 
hood, returned  to  a  conversation-meeting. 
One  man  told  me,  such  was  the  anxiety 
he  felt  the  night  before,  that  he  could 
not  sleep,  hoping  to  hear  me  publish  the 
gospel,  and  converse  with  me  about  the 
things  of  God  once  ipore,  A  female  told 
me,  that  under  a  sermon  I  preached  a 
short  time  previous  to  my  late  illness, 
the  Lord  made  ^s  word  the  means  of 
her  conversion.  All  were  in  tears,  and 
.although  the  meeting  was  lively t  neither 
supineness  nor  enthusiasm  appeared.  This 
spirit  should  be  found  In  religious  meet- 
ings. I  walked  more  than  a  mile  to  the 
inn  of  Bally  mahan  to  dine;  returned,  and 
preached  at  five  o'clock  in  the  evening  at 
Tromb;  and  then  returned  to  the  inn, 
where  my  bed  was  welcome,  after  my 
labours. 

Monday,  the  lOth. — I  inspected  the 
School,  and  reckoned  ninety-three  chil- 
dren present ;  twenty-nine  of  whom  re- 
peated one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
chapters  in  the  New  Testament,  com- 
mitted to  memory  from  the  29th  of  De- 
eember  to  the  10th  of  April.  I  was  in- 
formed by  the  master,  that  the  Catholic 
bishop  called  at  his  school,  and  told  him 
he  was  informed  that  he  taught  the  Pro- 
testant Catechism  in  the  School,  in  the 
hearing  of  the  children  of  Roman  Ca- 
tholics ;  which  he  considered  an  innova- 
tion. The  master  assured  him  the  scrip- 
tures alone  were  committed  to  memory 
by  them.  He  said  they  might  get  off  the 
whole  of  the  New  Testament,  if  they 
chose,  as  that  could  do  them  no  harm. 
After  the  inspection  of  the  School,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  a  place  near  fiarrj,  where  I 
preaciied  to  about  one  hundred  attentive 
hearers,  and  walked  about  three  miles  to 
obtain  a  place  to  lay  my  weary  head 
that  night.  Tuesday,  11,  visited  the 
School  again,  and  devoted  some  time  to 
the  children  who  are  learning  arithmetic, 
and  was  pleased  with  their  proficiency 
sinde  my  last  inspection. 

Several  persons  in  this  neighbourhood, 
though  mostly  in  striutened  circum- 
stances, came  forward  to  assist  in  build- 
ing  a  school-roora,  which  may  answer  for 


a  preacliing  house.  Two  persons  offered 
land  ;  and  one  gave  it  to  the  Baptist 
Irish  Society,  SO  feet  in  length,  by  16  in 
breadth,  at  the  annual  rent  of  one  shil- 
ling, during  two  good  lives.  I  have  his 
letter,  wherein  he  promises  to  make  it 
over  to  us  by  deed  ifhen  the  stamps  ane 
ready.  Some  have  offered  money,  more 
or  less;  and  several  have  volunteered  to 
give  their  labours  to  quarry  stones  ;  and 
others  their  horses  and  cars,  to  draw 
them  to  the  spot.  After  I  had  committed 
them  to  God,  I  pursued  ray  journey  to 
Killosheo,and  preached  that  evening. 

Wednesday,  12. — Went  to  Kenah, 
where  I   formed  a  School,    instead    of 

K School    lately  demolished: 

I  think  it  will  be  remarkably  well  at- 
tended. The  master  is  to  have  ten 
pounds  per  annum  ;  the  same  as  the 
other  master.  I  had  two  •partmcnts  in 
the  house,  filled  with  persons  who  carae 
to  hear  the  gospel  in  the  evening,  and  are 
longing  for  my  return. 

Thursday,  13. — Rose  about  five  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  went  about  twelve 
miles  to  Kinnard,  where  there  is  a  popu- 
lous neighbourhood  of  Protestants,  most 
of  them  Pre^yterians,  ^who  have  bo 
minister  of  that  denomination  nearer  than 
seven  miles,  as  I  was  informed;  nor  u 
there  a  church  nearer  than  two  miles ; 
nor  a  school  within  less  distance.  Here 
I  formed  a  School,  instead  of  the  School 
demolished  at  C  ,  at  eight  pounds 

per  annum,  and  made  an  appointment  to 
preach  at  my  return  to  the  county  of 
Longford,  on  the  4th  of  May,  when  I 
purpose* to  return  to  that  county.  I  pur- 
syed  my  journey  about  eighteen  miles, 
and  though  so  fatigued  and  ill  that  I  was 
obliged  to  go  to  bed,  yet  after  sleep  I 
preached  in  the  Sessions'-honse  at  seven 
o'clock    in  the   evening. 

Friday,  14th. — Went  to  Athlone,  and 
had  a  happy  interview  with  my  beloved 
brother  Dunlop,  and  preached  in 
the  evening  to  ^  moderately  large 
congregation,  On  Satnrday  was 
struck  at  the  solemnity  of  that  change 
which  is  rapidly  approaching  us  all, 
while  we  v(ere,  at  the  bed-side  of  a  person 
we  went  to  visit,  nho  was  every  moment 
expected  to  draw  his  last  breath,  and  I 
fear  knew  but  little  of  that  renewing 
change,  which  is  essential  to  fit  the  soul 
for  heaven.  I  pursued  my  journey  to 
Ferbane,  where  I  preached  on  Lord's- 
day,  16,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper/  In 
the  evening  the  place  was  so  full,  we  bad 
hardly  room. 

Monday,  went  to  List,  to  see  that  good 
old  saint  of  God,  Mrs.  English,  who  I 
had  been  informed  was  sick;  but  on  roj 
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ETrival  found  lier  bnppy  spirit  had  taken 
its  flight  to  realms  of  eternal  light.  Many 
of  the  friends  wished  me  to  return  from 
Tuliamore,  the  day  'of  th«  funeral,  to 
speak  to  the  people  out  of  doors  ;  but  as 
I  had  taken  a  fresh  cold,  and  was  so 
hoarse,  and  pained  in  my  chest,  I  could 
not  comply,  but  promised  (Providence 
permitting)  to  preach  her  funeral  ser- 
mon on  the  seventh  of  May.

My  d£ar  Brothbs, 

Last  Sabbath,  the  13th  instant,  I 
commenced  my  labours  in  Tallow,  a 
small  town,  ten  miles  from  Youghall.  I 
obtained  the  use  of  the  Methodist 
preaching-houte;  but  it  is  very  much 
out  of  repair:  so  much  so,  that  no  gen- 
teel people  could  attend.  The  number 
of  hearers  was  about  twenty  in  the  morn- 
ing, thirty  at  noon,  and  fifty  in  the  even- 
ing; all  poor  people.  It  has  been  a 
place  very  much  neglected,  and  is  as 
much  in  want  of  the  gospel  as  any  place 
In  Ireland.  I  was  told  that  several  Pro- 
testants have  lately  gone  over  to  Popery. 
The  poor  people  expressed  much  grati- 
tude ior  my  visit,  and'  wished  I  could 
attend  them  every  Sabbath.  If  we  bad 
a  good  place  to  preach  in*  and  regular 
preaching,  there  *is  every  prospect  of  a 
very  good  attendance. 

I  purpose,  please  Providence',  visiting 
lismore,  four  miles  from  Tallow  j;  and 
Cappognin,  three  miles  from  the  latter 
place.  Middleton  is  another  interesting 
place:  halfway  between  Youghall  and 
Cork.  • 

I  should  think  Tallow  would  be  a  very 
good  station  for  an  Irish  School.  I  shall 
keep  a  regular  account  of  the  places  I 
may  visit,  and  send  it  to  you  at  the  close 
of  the  three  months.  I  hope  you  will 
not  forget'  me  at  the  throne  of  grace, 
tliat  the  Lord  may  open  doors  for  the 
preaching  of  his  wora,  and  render  that 
word  effectual.

Aihlone,  April  S3, 1830. 
Dbatl  Sir, 

Since  I  wrote  to  you  last,  Mr.  Wilson, 
Mr.  M'Carthy,  and,  I  may  add,  Adjutant 
Robinson,  preached  for  me  in  Athlone. 
Mr.  M'Carthy  departed  from  this  on 
Saturday,  the  t6th,  for  t'crbane,  in  to- 


lerable health  and  spirits.  I  preached 
here  on  the  Sabbath,  and  left  this  for 
Moat»park  and  Ballymurry,  on  Tuesday 
morning,  where  I  continued  till  yester- 
day evening.  I  had  a  fine  congregation 
from  Roscommon,  and  its  environs:  I 
expounded  every  evening  and  morning. 
Mr.  M'Carthy  and  I  purpose  to  make 
a  short  tour,  and  unite  our  labours.  If 
I  can  get  an  open  door  in  Ballinaslo,  I 
shall  visit  that  town  shortly.  Tlie  School 
is  better  attended  than  it  has  been.

From  an  Irish  Reader. 

March  18,  1830. 
Reverend  Sir, 

In  the  course  of  this  month  I  have 
travelled  about,  reading  the  word  of 
God  wherever  Ifound  au  opening,  or  any 
number  of  people  assembled  together,  and 
very  often  at  the  hazard  of  my  life,  from 
those  enemies  of  the  gospel,  who  always  ^ 
oppose  and  exalt  themselves  agaiasC 
God;  and  especially  now  when  they 
see  their  church  in  danger.  They  are  aC 
their  wit's  end  to  defend  their  crafn 
They  have  thundered  out  their  corses 
from  the  altars  lately  against  th«  reading 
of  the  Bible,  and  against  any  who  would 
harbour  it  in  their  houses,  &c.  Some  of 
the  neighbours  were  so  weak  as  to  return 
the  hidden  treasure;  while  others  very 
resolutely  stood  out  the  opposition,  fot 
you  know  the  priest  acts  as  lord  over 
their  conscience,  and  has  such  influence 
over  them,  that  whatever  they  say  must 
be  a  rule  to  the  poor  Roman  Catholics  of 
Ireland. 

Among  those  who  brought  back  the 
Bible  was  a  man,  and  apparently  a  very 
devout  man;  on  returning  his  Bible,  ^e 
seemed  very  sorry,  and  returned  home 
quite  lonesome  ;  but  in  a  few  days  after 
he  came  back  like  a  man  deranged,  re« 
questing  his  Bible,  and  telling  us,  that 
since  the  very  hour  he  parted  with  it,  he. 
did  not  get  a  minute's  rest  or  ease  day 
or  night.  X  told  him,  if  he  valued  the 
Bible  as  a  treasure,  or  a  comforter,  he 
should  not  part  with  it.  ««  Now,"  says 
the  poof  man,  "  it  is  a  folly  to  explain 
my  sorrows  for  parting  with  it ;  but,  for 
the  love  of  God,  give  it  to  me."  Where- 
upon  it  was  restored  back,  and  when  find- 
ing  himself  in  possession  of  his  Bible,  he 
counted  himself  as  happy  as  his  Majesty, 
and  protested  he  would  not  part  with  it 
again  for  any  consideration  until  death, 
&c.  Then  I  told  him  the  gift  of  wisdom, 
or  knowledge  of  the  sacred  scriptures, 
came  from  Qod  only,  and  not  by  the  dint 
of  learning,  and  urged  him  not  to  trust 
the  salvation  of  his  soul  to  the  sayings  of 
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>jbAi  ;  neither  to  jbe  blindly  ltd  hy  thd 
priests,  who  premise  liberty, .  while  they 
themselves  are  the  servants  of  conniption  ^ 
and,  moreover,  that  the  apostle  Paul  aaid» 
when  it  pleased  God  to  reveal  his  Son  in 
him,  he 'did  not  ooaferwiih  flesh  and 
blood.  Thepoor  man  premised  to  call 
at  my  hoose  every  Sunday  for  the  future^ 
and  appeared  as  happy  as  if  he  bad  pos^ 
sessed  a  kingdom. 

Many  such  like  iastanees  happen  li 
my  travels^  so  that  you  may  be  folly 
convinced  that  the  Lord  is  doing  wonder^ 
in  this  barren  wilderness ;  for  the  caust 
of  God  is  floBiiishing  ngwst.  all  opposij- 
tion :  **  for  He  worketh,  and  who  can 
binder."  i

I  have  spent  the  greater  part  of  thiB 
month  in  reading  from  house  to  house. 
They  gladly  received'the  word  of  instruct 
tion,  which  is  able  to  make  wise  unto 
salvation. 

Their  request  is,  that  I  will  not.  fail  in 
•  coming  often  to  their  cabins ;  "  for  (said 
one)  it  is  sweeter  to  me  than  any  music 
I  have  ever  heard.** 

In  a  blacksmith's  shop  I  met  with  a 
scapolar»who  said  "  that  it  was  impossible 
any  person  could  be  saved«  unless  they 
perfectly  observed  the  law.*  I  proved  to 
nim  that  a  man  conid  be  saved  by  faith, 
without  the  deeds  of  the  law.  He  seem- 
ed doubtful,  but  I  proved  to  him  out  of 
mauy  passages  of  the  scriptures,  that  it 
was  by  grace,  and  not  by  works,  men 
were  saved. 

This  pot  him  to  silence,  and  caused 
the  spectators  to  say;  that  no  man  could 
say  or  prove  on  the  contrary. 

On  the  15th  instant,  met  with  two 
men  in  a  field,  with  whom  1  had  a  spi- 
ritual conversation.

answer  to  his  satisfaction,,  ^biph  caused 
thepriestto  reject' .him,  and  give  l^m  gri^at 
blame.  *'  Sir,  (said  ,be,)  you  need  not 
blame  me,  for  1  was  very  attentive  :  I 
always  went  to  mass,  but  never  received 
any  information,  as  I  have  never  heard 
any  thing  (rat  ^tin."  The  priest  said, 
"  I  cannot  blame  you. "

CALCUTTA. 


Wk  present  our  readers  with 
the  remainder  of  Mr.  Adam's 
JcNimal  at  the  Doorgapor«  »ta- 
tion;  in  the  persuasion  that  the 
familiar  details  contained  in  it, 
of  almost  daily  intercourse  with 
tfae  heathen  around  him,  will 
ptoY^  highly  interesting. 

May  3^— Yesterday,  aa  usual,  we  bad 
tlie  momittg  service  at  the  side  of  the 
load ;  the  afternoon,  amongst  the  work- 
men at  Kasseepoor;  and  again  anotlier 
in  the  evening,  at  the  side  ot'  tbe  toad : 
the  congregations  wete  good,  both 
in  point  of  number  and  serionancss.  In 
tbe  morning  a  person  somewhat  tried  our 
patience.  When  the  service  was  over, 
we  sat  down  and  drew  the  people  into 
•ODversatioii    with  us;  when  im  irere

answering  one  of  tbeir  In^niries,  this  per« 
son  came  in,  and  after  hearing  a  few  words, 
askied  as  to  whom  we  addressed  ourselves* 
We  replied,  "  To  yoa,  and  those  who  aae 
around  yon.'*  ''  What  am  I  ?"  "A  man.^ 
"  I  am  not  a  uian,  I  am  dust ;  if  I  am  • 
man,  the  ground  on  which  I  stand  is 
man.'  "  You  have  a  spirit  within  yon ; 
the  dust  under  your  feet  cannot  move* 
s{)eak,  or  think."  *'  The  spirit  within  me 
is  not  I ;  ray  spirit  is  God,  and  God  is 
my  spirit."  <'  If  your  spirit  and  God 
are  one  thing,  then  God  is  under  your 
controulf  because  your  spirit  is  so."  "  Nayv 
God  is  my  spirit,  and  my  spirit  is  God—* 
he  makes  me  do  whatever  be  pleases^  so 
that  whatever!  do  is  done  by  God,  an4 
not  by  me.'*  He  went  on  in  this  way 
for  som^  time*  until  at  last  tfae  people  were 
quite  ashamed  of  him  as  their  spokesman^ 
and  we  were  d^iged  to  order  him  to  be 
gone  from  tbe  place  of  worship,  as  a  dis* 
turber  of  the  peace. 
I  give  this  as  one  instance  out  of  many  of 
that  sort  of  reasoning  which  will  not  stand 
to  any  position  of  argumentation ;  but  by 
wbieh  they  try  to  raise  only  a  feeling  of 
dismay  in  their  opponent,  and  to  con* 
fowid  »U  disthMtiona  between  right  and 
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wrong,  troth  au«l  falsehood.  In  this  way 
such  persons  somelimes  entirely  dissipate 
the  attention  of  a  congregation,  which  has 
been  apparenllv  impressed  by  the  pre- 
ceding  part  of  the  service. 

6th.~-Yesterday,  with  Panchon,  I 
went  to  Boranagur,  and  had  worship  there* 
for  the  first  time,  in  oar  new  place.  A 
great  many  people  attended*  nearly  as 
many  as  the  place  could  contain :  they  re- 
ceived books,  and  beard  the  gospel  with 
attention,  and  some  with  apparent  appro- 
bation.  But  it  is  not  -  approving  words 
and  looks  from  a  Hindoo  that  will  satisfy, 
especially  when  the  favourable  judgment 
they  seem  to  indicate*  if  they  iiidicate 
any  thing  at  all  with  certainty,  most  have 
been  precipitately  formed.  The  village 
is  large  and  populous,  and  its  inhabitants 
are  reputed  intelligent  and  industrious.  It 
is  principally  supported,  I  believe,  by 
American  commerce. 

7th. — ^Two  persons  have  refused  to  let 
ground  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new 
place  of  worship.  This  arises  from  pure 
opposition  to  the  gospel,  because  they 
offered  to  let  the  ground,  if  only  a  school- 
house  was  to  be  built.  The  hatred  that 
many  natives  bear  to  the  name  of  Christ, 
is  very  deeply  rooted — more  io  than  the 
hatred  the  Egyptians  bore  to  th«  shep- 
herds, although  they  have  mceivcd  only 
good  from  him,  and  not  evil.  They  will  be 
instructed  by  you  in  reading  and  writing 
both  Beogallee  and  English ;  because  the 
Bengallee  will  be  the  means  of  their  get- 
ting a  livelihood  in  somie  way  or  other; 
and  their  knowledge  of  English  may  -obtaia 
for  them  even  a  very  gainful  employment: 
but  with  all  this,  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel  is  an  aboimnation  in  their  sight. 
I  consider  it  of  great  importance  in  the 
attempts  that  are  made  to  enlighten  and 
evangelize  a  people,  that  the  principal 
strength  shoukl  be  expended  in  destroy- 
ing those  errors  and  prejudices  which  are 
of  the  roos4.  fatal  tendency,  and  to  which 
they  are  most  fondly  attached.  If  by 
chiming  in  with  some  of  their  own  ideas, 
we  should  endeavour  to  bring  them  gra- 
dually, and  almost  involuntarily,  to  the 
profession  of  the  gospel,  little  good,  1  fear, 
tvould  be  effected.  Baneful  errors  and 
prejudices,  to  be  cordially  relinquished, 
and  completely  overcome,  must  be  tem- 
perately and  affeetionatejy,  indeed,  but 
boldly,  constantly^  and  openly  exposed ; 
and  if  saving  good  is  to  be  done,  the  in- 
struments which  God  has  appointed  and 
promised  to  bless,  must  be  employed—- 
many  tnust  pray  in  faith,  and  many  preach 
with  diligence. 

-  8th.-^To-day,  Panchon,  an  Armenian 
inquirer,  and  f ,  went  on  the  river,  and 
tisited  two  villages,  where  wt  preached 


the  gospel.  In  the  first,  a  bramhon  ma- 
nifested the  most  violent  opposition  to  the 
gospel.  He  advanced  to  us  with  a  furi- 
ous countenance,  declared  that  Jesus 
Christ  was  the  greatest  of  sinners— that  if 
he  were  now  present  he  would  be  asham- 
ed to  walk  with  him — and  used  many  ex- 
pressions of  the  same  kind.  It  it  very 
shocking  to  the  feelings  to  hear  the  name 
of  the  Blessed  Saviour  thus  defamed  and 
vilified.  The  humiliation  of  Chrut  did 
not  cease  when  he  was  seated  at  the 
right  hand  of  the  Father ;  he  is  now  in- 
sulted, and  his  name  defamed,  and  yet 
even  to  such  a  wretch  as  this  salvation  is 
offered  by  his  blood. 

11th. — Yesterday,  in  the  morning,  wt 
had  worship  in  the  chapel  at  the  side  of 
the  road ;  after  breakfast  we  went  to  Bo- 
ranagur,  had  worship  in  our  new  chapel 
there,  and  preached  to  a  large  and  atten- 
tive congregation.  In  the  evening  went 
to  the  Iron-works,  and  after  the  service 
was  over,  had  an  interesting  conversation 
with  the  head  sircar,  and  some  of  bis 
friends,  who  had  come,  for  the  first  time, 
to  hear.  They  are  Hindoos  only  because 
there  is  such  a  thing  as  catte  in  the  coun- 
try ;  and  they  are  not  Christians,  not  be- 
cause thdr  judgment  is  unconvinced,  but 
because  their  hearts  are  not  changed* 
their  will  is  not  renewed.  At  home,  in 
the  evening,  we  had  a  meeting  for  the 
instruction  of  the  two  inquirers  who  are 
with' us,  and  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  of  which  five  partook.  I 
hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  atte»d  to 
this  memorial  of  our  Lord's  h)ve  and 
death  every  fortnight;  I  should  rejoice 
if  we  could  every  week.  With  respect 
to  the  inquirers  who  are  here,  I  dare  not 
say  that  I  am  sanguine  in  my  expecta- 
tions, although  I  hope  well  of  a  Telinga 
bram^un,  who  was  with  us  part  of  the 
day,  and  who  resides  with  the  brethren  in 
the  city.  1  should  not  say  that  he  is  a 
bramhon,  for  he  has  thrown  away  his 
poita,  and  relinquished  all  his  idolatrous 
practices. 

^  12. — ^To-day  I  went  upon  the  river,  ac- 
companied by  Panchon  add  the  Armeniaa 
inquirer ;  but  on  account  of  the  adverse 
wind  and  tide, we  were  delayed  so  long  that 
we  could  not  idsit  more  than  one  village. 
On  landing  at  the  ghaut,  we  found  a  maa 
just  at  the  point  of  death,  lying  in  his 
bed,  surrounded  by  his  relatives,  and  a 
few  embers  at  his  side  ready  to  light  up 
his  funeral  pile.  We  sung  a  hymn  at  hu 
bed-side,  addressed  those  who  had  col- 
lected around  us,  and  concluded  with 
prayer  to  God  for  the  expiring  man. 
After  this,  we  were  invited  by  several 
respectable  people  to  converse  with  them 
apart  ID  their  own  hous«;  tbey  readily 
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CDnfeiWfl  and  lamented  tbe  onoertainty 
and  vagneness  of  all  their  sbastras,  and 
seemed  happy  in  being  assured  that  only 
what  was  ascertained  to  be  fact,  bad  been 
recorded  in  our  holy  book ;  of  which  we 
gave  them  two  or  three  copies.   We  then 
passed  farther  into  tlie  village,  and  made 
our  stand  under  a  large  tree,  near  tbe  ba- 
zaar.   After  we  had  gone  through  our  re- 
gular  course  of  singing,  reading,  prayer, 
and  preaching,  which  was  not  listened  to 
with  great  attention,  we  were  invited  by 
aome  pundits  to  approach  them.    They 
had  rem«ned  all  the  while  at  a  distance, 
with  all  tbe  philosophic  pride  of  a  supe- 
riority to  the  vulgar  by  whom  we  had 
been  surrounded.    I  was  desirous  of  dis- 
countenancing  and    reproving  this    un- 
principled  contempt  of  the  common  peo* 
pl«,  which  is  so  general  among  the  brab- 
minical  tribe,  especially   those  of  them 
who  are  learned ;  hut  thought  it  better 
quietly  to  comply  with   their  invitation, 
tiiat  they  might  not  be  unnecessarily  of- 
fended-with   me   and   my    message.     I 
Ibond  it,  however,  a  very  difficult  thing 
to  bend  my  spirit   to  the  nod  of  these 
brambnns.    They  placed  a  seat  for  me, 
and  another  for  an  aged  pundit,  whom 
they  had  fixed  on  as  my  opponent.    With 
him  I  had  a  long  conversation,  and  he 
left  me  at  last,  to  go  to  bathe  in  Gunga, 
declaring  that  the  siin  was  his  god,  and 
that  he  would  not  believe  in  Jesus  Christ, 
mitil  he  had  evidence  equally  strong  and 
manifest  as  the  glare  of  that  luminary. 
He  went  triumphing  in  the  hardihood  of 
bis  assertion,  and  I  grieved  on  account  of 
tiie  darkness  in    which   he   was  left  to 
wander. 

13. — ^To-day  went  to  Boranagor,  where 
I  had  a  large  congregation,  although  not 
teiy  attentive, 

15tb.—  When  I  was  inquiring  on  the 
ghaut  for  a  boat,  to  proceed  on  the  river 
this  morning,  a  Hindoo  accosted  me  with 
the  question,  **  Arc  yon  a  Christian?*'  J 
I  told  him  I  was.  "  Ah,  Sir,"  he  said, 
"  we  are  all  one  f  and  (begiuhing  to 
speak  in  broken  £nglisli)  the  duty  of 
every  one  is  to  love  God  with  all  his 
heart,  and  soul,  and  strength,  and  mind." 
'*Have  you  loved  God  with  all  your 
heart,  and  soul,  and  mind,  and  strength  ?" 
^No,  but  I  have  a  gooroo."  *'  He  is  as 
guilty  and  sinful  as  yourself;  and  no  sin- 
Ail  gooroo  can  deliver  from  sin." 
••  Have  you,  then,  no  gooroo?'*  «•  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  true  gooroo,  for  he  gave  him- 
self,  the  Just  for  the  unjust,  that  be 
might  bring  us  onto  God."  After  this,  I 
spoke  8  few  words  more  recommending 
the  gospel  to  his  attention,  and  to  that  of 
the  iurroanding  spectators. 

We  then  w«nt  into  oar  boat,  and  land* 


ing  at  a  populous  village, on  the  side  of 
the  river,  preached  the  gospel  to  a  large 
and  quiet,  hot  not  very  intelligent,  au- 
dience, near  the  bazaar.    A  baboo,  who 
had  come  to  the  bazaar,  to  buy  for  him- 
self, invited  me  into  his  .carriage  to  go 
home  with  him,  where  I  had  an  opporta* 
nity  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  his  large 
family.    He  then  sent  for  his  pundit  to 
dispute,  with  whom  I  had  a  long  conver- 
sation.   He  objected  to  our  system^  that 
it  represented  God  as  dying ;  in  this  I 
corrected     his    misunderstanding.      He 
then  went  into  the  old   and  endlessly- 
repeated  doctrine  of  God  being  the  author 
of  sin,  and  various  others  equally  impious  - 
and  absurd  ;  the  awful  tendency  of  which 
I    endeavoured   to   show    him.     I  then 
prayed,  and  left  them,  without  their  bav- 
ing  been  offended ,  by  the  plain  things  I 
had  told  them,  as  appeared  from  the  fruit, 
and  fish  the  baboo  sent  after   us,   which 
were  the  best  the  season  affords. . 

May  34. — Yesterday.  1  enjoyed  tha 
pleasure  of  brother  William  Carey's  as- 
sistance, who  has  come  from  Cutwa  on  a 
visit.  It  was  a  real  gratification  to  ob- 
serve the  pleasure,  approaching  to  ecstasy, 
with  which  the  people  at  the  different 
places,  but  particularly  at  the  Iron-works, 
where  they  amounted  to  upwards  of  400, 
heard  a  -saheb  speaking  with  such  ease 
and  fluency  in  their  own  language.  It  also 
afforded  a  great  encouragement,  as  well 
as  a  pleasing  antidpatiout  to  one  like  my- 
self, so  imperfectly  acquainted  with  the 
langoage, 

26th.— Ever  since  the  chapel  at  Bo- 
ranagur  was  opened,  there  are  two  or 
three  persons  who  regularly  attend,  and 
as  regularly  at  tbe  end  of  the  service 
bring  forward  their-  ol^eclions  to  what  has 
been  said.  The  objection  this  evening 
has  been,  "  You'  cannot  show  us  a  mita- 
cle.**  **  You.  believe  your  own  religion 
to  be  true,  although  you  can  show  no 
miracle  to  prove  its  truth."  "  But  we  do 
not  ask  you  to  embrace  our  religion ;  you 
ask  us  to  embrace  yours."  **  If  your  re- 
ligion is  true,  ours  must  be  false ;  and  if 
the  evidence  which  you  have  of  its  truth, 
ought  to  satisfy  your  mind,  it  ought  to  sa- 
tisfy ours-— yon  therefore  do  wrong  in  not 
eudeavuoriug  to  bring  us  into  the  right 
way."  **  No,  we  believe  that  both  ara 
true,  and  that  each  possesses  its  own  evi- 
dence." 

We  endeavoured  to  show  them  the  in- 
consistency and  imposubility  of  this,  and 
to  iBxplain  some  particulars  in  which  the 
evidences  for  Christianity  are  peculiar, 
and  superior  to  those  for  Hindooism. 

June  Sd, — ^Amongst  this  people,  there 
is  a  must  daring  contempt  of  every  thing 
Uke^GonsisteDcy  in  reasoning,  and  a  most 
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inadequate  idea  of  the  evil  of  tin.  A  roan 
this  morning,  after  worship,  aasared  as 
that  he  had  obtained  oonplete  liberation 
from  his  sins,  by  the  warship  of  bis 
debta»  and  almost  with  the  same  breath 
confessed  that  he  was  in  the  dail  j  habit 
of  telling  lies. 

6th.'^Ye6teiday»  after  letomisg  froih 
the  city,  I  was  pleased  to  find  four  byrag- 
gees  with  Fanchon,  whom  he  was  in- 
straeting  in  divine  things.  They  had 
eome  all  the  way  from  Benares,  on  their 
way  to  Juggernaut,  in  Orissa,  whither 
they  were  going,  by  the  direction  of  their 
gooroo8>  to  obtain  liberation  by  the  sight 
of  the  image.  After  instructing  them  in 
the  frnitlessness  of  their  journey,  I  invited 
them  to  remain  with  us  a  few  days.  >  Al- 
though this  was  apparently  agreeable 
when  I  mentioned  it  to  them  last  night, 
they  have  this  morning  gone  off  in  a  clan' 
destine  way. 

"This  morning,  at  our  usual  public  wor- 
sliipi  a  new  kind  of  objection  was  ad- 
vanced against  oar  doctrine.  A  man,  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  service,  wlien  he 
was  permitted  to  speak,  assured  us  that 
he  could  not  believe  our  way  to  be  di- 
vine, because  all  the  time  he  was  listening 
to  what  we  said,  his  mind  was  unsteady 
and  wandering,  and  discontented;  wliere- 
as,  if  it  had  been  true,  it  would  have 
commanded  bis  6xed  attention.  Poor 
man !  he  knew  not  that  the  fault  was  not 
in  the  gospel,  but  in  himself  1  This, 
however,  encourages  a  hope,  that  not  on- 
ly is  the  general  interest  which  Europeans 
take  in  this  country  manifesting  its  dark 
places,  and  the  cruelties  which  they  con- 
tain«  but  that  the  gospel  itself  is-begmning 
effectually  to  operate  in  discovering  the 
hidden  things  of  roan's  heart. 

This  forenoon,  at  Boranagur,  we  have 
had  a  large  concourse  of  people,  and  after 
the  service  a  very  lengthened  discussion, 
which  terminated  in  professing,  with  the 
mouth  at  least,  their  approbation  of  the 
scheme  of  the  gospel.  A  young  roan  of 
considerable  acuteness,  who  has  attended 
from  the  beginning,  and  was  formerly  Ml 
of  objections,  has  become  much  more 
quiet  and  docile.' 

9th. — ^This  evening  there  has  been  a 
large  congregation,  as  usual,  at  Borana- 
gur, concluded  by  many  inquiries,  and 
much  discussion.  When  our  patience  was 
nearly  exhausted,  a  bramhun,  who  seemed 
to  be  more  enlightened  than  his  country- 
men, and  at  the  same  time  sufficiently 
proud  of  his  superior  attainments)  stepped 
forward,  espoused  our  cause,  and  in  4 
short  time  put  the  disptters  to  silence. 

iSth. — lliis  evening  had  a  congrega- 
tion  of  about  500  at  the  Works,  who  lis- 
tened with  great  attention,  and  several  of 


whom  remained  aliter  the  aervica,  to  pro* 

pose  some  inquiries.  The  first  cliapter  of 
Matthew  had  been  read«  and  some  re- 
marks made  respecting  the  birth  of  Christy 
and  the  reason  which  is  there  given  fiv 
his  being  called  JTesus.  Their  first  objec* 
tion  was  foiuided  on  the  account  which  ia 
given  of  the  birth  of  Christ;  for  they 
said,  that  God  having  neither  father  nor 
mother,  could  not  l>e  born  into  this 
world ;  either  forgetting,  or  being  «b* 
tirely  ignorant  of  the  numerous  incarnap 
tions  of  their  own  debtas.  I  can  account 
fcMT  such  an  objection  l>eing  made«  only 
from  the  latter  consideration,  that  being 
mean  an^d  poor,  they  are  unacquainted 
with  their  own  bouks,  and  are  accna> 
tonied  to  conceive  of  him  whom  they  de- 
signate Ram,  or  Kristnn,  just  as  we  do  of 
the  Divine,  Self-existent,  and  Eternal 
Being.  Their  next  objection  respected 
tlie  death  of  Christ,  by  which  they  had 
been  told  he  had  made  an  atoneraentftand 
thus  saved  his  people  from  their  sma, 
"  Is  it  possible,  then,  for  God  to  die?" 
they  inquired.  Here  we  had  to  explain* 
that  as  God,  Christ  never  did,  and  nevee 
can  die ;  but  that  having,  in  wonderful 
condescension,  become  a  partaker  of  hs- 
raan  nature,  he  had  died,  the  Just  fur  the- 
unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us  unto  God. 
15tb. — ^To-day  went  with  Pauchoa  to 
Salkee,  a  populous  village  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river.  On  landing  at  the 
ghaut,  we  collected  a  considerable  number 
of  people,  who  heard  with  attention,  until^ 
an  uproar  was  excited  by  the  tbaaadar* 
in  apprehending  a  thief.  Several  people, 
chiefly  Mttssulmen«  followed  ua  to  the 
bouse  of  a  Christian  Portuguese  woman* 
on  whom  we  called,  and  requested  infor- . 
mation  about  the  gospel.  When  they 
Avere  told  that  it  was  a  plan,  devised  aadi 
executed  by  God,  by  which  he  might  per- 
[  don  our  sins,  they  replied,  that  <dl  tbeii 
sins  were  destroyed,  if  they  only  prayed 
five  times;  and  that  those  amongst  them 
who  were  rich,  had  a  much  more  effectual 
way  than  this,  by  presenting  gifts  to 
Padres,  &c.  Here  the  obvious  answer 
was,  that  merely  asking  pardon,  however 
frequently,  of  any  one  whom  we  have  of- 
fended, can  never  insure  our  obtaining  kj 
and  that  by  offering  g^fts  to  men,  or  bv 
returning  to  God  the  blessings  wkirb  Ce 
has  given,  we  can  never  please  him»  ot 
make  an  atonement  lor  sin.  They  went 
Sway,  apparently  not  very  well  pleased 
that  w«  did  not  approve  of  the  meant 
which  they  weoe  emptqying  to  obtain  tlia 
pardon  of  their  sins.  One  roan  and  tere 
women,  however, remained*  and  professed 
to  receive  the  word  with  gladness.  W^ 
afterwards  had    some  conversuiioo    with 
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two  Portuguese  prostitntesf  who  were 
ioungii^  about,  and  who,  according  to 
their  own  account*  were  awfully  depraved; 
one  of  there  had  been  abaudoned  by  her 
husband.  I  conaider  thU  the  most  iiii> 
terable  class  of  society  in  every  country 
wliere  they  are  founds  and  the  farthest 
removed  from  the  reach  of  those  means 
which  God  has  appointed  for  the  convet; 
slon  of  sinners.  Before  returning  home, 
we  had  another  congregation  in  the  oudst 
of  the  Tillage. 

Having  not  been  able  to  get  more  than 
one  or  two  of  my  neighbours  to  attend 
the  place  of  worship  at  the  side  of  the 
road,  for  which  they  have  the  greatest 
convenience,  I  went  amongst  them  this 
cTening*   and  urged  them  regularly    to 
come.    Advancing  further  into  the  jungle 
where  they  live,  I  found  at  some  distance 
aa  Msembly  of  more  than  two  hundred 
people,  men  and  women,  listening  to  fonr 
brahoHins  singing  the  Ramayuna,  in  a 
Bengslee  translation.     I  was  int^ited^  to 
talse  a  seat,  which  I  accepted,  after  being 
assured  that  I  should  be  permitted  to  ad- 
dress the  people  when  the  singing  wae 
over,  which  I  accordingly  did.    As  uiglit 
was  approaching,    they  invited    me   to 
4KNBe  to-mof row,  at  mid-day,  after  having 
made  some    objections  to   whai  J   had 
said.    The  meetings  of  this  kind  which 
are  held  amongst  the  Hindoos,  appear  to 
sesemble  the  assemblies  of  Christians  as 
SMich  as  any  institution  of  their  religion, 
only  partaking  much  more  of  noise  and 
ostentation;  and  by  the  unwearied  recita- 
tftOQ  of  the  amours .  and  exploits  of  their 
gods,  they  contribute,  I  believe,  in  a  very 
material  degree,  to  increase  the  depravity, 
and  perpetuate  the  superstitions,  of  the 
country*    The  Soodras,  who  are  not  per- 
.  nutted  to  read   their  puoranus,  become 
great  and  holy,  by  hearing  them  thus  re- 
cited ;  the  bramhttos  who  perform,  have 
no  other  object  in  view  than  the  gifts  of 
the  people,  which,  when  presented,  pco- 
cure  a  blessing  proportioned  to  the  tibe- 
rality  that  has  been  shown,  and  the  ori- 
^nal  institators  of  the  practice  no  doubt 
considered  it,  and  how  wisely  experience 
justifies,  ae  an  effectual  means  of  rivettkiff 
the  chains  of  darkness  on  this  wretched 
people.    The  bramhuns,  when  I  asked 
thcm^  did  not  hesitate  to  avow  that  their 
views  wese  entirvly  mercenary ;  and  in- 
deed it  would  be  impossible  for  them  Co 
deny  it.    One  man,  while  I  was  there, 
presented  them  with  a  few  pice,  and  re- 
eeivsed  a  blessing,  but  a  very  cold  one ; 
another    preseaited   a   rupee,  and    after 
being  embraced,  was  blessed,   with  all 
the  emphatic  gestures  winch  their  customs 
admit.

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The  foUowiug  letter  from  a 
friend,  near  Kingston,  to  Dr. 
Stead  man,  contains  the  mournful 
history  of  the  last  days  of  ouc 
much  respected  friend  Mr.  Kitch- 
ing. 

Jatnmca,  December  25, 1819. 

Sin — On  any  other  occasion  than  the 
present,  I  should  feel  a  great  difficulty  hi 
addressing  one  who  is  such    a    perfect 
stranger  to  me  as  you  are,  but  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case — the  very  distressing 
event  which  has  occurred,  reiiders  it  in 
my  mind  imperious  on  me  to  overstep  the 
boundary  of  form.     It  had   pleased  the 
divine  Disposer  of  all  events,  to  favour 
Kingston  with  a  faithful  minister,  and  me 
with  an  estimable  friend,  in  the  Rev.  C. 
Kitching*  late  a  pupil  of  yours,  and  to 
whom  I  know  you  were  sincerely  attach- 
ed ;  and  I  am  sure  in  communicating  to 
you  the  lamentable  tidings  of  his  being 
called  to  take  np  his  rest  where  sin  and 
sorrow  are  not  known,   it  will  cause    a 
pang,  which  {)nty  the  conviction  of  bis 
having  taken  up  that  rest  can  at  all  alle- 
viate.    I  will  endeavour  to  detail  to  you 
the  circumstances  attending  his  dissolu- 
tion, though  it  may   open  afresh   those 
feelings  which  were  never  more  strongly 
called  forth.    On  Sabbath-day  fortnight, 
the  5th  instant,  he  felt  very  unwell  in- 
deed; he  had  done  so  the   day  before, 
and  had  been  obliged  to  keep  his  bed 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  Saturday,  and  on 
the  Sabbath  morning  was  so  indisposed 
that  he  had  some  thoughts  of  not  preach- 
ing ;  but  fearing  lest  a  report  would  go 
abroad  that  he  was  very  ill,  and  he  should, 
in  consequence,  be  the  means  of  alarm  to 
those  who  were  interested   for  him,  he 
determined  on  going  to  the  chapel,  and, 
as  he  expressed  himself  after  his  sermon 
was  finished^  felt  as  if  the  subject  (which 
was  the  salvation    of   sinners,    through 
Christ   the  Redeemer,)  had  given  him 
new  strength — be  was,  he  said,  far  better 
after  than  before  he  began.     It  was  the 
first  Sabbath  in  the  month,  and  the  death 
of  the  dear  Redeemer  wascummemnrated 
in  the  afternoon.     I  never  recollect  him 
more  solemn  or  affectionate  in  his  address 
to  tlie  people  on  the  orcasion,or  mure  ear- 
nest in  his  persuasions  for  their  continuing 
firm  in  their  attachment  to  Him,  whose 
followers  they  publicly   professed  to  be. 
I  returned  with  him  in  his  chaiije  to   his 
home.     Mrs.  Kitching,  from  being  indis- 
posedi  was  not  able  to  attend,  and   left 
him   with  his    dear    little    infant   lying 
asleep  on  his  arm,  apparently  much  bet-? 
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ter  than  b«  had  been  tbroagb  the  day. 
Circomttances.Hid  Dot  penuit  my  seeing 
him  i^ain  until  the  Wednesday  foilow- 
ing,  aud  then  only  for  a  few  minutes,  as 
it  was  the  evening  he  met  the  leaders  of 
the  church — but  he  did  not  complain  of 
being  particularly  ill,  although  far  from 
well. 

On  Thursday  morning  he  was  seised 
with  a  Tiolent  head-ache,  and  every  symp- 
tom of  a  severe  bilious  Iftttack  ;  but  no- 
thing serious  was  apprehended,  nor  was  the 
doctor  called  in  until  tlie  next  day.  When 
he  saw  him,  he  expressed  it  as  hb  opinion 
that  it  was  an  affection  of  the  liver,  with 
an  accompanying  fever.  He  continued 
from  this  time  until  the  time  that  his  de- 
parture took  place,  wluch  waq  on  the  even- 
ing of  Saturday,  the  I8th,  varying  but 
little,  sometimes  a  little  better,  aiid  at 
others  worse,  and  never  free  iVom  pain 
entirely,  seldom  able  to  converse,  and  in 
a  state  of  extreme  debility.  The  state  of  his 
mind  continued  unchanged,  and  his  latter 
end  was  that  of  a  Christian  ascending  to 
him  who  claimed  him.  His  faith  in  health 
was  fised  upon  Him  whom  it  was  his  de- 
light to  preach ;  and  in  dckness  he  found 
Him  a  sure  and  certain  help.  "  Oh,"  said 
he  in  his  sickness,  "  how  precious  is  reli- 
gion in  my  situation  I*'  The  Baptist 
friends  did  all  in  their  power'^-^aothing 
was  left  undone,  that  occurred  as  likely 
to  be  serviceable — but  how  vain  on  such 
occasions  is  the  help  of  man  !  No:  the 
Lord  had  seen  fit  to  terminate  his  la- 
bours, and  when  He  works,  who  shall  let 
it?  Towards  his  latter  moments  the  me- 
dicine he  took  rather  bewildered  htm, 
but  at  times  he  was  perfectly  collected, 
aud  was  observed  to  move  his  lips,  as.  if 
in  the  exercise  of  silent  prayer.  His  last 
moments  were  easy,  and  he  scarcely  ut- 
tered a  groan  when  his  spirit  left  its  clayey 

tabernacle. 

I  have  been  thus  particular,  as  I  con- 
clude yon  will  be  interested  in  every  thing 
relating  to  the  lamented  suiject  of  my 
letter.  His  disease  carried  the  same  ap- 
pearance latterly  as  the  prevailing  fever, 
which  has,  during  the  last  year,  ravaged 
this  island,  and  was  termed  the  Yellow 
Fever. 

Thus,  Sir,  has  been  removed  from 
amongst  us,  one  whose  memory  will  be 
held  precious  by  those  who  had  the  hap- 
piness of  knowing  him — whose  character 
can  only  be  estimated  by  those  who  bad 
the  opportunity  of  seeing  him  in  various 
trying  situations — and  under  the  most 
perplexing  difficulties.  His  loss,  as  a 
mend,  is  not  felt  by  me  alone  j  and  he 
who  views  the  heart,  and  knoweth  it  al- 
together, knows  how  deeply  it  hasafiecte4 
me,  and  vhat  pain  It  causes  me  io  retra- 


cing this  sad  event  through  its  diferent 
stages ;— his  loss,  as  a  friend,  will  be  felt 
by  the  poor  and  afflicted,  whose  burthen 
he  was  ever  ready  to  lighten,  and  whose 
comfort  he  was  ever  ready  to  increase  ;-* 
bnt  his  loss  is  greatest  to  the  Missionary 
cause  in  this  island.  Alas !  that  is  incaU 
culable.  Acquainted  with  the  feelings 
and  nature  of  those  whom  his  work  lay 
amongst,  he  was  highly  instrumental  in 
drawing  them  from  their  evil  propensities 
— checked  the  impetuosity  of  their  tern- 
'pers — reconciled  their  differences,  without 
embroiling  himself-^  supported  the  disci* 
pUne  of  the  church,  and  was  respected,' 
highly  respected,  by  all.  He  was  a  man, 
if  I  may  be  permitted  to  judge  from  prac- 
tical observation,  who  was  eminently  cal- 
culated for  the  situation  the  arrangements 
of  Providence  called  upon  him  to  fill. 
Steady,  upright,  and  consistent,  he  carried 
his  plans  into  effect,  and  had  the  gratifi- 
cation of  seeing  them  blessed,  by  their  ob- 
ject being  accomplished.  He  was  affsble 
to  all  around  him-^was  incessant  in  la- 
bours to  bring  the  people  into  order — 
and,  on  all  occasions,  manifested  to  them 
that  he  was  not  endeavouring  to  lord  it 
over  the  church,  but  to  afford  them  hiy 
assistance  to  add  to  their  cofnfort  aad 
purity.  Many  has  been  the  tear  I  have 
seen  him  shed,  when  lamenting  the  de-^ 
pravity  of  those  over  whose  souls  he  en» 
deavoured  to  watch ;  but  it  was  a  high 
privilege  allowed  him,  a  week  before  his 
illness  commenced,  that,  in  attending  the 
death-bed  of  one  of  the  Society,  she  toid 
him  that  she  owed  her  hopes  in  heaven 
to  impressions  she  had  received  under  his 
preaching ;  that  she  was  then  living  in 
tbeu>pen  indoleence  of  sin,  aud  had  been 
recalled  from  the  iniquitous  state  she  was 
in,  onto  the  knowledge  of  Jesos  Christ 
the  Lord.  Many  more,  I  have  no  doubt, 
will  one  day — at  that  great  day — ac- 
knowledge him  as  the  instrument  of  their 
possessing  eternal  life.  The  last  Sabbath 
he  was  permitted  to  address  the  people, 
he  called  to  their  mind  that  on  that  day 
twelvemonth,  they,  for  the  first  time,  hact 
commemorated  together  redeeming  grace 
aud  dying  love — ^that  the  Sabbath  previous, 
had  completed  a  year  of  his  labours 
among  them — and  he  said,  not  thinkiug 
how  soon  these  labours  would  be  termi- 
nated, '*  Not  one  day  during  that  time 
have  I  been  prevented  from  performing 
the  duty  required  of  me." 

The  difierent  magistrates  and  gentle* 
men  whom  his  ntuation  required  him  t» 
know,  highly  and  sincerely  respected 
him }  and  I  have  occasion  to  know,  placed 
great  confidence  in  him.  The  attach- 
ment  the  people  bore  towards  him,  cao* 
not  be  estimated  by  a  more  sura  ciitariei^.

Iban  that  at  the  period  of  his  burial,  there 
were  at  least  5,000  people  present ;  and 
I  may  freely  say*  not  an  eye  was  dry* 
About  700  walked  in  procession  after  the^ 
hearse;  and  there  were   several  gentle* 
men*s  eqmpages  in  attendance.    Those 
who  had  taken  umbrage  at  his  perseve- 
ranee  in  maintaining  the  rules  of   the 
church,  showed   as  great  grief  as  any. 
But  how  shall  I  tell  you  that  the  same  \ 
grave  contained  his  dear  little  bey,  whose  ^ 
three  months'  pilgrimage  terminated  on 
the  same  day  as  his  parent !    Thus  our 
dear  nster  Kitchine  is  at  once  a  widow, ' 
,aad  childless!     miat  shall    we  say   to 
these  things  ? — they  are,  no  doubt,  the 
act  of  a  great  and  gracious  God,  who  can- 
not mistake.    Mrs.  Kitching  has  liad  a 
narrow  escape,  but,  I  am  happy  to  say, 
is  now  free  from  fever,  and  is  improving 
ia   spirits.    She  would  feel  obliged  by 
your  acquainting  her  friends  with  these 
very  distressing  drcumstanctisr  as  she  has 
not  strength  to  write  them. 

Pray  for  the  cause,  my  dear  Sir,  that 
He,  whose  power  is  infinite,  will  visit  us 
ia  mercy.  This  is  a  dry  and  thirsty 
land,  requiring  much  of  the  assistance^ 
the  prayers,  and  the  efforts  of  the  friends  of 
religion. 

Excuse  the  freedom  I  have  taken  in  ad- 
dressing you,  and  believe  me  your  ser-

Some  additional  particulars 
are  stated  by  another  friend,  un- 
der date  of  December  20. 

Sunday,  Nov.  21,  Mr.  Kitching  and 
myself  walked  to  meeting,  when  a  young 
man,  named  Henry  Moore,  a  printer.  In- 
troduced himself  to  us  as  a  friend  of  Je- 
sus, patronized  bv  the  Church  Missionary 
Society,  and  destined  to  the  Bay  of  Hon- 
duras. Of  course,  we  were  glad  to  re- 
ceive such,  and  after  preaching,  they 
took  tea  at  my  house,  for  I  live  very  near 
onr  meeting.  This  young  man  spent  part 
of  the  week  with  Mr.  Kitching,  and  came 
to  take  leave  of  me  on  the  27th,  as  the 
ship  was  going  to  sail  the  next  day.  He 
was  taken  ill  while  at  my  house.  I  put 
him  to  bed,  and  gave  him  some  medicine, 
but  he  grew  worse,  and  the  next  day  I 
called  the  doctor,  who  said  it  was  the 
Yellow  Fever,  and  wished  me  to  call  in  a 
physician,  which  was  done,  and  brother 
kitching  and  myself  sat  up  with  him  al- 
ternately for  the  week. 

J^ec.  4.  Brother  Kitching  complained 
•f  being  poorlv,  and  could  not  sit  up  with 
Mr.  Moore;  however,  on  the  next  day, 
(I/ir^f-day ,)  he  wm  bf  tter,  preached^  and 


administered  the  ordinance.  In  the  course 
of  the  next  week,  Mr.  Kitching  was  again 
unwell,  and   I  begged  the  doctor  visiting 
Mr.  Moore   to  see  him ;  because   I  was 
aware  that  he  would  not  send  for  him  tilt 
the  last  extremity.    The  doctor  informed 
me  that  brother  Kitching's  complaint  was 
fever,  with  a  particular  affection  of  the 
liver.     From  this  time,  till  Saturday  the 
18th,  he  grew  gradually  worse.   .When 
the  doctor  came  at  six  o'clock  that  morn- 
ing, he  told  me  that  all  hopes  were  gune : 
soon  after  he  began  to  breathe  shorter. 
I  asked  him  several  questions,  but  the 
power  of  speech  was  gone;  and  at  a  quar- 
ter past  ten  his  spirit  left  the  tenement  of 
clay.    Thus  ended  the  short  career  of 
Christopher  Kitching,  the  most  useful,  la- 
borioos,  and  faithful  Baptist  preacher  that 
ever  visited  tliis  part  of  the  world  ! 

In  reply  to  my  questions  on  the  stata 
of  his  mind,  his  answers  were  satisfac* 
tory;  his  muid'  appeared  to  be  stayed 
upon  God. 

Sunday  the  19tA,  there  was  notliing  hue 
weening,  lamentation,  and  woe.  Hun- 
dreds of  weeping  negroes  and  coloured 
people  surrounded  the  house,  hegging  to 
see  him.  Their  attitudes  and  words  were 
enough  to  break  one's  heart.  **  Poor  me 
Massa,  poor  me  buckra  Massa  Kisheen, 
what  me  dof  Me  no  hearee  him  more."' 
'  This  continued  till  the  afternoon,  when  hm 
was  buried.  The  Rev.  Messrs*  Johnstono 
and  Ratdiffe  preceded  the  corpse,  which 
was  followed  by  Mr.  B.  and  myself,  with 
nearly  700  of  the  Society,  in  regular  or- 
der, two  and  two.  The  multitude  attend*, 
ing  the  funeral  was  supposed  to  be  5»000 ; 
never  was  there  such  a  sight  in  Kingston 
before.  It  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty 
we  could  get  to  the  grave,  where  the 
Methodist  ministers  spoke,  and  each 
preached  a  funeral  sermon  afterwards.  I 
hope  the  Lord  will  encourage  your  hearts 
in  England,  to  persevere  in  this  dreadful, 
yet  glorious  contest.  While  standing 
among  the  dead  and  dying,  I  feel  it  roj 
duty  to  -unite  myself  doser  than  ever  to 
this- glorious  cause  of  Cbristian  Mi^ions» 
and  earnestly  wish  to  be  (in  the  sight  of 
God)  what  Paul  styles  himself,  a  servant 
(if  Jesus  Christ.  We  hope  to  see  Mr. 
Conltart  soon.  We  musr  go  on>  and 
trust  in  him  who  has  said^  ''  I  will  never 
leave  thee  nor  forsake  thee."  Sister 
Kitching  will  return  to  England  as  soon 
as  she  is  sufficiently  recovered  to  bear  the 
voyage. 

Mrs.  Kitching  has  s(tnce  arrived 
at  Falmouth,  and  proceeded  to 
her  friends  iu  Yorkshire.

:.  THiSnieeting,heldMayl3,1820, 
at  the  London  Coffee  House,  sur- 
passed all  the  former  in  numbers 
and  respectability.  Lord  Hol*^ 
LAND„.'amidst loud  acclamations, 
.  took  tl^e, chain  .    . 

John  tVilks,  Esq.  rose  amidst' 
the  }png  and  cordial  greetings  of 
the  whole  assembly*  He  first  al- 
luded to  cases  in  which  individu- 
als and  congregations  improperly 
rei^uested  thq  interference  of  the 
Society.  If  a  meeting-house  was 
robbed  of  books— if  legacies  were 
withheld — if  trustee^  were  negli- 
gent or  hostile*-if  differences  arose 
between  ministers  and  their  con- 
gregations— if  private  dissenters 
met  with  private  inj  uries,  for  which 
they  might  have  civil  redress, 
applications  were  made  in  vain^to 
the  Committee,  who  could  not 
interpose  either  with  propriety  or 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  In« 
stitution,  and  the  gratuitous  la* 
hours  of  the  Secretaries  wereinuch^ 
and  needlessly  iacreaiSed.

Among  the  cases  that  had  in- 
terested the  Committee,  might hev 
first  mentioned  those  of  pecuniaryi^ 
demands,  either  illegally  made^^. . 
as  to  which  some  alterations  of  . 
the  la^  were  required.  Demands 
of  tplls  on  Sundays  from  Protes- 
tant  Dissenters  going  or  returning 
from  public  worship  had  fre- 
quently been  mentioned,  in  some 
instances  submitted  to  and  de- 
plored, and  in  others  resisted  with 
success*  The  exemption^,  fropi 
such  demands  depended  not  on  a 
geneial  act, '  but  on  each  local 
statute  regulating  every  particular 
road*  In  each  case  that  statute 
must  be  consulted ;  aqd  if  advice 
was  needed,  a  copy  of  that  clause 
must  accompany  tb^  appHcatioii 
for  advice*  The  CoQihiittee  now 
watched,  at  cpnsiderable  ^;ipense 
and  trouble,  all  renewals  of  Turn- 
pike Acts,  and  procured  the  nT- 
inseilion  of  words  of  exemption 
that  would  be  effectual,  aqd 
that  would  restore  gradually  th^t 
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state  of  exemption  which/ by  epis- 
copal influence,  had  been  inten- 
tionqiJy,  secretly,  injuriously,  and 
entcnsively  infringed. 

The  next  of  the  pecuniary  mat- 
ters affecting  the  IHssenters,  arose 
from  AssessedTaxes.  Already 
they  began  to  reap  the  harvest  of 
past  exertions,  of  which  he  re- 
lated some  instances.  He  also 
had  again  to  refer  to  the  subject 
of  Poor  Rates,  charged  on  places 
of  religious  worship,  belonging 
to  Protestant  Dissenters.  To  his 
friends,  the  Dissenting  Ministers 
who  were  present  at  that  Meet- 
ing, he  would  say.  When  you 
receive  an  intimation  of  the  in- 
sertion of  the  chapel  in  the  rate, 
immediately  demand  a  copy  of  the 
rate ;  for  if  an  appeal  should  not 
be  made  to  the  next  Quarter 
Sessions  after  the  making  of  the 
rate,  all  future  proceedings  in  re- 
spect of  such  rate  would  be  un- 
availing. For  such  copy  of  the 
rate  only  6d.  could  be  charged 
for  every  300  words.  (Hear.) 
When  that  copy  was  obtained, 
the  first  measure  which  should  be 
adopted  would  be,  to  invite  the 
assistance  of  some  friend  conver- 
sant with  the  parochial  property. 
See,  said  Mr.  Wilks,  whether  any 
property  be  omitted ;  look  for  the 
gfebe ;  see  if  any  pews  which  may 
be  let  in  the  church  are  rated ; 
(hear,  hear,  and  laughter ; J  see 
whether  the  parsonage  house  is 
rated;  (hear;)  see  whether  the 
property  of  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  is  rated ;  see  if  any 
are  inadequately  assessed ;  and  if 
any  such  omissions  be  discovered, 
an  appeal  might  with  propriety 
be  commenced,  and  would  be 
successfully  prosecuted;  and  he 
generally  found  that  those  Who 
had  been  the  first  to  do  the  wrong, 
had  been  amongst  the  first  to  re- 
tire from  the  contest.  (Applause,) 
It  was  a  fortunate  principle  in  our 


nature,  that  the  very  same  money- 
getting,  pitiful,  contemptible  spi- 
«rit,  which  would  stimulate  to  evil, 
repelled  us  from  that  evil  which 
we  meditated,  when  it  wonld  re« 
act  upon  ourselves.  And  he  had 
never  known  a  case,  when  that 
spirit  of  investigation  had  acted 
with  vigour  and  promptitude,  in 
which  it  had  not  been  crowned 
with  success.  (Applause.) 

During  the  past  year,  the  Com- 
mittee had  receiveo  a  letter  from 
a  gentleman  at  York,  who  was 
actively  concerned  for  a  Dissent- 
ing chapel  in  that  city,  which  he 
would  take  the  liberty  to  read. 
He  read  it,  because  it  supplied 
to  him  s^  practical  illustration  of 
the  force  of  principle,  and  of  the 
influence  of  attachment  to  reli- 
gions truth.  (Hear,  hear.)  That 
letter  stated,  that  the  poor-rates 
amounted  to  between  £2»  10«. 
and  ^3  per  quarter,  although  the 
debt  on  the  chapel  amounted  to 
£}500,  and  the  receipts  were  far 
short  of  the  expenditure.  That 
gentleman  was  one  of  the  trustees 
of  the  chapel,  and  with  the  just 
and  honest  indignation  of  a  man 
of  feeling,  he  had  asked«  "  was 
that  the  beneficial  interest,  the 
profitable  occupancy  which  theiip 
wise  opponents  had  said  the  trus- 
tees of  chapels  possessed  in  them  T' 

Again  would  he  repeat,  that  a 
firm  and  wise  resistance  would 
generally  be  attended  with  suo-r 
cess.  (Applause.)  Nor  could  be 
better  illustrate  this  truth  than  by 
a  case  at  Malton.  There  it  had 
been  determined,  that  propertT 
of  that  description  should  be  rated. 
But  how  did  the  people  act? 
They  understood  that  the  proper- 
ty in  the  chapel  could  alone  be 
liable  to  a  levy ;  and  instead  of 
adorning  the  cbapelwith  gay  and 
glittering  chandeliers,  they  were 
satisfied  with  iron  candlesticks, 
serviceable    though    unspleudid. 
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Th^y  femoved  oraainents  needless 
for  simplicity  and  parity  and  spi- 
rituality of  worabipy  and  they  then 
said^  **  When  the  tax-gatherers 
come  for  the  distress,  open  wide 
the  doors — take  what  property 
they  can  find — ^we  defy  their  pow- 
er." (CheersJ 

Then,  as  on  former  occasioos, 
he  had  to  advert  to  another  peeu- 
niary  demand  made  by  some  cler- 
gyraen  of  the  Church  of  England, 
in  respect  of  Mortuaby  and 
Surplice  Fees  for  the  interment 
of  Dissenters  in  their  own  burial- 
grounds.  Surplice  fees  could  not 
be  obtained ;  and  in  answer  to 
questions  about  the  martuatyfees, 
he  would  repeat,  that  if,  for  at 
least  ^00  years,  there  had  not 
been  a  regular  custom  of  demand- 
ing the  mortuary  fees  for  every 
person  interred  out  of  the  church- 
yard, or  unless  there  was  some 
specific  Local  Act  of  Parliament 
rendering  such  custom  unneces- 
sary, the  payment  might  be  re- 
sisted with  success.   (Applause.) 

On  one  point,  the  refusal  to 
perform  the  service  of  the  church 
over  the  bodies  of  Dissenters,  be- 
cause they  had  not  been  baptized 
according  to  the  rites  of  the 
Established  Church,  an  applica- 
tion had  been  made  by  the  Rev. 
•Mr.  Cox  of  Hadldgh.  A  little 
boy  died  in  the  town,  of  eminent 
piety,  and  an  interesting  account 
had  been  published  by  his  Minis- 
ter. (ApplauBe,)  When  that 
child  was  to  be  interred;  when 
with  the  sorrows  of  the  pious  pa- 
rents, the  neighbours  mingled  their 
sympathies  and  tears — ^at  that 
tnoment  their  sorrow  was  increas- 
ed by  this  pitiful  clerical  malevo- 
lence, which  in  spite  of  the  sexton, 
in  spite  of  the  churchwardens, 
aye,  and  in  spite  of  human  nature, 
refused  the  tolling  of  the  passing 
hM,  (Marks  afdisapprohation,) 
Dissenters,  however,  barbed  the 


arrows  for  their  own  breasts;  how 
innoxious  else  might  this  vexation 
have  become !  Why  woul3  Dis- 
senters continue  to  identify  them- 
selves with  ceremonies  so  absurd  1 
Why  did  they  not  despise  such 
tintinnabular  infatuations  ?  Would 
they  renew  the  times  when  bishops 
anomted  and  baptized  the  bells, 
oleo  chtismatis,  and  when  they 
were  supposed  to  possess  the  pro- 
perty of  calming  tempests,  driving 
the  devil  from  the  air,  and  recre- 
ating the  dead?  When  would 
even  wise  men  be  wise  1  (Loud 
applause.) 

Having  mentioned  a  number  of 
instances  of  the  persecution  of 
poor  dissenters,  either  by  clergy- 
men, or  at  their  instigation,  Mr. 
Wilks  said,  that  in  the  hundred 
of  Tattingstoue,  near  Ipswich, 
lived  a  poor  man,  named  William 
Hawes,  who  for  twenty- two  years 
had  been  a  member  of  the  con- 
gregation of  the  Rev.  Mc.  Atkin* 
son  in  that  town.  Honest  and 
deserving,  he  had  been  compelled^ 
in  old  age,  to  seek  an  asylum  in 
the  Hundred  House.  For  some 
time  he  had  been  permitted  to 
totter  to  the  long  frequented 
house  of  prayer,  where  he  had 
often  forgotten  his  labours,  his 
woes,  his  fears  ;  recreated  by  sab- 
batic rest,  by  pious  pleasure,  and 
by  heavenly  hope.  At  length  an 
order  was  made  by  the  Governors 
of  the  Hundred  House,  that  no 
person  should  be  allowed  to  at- 
tend at  anv  religious  services  but 
those  whicn  were  performed  by  a 
Curate  of  the  Church  of  England 
in  the  Hundred  House.  Some 
independent  and  public  spirited 
men  of  the  county  of  Sufiblk, 
commiserating  the  poor  old  man, 
honourably  interfered.  Their  in- 
terference, and  that  of  the  Society, 
did  not  avail.  From  the  Go- 
vernors he  received  an  answer, 
that  to  iheir   order  he   should 
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adhere;  tbat,  under  a  certain 
Act  of  Parliament,  tbtir  conduct 
could  be  justified ;  and  that  they 
would  not  relax  in  that  exercise 
of  power.  (Hisses,)  Thus  was 
this  poor  old  man  confined  in  a 
British  bastile :  for  what  could  be 
a  worse  bastile  than  any  abode 
where  th«  unguilty,  the  deserving, 
were  precluded  nom  those  religi- 
ons services  which  they  approved. 
(HeoTy  hear.)  To  the  Court  of 
King*s  Bench  the  Society  would 
have  applied,  but  that  on  one  oc- 
casidh,  when  the  Sacrament  was 
administered  according  to  the  rites 
of  the  Established  Church  in  the 
Irlouse,  the  good  man,  whose  de- 
votional feelings  had  triumphed 
over  even  his  dissentmg  principles, 
had  consented  to  be  a  communi- 
cant, and  that  occasional  con- 
formity might  have  prevented 
suitable  redress.  But,  although 
legal  redress  against  these  abuses 
of  brief  authority  was  hard  to  be 
obtained,  often  might  Dissenters 
ensure  redress.  Let  them  endea- 
vour to  place  in  parochial  oiSices 
men  not  destitute  of  all  respect 
for  principle  and  love  of  right. 
Let  them  imitate  the  conduct 
which  the  Dissenters  in  Wiltshire 
recently  displayed.  It  was  un- 
derstood that  a  candidate,  who 
expended  scores  of  thousands  of 
pounds  to  obtain  a  seat  in  Par- 
liament, bad,  as  a  Magistrate, 
prevented  relief  being  afforded  to 
some  persons  who  were  guilty  of 
daring  io  be  Protestant  Dissent- 
,  ers.  Justly  indignant  at  a  wrong 
done  even  to  the  poorest  of  their 
people — at  a  wrong  to  toleration ; 
the  Dissenters  resolved,  that  he 
should  not  make  their  laws  who 
could  so  ill  execute  the  laws. 
They  united  their  strength ;  they 
supported  the  rival  candidate; 
they  obtained  for  him  success. 
{Loud  applause.) 
The  attention  of  the  Committee 


to  the  Parliaimentary  proceedings 
of  the  past  year  ought  not  to  be 
unnoticed.  On  a  former  occasion 
he  had  directed  the  attention  of 
the  Society  to  a  Bill  then  depend- 
ing, under  the  specious  title  of 
^*  A  Bill  to  prevent  the  misappli- 
cation of  Poor-rates/^  By  that 
Bill  parochial  officers  were  ena< 
bled  to  take  from  parents  all  chil- 
dren whose  parents  were  unable 
completely  to  support  them,  to 
seclude  them  m  workhouses,  or  to 
remove  them  to  some  distantdwell- 
ing,  whe^  their  religious  instruc- 
tion might  be  either  wholly  neg- 
lected, or  religious  freedom  be 
mlated  by  the  education  of  the 
children  of  Catholics,  Jews,  Qua- 
kers, or  Protestant  Dissenters,  all 
according  to  the  tenets  of  the 
Established  Church.  Since  the 
celebrated  Schism  Bill  in  the  reign 
of  Queen  Anne,  no  sitnilar  mea- 
sure equally  offensive  had  been 
conceived.^flear,  hear,)  Applica- 
tiond  toGovemment,  and  the  efforts 
of  Sir  James  Mackintosh  and  Aid. 
Wood  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
had  not  prevented  its  progress; 
although  it  was  as  hostile  to  politi- 
cal economy  and  the  reduction  of 
the  poor-rates,  as  to  religious 
freedom.  Althougb  averse  to 
public  Meetings,  and  all  avoid- 
able excitement  of  the  public 
mind,  the  Committee  then  de- 
termined to  apply  to  some  illus> 
trious  Members  of  the  House  of 
Peers — or,  finally  to  convene 
Meetings  in  every  town  in  Eng- 
landi  and  awaken  churchmen  of 
philanthropic  minds,  as  well  as 
Dissenters  of  every  sect,  to  an 
opposition  which  that  measure  de- 
served. This  great  effort  was, 
however,  rendered  needless  by 
the  intelligence  of  the  Earl  of  Li- 
verpool, who  concurred  with  their 
Noble  Chairman  and  his  excellent 
friend.  Lord  Lansdowne,  in  pro- 
moting the  rejection  of  the  BilL 
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{Applause.)  And  if  that  Society 
had  never,  by  any  other  act  than 
their  opposition  to  that  Bill,  vin- 
dicated the  rights  of  conscience 
and  sustained  the  cause  of  civil 
and  religious  liberty,  they  would 
well  deserve  applause:  they  had 
not  been  established  in  vain. 
(Great  applause.) 

To  the  subject  of  the  Mar- 
riage Acts  he  would  now  direct 
their  attention.  In  the  last  session 
of  Parliament,  the  Unitarians  had 
introduced  a  bill  to  allow  the 
omission  in  the  marriage  service 
of  the  Church  of  England  of  cer- 
tain parts,  to  which  they  could  not 
conscientiously  assent.  It  bad 
been  then  withdrawn;  but  again 
it  would  be  introduced,  and  he 
sincerely  desired,  their  success.' 
{Applause.)  His  pleasure  would 
be  increased,  if  the  relief  were  ex- 
tended to  aU  classes  of  Dissenters. 
(Crreat  applause.)  Why  should 
Dissenters  who  disapproved  of  an 
Established  Church — who  declin- 
ed baptism,  confirmation,  and  bu- 
rial by  its  ministers,  under  their 
sanction  begin  their  social  wedded 
life  ?  Why  should  Dissenters 
submit  to  forms,  from  which 
Quakers,  and  Jews,  and  the  Ca- 
tholics in  Ireland  were  exempt  1 
(Applause.)  Why  should  not 
they  apply  for  and  obtain  a  simi- 
lar exemption  ] 

After  stating  many  cases  of  dis- 
turbances, riots,  and  miscella- 
neous aggressions,  Mr.  Wilks  pro- 
ceeded to  a  village  in  Oxfordshire, 
called  EwELME.  That,  indeed, 
was  a  village,  interesting  to  the 
lovers  of  picturesque  scenery  and  of 
antiquarian  research ;  but  to  him, 
from  theprpceedings  he  should  tell 
about,  had  become  a  village,  in 
which  he  should  feel  deeply  inte- 
rested to  his  dying  day.  (Near, 
hear.)  The  rectory  with  a  ca- 
nonry  at  Christ  Church,  Oxford, 
fey  the  gift  of  King  James,  was 


connected  with  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessorship of  Divinity  in  that  Uni« 
versity.     It  is  held  by  the  Bishop 
of   Llandaff.      Mr.  HeaiFord,   a 
Baptist  Missionary  preacher,  en- 
tered the  parish,   to  disseminate 
doctrines,  that  he  deemed  as  seeds, 
of  which  the  blossoms  were  fra* 
grant,    and    the.  harvest    good« 
Here  too,  a  peasant  registered  his 
cottage .  as  a  place  of  religious 
meeting    for  some  neighbouring 
labourers,  and  Mr.  Heafford  oc«- 
casionally  preached.    The  worth 
of  those  uncompensated  labours 
would  be  best  illustrated  by  their 
^fleets.      That  a  mere  cottager 
should     venture     to    introduce 
preaching  into  a  parish,  once  ce- 
lebrated for  its  chalybeate  spring, 
for  its  "  polyphonous  echo/*  for 
its  wide  spreading  elms,  for  its^ 
prospects  of  a  delightful  valley, 
through  which  the    Thames   or 
Isis  gently  flowed,   and  without 
episcopal  auUiority,  gave  to  the 
Right  Bev.  Prelate  great  offence. 
He  deputed  a  messenger  to  Amos 
Norroway,  the  poor  man  wjiora 
he  was  presenting  to  their  notice. 
By  the  curate  he  had  been  visited. 
His  eloquence  could  not  induce 
the  peasant  to  shut  his  door ;  and 
as  persuasion  was  unavailing,  be 
told  him,  unless  he  would  desist 
from  permitting  the  visits  of  the. 
Dissenter,  he  should  hear  further 
about  it.     Gentlemen,  (continued 
Mr.  Wilks,)  this  poor  man  was 
thus  placed  by  his  firmness  and 
integrity,  in  a  situation,  in  which 
more  lettered  and  wealthier  men 
might  have  been. overcome.     He 
was  but  a  labourer,  a  day  labour- 
er.    But  mark   the  influence  of 
religion  on  the  mind !     Not  only 
Hoes  it  improve  the  manners,  and 
breathe  tenderness  into  the  heart, 
but  it  bestows  a  matchless  energy 
on  the  mind.     It  gives  a  mild  but 
constant  lustre  eveu  to  the  sous 
of  want ;   such  as  the  artificial 
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Kghts  of  mei«  wealth,  and  pomp 
aod  learniog  never  could  confer. 

Amos  returning  from  bis  daily 
labour^  found  that  the  Bishop's 
servant  had  been  to  his  dwelling, 
and  had  said,  **  The  Bishop  de- 
sires jon  will  come  up  to-morrow 


morning. 


Bless    me/ 


Amos,  *^  what  can  he  want  with 
mel  I  dare  say  it  is  about  the 
preaching.''  *'  Well/  said  his 
wife,  **'  had  you  not  better  give  it 
upr  *^  No/'  said  Amos  Norro- 
way,  **'  I  will  .not  give  it  up.  (Ap- 
pUluse.)  No>  not  while  my  life 
shall  last.  You  surely  would  not 
wish  me.  Think  how  much  hap- 
pier  now  we  are."  (Laud  ap- 
plauH,)  "  Welly"  says  the  good 
wife,  "  you  are  right,  Amos ;  per- 
severe; trust  in  6od»  Amos,  and^* 
fear  not/'  (Laud  and  vehement 
applause.)  *^  And  will  you  visit 
the  Bishop  r  says  the  wife.  ''  O 
yes,"  says  Amos,  *'  I  must  go  and 
see  him."  In  the  morning,  dress- 
ed, doubtless,  in  his  best  leather 
breeches  and  a  clean  smock-frock, 
he  vysited  theparsonage.  {J  laugh.) 
He  went.  See  the  poor  peasant 
knocking  at  the  door,  opened  by 
livery  servants;  Amos  ushered 
into  the  hall,  the  aervantft  won- 
dering what  thehr  lordly  master 
could  want  with  this  labouring 
van.  **  Your  name,  friend/'  was 
asked.  '*  Amos  Norroway."  He 
was  announced.  He  enters  the 
Bishop's  library,  and  in  his  own 
words  I  will  relate,  said  Mr. 
Wilks,  what  is  reported  to  roe  to 
have  been  the  dialogue.  I  prefer, 
said  Mr.  Wilks,  to  give  you  his 
own  words,  because  you  roight 
think  that  too  great  warmth  of 
feeling  made  me  caricature,  and 
tint  in  too  lively  colours,  this 
memorable  interview.  That  in- 
terview reminded  him  of  ancient 
times — of  times,  he  thought,  gone 
by  for  ever — of  dialogues  they 
might  yet  read  about  in-  Fox's 


Martyrology.  Tes,  'it  reminded 
him  that  feith  was  ever  feith — re- 
ligion ever  was  religion— ^raanly 
principle  yet  was  manly  principte 
— and  thoi^b  they  might  view 
many  fluctuations  in  society  vrith 
pain,  yet  there  was  something  in 
every  human  heart  which,  when 
touched,  would  vibrate;  and  hence 
sometimes  man  in  every  climate^ 
under  every  circumstance,  pos- 
sessed a  simple  native  greatness, 
which  proved  him  little  lower  than 
an  angel)  by  his  Creator  crowned 
with  glory  and  honour.  {Applauee.) 
You  will  observe,  said  Mr.  Wilkd, 
the  poor  peasant  in  the  company 
of  the  Bishop.  **  Norroway,  whart 
is  it  I  hear  of  you  1  1  understand 
you  encourage  a  Methodist  preach- 
er at  your  house."  (Sharply  )  Nor^^ 
roway. — "  Yes,  Sir,  I  do.  He 
has  been  several  times,  and  here 
is  the  license  of  the  house.  I 
have  a  copy  of  the  license  in  my 
hand,  but  will  not  trouble  you 
with  reading  it."  The  Bishop  looks 
at  it, -and  reads  it.  I  need  not 
state  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  it 
came  from  the  Deputy  Registrar 
of  the  diocese  of  Oxford,  who 
certified  that  the  certifica;te  was 
brought  into  the  Registry  the  31st 
of  Dec.  1819.  "  This  never  came 
from  Oxford,"  says  the  Bishop; 
*^  it  is  a  forgery."  «  Yes/'  days 
Nfurroway,  '^  it  comes  from  the 
Bishop's  office  at  Oxford ;  Mr. 
Heafford  brought  it."  (Shewing 
the  certificate.)  '*Oh,  oh,"  says 
the  Bishop,  "  Why  any  house,  or 
any  blockhead,  may  be  licensed 
for  eighteen-pence.  Well,  what 
is  the  reason  for  your  holding 
meetings  at  your  house  T  (Laughs 
ter.)  "  Because,"  says  Norroway, 
"  by  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel, 
I  have  been  led  to  see  that  1  am  a 
sinner,  and  I  am  desirous  that 
others  should  go  to  heaven  as  well 
as  myself."  {Great  applause.)  **  T6 
what  denomination/'  says  the  Bi-* 
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shdp,  **  does  yonr  preacher  be* 
letngV    The  poor  man  hesitated. 
'^  Is  he  Methodist,  Independent, 
Wesleyan,  Calvinist,  or  Baptist, 
or  what  ]''    The  poor  man  was 
slilf  silent.    '*  You  are  a  pretty 
fellow,   not  to  know  whom  you 
belong  to  r  (Sneering.)  (A  laugh.) 
*^  What  is  your  preacher?  is  he  a 
shoemaker,  or  cobbler,  or  whati" 
'<  He  is  a  preacher  of  the  Gospel," 
says  Amos,  ^'  and  belongs  to  a 
Missionary  Society  in  London,  and 
follows  no  trade  or  business  be- 
sides."  '*  Where  does  he  preach  V 
said  the  Bishop.     '^  At  Watling- 
toa  and  Chalgrove,  Stadhamptoo 
and  Ewelme,"  answers  Norroway, 
**  besides  other  plapes/'     When 
the  Bishop  replies,  ^*  I  think  it  a 
very  mean  and  scandalous  trick, 
for  such  a  fellow  to  enter  villages, 
and  lead  the  best  of  the  people 
astray  from  the  church.'^    *'  The 
gentleman,'^     replied    Norroway, 
'Vmeans  no  such  thing.  Sir;  he 
comes   to  instruct  the  ignorant, 
and  teach  poor  people  the  way  to 
heaven."   (Applause.)     "Why," 
said  the  reverend  Bishop,   "  all 
the  people  of  this  parish  belong 
to  me  (laud  laugh),  and  if  I  suffer 
any  person  to  lead  them  astray,  I 
must   be  answerable   for  them." 
Ah,  dire  responsibility,  too  pften 
and  too  long  forgotten  !     '^  But  if 
they  will  not  come  to  church, 
that  they  may  be  saved,  that  is/ 
their  own  fault;  but  I  should  wish 
you  to  know  that  I  can  preach  as 
good  doctrines  as  that  fellow,  let 
him  be  who  be  may,  and  if  you 
w€u*e  to  hear  i;ie,    perhaps  you 
would  like  me  as  well  as  him.^' 
Norroway — "  I  have  never  heard' 
you.  Sir,  and  I  have  never  attend- 
ed at  church  since  the  Lord  gave 
me  ta  see  that  salvation  is  all  of 
grace,    through  faith  in  Christ, 
without  the  deeds  of  the  law." 
*^  But  is  there  not  grace,"  replies 
:$be  Bishop,  '^  to  be  found  in  the 


church  F    Norrotvay-^**  Yes,   t 
believe  the  grace  of  Qod  is  in  his 
church;  but  then  that  chui^h  b  a 
congregation  of  good  and  faithful 
men.''  XLaud  and  lang'COfUinued 
applause.)   The  Bishop  then  said» 
"I  tell  you  what,  Norroway,  I 
am    highly  offended  with  yOu." 
He,  Mr.  Wilks,  did  not  wonder 
the  Bishop  began  to  be  weary  of 
his  guest.     We  generally,  said  he, 
close  discussions,  angrily,  loudly, 
abruptly,  when  we  have  nothing 
more  to  say.    ''  I  tell  you  wh^t, 
Norroway,"  says    the   indignant 
prelate,    *'  I  ani  higfaiy  offend-- 
ed   with   you,  and,    unless  you 
give  up  your  meetings,  you  shall 
feel  the  e&ct  of  my  displeasure ; 
but  if  you  give  them  «p,  I  wili^ 
take   no  further  .notice    of   it." 
The  poor  man  had  doubtless  ne- 
ver read  the  lines  of  Racine:—^ 
'*  Je  erains  Dieu,  et  n'ai  point 
d*autre  €rainte."'-r**  I  fear  God, 
and  know  no  other  fear."    But  he 
felt  the  sentiment  uttered  by  the ' 
heroic  Hebrew — and    the    neea^ 
once  aeted  in  the  plain  of  Dura  * 
by  the  captive  Jews,  before  the 
Babylonish  monarch,  was  again 
performed  $~^They  could  net  yield  * 
-—nor  could  the  British  peasant. 
(Cries  of  bravo^    and  loud  ap» 
plause»)      "  Sir,"   replied  Norro  ' 
way,  '*  I  cannot  promise  to  give  * 
them  up."     "Why  cannot  you 
give  them  up,  as  well-  as  begin 
theniT   the.  Bishop   continued; 
"  however,  if  you  do  not  give  up 
your  meetings,  I  will  do  all  in  my ' 
power  to  make  you ;  for  I  am  de« 
termined  to  put  a  stop  to  them, 
so  you  may  go  about  your  busi- 
ness."  To  which,  said  Norroway, 
*'  Good  morning.  Sir."    Thus  the 
conference  was  ended.  (Laughter,) 
You  will  suppose,  sai<l  Mr.  Wilks, 
after  the  Bishop  had  thus  invitied 
a  com|)etition  between  the  Baptist 
teacher  and  himself,  (a  laugh,) 
that  he  would  have  begun  to  adopt 
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the  same  means  that  were  adopted 
by  that  worthy  man;  that  he 
would  have  visited  some  of  the 
cottages  of  the  poor,  and  con-' 
versed  with  them  familiarly,  and 
proved  that  he  could  sympathise 
with- them  in  their  distresses,  and 
practically  point  the  path  to  hea- 
ven. Then,  indeed,  they  might 
suppose.  Episcopacy  would  re- 
sume her  best  and  ancient  honours. 
Those  every  true  friend  of  religious 
liberty  would  wish  to  see  her  wear. 
But,  no!  power,  not  argument, 
was  to  decide  the  fray.  Scarcely 
was  it  credible;  but  it  was  true, 
-^-The  poor  man  has  been  served 
with  a  notice  to  leave  his  cottage. 
But,  gentlemen,  shall  he  quit? 
(No,  no,  no,  from  various  parts 
of  the  room, J  No,  gentlemen, 
not,  said  Mr.  Wilks,  if  I  spend 
the  last  fragment  of  my  fortune, 
he  shall  not !  (Ver^  loud  and  long 
continued  marks  of  approbation.J 
No  I  gentlemen,  he  may  quit  that 
cottage,  but  there  shall  be  reared 
in  that  village  another  modest  cot- 
tage foi"  that  poor  man !  And  he 
shall  not  be  perforce  a  wanderer  1 
It  shaH  be  a  cottage  such  as  be- 
comes me  to  build,  and  him  to 
dwell  in.  It  shall  not  be  a  chapel 
but  a  cottage;  and  I  hope  that 
often,  thence  the  pious  prayer 
•shall  ascend,  gratieful  as  incense; 
and  that  amidst  the  stillness  of  the 
summer's  eve,  or  tempest  of  a 
winter's  night,  the  melodies  of 
praise  shall  echo  through  the  vale. 
On  the  front  of  that  cottage  shall 
be  placed  this  inscription,  '*  An 
Asylum  from  Persecution." 
And  when  the  Bishop  alternates 
his  abode  from  his  palace  at  Llan- 
d^ffi  to  his  cauonry  at  Oxford, 
and  from  Oxford  to  this  village, 
this  inscription  will  meet  his  eye ; 
and  then»  *'  to  supper,  with  what 
appetite  he  may  V*  But,  gentle* 
men,  cQijIinucd  Mr.  Wilks,  I  do 
not  thinjc   that  this  prelate  will 


long  there  remain.  An  archiepis- 
copal  crown  may  await  his  brow. 
But  still  there  will  be  moments  of 
reflection ;  and  Amos,  the  hind 
at  Ewelme,  may  be  as  a  spectre, 
amidst  the  honours  of  the  convo- 
cation, and  at  the  banquet  hour. 
{Loud  applause.) 

Amongst  many  circumstances 
which  induced  him  to  urge  union 
and  vigilance  was  a  measure  about 
to  be  introduced  into  Parliament , 
during  the  present  session.  Dis- 
senters niust  not  be  captivated  by 
alluring  names.  An  Act  to  which  > 
he  had  referred,  and  which  would 
have  taken  poor  children  from 
their  pious  parents,  was  a  pill 
gilded  and  saccharized  by  a  spe- 
cious title ;  that  was  called  "  An 
Act  to  prevent  the  Misapplication 
of  the  Poor  Rates ;"  and  the  other 
Bill  would  be  nominally,  '^  a  Bill 
to  promote  th<s  Universal  Educa- 
tion of  the  Poor."  What  could 
be  more  captivating  than  such  a 
measure  to  the  friends  to  educa- 
tion and  to  truth  1  But  yet  few 
Bills  would  require  more  delibe- 
rate attention.  During  the  last 
summer,  the  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury made  a  visitation  through 
part  of  his  diocese,  accompanied 
by  the  Bishop  of  Exeteiv  During 
the  excursion  he  delivered  a 
charge.  Therein  he  is  said  to 
have  complained  *'  of  the  united 
attacks  of  Dissenters  and  infi- 
dels ;"  to  have  lamented,  that  the 
meanest  and  most  ignorant  of  the 
people,  employ  themselves  in  in- 
quiries, for  which  they  are  not 
qualified.  (Loud  laughs,)  -  He  is 
said  to  have  stated,  that  the  edu« ' 
cation  of  the  poor  must  be  con- 
fided to  the  direction  of  the  parish 
priests,  or  there  will  be  hazard  to 
the  Church  and  State;  to  have 
censured  also  the  mistaken  libe- 
rality, which  would  leave  religion 
to  assert  its  on'n  rights,  and  to 
have  directed  the  clergy  to  look 
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iot  th^  iitterfe^Dbe  of  Parliament 
in  behalf  of  Church  of  England 
education,  and  in  tiie  mean  time 
to  protect  the  poor  from  the  mis- 
guiding  of  the  enemies  of  Church 
and  State,  who  would  introduce 
a  mode  of  education  hostile  to 
both.  (Hear^  hear.)  This 
charge  he  regarded  as  the  an- 
nunciation of  the  principles,  the 
designs,  or  at  least  of  the  wishes 
of  personages  whose  opinions  had 
the  greatest  authority,  from  the 
offices  they  held,  and  who  have 
not  only  the  power  to  will,  but 
much  power  to  execute  whatever 
they  may  will.  Those  plans  he 
connected  with  the  expected 
Bill.  Thereby  it  might  be  pro- 
]>osed,  that  a  school  would  be 
erected  in  every  parish  ;  the  erec- 
tion and  the  annual  charge  payable 
by  a  rate ;  and  that  though  the 
cbiidren  of  poor  Dissenters  might 
learn  their  own  catechisms,  and 
attcfbd  their  own  places  of  wor- 
ship^ yet  the  appointment  of  the 
schoolmaster  should  be  in  the 
clergyman  of  the  parish,  (tnarks 
of  disapprobatim,)  or  if  be  did 
fiot  have  a  direct  appointment,  he 
might  have  such  authority,  that  no 
person  could  be  appointed  with- 
out his  concurrence,'  and  when 
appointed, -no  person  to  be  re- 
moved but  by  his  concurrence, 
and  the  consent  of  the  Ordinary. 
Hence  these  persons,  who  were 
«ow  not  only  Clergymen  but  Jus- 
tices, who  now  misdirected  the 
influence  conferred  by  the  power 
of  directing  parochial  relief, 
would  introduce  men  favourable 
to  their  own  religious  principles, 
to  the  important  situation  of  pa- 
rish schoolmasters;  and  thus 
would  be  realized  what  the  Arch- 
bishop had  predicted,  that  Par- 
liament would  *'  interfere  on  be- 
i^alf  of  the  Church  of  England 
«dttcatioa."  Thus  every  parish 
would  become  eitbef  fto  afena  for 
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'Aspute,  or  a  college  for  the  pro* 
pagation  of  opinions  that  would 
consolidate  the  power  of  the 
church,  by  means  inconsistent 
with  religious  freedom  and  their 
undoubted  rights.  With  profound 
respect  for  the  individual  wbo» 
from  philanthropic  motives, 
would  propose  that  Bill,  he  must 
thus  raise  not  an  hostile,  but  a. 
cautionary  voice,  lest  this  project 
should  add  to  those  circum- 
stances which  increase  the  pe- 
cuniary demands,  the  oppres- 
sions, and  the  un propitious  ap* 
pearances  that  had  roused  theit 
displeasure,  excited  their  sympa- 
thy, and  might  justify  alarm. 
(Much  applause,) 

After  a  great  variety  of  other 
subjects,  amongst  which  were 
the  Test  Act— the  Marriage  Act 
— the  rejection  of  the  Bill  to  pre- 
vent the  misapplication  of  the 
Poor  Rates,  in  consequence  of  the 
intelligence  of  the  Earl  of  Liver- 
pool— the  attacks  made  upon 
this  Society  by  the  reverend  au- 
thor of"  Religio  Clerici,"  by  Mr. 
Morgan  in  his  Sermons  at  the 
Bampton  Lectures^  and  by  Mr, 
Belsham  in  his  three  Sermons, 
entitled,  **  Christianity  pleading 
for  the  patronage  of  the  civil 
power*' — a  Eulogium  upon  his 
present  Majesty,  which  was  re* 
ceived  with  great  applause — and 
the  Fall  of  the  Inquisition  in 
Spain — Mr.  Wilks  thus  concluded 
his  speech : — ^The  hideous  dwarf- 
ish manikin  of  persecution,  ex- 
hibited in  Test  and  Corporation 
Acts,  had  there  (meaning  in 
Spain)  swollen  to  a  colossal  statue. 
The  colossus  indeed  bestrid  both 
hemispheres.  The  bair^  were 
snakes ;  gall  was  the  milk,  and 
iron  was  the  heart.  But  the 
thunderbolts  of  an  injured  people 
and  offended  Deity  no  longer 
slept.  Even  this  colossus ;  this 
colossus    though    so    vast,  had 
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fallen ;  it  had  fallen  to  rise  no 
more  !  TBere  was  joy  in  heaven ! 
Let  there  be  gratitude  and  hope 
on  earth.  " 

After  long,  loud,  and  reiterated 
applause,  continuing  for  several 
minutes,  ten  Resolutions  were 
passed, 

^i»  Cxpres&ing  sincere  pleasure  on  ac- 
count of  the  imitation   by    his  present 
Majesty  of  the  ei ample  of  his  beloved 
Father ; — and  their   altacbmcnt  to  the 
Koval  I^ouse  of  Bronswick.    2    Vindi- 
cating the  rights  of  Conscience.

LAND  rose,  and  addressed  the 
meeting  with  great  animation  t» 
the  following  effect. 

**  Ladies  and  Gentlemen — 
After  all  the  proceedings  of  this 
morning,  after  the  able  addressee 
which  have  been  delivered,  espe- 
cially after  the  very  spirited, 
powerful,,  and  eloquent  exposure, 
by  my  friend  Mr.  Wilks,  of  Ihe 
principles  upon  which  this  So- 
ciety is  formed,  and  his  lively 
and  interesting,  but  most  expres* 
sive  detail  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  aflPairs  of  this  Society  have 
been  conducted,  i  should  be 
worse  than  a  coxcomb  if  I  were 
to  endeavour  to  enVbrce  those  to- 
pics by  any  thing  I  can  say :  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  after  the  band- 
some  and  flattering  manneir~iii 
which  my  name  ha»  been  meft- 
tioned,  and  aft^r  a  review  of  all 
the  chrcumstances  of  this  meet- 
ing, I  should  be  a  stock  or  a 
stone  if  I  did  not  at  least  endea- 
vour to  express  my  gratitude* 
(Loud  cheers.} 

**  I  cannot  Init  consider  it  s»  a 
great  honour  to  be  placed  here 
by  the  call  of  my  enKghtened 
fellow-countrymen  among  Pro- 
testant Dissenters.  (Loud  ap^ 
plause.)  I  recoHect,  GeBtlemen, 
that  this  Society,  at  least  the 
meetihg  on  this  day,  n  composed 
chiefly,  although  not  entirely,  of 
Protestestant  Dissenters;  as  the 
object  of  the  Institution  is  not 
exclusively  confined'  to  Protest- 
ant  Dissenters,  but  is  partly  the 
promotion  of  reKgious  freedom  all 
over  the  world  ;  and  when  I  con- 
sider that  the  greater  number  of 
the  audience- 1  am  now  address- 
ing belong  to  the  various  bodies 
of  Disf enters,  that  enhances-  to 
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ne,  4lioo(»1i  «  member  of  the 
Church  ofEj^bind)  th^  valae  of 
the  honour  I  have  this  day  re- 
c^ved.  Thus  I  think,  because  I 
adopt  the  sentiment,  if  not  the 
woids  of  Neale,  in  thecmnmeiice- 
rneot  of.  his  escellent  history  of 
the  Puritans — As  long  as  there  is 
a  Protestant  Dissenter  in  Eng- 
land, there  will  be  there  a  friend 
of  liberty,  of  the  constitution,  and 
of  man.  (Ijmd  cheering:) 

**  With  respect  to  thq  proceed- 
ings that  have  passed,  I  cannot 
iieFp  expressing  my  full,  and 
hearty  concurrence.  In  the  first 
resolution  you  have  expressed 
that  loyajty  wtiieh  has  always 
distinguished  the  Proteatant  Dis- 
soDters  towards  the  Hbnse  of 
Brunswick ;  and  I  am  sure  it  is  a 
heart-felt  gratification  to  me  to 
le^rn,  though  the  rumour  had 
reached  me  before,  that  bis  Ma- 
jj»sty,  with  that  urbauity  which 
adorns  him,  and  wiiich.  accom- 
panies him  oti  all  occasions,  ex- 
pressed himself  in  the  liberal  and 
conciliatitig  manner  which  he 
did^  and  that  he  displayed  the 
feeliiigs  .which  •  he  doubtless  che« 
mhes,  as  to  the  oUigations  which 
his  family  owe  to  the  Prbteatant 
Dissenters  of  this  country.  The 
next  resolution  you  have  passed^ 
states  more  fully,  correctly,  and, 
in  my  opinion,  not  in  the  least 
degree  too  broadly,  the  princi- 
plesi  upon  whichr  we  act.  The 
third  demonstrates,  that  yoa  ara 
not  bound  by  any  narrow  preju- 
dices to  our  own  soil,  but  feel  for 
the  cause  of  religious  liberty  all 
over  the  world.  (Applause.) 

**  With  respect  to  .many  of  the 
topics  which  have  been  intro- 
duced, I  can  assure  my  friend 
near  me,  (Mr.  Wilks,)  that  I  have 
derived  great  instruction  from  his 
address ;  and  I  have  felt  an  ex- 
jcitement,  and  deep  interest,  from 
the  caies  he  has  mentioned  to 
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yotu  I  oodAfs  I  had  no  nbtioa 
that  such  a  variety  of  petty  vexa« 
tioBs  were  actually  practi«ed  at- 
the  present  moment ;  and  to  cofu 
reel  those  abuses,  as  w«U  as  t« 
promote  Ubcral  priaeiples,  i  ori-* 
ginaliy  Celt  a  great  satisfaetibn  at 
hearing  of  the  formation  of  this 
Society ;  and  I  now  feel  a  doablac 
satisfaction  at  having  the  honour 
to  preside  on  its  assembly.  1 
agree  with  him,  and  was  before 
aware  that  the  cause  of  religions 
liberty,  whateyer  we  alreacfy  have 
obtained,  or  whatever  |Nrospects 
we  may  have,  reqoires  constant 
union  and  vigilance.  (Applause.} 
The  gentleman  who  spoke  last 
(Dr.  Styles),  has  alluded  to  an 
event  (the  introduction  of  Lord 
Sidmouth's  Bill)  which  must  be 
recollected  by  all  whom  I  ad- 
dress, because  I  believe  a  resist- 
ance to  it  originated  this  Society. 
He  was  pleased  to  suppose  that 
the  expressions  I  then  used,  and 
the  conduct  I  pursued,  contri- 
buted to  prevent  that  Bill  irom 
passing  into  a  law^  I  opposed 
it,  because  in  that  Bill  was  to  be 
found  this  principle,  that  a  <paa 
had  not  a  right  to  preach  the  doc- 
trines which  he  believed,  without 
permission  from  others :  I  cer- 
tainly used  all  my  best  endea- 
.  vours-  to  oppose  that  IKIK  'But 
it  wa«  not  to  my  exertions  you 
should  attribute  success.  No! 
Gentlemen,  I  am  too  much  used 
to  the  assembly  in  which  I  sit,  to 
ttsten  to  such  a  conceit,  that  my 
poor  exertions  should  have  been 
the  means  of  throwing  out  that 
Bill.  There  were  introduced 
upon  that  occaision  auxifiaries, 
who  were  not  obliged  to  take 
their  oaths  —  petitions,  coach 
loads  of  petitions,  ^yere  sent  in 
on  that  occasion.  We  could 
hardly  shake  hands  with  ouar 
fellow  Peers  from  the  number  of 
petitions    that    entered   against 
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that  BiU,  Uniod  zni  Tigilaiiee 
on  that  occasion  occasioQcd  yoor 
success.  By  them  the  sacred 
principle  of  refigious  liberty  has 
been,  and  was  then  preserved. 
You  owe  eyen  the  preservation 
and  increase  of  your  liberty  to 
the  saine:  nor  let  your  vigilance 
«Iax/' 

After  his  Lordship  had  con- 
cluded, the  meeting  was  dis- 
solved, and  he  retired  amidst 
long  and  enthusiastic  applause.

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The  Annual  Meeting^  of  tbis  So* 
ciety  took  place  on  Tuesday  even^ 
ing^,  May  9,  at  the  City  of  Ubndmi 
TaTen,  TbomasWalkery  £sq.  (Tffe»' 
surer)  in  the  Chair. 

The  Report  contains  a  summary 
of  the  Society's  exertions  and  sue- 
cess:  an  evangelical  college  has 
i>een  establishi^;  seven  students 
have  finished  their  education ;  eight 
more  are  pursuing  their  studies  in 
the  academy.  Six  stated  ministem 
are  partly  supported  4h>m  the  So^ 
ciety's  funds;  twelve  are  assisted  in 
intinerating,  and  fourteen  new  cha-<« 
pels  are  either  bnilt  f>r  building. 
And  as  a  farther  enoouragement  to 
the  exertions  of  the  Sodety,  it  is  re^ 
marked  tlwt,  in  Gadway,  Roscom* 
mon,  and  Clare,  where  such  sbock« 
ing  outrages  have  lately  been,  com- 
mitted, there  are  no  Protestant 
schools,  nor  evangelical  preachers; 
on  the  contrary,  in  those  districts 
where  there  are  many  schools  or 
preachers,  the  people  have  been 
tranquil :  <<  for  the  Gospel  effecfa 
much  by  restaint,  even  where  it 
does  not  sanctify  and  savc.*^ 

Rev.  Dr.  Wmigk  apologhsed  for 
constitutional  infirmity  and  ex« 
banstion  of  mind,  which  Incapaci- 
tated him  from  pleading  the  cause 
of  the  Irish  Evangelical  Society 
with  that  energy  which  it  merited 
and  demanded.  Were  he  to  plead 
the  cause  only  of  an  injured  fellow- 
creature,  he  flhOntd  think  it  bis 
duty  to  put  forth  all  his  energies; 
but  he  was  now  pleading  a  oauso 
that  involved  in  it  the  glory  of 
Dflityt  the  honour  of  Christ,  and  the 
eternal  happiness  of  millioos  of  hb 
fellow  •creatures  and  .fellow -sub- 
jects ;  of  men  in  a  state  of  much 
moral  pollution,  and  sinking  under 
tiie  pressure  of  guilt  and  depravity. 
In  this  cause,  said  Dr.  W.  we  Jjave 
no  option;  it  is  the  comnand  of 
Him  that  made  me — of  Him  that 
redeemed  me — that  I  should  liiend 
his  blessed  Gospel  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth,  and  much  more,  that  I 
should  send  it  to  my  neighbours  and 
fellow-subjects.  From  this  oblige 
tioB  notliiiig  can  release  ray  mind* 
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It  is  not  ittccess  that  Involves  obli- f  Spirit  of  consolatioii ;  and  if  we 
l^atioQ  \  it  may  impart  encourage-  have  enjoyed  this,  ought  not  we  t<x 
ment,  but  it  is  my  duty  to  stand  and  exert  ourselves  in  extending  that 
knook,  and  knock,  and  knock,  at    consolation  among  the  population 


the  door  of  the  human  heart,  de- 
manding admission  for  my  heavenly 
Master;   and  when   this  arm  faHs 
useless  by  my  side,  I  must  knock 
with  the  other.  (Great  apphuse.) 
Had  there  been  no  success  at  all  in 
your  efforts  in  Ireland,  I  contend 
that  oar  doty  would   remain    the 
tame.    The  man  who  has  felt  the 
power  of  vital  Christianity  on  bis 
own  mind,  will  gladly  come  for^ 
ward  and  plead  on  behalf  of  those 
who  have  it  not.    It  has  been  justly 
said,  that  this  country,    and  that 
country  which  I  call  my  paternal 
iiome,  were  once  in  the  same  state 
of  degradation  that  Ireland  now  is ; 
And  what  has  made  a  change  of  cha- 
racter here   and  there?    It  is  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  teach- 
es US,  that  denying  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lusts,  we  should  '*  live  so- 
Jberly,  and  righteously,  and  godly  in 
this    present    evil    world.''     It   is 
Christianfty  that  teaches  me  to  love 
my  neighbour  as  myself— to  throw 
my  body,  as  a  living  shietld,  between 
my  brother's  body  and  the  assassin's^ 
blow.  (GreiU  appUatse,)  '*  Herein  is 
the  love  of  God  manifested,  that  he 
laid  down  bis  life  for  us;''  this  is  the 
common-sense  morality  of  the  Gos- 
pel ;  and  if  I  am  an  honest  man  and 
a  Christian^  I  ought  to  endeavour 
to  .follow  it  np^  or  *'  wipe  the  cross 
llrom  my  polluted  brow,"  and  file  off 
to  the  ranks  of  infidelity.  (Applause.) 
If  I  have  a  hope  of  the    future 
sanctity  of  my  nature,  that  bids  me 
bear,  my  brow  aloft,  without  a  blush 
4ipon,  my  fh>nt — if  I  have  a  hope 
that  supports  me  while  I  Jive,  and 
will,  not  leave  me  when  I  die — can 
2  make  pretensions  to  phristianity, 
when  I  see  six  millions  of  my  fel- 
low-creatures not  sopported  h^  that 
hope  which  the  Gospel  affords,  but 


adses  from  very  doubtful  sources, 
and  not  endeavour  to  assist  and  to 
relieve  them  ?  The  Gospel  u  a  di- 
irine  p^aii  for  the  consolation  of  the 
human  mind — ^the  Grod  of  Christians 
is  the  God  of  all  comfort— he  whose 
aame  we  bear  is  the  consolation  of 
Ihe  world— th^  Holy  Spirit  is  the

of  Ireland?  Here  is,  we  will  sup- 
pose, a  plain  honest  man,  who  has  a 
wife  and  seven  or  eight  children, 
and  >cannot  support  them  by  his  la- 
bour ;  he  is  brought  to  death's  doof^ 
and  he  looks  to  that  wife,  whom  he 
has  never  beheld  but  with  an  eye  of 
conjugal  love— ^  to  those  children 
whom  he  will  never  labour  for  again. 
— What  must  be  his  joy,  when  he 
is  told  that  God  is  the  father  of  the 
fatherless,  and  the  husband  of  the 
widow ;  and  that  they  will  find  more 
abundant  consolation   in   his  arm 
than  they  could  in  his  own,  or  any 
other  mortal  arm?   These  people^ 
Sir,  have  peculiar  claims  upon  us ; 
they  have  fought  our  battles,  and 
tbeyhave  built  our  houses.    I  am 
sure  the  greater  part  of  the  people 
where  I  live  (and  it  is  a  very  popu- 
lous part)  would  not  have  a  house 
over  their  heads  were  it  not   for 
Irishmen  (applause)^  and   it   only 
wants  you  to  raise  their  c|iaractef« 
and  give  them  two  or  three  degrees 
of  my  countrymen's  character,  thus 
to  raise  them.

chief;  and  observed  that  if  any  ap- 
peal should  be  shortly  made  to  the

The  Rev.  Richard  Watson  (Wes* 
leyan  connexion^  in  tbe  course  of 
his  address,  noticed  the  objection  of 
noveUy,  In  answer  to  which  be  ob- 
served, that  although  there  may  be 
some  novelty  in  the  mode  of  our  pro- 
ceedings, yet  that  tbe  very  same  prin- 
ciple which  has  produced  these  ex- 
ertions in  our  day  operated  in  i\m 
minds  of  our  predecessors ;  but  they 
had  other  employments— they  were 
called  to  settle  the  churches,  and  to 
establish  them  in  the  faith.  Bui 
who  that  reads  the  spirit  of  the  fk- 
thers  of  tbe  Christian  Church  doe$ 
not  see  that  that  same  spirit  would 
have  carried  them  as  wide  and  as 
far  as  the  various  institutions  among 
us.  I  remember  Baxter  jsays  that 
he  should  not  have  regretted  that  so 
many  godly  ministers  had  been  turn^ 
ed  out  of  their  churches,  if  they 
could  hav^e  found  access  to  the.hea^ 


Do  not  many  of  them  promulgate  shdlt 
doctrines  as  are  inimical  to  the  existence 
of  all  lawful  ajitbority,  and  tend  to  excite 
resistance  to  such  authority  in  every 
shape?  Do  they  not  propagate  without 
reserve  the  doctrines  of  infidelity  and 
insubordination?  With  respect  to  the 
27,000/.  which  they  add  to  the  yearly 
revenue,  does  this  make  amends  for  the 
impiety  and  insubordination  which  they 
inculcate ;  and  would  not  the  abolition  of 
them  produce  a  veiy  great  national  sav* 
ing  from  the  diminution  in  the  number  of 
criminal  prosecUtioiw,  and  from  the  re- 
ducdon  In  the  expense  of  trying,  tran»> 
porting,  and  imprisoning  malefactors? 
Does  the  liberty  of  the  press,  or  the  fi:^ 
dom  of  opinion,  require  diat  persons 
should  be  permitted  to  violate  the  Sab- 
bath with  impunity  ?  Mr.  Lambton,  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  on  the  26th  of 
May,  called  the  Petition  presented  to 
that  Honourable  House  against  this  irre- 
ligious, disgraceful,  and  mischievous 
practice,  by  the  name  of  hypocritical  cant. 
We  should  not  have  wondered  at  hear- 
ing such  language  from  the  lips  of  a 
Paine,  or  a  Carlisle;  but  could  we  have 
expected  it  from  a  Member  of  a  British 
House  of  Commons  f  We  hope  that  our 
Legislature  will  not  any  longer  tolerate 
this  national  disgrace* 
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then  world  ;  and  with  respect  to  the 
^weet  singer  of  oar  modern  Israel, 
Dr.  Watts,  1  will  appeal  toyoa  who 
are  best  acqaainted  with  him,  whe- 
ther he  ever  strikes  his  lyre  with  so 
vigorous  a  hand  as  when  he  pours 
put,  in  the  full  tide  of  his  verse,  the 
sublimity  of  his  hopes  on  this  sub- 
ject. Poets  were  once  called  pro- 
phets ;  and  there  are  two  lines  of 
Watts  which  occur  to  my  mind  that- 
seem  to  be  almost  prophetic —

BAPTIST  DENOMINATION 

IN  LONDON,  1820. 


The  twenty-eighth  Annirersary 
•fthe  Baptist  Missionary  Society, 
iMid  tlie  Annual  Meetings  of  seve- 
ral other  Institutions  belonging  to 
the  Denopiination,  have  been  held 
in  London  during  the  Midsummer 
week.  These  meetings'  were  nu- 
merously attended,  and  a  spirit  of 
pleasure,  of  zeal,  and  of  harmony, 
was  abundantly  expressed  by  the 
ministers  and  members  of  our 
churches  both  in  town  and 
country;  and  we  have  no  doubt 
bat  this  spirit  will  be  widely  diffused 
in  their  different  connections,  and 
that  thus  missionary  ardour  and 
Christian  affections  will  be  strength- 
ened and  extended  in  the  denomina- 
tion. We  proceed  to  give  as  good 
all  account  of  these  Meetings  as 
the  shortness  of  the  time,  and  the 
Umits  of  our  work,  will  admit. 

The  first  of  them  was  the  Meet- 
ing of  the  **  General  Union  of 
Ministers  and  Messengers,'' 
which  was  held  on  Tuesday  Even- 
ing, June  20,  at  the  Meeting-house 
in  Carter-lane.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Rip- 
pon  took  the  Chair ;  and,  after  sing- 
ing and  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Steadman  of  Bradford,  the  Secretary 
read  the  following,  short  statement 
In  relation  to  the  churches  in  Lon- 
don. 

'<  The  assooiated  Baptist.Ministers 
in  /London  and  its  vicinity,  congra- 
tnUtB  their  bretiur»D»  the  niiiisters, 


and  others,  who  have  again  visited 
the  metropolis,  on  their  being  per- 
mitted to  hold  together  the  Seventk 
Anniversary  of  the  General  Unioa 
formed  in  this  place  in  1812. 

*'  In  looking  over  the  list  of  names 
subscribed  at  that  time,  we  per- 
ceive traces  of  the  ravages  wfaicli 
death  is  constantly  making  among 
the  ministers  of  the  churches.  Some 
excellent  men,  and  eminently  faiths 
fill  servants  of  Christ,  who  were 
then  present,  have  sinco  finished 
their  course,  and  finished  it  witii 
joy:  the  respect  whieh  has  been 
shown  to  their  memories  by  the  con- 
gregations ever  which  they  presided, 
and  by  the  christian  worid  so  far  as 
they  were  known,  (and  some  of 
tliem  were  known  as  far  as  the 
christian  world  has  been  extended,) 
prove  that  they  had  been  faithful  ser- 
vants of  Christ  The  bare  mention 
of  their  names  will  prove  the  cor- 
rectness of  this  remark,  viz.  John 
Evans,  late  of  Abingdon;  John 
Sutcliff  of  Olney ;  John  Knott  <^ 
Chatham ;  Abraham  Austin  of  Lon- 
don; Thomas  Silvester  of  Stains; 
Mark  Wilks  of  Norwich ;  and  An- 
drew Fuller  of  Kettering.  «  The 
fathers,  where  are  they?  and  tb« 
prophets,  do  they  live  for  cverf 
They  have  entered  into  rest ;  they 
have  ceased  from  their  labours;  and 
their  works  do  follow  them. — Let 
us  hear  the  exhortations  whieh  their 
active  labours,  and  their  happy  and 
honourable  deaths,  address  to  us; 
*'  Be  not  slothful,  but  followers  of 
them  who  through  faith  and  pa- 
tience inherit  the  promises.'  Con- 
sider the  end  of  our  conversation ; 
and  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  same 
yesterday,  and  to  day, and  forever." 

Since  this  Society  was  first  form- 
ed, sevend  events  haw  taken~  place 
in  reference  to  the  Denomination 
which  seemed  to- render  necessary  % 
revision  of  the  rules  adopted  ia 
1813. .  The  removal  of  the  seat  of 
the  Baptist  Mission  frpm  North- 
amptonshire to  London,  hi  one  ot 
those  circumstances  to  which  se« 
veral  of  the  first  resolutions  had  a 
reference.  As  that  Society  is  now 
conducted  by  a  central  committee 
in  London,  the  appointment  of  mi^ 
nisters  for  preaching  the  annual 
Sermonsy  the  proowing  of  tiie  ui« 
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of  cfaapolsfor  those  services,  &c.  &c. 
naturally  devolve  upon  it,  and  will 
now  be  managed  by  it.  It  has  been 
thought,  therefore,  that  a  new  copy 
of  the  rules  should  be  written  with 
those  omissions  and  alterations,  for 
the  purpose  of  reviving  the  recollec- 
tion of  the  fundamental  principles 
avowed  by  the  members  of  this  So- 
ciety, and  the  important  objects 
which  it  was  formed  to  enoourage 
and  promote.* 

*'  The  state  of  the  churches  in 
the  metropolis  docs  not  much  differ 
from  what  it  was  in  former  years. 
During  the  past  vear  our  brother 
Edward  Lewis,  who  was  a  member 
of  the  church  at  Manchester,  has 
been  ordained  over  the  church  at 
Highgate,  instead  of  brother  Mile- 
bam  who  had  resigned  the  office ; 
«nd  brother  Richard  Davis,  late  of 
Plymouth  Dock,  has  been  settled 
over  the  church  in  East-lane,  Wal- 
worth, succeeding  Dr.  Jenkins  who 
had  been  removed  by  death. — An 
enlargement  has  been  made  of  the 
Meeting-house  in  Eagle-street,  by 
which  accommodations  have   been 

Srocnred  for  three  hundred  more 
carers,  for  400/,  That  sum,  and 
about  200L  more  expended  upon 
the  old  Meeting-house,  have  been 
already  defrayed  by  the  church 
and  congregation  in  that  place.  It 
bas  been^  thought  by  some  of  our 
brethren  that  an  association  of  the 
churches  in  London  and  its  vici- 
nity, whose  pastors  belong  to  the 
Society  at  the  Jamaica  Coffee-house, 
CornhilL  is  both  desirable  and  prac- 
ticable ;^and  it  is  hoped  that  such  an 
association  will  speedily  be  carried 
into  effect.  These  churches  amount 
to  twenty-five,  and  are  situated  at  the 
following  places;  vis.  Carter-lane —

Besides  these,  there  are  thirteen 
other  Particular  Baptist  Chnrchea 
in  London  or  its  vicinity,  making  in 
all  thirty-eight;  a  number  1^  far 
too  small  for  the  immense  city  in 
which  we  reside,  the  congregations  * 
not  having  kept  pace  either  in  num- 
ber or  in  magnitude  with  the  vast 
increase  of  the  population,  espe- 
cially when  the  favourable  circum- 
stances are  considered  which  the 
spirit  of  the  times  affords  for  en- 
larging the  place  of  Zion*s  tent,  and 
stretching  forth  the  curtains  of  her, 
habitation. 

*'  Whilst  we  feel  truly  thankful  that 
God  has  been  pleased  to  continue 
his  f&votir  to  us  as  a  body,  we  yet 
feel  sufficient  reason  to  humble  our- 
selves before  him  that  we  have  done 
no  more  to  extend  the  boundaries  of 
Immanuel's  empire  ;  and  we  most 
affectionately  entreat  our  brethren 
to  unite,  with  us  in  praying,  in  the 
language  of  the  ancient  church, 
*  jRetwn,  we  beseech  thee^  O  God  tf 
Hosts:  look  dotal  from  heaven,  and 
behold^  and  visit  this  vine,* 

**It  has  been  thought  that  a  desir- 
able object  would  be  accomplished 
by  tills  Society,  if  it  were  to  en- 
courage the  printing  and  cheap  cir- 
culation of  popular  approved  tracts 
written  upon  the  subject  of  bap* 
tism,  and  the  more  general  subject 
of  nonconformity.  In  order  to  set 
forward  and  encourage  such  a  de- 
sign, one  of  our  ministers  hasen- 
faged  to  get  10,000  Tracts  printed, 
^r.  Ryland*s  excellent  Tract  en- 
titled *  Six  Vie  ws  of  Believers'  Bap- 
tism** will  be  first  published.  It  is

newness  of  life?' 

At  Dr.  Eippon>  OB  Tuesday  ieveu- 
ing  ministers  from  different  parts  of 
the  kingdom  gave  statements  of  the 
progress  of  religion  in  their  respec- 
tiye  neigbbouifhoQds*  From  Dr. 
Steadman  it  appeared  that  the  gos- 
pel is  exteoding  widely  among  the 
Baptists  in  Yorfcdiire.  Mr.  Tilly 
of  Portsea  j^ave  some  pleasing  ac- 
counts of  the  success  of  Sunday- 
school  t^acbfijg  in  thkt  neighbour^ 
hood,  especially  as  it  appeared  iq 
one  hundred  persons/  scfiolare,  an^ 
teaoheirs,  halving  joined  the ;  Bap- 
tist churches  Uiere.  Many  other 
minislersr.  whom  our  limits  will  not 
permit  nato  particularise,  enqou» 
raged  the  meeting,  by  their  state- 
ments. Mr.  Oarrington  of  Burn- 
ham,  Esftex,  gave  a  Very  affecting 
relation  of  the  danger  to  which  him- 
self, and  tlie  Essex  Itinerant  his  com- 
panion, had  been  exposed  by  the 
upsetting  of  the,  boat  in  whicb  thiey 
were  proceeding  to  the  Association, 
and  of  tbe  rei^arkableprovidentj^ 
deliyeraooe  which  they,  had  expe- 
rienced by  a.king's  boat  coming  to 
their  assistance,  just  as  they  were 
so  fktigiied  by  holding  the  boat, 
that  they  must  in  a  few  minot^ 
have  perished.  The  whole  meeting 
was  very  encouraging,  and  will  pro- 
bably in  future  years  be  9ons^dered 


as  one  of  our.  most  interesting  An- 
niversaries. We  are  glad  that  the 
time  of  meeting  has  been  altered, 
as  the  care  of  our  own  churches 
seems  naturally  to  take  precedence 
even  of  home  or  foreign  missions. 
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liaving  the  money  renuited ; ,  which  19 
necessary  I  in  order  that  the  Combuttee 
may  be  enabled  to  proceed  with  the  de- 
Sijgn.  The  paper  for  the'iirst  10,000  co- 
pies has  been  preseiif edj  for  the  purpone 
of  making  tbe  ^ommenceroept! ' 

At  this  meeting,  a  small  work  of  ^r« 
Chamberlain's,  (Missionary  in  India,} 
on  the  *•  Constitution  aqd  Order  of  a 
Christian  Church*  &c.*'  printed  last  year 
in  India,  and  reprinted  in'  London  by 
Mr.  Holdswofth,St.  Paul's  Church-yard, 
was  warmly  recommended  by  TWr. 
Ivimey,  as  excellently  adapted  for  the 
wse  of  the  younger  members  of  oar 
Churches.

God  gave 
bis.  only  begotten  Son  for  you,  compared 
witb  ivoich  gif^  all  other  ^uod  things  are 
only  what  might  be  expected  to  eorirp 
in  conseqi^ence.'    The  gift  of  heaven  is 
now  not  so  much  a  cause  for  admiratimi 
as  the  gift  of  Christ.     How  then  wi(l 
yon  show  your  gratitude  for  that  unspeak- 
able gift?    He  has  eiven  you  also  Ms 
Holy    Spirit*   to  male  your  hearts  his 
temple*  m  which  he  resides  more  glo- 
riously than  in  any  temple  made  with , 
hands.

If  you  will  not  learn  generosity  of 
King  Da^id,  learn  it  of  the  most  de- 
graded idolaters.  It  may,  indeed,  require 
an  apology  if  I  barely  allude  to  some 
instances   of  their   folly  and  extrava- 
gance*   Brother  Ward  baa  assured  us 
|hat  about  twenty-fire  years  ago  Eesh- 
wara   chundru,   the  Baja  of  Nadeeya, 
spent  100,000  rupees  on  the  marriage  of 
two  monkeys,  in  honour  of  Hunooman 
(I.  25JL*)  and  the  neighbourhood   has 
been  infested  with  that  mischievous  spe- 
cies of  animals  ever  since,    in  the  same 
vol.  ((65)<  he  estimates  that  72,000  ru- 
pees, or  9000/.  are  annually  spent  at 
one  place  in  Bengal,  on  tlie  worship  of 
the  in/ernal  Kalee.    In  the  Gty  of  Gal- 
cutta  alone  it  is  supposed  that  hal^  a 
inillion  of  money  is  expended  annually, 
bn  a  moderate  calculation,  at  the  festi- 
Tal  of  Door^  (109).    Shall  the  Hindoos 
be  thus  xealoiis  and  libera]  in  the  service 
of  idols,   whose  appearance  is  horrible 
to  the  sight,  and  whose  moral  character, 
as  d««cm)ed  by  their  own  worshippers, 
is  diabolical ;  and  shall  not  we  be  zealous 
and  liberal  in  our  efforts  'to  spread  the 
knowledge  of  the  only  true  God,  and 
Jesus  Christ  whom  he  Iiath  sent,  and  to 
turn    these    infataated    idolaters    from 
their  base  bbjiects  of  worship,  that  they 
inay  seirve  the  only  living  and  true  trud» 
and  wait  for  his  Son  from  heaven^  whom 
he  rmscd  from  thi  dead»   evieh  Jesus, 
who  saveth  us  from  the  wrath  to  come  ? 
'  ')iany  of  thenativiefl  of  the  ekstybu 
perieeive  are  rich, '  and  If  they  are  at 
Inigth  brought  to  embrace  the  Gospel, 
ibey  may  not  only  in  time  support  their 
own  ministersi  and  spread  the  Gospel  iu 
tlM  regions  beyoad  the'ni,    bi^t  in  one 
way  Or  other  repay  Ihe  kindness  of  Briiish 
Christisins:  not  to  say,  that*  were  they  ge- 
neraUy  converted  td   Christianity,  they 
ivoula  be  much  more  likely  in  sdnWmea- 
iure  to'  adopt  our  customs,  and  so  far 
more    readily  purchase    our  'manufac- 
tures, as  well  as  be  'much  more  strongly 
attached  to  our  governmisnt. 

In  the  West  Indie  i,  nothing  would 
have  such  a  tendency  to  make  the  poor 
slaves  contented  with  their  lot,  and 
faithful  to  their  masters,  as  their  being 
made  acquainted  with  the  Gospel,  and 
finding  that  God  had  rendered  their  re- 
rooval  from  their  native  land  jin  Africa, 
and  their  loss  of  personal  liberty,  sub- 


servient to  their  enjoytng'  the  ^oripus 
liberty  Of  the  cbildren  of  God. 

Though  our  expenses  In  Jamaica  have 
been  great,  especially  in  consequence  of 
the  sickness  and  death  of  wveral  vaiu* 
able .  Missionaries,  yet  if  those  that  sur- 
vive could  be  supported  for  a  while,  and 
have  larger  places  .of  worship  to' accoro* 
modate  greater   nu^mbers  who   lone  to 
bear  the  wurd  of  life,  tbe'^'ebple  of  co- 
lour would  soon  support  their  teacbersf 
and  take  this  heavy  burden  off  obr  hands. 
— ^ouldwehave  found  a' prddent  zeal- 
ous man  to  send  to  that  isliand  above 
twenty  years  ago,  there  is  no  part  of 'the 
world  where  we  should  have  been  Kkely 
to  reap  so  lar^e  an  harvest.    And  now 
our  prospects  would  be' v<^rf 'eiicourag- 
ing,  both  at  Kingston  and  SpanuhTown, 
were  not  our  faithful  Mi&ionaries  ex- 
posed to  sufibcation,  disease,  and  d^th, 
hj  the  crowds  which  seek  admission  Into 
the  place  of  worship,  while  at  ifbe 'first- 
named  station    the  meeting-house   wilt 
only  hold    half   the   communicants  tk 
once. 

'  We  have  been  solicited  to  send  a  Mis- 
sionary to  another  part  of  the  Island  to 
aid  and  succeed  our  aged'  brother  Moses 
Baker,  to  whose  labours  and  fidelity  the. 
Moravian  brethren  lately  bore' testimony 
in  their  Periodical  Accounts ;  and  ab 
offer  has  been  made  of  considerable  aid 
for  his  support :  but  we  are  obliged  to 
hesitate  respecting  our  ability  to  ihciir 
this  aaditional  expense ;  and  '  should 
Moses  Baker,  whose  wool  has  long  turn- 
ed grey  on  his  head,  be  removed,'  his 
numerous  converts  will  be  left  like  sheep 
without  a  shepherd. 

We  have  several  very  promising  mis- 
sionary students;  but  without'  increa^ 
ing  exertions  and  assistance*  we  shall  not 
be  able  to  send  them  forth,  as  we  have 
tiow  bills 'already  accepted  far  exceeding 
all  we  have  in  hand,  aiTd  expect  oth^r 
demands  soon  to  be  made. 

I  theVefi)re  once  more  ask,  Can  you 
think  of  the  liberality  of  David  and  his 
people  on  the  occasion  to  which  our 
text  prirtarily^Teters,  and  not  feel  a  holy 
emulation  excited  to  show  your  gratitude 
for  the  8i][ieriur  advantages  of  the  Gospe^ 
dIspen'saCioh,  and  your  earnest  desire  for 
tbat'spirit'oal  temple  ^o  be  completed,  the 
top-stbne  of  which  shall  be  brought  forth 
witli  shootings ' of  G'rabe,  Grace,  onto  it  ? 
Batid  prepared  for  the  femple,'  though 
he  did 'not  expect  to  see  the  foundation 
IsSd ;  and  if  you  do  hot  lexpect  to  see 
the  toj^stone  laid,  this  is  no  rra^mwhy 
you  sh6ufd  ndt  do  all  in  your  power  to 
further'the  progress  of  abtnlding  so  mag> 
nificent  and  glorious.  *-'

The  Rev.  Jolin  Edwards,  Secretary» 
lead  tbo  Report,  wbioli  contains  a  pleas- 
ing and  interesting  aoooant  of  ibe  sue- 
cessful  operations  of  the  Society  ia  the 
«ncooiagement  of  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  *->  in  distriboting  the  S^ptures 
and  Religions  Tracts — and  in  the  es- 
lablisbmeat    of    Prayer  Meetings   and 
Sonday  Sdioois  in  Kogland,    Scotland, 
,and  the  adjacent  islands.    We  pai licu- 
Jarly  noticed  the  labours  of  Mr.  Thatcher 
at   Greenford,  Middlesex  ;    Mr.  Pnls- 
ibrd  of  Great  Torrington ;    Mr*  James 
of  Neviti ;  Mr.  Tilly,  near  Fortsea;  Mr. 
Ijeafford  Ahe  friend  of  Amos  Norroway : 
See  this  Mag.  p.  S69  );  Mr.  Shakespear 
0i   Soatham ;   Mr.  Jones  of  Wolston  i 
Mr.  Jarvis  of.  St.  Heller's;    and  Mr. 
Jeffery  of  the  Scilly  Islands.    This  So- 
^ety  has  now  four  Missionaries  who  ate 
wholly  devoted  to  the  work  of  preach- 
ing the  Gospel,  and  who  are  chiefly  de- 
pendent on  it  for  their  support ;  brides 
upwards  of  fifty  stated  ministers,  aiid 
loccasiooal  preachers  who  are  supported 
by  other  means,   but    whose  itinerant 
labours  in  distant  villages  could  not  be  • 
continued,  were  it  not  for  tlie  aid  af- 
ibrded  by  this  Society  in  reimbursing 
their  travelling    expenses.     These   la- 
bourers have  been  enabled  to  continue 
the  exercises  of  public  worship,  more  oir 
less  freqoentlji  in  nearly  three  hundred 
stations,  connected  with  which  are  about 
••reuty  Sunday  3chools.

In  that  spirit  of  faiih  whkh  has  dl«*> 
^iigiuAftbed  his  Mimnrtary  life,  ho  eti*' 
gagOjd  those  learned  men  as  fast  as  th^ 
were  hrooght,   ead  pot  the  Sung^kHt 
Bible,  as  the  original  ftem  which  they 
wove  to  tViiislttte,  ietb  the  haAds  of  ebCb. 
Each  pandit,  ttimr  famished,  and  instnicti* 
ad  also  in  the  naftire  of  the  work  of 
flranslotloiit  now  sat  down,  and  began  to 
render  the  Dltinv  Word  Into  bis  native 
dialoct*    Ho  wos  assist^  for  some  time 
by  hinu  and  directions  from  two  learneif 
Hindoos,  prepared  by  Dr.  Carey,  and 
ftmaliariaed  to  the  work  of  translation,  by 
having  read  ike  ptooft  of  ihit  dmtg^kill 
and  Bengalao  with  the  Doctor ;  khd  thrfr 
ffom  day  to  day  he  was  able  to  ($o  Ott 
done  with  hi»  work.  At  an  early  period, 
bb  first  attempts  were  bteught  to  thci  teit ; 
fev  after  he  had  advanoed  s6me  way,  hit 
roannsoript  was  pot  to  press,  and  the  fint 
sheet  was  Caamlned  by  one  of  the  initiat««l 
nal^  asriitanti,  ftittitig  by  tie  iido  of  thHf 
original  dative  translator*  The  fint  and  se« 
cond  pteofs  #ete  fhas  cortect«d,  which 
brought  the  6h«^t  as  near  as  thip  tooM 
briog  it  h>  the  ortglmU  Sef^iAMt.    The 
thltd  proof  wail  then  aiMed  to  Dr. 
Carey  by  the  translator  himself,  nnd  they 
went  over  It  togbthiir,  and  over  bm  many 
HK^  ptooft  of  tM  snmo  sheet  as  the 
Doctor    thoaght   necessary,    ftottetitnoi 
mo^e  and  somctimas  fewer ;  and^^aftet  thin 
the  sheet  was  oi^ored  to  prem.    Thi^  hay 
been  the  eon^ant  atid  only  procesft  in 
thete  lrafis)*tk>ns   from  the  heghmlttg. 
Mow  ongcnerous  Chen,  how  ntidhri^tiaft 
the  ^tatetoeoi  to  which  t  hove  illoded  ftk 
the  commenoemeni  of  this  letter!  eveiy 
HjfWMe  of  which  i»  an  defttimte  of  titifh 
as  the  Arabian  Nights;  and  so  is  the  n)v 
lesion  le  the  ^eadering  of  the  fi^t  terse 
of  the  MVetMh  of  MatSiew,  '*  Jodge  not; 
that  ye  be  not  judged,"  if  the  inforniant 
iataodad  to  apply  it  to  the  Hinder)  ver* 
sion  printed  at  Svrampoir;  bat  lie  sa^s 
the  Uiiidoosi'hanee«     I  Jiavo   not  Die 
Ilind«c  vietiion  near  mo;  bat  I  rvooihHM 
thb  B«ig&lee;aDd  (tio  Hindee,  I  am  ptr*

As  a  fajther  proof  of  tlie  accuracy  of 
these  tran^laiioDs,  it  may  be  observed, 
tluit  the  Sungskrit,  the  Bengalee,  and  the 
llindee,  are  known  alL  around  us;  that 
our  most  iutimaite  aequaintance,  as  well 
9S  our  native  converts,  and  the  Mission- 
mries  raised  op  ia  India*  who  are  scat> 
^red  all.  oyer  Befiga^  aiid  Huidoost'hao, 
use  these  books,  expound  from  tlien^ 
and  have  tbiis  btfen  proving  their  accu- 
racy for  rapr^  than  a  dosen  years.  Wbaf^ 
ever  others  may  be»  therefore,  we*  cannot 
be  ignorant  respecting  the  general  accur 
rapy  uf  these  versions;  and,  though  wis 
are  perfectly,  a  ware  that  they  will  bis  iin* 
proved  in  every  aew  version,  at  all  the 
European  versions  have  been,  yet,  if 
honest  and  candid,  we  court  the  severest 
scrutiny  i  as  a  proof  of  which,  we  have 
idvited  criticisfn  by  a  public  advertise* 
ment  circulated  throughout  India. 

it  should^  be  further  coosider<sd,  that 
in  languagesi  the  constructioiii  idiom,,  and 
fenius  of  which,  are  so  diametrically  op« 
posite  to  liiose  of  Europe,  no  Eun^peao. 
can  be  a  first  an<ji' correct  translator  with- 
out the  constant  .presence  of  a  learned 
native,  for  the  purpose  of  reference*  and 
particular  .exapaination  into  idiom  and 
construction.  He  may  improve  render- 
iogs,-  and  secure  the  se-nse  of  the  Greek 
and  Hebrew ;  but  the  nerve  and  the  ele- 
gance of  the  version  must  be  native- 

In  order  to  form  a  proper  estimate  of 
4he  abilitv  of  Dr.  Qhwy:  for  perfecting  the 
"work  of  toe  Native  Translator,  it  most  be 
recollected  that  these  are  dialects  of  the 
Sungskrit,  a  language  into  which  he  has 
already  translated  the  whole  Bible,  as 
well  as  the' Kamayun,' which  will  make 
itx  or  seven  quarto  volumes;  that  he  has 
pufa)lished  a  Sungskrit  grammar,  contain- 
ing more  than  lOOQ  quarto  pages;  that 
there  is  a  similarity  so. striking  between 
lomeof  ihesedialects,that  nothiug  renders 
separate  versions  .necessary  but  the  con- 
£ned  nature  of  education  among  the  nu- 
mcroMS  inhabitants  of  these  districts ;  and 
that  of  some  of  these  dialects  Dr.  Carey 
has  written  grammars,  their  first  gram- 
mars, vis.  the  Bengalee,  the  Punjabee* 
the  Ooriyu,  the  Teliugu,  the  Kumata«

*  In  justice  to  Mr.  Ward,  the  language 
of  Dr.  Carey  published  in  this  country 
more  than  ten  years  ago  should  be  quoted 
— r"  Whatever  helps  are  used,*'  says  the 
Dr.  **  I  commit  my  Judgment  to  none  of 
them.  Mr.  Marshman  does  the  same 
with  the  Chinese^  and  all  that  he  engages 


It  now  remnnsonly  tl^tt  I  sbouM  give 
yott  an  idea  of  thestate  of  f  eogrsss  in 
which  these  translations  Krere  when  I  left 
Seraropore.  At  that  time  there  had  been 
translated,  prinjted,  and  published — 

The  whole  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa^ 
ments  in  the  Sungskrit,  the  Bengalee,  the 
Mahratta,  the  Hindee,  and  the  Ooriya 
laima^sl 

.  Ae  New.  Testament  in  the  Kuoknn, 
the  Pushtoo,  the  Telinga,  the  Punjabee*. 
the  Assam,  the  Knrnata,  the  Giuuratee* 
and  the  Chinese.  In  the  Ponjabee  and 
the*  Chinese  considerable  .  progress  has 
aMo  been  made  «i  printing  the  Old  Testa* 
OK^ait. 

Several  other  versions  were  also  in  the 
press  when  I  left  .India ;  and  there  are 
now  sixteen  presses  at  work  daily  in  the 
Seraiapore  printing'Office,  mostly  .  em* 
ployed  on  new  versions  or  new  editions, 
of  the  scriptures* 

Ah !  my  dear  .friend,  bow  do  I  wish 
that  you  could  have  been  present  when 
the  Marquis  and  Marchioness  'of  Hastings^ 
the  Bishop  of  Calcuttai  &c.  did  us  the 
honour  of  visiting  the  estabUslunent  at 
Serampore ;  present,  when  they  entered 
the  rooni,  in  which  about  thirty  learned 
,  Hindoos  were  sitting  in  silence,  and. 
transUting  the  Sacr^  Writings  each  into 
his.  own  tongue;  present,  when  they  all 
arose  to  receive  their  distinguished  visi* 
tors,  and .  when  Dr.  Carey  presented  to- 
the  Govempr-General  of.  India,  end  to. 
the  learned  Bishop,  these  translators  ol 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  one  by  one,  from 
Afiganistao,  from  Gj^snrat,  from  Cashr 
mere,  from  T6lingaf  from  Nepal,  from 
Assam,  from  China,  &c.  &c.  &c.  f 

But  we  have  a  still  higher  gratificatioii 
in  these  translations.  Tt»  say  nothing  of 
six  or  eight  individuals^  resident  in  the 
village  of  Ramkrishnupore,  who,  in  con- 
sequence of  reading  one  copy  of  the 
Bengalee  New  Testapient,  and  without 
the  intervention  of  any  living  teacher, 
were  led  to  renounce  heathenism,  anH  em- 
brace the  Christian  i)sith,  the  same  trans- 
lation was  the  means  of  converuon  iq 
two  veiy  respectable  Hihdoos  of  the  wri- 
ter cast :  one  of  them  is  now  employed  in 
the  Court  of  Justice,  under  the  Dutch 
pojiernnicnt  at  Chinsurah  ;  and  the  other 
IS  one  oif  our  best  Hindoo  poets,  the 
greater  part  of  the  Hymns  in  our  Ben*, 
galee  hymn-book  being  his  compoation. 
He  has  also  written  an  able  defence  of 
Christianity,   which    has  been  printedj^ 


in:  and  so  does  Mr.  Wardi"  and  again^ 
'*  Whatever  assistance  is  derived  from 
learned  natives,  not  a  single  word,  nor  a 
nngle  mode  of  construction,  is  allowed  to 
pass'withoot  fall  ezaoonatioo." 
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cmftnurtlo^  the  heathen  tenets  in  whkh 
he  was  educated  with  the  glori<ma^  doe* 
trines  of  the  Gospel. 

The  Bengalee  Scriptares  have  also 
bfigjUil  to  diffusa  a  very  great  portion  of 
diving  kflonrledge  aroond  the  capital  of 
India ;  ihev  have  become  a  sacred  light 
id  the  familiesi  and  to  the  feet>  of  roan^ 
benighted  heathens;  they  have  sup* 
ported  some  in  a  state  of  sickness,  and 
enabled  others  to  meet  tlieir  last  obange 
with  holy  Msignation,  yea,  with  saered 
triamph.  Such  have  been  tlie  effect*  of 
the  Serampoi^e  translations  where  they 
have  been  most  read. 

But  not  only  have  the  Trantlationt 
bMn  attacked:  the  following  Quotation 
11  giv<en  in  ibe  last  Montlily  AJagazlne* 
fjrom  one  of  pr,  Bryce*s  ^rmons,  by 
wbiph  U  appears,  tliat  he  wishps  to  in* 
SIDuatie  that  no  eanvermni  deserving  of 
the  name  have  been  made  m  India. 
The  Rev.  James  Bryce,  in  a  sermon 
preached  in  Calcutta,  March,  18 IB,  said, 
'*  Zeal  the  most  active  and  disinterested, 
and  diligence  the  most  assiduAus,  have 
not  been  spared  by  the  Christian  Mis- 
sionary in  his  pious  attempts  to  convert 
the  natives  of  India.  But,  alas  I  it  may 
be  doubtcdf  if  at  this  day  he  boasts  a 
single  proselyte  to  his  creed  over  whom 
he  is  warranted  to  rejoice,"  &cc. 

This  gentleman  did  not  know,  but, 
Uving  omy  fourteen  miles  from  Seram- 
pore,  he  might  have  known,  had  he  wish- 
ed  for  the  Information/  that  the  persons 
connected  with  ^fae  Serampore  Mission 
have  baptised  between  si«  and  seven  hun- 
dred Hindoo  P^ans  and  Mahometans; 
^lat  tliere  is  a  Christian  church  of  150 
Aracaneae,  in  and  round  Chiitagpng, 
faking  the  Bormao  language,  and  read- 
ing that  part  of  the  Burmaii  New  Testa< 
meftt  which  is  already  published,  who 
have  been  converted  to  the  Ciiristian 
iaitb;  that  iii'Jrssore  there  is  another 
church  of  converted  Hindoos  and  Maho- 
metans, consisting  of  nearly  100  members; 
Chat  at  Cutwa,  another  church,  amounting 
to  about  ttie  same  number  of  Hindoo  and 
Mahometan  converts,  exists;  thai  at  Dl- 
aajepore,  a  simflar  church  esiats,  4>f  move 
than  a  hundred  members;  and  that,  at 
Serampore  and  CaJculta,  there  are  nearly 
SOO  ClkristiAn  Hindoos  and  Mahometan 
converts;  in  short,  that,  in  HioUoost'ban 
and  bengal,  this  Mission  has  nearly 
twenty  churches  of  Christian  natives.  Is 
there  not  one  individual,  then,  in  all 
these,  o.ver  whom  the  Christian  Mission- 
ary is  warranted  to  rrjoice? 

A  converted  Hindoo  of  the  writer  cast, 
PiTaiiBUR-siNO,  died  some  yeart  ago, 
who  preached  the  Christian  faith.  He 
even  defended  it  abiy  by  lua  pen»  mod 
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expired  quoting  the  words  of  the  Bible  u 
the  foundation  of  that  composure  and 
confidence  which  were  most  conspicaont 
in  his  Christian  death.  He  frequently 
observed,  that  he  bad  obtained  '*  the  peace 
which  Paul  wished,  in  the  introduction 
to  his  Epistles :" — are  we  not  then  *'  war* 
ranted  to  rejoice  pver  the  memory  of  such 
a  convert  ?** 

KaisHNoo-pjLca^B*  the  first  Brarohim 
who  was  baptized  in  Bengal,  died  also  a 
few  yeaif  ago.  He  was  most  exemplary 
in  his  life,  sought  to  bring  his  wealthy 
relations  to  the  faith,  and  died  full  of 
hope,  leaving  beliind  him  a  name  em* 
bajmed  In  the  memory  of  all  his  brethren* 

Some  time  after  him  died  Futicx,  a 
Hindoo,  who  carried  th^  Qospel,  in  the 
fane  of  the  fiost  threatening  dnnger,  to 
his  native  viUa^.  The  vilUgcra  seiaed 
him,  and  f topping  up  his  eyey,  eai)|,  nos- 
trils, and  mon^tht  w^h  mud,  d^ove  hiV^ 
from  their  village.  This  convert,  when 
lie  caaie  tp  die,  jcaJied  arpwHl  him  his 
brethren,  and  begged  them  to  sing  a 
hymn.  While  tl^y  wvre  singing,  bis 
soul  departed^  bprniis  as  M  w^fle  (o  its 
eternal  rest,  un  Uie  chorus  of  thia^^yinU'; 
**  Eternal  salvation  through  the  death  v^ 
Christ." 

RuOHOO,  another  converted  I}indp0p 
was  visited  by  myself  in  his  last  moment^.. 
This  poor  man  had  been  swung  with  books 
thrust  through  the  flesh  of  his  back  fit  six 
different  times.  I  counted  this  number  of 
scars  which  Ahe  hooks  had  left.  As  long 
as  this  nKive  was  Me  to  speak  plainly, 
be  eapitessed  his  firm  hope  in  tlie  death  of 
Chriat,  apd  at  last,  just  as  he  was  leaving 
the  world,  fixing  his  eyes  U|n  me»  aivd 
laying  his  hand  on  his  heart,  he  (taitj^ 
(speaking  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,)  *'  ^ 
ti  here-^He  is  here — J  feel  thtU  he  is  here, 

Krisunoo,  the  first  Indian  convert,  has 
stood  the  test  of  twenty  years^  and  stiU 
adorns  his  Christian  profession.  A  young 
man,  OoaACnuND,  was  seized  by  his 
relations,  who  were  about  to  carry  him 
from  Seffamposc  by  force.  Me  appea}e4 
to  the  Danish  magistrate^  who  put'  it  to 
his  dioice,  and  before  this  oiagittrate^ 
an^  in  the  preaenne  of  his  heathen  niothw» 
he  declared  he  would  be  a  Christian;*^ 
he  is  tlow  a  Christian  teacher.  Ram- 
MOBUN,  a  converted  Bramhun  of  tli^ 
highest  cast,  .and  who,  when  u  heathen, 
set  fire  to  the  pile  in  which  his  living  mo- 
ther was  consumed  to  ashes,  has  been  the 
means  of  the  conversion  of  several  per- 
sons, and  he  is  now  such  a  persuasive 
preacher  of  the  Gospel,  that  I  have  seen 
his  congregation  drenched  in  tears.  Nay, 
what  is  more,  when  I  was  leavhag  Seram- 
pore, there  were  then  waiting  for  ba]>- 
Utm  five  penonst  who  had  been,  converted 
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by  the  ninhtf  j  pf  luiatktf r  Hihdoa  pivacb- 
er,  Sbpux-UAM.  Over  such  cob  verts  as 
these,  are  we  not  ^^arranted  to  rejoice? 
Would  10  God  that  we  bad  more  auch. 
and  that  Dr.  Bryce  might  h:ive  many 
such,  to  be  "  his  joy  and  crown  of  re- 
joicing, in  the  day  of  tlie  Lord  Jesns."

BAPTIST  IRISH  SOCIE'I'Y. 


The  sixth  Annaal  Meeting  of 
this  Society  was  held  on  Friday, 
June  23,  at  the  City  of  London  Ta- 
vern, Bishopsgate-street 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ryland  of  Bristol 
opened  the  Meeting  with  prayer. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following 
letter  from  Mr.  Bntterworth. 

♦'  Bedford  Square,  June  21, 1820. 

"Rev.  and  dear  Sir, 

**It  was  my  fall  intention  to  have 
the  pleasure  of  being  present  at 
the  breakfast  Meeting  of  the  Bap- 
tist Irish  Society  on  the  23d  current ; 
but  it  has  pleased  God  to  visit  nie 
with  a  heavy  domestic  affliction, 
which  will  entirely  preclude  my  at- 
tendance at  any  public  meeting  for 
the  present. 

''  I  have  lately  had  occasion  to  open 
a  correspondence  with  several  parts 
of  the  interior  of  Ireland  in  order 
to  obtain  information  of  the  state  of 
that  country,  and  by  letters  received 
from  various  respectable  persons  I 
am  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the 
importance  and  necessity  of  afford- 
ing every  encouragement  to  the  mo- 
ral culture  of  that  hitherto  neglected 
people.  Whilst  we  are  engaged  in 
sending  Missionaries  to  the  heathen 
world,  we  ought  .not  to  neglect  the 
iieathenized  Christians  at  home  who 
•liave  such  strong  claims  on  our  n- 
gard. 

"  I  hope  your  Society  prospers,  and 
I  much  re^et  that  my  mind  is  riot 
in  a  state  to  render  it  any  public 
service  at  present.

the  Meeting,  as  follows: 

'   '•  I. 

Ladibs  AND  Gentlemen, 

In  taking  the  station  to  which ' 
you  have  done  me  the   tionour  to 
call  me,    I  regret  with  you,  and 
I  am  sure  iio  person  c^n  deplore 
more  than  I  do,  the  painful  occur- 
rence which  has  occ^sioiied  the  ab- 
sence of  our  excellent  Oiond  Mr, . 
Bntterworth,  who  has  usually  filled 
the  chair  at  these,  meetings,  and 
always  with  great  credit  to  fainisel^. 
'and    benefit  to  the  Institution.    I 
feel    my  incapacity    tQ    take    the 
place  of  a  man  of  sueli  -supcfrior 
qualifications.    On  this  'a;ccoant  I 
very  much  wished  to  prevail  on  our 
worthy   Secretary  to   look  out  for 
some  other   person   to  preside    on 
this  occasion.    I  said  on  this  ac- 
count,' as  I  can  assure  you  it  was 
not    from    any     backwardness    to 
serve  the  Society,  being  fully  con- 
vinced that  Ireland  had  been    too 
long  neglected.    I  rejoice  that  not 
only  the  denominatiofi  of  Christians 
to  which  1  have  the  honour  to  be- 
long, but  that  Christians  of  various 
denominations,  have  at  length  be- 
come   sensible  of  the  importance 
and  necessity  of  every  possible  ex- 
ertion boing  made  for  the  Instruc- 
tion of  the  rising  generation  in  Ire- 
land,,  and  for  the  spread  ot  evange- 
lical truth  among  our  fellow-subjects 
there.     I    sincerely  wish  and  fer* 
vedtly  pray  that  the  divine  blessing 
may  succeed  the  efforts  of  all  these 
various  Institutions.    But  I  will  de- 
tain   you  no  longer,.  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  from   the  business  on 
which  wc  40*0  met  together ;  name-  ^ 
ly,  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Sixth 
Anniversary  of  the  Baptist  Irish  So- 
ciety, and  to  attend  to  the  other 
bnsiness  usual  on  these  occasions. 
Our  good  friend  the  Secretary  will 
now  be  pleased  to  read  the  Report 

The  Report  was  as  encouraging 
as  that  of  atoy  former  period.  We 
can  only  give  a  few  extracts.

'*  The  Committed  have  also  esta- 
blished four  Sjchools  in  the  county 
-of  Cork,  in  Bandan  and  its  vicinity, 
-where  they  w^re  greatly  needed;  (Jn 
•account  of  many  discenraging  bir- 
cumstances  these  schools  have  not 
■been  so  flouririiing  as  some  others. 
.Mr.  Keen,  who  has  occasionally  in- 
spected them  since  he  has*  been  at 
Cork,  says;  'The  inspecfionof  the 
Society's  schools  is  a  new  work  with 
roe :  tlUs  may  account  for  the  surprise 
1  felt  at  the  smaJIness  of  the  school 
rooms.  But  when  I  considered  that  in 
one  of  these,  forty-five  children  (peer 
indeed,  but  firom  the  appearance  of 


which  is  able  to  make  tfaem  wi^e 
unto  salvation,  through  faith  in  J«» 
sus  Christ ;  and  a|l  this  good  doing 
in  a  room  about  si^^  or  eight  feet 
long,  and  ^s  many  wide.  I  felt 
con^elled'  to  acknowledge,  that  I 
pever  saw  sq  mucki  good  doins 
within  such  n^ipw  limits.  Wl|o 
can  tell,  bi^t  on.  a  future  day,  it  will 
be  said  of  Mi<  amd  (to  renewed  and 
converted. soul,.  *  itwa*  bom  tktrd?* 

''  The  njtfmlier  of  tehbofe  in  CoiP 
ttailght  is-  sixty.  •  The  Committee 
knowing  that  this  province^ is  bette? 
ilufipli^  with  the  means  of  ins'ii'ucr 
tion,  than  any  other,  have  beien  Jess 
anxious  to ;inc<fa^e  the  ndmber  of 
schools  in  it|  concluding  it  would 
ie  better  to  cultivate  to  the  full  ex% 
tent  of  their  means  the  county  oJT 
Clare,  where  the  9cho6U  aresa  very 
respfcbibiy.  .patronized,  and  where 
also  so  exAeiiriveiA  field  is  presented 
lor  «the  Society's  most  zealous  exer- 
tions. 

''  In  Older  to  give  a  general  view 
of  ^he  lab«nbrs  and  success  of  the

of  holiness.  A  strong  desire  is 
expressed  by  multitudes  to  bear  the 
gospel  proclaimed;  even  that  sal- 
vation whiob  llie  Scriptnres  declare 
to  "be  by  grace  vrithout  the  works 
of  the  law.''

tbo  commercial  bene^t  of  Uiis  eoui^ 
try )  and  there  has  been  a  sentiment 
vary  i^eneraUy  entertained,  that 
<very  thing  taken  from  Ireland  has 
been  an  addition  to  Eagbnd.  But 
I  trust  .another  oour so  of  polii*^  is 
about  to  be  pursued.  There  la  a 
disposition  to  listen  to  those  claims 
which  have  been  too  long  disregard- 


ed *.  and  it  cannot,  btit  be  grafifying 
td  every  Christian  mind  to  reflect  an 
the  mcnDcf  in  whiob  it  is  attempted 
ta  be  done,  by  tbe  Soeieties  which 
are  imparting  to  tbem  those  bless» 
ings  wfaieb  English  Christians  tbena* 
selves  were  too  long  disposed  to  mo* 
nc^lisdi  And  we  oannol  but  oom4> 
par^  the  condact  ^  CbsistiaBa  in 
tbia  raapeet  to  that  ofthe  Jews,  wh* 
received  so  i^loctantly  every  pro» 
mise  of  Messing  to  tbe  Oentilea, 
But.  other  days  ba«e  arriHed;  other 
aoeaea  are  rising  to  oar  irifew ;  mncli 
gdod  has  been  done  i  and  we  bavo 
a  pledge  in  what  we  faav*  seen  and 
heard,  thi^f  God  will.do  mncb  more* 
Tbe  Report  begnn  with  a  kind  of 
apology,  aa  if  to  piepiare  ua  for 
Semethrice^told  tale,. or  sometui*' 
intcaesting  detoll  of  ciroaahstaaoea; 
but  if  the  Secretary  oan  'favonr  w 
every  year  with  snch  a  Report,  ha 
iliay  ont  off  that  part  of  it,  and  pro^ 
sent  it  with  no  apology  at  all. 

.*'  Living  as  I  do  at  so  great  a  dis» 
lalMse  from  the  metropolis^  I  can^ 
not  be  much  acqnainted  with  tba 
state  of  it;  yet  the  sound  of  vp^ 
poaaAion  has  reached  my  ears.  Bat 
lam. happy  to  find  that  tbis  Society 
has  Answered  objections  in  every 
fimn.  It  is  imposaible  not  to  ht 
atrnok  with  tbe  feelings  wbich  gavfe 
birth  to  these  objections,  and  the 
mantner  in  wbioh  they  have  been 
worded  to  escape  that  conviction 
nabiob  tbe  answer  dontains.  Somo- 
timieS^tbey  tell  yoa  what  yon  sbonid 
have  done.  If  tbey  find  yon  do  tbis, 
they  will  the  next  moment  oon- 
nert'it  into  an  objection  againat 
yon.  So  it  was  with  tbe  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Soelety.  It  was  said 
to 'them,  '  Though  for  tbe  moment 
jein  puljiiab  the  Bible  without  note 
orc^mnient,  yon  will* soon  be  pnb« 
hafaiBg  it  with  your  notes  and  com- 
naenta  upon  it'  But  when  year  af^ 
ter  ijnsar  had  passed  on,  and  no  note 
er  ccmiment  had  appeared,  then 
some  of  these  very  same  objeeton 
said,  '  Yon  •ught  to  publisli  the 
Scriptures  with  notes  or  comments 
attached^  How  is  It  possible  for 
fwople  to  understand  them  unlem 
you  do  ao  ?'  And  >if  yon  attend  to 
these  Abjeotors^  they  will  tt|it  oidy 
icheck  tbe  eoune  of  your  |iroceed- 
ings,  but  they  will  spoil  and  ruin  the 
whole.    This  sort  of  objection  re* 
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nisds  »•  of  «  fttory  which  may  ii«p| 
be  new  to  many  or  you ;  that  soon 
ftfler  the  death  of  a  late  eminent 
•tatesman,  some  peraona  said  it  wat 
entirely  the  fault  of  his  physician ; — 
lie  had  given  him  too  much  Digita- 
lis. This  was  a  serious  charge ;  and 
the  physician  to  ^exculpate  himself^ 
hrooglit  those  who  had  been  ao« 
painted  with  all  the  circumstances, 
who  all  proved  that  be  had  never 
given  him  it  at  all.  The  objector 
was  not  thus  silenced.  He  shifted  bis 
ground,  and  said,  *  There  was  yonr 
error;  you  ought  to  have  given  him 
Digitalis,  and  that  would  have  saved 
bis  life  V  You  must  therefore  leave 
these  objectors  to/Uiemselves,  and 
do  as  I  trust  you  will  do^-^live 
Ifaem all  down;  like  the  sun  in  the 
fiU>le»  which,  when  the  winds  came 
against  it,  continued  to  shine  on. 

•  **  There  is  one  feature  in  this  So^ 
ciety,  which  cannot  but  recommend 
itself  to  every  unprejudiced  mindt 
I  mean  that  of  instructing  the  Irish 
in  their  own  language:  and  to  teach 
ike  inhabitants  of  any  country  their ' 
own  language  is  the  best  raeUiod  of 
teaching  tbeni  any  other.  Dr.  John^ 
S00|  I  reme^^ber,  either  in  his  tour 
in  the  Highlands,  or  some  other 
^ork,  makes  aa  observation  to  this 
effect;  that,  if  the.  children  were 
tanght  the  Gaelic  language  in  their 
schools,  by  whatever  boolcs  th^ 
might  learn  it,  above  ail  the  Scrip- 
tores,  soob  a  taste  for  reading  would 
be  excited,  that  they  would  be  iu" 
dnciedto  learn  the  English  language 
in  order  to  possess  the  stores  of 
knowledge  which  are  contained  in 
English  literature.  There  was  no- 
thing of  the  kind  in  existence  at 
that  time;  but  since  then  a  Society 
has  been  formed  on  this  principle, 
which  baa  proved  the  Justice  of 
this  observation.  And  this  Society 
has  found,  and  will  find  increase 
ingly,  that  if  children  are  brought 
«pto  read  the  Seripturas  in  their 
IMitive  language,  such  a  taste  for 
reading  wjill  be  excited,  that  they 
will  readily  learn  the  English  lan^ 
gvagetoread  English  books:  and  a 
very  great  good  will  thus  beobtained. 
It  wooid  be  unbecoming  in  me  to 
detain  yoo ;  I  shall  therefore  merely 

congratulate  yon  on  the  very  flatr- 
tenogtatate  of  the  Socwty,  not  ift- 


deed  of  its  lands,  but  the  snooeia 
of  its  labours*  The  tree  thus  plant* 
ed,  though  it  has  been  assailed  hf 
some  storms,  has  taken  root,  dis«» 
played  its  form,  extended  its  branch^ 
es,  and,  not  a  leaf  nor  blossom 
has  been  lost ;  but  it  is  diffusing  lt$ 
fragrance,  and  bringing  forth  its 
frnitS)  which  will  render  it  more  and  ^ 
more  gratifying  and  beneficial  !• 
that  country,  and  promote  the  glorf 
of  God.  i  beg  leave  to  move,  **  that 
this  Meeting,  feeling  greatly .eneoO' 
raged  by  tlie  success  that  has  at^ 
tended -tire  operations  of  the  80^ 
cicty,  which  tliey  trust  may  be  ooii^ 
sidered  as  a  testimony  of  the  divine 
blessing  on  its  labours,  does  bigUjr 
approve  of  the  printing  of  ibe  Ro» 
port,  and  reoommends  its  extenaiv^ 
distribution." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wilkimon. -^ '^  I 
merely  rise  to  second  the  motion/' 

The  motion  was  then  put  b)r 
the  Chairman,  and  carried  unanJH 
mottsly. 

The  Aev«  J.  %«!'.--<<  Mr.  Chaiiv 
man,  the  Society  of  wliiclT'we  have 
beard  such  kn  interesting  account 
this  morning,  excites  roe  to  come 
forward  at  whatever  expense  to 
my  feelings,  and  I  am  persuaded  I 
have  the  hearts  of  all  this  assembly^ 
and  of  all  those  who  on  so  many 
annual  occasions  have  gratified 
themselves  by  attending  these  meet- 
ings. .  Our  friend  Mr.  Birt  alluded 
to  the  introduction  of  the  Report*  In 
which  it  was  stated  that  a  consideiv 
able  degree  of  monotony  must  a^ 
tend  the  operations  of  the  Society, 
and  therefore  much  that  is  surpris- 
ing in  its  history  cannot  bo  expeel- 
ed.  Now,  Sir,  it  really  occurred 
to  me  that  that  monotony  was  one 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  Re- 
port :  tills  same  monotony  is  what 
we  expect  to  hear  from  one  Annivev* 
sary  to  another«^tbis  is  what  wo 
hope  and  wivh,  that  tiiere  may  be  a 
monotony  of  active  benevoicnoo 
from  one  year  to  another  in  the  ope- 
rations of  this  Society:  employed 
as  it  is  in  establishing  schools, 
in  teaehittg  the  native  Insli,  in 
preaching  the  gospel,  and  in  all 
those  laboure  which  tend  to  pnK 
mote  the  conversion  of  sinners  to 
Qpd  their  Saviour. 

This  motion,  Sir,  relen  to  on^ 
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df  tbese  poiflits,  iiMifely,  Sehoolii 
lately  established  ki  Ihe  county  of 
Of  are  ;  and  I  i^bppose  tins  baa  been 
aeieed  upon  as  the  subject  of  a  mo- 
tion, as  beings  one  ol'  corisklerable 
importance.  It  afforded  me  great 
pleasure  to  bear  that  there  are  not 
less  than  seten  or  eight  thousand  chil< 
dren  now  receiving  instmcliooy  and 
thai  since  the  commencement  of  this 
Society,  not  less  than  twenty  thou- 
sand have  experienced  this  blessing 
by  your  means.  Now,  Sir,  it  pleases 
roe  to  plead  the  cause  of  tbose  who 
are  incapable  of  pleading  for  them* 
selves,  and  to  say  a  word  for  tbose 
who  are  in  a  great  measure  unac- 
quainted at  present  ivith  the  blessing 
conferred  upon  them;  for  in  edu- 
cating them,  you  are  providing  for 
tbose  who  shall  be  the'  acthre  inha- 
bitants of  that  part  of  our  world, 
when  we  shall  be  gathered  to  our 
fathers :  there  is  something  pleasing 
•in  pre-occupying  that  heart  which, 
naturally  depraved,  is  capable  of  an 
•wful  progress  in  vice  and  immoral- 
ity, and^  is  always  so  when  suita- 
ble instmdtien  is  withheld.  We 
have  heard,  that  in  a  very  extensive 
district,  there  is  here  and  there 
rising  an  obscure  cabin,  in  which  a 
little  company  of  children  assemble 
to  read  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  to 
commit  parts  of  them  to  memory ; 
and  these  instances  are  pleasing 
proofs  that  the  children  of  the  Irish 
.are  capi^le  of  great  exertion  and 
-improvement:  the  instance  of  the 
little  girl,  who  had  committed  so 
.large  a  portion  of  the  New  Tesla^ 
mfljut  to  memory  is  a  -striking  proof 
-of  this  fact. 

**  In  a  large  assembly  lately,  the 
Anniversary  of  tbe  British  and  Fo- 
reign  Bible  Society,  a   testimony 
was  t>orne  by  a  highly  respectable 
nobleman  from  Ireland,  to  the  bene- 
fits conferred  on  his  country  by  the 
publication  of  the  New  Testament 
'in  the  original    language  of  that 
country.  1  should  not  have  adverted 
■to  this  fact ;  but  1  believe  it  was  this 
Society  that  first  conceived  tbe  de- 
sign of  conveying  instruction  to  the 
.Irish  by  teaching  in  their  schools 
their  vernacular  language,  without 
the  intervention  of  the  £nglisli,  and 
in  that  language  giving  Ihem  the 
-Holy  Senptnres;  which  we  know 


m  every  coiinlry.  inakes  tfM  moBf' 
effectual  progress  to  the  heart." 

After  •  reading  the  motion,  Mr.' 
I^tfet'  proceed^  : 

t"*!  am  sure,  Mr.  Chairman,  \t 
mn»i  be  the  very  earnest  desire  of 
this  assembly  thst  the  p«^iod  may 
soon  arrive^  when '  f he  'f^nKb  shall 
increase  to  siich'an'ext<*nt,  thatthe^ 
Schools  |nay  be  increased  ^nbt  in  one 
district  alone,  but  in  'Cvery  district 
to  which  the  efforts  of  this  Society 
may  be  directed. 

^  We  have  hoard  much  to-day  of 
the  spread  of  those  principles  which 
are  opposed  to  the  happiness  of  the 
world,  and  the  best  hopes  of  man.. 
It  is  well  known  there  has  of  late 
been  a  considenible  degree  t>f  «eai 
to  propagate  sentiments  of  infidd 
tendency;  nor  can  wo  wonder  at 
this:**this  is  nothing  more  than  the 
word  of  God  leads  us  to  expect.-  The 
adversary  against  whom  oiir  at^ 
tempts  are  directed  is  ever  active 
and  vigilant,  and  we  must  expect  to 
be  attacked  in  a  similar  way,  in 
sock  exertions  as  these,  in  the  ser- 
vice of  HIM  whom  we  call  our  Mas- 
ter. This  should  banish  from  oo# 
minds  every  feelinv:  of  despondency; 
Whatever  our  hands  find  to  do,  let 
us  do  it  with  all  our  might;  and 
whether  the  Immediate  object  of  onr 
attention  ^  preaching  the  gospel  in 
distant  lands,  or  promoting  the  ex*> 
tension  of  scriptural  knowledge  in 
Ireland,  or  operatioAs  nearer  our 
own  homes,  and  in  which  we  have  a 
more  immediate  relation,  we  shall 
go  on  and  prosper  in  the  cause  of 
God,  and  the  interests  of  humanity. 
I  conclude  by  moving, 

**  That  this  Meeting  is  well  sa^ 
tislied  with  tbe  establish ment  of  tbe 
new  Schools  in  tbe  county  of  Clare, 
especially  on  account  of  that  oonnty 
having  been  destitute  of  free- 
schools  for  teaching  eitheir  the 
Enghsh  or  Irish  languages,  and  be^ 
cause  of  the  respectable  patronage 
under  which  they  are  placed  ;  and 
recommends  that  as  soon  as  the 
funds  of  the  Society  will  admit,  the 
number  of  Schools  in  this  district 
be  increased.*' 

TheRev.Dr*Ar«ipm«ii.— '*  Ibeg  leave 
to  congratulate  you.  Sir,  and  this  as^ 
sembly,  that  we  are  assembled, 
under  the  blessing  of  Divide  Frovi- 
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tienoe,  in.  .tirpuniBtlinoos  *so  hi^y 
enconragingf.  We-  have,  as  the 
Jews  had,  *  light  and  joy  and  glad^ 
ness  m  our  dwelHrisrs  V  Wti  caanot 
but  b«  ^ittniflfled  pf  that  prophecy^ 
.'  The  Ugbt  qC  the  moon  shall  he. as 
the'  ii^ht  of  «h&  ami,  and' the  light  of 
th^  &aD.shaU  416  sevenfold/  ^ 

"  1  fully  concur,  Sir,  in  the  obser- 
vation just  ramd^,  that  there  cannot 
be  a  stronger  ciaini  on  our  attention 
than  that  which  Ireland'  presents. 
A  very  strong  case  has  been  made 
out;— avaryr  strong  ctse^U>  show 
.that  we  are  under  the  deepest  obli- 
gations to  make  every  possible  ex- 
ertion to  promote  the  welfarB  of  that 
very  interesting  countiy.  W-eare, 
Sir,  as  you  well  know,  deeply  in 
debt,  it  is  tme  that  Ireland  ims 
beea  treated,  for  years  past,  more 
like  a  conquered  than  t  lister 
eountry;  5itt  1  truBt  the  period  is 
'  !iow  fast  approaching  when  it  will 
be  conquered  in  a  much  better 
sense,  by  the  tdumplis  of  the  gospel 
of  the  Saviour.  We  have  been  con- 
iieolsd  wft^  Ireland  six  bjandre^ 
years,  and  what  have  we  done  for 
it  1^—We  must  labour,  by  a  diligent 
use  of  those  -means  wbich  Provi- 
ul^n^  places  in  oiif  power,  to  re- 
deem the  time,  and  endeavour  to 
compensate  for  past  neglects. 

**  With  regard  to  the  motion  I 
have  to  second,  there  is,  I  am  sure, 
but  one  feeling  in  this  assembly,  with 
respect  to  the  propriety  of  spreading 
the  gospel,  distributing  the  scrip- 
tares,  establishing  schools,  and  cir- 
culating tracts  subordinate  '  to 
God's  own  book.  With  respect  to 
these  lawful  means,  thiii  Society  is 
not  slack;  andwbatwe  have  heard 
in  the  Report  this  morning,  must 
deeply  affect  every  heart  with  grati- 
'tnde — that  since  the  commencement 
of  this  Institution,  not  seven  years 
since,  almost  twenty  thousand  chil- 
'9fr^  have  been  Instructed,  and  some 
of  them  have  given  good  evidence 
that  they  have  not  received  it  in  vain. 
We  have  her«  a  motive  that  ad- 
.dresses  itself  to  our  patriotic  feel- 
ings. If  we  love  our  country  ;  if  we 
love  our  king,  (which  we  know  is  a 
divine  command;)  we  shall  do  ail 
.we  can  for.  the  welfare  ofthatcoun- 
*try  I  foir  what  glory  is  it  for  a  king  to 
reign  over  a  blind  people?— to  reign 


over  an  enslaved  people  7-<~To  prai>. 
mote  this  QaiiiSe,,thGnr^itl  be  to  hoh; 
now  our  king,  and  to  promote  loar 
own  everlasting  glory,  as  it  will  be  to 
•or  everlasting  shame  if  we  do  not  do 
all  in  our  power  to  promote  this  int«f 
resting  abject  1  There  ia  nothing 
pan  be  done  without  a  free  circular 
tion  of  the-  scriptures ;  but  how  shall 
the  flocks  drink  unless  the  atone  b^ 
rolled  away  from. the  welKs  month.? 
If  the,ohildren  are  taught  to  iFea4 
Irish,  Uiey  will  read  it.  ^  Let  theni 
then,'  as  King  Henry  the  Eighth 
i»aid,  '  in  Qod's  name  have,  the 
scriptures  ip  a  laagiiage  which  they 
can  understand  !*  It  becomes  us  too 
always  toremember,  that '  one  gene- 
ration  .passeth  away,  and  anothev 
cODrcih;*  the  persons  for  whom  we  are 
eoocerned  this.moroing  ace,  like  ouft 
selves,  dying : — but  there  is  another 
race  rising  up-^A  most,  interesting 
raoe  indeed;  for  whom  you  ar^ 
making,  provision.  O  that  it  may 
be  successful  beyond  all  your  wishesj 
If  they  are  thus  taught  in  early  life, 
we  have  the  best  auUidrity  to  hope 
they  will  apt  be  taught  in  vuin. 

*'  As  I  watfr  coming  to  town  one 
rnorning  in  the  <  coach,  the  coach* 
man  drove  very  faat ;  much  too  fast 
for  me,  but  I  could  not  stop  Jiim..

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ANNUAL  MEETINGS. 


In  order  to  communicate  as  early  as  possible  to  our  nomerou* 
friends  throughout  the  country,  a  portion  of  that.gratification  whicJi 
has  betn  so  largely  experienced  by  those  who  attended  our  Annual 
MeetingSy  we  shall  emplov  the  present  Number  in  giving  suoh  an 
account  of  those  cQnnected  with  the  Mission/  as  the  time  will  admit; 


AccoRi'iNO  to  notioei  which  appeared 
iQ  our  last  Nuniber,  the  pablic  seryices 
connected  with  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
onr  Mission,  were  commenced  by  a  ser- 
mon at  Great  Queen-street  Chapel  by 
B/.  Ryland*  on  Wednesday  morning, 
June  81*  At  the  hour  appointed  for 
beginning  the  service»  the  chapel  was  well 
filled  by  a  very  respectable  congregation. 
After  singing,  the  Rev.  Thomas  BInndell 
of  Northampton  read  the  61st  and  62d 
chapters  of  Isaiah,  and  engaged  in  prayer ; 
after  which  the  venerable  senior  Secretary 
of  the  Society  made  a  very  serious  and 
affectionate  appeal  to  tlie  audience,  from 
1  Chron.  xxtx.  5*  Who  then  is  vnUing  to 
consecrate  his  service  this  day  unto  the 
Lord  ?  This  appeal  was  enforced  in  an 
aiFeciionate  and  lively  address  from  Dr. 
Kippon:  the  Rev.  Joseph  Ivimey  con- 
cluded in  prayer. 

In  the  evening,  a  very  large  congrega- 
tion assembled  at  Sion  Chapel,  White- 
cfaapel«  where  the  Rev.  William  Giles  of 
Chatham  read  the  72d  Psalm,  and 
prayed.  An  interesting  discourse  was 
then  delivered  by  the  Kev.  John  Mack 
of  Clipstone,  founded  on  Acts  xiiL  47 : 
I  have  set  thee  to  he  a  light  of  the  GentiUi, 
ihM  thou  shouXdest  be  far  salvatUm  unto 
the  ends  ef  theeatth.  From  this  passage 
he  deduced  two  general  observations: 
fim.  That  Christianitv  imparts  a  lieht 
-which  dispels  the  moral  darkness  in  which 
the  world  is  involved ;  and  secondly,  That 
thb  light  wUI  ultimately  be  diffused 
through  the  whole  world.    Under'  the 
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former  head,  he  remarked  that  Chrii^ 
tianity  reveals  the  character  of  the  sa* 
preme  Being,  and  enjuins  the  way  in 
which  he  is  to  be  worshipped— acquaints 
us  with  our  spiritual  condition  of  guilt  and 
danger,  and  the  mode  of  deliverance- 
exhibits  a  perfect  system  of  moral  pre- 
cepts, toother  with  the  most  powerful 
motives  to  enforce  them— and  unfolds 
the  certun  prospect  of  a  future  and  eter- 
nal state  of  retribution.  The  ultimate 
diffusion  of  this  sacred  light  was  argued 
from  the  universal  adaptation  of  Chris- 
tianity,  as  a  religion  calculated  for  the 
whole  earth — the  success  which  aittended 
the  preaching  of  the  apostles — ^and  the 
clear  and  positive  predictions  of  scrip- 
ture. The  Rev.  John  Saffery  followed, 
hy  impressively  urging  the  claims  of  tiie 
Society  j  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Davis  of 
Walworth,  dosed  in  prayer. 

At  eight,  on  Thursday  monuHg,  a 
Prayer  Meeting  was  held  at  Eagle-street 
Meetmg,  which  has  lately  been  consider- 
ably enlarged.  Messrs.  Shenstone  of 
London,  Tyso  of  Wallinsford,  and  Saf- 
fery  of  Salisbury,  led  the  devotions  of 
the  assembly,  and  offered  tip  many  fer* 
vent  petitions  on  behalf  of  the  Mission; 
and  a  very  judicious  address  was  delt> 
veredby  the  Rev.  Dr.  Steadiiian  of  Brad-» 
ford,  in  which  he  reminded  his  auditors 
that  the  pHncipIes  on  which  the  Mission 
was  originally  founds  Were — to  promotto 
the  eternal  ^dvatlon  of  the  heathen — and 
to  depend  albne  on  the  influences  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  to  render  our  Attempts  ef- 
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fectaal.  Oneach  of  these  parUailan  be 
enlarged  with  moch  feeling,  and  adverted 
with  great  aatisfaction  to  the  admomlMlis 
which. Mr.  Ward  had  delivered  on  this 
subject  at  the  last  general  meetiiijg. 

Soon  after  the  Prater  Meeting  had 
closed,  the  friends  of  the  Sodetv  met 
again  in  Qaeen-street  chapel,  wnera  a 
commodions  platform  had  beat  crectedi 
to  hear  the  Report,  and  transact  the  nsuat 
annual  business  of  the  Society.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Grimn 
of  I<ondon;  after  wlucb,  Joseph  Got* 
teridge^  Esq.  having  been  called  to  the 
chair,  addressed  the  meeting,  briefly 
stating  the  objects  for  which  tbcj  were 
assembled,  and  concluded  hy  callin|^  on 
thjBJiiiiior  Secretary  to  read  the  Report. 

ihe  Report  was  read  accordingly  by 
the  Rev.  John  Dver,  comprising  an  in« 
teresting  detail  of  inteUigeiioe  from  the 
wiotts  itationi  in  conaeabn  srith  te 
Sdcicly.  Our  limiu  will  not  aMow  cidier 
of  abridgment  or  extracts,  bat  we  hope 
the  Report  itself  will  soon  be  published 
and  circulated  among  the  subscribeTs. 

The  first  Resolution  was  moved  by  the 
Rev.  Jameiiftiitoit  of  Oxford,  who  spoke 
as  foHpws: 

"  I  rise  for  the  purpose  of  moving  that 
the  Report  now  read  be  received  and 
printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee ;  and  that,  from  a  review  of  the 
progress  of  the  Society.through  the  twenty- 
eight  years  of  its  evstence,  this  Meeting 
sees  abandant  cause  for  unfeigned  thank- 
fulness to  the  God  of  all  grace,  on  account 
ef  the  success  with  which  he  has  been 
pleased  to  crown  its  operations. 

•*  I  £cel  de^plv,  Sir,  the  respect  of  my 
deer  Christian  brethren,  in  placing  me, 
U  an  «arly  friend  of  this  Sodety,  in  the 
situation  which  I  now  hold;  but  seeing 
around  me*  so  large  a  number  of  those  who 
ere  mont  able  than  myself  to  address  you, 
I  shall  not  uke  up  much  of  your  time  on 
this  occasion. 

•*  The  motion  I  have  read  contains  two 
parts:  first.  That  the  Report  has  in  it 
what  demands  our  approbation;  and, 
secondly.  That  it  presents  before  us  e 
•cene  that  should  exdte  our  gratitude  to 
God,  the  fountain  of  all  good.  My  task 
therefore  is  easy ;  to  prove  these  positioiis 
requires  no  labour.  I  may  be  permitted, 
however,  just  to  state  the  reason  why  I 
think  that  this  Report  shoqld  be  received 
and  printed.  If  I  mistake  n^t,  it  will  be 
obvious  that  it  has  been  drawn  up  with 
great  modesty  and  simplicity.  It  acknow- 
ledges our  dependence  on  Oodj  the 
author  of  all  good — breathes  the  spirit  of 
Christian  candour— -and  yet  that  holy 
seal  without  whichjalLour  exertions  must 
be  attended  with  little  or  no  suoccm  ;  and 


if  that  spirit  of  holy  xeal  in  the  Savioto'Ss 
cause,  which  breatbss  is  that  Repoit,  be 
bteethed  tnto  oarhlaTts*  it  will  aid  vs  In 
the  woik  \n  which  we  are  now  engaged, 
and  we  shall  retire  from  this  place  brtter 
Christians,  and  be  for  the  fotore  better 
able  to  fill  those  stadons  in  wluch  wa 
may  be  placed  in  sodety.  I  am  gratified 
at  the  moderation  and  dmplidty  of  the 
Report,  because  we  have  heard  svch 
Reports  and  such  assembyet  charged 
wiUi  ostentation ;  and  because  modera&m 
and  dec|»luiflfqli^  become  every  Society, 
as  wdl  as  every  individual.  *  When 
Ephralm  spake  trembling*  he  exalted 
himself  in  Israd.'  Hitherto  wa  have 
scarcely  made  any  impresnon  on  the 
great  mass  of  darknett  which  hovers 
over  the  heathen  world.  Let  os  remem- 
ber too,  that  we  stand  in  the  prcaence  of 
him  whom  oar  eiimet  led  to  the  cum; 
and»lf  we  were  nev  befom  th»  alstpie  ef 
a  friead  whom  i#e  had  been  the  meant 
of  leading  into  danger  and  death,  we 
shtraM  walk  roond  that  statue  with  deep 
humility,  and  go  softly  all  the  days  of 
our  lives.  We  all  had  a  share  in  bringing 
to  the  cross  the  dear  Redeemer,  and  we 
should  be  humble  and  modest  in  all  we 
do  for  the  glory  of  his  holy  name.  The 
Valley  of  Humiliation  is  a  pleasant  val> 
ley ;  its  fruits  are  sweet— its  flowers  aie 
fragrant — ^its  scenery  is  delightful— to 
streams  are  pure— and  my  dear  Christian 
friends  who  hear  me,  will  wish  to  inhabit 
this  fruitful  spot,  till  our  great  Matter 
shall  come  and  call  us .  to  a  spot  where  It 
will  be  impossiUe  that  a  thought  of  piide 
•hall  ever  enter, 

'*  Let  us  aim  to  cultivate  a  spirit  of  de- 
pendence upon  God ;  for  when  we  are 
weak,  then  are  we  strong.  We  have  no 
merit  in  what  we  do,  but  we  should  have 
incurred  infinite  gdlt  if  we  had  not 
done  it. 

«  When  we  first  liegan,  we  were  indeed 
very  hnnibleand  very  dependent;  bat^ 
when  success  has  been  given  os,  we  are 
apt  to  fiarget  that  we  are  humble^  nee^y* 
dependent  creatures ;  and  that  we  can- 
not take  another  step  without  Pivme  as- 
sistance. 

"  It  was  the  honour  of  John  the  Bap- 
tist to  be  the  pioneer  for  the  Saviour  ;«- 
has  this  Sodety  been  the  pioneer  fiv 
others— and  particulariy  so  hi  the  work 
of  transladng  the  scriptures*  Instead  of 
employing  themselves  in  bringing  into  our 
SocietT  dionsands  and  tbousands»  they 
have  been  contented^  to  make  a  plain 
road  to  all  others  j  an4  J  bope  it  will  ever 
retain  that  honour,  and  gladly  be  thp 
pioneer  for  all  that  shall  go  forth,  and  lose 
its  own  name  if  it  might  pr^aK>te  the  ge- 
neral cause }  and  If  I  might  choose  a  plaoe

that  the^  can  see  over  them  all ;  and  the 
day  I  tnist  will  toon  come,  when  down 
shall  /all  all  these  ditisiqnst  and  when 
di^re  shaQ  be  but  one  Lord,  and  his  name 
ooe.    ' 

*'  The  late  lamented  Secretaiy  of  this 
IttstitQtioa  was  to  afraid  of  ostentation 
that  hewai  afraid  of  the  Report  being 
pffaited  —  he  was  aflraid  of  having 
mediesmadeon  these  occasions ;-— bat 
if  he  were  hefe,  he  would  not»  I  am  per- 
•ttaded,  oppose  the  Report  we  have  heard, 
•nd  the  ipeeehci  we  shall  hear  to-day. 
tt  ii  informafionp^lt  is  introduciog  and 
«olliectinc  before  os  all  the  eiertions 
whieb  Cnristianffy  b  makbg^  and  setting 
Ibein  before  our  hearts;  and  therefore  I 
am  a  frfeqd  to  thia  Meeting,  and  I  am 
|;lad  to  see  this  ftrst  Annual  Meeting  of 
tUi  Society  In  the  Metropolb,  and  I  trust 
the  SocieQr  will  receive  that  support 
which  wOI  aid  its  cans^  and  promote  iu 
prosperity* 

^  When  this  Society  began,  twenty- 
eight  ^ears  ago»  our  hopes  were  very 
small;  but  like  eve^y  cause,  this  cause 
has  proceeded  step  by  step.  Now  that 
fhesMB  twenty-eifliht  yean  have  elapsed, 
there  are  some  here  who  can  remember 
them  all,  and  feel  a  pleainre  in  retracing 
them  all,  and  are  reidy  to  say,  « At  each 
Itep  let  higher  wonder  rise,'  while  we 
praise  the  Ged  who  gave  this  Society  its 
birth  at  first,  and  has  supported  \l  ever 
rince*  I  see  there  is  one  venerable  cha- 
facter  who  was  present  then--our  elder 
Secretary— on  the  one  hand  of  me*  and 
Mr.  Hogf  on  the  other — ^who  will  retrace 
With  gmtttude  the  goedbeM  of  God  to 
this  Society  in  its  Infancy.  They  will 
remember  when  two  or  three  of  them  met 
together,  and  prayed  to  God  to  give 
Ihem  success,  with  the  venerable  Carey, 
whose  life  has  been  so  long  snared,  and 
God  grant  that  it  may  stiu  long  be 
spared  ;  and  I  consider  it  as  a  proof  that 
tins  work  is  of  God  that  he  gave  them  at 
that  time  such  a  smrit  of  grace  and  sup- 
plication, when  they  wrestled  all  nigBt 
like  Jacob,  and  said,  •  I  wilt  not  let  thee 
go  except  thou  bless  me ;'  and  thus  they 
went  on  in  their  work.  And  when,  in  our 
native  country,  so  many  objections  were 
made  to  the  conveyance  of  our  first  Mis- 
nonaries,  they  still  persevered  till  a  fo- 
rmgn  vessel  appeared  in  the  Downs,  and 
s  foreigner  did  what  our  own  country- 
men would  not  diH-a  striking  proof  that 
God  has  the  hearts  of  all  men  in  his 


bandl  Our  two  first  Bfissionades  heard 
with  eagerness  that  there  was  a  Vessel 
thatwoiud  carry  them,  not  like  Jonah 
escaping  fVom  his  masteHk  work,  but  wlib 
a  far  different  spirit,  to  pobllsh  his  gospel ; 
and  when  Serampore  received  them,  and 
when  after  a  while  the  first  copy  of  the 
New  Testament  in  the  Bengallee  was 
completed  and  sent  to  England,  and 
presented  by  some  respectable  friends  to 
our  late  beloved  and  pioia  Monarch,  he 
kindly  took  it,  returned  them  bis  warmest 
thanks,  and  added  his  hearty  prayer  that 
God  would  prosper  their  labunrs.  And 
shall  we  not  be  grateful  to  that  God  who 
has  io  prospered  these  labours,  that  there 
are  now  hear  forty  languages  in  wbldl 
bis  word,  or  part  of  his  word,  has  been 
translated  ?  Should  we  not  be  grateful 
on  this  account— heathens  will  reproadi 
OS — ^the  veiy  stones  would  cry  oat — tn 
how  often  do  these  heathens  now  read  ini 
thb  book|  Salvation  and  honour  and  gloij 
and  power  be  to  him  that  sitteth  on  the 
throne,  and  to  the  Lamb,  for  ever  and  ever* 

**  Allow  me.  Sir,  for  a  moment,  to  say 
a  word  on  that  period,  when  an  attempt 
at  persecution  took  place — when  the  ex- 
cellent Fuller  wrote  apology  after  apo« 
log^  in  this  cause. 

"  We  all  tecoUect  the  excellent  pamph* 
let  of  Lord  Teignmouth  on  this  subject^ 
and  I  believe  never  did  we  more  heartily 
pray,  •  Thou  hast  brought  us  into  trouble; 
Lord,  revive  us  again.' 

**  It  was  but  a  few  days  before  the  death 
of  a  lahiented  senator,  who  was  assassina- 
ted at  the  dopr  of  the  House  of  Commons* 
in  a  letter  written  by  him  thus  nobly  ex- 
pressed himself,  'That  bis  Majesty's 
government,  being  about  to  set  trade 
and  commerce  free,  would  think  It  thel^ 
duty  not  to  leave  the  word  of  God  and 
religion  bound  ;*  and  we  may  be  certain 
that  those  now  in  power  will  ever  lend 
^heir  aid  to  plans  that  will  give  to  all 
hb  Majesty's  subjects  those  privileges 
which  we  enjoy  at  home.'* 
'  Mr.  Hlnton  proceeded  to  observe  that 
the  Society  was  called  to  exercise  a  hohf 
sufrmissson  to  myHerioui  providenca,  in 
which  he  referred  particularly  to  the 
death  of  Mr.  Phillips,  who  expired  at 
Reading  on  the  14th  instant,  to  whose 
character  he  paid  an  affectionate  tribute 
of  respect;  and  having  remarked  that 
dttpondency  and  pretumption  were  the 
great  evils  against  which  we  had  to  coqp 
tend,  concluded  as  follows : 

*'  On  the  whole, let  us  watch  the  opera> 
tions  of  his  hands,  and  not  restrain  our 
exertions.  The  motto  with  which  I  set  • 
out  in  life  was,  '  The  liberal  soul  de* 
viseth  liberal  thmgs,  and  by  liberal 
things  shall  he  stand  /  and  I  wOuld  re« 
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commend  tbia  motto  to  all.  I  believe  I 
inever  passed  a  plate  in  my  life  witbout 
pnttiiigin  a  balfpennj»if  I  bad  no  more ; 
tb^  band  that  loves  to  {jve,  God  will 
never  puffer  long  to  be  empty.  In  the 
iirords  pf  t)ie  apostle,  I  (plose  tbis  long 
address,  '  Bretpiren,  be^  stedfas^,  im- 
moveable, always  abounding  in  the  work 
pf  the  Lord ;  forasmuch  as  ye  know  your 
labour  shall  not  be  in  vain  m  the  Lord/" 

Bei^smm  Shauh  Esq,  read  a  letter 
which  he  had  just  received  from  Mr. 
IVilberforce,  expressing  hb  deep  regret 
that  public  business  detaine4  hin)  from 
the  meeting,  and  his  cordial  regard  for 
^e  Society ;  and  then  added : 

**  Th.e  motion  {  am  called  to  second, 
calls  upon  us  to  |ook  back  to  the  ^rst 
formadan  of  this  Societv;  to  view  its 
anbs4(qu(ent  progress,  and  then  to  say, 
'  N«i  unto  iif,  0  ]lordf  iiot  unto  usy  ]>u% 
to  thy  Name  give  glory.*  My  respected 
iHend  has  so  ably  detuled  the  difficul- 
ties and  obstacles  which  opposed  its  for- 
mation and  progress,  that  he  has  scarcely 
left  me  any  topic  to  touch  upon ;  but  I 
jrejoice  that  he  has  done  so,  because  he 
|ias  told  it  you  in  a  much  better  manner 
than  X  could  have  done.  Still  I  may 
sav,  if  ever  thj^re  was  a  S^ety  that 
called  upnn  the  individuals  by  whom  (t 
Ip  composed,  for  prajse  to  God,  apd  ac- 
know)ef)gn)ent  of  h|s  mercieS|  thjs  is  that 
Society." 

After  reroar|ing  ho^  freqi^entl  v  the 
pivine  Being  chose  humble  and  unlikely 
instruments  to  advance  his  designs,  Mr. 
$haw  proceeded : 

"  When  the  respected  founder  pf  thiji 
Institution  was  sitting,  a  humble  shpe- 
paker,  in  his  stall,  may  I  not  ask,  would 
it  then  have  been  thought  by  any  person 
that  this  individual  was  to  be  the  pro- 
lessor  of  Shj^iscrit  to  the  East  India 
Company ;— to  oe  tbe  soul  of  this  Mis- 
sion ^—40  be  the  means  of  translating  the 
lloly  Scriptures  into  thirty-six  languages, 
and  of  employing  twenty-three  English 
Missionaries,  and  double  that  number  of 
pative  teachers  and  preacher  ? 

*•  We  cannot  take  up  the  New  Testa- 
ment without  noticing  how  much  that 
book  has  been  elucidated  from  our  ac- 
quaintapce'  with  Eastern  manners  and 
customs.  It  was  from  the  East  the  first 
testimony  was'  borne  to  the  Godhead  of 
our  Saviour,  when  the  wise  men  of  the 
Bast  came  and  offered  to  him  gold,  and 
frankincense,  and  myrrh.  We  cannot  re- 
turn it  to  them,  but  we  can  say,  the  Sa- 
viour whom  you  came  to  yvorship,  and 
to  whom  you  offered  these  gins^  }ias 
caused  liis  gospel  to  enrich  tbe  islands  of 
the  sea,  and  that  nation  which  sends  its 
jimbassadors  'In    vessels  of'  bulrushes. 


brings  yoa  the  gospel  which  that  S»i4oar 
pireached.  .    . 

"  There  is  one  subject  in  the  Bcport 
which  presses  deepW  on  every  one  who 
has  the  interest  of  this  Society  at  heart. 
It  never  has  been  tbe  practice  of  thia 
Society  to  fund  any  part  of  its  annual 
receipts ;  they  have  been  expended  as. 
soon  as  they  have  f)een  received,  and 
sometimes  sooner ;  and  this  is  the  case 
at  the  present  moment.  Tbe  Committee 
have  felt  no  apprehension  at  snaking 
themselves  responsible  for  it,  because 
they  knew  the  fund  they  had  to  depend 
upon  .was  the  kindness  of  the  Christiaq 
public,  who  are  ever  ready  to  distribnta 
the  waters  of  that  river,  '  the  streamy 
whereof  make  glad  the  city  of  God.' 

'*  It  has  been  stated  by  our  excellesi 
Chi4nnan,  that  we  fight  under  differ- 
ent bai>ners,  bn^  form  part  of  one  larg^ 
army.  We  desire  ttie  .ifuccesa  of  the 
whole  army,  but  we  should  look  m  little 
more  closely  to  the  regiment  of  which  we 
form  a  part.  We  are  desirous  that  our 
denomination  should  fulfil  the  expectar 
tions  which  have  been  esscit^d  ;  and 
though  every  person  ought  to  exert  him? 
self  to  the  utmost  of  his  ppwer,  ]et  us 
recollect  that  we  are  not  called  to  ^ontesti 
beyond  our  power.  Each  of  us.  may 
possess  talents  of  different 'kinds:  one 
may  be  occupied  with  his  head; — another 
fnth  his  hands' — another  with  his  purse-— 
it  is  from  pombined  efforts  that  success 
must  be  eipected.  I  wish  I  could  have 
occupied  your  tipie  better*  but  you  will 
show  your  Christian  charjty,  take  the 
will  for  the  deed,  and  >llow  me  to  sepond 
the  motion." 

Tlie  Rev,  Q.  Burder,  (Secretary  of  the 
London  Missionary  Society,^  then  moved 
the  sepond  Kesolution,  "  T^at,  duly  ap- 
precja^ng  the  vast  importance  of  pre^ 
senting  heathen  nations  with  the  scrip- 
tores  in  their  vernacular  tongues,  and 
impartiag  the  benefits  of  education  to 
their  children,  this  Meeting  especially 
rejoices  in  the  great  extent  to  which  tbe 
Missionaries  connected  with  this  Society, 
have  been  enabled  to  cultivate  these  very 
useful  departments  of  Mi^ion^ry  labour ; 
by  which  they  have  not  only  prepared 
tbe  way,  under  the  Diyinp  i>|es$ing,  for 
the  success  and  perpetuity  of  their  owi^ 
instractions,  but  greatly  facilitated  tbe 
progress  of  all  Christian  Missions  througlH 
out  the  Eastern  world  /*  and  sai^, 

".  To  promote  onion  is  an  object  dear 
to  roy  ^eart,  and  on  that  account  I  an; 
glad  to  appear  in  this  assembly.  When 
our  great  |ind  gracious  Master  was  about 
to  leave  his  dbciples  in  this  evil  world, 
he  offered  up  a  mo8t.atfectipnate  prayef 
ibr  them,  one  petition  of  which  wi?. 
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•that  the  J  may  be  OMf^-with  this  power- 
ful plaa  to  it,  '  that  the  world  may  know 
that  thoa  hast  sent  me.'  This  was  urged 
on  the  first  set  of  Missionaries  whom  he 
commissioned  to  go  into  all  the  world* 
and  preach  his  gospel  to  every  creatare. 
Was  it  necessary  to  offer  for  them  such  a 
petition,  to  pray  for  their  unity,  and  is  it 
not  still  more  necessary  for  MLnionaries 
at  present  ?  Are  we  not  more  likely  to 
want  that  affection  which  they  felt,  and 
which'  obliged  the  world  to  say, '  see  how 
these  Chrbtians  love  each  other  i*  This 
prayer  was  answered,  no  doubt,  in  an 
eminent  degree;  for,  immediately  after, 
we  are  told  that  the  rooltittide  of  the 
disciples  were  of  one  heart,,  and  one 
mind.  We  anee  to  lament  the  numerous 
divisions  which  Jiave  since  taken  place  in 
&e  Christian  church:  but  surely  we 
should  labour  to  promote  union  as  much 
as  possible  in  the  present  world :  and  do 
we  not  see  a  very  pleasing  approxima- 
tion to  this  union  at  our  Missionary  meet- 
ings ?  Every  year  exhibits  specimens  of 
tliis  union,  and  an  addition  will,  I  trust, 
)[>e  made  to  them  this  day. 

f  When  we  contemplate  the  state  of 
the  heathen  world,  how  very  small  are 
those  differences  which  subsist  between 
us,  and  how  glad  should  we  all  be  to  send 
to  any  heathens  in  any  part  of  the  world 
tliat  light  of  knowledge  which  we  feel  in 
our  religious  assemblies  t 

'*  The  various  Societies  of  this  kind  are 
]by  no  means  rivals ;  they  are  workers 
together  with  Ood.  I  rejoice  to  say, 
and  many  of  you  know,  that  both  at 
home  and  abroad  the  greatest  cordiality 
subsists.  Among  ourselves  at  home,  the 
leading  persons  of  these  several  Societies, 
who  reside  in  London,  occasionally  meet, 
and  confer  in  the  most  friendly  manner 
on  the  great  interests  of  religion,  and 
the  best  means  of  promoting  Missions  to 
the  heathen.  It  is  just  so  abroad.  Had 
I  been  prepared,  I  could  have  given  a 
long  list  of  pleasing  instances  of  this. 
At  Batavia,  one  of  our  Missionaries  was 
received  in  the  most  friendly  manner 
|nto  the  house  of  Mr.  Robinson;  and 
at  Bombay,  another  into  the  house  of 
Mr.  Horner,  a  Wesleyan  Missionary, 
tliese  are  but  specimens  of  many  similar 
ones  that  might  be  mentioned.  Thus,  I 
hope,  the  time  is  advancing,  when  God's 
name  shall  be  one  in  all  the  world ;  and 
if  men  of  the  most  savage  disposidons, 
like  the  wolves,  shall  then  He  down  with 
tiie  lambs,  sorely  even  now  the  lambs 
pay  lie  down  together.  " 

Vivie  Bethune,  Esq.  of  New  York. 

"  Mr.  Chairman,  I- entered  this  place 
this  rooming  merely  witli  the  viiew  of 
feceif ing  instruction  and  light  from  the 


I  communicalioBi  of  thb  Society,  without 
the  smallest  expectation  of  befaig  brought 
forward  to  your  notice.  I  should  how- 
ever feel  ashamed  to  refuse  to  offer  » 
tribute  of  benevolence  to  this  eldest 
sister  of  the  family  of  Missions,  for  to  ui 
in  the  western  worid  you  are  not  un- . 
known.  We  have  long  venerated  th« 
labours  of  a  Carey,  have  been  edified 
by  the  writings  of  a  Fuller,  have  melted 
at  the  death  bed  of  a  Pearce,  and  trem- 
bled when  we  heard  of  the  conflagratioii 
at  Serampore. 

"  In  this  society  I  must  of  course  be  a 
stranger,  but  in  the  city  where  I  reside 
there  are  Baptists  who  would  tell  you  1 
am  no  stranger  to  them.  I  have  been 
associated  with  ffaem  many  a  year,  I 
hope  in  the  promotion  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Saviour ;  and  I  have  had  Baptist 
communion  with  you  in  all  your  triompha 
and  juys,  and  with  many  of  your  Bap. 
tiit  brethren  who  are  not  unworthy  of 
you.  Would  to  God  many  of  my  young 
friends  there  had  been  here  to-day; 
they  would  have  rejoiced  and  you  would 
love  them. 

'*  I  consic|er  the  various  Societies  in 
this  great  cause,  but  as  so  many  battalions 
of  one  army  going  to  war  against  the 
Prince  of  Darkness,  under  the  Captain 
of  Salvation ;  and  though  here  mists  and 
clouds  arise,  and  seem  to  gather  thick 
around  us,  yet,  blessed  be  God,  there 
remaineth  a  rest  for  the  people  of  God* 
where  all  these  diitinciions  shall  be  for^ 
gotten,  and  all  these  mists  and  clouds 
shall  be  done  away ;  where  there  shall  be 
but  one  family  and  one  coBMUunion; 
and  where  the  redeemed  sbaU  approach 
the  kingdom  of  their  Lord,  it  will  not  be 
inquired  whether  they  came  there  under 
a  Carev  or  ^  Marsden;  a  Yanderkemp 
or  a  Schwarta. 

*^  May  every  succeeding  anniversary 
of  this  Society  be  more  and  more  abun* 
dant !  May  those  who  are  here  assem* 
bled  this  day  receive  a  porden  of  that 
peace  which  passeth  all  understandings 
preparing  them  for  more  abundant  use- 
'  ifulness ;  and  as  they  depart  hence,  may 
they  remember,  with  pecuniary  support^ 
this  valuable  Society ;  remembering  that 
he  who  said, '  Give,  and  it  shall  be  given 
unto  you,'  is  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth- 
remembering  too  what  the  Prophet  said, 
'The  Lord  shall  give  yon  much  more 
than  this;'  and  I  am  fully  persuaded 
that  he  who  caused  th^  barrel  of  meal, 
and  cruse  of  oil  to  last*  in  order  to  supply 
the  widow's  wants,  will  not  sufier  this 
Sodety  to  fail.  I  beg  to  second  the 
motion."

^  We  cannot  talte  a  conect  view  of  the 
Gospel  ontU  we  view  it  in  a  Mimionary 
light.  In  the-eontsaeted  sphere  of  oor 
private  interests  it  has  beantj  and  gloty, 
b«t  in  order  to  see  its  full  effect  of  faicanty 
and  giorj  we  moat  view  it  in  connectiott 
with  every  people  and  nation  and  tribe 
and  tongue ;  then  only  does  it  assnow 
that  character  which  properlv  belongs 
to  it  a»  the  giofioos  gospel  of  the  grace 
•f  God.  There  is  a  danger  of  forgetting 
4luit  we  are  Chrtsiians*  aod  that  asCbris* 
tians  we  are  bound  to  care  for  Christ^ 
anity  in  aH  its  length  sod  breadth  and 
height^  and  the  tendency  of  such  meetings 
and  societies  as-  these  is  to  guard  os 
agaiast  this  danger.

Wwered  and  we  have  ventured  lo  look 
oeer  them  and  shake  hands :  but  not  only 
i^}  by  the  mescy  of  God  wo  have  broken 
gates  andeatraoces  in  several  parts  ofthe' 
ensH*    and  we  can  pay  visits  to  each 
other's  terrlleries*   and  encourage   the 
handS'  of  eadi  other's  workmen^  and 
mmmIj  now  these  gatea  are  provident 
liaUy  opened  none  of  n»  will  feel  reluc* 
tant  •»  pn  J  such  visitsb  and  to  psomote 
tiM- cause  of  jHety  and  benevolence.

them*  We  owe  much  to  this  Society,  and 
so  do  others.  The  great  field  of  modem 
Missionary  exertions  is  Continental  In* 
dia,  and  this  Society  was  the  first  to 
visit  that  country  by  the  way  of  Aroe- 
rice^  und  send  forth  those  illustrious  cha- 
ractets  into  it  whose  names  will  live  and 
i>e  remembered  with  honour  when  the 
names  of  their  infidel  calumoiators,  whe- 
thoR  In  parliament  or  out  of  it*  wiU  be 
forgotten*  What  excuse  can  we  offer  if 
we  sfacfold  not  now  engage  in  this  work  ? 
And  may  I  not  say*  'J,  with  fewer  fod- 
lities  than  you  now  have«  you  attempt- 
ed this  work  at  first,  how  criminal  will 
yon  be  If  yon  neglect  the  claims  which 
the  whole  Christian  world*  and  India  in 
particttlar*  has  upon  you.  Surely  you  wiU 
not  turai  cowards  .now  in  a  work  so  dear, 
to  jToo,  and  dear  to  piety  at  large  I 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Henr^ 
Wi^ftnotuht  Esq.  who  expressed  the  sap 
tisfaetion  he  had  felt  in  hearing  the  re- 
port^ and  hu  admiration  of  the  disin- 
terested contluct  of  the  Missionaries  in 
becoming  voluntary  exiles  from  their  na-. 
tive  land  for  the  sake  of  comn)Lunicatiag 
the  gospel. 

In  acknowledging  this  vote,  the  Tre»* 
surer,  Wm.  B%trlst  Esq.  made  a  general 
statement  of  the  accounts  of  the  So-, 
ciety.^  from  which  it  appeared  that  ai« 
though,  at  the  last  annual  meeting* 
thefs  was  a  balance  in  band  of  about 
«£7<XM),  this  had  been  soon  exhausted  by 
large  demands  from  India,  and  that,  at 
the  present  tiu)c^  bills  had  been  accept- 
ed for  more  than  SOOOl.  to  meet  which 
•there  were  not  more  than  11352.  in  hand. 
'*  Still/*  said  Mr.  B.  «  when  I  recollect 
^hat  Christian  liberality  repaired  the  loss 
oeeasioned  by  the  fire  at  Serampore  in 
about  sreen  veeh  I  will  not  be  discoo- 
raged.  This  Society  was  one  of  the  first 
to  entf^x  the  field  of  labour,,  and  I  trust 
it  will  not  be  the  first  to  leave  it.  It  is 
the  cause  of  God  ;  he  has  smiled  upon 
it*  end  I  trust  he  will  continue  so  to  dot 
and  th^t  yon  will  render  us  yoqr  assist* 
anoei  tliat  so  your  prayers  and  alms,  like 
those  of  Coraeliuii  may  as^epd  together 
befofo  God. 

The  Bev»  Jk.Sytmd  obsenred«  with  much 
foeliog,  that  the  cause  of  this  Society 
bad  been  dear  to  his  heart  fr^n  the  very 
commencement,  and  that  he  was  willing 
to  do  all-  in  his  power  for  its  interests* 
though  qpw  he  must  espeot  that  hb^ 
strength  and  capa^ty  to  serve  it  wourir 
rapidly  decline.  He  bore  testimony  .to 
the  jeal  and  abili^  with  whi«h  the 
Committee  had  ettf  nded  tp  tho  business 
of  thoMissiea*  and  expressed  his  earnest 
hope  that  the  Chiisti«a  puhfic  would  still 
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render  tlie  Society  their  liberal  tstist- 

Tlie  Kev.  F.  A,  C<ts  acknowledged  the 
Vote  of  thanks  on  the  part  of  the  Cora- 
nittee*  and  took  occasion  to  introduce 
an  eloquent  eulogy  on  Mr.  Fuller,  the 
late  revered  Secretary  of  the  Society. 
I'he  Rev.  Dr.  Steadmanmored  the  fourth 
resolution,  recommending  the  Comioittee 
to  take  immediate  measures  for  increas- 
ing the  number  of  Auxiliary  Societies. 
He  observed  that  the  Sdciety  was  now 
called  to  the  exercise  of  futh  oih  ytb-" 
.count  of  the  state  of  its  funds»  but  felt 
assured  that  this  would  not  check  their 
ardour*  or  constrain  them  to  give  tfp  ei- 
tiler  of  the  objects  in  which  thej  were 
engaged.  The  cause  was  the  pause  of 
Crod«-*a  cause  so  dear  to  the  Saviour 
that  lie  had  shed  Ms  heart's  blood  in  its 
•upport-««nd  he  would  not  believe  that 
It  weald  be  suffered  to  languish  for  want 
of  **  corniptibJe  things*  such  as  silver 
and  gold." 

The  Rev.  Jamet  Hoby  would  hare  con- 
tented  hiaself  with  reading  the  motion 
which  he  was  requested  to  second*  but 
was  indnced,  by  many  considerations  of 
prtvatte  attachment,  to  say  a  few  words. 
He  bad  breathed  a  kind '  of  Missionary 
atmosphere  from  his  friend 'and  tutor 
(Dr.  Ryland),  as  well  as  from  several  of 
those  Missionaries  who  were  now  la- 
iMuriog  in  the  east,  with  whom  he  should 
have  felt  happy  to  spend  his  whole 
life.  He  referred  to  tiie  great  benefits 
conferred  on  the  inhabitants  of  India 
by  the  system  of  edocatioB  now  intro- 
ducing among  them,  but  remarked  that 
still  a  higher  aod  sptritual  influence  was 
wanted  to  give  effect  to  these  means, 
and  concluded  by  recommending  the 
language  of  the  Psalmist,  **  Establish 
thon  the  work  of  out  hands  upon  us ;  yea, 
the  work  of  our  hands  establisfa  thou  it." 

As  the  time  was  now  far  advanced,  it 
appeared  necessary. to  ihorten  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Dseeting,  and  therefore  the 
two  next  Resolutions  were  moved  by  the 
*  Rev.  Wm,  Wiwterbotlumof  Horsley— the 
first  of  which  contained  an .  affectionate 
recommendation  of  solemn,  united,  fer- 
yent  prayer  for  an  effusion  of  the  Holy 
Spiiit — and  the  second,  ah  expression  of 
thanks  to  the  Christian  friends  of  other 
denonunadons  who  had  so  kindly  grhhted 
the  use  of  their  commodious  Chapels  o» 
this  occasion* 
In  seconding  these  Resokitions>the  Rev. 
Jekk  Bin  of-Manohester  -observed,  «'I 
cannot  bnt  notice  the  very  great  hac** 
mony,  not  only  of  this  Meeting,  but  of 
•H  the  religions  deBoninatinnawke  Mnre 
assembled  for  the  purposes  of  piety  mod 
beaerolence  ^r^a  hamuagr  aAt  nomiual.

but  in  action.  We  cannot  burliul  tWh  asa> 
9iappy  j»|edge  of  success.  Seasons  of  :hkr- 
mony  in  the  Churth '  have  ever  been  the 
seasons  of  the  largest  and  greatest  sne:- 
cess;  whilst  in  seasons  in  which  the 
Church  was  employed,  as  it  were,  hi  tear> 
ing  out  its  own' bowels,  where  was  the 
success  w¥th  which  it  was  attended? 
We' therefore  haii  this  harmony  as  n 
token  that  God  has  great  things  to  do  iti 
the  Christian  world :  his  servants  maj 
labour  under  many  infirmities,  but  they 
are  in  a  greater  os  less  degree  turning 
souls  to  God;  and  whatevi^  society  oc 
Christians  may  asseinble  in  this  place, 
there  i«  one  test  uf  Scripture  will  apply 
to  them  all,  '  The  Lord  hath  done  great 
things  ibr  Us,  whereof  we  are  glad.' ** 

The  Rev,  John  Saferv  of  Salisbury 
moved  "  That  the  next  Ueneral  Meeting 
>  of  the  Society  should  be  held  in  Londo«» 
on  Thursday,  June  SI,  1821.**  He  ex* 
pressed  the  delight  he  had  experienced 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  day ;  espeoialiy 
in  the  resolution  avowed  by  the  Trea- 
surer not  to  despair,  and  in  the  generous 
j>Iedge  of  assistance  from  our  esteemed 
Wesleyan  friends. 

Thb  Resolution  was  seconded  in  a  fesr 
words  by  the  Rev.  Jomei  Uptant  who,  at 
the  same  time  handed  the  Treasurer  4l 
donation  of  seven  pounds,  whieh  he  had 
received  on  behalf  of  the  Society. 

In  moving  thanks  to  the  Chalrma*, 
the  Rev.  Jot$ph  ietmey  introduced  some 
affectum  particulars  respectkig  the  left 
days  of  Mr.  Joseph  Phillips,  who  died  at 
Reading  on  Ike  14fth  instant,  and  whose 
progress  he  had  watched»  from  the  period 
in  which  he  began  to  inquire,  Wha;t  shall 
[  do  to  be  saved  <?  till  he  •dosed  his  eyes 
,in  death.  "  I  saw  this  young  nun  just 
approaching  the  gates  of  death,*'  said 
Mr.  Ivimey,  "and knowiaplhat  he  had 
.contracted  tiie  disease  m  Java,  my 
thoughts  returned  a  little  upon  myself  for 
urging  him  to  go.  I  reminded  him  that 
,when  he  first  offerdd  himsejf  to  this  ser* 
vicot  I  had  set  before  him  the  perils  1m 
would  have  to  encounter*.  He  repliedt 
'  I  do  not  regret  my  engagements,  I  can 
assure  you,  and  if  I  were  well  enough* 
l  -should  be  glad  te  <set  oat  for  lava  this 
'very  night.  I  have  been  tanghta  great  deal 
since  Ilayontlds  bed.  I^Mveseen  soefi4(n 
edeptadon  in  the  gospel  to  the  miseries 
of  a  fuined  world,  .thvt  l^eould  «ish-it|o 
bo  preached  to  eveiy  creature.*  Headdeii» 
'  I  can  mostdeooreiy  Mjoicelnthe  sucoass 
of  •ewerv  denomination  ^of  Christian*  who 
labour  in  this  work ;'  and  when  he  foaiid 
that  hemmld  liveroo  kMigfr,fhe«xpisiMed 
hm  earnest  Jiopo  ih^tUHi'Sooiety  weieM 
very  soon  find  some  person  to  take  his 
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place*  and  fill  that  station  wbich  be  was 
to  have  occapied.  Let  us  bless  God  that 
he  lived  and  died  a  Cbristiaii.  He  died 
as  a  Christian  and  a  Missionary  ought  to 
die." 

Joieph  GtUteridge,  Esq.  vould  detain 
the  npieeUag  b^t  a  ^veiy  few  moments ;  it 
was,  howeyer,  his  duty  to  acknowledge 
the  respectful  manner  in  which  hb  poor 
services  had  been  noticed  i  and  no  endea- 


to  promote  the  object  of  the  Sod^r. 
This  was  a  kind  of  jubilee  day ;  for  ic 
was  on  the  2<d  of  Jump  1^3*  predsely 
seven  years  ago»  that  the  great  battle  was 
fought  in  the  British  Senate,  when  our 
enemies  expected  to  triumph  and  to  dri^ 
Christianity  fron)  the  plains  of  India. 

The  whole  assembly  then  united  in 
singing  '*  Praise  God  from  whom  all 
blessings  flow,*'    and  the  meeting  was

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MEMOIR  OF  THE  REV.  SAMUEL  ROWLES, 

LATE  OF  COLNBBOOM. 


jlHE  subject  of  tins'  brief  Me- 
sioir  was  oat  exteosively  Imowja, 
even  io  the  denomiiiatioo  to  wbicb 
be  belonged ;  hj  those,  bowi^ver, 
who  were .  best  acqaainted  with 
bim,  he  was  considered  a  mail  of 
^eat  worth ;  a  judicious  e^nnge- 
lical  minister,  and  a  bumble  up- 
right Christian*  In  his  /t/is,  he 
''  adorned  the  doctrine  of  God 
ourSavioor;"  and  in  bis  ifefllA, 
depended  alone  upon  the  pro- 
mises of  HiMy  *'  who  abolished 
death,  and  brought  life  and  im- 
mortality to  light  through  the 
gospel." 

Mr.Rowles  was  born  at  Wooton- 
under-edge,  in  Gloucestershire* 
in  October,  1748.  Hb  parents 
died  when  he  was^  very  young. 
The  first  period  of  his  life  was 
employed  in  the  clothing  busi- 
ness. The  following  simple 
statement  was  written  by  him- 
self, but  at  what  period  of  his 
life  does  not  appear : 

"  I  wtis  left  an  orphan  at 
twelve  years  of  age,  a  thouebt- 
less,  helpless  boy.  How  various 
the  scenes  through  which  I  have 
passed  since  that  day !  The  num- 
ber of  my  sins  and  of  my  mercies 
is  past  finding  out!  Young  as 
I  was,  I  had  a  heart  of  folly ; 
and  the  reward  of  folly  had  been 
my  portion,  had  the  Lord  given 
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me  my  own  way.  For  more  than 
seven  years  I  foUowed  my  own 
porsuit,  or  did  what  1  'chose,  till 
the  spring  of  1763i  when  I  was 
very  unexpectedly  led  to  hear  the 
gospel,  from  Mr.  B.  Francis,  at 
Horsley.    TkU  L  continued  only 
a  few  weeks ;  for  finding  the  path 
too  strait,  I  left  it,  till  April,  1764. 
la  this  absence  from  the  word,  I 
had  a  new  companion,  lirhich  I  had 
n^ver  known  before,  9l  guilty  can- 
aeimee,  and  a  restless  mind.  Fear 
of  some  sins  whidi  I  forsook ;  but 
no  love  to  God,  no  knowledge  of 
Christ,  nor  frutb  in  him.    Some 
time  alter  I  returned  to  Sbor^ 
wood,  to  hear  a  funeral  sermon 
preached  by  Mr.  Francis  for  an 
aunt  of  miiie.    By  her  request, 
the  text  was,  Philippians  iii.  4 : 
'  And  be  found  in  Aim.    Then, 
for  the ^rst  time,   I  found    the 
word  precious,  and  was  iviUiog 
to  be  found  in  hun  too ;  and  was 
enabled  to  cast  myself  upon  him 
as    being  such  a  Saviour  as  I 
needed.    That  was  the  time  of 
my  experimental  engrafting;  into 
Christ ;  but  to  this  hour  I  have 
been   a    stronger    both    to    the 
terrors  and  joys  which  I  have 
beard  many  others  express.    Nor 
have  I  brought  forth    fruit    so 
much  as  thiirtp'fold ;  yet,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  1  am  what  I  am. 
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Christ  is  my  hope,  and  shall  be 
till  i  die.  By  Him  1  stand  in  his 
vineyard,  barren  and  withered  as 
I  am  ; — and  jto  iiim  I  look  to  ptr^ 
feet  his  own  work.  i»  the  day  of 
Jesus  Christ,'  tiMt'l  may  not  be  a 
east  away  at  last.  Clouds  and 
darkness  are  round  about  me;  but 
HE,  the  great  Sun  of  Righteous- 
ness, can  and  will  make  darkness 
light,  and  crooked  things  straight, 
and  give  me  peace*  is  bis  naoie/'- 

Mr.  Rowles  was  introduced  to 
the  ministry  in  1765,.ji^lMAh^iiva8^ 
about  twenty-two  years  of  age, 
by  the  excellent  minister  whotr^d 
been  the  instrument  of  his  con- 
▼efsioD,  and  by 'Whom  he  Irad 
be«n  bapttsecl  and  iadded  to  the 
churcii  at  Horaleyv  A  moat  i^ 
limate  comiexioii  svbBistod  ht^ 
tween  hiraianid  Mr.  Francis:  tbeit 
fetters  of  cortiespondtoee  ,alwiiy6 
commenced  witH  tfa^\  tender  ^epi^ 
thetsv  '^*  D^rly  beloved  boh,*?  and 
5*  Dearly  beloviedfkhei-;' 

Mr.  RowfeB'iwM  Bent' to   tlie; 
Academy  atBnst^l^  October' IT,  i 
1765,   where,    for' 'abouli  tblreei 
^ears,  he  had  tbc  aAnmlage  of! 
the  example  and  instroetion  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Caleb  £v«n«.    On  levt^ 
iDg  the  Academy,  be  livstsettled  i 
«t  Bampton  in  1709;   in  1776 
lie  removed  to  Rotherbitbe  near 
London,  where  be  con  tinned  till 
1783,  when  he  removed  to  Chard, 
and     remained   there     fourteen 
yean.    In  1797  he  wentto  Can- 
terbury, where  he  remained  fonr 
years.    For    the-  last   eighteen 
years  of  hiS"  life  be  resided  at 
Colnbrook,  till    he    finished  his 
eamrse  with  Joy^  (tnd  ths  ministry 
mkkh  he  had  reteitedof  the  Lard 
JesuSf  to  testify  the  gospel   of 
the  grace  cf  God. 

A  memorandum,  written  July 
20,1815,  contams  a  curious  state- 
ment of  his  preaching  labours. 
^'  It  is  now  fifty  vears  since  I  be- 
9Em  speaking    urom   a  text    of 


scripture.  My  first  text  was 
psalm  xlvi.  4:  it  was  proposed 
by  some  of  the  friends  at  Hurs- 
ley.  According.  tO>niy  book,  I 
have  spoken  7185; ; times, '  but 
with  what  success  t  shall  know 
hereafter.  Mr.  Morgan  of  Bridge- 
water,  Dr.  Fawcett  of  Yorkshire, 
i|bd  MxL  Martin  of  London,  each 
began  two  years  before  me." 

Mr.  Ilowles  met  with  many 
;frial«, .  and  ,  jdi^emHies  /  both  at 
Rbtherhithe  and  Canterbury. 
Whtn  lie  went^  to  Colnbrook, 
there  were  but  few  persons 
ih  the  congregation;  but 
during  his  ministry,  it  so  much 
increased,  tbat  -it  ^was  ffmnd^ie- 
cetaary  to 'enlarge  the  meeting- 
house, by  erel*ting  galletiefi.  M^ 
tty  members  were  add^  to  the 
chtirch,  and'  he  >  spent  his  liitt 
'day%  in*  peace  and  *  ^omlbrt. 

The  following,  ^description  k 
from  the  p«n<  of  <dh^  u4vo  was 
iiitimat^ly  actttuainft^d  with'Uim* 
»'  **  His  humiflHy  ^as'cjwinyica- 
Mt :  he  Meimed  <ithfeirs  ietttft 
than  himself^  Hfe  was  Sfonnd  th 
the  fliitb,  and  remarkaMy  exen^ 
pl^ry  in  his  condnct;  Hie  w^ 
favouried  with  nlncb^ieamess  tb 
God.  Meditation  on  his  wor4 
wa«  his  daily  deUght ;  and  sel- 
dom,  I  belief^,  ^  ever,  did  he 
go  to  reU  withont  sohu  poriion 
of  it  upon  his'  mind,  wliich  firef- 
^uently  engaged  his  thoughts  in 
the  hoijirs  of  sleep.  In  every  re^ 
lation  of  life  he  shined  with  pe- 
culiar, lustre.  It  may  be  truly 
said  of'  him,  that  he  was  a  walk*- 
ing  witness  of  the  truth  which  he 
preached.  All  bis  goings  were 
marked  with  circomspection. 
The  muiuai  attachment  thataub- 
si^ted  between  him  and  the  peou 
ple  of  his  charge  at  Colnbroobv 
was  exceeding  strong.  His  me- 
mory, I  believe,  wilji  be  long  held 
by  them  in  veneration.  They 
showed  him  every  possible  re* 
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$p^«ttQ^]^e.l9Jrt;  and:^Aefr  kind- 
M89  U  »iiii  cipnliimed  to  liis  wi- 
dow.   I  have  often  heard  him 
49y«  wlieQf  spesfikiog  of  his  pieople^

for  God/  At  times  he  was  deli- 
irious  and   contmhed.     On   the 


Thursday^  towards  evening,  be 
requested  ope  of  the  members  to 
read  the  12th  chapter  of  John,  to 
which  he.  attended  ^ith  great 
composij^re;  and  then  himself 
engaged  in  prayer,  in  a  manner 
which  struck  all  present  with 
surprise*  Ope  of  the  deacons  be- 
ing present,  made  this  remark: 
'  I  hfive  pften  heard  him  pray 
with  great  acceptance^  but  tieyer 
an](  thiug  like  this :  so  correctly, 
and  with  such  solemnity  and  fer« 
viour/  He  piassed  a  restiiess  night, 
often  inquiring  what  hour  it  wa^s ; 
ip  the  morojng,  neas  eleven 
o'clock,  he  earnestly  desired  to 
hie  had  out  of  bed.  ,  When  seated 
in  a€hiMr,'J^9;  cqi^itenance  sen* 
sibly  altered,  and  for  a  few  mir 
niites  :it  appfi^rs  the  enemy  was 
suffered  to  throw  his  last  dart 

a|th|m.  .  H»^said^//^1'^^^^ 
mtbe.Uf^in  thehandvj  ^/nv- 
my*  He  then  continued  silenjt 
for  ^ome^Uipe;  ^tlengfb  b^  bjroke 
out  with  a  loud  vpice,-|asaf  ,i^  ap 
ecstacy,  ;*  Rest i  ..rest!  a  ^ape 
full  of  immortality  and  eternal 
life  I  I  shali  *  bd^iitghry  to-moT" 
row  r  Mf8.  Rowles  said,  *  I 
should  be  glad  to  go  with  you/ 
His  answer  was,  *  an  enb  de- 
signed;' intimating  that  her  life 
was  spared  for  the  good  of  the 
family.  Unable  to  proceed,  he 
was  immediately  removed'  to  the 
bed,. where  he  sat  up»  with  ^the 
help  of  friends,  about  a  quarter 
of  an  hour.  He  then  dqsed  his 
eyes  without  a  struggle  or  agroan, 
and  with  such  a  sweet  smile. on 
his  countenance,  as  I  think  ^iU, 
not  be  so«^n  forgotten  by  the  per* 
sons  who  were  present.  He  died 
January  28, 1820,  and  on  the  4th 
of  February  he  was  interred  in 
the  middle  aisle  of  the  meeting, 
at  the  church's  refmest  and  ex* 
penscy  to  manifest,  in  all  the  ways 
they  could,  their  respect  ior 
him,  (no  one  haying  been  buried 
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there  before.)  Mr.  Upton,  of 
London,  spoke  at  t¥e  interment, 
and  preached  the  funeral  sermon 
the  same  evening  to  a  crowded 
house,  from  *  Such  were  same  of 
you,  Sfc:  "

Wh'BK  the  Gospel  was  first 
preached,  great  prijudices  exist- 
ed against  its  being  carried  to 
the  Gentiles  ;  but  it  was  carried 
tO"  them,  and  they  received  it, 
and  glorified  the  word  of  the 
Lord ;  and  the  Jewish  Christians 
held  their  peace,  and   glorified^ 


God,  saying,  *'  Then  hath  Gmf 
also  to  the  GentilA  granted  re* 
pentance  unto  life." 

L  Christianity  dispels  from  th^ 
worid  the  moral  darkness  in  which 
it  is  involved. — ^It  is  more  Inmi- 
nous  than  Judaism.  The  first 
Christians  could  say,  ''The  dark- 
ness is  past,  and  the  true  light 
now  shineth.''  **  Moses  put  a 
vail  over  his  fkce,  that  the  chiU 
dren  of  Israel  could  not  sted* 
fastly  look  to  the  end  of  that 
which  is  abolished.  But  we  all» 
with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a 
glass  the  glory  of  the  Lordt  are 
changed  into  the  same  image  from 
glory  to  glory,  even  as  by  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord.*^  The  pro- 
phets  saw  the  promises  afar  offt 
theirs  was  a  dispensation  of  cora^ 
parativ«  darkness ;  but  the  Sun  of 
Righteousness  is  now  risen,  and 
the  shadows  have  fled  away.— ^ 
But  if  it  is  light  when  compared 
with  Judaism,  much  more  when 
compared  with  Paganism. 

1.  It  exhibits  the  true  charac^ 
ter  of  the  Supreme  Being. — ^Tfa^ 
religion  of  the  heathens  is  a  sys- 
tem of  gross  idolatry.  There 
are  in  it  some  feeble  remains  of 
the  patriarchal  religion  (  biit  thev 
changed  the  truth- of  God  into  a 
lie,  and  the  'glory  of  the  incor- 
ruptible God  into  an  image  made 
like  to  corruptible  man.  The 
heavens  declare  the  glory  of 
God,  and  he  is  visible  in  hit 
works ;  but  though  visible,  he  is 
not  actually  seen  without  the 
light  of  revelation.  Whatever 
infidels  may  say,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  light  of  divine  revelation, 
we  should  have  been  as  gross 
idolaters  as  our  forefieithers.  The 
sages  of  antiquity  did  not  know 
the  true  God:  he  was  to  them 
''  the  unknown  God.''  But  the 
Gospel  reveals  the  unity,  and 
the  natural  and  moral  perfections 
of  the  Deity.*    It  represents  bim^ 
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tiot  as  a  local  Deity,  but  at  the 
Sovereign  of  the  universe,  "  the 
Lord  of  heaven  and  eartfa>  who 
dwejleth  not  in  temples  made 
with  hands,  and  who  giveth  to 
all  life,  and  brpath,  and  all 
things  ;"  not  as  indifferent  to  the 
happiness  of  his  creatures,  but 
as  the  Fountain  of  goodness,  who 
not  only  giveth  rain  and  fruitfnl 
feasons,  but^'  gave  his  only  be- 
gotten Son,  that  whosoever  be- 
ueveth  in  him  should  not  parish, 
but  have  everlasting  life ;"  not  as 
an  impure  being,  like  the  gods  of 
the  heathens,  but  as  *' glorious  in 
holiness/'  **  God  is  light,  a&d  in 
him  is  no  darkness  at  all/'  **  God 
is  Ipve ;  and  he  that  dwelleth  in 
love  dwelleth  in  God,  and  God  in 
him/'  In  a  word,  the  knowledge 
of  God  is  the  foundation  of  piety 
and  virtue. — Also  the  way  in 
which  he  is  to  be  worshippe^i. 
Not  like  the  libidinous,  unjust, 
and  cruel  gods  of  the  heathens; 
with  human  sacrifices;  but  with 
a  heart  purified  by  faith,  in  the 
name  and  through  the  mediation 
of  bis  dear  Son,  our  services  be- 
ing perfumed  by  the  incense  of 
his  merits  and  intercession. 

2.  It  comes  down  to  the  natu- 
ral powers  of  human  nature.  It 
reveals  to  man  the  misery  of  his 
fallen  condition,  and  it  reveals 
-the  remedy.  They  who  reject  it, 
therefore,  are  without  excuse.  It 
is  true  it  does  not  come  down  to 
man's  moral  ability:  they  who 
maintain  this,  are  proud  and  ar- 
rogant ;  for  this  would  be  to  de- 
ny human  depravity.  On  the 
contrary,  it  is  the  direct  aim  of 
the  word  of  God  to  abase  the 
pride  of  man.  It  informs  us  ihat 
man  is  **  conceived  in  sin ;" 
**  estranged .  from  the  womb;" 
that  he  **  goes  astray  as  soon  as 
he  is  born ;"  that  *'  foolishness 
\s  bound  in  the  heart  of  a  child ;" 
that  "  the  heart  is  deceitful  above 


all  things,  and  desperately  wick- 
ed ;"  and  that  ^'  there  is  none 
that  doeth  good,  no  not  one." — 
It  also  shows  Uie  requirements 
of  the  divine  law ; — the  exposed- 
ness  of  unbelievers  to  final  and 
ev^lasting  misery ;— the  way  of 
escape  from  the  wrath  to  come— - 
**  through  this  man  is  preached 
unto  you  the  forgiveness  of  sins ;" 
**  in  whom  we  have  redemption 
through  his  blood,  the  forgive- 
ness of  sins,  according  to  the 
riches  of  his  grace."  The  way 
of.salvation  is  clearly  revealecL 
*',God  so  loved  the  world,  that 
he  gave  Us  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  believefh  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  ever- 
lasting life."  \*  The  word  is  nigh 
thee,  even  in  thy  mouth,  and  in 
thy  heart;  that  if  thou  shalt  con- 
fess with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  J^ 
sus,  and  shalt  believe  in  thy  heart 
that  God  hath  raised  him  from 
the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved." 
It  informs  us  tnat  ''Christ  is  the 
end  of  the  law  for  righteousness 
to  every  one  that  believeth  ;^  that 
'*a  man  isjustified  by  faith  without 
the  deeds  of  the  law/'  It  shows 
the  excellence  of  the  ransom; 
**  ye  were  not  redeemed  with 
corruptible  things,  as  silver  and 
gold ;  but  with  the  precious  blood 
of  Christ,  as  of  a  lamb  without 
blemish  and  without  spot;"—* 
and  the  invaluable  nature  of  the 
heavenly  inheritance  ;  **  for  our 
light  affliction,  which  is  but  for 
a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far 
more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight 
of  glory."  The  heathen  sacri- 
fices are  without  effect :  but  the 
sacrifice  of  Christ  has  fully  an- 
swered the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  intended  ;  it  saves  the  worth- 
less, the  helpless,  and  the  hope- 
less. It  requires  of  the  sinner 
no  qualification  for  mercy  but 
a  conviction  of  his  misery  :  all 
that   is   meritorious    has   beef 
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pcrfermed  hj  llie  Saviour.  We 
are  by  natuve  estranged  from 
God;  btit  in  Cfarnt  be  draws 
■ear  unto  nt;  he  n  a  recort" 
ciled  parent;  kis  ^*  anger  is 
turned  away;"  and  though^  from 
ti»e  holiness  of  his  nature  and  the 
sinfokiess  of  ours,  be 'is  ^*  acon- 
soming  fire."  yet  **  if  we  return 
unto  him  he  will  have  mercy 
upon  us/'  yea,  <'  he  will  abun- 
dantly pardon;"  and  we  shall 
then  **  serve  him  acceptably 
with  reverence  and  godly  fear." 

3.  It  reveals  an  exoeltent  sys- 
tem of  ethics.  How  vile  has 
the  state  of  morals  always  been 
in  the  heathen  world !  tndieed 
maxims  of  morality  are  to  be 
met  with  in  the  writings  of  the 
aodient  phtlosopbers ;  but  they 
bad  no  standard  ;  evei^  one  had 
a  system  of  \nw  own.  The  hw 
•f  natiire  is  always  the  same,  and 
liecords  with  eternal  frath;  but 
the  iight  of  nature  is  defective, 
and  varies  in  different  men.  Their 
Kgfat  served  only  to  render  dark- 
ness visible.  *'  Oh,"  said  some 
(irf  them,  **  that  God  nvould  com- 
mission some  eminent  person  to 
show  us  the  right  way  !*'  What 
they  desired,  -  Chrtstianity  has 
^ffiM;ted. — Tbetr  morality  also 
ivas  defective  in  its  motives.  It 
only  amounted  to  friendly  ad- 
vice :  it  did  not  assame  to  be  the 
injunctions  of   the  Deity.     But

Sinners  are  invited  to  receive  il  as 
such.  It  is  as  free  as  water  in 
tbe  parched  desert  to  the  tbhrsty 
traveller  All  are  equally  wel- 
come. "  Whosoever  will,  let 
him  take  tbe  watef  of  life  freely.*^ 

2.  Erer  since  tbe  first  promul- 
gation of  Christianity,  tbe  way 
has  been  preparing  for  its  univer- 
sality/—-^Wbat  opposition  did  tbe 
simplicity,  the  fortitude,  and  the 
other  virtues  of  the  primitive 
Christians  surmount  I  How  mueb 
also  was  effected  at  the  Refor-

IMFROVEMKNT. 

1.  How  many  thousands  are 
there  who  are  ignorant  of  the 
way  of  salvation!  Behold  the 
hundred  millionsin  Hindoost'han, 
and  the  400  millions  in  Japan 
and  China,  ignorant  of  the  Gos- 
pel, worshippers  of  idols,  and 
wicked  in  their  lives ;  who  are 
destitute  of  comfort  under  afflie- 
tioD,  and  at  the  hour  of  death. 

2.  It  is  our  duty  to  do  all"  in 
our  power  that  the  gospel  may 
be  preached  to  every  creature. 
This  is  the  duty  not  only  of  mi» 
nisters,  but  of  every  Christian. 
**  He  that  gathereth  not  with  me,''* 
says  tbe  Saviour,  ^'scattereth 
abroad."  Enable  yonr  felldw- 
creaturesto  draw  water  out  of  the 
wells  of  Salvation.  Enable  then 
to  hear  the  Scripture*,  evei^wan 
in  his  own  tongue  wherein  betpras 
born. 

3.  The  distinguishing  good^ 
ness  of  God  towards  you  -de* 
mnnds  the  greatest  sacrifices 
from  you.  If  yon  neglect  your 
duty  towards  youl*  perisbins 
fellow*oreatares,  how  great  will 
hb  your  giiihl  But  whilst  you 
send  this  salvation  tooliiers,  see 
to} it  that  you  receive  it  your^ 
selves. 

4.  Let  us  be  niore  than  ever 
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importunate  in  prayed  for  the  di- 
vine blessing  upon  the  means 
Uded  for  the  conversion  of  the 
heathen.  All  depends  upon  Gpd. 
Without  him  Paul  will  plant  and 
,  ApoUos  water  in  vain.  *<  £x» 
cept  the  Lord  build  the  house, 
they  labour  in  vain  that  build  it/' 
But  if  our  endeavours  be  suitably 
accompanied  with  our  prayers, 
then  we  have  reason  to  expect 
that  ''  the  earth  shall  be  full  of 
the  knowledge  of  the  Lord»  as 
the  waters  cover  the  sea/'

Our  first  Missronaries  were  ig^ 
norant  of  the  degraded,  state  of 
India.   They  were  comparatively 
ignorant  of  what  our  children  are 
now  acquainted  with.     But    if* 
they  had  then  fully  known  their  ^ 
gross  idolatries,  their  shameless 
obscenities,  their  horrid  cnieltiesy 
theur  infanticides,  their  burning 
of  widows,  and  other  nefiirioua 
practices,  they  would  have  said. 
Could  we  abolbh  all  these,  y^ 
as  long  aft  they  remain  ignorant 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  unsubdued 
by  divine  grace,  nothing  compap 
ratively  is  done.    We  will  rejoice 
in  the  fornHer  as  fsgr  as  it  goes,  but 
our  main  object  which  we  desire 
unremittingly  to  pursue    is  the 
salvation  of  the  soul ;  repentance 
toward  God,   and  faith  toward 
our  Lord  Jesus  Chrbt;  that  they 
may  be  acquainted    with  their 
moral  disorder,    their   exposed- 
ness  to  the  divine  anger,  and  the 
remedy  for  thdr  desperate  ma- 
lady. 

My  dear  brethren,  let  us  adr 
here  to  the  same  object ;  let  our 
hearts  concur  with  theirs,  and  let

manner  on  the  leading  principles    our  hands  go  with  our  hearts. 


upon  which  the  Mission  was 
originally  formed.  The  following 
ftnust  be  considered  as  a  very 
Sunt  and  imperfect  sketch. 

\i  (said  he)  I  were  to  choose 
any  text,  it  should  be  the  words 
of  the  Aposlle  Peter,  /  Btir  up 
y&wr  pure  minds  by  way  of  re- 
mimbranee.  This  is  not  unnece»- 
sary ;.  for  there  are  many  things 
of  which  even  pure  minds  re- 
quire to  be  reminded.' 

Permit  me  to  lead  you  back  to 
the  origin  of  ou^  mission. 

The  great  object  of  it  was, 
that  God  might  grant  to  theGoi- 
tiles  repentance  ^nto  life.  It 
was  pot  the  bringing  over  of  a 
country  to  the  profession  of  •  the 
Christian  religion,  but  of  indivi- 
duals to  real  Christianity. 


What  evils  has  a  departure  from 
thi). first  principle  occasioned! 
First,  a  gradual  decay  of  piety, 
attended  by  a  mere  eiternal  pro- 
fession  made  by  nominal  Chris- 
tians, and  then  a  nationalesta- 
blisbment.  National  establish- 
ments did  not  start  up  into  exist- 
ence  at  once :  there  would  have 
been  a  universal  feeling  of  hor- 
ror at  the  very  idea ;  there  would 
have  been  a  general  recurrence  to 
the  words  of  the  Saviour,  My 
kingdom  is  not  of  this  world ;  it 
would  h^ve  been  said,  **  The 
kingdom  of  God  is  righteousness^ 
and  peace,  and  joy  in  .the  Holy 
Ghost.  Shall  we  seek  teihporal 
aggrandizement,  who  profess  to 
be  strangers  and  fMlgrims  on  the 
earth  T    It  was  not  until  Cbiis* 
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tini  piety  had  declined  tbat  a 
way  was.  made  for  the  introdue* 
tion  of  this  grand  corroption. 
And  if  ever  our  Missionaries 
should  porsae  any  thing  short  ^of 
th^  salvation  of  the  souls  of  men, 
a  mere  external  profession  will 
ensue.  God  forbid,  therefore, 
that  they  should  be  content  with 
any  4hing  short  of  the  real  con- 
version of  the  heathen !  My  es- 
teemed brother  (Mr.  Mack)  show* 
ed  last  night  that  Christ  was  to 
be  for  salvation  unto  the  ends  of 
the  earth  ;—^not  merely  f<nr  eraan- 
eipatios  from  the  fetters  of  su* 
perstition,  but  for  restoration  to 
lestts  Christ-^for  the  salTatton  of 
the  soul^— for  everlasting  salva- 
tion. This  consideration  should 
guide  us  in  all  we  do.  It  should 
particularly  guide  us  in  the 
choice  of  Missionaries.  One  in- 
dispensable qualification  is,  a 
concera  for  the  salvation  of  men^ 
Withoat  this,  the  greatest  talents 
will  be  of  no  avail. 

I  would  also  remind  yon  that 
our  brethren  were  convinced  of 
the  abaointe  necessity  of  the  in- 
4uenees  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  give 
their  labours  effect.  At  the  ori- 
gm  of  our  mission,  means  were 
used;  a  smaH  contribution  of 
£lS  2s.  6tff.  was  raised ;  thetnten- 
tbn  was  made  known ;  our  bre- 
thren read  and  wrote;  and  nothing' 
was  neglected  that  was  likely  to* 
subserve  the  cause :  but  they  were 
fully  aware,  that  unless  the  hand 
of  omnipotence  were  stretched 
out,  all  would  be  in  vain;  that 
the  regenerating  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  was  as  necessary  as 
redemption  by  Christ;  and  whilst 
the  death,  the  burial^  the  resurrec- 
tion, and  the  ascension  of  the  Sa- 
viour attracted  their  regard,  they 
eq^ually  saw  the  neccsuty  of  the 
promised  outpouring  of  th^  H<4y 
Spirit,  The  same  conviction 
sbottld  be  united  with  all  our 


endeaTonrs  and  prayers^  In  this 
way  the  poorest  Christian  may 
render  his  assistance.  "If  ye, 
being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good 
gifts  nnto  your  children,  how 
much  more  shall  your  Heavenly 
Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
them  that  ask  him  !" 

Let  ip:e  also  remind  you  of  the 
consistaicy  maintained  by  our 
brethren.  Whilst  they  sent  the 
gospel  abroad,  they  did  not  for* 
get  their  own  country.  It  was 
objected  to  them  that  Britain 
would  be  neglected.  But.  so  far 
was  thb  from  being  the  case, 
that  home  missions  then  arose. 

Again.  Whilst  they  sought  the 
salvation  of  others,  they  looked 
well  to  their  own  salvation,  and 
that  of  their  families.  Let  us  do 
the  same.  Personal  religion  is  as 
necessary  in  this  country  as  in 
India. 

If  we  do  these  things,  the 
greatest  obstacles,  though  com* 
parable  to  a  great  mountain,  he* 
fore  Zerubbabel  shall  become  9 
plain;  and  he  shall  bring  forth 
tlie  head-stone  with  shoutings, 
crying,  Grace,  grace  unto  it. 

The  Rev.  John  Saffery  of  Sa- 
lisbury concluded  the  service 
with  prayer.

on  the  new  birth,  with  faith,  re- 
pentance, love,  and  obedience, 
as  its  enridence.  In  their  estima- 
tion, therefore,*  the  circvmstanees 
of  a  man*s  natoral  birth  mnst 
have  been  perfectly  trivial,  is  it 
not  indeed  passing  strange,  and  a 
lamentable  instance  of  the  do- 
minion of  prejudice,  that  J.J.

ing ;"  and  command  us  to  '*  avoid 
foolish  questions  and  genealogies, 
and  eontentions  and  strivings 
nbout  the  law,  because  they  are 
unprofitable  and  vahi  1"  Would 
these  men  of  God,  who  assure  us 
that  ill  the  system  they  taught, 
there  is  neither  Greek  nor  Jew, 
male  nor  female,  circumcision 
lior  uncifcwneision.  Barbarian, 
8cythi8u,  bond  nor  free;  hut  that 
Christ  is  aH  tn  aril,— wouM  these

But  now  Christ  is  come^iOii 
whose  sole  account  the  liaeage 
was  preserved  from  Abraham^ 
and,  the  rite  appointed  for  this 
end,  and  who  hath  bnaken  down 
the  middle  .wall  of  partition,  and 
preached  peaceto  them  that  wei« 
far  offy  as  well  as  to  them  that 
were  nigh,  we  know  ao  man  after 
the  flesh:  **  Yea,  thi^iigh  we  have 
known  Christ  after  ike  flesh^'^ 
says  an  apostle,  *'  yet  hencefordi 
know  we  him  ao  more."  Jn  this 
spiritaal  empire,  whieh  4s  styled 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  and*  of 
God,  the  qoestion  ct  genealogy 
comes  too  late-*4t  is  antiquated 
and  obsolete.  ''The a&e is  aow 
kid  to  the  root  of  the  tree  :^  and 
whatever  may  be  our'pareotage^ 
except  we  repent  we  ehall  as* 
suredly  perish.  **  He  that  bo* 
Iteveth  and  is  bap^aed,"  of  what* 
ever  nation  or  tongne,  **  »hall  be 
saved:  and  he  that  believeth 
not,"  be  his  ancestry  what  it  may, 
will  undoubtedly  be  lost.  '<  For 
God  lis  no  veopeeler  of  per- 
sons, and  there  is  ao  differ- 
ence.'^

Piet^b^pNim'  h  tkebajfltism  9f 
UUktnts:--^  coutae,  a  Piedo> 
baptist,  as  stu^h,  eanaot  btfptiae 
adulto.  If  fin  any  instance  he 
riiould  baptise  an  adult,'  ontlie 
profbssion  of  Yepentanoe  toward 
God,  and  faith  towards  our  Lord 
Jeaos'Ohrist^  he  is  so  Aran  «dalt 
baptist,  and  in  the  practice  of  be- 
lievers^ baptism;  and' by  his  eon- 
duct  aewerts  and  tnaiiltains,  what 
is  not  only  '**  mor^'  then  infant 
baptism,  bwt  also  terjr  different 
£pom  it.'  Oft  these  occasions  he 
ffviss  his  decided  su^ge  in  sup- 
port of  personal  religion  and 
adult  baptism,  and  leaves  tlie 
baptism  of  babes,  and  relatite 
religion,  to  seek  its  evidence  from 
some  oth^  quarter.  Baptism  on 
a  personal  profession  of  faith  in 
Our  Lord  jfesus  Chiist,  so  essen- 
tially belonffs  to  th^  gospel  sys- 
tem, and  is  so  expressly  com- 
manded, that  its  greatest  oppo- 
nents are,  at  limes,  under  au  ab- 
•olute  necessity  of  practising  it. 
They  cannot  possibly  proceed 
^thout  giving  it  the  full  sanction 
of  their  own  conduct  :-^whilst 
infant  baptism  stands  alone,  and 
Iras  no  natural  and  unforced  con^ 
nexion  with  either  the  doctrinea, 
fbe  precepts,  or  the  diseipline  of 
the  New  Testament.  It  is  a  Mnd 
iof  r^igions  accident — ^itnever  be- 
•oomes  necessary.  It  is'quitc  out 
^the  regular  way;  and  under 
Ihe  gospel  it  -bas  no  fdlow— for 
every  thing  besides  is  piersonal^ 
tmd  in  th^  exercise  of  faith;  hope, 
-and  charity.  Those  who  discard 
ifffont  baptism  are  never  under 
'amy  necessity  of  rfecnrring  to  it; 
the  whole  gospd  sTsterti  being 
^^rried  into  compfefe  activity 
'Wiltiout  it.    But  «thiB  is  not  tfve 


ease  With  their  opponents^  they 
themselves  being  judges  — ^  far 
PmdBkapiiaH  are  often  obliged'  to 
practise  aduU  baj^iem. 

We  come  now  to>the  third  qlies« 
tMi^^"  Did  not  God  himsetf 
appoint  and  comnMUKl,'tliat  tho 
i»&ht  seed  !of  bis  people  should 
beintffodttceditoihe  profession  o£ 
his  name,  by  a  visible  rite  or  ^nt* 
dinanoel  .  And  has  he  ever  ie« 
voked  thai  commandT' 

Without  slaying  to  notice  some 
▼try  qnestienable  terms  in  this 
query,  it  Is  readily  answered, 

1st.  drtairdy  >twt,  FneM  thb 
HBO  IN  NINO.  There  was  no  such 
command  or  ordinance  till  the 
days  of  Aintdiam; 

£dly.  Nor,  even  then,  was  it  tf 
general  command  to  the  people  of 
God.  It  was  confined  to  the 
household  of  Abraham,  though 
there  were  other  eminently  pious 
persons  in  bis  days,  and  one, 
Melchizedec,  a -more  eminent  pc|9» 
sonage  than  ^he  Patriarch  htm* 
self. 

8dly.  Nor  tiid  this  command 
extend  to  $M4he children  of  Ahra* 
ham.  It  w«8  oontined  to  the 
males  of  bis  lamiiy. 

4thly.  Nor  was  this  rite  peeoN 
liar  to  hi8  seed  only :  it  was  en- 
joined, al  expressly,  upon  all  the 
men  of  his  house,  on  all  the  males 
that  were  bom  in  his  family,  and 
on  all  those  that  were  bought 
with  money. 

6thly.  As  the  rite  of  circumci- 
sion was  enjoined  on  the  servants 
and  slaves  of  Abraham,  not  on 
account  of  their  personal  religion, 
bnt  only  on  the  ground  of  their 
civil  relation  to  the  Patriarch; 
and  as  it  was  imposed  on  his  in- 
fant posterity,  solely  in  reference 
to  their  natural  descend,  it  was 
evidently  one  of  those  carnal  or- 
dinances, wbich  were  imposed 
till  the  time  of  refovmation.  This 
is  the  partial,  temporary,  and  oar- 
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iial  ground  on  whieh  J.  J.  fomids 
kb  qaeiy.  But, 
.  Otbly.  Had  such  a  rite  as  cir- 
eomcision  been  enjoined  from 
Ihe  beguining,  on  all  the  children 
of  the  servants  of  God,  «id  on 
tiMse  only,  in  every  preTious  dis« 
pemation  of  religion,  it  would  be 
Mwarrantable  to  oonelade,  on 
this  ground  only,  that  the  same 
rite,  reason,  or  rule  of  conduct, 
should  be  continued  nndef  the 
present  dispensation,  when  a 
Priest  and  King  is  arisen  after 
the  similitude  of  Mclchizedee, 
who  is  made  ^*  not  after  the  law 
of  a  carnal  commandment,  bitt 
after  Uie  power  of  an  endless 
life:^  under  whose  administrfr> 
tion  *'  neither  circumcision 
arailetb  any  thing,  nor  nncircum^ 
cision,  but  a  new  creature,  and 
£uth  which  worketh  by  love/'  It 
any  one,  Jew  or  Gentile,  male  or 
iemale,  be  in  his  kingdom,  and  a 
sharer  of  his  grace,  he  or  she 
muat.be  anew  xnsature:  for 
''  old  things  are  passed  away,  be- 
hold all  things  are  become  new." 
It  is  the  dictate  of  inspiration  it* 
self,  that*'  the  Priesthood  being 
changed,  there  is  made  of  mb»

DISSENT 

ESTABLISHED  CHURCH 
OF  SNGLAND. 


Mr.  Editor, 

As  several  of  the  Periodical 
Publications,  conducted  by  mem- 
bers of  the    Estabiisliment^  in 


which  Dissenters   are  Tery  fee* 
qoenlly  assailed,  and  sometunes 
without  candour   or   liberalilyy 
are  circulated  very  freely  amon^ 
their  families,  and  are   encon- 
raged   by  them  on   account  oi 
the  piety  and  talent  with  whidk 
they  ore  conducted^it  becomes,  I 
think»  a  duty  incumbent  on  the 
Editors  of  ow  Magaaines^  at  least 
ooeasionally^  to  bring  into  pro- 
minent view  some,  of  the  great 
principles  which  induced  our  an<» 
cestors,  of  immortal  memory,  to 
separate    themselves   from    her 
communion.    This  is  especially 
necessary^  since,  froA  the  perpe- 
tual commendation  which  is  every 
month    bestowed     on    the    Li- 
turgy and  Constitution    of.  the 
Church  of  England^  unreflecting 
reade»  might  be  induced,  (and 
this  is  indeod  sometimes  the  case,) 
to  infer,  that  Dissenters  are  utter- 
ly inexcusable  in  leaving  so  ex- 
cellent a  community-^a  commu- 
nity  which,  if  the  eulogies  of  its 
members  are  correct,  is  indeed 
**  without  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any 
such  thing**' 

Whilst  I  mqption  a  very  few 
thoughts  which  now  occur  to  mo, 
on  the  subject  of  Dissent,  I  wbh 
to  premise,  that  I  sincerely  love 
all  that  is  good  and  scriptural  in 
the  Establishment,  and  heartily 
wish  the  serious  clergy  within  her 
pale  the  most  abundant  success* 

It  ought  nqit  to  be  forgotten, 
that  the  chiims  of  the  established 
Church  are  inconsistent  with  the 
allegiance  we  owe  to  Jesus  Christ, 
the  only  Head  of  the  Church,  and 
its  adorable  Laivgiver.  The 
Church  of  England  affirms  in  her 
Articles,  (and  every  man  who 
signs  them  conscientiously,  pro- 
fesses his  full  belief  of  the  assei^ 
tion,)  that  she  <*  has  authority  to 
decree  rights  and  ceremonies''-^ 
the  I^oman  Catholic  Church  also 
makes  a  similar  qlaim*.   On  whet 
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ground  do  they  make  this  clainii 
and  which  of  niese  pretensions  is 
ircfU  founded  t  Or  do  they  both 
possess  this  privilege  t  If  so,  the 
tigtfts'and  ceremonies  of  the  Pa- 
pal, as  lydl  as  of  the  Protestant 
commiinity,  are  equally  of  di- 
vine origin,  and  the  Reformation 
is  in  a  great  measure  unjnstifi- 
aUe.  It  wilt  not  be  pretend- 
ed, that  this  assumption  of 
power  to  legislate  in  the  Christian 
chuirch  is  derived  from  the  scrip- 
tures ;  and  no  other  authority  can 
|>e  of  any  wdght  in  the  con- 
troversy. 

Independent  of  the  circum- 
stance that^  infant  sprinkling  has 
no  foundation  in  the  scriptures, 
to  every  impartial  candid  person 
the  Baptismal  and  the  Burial  ser- 
vices miist  appear  very  objection- 
able. The  Prayer  Book  solemnly 
declares,  that  all  children  who 
are  sprinkled  in  their  infancfy  lire 
regenerated,  and  made  members 
of  Christ,  children  of  God,  and 
inheritors  of  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven. This  is  contrary  to  plain 
fact,  since  whole  parishes,  by 
their  disobedience  to  the  divine 
commands,  give  awful  proof  that 
they  never  knew  any  thing  sa- 
vingly of  this  great  and  essential 
-change. 

But  if  the  t^rayer  Book  be  cor- 
rect, and  all  are  regenerated  when 
they  are  sprinkled  in  their  in- 
fancy, then  Dr.  Mant,  and  the 
great  majority  of  the  clergy,  have 
some  show  of  retisom  forafiirming, 
that  Baptism  and  Regeneration 
*are  synonymous.  The  Bible,  how- 
ever, which  declares  the  contrary, 
must  then  be  wrong,  and  the 
evangelical  clergy  must  be  pro- 
nounced guilty  of  a  high  degree 
of  absurdity,  in  preaching  the 
necessity  of  regeneration  to  pa- 
fishes  whose  members  are  all  re- 
generate. 

Not  long  since  I    heard   an 
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excellent  clergyman  insistingi^ 
from  the  instructions  of  JesuS 
Christ,  on  the  necessity  of  a 
change  of  heart,  before  any  one 
could  be  a  real  meniber  of  the 
church  of  Christ  on  earth,  or  in  a 
state  of  safety  in  reference  to  fu- 
turity. When  the  service  was 
ended,  a  person  was  brought  td 
be  interred,  who  had  very  rarely 
attended  public  worship,  and  who 
was  remarkable  for  little  beside  his 
irreligionand profligacy.  Themi^ 
nister,  who  a  few  minutes '  befora 
had  been  pronouncing  in  the  put- 
pit,by  divine  authority,  thts  certain 
exclusion  of  subh  characters  from 
the  kingdom  6f  Ood,  now,  in 
bbedience  to  the  Liturgy,  buried 
this  bad  man  in  ^*  sure  and  cer  | 
tain  hope  of  the  resurrection  to 
eternal  life,'*  and  thanked  God 
that  he  bad  taken  his  dear  brb- 
th«r  to  himself.  Is  not  this,  to 
say  the  least,  shocking  incon- 
sistency 1  And  which  is  true,  th0 
Prayer  Book,  by  whose  instruc- 
tion all  classes,  however  profli- 
gate, are  interred  as  in  a  state  of 
salvation, — or  the  Bible,  which 
expressly  and  frequently  declares 
the  certain  exclusion  of  the  un- 
beKeving  and  the  ungodly  from 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  ? 

Again,  can  the  Burial  Service, 
which  is  read  over  all  persons  in- 
discriminately, be  equally  appli- 
cable  to  children  and  to  adults, 
to  the  young  and  to  the  old,  to 
the  profligate  and  the  pious  indi- 
vidual? To  a  Thornton,  a 
Howard, a  Voltaire, and  a  Paine? 
This  is  a  manifest  absurdity. 

A  neighbour  of  mine  lately,  one 
of  the  society  commonly  caUed 
Quakers,  or  Friends,  had  a  part 
of  his  goods  sold  to  pay  a  demand 
for  the  support  of  the  established 
Church.  As  this  proceeding  was 
for  the  support  of  Christianity,  it 
is  natural  to  inquire,  whether 
there  is  any  passage  in  the  Neir

in.  Let  OS  beware  of  lego* 
titjf»  Self-righteousness  naturally 
ci^iTes  to  us,  and  genders  in  our 
minds  the  idea  of  merit.  When 
we  feel  our  wretchedness  and 
misery  as  sinners  before  God,  it 
seems  impossible  that  we  should 
ever  think  of  meriting  any  thing 
from  him  by  our  works ;  yet  it  is 
to  be  feared  that  «t  other  times 
we  go  about  to  establish  our  own 
lighteousness.  Let  us  morefre- 
quenfly  contemplate  the  riches 
and  freedom  of  that  grace  by 
which  we  are  saved — it  did  not 
only  set  our  salvation  on  foot,  by 
Hccpmmodating  its  terms  to  o^r 
enfeebled  capacities  ;  but  the 
whole  of  it,  from  its  origin  in 
God's  everlasting  love,  to  its 
consummation  in  perfect  felicity, 
has  this  motto  inaelibly  inscrib- 
ed upon  it — *'  To  the  praise  of 
the  glory  of  his  grace/' 

By  nature  we  were  children  of 
wrath  even  as  others;  and,  had 
we  been  left  to  our  own  way,  we 
should  have  filled  up  the  measure 
of  our  iniquity,  and  completed 
our  destruction.    It  is  by  distin- 

fubhing  mercy  that  we  have  the 
nowledge  of  ourselves  as  sin- 
ners, and  of  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
Saviour ;  we  are  therefore  under 
the  strongest  obligations  to  mag- 
nify the  sovereignty  and  freedom 
of  divine  favour.    The  Lord  is  a 


jealous  God :  Ms  ^17  triD  hm 
not  ^e  to  another,  ncidMr  hia 
pnawt  to  gnvcB  images.  If  hit 
people  set  np  the  idol  se^  in 
their  hearts,  and  B^ect  to  ho> 
Door  him,  he  will,  by  means  pe* 
enliar  to  himself,  liuible  them 
before  him,  and  cue  them  of  thia 
idolatry.  What  bnt  Ins  own  sd& 
BMnred  goodness  oonld  incline 
God  to  choose  ns  to  sahration 
throDgh  sanctificatioB  of  the  Spi* 
rit  and  the  belief  of  the  tmtb, 
while  so  many  are  left  to  perish 
in  their  sins  1  This  is  very  asto* 
nishine  indeed;  for  some  of  as 
had,  through  our  vHe  afiections, 
made  oorsdvcs  conspicnons  for 
rebellion  against  him,  and  were 
the  means  of  hardening,  perhaps 
of  ruining,  others  by  onr  exam- 
pie.  Since  he  has  ^ed  us  by 
his  grace  many  and  great  imper- 
fections  have  nttend«i  onr  rdtw 
gioos  services ;  the  good  that  we 
would,  we  do  not;  and  the  evil 
that  we  would  not,  that  we  do  ; 
shall  we  therefore  indulge  the 
idea  of  merit,  or  for  one  nu>ment 
forget  the  matchless  mercy  and 
grace  of  God  in  Christ  jesnsf 
detested  be  the  thought  We 
will  gk»ry  only  in  the  cross  of 
him  who  died  for  oar  redemp* 
tioo,  and  with  highest  notes  of 
praise,  and  strongest;  feelings  of 
mdting  gratitude,  say,  By  the 
grace  of  God  we  are  vpfaat  wf 
are.

•tmd,  near  Biogley,  in  1^05.  •  Bora 
to  dietioD,  -  and  yet  not  exempt 
ftont  labooEy  he  was  called  npon  at 
mm  eagW  age  td  pvooorehis  own  flop- 
•port.  Wben  he  anfived  at  his  thir- 
"ieenth'year,  his  maladies  increased ; 
Jm  waa.ooafined  to  his  abode;  he 
IMnepfy'becanae  unable  to  work.  His 
BSind  was  maeh  affected  with  a  eon- 
«eni  for  the  welfave  44  the  family. 
He  wovld  often  say  to  his  parents, 
**  I  can  do  nothing  for  you;''  and 
would  express  his  gratitude  that  he 
had-  a  kind  father  and  a  tender  mo- 
ther to  provide  <  for  htm.  But,  alas ! 
•Us  mind  was  wholly  engaged  about 
tbU:.  world.  It  pleased  the  Lord, 
liowever,  to^urn  his  thoughts  to  the 
•important  conceras  of  another;  and 
he  h^gKi  seriously  to  inquhe  about 
the  salvation  of  his  soul.  The  first 
uymptoms  of  real '  serionaness  ap- 
pemnsd  after  his  fiither  bad  been 
jeading  to  Urn  tiie  M4th  Hymn  of 
JDr.  Rjppon's  Solectiou. 

^  On  Jordan's  stomy  banks  I  stand, 
And  cait  a  wishful  eye^  UcJ* 

He  was  powerfully  impres&ed 
iirith  a  sense  of  his  own  corruption, 
and  was  led  to  cry  out,  "  What  must 
I  do  to  be  saved  V  In  this  state  he 
remained  for  some  time,  without  be- 
ing able  to  lay  hold  on  Christ,  or  to 
receive  any  comfort  from  him  to  re- 
lieve his  distressed  mind,  till  one 
day  he  seemed  more  composed,  and 
'aaid«  "  I  had  thought  that  I  should 
get  better,  but  now,  I  think  I  never 
shall.  If  it  please  the  Lord  to  raise 
yne  np  again,  it  will  bcf  weH ;  if  not, 
I  steill  be  better  than  here."  About 
mx  weeks  before  his  death  be  was 
'^visited  by  Mr.  Bottomley,  who  was 
then  supplying  the  Baptist  Church 
HtBhigley,  and  who,  after  making

some  inquiKies  about  his  present 
affliction,  asked  him,  how  he  felt  bis 
mind  in  the  prospect  of  death.  He 
replied,  **  I  am  a  guilty  sinner: 
what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?'*  Mr. 
B.  pointed  him  to  Christ,  and  read 
to  him  the  two  first  chapters  of  the 
Epistles  to  the  Ephesians^  making 
some  remarks.  To  this,  exercise 
Joseph  was  all  attention,  and  said 
at  the  close,  with  the  animated 
countenance  of  one  who  had  found 
a  ^at  treasure,  **  Then  it  is  all  of 
Christ,  all  of  Jesus  Christ.''  From 
this  time  he  began  to  be  much  re- 
signed to  the  will  of  God,  and 
looked  at  life  without  a  desire  to 
live,  and  at  death  without  the  fear 
of  dying.  He  would  say  to  his  pa- 
rents when  he  saw  them  weeping 
over  him,  "Do  not  weep,  mother; 
or,  do  not  weep,  father ;  it  makes 
me  uneasy  to  see  you  do  so ;  other* 
wise  I  should  not  murmur.''  At  one 
time  he  said,  "  Do  we  not  say  '  Thy 
will  be  done?'  What  a  sad  thing  it 
is  then  to  murmur  at  his  will !"  At 
another  time  he  said,  "  I  think  it 
better  to  die '  young ;  for  if  I  we|ce 
to  get  well  I  might  commit  much 
sun."  Mr.  B.  lent  him  seine  Tracts, 
from  Which'  he  receive^  much  com- 
fort; "  Christ  the  only  Refuge;" 
**  On  the  Cross  of  Christ ;"  and  the 
**  Chdstialki .  Drummer.'^  About  a 
fortnight  before  his  death,  talking 
with  his  sister  relative  to  a  fiuturp 
state,  be  said,  **  What  a  rare  thing 
is  religion! 'Seek  the  Lord  whib 
he  may  be  found,  call  upon  biqi 
while  he  is  near,'  that  is  to  say, 
while  life  lasts,  whilst  the  gospel  is 
preached  unto  us."  Two '  days  be- 
fore his-  death  he  was  anxious  to 
speak  to  his  parent  upon  the  subject 
of  religion;  bul^ftU.a.  dilBcUity  to 
introduce  it.  But,  while  the  tears 
ran  down  his  face,  he  said,  "I 
thought  I  would  ask  you  if,  when  I  am 
gone,  yoo  would  try  to  follo««^  me  ?' 
His  mother  repUed,  "  We  shaU  idl 
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want  to  be  happy."  Bat  tbis  did 
not  satisfy  Joseph's  mind.  He  said, 
'*  Yes,  the  wicked  would  like  to.ga 
to  heaven  when  they  die ;  hti  t]ldA» 
must  be  a  change  of  heart,  or  we 
can  never  arrive  there." 

The  day  before  his  death,  liis^-' 
ther  said,  "  Thou  bearest  much ;" 
he    answered,   **  Yes,  but  ^Jhristt 
'endured  taore  for  roe."    Ifis  father 
then  said,  **  You  will  not  have  this 
to  bear   long;"  he  repHcd,  "Thie; 
sooner  it  is  over  the  bettef*,  for  it 
•itili  be  a  glorious  Aijy  for  toe."  The ; 
atitt  toornltij^his  liiotb^r  asked  liim, 
*"  ir  U    thought  lie   should   be 
hkppy^*'     he     ifaiehediatelv  .said,; 
**  1  t)elfevfe ;  yes,  I  believe,  1  firmly ' 
lifeneye,  I  feliall  be  happy  !" 

A.  f^  hours  before  his  dea&,  Atr. 
'B.  said  to  him,  '*  Joseph,  you  have 
alMio^t  finished  ydiir  course;  ^ou 
are  ^oing  h6me ;^  he  said,  *'  Iwish 
It  may  be  betbre  the  night"    Mi*. '. 
B.  asked  hitn,  '*  If  be  had  any  p^s- 
'  sage  of  sdt'ipti^re  wlaic'h  he  wrshed 
to  be  tffeachcd  from  as  a  fufieral 
textr    h6    sAid,    "   Yes;    Psalm 
•xkVi.  't :  *  ftetuhi  unto  thy  rest,  0 , 
my  iiovlit  for  the  Lord  hath  clealt 
bountifUllSr  with  thee.'."    He  then 
iii^kedhin],  ifbeslioutd  pray  with 
'1nln,'and  wh&t he  should  pray  for; 
lie  replied,  ^'  That  I  msiy  he  taken 
tout  of  tdy  misery  into  Christ's  bless- 
ed kingdotn."    Prayer   was   then 
^fesentecl  for  his  happy  4ismission, 
MVhfch  <ire  trdst  was  answered. 

About  two  hours  before  his  death 
he  tbtd  his  mother  "  Hiat  he  could 
libt'see."

Mr.  A.  proceeds  to  enumerate  ai| 
tbe  editions  of  the  Scriptures  which

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Celtic  or  Iberian  dialects,  inclndinp 
the  Welsh,  the  Gaelic,  the  Irish,  and 
the  Manks.    As  the  diffasion  of  the 
Celtic  Scriptures  has  furnished  oc- 
casion for  some  of  the  finest  mani- 
festations of  individual  benevolence, 
our  memorialist  has  diversified  his 
statement  by  a  few  pleasing^  biogra- 
phical sketches.    We  will  put  our 
readers  in  possession  of  an  interest- 
ing anecdote  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  J. 
Kelly,  with  reference  to  the  Manks 
version.    He  was  afterwards  Vicar 
of  Ardleigh  near  Colchester,  and 
tutor  to  the  Marquis  of  Huntly.  He 
was  engaged  constantly  in  this  work 
for  four  years,  and  transcribed  fair, 
the  version,  from  Genesis  to  Revela- 
tion, for  the  press.    In  connection 
with  Mr.  Moore,  (Rector  of  Kirk- 
bride  in  Man,)  he  revised  the  proof- 
sheets  and  corrected  the  press ;  su- 
perintending the  whole  impression 
as  far  as  the  Epiirtles,  besides  the 
subsequent    e^tions    of  the  New 
Testament.    Duribg  the  progress  of 
the  work  the  following  circumstance 
occurred.

On  our  next  return 
from  the  bland  of  Whitehaven,  the  1^9ih 
of  March,  1771,  with  another  portion, 
from  Deuterbnomy  to  Job  inclusive,  we 
were  shipwrecked  in  a  storm.  With  no 
small  difficulty  and  danger,  the  manu- 
script was  preserved,  by  holding  it  above 
tfce  water  for  the  space  of  five  hourtf  ^and 
this  was  almost  the  only  article  saved !"

The  Rev.  W.  Winierboiham  then 
said, 

''  To  fake  up  your  itme  by  plead- 
^in^gfor  Ireland,  is,  I  am  fully  per- 
'Stiadlid,  perfectly  tiniieoessary ;  yon 
bate  entered    this   room  with  the 
«ame  f^elin^  that  I  entered  it  my- 
self—to  utt,  and  mark,  and  rejoice 
in  the' progress  of  a  cabse  that  has 
iiad  so  niany  of  oar  prayers,  and,  in 
some •  measure,  oar  exertions;   no 
other  motive  drew  ns  here  this  morn- 
ing.   When  I  stood  before  you  last 
year  I  ventured  a  prediction,  though 
no  prophet,  and  that  was,  •  that  yon 
would  go  on,  and  that  you  would 
succeed,  attd  thflt  you  woukl  prove 
not  only  the  goodness  of  your  object, 
but  the  success  of  it   in    all   the 
branches  of    its    operation.    This 
prediction  has  been  realized,  and 
,  vHth  pleasure  I  have  listened  to  the 
Report,  which  has  at  least  convinced 
me,  as  I  doubt  not  it  has  you,  that 
-this  is  the  caase  of  God,  and  must 
succeed.    But  the  motion  I  have 
read  calls  upon  us  to  reflect  on  the 
attempts  which  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year  for  the  spread 
ef  infidelity.    To  a  body  of  Chris- 
tians residing  in  London,  the  scenes 
thaft  have  been  witnessed  since  we 
last  met  on  these  boards,  must  haif« 
proved  to  what  dangers  any  country 
is  exposed  where  these  principles 
spread.    In  Ireland  unhappily  this 
has  been  proved  as  well  as  in  £ng^  ] 
land,  and  to  the  principles  of  infide- 
lity, in   a  great  degree,  we  have 
ewed  the  anarchy  and  the  confusion 
that  have  prevailed,  and  the  blood 
that  haH  been  shed.  When  I  reflect 
onUhe  awfbl  scenes  that  have  been 
witnessed,    the     hardened     dying 
avowals  of  infidelity  that  have  been 
beard,   I  do  feel  that  it  must  be 
the  wish  of  eve^  Chrij^tian  heart  to 
rouse  every  feeiiug  of  their  souls  to 


I  destroy  this  pest  of  human  society: 
and  what  means  are  so  mighty  for 
the  accomplishment  of  this  object  as 
those  resorted  to  by  this  Society  ?-^ 
the  appointment  of  persons  to  read 
the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  native 
lan^ue^e  of  that  country,  to  which 
their  efforts  are  directed.  It  is  true, 
this  is  a  very  humble  employment; 
but  there  is  something  about  it  that 
almOHt  carries  us  back  to  apostolic 
times :  and.I  am  disposed  to  think, 
that  men  of  a  humble  rank  in  life, 
and  of  holy  zeal,,  devoted  to  the 
service  of  God,,  are,  perhaps,  more 
likely  to  effect  the  good  which  you 
wish  to  accomplish^  tliau  sending 
persohs  of  superior  talents.    About 
two  years  ago  I  baptized  t^  young 
man  in  a  very  humble  rank  of  life, 
but  with  a  great  deal  of  zeal  and 
desire  to.  do  good:  he  is  a  cripple, 
and  can  only  walk  with  a  stick;  has 
had  no  advantages,  but  is  just  able 
to  read  the  scriptures  with  some  de- 
gree of  ease.    This,  young   man, 
whose  weekly  earnings  do  not  reach 
more  than  eight  or  ten  shillings  a 
week,  goes  frodi  time  to  time  to 
villages,  and  roads  a  chapter,  first  in 
one  cottage,  and  then  in  another, 
and  if  he  can  get  half  a  dozen  fami- 
lies  together,  he  sits  down  and  reads 
to  them  for  fifteen  or  twenty   mi* 
nutes,  making  plain  expository  re- 
marks,as  he'goes  on ;  and  I  believe 
he  has  been  the  means  of  doing  more 
good  Ml- villages  .than  any  one  stated 
Minister  in   the  county  of  Glou- 
cester. It  is  very  affecting,  but  even 
England  presents  to  our  view  parts 
to  whidi  we  never  could  have  got 
access,'  but  through  the  means  of 
the  humble  members  of  different 
churches  of  Christ,  who  are  endea- 
vouring iQ  spread  the  knowledge  of 
the  Gospel*

Mjale  and 
female,  young  and  old,  all  stood  v\ 
one  vast  multitude;  Dor  $ball  I  for- 
get, during  tlie  residue  of  my  lifb^ 
the  Impressive  feelings  of  that  in- 
teresting day..  You  will  think  ii 
strange  that  1  should  be  so  affected 
by  what  was  delivered  in  a  language 
1  did  npt  pn^erstand ;  but  there  was 
something  so  striking  in  the  manner, 
and  so  evident  in  the  cifect  produced 
on  the  audience,  tliat  it  excited  the 
best  feelings  of  my  heart.  It  was 
announced  to  this  great  congrega- 
tion that  a  rollection  would  b^ 
made  on  behalf  of  Ireland — as  the 
persons  .were  chiefly  from  the  hum- 
bler ranks  of  life,  my  expectations 
were  not  raised.  I  took  my  station 
at  tho  foot  of  an  iron  bridge,  and 
several  ministers  occupied  diflerea 
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stations;  for  as  the  multitude  dis- 
yicrsed  in  diflerent  directions,  it  was 
not   easy  to  collect  their  bounty. 
When  the  collection  was  made,  it 
was  put  into  a  tub,  and  b^ihg  mostly 
in  copper  it  was  heavier  than  I  could 
lift:    it   amounted    to    more   than 
twenty  pounds.    The  next  morning 
the  ministers   met  to  transact  the 
usual  business  of  the  Association, 
and  the  cause  of  Ireland  was  again 
pleaded,  and  it  was  again  as  readily 
listened  to-— ten  pounds  more  were 
voted  to    this  Society,  and  which 
may  be  annually  expected.    So  that 
in  Wales,   where  all    I   expected 
was  to  incline  our  brethren  to  enter 
into  some  arrangement  for  the  bene- 
fit of  this  Society  in  future,  I  collect- 
ed upwards  of  thirty  pounds.  I  came 
away  deeply  affected  with  the  un- 
feigned cordiality  of  the  Welsh  mi- 
nisters ;  it  seemed  as  if  their  motto 
.was,    '  One  \»  your  Master,  even 
Christ,  and  all  ye  are  brethren;'  and 
as  to  the  hearers,  I  could  see  nothihg 
to  lead  me  to  suppose  that  any  were 
inclined  to  say,  '  I  am  of  Paul,  or  I 
ain  of  A  polios.'    One  thing,  how- 
ever, struck  me  very  much  ;  and,  as 
it  is  connected  with  a  principal  fea- 
ture of  this  Society,  1  will  just  men- 
tion it.    On  the  Wednesday  there 
were  three  English  sermons,  one  of 
which  I  had  the  honour  to  deliver : 
but  preaching  in  English  seemed 
comparatively    little  to   affect  the 
congregation:    a  slight  murmur  of 
approbation  might  be  occasionally 
lieard;  but  when   our  Welsh  bre- 
thren addressed  them   in  their  own 
language,  they  were  soon  heard  to 
litter    something,    which    sounded 
pn  my,ear  like  Well.'  WeU!  Well! 
lo  our  congregations  this  would  not 
be  acceptable,  but  there  it  seemed 
perfectly  famiUar." 

Mr.  Pritchard  then  mentioned 
having  succeeded  in  obtaining  a 
subscription  at  Trowbridge,  for  a 
school  in  Ireland.  He  gave  also  a 
pleasing  account  of  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  been  received  at 
Westbury,  and  also  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Welsh  and  his  friends  at  New- 
bury; and  concluded  by  earnestly 
recommending  united  prayei*  for  the 
influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Benjamin  Shaw,  Esq.  after  a  very 
animated  speech  in  favour  of  Ire- 
'     *  «-ead  from  a  pamplet,  just  pub- 


lished in  Dublin,  entitled,  «  A  Pro- 
posal  for  the  Advancement  of  Reli- 
gions Knowledge,  and  the  Refonna- 
tion  of  Morals,  addressed  to  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  Prelates,  Clergy,  and 
Laity  of  Ireland,  by  a  Roman  Ca- 
tholic Clergyman,"  the-  following 
extract : 

"This  mighty  reformation  [the 
conversion  of  the  Pagan  nations  in 
the  apostolic  age]  was  efiected  by 
the  word  of  God,  and  by  that  gitioe 
which  his  providence  has  ordained  as 
the  companion  and  reward  of  an 
humble  and  docile  attention  to  it. 
It  follows  hence,  that  a  proper  ac« 
quaintance  with  the  word  of  God  is 
indispensably  requisite  to  the  under- 
standing of  those  truths,  and  the  ful- 
filling of  those  duties,  on  which  ow^ 
temporal  and  eternal  happiness  de- 
pend. It  is  ther^ore  inoombent  on 
us  to  exert  ourselves  in  distributing 
this  bread,  whereby  man  iitetb,  to 
all  that  are  destitute  of  it;  for  if  we 
are  bound,  'according  to  otir  mean8> 
to  relieve  temporal  wants,  much 
more  are  we  bound  to  emleayour 
the  relief  of  spiritual  ones ;  since'  the 
souf,  that  so  much  excels,  and  is  so 
much  dearer  to  God  than  the  body, 
is  proportionably  the  greater  object 
of  charity.  The  ordinary  ways  of 
making  known  the  word  of  God  are 
those  of  reading  and  preaching. 
That  the  latter  is  an  excellent  and  rf* 
feetwd  method  of  imparting' rdigumi 
knbwUdge,  is  what  every  day's  ex* 
perience  teaches." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Upton  presented,  io 
an  affectionate  manner,  6/.  part  of  it 
from  a  collection  made  at  his  meet* 
ing,  and  part  from  an  annual  present 
he  t-eceived  from  a  friend. 

Several  speeches  followed,  which 
we  have  not  room  to  insert,  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Clauti^  Rev.  Mr. 
dies  of  Chatham,  Rev.  Dr.  Siemd- 
man.  Rev.  Mr.  Awards,  Rev.  Mr. 
Saffery,  Rev.  Mr.  Shirley,  Rev.  J. 
Ivimeyy  Rev.  JR.  Dames,  Mr.  Jona- 
than Dawson,  J.  Broadhy  WiUonj 
Esq.  and  W.  Burls,  Esq. 

The  meeting  then  concluded 
with  singing,  "  Praise  God  from 
whom  all  blessings  tlow,  &c.*'

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Thb'  Directors  of  the  above  Sodety 
have  issued  a  Circular  Letter,  dated 
Jane  30,  1830;  containing  intelligence 
df  the  most  pleasing  and  interesting  na- 
ture from  their  JMissionaries  la  the  Sonth 
Sea  Islands. 

At  Tahiti  (formerly  spelt  Otaheite,) 
the  king  Pomare  has  lately  erected  a 
large  and  very  long  building  at  Papaoa, 
in  the  district  of  Pare,  and  devoted  it  to 
the  meetings  of  the  Missionary  Society, 
which  was  formed  among  the  Tahitians 
last  year.  This  building  is  denominated 
The  Royal  Mission  Ckapei,  the  diniensions^ 
of  which  afre  as  follows : — it  is  712  feet 
long  by  54  wide.  The  ridge«poIe,  o^ 
middle,  is  supported  by  56  massy  pillars 
of  the  bread-fruit* tree.  The  ootside  posts 
ail  around  the  house  are  380.  It  has 
133  windows  of  sliding  shutters,  and  39 
doors ;  the  ends  are  of  a  semi-circular 
form.  There  are  three  square  pulpits, 
about  !S?60  feet  apart  from  each  other, 
and  the  extreme  ones  about  100  feet  from 
the'  ends  of  the  house.  It  is  filled  with 
forms,  except  an  area  before  each  pulpit, 
and  laid  with  dry  grass.  The  rafters  are 
covered  with  a  fine  kind  of  fringed  mat- 
ting, which  is*  bound  on  with  cords  of 
various  colours  in  a  very  neat  manner ; 
and  the  ends  of  the  matting  are  left 
hanging  down,  like  the  flags  in  St.  Paul's 
cathedral.  The  whole  building  it  sur- 
rounded with  a  very  strong  fence  of 
wood)  and  tHe  space  between  it  and  the 
building  is  filled  with  gravel. 

This  Cha|)el  was  opened  on  Tuesday, 
May  11,  1819.  The  king  and  queen, 
and  the  principal  people  attended ;  three 
of  the  Missionaries  preached  at  the  same 
time.  "  The  scene,"  say  they,  "  was 
ftriking  beyond  description ;  no  confu- 
sion ensued  from  three  speakers  preach- 
ing all  at  once  in  the  same  house,  they 
•being  at  such  a  great  distance  from  each 
other.  We  suppose  the  number  of 
bearers  to  have  been  between  five  and 
ibt  thousand.  Every  thing  exceeded 
our  most  sanguine  expectations.*' 

On  Wednesday,  the  13th,  the  Anni- 
veriary  of  the  Misnouary  Society  was 
lield*  On  this  occasbn  three  other  ser- 
Jiioas  were  preached,  and  the  Mission- 
aries say,  ''  We  retired  in  the  evening, 
-  praising  God^  and  eotreatii)|^  him  to  bless 


all  ovr  attempts  to  sptf  ad  his  gloryt  and 
promote  his  lioiiottr." 

The  next  day,  Tborsday,  a  most  in* 
terestiog  scene  took  plfce,  when  thott<r 
sands  of  persons  who  had  hitherto  lived 
as  uncivilised  barbarians,  without  law^ 
order,  or  decency,  assembled  to  hear  a 
code  of  laws  founded  upon  the  Bible, 
proclaimed  by  the  IMng*  "  About  noon," 
say  the  Missionariesr"  we  all  assembled 
in  the  centre  of  the  Royal  Mission  Char 
pel.    The  king  requested  brother  Crook 
(o  open  thcf  business  of  the  day.    Hd 
ascended  the  pulpit,  and  Pomare  follow- 
ed. After  singiog,  reading  the  scriptures, 
and  prayer,  the  king  stood  up,  and  looked 
upon  the  thousands  of  his  subjects  on 
his  right  and  bis  left.    Addressiag  him- 
self to  Tali,  the  pious  Chief  of  the  Soothr 
em  part  of  the  island,  he  tald.  *  Tati, 
what  is  your  desire?  what  can  I  do  for 
you  ?'    Tati,  who  sat  nearly  opposite  the 
pulpit,  arose  and  said,  '  Those  are  what 
we  want — the  papers  you  hold  in  your 
hand — the  laws ;  give  them  to  us,  that 
we  may  have  them  in  pur  hands,  that 
we  may  regard  them,,  and  do  what  is 
right'    The  king  then  addressed  him- 
self to  Utami,  the  good  chief  of  Teo< 
repaa,    and  in   an   afiPectionate  manner 
said,  '  Utami,  and  what  is  your  desire?' 
He  replied,  *  One  thing  only  is  desired 
by  us  all,  that  which  Tati  has  expressed 
— 'the  laws,  which   yoo  .hold   in   your 
hand.'    The  king  then  addressed  Arahu, 
the  chief  of  Aimao,  and  Veve,  the  chief 
of  Taiarabu,  nearly  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  they  replied  as  the  others  had 
done.    Pomare  then  proceeded   to  read 
and  comment  upon  the  laws  respecting 
murder,  theft,  trespass,  stolen  property, 
Jost  property,  sabbath-breaking,   rebel- 
lion, marriage,  adultery,  the  judges,  court- 
houses, &c.  in  eighteen  articles.    After 
reading  and  explaining  the  several  arti- 
cles, he  asked  the  chiefs  if  they   ap« 
proved  of  them  ?    They  replied  aloud, 
'  We  agree  to  them— we  heartily  agree 
to  them.'    The  king  then  addressed  the 
people,  and  desired  them,  if  they  ap- 
proved of  the  laws,  to  signify  the  same 
by  lifting  up  their  right  hands.    This 
was  unanimously  done,  with  a  remark- 
able rushing  noise,  owing  to  the  thou- 
sands of  arms  being  lifted  at  once.  When 
Pomare  came  to  the  article  on.  rebellion, 
stirring  up  war,  &c«  he  seemed  inclu^d 
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lo  pass  over  it,  but  after  a  wHIc  proceed- 
ed. At  the  conclusion  of  that  article, 
Tati  was  not  contented  with  signifjing 
his  approbation  in  the  uwal  way  only, 
but  standing  up,  he  called  in  a  spirited 
manner  to  all  his  people,  to  lift  op  their 
Iwads  again,  even  both  hands,  he  setting 
iht  9iUL&^\6,  vrWch  *•!  oowtmUy  foU 
lowed.  Thus  all  the  aJlkfcs  were  poaaed 
aftd  ilppt-cwed*  Brother  Heary  condttded 
the  meeting  Whh  •  short  addr«sa» prayer, 
ftnd  blessing.  This  interesting  soeoe 
ttay  be  better  conceited  than  described ; 
to  see  a  king  giving  laws  to  hb  people, 
%iflh  a  regard  to  the  a^thwityof  the 
word  of 'God,  anda  p«oplo  receiving  the 
same  with  such  aniwrial  sadsfactiooi 
was  a  subject  yery  a^ctittg  to  ua  ail." 

On  Friday,  the  NsiBeBS  rtf  «he  Mia* 
Sfenary  Society  w«»  attended  to.  Pp* 
mare  was  thanked  ••  fot  hU  ptinoely  con- 
duct,  as  President  of  this  Society,  and 
iot  his  royal  contribution;  and  that  ha 
be  requested  to  take  his  seat  as  Presi- 
d«m.**  &c.  flee.  "  Five  thousand  copies 
ef  an  address  to  the  Society,  written  by 
brother  Henry,  and  tteatly  printed  by 
brother  Botttne,  Were  given  to  the  varl- 
tta  Oovemofs  of  the  Society,  and  were 
leeeivcd  with  the  greatest  eagomess 
Imaginable.*' 

Oft  LordVday  th«  l6tb.  th«  congre^ 
gatlons  again  assembled  in  the  ChapH 
B&yaU  [not  the  Chapel*Royal.  ef  St. 
James's,  bm  of  Papaoa!]  to  attend  the 
baptism  of  the  king.  Nothing  is  said  of 
!IN)mare  on  this  occasion,  aa  to  bis  p«>blic^ 
iy  renouncing  idolatry,  *r  professing  his 
tepentance  towards  Uod,  and  Ikitti  fn 
vut  Lord  Jesus  Chrfst.  This  OfulssiBJi, 
'hoWeTcr,  is  In  wise  measure  wipplied 
by  the  Missionarlea  having  previously 
stated,  that  Potnare  had  "  expressed  an 
earnest  desire  for  baptisn,  engaging  to 
devote  himself  tt>  the  Lord,  and  to  p»t 
away  every  sin,  and  wvery  appeamnee 
vt  evil  ;•*  itmt  **  he  had  conferences  with 
Some  of  the  btethfen  upon  the  subjed, 
and  h&d  expressed  a  udeep  sense  of  his 
sinfulness  and  unworthliwas,  *a  'firm  de- 
pendence upon  the  blood  of  Christ 
lor  pardon,  and' an  emmest  desire  tu 
Join  himself  to  the.  Lord  In  bap- 
tisro.**  They  add,  «  At  it  appeared  to 
"be  the  Yoice  of  the  nation,  and  particd- 
larly  of  the  most  pioijs  chiefs,  and  as  his 
conduct  has  been  so  constant  in  teaching 
and  promoting  religion,  we  resolved  to 
baptize  him." 

It  will  be  observed,  that  these  ]^mis

Missionaries  considered  a  credible  pro* 
f«ssidn  of  repmtance  and  faith  an  essen- 
tial prcre^fdlsile  for  baptism  ;  and  that 
(his  could  not  be  dispensed  with,  though 
the  candidate  was  a  king.  In  the  pre- 
sence of  the  king,  and  between  four  and 
five  thousand  hearers,  three  of  the  Mis- 
airaaties  at  the  'aaita  time  pteiitted,  one 
Matt,  xxviii.  19 — ^20;  Sermons  being 
ended,  we  all  closed  around  the  king,  be 
being  seated,  on  the  occasion,  in  the  cen* 
tre,oear  the  middle  pulpit. BroiherBuoma 
began  with  giving  out  a  hymn,  which  was' 
sung  by  the  congregation*  Brother  Bick- 
nell  engaged  in  prayer,  which  being, 
enfledi  the  king  stood  up.  Brother 
Blcknell  stood  upon  the  steps  of  tlic. 
pulpit*  and  taking  the  water  from  the 
basui  held  by  brother  Henry,  poured  it 
on  his  head,  baptising  him  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost.f 
Pomare  was  observed  to  lift  his  eyes  to 
heaven,  and  move  his  lips  with  an  indis- 
tinct sound.  The  sight  wa^  very  moving, 
especially  to  our  elder  brethren,  who 
had  beeji  watching  over  hiui  for  so  many 
years.  Brother  ^cint^U  addressed  the 
Uug  with  firmness,  yet  not  wilbout  a 
degree  of  treafiour,  entreating  bim  to 
walk  worthy  of  his  high  profession  in  the 
conspicuous  station  he  holds  before  the 
eyes  of  men,  angeJs,  aiui  God  himselt 
Brother  Henry  addressed  the  people, 
pxhbrting  thf  ni  to  (oilow  the  example  of 
their  kiAg,  and  to.  give  themselves  up  te 
the  Lord.  Aaotjier  hymn  was  sung,  an^ 
brother  Wilson  concluded  the  whole  witli 
prayer.  Pomare  shook  Inuids  affcciioa^ 
ately  with  all  the  MIs&ionaries«  they  be^ 
ing  stationed,  by  his  own  desire,  at  his 
rijgbt  and  left  hand.  After  the  ceremony 
the  king  retired  to  hici  camp. 

The  brethren,  after  taking  a  repast» 
assembled  for  divine  worship  among 
tliemselves ;  brother  Piatt  conducted  tlie 
service,  and  preached  from  John  xiv.  15. 
UyelQ9d  me,  keep  my  comtnandmenti. 
Toward  evening  we  hekl  our  last  service 
with  the  natives  in  the  Mission  Chape).

«•  Waver,  one'  of  whom  we  have  a  TerV 
good  opinion*  whose  heart  we  hope  is 
changed,  said,  '  We  are  now  become  a 
Ifisstonary  Sodety*  end  we  are  to  give 
oar  property  that  the  word  of  Ood  may 
be  carried  to  all  lands ;  but  let  us  ask. 
Is  ft  in  oar  hearts?  Has  it  taken  root 
'  there  >  If  not,  how  can  we  compassion- 
ate others  ?  We  most  give  oor  property 
with  love  of  heart  to  those  who  are  sit- 
ting  in  the  shades  of  death. 
'  "Paamona,  whose  conduct  agrees  with 
hls'  profession,  said,  '  It  'woold  be  well 
if  ail  the  world  knew  the  word  of  God 
as  well  as  we  know  it— if  all  could  read 
it  as  we  read  it ;  if  all  oould  hear  it  every 
sabbath  as  we  bear  it ;  if  all  would  bow 
the  knee  to  Jesus— if  all  knew  him  as 
the  only  sacrifice  for  sifr-^then  there 
would  be  no  war.  We  are  to  give  our 
property,  that  other  lands  may  know 
the  true  God  and  hit  word,  that  they 
nay  have  teachers.

*•  Another  observed,  f  Friends,  there 
have  been  many  from  amongst  us  who 
have  been  pierced  with  balls;  let  us 
have  no  more  of  it ;  let  our  guns  be 
rotten  with  rust,  and  if  we  are  to  be 
piercdd,  let  ft  be  with  the  word  of  God.' 
—brother  Williams  then  arose,  and  after 
'some  recapitulatory  remarks,  expluned 
note  particularly  the  design  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  gave  many  reasons  why  they 
ought  to  collect  their  property.  He- 
urged  it  as  a  doty  they  owcSd  to  God, 
and  to  the  Missionary  Society  in  London. 
He  contrasted  the  blessings  they  now 
enjoy,  compared  whh  their  former 
wretched  mode  of  living,  and  then  re- 
ferred to  those  countries  where  men  and 
women  are  burned,  where  little  children 
are  given  to  feed  beasts,  and  where  old 
people  are  drowned ;  showing  at  th^ 
same  time  their  need  of  the  word  of  the 
tne  God.  He  concluded  with  incitements 
to  perseverance  and  indoitiy.  > 


I  w  Brother  llrelield  expressed  the  jcy 
I  of  hu  heart  in  witnessing  so  great  a 
number  assembled  for  so  good  a  purpose  ; 
and  after  several  appropriate  remarks, 
he  eaotloned^he  people  more  porticulariy 
against  the  idle  tales  of  worthless  sea- 
men. « Perhaps,'  said  be,  *  they  will 
tell  you  that  we  want  your  property  for 
ourselves;  but  you  uiow  better.  We 
have  never  yet  requested  your  property. 
For  all  we  have  received  of  you,  we 
have  gjiven  our  own  property.  We  have 
not  come  here  to  deceive  you.  Is  there 
any  one  here  who  has  been  iojored  by 
us  ?  Let  him  apeak  out.  Are  there  any 
here  present  wbo  have  lived  at  variance 
before  ?  Gratify  your  teachers,  by  bury- 
ing your  grievances,  and  live  in  peace. 
Lavo  each  other,  as  it  becomes  all  who 
regard  the  word  of  God.  Show  your 
wOlingnefls  to  do  so,  by  holding  up 
your  right  hand.'  This  was  instantly 
dotae* 

'*  Brother  Orsmond  then  proposed  that 
the  next  Missionary  Meeting  be  holdch 
in  May,  18M>  and  that  the  icings  and 
chiefs  be  requested  to  complete  oor  in- 
tended new  large  place  of  worship  by 
that  time.  To  tOs  Uiey  promptly  agreed, 
and  the  meeting  conduded.  A  lively 
interest  was  excited  in  the  minds  of  all, 
it  was  the  topic  of  conversation  for  weeks 
after ;  and  some  have  already  l>egnn  to 
collect  their  cocoa-nuts  for  the  annual 
contribution.  Our  spirits  are ,  revived, 
our  leal  invigorated,  and  our  determi- 
nation to  spend  and-be  spent  in  the  cao&e 
of  the  B«deemer  strengthened.  With 
prayers  and  ardent  wishes  for  the  peace

Wx  think  it  right  to  direct  the  atten- 
riott  of  our  Readers  to  a  Bill  intiodaced 
by  Mr.  Henry  Bsoughaffl  into  Parlia* 
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nenti  uk  ituameasure  pregiuint  with 
danger  to  tbe  Protestant  Dissenters ;  and 
siioald  it  nnbcppily  be  passed  into  a  law, 
will  be  psoduccive  of  more  ntorj«  and 
iniore  immoraUty,  tluin  any  Act  of  Par- 
lianieot  has  dpne  since  the  period  of  the 
famous  Sehum^BiU,  (to  which  it  is  closely 
assimilatedt)  passed  in  the  last  year  of 
QoeenAnne. 

Mr.  Broagham's object  u»  that  a  school- 
honse  shall  be  erected  in  every  parish, 
tiie  eipenses  of  which«  according  to  his 
own  estimate,  will  amount  to  five  cr  star 
ftmidred  thwiemd  ffoundt  t  By  no  means 
thisatriAing  object  for  parishes  when 
•0  much  poverty  and  distress  prevail  in 
the  country  I  But  in  addition  to  this, 
will  be  the  permanent  charge  of  sup- 
porting the  sdiool-masters«  &c.  &c. 

These,  howevert  are  but  inferior  con- 
siderations. It  is  the  great  feature  of 
tbe  Bill  of  which  we  most  seriously  com- 
plain»  that  vhich  throws  an  overwhelm*. 
iog  weight  of  power  and  |»atronage  into 
the  handa  of  the  .established  clergy 
dios  increasing  their  ability  to  p«ple< 
and  harass  the  Protestant  Dissegr 
tan;  and  which*  if  it  be  not  preventeur 
will  be  a  soiitce  of  incalculable  distress 
to  many  of  our  congregations  in  Eng- 
land* and  especially  in  Wales! 

From  tbe  report  of  Mr*  Broagbam's 
Speech*  published  in   the  "  Tiroes**   of 
June  29*   1820,  we  learn  that  Mr.  B. 
requested  the  House    to   observe  how 
he  had  united  and  knitted  the  system 
with  the  Protestant  establiihment.    Tbe 
senior  parish  o£Bicers  were  to  read  the 
certificates*  [of  the  candidates  for  the 
office  of  school-master — which  are  to  be 
granted  by  the  Parson  of  the  ParisI^— 
and  to  certify  that  the  candidate  is  a 
churchman,]  and  to  declare  by  letter  to 
the  resident  Parson*,  on  whom  tbe  choice 
of  the  meeting  had  fallen^    He  doubt- 
less here  would  have  the  church  with 
him*    but  he  feared  that  the  sectaries 
would  be  against  him.    Their  argument 
was*  "  You  are  making  this  a  new  sys- 
tem of  tithe.    You  are  placing  a  second 
parson  in  each  parish,  whom  we  must  pay, 
though  we  'cannot  conscientiously  attend 
to  his  instructions.    He  bowed  to  this 
position." 

As  to  the  mode  of  religious  instruc- 
tion in  these  schools,  Mr.  B.  proposes, 
that  the  Bible  shall  be  ased*  and  no  other 
book  without  the  consent  of  tbe  Parson; 
that  the  ditldren  shall  be  taken  by  tbe 
master  t<r  the  Parish  Church*  except 
the  children  of  those  Dissenters  who 
shall  refuse  ;  that  the  chnrcli*catechism 
shall  be  taught  to  the  children  in  the 
evening*  with  the  before-named  excep- 


Ipve  and  respect  religicios  worship*  "  Let 
them  go  to  church  in  the  morning*  and 
let  their  afterneen  he  devoted  to  that  tano-' 
cent  platf  which  ii  mott  ceng^nial  to  their 
age !  I  With  respect  to  the  children  of 
Dissenters  going  to  their  own  churches' 
and  chapels  it  is  nothing  more  than 
just  and  proper.  Of  course  no  con- 
scientious Dissenter  will  allow  his 
children  to  go  to  a  Protestant  church* 
more  than  a  Protestant  will  suffer 
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tlon ;  and  in  order  for  the  children  to 


his  children  to  attend  the  service  of  the 
church  of  Rome)!" 

Those  who  know  how  very  easy  it  will 
be  for  tbe  regulation  of  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment to  be  violated*  by  those  whose  incli<* 
nations  will  lead  them  to  do  so ;  espe- 
cially when  the  paruh  elerh  is  the 
school-master,  and  the  poriih  ponon  the 
sole  judge  in  any  matter  of  abuse,  will 
calculate  upon  the  manner  jn  which  Pro- 
testant Dissenters  are  likely  to  be  treated 
if  they  should  happen  to  have  cause  for 
oomplaiht  f 

It  is  a  hard  case  for  Dissenters  to  be 
represented,  if  they  should  act  con- 
scientiously, as  having  an  equal  abhor- 
rence to  the  Church  of  England,  as  Pro- 
testants have  to  the  church  of  Rome ; 
ami -if  they  should  not  act  conscien- 
tiously* and  permit  them  to  go  to  Church 
and  learn  the  Catechism,  that  they  will 
then  be  considered  as  not  ]Mssenters> 
but  *«  Nothifigarbns*"  or  "  AnytMng- 
arians." 

We  fee!  penuaded  that  a  Bill  which 
breathes  the  immoral  s^Mrit  of  the  *•  Bill 
of  Spbrts  ;*'  and  of  the  >  exclunve  spirit 
of  "  An  Act  to  prevent  tlio  growth  of 
Schism ;"  wilf  rouse  the  feelings  of  Pro- 
testaot  Dissenters  to  oppose  it  by  every 
means  in  their  power.    This  we  know  is 
the  resolution  of  the  "  Protestant  Dis* 
senting  Ministers  of  the  three  Denomi- 
nations in  and  about  the  Cities  of  Lon- 
don and  Westmmster,"  and  also  other 
bodies  of  Dissenters.     We  understand 
that  it  will  not  be  attempted  to  pass  this 
Bill  during  the  present  Session  of  Par- 
liament, and  we  hope  therefore,  suffi- 
cient time  will  be  found  for  every  con- 
gregation of   Protestant  Dissenters    in 
England  and  Wales*  to  pTejiareandpre-' 
sent  petitions   to  both  Houses  of  Par- 
liament* and  if  necessary  to  tbe  King ; 
ptaving  that  a  Bill  so  unjust  in  its  prin- 
ciple, and  so  vexatious  in-tts  enactments* 
may  not  become  the  law  of  the  land. 

We  'conclude  by  exhorting  our  Rea- 
ders to  make  constant  supplications  to  the 
Ood  of  all  Grnce,  thai  be  will  intir- 
pose  by  his  providence,  and  prevent  a 
measure  which  in  our  opinion  will  bo 
very  injurious  to  the  interests  of  reli- 
gion and  morality.

It  has  been  considered  tbab 
in  many  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
ytfhett  the  distai^ce  of  our  friends 
from  f^ch  other  is  such,  as  to 
prevent  their  acting  together  as 
lin  Auxiliary  Society,  or  where 
|nstitntiopS  of  this  kind  already 
<e^ist  in  part,  \t  would  be  very 
tdesirable  to  adopt  some  plan,  6y 
Which  the  Mission  may  become 
piore  fully  known>  and  tbe  xeal 


and  affection  of  those  Christian 
friends  already  engaged  in  it,  be 
diffused  all  around  them.  With 
this  yiew,  it  has  been  thought 
that  Missionary  Unions  might  be 
formed,  something  on  the  plan  of 
the  Sunday  School  Unions,  which 
would  accomplish  this  desirable 
end, .without  interfering,  in  the 
slightest  degree,  with  the  plans 
and  operations  of  Societies  al* 
ready  formed  ;  and  which  wovid, 
at  the  same  time,  tend  to  provide 
for  Annual  Collections  amongst 
those  Churches,  in  the  District 
where  AuxiKary  Societies  are  not 
yet  established.  With  this  view, 
the  following  Jtesolutions  l^ave 
been  framed,  which  are  now  rei- 
spectfiilly  submitted  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  friends  of  the  Mission. 


Resolutions  recommended  for 
adoption  at  Meeting's  assem- 
bled for  the  Formation  of  Bap- 
tist Missionary  Unions,  in  a 
County  or  District.

cie^S,  Ladies*  Committees,  and  Juvenile 
Associations,  wherever  it  may  he  found 
practicable — to  superintend  and  arrange, 
(in  conjunction,  if  necessary,  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society,)  respect- 
ing annual  collections  to  be  made  among 
those  churches  in  the  district  jwh^re  Auxi- 
liary pieties  are  not  yet  fofmed  —  to 
promote  tbe  observance  of  Monthly  Mis« 
sionary  Prayer  Meetings ' — ^^and  to  dif- 
fuse, as  much  as  possible.  Missionary  in- 
telligence and  seal  throughout  the  district.

SERAMPORE. 


A  svcOBSSioH  of  afflictive  Provi- 
.dcnces  has  had  the  effect  of  affording  us 
.opportunities  of  personal  communication 
with  several  of  our  Missionary  friends 
from  this  station,  of  late.  After  our  June 
K umber  had  been  prepared  for  the  press, 
jDur  widowed  sister  Randall,  of  whose  af> 
fecting  bereavement  some  accounts  were 
given  in  the  Heralds  for  March  and  May, 
reached  her  native  shores  in  safety,  ac- 
companied by  her  only  child ;  and  on 
the  31st  of  May,  arrived,  in  the  Hon. 
Company's  ship  Camatic,  our  oldest  fe- 
male Missionary,  Mrs.  Marshman,  after 
an  absence  of  something  more  than  twenty- 
one  years.  Nearly  the  whole  of  this  pe- 
riod having  been  occupied  in  the  labori- 
ous duties  connected  with  the  superin- 
tendence of  a  large  school,  the  health  of 
iHist  M.  has  become  so  much  impaired^ 


as  to  render  a  voyage  to  Europe  abso- 
lutely necessary.  She  has  brought  with 
her  the  younger  part  of  her  family — ^twa 
daughters  and  a  son — who  will  probably 
remain  in  Bngland  for  a  time  after  their 
mother's  return*  It  may  be  proper  to  re- 
mark, that  the  whole  expense  of  theae 
voyages  is  borne  by  our  Seiampore  bre- 
thren. 

^  It  will  g^lify  the  friends  of  the  So- 
^ty  to  learn,  that,  at  the  period  of  Mrs. 
M.'s  departure  from  Bengal — the  latter 
end  of  January — both  Dr.  Marshman-and 
Dr.  Carey  were  in  good  health ;  and,  it 
is  almost  superfluous  to  add,  diligently 
occupied  in  their  important  labours.  Tbe 
prtntM^  of  the  Chinese  Bible  isapproacl^ 
ing  to  a  termination  ;  several  additionat 
portions  of  this  great  work  have  been  fyr* 
warded  by  the  Camatic.  Thirty-seven 
pupils  havse  entered  the  College*  and  am 
examination  has  taken  place,  in  which  it 
appeared  that  the  students  had  made  con* 
iidevable  proficiency.  We  ei^pect  that 
the  Report  of  this  first  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  CoUege,  will  soon  be  circulated  amoqg 
th*  sttbacnbei's.

ExtracU  from  Mr,  Adam*i  Jownud  coih 
eluded* 

July  5.  —  The  interest  at  Boronagor 
still  continues  considerable;  we  had  ^ 
large  congregation  yesterday  morning,  al- 
though they  were  rather  wanting  in  Se« 
riousness,  which  was  occasioned^  by  the 
levity  of  some  young  men  who  [infected 
the  rest.  Amongst  all  the  kinds  of  reli- 
gion with  their  various  divisions  and  snb« 
divisions,  idolatry  is,  I  believe,  that  which 
is  most  fitted  for  thoughtltts  ineoruiderate 
man.  There  are  many  forms  that  false 
religion  assumes,  that  will  not  permit  a 
man  to  live  in  a  complete  want  of  men* 
tal  exertion.  Covetousuess  is  one  species 
of  idolatry,  yet  the  miser  has  his  mind 
occupied  v^th  a  great  degree  of  intense- 
ness  upon  his  darling  money.  But  he  is 
the  finished  idolater,  in  whose  mind  one 
serious  thought  cannot  claim  a  resting- 
place,  and  this  alas!  is  the  point  of  per- 
fection at  which  almost  everyrHindoo  has 
arrived.  Ilence  an  important  advantage 
will  be  gained,  when  serious  inquiry  is  at 
all  generillly  excited.

'Those  who  of* 
fenti  are  tlirj^atene^*  Jjeateh,  and  if  at 
last  tbejr  prove  refracfory,  they  ard  ex- 
cdinmailicattfff.  Poor  ereatur-esj  they 
have  ffetd  themselves  from  the  tyranny  of 
bcamounsy  and  thrown  away  the  chain  of 
the  6a8t,  only.

On 
the  contrary,  every  day  tiie  Lord  ap- 
pears enlarging  my  borders,  and  in- 
crieasing  my  expectatioui  with  hopes  of 
an  abuiMant  harvest.  Pray  for  me,  my 
bVother,  that  my  ideas  of  the  divine 
blessing  may  be  realised,  and  that  I  may 
hiive  alt  that  wisdom,  keah  spirituality, 
and  purity,  which  are  iiiecessary  to  make 
me  a  ^itbful  messenger  of  Ood* 

1  should  have  answered  your  Idtcr  the 
day  it  arrived,  hiit  I  have  been  out  for  a 
short  time  upon  a  miseionarv-  ind  bap- 
tizing trip,  and  am  only  (m^  morning 
retunied.  1  believe  you  are  aHvare,  that 
at  jbaudpore^  about  eight  coss  from  Ber- 
hampore,  brother  Wyrn[)a]ss,  a  steady 
pious  man  who  has  been  baptized  many 
yearSft  resides,  and  ^so  Mr.  H.  an  in- 
<^go  planter.  Mr.  fi.  I  helieve  you 
have  before  heard  of.  I  have  likewise 
been  informed  miichtabout  him  since  my 
residence  here.  I'here  has  also  beeti  a 
native  with  me  for  some  time  from  this 
t^ace,  and  ICureem  has  been  down  tb 
Daudpore  several  times.  Letters  have 
also  passed  between  IVtf.  T).  and  mysellf 
respecting  h^s  religious  feelings ;  and  last 
week  I  was  earnestly  requested  to  visit 
Mr.  H.  as  there  was  evidently  a  work  of 
Cod  going  on  In  both  families,  t  went 
down,  and  never  do  1  think  I  enjoyed 
three  days  of  such  continued  devotional 
eaetcisos  before^  It  was  a  Bethel  to  my 
•ouJ«  Our  hearts  were  fuU-<^we  bad  no 
time  to  think  of  the  world  er  its  con- 
cerns; hut  only  of  what  JesQfi  had  done 
and  suffered  on  our  behalf.  And  after 
brother  Wynpass  and  n^self  had  exa- 


mined attentively  tiw  ciitumstances  of 
all  the  candldates^ibf  baptism,  and  wer« 
agreed  in  Itniiaient  coTiceriiing  tMr ' 
spirituality  of  mind,  and  their  de|ieft. 
dance  ^  alone  upon  Jesus  for  salvation* 
I  baptized  Mr.  H.,  Mrs.  Wympass  (tlra 
wife  of  brother  Wvmpdss,)  Hurrynaut, 
a  Brahmun,  and  Bunor,  a  Mussulman ; 
and  on  Thursday  evening  administered 
the  ordinance  to  them.  Our  brother  iJ» 
has  been  brought  through  a  dark  and  in- 
tricaie  way,  but  our  covenant  Father 
has  led  hitai  borne  at  last ;  and  1*  attri- 
bute bdth  hia  change'  and  that  of  Mrs. 
Wympass,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the 
steUdy,  mild,  Christ-likd  conduct  of  our 
brother  Wympass.  1  think  if  ev^r  t 
saw  the  clear  indications  of  the  work  of 
the  spirit,  it  is  to  be  seen  in  brother  H.  j 
and  i  have  little  doubt  he  will  be  of 
great  assistance  to  me;  for  his  cipcnm* 
-stances  aregood,  his  educatioa  superior* 
and  his  ^  acquaintance  with  Scriptura 
very  constderahle.  You  would  be  con» 
ferring  a  very  great  favour  on  me*  and 
it  wohld  be  gratifying  to  him»  if  you 
would,  from  the  rauhiplidty  ofypur  en- 
gagements, write  a  line  to  hira,,andirt. 
form  him  of  your  joy  in  hearing  of  kis 
being  on  the  Lofd's  side. 

I  feel  fuUy  persuaded,  my  dear  bro» 
ther,  that  this  is  only  the  first  fruits  af 
ray  Taboun  here,  and  that  if  the  Lord 
should  4pare  my  life,  many  more  will  en- 
rol themselves  under  the  standard  of  the 
cross.  1  expect  some  to  come  forward 
shortly  at  Berhampore ;  and  I  have  six 
native^  now  near  me  who  have  expressed 
their  earnest  wkh  to  seek  the  way  of 
salvation,  and  of  some  of  them  my  hopes 
are  .great.  If  we  labour  for  God  aod 
have  a  sin^eness  of  eye  for  his  gloiy, 
we  shall  no  doubt  be  blessed  in  our  mi- 
nistry. Brother  Carey  remarked  to  ne, 
when  at  Seratiipore,  that  in  whatever 
place  we  kbour  we  shall  £nd  a  few 
whom  the  Lord  has  already  oKpaied  Ca 
receive  the  word  in  the  truth  of  it,  af. 
thoiigh  an  extraordinary  success  m^  not 
attend  our  labours:  and  this  remark  I 
have  found  fully  verified  in  my  experi'enoe. 

The  society  and  schools  go  on  as  well 
as  can  be  expected.  I  of  course  meet 
with  some  diihouUy  in  establishing 
schaots  io  a  proper  manner ;  but  perse^ 
verance  and  the  divine  blessing  wiU  es- 
able  me  to  overcome  every  oppositioa. 

1  enjoy  a  good  state  of  health,  and  I 
hope  this  is  the  case  with  every  member  of 
the  family  at  S.aod  that  the  work  of  God 
isabaadakitly  prospering  in  your  hinds.

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Tttfact  iff  a  Letter  from  Mr,  Bxnoe  to 
Mr.  Saffery,  dnted  Digah,  Oct.  1819. 
Mrs.  Rowe  has  reraoved  her  school, 
SHd  now  rents  a  place  in  a  populouspart 
of  Dinapore,  wliere  she  has  t^  most 
Nourishing  Native  School  foT  lioys  that 
me  have.  She  has  bojrs  brought  to  our 
Bungalow  every  Wednesday,  to  undergo 
an  examination ;  and  it  is  most  encou- 
raging to  sec  what  rapid  progress  they 
make.  On  these  occasions,  the  greatest 
proficients  in  each' class  obtain  chintz 
caps,  as  rewards;  and  these  fine  caps 
prove  a  powerful  stimulus:  such  return 
liome  with  a  great  deal  of  glee.  Her  fe- 
male department  is  reduced  to  one  native 
woman,  who  comes  daily  to  her,  to  learn 
to  read,  and  to  work  with  her  needle.  She 
intends  letting  things  remain  in  their  pre- 
lent  state,  till  we  see  what  is  likely  to  be  ' 
done  in  our  neighbourhood  rebpecliiig 
Native  Schools.  Should  there  be  a  pros- 
pect  of  getting  a  regular  supply  of  pecu- 
niary aid,  I  hope  she  will  be  able  to  set 
up  a  Female  School,  that  shall  prove  a 
blessing  to  many  around  us.  She  has  bitely 
written  a  Hindoosthanee  spelling  book,  on 
the  plan  of  Murray's.  The  master  and 
boys  of  her  Native  School  are  much 
pleased  with  it,  and  1  intend  getting  it 
printed,  if  I  can.  I  am  much  pleased 
with  a  Native  School  we  have  near 
Bankipore.  The  Zemindar  (land -holder) 
refuses  to  accept  any  thing  for  -school- 
rent,  and  he  and  his  family  are  very  de- 
sirous of  being  instructed.  Some  of  the 
boys  frequently  come  to  Digah  to  see 
me,  though  they  live  about  four  miles  off. 
1  fear  I  shall  not  be  able  to  set  up  a 
school  on  the  other  side  the  Ganges  this 
cold  season,  as  I  intended ;  my  funds 
will  not  admit  of  my  doing  it. 

Mrs.  Rowe  has  Irtely  received  an  in- 
teresting letter  from  sister  Judson,  dated 
July  3.  I  will  give  you  an  extract.  •«  Our 
prospects  begin  tQ  look  a  little  brighter 
than  formerly  in  tins  Mission.  Mr.  Jud- 
ion  preaches  puj>licly  in  a 'building, 
erected  im  one  of  the  most  public  roads. 
He  spends  alt  his  time  there,  from  morn- 
ing till  mght,in  t^lkhig  and  preaching  to 
%\i  who  call.  Last  Sabbath  was  a  pecu- 
Hady  interesting  c|ay  lo  us.  The  first 
Burroan  in  all  this  great  empire  was  bap- 
tized, in  the  presence  of  many  of  his 
countrymen,  who  spemed  to  wonder  at 
the  strtuigeneu  of  the  ordinance.  He  has 
given  good  evidence  of  having  been  re- 
newed, and  is  a  great  comfort  to  us  in 
this  gloomy  count rv.  We.,  confidently 
t^ope  that  6thets  will  follow  his  example 
4)ortlv;  and  that  the  religion  of  Christ 
will  take  deep  root  here,  ana  that  nothing 


wUl  be  able  to  destroy  it.  The  old  king 
died  last  month,  and  his  eldest  graAdsotf 
is  now  peaceably  seated  on  the  throhe. 
Two  or  three  of  bift  uncles  rebelled,  and  ' 
were  put  to  death,  together  with  their 
families  and  adherents.  The  yoang  king, 
is  said  to  be  amiable  ^and  enterprising. 

0  that  his  heart  may  be  prepared  to  re- 
ceive the  gospel  on  his  first  bearing  it 
preached.*  Mf.  Jodson  intended  going 
to  Ava  some  time  in  the  presnt  year, 
before  he  heard  of  the  king*s  death  \  but 
we  hardly  know  what  to  do  now,  as  the 
mind  of  the  young  king  is  to  entirely  og« 
cupied  with  state  affairs.  We  mast  wait 
flie  openings  of  Providence,  and  we  shall, 

1  have  no'doaSt,  be  directed.'* 

Sisiet  W.  is  safely  arrived  at  Agra» 
and  intends  doing  all  in  her  power  to 
promote  Native  School^.  One  of  our 
native  brethren  went  up  ^ith.ber.  She  - 
writes,  that  on  their  way  up,  thousands 
of  t6e  natives  listened  to  lum  with  the 
greatest  attention,  and  that  he  distributed 
many  books. 


SUMATRA. 


Letters  have  been  received  from  our 
brethren  Evans  and  Burton,  which  an- 
nounce their  safe  arrival  at  St.  Helena, 
after  a  pleasant  passage,  on  the  7th  of 
March.  They  speak  in  high  terms  of 
the  kind  and  respectful  attention  which 
they  ^had  received  from  the  captain  and 
officers  of  the  London  ;  and  of  the  Chris- 
tian hospitality  which  they  had  expe- 
rienced from  the  Rey.  B.  J.  Vernon, 
junior  Chaplain  of  the  island,  his  lady« 
and  other  pious  friends.  It  was  expected 
that  the  ship  would  remain  at  St:  Helena  * 
for  some  weeks;  and  indeed  it  appears  to 
have  been  somewhat  providential  that 
they  had  to  touch  at  this  intermediate 
port,  for'oniixamining  th6  ship's  timbers, 
it  was  discovered  that' they  were  infected 
with  the  dry  rot — ft  circumstance  which 
might  have  rendered  the  latter  part  of 
their  voyage  dangerous.  Mrs.  Burton 
uid  Mrs.  Evans  had  both  been  much  in- 
disposed, but  had' derived  considerable 
benefit  from  being  on  shore.  The  Carna- 
lic  putting  in  here  on  her  way  to  Europe, 
our  young  friends  were  unexpectedly 
gratified  by  seeing  Mrs.  Marshman  and 
her  family. — We  hope  to  insert  extracts 
from  their  correspondence  in  ot>r  next.

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XHE  celebrated  John  Howard, 
frequently  called  the  Philanthro- 
pist, wa9  born,'  about  1727>  at 
Clapton,  ne$ar  Hackney,  whither 
his  father  had  a  short  time  before 
removed  firom  Enfield,  to  which 
place  he  had  retired  horn  his  bu- 
siness of  an  upUc^sterer  and  car- 
pet waorehouseitian,  which  he  had 
carried  on  in  Jf^oog-hn^^  Smit^^ 
field,  and  by  which  he  had  .9^, 
quired  a  considerable  fortune.  . 
.  Tbe  house  in  which  the  sabject 
«f  this  Mfanoir  was  bprni ;  is  de- 
scribed in  a  sketdl)  of  hi$,;life^ 
m^ritten  some  years  sinc^,  as  •  bi^ 
own  frelhoj^,  and^  a$  a  :yjenerable 
maQsioOf  sUi^te^d  9>9jtlie  western 
side  of  the  street.  It  ifi  now  much 
decayed,. and  has  lately. ileen  4i3- 
figured^         .       -     .... 

The  church  to  which,  he  was 
first  unitedi  was  oftbejudepen* 
de^tdeqominati^iM^atStfkie  Niew^ 
ington,  tbea  under  tl^s.,  pastoral 
.tcare  of  th,e  {Uv<  Micaiah  Townsr 
end.  Of  thisfcburcli  bf  was  ad- 
mitted, a  ^)[e^|b.er,  but  at  what 
precisje  period  of  bis  life  we  have 
not  been  able  to  ascertain,  th^ 
earlier  records  of  the  proceedings 
.of  the  church  stiU  flourishing 
there  (if  any  such  were  at  that 
time  kept)  haying  been,  either 
mislaid  or  destroyed;  and  not- 
withstanding hid  subsequent  resi-

dence  in  distant  parts  of  the 
country,  he  seems  never  to  have 
dissolved  the  connexion. 

His  medical  attendants  think- 
ipg  his^  constitution  disposed  to 
be  consumptive,  put  him  on  a 
ivery  rigorous  dietetic  regimen, 
which  is  said,  by  one  of  his  bio- 
'  graphers,  to  have  *'  laid  the  foun"- 
dation  of  tha^  extraordinary  ab* 
stemiousness,  and  indiffej^ence  to 
^be  gratific^tiopa  of  the  p.alate» 
which  ever  after  so,  much  distin* 
ginshed  him."  But  notwithstand* 
ing  these  precautions,  he  was  at- 
tacked with  ^  severe  fit  of  iUness 
,  in  the  house  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Laid* 
aire,  a  widow  lady  of  small  inde« 
pendent  property*  residing  in 
Church^street,  Newington, .  to 
whose  apartments  be  had  re- 
moved,  in  consequence  of  not 
meeting  with  the  attention  he 
ithpugbt  he  had  a  right  to  expect^ 
from  the  person  beneath  whose 
rdof  he.had  taken  up  his  abode 
as  a  lodger,  on  his  first  coming 
to  live  in  this  village.  He  expe* 
rienced,  on ,  the  part  of  his  land^ 
lady,  so  many  marks  of  kind  at*> 
tentiou  .during  bis  siekqess,  that 
upon  his  uecovery  hewas  induced, 
by  a  grateful  reqollectioa.of  her 
kindness,  contrastc^d  wkbi  tbe 
utter  want  of  it  in  his  former  re^ 
sidence,  to  make  her  an  offer  of 
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his  hand  in  marriage^  though  she 
was  twice  his  age,  extremely 
sickly,  and  very  much  his  inferior 
in  point  of  fortune.  Against  this 
unexpected  proposal  the  lady 
made  many  remonstrances,  prin- 
cipally upon  the  ground  of  the 
great  disparity  in  their  ages;  but 
Mr.  Howard  being  firm  to  his 
purpose,  the  union  took  place, 
it  is  believed  in  the  year  1752i 
he  being  then  in  about  the  twenty- 
fifth  year  of  hisage,  and  bis  bride 
in  her  fifty-second. 

Upon  this  occasion  he  behaved 
with  a  liberality  which  seems  to 
have  been  inherent  in  his  nature, 
by  Settling  the  whole  of  his  wife's 
little  independence  upon  her  sis- 
ter. Her  husband,  whilst  she 
lived,  uniformly  expressed  him- 
self happy  in  the  choice  he  had 
made;  and  when,  between  two 
and  three  years  after  their  mar- 
riage, the  connexion  was  dissolved 
by  her  death,  he  was  a  sincere 
mourner  for  the  loss  he  had  sus- 
tained in  her  removal. 

The  country  he  intended  first 
to  visit  was  Portugal,  then  ren- 
dered particularly  interesting  by 
the  situation  of  its  capital,  whith 
had  been  lately  visited  by  a  tre- 
roendoiis  earthquake,  that  had 
shaken  it  to  its  very  foundations, 
and  a  great  part  of  which,  with 
Ihouiibnds  of  its  unfortunate  in- 
habitants, had  been  swallowed  np 
by  the  earth.  It  was  to  this  stib- 
lime,  but  melancholy  spectacle, 


taken  in  a  packet,  in  the  castle  of 
that  place.  Here  his  sufferings 
were  but  little,  if  at  all,  diminiah* 
ed ;  for  after  being  cast  with  the 
crew,  and  the  rest  of  the  passen- 
gers, into  a  filthy  dungeon,  and 
there  kept  a  fonsideraUe  time 
without  nourishment,  a  joint  of 
mutton  was  at  length  thrown  into 
the  midst  of  them,  which,  for 
wapt  o.f  the  accommodatSoo  of  so 
much  as  a  solitary  knife,  they 
were  obliged  to  tear  to  pieces, 
and  gnaw  like  dogs.  In  this  dun- 
geon he  and  his  companions  in 
misfortune  continued  nearly  a 
week,  having  been  compelled 
to  lie  for  six  nights  upon  the 
floor  of  their  miserable  dungeon, 
with  nothing  but  straw  to 
shelter  them  from  •its  noxioas 
damps. 

Whilst  at  Carpaix  he  corre- 
sponded with  the  English  prison- 
ers  at  Brest,  Morlaix,  and  Din- 
nam,  and  had  sufficient  evidence 
of  their  being  treated  with  auch 
barbarity,  that  many  hundreds 
had  perished,  and  thirty-six  were 
buried  in  a  hole  at  Dinnam  in  one 
day.  His  hnnwiity  being  excited 
by  this  affecting  statement  of  the 
wretched  situation  of  so  juany  of 
his  gallant  countrymen,  to  much 
of  whose  cruel  treatment  he  bad 
himself  b^en  an  eye-witnessj  and 
evtn  shkr^d  in  its  horrors,  he  lost 
no  time  in  making  so  strong  a  re- 
presentation upon  the  subject  to 
the  Commissioners  bf  Siek  and

ingly  took  his  passage  iu  a  Lisbon 
packet,  called  the  Hanover, 
which  had  the  misfortune  to  be 
captured  on  its  Voyage  by  a 
French  privafeey.  His  captors 
treated  him  with  great  cruelty ; 
for  tifter  having  been  kept  forty 
hours  v4thout  food  or  water,  he 
was  danied'  into  Brest,  and  con- 
fined, vn\h  the  other  prisoners

only  gavebiin  their  tbanUs  for  fais 
information,  but  took  such  imme- 
diate and  effectual  measures  for 
getting  the  injury  redressed,  that 
he  bad  soon  the  Satisfaction  of 
learning,  that  the  prisoners  at 
war  confined  in  the  three  prisons 
to  which  he  had  niore  particular- 
ly directed  their  attention,  iwere 
s^nt  home  iii  th<&  first  cartel  sbips 
tibat  aitived;in  England,   bting 
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entrrely  indebted  Tor  their  deli- 
verance from  their  accumulated 
dnfferings  to  his  benevolent  and 
timely  interferencie  on  their  be- 
half.' It  is  to  this  event  that  Mr. 
H .  himself  refers  the  lirst  excite- 
ment of  that  attention  to  the  dis- 
tressed situation  of  those  of  his 
fellow -creatures,  who  were  sick 
and  in  prison,  with  no  one  to  visit 
or  relieve  them,  which  afterwards 
80  fully  occupied  the  greater  part 
of  sixteen  years  of  his  useful,  but 
most  laborious  life.-  It  was  some 
time,  however,  before  the  impres- 
sion thus  made  upon  his  mind 
by  the  barbarity  with  which  be 
himself  had  been  treated,  or  by 
the  still  greater  hardships  which 
be  had  seen  some  of  his  country- 
men undergo,  coupled  with  the 
witnessing  of  other  scenes  of  a 
somewhat  similar  nature,  had  the 
effect  of  inducing  him  to  devote 
all  the  most  active  energies  ol^his 
being  to  the  devising  and  carry- 
ing into  execution  his  benevolent 
plans  for  the  relief  of  persons 
tinder  similar  circumstances  of 
aggravated  distress. ' 

But  we  must  n^  return  to  the 
contemplation  of  JM^.H.'s  charac- 
ter in  0ke  domestic  relations  of 
life.  He  had  not  been  many 
years  in  his  native  country  after 
the  hardships  he  had  experienced 
abroad,  before  he  formed  a  con- 
nexion, which  Was  at  6nce  the 
immediate  source  of  some  of  the 
sweetest,  and,  in  its  consequences, 
tan  occasion  of  some  of  the  bitter- 
est moments  of  his  existence. 
This  was  his  second  marriage, 
oH  the  25th  of  April,  1758,  with 
Miss  Henrijll^  Leeds,  eldest 
daughter  of  Edward  Leeds,  Esq, 
of  Croxtou,  in  Cambridgeshire, 
one  of  his  Majesty's  Serjeants  at 
law,  and  father  to  the  late  Edward 
Leeds,  Esq.  a  master  in  chancery, 
and  member  in  parliament  for  the 
borough  of  Ryegate,  and  Joseph 


Leeds,  Esq.  who  died  some  years 
since  at  his  house  at  Croydon, 
where  he  had  long  resided,  like 
his  elder  brother,  in  what  it  is 
presumed  he  considered  a  state 
of  single  blessedness.  This  al- 
liance was  in  every  respect  a  suit- 
able one.  The  lady  to  whom  he 
now  became  united,  possessed, 
in  no  ordinary  degree,  all  the 
softer  virtues  of  her  sex  ;  and  as 
far  as  we  can  judge  from  the  mi- 
niature formerly  in  the  possession 
of  her  husband,  and  now  in  that 
of  her  female  attendant,  she  was 
by  no  means  deficient  in  personal 
attractions. 

Though  educated  iii  a  manner 
suited  to  her  father's  fortune  and 
professional  rank  in  life,  she  seems 
not  to  have  imbibed  any  of  that 
love  of  dress,  but  too  common 
with  females  in  her  situation.  As 
a  proof  of  this  it  appears,  that 
soon  after  her  marriage  she  sold 
some  jewels  she  had  no  longei^ 
any  inclination  to  wear,  and  put 
the  money  into  a  purse,  called 
by  herself  and  her  husb'ind, 
"  The  Charity  Purse,"  from  its 
contents  being  consecrated  to  the 
wants  of  the  poor,  and  the  relief 
of  the  destitute.  To  how  many 
a  thoughtless  daughter  of  dissipa- 
tion— to  how  many  a  fashionable 
wife,  who  is  now  sparkling  in  her 
jewels  in  the  dress-box  of  a 
theatre,— -swimming  down  the  cir- 
cling mazes  of  the  dance,  or 
ilosing  all  the  modesty  which 
was  once  the  peculiar  character- 
istic, and  the  most  resiftless 
charm  of  her  sex,  in  tlfe  wanton 
fascinations  of  the  «raltz,  as  she 
blazes  in  the  splendour — whilst 
she  rivets  the  eye  of  the  lascivi- 
ous, and  crimsons  the  cheek 
of  the.  virtuous,  by  the  voluptu- 
ousness of  her  dress,— might  it  be 
said,  in  the  plain  but  forcible  lan- 
guage of  inspiration,  '*  Qo  thoa 
and  do  likewise !"    Of  this  valua- 
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ble  assi&tant  he  was,  however, 
too  soon  deprived;  for  his  do- 
mestic happiness  received  a  sud- 
den and  a  final  shock,  by  the 
removal  of  the  beloved  object  of 
bis  fondest  affections,  soon  after 
she  had  given  birth  to  a  son,  the 
£rst  and  only  issue  of  their  mar- 
xiage.  This  afflicting  event  hap- 
pened on.  the  31st  of  March, 
1765;  and  though,  as  a  Chris- 
tian, Mr.  H.  bowed  with  resigna- 
tion to  a  hlow  that  laid  his  dearest 
^enjoyments  and  hopes  of  happi- 
ness in  this  world  in  the  dust, 
as  a  man,  and  as  a  husband,  he 
felt  it  in  all  its  poignancy. 

The  minister  under  whom  Mr. 
H.  first  sat  as  a  regular  hearer, 
after  his  settlement  at  Cardington, 
was  Mr.  Saunderson,  pastor  of 
the  Congregational  Church  at 
Bedford,  once  under  the  pastoral 
«are  of  the  celebrated  John 
Bunyan.  With  this  church  he 
continued  to.  be  an  occasional 
communicant  as  long  as  Mr. 
Saunderson  lived,  which  was  but 
a  jfew  years  after  he  himself  came 
to  reside  in  Bedfordshire.  Upon 
the  ministry  of  his  Successor,  the 
Rev.  Joshua  Symonds,  he  con- 
tinued to  attend  until  the  year 
1772,  when  a  division  in  *^the 
church  took  place,  on  account  of 
Mr.  Symonds,  the  pastor,  having 
avowed  the  sentiments  of  the 
Baptists,  which  had  been  those 
of  all  the  pastors  of  the  church, 
from  its  being  founded  in  1650,. 
till  Mr.  Ebenezer  Chandler,  who 
sucfeeded  Mr.  Bunyan.* 


•  In  a  Life  ^f  Mr.  Howard,  it  is  said, 
that  "  till  this  period,  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  suppose  until  death  dissolved 
the  hond  of  union,  Mr.  H.  still  consider- 
ed himself  to  be  as  ufwn  the  principles  of 
the  Independent  churches."  Thb  ap- 
:  pears  likely  to  be  correct,  as  Mr.  H.  leit 
Mr.  Symonds*  and  assisted  to  build  the 
Independent  Meeting-bouse  at  Bedford  • 
especially  if  (as  his  biographer  asserts) 
"  -he  had  his  son  baptiacd  at  Cardington.'* 


After  having  left  Engknd,  it 
was  with  a  design  of  spending  the 
winter  either  at  Geneva,  or  in  the 
south  of  Italy  ;  but  that  plan  he 
abandoned,  upon  his  arrival  at 
Turin,  for  reason*  which  cannot 
better  be  explained  than  from  the 
following  extract  from  his  own 
journal. 

"  Turin,  1769,  .Nov.  30.  My 
return  without  seeing  the  southern 
part  of  Italy  was  on  much  delibe- 
ration, as  I  feared  a  misimprove- 
ment  of  a  talent  spent  for  ni«Ee 
curiosity  at  the  loss  of  many  Sab- 
baths, and  as  many  donations 
must  be  suspended  for  my  plea- 
sure, which  would  have  been,  as 
I  hope,  contrary  to  the  genenl 
conduct  of  my  life,  and  which,  on 
a  retrospective  view  on  a  deaths 
bed,  would  cause  pain  as  unbe- 
coming a  disciple  of  Chrii^ 
whose  mind  should  be  formed  in 
my  soul.  These  thoughts,  with 
distance  from  my  dear  boy,  de- 
termine me  to  check  my  curio- 
sity, and  be  on  the  return.  Oh ! 
why  should  vanity  and  folly,  pic- 
tures and  b^41es,.or  even  the 
stupendous  nRuntains,  beautiful 
hills,  or  rich  valleys,  MAich  ere 
long  will  all  be  consumeo;  engross 
the  thoughts  of  a  candidate  for 
an  eteroal  everlasting  kingdom — 
a  worm  ever  to  crawl  on  earth 
whom  God  has  raised  to  the 
hope  of  glory,  which  ere  long 
will  be  revealed  to  them  who  are 
washed  and  sanctified  by  faith  in 

We  suppose  the  opinion  that  was  gene- 
rally entertained  of  Mf.  H.'s  having  be- 
longed to  the  Baptist  denominatiBnt 
arose  from  bis  alway^^endin^  when  in 
London*  the  ministrj'f  the  late  Or. 
Samuel  Stennett,  and  from  some  strong 
passages  in  his  letters  to  that  excellent 
minister.  We  feel  no  iScliaatioii  to  con- 
tend this  unimportant  matter.  >  Whether 
he  was  a  Baptist  or  not,  Mr.  H.  was  a 
Chbistian  of  the  good'old,  sort,  whose 
spirit  and  conduct  are  -wbithr  of  imttap 
Hon.  .      .  '■    *  /• 
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the  blood  of  tb«  dmne  Redeem- 
er! Look  forward,  O  my  soul! 
how  low,  how  mean,  how  litlle,  is 
every  thin^  hiif  what  has  a  view 
to  that  glorious  world  of  light, 
life,  and  love — the  preparation  of 
the  heart  is  of  God — prepare  the 
heart,  O  God !  of  thy  unworthy 
cveature,  and  unto  thee  be  ail 
glory,  through  the  bouudless^ages 
of  eternity !"

**  This  night  my  trembling  soul 
^most  longs  to  take  its  flight  to 
see  and  know  the  wonders  of 
redeeming  love — join  the  tri- 
umphant choir — sin  and  sorrow 
fled  away<>— God  my  Redeemer 
all  in  all-^Oh !  happy  spirits  that 
are  safe  in  those  mansions." 

*'  Florence  being  the  seat  of 
the  arts/'I  visited  the. famous 
gallery  many  days,  from  whence 
I  travelled  to  this  renowned  dity. 
The  amazing  ruins  of  temples, 
palaces,  aqueducts,  &c,  gives  one 
some  fkint  idea  of  its  ancient 
grandeur;  but  comparatively  now 
a  desort.  The  description  of 
them,  as  also  of  S|t^eter's  Church 
and  the  'Vatican,^  must  defer 
till  I  hjiofe  the  pleasure  of  seeing 

Jou.  Tne  Pope  passed  very  close 
J  me  yesterday ;  he  waved  his 
hand  to  bless  me.  I  bowed; 
but  not  kneeling,  some  of  the 
Cardinals  were  displeased.  But 
I  never  can  nor  will  to  any  human 
creature  or  invention,  as  I  should 
tremble  at  the  thought  of  the' 
adoration  I  have  seen  to  him  and 
the  wafer.  My  temper  is  too^ 
open  for  this  country,  yet  an  im- 
portant piec^  of  news  of  this 
court  (expuIs-1  of  the  J-s-its)  that 
1  now  know,  1  durst  not  commit 
to  writing.  » That  cruelest  of  all 
inventions,  the  Inquisition,  stops 
all  mouths." 

No  sooner  had  Mr.  H.  entered 
upon  the  office  of  high  Sheriff  in 


the  County  of  Bedford,  than  with 
a  2eal  and  promptitude  which 
characterized  all  bis  proceed ings, 
he  applied  himself  to  the  active 
dscharge  of  its  duties,  which  he 
resolved  not  to  leave  (as  they  ge*- 
nerally  are  left)  to  ah  under  She* 
rifl;  whose  chief  object  is  but 
too  often  to  put  as  much  money 
as  he  can  into  his  pocket,  by 
performing  all  the  drudgery,  and 
taking  upon  himself  all  the  re« 
spousibility  of  a  station,  the  ho- 
nour and  expense  of  which  alone 
belong  to  his  principal*  Mis 
wand,  therefore,  was  regularly  to 
be  seen  iu  the  court ;  but  with- 
out the  insignia  of  his  ofiice,  he 
was  as  regularly  to  be  met  with 
in  the  prison,  examining  into  the 
condition  and  government  of  its 
every  part,  even  to  its  inmost 
cell. 

From  the  15th  to  the  27th. of 
the  mouth  of  November,  bo4k 
inclusive,  he  was  occupied  in  vi- 
siting the  gaols  for  the  counties 
of  Northampton,  Leicester,  Not- 
tingham, Derby,  Stafford,  War- 
wick, Worcester,  Gloucester,  Ox- 
ford, and  Buckingham. 

From  Aylesbury  Mr.  H.  re- 
turned home  to  Catdington,  hav- 
ing witnessed,  in  the  course  of 
his  journey,  enough  of  the  misery 
existing  in  our  prisons,r  to  induce 
him  to  form  the  benevolent  reso- 
lution to  obtain  a  more  perfect 
knowledge  of  the  particulars  and 
extent  of  it,  by  enlarging  the 
sphere  of  his  observations  to  most 
of  the  county  gaols  in  England. 
Ten  day»  had  accordingly  scarce- 
ly elapsed,  from  the  completion 
of  his  former  tour,  ere  he  set  off 
upon  a  third,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  visited  the  gaols  for  the 
counties  of  Hertford,  Berks,  Wilts, 
Dorset,  Hants,  and  Sussex,  being 
out  from  the  9th  to  the  17th  of 
December  inclusive. 

Soon  after  his  return  from  a 
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western  journey,  which  be  per- 
formed in  the  short  space  of  a 
jHogle  week,  he  was  aUo  hiniself 
examined  before  a  committee  of 
the  whole  House  of  Commons; 
when  he -gave  such  full  and  satis«> 
factory  answers  to  the  questions 
proposed  to  him,  as  to  the  un- 
healthy condition  of  many  of  the 
English  gaols  at  this  time,  the 
cause  of  this  alajrming  evil,  and 
the  best  mofles  of  removing  it, 
that  upon  the  house  being  re- 
sumed, the  chairman  (Sir  Thomas 
Clavering)  reported,  that  "  he 
was  directed  by  the  Committee 
to  move  the  bouse,  that  John 
Howard,  Esq.  be  called  in.  to  the 
bar,  and  that  Mr.  Speaker  do 
acquaint  him  that  the  house  are 
very  sensible  of  the  humanity  and 
2eal  which  have  led  him  to  visit 
the  several  gaols  of  this  kingdom, 
and  to  communicate  to  the  house 
the  interesting  observations  he 
lias  made  upon  that  subject." 
And  the  house  having  been  moved 
accordingly,  and  the  motion  car- 
ried nemine  contradicente^  our 
illustrious  country maiar  had  the 
houour  of  receiving,  in  the  midst 
-of  an  assembled  senate,  the  meed 
of  praise  which  he  so  richly  mcr 
Kited  from  those,  who  now  con- 
veyed to  him  his  country's  grate- 
ful thanks  for  his  benevolent  ex- 
ertions in  behalf  of  the  most 
destitute  and  outcast  members  of 
her  community. 

After  having  visited  most  9f 
the  prisons  in  England,  France, 
JHolland,  Flanders,  Germany, 
Italy,  Switzerland,  Denmark, 
Sweden,  Russia,  Poland,  Portu- 
gal, Spain,  Netherlands,  Malta, 
and  Turkey,  he  was  taken  very 
ill  whiUt  remaining  at  Cherson. 

Being  fully  prepared  for  a 
change,  which  was  liow  rapidly 
•approaching,  on  the  18th  of  Ja- 
nuary, jl790,  the  symptoms  of 
'this  great  and  good  man's  disease 


began  to  assame  %  ^tiU  mont 
alarming  appeara.iK:e«  for  he  was 
then  seized  with  a  violent  hicoup^ 
ing,  which  cootioued  the  next 
day, .  until  it  was .  somewhat,  al* 
layed  by  some  musk  draughls, 
administered  by  direction  of  bis 
medical  attendant*  On  a  friend* 
Admiral  Priestman,<  inquiring  mi^ 
ter  his  health,  he  replied.  That 
his  end  was  approaching  very 
fast,  that  <  he  had  several  things 
to  say  to  him,  and  thanked  him 
for  having,  called  upon  faim* 
"  There  is  a  spot,"  said  he,  *'iieav 
the ,  village  of  Daupfaigny :  this 
would  suit  me  nicely.  You  know 
it  well,  for  I  have  often  said,  that 
I  slioiild  likje  to  be  buried  there ; 
ai)d  let  me-  beg  of  you,  as*  yoa 
value  your  old  friend^,  not  to  suf- 
fer *any  pomp  to  be  used  at  my 
funeral;  aor  any  momyment^  nor 
monttmeatai  inscription  whatso* 
ever,  to  mari^  where  I  am  laid ; 
but  lay  me* quietly  in  the  earth, 
place  a .  sun-dial  over  my  grave, 
and  let  me  he  forgotten."  When 
bis  friend  returned  to  him  with 
the  intelligence,  that  he  had  ex* 
0Ctt|ed  his  commission  respeeting 
the  place  of  nis  intermei^,  his 
countenance  brightened,  a  gleam 
of  satisfection  came  over  fits  fiuee, 
and  he  prepared  to  go  to  bed. 
As  the  Admiral  still  reniained  with 
him,  be  gave  htm  the  letter  to 
read,  which  communicated  the 
improvement  that  seemed  to  have 
taken  place  in  his  son's  health; 
and  when  he  had  read  it,  he 
turned  hi9  languid  head  on  the 
pillow  and  asked,  "  Is  not  this 
comfort  for  a  dying  father?''  He 
then  expressed  great  repugnance 
to  being  buried  according  to  the 
riles  of  the  Greek  church*  and 
begged  the  Admiral  not  only  to 
prevent  all  interference  on  the 
part  of  the  Russian  priests,  but 
himself  to  read  the  burial  service 
of  the  Church  of  England  over 
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Ms  bociy^  at  his  itotermentj  whkh 
vtasthe  last  request  he  ever  made, 
tfid  indeed  nearly  the  la^t  w6rds 
hi^  lips  pronounced,  as  he  1«iis 
boon  afterwards  seized  with  H 
third  fit»  and  ceased  to  speak  for 
an  hour  or  two  previous  to  bis 
debase.  Still,  however^  he  was 
sensible  a  while;  as,  on  being  re- 
quested to  let  the  physician  be 
fent  for,  who  was  then' at  some 
Hfde  distance  from  his  rlesiden^e; 
be*  nodded  hts  head  hy  way  of 
assent/  though*  it  was  too  late. 
Before  -he  could  arrive,  the  rat- 
tling in  his  throat  hisd  begun^  and 
he  soon  afterwards  breathed  his 
last,  at  aboht  ^ight  o'clock  in  the 

fiomingof  the  20th  of  January^ 
990.  We  shall  conclude  this 
biief  Memoir  of  Mr.  H.  with  the 
celebrated  panegyric  of  Mr. 
Bnrke  on  his  character. 
'  *'  I  cannot  name  this  gefntle* 
tnan  wttfaoiit  ^limarking,  that  Mi 
labours  and  writings  have  done 
lunch  to  open  the  eyes  and  hearts 
bt  mankind.  He  has  vifHted  all 
Enrope— not  to  survey  the  sump^ 
tuottsness  of  palaces^  or  the  stat^« 
Ifaiess  of  temples;  not  t6  nlake 
accurate  measurements  of  the  re* 
'mains  of  ancient  grandeur,  nor 
to  fdrm  a  scale  of  the  curiosity  of 
modem  art,  nor  to  collect  me* 
dalsy  or  collate  manuscripts ;  but 
to  dive  into  the  depths  of  dun- 
^onst  to  plunge  into  the  inlfec- 
tion  of  hospitals ;  to  surviey  the 
mansions  of  sorrow  and  pain ;  to 
take  the  gauge  and  dimensions  of 
misery,  depfression,  and  con- 
tempt ;  to  remember  the  forgot- 
ten, to  attend  to  the  neglected^ 
to  visit  the  forsaken,  and  com- 
pare and  collate  the  distresses  of 
all  men  in  all  countries.  His 
plan  is  priginah  it  is  as  full  of 
genius  as  it  is  of  humanity.  It 
"was  a  voyage  of  discovery,  a 
circumnavigation  of  charity.  Al- 
ready the  Dcnefit  of  his  labour  is 


felt  more  or  less  in  every  country : 
I  hope  he  will  anticipate  bis  final 
reward  by  seeing  all  its  effects 
fully  realized  4n  his  ow-n."

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,  On  Thursday,  the  7lh  of  this 
monlhf  there  will  happen  the 
greatest  solar  eclipse  that  has* 
been  witnessed  in  the  southern 
parts  of  Great  Britain  since  the 
1st  of  April,  1764.  It  i$  also  the 
greatest  that  will  happen  in  Eng- 
land till  the  15th  of  May,  1836 ; 
and  it  is  the  greatest  that  will 
be  seen  at  Greenwich  till  the  9th 
of  October,  1847.  It  is,  how- 
ever, one  of  those  eclipses  which 
cannot  be  total,  as  the  moon's 
disc  is  too  small  to  cover  that  of 
the  sun.  It  is  well  known  that  a 
total  eclipse  of  the  sun  is  occa- 
sioned by  the  moon's  shadow 
passing  over  some  part  of  the 
earth's  enlightened  hemisphere, 
6ut  as  the  moon  is  a  much  small* 
er  body  than  the  sun  which  shines 
on  it  and  produces  the  shadow, 
it  is  plain  that  the  shadow  must 
assume  the  form  of  a  cone  or 
sugar-loaf,  and  ei^d  in  a  point  at 
a  certain  distance  from  the  moon. 
Now  it  so  happens  that  if  the 
moon  be  in  her  paigee,  or  near- 
est distance  from  the  earth,  the 
shadow  is  long  enough  to  reach 
the  earth,  and  to  cover  a  portion 
of  its  surface  as  large  as  half 
England,  thus  occasioning  a  .total 
eclipse  of  considerable  extent. 
But  the  present  eclipse  happens 
when  the  moon  is  very  near  her 
apogee,  or  greatest  distance  from 
the  earth:* and,  computing  from 
her  parallax,  it  appears  that,  at 
the  time  of  the  eclipse,  she  is 
253,551  Ehglish  miles  from  Xht

centre  of  the  earth,  ttod  thai  tbd 
moon's  shadow  eome^  to  a  point 
at  the  distance  of  234,197  Eng- 
lish miles  from  the  noon  herself. 
The  shadow  terminates,  there- 
fore, at  the  dktanee  of  more  than 
fifteen  thousand  miles  from  the 
surface  of  the  earth,  and  more 
than  nineteen  thousand  from  its 
centre,  and  consequently  pre- 
cludes the  possibility  of  any  total 
eplipse  in  any  part  of  the  world. 
.  The  iqterest  of  the  present 
'eclipse  in  this  kingdom  consists 
ID  its  near  approximation  to  an 
annular  eclipse:  and  though  it 
will  not  be  quite  anntilar  in  any 
part  of  Great  Britain,  yet  it  win 
be  so  on  a  very  large  portion  of 
the  German  Ocean,  and  within  a 
few  miles  of  our  eastern  shores.— <- 
The  nearest  approximatiop  to  an 
annular  eclipse  in  England  will 
be  in  the  eastern  parts  of  Norfolk 
and  Suffolk,  where  the  sun  will 
be  eclipsed  10  digits  -and  41  mi- 
nutes, when  it  is  about  ^3  minutes 
after  one  in  the  afternoon  by  the 
London  clocks. 

At  Greenwich  the  eclipse  will 
begin  at  24  minutes  after  twelve> 
and  end  at  17  minutes  after  three 
in  the  afternoon,  solar  time.  The 
eclipse  will  be  the  greatest  at  53 
ininutes  and  one  second  after  one, 
solar  time,  or  50  minutes  and  50 
seconds,  mean  time,  when  the 
8MP  will  be  eclipsed  10  digits,  20 
ininutes,  and  17  seconds.  Ac- 
cording to  a  computation  by  M, 
Delambre's formula  for  computing 
the  centre  of  the  penumbra  from 
the  parallaj^  of  ttltitude,  it  ap- 
pears that,  at  the  instant  of  the 
greatest  obscuration  at  Green- 
wich, the  sun  will  be  ceptrally 
eclipsed  in  54  degrees  54  minutes, 
north  latitude,  and  6  degrees  52 
ininutes,  east  longitude  from 
Greenwich,  and  where  the  quan- 
tity of  the  eclipse  will  be  11  di- 
gits^  35  minutesy  and  ^  seconds.

With  respect  to  the  obscurity 
at4he  middle  of  the  eclipse,  it 
may  be  proper  to  say,  that  jit  will 
be  greater  than  Ihat  of  Idi  6,  and 
Ies§  .than  tfhat  of  1764.  No  &uch 
effect, ^hereforoy.ji^  the  appear- 
ance of  the  atara  or  the  constern- 
aticjD  of  nature  ought  to  )>eaBti« 
cipated.  For  ^vei;!  if  the  pkinet 
Venus-  should  be,  disceroed,  it 
will  be  no  more  than  what  some- 
times takes  plape  in  the  wintjcr 
mouths^  (and  even  In  summer,) 
at  a  period  when  Venus  is  about 
40  degrees  from  her  inferior  cqn^ 
juncii^,:  and  s)ie  b  in  ibis  very 
situation  at  the  time  of  tjbe  solar 
ecUpae,'  and  is  possessed  oi  more 
brilliancy  than  all  the  other  stars 
together;  The  light  of  the  sun, 
however,  is  aQ  intense,  ;tbateven 
though  dQ9  parta  imtqf  9.  thou^ 
sand  of  his  disc  were  covered^ 
yet  the  remaining  thousandth  part 
would  emit  as  much  light  as  30Q 
full  m^ons. 

In  17Q4  an  idea  was  entertain- 
ed by  many  persons,  both  in 
England  and  in  France,  that  the 
eclipse  which  was  to  happen  in 
that  year  would  cause  great  dark- 
ness, an  idea  arising  probably 
from  the  circumstance  that  many 
persons  who, were  then  living  had 
actually  been  spectators  of  the 
tc^tal  eclipses  of  1715  and  1724. 
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But  mhm  Ibe  eclipse  was  ob* 
•ef  vedy  the  difference  between  a 
tetal  and  an  annular  eclipse  was 
very  eleariy  perceived. 

In  observing  tbepresenteclipae, 
ihe  spectator's  tntlentieii  will  be 
first  arriested  by  the  appearance 
of  a  Stmall  noteh  on  the  western 
side  of  the  sun,  about  half  .way 
between '  the  top  .and  middle. 
At  the  ofticUle  of  the  eclipse^,  the 
ana  will  appear,  like  the  moon 
when  she  iftrst  appears  after. the 
ebange,  the  hot ns^  or  cnsps^  point- 
ing upwards  in  a  direction  from 
the  south-west  part  of  the  hori* 
jMHir  and,  at  the  :iame  time,  the 
ann's  light  will  be  so  mueh'di- 
ininished»  that  he  may  be  viewed 
without  daaslin^  tbe  eyes^qf  Ifae 
beholdei?  ^  and  if  the  uiy  be  se- 
jeoe,  he  will  be  perceived  to  as* 
aume  somelbiiig  of  tbat  red  oaet 
.whick  distinfuishes  bim  wbeh 
appearing  through  a  thick  fog. 
tie  vfilU  how^vefi  soon  jre.>HKi«me 
bis  daaalipg  brigblnessi  and 'the 
eelip&e  wiM  end  with  a  notch  on 
tbe  eaatesa  side.^f  tbe  sua,  about 
tbe  middle  pf  ihat  side. 
,  In  addition  to  the  particulars 
seUting  to  the  present  eclipse,  it 
may  not  perhaps  be  uninteresting 
to  say,  that  after  i^  peridd  of  15 
vears,  during  which  there  will  be 
but  two  or  three  visible  ecUf^es 
of  the  sun,  no  less  than  three  an- 
nular eclipses  will  happen  in  Eng- 
land, at  the  distance  of  eleven 
years,  from  each  other.  The 
tir^t  will  take  place  in  1836,  the 
sepond  in  1847,  and  the  third  in 
1868. 

A  computation  for  Greenwich 
gives  tbe  quantity  and  time  of 
greatest  obscuration  as  follows, 
according  to  Delambre*%  Solar 
Tables,  and  Burekhardt's  Lunar 
Tables.

Tbe  greatest  obscuration  at  Green- 
wich will  be  at  18  minutes  and

will  be  eclipsed  11  digits  and  41 
minutes.  Thi^  eclipse  will  make 
tl|e  nearest  .approach  to  a  total 
eclipae  of  apy  that  will  happen 
in  this  country  for  a  great  num- 
ber of  years.  It  will  be  central 
and  annular  in  Warwickshire^ 
Nortbarapionshirei  Huntingdoa* 
shire,  Cambridgeshire,  and  Nor- 
folk, find  in  these,  and  some  of 
the  adjoining  counties,  two  or 
three  of  the  principal  tixed  stars 
may  perhaps  be  seen.

A  PLEA  FOR  THE  WIDOW. 


To  the  EdUor9  of  the  Baptist  Ma^a:^ne^ 


Thb  widow  and  fatherless 
have  peculiar  claims  upon  ouv 
sympathy.  Bcnevoknee  never 
assumes,  a., more  lovely  aspect 
than  when  she  is  feeding,  cloth- 
ing, or  instructing  the  orphan, 
and  making  the  widow's  heiirt  to 
sing  for  joy.  Aiud  this  has  been 
the  usual  and  delightful  employ* 
ment  of  the  servants  of  God.  It 
was  to  the  house  of  a  poor  widouy 
that  Elijah- was  sent,  that  she  and 
her  sen,  as  well;  as  the  prophet, 
might  ^e|iKl,du|ringmany  months 
of  famine,  from  the  handful  of 
meal  and  the  cratse  of  oil.  It  was 
on  behalf  of  a  widow,  whose  two 
sons  were  about  to  be  taken  for 
bondmen,  that  the  illustrious  sue-

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eessor  of  Elijah  perfomed  a  mi- 
nde^  (fiUiog  all  her  empty  ves- 
•eb  with  oil,)  which  rdieyed  her 
present  emharrassment,  and  fur- 
mshed  her  with  the  means  of  fu- 
ture subsistence.  It  was  to- wipe 
the  tear  from  the  widaufs  weep- 
ing eye,  aud  chaseftwa j  despond- 
ency from  her  troubled  breast, 
that  our  Saviour  joined  the  func" 
lal  procession  at  Kain,  and  re- 
stored to  his  mother  an  only  son, 
who  was  about  to  be  laid,  in  the 
tomb.  And  if  we  be  destitute 
of  sympathy  for  the  widow  and 
orphan,  we  ought  to  renounce 
all  pretension  to  good  feeling,  and 
acknowledge  ourseWes  to  1^  un- 
influenced by  that  pure  and  uo- 
dejfiled  religion,  which  consists  in 
visiting  the  widows  and  fatherless 
in  their  affliction,  as  well  as  keep- 
ing ourselves  unspotted  from  the 
world. 

There  is  one  dasa  of  widown, 
whose  claims  upon  the  ministers 
in  our  denomination  are  peculiar ; 
I  refer  to  the  widows  of  our  poor 
ministering  brethren,  who  have 
laboured  honourably  and  usefully 
in  our  churches,  and  are  now 
fallen  asleep  in  the  Lord.  These 
men  we  have  known  and  loved ; 


their  disinterested  and  laborious 
services  have  excited  our  admira- 
tion, and  gratitude  to  God ;  some 
of  them  have  sunk  beneath  a  bur- 
den of  arduous  exertion,  to  which 
their  strength  was  unequal ;  and 
in  the  prospect  of  entering  the  joy 
of  their  Lord,  there  was  but  one 
anxiety  that  interrupted  their 
hallowed  pleasures,  upon  their 
dying  pillow  ; — it  was  the  deso- 
late condition  of  their  widows 
and  orphans.  Surdy,  if  Liberal- 
ity dan  devise  the  means  of  taking 
these  dieted  and  worthy  indi- 
viduals under  her  protection,  we, 
who  sustain  tlie  character  of  mi* 
Bfisters,  will  be  ready  to  lend  her 
our  4nost  cordial,  active,  and 
persevering  support. 

These  reflections  were  suggest- 
ed by  observing  the  considerable 
sums  which  the  proprieforsof  the 
Baptist  Magazine  have  had  it  in 
their  power  to  divide  among  our 
widows,  ^nce  that  periodical 
work  has  been  published  in  Lon- 
don. ^  To  save  the  reader  the 
trouble  of  looking  over  the  co- 
vers of  the  Magaaine,  I  will  take 
the  liberty  of  stating  the  items 
which  have  there  been  presented 
to  the  public  eye.

rity !  '  From  the  profits  of  a  mis- 
celtany,  sold  at  no  more  than  six- 
pence each,  the  proprietors  aiid 
conductors  derive  a  fund,  at  pre- 
terit, of  upwards  of  jg250  per 
annum,  which,  with  a  philan- 
thropy which  reflects  honour  on 
themselves,  tliey  apply,  without 
reserve,  for  the  relief  of  widows 
and  orphans  of  Baptist  ministers. 
While;  as  a  denomination,  we  owe 
thanks  to  these'  active  and  perse- 
▼ering  individuals,  and  to  all  who 
have  aided  and  assisted  them,  we 
should  feel  peculiarly  grateful  to 
God,  who  has  taken  this  register 
of  our  denomination  under  'his 
gracious  protection,  and  is  thus 
affording  us  a  work,  in  which  do- 
cuments relating  espedally  to  our- 
selves, as  Particular  Baptists, 
may  be  deposited,  without  offjpr- 
ing  violence  to  the  feelings  o^our 
beloved  brethren  of  other  com- 
>munions.  And  it  is  peculiarly 
gratifying  to  find,  that  this  privi- 
lege is  realized,  not  as  the  fruit  of 
pecuniary  sacrifices,  taken  from 
the  scanty  pittance  of  our  wi- 
dows ;  but  that  their  interests  are 
donsultefl,  secured,  and  pro- 
moted. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
a  year  is  doubtless  a  considerable 
sum ;  but  a  much  larger  one,  I 
conceive,  might  be  raised,  if  pro- 
per exertions  were  made;  and 
the  benevolent  object  'which  has 
been  stated,  independently  of  the 
-spiritual  goodi  Which  such-  a 
work  is  calculated  to  produce, 
furnishes  a  motive  sufliciently 
strong,  I  presume,  to  incline  every 
person  among  us,  of  influence  and 
ability,  to  embark  his  services  in 
thedause.    To  give  a  more  ex- 


tensive circiilafion  to  the  worlt, 
and  thereby  extend  and  increase 
the  comfort  of  our  poor  widows, 
two  things  are  necessary  ;  one  is, 
that  ministers,  heads  of  families, 
and  pefsons  of  influence,  should 
recommend  and  encourage  its 
circulation  among  their  con* 
nexions :  the  other  is,  that  those 
persons  among* us,  who  are  capa- 
ble of  using  their  pens  for  the 
instruction  and  benefit  of  their 
fellow-Christians,  would  under- 
take to  enrich  the  work  by  their 
Taluable  and  frequent  contribu- 
tions. Many  of  our  friends  have 
already  volunteered  in  this  gra- 
tuitous service ;  most  happy 
should  we  be  to  recognize  in  our 
miscellany,  the  manly,  the  classic, 
the  pious  sentiments,  which  de- 
signate the  compositions  of  other 
brethren/ '  It  may  not  be  irrele- 
vant to  urge  upon  the  considera- 
tion of  such  brethren,  that  the 
Baptist  Magazine  has  now  an 
extensive  circulation,  that  it  is 
read  by  young  people,  and  others, 
through  nearly  the  whole  circle 
of  the  denomination,  and  by 
many  who  are  not  included  in 
that  circle;  and  thkt  it  is  of  the 
very  highest  importance,^tot  to 
our  sect  only,  but  to  the  Christian 
world  at  large,  that  correct  views 
of  divine  truth  should  be  instilled 
into  their  minds,  and  that  their 
religious  taste  should  be  formed 
upon  unexceptionable  models. 
For  the  sake  not  of  our  widows 
and  orphans  only^  but  for  the 
sake  of  our  rising  youth,  and  for 
the  sake  of  the  church  of  God,  I 
would  express  a  fervent  hope, 
that  those  persons  who  are  so  well 
able  to  instruct  and  influence  the 
mind,  will  also  be  willing  to  lend 
their  assistance  in  promoting,  not 
the  temporal  comfort  only,  but 
also  the  spiritual  benefit  of  their 
fellow-creatures.

.  We  have  received  the  foUowing 
copy  of  a  Petition  lately  presented 
to  the  House  of  Commons,  by 
Wm.  Smith,  Esq.  M.P.  from  the 
Secretary  to  the  Deputies  for  de- 
fending the  Civil  Rights  of  Dis- 
senters. A  similar  one  has  been 
presented  to  the  Right  Honour- 
able the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Tem- 
poral. 

To  the  Honourable  the  Commons 
of  Greai  Britain  and  Ireland, 
in  Parliament  assembled. 

The  humble  Petition  of  the  un- 
dersigned Persons,  being  Pro- 
tesfabt  Dissenters,  and  Mem- 
bers respectively  of  the  several 
Congregations  of  the  Three 
Denominations  in  the  Metro- 
polis^ and  its  Vicinity, 

ReipeetfuUy  sheweth; 

That  vour  Petitioners  are  tte 
successors,  and,  in  many  in- 
stances, the  lineal  desceqdenls, 
f}f  those  persons  who,  though 
dissenting  from  the  ecclesiastic 
establishment  of  the  country, 
were  ever  found  among  the  most 
strenuous  defenders  of  its  consti- 
tutional liberties^-who  were  uni- 
versally zealous  in  assisting  to 
establish  the  glorious  Revolution 


under  King  Wyiiam  the  TU^d; 
and  who  invariably  evinced  their 
devotion  to  its  principles,  and 
their  sincere  loyalty  to  the  illii»- 
tiioiis  laraily  which,  in  conse- 
quence of  that  even^  was  seated 
on  the  British  throne,  during 
every  one  of  those  unfoitunate 
aqd  criminal  struggles  which 
were  subsequently  made  in  favour 
of  the  rejected  dynasty.  And 
that  your  Petitioners,  trained  in 
these  principles  (irom  their  earticst 
youth,  have  ever  cherished  them 
with  the  warmest  attachment,  as 
the  only  solid  and  rational  ground

.bonds  of  generous  confidence 
and  affectionate  duty. 

That  your  Peti^ners  have  In 
particular  been  always  accustom- 
ed to  consider  the  exercise  of  pri- 
vate judgment  in  religious  afiairs» 
as  among  those  absolute  natural 
rights'whiob  are  entitled  to  man's 
first  regard;  supremely  important 
as  affecting  his  highest  interests^ 
arid*strict]y  inalienable  as  involv* 
ing  his  most  sacred  duties,  and  as 
being  co-extensive  with  those  dir- 
ties, necessarily  including  the  li- 
berty of  publicly  maintaining  the 
opinions  he  entertains,  and  wor- 
shiping in  the  mode  hisconscience 
approves — it  being  obvious,  that 
as.  mere  thought  is  bicapable 
from  i^s  nature  of  being  brought 
^  under  the  cognisance  of  human 
^  tribunals,  neither  therefore  can 
freedom  of  thought  be  the  subject 
of  concession  from  human  go- 
vernments. 

That  your  Petitioners  bow 
down  in  the  sincerest  thunkfnl- 
ness  to  Divine  Providence,  for 
having  so  accelerated  the  progress 
of  light  and  knowledge  in  the 
world,  that  these  truths,  whidi 
hut  a  few  generations  ago  could 
not  have  been  asserted  but  at  the 
risk  of  personal  liberty,  and  even 
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sez 


of  lifei  ave  now  almost  ^^niversal- 
ly  apd.  completely  riecogaisod  io 
«very  Protefrtant  state, 

T^  yoiMB  Petitionerft  afci  far- 
ther desirous  of  acknowledging* 
with  gcat^ful  satisfaction,  the 
great  iioproveiii^t  of  theif  Ic^l 
situation  in  this  oountry  during 
the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  r^in 
which  more  was  done  thaft  undex 
^ay  preceding  monarch  i  since 
William  the  Third,  to  emanci- 
pate religion  from  the  cItiI  thrat 
drom  in  which  it  was  held  by.  iin* 
just  and  persecuting  laws. 

That,  nevertheless,  thi9  free- 
dom cannot  be  complete,  as  far 
as  respects  your  Petitionersi  while 
they  remain  subject  to  disabili- 
ties, and  consequent  degradation, 
on  account  of  their  non-conform« 
ity  to  the  national  church-estab- 
lishment. 

That  while  such  nonconformt 
ity  was  held  legally  criminal, 
(however  unjustly,)  it  might,  con- 
sistently at  least,  be  visited  with 
punishment;  but  since  the  reli* 
gious  rights  of  your  Petitioners 
have  been,  acknowledged,  and 
their  profession  and  worship  le* 
galized,  the  continuance  of  pu« 
nishment  oil  these  accounts,  in 
whatever  shape,  or .  under  what- 
ever pretext,  IS  not  only  uiyust 
in  itself,  but  inconsistent  with  all 
those  relaxations  in  their  favour, 
which,  from  a  just  respect  to 
conscience,  the  Legislature  has 
been  induced  to  grant. 

That  your  Petitioners  are  not 
ignorant  of  the  pleas  on  which 
their  requests  have  been  resisted; 
but  they  flatter  themselves  that 
the  justice  alid  liberality  of  .the 
present  times  will  no  longer  :urge 
against  them,  that  to  be  debarred 
from  the  coipmon  advantages  en* 
joyed  by  other  innocent  citizens 
is  not  punishment  —  especially 
when  such  degradation  is  indeed 
well  known  to  the  law,  but  in  no 


other  character  than  as  (be  tppr^ 
priate  penalty  upon  heiaous  and 
dis^aeeful  crimes.  They  trust 
that  eligibility  to  office  will  M 
longet  be  refused  to  them,  when 
asked  as  a  common  right,  from 
the  mere  mistake  of  confounding 
it  with  the  actual  possession  of 
offic&-^to  which  your  Petitioners 
were  never  so  absurd  as.  to  set  up 
a  claim ;  while  on  the  other  band 
it  was  notoriously  the  wish  of  hit 
Majesty  -King  William,  that  a 
"  DoOB  should  be  opened,  for 
the  admission  into  his  service;  of 
all  Protestants  who  were  able 
'and  willing  to  serve  him;''  and 
while  the  principle  of  the  arbitral 
ry  exclusion  of  some  from  all 
offices  of  power,  trust,  and  emo* 
lament,  for  the  imagined  security 
of  others,  may  be  used  to  justify 
every  other  species  and  degree  of 
severity,  extending  even  to  impri« 
sonment  and  death,  if  a  prejn* 
diced  or  misjudging  majority 
should  deem  such  extremities  ne* 
cessary  for  their  own  comfort,  or 
the  safety  of  their  feiigion«--Hi. 
case  which  experience  has  proved 
to  be  more,  than  imagmary^ 
the  infliction  of  any  of  wfaioh 
inconveniences,  in  their  h%her 
or  lower  degrees,  on  account  of 
religious  persuasion  or  profession; 
your  Petitioners  conceive  to  be; 
according  to  the  most  acknow«' 
ledged  definitions,,  perseeotioii; 
^nd  that  for  conscience'  sake. 
'jdThat  with  respect  to  the  relief 
aKrded  them  by  the  Annual  In- 
dAinity  Act,  said  to  amount  to  a 
virtual  repeal  of  all  the  disqoalH 
fying  statutes,  your  Petitioners 
decline  entering  into  discnssiona 
of  its  extent  or  dficiedcy ;  nor'wiil 
they  inquire  whether  it  be'  not 
more  wise,  (as  it  certainly  would 
be  more  magnanimous,)- at  mife 
to  repeal  laws  whose  opeitstioa  Is 
thus  kept  in  contfnuai  abeyanon. 
It  is  enough  for  them  to  observe. 
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that  a  partial  and  dtscMtional 
indemnity  against  penalties  left  to 
be  incurred,  is  neither  constitu- 
tional secnrity,  nor  equal  justice. 
They  well  know,  that  though 
these  acts  do  in  fact  afford  inci- 
dental protection  to  them,  as  well 
as  to  those  in  whose  favour  they 
were  meant  to  operate,  yet  that 
for  their  ease  or  relief  they  ne^er 
W€re  inteBded--^nd-  tlie  injury 
which  yonr  Petitioners  most 
deeply  and  universally  feel  is  of  a 
different  nature. 

They  complain,  not  merely  that 
a  very  small  proportion  of  their 
body  participate  less  than  they 
perhaps  might  do  under  other 
drcumstancesy  in  the  positive 
advantages  which  Society  has  to 
bestow;  but  they  all,  indiscri- 
minately, are  held  up  to  public 
odium,  as  persons  unworthy  to  be 
admitted  to  such  participation; 
and  they  ask,  from  what  por- 
tion of  this  dishonour  can  the  In- 
demnity Act  relieve  themi  or 
how  does  it  restore  them  to  their 
just  station  in  society,  from 
which,  for  no  crime,  either  proved 
or  imputed,  they  have  been  so 
harshly  thrust  away. 

That  your  Petitioners  humbly 
conceive,  that  even  allowing  the 
right  of  defending  an  establish- 
ment by  such  restrictive  laws,  it 
would  be  difficult  to  prove  that 
they  confer  any   security  wbat- 


gree  of  it,  as  to  justify  the  mi 


ever — and  far  more  so,  such  a  d^ 
but  that,  on  the  contrary,  jusm 


and  liberality  are  the  natural 
sources  of  strength  and  iiafety, 
while  danger  is  the  far  more  com* 
mon  result  of  suspicious. policy 
and  oppressive  conduct ;  it  hav- 
ing also  been  the  opinion  of  King 
William,  (as  on  record  in  your 
Joumids,)  that "  granting  ease  to 
Dissenters  would  contribute  very 
much  to  the  establishment  of  the 
church/' 


That  the  speci6e  Test  actualty 
imposed,  is  in  itself  particular^ 
objectionable,  as  liable  to  the 
imputation  of  profaning  a  solemn 
rite  of  Christian  worship,  to  the 
great  disgust  of  many  religions 
persons,  and  to  the  scandal  of  re- 
ligion itself— and  that  H  is  worse 
than  useless,  because  it  can  only 
deter  the  conscientious,  while  it 
is  no  bar  to  the  unprincipled  and 
ambitious*  that  nevertheless  to  this 
argument,  as  affecting  themselves, 
your  Petitioners  do  not  attach 
any  great  importance ;  as  by  any 
other  impediment,  equally  effi- 
cient, they  would  be  equally  in- 
jured •  and  as,  for  the  impro* 
priety  of  the  Test,  those  who 
ordain  it,  and  not  those  who  suf- 
fer under  it,  are  responsible. 

On  the  whole,  your  Petitioners 
humbly  pray  this  Honourable 
House  to  take  the  premises  into 
th^ir  serious  considemtion,  and 
to  grant  them  relief;  per- 
suading themselves  that  the 
former  successive  relaxations  of 
harsh  and  oppressive  enactments 
against  religious  liberty,  so  far 
from  being- considered  as  a  reason 
for  their  being  expe(5ted  to  con« 
tinue  to  suffer  in  'silence  the 
grievances  to  which  they  still  re- 
main exposed,  ought  rather  to  be 
regarded  as  an  encouragement 
from  the  Legislature,  relpectfblly, 
but  frankly,  to  submit  to<  its  wis- 
dom the  expedience  of  abblishin» 
every  remnant  of  that  system  of 
coercion  and  restraint  on  religi- 
ous pfofessron,  which  had  its  ori- 
gin in  times  of  darkness  and  in- 
tolerance, and  by  which  your 
Petitioners  are,  to  this  day,  se- 
verely, and,  as  they  presume  ti 
thhlk,  most  injuriously  affected.

Hew  ftroiUe  a  prooC  of  the  aoti- 
Ohriitiaii  aatnte  of  Popery  ie  dedn- 
oible  from  tbeae  glaringp  facts !  Go- 
Bame  Chfistiani^  appears  ibe  same 
in  overy  age,  and  nader  all  the  va- 
rying oircamstanoes  of  boman  life, 
inalead  of  bending  to  the  peenliar- 
itiM  and  foiMes'of  thoJuiman  eba- 
0aeler,  it  u^mr  fbibi  to  eorreot  Ibem, 
wlieiiairer  it  is  sincemfey  «eoeiTed;j 
nnd,  instead  of  stooping  to  effect  iU  \ 
Hlorious  design^  by  the  low  policy  of  j 
ittteretted  mortals^  it  adopts  a  line; 
mi  loonduot  the  most  simple  and  in- 
ipeonona;  distinelly  stating,  and  by 
ita  nniform  practice  proving,  that 
tbe  kragdom  wbiob  it  aims  to  pro- 
mote is  not  of  this  world,  being  en- 
throned i»  the  regenerate  heart ;  but 
it  spiritual  in  its  nature,  and  wtU  be 
-otemal  in  its  dnration.  It  therefore 
JMoka-  no  secular  establishment; 
offers  no  splendid  offices — ^no  lucra- 
tive employments.  It  puts  the  sin- 
cerity of  its  converts  to.  the  test,  as 
i|uring  them  at  the  commenc^ent 
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of  =tkair  |>rofession»  that,  >aa  it  fo» 
speots  thia  world,  neglect,  eon* 
temptt  and  evfln  persecotion,  will  bo 
tiMtir  lot,  in  proportion  as  they  follofT 
tbe  fixantplelof  its  divine  Awthor.  iti* 
influential  on  all  its  discipiek,  whaftr 
evenmajK  b6  their  (emporbl  distitic- 
tioaa.  >k  .opoiis  4he  keatte  of  tho 
rich,  aa4  igWeSifOonfideniBe  to  1km 
poor.;  It.iinmbkMk  the  pride  of  the 
powtrfnt;  nad  dignifiea  tke<kiwliail 
of  its  beliovors^.'  k<fills  the.  h^art  of 
the  .'peasaoi  with  oontentilient,  and 
clothes  «tcn.  tko  tt>yftl  disciple  witk 
humility.  In  fact,  as<itBompletely 
changes  the  Mae  of  the  wiH,  and  the 
object  of  the  affedtions,  nresenting 
to  the  mind  adrole  of  obeaience,  tho 
very  transcript  of  the<divine  porfeoF 
tions, — it  countenances  no  vice,  and 
acknowledges  its  followers  only  so 
far  as  they  become  confirmed  to  its 
hc»ly  sagttlations.  It  has  no  worldly 
end  to  answer,  but  aspires  alone  to 
prepare  its  friends  for  heaven. 

It  is  not,  therefore,  too  muoh  to 
•say,  that  this  was  a  very  antt- 
chri»tian  age;  and  that  the  auper- 
Btition  which  it  professed,  was  any 
thing  rather  than  Christianity.  It  is 
very  remarkable  that,  in  proportion 
as  ibe- system  adopted  diveifpes  from 
the  gonkino  mligioa  we  have  already 
Ikfcribcd,  its  professors  are  unwiH- 
ia9'4o  tolerate  differences  of  opinion 
and  practice.  The  persecution  of 
the  Jews,  therefore,  on  pretence  of 
pottishiug  them  for  adulteration  of 
the  coin,  very  early  disgraced  this 
reign;  but  tbe  severity  of  their  sen* 
tence  leaves  no  doubt  that  that  was 
but  a  part  of  their  crime*  Two  hun- 
dred and  eighty  of  their  number 
were  eiceeoted;  and  subsequently 
tbe  property  of  tlie  remainder  was 
confiscated,  and  themselves  banish- 
ed the  kmgdom,  to  tho  number  of 
fifteen  thousand.  A  scanty  pittance 
was  aUowed  them,  to  dclray  their 
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travelliiis^  expenses ;  but  of  this  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Cinqae  Ports  de- 
spoiled them,  as  they  were  leaving 
the  country.  What  an  incontro- 
Tertibie  proof  of  the  ireraeity  ef ' 
scriptural  propbetry  docs  the  general 
treatment  of  this  once  highly  favour- 
ed people  aiford ;  yet  how  inexcusa- 
ble is  the  irreligious  conduct  of  pro- 
fessed Christians  towards  them! 
May  the  youthful  reader  cultivate  a 
benevolent,  ratlier  than  a  hostile, 
disposition  towards  this  distinguish* 
ed  people ;  and  may  the  efforts  made 
ibr  their  conversion  to  Christianity 
be  attended  with  the  blessing  of  its 
Author! 

It  has  been  remarked,  that  super- 
stition is  peculiarly  the  vice  of  weak 
Mindi.  A  glance  at  the  elements  of 
the  mind  and  character  of  Edward 
])repaies  us  to  expect,  that  bis  efforts 
would  rather  tend  to  the  recovery  of 
liberty,  tbante  new  concessioiis  to 
the  tyranny  of  Rome.  Excepting 
bis  love  of  crusades,  which  might, 
perhaps,  be  traced  to  his  passion  for 
military  fiory,  he  seems  to  have 
been  but  <  little  under  the  influence 
of  popish  enthusiasm.  Accordingly, 
lias  triumj^  over  the  waning  power 
•of  bii  Holiness  were  repeated.  Ed- 
ward being  a  warlike  prince,  was 
frequently  engaged  in  expensive 
contests  with  bis  iieighbours.  On 
this  account  it  became  desirable 
ihat  the  burden  of  taxation  should 
be  as  ibr  as  possible  equaliied.  The 
clergy,  therefore,  who  had  long  glo- 
ried in  their  assumed  privileges  and 
pre-eminence,  were  progressively 
taxed;  nor  was  the  King  to  be 
alarmed  by  their  remonstrances, 
nor  even  by  the  buM«  of  Boniface 
VIII.  a  man  of  lofty  spirit.  Tbcy 
bad  obtained  this  boll,  and  proceed- 
ed to  publish  its  anathemas.  Ed- 
ward, on  the  other  hand,  pursued  a 
iteries  of  punishments,  till  he  placed 
Ibese  refractory  subjects  out  of  t)ie 
protection  of  the  laws.  The  dis- 
spiritcd  etergjF,  in  every  direction 
iH»nlted,  lobbcd,  and  abused,  at 
length  yielded,  and  made  a  compo- 
sition with  the  King ;  but,  to  pre- 
serve appcarsnccs,  and,  if  possible, 
avoid  the  charge  of  violating  their 
master's  injunctions,  they  deposited 
their' tribute 'in  a  certsfin  diorch, 
from  whieh  tlicir  sovercigu  had  it 


taken.  The  Pope's  interference  in 
the  disputes  with  Scotland,  whidh 
country  Edward  was  determined  to 
subdue,  was  alike  unsacoessf^il,  and 
his  elaiia  to  be  pensidered  liege 
lord  df  that  country  utterly  disre- 
garded. "  Edward,''  says  a  cele- 
brated historian,  "  seems  to  have 
been  the  first  ChristiaD  prince  that 
passed  a  statute  of  mortmain,  and 
prevented  by  law  the  clergy  from 
making  new  acqaisitioda  m  laiida» 
which,  by  the  ecclesiastical  canoni, 
they  were  for  ever  phihibited  from 
alienating.*'  In  short,  yarions  were 
the  abases  winch  be  eorreoted,  and 
various  were  the  clerical  encroaclb> 
ments  which  he  at  once  abolished. 

Yet  this  high  -  spirited  prince 
would  even  court  papal  Intefffeience, 
when  it  suited  his  purpose.  Haviii|^ 
been  compelled  to  agree  to  the  obser- 
vance of  tbe  Great  Charter,  and  Hwt 
of  Forests,  while  on  the  Contineiity 
to  secure  domestic  tranquility  in 
his"  absence,  be  obtained  absolutiott 
from  '  his  engagements  frem  the 
Pope,  of  whose  assistanee  be' availed 
himself  as  opportunity  offered  ^amd, 
subsequently,  with  the  King  of 
France,  was  induced  to  appeal  to  hie 
Holiness,  as  an  arbitrator  of  their 
differences.  He  also  -  contiAued  to 
pay  the  tribute  to  which  Kliig  Joim 
bad' so  basely  subjeoted  the  Ung- 
dom,  now  less  offensively  desigMtal 
a  ctnsia,  and  even  acquiesced  in  the 
levying  of  first  fruits ;  a  new  scheme 
of  the  mighty  pontiff,  invented  ddr« 
fng  this  reign  for  filling  his  eofibrs. 

Nothing  can  be  more  evident  than 
that  the  excellent  prineipiea,  em* 
phaliFCalty  called  Christian,  wbieb 
we  attempted  'to  describe  at  the 
commencement  of  this  essay,  nei- 
ther influenced  princes  nor  priesta 
in  this  dark  and  degenerate  age: 
nor  indeed  will  their  benevolent 
effects  be  ever  realisMd,  wbaetever 
may  be  the  degree  of  •general  know- 
ledge dtffitsed,  while  Ibe  tyranny  of 
so  infernal  a  system  as-  Popery  ean 
hold  in  subjection  tbe  human  nnnd« 
May  the  youthful  reader  feel  truly 
thankful  fbr  the.  distinguished  privi- 
leges Protestantism  has  sinee  faapinly 
introduced!  >  '

;  Died,  July  20,  1619,  Martha,  the 
idfeof  John  Gopdliffe,  who  is  a  mem- 
ber eC  the  Baptist  Church  at  Keysoe, 
In  Bedfordshire,  but  who  resides  at 
Perteohall.    She  was  reconciled  to 
her  biKband's  removal  to  the  latter 
plafse^  by  bearing  that  the  Lord  had 
fli  people  there,  and  that  be  was  with 
them,  Zech.  viii.  23.     A  deep  sense 
of  her  own  un  worthiness,  for  some 
teie  kept  her  back  from  joining  any 
church;  but  aft€^r  a  time,  the  im- 
pfessions  she  had  first  received  un* 
^  the  ministry  of  that  dear  man  of 
God,  Mr.  Brown,  were  increased 
4iader  the  word  at  P.ertenhall.    A 
germott  on  Jahn  xiii.  17,  ''  If  ye 
know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if 
ye  do  them/'  decided  her  to  follow 
faer  coDBcience,  and  to  join  the  com- 
j|lany  oi  the  faithful,  by  partaking  of 
the  liOirdVsnpper,  and  also  by  unit- 
ing, .hecself  to    a  society,  most  of 
.vhoae  members  are  in  communion 
twith  the  Established  Church.    She 
:  was  remarkable  for  aimplteity  and 


sincerity  of  character;  and  although 
not  able  to  say  much,  slie  could  say 
she  did  love  €hriat,  and  his  people. 
She  was  to  all  appearance  recovering 
fast,  after  a  lying-in;  but  was  taken 
worse  on  the  19thy  and  died  at  six 
the  next  morniuff.  Happily  she  had 
not  neglected  the  concerns  of. her 
soul  till  then.  She  had  no.  oppor- 
tunity of  leaving  a  dying  testimony;, 
but  what  is  better,  she  left  a  testi- 
mony in  her  life  and  conduct  to  her 
being  born  from  above. .  Her  death 
•was  improved  on  Sabbath  evening^ 
July  25,  at  Pertenhall  Church;  in  a 
discourse  on  Psalm  iviii.  11;  in. 
'which  the  character  of  the  righteous, 
the  nature  of  the  reward,  and  the 
ground  on  which  it  will  be  bestowed, 
were  discussed  before  a  numerous 
and  sympathizing  audience.

Hall,  late 
of  Ipswich.  RvmoTing^  to  Bot j,«he 
was  baptised  by  Mr.  Cole,  aad  jollH 
ed  the  charch  in  that  place.  Early 
in  the  spring  preceding  her  df  ath« 
there  were  alanning  symptoms  of 
consumption.  She  .was  confined  to 
her  bed  at>ove  Hiree  monfhi.  tRie ' 
was  gmnllf  ^npf  ortfd  in  the  fornier 
part  of  her  affliction,  bnt  afterward 
^as  mocb  cast  down,  and  her  hope 
seemed  «*  faiil.  She  was  afraid  she 
sboiiM  die  in  darl^ness,  and  be  de- 
oeiyed  at  last;  yet* there  seemed  to 
he  a  hope,  which  she  twM  not  en- 
tirely give  up.  She  complained 
Siuch  of  evH  thoaghts,  and  that  she 
did  not  find  Christ  precions,  as  she 
smce  did.  She  mourned  becanse 
Ac  bad  not  fived  more  to  the  glory 
<tf  God ;  bnt  her  prospects  Ac^med 
to  grow  brighter  as  her  death  ap- 
proached. 

September  38,  afh^  mentioning 
fie  passage  8he  bad  chosen  for  the 
ftmeral  sermon,  and  the  minister  she 
iMid  fixed  upMi  to  preaeh  it,  (Mr. 
Cowell,^  she  expressed  a  wish  that 
^  he  should  exhort  professors  of  reli- 
.  gion  to  pray  more,  to  read  the  word 
of  God,  and  to  beware  of  tbe  snares 
and  vanities  of  this  world  ;  to  guard 
against  pride  in  dress,  and  the  fol- 
lowing of  the  fkshions  of  the  giddy 
moltitnde,  her  own  mind  baying 
been  wounded  by  these  things.

Again,  **  I  blaspheme  the 
name  of  the  Lord?  Nu,  my  dear,  it 
Is  Satan's  temptation.  When  wifl 
my  breath  depart ?  O,  my  Father, 
come.  What  agony  1  feel!" 
*  Or4.  6.  She  appeared  to  liave  a 
clearer  view  of  interest  in  tbe  Savi- 
our; but  her  suflerings  were  stUI 
great.

At  the  present  day,  books  of  all 
descriptions  are  multiplying  fast  up- 
on our  hands ;  innumerable  attempts 
are  mad^  at  every  species  of  writing ; 
but  it  cannot  escape  observation, 
-^at  modem  attempts  at  excellence, 
in  various  departments  of  literature, 
are  much  more  unsuccessful  than 
ibose  of  ""  older  time."  In  tlie  sub- 
lime excursions  of  the  Epic  Muse 
tire  have  nothing  which  is  likely  to 
rival  the  fame  of  Pa/radiee  Loet, 
There  is,  however,  one  species  of 
poetic  composition,  in  which  little 
penetration  is  requisite  to  discover 
nnprovements;  and  in  which  we 
confidently  expect  the  praise  of  ex- 
cellence will  soon  be  compelled. 
We  refer  to  Poetry  which  enters 
into  sentiments  and  feelings  decid- 
edly religious.  The  possibili^  of 
nvritingSSMred  Poetry  is^  we.believe^ 


now  more  genehdty  admitted  than 
it  was  in  the  days  of  Johnson ;  and 
of  the  possibility  itself,  we  cannot 
but  consider  the  present  volume  as 
a  demonUraticn. 

With  pisrsons  who,  to  the  graces 
of  a  cultivated  mind,  have  added  the 
charms  of  fervent  piety,  it  has  long:, 
been  a  source  of  regret,  that  the 
greater  number  of  volumes  mo^t 
pleasing  to  the  taste  and  imagina- 
tion, have  often  been  tinctured  with 
sentiments  unfriendly  io  Christian 
piety,  and  have  been  marked  by  an 
avoidanceof  all  sacred  topics.  The 
frequent  introduction  of  9acred  to- 
pics, does  unquestionably  require 
the  sacrifice  of  being  acceptable 
among  many  readers  of  poetry; 
which  has  no  doubt  operated  as  a 
check  to  a  rising  genius  in  this  di- 
rection, ahd  determined  to  other 
pursuits  those  who  write  with  a  de*< 
sire  to  please  more  than  to  profit.

We  bintfd  that  certain  writers, 
to  ensure  their  acficpt'anee  with  the 
publi<t,  have  Mndlo«siy  awided  sa- 
cred topics — there  have  also  been 
writers  professedly  religious,  who 
seem  to  have  taught  that  a  dlaine- 
trically  opposiCeicoitrseHirasnecesstfry 
JTor  their  success,  aod  Bare  no  less 
industiioUsT^  avoided  tfacf  hityoddo* 
iion  of  topics  of  ^elierad  interest. 
And  if  we  mSstitke  not,  thhr  is  a 
principal  reason  why  failures  ofsdtr- 
fiess  lire  so  gcfn^lul  iri  sacfed  poetry ; 
why  we  have  so  t^yv  saori^d  pdd^ 
above  the  hdndfieds  of hymnrfflakerfr. 
Hence,  referring  to  this  -species  of 
wrfting,  Dr.  Johnson,  in  his  Life  of 


its  topics,  AS  enforcing  repetition; 
anrl  the  sanctity  of  its  matter  as  re- 
j<*cling  ihe  ornament  of  figHi^ive 
diction.  To  attempt  to  remove  «fch 
objections    against    the  **  Homos'* 
that  are  used  in  our  public  a^sem- 
hlies,    would    bo   absurd,   ((hough 
ihey  are  capable  of  great  iniprove- 
raent);  but  to  suiTt^rit  to  lie  against 
all  ihatiscaQcd  sacred  poetry,  in- 
dicatrs,  more  ttiAn  any  thing  else, 
an  absence^  of.  talent.    Why  may 
not  its    subjuct/s  he  ^s  various  us 
those  of  other  poetry?   And  when 
tlie  subjects  ar6  Ireouently  varied, 
so  as  not  to  sugjgest  me  idea  of  any 
particular  scripture  represeniafion, 
why  sliould  tjiie  ornaments  of  a  figu- 
rative diction  be  neglected  T^t  is 
by  being  confined  to  a  certain  range 
or  subjects^    and    always  bringing 
these  forward  in  words,  or  with  al- 
lusions, th;K  the  Bible  afibrds,  which 
has  made  the  writing  of  which  we 
are  speaking,  so  j^une  and  unsatis- 
factory.   Let  the  flight  of  the  Chris- 
tian Poet  be  as  excursive  as  those  of 
linother ;  let  him  dwelt  on  themes 
in  Nature  and  in  Providence^  as  well 
as  in  liedemption';  let  the    senti- 
ments of  the  Christian  be  brought 
to  heighten  and  improve  the  scnti-

Kew  Church  and  Ordination, 


KORtON  ST.  PHILIPS,  S')merset. 


On  Lord Vday  evehiBg,  December  19. 

1819,  a  few  Christian  iiieiidsj  wt»o  bad 
previously  been  baptized  on  a  profession 
of  faith  in  Christ,  were  formed  into  a 
cbqrch.  Mc  M'Farhuw  of  Trowbridge 
preached  on  the  occasion. 

The  gospel  was  first  intxodnced  into 
this  dark  vtihige  about  thirty  years  ago, 
by  the  late  Mr.  Matthews  of  Rhode*  and 
|ttr»  Hinton,  many  years  the  laborioas 
and  successful  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Beckington,  but  now,  throogh  age  and 
infirmiiy,  laid  aside  from  labour,  and 
called  to  wait,  through  faith  and  patience* 
the  kviUtioB  of  his  Loid»  to  enttr  into 


rest.  Theyt  and  othen  who  iook  part 
with  then  m  the  work,  met  with  consi- 
derable  opposition  for  many  years,  and 
laboured  with  but  little  i^pearance  of 
soccesi.  But  the  friends  of  Christ  per« 
severed  in  the  wovk ;  the  .prospect  of 
success  became  more  and  more  encoo« 
ragii^  A  neat  place  of  worship  has 
been  built*  which  was  ojiened  in  May* 
1S14;  -and  sevesal  persons  have  afforded 
satisfactoij  evidence  that  the  go^d  hat 
been  the  power  of  God  to  the  salvation 
of  theur  souls.  This  affords  another 
striking  proof  of  the  vast  importanco 
and  utility  of  Itinerant  and  Tillage  1»> 
boors. 

On  February  .%%  1820^  Mr.  ^enry 
Cuzner  of  Trowbridge  was  set  apart  to 
the  pastoral  office  over  the  above  choich. 
Public  worship  began  at  eleven  o'clock. 
Mr.  Wiiuer  of  Bcckii\glon  introduced 
the  service  with  reading  and  prayer. 
Mr.  Morch  of  Frome  explained  the  na- 
ture €»f  ordioationf  as  generally  prac- 
tised amoi^  Protestant  Dissenters* 
asked  the  usual  questions,  and  received 
Mr*  C.*s  confession  of  faith.  Mr.  Portec 
of  Bath  prayed  the  ordination  prayer, 
accompanied  with  the  laying  on  of  hands, 
Mr.  M'Farlane  of  Trowbiidgfu  (Mr.C/s 
paator,)  gave  the  oharge  from  Philip.  ii« 
13.  Mr.  Safiery  of  Salisbury  preached 
to  the  people,  from  £phes.  Iv.  11,  12^ 
and  Mr.  Stephenson  of  Trowbridge,  (In- 
dependent;) concluded  with  prayer* 
Suitatile  hymns  were  given  out,  at  proper 
interval,  by  Mr.  Ayers  of  Keynsham^ 
and  others. 

Mr.  Udman  of  Frome,  (Independent^) 
preached  in  the  evening  from  Philip. 
IV.  19. 

The  audience  was  both  numerons  and 
attentive  throughoot  the  day,  and  many 
found  it  good  to  be  there.  May  the 
I/)rd  now  send  abundant  prosperity  to 
the  infant  cause  in  this  place. 


THE  DISTRESSED  VILLAGER. 


AuovT  three  years  ago*  the  efforts  of 
the  Rev.  U.  Hawkins,  of  East  Combs* 
Glouce^tersliire,  to  introduce  the  best 
tidings  that  ever  reached  our  fallen  world* 
into  a  village  about  ten  miles  from  his  re- 
sidence, were  crowned  with  success.  A 
barn  was  occupied ;  a  Sunday  school  was 
established  \  and  a  considerable  number 
of  the  Inhabitants  attended  public  wor- 
ship. But  through  the  influence  of  those, 
whose  sacred  profession  and  elevated 
stations  should  have  taught  them  a  far- 
different  course*  the  poor  villagers  were 
deprived  of  their  Bethel*  and  within  a 


dec 
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little  of  being  scattered  u  sheep  withont 
a  sbepfaerd :  bat  it  pleased  Him,  who 
4oeth  all  things  according  to  the  counsel 
of  his  own  will,  and  who  smiles  on  the 
impotence  of  man  to  impede  his  gracions 
purposes,  to  Open  the  heart  of  a  poor 
cottager  to  admit  his  neighbours  into  his 
lowly  abode.  Encouraged  bjr  thdr  en- 
treades,  he  first  read  some  sermons,  and 
engaged  in  snpplicating  the  dirine  bless- 
ing on  their  assembling  together ;  his  ta- 
lents being  then  called  into  exercise,  he 
sradoallv  attempted  to  address  them,  and 
has  continued  so  to  do  for  a  considerable 
time;  the  prospects  are  cheering,  and 
there  is  every  rpason  to  believe*  that 
three  have  been  savingly  converted,  wbp 
are  now  candidates  for  Christian  baptism. 

The  failure  of  a  neighbouring  bank  has 
thrown  Ihis  poor  man  into  the  greatest 
distress.  His  little  all  was  entrusted  to 
their  care ;  and  unless  the  sympathies  of 
the  benevolent  are  exerted  in  his  behalf, 
he  will  be  obliged  to  leave  the  village, 
and  resign  these  opportunities  of  leading 
his  neighbours  into  the  way  of  peace, 
without  hope  of  ever  regaining  admission 
into  a  place  which  u  now  so  dear  to  his 
feelings,  and  so  encouraging  to^his  hopes. 

About  j£l5  would  cause  this  poor 
man's  heart  to  leap  for  joy,  and  would 
secure  hb  stay  in  this  truly  Umportai^t 
station.

Test  and  Carparatian  Acts. 

Ma.  William  Smith,  M.  P.  for  Nor- 
wich,  presented  a  Petition,  on  June  IS, 
from  the  Society  of  the  Deputies  of  Pro- 
testant Dissenting  Congregations  in  Lon- 
(don,  praying  for  the  Repeal  of  the 
"Test  and  Corporation  Acts."  It  wm 
read,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

As  all  our  readers  may  not  be  acquaint- 
ed with  these  Acts,  the  following  expla? 
nation  is  given.  ' 

"The  Test  Act,  is  the  statute  t5 
Charles  II .  cap.  12,  which  directs  all  of- 
ficers, civil  and  military,  to  take  the 
oaths  and  make  the  declaration  against 
transubstantiation,  in  the  Courts  of  King's 
Bench  or  Chancery  ihe  next  term,  or  at 
the  next  quarter  sessions,  or  (by  seve- 
ral recent  statutes)  within    six  months 

nhet  their  admission;  and  also  within

the  same  time  to  receive  the  faortmeiit 
of  the  LordVsupper,  according  to  the 
usage  of  the  church  of  England,  in  some 
public  church,  immediately  after  divine 
service^  or  sermon,  and  to  deliver  into 
court  a  certificate  thereof,  dgned  by  the 
minister  and  churchwarden ;  and  also 
to  prove  the  same  by  two  credible  wit* 
nesses,  upon  ibr£riture  of  «£500,  and 
disability  to  hold  the  aAi  office.  Tho 
avowed  object  of  this  act  was,  to  exclude 
from  all  places  of  trust  all  member*  of^ 
the  chafco  of  Rome;  and  hence  the  Dis- 
senters of  that  age,  if  they  did  not  sup- 
port the  ImU  as  it  was  passing  through 
the  two  houses  of  Parliament*  gave  it  no 
opposition.  For  this  part  of  their  eoiw 
duct  they  have  often  been  censured  with 
severity,  as  ha^g  betrayed  their  rigjbtt 
from  resentment  to  their  enemies. 

**  To  make  the  ordinance  of  the  Lord's- 
supper  a  qualificaUon  of  admittance  to 
any  office  in  or  under  the  civil  govern- 
ment, is  evidently  a  profanation  of  the 
ordinance  itself;  not  to  insist  upon  the 
impropriety  of  excluding  peaceable  and 
loyal  subjects  from  places  of  trust  and 
profit  merely  on  account  of  .their  religi- 
ous opinions.'*  Bueh?$  Theokgical  IKon 
tionary,  vol.  ii«  p.  457. 

The  Corporation  Act  makes  it  neces- 
sary that  all  persons  who  are  elected  to 
serve  in  any  office  in  a  Corporatiout 
either  of  Burgess,  Common-counciUmant 
^Iheriff,  or  Mayor,  should  previously  take 
the  test.  Some  few  Dissenters  degrade 
themselves  and  wound  their  consciences 
by  •submitting  to  this  requirement;  others 
serve  without  itt  shielding  themselves 
from  the  penalties  under  the  Bill  of  In* 
demnity,  which  is  annually  passed;  and 
thus  receiving  a  pardon  for  what  they 
cduld  not  acknowledge  to  be  a  crime.. 
On  many  accounts  these  laws  ought  to  bo 
repealed.

!  tie$  rf  their  office  through  age  or  wfirmity 

I  — thui  enofritng  them  to  retire  from  $tated 

'  miniit€rial  lalwirt;  and  thereby  prepare 

the  way  for  the  ckurchei  enjoying  m  more 

efficitnt  minhtry. 

The  propriety  of  providing  for  the  de* 
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oiintng  yean  of  raiiiistors  of  the  gospel 
has  never  been  questioned.  Wnen  men 
derote  their  time,  talents,  and  energies, 
and,  in  many  instances,  their  property, 
to  promote  the  eternal  welfare  of  their 
fellow-men  by  sowing  onto  them  spiri- 
tual things,  it  is  natural  and  righteous 
that  the  approbation  and  aftectionate  re- 
gard of  tjie  Christian  public  should  be 
exemplified  in  the  administration  of  the 
necessary  things  of  this  world. 

"  Something  ought  to  be  done** — 
*  Something  must  be  don^ — to  succour 
the  aged  and  infirm,  and  promote  a  more 
efficient  ministry,  had  been  repeated  in 
every  circle  where  the  subject  came  Into 

^  discussion :  but  the  magnitude  of  the 
undertaking,  the  difficulty  of  conducting 

'  it>  and  the  diversity  of  opinions  respect- 
ing the  best  mode  of  obtaining  adequate 
funds,  and  directing  their  suitable  appli- 
cation, had  too  long  paraliaed  exertion. 
It  remained  for  some,  whose  hearts  were 
engaged  in  the  service,  to  sat,  "  Some- 
thing sHAtL  be  done;"  resolving,  that 
if  they  could  not  accomplish  ail  that  ap- 
peared desirable,  they  would  not  fall 
short  of  the  commendation  applied  to  a 
certain  woman  by  our  Lord,  *'  She  hath 
done  what  she  could." 

Their  proceedings  have  now  heen  be- 
fore their  brethren  for  several  years  ;  and 
the  society  is  gradually  making  its  way 
among  those  for  whose  benefit  it  was  in- 
stituted. Many  beneficiary  members 
have  been  added  since  the  last  annual 
meeting,  and  others  are  preparing  to  fol- 
low their  example,  which  it  is  matter  of 
regret  that  any  should  hesitate  to  do, 
when  the  benents  to  be  realised,  and  the 
certainty  of  their  attainment,  come  into 
consideration*  It  should  also  be  no- 
ticedj  that  ministers  who  were  ordifined 
pfevioosly  to  the  f4th  of  June,  1816,  can- 
not be  admitted  after  the  f  4th  of  June, 
1891. 

The  distribution  of  the  disposeable 
funds  already  remitted  to  the  necessitous 
and  afflicted  beneficiaries,  renders  it 
wholly  unnecessary  to  enlarge  upon  the 
usefulness  of  a  society,  which,  even  in 
its  infancy,  has  conferred  benefits  of  no 
small  value  in  his  eyes,  who  retains  in 
his  remembrance  a  cup  of  cold  water 
given  to  the  least  of  hb  disciples.  Its 
claim  fa  the  patronage  of  a  benevolent 
public  is  established  beyond  dispute  ;  the 

Jmlsied  hand  of  venerable  age  has  been 
ifled  up  pronouncing  a  blessing  upon 
it,  and  the  weary  lassiuide  of  lingering 
•ffiictioB  has  been  soothed  and  comforted 
by  the  expression  of  its  sympathy  and 
benevolence.

The  writings  which'  have  hitherto 
formed  the  ba»h  v^  legi^ation  in  that 
country,  have  pcoliibiled  to  them  the 
knowledge  of  the  Veda,  aud  doomed 
them -to  a  state  of  mental  salyjection.  The 
ealamitj  the  most  dreaded  there,  Widow- 
hood, is,  by  the  Jealousy  of  theotJier  tex, 
suspended  as  a  judgment  of  Providence 
over  the  female  who  shall  dare  to  ac- 
quire a  IcKOwledge  of  the  Alphabet. 
Muneo,  o»e  of  the  Hindoo  legislatori, 
snys  (See  Sir  W.  Jones*s  Tromlation)  r 
**  Wvinan  has  do  business  witTi  the  Teda  ; 
tUs  is  the  law  fully  settled:  having 
therefore  no  knowledge  of  the  expiating 
text,  stnfol  -women  (meaning  all  wo- 
men) must  be  as  foul  as  falsehood  itself; 
and  this  is  a  fixed  rale." — Here  the  legis- 
lator irrst  binds  the  sex  fast  hi  the  chains 
oi' ifrnorance,  and  then  reproaches  and 
punishes  then  for  the  resuh  of  his  own 
law. 

The  dreadfol  consequences  of  such 
I Jws,  and  ?uch  a  state  of  feeling  towards 
the  sex,  arc  most  atrikingly  exhibited  in 
the  present  state  of  Female  Society  In 
India.  Here  is  a  whole  empire,  com- 
prising so  many  Millions  of  Femafea,  in 
which  a  single  School  for  Girb  has  not 
existed  for  thousands  of  years  ;  tire  Fe- 
mates  hav«  nercr  seen  a  book,  except  in 
the  hands  tyf  men,  and  have  no  know- 
ledge  of  any  one  of  the  mental  employ- 
fiieflts  of  ifemales  in  a  crviGxed  country. 
Their  iingers  have  never  touched  a  nee- 
dle, a  pair  of  scissars,  a  book,  or  a  pen, 
and  they  irt  entirely  excluded  from  all 
inteUcctual  intercourse  with  the  other 
sex.  *'  A  woman  is  not  allowed  by  law 
to  go  «ut  of  ehe  house  withoot  the  cob* 
seiit  of  ber  hoshand ;  to  talk  with  astrwu 
ger,  nor  to  laugh  without  a  veil  4n  her

out  at  the  window."  (See  Ward  on  the 
Hifideoib  V4d.  VI.  p.  918.)  What  ca» 
be  «Kpeoied,  but  that  in  auch  a  st«te  of 
ignoMBce,  the  female  character  will  bff 
awfaUy  liebaaed  ?  -  H«ace  aaMo^  th« 
Rojipoot  mothers,  the  murder  of  lemale 
infaiiti  is  BAiversally  practised ;  not  one 
sarvives.  Mothers  amoi^  the  casts*  in 
fulfil Bieat  of  their  vow  to  obtain  «kir« 
spring,  are  aeesi  sacrificing  tlieir  first 
child  m  the  Bram  hn  paotru*  and  otlier 
sacrad  rivars.  Jdany  feoMiles  <drowB- 
themselves.  Capt.  — —  saw^^one  uord** 
ing,  whdeaittMig  at  his  own  window  at 
AUahabofd»  siatecsi  £emai«s  tuufee  the  in- 
floeoce  of  superstition,  drown  theaselver 
at  the  junction  cWf  the  Jamna  and  the 
Ganges.  And  theve  are  now  in  Inndon 
copies  of  ofiiciai  docanients,  which  provct 
that  in  the  year  laiT*  ander  the  Preai*. 
dency  of  Bengal,  not  less  than  705  Fe* 
males,  ^itif A  sd^rta,  «a/tintar%  tanao- 
laud ihemteloet  buhehig  Immt,  or  hursed 
alive  with  ike  deaikodiet  of  their  habatuit. 

No  parallel  case  of  saoh  direfnl  eitecia 
of  ignorance  appears  to  «i]st  in  hnnian 
history.  Never  in  the  most  savage  suta 
have  fires  like  these  been  kindled,  or  si- 
milar graves  been  dng.  Never  were  such 
appalling  oeasefuenoes  of  ignoraa<Se  ex- 
hibiled  to  the  dvUiaed  world. 

In  these  circumstances  to  whixn  shaU 
the  appeal  he  made?  Is  it  not  nwuilest, 
that  ilie  ladies  in  Bcitain  are  the  natural 
guardians  of  these  unhappy  widows  and 
orphans  in  British  ludia  ?  Is  it  possible* 
that  our  iair  ooonury-women,  Iddies  of 
rank,  of  iaftueacek  of  the  roast  refined 
sensibility,  the  patterns  of-evcry  charity, 
of  all  that  is  distinguished  and  benevo- 
lent in  oar  country,  oan,  after  knowing 
the  ihcts  contained  in  tttis  circular,  coa^ 
tinoe  unmoved  by  the  ccies  issuing  from 
these  fires,  and  from  the  thousands  of 
orphans  which  surround  them,  witnessiug 
the  process  of  these  fiaaes  which  are 
devouring  tlie  living  mother,  and  con* 
sumjog  hor  frame  to  ashes  ?  This  appeal 
cannot  be  made  in  vain ;  such  a  tale  of 
woe  was  never  before  addressed  to  the 
hearts  of  Ihritkli  mothers.  Let  every 
lady  of  rank  and  influence  in  the  United 
Empire  4q  her  duty,  and  these  fires  can* 
not  horn  another  twenty  yean. 

Next  to  tlie  wise  and  gradual  interoo* 
sition  and  influence  of  a  benevolent  U0^ 
vernmeut,  Fsmalm  Education  forms 
the  most  probable  and  effectual  means  of 
putting  an  end  to  this  deplorable  state  of 
Female  Society  ;  and  coald  funds  he 
raised  by  a  distinguished  Association  of 
Ladies  in  London,  with  Auxiliaries  in  the 
Countiy.for  this  express  object^  SekooU 
Umght  6y  Naltve  FeaiolM  ttiglht  he 
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diately  eilablUilMd.  Tlct^  is  a  class  of 
females  in  India,  the  daughters  of  onr 
eoqntryioeD,  i»ho  art  acquainted  mth 
the  native  languages,  and  from  whom  a 
wise  selection  miglit  be  raade»  and' who, 
»fier  receiving  pi>oper  instrnctiun,  might, 
aft  local  misttesse^i  become  the  greatest 
possible  blessings  to  India. 

tlie  state  of  Iildian  manners  forbids 
females  to  be  placed  under  the  tuition  of 
men.  It  may  be  di^cult  to  overcome 
prejudices  among  the  natives  against  Fe- 
male Education,  t>ut  they  will  gradually 
subside,  and  we  fehall  soon  w^ness  the 
ttinmph  of  these  humane  exertions  in 
the  delightful  appearance  of  a  state  of 
society  in  India,  rewarding  the  benevo- 
lent exertions  of  the  British  Ladies. 

It  farther  appears,  by  a  recent  commu- 
nication from  Bengal,  that  the  Calcutta 
School  Society  is  at  this  tiiae  eatendiag 
its  views  and  operations  to  the  education 
of  Female  CliUdrenin  Calcutta,  to  which 
tlieir  attenUoa  has  been  directed  by  the 
sentiments  of  some  of  the  principal  Na- 
tives, one  of  whom  has  even  undertaken 
to  publish  an  extract  from  authentic  Hin- 
doo wrldngs,  infurtheranee  of  this  object. 
It  is  therefore  proposed)  that  a  subscrip- 
ti<Mi  be  rabed,  fur  the  express  purpose  of 
ptomotiAg  the  education  of  iNemale  Na- 
tives  of  British  Inilia,  by  seudiag  out  a 
awli>qaalified  Mistress,  to  be  at  the  dis- 
posai  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Cal- 
cutta School  Society.  The  Ainds  so  con- 
tributed will  be  received  by  the  Com- 
mittee 4^  ttie  British  and  Foreign  Sdranl 
8ocsety»  and  applied  as  bef«(re  mentioned 
in  comiection  with  the  Calcutta  Sdiool 
Society.

ning  came  an  mt  West  Bfomwsch»  Stal^ 
fordshlre.    The  thunder  was  so  treraen* 
dous,  that  sei^eral  persons  told.  me«  who 
were  very  near  the  spot,  that  the  ground- 
seemed  to  shake  beneath  (hem,  and  they 
were  once  evidently  lifted  op  from  ir. 
The  lightning  was  extremely  vivid,  and  I 
am  sorry  to  inform  yon«  felt  on  the  Bap- 
tist Meetinghouse^  tearing  out  the  bricks 
ttom  the  uppermost  part  of  the  gable 
end  of  the  building,  and  leaving  a  dreads 
ful  gap  of  about  three  yards  long   and 
two  wtde.     It  made  its  way  through  the 
ceiling  iiito  the  pulpit;  the  Bible  was 
thrown  out  of  it  to  a  coiisidrrabie  dls* 
tance,  and  the  strong  board  on  which  it 
lay  was  split  into  three  pieces.     A  cup* 
board  door,  which  was  locked,  in    the. 
vestry^  was  torn  open,  and  completely 
shattered.    The  building  is  also  other- 
wise considerably  damaged.    The  back 
wall  is  split  in  several  places,  some  of  the 
window  cases  are  ^orn  to  pieces,  and  I 
counted  sixiy*three  panes  of  glass  which 
were  broken.     I  also  remarked,  that  the 
lightning  had  considerably  scorched  the 
trees  and  the  hedges  iu  the  neighbour- 
ing gardens. 

I  peculiarly  regret  ti)e  damage  which 
has  been  done  to  the  place  of  worship, 
because  the  people  are  exceedingly 
pooc :  their  trade  is  now  in  a  very  mi- 
serable state,  and  they  have  a  debt  on 
the  meeting-house  of  about  ^ve  hundred 
atsd  tlUrtif  powtdt.  The  injury  done,  by 
the  lightuingy  I  fear^  can  scarcely  be  re-*' 
paired  Air  roach  less  than  tldrty  pounds. 

The  storm  mi^ht  have  had  a  com  mis* 
sipn  to  fall  on  some  of  our  habitations,  and 
might  have  vtteiiy  ruined  as  and  out 
families.  \t  is  indeed  of  the  Lord's  mer- 
cies that  we  an;  not  utterly  ooiiiame<^ 
and  because  his  compassious  iul  not.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  Rcc.  J.  Wilson. 

BeUina,  Jvly  15 »  1320. 
'Dear  Sir, 

You  request  a  particular  account  of 
tlie  present  state  of  the  schools,  and  of 
mj  preaching.  The  former  I  muse  defer 
till  my  neit,  as  I  have  not  seen  many  of 
tb«  schools  auice  my  last. 

Wkh  respect  to  preaehtng.  I  may  truly 
say,  that  1  have  been  folly  employed ; 
•for  while  assisting  Mr.  West  in  collecting 
in  Dublin,  besides  preaching  at  Swift's- 
«liey,  I  preached  for  several  of  the  In- 
dependent ministers,  with 'most  of  whom 
kk  town  and  country  t  am  on  terms  of 
cordial  and  Christian  frieRdship.     .On 
iea^ng  DuMin,  1  returned  tbrough  the 
southern  part  of  the  kin^oniy  amd  preacb- 
'€d  at  Ferbase*  Burr,  Thurles,  Clonmei, 
•Waterford,  Yoogbal,  Middleton,  Cork, 
Ymlecy  afld  Limerick.     In  nearly  the, 
>wbole  df  this  tour,  the  natural  scenery 
was   temarkabiy  intereeting,   luxuriant^ 
■and  picturesque,   and  in  these  respects 
ibr med  a  striking  contrast  to  the  scenery 
In  that  part  of  the  country  in  which  my 
•lot' is  cast.     So  forcibly  was  I  struck 
•with  this,  that  I  was  afraost  tempted  to 
•envy  the  situation  of  my  brethren  who 
are  labouring  in  those  parts.   But  a  little 
'pious  reflection  is  calculated  to  suppress 
such  feelings,  because  it  brings  Him  be- 
fore our  view,  who  fixes  **  the  bounds  of 
our  habitation."    Besides  which,  I  did 
'nrot  find  that  natural  scenery,  nor  the 
rich  products  of  the  earth,  effected  any 
change  in  the  human  lieart,  dispersed 
any  of  the  clpuds  of  superstition  and  bi- 
gotry,   or   allayed    any   opposition   to 
the  promulgation  of  divine  troth.    All 
these  seemed  to  prevail  as  much  in  that 
ibeaotlfal  country  as  in  the  wilds  of  Con- 
naiight.     Even  the  curiosity  wBich  is 
«atoral,  and  which  is  generally  evinced, 
towards    a  ttranger,    did    not   produce 
•'iarger  congregations  than  are  frequently 
obtained  in  these  parts  by  those  who  are 
known.     Oh  that  God  would  poor  en- 
Inreed  measures  of  the  influences  of  his 
spirit  00  the  whoU  of  Ireland,  send  more 
faithful  labourers  to  her  aid,  and  cause 
^buadiint  luccess  to  attend  every  effort 
that  is  made'  for  her  tpiritual  improve- 


ment t  Then,  natural  beauty,  and  na* 
tural  deformity,  will  both  sink  into  in^ 
significance ;— and  subjects  of  the  most 
sublime  nature,  and  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance, shall  absorb  every  inferior 
consMeration.  Praying  that  the  divine 
pres«nce  may  be  enioyed  by  the  com- 
mittee in  aH  their  deliberations,  that  the 
divine  blessing  may  accompany  all  their 
efforts,  and  that  you,  my  dear  brother* 
may  be  long  spared  as  the  successful  ad* 
vocate  of  Ireland,  I  subspribe  raysclf«

To  the  Cmmittee  tf  the  BaptUt  Jrith 
Society,    • 

Last  week  I  visited  your  schools  in 
this, county, 'and  embrace  this  opportu- 
nity of  making  you  acquainted  with  their 
present  state.  The  first  school  which  I 
inspected  h  in  Newson's  Town,  about 
twenty  miles  from  Cork.  On  my  last 
inspection  of  this  school  about  six  weeks 
ago,  there  were  seventy^four  childrenia 
it ;  but  in  consequence  of  the  eurtet  pro- 
uoun^d  upon  the  parents,  it  is  now  re- 
duced to  twenty-one.  Most  of  that 
DiHiiber  belong  to  parents  who  know  that 
"the  curse  causeless  shall  not  come.** 
I  hav6  reason  to  hope  that  this  school 
will  be  revived,  and  that  I. shall  again 
have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  cabin 
well  filled  witK  happy-looking  children. 
But  even  on  the  supporitida  that  this 
shall  not  be  realized,  we  have  the  satis- 
faction of  -knowing  that'  the  society  has 
been  instrumental  in  doing  good  to  those 
who  were  once  in  the  school.  Fifty-three 
children  have  been  driven  reluctantlj 
from  the  school;  but  while  therct  most 
of  them  bad  acquired  the  ability  to  read  ; 
many  of  them  had  treasured  up  in  their 
memories  considerable  portions  of  **  the 
incorruptible  seed  of  the  word  of  God, 
which  liveth  and  abidcth  for  ever  ;'*  and 
all  of  them  had,  to  $ay  the  leattp  acquired 
a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  reading, 
so  that  a  foundation  is  laid  for  their  <a< 
tare  punuits*     An  appetite  is  created, 
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^htch,  we  hope,  will  not  be  satisfied 
without  suitable  food.  So  that  though 
these  children  have  been  taken  from  the 
care  of  tlie  society,  we  may  follow  them 
into  future  life  with  feelings  which  we 
should  not  have  had  respecting  thenr, 
had  they  never  enjoyed  its  benefit.  If 
we  look  at  them  as  members  of  civil  so- 
ciety, fioto  they  have  open  before  them 
that  book  which  will  "  put  then  in  mind 
to  be  subject  to  principalities  and  pow- 
ers, to  obey  magistrates,  to  be  ready  to 
every  good  work.**  Now  they  can  read 
the  command,  "  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself.**  Many  of  them 
will  t>e  servants,  and  some  perhaps  serv- 
ants of  men  who  now  oppress  them,  and 
then  even  they  shalt  reap  the  benefit  of 
tliclr  knowledge  of  that  divine  precept, 
*'  Servants,  be  obedient  to  those  that 
are  your  masters  according  to  the  flesh." 
Not  a  few  of  them  may  be  called  to  fight 
the  future  battles  of  our  country ;  and 
who  will  say  that  they  will  be  the  less 
couragemis,  fw  even  their  scmity  know- 
ledjge  of  that  word  which  makes  the  sol-, 
dier  valiant*  and  teaches  him  to  **  saoc- 
lify  the  Lord  of  hosts  himself,  and  to 
let  kim  be  his  fear  and  dread,  who  will 
.  be  for  a  lenctuefy  f.  Bat  wlmt  ia  ctf  ivore 
importance  thao  all  this  put  together, 
these  children  are  brooght*  ti»iwmort^ 
belngst  interested^  deeply  i$itfTeue49  in 
ail  the  awful  soleonitiei  of  eternity.  The 
time,  we  hope*  is  not  £sf  distant  in  which 
tUey  iball  begin  to  a|k»  "  Where  ii  God 
my  maker?"  .<*  Wherewith  ahell  I  co«^ 
before  due  Lord,  and.  bew  myself  before 
.the  high  Ood?**  "  How  afaiaU  waa  bis 
jupt  wttb  God?''  "  What  jbImU  I  do  tp 
be  saved  ?''  "  Who  ahall  delif^r  ns 
from  the  wrath  to  come  ?"  May  we  not 
aofipose  that  sotpe  of  tbeee  iiuportaot 
question*  shall  in  a  future  day  be  itiluid 
by  some  of  these  childfeiii?  Nay*  we 
know  that  sonie  of  tbera  already  begin  to 
be  cencermed  abo^t  tliern.  .  So.  that, 
however  we  may  ia«nent  the  breaking 
jlip  of  atir  schools,  we  bave  to  rejoice 
that  the  children  carry  along  with  the«i 
answers  to  iliose  questiooa,  not.  amhigiuus 
and  HauhifvL  bat  Wear  and  st^isfiseUry, 
because  dr«wn  from  the  Uvely  omctoa  of 
God's  ward.  So  tbat  conaideriBy  2^ is 
thert^  and  our  neons  sa  c^ntracttS^  I  do 
iMkt  know  whether  those  who  are  the 
eauae  of  breaking  np  onr  schools  now  end 
then,  are  not.  bcipiag  oe  to  give  a  wider 
4itftisinn  to  tiie  ofajecie  we  4ia«e  in  view, 
by  dispersing  the  cliildren  asaooii  ae  they 
liave  been  tanght  to  ntad  iiie  word  jof 
life,  and  begin  io  acquire  a  reUab  iior  it, 
and  so  making  room  <for  others.  These 
reiaarks  will  apply  to  your  8X)00  ohildreii 
VeMaittiug  atiU  inUie  schools  «f  tbejod- 


ety,  and  also  to  the  50,000  in  the  sclioolt 
of  the  "  London  Hibernian  Society,"  and 
to  the  50,000  in  those  of  the  Sunday 
School  Sodety  of  Ireland*  So  that  when 
we  contemplate  the  aggregate  of  the  good 
that  is  doing  by  different  societies  in- 
putting so  many  thousands  in  postessioa 
of  that  which  is  the  power  of  God  to  the 
salvation  of  every  one  that  believeth»  toe 
will  not  he  discouraged  by  a  RttU  epporitian; 
we  will  rather  look  upon  it  as  a  proof 
that  we  are  not  labouring  in  vun;  we 
will  bless  God  and  take  courage. 

Bot  I  intended  to  inform  ihe  Com*- 
mittee,  that  I  went  to  the  priest  who 
injured  tlie  schools^  in  order  to  aaceitaia 
the  grounds  of  his  disapprobation.  His 
behaviour  was  that  of  a  g^ntlei^an^  and 
worthy  of  «  better  cause  than  tbat  of 
preventing  poor  children  from  readiiig 
the  word  of  Godt  AU  he  told  mfy  bow- 
ever,  waa  what  I  was  bnt  ^o  well  a^waie 
of  before  I  saw  hiro,  vi«,  that  there  is  a 
rule  in  his  church*  by,  which  poor  chil* 
dren(aad  adults  alao)  are  prohibiled  from 
reading  the  scriptures,  la  the  t^pfiktk' 
tion  of  this  rale  he  ^lid  be  b%d  *<  we  dii- 
trethmJ*  AU  he  bad  tp  do  waSt  %l  soon 
as  he  hears  that  tbe  acriptitfee  are  read  in 
any  school  in  bis  parisbf  to  aet  aa  be  laa# 
done  io  this  case,  i*  e«  to  giro  orders  la 
the  priest  nearest  tbe  school  to  proveat 
tbe  children  from  attending*  by  pro- 
nottncing  as^tU  cur$e$  on  the  patents  that 
send  them.  I  left  thb  gentlema*  wiik 
feelings  of  respect  towanls  kirn  &r  bis 
eandour  and  politeness,  bot  witb  uttw 
detestation  of  tbe  priaoiples  that  dictiAs 
sorb  a  riUe»  and  with  gratitude  to  Oo4 
tb«i  I  do  not  beloog  to  a  chon^  that 
leaves  me  **  «o  discretimi,"  and  tbeiebf 
forces  me  to  violate  the  commaiid  of  tbe 
Saviour, "  CallnommsmiuUr  tqteu  emrtiL" 
I  may  jast  add,  that  tbe  gentleman  in 
question  ioiormed  ne,  th^t  in  order  to 
remove  the  difficnity  between  theiBselvas 
and  <'  those  who  kas»gotus  otU  from  them,^ 
be  has  compiled  small  hooka  from  tim 
scriptures,  and  otker^  sources,  which  he 
thought  I  night  introduce  into  tbe  socie- 
ties' schools,  at  tbe  saoM  lime  prcMVtsiqg 
to  expnnge  any  thing  of  whiob  I  maghi 
disapprove,  "  that  would  not  imply  a 
eompromise  of  principle  on  bis  pert."  I 
em  afraid,  however,  tbat  ihia  latler  {Mrt 
of  the  promise  would  iead  ne  keim  a 
diiimma,  which  y/on  will  easily  see.  I  in- 
tend examining  tbe  hooks;  «od  firovidcd 
tli^ere  be  nothing  in  them  that  isoootnrjr 
to  the  seri^cares,  I  shouid  like  to^trJr  tbe 
expevioieat  of  ifitrodaciug  tbem  into  tbie 
sehool,  if  the  Gommitlce  rimM  tbipit

I  am  traly  happy  to  inform  yoo»  that 
the  Schools  are  ia  a  more  prosperoua  state 
at  preseot  than  they  iiave  heui  those 
thite  roootbs  pait.  I  have  ibond  from  fifty 
to  a  hundred  in  ainw>st  every  one  of  tlie 
SchooU  I  have  inspected,  and  the,  ehU- 
dien  repeated  their  ia^  with  the  great- 
eat  accuracy*  Mauy  at'  ibem  repeated 
near  thirty  chapters  ia  the  New  Tasta- 
meott  though  some  of  tliem  could  scarce^ 
speak  a  word  of  Buglish  when  iliey  casM 
.  to  Q«r  Schools. 

I  still  contioae«  throagb  mocb  weak* 
nesi»  to  declare  the  glad  tidings  of  saUa* 
kioo  as  often  as  X  poasiMy  can.  1  re- 
cently preached  in  a  place  caiied  Ratb- 
namaugh,  to  a  sniaU  congregation;  the 
day  ibilowiog,  in  Croasroolina*  in  a  pab* 
lie  house ;  the  greater  part  of  the  ooa« 
fregatien  were  soldiersi  who  paid  the 
gieetcst  aiientioo.  We  received  no  in- 
ierr»ptAoa>  escept  from  a  few  peepie 
who  were  calling  for  liqaor. 

The  nei(t  day  I  iweaohed  ia  Alaiiiaery 
to  about  forty.  I  ahoald  bav«  had 
morct  bnt  they  had  only  au  hoards  op. 
tice. 

In  Ibe  Glen  where  I  atopped»  I  hate 
been  deprived  of  the  hovso  in  whicli  I 
pveached  formerly.  The  geaitJeniOn  to 
whom  it  belonged,  seemed  to  thitik  that 
enthusiasm,  as  ho  was  pleased  to  call  it« 
was  spreading  too  much.  But  though 
this  seemed  ttf  be  much  against  us  at 
first,  we  find  it  now  to  be  all  for  the  bet- 
ter, as  the  liord  has  opened  an  extensive 
door  for  his  word.  (  preach  six  or  seven 
times  <'ach  week,  from  house  tp  house. 
The  last  time  was  in  a  Roman  Catholic's 
house;  his  whole  family  are  converted 
from  Popery;  but  he  himself  continues 
onder  the  dominion  of  sin* 

I  cannot  devote  much  of  my  time  to 
my  own  improvement ;  but  it  in  well  to  be 
employed  in  a  good  work.

I  arriTed  here  last  night  firom  the 
County  of  Clare,  where  I .  have  been 
preaching  the  Gospeti  inspecting  the 
Schoolsi  and  paying  the  Masters  and 
Irish  Readers  their  salaries;  for  the 
early  payment  of  which,  at  this  distress- 
faig  season  of  bank  failure,  they  were 
▼ery  grateful  to  the  Society.  I  send 
Incfos^  their  receipts. 

I  have  been  to  the  Schools  fonr  times 
ultbin  these  three  months,  as  they  re- 
quire constant  attention,  particularly 
when  nnder  opposition,  prejudice,  and 
lying  reports.  They  are  attended  with 
no  small  degree  of  anxiety,  when  their 
welfare,  the  prosperity  of  the  Society,  and 
the  glory  of  our  dear  Redeemer,  are  at 
heart.  Those,  to  who^e  care  they  are 
committed,  require  unwearied  Mai,  wis- 
dom, and  prudence,  and  particularly  the 
prayers  of  the  people  of  God.  The  priests 
nave  issued  the  most  strict  injunctions 
that  the  children  shall  only  read  the 
Mriptures  once  a  week,  and  commit  n(ait 
to  memory.  But  all  this  is  overcome. 
The  children,  such  as  are  able,  constantly 
^ead  the  scriptures,  and  commit  them  to 
nemory.  In  the  Anghnist  School,  twenty- 
one  of  the  children  have  committed  to 
memory,  since  the  1st  of  April,  172 
chapters,  and  the  other  Schoc^s^  have 
'  done  the  same  in  proportion. 

I  am  happy  I  can  say  there  is  a  great. 
improvement  in  every  thing.  I  have 
b^n  highly  pleased  this  inspection. 
The  Schools  are  filled  with  poor  children, 
who  would,  in  all  probabihty,  be  left  to 
perish  m  ignorance  and  in  sin,  were  it  not 
for  the  Benevolent  Society. 

According  to  the  Committee's  desire,  I 
have  been  to  Lady  O'B.  I  have  esta- 
blished one  Sphool  for  her  Ladyshipi  the; 
Ist  of  this  nonth,  at  Bodytbe,  where  it 


wts  very*  ttnch  waMed:  there  irere 
eighty  children  in  it  yesterday.  The 
gentlewoman  nnder  whose  care  Lady 
0*B.  wished  me  to  establish  it,  attends 
to  it  every  day  herself;  and  so  does  a 
Roman  Catholic  iady,  (besides  tlie 
master,)  who  does  all  she  can  to  improve 
the  children,  and  reads  some  of  the  best 
tracts  for  them. 

The  priest  spoke  against  the  School, 
and  the  lady's  conduct,  last  Sunday,  on 
the  altar  at  mass.  The  lady  got  op,  and 
defended  the  School,  and  her  own  con- 
duct, before  .the  congregation!  The 
School  is  cootinaed,  and  liaely  to  pros- 
per. It  u  kept  at  present  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  Chapel)  but  Mrs.  O'C.  (to 
whom  Lady  O'B.  has  given  the  School,) 
will,  with  her  friends,  baild  a  school- 
house  immediately. 

The  other  two  &hooIs  I  am  to  establish 
for  her  Ladyship  the  1st  of  July,  accord- 
ing to  her  wish,  w  she  could  not  tilf  then 
fix  upon  the  most  important  places.  I 
intend  going  to-morrow  to  have  them 
established  by  the  1st  of  July.  Her 
La^ship  procured  for  me  an  unexpected 
congregation,  principally  Roman  Catho- 
lics, and  was  very  glad  I  came.  She 
was  wishing,  she  said,  at  the  time  of  my 
arrival,  that  the  Lord  would  send  some 
person.  The  people  were  very  attentive. 
One.  Romw  CatboUc  said,  that  '<  no 
person  should  prqv.ent  him  from  heating 
tlie  word  of  God  \ — ^for  that,  though  the 
priests  reproved  them  for  this,  they  did 
not  reprove  them  when  they  committed 
sin."  Lady  0*B.  wishes  very  much  for 
one,  or  more,  Irish  Readers.  When  I 
mentioned  their  usefulness  to  her,  she 
was  much  pleased;  and  I  promised  her 
that  I  would  request  the  Committee  to 
send  one  into  her  neighbourhood.  I  am 
certain  I  do  not  mistake,  when  I  say, 
there  is  not  one  nominal  Protestant  in 
the  County  of  Clare,  to  six  hundred,  or 
a  thousand  Papists.  In  most  of  our 
Schools  in  that.  County,  there  is  not  a 
single  Protestant  child,  ^and  they  are  all 
in  the  most  deplorable  ignorance.

The    annual  services  dotine6ted  t^tth 
the  Yorkshire  and  Lancashire  Asiktstant 
Baptist  Missionary  Society,    Were  held 
this  year  at    Liverpool;    and    affdrded 
jnacb  gratification  to  th^  numerous  friends 
of  the  Mbsioni  who  assembled,  from  va- 
rious places,  on  this  interesting  occasion.

Much  eviry  tuay:    chiefly,  because  that 
unto  them  were  Committed  the  vracles  of 
God.  "^ 

The  public  meeting  for  hosiness  was 
held  on  Thursday  evening,  the  I3th,  at 
Lime-street  Chapel,  and  was  very  nnme- 
tously  and  respectably  attended.  William 
Hope,  Esq.  the  much-respected  Treasurer 
Of  the  Society,  was  called  to  the  Chair, 
who  briefly  explained  the  object  of  the 
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meeting,  and  called  off  the  Rev;  WUliaat 
Hargreaves    of    Ogden     to    engage   in 
prayer.    A  statement  of  the.  objects,  la- 
hours,  ancl   success  of  the  Missionaries^ 
was  then  made,  at  some  length,  by  Mr. 
Ward  I  and   various  appropriate  resolu- 
tions were  move.d  and  seconded,  respec- 
tively, by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Steadman,  and 
Rev«  P.  S.    Cbarrier)    Rev.  Christmas 
Evans  of  Anglesea*  and  Rev.  John  Dyer, 
Secretary  of  the  .Parent  Society ;  Revr 
J'ohn  Birt,  and  CaptaiB  Pudner;    Rev. 
William  Dyer  of  Bacup,  and  Rev.  Robert 
PhUip ;  Mr.  Samuel  Hope,  and  Mr.  YfiU 
I  liam  Rasbtbn ;  and  Rev.  James  Lbter« 
I  and  Rev.  Moses  Fisher.    It  was  stated 
that  the  receipts  of  the  Society  for  th« 
year  had  been  about  «£6Sd,  (one  hun- 
dred pounds  of  which  was  a  liberal  dona^ 
tiooy    presented  by    several   irien^   ot 
the  Independent  denomination  in  Man- 
chester.)    Mr.  Hope   kindly   complied 
with    the    request   of    the  meeting  to^ 
retain  the    office    of  Treasurer  (or   tlio 
year  ensuing,  and  Rev.  John  J^irt   of 
Manchester  .  was  elected   Secretary, ;  in 
consequence  of  the  resignation  of  Rev; 
William  Stephens  of  Rochdale. 

On  the  A>Ilowing  Sabbath,  sertnons 
were  preached,  oh  benalf  ot  the  Mission, 
at  the  Scotch  Church  in  Oldham-street, 
at  Rev.  R.  Philip's,  Newington  Chapel;

Tlie  readiness 
with  which  the^e  various  ptaces  of  wor- 
ship were  grapted  for  our  accommodation 
was  completely  in  unison  with  the  spirit 
of  brotlierly  kindness  and  Christian  friend- 
ship, displayed,  on  this  pleasing  occasion, 
by  our  brethren  of  other  denominations. 

Sermons  had  heen  preached,  on  tlie 
preceding  LordVday,  in  the  chapels  be- 
longing to  oor  Welsh  friends,  by  ReV.

^Bhe  following  are  thu  conclttding  re- 
marks of  the  Committee : 

•*  The  plan  of  the  Institution,  thus  fully 
developed*  they  respectfully  leave  before 
the  public  If  India  needs  enlightening 
beyond  almost  any  other  l^lessing^  as  is 
universally  ackncmledged,  this,  if  it  be 
everefi^eied,  must  be  attempted  by  suit- 
able  means;  and  to  b«  ^^Wi  efficiently, 
it  should  he  nttemptpd  through  the  natit^ 
tAeniMlofSi  as  Europeans  are  too  far  re* 
moved  from  them,  and  ^)o  little  ^ajHed 
to  ^he  clioiate*  to  bepome  the  unmediata 
agents  to  any  eytpnt  in  tins  important 
work ;  but  if  it  must  he  df^ne  by  native 
agents,  what  metho<i  more  likely  tp  effect 
lit*  than  that  of  collecting  youths  fron 
every  tribe  and  every  part  of  India,  and* 
restraUung  them  from  nothing  but  idleness 
and  positive  vice,  to  imbue  their  mhidtf 
with  thjEtlove  of  study  and  investigation* 
lay  open  to  them*  by  means  of  an  ample 
library  and  able  Uachen*  the  various 
stores  of  learnuig  ^fid  science  furnished 
by  the  western  as  well  as  the. eastern 
world,  and  give  them  leisure  and  oppor« 
tunity  to  pursue  their  researches,  free  from 
iuterruption  and  distracting  care,  till 
they  ultimately  rfsturo  to  tbmr  own  pro* 
vinces*  not  corrupted  by  unreasonable 
expectations*  but  fraught  with  knowledge^ 
to  bi^come  a  blessing*  in  their  own  spben^ 
to  the  end  o(  life  ?  To  accomplish  this* 
hpvevef ,  some  spot  is  necessary*  secluded 
from  those  allurements  to  vice  which 
^uud  in  eastern  capitals*  together  with 
^  library  and  apparatus,  the  collection  of 
which,  with  suitable  buildings*  and  the 
support  of  able  professors,  involves  too 
great  an  exjpense  te  be  provided  in  many 
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different  places  at  the  same  time.  Of 
tti'e  saitablenessof  Seramporefor  this  par- 
pose,  sufficiently  near  the  capital  of  India, 
imd  yet  perfectly  retired — and  the  fitne^ 
to  aceomptish  this  object,  of  tlie  plap  now 
flo  fiillv  explained,  the  Committee  leave 
the  pablic  to  judge.  Thev  merely  add, 
that  these  ideiis  are  the  result  of  many 
^ears  devoted  io  iht  consideration  of  the 
^tate  of  India,  and  the  roost  effectual 
means  of  promoting  its  best  interests.  To 
this  complete  disclosure  of  them  they 
have  nothing  to  add,  bat  that  every  be- 
sefaction  to  the  Institution,  whether  in- 
tended as  a  donation  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  liistitntion,  or  for  the 
8up))ort  of  particular  native  students, — or 
whether  it  be  in  the  form  of  annu&I  con- 
tribations  for  a  few  years,  will  be  received 
with  the  warmest  gratitude,  and  applied 
with  the  utmost  consideration  and  faith- 
fulness."

Wb  have  an  inquirer  in  Calcutta  of  a 
singular  character.  He  had  resided  at 
Kalee  Ghaut  for  four  years,  having  en- 
gaged in  a  vow  ofperpetual  silence,  which 
he  had  kept;  all  that  time.  After  that,  a 
tract,  I  believe  from  Mr.  Tewnley,  found 
its  way  to  him,  which  opened  hif  mouth. 
"When  "f  first  saw  him,  he  bad  as  many 
superstitious  ideas  as'  ever  I  kiiew  o  man 
have ;  but  how  be  appears  to  trust  wholly 
on  Christ,  and  has  nefirly  parted  wifh  all 
his  nostrums.  When  be  first  walked  up 
Calcutta  with  John  Peter, 'Several  of  the 
principal  persons  came  down  from  their 
houses,  and  prostrated  themselves  at  fab 
leet;  but  they  soon  discovered  tlirir 
mistake.  He  wore  a,  nnmber  of  Malas 
(necklnces)  made  of  snake^s  bones;  all 
of  whidi,  with  every  other  external  ap- 
pearance of  superstition,  he  has  cast  off, 
and  I  think  is  truty  a'  partaker  of  the 
grace  of  God.  Chittagong  is  still  without 
«  pastor.  At  the  stations  things  go  on 
well.  Wiiliflm  has  baptised  se^M*  bro^ 
ther  Smith  several,  brother  Fernandes 
several,  and  a  whole  village  in  Jessore 
•re  desirous  of  being  calWd  Christians. 
Krishna  went  there,'  a  Httle  time  ago,  and 
baptised  one  man,  and  brbther  Thomas  is 
How,  I  suppose,  with  them,  and  will  pro- 
bably baptixe  more,  i  has  you  see  that 
vre  have  -sohie  things  at  Which  to  rejoice. 
I  trust  the  Lord  is  on  his  way.

Extrocti  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Chater  Is 
Mr,  Ivimejft  dated 

CoUmbo,  November  IS,  1819* 

Tbb  translation  of  the  sacred  sqriptures 
into  Singhalese  is  still  advancing;  when 
the  Book  of  Genesb  was  completed,  the 
Colomho  Auxiliary  Bible  Society  put  into 
our  iiands  the  Book  of  Psalms,  the  transla- 
tion of  whieh,  and  the  Proverbs,  is  com- 
pleted. We  are  now  going  on  with  the 
£xodus;  of  which  about  one-half  is 
translated.  The  printing  has  been  at  a 
stand  for  some  months  for  want  of  paper  $ ' 
in  consequence  of  this,  the  whole  of  the 
Book  of  Psalms  is  not  yet  printed.  I  sdll  . 
o<mtinue  to-  labour  considerably  in  the 
work  of  preaching,  but  I  fiear  with  very 
little  success :  and  especially  in  the  lan- 
gnages  of  this  country.  I  preach}  three 
timej  on  Sabbath-days.  In  the  Fort,  at 
ntoe  A.  n.  in  Portuguese ;  and  at  a  qoar* 
ter  past  six  p.  m.  in  English.  In  the  Pet- 
tab,  at  half-past  seven  p.  it.  in  Portuguese. 
On  Monday  evening  we  have  a  prayer- 
meeting  in  the  .Fort;  at  which  lender* 
vour  to  be  present,  and  deliver  an  ex- 
hortation. Wednesda}'  evening,  I  preach 
in  Portuguese  in  the  'Pettah ;  Thursday 
aAernoon  in  the  hospital  in  the  Fort;  anq 
at.  half-past  six  in  the  Fort  meeting* 
house,  both  in  English.  Friday  even- 
ings I  preach  at  tlie  Grand  Pass,  in 
Portuguese  and  Singhalese  alternately; 
and  on  Saturday  tivenings  we  have  a 
prayer-meeting  in  the  Fort;  on  which- 
occasiiHis  I  generally  defiver  an  exhorta* 
tion.  These  labours,  together  with  ray 
share  in  the  translating*  visiting  tho 
SchoQjISt.and  family  cares,  as  you  may 
suppose,  keep  me  far  enough,  through  the 
whole  week,  from  any  thing  like  leisure.    . 

My  labours  are  at  present «oiisiderabljr  • 
impeded  by  a  heavy  affliction  with 
which  this  country  is  visited.  The  dis- 
ease is  the  smallpox.  Five  tbouaand,  it 
is  said«  have  been  carried  off  by  it  in 
Colombo :  and  it  still  rages.  Many  who' 
have  ^  been  vacoinated,  have  taken  it. 
and  died.  Our  little  congregation  at  the 
Grand  Pass  is,  for  the  present,  quite 
broken  np,  in  consequence  of  it ;  and  so 
is  one  of  our  Schools.  All  of  them  feel 
the  efiects  of  it,  I  have  not  heard  of  any 
Europeans  being  affected  with  it,  which 
perhaps  is  owing  to  their  having  been 
properly  effected  with  vaccine  inocula- 
tion.  It  is  4ermed  in  Singhalese* 
m^a  UdA,  (the  great  sickness;)  and  no-^ 
thing  is  so  much  dreaded  by  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Ceylon  as  this  disease.  Among 
them,  especially  In  villages,  if  a  person' 
appears  to  be  affected  with  it,  every  one^ 
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cjren  his  nearest  relations,  abandon  him, 
and  the  house  where  he  is;  and  leave 
him  to  Ms  fate.  One  reason  assigned  for' 
this  is,  that  the  smeii  of  this  disease  is  pe- 
culiarly attracting  to  the  tigers ;  and  that 
the  persons  affected  with  it  are  almost 
sore  to  be  carried  off  by  them.  Brother 
Siers  told  me,  that  a  poor  woman  who 
died  witli  it  at  Hangwell,  was  dragged  by 
the  legs,  by  one  or  two  persons  who  had 
prevbusly  been  affected  with,  and  re- 
covered from  the  small-pox,  and  so  throntn 
into  her  grave,  and  the  honse  she  died  in, 
as  I  saw  myself,  was  burned  down.  There 
were  several  of  mv  Singhalese  acquaint- 
ance desirous  of  joining  our  church  before 
the  small-pox  broke  out ;  and  concerning 
two  of  them,  I  thought  there  was  much 
reason  to  hope  the  best ;  but,  at  present, 
amohg  the  nativef,  every  thing  of  this 
kind  18  at  a  perfect  stand,  ai)d  several 

glans  I  had  begun  to  form  relative  to  the 
chools,  &c,  have  been  completely  dis- 
concerted.   The  buildings  at  Hangwell 
have  been  so  much  hindered,  that  though 
they  might  otherwise  have  been  finished 
months  ago,  they  are  not  completed  yet. 
1  have  now  bound  the  person  down  who 
superintends  them,  to  have  the  place  of 
worship  rei|dy  for  tiling  by  the  8th  of 
hext  nionth,  and   I  hope  he  will  accom- 
plish it.    But  brother  Siers  has  been  able 
to  do  but  very  little  yet  towards  instruct- 
ing the  natives.     He  informs  me,   bow- 
jBver,  that  he  has  lately  commenced  an 
axpetience>meeting,  made  up  of  himself, 
Mrs.  Siers,  and  two  Singhalese  young 
men ;  one  of  them  the  Hangwell  school- 
piaster.    The  othier  is  a  young  man,  who, 
as  brother  Siers  thinks,  might  be  employ- 
ed, to  good  purpose  as  a  reader,  in  the 
villages.    He  -thinks  the  Lord  has  made 
his  preaching  a  blessing  to  his  soul.     But 
though  things  at  present  are  much  at  a 
stand  among  the  natives,  I  hope  a  little 
good  is  apparent  among  our  own  country- 
men here.    Those  of  the  73d  Regiment, 
who  remain  in  this  island,  wear    w^il. 
Two  of  tbem,  Serjeant  O.  and  Corporal 
Cr.  write  me  letters  from  time  to  time,  that 
afford  me  much  solid  satisfaction.  During 
the  stay  of  the  59th  here,  we  had  a 
good  little  society.    Those  who  took  their 
turns  in  leading  the  worship  at  prayer- 
meetings,  were,  at  one  time,  no  less  than 
twenty-one  in  number.    The  society  in 
the  d9th  were  made  the  means  of  bringing' 
forward  a  small  number  from  the  &3d. 
And  from  three  or  four  that  they  left  in 
communion  with  us,  I  hope  the  number 
from  that  regiment  will  soon  be  increased 
to  ten  or  twelve.    The  45th  Re<i:iment  is 
newly  arrived  here  j  we  have  a  few  hear- 
<Brs,  and  one  member  from  that  also. 

Had  I  time  I  would- inform  you  all  I 
^n^w  relative  to  other  Missions  in  this 
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island.  Our  Wesleyan  friends  and  I 
hold  our  monthly  meetings,  as  formerly^ 
alternately  in  each  othei's  places;  and  live 
in  all  respects  like  servants  of  the  sama 
Master.  .  They  print  any  thing  I  have  to 
print  on  the  most  moderate  terms.  The 
little  book  and  tradt,  of  which  1  send 
you  copies,  as  you  will  see^  have  been 
printed  at  their  press.  The  Catechism. 
Mr.  Clough,  without  my  roakmg  the  pro^^ 
posal,  kindly  offered  to  print,  on  condition 
of  my  merely  allowing  them  to  print  some 
for' the  use  of  their  own  schools. 

With  the  American,  and  with  the 
Church  Missionaries,  you  know  I  have 
ever  been  on  the  best  terms.  I  am  sorry 
to  inform'  you,  that  Mr.  Poor  does  not 
enjoy  good  health ;  but  Mr.  Richards,  to 
our  no  small  astonishment,  is  still  in  the 
land  of  the  living ;  and  so  far  recovered, 
as  to  be  of  some  use  to  the  Mission.  Mr. 
Lambrick  continues  at  Kandy;  Mr, 
Mayor  is  forming  a  station  at  a  village 
not  far  from  Gaile.  Mr.  Ward  has  left 
Calpentyn/  in  con^quence  of  ill  health, 
and  is  gone  to  join  Mr.  Knight  in  Jaffna.* 

N.B.  Intelligence  has  since  been  received 
of  the  death  QfMrs.  Oiater  at  Su  Helena, 
on  her  toay  to  this  country.  Farther  part 
ticulars  will  appear  in  our  next  Ntanber* 
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Extracts  of  a  Letter  from  Mr,  Jhurton  ta 
Mr,  Dyer,  dated 

St.  Helena^  March  24,  1820. 

My  v£ry  deak  Sir, 

On  our  arrival  at  this  place  I  embrace 
the  first  opportunity  of  forwarding  you  a 
few  lines,  to  inform  you  of  our  present 
state,  and  give  you  a  few  particulars  re-. 
latjve  to  our  voyage  thus  far.  As  we 
came  to  an  anchor  here  on  thre  7th  inst., 
I  hoped  to  have  been  able  to  do  this  at 
an  earlier  period,  but  no  China  ships,  re- 
turning to  England,  having  put  in  till 
yesterday,  it  was  impossible.  The  Wa- 
terloo, by  which  I  hope  to  dispatch  tliis^ 
and  as  many  more  as  time  will  permit  me 
to  get  ready,  is  expected  to  leave  here 
to-morrow  or  next  day. 

With  all  our  movements  af^er  we  part- 
ed from  you  in  London  till  our  sailin^^ 
from  Gravesend,  you  have,  no  doubly 
been  made  familiar  by  Mr.  H.  whose 
kind,  and  more  than  brotherly  attention, 
if  possible,  to  us  on  our  departure,  have 
left  a  very  deep  impression  on  all  our' 
minds.  I  trust  his  fervent  supplicationi 
offered  in  our  litde  cabin  just  before  he 
left  us,  were  heard  and  answered  by  our 
heavenly  Father.  The  day  after  we  went 
on  board,  I  left  the  vessel  to  getsomei 
I  things  from  the  inn  at  Gravesend  j  the 
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fioKniog  Hiag  very  froily  I  t^ok  a  b«<l 
ioldi  and  get  n^  face  iviflainsd*  w)iicb 
t0afine<I  me  to  icgr  he4  (or  faw  df^^  ia 
Auch  paliv.  durinf  vhicl)  ticoe  «e  veu< 
dywn  |b«  Channol  m  a^al«  ol  wind.  I 
jttft  recovered  io  tXmn  to  gQ  9P  deck  at 
ve  paiBed  ]UpdVead«  and  to  tak«  a  long 
l^ewell  of  old  Soglaud.  I  nwat  «ot 
dmit  inentioiu»|b  tbat  m;  coofiaemeot  tq 
bed  at  Uie  CQiiini«9icemeiK  qf  th4  Toyi^s9, 
quitt  preservcxi  me  ffom  averji  thing  \w, 
8ea-Mc£uess.  I  «m  kappj  to  add,  that 
none  of  o$  suffered  so  amch  from  this  as 
ifO,expfCted« 

The  captain  has  more,  than  eqqaUf4 
oor  expectations*  We  ai»  at  his  tabi«« 
and  hia  coAdvct  towards  us  has  been 
marked  bj  all  the  respos^  kindnesis,  and 
attention*  we  could  possibly  wish;  he 
^ould  never  leave  a  want  unsiupptied  if 
he  knew  it,  and  the  ship  could  afford  to 
do  it.  There  are  thirteen  officers  on 
boardr  besides  the  surgeon,  sur^^eon's 
]Rate^  purser,  and  captain's  clerk,  vis.  m> 
mates  and  seven  midsliipmen.  They  all 
seem  respectable  young  wen^  and  are  ever 
willing  to  show  us  every  attention  in  their 
power. 

The  two  (irst  Sabbaths  that  we  were  on 
board,  the  weather  was  so  unsettled  that 
we|had  no  service  on  deck ;  bat  we  met  in 
brother  Evans's  cabin*  raad  a  hymn, 
prayed,  and  read  one  of  Drt  Owen's  ser- 
mons. I  need  not  add,  that  we  felt  more 
than  ever  the  worth  of  those  privileges 
we  had  rctinqabhed ;  though  we  trust 
that  He,  whose  presence  forms  the  glory, 
andrgivrs  all  the  utility  and  happiness  tp 
your  larger  assemblies*  was  with  iu  of  a 
truths  and  that  to  bless  os.  After  this- 
the  captain  asked  us  to  read  prayers  on 
ieck,  and  we  readily  complied,  hoping 
that  it  might  be  an  introduction  to  some- 
thing more :  this  we  continued  for  three 
Sabbaths,  without  saying  any  thing  about 
preaching.  But  finding  the  attendance 
on  worship  almost  universal,  and  particu- 
larly orderly,  and  seeing  that  the  captain 
countenanced  us  all  iu  his  power*  we  now 
ventured  to  ask  his  permisaon  to  read  in 
f^iture  a'  short  sermoni  which  he  granted 
with  much  apparent  pleasure.  For  this 
purpose  we  selected  froqi  Mr>  Jay's  short 
discourses^  those  we  considered  the  most 
pointed  and  appropriate ;  they  were  list- 
ened to  by  all  with  very  great  attention, 
f)nd  X  hope  not  without  advantage.  I 
know  few  sights  more  interesting  than  a 
4pe, ship's  company,  all  clean  and  neat^ 
«pd  the  oflicers  in  uniform,  listening  with 
attention  to  the  words  of  eternal  life, 
4^fter  we  leave  St.  Helena  we  hope  to 
come  more  immediately  in  contact  with  the 
sailojrs  between  decks*  than  we  have  yet 
through  various  cjlrcum9taaces  been  able 


to  <|o.  Our  attentm  has  hitherto  beei 
almost  exclusively  conQned  to.  the  apcl^ 
We  have  distributed  a  few  of  oar  Bibles 
aud  tcaicts*  but  much  in  tbis  wi^  v  noi 
wau^d«  us  e»ch  mess»  consistiug  of  seye^ 
w  eight  meuit  is  supplied  with  dine  of'the 
formefii  and  many  of  the  latter  by  tbf 
various^  societies^  OiKa  Sahb(^h  evejojuw^ 
when  visltipg  ^  siok  man*  we  heard  (wiS 
how  much  pleasure  you  may  suppose)  the 
chief  of  one  of  the  messes  reading^  tbie 
third  of  John  to  bi&  assudates.  Since  w^ 
sailecl  we  have  lost  oue  man  b^  f^iytU^ 
pQR^  his  illness  one  or  other  of  u.s  sav 
him  every  dey ;  he  seemed  to  know  some* 
thing  of  the  gospel  from  haviug  attended 
Mr,  StoUery'a  ministry  in  London  durii^ 
his  youth ;  but  of  late  years  be  oonfessed 
that  he  had  Ured  a  very  profligate  life* 
We  Mve  reason  to  heUevo  that  our  vi* 
sits  were  attended  with  some  good ;  we 
found  him,  on  our  first  visit*  in  almost  a 
despairing  state ;  he  appeared  to  have  a 
deep  ooBviction  of  sin,  aud  brokenness 
of  heart  on  account  of  it;  and  wheu  we 
directed  him  to  Him  who  is  *  able  to 
save  (o  the  uttermost,"  he  implored  with 
mach  seeming  humility  and  sorrow  an  iii» 
terest  in  the  Redeemer's  merits.  His 
prayer,  though  presented  at  the  eleventh 
hour*  I  believe  vrar  heard,  and  I  hope  he 
is  BOW  in  glory.  It  is  true  we  can  never 
speak  very  contidently  respecting  a  deaths 
bed  repentance :  but  He,  who  had  cum* 
passion  upon  the  poor  thief  whilst  sus^ 
pended  upon  the  cross*,  is  still  JitU  ^ 
grace  and  stercjf. 

On  the  morning  of  the  8th  inst.  brother 
Evans  and  self  came  on  shore  here  with 
your  letter  to  Mr,  Vernon,  intending,  if 
poasibiei  tn  procure  lodgings  in  the  ooun- 
tryp  where  we  hoped  to  live  at  less  «s^ 
pense,  and  iu  more  comfort  thun  at  St, 
James's  Town.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  V.  receiv- 
ed us  in  a  most  afi^BCtionate  manner,  but 
tqld  us  it  wa9  quite  impossible  to  procure 
lodgings  eny  where  but  in  the  town,  and, 
if  in  a  regular,  way,  at  a  less  rate  than 
thirty  shillings  each  per  day.  We  then 
made  up  our  minds  to  live  as  we  could 
on  board.  Mr.  V.  however,  would  not 
hear  of  this ;  he  therefore  contrived  tp 
get  for  us  two  empty  rooms  to  sleep  In, 
which  we  furnished  from  the  ship,  and 
kindly  invited  us  to  Uve  by^  day  at  hia 
house;  this  truly  friendly  ^ffer  we  of 
course  thankfully  aopepted* 

Both  Mr.  and  Mn^  V.  seem  excellenti 
pious  humble  Christifuis;  they  show  us 
all  the  kindness  und  attenti^tn  of  old 
friends.  Here  the  distinction  of  Baptist* 
Independent,  Churchman,  &c.  are  all  lost 
in  that  of  Christian*  amongst  those  who 
have  f(^lt  the  power  of  divine  grace.  Wbei^

sum  to  be ninety-fvepounds !    Y o  'hav« 
seen  tlie  company,  (all,  or  wirii  -ver^  few 
exceptions,  slaves,  or  soldiers  with  b^ 
commission,)  you  couM  not  have  sup* 
posed  them  all  wo^th  five  poundti.   W<i 
were,  of  Course,  much  pleased  wifh  ^heit 
zeal  and  Itbaraftty.

SKETCH  OF  A  SERMON, 

PREACHED  JUNE  28,  1810, 
AT  THE  TABERNACLE,  NORWICH: 

BY   TH£    LATE    BEV.  A.  FULLER. 


Bui  the  word  rf  God  prew  and  fmil' 
tipUed,  Acts  xii.  24, 


^(Ve,  who  live  in  times  in  which 
vfe  ^re  protected  by  wholesome 
laWSy  cannot  form  an  adequate 
idep.  of  the  church  in  times  of 
persecution.     From  the  earliest 

Keriod  when  the  gospel  began  to 
e  piiblishedy  the  wrath  of  man 
-was  kindled  aga^inst  it  Peter  had 
not  commenced  his  attack  on  Sa- 
tan's kingdom  many  days,  before 
the  members  of  that  kingdom  be- 
gan to  be  stirred  up  to  oppose 
him.  You  presently  find  Peter 
and  John  cast  into  prison ;  James 
is  killed  with  the  sword ;  and 
Saul  of  Tarsus  receives  a  com- 
mission from  the  chief  priests  to 
go  hither  and  thither,  persecuting 
that  way  unto  the  death.  Yet 
amidst  all  this  opposition  we  find 
the  word  of  God  prospering.  We 
find  the  wall  of  Zion  is  built  in 
troublous  times.  The  Lord  pros- 
pers Zion^  and  that  by  the  very 
means  that  the  enemies  make  use 
of  in  order  to  impede  the  work. 
For  We  read,  that  those  who  were 
pattered  abroad  by  the  persQcu* 
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tion  of  Stephen,  went  every  when 
preaching  the  gospel.  Satan 
therefore  seems  to  have  over- 
rated the  business.  He  was  like 
one  that  should  have  put  a  fire 
out,  but  who,  in  doing  it,  scat- 
tered it  over  the  city,  and  thereby 
set  the  city  itself  on  fire.  The 
ver^  method  he  took  to  crush  the 
Saviour's  cause,  only  tended  to 
spread  it  the  wider,  both  in  thcf 
Jewish  and  the  heathen  world. 

Herod,  because  he  saw  that 
his  opposition  pleased  the  Jews, 
stretched  forth  his  hand,  and 
thought  to  have  slain  Peter.  But 
God  over-ruled  all  his  opposition 
for  good.  The  next  news  you 
hear  is,  that  Herod,  in  the  height 
of  blasphemy,  is  smitten  by  the 
anger  of  God,  and  dies.  But — 
Mark  the  connection  of  the  pas- 
sage I  have  read ;  but — the  word 
of  God  grew  and  multiplied. 

This  connection  suggests  to  us 
at  least  these  two  ideas. 

First,  that  the  word  of  God 
lives,  and  will  outlive  all  iti^  ene- 
mies— Herod  is  dead,  and  it 
eaten  of  worms ;  but  the  word  of 
the  Lord  will  grow  and  multiply. 
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Were  we  to  take  a  view  of  the 
various  enemies  who  have  set 
themselves  against  the  Lord  and 
against  bis  Christ,  what  has  be- 
come of  them, — the  great  body 
of  them  1  They  have  been  eaten 
of  worms^  and  have  died.  Where 


are  the  ancient  persecbTdA,  l>i6'-*  'c&t'bir.    The  Lord  knows  how. 


clesian,    and  others,   who  mur- 
dered the  saints  and  servants  of 


God   by  myriads?.     Where  are*  compHsfa    his   designs,    and    to 


they  1  Dead,  and  eaten  of  worms. 
But  that  word  of 'God  wtiich  they 
opposed,  grows  and  multiplies. 
And  where  are  the  Bo'nners,  &c. 
of  later  Vgesl  Where  are  those 
that  have  set  themselves  against 
the  gospel? — ^The  BolFngbrokes, 
the  Humes,  and  the  Voltaircs, — 
where  are  they?  Dead,  and 
eaten  of  worms.    But  the  word

of  Gvd,  again^  which  they  set 
themselves,  yet  girows  and  multi- 
plies. Each  in  his  day  thought 
tie  had  done  a  great  deal  against 
the  interest  of  God. — ^But  that 
interest  goes  on,  while  its^  ene- 
mies have  perished.  There  may 
be  no  enemies  rise  up  perhaps  so 
full  of  venom  as  those  that  have 
^one  before :  but  all  shall  come 
to,  the  same  end :  each  in  his 
turn  shall  die  and  rot,  and  his 
memory  shall  perish.  But  the 
word  of,  the  Lord  shall  grow  and , 
multiply. 

The  aedohd  remark  which  is! 
afforded  by  the  connection  of  the 
passage,  respects  the  means  which 
God  takes  to  carry  on  his  cause 
and  kingdom  in  the  world.  We 
see  in  this  example,^  and  in  the 
history  of  these  chapters,  the 
Various  methods  God  takes  in 
order  to  accomplish  his  designs. 
Here  is  one  man,  whose  heart  is 
like  a  boiling  caldron,  breathing 
out  threatenings  and  slaughter 
against  the  Lord  and  his  people. 
God  visits  him,  touches  and  turns 
bis  heart  to  himself,  and  of  an 
enemy  he  becoo^es  a  friend,  and 


preaches  that  very  gospel  he  had 
persecuted.  See  how  easy  it  is 
for  God  to  ti^n  the  tide  of  events, 
and  thus  disconcert  the  enemy. 
Well;  here  is  another — Herod* 
He  is  busily  employed  in  destroy- 
ing the  cause  of  God,  and  he  is 


either  by  cutting  men  off,  or  by 
turning  them  to  himself,  to  ac* 


cause  lii^  word  to  grow  and  mul- 
tiply. 

But  passing  these  remarks,  I 
shall  inquire,  first,  what  is  de- 
noted by  the  W^rd  of  God,  and 
why  it  is  so  called ;  and,  se- 
condly, observe  the  descrip- 
tion which  is  given  of  its  pro- 
gress— that  it  grows  and  multi- 
plies. 

The  holy  scriptures  are  fire- 
quentiy  denominated^ the  word  of 
God,  particularly  in^the  Psalms 
of  David.  But  I  apprehend  the 
term  is  here  used  in  a  more  spif- 
cific  sense;  and  that  it  is  e&- 
pressiye  strictly  of  the  gospel,  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son 
of  God ;  that  gospel  which  the 
apostles  were  commissioned  to 
go  and  preach  to  every  creature ; 
that  word  which  had  begun  to  be 
published  at  Jerusalem,  and  was 
making  its  progress  through  the 
earth,  and  which  Paul  and  He- 
rod and  the  chief  priests  set  them- 
selves against.  That  is  the  word 
which  is  here  said  to  grow  and 
multiply. 

But  why  is  the  gospel  called 
the  Word  ?  It  is  sometimes  de- 
nominated the  word  of  the  truth 
of  the  gospel;  sometimes  the 
word  of  reconciliation ;  some- 
times the  word  of  life.  It  is  here 
emphatically  called  the  word  of 
God.  Why,  I  ask^  is  the  gospel 
denominated  the  word  6f  God  ? 
And  here  we  can  be  at  no  loss  in 
giving  an  answer.  It  is  because 
it  is  expressive  of  the  mind  ^

heart  of  God.  Words  are,  or 
should  be,  expressive  of  the  heart. 
This  word  is-  expressive  of  God's 
heart.  There  is  not  any  ex- 
pression of  his  heart  equal  to  it. 
fniere  are  many  things  pertaining 
to  the  works  of  God  which  mani- 
fest his  perfections.  The  heap 
yens  declare  his  power  and  good- 
ness. The  firmament  showeth 
his  handy  works.  The  provi- 
dence of  God  and  the  judgments 
of  Gody  which  have  been  abroad 
in  all  ages,  have  been  expressive 
of  his  faithfulness  and  righteous- 
ness. In  fact  there  are  many 
things  which  express  a  part  of 
the  divine  character.  But  it  is 
the  gospel,  ^and  the  gospel  only, 
that  is  expressive  of  his   whole 


hearty    of  his  whole  character.    We  proceed, 


But  the  curse  of  the  Saviour  I8« 
to  him  that  persists  in  unbelief^ 
rejecting  the  only  name  given 
under  heaven  among  men  where- 
by he  can  be  saved.  The  gospel^ 
therefore^  runs  in  this  language : 
Go  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature. — He  that  believ* 
eth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  sav^d, 
but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned.  There  is  no  more  hope» 
no  other  way,  no  other  name.  It 
is  God's  last  decision.  ,  Itis  the 
final  resolve  of  the  everlasting 
God.  So  that  he  who  rejects  it, 
^rejects  the  only  way  of  salvation^ 
and  shall  inevitably  perish.  Con<- 
sidering  these  things,  you  feel,  I 
trusty  the  peculiar  propriety  of 
denominating  it  the  word  of  Godm 


Here  all  the  rays  of  divihity  meet 
together,  and   concentrate  in  a 
focus.     Here  they  form  one  ge- 
neral blaze.    There  is  not  an  at- 
tribute in  the  divine  nature,  or  a ! 
feature  in  his  character,  but  what 
is  expressed  in  the  gospel  of  sal- 
vation, in  the  gospel  of  the  Son 
of  God.     This  is  in  a  peculiar 
sense  called  his  word,  because  it 
is  expressive  of  his  whole  heart. 
And  I  might  say,  it  is  expressive 
of  his  final  decision.    It  is  God's 
hut  mind.  There  are  many  things 
that  are  expressive  of  the  mind 
of  God,  but  not  of  liis  final  de- 
cision.    For  instance,  the  holy 
law  of  God  is  expressive  of  his 
holiness,  and  of  his  mind  in  part ; 
and  the  curses  of  that  ia^V  are 
expressive     of    his    .displeasure! 
against  sin,  and  so  far  they  e^-' 
press  the  mind  or  heart  of  God. 
But  they  do  not  express  his  final 
decision;  because  a  sinner  may 
be  under  the  curse  of  the  law, 
and  yet  that  curse,  by  his  fleeing 
to  the  hope  set  before  him  in  the 
gospel,    may  be  removed,   and 
turned  into  a  blessing.  The  curse 
if  God's  law  is  not  irrevocable^ 


Secondly,  .io  notice  what  is 
said  respecting  its  progress.    It 
is  said  to  grow  and  multipfy-^ 
these  terms  may  be  said  to  be 
near  akui,  and  indeed  they  are 
so ;  yet  they  do  not  convey  pre- 
cisely the  same  ideas.  They  both 
denote  increase;    but  the  firsi 
is  increase  in  size;  the  last,  in 
number.    For  instance^    A  corii 
of  wheat,  or  of  any  other  grain, 
cast  into  the  earthy  springs  up 
and  grows.    You  perceive  first 
-the  blade,  then  the  stem,  then 
the  ear,  and  at  last  the  full  corn 
in  the  ear.    This  is  growth.    But 
when  it  is  arrived  at  matarity,  it 
.scatters  its  seeds  around ;  and  in- 
stead of  one,  a  hundred  spring 
up.     This   is  multiplying.      In 
short;    growth  is  expressive  of 
the  progress  of  this  gospel  in  the 
,minds  of  believers ;  muitiplyingp 
of  an  iocjnease  .of  the  number  if 
believers.    The  first  is  exptessive 
of  the  kingdom  of  God  ih  the 
mind  of  an  individual;  the  last, 
of  its  spreading  in  the  world.    In 
both  senses  it  might  be  truly  said^ 
the  word  of  the  Lord  grew  and 
multiplied.     It  grew  in  Uie  minds 
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of  those  who  had  imbibed  it,  and 
was  received  by  thousands  who 
had  lived  before  in  unbelief/ 

When  may  it  be  said  that  the 
word  of  the  Lord  grows  in 
ns  1  That  is  a  serious  question, 
and  a  question  which  deeply  con- 
cerns you  and  tne,  and  all  that 
have  professedly  embraced  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Weil ;  I 
may  say  then  that  the  word  of 
the  Lord  may  be  said  to  grow  in 
us;  when  there  is  increasing  evi- 
dence in  the  mind  of  its  troth, 
increasing  attachment  to  its  ex- 
cellence, and  increasing  conform- 
ity to  its  spirit  The  word  of  the 
Lord  in  itself  is  immutable;  it  is 
the  same  as  it  always  was,  and 
cannot  be  said  to  grow.  The 
gospel  is,  like  its  divine  Author, 
the  same  yesterday,  and  to-day, 
and  for  ever.  But  viewed  as 
taking  root  in  the  mind  of  a  be- 
liever, it  is  capable  of  growth,  and 
must  continue  to  grow.  The  word 
that  Jesus  Christ  imparts  must 
be  in  us  as  a  well  of  living  water, 
springing  up  to  everlasting  life. 

There  is  such  a  thing  as 
increasing  evidence  of  the  truth 
cf  it,  I  need  only  appeal  to 
the  experience  of  every  advanced 
Christian ;  of  every  one  that  has 
walked  in  the  -way  of  God  for  a 
series  of  years*  Perhaps  you  be- 
lieve the  same  truths  you  did 
thirty  years  ago ;  but  you  believe 
them  on  very  different  grounds. 
You  feel  the  ground  on  which 
you  stand  much  more  solid.  You 
little  more  than  said  you  believed 
at  the  outset ;  but  now  you  feel 
a  variety  of  different  evidences ; 
so  that  you  can  truly  say,  the 
more  you  read,  and  the  more  you 
think,  the  more  you  f«el  the 
ground  on  which  you  stand, 
and  are  enabled  to  say,  O  my 
God,  my  heart  is  fixed  !  The 
Christian  gets  more  acquainted 
ivith  the  depravity  of  human  na- 


ture, as  he  advances  in  the  di- 
vine  life.  He  might  years  ago 
believe  in  the  depravity  of  human 
nature ;  but  though  he  may  now 
express  the  same  words  he  did 
then,  he  will  mean  very  different- 
ly. It  may  mean  seven  times 
more  than  it  did.  This  is  the 
growth  of  the  word  in  the  mind. 
It  may  moreover  be  said  to 
grow,  when  there  is  a  growing  at- 
tachment to  its  excellence.  There 
is  an  excellency  in  the  gospel  that 
is  to  be  found  in  nothing  else ; 
and  the  more  a  Christian  drinks 
into  it,  the  more  will  he  be  of 
the  apostle's  mind,  who  says,  / 
count  all  things  hut  loss  for  the 
excellency  of  the  knowledge  of 
Christ  Jesus  my  Lord.  Paul 
was  a  man  of  extensive  know- 
ledge. The  words  would  have 
had  little  meaning  from  a  man 
who  knew  but  little  else;  but 
Paul  was  a  roan  of  extensive 
knowledge  in  every  department, 
and  yet  says,  /  count  all  things 
but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the 
knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  my 
Lord.  Now  this  is  for  the  word 
of  the  Lord  to  grow.  Is  it  not 
thus,  Christians,  that  the  more 
you  know  of  Christ,  the  better 
you  love  him?  that  the  more  you 
know  of  the  gospel,  the  more  you 
love  it,  and  the  more  it  appears 
to  excel  all  other  knowledge? 
He  that  believeth  it  not,  the  more 
he  knows  of  it,  the  more  he  hates 
it.  It  was  so  among  the  Jews : 
But. now  have  they  both  seen  and 
hated  both  me  and  my  Father, 
All  unbeliever,  who  by  Provi- 
dence is  called  under  the  preach- 
ing of  the  gospel,  the  more  he 
knows  of  it,  the  more  he  feels 
his  heart  rising  against  it:  the 
more  he  is  obliged  to  have  to  do 
with  it,  the  more  he  feels  his  en- 
mity excited.  But  he  that  be- 
lieves the.  gospel,  the  more  he 
knows  of  it^  the  more  he  loves  it. 
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and  counts  all  things  but  loss  for 
the  excellency  of  that  knowledge. 

Finally,  the  word  of  the  Lord 
may  be  said  to  grow  in  us,  when 
we  are  gradually  conformed  to  the 
spirit  ojf  it.  What  is  true  reli- 
gion ?  It  is  to  be  of  God's  mind. 
It  is  for  our  thoughts  to  be  as 
God's^  thoughts ;  our  mind  to  be 
as  God's  mind ;  our  heart  to  be 
as  God's  heart.  If  God's  heart 
is  manifested  by  the  gospel  of  his 
Son,  it  is  for  us.  to  embrace  that 
gospel,  and  to  be  of  that  mind ; 
and  in  proportion  as  our  minds 
are  assimilated  into  the  mind  of 
Gody  to  love  what  he  loves,  to 
hate  what  he  hates,  to  pursue 
what  he  pursues,  and  the  more 
we  become  of  this  spirit,  the  more 
the  word  of  the  Lord  may  be  said 
to  grow  in  us.  Judge  ye  whether 
the  word  of  the  Lord  has  grown 
in  you. 

And  this  is  the  way  God  gene- 
rally causes  it  to  multiply.  We 
do  not  expect  wheat,  or  any 
other  grain,  to  multiply,  till  it 
has  grown  to  individual  maturity. 
We  do  not  expect  the  word  of 
God  to  multiply,  till  Christians 
are  brought  in  a  great  degree 
iuto  a  likeness  with  God, ,  There 
is  an  important  connexion,  I  ap- 
prehend, between  the  growth 
and  the  multiplying  of  the  word 
of  God.  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
every  minister  is  successful  io 
proportion  to  his  own  spirituality. 
No ;  there  is  sovereignty  enough 
in  the  success,  to  keep  any  of  us 
from  boasting;  to  keep  those 
who  are  most  successful  from 
boasting,  and  from  saying,  I  am 
holier  than  he  who  is  less  suc- 
cessful. And  yet  there  is  such 
a  connexipn  between  the  progress 
of  true  religion  in  the  soul  and  in 
the  world,  as  to  furnish  abundant 
encouragement  for  us  to  promote 
religion  in  the  heart,  as  tlie  means 
^f    promoting    public    religion. 


Whenever  God  has  been  deter-* 
mined  to  bless  any  part  of  man- 
kind, and  to  succeed  the  gospel 
in  any  remarkable  way,  it  has  al- 
ways been  by  raising  up  men  of 
distinguished  personal  godliness. 
When  he  was  pleased  to  accom- 
plish a  great  work  in  the  Jewish 
church,  it  was  by  raising  up  Ne- 
hemiah,  a  man  that  laboured  for 
the  public  good  without  receiving 
any  reward  for  it.  When  God 
had  a  mind  to  extend  his  gospel 
among  the  heathen,  it  was  by 
raising  up  a  Paul ;  a  man  so  dis- 
interested, that  though  he  was 
qualified  to  fill  one  of  the  first 
stations  in  his  day,  and  might 
have  raised  himself  to  the  highest 
pitch  of  worldly  honour  and  emi- 
nence, as  we  may  conclude  from 
the  zeal  and  ability  which  he  dis- 
played, and  his  feeling  so  much 
at  home,  when  pleading  before 
Agrippa,  yet  he  said  /  count  all 
things  hut  loss  for  the  excellency 
of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus 
my  Lord;  and,  so  far  from  re- 
penting, /  do  count  them  but 
dung,  that  I  may  win  Christ, 
and  be  found  in  him.  Would  you 
see  a  man  that  God  had  raised 
up  in  order  to  spread  the  gospel 
in  the  earth,  you  would  see  a 
man  that  had  a  heart  full  of  spi- 
rituality. The  word  grows  in  the 
mind,  before  it  can  be  expected 
to  grow  much  in  the  world.  Si- 
milar remarks  might  be  made  of 
all  the  great  revivals  that  have 
taken  place  in  the  world.  Wit- 
ness Luther,  and  a  number  of  the 
reformers,  to  say  nothing  of  cha- 
racters that  are  now  living.  The 
greatest  works  of  God  are  carried 
on  by  men  in  whom  the  word  of 
God  first  grows :  nor  is  it  confined 
to  ministers ;  but  when  the  Lord 
was  pleased  to  spread  the  gospel 
in  the  Jewish  and  heathen  world, 
it  was  liy  men.  among  whom  the 
grace  of  God  grew.    There  is, 
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my  brethren,  but  litde  expecta- 
tion of  the  gospel's  .spreading, 
unless  there  be  a  spirit  of  prayer, 
of  holy  zeal,  of  disinterestedness ; 
a  willingness  in  us  to  lay  ourselves 
out  to  the  uttermost.  Whenever 
we  see  this,  we  may  hope  that 
the  word  of  the  Lord  will  grow 
and  multiply. 

It  is  remarkable  David  viewed 
things  in  this  order.    Personating 
the  church,  he  says^  ''  God  be 
merciful  unto  us,  and  bless  us ; 
and  cause  his  face  to  shine  upon 
us ;  that  thy  way  may  be  known 
upon  the  earth."    So  that  God's 
ordinary    way    of    blessing   the 
word,  of  diffusing  the  gospel,  is, 
by  beginning  to  bless  the  church 
that  now  is ;  by  beginning,  as  it 
were,  at  home :  and  we  have  no 
reason  to  expect  the  progress  of 
the  gospel  among  us,  or  in  fo- 
reign nations,  but  as  it  grows  in 
,our    own    minds.      Ck)nsideriiig 
things  in  tbi^  connection,  what 
encouragement  is  there  to  be  con- 
versant with  the  scriptures;  to 
make  religion  a  business ;  to  be 
concerned  that  the  word  of  God 
may  not  only  have  place  in  us, 
but  grow  in  us,  that  there  may 
be  growing  attachment  to  its  ex- 
cellence,   and    increasing    con* 
formity  to  its  spirit !    It  was  thus 
that  the  word  of  God  grew  and 
multiplied  in  that  day;   and  it 
will  be  thus  that  it  will  grow 
through  the  earth  in  our  days,  or 
in  the  days  of  our  posterity. 

I  will  close  with  only  one  word. 
It  must  be  planted  there,  before 
it  can  either  grow  or  multiply. — 
Brethren,  this  is  the  origin  ;  this 
is  the  root. — ^The  word  of  God 
must  have  place  in  our  minds, 
must  have  place  in  our  hearts, 
eke  it  can  neither  grow  nor  mul- 
tiply.

Then  present ^  1.  Mr.  Robert 
Blenkinship,  minister  at  Great 
Broughton,  Cumberland.  2.  Mr. 
John  Ward,  teaching  elder  of  the 
church  meeting  at  Hexham,  Cold 
Rowley,  and  Hamsteriey.  it  is 
supposed  that  he  was  the  succes- 
sor of  Mr.  Tillam,  who  had  been 
sent  in  1651,  by  the  church  in 
Coleman-street,  under  the  care  of 
Hansard  Knollys,  to  preach  the 
gospel  in  the  north,  and  who  la* 
boured  with  great  success  in  the 
vicinity  of  Hexham.  Mir.  Ward, 
being  a  skilful  mineralogist,  was 
employed  by  a  mining  company 
as  their  steward.  He  visited  the 
copper-  mines  in  Lancashire  once 
in  eight  weeks,  and  then  preach* 
ed  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Hawkshead-hill,  Conistone,  and 
Tarvor, 

After  his  removal,  Mr.  William 
Carr  and  Mr^  Michael  Warton, 
co-pastors  of  Hamsteriey  church, 
preached  at  Hawksbead-hill,  tiU 
1707>  from  which  year  till  1711 
the  Rev.  George  Bralthwaite  was 
their  stated  minister.  Mr.  B. 
was  born  in  that  neighbourhood 
in  1681;  was  educated  at 
Hawkshead-hill  Grammar-school, 
went  from  thence  to  an  Academy 
Jn  Yorkshire,  and  after  that  to 
Oxford.  He  was  baptized  in 
London,  A.  D.  1706,  by  the  Rev. 
David  Crossley,  then  pastor  of 
the  church  in  Cripplegate.  Being 
s^t  apart  to  the  ministry  by  that 
church,  he  went  to  Hawkshead- 
hill,  where  he  purchased,  and 
confirmed  to  the  churcl^,  the  pre- 
sent meeting-house  and  burial- 
ground,  with  two  small  fields 
adjoining. 

From  1711,  when  Mr.  B*  ac» 
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eepted  an  invitation  from  the 
churcii  ^t  Bridlington,  till  1726, 
the  church  at  Hawkshead  re- 
ceived occasional  assistance  from 
the  churches  at  Hamsterley, 
Knaresdale,  and  White«hill. 

From  1726  to  1771  the  Rev. 
Richard  Coulthread^  a  member  of 
the  church  at  Knaresdale,  wfis 
pastor. 

After  his  death  thc^  church  was 
auppiied  for  some  years  by  the 
Rev,  John  Hindle,  John  Sandys, 
'■■    —  Townsend,  &c. 

The  Rev.  Thomas^  Harbottle, 
from  the  church  at  Hamsterley, 
ivas  pastor  from  1778  to  1780, 
vi'heo  he  removed  to  Tottlebank, 
where  he  still  resides. 

After  his  removal  the  church 
was  supplied  by  the  Rev,  Messrs. 
Ros3»  Dawso|[^,  Rigby,  Blacket, 
Boice,  and  Abraham  Greeawoody 
Junior,  the  last  of  whom  left  it  in 
1819. 

The  Rev.  Abraham  Green- 
wood, Jij^nior,  was  baptized  at 
Okeham ;  set  apart  to  the  minis- 
try 1799  by  his  father's  church 
in  Lincolnshire;  ordained  18Qi 
;at  Bingley^  when  Dr.  Fawcett 
gave  the  charge;  and  recom- 
mended, 1810,  to  Hawkshead-hill 
by  Dr.  Steadman.

EARLY  ENGLISH 
PRINTED  TRANSLATIONS 

OP  THte  ^ 

SCRIPTURE: 

In  answer  to  W.  P.'s  Question,  page  16 
of  Volume  XI. 


W.  TiNDAiiE's  Translation  of 
the  New  Testament,  in  which  he 
was  assisted  by  the  learned  John 
Fry,  and  a  friar  named  William 
Roye,  (which  last-mentioned  per- 
son wrote  for  him,  and  helped 
him  to  compare  the  texts  toge- 
ther, and  was  afterwards  burned 
in  Portugal,)  was  printed  at  Ant- 
werp in  1626,  in  octavo,  without 
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a  name ;  and  Mr.  Tindale  added 
9t  the  end  an  Epistle,  wherein  he 
*  desyred  them  that  were  learned 
fo  amende,  if  ought  were  founde 
amysse/  There  were  but  1500  co- 
pies printed  of  this  first  impres- 
sion, which  was  the  first  printed 
edition  of  any  part  of  the  Scrip- 
tures in  English;  and  most  of 
them  being  imported  into  Eng- 
land, were  very  industriously  dis* 
persed,  and  eagerly  bought  up 
^nd  read.  Bishop  Tonstali  is- 
sued an  order,  October  23, 1526, 
prohibiting  the  reading  of  it,  and 
commanding  all  the  copies  to  be 
brought  in  that  they  might  be 
burnt.  One  lof  the  pleas  was, 
that  the  reading  of  it  would  make 
the  people  rebel  against  the  king. 
Augustin  Packington,  also,  an 
English  merchant,  was  employed 
by  the  bishop  to  buy  up  all  the 
copies  of  the  English  Testament 
which  remained  unsold:  these 
being  brought  to  England,  were 
publicly  burnt  at  Paul's  cross. 
But  this  foolish  policy  (See  2  Sam. 
XV.  31.  Job  V.  13.)  only  took  off 
many  copies  which  lay  dead  upon 
Tindale's  hands,  and  put  a  good 
sum  of  money  into  bis  pocket ; 
80  that  be  was  enabled  to  prepare 
another  edition  more  correct  than 
the  former,  which  however  was 
iipt  printed  till  1534.  But  of  the 
first  edition  al>out  5000  copies 
were  reprinted  in  1527  and  1528. 
This  made  the  books  more  plen- 
tiful, and  cheaper  than  ever  they 
^ere ;  at  which  bishop  Tonstali 
being  amazed,  he  sent  for  Pack- 
ington, and  asked  him  how  there 
came  to  be  so  many  Testaments 
about,  when  he  had  promised 
liim  he  would  buy  them  all. 
Packington  answered,  surely  he 
bad  6ought  all  that  were  to  be 
bad  ;  but  he  perceived  they  had 
printed  more  since,  and  he  could 
hot  see  how  they  could  be  kept 
irpm  doing  that,  unless  his  lord- 


ship would  likewise  buy  the  types* 
and  presses.  About  the  same 
time,  George  Constantine,  who 
was  suspected  of  heresy,  beii^ 
examined  by  Sir  Thomas  More, 
and  asked,  by  whom  Tindale, 
Joye,  and  others  beyond  sea, 
were  furnished  with  money  from 
hence,  replied,  that  it  was  the 
bishop  of  London  who  had  help- 
ed them ;  for  he  had  bestowed 
among  them  a  great  deal  of  mo- 
ney upon  New  Testaments  to 
"burn  them, — and  fbat  had  been, 
and  yet  was,  their  only  succour 
and  comfort.  Unable  to  accom- 
plish their  design,  the  prelates 
vented  their  rage  upon  those  who 
were  suspected  of  heresy.  The 
word  of  God,  however,  grew  and 
multiplied  ;  for  the  burning  of  it 
was  looked  upon  among  the  peo* 
pie  as  a  shocking  profanation. 

As  soon  as  Tindale  h^d  finish- 
ed the  New  Testament,  he  trans- 
lated from  the  Hebrew  into  Eng- 
lish the  Five  Books  of  Moses. 
But  going  by  sea  to  Hamburgh, 
to  have  it  printed  there,  the  ves- 
sel in  which  he  went  was  wreck- 
ed on  the  coast  of  Holland,  so 
that  he  lost  all  his  mopey,  books, 
writings,  and  copies,  and  was 
forced  to  begin  anew.  However, 
he  came  in  another  ship  to  Ham- 
burgh, where,  by  his  appoint- 
ment. Miles  Coverdale  waited  for 
him,  and  assisted  him  in  translat- 
ing the  Pentateuch  from  Hebrew 
into  English,  from  Easter  to  De- 
cember, 1529,  in  the  house  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  Van  Emmerson, 
widow.  It  was  printed  in  1530 ; 
and  he  afterwards  made  an  Eng- 
lish version  of  the  prophecy  of 
Jonah,  with  a  large  Prologue, 
which  )vas  published  in  1531 ; 
but  he  published  no  more  books 
of  the  Scripture.  If  he  translated 
any  other  books,  and,  when  he 
was  apprehended,  they  fell  into 
the  hands  of  the  officers,  the  ms^* 
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ouscripts  would    no  doubt    be 
destroyed. 

Of  this  first  edition,  the  indus- 
trious Mr.  Wanley  wrote  the  fol- 
lowing memorandum  in  his  copy 
of  Wood's  Athente ;  "  I  never  yet, 
notwithstanding  all  my  searches, 
saw  any  one  copie  of  this  edition." 
The  only  copy  of  which  we  have 
heard  that  was  preserved  from  the 
flames,  was  one  in  the  possession 
of  the  ingenious  Mr.  Joseph  Ames. 
Tindale  acknowledged,  in  the 
Preface  to  his  subsequent  edition, 
that  there  were  in-  this  **  many 
fautes,  whyche  lacke  of  helpe  at 
thebeginnyng,and  oversight,  dyd 
sow  therein."  Therefore  he  set 
himself  about  looking  over  and 
correcting  it  again,  though  his 
own  second  edition  did  not  come 
out  till  1584:— But  the  Dutch 
Printers,  finding  it  was  a  book  in 
great  request,  published  a  new 
edition  of  it  in  1527»  12mo,  and, 
about  a  year  after,  another,  in  a 
larger  letter  and  volume,  with 
figures  in  the  Revelation ;  in  all 
about  5000  copies ;  as  has.  been 
already  mentioned.  The  price  of 
TIndale's  was  sev^n  or  eight 
groats  a-piece;  but  the  Dutch- 
men sold  theirs  at  the  rate  of 
thirteen  pence  each,  or  300  for 
j£l6  5«.  But  the  printers  not 
understanding  English,  commit- 
ted a  great  many  faults.  How- 
ever, they  printed  a  third  edition 
in  1529,  which  went  off  so  weU, 
that  this,  as  well  as  the  two  for- 
mer, were  all  sold  before  1530. 
In  which  year  they  proceeded  to 
a  fourth  edition,  of  about  2000, 
in  a  small  volume  and  letter ;  more 
incorrect  than  even  the  former ; 
which,  however,  were  soon  all 
disposed  of.  And  in  1534,  the 
Dutch  printed  a  fifth  edition, 
which  they  got  George  Joye,  a 
Bedfordshire  man.  Fellow  of 
Peterhouse^  Cambridge,  to  cor- 
fect. 


Tind  ale's  own  Second  Editiom 
of  bis  New  Testament  was  **  Im« 
printed  at  Antwerp  by  Martin 
Emperour,  Anno  M.D.XXXIV.^ 
8vo. — In  1536  there  came  out 
another  edition,  with  this  title, 
**  Th^  Newe  Testament  yet  once 
agayne  corrected  by  William 
Tyndale.  Print<id  in  the  yere  of 
oure  Lorde  God,  M.  D.  and 
XXXVI,"  in  a  broad  4to.— And, 
the  same  year,  another  edition, 
printed  very  probably  in  Scot- 
land, in  a  large  4to.  Likewise 
one  in  a  smaller  4to,  and  a  smaH 
8vo,  and  some  others  in  8vo, 
12mo,  and  18mo. 

The  English  Translation  of  the 
Pentateuch,  or  Five  Books  df 
Moses,  mentioned  above  to  have 
been  printed  in  1530,  is  in  a 
small  8vo  volume,  which  seems 
to  have  been  printed  at  several 
presses,  as  we  may  suppose  the 
times  wouM  permit.  Genesis 
and  Numbers  are  in  the  Dutch 
letter,  and  contain,  the  one  76 
leaves,  and  the  other67.  Exodus, 
Leviticus,  and  Deuteronomy,  are 
printed  in  the  Roman*  letter,  with 
now  and  then  a  capital  of  the 
black  letter  intermixed,  as  was 
done  in  books  printed  about  this 
time  at  Zuridi.  Exodus  contains 
76  leaves,  Leviticus  52,  and 
Deuteronomy  63*  To  every  one 
of  these  five  books  is  prefixed  a 
Prologue;  and  at  the  end  of  Ge- 
nesis, Exodus,  and  Deuteronomy, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  Numbers, 
are  Tables  expounding  certain 
words.  In  the  margin  are  some 
notest  and  it  is  adorned  with 
ten  wooden  cuts. 

The  first  printed  edition  of  the 
whole  English  Bible  was  in  1535, 
in  folio.  The  translator  and  pub- 
lisher was  Miles  Coverdale,  after- 
wards bishop  of  Exeter,  who  re- 
vised Tindale's  version,  compared 
it  with  the  originals,  and  supplied 
what  had  been  left  uotranslatecl 
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tiy  Tifidale.  It  was  printed  at 
Zurich,  and  dedicated  by  Cover-' 
4ale  to  King  Henry  VIII.  And 
thi^  was  the  Bible  which,  by 
l,Qrd  Thomas  Cromwell's  injunc- 
tioDS  of  September,  1536,  was 
4frdered  to  he  laid  in  churches. 
— l!ht  next  year/'l537,  whether 
it  was  that'  archbishop  Cranmer 
bad  a  mind  to  have  Tindale's 
Prologues  and  Notes  reprinted, 
which  had  been  left  out  in  Co- 
verdale's  edition,  or  that  the  prin- 
ters thought  such  an  edition 
would  sell  well,  the  Bible  was 
printed  at  Paris  in  folio,  with  this 
title,  *'  The  Byble,  which  is  all 
the  Holy  Scripture,  in  which  are 
conlayned  the  Olde  and  Newe 
Testament,  truelye  and  purelye 
translated  into  English.  By  Tho- 
mas Matthewe.'^  This  name  of 
Mutthewe  i»  fictitious,  the  real 
author  being  the  excellent  John 
Rogers, ,  the  proto-martyr  under 
Queen  Mary,  who  was  burnt  in 
Smithfield  Feb.  4, 1555.  In  this 
edition,  from  Oenesis  to  the  end  of 
the  Chronicles  isTindale's  Trans- 
lation: from  thence  to  the  end 
of  the  Apociypha  is  Coverdale's ; 
except  the  book  of  Jonah,  which 
is  Tindale's,  as  is  also  the  whole 
New  Testament.  In  1538,  a  re- 
solution was  tftken  to  revise  this 
edition  ef  Matthewe's,  and  to 
print  it  again  without  the. Pro- 
logues or  Annotations,  at  which 
great  offence  was  pretended  to 
be  taken,  a&  containing  matters 
heretical,  ajid  very  scandalous 
and  defamatory.  For  this  pur* 
pose  Grafton  and  Whitchurch 
were  employed,  who,  because 
there  were  at  that  time  in  France 
^letter  printers  and  paper  than 
could  be  had  here  in  England, 
procured  the  king's  letters  to  the 
French  king,  for  hberty  to  print 
\%  at  Paris.  Accordingly  they  had 
the  royal  licence  for  so  doing,  and 
Hd  almost  finished  their  design. 


when,  by  an  order  of  the  Inquisi- 
tion, dated  December  17,  1538, 
the  printers  were  forbidden,  under 
canonical  pains,  to  print  the  said 
English  Bible,  and  being  carried 
before  the  Inquisition,  were 
charged  with  heresy.  The  Eng- 
lish who  were  ther^  to  correct 
the  press,  and  take  care  of  the 
impression/  were  all  forced  to 
fly,  and  the^  impression,  consist- 
ing of  2500  books,  was  seized  and 
confiscated.  But  by  the  encou- 
ragement of  the  Lord  Cromwell, 
some  of  the  English  returned  to 
Paris,  and  got  the  presses,  letters, 
and  printing  servants,  and  brought 
them  over  to  London,  where  they 
resumed  the  work;  which  was 
finished,  and  published  in  1539, 
with  this  title;--''  The  Byble  in 
Englyshe;  that  is  to  say,  the 
Content  of  all  the  holy  Scripture, 
bothe  of  the  olde  and  newe  Tes- 
tament, truly  translate^  after  the 
veryte  of  the  Hebrue  and  Greke 
textes,  by  the  dylygent  studye  of 
dy  verse  excellent  learned  men, 
expert  in  the  forsayde  tooges.'^ 
Printed  by  Richard  Grafton  and 
Edward  Whitchurch :  folio. 
When  it  was  finished.  Lord  Crom- 
well, Vicar-general  and  Vice- 
gerent over  all  the  Spirituality, 
under  the  King,  eiyoined,  that 
one  Bible  of  the  largest  volume 
(meaning  this  edition)  should  be 
provided  for  every  parish-church, 
at  the  joint  charge  of  the  parson 
and  parishioners.  From  its  veiy 
large  size,  this  is  usually  denomi- 
nated the  GREAT  BIBLE.  The 
Psalms  in  the  English  Liturgy  are 
of  this  translatiou,  with  some  few 
alterations.  The  new  version  was 
executed  during  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward VL  though  several  editions 
were  printed  both  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments.  See  Lewis's 
History  of  the  English  Transla- 
tions of  the  Bible,  prefixed  to  hi* 
edition  of  Wickliffe's  Translatioa 
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west  ta  the  coast  of  Newfound* 
land  on  the  east,  including  the 
whole  of  the  great  lakes  of  Ame- 
rica, both  theCanadas,  Labrador, 
and  Nova  Scotia;  covering  an 
extent  of  upwards  of  two  millions 
of  square  miles,  and  producing  to 
all  the  places  within  this  space, 
an  eclipse  of  greater  and  greater 
esbtent,  in  proportion  to  their 
proximity  to  the  central  part  of 
the  shadow  over  Hudson's  Bay. 
In  the  space  of  twenty  minutes, 
the  boundary  of  the  shadow  had 
advanced  no  fewer  than  1,400 
miles.  The  centre  of  it  however 
had  not  yet  reached  the  earth,  and 
the  eclipse  was  no  where  central 
or  annular.  But  about  forty  mi- 
nutes past  twelve,  when  the  ^m^r^ 
of  tlie  shadow  just  fell  on  the 
earth,  this  remarkable  phenome- 
non began  to  be  observed  to  the 
east  of  the  Coppermine  river,  in 
North  America.  The  circumfe- 
rence of  the  shadow  then  extended 
from  Lake  Superior  to  Nova 
Zembla  on  the  one  hand,  and 
from  Hudson^s  Bay  to  the  coast 
of  Africa  near  the  Canary  Islands 
on  the  other,  skirting  and  partly

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nutes  past  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  the  moon's  penumbra, 
or  partial  shadow,  (for  the  dark 
shadow,  or  that  shadow  which 
produces  a  total  eclipse,  termi- 
nated at  the  distance  of  more  than 
15,000  miles  from  the  surface  of 
the  earth,)  advancing  through 
open  space  from  west  to  east, 
just  began  to  fall  upon  the  earth, 
and  to  touch  it  at  the  south- 
western extremity  of  Hudson's 
Bay.  Advancing  eastwards  with 
vast  rapidity,  and  spreading  itself 
^t  the  same  time  on  all  sides,  the 
shadow  at  half-past  eleven  o'clock 
extended  from  theMississippi  and 
Illinois  rivers  in  the  south,  to  the 
top  of  Baffin's  Bay  in  the  north, 
and  from  HuJlson's  Bay  on  the 


em  sliores  of  Europe,  and  inclu- 
ding also  the  whole  of  the  British 
Islands,  in  every  part  of  which  the 
eclipse  had  then  begun.  Still 
flying  eastwards,  the  centre  of  the 
shadow  arrived  at  one  o'clock  on 
the  east  coast  of  Greenland,  near 
Jan  Mayen's  Island,  while  the 
extreme  boundary  extended  from 
the  middle  of  the  Atlantic  ocean, 
in  lat.  52**,  northwards  nearly  to 
Kamschatka,  and  from  the  North 
Pole  almost  to  the  Arabian  Sea, 
nearly  5000  miles  in  length  and 
upwards  of  4000  in  breadth,  skirt- 
ing the  southern  shores  of  Europe, 
and  including  with  it  a  very  con- 
siderable portion  of  Asia.  Ad- 
vancing with  undiminished  rapi- 
dity, the  shadpwnow  changed  it| 
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direction  and  bent  towards  the 
south.  Passing  to  the  east  of  Ice- 
land and  the  Feroe  Islands,  the 
Cjentre  was  at  half-past  one  nearly 
over  those  of  Shetland,  where  of 
course  the  eclipse  was  annular. 
About  two  o'clock  the  -centre  of 
the  shadow,  after  having  traversed 
the  North  Sea,  and  entered  the 
European  Continent  near  Emb- 
den,  arrived  over  the  middle  of 
Germany,  to  the  east  of  the 
Rhine;  and  the  shadow  itself  was 
then  at  about  its  maximum,  ex- 
tending from  the  North  Pole  to 
the  Arabian  Sea,  and  from  the 
Caspian  to  the  Cape  de  Verd  Is- 
lands, and  including  the  whole  of 
Europe,  the  western  part  of  Asia, 
and  the  northern  part  of  Africa, 
through  every  part  of  which  ex- 
tent the  sun  appeared  eclipsed  in 
a  greater  or  less  degree,  accord- 
ing to  their  nearness  to,  or  dis* 
tance  from  the  centre  of  the  sha- 
dow in  Germany,  where  the  ef> 
lipse  was  then  annular.  The  ad- 
vanced part  of  the  shadow  now 
began  to  leave  the  earth,  and  the 
extent  of  the  whole  to  decline : 
the  centre,  however,  continued  to 
advance  southwards,  crossing  the 
Alps,  entering  the  Adriatic  near 
Venice,  trav€;rsing  its  western 
shores,  recrossing  Italy  on  the 
east  of  Naples,  and  arriving  at 
the  Gulph  of  Tarentum  at  half- 
past  two.  Bending  its  course 
again  to  the  east,  crossing  the 
Mediterranean,  and  producing  an 
annular  eclipse  in  the  Island  of 
Candia,  (the  ancient  Crete,)  the 
centre  then  entered  Lower  Egypt, 
traversed  the  course  of  the  Nik 
to  the  town  of  Zaera,  and  crossing 
the  desert  and  sea  of  Suez,  arrived 
over  Mount  Sinai  about  three 
o'clock,  and,  crossing  in  a  few 
minutes  more  the  great  desert  of 
Arabia,  left  the  earth  with  the 
ssetting  sun  in  the  Persian  Gulpfa, 
Xq  t)ie  south  of  Bassora,    The 


shadow  itself,  however,  still  co- 
vered a  vast  extent  Xif  the  earth's 
surface.  On  the  south,  having 
crossed  the  line  in  the  Indian 
ocean,  it  extended  from  near  the 
island  of  Madagascar  to  the  cen^ 
tre  of  European  Russia,  near 
Moscow,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
from  Bassora  across  the  unknown 
regions  of  Africa  to  the  Cape  de 
Verd  Islands  on  the  other.  The 
^hadow  now  receded  from  the 
earth  with  the  same  rapidity  it 
had  approached,  contracting  at 
the  same  time  all  its  dimensions. 
At  four  o'clock  its  western  seg- 
ment still  covered  a  very  cousi* 
derable  portion  of  the  north  and 
west  of  Africa,  but  at  a  few  mi- 
nutes before  five  the  last  portion 
left  the  eartli  under  the  line,  and 
near  the  island  of  St.  Thomas,  in 
the  Gulph  of  Guinea.  Such  was 
its  vast  extent  and  rapid  progress. 
Entering  in  the  almost  unknown 
regions  of  North  America,  its 
centre  in  the  course  of  three 
hours  crossed  the  Atlantic  ocean, 
passed  over  the  centre  of  Eu- 
rope, and  left  the  earth  in  the 
Gulph  of  Persia,  after  travelling 
in  this  short  space  of  time  a  dis- 
tance of  6000  miles,  nearly  the 
fourth  part  of  the  earth's  circum- 
ference;  and  its  circumference, 
during  its  progress,  enveloped 
nearlv  the  whole  of  the  civilized 
world. 

The  late  eclipse  was  a  return 
of  the  one  which  was  observed  in 
this  country  in  1748.  That  this 
may  be  better  understood,  let  it 
be  noticed,  that  when,  at  New  or 
Full  Moon,  the  Sun,  Moon,  and 
Earth  are  all  in  a  right  line,  that 
is  to  say,  when  a  straight  line 
would  pass  through  all  three, — ^if 
the  Moon  is  then  New,  (that  is,  if 
she  is  on  that  part  of  the  straight 
line  which  is  between  the  Earth 
and  the  Sun,)  her  shadow  faUs 
upon  the  Earth ;  )>ut  if  she  it 
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then  Full,  (ihni  is,  if  she  is  upon 
that  part  of  the  straight  line  which 
is  beyond  the  Earth  from  the 
Son,)  the  Earth's  shadow  falls 
'  upon  her.*  Now  in  223  monthsf 
this  relative  situation  of  the  Sun, 
Moon,  and  Earth,  returns  within 
28' 12"  of  a  degree;  and  there* 
fore  in  that  time  there  will  be  a 
regular  period  of  Eclipses,  or  re- 
turn of  the  same  Eclipse,  for 
many  ages. — In  this  period  there 
are  18  years,  11  days,  7  hours, 
43  minutes,  20  seconds,  when 
the  last  day  of  February  in  Leap- 
years  is  four  times  included :  but 
when  it  is  five  times  included,  the 
period  consists  of  only  18  years, 
10  days,  7  hours,  43  minutes, 
20  seconds.  Add  therefore  this 
period  to  the  time  of  any  Eclipse, 
and  you  will  have  ^he  time  of  its 
return.  But  the  above-mentioned 
variation  of  28^  12''  will  wear  out 
the  return  of  the  Eclipses  in  pro- 
cess of  time;  and  then  it  will  be 
12,492  years  before  the  same  se* 
ries  begins  again. 

.  *  llie  reason  that  there  are  not  eclipses 
of  the  Sun  and  Moon  at  every  New  and 
Full  Moon  is  as  follows.  Imagine  a  nat 
and  an  orange  placed  «t  a  very  great 
distance  from  each  other,  (representing 
tlie  Earth  and  the  San,)  with  a  straight 
thread  extending  from  the  one  to  the 
other.  Imagine  also  a  hoop  placed  round 
the  nut,  to  represent  the  Moon's  monthly 
orbit  round  the  £arth.  If  the  thread  not 
only  extended  from  the  orange  to  the 
not,  but  also  went  through  that  part  of  the 
hoop  which  is  between  the  orange  and 
the  nut,  whenever  a  pea  ^representing 
the  moon,)  came  to  that  point  of  the 
hoop,  the  orange  would  be  eclipsed. 
And  if  the  nut  (or  earth)  were  stationary, 
whenever  there  was  an  eclipse  of  the 
Sun  at  a  New  ]!^oon,  there  would  be  an 
eclipse  of  the  Moon  at  the  ensuing  Full 
Moon,  the  thread  being  supposed  to  pass 
through  the  two  opposite  points  of  the 
hoop.  But  the  earth  in  that  time  will 
have  proceeded  about  otie  twenty-fourth 
part  of  its  annual  orbit,  and  will  not  be 
at  the  place  where  the  thread  passes 
through  the  opposite  point  of  the  hoop 
till  175  days  afterwards.  Therefore  in 
about  173  days  after  an  eclipse,  we  may 
expect  a  corresponding  eclipse, 
f  Synodical  months,  or  laDations.^ 


The  late  Eclipse,  after  travers- 
ing the  voids  of  space  from  the 
Creation,  at  last  began  to  fall 
upon  the  earth  near  the  South 
Pole,  A.  D.  1164.  Every  one  of 
the  above-mentioned  periods,  \t 
advanced  more  northerly,  until  on 
the  80th  of  April,  1622,  it  began 
to  touch  the  southern  part  of 
England  about  two  in  the  after* 
noon,  the^entre  then  rising  in  the 
South  Sea,  traversing  the  CoDti«/ 
nent  of  South  Anierica,  crossing 
the  Atlantic  into  Africa,  and  set- 
ting near  the  Red  Sea.  Its  visi- 
ble returns  were  June  1,  1676, 
when  four  digits  were  eclipsed 
at  London  about  nine  in  the 
morning;  in  1694,  in  the  even- 
ing ;  July  4, 1730,  when  the  Sua 
was  seen  at  London  above  half 
eclipsed,  just  after  sun-rise;  July 
14,  1748 ;  August  5, 1766,  in  the 
evening,  when  about  four  Digits 
were  eclipsed  ;  August  28,  1802, 
early  in  the  morning;  and  Sep- 
tember 7, 1820. 

It  will  be  no  more  visible  till 
October  10, 1874.  In  1892  the 
Sun  will  go  down  eclipsed  at 
London;  and  November  13, 
1928,  the  track  of  the  centre  will 
he  in  void  space,  though  two  Di- 
gits [a  Digit  is  a  twelfth  part  of 
the  diameter]  will  be  eclipsed  at 
London.  In  the  year  2090,  the 
whole  Penumbra  will  pass  by  the 
earth  without  touching  it«  But 
in  12,492  years,  it  would  return 
again  as  at  first,  if  the  present  or- 
der of  things  were  to  continue. 

Dr.  Halley  says,  concerning 
that  in  1748 ;— «'  It  (the  degfee 
of  darkness)  was  such,  that  one 
might  have  expected  to  have  sees 
many  more  stars  than  I  find  were 
seen  at  London.  The  three  pla- 
nets, Jupiter,  Mercury,  and  Ve- 
nus, were  all  that  were  seen  by 
the  gentlemen  of  the  Society 
from  the  top  of  their  house,  where 
they  had  a  free  horizon;  and  I 
do  not  hear  that  any  on^  in  tow« 
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saw  more  tiien  Gapelb  and  Alde- 
baran  of  the  fixed  stars.  I  for- 
bear (continaes  he,)  to  particular- 
ize the  chill  and  damp  which  at- 
tended this  eclipse*  of  which 
i)|ost  spectators  were  sensible*  as 
also  the  concern  that  appeared  in 
all  sorts  of  animals  at  the  extinc- 
tion of  the  sun*  which  we  ou)r- 
selres  could  not  behold  without 
some  sense  of  horror/' 

We  conclude  with  calling  the 
attention  of  out  readers  to  the 
regularity  of  the  motion  of  the 
heavenly  bodies.  Though  .their 
magnitude  is  so  wonderful,  the 
truth  of  their  motion  during  a 
thousand  years,  is  far  more  exact 
than  that  of  the  best  clock  that 
ever  was  made  during  a  single 
year.  How  great  then  must  be 
the  stupidity  of  him  who  does 
not  behold  in  them  the  Almighty 
and  the  All-wise  Moveb  !  And 
how  great  the  folly  of  him  who 
says  in  his  heart,  or  by  his  lifie, 
that  there  is  no  God  I  And  to 
him  who  denies  what  he  cannot 
comprehend,  we  would  say, 
**  Canst  thou  bind  the  sweet  in- 
fluences of  Pleiades,  or  loose  the 
bands  of  Orion  ?  Canst  thou  bring 
forth  Mazzaroth  in  his  season? 
or  canst  thou  guide  A  returns 
with  his  sons  ?  Knowest  thou  the 
ordinances  of  heaven  1  canst  thou 
set  the  dominion  thereof  ip  the 
earth  ?^-he  that  reproveth  God, 
let  him  answer  it.''

LAS'tXT,  Our  whoh  amduet 
imut  be  mnder  the  iwfiuence  df  di"

Let   us 
return  to  him  with  weeping  and 
supplication,  lest  by  terrible  things 
in  righteousness  he  convince  us 
of  our  folly.    If  we  are  walking 
humbly  before  him,  let  us   be 
thankful,  and  earnestly  pray  that 
we  may  be  kept  by  the  power  of 
God  through  fiiith  unto  salvation; 
and  that  he  would  uphold  outgo- 
ings in  his  ways,  that  our  footsteps 
slip  not,  that  we  be  not  ashamed 
of  our  hope.

had  not  seen  th^t  atl  bis  sufferings 
were  ne  cessary.  tie  said,  that  per- 
haps if  be  had  beeu  leas  afllictcd,  he

should  have  thought  ^nd  cared  as 
little  about  Gcfd,  al^d  his  will,  d^s 
most  oiher  children  do.  He  often 
observed,  that  he  oUght  to  be  very 
thankful  that  God  did  not  pUk^ish 
him  as  he  (ieserved. 

Wheta  narratives  of  teal  distress 
were  related  to  hiili,  he  showed  he 
felt  liiiich,  by  fVequent  inquiries  after 
the  sitfcter,  and  by  sending  some 
of  th*<%  ihoney  he  obtained  for  learn- 
ing hytnhs  and  passages  df  Scripture. 
He  also  read  and  heard  with  very 
lively  interest  the  reports  Relative  to 
the  st^te  of  the  heathen,  and  the 
efforts  ^hich.Jlre  making  for  their 
conversion.      About  three  months 
before  his  deaths  alluding  to  a  pur- 
pose his  parents  had  entertained  of 
going  abroad,  he  saidj  "  Papa,  if  I 
were  likely  \o  get  ^ell,  I  should 
wish  We  had  gonirt.*'     "  Why,  tny 
hojt  said  his  father.    "  Becadse, 
perhaps,  I  itright  be  of  sortie  use  fo 
the  poor  negroes.*'    "  I  fear,"  said 
his  father,  "  that  though  you  should 
recover  from  this  illness,  We  must 
not  expect  yon  ever  to  be  capable 
of  much  active  employment  (being 
deprived  of  the  nse  of  both  legs) ; 
you  may  indeed  be  a  comfort  and 
a  blessing  to  those  living  in  the  house 


with  you."  "  But,  papa,**  said  he, 
''  we  could  get  some  hiack  children 
to  come  into  the  house,  aiid  I  could 
teach  them  to  read,  and  I  could  tell 
them  of  Jesus  Christ;  for  they  can- 
not know  so  much  of  him  as  I  do: 
and  perhaps  they  might  tell  their 
iat&ers  and  mothers,  as  the  children 
iti  Ireland  do,"  referring  to  a  report 
he  had  read  of  the  spread  of  the 
gospel  in  that  benighted  country. 

He  was  generally  amiable;  but 
yoii  know,  my  dear  Henry,  that 
there  must  be  something  more  than 
good  temper  and  behaviour  to  bring 
us  into  a  state  of  friendship  with 
God.  And  it  was  not  until  about 
six  months  before  his  death,  tha|: 
our  dear  William  consiidered  there 
was  any  real  change  in  hiscbaraeter. 
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A^out  this  time  he  read  a  tract,  en- 
titled, "  The  P^wer  of  Divine  Teach- 
infl^  exemplified  in  the  Life  of  J.  W/' 
with  wrhich  he  was  much  impressed. 
Reading  where  the  child  expressed 
his  confidence  that  he  was  going  to 
heaven,  because  bis  sins  were  for- 
given, he  said,  "  How  happy  that 
'child  mast  have  been!  I  am  not 
good  enough  to  die  !'^  He  was  told, 
that  the  child's  happiness  did  not 
ari^e  from  his  not  having  been  a  sin- 
ner, but  from  the  hope  that  his  sins 
were  forgiven,  and  that  this  was  the 
design  of  Christ's  coming  into  the 
world.  He  said,  "  I  do  believe  that 
Jesus  Christ  came  into  the  worlc^ 
to  save  sinners,  bat  that  does 
not  make  me  happy.  I  am  not  bet- 
ter than  many  children  who  do  not 
believe  it."  The  Bible,  however, 
now  became  his  constant  compa- 
nion ;  he  read  much  of  it  by  himself, 
not  selecting,  as  he  had  been  ac- 
customed, the  historical  and  narra- 
tive parts,  but  the  Psalms,  the  Gos- 
pel by  John,  and  many  parts  of  the 
apostolical  epistles.  As  his  strength 
declined,  he  found  his  larger  Bible 
too  heavy,  and  he  asked  for  a  small- 
er, which  he  laid  under  his  pillow 
every  night,  and  began  reading  it 
as  soon  as  it  was  light  enough  in  the 
morning,  sometimes  long  before 
any  one  else  in  the  house  was  awake. 
He  now  preferred  this  precious  book 
to  all  others ;  and  being  asked  why 
he  did  so,  replied,  ''  Becaqse  I 
know  that  all  it  says  is  true."  An- 
other reason  be  afterwards'  men- 
tioned,— "  the  importance  of  its 
'  truths  to  a  dying  creature." 

William  was  now  visibly  drawing 
pear  to  an  eternal  world.    His  ap- 


proaching change  was  contemplated 
by  him  not  only  without  dismay, 
but  with  desire.  More  than  once, 
when  asked  whether  he  wonld  ra- 
ther live  or  die,  he  said,  "  I  wonld 
rather  die,  and  go  to  Jesus  Christ.'' 
When  once  asked,  Why  he  would 
prefer  to  die  ?  he  said,  '*  Because 
then  I  shall  never  offend  God  again." 
"  How  do  you  now  offend  him?" 
"  I  think  wicked  thoughts,  and  the 
most  when  I  am  trying  to  pray  te 
him." 

After  much  suffering  of  body,  and 
mental  depression,  it'  pleased  -God 
to  lessen  his  pain«  and  to  speak 
peace  to  his  troubled  mind.  The 
little  he  said,  conveyed  the  satift- 
factory  assurance  that  hope  had 
revived  in  his  bosom,  and  that  he 
felt  peace  ivithin.  On  the  morning 
he  died,  he  requested  his  father  to 
read  to  him ;  and  when  asked  what 
he.  should  read,  he  only  replied, 
''  John."  Part  of  the  17th  chapter, 
which  had  been  a  gneat  favourite 
with  him,  was  then  slowly  read.  In 
the  afternoon  he  expressed  his  wish 
that  his  father  should  pray  with 
him.  After  this,  he  scarcely  at- 
tempted to  speak,  bat  was  evidently 
engaged  in  secret'  aspirations  to 
heaven,  whither  his  happy  redeem* 
ed  spirit  took  its  flight,  in  Aprils 
1818,  after  he  had  lived  on  earth 
seven  years  and  ten  months. 

That  you,  my  dear  Henry,  may 
early  becon^e  acquainted  with  the 
great  and  blessed  truths  of  the  gos- 
pel, and  live  and  die  under  thebr 
noly  influence,  is  the  constant  and 
fervent  prayer  of  your  affectionate 
father,

MRS.  ALICE  SQPHIA  KILPIN. 

Mrs.  Kilpin  was  born  July  24, 
1705.  Her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Adams,  were  then  members  of  the 
late  Rev.  Dan  Taylor's  Church, 
Churcb-lane,  Whilechapel.  Al- 
though naturally  of  an  amiable  and 


serious  disposition,  and  constantly 
littending  the  means  of  grace,  it  was 
not  until  the  year  1816,  when  on  a 
Tisit  at  Exeter,  that  she  was  con* 
vinced  pf  the  necessity  of  personM 
religion.  She  there  attended  the 
ministry  of  the  Hev.  Samuel  Kilpia, 
which  was  greatly  blessed  to  her ; 
and  being  taken  ill,  thp  Lord  waii 
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|»lea86d  to  sanctify  the  affliciion  to 
her,  and  she  was  enabled,  through 
iprace,  lo  resolve,  that  if  permitted 
to  recover,  she  would  no  longer  be 
ashamed  to  own  her  Saviour  before 
men,  but  would  dedicate  herself  to 
him.  The  Lord  graciously  heard 
her,  and  raised  her  up  again ;  and, 
when  sufficiently  recovered,  she  pro- 
posed herself'  to  the  church  at  Exe- 
ter, and  was  baptized  by  Mr.  Kilpin 
on  April  7,  1816.  The  following, 
which  was  found  in  her  hand-writ- 
ing, appears  to  have  been  written 
in  prospect  of  her  baptism.  *'  Gra- 
cious and  ever-blessed  Uord  God, 
grant  that  thy  unworthy  handmaid 
may  not  speak,  write,  or  appear  to 
others  any  thing  more  than  she 
really  is.  .  Blessed  Lord,  thou  alone 
k newest  her  heart,  vile  and  deceitful 
above  all  things ! 

'  Forbid  It,  Lord,  that  I  should  boast. 
Save  in  the  death  of  Christ,  my  God  : 
All  the  vain  things  that  chacm  me  most, 
I  sacrifice  thorn  to  his  blood. 

Were  the  wh6le  realm  of  nature  mine^ 
That  were  a  present  far  too  small ; 
Love  so  amazing,  so  divine, 
D^MAHDs  MY   Soul,  mt  life,  mt 

ALL.' 

Thou  ever-a^orable  Jesus!  surely 
f^o  love  thee,  or  I  could  not,  thus 
feel.  Thy  name  is  music  to  my 
ears.  If  I  were  not  in  tlie  right  way, 
surely  I  should  not  long  to  hear  thee 
spoken  of:  I  should  not  long  to  hear 
thy  word.  Oh !  gracious  Saviour, 
grant  that  I  may  not  prove  a  hypo- 
crite. Search  my  heart,  and  try  it, 
Jest  when  I  am  weighed,  I  should  be 
found  wanting. 

s 

'  Prone  to  wander.  Lord,  1  feel  it ; 
Prone  to  loave  the  God  I  love : 
fere's  my  heart*  Lord,  take  and  seal  it, 
Seal  it  from  thy  courts  above !' " 

She  very  soon  afterwards  relapsed, 
and  lay  several  months  apparently 
on  a  death-bed.  An  extract  from  a 
letter,  written  during  ttat  period, 
Fill  show  the  gtate  of  her  mind. 

"Exeter, /uneS,  1816. 
''  My  dear  Betsy, 

*'  I  am  reduced  to  such  extreme 
weakness,  that  I  know  not  how  to 
keep  myself  alive  when  I  get  up  ,- 
ji)i|t  I  tjriisty  amidst  all,  I  can  say, 


^  Thy  will,  O  Lord,  be  donoT  Pray 
tell  me  if  your  feelings  have  been  si- 
milar to  my  own.  I  have  a  good 
hope  that,  through  the  blood  of 
Christ,  I  shall  be  saved.  It  is  there 
I  rest  all  my  hopes  of  salvation. 

'  I  plead  no  merits  of  my  own. 
But  trust  the  merits  of  thy  Son.' " 

In  this  letter  she  mentions  the 
following  very  remarkable  dream.  . 

"  Friday  night,  May  3, 1  dreamt  I 
was  sitting  in  the  parlour,  very  ill, 
when  I  suddenly  felt  I  was  dying. 
I  said  to  my  brother  and  sister,  who 
were  with  me,  *  I  am  dying :  mind 
and  keep  me  long  enough  above 
ground,  till  you  are  certain  I  am 
dead,  lest  I  should  only  be  in  a  fit, 
as  I  have  a  great  fear  of  being 
buried  alive ;'  then  I  expired,  which 
appeared  like  falling  asleep.  I 
thought  I  had  been  asleep  about 
half  an  hour,  when 'I  awoke,  and 
found  myself  in  a  large  stone  build* 
ing,  almost  dark ;  it  appeared  to  be 
like  the  entrance  of  some  great  ca* 
thedral.  I  thought  I  had  arrived  in 
the  world  of  spirits,  and  that  this 
place  was  called  the  Judgment 
Hall,  where  I  was  come  to  be 
judged.  And  though  I  had  the  same 
thoughts  and  feelings  as  when  alive, 
I  knew  I  was  only  a  spirit.  I  felt 
very  much  distressed  that  I  had 
told  my  friends  to  keep  me  any 
length  of  time  above  ground,  know* 
ing  myself  that  I  was-  dead,  and 
must  soon  take  up  my  abode  in  tiie 
regions  of  everlasting  happiness  or 
misery.  Though  apparently  by  my- 
selfj  1  felt  conscious  that  there  was 
a  great  number  of  persons  very  near, 
and  that  I  was  surrounded  by  spirits. 
I  thought  it  very  singular  that  I 
should  be  waiting  by  myself,  as  I 
knew  there  must  be  a  great  many 
persons  going  out  of  the  world  at  the 
same  time ;  and  yet  I  was  by  my- 
self. 

*^  I  heard  some  one  very  near,  in 
a  murmuring  kind  of  voice,  mention 
my  name,  and  -  the  year  in  which  I 
was  born ;  begin  to  read  my  life, 
stating  every  action  of  it, — at  the 
end  of  every  year  making  a  kind  of 
pause,  as  much  as  to  say.  Another 
year  gone,  and  nothing  done  to  the 
gk>ry  of  God.  Though  the  voice 
was  so  low  that  I  could  spftrpely 
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Wbdt  be  s&kl,  :jret  ttiy 
■citi^tM*  was  beyond  all  Hetmptivm, 
^ere  wu  nothing  partioutarly  evil 
in^wbat  be  retd^  yet  I  tbodgbt  be 
Blade  the  worst  el'  every  thing;,  lay- 
ing gveat  Attesii  on  my  not  having 
done  an  v  thinp^  to  the  glory  of  God. 
I  felt  all  the  time  confident  that  Je- 
ans was  very  near  me,  and  knew  he 
would  soon  speak  for  me.  This  per- 
son continued  to  read  till  be  came 
to  my  tweBtietb  year,  when  my 
agitation  increased  very  mncli^ 
knowing  I  hpid  only  a  few  months 
more  to  hear,  and  then  my  doom 
must  be  tixed  to  all  etermi^^  He 
went  on  till  he  came  within  a  month 
or  so  of  my  being  taken  ill,  men- 
tioning every  serious  thought  I  had 
ever  had,  till  be  came  to  my  being 
laid  on  a  sick-bed.  Our  Saviour 
then  interrapted  bim,  and  with  a 
loud  and  distinct  voice  began  to 

?»lead  for  me,  saying,  that  when  I 
ay  apparently  on  a  death-bed,  I  pro-* 
mised,  if  I  should  be  restored,  that  I 
would  no  longer  be  ashamed  to  own 
bim  before  men,  but  would  love  and 
serve  bim,  and  follow  him  in  all  bis 
commandments ;  that  be  bad  there- 
fore raised  me  up,  and  had  given 
me  sufficient  strength,  if  I  did  love 
bim,  to  honour  bim  before  men,  al- 
fciding  to  my  being  baptized.  I 
tbongbt  be  said  be  bad  only  raised 
me  up  to  try  my  faith ;  and  that  be 
spoke  with  sucb  a  sweet  voice,  that 
I  felt  all  my  fears  subside,  and 
though  I  bad  lived  nearly  twenty- 
one  years  in  the  world,  and  had 
oniy  loved,  and  given  the  glory  to 
bim  for  a  month  or  two,  and  that 
the  weakest  part  of  my  life^  the 
thought  that  that  would  fa«  sufficient 
to  obtain  a  part  in  bis  kingdom  for 
ever,  almost  overpowered  me«  1 
thought  he  spoke  some  time  for  me, 
and  was  just  going  to  proooonee 
my  sentence,  when  I  awoke,  and 
found  it  nothing  but  a  dream.  Oh 
that  the  remaimng  part  of  my  life 
inay  be  entirely  devoted  t&  bim, 
that  wbettier  tivin^  dr  dying  I  nagr 
be  wUb  him  I 


'  Jtlfm,  ^th  all  thy  sunts  above, 
lAv  toDg;u«  would  beat  her  p«rt; 

Woaiid  sonad  aloud  thy  swring  love. 
And  sing  thy  bleediag,  hearl!'

'On  her  removal  to  town.  Id  Jaui^ 
ary,  1817,  she  attended  tb«  kninistry 
of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Ivimey,  Mid  was 
aflerwardA  receited  into  commnnioil 
with  the  ehnrch  at  Eagle-alreet,  1^ 
disfliissiod  froioa  iM  ehnroh  at 
Exeter. 

On  Christmas-day )  18FI9,  febe  vftM 
united  to  Mr.  BeiljamiD  Kilpia, 
nephew  of  her  former  paster.  This 
muon  seemed  to  promise  the  most 
pleasing  addition  tO  ber  bappi-» 
ness,  and  that  of  her  husband;  but 
bow  short-lived  and  uncertain  oar 
enjoyments,  which  depend  upon 
human  life! 

On  Saturday,  March  4,  lft20|  she 
took  cold,  and  was  prevented  from 
attending  the  table  of  the  Lord  tfao 
next  day.  Her  illness  increased  ra* 
pidiy,  though  fbr  some  time  without 
appearance  of  depriving  her  of  life; 
but  death  had  received  his  commis-: 
sioA,  and  bafited  all  the  skill  of  thet 
physicians. 

On  I'Mday  evening,  the  24tb» 
about  seven  o*clock,  she  said  to  her 
mother,  then  by  her  bed-side,  '^  Mo- 
ther, I  am  worse,  I  am  now  going.^ 
Her  mother  replied,  ^'Have  yoi^ 
my  dear,  any  thing  in  particular  to 
say?"  She  said,  •*  No;  I  wish  for 
no  talk  except ,  about  Jesus,  arid  his 
precious  blddd ;  talk  t6  nte  of  H^ 
thing  else;  call  my  btisbaafd.''  He 
immediately  came,  when  ^he  desired 
bim  to  pray  for  ber,  and  talk  to 
ber  about  Jesus,  and  bis  preeiovs 
blcfod.  Shef  th^  desired  thole  ib6nl 
ber  to  repeat  some  byitM»  abotit 
Jesni,  partietrlarly  mesftidulfig,  ^  Je- 
sUs^  kyver  of  my  soul,''  (H.  905.  Se^ 
fection) ;  "  Well,  the  Redeemer*! 
gone,"  (H.  86,  B.  2,  Dr.  Watts); 
and  '^  Firm  as  the  earth  thy  gespk 
stands,"  (H.  13llv  B.  1,  Dr.  Watts); 
repeating  hersoify  as  well  as  she  was 
able, 

"  iih  h'6fi6tff  h  ettgag'cr  to  save 
The  meanest  of  his  sheep  ; 

All  that  bis  heavenly  leather  gaVej 
Ilia  baads  secttrely  keep.'' 

Abe  then  adjcisted  herself  with  the 
greatest  composure,  tfnd  asked  bet 
mother  if  she  lay  right  to  die.  $he 
soon  aft'ei'  desired  she  might  not  be 
disturbed  by  any  of  theh*  tears  or 
sSghsy  but  left  to  die  in  peaice.  sShe 
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then,  in  the  language  of  Stephen, 
called  upon  Jesus ;  V  Lord  Jesas, 
receive  my  spirit;" — '*  Lord  JcsUs, 
receive  my  spirit" — "  Lord  Jesus, 
receive  my  soul."  The  agonies  of 
death  increasing,  she  said,  though 
with  the  greatest  composure,  "  Oh  ! 
the  dreadful  agonies  T^  Her  father 
(not  1kno wing  sne  was  in  her  dying 
inoqicnts)  cume  into  the  room,  and 
approaching  her  bed-side,  spoke  to 
hc^r ;  but  she  was  unwilling  to  be 
disturbed,  and  said,  "  You  bring  me 
back;  let  me  die  in  peace;  don't 
bring  me  back.^  She  then  conti- 
nued to  repeat,  "  Lord  Jesus,  re- 
ceive my  spirit;"  "  Lord  Jesus,  re- 
ceive my  spirit;"  "Lord — Je — sus 
—  re — ceive — my — Spirit;"  till  she 
could  no  longer  articulate. 

After  lying  still,  though  breathing 
with  great  difficulty,  about  half  an 
hour,  she  was  heard  to  say  very 
softly,  as  if  with  pleasure  and  sur- 
prise, *' Indeed!!  Indeed! T  And 
when  she  had  said  this,  she  fell 
asleep. 

She  was  interred  in  Bunhill-fietds 
on  Friday  the  31st,  and  on  the 
Lord Vd ay  following,  her  pastor 
preached  a  funeral  sermon,  (when  he 
read  the  above  Obituary,)  founded 
on  Bev.  ii.  11.  He  that  overcometh 
shali  not  be  hvkt  of  tli*  second  death. 


ANN  TRUBY  HOW, 


AnnTrobyHow,  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Sosaanah  How,  was  born 
at  Bnrford,  Oxfordshire,  May  23, 
18(>7.  She  was  always  of  a  very 
docile  and  inquisitive  turn  of  mind, 
very  Ibnd  of  reading  and  attending 
the  public  meanis  of  grace.  In  her 
ninth  year  she  was  seized  vritb  an 
alarming  illness,  from  which,  how- 
ever, she  recovered.  After  this  pe- 
riod she  took  great  delight  in  read- 
ing the  word  of  God,  and  was  often 
much  affected  by  Janeway's  Token 
for  Children,  frequently  exclaiming 
to  her  mother  and  brother,  while 
reading  it,  "  What  good  children 
those  were !  How  they  loved  Jesus ! 
How  happy !  How  I  shonld  wish 
to  be  like  them,  and  to  die  like 
them!"  She  wonld  often  relate 
4o  her  brother  the  accounts  of  the 
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good  boys  recorded  in  that  interest* 
ing  book,  and  affectionately  address 
him  on  the  subject  of  religion.   She 
was  very  regular  in  the  exercise  of 
private  praver,  morning  and  even« 
ing;  and  there  was  good  reason  te 
think  that  she   was   not  satisfied 
with  the   mere  form,   but  played 
from   the   sincefe   desires   of  her 
heart,  under   the  influence  of  the 
spirit  of  grace  and  supplication.  She 
Old  not  only  read  the  scriptures  and 
hear  the  word  preached,  but  seemed 
greatly  to  feel  what  she  read  and 
heard.    She   received    with   great 
eagerness,  delight,  ^  and  gratitude*, 
the  instructions   given  her,  partly  . 
in   the  Suod ay-school,  but  chiefly 
from  her  mother,  whose  time  per- 
mitted her  to  pay  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  moral  and  religious  in- 
struction of  her  two  children,  botk 
of  whom  she  was  soon  called  to  re- 
sign into  the  hands  of  him  who  gave 
them.    The  brother  of  the  sul^ect 
of  this  brief  account, ,  died  a  few 
months  before,  aged  nine  years,  and 
gave  on  his  death-bed  pleasing  evi- 
dences of  his  heart's  being  renewed 
by  divine  grace.    She  was  most  af- 
fectionately attentive  to  him  during 
his  illness,  and  it  is  supposed  caught 
a  violent  cold  in  showing  her  kind 
regards  to  him,  by  procving  herbs 
that    were    thought  desirable   for 
him.    On  the    very  night  of  the 
funeral  she  was  taken  much  worse, 
and  very  soon  after  took  to  her  bed, 
to  rise  no  more  in  the  enjoyment  of 
health.    The  whole  of  her  conversa- 
tion during  her  affliction,  manifested 
that  she  saw  not  only  the  worth  of 
her  own  soul,  but  of  the  souls  of 
others.    She  often  spoke  with  grifef 
and    compassion     of     the   sinful, 
thoughtless   state   of   the    wicked 
around  her.    At  the  same  time  she 
did  not  see  sip  in  othe/s,  and  over^ 
look  it  in  herself;  but  it  was  her 
great  grief  that  she  was  such  a  sin- 
ful creature,  and  she  often  lamented 
it  before  God.   Abont  ten  days  after 
she  was  confined  to  her  bed,  she 
said,  "  It  Is  Impossible  to  express 
the  pain  I  feel ;  but  this  pain  of  body 
is  nothing  to  my  trouble  of  mind.'' 
Her  mother  begged  her  to  inform 
her  what  was  the  cause  of  it,  that 
she  might,  if  possible,  be  the  means 
of  affording  her  relief.    She  said, 
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'^OmefhcT,  itis  becaoso  I  am  to 
w\ck^s^,^*  Her  mother  anked  her  if 
there  was  any  particular  sin  she  had 
committed,  that  lay  so  heavy  on  her 
mind.  She  replied,  No;  bat  that 
ghe  was  snch  a  great  sinner;  that 
her  sins  were  innomerable  in  thought, 
word,  and  deed ;  more  than  the  stars, 
or  the  sands  of  ^  sea,  in  muhitode. 
In  endeavmiring  to  comfort  her  un- 
der this  distress,  her  mother  directed 
her  to  Christ,  and  told  her  that  as  he 
came  into  the  world  to  suffer  and 
die  for  sinners,  he  wtts  able  to  save 
to  tlie  uttermost  all  that  came  to 
God  by  him ;  that  he  was  as  willing 
as  able ;  that  he  had  given  most  gra- 
cious invitations  in  his  word ;  such 
as,  *'  Whosoever  will,  let  him 
come  ;'* — **  Him  that  cometh,  I  will 
in  no  wise  cast  out ;''  &.C..  She  fbr- 
tlier  said,  that  the  greatest  sinners 
bad  been  saved  by  him — and  told 
her  what  peculiar  encouragement 
t!iet«  was  for  Irerto  go  to  him,  from 
the  gracious  promises  made  to  chil- 
dren. These,  and  many  other  things, 
were  said,  and  connected  with  ear«t 
ircst'  prayer  that  God  Would  be 
pleased  to  remove  the  distresses  of 
^  her  mhid;  In  a  few  hours  after- 
wards, light  and  joy  hrpke  in  upon 
her,  and  she  exclaimed,.  "  He 
is  the  chief  among  ten  thousand, 
and  altogether  lovely.**  Her  mother 
askrd'herwhom  she  meant;  she  re- 
plied, "  Jesus  Christ;'*  atid  scion 
after  she  said,  with  great  delight, 

"  Jcsns  csn  make  a  dying  bed 
Feel  soft  as  dowoy  pillows  are; 
While  on  his  breast  I  lean  niy  headt 
And  breathy  my.  soul  out  sweet^  tUere." 

"Yes,  mother,"  she  continued, 
^'you  have  ma(|e  my  bed  very  soft; 
but  Jesus  makes  it  much  softer.'* 
She  was  very  comfortable  for  some 
time  affcr,  and  would  often  be  speak- 
ing of  the  evil  of  sin  in'  herself  and 
ot  hers.  The  sins  of  professors  of  re- 
ligion seemed  a  great  grief  to  her. 
Her  Bible  and  Hymn-Books  were 
her  coiistant  companions,  with  Jane- 
way's  'Token,  and  some  Other  books. 
She  would  read,  and  make  remarks 
on  what  she  read,  and  ask  many  im- 
portant questions  relative  to  it.  She 
\vas  particularly  fond  of  the  New 
Testament,  and  often  said,  **  I  Jove 
\b  read  the  New  Testament  best,  be- 


cause ft  sp^ftks  most  of  Christy  and 
I  can  understand  itbest^  She  was 
often  grieved  during  her  illness  that 
she  was  not  able  to  attend  the  public 
means  of  grace,  and  to  witness  th« 
administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
She  seemed  much  impressed  with 
this  ordinance,  and  likewise  with 
believers'  baptism.  When  in  health, 
she  had  repeatedly  asked  her  mo- 
fher,  Whether  there  were  any  as 
young  as  herself  baptissed?  Her 
mother  answered,  that  she  had  wit- 
nessed one  baptized  very  young;; 
and  hoped  that  she  might  live  to 
follow  her  Lord  in  this  way  of  his 
appointment,  if  it  were  his  will.  She 
seemed  much  hurt  when  she  saw 
what  she  thought  inconsistent  and 
improper  in  those  who  had  been  bap- 
tized. A  person  who  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  church  for  several  years, 
was  observed  by  her  to  talk  of  very 
trining  things  after  returning  from 
tJ)e  ordinance  of  tiie  Lord's  Supper. 
She  noticed  it  afterwards  to  her  mo- 
ther, and  said,  *^  How  strange  she 
should  begin  talking  of  such  vain 
things  after  coming  from  the  Supper 
of  the  Lord  !**  This  was  her  own  ex- 
pression, and  with  great  seriousness. 
On  one  occasion  she  suddenly 
broke  out  with  the  greatest  joy, 
*'  Mother,  I  am  travelling  to  the 
New  JerusaleoH  but  dying  work  is 
hard  work."  Her  fears  at  times 
were  considerable,  and  she  would 
say,  **  I  am  afr»d- 1  -am  not  fit  to 
die*-"  Bttt  at  other  times  she  had 
I  great  eonsolations;  and  as  she  drew 
<  nearer  te  death>  these  v^re  some* 
i  limes  very  abuodant,  so* as  to  rise  to 
jraptttses  of  joy,  while,  among  other 
i  expressions  of  similar  impwt,  sfao 
{said,  '*  Jesus  is  mine;  lieaven  is 
jmino;  I  shall  soon  be  in  gloiy  with 
my  dear  Saviour,  and  my  dear  bro- 
ther. Lovely  Jesus,  how  precioos- 
thou  art  to  my  soul  I  Gomev  Lord 
Jesus,  take  me  tb  thyself.  O  be  is 
coming,  be  is  coming!  I  cannot 
stay  hei'e !  Heaven  is  my  home  V 
When  slie  saw  her  parents  weep, 
she  said,  "  Weep  not  for  me,  but 
for  yourselves.  It  grieves  me  to  see 
you  weep,  because  my  happy  soul 
is  going  to  heaven,  whither  J  hbpe 
and  pray  you  may  follow  me.''  At. 
times,  the  enemy  of  souls  greatly 
harassed  her ;  but  she  was  directed 
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(o  look  unto  Jesiisy  and  cry  io  him ; 
and  she  generally,  ere  long*  obtained 
relief,  and  wa^  ag^in  enabled  to  re- 
joice ii^  the  Lord.  She  frequeni]j[ 
vented  to  know  what  day  it  was  i 
whether  it  was  the  Sabbath ;  saying, 
she  hoped  she  should  soon  bfgin  a 
Sabbath  in  heaven.  Her  sufferings 
in  body  were  exoeedingly  great,  and 
she  would  often  say,  that  what  she 
bore  was  inexpressible;  yet  she  wa?' 
never  heard  tomarmnr  againfttGod, 
but  discovered  the  greatest  patience. 
A  few  days  before  her  death,  her 
sight  was  alniost  gone.  She  said  to 
her  mother,  <<  It  is  bad  to.  be  able 
to  see  so  lijttle,  but  it  would  bd  much 
worse  to  be  quite  blind  ,*'*  and  she 
seemed  entirely  resigned  to  the  will 
of  God.  She  could  say  but  little  the 
day  before  her  death,  and  expressed 
sumo  fears,  mixed  with  prevailing 
hope  and  joy,  and  peace  in  believ- 
ing. Among  many  other  things,  she 
said,  **'  I  hope  to  rest  in  heaven  be*, 
fore  to-morrow :  God  is  my  fHend." 
She  lay  with  .great  com|M>SQre  for. 
several  hours,  before  .her  death,  and 
at  last  sweetly  breathed  out  her  soal 
into  the  hands  of  Jesus,  without  a 
single  struggle  pr  groan,  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  March  3, 1819,  about 
half-past  eleven  o'clock,' aged  eleven 
years  and  uiq^  months. 

Aft^er  her  death,  Her  mother  flrand 
a  little  box,  in  which'  Ann  had  put 
a  lock  0/  h)Eir  deoeasvd  brother^' 
hair,  and  with  it  a  paper  carefully 
tied  u^,  on  w;bich  were  written  a 
Passage  that  iie  hM  nientioded  A 
tittle  before  hp  died,  apd  seferaf  ex* 
preiisiQps  he  had  used  on  ^lA  death- 
bed. The.passage  wa»,  Psalm  cxv.1, 
Not  Unio  tt^,  O  Lord,  vtoi  unt»  ri#,  Mil 
vnto  thf  nme,  give.  gLotg,  fat  Ahy 
fnercjf,  and  fgr  thy  truth's  sake*  Tb^ 
jlxpiBssiotts.w^re;  *t  Lonl,  grant' ihC 


thy  mercy ;  hori,  grant  me  thy  piCr- 
don.-^ltjs  Qod's  glory ;  it  is  God*f 
glory.:'\  to  which  she  bad  subjoined, 
*^  looking  ^teadfhstly  upwards  ai) 
he  used  these  words,''  On  the 
outside  of  .the  paper  And  hald 
wjritten,  *'  Your  dear  son  William 
(low's  own  words/'  as  if  she  wished 
them  to  be  particotarly  remeinbered 
by  her  parents  after  her  own  de- 
parture from  them,  to  join  her  dear 
brotjier  in  the  world  of  glory. 

T(iis  brief  memorial  aSfords  an  ad- 
ditional illuistration  of  the  inspired 
assertion.  Out  tf  tha  nwuA  ^  babei 
and  fttcA/tng*',  thou  htUt  perfected 
preise.  It  furnishes  also  a  most 
pleasing  encouragement  to  parnnta 
to  use  their  utmost  efforts,  at  the 
earliest  period  of  life,  to  make  their 
dear  children  acqnainted  with  Him, 
who  has  said;  '*  »Suffer,  little  ohildreil 
to  come  unto  me.''  May  subh  affec* 
tionate  endeaVonrsbe  made.by  e.very 
pious  parent,  4nd  eroWned  wiuk  si- 
milar success,  to  the  praise' of  th^ 
glory  of  bis  grace,  whose  commandf 
are—^^  Feed  my  sheep ;  fded  my 
lambs.''

reastmabUniu  and  iniporUMce  of  true 
pi^ty,  from  the  principles  most  gene" 
rdhf  acknowledged  by  mankind^  and 
which  have  usually  the  strongest 
influence  on  the  human  mind  and 
conduct.  He  endeavours  to  show, 
that  the  same  maxims  which  govern 
men,  for  the  most  part,  in  the  af- 
fairs of  this  life,  will,  on  a  further 
application,  infallibly  lead  them  to 
acknowledge  the  propriety  of  that 
disposition  and  conduct,  relative  to 
the  life  to  come,  for  which  he  con- 
tends. On  this  account,  though  the 
scriptures  are  frequently  referred  to 
in  the  course  of  the  work,  yet  it  is 
more  for  the  purpose  of  confirming 
the  dictates  of  reason,  than  of  pre- 
scribing to  it ;  and  sometimes,  merely 
with  a  view  to  ascertain  sentiments 
and  facts  recorded  in  a  volume,  the 
writers  of  which  all  must  allow  to 
be  very  ancient,  and  the  authority 
of  which  ought  at  least  to  have 
weij^ht  with  all  who  admit  its  divine 
inspiration.  The  author  has  brought 
forward  scarcely  any  of  the  asser- 
tions peculiar  to  that  most  extraor- 
dinary book,  without  appealing  to 
reason  on  the  subject;  and  though 
in  some  cases  the  truth  of  the  facts 
necessarily  rests  entirely  on  the  au- 
thority of  the  Bible,  yet  we  do  not 
consider  the  introduction  and  appli- 
cation .  of  them  as  a  deviation  from 
the  plan^  the  arguments  for  receiv- 
ing the  scriptures  themselves  as  a 
divine,  tevelation  being  glanced  at 
in  tiie  oourse  of  the  performance.  It 
most  however  be  confessed,  that  to 
them  the  author  is  indebted  for  the 
far  greater  pifit  of  those  important 
ideas  which  seem  to  flow  entirely 
from  reason. 

The  nature  of  the  work  may  be 
still  further  illustrated,  by  our  in- 
forming those  of  our  readers  who  do 
not  already  know  it,  that  tlie  leara* 
ed  author  has  for  a  great  number  of 
years  been  a  private  tator  in  respect- 
able  families.  In  the  discharge  of 
this  highly  important  undertaking, 
he  has  made  no  small  use  of  a  migh- 
ty engine  in  the  communication  of 
knowledge;— we  mean,  Familiar 
Conversation  with  his  Pupils.  When 
a  pupil  is  allowed  .and  encouraged 
thus  to  converse  with  his  tutor,  and 
that  tutor  is  a  wise  and  learned  man, 
he  will  have  an  opportunity  of  ex- 


plaining to  his  pupil  every  word  and 
sentiment  that  be  docs  not  suflicient- 
ly  understand ;  as  well  as  of  solving 
and  answering  his  doubts  concern- 
ing, and  bis  objections  against,  his 
sentiments.  Conversation  gives  birth 
to  meditation ;  it  invigorates  the  in- 
tellectual powers ;  and  it  brings  the 
sentiments  of  both  parties  to  the 
test.  It  sometimes  is  of  as  g^eat 
use  to  the  tutor  as  to  the  scholar ; 
it  discovers  to  him  difficulties  of 
which  he  had  not  been  aware ;  he  is 
led  into  a  train  of  meditation  and 
research ;  he  returns  to  his  pupil  with 
the  power  of  more  satisfactorily  re- 
moving his  difficulties ;  and  an  ad- 
dition is  made  to  the  stock  of  know- 
ledge possessed  by  both.  This  has 
been  eminently  the  case  in  the  pre- 
sent instance:  and  in  the  medita- 
tions at  home,  occasioned  by  his 
conversations  with  his  enlightened 
pupils,  the  work  for  which  we  are 
so  highly  indebted  to  its  ingenious 
author,  and  from  which  we  have 
derived  so  much  pleasure  and  profit, 
seems  to  have  originated. 

The  subjects  appear  to  have  been* 
suggested  by  observations  made  on 
individuals  belonging  to  neariy  all 
the  diflerent  orders  of  society,  and 
by  conversations  held  with  them  on 
the  topic  of  religion,  during  an  in- 
tercourse of  many  years.  The  lead- 
ing thoughts  are  such  as  a  man  of 
reflection  would  wAeei  for  discussion 
in  his  private  meditations,  or  such 
as  would  probably  form  the  matter 
of  sensible  conversation.  The  au- 
thor has  attempted  to  introduce  as 
much  liveliness  into  the  node  of 
illustrating  them,  as  their  nature 
and  solemnity  would  adroit. 

The  work  is  more  particulariy 
suited  to  the  thoughtful  and  inqui- 
sitive part  of  mankind.  In  an  en- 
lightened age  and  country,  where- 
knowledge  of  all  kinds  is  sought 
after  with  avidity  for  the  sake  of 
omental  entertainment  and  improve- 
melrt,  it  may  be  expected  that  there 
will  be  a  considerable  number  of 
this  description  among  the  young, 
as  Well  as  among  those  who  are  in 
the  matnrer  periods  of  lifer  Persons, 
ioo^  who  are  best  acquainted  with' 
religious  subjects,  may  not  be  dis-v 
pleased  to  have  tlie  most  material 
ideas,  on  perhaps  almost  every  mat- 
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ter  of  general  importance,  collected 
witbin  as  narrow  a  compass  as  is 
consistent  with  utility.  Their  me* 
mories  will  be  the  better  enabled  to 
retain  and  to  recollect  those  ideas; 
or  should  they  even  be  dissatisfied 
with  the  representation  here  given 
of  them,  they  will  at  least  gain  some 
assistance  from  it  in  prosecuting 
their  own  inquiries. 

The  first  four  Essays,  on  the  Re- 
ality and  Nature  of  the  Future  State^ 
— on  the  Danger  of  Future  Misery, 
— and  on  the  Attainableness  of  Fu- 
ture Felicity,  are  preliminary;  for 
without  the  establishment  of  the  po- 
sitions which  they  contain,  religion 
could  have  neither  importance  nor 
even  existence.  In  a  considerable 
number  of  those  that  follow,  the  false 
ideas  of  piety  are  exploded  which 
are  too  prevalent  in  the  world.  The 
next  class  oif  them  contains  a  reply 
to  the  many  plausible  excuses  that 
are  made  for  the  want  of  personal 
religion.  Afterwards,  directions  and 
encouragements  are  given  to  those 
who  are  solicitous  concerning  their 
eternal  welfare.  The  concluding 
ones  are  addressed  to  the  truly  pi- 
ous, according  to  the  various  rela- 
tions and  circumstances  in  which 
they  may  be  placed. 

The  vhole  work  is  so  interesting 
and  instructive,  that  we  are  at  a 
loss  what  portion  to  present  to  our 
readers,  out  of  the  sixty-one  Essays 
into  which  it  is  divided.  We  will 
extract  a  paragraph  or  two  from  the 
Essay  on  **  the  Dread  of  Death.'^ 

"  There  Is  one  circomstaoce  more, 
that  tends  to  increase  the  solemnity,  if 
not  the  horror  of  death;  namely,  the 
impenetrable  rovstery  that  hangs  over 
the  future  worlds  and  the  inconceivable 
difference  subsisting  between  the  last  ob- 
jects beheld  prior  to  death,  and  the  first 
that  will  present  themselves  at  the  mo- 
ment of  dissoludon^  as  well  as  at'  the 
resurrection.  This,  however,  is  a  consi- 
deration far  more  adapted  to  affect  the  per- 
son who  *  knows  not  God/  and  who  <  obeys 
not  the  ^spei  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ/ 
than  the  real  Christian ;  ^nce  the  former 
has  reason  to  eipect  not  only  that  he 
«ball  be  surprised,  bat  that  he  must  en- 
dure suffering  beyond  imagination:  cm 
which  ac  count,  he  cannot  begin  too  ear- 
|y  '  to  Foresee  the  evil,  and  to  hide 
himself*  where  alone  safety  can  he  ob- 
twned.    -3ut   the  latter  will  find  the 


change  of  scene  before  him  equaHy  as 
delightful  and  advantageous  as  it  will  be 
astonishing ;  surpxise  never  having  been 
thought  derogatory  to  the  value  of  any 
object  j}t  occurrence  that  was  agreeable. 
However,  as  strangeness  and  novelty* 
even  when  tlfiere  is  nothing  to  fear,  but 
every  thing  to  hope .  for, — especially  in 
a  case  of  such  magnitude  an^  importance 
as  tbis»— 18  apt  mechanically,  and  iu  op- 

^position  to  the  judgment  of  the  person, 
to  produce  an  unpleasant  sensation,  I 
will  fi)r  a  moment  direct  my  attention  to 
this  poipt. 

-  The  condition  of  a  departed  spirit 
on  its  entrance  into  heaven,  both  in  the 
separate  state,  and  on  its  re-nnion  with 
the  body,  no  doubt  baffles  every  attempt 
to  discover  a  similitude.  He  who  leaves 
his  own  nation  for  another,  however 
great  a  difference  he  may  imagine  to  ex* 
ist  in  the  appearance  of  the  new  country, 
in  its  soil  and  climate,  in  the  manners  of 

.  its  inhabitants,  in  the  lobjects  and  cir« 
cumstances  that  will  occur  there,  and  in 
the  mode  of  life  he  will  be  called  upoa 
to  adopt ;  if  he  has  had  no  opportunity* 
by  reading  or  hearing  beforehand,  of 
acquainting  himself  with  the  true  nature 
and  extent  of  the  difference.  Is  at  least 
certain  that  the  great  outlines  of  human 
nature.  Its  situation  relative  to  this  world, 
and  the  vicissitudes  to  which  it  is  subject, 
are  the  same  as  in  his  native  land.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  heir  of  glory  looks 
for  a  world  different  for  the  most  part 
from  the  present  in  kind,  as  well  as  in 
degree.  He  is  aware  that  the  stranger, 
on  entering  the  heavenly  country,  in- 
stantly meets  with  perfect  characters, 
and  with  perfect  and  unclmngeahle  feli^ 
dty  ;  with  beings  that  are  super-human, 
and  also  with  persons  that  are  not  crea- 
tares;  but  at  present  he  is  almost  wholly 
ignorant  of  the  employments  and  plea- 
sures of  the  blessed  above.  He  knows 
nothing,  in  fine,  of  the  mode  in  which 
their  intercourse  with  each  other  is  con- 
ducted, or  even  of  what  he  himself 
'  shall  be.'  On  earth,  the  infant  is  gra- 
dually initiated  into  the  knowledge  of 
men  and  things ;  bis  acqountance  with 
the  world  he  lives  in,  is  formed  by  a 
long  series  of  the  most  minute  increments 
and  advances  from  ignorance  to  the 
state  of  a  well-informed  mind,  according 
as  the  senses  receive  ideas  from  sur* 
rounding  objects,  and  the  understanding 
gives  them  connstency,  shape,  and  co- 
lour ;  having  had  no  opportunity  of  feeU 
ing  concern  from  appreheosion,  or  ex- 
periencing Strang  emodons  of  surprise  at 
the  event.  In  heaven,  the  new-bom 
spirit  is  uistandy  placed  in  the  citndidon 
of  manhood^   its  inhabitantSf  object^ 
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and  ipcidents,  buTs,t  wJthoot  notice  upon  I  work  of  the  Divine  Spirit  is  iq  giv^ 
^e  i'aculiies,  and  afterwards  updn  'the    fiim  (to  Use  a  scriptnral  expression)

senses,  in  a  state  of  maturity,  as  paradise, 
witb  all  its' wonders  and  felicities,  did 
upon  the  first  pair — though  ndt,'  as  in 
their  case,  preceded  by  a  total  ignorance 
of  any  difFermg  stale,  or  by  any  cbnjec- 
tujfes  concerning  the  future.**    Vol.  ii.

ness. 

When  man  is  depraved,  and  has 
become  possessed  of  wicked  dispo- 
sitions^ it  is  admitted  thai  the  power 
of  God  is  necessary  to  the  renoVation 
of  his  heart;  but'stillit  is  know- 
ledge, that  fregiilates  all  his  holy 
ami  useful  actfvities ;  and  it  will  be 
found  on  examination,  that  when 
mankind  act  wrong,'it  is  for  ^ant  of 
full  and  present  information.  It  may 
be  said,  it  was  under  the  influence 
of  evil  passions ;  but  if  po  error  of 
judgment  had  existed  at  the  time, 
and  complete  information  had  been 
possessed  relative  to  what  was  duty, 
and  what  would  result  from  neglect- 
ing it,  no  such  bad  conduct  v^ould 
have  appeared.  When  evil  passion^ 
are  cherished  in  the  hearty  or  vicious 
deportment  dishonours  tl^e  life,  how- 
ever it  may  be  at  other  times,  com- 
plete knowledge  is  not  then  present 
to  the  mind.  In  such  ipoipents  the 
soul  has  let  slip  the'  tbii^gs  it  has 
generally  In  recollection,  or  else  it 
Has  never  known  them,'  and  has  re- 
signed itself  to  the  influence  of  illu- 
sion and  passion;  Ijke  a  miserable 
victim  of  uespair  ph'  tl^e  piargin  of 
sopie  deep  and  powerful  stream, 
ivnq  makes  a  fitial  efifort  to  look  at 
once  at  his  calamities','  forgetful  of 
all  besid^9,  and  thep  p|puges  into 
tlie  river,  to  ifipd  in  death  their  en- 
tire oblivion. 

In  accordance  >vith  these  observa- 
tions, are  the  words  of  the  heavenly 
teacher  to  his  chief  apostle.  Allud- 
ing to  the  Gentiles,  it  is  said;^ — 
'*  Unto  whom  now  I  send  thee,  to 
open  their  eyes,  and  tp  tprn  thens 
fi'oni  dairkness  to  \\gi\*  apd  froni  thfi 
power  of  Satan  wnjo  p'q^." 

On  account  of  tp^  t^iiUf  of  these 
qhservatioiis,  it  is  that  we  wish  to 
recomm^d  the  wor^  before  us;  as 
it  so  fully  exposes  the  effects  of  ig^ 
norance,  and  exhibits  the  fruits  of 
knowledge.  "  It  has,"  the  Author 
informs  us,  *^  in  a  considerable  de- 
gree groWki  outofthe  topicisbf  adis- 
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#eiirse  delivered  at  a  public  meet- 
ing, assembled  io  promotion  of  the 
object  and  means  of  the  Bristol 
Auxiliary  British  and^orei^n  Sobool 
Society."  The  text  which  was  se- 
lected on  the  above  occasion,  is  an 
admirable  motto,  as  prefixed  to  tUt; 
present  work: — "  My  people  are 
destroyed  for  lack  of  knowledge." 

The  truth  of  this  awful  sentence 
from  the  Bible,  is  tQost  powerfully 
provc|d  in  its  app)i«ition  to:  the  an- 
cient people  of  God ;  after  which  it 
is  shown  that  the  heathen  nations 
perished  through  the  ignorance  that 
pervaded  them  on  the  subject  of  re- 
ligion and  morals.  The  Mahomedan 
imposture  is  just  glanced  at,  and 
justly  characterized  as^  mHlignnnl 
delusion,  maintained  directly  and 
immediately  by  ignorance.  .  The 
dark  ages  of  what  was  dt^^omiuated 
tlie  Christian  world, .  before  the  rer 
formation,  are  represented  as  verify- 
ing the  words  of  the  prophet.  The 
ages  since  the  days  of  Luther  and 
Melancthon,  are  described  as 
abounding  in  ruinous  ignorance. 
And,  although  the  means  of  illumi- 
nation have  greatly  increased  in  our 
own  times,  it  is  too  well  established, 
that  va^t  mnltitudes  arc,  even  now, 
'*  destroyed  for  lack  of  knowledge." 

Mr.  Foster  proceeds  to  give  a  ge- 
neral de&cripiion  of  what  is  naturally 
inseparable  from  iircvailing  igno- 
rance ^n  the  national  multitude,  and 
which  is,  in  substance,  a  picture  of 
the  British  people.  We  have  no 
doubt  of  its  being  a  correct  repre- 
sentation ;  and  we  wish  it  were  often 
to  meet  the  eye,  th.at  it  might  in- 
terest the  heart  of  every  friend  of 
God  and  man  in  the  empire. 
.  The  objections  to  theiOMHutal  cul- 
tivation of  the  lower,  classes  are  ex* 
terminated,  and  the  good  elfects  it 
would  proMince  are  eloquently  do- 
sciibed.  The  means  for  improving 
the  people,  and  the  encouragement 
we  have  to  attempt  it,  are  then  justly 
and  powerfully  represented. 

From  the  pen  of  our  Author,  on 
such  a  subject  asf  that  he  has  now . 
chosen,  every  one  at  all  acquainted 
with  his  other  productions,  will  ex- 
pect to  find  a  vorkqf  suigular  merit ; 
and  in  this  no  person  of  competent 
judgment  will  b«  di«i^>polnted«

BAPTIST  CASE  COMMHTEE. 


On  Friday  in  the  Missionary  week,  a 
meeting  of  the  contributors  to  the  Cases 
presented  by  Baptist  churches  in  the  coun- 
try,for  assistance  in  building  and  repairing 
places  of  worship,  was  held  at  the  Commits 
tee  Rooms,  No.  18,  Aldermanbury,  when 
it  appeared  from  the  Report  of  the  Com* 
mittee,  that  since  the  last  Annual  Meet- 
ing eight  new  Cases  had  been  presented 
to  them,  Ave  of  which  had  been  ap* 
proved,  and  the  remaining  three  were 
under  consideratbn :— That  they  had 
dismissed  from  their  books  one  of  the 
Cases  they  had  previously  approved  ofj 
in  consequence  of  two  out  of  the  three 
ministers  who  had  recommended  it  hav- 
Ing  withdrawn  their  recommendations  ^— 
And  that  they  had  since  the  last  annual 
meeting  recommended  eleven  Cases  for 
collection,  vi«.  from  New-hall-street 
Birmingham,  Gowar,  Darkhouse,  Cos»* 
ley  Newtown,  Chipping-Norton,  Wells, 
Chepstow,  Thaxted,  Poole,  Brentford, 
(the  collection  upon  which  was  of  necei* 
sity  suspended  after  the  first  four  days, 
on  account  of  the  serious  illness  of  Mr. 
Groser,  the  pastor  of  the  church,)  and 
Sible-IIedingham;  on  which  Cases  jbe* 
tween  9001,  and  10002.  had  been  collect-' 
ed  in  London  and  its  vicinity.  Tlie  Com- 
mittee expressed  the  pleasure  they  felt 
in  drawing  the  attention  of  the  meeting 
to  the  facts,  that  one  of  tfie  C^ses  pri^f 
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nented  since  the  Ust  Animal  Mt^eti^g 
|i»d  already  been  collected  upoi),  instead 
of  having  had  to  wait  for  four  years,  as 
was  foroierly  the  case,  and  another  of 
tbem  was  ^  th^t  time  in  a  course  of  col- 
lection; and  although  there  were  then 
clereh  Cases  which  had  been  |>resented 
vreviouslj^  to  the  last  Annual  Meetinjj 
remaining  unreconmende^,  that  that 
circumstance  had  arisen  frpi^  the  trust* 
d^eeds  pot  bfiine  so  framed  as  tp  warrj^nt 
the  Committee  in  submitting  those  Cases 
^Q  the  benevolent  attention  of  the  public. 
With  reference  fo  the  latter  circuni': 
stance,  the  Committf  e  wish  u^  to  draw 
t|>e  attention  of  the  Public  to  the  Obser- 
T^tiims  made  bj  thfi  Committee  of  Depu- 
ties in  the  Preface  to  the  form  of  Tri^st- 
Peed  published  by  tbem»  and  in  which 
thej  fully  coincide ; "  that  great  mischief 
has  in  many  Churches  been  ef  perienced» 
both  from  the  imperfection  of  their  Trust- 
peedSt  9nd  from  negligence  iit  filling  up 
the  vficancies  occasioned  hy  tjie  deaths 
of  Trustees  ;'*  to  avoid  which,  they  re- 
commend, that  once  at  the  least  in  each 
year,  the  names  of  the  Trustees  shunld  be 
read  over  art  a  Chnrch-meetiug,  by  which 
the  necessity  of  renewing  the  Trust,  when 
reduced  to  five,  will  be  kept  in  reraein- 
brapce :  and  upon  such  ren«v«ls, "  they 
recommend  to  the  Churches  to  select  for 
their  Trustees  such  persons  as  are  roost 
interested  in  the  concerns  of  the  Church, 
and  not  to  select  their  Ministers;  the 
Committee  having  frequently  found,  that 
the  circamslance  of  the  Minister's  being 
a  Trastee has  led  to  &insequences  equally 
unpleasant  both  to  Minister  and  people. 
Tfao  Committee  have  also  ascertained, 
l>y  many  cases  which  have  come  before 
tlieiBt  that  great  mischief  has  beea  pro- 
doced  by  »  provision  which  has  been 
iDtrodnced  imoTriist-Deeds,  that  vacan-. 
cies  of  Trustees  shoald  be  supplied  by  the 
aarvivors.  Hence,  in  the  course  of  time, 
^wer  has  been  lodged  in  the  hands  of 
persons  who  have  no  •  interest  \in,  or  at- 
iacbinent  to,  the  church,  for  which  they 
are  Trustees."  it  is,  therefore,  an  in> 
dispensable  rule  wiih  the  Baptist  Case. 
Committee,  not  to  receive  any  Case 
where  the  choice  of  new  Trustees  is  not 
vfsted  in  the  members  of  the  chucch^ 


CJOTTAGE  HYMNS.

Tp  the  Editor, 


A^isw  months  since  we  embraced 
the  oppqrtotiity»  nfTorde^^  by  the  request 
of  a  poor  man,  of  intT(Mlucing  Cottage 
ipray^r  ftli^etiii^  io  the  village  where  we 


reside.  On  the  evening  apnointedi  ira 
found  the  cottage  crowded  to  excess. 
After  the  supplications  of  two  of  the  pi^ 
ous  poor  had  ascended,  and  the  deliverv 
of  a  short  address  hud  terminated,  wa 
found  a  most  pleasing  anxiety  for  the 
colitinnance  of  these  engagements  on  the 
part  of  the  nonMiOttt  cottagers  assem- 
bled, to  be  held  in  rotation  in  their  dif- 
ferent habitations.  We  have  thereby 
taken  possession  of  a  great  proportion  of 
the  cottages  in  the  village,  and  have  had 
the  pleasure  qf  witnessing  some  of  tho 
happy  results  of  the  experiment  thu^ 
made. 

1.  It  has  produced  a  greatly  increased 
attendance  in  a  neighbuuring  place  of 
worship* 

2.  A  mpre  intimate  eonnexbn  and 
sympathy  between  the  rich  and  the  poor  ; 
respect  on  the  one  4>ari.  and  aolicituda 
for  their  welfare  on  the  other. 

3.  These  meetings  have  always  been 
of  the  most  interesting  kind,  from  the 
simplicity  i^nd  earnestness  with  which 
the  petitions  of  the  pious  poor  have  been 
offered ;  and  as  they  have  referred  to 
the  spirittial  welfare  of  their  equally  poor 
neighbours,  our  hopes  have  increased* 
that  the  word  of  the  Lord  will  have  freer 
conrse  amongst  them. 

4.  The  Sabbaih  has  been  more  re- 
garded, profaneness  has  abated,  and  their 
exterior  conduct  appears  altogether  to 
have  ^eatty  improved. 

5.  It  has  afforded  excellent  opportu- 
nities for  the  distribution  of  tracts  and 
tl\e  sale  of  hymn  books,  besides  enabling 
us  to  converge  pretty  freely  on  their 
contents. 

6*  Severalf  whose  irifirmities  denied 
them  the  opportunity  of  attea.ding  to  the 
means  of  grace,  have  hereby  received 
that  gratifi.cation  in  their  own  habitations* 
for  which  some  few  o(them  had  been  anx« 
ioosly  wishing;  and  others,  who*  like 
Galileo,  cared  no^  %  Ibese  things,  have 
been  led  to  consider  their  importance. 

Converted  sailors  preceded  us  in  this 
honourable  employment,  in  one  of  the 
most  depr^i;^  pi^ts  of  Tooley-streiet, 
and  bad  |o  rejoice  in  similar  rasaliSt^ 
Allow  me  to  urge  tbia  simple  but  effec-^ 
tual  plan  to  the  adoption  of  your  read- 
ers in  general,  end  ^  the  missionaries 
and  ministers  connected  with  the  baptist 
Itinerant  and  British  Missionary  Society 
in  particular.  Who  oaa  tell  what  happy 
effects  will  follow*  ii*  in  the  300  stations 
they  occupy  similar  arrangements  are 
made  I  In  the  prosperity  of  the  society 
I  have  long  felt  the  liveliest  interests* 
and  ia  ti^e  gratifications  connected  with 
their  meeting  on  the  31st  of  June  lajity 
1  largely  partif  ipiated  the  interest  iUuaIb 
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was  felt.  The  affectionate  manner  with 
^hich  its  prosperity  was  advocated,  leads 
me  to  anticipate*  that  even  now  it  is 
only  as  the  beginning  of  its  triumphs, 
the  day  of  small  things*  the  commence- 
ment of  its  march  in  holy  alliance  with 
the  Home  Missioiiary  Societ)r»  to  the  pft* 
tire  evangelization  of  oar  native  isle. 

To  adipit  feilow^labourers'  in  thiy  wp;k 
of  merc3%  permit  me  10  direct  the  at- 
tention of  yoyr  political  readers  to  the 
farn)shing  ns  witji  sui;pb|fs  hymns,  by 
the  prpposal  of  a  premium  of  twenty 
guinea  tp  the  best  cpllectipn  of  ori^inpl 
hymns*  sufficiently  ifitelligible  to  their 
coropr^beiipiop,  ^nd  embracing  th(e  doc- 
trines of  the  sacred  voliio^e,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  consolation  of  the  gospel*  as 
eminently  adapted  to  their,  pariipul^r 
station.  1  am  aware  that  the  premium, 
when  compared  with  the  iinpurtappe  ot 
the  subject,  hears  hut  %  very  inadequate 
proportion  to  the  labour,  of  the  work  ; 
but  the  lovers  of  thpir  (^ontry  wi)l  re- 
gard their  labour  as  ^niply  compensated* 
with  the  recollection  of  having  thereby 
directed  public  attention  to  an  object  ^o 
suitfble^  to  the  Chri^t^ian's  energies,  so 
correspondent  with  l)is  daily  petitions, 
and  so  well  caicula^d  to  prepare  the 
British  villager  for  the  society,  and  em- 
ployment of  the  spirits  of  the  just  made 
perfectf

^  THE  INFLUENCE  Of 

RBLIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

IN  IREL/IlND. 


*'  It  is  a  gmtifyiog  and  an  important 
feet,  that  EdocatioQ,  and  that  of  a  religi- 
ous  nature,  has  spread  of  late  years  lo 
an  extraordinary  and  unexampled  ex* 
tent  in  Ireland.  So  far  indeed  beyond 
all  the  calculations  of  its  most  sangaine 
advocates,  that  it  can  be  only  attributed 
to  the  Divine  blessing.    . 

<'  There  does  not  perhaps  exist  a  peo* 
pie  more  anxious  to  embrace  the  benefits 
of  instruction,  than  the  Irish  Peasantrj^: 
and  it  is  truly  retoarked  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Education  in  Ireland,  appoint- 
ed by  Parliament,  that  '  The  people 
will  read,  and  will  think ;  the  only  ques- 
tion that  now  remains  (or  their  Governors 
is,  how  to  lead  them  to  read  such  books 
as  shall  accustom  them  to  think  justly.' 
When  Education  b  offered,  even  con- 
nected with  Religion,  (and  may  they 
never  be  separated!)  it  is  often  em- 
braced by  them ;  and  when  deprived  of 
it  by  tliat  pow.er,  of  which  the  strength  is 
only  known  when  felt,  and  which  has 
been  impressed,  with  all  its  terrors,  on 
the  mind  of  the  Irish  Peasantry  from  in- 
fancy to  manhoodj  its  loss  if  mourned 
and  lamented. 

'<  Political  measures  have  been  triedf 
In  order  to  raise  thispeople  to  a  level 
with  the  people  of  Eingland,— all  have 
failed;  and  the  extriions  of  Religions 
and  Benevolent  Institutions  have  proved 
that  it  is  under  the  Influences  of  the  reli- 
gion of  Jesus  Christ  alone,  spiritual,  pure^ 
and  holy,  that  any  thing  of  present  real 
improvement,  any  thing  of  a  cheering 
prospect  for  the  future,  can  be  found  in 


Ireland.  Great  as  has  been  this  im^ 
provement  compararively  considered,  yet 
the  crime,  the  misery,  and  the  faniiti- 
cism,  which  still  prevail  in  Ireland,  and 
are  attested  by  treaioDs,  ineurrections* 
and  acts  of  the  most  savage  barbarity 
recurring  year  after  year,  exhibit  that 
country  as  halting  centuries  behind  Eng- 
land in  the  race  of  civilization  and  uof 
provement.  Dark  as  ia  tbe  picture,  it  is 
faithful  and  true ;  and.  they  are  not  the 
friends  of  Ireland,  who,  from  motives  of 
national  vanity  or  pride^  would  coooeal 
from  a  nation  distinguished  in  the  world 
for  its  charities,  those  evils,  whicin  if 
known,  she  would  not  Ual  to  relieve  with 
that  benevolence  of  whkh  foreign  nations 
are  daily  experiencing  the  benefit. 

'*  It  has  been  found  that  tbe  people  of 
Ireland  can  be  taught  to  know  their  God 
and  Saviour,  though  all  tbe  powers  of 
the  most  politically  powerful  system  of 
spiritual  domination  ever  known  among 
men,  are  exerted  to  keep  them  in  igno« 
ranee  and  blindness. 

**  But  light  has  never  shone  upon  the 
soul ofman,  and  from  thence  been  ex- 
pressed, without  extraordinary  exertions 
being  made  to  extinguish  it.  The  fol- 
lowing letters  are  quoted  in  pfoof^of  this 
fact,  and  of  another — that  the  rapidly 
spreading  system  of  reUgbus  instruction 
in  Ireland  has  given  a  wide  alarm,  has 
excited  a  trembling  under  the  apprehen- 
sion of  the  destrnctkin  of  that  system,  by 
which  man  has  bound  man  a  slave  to  his 
humours,  bis  avarioe,'his  despotism ;  and 
has  forced  tbe  nnwiliing  admission  from 
one  of  the  highest  Reman  Catholic  autho- 
rities  in  Ireland,*  that  'tmlesf  toe  establish 
and  tupport  Schooli  for  the  education  of

I  have  frequently  spoken  iH'  general 
terns  of  the  good  eftcts  restiliing  frotd 
each  of  the  means  employed  by  oor 
Soci^v  in  the  part  of  this  country  i*hich 
is  under  my  immediate  notice,  and  in 
which  I  labour,  f  can  still  do  thia  %»itli 
•acred  satisfii^tion^wiih  iuexptessibr^ 
delight. 

Bat  you  say»  "it  iy  destvable ftiT  the 
infomation  and  chcouiilgemetit  of  ilM 
Committee  and  the  pahlici  thatpiirfieiiAM< 
instances  of  good,  when*  presented,  should 
Ibe  made  known."  This  I  Ailly  animit; 
but  there  are  so  MRfiy  motives  to  In- 
flnenee  the  buman  mind,  and  so'  ihatiy 
circumstances  Co  be  n}gardi<d  in  Ireland, 
in  particalar,tb»t  I  feet  it  aiv  imperative 
duty  to  be  Tery  cautious  ho«^  I  speatt  At 
the  conversion  df<individu»fsf  aind  AHr 
toxiotts  that  by  parsevepinte  ib  a  cbiln|tf< 
of  conduct  and  ^invenatidn;  tfley  slwuld 
evidence  tf  tbiti^t  of  hieart.'hkfdte  I  ven^ 
ture  to  speak  of  itiem  as  Chfistiliit^.  I 
can  speak' with  much  satisfaction  ofthWe 
persons,  in  acSdition  to  someof  ^bom'ydtr 
have  been -previously  informed,  Wlib  aVe 
ornaments  to  the  r'eligloii  of  JeiU«>'CHri8t, 
and  who  wefe  brought  lo  be-  so  by  th<! 
perusal  of  the  scriptures,  undair  the  t«ach- 
ing  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Two  of  these, 
who  are  schoolmasters,  M«  W.  and  M,  M«

HU  moral  cha- 
racter having  been  repre^nttd  to  me  its 
good,  aiid  he  b^ing  an  able  teacbei-,  t 
Was  ghid  to  employ  him ;  bat  had  I  ftn<»wn 
hiRr  prin6iples,  err  ratbef  biii  afint  of 
principle,  I  ahoitld  certainly  not  htve  ein« 
ployed  him.

Since  I  wrote  to  yoa  last,  the  78th  re- 
giment removed  from  this  to  Castlebar. 
When  that  regiment  came  here  there  was 
not  a' meeting  for  prayer  in  it;  but  pre- 
vious to  their  departure  about  thirty  of 
them  meC  together  for  that  purpo&e. 
After  I  had  done  preaching  the  evening 
prior  to  my  removal,  three  of  them  pray- 
ed in  our  place  of  worship.  I  shall  en- 
close a  letter  which  I  received  from  one 
of  them  since  he  arrived  at  his  appointed 
place.  The  63d  regiment  that  are  here 
now,  are  extremely  indifferent  to  reli- 
gion :  only  thre^  of  them  attend  preaching. 


Th<^.  following  is  the  letter  mentioned 
by  Mr*  Dunlop.  •  It  is  pleasing  to  find 
that  soldiers  are  thus  becomingi  like  Cor- 
nelius, *'devout  lAen,'*  and  "  fearingGod." 

To  the  Rev,  Mr,  Dunlvp, 
Clanmorris,  August  17,  1820. 

My  DSAB  AND  RbV.  SlR, 

Grace,  mercy,  and  peace  be  multi- 
plied unto  you,  and  the  love  of  our 
iiord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  be  in- 
creased in  your  soul  more  and  more,  until 
his  glorious  coming  to  take  you  to  him- 
self. Anen. 

I  now  sit  down  to  fulfil  my  promise 
to  one  who,  under  God,  has  proved  a 
blessing  to.  my  soul,  and  to  whom  I  lie 
under  such  ooligations,  as  my  lasting, 
esteem  and  gratitude  can  never  repay. 
May  the  Lord  increase  them  more  and 
more  towards  himself  and  all  his  blessed 
servants ! 

We  arrived  safely  at  this  place  on  the 
6th  instant,  after  a  very  pleasant  journey 
of  45  miles,  performed  in  three  days,  vis. 
Hoscommon  15,  Bally  more  10,  and 
Clanmorris  SO.  I  was  charmed  with  the 
beautiful  scenery  which  surrounded  us 
on  the  march,  and  with  the  most  de- 
lightful prospects  which  alternately 
opened  to  our  view — the  conteropladon 
lof  which  led  me  to  see  the  bountiful  God 
of  nature  sublimely  displayed  in  all  his 
works.  I  was  constrained  to  cry  with  the 
Psalmist,  "  What  is  man,  that  thou 
art  mindful  of  him  ?  or  the  son  of  man, 
that  thou  shonldst  so  condescend  to 
visit  hiny  ?'*  I  never  was  so  humbled.  I, 
as  it  were,  shrunk  into  nothing.  But 
When  I  reflected  on  the  immortality  of 
the  soul  (mv  poqr  sinful  soul)  and  the 
glorious  work  of  redempdon,  I  became 
ftruck  with  astonishment,  and  was  soon, 
as  it  were»  •*  lost  in  wonder,  love,  and 
praise  r 


I  Thinks  my  dear  Sir,  what  my  feeltng» 
were,  when  I  discovered  in  this  place, 
nothing  hvti  the  height  of  superstition 
and  superlatfte  wickedness  reigning  pre- 
dominant in  the  heaits  of  all  the  people, 
without  exception.  There  are  indeed 
four  famines  who  go  under  the  name  of 
Pjotestants — ^but  I  believe  tkeir  protest 
is  against  God  and  his  gracious  laws,  and. 
not  against  superstition,  &c. — for  they 
live,  to  all  appearance,  practical  deisis. 
When  I  spoke  to  one  of  them,  who  is  66 
years  old,  and  who  appeared  by  words 
to  favour  our  cause  about  family  worship 
morning  and  evening,  he  said,  "  He 
never  prayed  in  his  life,  and  he  could 
not  read  the  pray6r-book  to  learn  the 
prayers !"  Oh  !  how  I  felt  for  him.  Oh ! 
Sir,  what  have  many  o^  our  pastors  to 
answer  for! 

These  things,  my  dear  Sir,  causiHl  the 
few  of  us  here  that  were  Sion-bound»  to 
mourn  in  the  fields,  and  about  the  hedges 
and  ditches,  &c.  The  Lord  has  gra- 
ciously heard  us,  and,  i  believe,  you 
and  our  other  brethren  in  Athlone 
on  our  behalf.  We  have  now  obtained 
a  small  empty  house,  (which  we  have 
got  seated  round  with  planks  of  wood, 
placed  on  large  stoues,;  for  a  place  of 
worship ;  and  the  Lord  our  righteousness 
has  condescended  to  bless  us  in  it  with 
his  glorious  presence,  filling  every  heart 
with  *' joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory." 
Oh  I  how  dare  the  followers  of  the  Lamb 
complain  as  without  comfort?  seeing  he 
will  provide  according  to  his  promise, 
even  in  midst  of  apparent  want.  *'  Why 
should  a  living  man  complain,"  &c. 
Some  of  the  Protestants,  and  even 
some  Roman  Catholics,  have,  out  of 
curiosity  I  believe,  come  to  oor  meet- 
ings: and  we  have  reason,  to  believe, 
that  the  Lord  hath  visited  one  or  two  of 
their  dark  benighted  minds,  &c.  which 
may  God  continue ;  and  may  he  send 
some  faitlifoi  labourers  into  this  part  of 
his  barren  vineyard  for  his  name  and 
mercy's  sake. 

There  are  nine  of  us  here  who  join  in 
love  to  you,  and  the  brethren  of  the  63d 
regiment,  and  to  all  the  new  recruits  of 
Jesps  (if  there  are  any). 

We  have  received  no  word  as^et 
from  our  other  dispersed  brethren,  which 
is  the  chief  reason  of  my  delay.  I  trust 
the  Lord  is  keepUig  them  in  the  narrow 
pa;(h,  which  is  our  prayer. 

I  hope  50U  will  honour  us  with  a  few 
lin$s  on  receipt  of  this,  which  will  be  for 
our  edification,  and  in  so  doing  you  will 
oblige  us  all — but  none  more  than.

AoRBEABLY  to  the  wtLTM  and  Qyg«tit 
soKeitations  of  several  fnends  lo  tfie 
Missionary  cause  in  Cornwall*  the  Rev.  F. 
A.  Cox  of  Hackticj  Waa  requested*  by  the 
ConnnUtee  to  visit  that  interesting,  ihoogti 
distant  countyr  ii»  order  to  ptomoK  the 
objects  of  Che  BapttA  Mkkioii.  In  the 
first  part  of  his  tottr  he  wais  aocompanfed 
by  the  Rev.  Jenkin  Thomas  of  Oxford, 
who  was  supplying  the  ch^ch  in  Morriee- 
squarOt  Pl.^mouth-doclt.  Th«  Irst  meet- 
ing was  he!d  in  the  Baptist  Meeting, 
Fidmouth,  on  Tnesday,  15th  of  August, 
tfben  the  Chair  wa^  taten  by  Josepli 
Baiiti«ld,  Esq.  a  respectiahle  Magistrate 
of  tilte  town.  On  this  occBiion  m  Connty 
AuxilfaYy  Soeiety  was  eitablished,  deno- 
minated the  Comwati  MlMOftary  Sodefy 
in  aid  of  the  BaptiM  Mission,  of  which, 
James  Dunn  Trevossio,  Esq.  of  FalMovfth, 
was  appointed  Treasiwar,  and  Rev. 
Kdkunnd  Clarke  of  Traro,  Secretary. 
After  the  RtftolutionB  had  beeh  passed, 
establishing  the  County  $odet«f,  a  Branch 
Association  for  Falmouth  was  likewise 
formed.  The  meeting  was  addreibed  by 
the  Rev*  Messrs.  Cox,  Thomas,  Lane, 
Dore«  Green,  Clarke,  and  Hait;  and  also 
by  Captain  Mandenon,  Messrs.  ChtistO- 
phers,  M'Doweli,  Read,  Ellis,  atid  Edg- 
Gotne  ;and  by  the  deep  impressioii  prodnoed 
in  favour  of  Missionary  exertions,  it  was 
evident  the  presence  of  the  Lord  was  there. 
On  Wednesday,  16th,  Mr.  Coi  preached 
ct  the  Methodist  Chapel,  Helston,  kindly 
offered  for  the  occasion;  and  on  the 
same  day  Mr.  Thomab  preached  at  the 
Baptist  Meeting,  RedrUth,  from  Daniel 
vii.  14. — On  Thnrsdaw,  17  th,  Messrs.  Cox 
and  Thomas  preached  a  double  lecture  at 
the  Baptist  Chapel>  F^sance,  from  Luke 
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XXIV.  47,  and  Acts  xv.  S6»  where  a  Mis^ 
sionary  Society   had  been   for  some  time 
Established,  and  which  will  now  be'  cou' 
sidered  a  branch  of  the  Coonty  Society. 
On  Friday,   19th(  a  public  met^ting  was 
held  at  the  Town-hatI,  Heiston,  Mr.  Cox 
in  the  Chair,  in  the  absence  of  H.  M. 
Gryils,  Esqw  who  bad  kindly  and  liberally 
engaged  to  preside,  hut  was  unavoidaMy 
prevented   by   public  business.     Several 
interesting  and  animated  addresses  were 
delivered,  and  a  fervent  interest  was  ex- 
cited in  favour  of  the   Branch  Society 
established  on  the  occasion  for  that  town. 
On  Lord's-day,  20tb,  Mr.  Cox  preached 
in  the  rooming  at  the  Baptist  Meeting  at 
Falmouth;  in  tlie  afternoon  at  tbe  Pft, 
near  Redruth,  from  Psidmlxxii.  18-20,  to 
a  most  attentive  and  interesting  congrega- 
tion of  from  8  to  10,000  {yersons,  who 
were  assembled,  in  very  favourai>le  Wea- 
ther, both  on  the  outside  and  inside  of 
this  curious  amphitheatre;   and   in  the 
^reniugi  at  the  MettMidut  Chapel,  Truro, 
to  a  very  crowded  congregation,  from 
Psalm  eux^  IdO.    On  the  same  evening, 
Mr.   Green   of   Falmouth   preadied    ct 
Chacewater  on  behalf  of  the    Mission. 
On  Monday,  21st,  a  public  meeting  wab 
beifl  at  the  Methodist  Meeting,  Redroth, 
when  a  Branch  Association  was  established 
for  tint  town  an^  neighbourhood  ;^-seve- 
ral  interesting  speeches  were  made  on  the 
occasion.     On  Tuesday,   2Sd,    a  public 
meeting  was  held  at  the  Methodist  Cha- 
pel, TrnrOt  which  on  this,  as  well  as  on 
the  former  occasion,  was  cheerfnlly  lent 
for  the  pnrpose,  when  a  Branch  Astoria* 
tion  was  formed  for  that  town.    Tiie  in^ 
terestof  the  meeting  was  by  no  meHns 
inferior  to  that  of  former  roeetingi;  and 
in  each  case  was  greatly  mcreased  by  tbf 
kind  assistance  of  our  Methodist  and  In- 
depeudejit  brethren*    The  congregationt 
were  on  oil  the  occasions  numerous  and 
coatribnted  a  considerable  sum  at  the  dii^ 
ferent  collections;      We  sincerely  trusty 
that  these  meetings  and  Societies  will  not 
only  assist  the  cause  of  the  Mission  in  tht 
county,  but  materially  proniote  tlit  in,* 
terests  of  raiigion  in  genentl.

This  morning  I  baptised  two  soldiers' 
from  the  Fort ;  and  we  have  now  two 
others,  not  soldiers,  to  be  received,  one  of 
them  a  son  of  Bonner,  the  blacksmiAi. 
Four  others,  three  of  them  Hindoos^  will 
probably  come  forward  next  month ;  one 
(if  them  is  the  brahmun  I  mentioned,  who 
kept  a  vow  of  silence  at  Kalee  ghaut  for 
four  years;  the  other  three  are  brab- 
mans,  who  had  their  edocatlon  in  the 
Benevolent  Institution* 


MOORSHEDABAD. 


Sstraei  of  a  Letter  from  Mr»  Sutton  to 
Mr,  Ivimeyf  dated 

Moonhedabad,  March  8, 1820. 

I  iiAVB  now  been  twelve  months  at 
Moorshedabady  and  when  I  take  a  retro- 
■pect  of  the  past  year,  my  soul  is  filled 
with  joy  and  thanks^vine  to  the  Author 
of  every  good.  I  setded  here  under 
many  unfavourable  drcumstances.  The 
Missionary  who  was  here  befdre  me,  lefi 
it  chiefly  because  he  considered  it  an  un- 
healthy and  lonely  stadon ;  neitbet  did  I 
expect  to  ^find  a  friend  or  a  religious  per- 
son in  the  whole,  neighbourhood;  but 
though  I  was  alone,  and  had  but  an  im- 
perfect knowledge  of  the  language,  yet  I 
considered  it  my  duty  to  fill  up  such  an 
important  station,  knowing  that  I  mieht 
expect  strength  equal  to  my  day ;  and  I 
soon  found  my  reward  for  so  doing.  Spi- 
ritual blessings  followed  me  in  rich  suc- 
cession, and  are  still  surrounding  my 
path.  In  a  few  days  after  my  arrival, 
the  59tli  Regiment  arrived  at  Berham- 
pore,  and  the  brethren  in  the  regiment 
tent  me  a  pressing  invitation  to  come  and 
break  the  bread  of  life  unto  them.  After 
this  I  was  introduced  to  several  gentle- 
men in  the  neighbourhood,  who  liberally 
came  forward  for  the  formation  of  a 
School  Society,  and  this  was  followed  by 
finding  a  religious  family  at  the  distance 
of  about  15  miles,  with  whom  I  have  en- 
joyed much  spiritual  communion,  and 
mingled  my  tears  with  theirs  while  speak- 
iag  of  th«  love  of  Christ.    Ffom  my  com^ 


rounionwith  this  family,  I  have  bee* 
enabled  to  gain  intercourse  with  several 
others,  where  the  seed  of  the  gospel  bas 
taken  root,  and  brought  forth  abundandy, 
especially  in  the  heart  of  a  respectable 
planter,  who  has  not  only  received  the 
truth  in  the  love  of  it,  but  has  been  ex- 
ceedingly zealous  to  bring  his  poor  idola- 
trous servants  to  the  knowledge  of  Jesus. 
Since  my  residence  here,  I  have  also  been 
joined  by  two  native  brethren,  to  assist 
me  in  preaching  the  word  of  life ;  and  a 
few  months  smoe,  Mr.  Williams,  who 
married  Miss  Marshman,  removed  his  re- 
sidencer  and  is  settled  within  thirty  miles 
of  me.  In  every  way  my  fears  have  b«eu 
groundless ;  for  in  the  first  year  I  neither 
expected  to  meet  with  friends,  with  au 
Englbh  congrcfation,  nor  with  soocest 
among  the  natives.  But  Ood  has  been 
pleased -to  |{iveme  friends^  to  give  me 
favour  in  tbe  siitbt  of  men,  to  give  me  a 
large  attentive  En^ish  congregadon,  and 
to  enable  me  both  to  study  the  native 
language  at  home,  and  to ,  go  out  almost 
daily  into  the  markets  and  streets  to  pro- 
claim the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ. 
I  think,  too,  that  the.sucoess  with  which 
the  Lord  bas  been  pleased  to  crowm  my 
labours,  should  call  forth  our  solemn  gra- 
titude at  a  throne  of  grace.  During  tbe 
last  twelve  months  I  have  baptized  twq 
Mussulmen,  four  Hindoos,  seven  descen- 
dants ■  of  Europeans,  two  English  fe- 
males* and  seven  of  our  own  countrymen ; 
making  in  the  whole  twentytwo  persons, 
who,  I  trust,  will  be  my  crown  of  re- 
joicing at  the  last  day.  I  think  we  are 
as  careful  as  possible  in  admitting  mem- 
bers, and  watch  carefully  Over  them  after- 
wards. Almost  every  month  we  have 
baptizing.  I  baptized  five  persons  last 
SaobAtb,  and  three  more  have  dven  in 
Uieir  experience,  and  will  be  baptized 
next  month,  among  whom  are  the  wife  and 
the  adopted  daughter  of  one  of  the  officers 
in  the  re^ment.  We  have  upwacds  of 
Jifty  communicants  at  the  Lord's  Sapper, 
when  they  are  all  assembled.  I  gjBneraUy 
preach  three  timed  in  Englbh  on  the 
I«ord's-day,  twice  in  our  place.of  worship, 
and  once  in  the  hospital ;  and  every  other 
day  I  have  worship  twice  among  the 
natives  in  Bengalee*  morning  and  even- 
ing, when  any  may  attend.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  day  is  devoted  to  theetudy 
of  the  Bengalee  and  Hindosthanee  lan- 
guages,, and  going  out  among  the  natives 
to  preach.  I  generally  devote  the  moni- 
ing  to  study,  and  the  «ftemoon  to  inter- 
course  with  the  natives;  but  sometimes  t 
take  a  journey  for  a  day  or  two.  For  in>> 
stance,  I  intend. leaving  home  to-morrow, 
to  attend  a  large  fdiiv  about  forty  miles 
distant,  where  I  shall  be  enabled  to  dis- 
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tribnte  many  tracts  and  copies  of  the 
scriptures.  In  my  present  circumstances 
I  can  take  joarneys  with  easei  for  1  have 
no  one  to  feel  my  absence*  or  to  welcome 
iny  retiirn«  which  is  a  melancholy  com- 
fort, and  I  have  reason  to  believe  it  will 
remain  so.  My  dear  boy  ll  still  with  the 
best  of  motherSi  Mrs.  Ward.  I  have  only 
seen  him  three  times  since  his  birth,  nor 
do  I  expect  to  see  him  for  many  months. 
P»  6.  I  preached  on  Sanday  week  for 
the  Religioas  Tract  Society,  at  the  parti- 
.culan  request  of  our  brethren  in  the  59th 
Regiment,  and  we  collected  on  that  oc- 
casion 80  rupees,  or  «flO,  which  will  be 
remitted  the  first  opportunity  to  the  So* 
ciety  in  London.

My  DEiift  Sister  LAwebN> 

It  "will  pleare  you  to  hear  that  the  pre- 
judices with  regard  to  nadve  female  im- 
provement are  relaxing  in  these  parts. 
Mrs.  G.  has  a  boys' school,  in  which  there 
are  three  native  gii'ls,  oie  of  whom  reads 
in  the  Testament.  Mrs*  W.  has  a  hoyi* 
school,  the  lala  of  which  teaches  Mrs. 
Grant's  and  her  own  women  servants  to 
read.  She  says  it  is  pleasing  to  see  their 
diligence  at  leisnre  intervals.  We  utend 
supporting  a  native  female  school  at  Be- 
nares when  Mrs.  Smith  returns ;  and  also 
another  at  Allahabad,  if  sister  Mackintosh 
will  engage  in  it,  which  I  believe  she 
will.  At  both  tLese  places,  native  girls 
may  be  had  to  form  a  school.  The  school 
at  Dinapore,  which  I  superintended  for 
,the  Female  Society,  was  opened  for  native 
girls  only.  .At  first  five  attended,  but 
their  parents  grew  suspidou8,and  pleaded 
their  need  of  them  at  home,  but  sent  their 
boys  instead.  Not  long  since,  two  of 
their  sisters  accompanied  them  to  school 
for  a  few  days,  but  the  distance  was  too 
great  for  a  constant  attendance. 
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tracts  of  correspondence,  with 
which  we  have  been  kindly  fa- 
voured by  Mr.  Lawson,  will 
awaken  a  lively  concern  to  know 
the  result  of  this  important  step.

Bangoan,  Dec.  13,  1819. 

Mt  dear  Brotheh  Lawson, 

We  are  at  present  full  of  business,  pre- 
paring for  the  long  anticipated  expedition 
to  Ava.  We  deposit  the  female  part  of 
the  concern  in  a  brick  castle,  proof 
against  fire  and  robbers;  and  brother 
(Sileman  and  myself  expect  to  leave  Ran- 
goon within  a  week.  The  MissioQ  has 
now  come  to  a  solemn  crisis.  We  have 
had  the  happiness  of  baptizing  three  Bar« 
mans,  the.  first  fruits  of  the  empire  *,  but 
Satan  began  to  excite  persecution^  and 
we  found  it  necessary  to  lay  our  mission- 
ary intentions  before  the  throne,  and  so- 
licit toleration  for  the 'Christian  religion. 
If  the  new  Emperor  is  favourably  dis- 
posed towards  the  introduction  of  Chris- 
tianity, we  shall  be  able  to  prosecute  our 
work  ;  hot  if  not,  we  must  inevitably  leave 
his  dominions.  We  commend  ourselves 
and  the  Mission  into  his  hands,  who  is 
invested  with  all  power  in  heaven  and 
earthy  and  will,  we  are  assured^  do  all 
things  well.  O  that  he  may  be  pleased 
to  open  a  wide  and  effectual  door  for  the 
promulgation  of  divine  truth  in  this  great 
empire ! 

What  shall  I  say  more?  My  soul  is 
absorbed  in  the  great  work  before  me.  O 
pray  that  the  presence  of  Jesus  may  go 
with  us — that  we  may  have  a  simple  de- 
pendence on  him,  and  a  single  eye  to  his 
glory — and  that  we  may  appear  before 
the  monarch  in  the  8)iirit  of  apostles  and 
mar^rs:  and  who  can  tell?  Perhaps 
the  Lord  has  mercy  in  store  for  tha 
Buroians.

Our  bowels  jrearn over  the  poor  Burmans, 
and  Tve  cannot  bat  hope  our  heavenly 
Father  will  hear  oar  prajerq*  and  incKne 
the  monarch  of  this  countrv  not  onlji  to 
grant  us  permission  to  continae  her^  and 
teach  the  new  retigiau,  but  will  cause  him 
to  eimmiae  it  himself,,  aud  become  a 
nursing  father  to  the  church  in  his  domi- 
nions. VVd  have  been  greatly  encouraged 
the  year  past,  and  have  strong  hopes  that 
God's  time  has  come,  firmly  to  establish 
the  gospel  in  this  country.  Mrs.  Coleraan 
and  myself  are  very  lunely  in  the  ab« 
aence  of  our  hosbatids,  but  we  are  very 
happy  in  each  other.  We  hare  left  the 
Mission  House,  and  live  la  town,  iu  the 
vpper  rooms  of  a  great  briek  house,  where 
we  ^re  secluded  ffoni  all  the  world.  We 
never  go  out,  except  now  and  then  to  the 
Aliaaioa  House,  as  wu  wish  to  keep  as 
free  from  observation  as  possible.  I  should 
have  accompanied  Mr.  Judson  t»  Ave, 
but  could  not  thnk  of  leaving  Mrs.  Cola- 
man  alone  in  such  a  place  as  this.

— I  mean  the  death  ol  Mrs.  Cbater,  wile 
of  the  Rev.  James  Chater,  one  of  ycfar 
IHfissionArles  at  Columbo.  She  acrined 
]ier»  in  the  Forbes,  I  think  on  the  Idth  of 
Ma^,  aiod  i  consider  it  a  most  merciftii 
iMevpmition  of  Dime  Pwi4dei\ce  which 
deterifiined'her  to  proceed  no  farther  tili 
laller  lier  deltveiy*  The  forbas  sailed  on 
Sunday,  the  1r4tli  of  May>  and  poor  Mrs. 
IShater  W9S  tftJijMs  Iti  011^  the  l^ucsday  &K 


lowing,  ^d  after  a  tedious  and  dificwlt 
labour  g^ve  birth  to  twins— girls.    For 
a  week  or  ten  dayti  she  was  considered  hj 
the  medical  man  to  be  iu  great  danger^ 
however,  it  pleased  God  to  recover  her*  na, 
it  were»  from  the  effects  of  her  accouche^ 
ment»  when  im  opportunity;  occurring  of 
writing  to  Columbo,  she  was  anxious  that. 
I  should  send  an  intimation  of  her  safeij 
to  her  afflicted  husband.    This  I  did,  en* 
deavouring  to  give  a  iaithful  relation  of 
her  state  at  that  timew     I  regret  exceed-t 
ingljf  that  it  should  have  been  such  as  ta 
^U'it^  every  prospect  of  a  speedy  reco- 
very.   That  God  whom  she  served*  hi  hi« 
wisdom  and  mercy  saw  fit  to  remove  hm 
from  this  scene  of  trial  and  snfieriug;  and 
I  cannot  doubt  that  she  is  translated  into 
the  kingdom  of  th«!  Redeemer  in  Heaven. 
Symptoms  of  diseased  lungs  appeared* 
together   with   a  constant  diarrbceaf   by 
which  the  spark  of  natural  life  was  speed- 
ily extinguished.     She  died  on   Monday 
last,  June  5th*  leavir^  behind  her  four 
helpless  children,  viz.  the  twins,  and  two 
others    who  landed   with  her  from  the 
Forbes.  The  two  elder  ones,  Mrs.  Vernon 
'  and  myself  removed  instantly  to  oar  hooR, 
where  they  shall  share  with  our  own.

By  this  time  1  hope  poor  brother  Phil- 
lips has  arrived  in  Enghind;  if  so*  be 
will  be  able  to  give  you  a  better  account 
of  the  state  of  things  here*  than  I  shall  be 
aMe  to  oooKDit  to  paper.  JJk  was  indeed 
grievous  to  me  to  see  th^t  good  bsoUi^f 
depart;  who  was*  in  many  respects*  a 
greait  comfort  to  me,  and  who  was  so 
much  respected  amongst  his  countrynien 
het!e>  jfiai  flight  hum  hocfWMk  os^f^tfl 
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wvcial  of  th^.  But  BO  mysterious  are 
the  ways  of  the  Lord,  tijat  there  is  no 
searching  oyt  ihcm.  Mr,  Trowt,  who 
seemed  so,  eniinently  qnalifietl  fpr  a 
JWissionary,  1  was  to  witness  his  removal 
bv  death ;  aiid  Mr.  P.  who  seemed  no 
le'ss  quaJified  for  the  work,  in  connexion 
with  his  amiable  disposition,!  was  obliged 
to  see  him  depart*  Thus  I  am  a  second 
time  left  alone,  without  a  brother,  or  a 
friend,  whom  the  conversion  of  the  inha- 
liitanis  of  this  country  la«  so  near  at 
heart.  I  hope  the  voyage  has  been  pro^ 
fitable  for  the  restoration  oi  his  he^th, 
and  that  my  life  may  be  spared  to  see 
hi(u  oat  again :  I  should  wish  to  spend 
niy  life  with  him.  Even  the  Governor- 
General,  I  am  informed,  regretted  his  de- 
parture sincerely ;  bat  there  was  no  ap- 
pearance of  hU  recovery  by  staying  here 
in  the  Island. 

Yoa  weoid  undoubtedly  wish  to  know, 
how  1  do,  and  bow  I  employ  myself.  My 
state  of  health,  though  weak,  has  been 
pretty  weil  hitherto ;  I  have  much  reason 
to  he  thankful,  when  I  see  so  many  re- 
moved by  death,  and  others  sick.  Though 
it  seems  ihat  a  sedentary  life  will  not 
very  well  agree  with  me,,  yet  I  must  con- 
tinue in  it  ttntil  the  sphere  in  which  I 
have  been  placed  affords  a  larger  circle  of 
motion  for  me.  My  intercourse  with  the 
natives  has  hitherto  not  been  so  nnich  as 
I  hope  It  wili  be  in  the  future.  An  entire 
knowledge  of  their  language  is  necessary, 
before  I,  or  any  other  who  undertakes  to 
be  a  Mitoionary  in  this  country,  can  eiUer 
on  8  more  enlarged,  scene  of  action 
amongst  the  nWives  ;  and  that  knowledge 
h  not  so  easy  acquired  as  some  might 
imagine.  I  am  daiily  striving  after  tt,  by 
reading,  conversing,,  and  translating,  and 
there  is  itiU  much  wanted  till  I  can 
say,  I  have  the  language  in  my  power. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  translate  soitie- 
thing  of  the  New  Testameat,  both  for  my 
daily  exercise  in  the  language,  and  for  the 
use  in  the  future ;  and  I  have  been  enabled 
to  go  on  with  the  translation  into  the  Jar 
v.an  tongue  from  the  Gospel  of  Matthew 
to  thel&iu!  of  the£(HstIe  to  the  Romans, 
and  hope  to  be  farther  enabled*  to  go 
through  with  it  to  the  end  of  the  whole 
New  Testament;  by  which  time  I  shall 
have  acquired  so  much  of  the  language, 
as.  to  be  able  to  correct  and  refine  the  for- 
mer work.  Some  of  the  natives,  who  are 
able  to  judge,  say,  that  it  is  intelligible, 
though  U  is  not  exactly  their  idiom ;  now 
that  latter  incorrectness  will  bq  overcome 
by  time  and  diligence.  If  I  now  have 
finished  the.  translation  of  the.  New  Testa- 
ment, I  ish  all  have  something  to  go  ont 
and  read  to  the  natives,  apd  take  an  op* 
portunity   lo  converse,  ahouit  It  to  th^m. 


Though  thase  who  are  the  most  learned 
among  them,  do  not  seem  desirous  to 
know  anything  of  the  Gospel ;  because 
they  know  that  book  by  its  name  from  the 
Coran,  and  readily  tell  me  that  they  do 
not  need  it,  as  tlie  Coran  includes  all : 
Mahomet  having  made  an  extract  of  all 
the  former  holy  books  by  the  revelation 
fW)nJ  GoJ.*  Tliere  is  certainly  not  much 
hope  for  success,  on  account  of  the  preju- 
dices against  Christianity  under  which 
(hey  labour,  originating  both  from  Ma- 
hometism,  as  from  the  unbecoming  con- 
duct of  the  thus-called  Christians,  who 
have  settled  here ;  they  also  being  very 
indifferent  of  their  natural  disposition, 
thinking  and  caring  nothing  for  the  fu- 
ture, is  perhaps  another  reason  that  we 
cannot  expect  much  success.  However^ 
we  know  (and  this  alone  c&n  make  us 
hope  for  success,)  that  omr  Saviour  i^ 
*iiighty  to  do  wonderfal  things  in  the  daj 
ofnis  power,  and  that  the  Gospel  is  the 
pfiwer  of  God  unto  salvation  to  all  who 
believe. 

Note,  Our  readers  will  perceive  that 
Mr.  B.  does  not  write  English  Kke  a  na- 
tive^  but  as  he  expresses  himself  i»tei/i^ 
giMy,  it  was  (iionght  better  to  transcribe 
hie  own  lisnguage,  thair'to  pat  his  fettei^ 
into  a  ditifwent  form.

We  have  left  the  shore  this  evening;^ 
and  returned  to  our  place  in  tlie  ship^,

*  We  caniiot  forbear  observing,  how 
fbrcibly  this  fact  illnstrates  a  remark  iii  a 
recent  valuable  publication  from  the  pea 
of  one  of  the  most  impressive  writers  of 
the  age.  *'  The  Mahomed  an  imppstnce. 
is  perhaps  the  most  signal  instance  in  thes^ 
world  and  all  time,  ot  a  malignant  delu- 
sion maintatued  directly  and  immediately 
by  ignorance,  by  a  solemn  determination,, 
and  even  a  fanatic  zeal,  not  to  receive, 
one  new  idea..  Tliis  ex££jable  "delusion 
is  so  strong  and  absolute  in  ignorance,  is 
so  identified  witk  it,  and  so  systemati*^ 
cally  repels  at  all  points  the  approach  oC 
knowledge,  that  ll  is  difficult  lO  conceive 
a  mode  of  its  extermination  thai  shall 
not  invoke  some  fearful  destruction,  ia 
the  most  literal  sense,  of  the  people." 
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afternoon  or  evening ;  and  though  there 
Is  no  vessel  in  this  port  at  present  bound 
iut  Engtand»  yet  I  cannot  quit  the  place 
inthoQt  leaving  a  few  lines  in  the  post- 
office^  to  be  forwarded  by  the  first  pac- 
ket. Before  this  reaches  yoo,  no  doubt 
you  will  have  received  that  which  1  sent 
by  the  Essex  about  a  fortnight  ago>  in- 
forming you  of  opr  affairs  op  to  that  time. 
Some  account  of  our  subsequent  engage- 
ments, and  the  conclusion  of  our  provi- 
dential visit  to  the  Island  will  not,  I  hope, 
be  wholly  uninteresting. 

With  regard  to  preaching  ip  the  school- 
room,  it  was  continued  till  last  evening 
with  increasing  attention  and  interest^ 
and,  I  hopCf  beneficial  effect.    In  short, 
we  have  every  reason  to  believe,  through 
mercy,  that  this  has  been  eminently  the 
case.    Onr  most  sansuine  expectations 
CDuId  not  have  predicted  the  reception 
we  have  met,  and  the  kindness  we  nave 
experienced  from  the  people  of  this  place; 
I^ast  evening  the  room  would  not  contain 
the  numbers  who  came  to  hear  oar  part- 
ing address,   and  the  sorrow  they  ex- 
pressed, at  onr  leaving  waa  truly  affecting. 
The  poor  black  man  who  came  to  light 
US  op  to  the  meeting,  said,  in  a  very 
expressive  manoer,  "  I  very  sorry  you 
going  away— 1  wish  one  of  the  masts  of 
your  ship  would  break  down  to-morrow, 
if  it  would  not  hnrt  any  body."    Many 
jutfted  from  us  with  tears.    Thei»  libe- 
rality towards  us  has  equally  astonished 
and  gratified  us,    A  few  days  ago  Mrs. 
iC*Kritche,    the  wife  of  a  respectable 
tradesman,  at  whose  shop  we  had  made 
one  or  two  insignificant  purchases,  sent 
onr  wives  a  large  box  containing  articles 
she  thought  would  be  necessary  and  ac- 
ceptable on  the  voyage ;  the  contents  of 
which,  together  with  two  articles  of  dress, 
presented  to  Mr.  £.  and  self  by  Mr. 
M*K.  could  nol  have  been  purchased 
here  for  less  than  ^5  or  £6».  After 
preQchine  last  evening  I  took  bread  and 
cheese  with  them,  and  Mr.,M*K.  asked 
ve  for  the  address  of  our  society,  adding, 
that  he  should  send  them  a  donation.    I, 
wiih  pleasure,  gave  him  yours.     A  na- 
tive of  the  island,  whose  husband  has 
ipended  some  clothes  for  os  gratis,  sent 
our  dear  comjpanlons  this  rooming  a  nice 
large  cake.    Brother  £.  and  self  called 
this  morning  upon  Mr.  Solomon,  two  of 
whose  rooms  we  have  occupied  during 
odr  stay,  to  settle  with  him.    The  re- 
f  pectable  Jew  told  usy  that  in  considera- 
tion of  the  cause  in  which  we  are  en- 
gaged, he  should  certainly  accept  of  no 
pay  whatever:   nor  would  he,   though 
we  pressed  him  to  do  so.     Even  the 
vfpman  who  had  cleaned  our  sleeping 
TocdRM^  A(c.  at  irtt  ol^eeted  to  any  le- 


moneration.  And  what  terms  shall  we 
employ  in  speaking  of  Mr.  Veroon's 
kindness  ^  We  have  boarded  with  hira 
aii  the  time  we  have  been  here,  yet  he 
will  accept  nothing  whatever  for  it !  Such 
are  the  mercies — such  is  the  conduct  we 
have  experienced.  May  we  feel  sacli 
gratitude  to  a  gracious  and  watchful  Pro- 
vidence which  is  thus  highly  distinguish- 
ing us,'  as  His  goodness  demands.  Little 
did  we  suppose,  when  first  we  came  in 
dght  of  this  barren  and  impromising  rock; 
that  any  part  of  it  could  be  so  fruirfol  in 
"  works  of  faith,  and  labours  of  love." 
Little  did  we  think  that  we  should  have 
left  it  with  auch  feelings  as  now  pervade 
our  breasts. 


JAMAICA. 


Extracts  of  a  Letter  Jrom  Mr,  Couttart  ta 
Dr.  Ryland,  dated 

Kingston,  Jamaica,  March  11,  1820. 
My  DEAR  Sir, 

The  circumstances  under  which  I 
was  placed,  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Kitchiog, 
prevented  me  from  writing  to  yon  by  tlu 
earliest  packet.  You  have,  no  doubt, 
heard,  through  the  medium  of  Mr.Saffery, 
of  our  safe  arrival.  1  hope  the  season  of 
excessive  mortality  m  Kingston  has^ven 
place  to  one  more  pleasinj^  We  are  still 
in  excellent  health  throogli  divine  mercy, 
and  hope  that  Mrs.  R.  and  family  are 
better  than  they  were  when  we  left. 

Our  congregation  is  becoming  larger,  and 
I  think  more  respectable,  though  I  know 
not  how  the  more  respectable  hearers  can 
endure  the  intense  heat,  and  the  offensive 
smell.  I  have  had  the  curiosity  to  try 
the  temperature  of  the  pulpit,  when  we 
are  all  collected  on  the  Lord's  day :  it  is 
on  an  average,  though  it  stands  between 
two  pretty  large  windows  without  glass, 
120^  of  Fahrenheit's !  Is  it  any  wonder 
that  your  Missionaries  die,  when  you  add 
to  this  the  dreadful  e£9uvia  from  the 
blacks,  and  that  the  doors  and  windows 
are  as  full  as  if  the  people  were  packed 
into  them.  What  can  I  do,  my  dear  Sir  ? 
I  cannot  order  them  away  ;  for  hundreds 
go  away  that  cannot  hear  my  voice,  and 
will  not  come  again,  as  there  is  no  pros- 
pect of  accommodation.  Your  heart 
would ^  rejoice  if  you  could  once  see  the 
poor  sinners  drinking  in,  with  intense  ea- 
gerness, the  news  of  a  kind  and  all-suf- 
ficient Saviour.  O  Sir,  I  feel  whilst 
preaching  to  these  poor  beings,  as  if  my 
whole  soul  were  poured  forth  in  every 
sentence.  I  would  indeed  lift  up  my 
voice  like  a  trumpet ;  yes,  O  could  I,  it 
should  be  loud  and  powerful  os  Ihat  w^ick 
will  iiw«ko  the  dead 
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Our  prospects  in  Kingston  are  rather 
pleasing  than  otherwise.  I  hope  the  peor 
pie  improve  considerably,  both  in  know- 

^^dge  tod  purity*  Situated  as  we  are 
here,  it  is  necessary  to  be  yery  cautious 
as  to  «phat  we  s&y  as  weli  as  what  we  do. 
Through  the  first  period  of  my  stay  here, 
I  did  nothing  compared  with  what  some 
would  have  done.  1  thought  it  better  to 
study  the  dispositions  of  all  parties  first, 
and  know  what  plans  would  be  most  pro- 
ductive of  good  before  I  adopted  any. 
Hefoi«  ray  return  to  England  I  drew  out 
a  rough  set  of  rules  for  the  consideration 
of  the  leaders  and  people,  thinking  if  God 
spared  me  to  occupy  my  staliun  again,  it 
would  be  well  to  see  their  effects,  and 
Judge  of  their  influence  if  strictly  attend- 
ed to,  before  they  were  proposed  to  the 
church  as  permanent  roles  for  iis  disci- 
pline.    These  rules  have  been  strictly 

«  enforced,  notwithstanding  the  great  op- 
position made  to  them  by  the  leaders ; 
and  their  good  effects  are,  through  the 
blessing  of  God,  very  visible.  Each 
member  has  a  ticket,  wh.'ch  he  or  sh^ 
renews  quarterly;  and  as  each  person^ 
must  come  for  a  ticket,  we  get  a  partial 
acquaintance  with  them  all,  and  find  out 
the  evils  which  have  too  long  been  kept 
secret. 

Within  the  last  three  weeks  I  have 
distribqted  48  score  of  tickets,  and  had 
an  , opportunity  of  speuking  to  that  num- 
ber ;  very  many  of  llieir  replies  have  been 
good^   and    appropriate.      I    asked    one 
woman  from  the  Mandingo  country,  what 
god    she    worshipped    there?'     ''•■Hey, 
massa  I  God  Icf  (leave)  dat  country,  God 
go  away,  no  one  say  tome  back  again — 
defli  people  make  gods  and  play  tricks 
wid  em."    Do  you  love  God  r    "  I  try 
'to  love  him  wid  de  heart  in  trut."    Well, 
then  you  obey  him  i    **  Yes,  massa,  yon 
love  me»  you  glad  for  do  what  me  bid 
yoQ,  so  you  love  God  so  you  do."    On 
Monday  night  last  I  preached  at  a  gen- 
tleman's pen  to  windward,  to  a  very  in- 
teresting audience,  and  exceedingly  at- 
tentive.   I  left  Mrs.  C.^  ihere  for  a  Hide 
change  of  air  while  our  house  undergoes 
some  repairs.    On  Thursday  night  I  rode 
nine  miles,  and  preached  again  to  a  large 
number  of  black  and  brown  persons.    I 
would  often  repeat  ray  visit  if  I  could ; 
but  my  spare  hours  are  few,  I  assure  yon, 
at  present.      On  Monday  again,   God 
wilhng,  we  intend  visiting  Happy  Valley , 
there  to  preach  to  a  number  of  negroes 
who  have  promised  to  come  and  hear. 
Our  leaders'  meeting  is  every  week,  when 
we  hear  all  complaints,  and  dismiss  those 
who  are  improper  persons,   and  admit 
such  as  offer  and  are  approved,  into  the

It  is  my  intention,  as  soon  as  time  will 
perraiti  to  take  a  journey  to  Manchiaeel* 
from  which  quarter  X  had  an  invitation 
last  night.  At  the  above  place,  and  at 
Morant  Bfty,  Misnonaries  are  wanted 
exceedingly.  By  next  packet  I  hope  to 
be  better  able  to  give  you  information 
respecting  these  places. 


From  Itfr.  Godden  to  Dr,  Ryltmd$  dated 
Spanish  Town,  June  9, 1630L 

ReVKRBND  AND  DBAS  SlR« 

Through  the  mercy  and  forbearance  of 
our  heavenly  Father,  I  am  stilt  in  tlia 
land  of  the  living,  still  under  the  influence 
of  hope,  and  labouring  towards  the  rest 
that  remaineth  for  the  people  of  God* 
like  a  «hip  to  wards  her  port,  through  a 
tempestuous  ocean.  God  has  been 
pleased,  in  a  measdre,  to  grant  the  de« 
sires  of  my  soul,  as  it  respects  the  Re* 
deemer's  cause  at  Spanish  Town.  I  told 
you,  in  a  former  letter,  I  baptized  twenty- 
one  persons  in  Rio  Cobre,  ^n  March  last; 
and  I  am  exceedingly  happy  to  add  the 
following  extracts  from  my  Joumal. 

Itord's-day  morning.  May  7. — ^Baptized 
twenty-two  persons  in  the  river,  before 
seven  o'clock.  Returned  home,  and 
preached  to  a  full  house.  Gave  the  ngtil 
hand  of  fellowship  to  the  newly  baptized, 
accompanied  with  a  short  address  to  each* 
In  the  evening,  administered  the  LordV 
Supper  to  about  two  hundred  persons, 
forty«ihree  of  whom  I  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  baptizing.  Our  place  was 
litd^ily  crowded  ;  we  had  not  half  room 
enough.  Collected  ^5  7s.  for  the  poor. 
Thanks  be  to  God,  the  church  is  formed 
and  likely  to  prosper* 

'  Lord*s^lay,  June  4. — In  the  noraing* 
preached  from  Rooi.  vii.  24.  The  coof 
gregation  large  and  attentive,  and  ituidi 
affected.  At  mid-day,  leaders'  nieeting. 
In  the  evening,  administered  the  hv[d*s* 
Supper  to  about^  sixty ;  the  rest,  from  va* 
rioos  circumstances,  unable  to  attend, 
especially  from  the  late  heavy  rains.  Wtt 
haid  about  300  spectators,  and  collected 
three  pounds  for  the  poor. 

Monday,  June  5. — At  two  p.  m.  beld- 
oor  Missionary  prayer-meeting,  as  usual, 
(to  correspond  with  tlie  hour  at  whir^  •*^ 
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»  held  in  BiitdQ0)aiifi  it  is  #ery  plaaiing 
to  belieTe  tbat,  al  the  moment  w(i  are 
ptnying  for  Tton*s  prosperitjr.  ttafiy  thou- 
tands  in  Britain  are  praying  for  as. 

On  the  7th  was  me  Tast-datt  In  com- 
■lenioration  of  the  great  earthqnake   in 
1693.    Preached  to  a  large  party  of  feel^ 
fng  people,  from  Lulre  xtii.  1 — 5.    Intro- 
duced the  service,  by  reading  Dr.  Coke's 
account  of  the  dreadfal  calamity  which 
occasioned  the  anniTersary  fast.    Briefly 
elplaioed  the  circumstances   connected 
with  the  text*  and  observed  (1)  that  we  are 
apt  erroAeoQsly  to  conclude  those  to  have 
been  the  worst  of  sinners,  who  have  been 
driven  out  of  time  by  means  so  awftil  and 
sudden.    However  troe  such  conclusions 
may  be  in  Some  easels,  they  are  sometimes 
untrue ;    as  in    the  text.    (^).   If   we 
escape  8achtern)>le  judgments,  we  are 
prone  to  think  onselresless  tSaM,  and 
more   deserving.     Our  tei^t  refutes  (he 
proud  conclusion.    (3).    However  proud 
we  may  be  of   oar  moral  attainaents, 
there  is  only  one  way  by  which  we  may^ 
escape  a  more  dreadful  punishment  than 
earthquakes  can  inflict ;  *'  Except  ye  re* 
pent,"  &c. — language  which  implies  that 
our  righteousness  is  not  the  ^medium  of 
our  setnrity,  or  escape  even  from  tempo- 
ral calamities — that  we  equally  deserve 
the  same  kind  of  punishment,  (referring 
to  Port  Koyal,) — and  .that  wc  may  and 
ought  to  expect  worse,  except  we  truly 
reform  and  repent. 

My  dear  Sir»  I  beg  an  interest  in  your 
topplicatiortf.  We  are  united  in  the 
bond  of  peace  ;*  may  it  never  be  broken. 
I  have  been  raised  fro|n  despondenpy  .re- 
lative to  the  cause.  I  could  hardfy  keep 
the  soul  in  the  body,  so  to  speak,  when 
we  attended  to  the  Lerd's  Supper  tlie 
first  time.  Overjoyed,  I  beheld  nearly, 
or  quite,  two  hundred  members,  all  de- 
cently clad;  and  the  smile  of  serene  satis- 
faction sitdng  on  their  faces  gave  a  tinge 
to  the  scene  my  weak  soul  could  scarcely 
support.  Notwithstanding  the  excessive 
fatigues  of  the  day,  the  almost  unbeara- 
ble heat  of  the  weather,  and  the  suffocat- 
ing teat  of  the  meeting*  it  was  a  joyful 
season  indeed !

•n  the  state  of  religion  in  America,  from

the  peti  of  a   respectable  Presl>yMaB 
minister  in  New  York..    Some  caicela- 
tfons  were  made  in  this  dficiinieiit-on  the 
number  nf  •  competent'  ministers  of  the 
gospel, '  compared  with  the  bulk  of  the 
population,  ■  which  cftrtsniy  presented  a 
most  appalling  picture  of  the  deficiency 
of  religious  iustfuctinn    throughout  ibe 
United  States.    We  have,  lioitever,  seen 
some  recent  communications,   which,  in 
adverting  to  the  letter  we  had  published, 
serve,  in  a  considerable  degree,  to  qoa- 
Hfy  the  statement  it  contained.     It  ap» 
pears  that  our  Presbyterian  friend  had 
assumed^  that  a  collegiate  edueatwn  is  es- 
sential to  the  •  competency'  of  a  gospel 
minister;   and  that,   on   this  basis,   he 
Computed  the  number  of  such  minister 
in  the  United  States  at  only  two  thoosand 
fire  hundred.      Happily,    ho%vever»  for 
the  church  and  for  the  world,  there  are 
many  cases  In  which  Individuals  hare 
occupied,  with'  great  advantage.  Import* 
ant  stations  in  the  church  of  God,  who  have 
not  been  favoured  witli  a  collegiate  edaca- 
Kou.lBitf^tesof  thisktnd  will  readily  occur 
to  the  thoughts  of  all  who  have  any  ac- 
qttaintattce  with  the  state  of  religion  hi 
ourowncounify ;  and  they  are  frequent,  in 
perhaps  a  yet  larger  proportion,  amon^ 
the  Transatlantic  Churches.    **  By  adopt- 
ing this  standard,"  it  is  remarked/  in  the 
animadversions  alluded  to,    *'  the  writer 
Has  rejected   from   his  calculations,  ihoii- 
sands  of  the  faithful  servants  of  the  Lofd 
Jesus,  who  are  labouring  i»'ith  great sue» 
cess  in   the  United  States.    At  the  time 
when  tlie  letter  was  written,  there  were^ 
in  theregiilar associated  Baptist  Chnrcbes» 
no  less  than  1,953  ministers  of  the  gospeH 
who,  to  use  the  language  of  a  raoeh  re- 
vered friend,  *  in  nnwearied   lsk.bpurs  for 
the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  cause, 
and  in  ardent  love  to  immortal  souls,  are  not 
a  whit  behind  their  n)ost  aealous  congrega- 
tional brethren/    At'  the  samo  petiod, 
the  local  preacken  In  the  Methodist  con- 
nection amounted  to  at  least  SOOO,  and 
their  travelling  preachers  to  69^.    At  the, 
date  of  this  letter,  the  roinisteb  of  these 
two  denominations  dione    amounted  to 
about  6000.'^  ^

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deemer  the  fulfilment  of  the  great 
design  for  which  be  came,  and 
to  the  redeemed  the  enjoyment 
of  tb€  great  Ueaiing§  wbkh  he 
died  to  beitow'— an  appoiatiiieat 
by  which  he  suffered  for  them  and 
in  their  room  whatever  penally 
the  law  iniicted,  as  if  he  had  been 
the  sinner  who  had  transgressed ;

Here  then  Christ  appears  in  the 
character  of  a  substitute ;  as  the 
good  shepherd,  laying  down  bit 
life  for  the  sheep ;  as  their  great 
deliverer,  rescuing  them  by  suf- 
fering in  their  stead ;  as  their  ran- 
som, satisfydifi;  every  demand  of 
ju>tice  by  paying  their  awful  debt 
in  his  own  person ;  as  their  priest, 
offering  up  his  blood  on  earth ; 
and  their  advocate,  pleading  this 
blood  in  heaven.  There  is,  tltere- 
fore,  between  Christ  and  his 
people,  a  c6nnection  which  may 
lustly  be  styled  a  covenant-union, 
because  he  stands  to  them  in  the 
relation  of  a  head  and  substitute 
and  representative.  And  this  is 
the  idea  held  out  in  many  pas- 
sages, which  speak  of  believers 
as  being  "  in  Christ."  They  are 
viewed  and  treated  as  those  who 
have  an  interest  in  his  death  apd 
merits,  through  that  gracious  con- 
stitution which  appointed  him  to 
suffer  in  their  room.  They  are 
''  in  him/'  so  as  to  be  accepted 
and  saved  through  him,  as  if 
they  had  themselves  died  in  his 
death,  and  had  actually  sustained 
what  he  endured  on  the  cross. 

But  let  us  ask.  Does  union  to 
Christ  imply  nothini^  more  than 
this  1  Is  he  not  a  hving  head  % 
If  union  to  him  contains  in  it  a 
state  of  acceptance  with  God, 
does  it  not  imply  a  new  state  of 
heart  towards  God  ?  Assuredly 
it  must;  for  union  to  Christ  is 


Ivttol.  B^  this,  we  mean  that 
union  which  is  produced  by  the 
indwelling  of  his  Spirit  in  the 
souls  <yf  m  j^eople;  the  fioipn  by 
which  he  lives  ^nd  reigns  ybl  them. 
Thus  the  Apostle  speaks  of  him- 
sdC  «  Chnfttliveth  in  me :"  thus 
he  addresses  believers,  ''  Christ 
in  yot|  the  hope  of  glory :"  and 
this  emphatic  language  Christ 
himself  employs,  ''He  that  cateth 
my  flesh  and  drinketh  my  blood 
dwelleth  in  me  and  I  in  him.'' 
'*  At  that  day  ye  shall  know  that 
I  am  in  the  Father,  and  ye  in  me, 
and  I  in  you*"  To  illustrate  this 
vital  union  the  following  images 
are  employed  by  the  sacred  wri- 
ters. That  of  the  vine  and  its 
branches;  (John  xv.)  that  of 
the  head  and  members;  (Rom. 
xii.  5.  Col.  i.  18.)  that  of  the 
marriage  union  ;  (Ephes.  v.  31, 
32.)  and  that  of  a  foundation 
and  building.  (Ephes.  ii.  22.  1 
Peter  ii.  5.) 

These  images  taken  together 
show  very  strikingly  the  peculiar 
properties  of  this  union.  It  ap- 
pears from  them, 

1.  That  the  connection  be- 
tween Christ  and  his  people  is 
verv  close  and  intimate.  .If  we 
wene  to  fix  on  that  relation  in 
common  life  which  is  the  most 
distinguished  by  tenderness;  a 
relation  attended  with  ^  the  most 
endearing  fellowship,  and  crea- 
ting such  a  harmony  of  feeling, 
such  a  sameness,  such  an  iden- 
tity of  interest,  as  that  the  two 
parties  in  the  strongest  sense  be- 
come one,  it  would  be  the  mar- 
riage union.  Yet  this  is  one 
image  employed  to  illustrate  this 
spiritual  union.  Thus  too  the 
stem  and  the  branches  are  so  in- 
timately united  as  to  form  one 
tree,  and  the  head  and  the  mem- 
bers one  body. 

2i  The  union  expressed  by 
these  images  supposes  great  re-

If  it  be  the  distingqishii^f  cha- 
racter of  Christ  as  a  foundation 
that  he  is  a  *^  living  stone/'  it  is 
too  the  peculiarity  o.f  the  building 
i!e»ting  on  this  firm  ha»is  that  it  is 
composed  of  living  materials. 

3.  This  union  implies  depen- 
dence. What  is  the  vine  to  the 
branches  1  The  source  of  supply. 
What  is  the  head  to  the  members? 
The  fountain  of  life  and  seat  of 
authority :  that  which  directs  and 
strengthens  and  governs.  What 
is  a  foundation  to  a  building  f 
That  to  which  it  adheres;  and  pn 
which  it  rests.  What  is  the  con- 
nexion of  husband  and  vrife? 
It  is  one  in  which  the  name,  the 
rank,  the  title,  and  the  property 
of  the  one,  are  communicated  to 
the  other.  It  is  a  relation  of  pro- 
tection and  attachment  on  the 
one  side,  of  subjection  and  love 
on  the  other. 

4.  To  this  union  belong  per- 
petuity and  fruitfulness.  Is  Christ 
a  vine  1  To  those  who  are  bran- 
ches he  says,  **  Abide  in  me  ai^d 
I  in  you  ;**  and  he  describes  them 
by  saying,  '^  He  that  abideth  in 
me,  and  I  in  him,  the  same  bring- 
etb  forth  n)uch  fruit."  Is  Christ 
the  head  ?  From  him  the  whole 
body  is  represented  by  the  Apos- 
tle, as  niaking  increase  unto  the 
edifying  of  itself  in  love;  and 
from  this  head^  having  nourish* 


nient  i^ii^istered,  it  "  increasetb 
with  thi?  increase  of  God." 

Th^  phras^eology  adopted  in 
m^i^y  p^ssag^s  i^  the  Epistles  ac- 
cords V(ith  t)iis  compreti^sive 
yiew  pf  ni^ion  to  t^^  Saviour. 
*M  sw  crud^fsd  with  Christ,  p^- 
yerthfjess  J  liy*."  **  You  being 
d^d  Ipath  h^  quickened  tpg^ther 
vvith  him."  "  Knowing  ^his,  that  , 
the  old  oaan  is  crucifi/ed  with 
hifli."  "  Who  died  for  us,  th^t 
\irh?their  we  Mfake  or  sl^ep  we 
t^bonld  liye  together  with  him.'' 
**  If  we  be  des^d  with  Christ,  lye 
believe  atso  th^t  we  shall  live 
with  hiip.*  How  cs^q  it  be  said» 
^9  ip  the»fi  passages,  th^t  Chris- 
ti^ns  ar^  de^d  and  crucified  with 
Christ,  quickei^^d  and  rise^  and 
aliy^  with  him,  unless  their  union 
to  him  he  viewed  unde^  this  two- 
fold aspect,  as  a  uqioq  of  q\iicli- 
eniqg  influence  as  well  as  of  co- 
yenant  relation;  a  union  by  whjph> 
yirhile  they  are  saved  thifough  hi^l 
as  their  fo^deral  representativft, 
they  live  in  him  as  thejr  spiritvia^ 
h^adl  l(  union  ^yith  Christ, 
therefore,  ipclndes  ip  it  sjich 
conformity  and  likeptss  to  him ; 
if  it  b^  necessary  to  die  and  rise 
with  him  by  a  total  change,  a 
renovation  of  tb^  soul,  so  that 
^in  through  his  death  must  iq- 
c^ive  its  d^ath-blow ;  then  bow 
clearly  dpes  it  follow,  that  apy 

union  to  him  unaccompanied  by 
spifituality  of  mind  if  ^,  ^ere 
name,  and  f>xists  piily  in  \\ie  ima- 
ginations of  a  deceive^  ^nd  sc)(- 
decieiving  heart ! 

II.  Having  thus  epd^fiyouf^ 
to  illustrate  the  nature  of  ifpigp 
tQ  Christ,  }et  u^  pfocf^d  to  co in- 
sider this  uiiipQ  in  i^  prigii^  apd 
principle. 

The  questiQD  is  imporfimt. 
How  do  v?e  hepome  u^itf^d  to 
Christ  t  and  to  this  we  ^psw^r, 
that  union  to  Christ  originates  in 
the  diyine  purpose,  is  produced 
3  K  £ 
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by  divine  power,  and  commenGes 
with  that  faith  which  the  opera- 
tion of  this  power  produces. 

1.  It  originates  in  ^he  divine 
purpose.  '*  Of  him  are  ye  in 
Christ  Jesus."  Here  is  the  ori- 
gin of  all  union  to  the  Saviour, 
the  Father's  gracious  design. 
And  since  the  Almighty  formed 
his  sovereign  pdrpose  before  we 
existed,  nay,  before  time  itself  be- 
gan ;  since  the  sufferings  of  Christ 
and  the  glory  that  should  follow, 
the  blessings  which  should  flow 
from  his  death,  and  the  charac- 
ter  and  number  of  those  who 
should  partake  of  these  blessings 
were  fixed,  eternally  fixed  in  the 
divine  counsels;  therefore  be- 
lievers are  said  to  be  **  chosen  in 
Christ  from  before  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world :''  and  on  the 
same  principle  Christ  is  represent- 
ed as  "  the  Lamb  slain  from  the 
foundation  of  the  world/'  It  is 
in  fulfilment  of  God's  gracious 
design  that  any  sinner  is  led  to 
embrace  the  Saviour ;  for, 

2.  The  power  by  which  this 
union  is  efiected,   like  the  pur- 
pose from  which  it  springs,  is  di- 
vine. "Without  me,"  said  Christ, 
or,  "  severed  from  me,  ye  can 
do  nothing."    Our  Lord  uses  this 
language  m  allusion  to  the  con- 
nexion between  a  vine  and  its 
branches ;  for,  as  the  branch  se- 
parate from  the  stem  is  withered, 
such  would  be  the  state  of  every 
soul    if   disunited  from   Christ. 
But  if  without  his  nourishing  in-  . 
fluence  we  could  not  continue  in^ 
existence,  it  is  equally  certain  that 
without  it  we  could  not  begin  to 
live.     The  barren    carnal    soul 
can  never,  by  its  own  power,  unite 
itself  to  the  Redeemer ;  for  if  it 
could,  such  an  act  would  suppose 
life  in  the  soul  already,  and  there- 
fore  It  could  live  without  him. 
Bui  *'  if  any  man  be  in  Christ,  he 
is  a  new  creatore.**    To  be  a  new 


creature  is  to  be  born  again ;  and 
the  sinner  becomes  so  only 
through  that  spiritual  influence 
which  slays  the  enmity  of  his 
heart,  .abases  his  pride,  gives  a 
new  direction  to  his  views,  a  new 
bins  to  his  affections.  "I,  if  I 
be  lifted  up,"  said  Christy  <*  will 
draw  al)  men  unto  me."  The  Re- 
deemer attracts  and  unites  the 
soul  to  himself  by  a  powerful  and 
constraining  f(Mrce,  and  thus  drawn 
to  him,  the  soul  lives  in  him  and 
by  him.  But  the  soul  is  not  a 
mass  of  inert  matter,  nor  does 
the  Spirit  operate  on  it  as  on  life^ 
less  materials.  By  the  power  of 
the  Spirit  light  is  imparted  to  the 
mind;  this  light  quickens  while 
it  illuminates.  New  views  are 
produced,  new  dispositions  are 
called  forth,  these  dispositions 
begin  immediately  to  operate; 
and  the  first,  the  great  moving 
act  of  the  soul  when  thus  awaken- 
ed and  renewed,  is  faith. 

3.     Union  with  Christ,  there- 
fore, commences  with  believing. 
It  begins  only  when  the  mind  is 
led  to  form  such  affecting  views 
of  his  character  as  produce  a  state 
df  humble,  grateful  reliance  on 
him  for  salvation.      *'  No  man 
cometh   unto  me,''  said  Christ, 
'*  except  my  Father  which  hath 
sent  me  draw  him."    Faith  is  the 
act  of  the  itiind  in   coming  to 
Christ:  to  be  enabled   thus  ta 
come  to  him  requires  the  exer-. 
cise  of  a  gracious,  almighty  ener- 
gy.    But  this  act  is  voluntary; 
siqce,  from  the  moment  when  the 
Spirit  touches  and  transforms  the 
soul,  whatever  indifference  or  op- 
position before  existed  is  at  once 
subdued,  and  the  mind  becomes 
sweetly  and  effectually  constrain- 
ed.   "  Thy  people  shall  be  willing 
in  the  day  of  thy  power."    Tak- 
ing, therefore,  the  scriptures  as 
our  guide,  we  cannot  rationally 
consider    this    union    as    taking 
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place  till  the  period  in  which  we 
become  new  creatures  in  Christ 
Jesus.  Yet  it  is  maintained  by 
some,  that  union  to  Christ  is 
from  everlasting,  and  that  faith  is 
not  the  principle  with  which  it 
commences,  but  only  its  fruit 
and  evidence. 

Let  it,  however,  be  consider- 
ed, that  faith  is  represented  as 
coming  to  Christ.  If  it  be  so, 
therefore,  till  we  believe  in  him 
we  remain  at  a  distance  from  him. 
Again,  it  is  said  that  *'  in  Christ 
Jesus  neither  circumcision  avail- 
eth  any  thing  nor  ubcircumcision, 
but  a  new  creature ;"  and  in  an- 
other verse,  that  neither  circum- 
cision nor  uncircumcision  avail- 
eth  any  thing,  but  **  faith  which 
worketh  by  love." 

From  these  passages  taken  to- 
gether it  appears  that  every  be- 
liever is  a  new  creature,  and  that 
faith  and  conversion  are  equally 
essential  to  union  with  Christ ; 
since  precisely  what  is  said  of  the 
.one  is  said  of  the  other.  It  is 
when  we  begin  to  believe  that  we 
begin  to  live  anew,  and  when  we 
thus  begin  to  live  we  become  uni- 
ted to  Christ. 

Surely  then  we  ought  not  to  adopt 
such  a  mode  of  speaking  on  this 
subject  as  to  intimate  that  every 
man,  through  the  eternal  decree 
of  God,  is  in  Christ  before  as 
well  as  after  his  conversion.  If 
the  AposUe  declares  that  in  Christ 
Jesus  nothing  can  avail  but  faith 
and  a  renewed  heart,  and  we  are 
saying  that  there  is  union  with 
Christ  where  no  such  character 
exists,  our  sentiments  must  clash 
with  the  doctrines  of  inspiration. 

Let  it  not  be  replied,  that  be- 
lievers are  "  chosen  in  Christ  be- 
fore the  foundation  of  the  world/' 
for  it  only  follows  from  this  ex- 
pression, that  in  God's  eternal 
design  to  bring  a  number  of  the 
human  race  they  were  graciously 


included.  But  to  say  that  we 
were  positively  united  to  Christ 
from  the  moment  when  this  choice 
was  made,  is  to  make  no  differ- 
ence between  two  things  which 
are  totally  distinct :  such  reason- 
ing confounds  that  which  actually 
takes  place  with  what  exists  only 
in  purpose.  In  the  divine  mind 
we  were  chosen  in  Christ,  just  as 
Christ  was  slain  before  the  foun- 
dation of  the  world  ;  that  is,  he 
was  from  eternity  appointed  to 
suffer,  and  we  were  appointed  to 
be  saved  through  him. 

But  if  we  were  actually  in  Christ 
from  the  period  in  which  we  were 
chosen  in  him,  tiien  it  follows, 
that  whatever  this  choice  inclu- 
ded must  have  existed  eternally. 
In  selecting  any  individuals  as  his 
redeemed  people,  God  resolved 
that  they  should  be  brought  into 
existence,  that  the  Saviour  should 
become  a  sacrifice,  that  they 
should  embrace  him  in  this  cha^ 
racter,  and  that  he  should  bear 
their  sins.  Then  all  the  events 
of  providence,  all  the  teaching 
and  discipline  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  bringipg  the  soul  to  Christ,  and 
all  that  renders  Christ  precious  to 
the  soul,  must  have  been  included 
in  his  purpose  when  they  were 
chosen  in  him :  since  without  all 
this  the  choice  could  never  have 
been  effectual,  and  without  all 
this,  as  foreseen  and  predeter- 
mined, it  would  never  have  been 
made.  Hence  then  it  follows, 
according  to  such  reasoning,  thjit 
we  ourselves  existed  from'  eter- 
nity, that  Christ  died  before  he 
came  into  the  world,  and  that 
his  blood  was  shed  and  his  sa- 
crifice Was  offered  up.  while  he 
himself  was  in  the  abodes  of 
glory. 

It  would  be  trifling  to  dwell  so 
long  on  an  absurdity,  if  it  were 
not  rendered  necessary  by  the 
strained  and  unscriptuial  and  in-

catitious  phraseology  adoptied  by 
t^ose  Vfho  advocate  the  notion  of 
eternal  union  to  Christ.  Evcfn  if 
the  expression  be  used  with  a 
meaning  tfre  most  qtiaiifired  and 
restricted,  so  as  only  to  signify 
that  the  purpose  of  Gdrd,  with  re- 
gard to  this  union,  is  eternal;  yet 
with  this  limitation,  tlrongh  the 
sentiment  is  not  incorrect,  the 
mode  of  expressing  it  is  injudici- 
ous ^nd  inappropriate;  and  ^o 
bring  forward  this  view  of  union 
to  Christ  with  a  prominence  and 
a  frequency  Sind  an  ardour  which 
phice  its  spirituality  out  6f  si^ht, 
is  highly  objectionable. 

I  close  this  topic  by  Isimply 
quoting  the  language  of  the  Apos- 
tle respecting  some  of  his  friends 
at  Rome;  .language  which,  on 
the. supposition  of  eternal  union 
to  Christ,  is  nnintelligible ;  lan- 
guage ivhich  the  advocaites  of 
such  aubfion  cafn  in  no  Way  evade 
or  cdntradict;  "  Salute  Andro- 
nicnsand  Jnnia,  &c.  who  were 
IN  Christ  bet'oIie  ms." 

(To  b€€oncludtd'hi  our  next*') 
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Knowledge  is  generally  dp- 
posed  to  ignorance,  add  consists 
in  the  illuminatioD  af  the  under- 
standing. Without  knowledge, 
men  must  derive  their  happiness 
from  the  inferior  part  of  their 
nature,  and  can  have  only  vei'y 
confined  ideas  of  its  immortal 
principle.  In  giving  Us  intellec- 
tual faculties,  our  Creator  has 
endowed  us  with  the  means  of 
acquiring  useful  knowledge,  and 
its  advantages  amply  reward  the 
difficulty  of  acquisition.  The 
knowledge  of  religion  is  of  all 
others  most  important:  mortals 
are  exalted  and  dignified  by  its 
influence,  and  there  is  no  state 


or  cxm^itibn  in  humat)  ^6cMy, 
that  can  aflVyfd  hap^hsipss  without 
it.  iThis  ktrotvlefdg^  iihjjJies  ttfor^ 
Aah  a  c6ld  kssent  ^f  t^  iiMer- 
sta'ndifig  t6  certain  ^rMbs,  an  iitM 
staining  from  gfross  9fin%,  ^tad  an 
assumtnjg  of  the  g^b  6¥tt!igfoh ; 
it  is, 

I.  Thejbracficdl  ACknifwlidge- 
ment  of  God's  a&vereignty,  and 
/he  cohsecrdtion  df  ihe  whble  ^niak 
to  iiis  service.  Ih  \h^  emphaVrc 
IJinguiige  of  scfripture.  it  h,  "  thfe 
being'  taught  of  t?«?d,"— -it  is 
"  Christ  in  us,  the  hope  &f  ghryJ' 
?the  Sam^tans  wdtship^ed  they 
ktieiv  not  what;  the  Athenians 
itiscribed  ^h  altar  to  the  uiikndwn 
God  ;  and  the  majority  of  tftan- 
kind,  'even  in  t'hb  enlightened 
country,  too  muchresemble  them. 
To  liav^  a  teiiiple  and  ^ti  Siltar 
s^ems  to  them  hot  only  necessary, 
but  laudable ;  yet  they  livfe  wJth- 
6ut  hope,  and  without  <^od  id 
the  wbrM.  If  soiils  perish  lot 
lack  of  Itnolvlcdge  (Hbsek  iv.  A), 
some  portion  of  it  itrttM  be  ne- 
cessary to  salvaition.  The  know- 
ledge of  God,  and  of  bis  law— of 
out  condition  before  him,  and  of 
the  character  of  bis  Soh  J^ns 
Christ — ^seems  hereto  b^  included; 
yet  as  it  is  impo^ssible  for  'us  to 
say,  With  what  small  degrees  (if 
knowledge  souls  liiay  be  prepared 
for  heaven,  especially'undi^r  soittfc 
circumstanced,  We  would  not  li- 
mit the  THoly  One  of  Israel,  nor 
sit  in  judgihent  On  the  ^ouls  of 
men.  The  woiics  df  nattiffe  and 
providence  mak^  ktioWn'the  ieter- 
nal  power  atid  godhekd  bf  the 
Givine  Being;  'but  it  is  in  the 
economy  of  bis  gracfe  that  bis 
highest  glory  stands  revealed; 
here  his  excellencies  are  display- 
ed to  the  wpilder  and  admiration 
of  redeemed  millions.  His  ptt" 
'fectidns  cakinot  be  comprehended 
by  the  highest  intelligences ;  y^t 
the  weakest  believer  knows  enough 
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of    Uiem  to  make  Um  happy. 
Unbelievers  have  indeed    some 
knowledge  of  Ood ;  but  it  is  not 
scriptaral,  and  it  has  no  saocti- 
fying  iufluencie  on  their  hearts. 
Tbey  think  hini  aJtogether  s^icfa 
a  one  as  themselvies — unmindful 
of  his  woid,   and  uix&illiful  te 
his  promises;  they  constrae  his 
forbearance  into  a  fonnivavee  at 
their  sin ;  they  ahnse  his  laefcies, 
to  indulge  their  carnal  propensi- 
ties; and  they  vainly  hope  that 
they  shaU  ha^ve  peaee,  though 
they  walk  io  the  iaiaf^natioa  of 
tfaueur  own  hearts.    Were  they  not 
blinded  by  the  god  of  this  worlds 
and  iiardeiied  through  the  dei^t- 
fulness  of  ^in,  to  a  viery  awfid 
degcei^  thejr  <cM>uld  not^  thus  de- 
ceive themselves  jn  the  midst  -of 
so  much  evidence  to  the  eontra- 
ry«     It  is  on  the  knowledge  of 
Ood  as  manifesited  in  the  gotspe) 
of  his  Son,  that  the  good  mads 
aets  his  foot  for  jetermty,  leans 
his  whole  weight,  and  finds  the 
ground  firm  under  him.     This 
affords  him  >h9\pe  in  jbis  greatest . 
trials,  yields  him  joy  io  the  midat  { 
.of  his^^MMTow^  and  supftoijts  ;him  j 
in  the  immediate  prospect  of  «ter- ; 
nity .   How  widely  different  is  the  | 
iconditioo  of  those  who  know  not 
the  Lord !    They  baiKc  iOo  oonso- 1 
Jation  in  their  afflicrtions,  nor  .com- 
fortable pros|)Qct  when  death  «p- 1 
imroaches  them  ;  they  are  sftrangers ; 
Jto  the  salvalion  of  )^w^,  and  to; 
the,  pardoning   mercy,  of  God' 
4hroagh  himj  no  ohewng  pros-' 
pect.  enlivens  their  minds^  nor 
opevives  their  fainting  -spirits,   in 
those  solemn  momenl^;  but  they 
«ink  in  deep  mire,  where  there  is 
no  :Standing. 

-11.  TAe  religion  afJeausChri^t 
wppQse^  an  underManding  of  .the 
moral  law.  This  law  .is  a  decla- 
xation  of  God's  will/ intended  \o 
ea^laiai  and  confirm  the  Jaw  of 
our  nature;  to  correct  the  mis- 


takes we  might  have  made  in  re« 
feitence  to  it,  and  to  teach  us  its 
oUigatioAs*  Not  that  by  it  we 
can  now  obtain  righteousness  and 
justification;  it  was  given  that 
the  offence  might  abound — that 
we  might  by  its  purity  discover 
our  sinfulness — that  we  might  be 
shut  up  from  ail  hope  of  salva- 
tion by  our  own  works,  and  re- 
ceive the  gospel  of  the  grace  of 
God.  Nevertheless  th,e  law  be- 
i^g  holy,  just,  and  good,  must 
be  eonsid^vcd  as  the  rule  of  our 
conduct ;  esi^&mjptioo  from  it  as  a 
covenant  of  works  does  by  no 
means  suppo^ae  that  it  is  not  the 
standaDd  of  Moral  actions.  Christ 
came  not  to  4estroy  tlie  law,  but 
to  fulfil  it;  aad  by  faith  in  him 
its  honoax  and  authority  ane  esta- 
blished. The  most  advanced 
saint,  by  coutpmplaUng  .its  apiri- 
tuatity«  may  be  coowiuoed  of  his 
imperfectioufii,  and  of  his  need  of 
a  bettier  rigbiteiouaiieas  than  his 
anim  to  justify  him  beikMre  God. 
Men  by  nature  have  no  eight 
views  of  lihis  law;  4hey  do  not 
oousider  thai  it  reaches  to  their 
thoughts  mid  words,  as  wdl  as 
to  their  actions ;  nor  do  they  se- 
riously «refieet  on  its  penal  sanc- 
tion. Not  understanding  the  law, 
they  scj^eot  the  gospel ;  they  ima- 
gine it  to  be  within  their  own 
.power,  and  perfectly  at  their  own 
command,  .to  reform  their  lives, 
and  to  atone  for  their  offences  by 
future  repentance  and  reforma- 
tion. This  (hey  purpose  to  do; 
yet  having  no  ideas  of  present 
danger,  they  defer  itheir  intention 
to  some  distant  period.  But 
when  they  are  renewed  by  the 
Spirit  of  iGrod,  the  law  affords  to 
their  minds  grand  views  of  his 
holiness,  discovers  sin  to  be  ex- 
ceedingly sinful,  and  exalts  the 
mercy  and  grace  of  him  by  whom 
it  was  magnified  and  made  ho- 
nourable.    They  delight  in  the 
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law  of  God  after  the  inward  maa,  | 
and  wish  to  yield  a  perfect  obe- 
dience to  all  its  commands.  This 
proves  the  fulfilment  of  the  divine 
promise,  '*  I  will  put  my  law  in, 
their  inward  parts,  and  write  it 
in  their  hearts,  and  will,  be  their 
God,  and  they  shall  be  my  peo- 
ple.'' Jer.  xxxi.  33. 

III.  When  the  glory  of  God^  as 
it  shines  in  the  gospel,  and  the 
extent  of  the  moral  law,  are  per* 
cdoedy    we  also  understand  the 
depravity  of  our  nature,  and  the 
iniquity  of  our  practice.    After 
the  prodigal  son  came  to  himself, 
he  said,  "  I  will  arise,  and  go  to 
my  father.''    He  had  acted  like 
one  bereft  of  his  senses;  yet  by 
afflictions  he  was  brought  to  con- 
sider his  situation,  to  confess  his 
folly,  and  with  feelings  of  peni- 
tence  and  contrition  to  seek  ac- 
ceptance with  a  father  from  whom 
be  had  foolishly  departed.   Thus 
it  is  with  sinners ;  having  no  cor- 
rect idea  of  the  evil  of  sin,  or  of 
their  danger  in  consequence  of 
it;— they  neglect  religion,   and 
seek  happiness  in  their  own  way. 
They    oppose    revelation,    con- 
science, and  reason;  they  draw 
iniquity  with  cords  of  vanity,  and 
sin,  as  it  were,  with  a  cart-rope. 
When  God  enlightens  theur  minds, 
they  see  that  their  whole  lives 
have  been  full  of  sin;  and  that 
by  the  sentence  of  his  law  they 
are  condemned  to  everlasting  mi- 
sery.    Before  Saul  of  Tarsus  was 
converted,    he  thought  all  was 
right  with  his  soul  towards  God  ; 
touching  the  righteousness  which 
is  in  the  law  he  was  blameless: 
but    when    the    commandment 
came  with  power  to  his  consci- 
ence, sin  revived,  and  he  died, 
as  to  any  hopes  of  salvation  by 
his  own  works.     The  command- 
ment which  was  ordained  to  life, 
now  become  weak  through  the 
flesh,  h^  fouiid  to  be  unto  death : 


I, 


instead  of  affording  him  a  title  to 
eternal  happiness,  it  condemned 
and  accursed  him.  Like  htm, 
we  also  trust  for  acceptance  with 
God  to  our  own  works,  until  he 
teaches  us  to  know  our  true  cha- 
racter,— that  by  nature  we  are 
children  of  wrath.  Then  we  re- 
nounce all  dependence  on  our 
riches^  and  with  the  trembling 
jailor  cry,  **  What  must  1  do  to 
be  saved  f"  or,  with  the  penitedt 
publican,  *^  God  be  merciful  to 
me  a  sinner."^  We  no  longer 
think  that  we  are  rich,  and  in- 
creased in  goods,  and  havie  need 
of  nothing;  but  that  we  are 
wretched;  and  poor,  and  misera- 
ble, and  blind,  and  naked. 

IV.  Christianity  implies  a  kmow* 
ledge  of  Jesus  Christ  in  the  glory 
of  his  person,  in  'his  office  as  me- 
diator of  the  new  covenant,  and 
in  the  relation  he  bears  to  his 
people.    It  is  not  a  single  passage 
of  the  sacred  writings,  nor  a  few 
passages  only,  which  speak  of  his 
importance  in  the  economy  of 
redemption.     Prophets,  evange- 
lists, and  apostles,  have  all  men- 
tioned him  in  terms  of  the  high- 
est esteem^  and  of  the  most  pro- 
found regard.    Indeed  the  whole 
of  the  sacred  volume,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  refers  to  him. 
He  is  the  life-blood  of  the  chris- 
tian system;  and  the  secret  of 
true  religion  is  the  proper  know- 
ledge of  him.    To  knew  him,  is 
to  love  him ;  his  character  can- 
not be  understood  without  being 
adtaired.    If  we  have  no  love  to 
him,  we  can  have  nb  evidence  of 
interest  in  him.    If  any  man  love 
not  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let 
him   be  Anathema  Maran-atha. 
We  must  glory  in  his  cross,  and 
count  all  things  but  loss  for  the 
excellency  of  the  knowledge  of 
him.     Our  love  to  him  must  ex- 
ceed  our  Jove  to  any  thing — ^to 
every  thing  else.     *VHe  that  lov- 
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eth  father  or  mother  more  than 
me,  is  not  worthy  of  me ;  and  he 
that  loveth  son  or  daughter  more 
than  me,  is  ndt  worthy  of  me." 
Love  to  the  Saviour  will  lead  to 
a  cheerful  obedience  to  his  com- 
mands. To  believe  that  he  hath 
borne  our  sins  in  his  own  body 
on  the  tree,  and  thereby  saved 
us  from  the  miseries  of  hell,  must 
dissolve  the  heart  with  gratitude, 
and  fill  the  soul  with  holy  joy. 
To  know  whom  we  have  believed, 
and  to  be  persuaded  that  he  is 
able  to  keep  that  which  we  have 
committed  to  him  against  that 
day,  will  enable  us  to  bear  what- 
ever difficulties  may  come  upon 
lis,  for  his  sake,  and  sustain  our 
minds  in  all  possible  exigencies. 

It  is  lamentable  to  observe 
what  ignorance  of  these  things 
pervades  the  minds  of  many  who 
attend  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 
Their  heart  is  waxed  gross,  and 
their  ears  are  dull  of  hearing,  and 
their  eyes  have  they  closed ;  lest 
at  any  time  they  should  see  with 
their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their 
ears,  and  should  understand  with 
theif  heart,  and  should  be  con- 
verted and  be  healed.  Let  those 
whose  labours  are,  through  the 
Messing  of  God,  calculated  to 
dispel  this  moral  darkness,  and 
to  communicate  divine  know- 
ledge, deVote  themsielves  without 
reserve  to  their  great  and  good 
work.  Of  all  the  excellencies  of 
the  pulpit,  that  is  most  desirable, 
which  in  auy  2Lnd  familiar  terms 
imparts  the  first  principles  of  re- 
ligion to  the  ignorant,  and  with 
facility  inculcates  on  them  its  sa- 
cred precepts.  Jesus  taught  as 
one  having  authority,  and  not  as 
the  scribes ;  yet  the  common 
people  heard  him  gladly.

DEA1K  SIR, 

To  comply  with  your  request, 
I  have  taken  a  large  sheet  of  pa- 
per; but  I  have  held  it  in  my 
hand,  quite  in^  doubt  whether  I 
should  venture  to  write  on  it,  be- 
cause I  fear  you  will  feel  disap- 
pointment when  you  receive  it ; 
for  at  the  time  I  wrote  to  you 
last,  I  wrote  also  to  two  intimate 
friends,  and  cannot  now  clearly 
recollect  what  expressions  I  made 
use  of  to  you.  Only  this  1  well 
remember,  that  in  writing  to  you. 
Sir,  I  felt  less  restraint ;  assuring 
myself  that  I  should  not  be  mis- 
understood, or  disregarded.  And 
now,  dear  Sir,  in  order  to  com- 
municate to  you,  with  all  freedom 
and  confidence,  the  state  of  mind 
I  was  in  during  my  last  memorable 
illness,  I  ought  to  say,  that  for 
many  years  1  struggled  under  the 
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haurasstngs  of  a  wretclied,  rebcl- 
lioiiSy  disbelieving  heart;  little 
suspected  perhaps  b^  those  around 
ifte»  or  b J  my  nriefids ;  but  wett 
known  to  God  and  my  own  con- 
science! This,  when  I  began  to 
deplore  the  evil  of  it,  was  no 
light  bulrden.  Nor  could  I  do  as 
Christian  did,  drop  it  oft  my 
back  at  the  sight  of  the  cross  of 
Christ;  for  there  rested  my  un- 
belief! Having  never  seen  my- 
self as  a  great  sinner,  I  was  un- 
willing to  believe  the  absolute 
necessity  of  his  blood  to  cleanse 
my  guilty  soul!  And  I  suffered 
a  considerable  time  in  secret  from 
perplexity  and  doubt.  No  un- 
common case,  I  now  believe,  with 
those  who  have  had  a  religious 
education,  and  are  restrained 
from  the  acts  of  outward  immo- 
rality. But  long  since  th^t  time, 
all  tnrough  the  latter  y^ars  of  my 
iife,  have  I  sighed  in  secret,  at 
the  risings  up  of  something  of  the 
old  leaven.  Carnal  reason  has 
pften  put  the  question  forth,  flow 
can  these  things  be?  and  abun- 
dance of  foolish  inquiries;  till 
grace  has  stept  in,  cLecking  thie 
torrent  of  my  thoughts*  and  co- 
vering me  with  shame  and  con- 
fuuoB  of  face  before  God.  Yet 
(though  it  may  appear  as  a  con- 
tradiction) the  Lord  knows  my 
heart*  I  labouted  against  this  un- 
belief, and  hoiped .  I  had  gained 
the  ascendency,  often  saying. 
Lord,  I  believe,  help  thou  mine 
unbelief!  Thus  halve  I  gone  on; 
mnd  what  b  lather  surprising, 
through  all  my  illnesses,  and 
years  of  affliction,  I  have  never 
suffered  distress  of  soul,  or  strong 
fears  for  the  sf^ty  of  my  immor- 
tal part.  Doubts  and  fears  have 
alternately  risen ;  but  for  the  most 
part  the  Lord  has  been  very  gna- 
oious  to  his  poor  handmaid. 
Wlien  faint,  he  has  given  me  a 
cordial ;  and  when  low,  he  has 


evcattiaged  mm,  ior  his  wosl.bas 
been  my  refuge* 

I  must  bc^  you  to  excuse  tins 
seeming  degression  from  the  sub- 
ject you  requested  me  to  cnlaige 
on.  At  the  time  when  I  Men- 
tioned to  you  that  I  was 
Ulp  my  mind  was  unusually  c] 
The  prospect  of  the  dksolutios 
of  the  body  gave  me  no  4ieadL 
Faith  afid  hope  seemed  to  kec|^ 
my  head  quite  above  water, 
though  I  had  no  rapturous  view 
of  an  unseen  world.  When  I 
found  thgt  sirunge  alteration  sav- 
ing my  whole  fnine,  I  bade  my 
nurse  call  Mr.  S.  who  attended 
me.  My  nephew,  P.  who  had 
made  a  hasty  journey  down  on 
purpose  to  see  me,  came  to  my 
bedside  to  teU  me  he  was  going ; 
but  perceiving  me  grow  quite  si- 
lent, and  immoveable,  he  was 
constrained  to  change  bisiAtea> 
tioo,  and  slood  watching  by  me, 
with  the  rest  of  siy  dear  relatives, 
expecting  50on  to  •ohstrve  ny  iaat 
bfeath.  But  my  thou^its  and 
desires  were  adl  raised  ttpwand^ 
to  the  gieat  Father  of  spirits,  and 
God  of  all  oon^ort,  thathe  imild 
in  meffcy  grant  me  a  joyful  ad- 
misaioh  into  the  realms  of  bliss! 
I  pleaded  over  the  words*  *'  In 
my  Father's  house  we  many 
mansions;  I  go  to  pmpare  a 
place  for  you/'  While  thus  em- 
ployed, I  much  wished  my  dear 
lirieods  to  be  less  i«atchful  of 
me»  for  I  thought  aad  felt  dis- 
turbed by  it.  At  length  my  bro- 
ther insisted  on  my  Bister's  trying 
to  get  some  n»t,  as  he  shodd 
not  leave  the  room  for  the  night 
When  all  was  retired  and  slkst, 
I  waited,  prayed,  and  hoped  for 
the  moment  to  arrive*  But  a- 
bout  midnight  I  seemed  as  if  all 
my  pleas  were  beaten  back  into 
my  own  bosom,  and  repelled  by 
a  supreme  jnnvert  with  whom  I 
appeared  to  be  closely  engaged 
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kl  tdfiVdirse,  and  whose  p&m^t 
abs%itit:ted  )fiy  ifthiA  fc6m  evet^ 
thiftg  btA  t!i«  q«rtet  ir^eolKsctioii 
<»f  «i]l  fh^  spiritual  actons  bf  iny 
lil^.   tie  tept^ache^  nDe  for  t^itli- 
hoMiog  tey  Whol6    heart    fi'dW 
binfi : — ttiat  tmbc^ief  had  prevaH>- 
«d  in  my  helfrt  towai^  him ; — 
thjrt  I  ha6  lightly  esteemed  ttm  ;♦ 
— tfiirt  all  the  devottoHftl  ac«k«r6 
t)f  rhy  life  werle  so  tnixed  tffy^ 
liffrdtured  wittl  Vanitjr  of  The  heart, 
wanderings  of  the  «ye,  and  ooid- 
toesrs  of  the  Irftet^tiotrs,   that  fbr 
these  things  I  Ykiust  expeiieiic^ 
Iris  *dis(jylearsure»  and  partake  of  a  i 
s^nse  of  his  froWns ; — Sind  Wifct 
for  If Aif^e  ^tkhigis  I  was  as  a  erhnfr- 
«al  at  the  ^tit  of  hi^  justk«,  and , 
tietained  uiider  the  arresrt?t)g  hand 
of  deafh.      Here  I  felt  ttu^h  a 
^tty>ng  kwe,  that  my  soul  shrunk 
within  me!    I  was  as  if  hefore 
the  great  ^udge  of  alt  the  earth ; 
ancl  as  if  in  a  few  minutes  I  should 
be  brought,  or  should  burst  into 
his  presence.   I  prayed  I  might 
not  receive  the  sentence  which 
those  did  trho  had  said.  We  have : 
^aten  iind  <drtii)k  in  thy  lyresence, : 
and  thou  hast  taught  in  our  streets. . 
L6rd,  say  not  to  Ine,  Thdo  hast 
never  known  me !    Thou  knowest 
I  am  a  sinner  before  th^e ;  thou, 
knowest  my  helplessness,  and  the 
weakness  of  my  faith,  so  often  de- 
plored befbre  thee ;  but  cast  me  not , 
from  thy  pre^tfiicfe,  for  other  re- . 
fuge  have  I  none!  Then  I  began 
to  thiiik  the  hours  precious  that, 
"tvere  allowed  me  to  pkad  (for 
they  appeared  to  go  rapidly) ; 
yet  t  could   not    give    up  the 
thought  and  hope,  that  though  I 
,  liad  been  so  wieak  in  faith,  the 
desires  of  my  heart  for  holiness, 
and  love  to  him,  had  been  sin- 
eere;    akid  1   could  say,  Thou 
that  knowest  all  things,  knowest

with  thie  strong  applicatiOA  of  the

my  attendants  observed  it.  A4»oi]t 
nine  4n  the  corning  a  whhe  froxk 
ti^tirst  from  my  lif^s,  arnd  my  nurse 
remorved  ?t,  saying,  Ah!  iio>ilr 
'twin  soon  t>e  over.  (Fi<otSi  tbi^ 
time  I  felt  no  -more  aHemtkMi, 
btft  lay  the  whole  day,  patiently 
waitkig,  and  hoping,  that  ei^ 
another  bour  *e«me,  »1  ahoald  be 
rdeased  from  fhis  day  tabema- 
ele;  that  death,  under  whose 
iron  gra^  i  hy,  might  recdiw 
his  Ootmnission  to  set  "the  poor

great  -or  marvellous  work«  in  'pro- 
vidence and  grace  ?)-^th^t  I  was 
but  one  being,  and  as  an  atom  in 
ihe  innumerable  millions  of  the 
creation  of  God ; — that  it^was  bilt 
a^  the  hidingof hfis  power;— and 
tbilt  one  abort  hour  in  the  bliss- 
ful  mansions  ^ove  would  amply 
eoitapensslt^  for 'all  tny  sufferings 
here:  repeating  to  myself  some 
Mes,  which  are  suppl^sed  ^o  be 
Ihe  language  of  a  bappy  spitit 
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jost  'seated  at    the  Redeemer's 
ngitt  hand ; 

«  Well  *  liad  I  Lnfwsh'd  sercBty  jtan  below; 
every  year  the  sport  of  erery  woe ; 


An  iMwr,  a  moneBt,  rapt  with  wraphs  lure, 
Woold  make  ^vinc  aacads  fiir  all  I  snfler'd 

tnere* 
To  dwell  ibr  over  near  my  Savioor's  face— 
O  the  dear  bBas,  ^mI  oh  the  woadrous  frace!* 

All  these  hours  I  never  thought 
of  food,  or  sleep,  or  medicine.  I 
beard  all  that  passed  in  my  room ; 
knew  the  voice  or  wfabpers  of 
every  one  who  spoke ;  heard  the 
sighing  or  steps  of  my  sister,  and 
the  others  who  returned,,  saying, 
with  surprise,  '*  She  breathes 
stilL''  O,  thought  I,  if  I  could 
but  tell  you  how  1  have  been  en- 
gaged through  the  night !  what  a 
scene  1  have  passed  through !  But 
I  never  shall.  I  trust  ye  are  all 
following  me ;  and  when  we  meet 
in  glory,  what  shall  I  relate!  I 
wiU  wait  the  Lord's  time ;  but  it 
cannot  be  long  before  I  drop  this 
body  of  sin  and  pain,  and  then  I 
shall  spring  away !  Thus  the  hours 
passed,  until  I  found,  about  seven 
o'clock,  that  I  could  move  mv 
'iinger;  which  I  did,  when  I  knew 
my  nephew  P.  was  attentively 
watching  me;  and  as  his  ear  was 
quick,  and  1  found  motion  return- 
ing, I  said,  "  Life — is — strong — 
in — me — now."  He  leaned,  and 
said,  *'  Is  it;  are  you  comfortable 
in  mind  still  V  "  Yes."  "  Will 
you  take  something  Y'  *'  Yes." 
Then  he  ran  down  stairs  with 
astonishment  to  his  mother,  say- 
ing, "  My  poor  aunt  speaks 
again !" 

This,  Sir,  I  call  a  memorable 
time ;  I  have  passed  through  ma- 
ny illnesses,  vou  know ;  but  ne- 
ver knew  apy  hours  equal  to  these. 
I  believe  I  told  you  how  I  met 
the  astonished  eyes  of  my  rela- 
tions in  the  morning;  and  that 
Ivben  they  congratulated  me  •n 
my  return  to  Ufe,  I  felt  disap- 


pointment  Ah,  Sir,  I  own  to 
you,  as  I  did  to  others,  my  mo- 
tives and  desires  to  quit  the  woild 
were  not  all  pure ;  I  did  not  long 
to  go,  only  because  I  could  not 
love  and  serve  God  here  as  I 
wbhed.  This  I  was  sensible  of 
at  the  time.  The  Lord  pardon 
his  poor  creature;  but  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  being  weary  of 
the  clay  tenement.  For  three 
days  after  this  time,  my  mind 
was  like  a  total  blank :  I  was  ab- 
sorbed in  the  feelings  of  my  poor 
body.  High  fever  and  strong 
pain  occasioned  such  restlessness 
that  I  could  think  of  little  else ; 
but  afterwards  for  weeks  I  have 
been  kept  many  hours  waking, 
traversing  this  scene  over  and 
over  again,  nor  shall  I  ever  for- 
get it,  **  while  life,  and  thought, 
and  being  last."

PARTICULAR 

BAPTIST  CHURCH, 

BOLL  BAY,  FOLKSTONE. 


(Extracted from  the  Church  Bo<^  VaUi 
Nwember,  1817.) 


The  gospel  was  first  intro- 
duced here  by  Christians  of  the 
Baptist  denomination,  in  the  year 
1720,  at  the  house  of  Mr.  John 
Stace,  whose  parlour  was  often 
converted  into  ^  temporary  sanc- 
tuary, where,  as  in  days  of  old, 
the  heralds  of  salvation  **  ceased 
not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus 
Christ." 

In  1724  six  of  these  persons 
were  accustomed  to  travel  on 
Lord's-day  to  Canterbury,  (six- 
teen miles,)  to  hear  this  blessed 
word  of  truth*  It  is  said^  that 
"  the  heat  of  summer,  and  the

darkness  and  cold  of  winter,  did 
not  prevent  them ;  and  that  they 
cheerfully  submitted  to  every  in« 
convenience/' 

In  17289  Mr.  G.  Green,  minis- 
ter,  Messrs.  Jenk.  Hayne,  James 
Bdxer,  and  Henry  Bayley,  seced- 
ed from  a  people  meeting  at 
Hy  the  and  Folkstone,  on  account 
of  their  denying  the  Divinity  of 
Christ,  his  atonement,  his  im- 
puted righteousness,  the  efficacy 
of  grace,  the  perseverance  of  the 
saints,  &c. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Stace,  and 
Mr.  John  Bayley  of  Folkstone, 
members  of  the  church  at  Canter- 
bury, united  with  the  above-men- 
tioned persons  in  an  attempt  to 
establish  the  interest  of  Christ. 

In  July,  1729,  Mr.  S.  gave  a 
piece  pf  ground,  situated  in  Mill 
Bay,  upon  which  these  friends, 
chiefly  by  their  own  efforts, 
erected  a  place  of  worship,  which 
was  finished  by  the  latter  end  of 
the  year.*  During  this  year,  Mr. 
John  Howe,,  the  pastor  of  a 
church  at  Portsmouth,  having 
left  the  church  there,  came  to 
residie  at  Canterbury.  He  becaii(ie 
the  pastor  of  the  Particular,  or 
Calvinistic  Baptists,  resident  at 
Canterbury,  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet, 
and  at  Folkstone. 

In  1730,  Mr.  Howe  removed 
from  Canterbury  to  Folkstone, 
where  he  continued  to  reside  till 
his  death,  which  took  place  A.  D. 
1750.  It  is  said,  <'  he  was  an 
able  mi^iister  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment,    and     great    in      divine 

truth."t 

In  1750,  the  friends  at  Folk- 
stone  applied  to  Canterbury  for 


*  The  descendents  of  Mr.  Stace  still

their  dismission.  -  The  answer  to 
that  application  is  as  follows : 

''  It  was  this  day  agreed  upon, 
at  our  church  meeting,  to  answer 
the  request  of  our  Gloved  bre- 
thren meeting  together  at  Folk- 
stone, as  a  branch  of  this  church 
of  Christ,  of  believers  baptized  on 
a  profession  of  faith,  late  under 
the  care  of  our  much  honoured 
and  beloved  brother,  Mr.  John 
Howe,  deceased,  holding  the  doc- 
trine of  personal  election  and  fiuai 
perseverance.  Know  all  men 
whom  it  may  concern,  that  our 
Folkstone  brethren  have,  for  good 
and  weighty  reasons,  requested 
and  desired  that  they  might  be 
congregated  into  a  body  and 
church  state,  separate  from  us; 
not  from  any  difference  in  judg^^ 
ment  and  affection;  but,  consi- 
dering the  great  distance  of  our 
meeting  from  each  other,  many 
inconveniences  thus  attend  our 
continuing  in  one  church.  And 
for  the  reasons  they  have  given, 
we  do  believe  it  may  be  moK  for 
the  glory  of  God,  and  for  their 
comfort  and  edification.  We, 
therefore,  being  this  day  met  to- 
gether at  Canterbury,  after  put- 
ting up  our  most  solemn  prayer 
to  Almighty  God,  do  in  love 
agree  to  dismiss  and  discharge 
them  from  us,  and  to  commend 
them  to  God,  and  to  the  word  of 
his  grace,  who  alone  is  able  to 
build  them  up,  to  give  them  every 
needful  supply,  and  to  strengthen, 
stablish,  and  settle  them,  as  a 
church,  in  gospel  order.  And  we 
pray,  that  *  the  good  will  of  Him 
that  dwelt  in  the  bush,'  may 
go  with  them  ;  that  they  may  he 
kept  by  the  power  of  God,  and 
by  him  be  enabled  to  prosper 
both  in  numbers  and  in  grace,  to 
hold  the  mystery  of  .faith  in 'a 
pure  conscience,  and  to  keep  the 
ordinances  and  doctrines  of  the 
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gospel  port  and  entire,  unlil  Ike 
comiof  of  the  Lord  Jesot.

From  this  period  the  church 
was,  for  many  years,  without  a 
settled  pastor.  Mr.  Thomas 
Wantwall,  however,  appears  to 
have  laboured  in  it  for  many 
years. 

In  the  year  1758,  or  0,  Mr.  W. 
was  invited  to  the  pastoral  office, 
but  was  never  ordained.  He  was 
assisted  in  his  ministry  by  Messrs. 
G.  Green  and  I.  Dureh. 

From  the  year  1769  to  1702, 
the  church  was  supplied  chie4y 
by  Mr.  John  Daviei,  late  of  Wal- 
tham  Abbey.  He  also  was  re- 
quested to  accept  the  pastoral 
office,  but  no  account  is  given  of 
his  ordination. 

.  In  the  year  1773,  Mr.  White- 
head, who  succeeded  Mr.  Davies, 
and  who  had  been  the  pastor  for 
some  years,  Was  withdrawn  from, 
on  account^ of  immoral  conduct. 

From  this  date  till  1776,  the 
church  was  supplied  by  Messrs. 
Biacket,  Philips,  Shaw,  Giles, 
Dawson,  and  Espenett 

In  1776,  Mr.  Daniel  *  Gelband 
accepted  the  pastoral  office, 
which  he  resigned  in  1783. 

In  1784,  Mr.  William  Atwood 
accepted  the  pastoral  office, 
which  he  sustained  till  1816.  At 
the  close  of  this  year  (1816),  the 


*  Mr.  G.  afterwards  became  the  p«s- 
tor  of  a  seceding  church,  which  has  for 
naay  >'ear8  been  sopplifd  by  miDistCfs 
in  Lady  HtmtiogdoQ't  eonuevion,  but 
which  has  oow  for  its  mioAster  5Ir.

In  January,  1B19,  Mr.  C.  be- 
gan hia  probationary  hiboun, 
which  ended  in  his  ordinalion, 
Notember  27  of  the  earner  year. 

Messrs.  Atwood,  Read,  Bour- 
I  dergham.  Burton,  Ooff,  Welch, 
and  Pope,  have  been  sent  out  into 
the  ministry  from  the  church 
since  the  year  1783.  The  first 
of  these  resides  at  Faminghara ; 
the  second  at  Canterbury.  Messrs. 
Bonrderghara,  (whp  was  the  pas- 
tor of  the  church  at  Smarden^ 
and  Burton,  (who  was  the  pastor 
of  the  church  at  Southill,)  ha^e 
entered  into  the  rest  which  re« 
mains  for  the  people  of  God.  Mr. 
GefF  is  at  Westbury  Leigh ;  Mr. 
Welch  at  Newbury ;  and  Mr. 
Pope  at  Cofiingham,  near 
Newarl^. 

The  church  at  Canterbury,  of 
which  this  at  Folkstone  was  a 
branch,  appears  to  be  decayed ; 
but  there  are  two  other  branches, 
priginally  planted  at  Shallows, 
which  are  neither  destitute  of 
foliage  nor  fruit,  at  St.  Peter's, 
ipnd  at  Margate  in  the  Isle  ef 
Thanet,  and  whioh  have  for  many 
years  been  blessed  with  the  mi- 
nistry of  Messrs.  Cramp  and  At- 
kinson.

SiR^—In  the  Life  of  that  fa- 
mous man,  Mr.  Henry  Jessey, 
published  in  1671,  the  following 
curious  particulars  are  given. 

'Vin  the  year  1645  he  began  to 
set  forth  a  Scripture  Calendar, 
(as  a  Guide  to  speak  and  write  in 
Scripture  style,)  which  he  conti- 
nued yearly  to  1664,  adding 
somewhat  every  year  to  the 
newy  and  omitting  other  things 
that  were  in  the  former,  lest  the 
paper  and  price  should  swell  too 
'much,  ordmarily  comprising  the 
whole  in  two  sheets, 

^*  His  Calendar  had  the  days 
of  the  month,  age  of  the  moon, 
the  sun^s  progress,  quarter-days, 
term,  tide  -  tables,  annuals  of 
things  memorable  in  each  month, 
and  such  like,  common  to  vulgar 
Almanacks,  But  that  which  was 
peculiarly  the  design  he  intended, 
was  to  restore  the  knowledge  of 
ffcrtpture  hours^  days,  night- 
watches,  months,  quarters,  mea- , 
sores,  periods  of  idol  gods, 
whence  our  months  and  days 
have  their  names,  together  with 
the  computation  of  the  Jews' 
feasts,  an4  their  lectures  in  the 
,  synagogues,  as  also  Scripture 
Chronology  and  Church  History. 
If  these  things  were  duly  observ- 
ed, there  would  be  a  great  pro- 
gress made  towards  the  reviving 
of  the  language  used  by  the  pro- 
phets, and  the  ancient  church  of 
God,  and  by  our  Lord  and  his 
apostles,  and  the  primitive  Chris- 
tians, that  t^  memory  of  heathen 
gods  might  be  blotted  out.  Hos. 
ii.  17.  £xod.  xxiii.  13. 


'*  The  design  was  no  singularity, 
or  novelty,  but  hath  been  under- 
taken by  many  great  personages, 
yet  never  perrected  by  any  be- 
sides himself;  and  it  is  a  work 
that  may  deserve  both  the  allow- 
ance of  good  authority,  and  the 
hands  of  some  able  one  (mutatis 
mutandis)  to  revive  and  keep  it 
up,  being  so  learned  in  so  Uttle 
room,  it^s  to  be  desired  some  one 
fit  for  it,  would  succeed  him  in 
that  work.'' 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  is  there  not 
a  probability  that  persons  might 
be  found  in  the  religious  world 
who  would  undertake  this  sug- 
gestion! Probably  some  public 
library,  fc.  g*.  Red-cross-street,) 
may  contain  the  Calendars  of  Mr. 
Jessey,  or  some  private  person 
might  give  a  reference  to  them.  It 
would  be  pleasing  to'  the  writer 
to  know  where  to  obtain  this  gra- 
ti6cation.  If  I  am  rightly  inform- 
ed, the  person  who  conducted 
Moore's  Almanack,  in  the  Astro- 
nomical and  AstFological  part, 
died  soon  after  our  revered  so- 
vereign, at  a  very  advanced  age : 
most  sincerely  do  I  wish  that 
that  farrago  of  nonsense  may  die 
with  him. 

Will  none  step  forward  to  ex- 
pose the  absfirdity  and  impiety  of 
such  daring  usurpations  of  His 
prerogative,  who  alone  knoweth 
the  times  and  the  seasons  t 

The  above  remarks  may  sug- 
gest a  few  ideas  to  the  conduc- 
tors of  the  Evangelical  Diary.

hink  not  in  vain  the  lofty  mountains  rise* 
Behold  the  famed  Pot08i»  lifting  high 
its  conic  head,  and  stretching  wide  its  sides. 
Number  the  loads  of  rich  metallic  ore 
Dug  from  its  veins  profound  for  ages  past. 
How  vast  the  tmasure  still  emboweU'd  there 
Of  cosUy  silver,  direst  of  metals! 

We  again  invite  our  young  friends 
to  the  admiration  of  the  wisdom  and 
goodness  of  the  great  Creator,  as  ma- 
nifested in  tlie  subterraneous  riches 
of  the  eartli,  and,  for  thii  purpose, 
proceed  to  examine  another  of  the 

metals. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that 
Silver  is  found  in  each  quarter  of  the 
world,  but  it  is  in  Peru  and  Mexico 
that  it  abounds.  The  mountain  of 
Potosi,  in  the  former  of  these  coun- 
tries, since  its  discovery  in  1545,  is 
said  to  have  afforded  a  mass  of  sil- 
ver equal  in  value  to  ^£234,293,840. 
Humboldt  has  said,  that  ''  these 
mines  in  the  space  of  three  centuries 
afforded  316,023,883  pounds  of  pure 
.silver ;  and  remarks,  that  this  quan- 
tity virould  form  a  globe  of  silver 
91,206  English  feet  in  diameter." 
This  rich  mountain  is  about  480  yards 
In  height,  and  18  miles  in  circumfe- 
rence. Its  form  resembles  that. of 
a  sugar-loaf.  Some  writers  are  of 
opinion,  that "  the  Andes,  if  proper- 
ly examined,  would  afford  silver 
enough  to  overturn  our  present  com- 
mercial system,  by  making  silver  as 
common  as  copper.*' 

Great  BriUiu  is  not  destitute  of 
such  internal  riches.  Considerable 
quantities  of  this  metal  have  been 
procured  from  the  lead  mines.  It 
is  also  said,  that  the  county  of  An- 
trim, in  Ireland,  possesses  a  mine

so  rich,  that  thirty  pounds  of  its  lead 
yield  one  pound  of  silver.    In  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.  16001bs.  of  this 
metal  were  obtained  in  about  threo 
years,  from  a  mine  in  Derbyshire.. 
The    lead  mines  in  Cardiganshire 
have  yielded  considerable  quantities 
of  this  metal ;  a  fact,  which  acquires 
additional  interest  from  the  circum- 
stance,  that  Sir  Hugh  Middleton 
was  enabled,  by  these  resources,  to 
bring  the  New  River  from  Ware  to 
London :  he  is  said  to  have  realized 
from  them  .£2000  per  month.  In  the 
reign  of  Charles  I.  these  mines  yield- 
ed eighty  ounces  of  silver  in  every 
(on  of  lead.     Part  of  his  army  was 
paid  with  this  silver. 
I      But  we  proceed  to  notipe  some  of 
its  distinguishing  qualities.      It  is 
very  interesting,  in  viewing  the  me- 
tals,  to  observe  the  various,  cha- 
racteristics by  which  they  {^&&t)own. 
Although    correspoudijgK^ ;  -  in .  somo 
general  qualities,  ye;^.  all'  differ  ia 
their  minute  propeHies,   and  thus 
proclaim  a  supreme  and  superin- 
tending intelligence. 

There  is  an  observable  analogy 
between  gold  and  silver  in  several 
of  their  properties,  but  their  colours 
alone  sufficiently  identify  them,  ^il- 
ver  is  well  known  to  be  of  a  white 
colour,  and  of  a  beautiful  brilliancy, 
only  exceeded  by  highly ,  polished 
steel.  Like  gold,  it  is  without 
taste  or  smell,  and  is  exceedingly 
ductile  and  malleable.  A  grain  of 
silver  may  be  beaten  into  a  leaf  that 
will  cover  iifly-one  square  inches,  or 
be  drawn  into  wire  uf  not  more  tlian 
half  the  diameter  of  a  human  hair: 
indeed  a  grain  of  this  metal  may  be 
so  extended,  as  to  form  a  vessel  cai- 
pable  of  containing  an  ounce  of 
water.  It  is  harder  and  more  tena- 
cious than  gold:  such  is  its  tena- 
city, that  a  wire  of  only  one-tentli 
of  ab  inch  in  diameter  will  sustain  a 
weight  of  2701b.    Who  but  the  Al- 
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mighty  could  have  conceived  and 
created  substances  so  curious  and 
wonderful?  What  power  but  his 
could  perpetuate  ihmr  fortnati^m, 
and  preserve  their  qualities? 

The  Deity  makes  nothing  in  vain. 
While  the  metkls  are  distingufsfa«d 
by  indescribable  beauty,  their  utility 
is  as  great  as  their  beauty ;  nor  is 
there  a  department  of  his  works  to 
*Mhich  this  remark  will  not  apply. 
There  are  many  substance^,    and 
even  animals,  besides  many  opera- 
tions, whose  utility  is  yet  umnsco- 
vcred  by  man ;  but  this  is  not  be- 
cause they  are  useless,  but  because 
he  is  blind.    The  little  knowledge 
"^e  possess   has   cost  the  learned 
^cars  of  unweaiicd  application;  and 
*yet  it  is  more  than  pk'obable  that  we 
'are  not  half  acquainted   with  the 
utility  of  any  of  the  Creator's  works. 
May  our  young  fnends  be  clothed 
^ith  humility !    Among  the  virtues, 
there  is  not  one  more  becoming  to 
Inan. 

Silver  is  highly  useful.  Many  of 
its  usesy  like  those  of  gold,  are  so 
obvious  as  scarcely  to  need  enume- 
ration, as  its  extensive  employment 
In  jewellery  and  coining,  in  which 
cases  a  proportion  of  copper  is  mix- 
ed with  it  to  increase  its  durability. 
Copper  gives  additional  solidity, 
stiffness,  and  elasticity  to  it„  but  de- 
creases its  ductility.  Silver  plate 
is  usually  alloyed  with  a  twenty-' 
fourth  part  of  copper;  and  in  our 
coin  a  proportion  of  one- twelfth 
part  of  copper  is  incorporated.  Sil- 
ver likewise  enters  into  the  texture 
of  rich  silks;  and  it  is  abundantly 
used  to  cover  other  metals,  forming 
what  are  called  plated  goods,  which 
are  in  great  request,  both  from  their 
.cheapness  and  elegance. 

It  is  no  inconsiderable  recom- 
mendation to  the  employment  of 
this  metal,  that  it  cannot  be  oxidized 
by  atmospheric  air,  unless  in  a  situ- 
ation of  intense  heat.  The  brown 
oxide  of  this  metal  is  the  only  one 
known  with  any  certainty. 


It  has  several  useful  salts.  Nitrate 
of  silver  is  well  known.  It  is  much 
used  in  chemisti^  as  a  test,  and 
tHien  tBtfMy  Mid  poured  into 
moulds,  it  forms  ike  lunar  caustic 
of  the  apothecary,  so  called  from 
bsna,  one  of  the  terms  by  which 
this  metal  was  denominated  among 
the  ancients.  When  dissolved  in 
water,  the  solutiotn,  thougfa  very 
pale,  stains  aaimal  sobatMices  with 
an  indelible  black.  It  is  used  for 
staining  marble,  and  silvering  orna- 
mental work.  Dr.  Black  also  as- 
signs to  it  this  very  remarkable  pro- 
perty, tbat  if  one  ounce  of.it  be 
dissolved  ui  12,000  ounces  of  water, 
h  will  preserve  the  liquid  from  pu* 
trefactioQ  for  ever,  while  it  'may  be 
sepamted  from  it,  at  «iiy  time,  by 
the  addition  of  a  little  coflimon  salt; 
This  solutioii,  with  the  asaistiiiioe  of 
an  alkali,  and  a  little  gum  water, 
forms  the  useful  indelible  ink  for 
marking  linen.  A  variety  of  other 
salts  are  known ;  but  such  is  the 
imperfection  of  our  faculties,  and 
the  slow  progress  of  our  knowledge, 
that  the  possibility  of  forming  some 
of  them  has  but  recently  been  dis- 
covered, and  their  uses  are  not  yet 
ascertained. 

The  cautions  wilSi  which  we  elosed 
our  last  paper,  would  also  apply  on 
this  subject.  Through  the  grace  df 
God  may  those  cautions  be  less  and 
less  necessary!  May  onr  young 
friends  guard'against  the  destructive 
influence  of  vanity,  lujcury,  and 
avarice!  Luxury  has  still  its  de- 
voted victims;  but  it  is  gratifying 
that  Europe  does  not  now  present  a 
Nero  and  his  inife,  whose  veiy 
horses  were  shod  with  silver;  and 
to  The  pious  youth  it  mmit  he  de- 
lightful to  reflect,  that  erery  pMsiflg 
day  hastens  tliat  interesting  period, 
whose  approach  is  bappity  annoanc- 
ed  by  many  pleasing  indfoatiovs, 
when  religious  principle  and  pious 
feeling  shall  very  generally  exert 
their  correcting  and  tnmafermiog 
influence!

Thbrf  caii  scarcely  1>e  a  more 
tncontest{ible  evidence  of  the  ex- 
cellence and  reality  of  the  religion  of 
Jesas,  than  the  consolation  and  sup- 
port it  affords  in  a  dying  hour.  It 
irould  be  excellent,  'though  limited 
in  its  effectslyy  duration :  but  it  will 
not  only  stand  the  test  of  all  the  vi- 
cissitudes of  time  with  confidence, 
tiut  vrifl  endure  the  vrreck  of  nature 
with  triumph,  and  will  finally  in- 
troduce its  subject  into  ineffable 
'delight  and  perfect  day.  That  re- 
ligion will  afford  consolation,  when 
"  all  other  comforts  fail,"  the  aged 
Christianas  experiencewill  give  ample 
testimony  ;  and  the  passing  events 
of  eyery  day,  in  this  uncertain  state, 
give  the  fullest  assuranee  that 

"  'Tis  religion  cvi  sapply* 
Solid  comforts  \vhen  we  die." 

:    Bat  the  finger  of  God  and  the 
•influence  of  this  laored.  principle, 
'cannot  fiful  to  be  recognissed,  when 
like  youthful   mind,    naturally  ao 
custooKd  to  anticipate  years  of  de- 
light ia  worldly  enjoyments,  can  re- 
-nouncoits  earthly  hopes,  and  esteem 
the  pleararesof  the  world  **  as  dross 
and  dang  compart^  with  the  ex- 
^oeUency  of  the  knowledge  of  Josos 
OfarisV' — ^norcoont  its  own  life  dear, 
8D  **  that  it  may  win  Christ,  and  be 
found  ID  him/'  {Such  was  the  bappi- 
<»eflS(of  the  snbject  of  this  memohr.-*- 
{8h«     was   barn    at   Wibaston   in 
:Bedlonlshire  of  pious  parents,  who 
'WAtched  over    her   growing   years 
'with  tender  soltoitude,  and  on  fa«r  ac- 
count made  earnest  supplications  at 
the  throne  of  grace.    How  far  these 
means  were  effectual  was  proved  by 
the  morality  of  her  conduct,  the  re- 
spect she  manifested  for  divine  things, 
and  the  regard  she  felt  for  the  ways 
and  people  of  God,  w4kii' grown  up 
and  entered  on  the  world.    She  con- 
ducted herself  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  increase  the  Tegar4  of  all  her 


friends,  and  especially  the  family 
in  which  she  resided.  Such  promis- 
ing appearances,  wil|]  a  blooming 
healthy  constitution,  encouraged  the 
hope  of  her  beoomiiig  a  lasting  com- 
fort and  blessing  to  her  .connexions. 
But  alas  too  true  is  'the  beart-affect- 
ing  declaration, 

«'  We  should,  suapjRct  soaMttdmiger  nigh. 
Where  we  possess  deljgbt." 

About  the  latter  end  of  May, 
1620,  she  was  visited  with  an  at- 
tack of  cold  and  fever,  which,  though 
it  did  not  prevent  her  engaging 
in  her  accustomed  avocations,  yet 
so  imperceptibly  increased,  that  in 
about  a  month,  the  hopes  entertain- 
ed of  her  amendment  were  blasted 
by  every  symptom  of  rapid  con- 
sumption. The  morning  after  the 
physician's  opinion  was  ascertain** 
ed,  (Friday,  July  7,)  she  was  ob- 
served in  tears.  Various  questions 
were  asked,  in  order  to  ascertain 
the  cause  of  her  grief;  her  replies  to 
which  gave  satisfactory  evidence 
that  she  was  by  no  means  so  anxious 
about  recovering,  as  of  not  going  to 
heaven  if  she  died.  .She  had  beeii 
reading  Memoirs  of  Mrs.  Newell, 
which  she  held  in  her  hand,  having 
her  finger  fixed  on  those  pathetic  ex- 
pressions, *'  My  friend,  there  is  a 
rest  for  the  weary  pilgrim  in  yonder  ^ 
world.  Shall  we  meet*  tfiere,  when 
the  long  sabbath  of  the  tomb  is 
past?''  In  the  course  of  a  long  an4 
affecting  conversation,  she  expressed 
herself  as  being  a  great  sinner,  the 
very  [;hief  of  sinners,  and  greater  than 
Manassah,' Paul,  or  Magdalen.  For 
her  encouragement,  some  peculiar 
traits  in  each  of  these  characters  were 
expatiated  on,  as  well  as  the  nar- 
rative of  the  dying  thief;  and  many 
scripture  promises  suited  to  her  cir- 
cumstances, were  recited.  To  these 
she  listened  with  great  attention; 
yet  from  the  fear  of  having  sinned 
beyond  the  reach  of  mercy,  she 
scarcely  dared  to  venture  a  hope. 

From  her  own  account,  she  had 
been  under  strong  convictions  fos 
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several  months;  but,  a  few  weeks 
before  her  affliction,  she  was  led 
more  earnestly  and  seriously  to  con- 
sider her«tate,  and,  (to  use  her  own 
words,)  "tried  to  pray;" — and  41 
tbis^  state  she  was  enabled  to  make 
application  to  the  Friend  of  sinners, 
derivinf^  great  enconragement  from 
the  355th  Hymn  of  Dr.  Rippon's, 
particularly  those  lines, 

**  I  can  bnt  periih  if  I  go; 

I  Bin  resolv'd  to  try ; 
For  if  I  stiy  away,  I  know, 

I  must  for  ever  die.*' 

'  From  that  period  it  appears,  (whatr 
ever  she  might  have  done  previous- 
ly,) she  maintained  constant  inter- 
course with  God  by  prayer,  though 
with  but  little  comfort.  She 
^'  s6nght  the  Lord  sorrowing.'^  From 
her  own  confession,  what  she  most 
desired  in  her  prayers  was,  the  for- 
giveness of  her  sins,  and  the  salva- 
tion of  her  soul.  She  seemed  indif- 
ferent as  to  getting  well,  expressing 
it  to  be  her  whole  concern .  to  "  be 
found  in  Christ;" — and  on  being 
asked  which  she  should  prefer,  could 
she  have  her  choice, "  to  live  without 
an  interest  in  Christ,  or  die,  and  go 
to  enjoy  his  presence  in  heaven  t" — 
she  replied  very  emphatically,  **  I 
would  rather  die.*'  At  her  urgent 
request,  her  father  and  a  friend  pre- 
sent engaged  in  prayer ;  which,  be- 
ing complied  with,  proved  a  melting 
season  to  those  present;  "  sorrowing 
most  of  all  that  they  would  so  soon 
see  her  face  no  more."  She  conti- 
nued in  the  present  state  after  this 
day,  only  a  fortnight,  and  was  only 
three  days  confined  to  her  room  ;  so 
rapidly  did  she  **  go  down  to  the 
house  appointed  for  all  living.''  At 
times  she  felt  rather  reluctant  to, 
leave  her  relatives;  but  the  hope  of 
meeting  them  in  heaven,  never ,  to 
suffer  separation,  greatly  reconciled 
her  mind.  All  her  fear  was,  that  at 
an  interview  so  blissful,  she  should 
be  absent ;  her  sinfulness  operating 
rather,  (in  her  view,)  to  awaken  Di- 
vine wrath,  than  Divine  compassion. 
The  Redeemer's  language,  *'  Uim 
that  cometh  unto  me,  I  wUl  In  no 
wise  cast  out,"  was  frequently  re- 
peated to  her,  to  her  great  encou- 
ragement. At  one  time  she  was 
enabled  to  hope,  she  had  come  to 


him,  and  expressed  her  willingoess 
to  die,  upon  the  conditions  prescrib- 
ed by  the  poet, 

"  O  if  toy  Lord  would  come  and  meet» 
My  aool  would  stretch  her  wings  m 
haste." 

She  became  gradually  weaned  from 
worldly  objects,  and  enjoyed  occa- 
sionally somewhat  lively  anticipa- 
tions of  approaching  glory ;  yet  she 
had  very  humble  views  of  herself, 
from  a  deep  sense  of  her  innate  de- 
pravity, and  exceeding  sinfulness: 
and  on  these  accounts  **  abhorred 
herself,  and  repented  as  in  dost  and 
fishes."   .    . 

She  was  exceedingly  impressed 
with  the  value,  importance,  and  ne- 
cessity of  salvation  by  Jesus  Christ 
— and  with  a  firm  conviction  of  her 
unworthiness  of  it,  and  her  insuffi- 
ciency by  her  own  merits  to  obtain 
it ;  and  this  led  her  feelingly  to  re- 
peat the  verse, 

'<  A  leniltyi  weak,  and  helpless  worm* 

On  thy  kind  arms  I  fkll ; 
Be  thou  my  strength  and  righteonsness. 

My  Jesus,  Bod  my  alk*' 

She  derived  much  comfort  from 
reading;  she  carefully  improved  every 
convenient  opportunity, '  wh^n  in 
health,  for  this  purpose ;  and  when  so 
exhausted  in  her  sickness  as  not  to  be 
able  to  read  herself,  she  was  much 
pleased  that  others  should  read  by 
her.  The  books  to  which  she  gave 
a  decided  preference,  next  to  the  Bi- 
ble and  various  Hymn-books,  were. 
Memoirs  of  Mrs.  Newell,  and  Miss 
Anna  Emery ;  many  expressions  in 
which  were  precious  to  her  in  her 
affliction ;  and  several  times  she  ex- 
pressed a  wish  to  meet  them  in  hea- 
ven. She  frequvntly  enjoyed  much 
from  hymns,  to  enumerate  which 
would  exceed  the  proper  limits.  She 
was  much  delighted  with  those  lines 
of  Kent's  Hymn  on  the  Gospel 
Feast : 

*«  Here's  froit,  the  like  never  in  Paradise 

grew. 
For  sinners  the  vilest,  and  why  not  for 

you." 

And  frequently  repcMtted, 

«  O  'tis  a  heaven  worth  dying  for^ 
To  see  a  smiling  God  !" 
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•'  I  know  in  all  that  has  befel> 
My  Jesiu  has  done  all  Ihihgs  well.*' 

At  another  time  she  was  greyly 
pleased  with  tlie  d79th  Hymo  in  the 
Selection : 

**  When  Tiion,  n^y  righteous  Judge,  shalt 
come.** 

Especially  the  last  verse, 

«'  Let  roe  among  thy  saints  be  fonnd* 
Whene'er   th'    archangers   trump  shall 
sound* 

To  see  thy  smiling  face : 
Then  loudest  of  the  crowd,  PU  sing« 
While  heaven's  resounding  mansions  ring 

With  shouts  of  sov'reign  grace.

remarking,  that  this  hymn  was  ex- 
pressive of  her  heart's  desire,  which, 
should  it  please  the  Lord  to  grant 
her,  she  hoped  in  retorn  to  praise 
him  "  loudest  of  the  crowd,**  A  little 
time  after,  with  the  most  perfect 
composure,  she  made  a  selection  of 
those  hymns  she  wished  to  be  sang 
at  her  funeraK 

,  She  was  extremely  anxious  for 
the  company  of  good  people,  and 
never  allowed  them,  if  possible,  to 
leave  her  before  they  had  engaged 
in  prayer,  from  the  conviction  of  the 
avail  of  effbctual,  fervent  prayer;  nor 
did  she  forget  to  pray  hereelf.  She 
was  visited  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knight 
of  Staughtott,  to  whom,  with  great 
earnestness  and  freedom,  she  com- 
municated her  feelings.  After  hav- 
ing a  very  affecting  interview,  he 
asked,  on  leaving,  what  message  she 
had  to  the  yonpg  people  of  her  ac- 
quaintance. With  great  earnest- 
ness, and  muiy  tears,  she  replied, 
*^  Tell  them  to  remember  now  their 
Creator  in  the  days  of  their  youth.'' 
From  this  passage  she  requested;  he 
would  preaoli  her  funeral  sermon, 
desiring  him  particularly,  to  address 
young  persons.  Amidst  all  her  suf- 
ferings, she  was  never  heard  to  utter 
one  complaining  word — she  seemed 
convinced  that  her  sins  deserved 
much  more  than  she  .  endured :  and 
she  acquiesced  in  the  dealings  of  infi- 
nite Wisdom,  adopting  the  Shunam-, 
mite's  language,  "  It  is  well."  She 
was  much  animated  one  evening  in 
some  conversation  with  a  friend,  on 
the  nature  of  that  blessed   state, 
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where  there  is  no  more  sickness,  sor- 
row, pain,  or  death ;  and  hy   her 
looks  and  expressions  gave  ample 
proof  of  her  increasing  *'  desu-e  to 
depart,  and  to  be  with  Christ ;" — and 
this  passage  she  frequently  repeated 
with  great    pleasure.    The  nature 
of  her  disorder  was  such  as  to  pre- 
vent her  speaking  much;. yet  the 
expressions  which  dropped  from  her 
lips  gave  satisfactory  evidence  of  a 
workofgracb  being  begun  in  her 
heart;  and   though  unable  to  say, 
with  the  assurance  of  the  apostle, 
'' I  know  in  whom  I  have  believed, 
and    am  persuaded,  &c."  yet  she 
could  say  with  one  of  old,  "  Lord, 
I  believe,  help  thou  my  unbelief.^ 
Her  appearance  and  conversation 
became  so  interesting,  as  almost  to 
dissolve  the ''  earthly  charm"  in  the 
minds  of  her  attendants,  and  lead 
them  to  exclaim,  *'  Let  us  also  go 
and  die  with  her."    And,  in  her  own 
breast,  she  evidently  felt "  a  strange 
pleasure   mingled  with  her  pain.'' 
She  greatly  delighted  that  the  hap- 
piness  of    heaven   consisted,   not 
merely  in  deliverance  from  affliction, 
but  in  seeing  Jeilus,  and  being  like 
him.    This  was  all  her  *'  salvation, 
and  all  her  desire."    So  completely 
did  this  absorb  every  other  consi- 
deration, that  she  could  view  her 
grieving    relatives    with   apparent 
ease.    Her  regard   for  them,  and 
concern  for  their  distress,  now  no 
longer  placed  her  in  *'  a  strait  bcK 
twixt  two ;"  it  being  her  determined 
*'  desire   to  depart   and    be    with 
Christ,"  esteeming  this  '*  far  better.*' 
The  last  two  days  of  her  life  were 
spent  in  great  pain  and  exhaustion. 
Yet  her  mind  was  very  composed 
and  tranquil,  excepting  once,  when 
raising  herself ,  up  in  great  distress 
and  agitation,  she  exclaimed,  *'  O, 
I  fear  I  shall  not  see  Jesus;  I  fear  I 
shall  not  go  to  Jesus."    The  2dd 
Psalm,  and  other  parts  of  scripture, 
were  read,  which  were  blessed  io 
her  encouragement;  and  not  long 
after  she  was  heard  to  say,  *'  The 
Lord  will  open  the  door;  he  will 
cast  out  none;  no,  not  one."    And 
some    time    after   she  whispered, 
**  My   JesBs^  my   Lord,  and   my 
Rock !"    As  a  proof  of  her  compo« 
sure  in  the  anticipation  of  death,  she 
said  to  her  parent,  "  Mother,  if  1 
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ijioidd  die,  pray  don*!  grieve  for  me." 
This  waA  repeated.  She  seemed  to 
have  a  presentiment  of  kerspproach- 
ing  dUsohition.  On  the  ingbt  iMsfore 
she  died,  she  said,  "  I  have  been 
thiBkiog  a  gwxl  deal  of  those  words, 
and  they  seem  to  speak  to  me,  *  This 
night  shall  tby  soul  be  required  of 
thee/  "  And  a  short  time  after,  sbc 
8«d,  **  O  how  I  wish  I  were  in  hea- 
ven ;  bow  I  long  to  be  gone  V  A 
frfend  remarked,  "  Ybn  are  ready 
to  say,  *  Wlyr  tarry  the  wheels  of  his 
chariot?'"    She  replied,  «  Yes,  I 


wide-extended  arms — in  his  com- 
passionate heart,  '^  yet  there  is 
room."  He  can  fit  you  to  live — can 
prepare  you  to  die — can  give  you 
eternal  Kfe.

Mrs.    Sophia   Millard    died   in 

March,  1820.  She  was  the  youngest 

ti^nk  the  time  long.''    Soon  after,  I  daughter  of  Mr.  Richard  Knight,  a

pressing  the  hand  of  a  relative,  she 
said,  "  It  is  hard  parting ;  but  hea- 
ven witt  make  amends  for  all.'' 

Her  last  night  in  this  world  vi^s 
restless  and  painful ;  but  her  mind 
nlaintaiBed  i>ts  wonted  eomposure. 
In  the  morning  her  appearance 
wore  every  indication  of  speedy  dis- 
solution. Several  questions  were 
asked,  which  she  fbwid  considerable 
difficulty  to  answer.  The  last  was, 
*'  Are  yon  happy?"  to  whicli  she  re- 
plied, as  firmly  as  possible,  *'  Yes, 
-^Yes."  These  were  her  Ust 
words.  She  cootinaed  perfectly 
composed,  till  at  length  nature 
oonld  no  longer  endure  the  conftict. 
Grace  conquered,  and  without  a 
sigh  or  pain  she  feU  asleep  in  Jesns, 
twelve  o'clock,  July  21, 1820.

dew 
She  sparkled — was  exhal'd,  and  went  to 

heaven* " 

Agreeably  to  her  request,  her  re- 
mains were  interred  the  following 
Sabbath  at  Staughten.  Mr.  Knight 
preached  a  funeral  discourse  from 
Bccles.xii.  1. 

Youthful  reader!  To  yon  the 
voice  of  instruction,  the  admonitions 
of  Providence  are  directed.  Beast 
not  of  bloom  or  health.'  These  were 
possessed  in  an  nnnsual  degree  by 
this  young  person.  How  short  her 
career,  bow  short  her  alBictioB !  Re- 
member similar  cirenmstances  await 
yoM.  O  tiicn,  listen  to  the  lan- 
gnage  of  inspiration — to  the-  voice 
of  the  dying,  above  recorded — **  Re- 
member mow  thy  Creator."  Flee 
IktNB  the  wrath  to  come,  to  the 
throne  of  grace— to  tha  cross  of 
Christ    RecoUect  that  in   Jesus's 


hood  of  Reading.  A  series  of  afflic- 
tions in  the  early  part  of  life,  was 
the  means  of  bringing  her  under  the 
ministry  of  the  late  Mr.  Davis,  pas- 
tor of  the  Baptist  charch  at  Reading. 
The  gospel  became  the  power  of 
G^d  to  her  salvation,  and  she  vras 
baptised,  and  joined  the  chnrch 
in  June;  1770,  where  she  continued 
a  member  till  her  death.  She  was 
a  person  of  very  retired  habits,  and 
her  worth  was  known  and  appreci- 
ated by  those  only  who  were  inti- 
mately acquainted  with  her. 

During  the  afflictions  which  ter- 
minated her  life,  she  was  calm,  and 
resigned  to  the  will  of  God.  As  she 
approached  nearer  the  heavenly 
rest,  her  mind  was  increasingly  af- 
fected with  the  prospect  of  its  bliss. 
She  often  conversed  with  her  family 
on  the  glories  of  her  divine  Saviour; 
and  she  frequently  joined  them  in 
smging  some  of  the  sweetest  por- 
tiona  of  Dr.  Watts's  Psalms  and 
Hymns. 

The  first  two  or  three  visits  f  paiil 
her,  I  found  that  she  thongbt  she 
should  recover,  and  especially  anti- 
cijpated  with  great  pleasure  ^he  ad- 
vancemcQt  of  the  spring,  when  she 
hoped  to  see  her  .son,  who  is  pastor 
of  the  Baptist  Churcli  at-  Lyming- 
ton  in  Hampshire.  As  I  found  her 
particularly  gratified  when  convers- 
ing respecting  her  family,  I  one  day 
remarked,  that  my  own  beloved 
mother  used  often  to  say,  that  her 
principal  aonrces  of  consolation 
were,  her  God  and  her  dear  chii- 
dreh ; — she  said,  that  she  found  this 
to  he  the  case  with  her  also.  I 
usually  prayed  with  her,  and  she 
generally  remarked,  ^  I  always  feel 
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better  after  prayer.**  Her  miud  was 
never  enraptured,  but  always  serene 
and  comfortable,  cherishing  a  good 
hope  of  future  bliss,  founded  on  the 
glorious  work  of  our  beloved  Savi- 
our, which  she  told  me,  she  would 
not  part  with  for  all  the  world. 

After  a  few  days  I  perceived  that 
a  decisive  change  had  taken  place. 
She  was  evidently  about  to  leave  the 
world.  X  was  confirmed  in  this 
opinion  by  observing,  not  only  that 
she  was  much  weaker  in  body,  but 
that  her  mind  was  very  materially 
changed  also.  She  had  given  up  all 
hope  of  recovery,  and  was  vUUng, 
and  even  longed  io  depart.  She 
said,  that  she  had  done  with  the 
world,  and  was  going  home^  and 
rejoiced  that  this  was  the  ctae. 
Every  time  1  called  after  this  altera- 
tion had  taken  place,  she  always 
requested  me  io  pray  that  she  might 
have  a  speedy  and  a  comfortable 
dismission.  3be  frequently  declared 
that  Christ  was  precious  to  her;  and 
oftw  wept  wheu  she  acknowledged 
tlie  unwearied  kindness  and  ajS'ec- 
tion  of  her  daughters.  She  many 
times  prayed  most  atfectionately  for 
all  the  children,  especially  for  lier 
son  in  the  ministry:  her  miqd  seem- 
ed to  dwell  on  him  wjith  eT;4ent  and 
peculiar  pleasure. 

After  a  few  days  of  severe  indi/sipp- 
^ition^  her  weary,  yet  happy  and 
longing  spirit,  peacefully  took  its 
flight  to  the  immortal  mansions  pre- 
pared for  the  redeemed  in  glory. 

May  the  widowed  husband,  and 
the  bereaved  children  meet  her  in 
the  family  where  there  is  no  more 
death,  and  where  God  shall  wipe 
awav  all  tears  from  off  all  faces !

KEY.  SAMUEL  EVANS  AND 
FAMILY. 


Mr.  Samuel  Evans  died  in  peace 
at  Shepton-Mallet,  in  the  year  1807, 
after  having  preached  more  than 
forty  years  to  the  people  of  the  Bap- 
tist denomination  meeting  at  Cros- 
eombe,  (Somerset.)  Being  ble^t  with 
one  son  and  a  daughter,  his  parentsd 
mind  could  not  but  look  forward 
for  their  earthly  as  well  as  spiritual 


comfort.  But  death  arrested  the 
daughter  in  1804 ;  and  removed  her 
to  the  world  of  spirits.  In  Novem- 
ber, 1818,  the  son,  a  young  ipan  of 
considerable  erudition,  also  fell  a 
prey  to  the  "  King  of  terrors."  The 
mother,  liko  a  shock  of  corn  in  its 
seaso»,  calmly  resigned  her  spirit 
into  the  hai?d»  of  her  Redeemer, 
withiq  a  few  weeks  of  her  son  (viz.) 
Jamiary  3Q,  !81d,  a^ed  seventy 
years.  Thus  has  Death  swept  away 
a  whole  fomily,  whose  remains  lie 
interred  in  the  meeting-house  at 
Croscombe ;  and  the  present  pastor^ 
Mj:»W.  Liiah\addressed  a  numerous 
congregation  on  the  f\irst  Sabbath 
after  the  funeral  of  the  mother,  from 
]\Jatt.  3|^xii.  27,  '*  And  last  of  ail  the 
woRiaR  died  also."  As  Mrs.  Evans 
during  her  widowhood  had  derived 
b^Oefit  from  different  funds,  her 
Christian  mind  impelled  her  to  will

Mr.  Thornton  is  well  known  to 
the  religions  public  as  ti  sensible, 
serious,  and  useful  writer;  and  his 
well-earned  reputation  will  not  be 
impaired  by  these   recent  publica- 
tions.   The  former  is  an  interesting 
Memoir  of  a  ;yonng  lady  of  great 
piety  and  good  sense,  the  extracts 
from  whose  Diary  are  accompanied 
with  some  judicious  reflections.-  The^ 
latter  is  the  more  elaborate  work, 
containing  eight  Dialogues.    In  the 
first,  the  Author  describes  and  ex- 
poses ultrarCalvinism  and  Aqtino- 
mianism.    The  second  points  out 
the    evils   of  modern    Pharisaism. 
Here  Dr.  Mant's  view  of  baptiicmal 
regeneration    is   properly    noticed. 
The  third  and  the  fourth  are  intend- 
ed to  guard  the  reader  against  enthu- 
siasm and  scepticism.  The  fifth,  and 
the  three  following,  illustrate   the 
great  fundamental  doctrines  of  reve^ 
lation.  We  are  glad  to  observe,  that, 
in  the  close  of  the  Preface,  the  writer 


says,  '^  Should  what  is  here  present- 
ed to  the  public  meet  with  accept- 
ance, and  my  life  and  health  be  con- 
tinned,  I  design  to  add  to  these  a 
few  other  Dialogues,  in  which  evan- 
gelical doctrines  will  be  branched 
out  into  their  practical  effects.*' 

Mr.  Thornton's  eommon-place- 
book  is  rich,  and  he  has  made  a 
very  good  use  of  it.  We  think, 
liowever,  jt  would  be  an  improve- 
ment if  he  were  to  give  the  reader 
the  exact  references  to  the  writers 
he  has  quoted. 

We  have  selected  a  passage, 
which,  the  Author  seems  to  admit, 
is  a  little  quaint,  on  account  of  its 
useful  tendency. 

*<  I  think  I  might  with  advantage  place 
the  evils  of  anxious  care,  and  the  .benefits 
of  earnest  prayer,  in  opposite  columns, 
like  debtor's  and  creditor's  account.

-  "  Item  2.  In  a  season  of  darkness 
and  difficulty,  when  the  counsels  of 
friends  differed,  brought  light  from  above,  - 
and  opened  the  path  of  duty.

your  important  labours.^'  The  read- 
er will  nnd  the  sentiments  evangeli- 
cal— the  style  vigorous  and  elegant, 
and  well  sustained  throughout — the 
spirit  which  it  {wreathes,  imbibed 
from  the  text  itself,  in  which  we 
have  a  most  tender  and  effecting 
specimen  of  the  condescension  of 
our  Lord — and  ij^e  application'  very 
'solemn,  energetic,  and  impressive. 
To  those  Sunday-school  Teachers 
who  have  had  a  Hberal  education, 
(we  rejoice  to  tliink  they  are  a  nii- 
•nierous  class,)  Mr.  Watson's  sermon 
will  be  peculiarly  acceptable,  on  ac- 
count of  the  elevated  diction  and 
olassical  allusions,  by  which  it  is

We  know  not  how  better  to  give 
our  readers  a  correct  idea  of  the  na- 
ture and  contents  of  thispnblication, 
than  by  employing  the  writer's  words 
contained  in  the ;  commencement  of 
his  strictures,  addresised  to  the  edi* 
tor  of  the  '^£dillblu:gh  Christian  In- 
structor.'' 

"  In  Dr.  Chalmers's  sermon,  preached 
on  the  day  of  the  funeral  of  the  Princess 
Charlotte,  he  recommends  increasing  the 
number  of'  established  churches  and  mi- 
nisters in  Glasgow.  But  he  was  aware, 
that  the  *  propriety' '  of  tbii  measure  de- 
pended on-  the' determination -of  the 
previoas  <  question,!— 'Whether  '  national 
«bnrcl^8  are 'egF^^al^le  to.  the  will  of 
God  ?  Jn  an  appendix  to  th^  sermon,  he 
therefore  examines  this  questioq,  and 
adduces  various  arguments  i«  prove, the 
affirmative.  In  my  first  letter,  the  vali- 
dity of  these  arguments  is  eonsidered, 
and  a  distinct  answer  given  to  ekch.  '  In 
tha  second,  the  point  at  issue  is  brought 
directly  to  the  test  of  scripture ;  and  the 
propriety  of  this  mode  of  deioiding  every 
religious  conttoveray  is  established,  not 
only  from  the  .autiiority  of  t^erword  of 
God,  but  also  from  the  ex^pljcit  declara- 
tiops  of  Dr.  Cital^uers,  w,bo,  in  a  former 
publication,  recommends  *  the  expjoding 
of  the  principle,  '  What  thinkest  thou?' 
and  substituting  in  its  place, '  What  r«ad- 
est  thou  ?'  justly  observing,  that  want  of 
unanimity  must  prevail  among  Christians, 
so  long  as  they .  continue  to*  forsake  the 
sdfe  guidance  of  sctipture,  and 'commit 
themselves  to  the  endless  caprices  bfthe 
ha  IMA  intellecli^' 

Thatot^r  reaifers  may  duly  ap- 
preciate this  excellent  pamphlet,  we 
shall  attempt  a  brief  analysis.  In 
the  first  letter,  our  Author  xcmarks, 
that  ^'  the  tendency  of  every  national 
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church  is  to  substitute  the  form  for 
the  power  of  reli^on.  It  is  a  com- 
pany incorporated  by  rojal  charter, 
to  supply  a  demand  for  religious  iu- 
stroction;  but  it  uniformly  adulter-

tn  the  second  letter^  the  writer

wculrantfor  a'oivil  i^figious  estabttsh- 
Bienlf'  and  fa^ouss^s  "wkh  the  fol- 
lowing egcceHenrt  remarks,  winch  ate 
well  imtppoited :  that  "  the  wisdom 
cfT'Ood  is  iiffinite,  and,  in  his  revela- 
tion, !ie  has  omitted  nothing  which 
Was  necessary  to  reguTate  the  faith 
and  practice  of  his  people  in  every 
ager  tl^&t  **  we  are  entitled  ton- 
gue from  the  silence  of  scripture^  is 
4he  express  dictate  of  revelatiott ;  that 
national  cbfurches  are  in  direct  oppo- 
sition'to  the  nature  <of  the  kingdom' 
jBf  Chriist,  as  egchiliited  in  the  New 
Teirtamdnt;  Ihat  "Ao  change  of  cnr- 
cnmstances  between  us  and  the  first' 
Chrtstians,  cannot  alfect  the  present 
qnestion;  and  that  the  unlawfulness- 
ofblendinjg  our  own  inventions  with 
the  doctrine  of  Christ,  is  most  evident , 
from  the  strong  nianner  in  which  the; 
apostles  expressed  themselves,  when 
the  churches  deviated  in  any  napwit 
from  the  precepts  which  they  had 
delivered.'^  Our  Auflior  then  in- 
quires, whether  the  propriety  of  a 
tiational  church,  is  not  a  mere  bypo- 
ihcsis,  and  proceeds^  to  'contemplate 


the  uniform  result,  in  every  dispen* 
sation,  of  deviating  from  those  reli- 
gious observances  which  God  was 
pleased  Uji  enjoin;  refers  to  the  his- 
tory of  Abraham;  and  briefly  traces 
the  progress  of  Christianity,  from 
which  he  derives  this  safe  colicln- 
sioli,  tint  we  should  be  very  carefol 
^  not  to  deviate  from  the  word  of 
God."  Our  Author  anticipates  the 
only  objection  he  thinks  can  be 
ur^ed  to  this  Obvious  conclusion, 
"  ftal  all  scripture  is  given  by  in- 
spiration of  God,  and  that  although 
nothing  tike  national  establishments 
is  to  bo  found  io  the  New  Testa- 
mcAt,  the  prioeiple  of  connecting 
fihurehand  state  is  sanctioned  by 
Divine  aatilority  in  the  hiatniy  of 
Israel."  It  is  farther  observed,  that 
the  epistles  of  the  New  Testament 
do  not  refer  to  matters  of  local  and 
lempofaiy  interest,  but  contain  the 
last  and  ftillest  exposition  of  the  will 
of  Christ,  for  the  direction  of  his 
people  hi  every  age;  amlexamhies 
that  church,  branded  m  scttptnre  as 
the  mother  of  harlots,  and  considers 
the  whole  system  as  founded  on  the 
Old  Testament,  Our  Author  then 
refers  to  a  sentiment,  with  wliich  1^ 
had  repeatedly  met,  that ''  a  religi- 
ous establishment  is  no  part  of 
Christianity,  but  a  Wall  for  her  safety 
and  proteotioni,^  and  happily  notices 
the  striking  analogy  between  the 
reasonii^  of  the  padre,  mentioned  in 
the  Journal  of  the  late  lamented 
^enry  Martyn,  and  that  of  Mrs. 
Hamuli  Moore,  as  also  that  of  the 
writer  in  the  Edinhurgh,  Christian 
Instructor,  (who  had  objected  to  the 
doctrine  of  Mr.  Haldane's  pamph- 
let,) all  agreeing  that  '*  something 
must  be  added  to  Christianity."  Mr. 
H.  acknowledges  witU  pleasure  the 
liberality  and  kindness  with  which 
I)r.  C.  speaks  of  Dissenters,  and  re- 
joices thai  this  spirit  is  rapidly  pre- 
vailing, but  views  it  ^  a  novelty  in 
the  ainnaU  of  a  state  religion,  that 
Dr.  C.  should  consider  Dissenters  as 
*^  an  appendage  to  national  churches, 
without  which  they  would  he  complete!^ 
inefficient^^  '  , 

The  Appendix  contains  some  se- 
rious thoughts  on  the  increase  of  In- 
fidelity, which  the  writer  considen 
as  affording  additional  evidence  of 
the^impolicy  of  a  state  religion ;  and 
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a  Letter  to  the  Editor  of  the  EdiD- 
burgh  Christian  Instructor,  in  justi- 
fication of  the  letters  already  no- 
ticed, in  reviewing  which  it  was  pit)- 
iiounced,  that  our  Author  *'  liad  not 
touched  a  single  point,  with  which , 
he  professed  to  grapple." 

The  reader  will  find  in  this  publi- 
cation much  sound  ailment,  main- 
tained with  manly  spirit,  and  yet 
with  Christian  temper,  and  expressed 
in  a  style  well  adapted  to  die  im- 
portant subject.

We  cannot  regret  the  appearance 
of  the  Third  Edition  of  this  little 
pamphlet,    calculated,  as  the    far 
greater  part  of  it  is^  to  ^ive  distinct 
and  definiteMews  af  the  kingdom  of 
Christ,  in  its   present  preparatory v 
state.  Althosgh  it  is  uoquestioiiably 
of  far  more  importance  that  Chris- 
tians should  agree  m  tlte  essentials^ 
as  they  are  called,  of  Christianity, 
yet,  it  cannotiM  waiter  of  indifier- 
ence,  that  their  attention  should  be 
directed  to  an  impartial  considera- 
tion of  apostolic  ftdvice  and  exam- 
ple, in  cdeience  to  the  «o0^titntion 
of  a  gospel  church.    Our  Author  de- 
serves much  praise  for  the  copious 
scriptural  references  with  which  he 
has    endeavoured    to    support   his 
opinions,  and  which  he  has  generally 
done  with  the  greatest  suGoess. 
/   As&r  as  we  are  judges  of  our 
own  hearts,  we  eao  truly  say,  w« 
have  read  the  section  **  on  gospel 
ordinances*'  with  candour,  not  ex- 
cepting that  part  of  it  which  treats 
"  on  baptism,"  wherein  we  consider 
the  writer  as  very  unfortunate.

WELSH. 


The  Cambrian  ship-masters  in  the 
London  trade,  having  found  the  incon- 
venience of  not  having  a  suitable  place 
of  worship  in  London  fgr  sailors,  who 
having  been  brought  up  in  villages  in 
Wales,  understand  no  other  langoage 
than  their  own,  have  associated  for  the 
purpose  of  affording  accommodation,  bj 
the  grant  of  their  ships'  holds,  at  such 
time  as  they  nay  be  free  frotn  cargv,  if 
there  can  then  be  also  obtained  a  minis- 
ter to  have  preaching  in  Welsh.  Thus 
ships  will  be  had  in  the  Thames  in  sue- 
cession,  and  a  coneregatiou  of  sometimes 
more  than  150  sailors  will  be  collected, 
for  the  worship  of  God  on  his  holy  day. 
This  is  a  measure  of  very  great  import- 
ance, as  the  boys  in  the  Welsh  villages 
are  generally  trained  in  a  respect  for  re* 
ligious  duties,  and  especially  to  the  ob- 
servance of  the  Sabbath.  The  preaching 
on  board  ship  has^  besides  this,  the  ef* 
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Uet  of  domestieatiBf  religion,  and  reo- 
dering  it  more  famihar  for  sea  pracUoe, 
tban  if  public  reli^on,  when  in  haiboar« 
were,  confined  to  churches  on  ibore.  It 
ia  proposed  that  each  ship»  whose  master 
shall  be  of  the  AssodatioD*  shall  have  a 
1x>x  to  receive  what  either  master  or 
men  joay  please  to  put  in»  weekly,  for 
the  puqpose  of  pnrchastng  Religious 
Tracts,  to  be  distributed  amongst  the 
crews  wlio  may  attend  public  worship  in 
the  ships  on  the  River  Tfiajnes.  The 
projectom  of  this  scheme  advert  to  the 
stimulating  example  set  by  their  English , 
hrethren«  by  the  Port  of  London  Sode^« 
and  tbeBeth-£l  Union  Seaman's  Society; 
and  they  close  their  notice  with  tbb  hon- 
bie  observation^— -We  know  that  much 
good  .has  been  done  by  the  Betb«£l 
Union ;  and  who  know*  but  that  the  AU 
mighty  may  prosper  also  this  our  hum- 
ble  endeavour  ?  To  this  we  add^^And 
inay  this  work  of  the  Lord  prosper  in 
their  hands^  and  be  permanently  estab- 
lished !

It  was  opened  on  Saiida(y,  Jane  4,  '« tiie 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  a  regretted 
monarch,  the  pattern  of  all  which  was 
good,"  when  the  preachers  were,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Maftiliawa  (Dutch  Church), 
M'Kean  (Methodist),  and  Dr.  Milner 
(Episcopaian).  The  chapel,  which  has 
been  named  the  *'  Mariners'  Church/* 
was  crowded  at  an  early  hour.  TheHon. 
Mr.  Thompson,  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
Commodore  Evans,  aad  several  other 
officers  of  the  United  States'  navy,  were 
present.  The  lower  floor  was  principelly 
^iccnpied  by  mafters  of  meicbant-vessela 
«nd  sailocs,  and  emong  tliem  a  compaBj 
of  the  United  States'  marine*  is  cniform. 
The  sailors  were  well  dressed,  decent, 
devotional  in  their  demeanour,  and 
showed  mncb  infterest  in  the  aolei 
servicea^

1820. 


Our  ChrtatTan  principles  4each  us  to 
live  in  the  world  aright,  but  not  to  tive 
tmtothe  world.  If  we  indeed  seek  to  be 
Tedeemed  from  its  spirit;  if  it  be  oar 
daily  copcem  that  our  garments  may  be 
Icept  unspotted  by  lis  defilements;  that 
we  may  be  clothed  with  the  meekness 
and  gentleness  of  Christ ;  we  shall  be 
enid>led  to  discharge  our  civil  and  reli- 
gious  duties  with  holy  propriety,  and  to 
adorn  the  Gospel  in  our  lives  and  con- 
'versation.  In  times,  hi  which  the  pnblic 
feelhig  may  be  agitated  by  civil  or  poli- 
tical questions  of  general  interest,  or  by 
such  as  invcSve  the  vital  principles  of  onr 
faith,  the  hnmble  Christian,  thus  pre- 
pared, will  retire  to  the  place  of  true 
inward  prayer.  He  will  see  the  necessity 
of  carefully  suppressing  in  his  own  mind 
the  first  emotions  of  party  zeal ;  but  he 
will  feel  the  advant^e  of  cherishing  a 
willingness  to  suffer,  whether  little  or 
much,  whether  in  secret  exercise  df 
mind,  or  in  outward  trials,  to  promote 
the  cause  of  his  Lord,  who  suffered  so 
much  for  him.  He  will  not  view  with 
indifference  any  open«  or  less  direct,  at- 
tacks upon  those  blessed  truths  on  which 
his  hope  of  salvation  is  founded.  He 
will  not  be  improperly  solicitous  for  bis 
own  ease  and  security,  when  he  sees  dif- 
ficnlties  or  trouble  threatening  those 
arowid  him :  his  great  concern  will  htp 
that  he  may  in  no  way  bruig  reproach 
to  his  high  profession,  but  that  by  ac- 
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knowleClgWig  the  Lord  in  «U  lik  ways. 
He  may  airectbis  pailis. 

The  lot e  bf  the  world  operates  in  vari- 
ous ways  totuiTi  lis  asicle  from  the  path 
^  holiness.  We  believe  that  it  leads 
many  to  gvatiry  themselves  iti  dress  and 
janguftge»  in  a  way  ineoosistent  with 
Christian  OirapUcity^  We  Are  conviviced 
tbfit  this  dttparrare  from  onr  well-known 
testimony,  is  an  tftlet  to  greater  tetopla- 
lioRs ;  and  wc  believe,  that- where  tliis  sa- 
lutary rcBtraint  is  foond  to  be  irksome,  a 
deMie  to  throw  it  off  tetids  to  retard  the 
•pifitoai  growth.  We  therefore  affefition- 
ately  entreat  those  who  may  be  thus  dis- 
posed, to  consider  well  the  motives  for 
tlveif'Condirctyaud  to  reflect  whftther^  by

2.  That  such  robberies  appear  to  be

3.  That  alihongh  this  Meeting  sincere- 
ly lament  that  any  necessity  should  occar 
for  the  prosecution  of  any  persons,  yet 
the  frequent  repetition  of  robberies  at 
the  same  places  of  public  worship,  and 
the  great  losses  which  congregatbns 
thereby  sustain,  impel  this  Meeting  to  a

•o  fat>  declining  to  become  the  disciples 
of  Christ. 

May  these,  may  all  oer  dear  friends, 
be  impressed  with  the  continued  necessi- 
ty of  watdifutness  unto  prayer,  and  of 
t)eing  clothed  with  humiUty,  as  with  a 
gattnent.  The  faithfol  disciple  will  guard 
against  relying  too  tench  on  former  ex- 
perience. He  will  find  that  an  increase 
of  years  produces  an  increasing  convic- 
tion that  we  are  entirely  dependent  Upon 
God  for  fresh  supplies  of  strength ;  but 
he  will  be  anhnatfed  to  pa^severe,  from 
the  consoiing  hope,  that  if  foith  and  pa-  < 
tience  continne.

At  a  numerous  Meeting  of  Ministers 
and  Trustees  of  Chapels  and  Meeting- 
houses in  the  Metropolis,  convened  by 
Circular  Letter,  and  held  at  tire  King's- 
head  Tavern  in  the  Pottltry,  on  Wednes- ' 
day,Octoberll,  1830, 

Thomas  Wilson,  Esq^rin  the  Chair, 
It  was  unanimously  resoivcd, 

1.  That  this  Meeting  learn  with  regret 
the  daring  and  extemWe  robberies  which 
have  recently  been  attempted  and  perpe- 
trated at  Chapels  and  Meeting  houses, 
and  that  property  to  a  considerable 
amount  has  been  stolen  therefrom  ;  and 
are  induced  to  believe  that  gangs  of 
thieves  are  even  now  actively  engaged 


for -prosecution  and  general  protection. ' 

4.  That  it  is  therefore  expedient  to 
form  a  Society,  whereby  contributions 
from  congregations,  of  not  leS^  than 
«;£'l.  and  donations  and  anntral  subscrip« 
ttons,  may  be  obtained.  That  the  funds 
of  the  Society  shall  be  appHcd  hi  pay- 
ment of  rewards,  (to  be  publicly  offered,) 
on  the  apprehension  and  conviction  Of 
thieves  and  receivers,  and  also  in  pay- 
ment of  the  expenses  attending  such 
prosecutions  as  may  become  necessary. 

5.  That  Thomas  Wilson,  Esq.  (No.  11, 
Castle-street,  City-road,)  be  respectfully 
soKcited  to  act  as  pro^ionalTreasuTet  to 
the  Society. 

6.  That  tKe  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be 
presented  to  Mr.  John  Wood,  (No.- 26, 
Change-alley,  Comhill,)  for  his  zeal  and 
attention  displayed  in  preparing  for  this 
Meeting,  and  that  he  be  appointed  pro- 
visional Secretary  to  the  Society. 

7.  That  »n  order  to  carry  into  effect 
these  Resolotions,  a  provisional  Commit- 
tee of  tlurteen,  exclusive  of  (he  Treasurer 
and  Secretary,  be  appointed,  and  that 
any  five  of  them  he  competent  to  act; 
and.that  such  Committee  consist  of

Another   "Brief"  bas  been  lately  I 
received  from  the  Holy  See  by  the  Ro- 
man CathoHc  Prelates  of  Ensland  and 
Ireland.     It  is  dated  *'  From  the  Palace 
of  the  Propaganda  Fid^  Rome,  14th 
August,  1820."    It  is  expressed  almost 
in  the  same  terms  a«  that  printed  in  the 
Chronicle  for  February  last;  and  breathes 
the  saAd  determine^  hostility  against 
what  it  deiiotnYnates  **  Schools  of  a  Bible 
Society  which  have  been  set  up  in  almost 
every  part  of  Ireland ;  upholden  with 
the  resources  and  by  the  patronage  of 
the  higher  anti^CathoUc  gentry" — "  who 
make  use  of  Bibles  rendered  into  English 
by  that  Bible  Society,  and  pregnant  with 
errors ;  those  teaching  having  in  view  the 
sole  object  of  seducing  the  youthful  po- 
pulation,   and    eradicating    from    their 
hearts  and  affections  the  truths  of  tire 
orthodox  faith :   wherefore,   it  is  indis- 
pensably requisite  to  make  every  possible 
effort,  in  order  to  recall  the  useful  sort 
from  the  pernicious  schools ;  and  to  ad- 
monish the  parents,  that  they  are  noti 
by  any  means,  to  suffer  their  offspring 
to   be  led  into   error.  —  However*  for 
avoiding  the  snares  of  the  adviersaries, 
nothing  appears  more  fitting  than  the 
setting  up  of  Cathglic  schools,  wherein 
to  educate  the.  poor  and  the  peasantry  in 
a  course  of  moral  instruction,  and  repu- 
table learning.     Perhapi  .it  might  be  said, 
a  fund  cannot  be  provided.     As  to  this

From  Mr,  Wiiliam  Moore,  dated 

Rsv.  Srn,  BaWna,  Sfspt.  19,  18$0. 

After  80  much  labour,  and  the  great 
sums  of  raone^  expended,  it  is  natural  to 
explect  that  great  things  should  be  done ; 
and  so  there  are,  though  comparatively 
small ;  but  yet  greater  than  many  serious 
men  ever  thought  to  see  acdomplished  iu 
their  day.  Clquds  of  superstition  are 
vanishing*  and  that  in  every  direction 
where  the  gtospel  is  sounding.  I  am  very 
seldom  in  my  own  native  part  of  the 
country;  but  I  have  been  there  about; 
fifteen  day^  when  I  went  to  the  barony 
of  Corran.  And  what  must  be  both  sur- 
prising and  gratifying  to 'all  concerned, 
when  I  was  at  home  on  the  6th  instaflt, 
which  is  the  great  Lady  day,  and  the 
greatest  holy-day  in  the  year,  bietween 
eleven  and  twelve  o*c)ock  1  was  going 
to  visit  a  young  woman  at  the  point  of 
death,  and  to  my  surprise,  in  every  di- 
rection, I  saw  the  whole  neighbourhoud 
at  their  labour  of  every  kind ;  a  sight  I 
never  before  saw  on  that  day.  As  I 
was  looking  aud  medVlatiiig,  I  met  o!ie 
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of  our  conveTted  men.  "  Patrick,*'  said 
I,  "  this  is  a  strnnge  sight  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood.** "  It  is/'  said  he;  *  but  do 
50U  know  (he  reason  V*  'He  added,  "  The 
reason  is,  the  Testaments  yon  distributed 
amongst  them;  and  though  you  think 
there  is  but  little  good  done,  you  are 
much  mistaken ;  for  though  there  is  no 
outward  profession  of  faith  in  the  gospel, 
be  assured,  there  is  a  diligent  search 
after  truth,  and  that  is  the  reason  you 
see  no  respect  paid  to  this  day";  and  if 
you  live  one  year  longer,  you  will  see 
them  laughing  at  the  priest.  William," 
continued  he,  ^  this  day  live  years,  if  I 
liad  worked,  or  permuted  any  of  my 
family  to  do  any  thing  except  wicked- 
nessy  I  really  thought  I  should  «ever 
enter  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  unless  I 
confessed,  and  by  great  pcnajace  made 
atonement :  and  you  have  great  cause  of 
thanksgiving,  that  you  have  been  the 
instrument  of  bringing  me  and  my  wife 
and  nine  children  out  of  that  gulf  of  dark- 
ness. But  come,"  said  he,  "  and  I  will 
abow  you  a  still  greater  wonder."  We 
walked  down  towards  the  chapel,  and 
there  he  pointed  out  to  me  the  trades- 
men at  their  work,  not  100  perches  from 
the  chapel  door.  ''There,"  said  he, 
"  there  you  see  the  priest  saying  mass  to 
the  sticks  and  stones  for  all  that  are  pre- 
sent with  htm  !"  (tiiere  were  only  a  few 
auperstitious  old  men  and  women,  per- 
haps not  a  dozen).  "  Now,"  said  he, 
**  you  nor  I  ever  saw  before,  on  a  day 
of  this  kind,  that  the  chapel  would  con- 
tain half  the  number  assembled ;  and  I 
hope  and  pray,  I  shall  see  the  day  when 
it  will  be  totally  deserted."  Another 
marvellous  occurrence  I  shall  mention, 
where  my  son  lives,  who  is  one  of  the 
sabbath  readers.  A  neighbour  of  his, 
that  often  fre$]uented  his  house,  and  was 
▼ery  intimate  with  him«  came  where  he 
was  working  in  the  field,  and  desired  my 
son  to  sit  down.  He  said,  he  found  him- 
self very  unwell,  and  there  was  an  im- 
pression on  his  mind  that  he  should  soon 
die  ;  but,  said  he,  that  is  not  what  gives 
roe  uneasiness ;  for,  alas  i  I  do  not  know 
what  will  become  of  my  soul !  My  son  said, 
I  wonder,  so  often  as  1  have  read  and  ex- 
plained the  plan  of  salvation,  that  you 
are  in  doubt.  Oh  1  said  he,  that  is  my 
reason  for  coming  now:  I  did  not 
heed  as  I  should  ;  and  now,  said  he, 
bring  your  book.  He  read  and  explain- 
ed until  the  man  told  him,  that  though 
he  came  with  a  troubled  mind,  he  was 
^uigoff  with  a  joyful  heart;  and  that 
It  would  be  no  uneasiness  to  him  if  he 
died  before  next  day.  Tbey  parted, 
and  the  man  joyfully  praising  his  Re- 
deemer,-went  to  his  house,  sat  down  on 


a  chair,  and,  before  an  hour  had  elapsed, 
died;  and  thus  escaped  the  mark  0/ 
the  beoHs  which,  if  it  had  been  ima- 
gined he  was  near  death,  whether 
be  would  or  not,  would  have  been 
forced  on  him:  so  that,  from  the  ex- 
ertions which  have  been  made,  there  is 
a  spirit  of  inquiry  hitherto  nnknown. 
Some  that  had  the  free  liberty  of  the 
scriptures  from  their  infancy,  but  who 
had  only  read  the  dead  letter,  are  now 
examining  the  spirituality  of  the  word. 
Others,  who  had  the  scriptures  but  from 
year  to  year,  not  opening  them,  are  now  in 
diligent  search.  Others,  that  are  not  of 
ability  .to  purobase,  are  beseeching  to  get 
Bibleft-^ut  in  large  print.  Ifittsthe 
Lord's  pleasure  to  grant  peace,  notwith- 
standing the  great  distress  and  oppression 
of  the  poor,  and  opposition  of  the  priests, 
we  may  confidently  look  for  a  great  in- 
crease." It  is  now  ten  days  since  I  left 
home,  and  it  would  take  me  ten  days 
more  to  attend  every  place  where  I  have 
invitations,  though  it  is  the  first  time  I 
ever  took  this  tour,  not  previously  know- 
ing the  face  of  any  roan.  I  now,  to  the 
praise  of  my  heavenlj^  Father,  know 
many  that '  cannot  speak  one  word  of 
English,  dearly  explaining,  the  gospel 
plan  of  salvation  to  their  darkened 
neighbours.  A  man  from  my, own  place 
told  me  that  he  had  lieen  to  see  friends 
ten  miles  off,  and  that  there  was  as  great 
difference  between  his  own  neighbour- 
hood and  my  place  as  if  it  was  not  the 
same  cosntry,  and  urged  me  to  make  an 
attempt  to  get  amongst  thcMsu  la  every 
direction,  so  far  a»  we  can  eitend,  we 
are  gaining  ground ;  and  the  Society 
may  be  assured,  that  their  prayers  and 
bounty  in  a  great  degree  have  tiie  desired 
effect.

Dbab  Sir, 

Inclosed  is  a  correct  rttturn  of  the  57 
schools  under  my  inspection  for  the  pre- 
sent quarter.  With  respect  to  roost  of 
them  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  saying, 
they  were  never  in  a  more  flourishing 
state,  as  to  the  number  in  attendance,  or 
the  progress  of  the  children. 

In  some  situations  my  most  sanguine 
expectations  are  more  than  realixed ;  as 
b^  the  combination  of  several  favourable 
circumstances,  the  children  have  been 
enabled  to  remain  longer  than  usual  in 
the  schools :  the  consequence  is.  a  very 
respectable  proficiency  in  writing  and 
arithmetic,  and  a  large  portion  of  the 
scriptures  committed  to  memory,  with. 
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mt  course^  the  probability  of  a  more  ex- 
tensive  acquaintance  Tirjtli  iheif  omtentft. 
In'  proof  of  this  4i;maFk,  I  refer  yon  to 
Noa.  30  and  45  in  the  Mat,  where,  you 
wilt  observe,  that  in  the  former  there 
taej^y,  and  in  the  latter  Ji/'tjr/o«r  in 
the  reuding  class,  which  always  means 
reading  the  scriptures. 

As  these  and  sinular  effects  are  result- 
iRg  from  tbe  system  6{  education  par- 
sued,  it  is  not  surprising  that  jealousy  in 
a  certain  quarter  should  exist,  nor  that 
opposition  should  be  manifested,  fhis 
monster  still  shows  his  heed,  and  has 
recently  extended  his  merciless  arm  to 
aome  of  tfae  distant  schoels;  but  you 
will  perceive  by  the  journal  of  H.  tb^ 
he  has  received  a  check  from  an  unex- 
pected quarter,  and  which  is  likely  to  be 
of  |;reat  use  in  that  parC  of  the  country* 
In  two  or  three  other  places  there  is  an 
arduous  struggle  for  conquest  maintained, 
and  sorectimes  the  schoolmasters  show  a 
^sposition  to  capitulate ;  but  the  terms 
eannot  be  agreed  to,  not  being  honour- 
able to  our  king  and  his  cause;  a  fre^h 
attack  is  then  made,  some  fall  in  the  con- 
flict, but  others  appear  to  be  invulnerable.  ] 

Before  I  fini^  tliis  statement  I  most 
not  forget  tbe  *'  Congregational  Schools," 
as  it  is  due  to  their  worthy  supporters  to 
have  them  distinciiy  noticed.  The  "  Lon- 
don A  lie- street  Female  School"  is  kept 
by  a  young  woman  of  excellent  character, 
belonging  to  the  Methodist  connexion. 
When  I  last  inspected  it,  there  were 
present  19  readers  and  committers  of  the 
scriptures,  ST  spdlers,  and  97  m  the 
alphabet  class  :  more  than  half  of  these 
had  begun  to  use  the  needle. 

The  **  Harlow  Peroale  Schoor  is,  as  I 
have  before  described,  situated  at  the 
foot  of  a  iHountaiia,  where  sterility  is  the 
characteristic  of  the  natural,  moral,  and 
intellectual  world.  It  is  kept  b}'  a  poor 
lame  widbw,  who  is  a  Roman  Catholic, 
but  dearous,  for  her  own  si^e,  and  the 
youth  about  her,  of  doing  all  the  good 
she  can.  Here  were  eighteen  readers, 
twentysix  spellers,  and  twenty-five 
learning  their  letters.  Of  this  number, 
twenty- four  were  employed  in  various 
ways  with  the  needle,  six  of  whom, 
probably,  never  had  one  in  their  hand 
till  this  school  was  opened,  nor  twelve  of 
them  a  book. 

Of  the  "  Walworth  Lion-street  Female 
School,'*  and  the  "  North  End,  Cray- 
ford.  Female  School,*'  and  others,  I  hope 
to  give  some  particulars  in  my  next  quar- 
terly account.  The  *«  Hackney**  and  the 
"  Eagle-street  Schools"  are  composed 
principally  of  boys ;  the  former,  both  as 
to  master  and  scholars,  is  very  promising; 
the  latter  had  forty-eight  children  pre- 


sent when  I  last  saw  it ;  it  is  situated  tit 
a  very  barren  spot«  and  I  may  add,  in  a 
ttry  etpoted  one,  with  respect  to  oppo* 
sition ;  I  however,  irentured  to  place  it 
there,  relying  much  on  the  prayers  o€ 
Its  supporters;  for  I  have  tbe  pleasure 
of  {.lersonally  knowing  that  some  of 
them  are  wrestling  Jacobs ;  and  I  ka^FO 
the  assurance,  that  **  the  fervent  prayev 
of  a  righteons  man  availeth  maoh.**  Thii 
declaration  of  what  influenced  my  eon- 
duct  in  appointing  the  school  where  I 
did,  will,  I  am  sare,  not  be  made  in 
vain. 

I  mast    now   notice    the    preaching, 
which  is  a  work  that  if  it  were  possibla 
would  increase  upon  mc;  and  In  refer* 
etice  to  which  I  can  unfeigned  ly  say, 
that  I  am  ready  to  weep'  in  consequence 
of  your  last  letter  putting  almost  a  nega- 
tive on  my  repeated  request  for  assistance 
in  this  work.     What !  can   there  not  be 
found  a  pious,  cealoos,  and  well-qaali£e4 
man  in  the  British  dominions,  and  sap- 
port  for  such  an  one ;  to  assist  in  preach- 
ing tlie  gospel  to  thirty  congregations  of 
from  sixty  to  one  hundred  and  twenty 
persons,  in  a  dark,  superstitious,  and  bi- 
gotted  part  of  Ireland  ?    Such  is  the  cha- 
racter of  the  multitude  in  the  sphere  of 
ray  exertions ;  and  yet  a  greater  number 
of  congregations  and   persons  might  be 
collected  lo  hear  the  gospel,  than  is  he«« 
specified.  I  have  recently  spent  a  month 
hi  Sligo,  and  its  neighbourhood,  preach* 

Iing  almost  every  day,  and  yet  could  nut 
comply  with  all  the  requests  that  were 
made :  I  preached  in  four  places  where 
I  had  Aever  preached  before* 

Another  preacher  might  he  stationed 
in  Sligo,  to  preach  in  it,  or  its  vicinity* 
every  day,  whbout  interfering  with  the 
respectable  Indep?ndent  congregation 
there,  and  without  abridging  the  labours 
of  my  highly  esteemed  friend,  their 
zealous  pastor.  Hoping  and  praying 
that  He,  whose  labourers  we  profess  io 
be,  will  increase  our  numbers  and  our 
usefulness.

Letter  from  the  Rev,  WUliam  Thomat,  C# 
t^e  Secretary,  dated 

Limerick,  Sq^ember  Id,  1830. 

My  dsae  Sir» 

Since  my  Ipst,  I  have  had  abundant 
reason  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude 
that  kind  Providence  which  preserved 
me  when  more  than  once  in  the  most  im- 
minent danger, 'and  not  a  step  between 
me  and  death  ;  and  to  condade,  thr^  — 
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the  Lord  saved  me«  he  has  still  some 
work  for  me  to  do. 

Within  this  month  I  have  not  been  at 
home  three  nightSt  but  have  been  conti- 
naally  employed^  travelling*  preaching, 
expounding  the  scriptures,  and  inspect- 
ing the  schools.     I  am  happy   to  slate, 
that  the  schools  have   made  great  im- 
provement; and,  considering  the  hurry 
of  the  harvest,  false  reports,  and  in  some 
instances   sickness,  their    progress  and 
numbers  have  exceeded  my  expectation. 
The  Riliurm  School  is  the  only  one  which 
I  could  wish  to  have  done  better,  owing 
to  the  persevering  opposition  of  the  priest 
and  hb  agents.    The  masters  and  readers 
have  been  very  diligent,  and  have  con- 
ducted themselves  with   propriety:  this 
they  know  is  indispensably   necessary. 
The  first  school  I  uispected  this   month 
was  Honum.    It  is  situated  on  the  banks 
of  the  Atlantic,  nearLoofshead,  seventy 
miles  west  of  Limerick.  There  is  no  land 
conveyance  within  fifty  miles  of  it,  and  it 
is  exceeding  difficult  and  dangerous  to  get 
to.     I  was  a  day  and  a  night  in  an  open 
boat,  tossed  on  the  tremendous  billows 
of  the  Atlantic ;  but  the  people  are  the 
objects  of  compassion :  they  are  almost 
wild,  and  scarcely  a  word  spoken  among 
tHem  but  Irish.    I  was  here  in  consider- 
able danger,  as  some  person  had  reported 
I  came  to  brand,  and  take    away  the 
children  for  the  King's  use.    There   was  - 
no  civil  or    military   protection    within 
twenty  miles  uf  me»  and  I  might  have 
become  the  victim  of  the  people's  rage ; 
but  the  Lord  saved  me.     I  laboured  for  a 
week  among  them,  preaching,  and   ex- 
ponnding  the  scriptures,  and   the  lying 
reports  fell  to  the  ground.    The  master 
is  a  good  Irish  scholar.  I  charged  him  to 
read  the  Irish  Testament   to  the  people. 
There  is  only  one  poor  Protestant  family 
in  the  parish,  who  live   at    the  Light- 
houset  and    no    church    within  twenty 
ntiles  of  them.    There  are  sixty  children 
hi,  the    school,    fourteen  of    whom  are 
reading,  the  rest  spelling  :  most  of  whom 
never  saw  a  letter  before  the  sahool  was 
established. 

In  nine  other  schools  in  Clare,  there 
are  upwards  of  five  hundred  and  fii^y 
children*  I  was  greatly  pleased  with 
Thomas  Rutledge,  the  master  of  Aughnish 
school ;  not  only  with  the  great  number  of 
chapters  which  the  children  repeated,  but 
also  with  their  reading,  writing,  arithme- 
tic, and  cleanliness,  and  the  great  im- 
provement they  have  made  in  about  five 
mouthy. 

If  there  was  no  more  good  done  than 
this*   it  is  a,  sufficient   recompense    to 


the  Soeiety  for  What  fbey  hava  spent  on 
the  county  of  Clare. 

All  parties  in  Neiiagh  acknowledge 
the  blessed  resolt  of  the  school,  in  which 
there  are  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
.  children.  Mrs.  Beimett,  a  lady  who  su- 
perintends it,  is  indefatigable  in  applying 
for  subscriptions,  &c.  and  has  provided  i^ 
school-house. 

The  children  of  the  Searriff  Norwich 
Female  School  have  made  great  improve- 
ment :  there  are  fifteen  reading,  eight  of 
whom  repeated  forty-two  chapters ;  the 
otbier  fifteen  are  spelling,  and  the  children 
are  taught  to  work  neatly ;  but  the  mis* 
tress  complained  that  they  had  not 
enough  work  to  be  fully  employed. 

The  I^orograny  Norwich  Female  School 
has  thirty-two  children,  four  of  them 
reading:  the  rest  are  small,  and  are 
spelling. 

Th^Kllfinan  Sunday  and  Day  Schools 
are  doing  well. 

I  preache^  at  Kilrusb,  fifty  miles  west 
of  Limerick,  in  the  county  of  Clare,  to  a 
pretty  large   congregation.    I  preached 
at  Mount  Shannon,  in  the  county  of 
Galway,  to  a  house  full  of  people ;  and 
though  I  could  scarcely  get  a  place  to 
preach  in  when  1  went,  yet  after  sermon 
I  was  invited  to  come  again  bv   those 
that  refused  me,  promising  that  I  should 
get  their  house:  the    people    are  very 
poor  there ;  I  shall  visit  them  again  as 
soon  as  possible.    It  is  situated  twenty- 
five  miles   north-east   of   Limerick.    I 
I  preached  also  at  Searriff,  at  New  Market* 
at  Ennis,  twenty  miles  north-west  of  Li- 
merick.   This  was  in  the  Court>house,  to 
about  two   hundred  and   fifty    people, 
principally  Roman  Catholicst  who  were 
very  attentive  ;  at  least  the  greater  part 
of  them.     I  required  Divine  strength  to 
stand  up  here«  without  a  single  friend. 
But  I  was  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  and  I  let  them  know  I  was  not ; 
for  with  all   boldness  I  did  not  shun 
to  declare  the  whole  counsel  of  God,  as 
far  as  I  knew  it,  to  the  extent  of  my  abi- 
lity and  strength.    And  may  the  Lord 
Jesus  grant,  that  hir.grace  may  be  suffi« 
cient  for  me,  and  his  strength  made  per<. 
feet  in   my   weakness.    When  I  came 
out  of   the   Court-house  the  night  was 
dark,  I  was  in   great  danger  from  the 
violence  of  the  rude  fellows  of  the  baser 
sort.    I  preached  also  on  board  a  ship  in 
the   Shannon,   and  in  Kilfinan,  in  tho 
county  uf  Limerick.

The  next  morning,  ^ev.  T.  Shirley  of 
Seven  Oaks  began  the  service  with  prayer;

In  the  afternoon,  the  friends  again  as- 
sembled in  the  roeeling-house ;  and  after 
singing  and  prayer,  the  following  question 
was  publicly  discussed;—"  How  far  have 
Missionary  exertions  a  tendency  to  pro- 
mote the  spiritnab  interests  of  the  churches- 
at  home?"

sins,  unsubdued  and  Un&)rgiv^n,  to  en- 
counter the  terrors  of  his  wrath; — who

Convinced,  therefore,' of  the  importance 
of  the  MUsion  itself,  huw  earnestly  is  it 
to  be  wished,  that  every  exertion  within 
the  compass  of  human  agency,  migh^  be 
employed  to  aid  a  work  !n  which  no  dili- 
gence can  be  too  active,  no  sacrifice  too 
great,  no  prayer  too  fervent,  so  that  it 
may  bat  be  the  happy  means  of  leadhig 
the  perishmg  millions  of  mankind  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  same  Saviour  we  our- 
selves adore,  and  the  enjoyment  of  the 
same  eternal,  unspeakable,  and  unchange- 
able love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus  ! 

Tlmt  all  we  can  do  b  no  mose  than  the 
employment  of  means — that  every  exer- 
tion of  ours  roust  fail  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  object  proposed,  without  the 
blesnng  of  Heaven,  and  that  the  power- 
ful agency  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  conwEi  and  save  the  soul  of 
either  an  Indian  or  an  Englishman,  are 
axioms  in  the  creed  of  the  ittsswtiary  So- 
dety,  too  well  known,  and  too  generally 
admitted,  to  require  additional  vindica- 
tion. But  that  meam  are  ours,  and  that 
it  is  incumbent  oa  us  to  use  them,  is  equal- 
ly a  truth,  which,  we  are  ready  to  think, 
no  mind,  unfettered  by  any  previous  pre- 
judices, can  hesitate  for  a  moment  to  re- 
ceive. 

Among  these  means  AuKiUary  and 
Branch  Soekties  have  been  found  to  take 
thelead in pMut of  utiKty  and  importance. 
And  though  towards  churches,  whose  in- 
dividual independence  we  equaHy  ap- 
plaud and  admire,  it  would  ill  become  us 
to  asnime  a  dictatorial  air ;  yet  a«  it  Is 
our  duty  to  exhort  and  encourage  one 
another  in  every  good  word  and  work,  it ' 
may  be  at  least  submitted  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  •denomination  atlarge>  whether 
such  Societies  may  not  be  established,  on 
ft  very  extensive  scale,  thfooghout  every 
connty  and  district  of  Gr^at  Britain.  Let 
every  one  set  out  with  the  determination, 
"  I  will  do  my  best,'*  and  it  wiH  not  be 
long  before  those  consequences  will  be 
▼isible,  which  will  overthrow  and  con- 
found the  cold  calculations  of  those  who 
are  so  slow  TOlheir  movements,  as^Idom 


to  decide  until  either  affliction  or  death 
does  it  for  them. 

In  every  new  establishment,  however* 
the  first  question  which  arises  in  the  mind 
is,  Wkmt  are  the  benefits  to  be  derived  Jrmn 
it  f  and  the  same  inquiry,  it  is  natural  to 
suppose,  may  be  proposed  on  the  present 
occasion.  An  answer  to  it  may  be  given 
by  a  reference  to  other  Societies,  in  which 
such  Institutions  exist.  It  is  an  obvious 
fact,  that  the  Bible  Society  is  more  indebt- 
ed to  this  than  to  any  other  cause,  for  its 
surprising  extension  and  support.  They 
seem  to  have  been  the  means  which  Pro- 
vidence selected,  above  all  others,  to  ex- 
cite a  general  attention  to  that  unrivalled 
Institution.  And  evident  it  is  that,  in 
every  Society  where  such  means  are  em- 
ployed, the  funds  are  increased  in  a  pro- 
portion which  may  equally  excite  th^. 
wonder  and  gratitude  of  every  friend  to 
God  and  mankind. 

Tt  say  nothing  of  the  pleasure  which 
is  afibrded  by  the  meeting  uf  brethrolif 
muted  together  in  so  deligbtfal  a  work« 
and  which  b  frequently  so  great  as  to 
leave  an  impression  which  no  time  can 
erase ; — it  gives  an  energy  to  the  cause 
they  have  espoused,  which  cannot  be  pro- 
duced in  an  equal  degree  by  any  other 
order  of  means.  It  excites  a  public  and 
personal  interest,  which  pervades  and  pe- 
netrates every  mind«  It  makes  those  con« 
tributions  regviar,  which  once,  perhaps* 
were  merely  occasional.  It  gives  a  tone* 
a  spirit,  to  the  Mission,  and  to  Missionary 
exertions,  which  nothiqg  else  can  imoart. 
Above  all, — it  unites  a  whole  assembly,  a 
whole  district,  in  prayer,  which,  while  it 
reaches  the  ear  of  God  himself  tonchea 
the  very  spring  that  moves  the  universe* 
and  insures  a  return  of  benefit*  and  bless- 
ings from  Him  who  has  so  graciously  de^ 
clared,  '*  If  ye  shall  a»k  any  thing  in  my 
name,  I  will  do  it."  It  is  nom  meetingt 
like  these,  that  ministers  go  to  their  res- 
pective churches,  and  private  Christians 
to  their  respective  families,  with  feel* 
lags  as  different  from  those  which  they 
had  before,  as  If  they  i»ere  new  creatures. 
One  brothier,  and  one  church,  help  to  en- 
courage another,  while  each  resolves  to 
double  his  diligence,  if  possible,  to  pour 
an  increased  supply  iirto  the  treasury  of 
the  Lord. 

Our  limits  forbid  us  to  enter  upon  a 
reply  to  the  objections  which  have  been 
made  to  the  plan  which  is  thus  proposed. 
It  should  be  recollected,  that  there  is  no* 
thing,  however  good  and  however  exceK 
lent,  against  which  some  difficulty  may 
not  be  started.  Some  may  imagine  that 
the\'  have  done  as  much  already  as  they 
are'able  to^o.  Others  may  be  calcfilatiog 
on  some  trifling  eiqpense  that  may  be  oo« 
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casioned  by  it,  without  considering  to 
what  fi  muqh  greater  extent  the  funds  of 
the  Society  would  be  replenished.  Others 
may  fear,  that  the  amount  of  their  contri- 
butions tpotUd  not  $0  dittinctly  appear,  if 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  such  Auxiliary  or 
Branch  Societies,  a9  if  paid  by  themselves, 
without  understanding  that  the  ifame  dis- 
tinct  and  separate  account  would  be  given 
in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other.  We  do 
not,  however,  know  an  objection  which 
does  not  equally  apply  to  the  Auxiliaries 
and  Associations  of  the  Bible  Society,  in 
which  they  are  so  extensively  useful.  To 
which  it  may  be  added,  that  if  we  never 
exert  ourselves  in  suc]^  a  cause  as  this, 
until  every  trifling  difficulty  is  ren^oved 
out  of  the  way,  we  shall  live*  and  die, 
and  do  nothing. 

It  is  from  tbes^t  &nd  other  considera* 
tions»  apd  especially  the  happy  results  of 
*  such  Institutions,  whereon  they  have  been 
'  established  thus  far,  that  we  are  urged 
so  strongly  to  recommend  tlie  universal 
formation  of  Auxiliary  and  Branch  So- 
cieties, as  the  most  effectual  means  to 
supply  the  funds,  and  so  to  extend  the 
influence  and  operations  of  the  Baptist 
l^ission.

fowABOS  the  close  of  August,  our  zeal- 
pus  and  indefatigable  friend,  Mr.  Ward, 
embarked  for  Holland,  with  the  design  of 
introducing  the  3apdst|kIi8sion  in  general, 
and  the  Scrampore  College  in  particular, 
to  the  notice  of  tbe  ])lennonites,  or  Dutch 
baptists,  who  form  ^^  numerous  and  re- 
spectable dass  of  profe^ing  Christians  in 
that  country.  Owing  to  4et^ptlon  by  con- 
ptary  winds,  and  some  otheif  hii^drances, 
he  could  not  spend  lo  much  time  us  was 
necessary  fully  to  accomplish  his  design ; 
and  the  very  general  want  of  infurpiation 
which  prevails  throughout  Holland  oh 
Jtfbsionary  subjects,  especially  as  con- 
oected  with  Uie  Baptist  denomination, 
precluded  any  expectations  of  immediate 
success.  But  the  affectionate  cordiality 
with  which  Mr.  Ward  was  received  by  the 
few  individuals  to  whom  he  could  be 
introduced,  and  the  steps  which  have 
.l^een  taken,  since  his  visit,  by  our  highly 
esteemed  brother,  Mr.  W*  H.  Angus,  to 
diffuse  information  on  the  subject  among 
the  Mennonite  churches,  encourage  us  to 
hope  that,  at  no  dbtant  period,  we  shall 
be  favoured-  with  the  valuable  co-opera- 
iion  of  our  Christian  friends  in  those  pro- 
vinces— an  event  which  we  anticipate  with 


mnch  delight,  not  only  as  promising  much 
effective  aid  for  our  Society,  but  as  t^nd- 
^g  to  bring  about  a  pleasing  union  with 
a  branch  of  the  church  of  Christ,  with 
which  we  have  hitherto  had  scarcely  any 
intercourse. 

Mr.  Ward  returned  to  London  on 
September  13,  and  after  visiting  friends 
at  Brighton  and  Cambridge,  proceeded  to 
Uverpool,  which  he  reached  on  the  28th ; 
and  on  LordVday,  October  1,  embarked 
for  New  York,  on  board  the  Nestor, 
— 7—,  in  which  a  passage  had  been  pre- 
viously secured,  by  the  kind  attention  of 
our  friend,  Mr.  Hope. 

Several  Christian  friends  accompanied 
Mr.  Ward,  as  passengers,  by  the  Nestor, 
among  whom  was  Mr.  Divie  Bethune 
of  New  York,  who  spoke  with  so  much  ac« 
ceptance  at  our  Annual  Meeting  in  June. 
May  the  great  President  of  the  Universe 
command  the  winds  tod  the  waves  to  bear 
them  in  safety  to  their  desired  b&vcn ! 

Mr.  Ward  proposes  spending  9  fe\f 
months  in  the  United  States,  principally 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting  for  the  Col* 
lege,  and  returning  to  this  country  early 
in  the  spring ; — from  which,  soon  after, 
he  designs.  Providence  permitting,  finally 
to  re-embark  for  India.  Mrs.  Marshman 
and  her  family  will  probably  avail  them- 
selves of  the  same  conveyance  to  returi 
to  Serampore.

CALCUTTA. 


Missionary  Journal,  communicated  by 
Mr.  Pearce, 

Fbidat,  July  9. — Observing  an  un^ 
usual  red  mark  oq  the  forehead  of  my 
pundit  this  morning,  I  asked  him  the 
reason;  he  replied,  that  when  he  was 
fitting  last  nigbt  in  company  with  a  num- 
ber of  others,  a  persoa  who  was  just 
come  from  Benares,  <*  the  ci^ /)f  God,*' 
bad»  as  iff  customary,  marked  him  and  all 
present  as  ap  assurance  of  the  divine 
blessing.  He  said,  that  he  heartily  de- 
spised  all  such  cn^toms;  but  if  he  had 
refused  to  comply  Vith  it,  the  company, 
and  especially  the  person  who  had  mark* 
e^  him,  and  to  wfiom'he  was  obliged  to 
make  an  offering  for  the  blessing  he  had 
communicated,  wohld  haye  observed  him. 
This  mim  is  certainly  in  his  characteri  for 
unremitting  attentiun  to  business,  and 
willingness  to  endure  fatigue,  the  most 
like  a  European  I  have  known  among 
t^e  Hindoos;  yet  thus  does  he  in  cum* 
mon  with  others  of  his  countrymen,  who 
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are  well  informed,  submit  to  the  super- 
stitious riles  they  despise. 

Monday,  July  12. — My  pundit  inform- 
ed  roCf  that  yesterday  a  rich  friend  of 
lt»is»  who  is  a  firm  believer  in  the  power 
of  incautations.  had  seat  a  sunyasee  (or 
devotee)  to  him,  that  he  might  teach  him 
(the  pundit)  a  few  of  the  incantations 
with  which  he  was  acquainted,  and  by 
which  he  was  convinced  he  would  be  able 
to  do  wonders.    The  pundit  not  wisl^ing 
to  pay  for  such  senseless  trash »  and  yet 
desirous  to  avoid  the  anger  of  the  sunya- 
see, who  would  have  cursed  him  if  he 
had  treated  him  with  disrespect,  declined 
being  Instnicted  in  h'ls  mysteries,  and  re- 
spectfully dismissed  him  with  a  small  sum 
of  money  as  all  he  could  afford.    Had  he 
allowed  him  to  teach  him  one  of  bis  in- 
cantations, he  must  have  given  him  two 
rupees.     Thu,   and  the  instance  men- 
tioned in  the  journal  of  the  9th,  tend  to 
show  the  way  in  which  the  devotees  of 
Hindooisro,  those  who  perform  pilgrim- 
ages to  holy  places,  or  who  profess  to  be 
absorbed  in  the  contemplation  of  God, 
piake  a  gain  of  their  godliness,  and  un- 
der the  pretence  of  great  poverty,  live 
In  real  a£Buence  upon  their  superstitious 
countrymen.     A  respectable  Hindoo  at 
worship  this  mommg  at  Intalee,  entered 
pretty  fully  into  conversation  with   us; 
but  being  unable  to  answeir  the  important 
question,  "  As  man  had  sinned,  where  do 
tiiey  find  in  their  shasters  a  fit  atone- 
ment?" he  reviled  us,  and  left  the  place 
in  anger,  after  we  had  told  him  of  that 
great  and  sufficient  atonement  which  alone 
pan  take  a^vay  the  sins  of  the  world. 

Tuesday,  13. — A  quiet  and  very  atten- 
tive congregation  of  seventy  ^t  New  Balis- 
gbaiit  this  morning. 

Wednesday,  14.— r  Our  congregation 
this  morning  at  Old  Balbghaut  rather 
mure  nuiherous  than  yesterday.  Several 
persons  objacted  to  believing  on  Jesus, 
(even  if  he  were  the  Son  of  God,  as  they 
could  get  nothing  by  it.  We  urged  that 
the  joys  of  heaven  were  to  be  gained, 
and  tbe  torments  of  hell  avoided,  by  be- 
lieving in  this  great  Deliverer,  both  of 
-which  were  acknowledged  by  their  own 
afoasters.  They  replied,  that  to  him  who 
worships  God,  there  is  neither  heaven 
nor  hell  hereafter,  but  all  are  again  ab- 
sorbed into  the  divine  essence ;  and  im- 
mediately left  as.  Thus  do  these  de- 
laded  people  steel  their  hearts  against 
fliviae  impressions,  and  prevent  the  en- 
trance of  those  feelings  of  concern  which 
^  belief  in  the  awful  realities  of  a  future 
state  would  tend  to  implant  in  them.  At- 
tendance as  usual  at  Intalee  in  tbe  evening. 

Thursday,    15.  —  Good   congregation 
bo^i  mprniog  and  evening  at  Collingah. 


One  of  us,  in  his  evening  walk,  obtained 
admission  into  a  family  temple  by  the 
road  side ;  it  contained  an  image  of  Na- 
rayun  (Vishnoo),  and  Munusa  (tbe  pro- 
tectress from  snakes),  Mf'nb  the  evening 
oblation  of  rice  and  plantains.     Wheii 
they  were  asked,  Will  the  debtas  eat  this  f 
they  replied.  We  place  it  before  them 
every  day  with  the  hope  they  will ;  for 
when  they  do,  we  are  sure  of  salvation. 
They  were  theji  reminded  of  the  inability 
of  the  debtas  to   assist  them,  and  the 
dreadful  crimes  of  which  they  had  all 
been  guilty,  and  informed  of  Him  who 
was  almighty  and  without  sin,  aud  who 
laid  down  his  life  for  man's  salvation. 
What  a  contrast  is  presented  by  the  li- 
centiousness of  India,  and  Bramha,  and 
Krishno,    and  tbe    blood  thirsliness  of 
Kalee  and  Sliive,  as  narrated  in  the  shas- 
ters of  the   Hindoos;    and  the  purity, 
meekness,  and  graee  of  Jesus,  as  dis- 
played in  the  New  Testament !    A  few 
who  had  assembled  round  us  seemed  to 
feel  tbe  force  of  this  contrast,  and  ac- 
knowledged they  worshipped  they  knew 
nut  what.     O  that  God  would  open  their 
eyes,  and  impress  their  hearts,  that  they 
may  understand  and  feel  tbe  difference  I 
Letters  from  several  members  of  the 
committee  at  home  refreshed  our  spirits. 
May  we  he  mure  serious  and  aqtive;  and 
although  now  we  are  discouraged  through 
the  want  of  succesis,  may  we  rejoice  in 
the  expectation  of  eventual  good.     Bro« 
ther  Townley,  Mrs.  Penney,  and  my  dear 
Mrs.  Pearce,  have  £^11  been  ill  wiih  fever 
this  month ;  but  through  mercy  they  are 
now  much  better. 

19. — Obtained  to-day  a  piece  of  groun^ 
for  a  place  of  worship,  on  the  side  of  the 
road  leading  tp  Bariackpore :  it  is  very 
convenient,  its  situation  being  close  to  a 
well  frequented  road,  and  within  a  few 
minutes  walk  of  the  brethren  at  Boitacon- 
nah.  The  rent  will  be  paid,  and  the 
place' built,  by  a  poor  servant  from  the 
savings  of  his  wages,  which  amount  to  1$ 
rupees  per  month,  without  food.  This^" 
when  built,  will  increase  our  number  of 
places  of  worship,  supplied  by  the  bre- 
thiren  resident  in  tbe  city,  to  four,  besides 
two  connected  with  the  native  station: 
the  Iron  Foundery,  too,  at  Khasseepore, 
and  the  shade  of  a  tree  or  a  house,  fre- 
quently furnish  us  with  the  means  of  ad- 
dressuig  the  heathen.  To-day  a  young 
Hindoo,  baptized  by  the  elder  brethren 
some  years  ago,  but  who  had  been  ex- 
eluded  for  adultery,  died  after  an  illness 
of  only  two  days.  We  have  reason  to 
hope  he  slept  in  Jesus.  Every  attention 
was  paid  to  him  during  bis  illness,  espe. 
cially  by  his  roaster,  who  very  feelingly 
expressed  his  regard  for  him#  and  his'ao- 
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ioowledgment  of  a  great  change  in  Ms 
condoet  during  the  last  f^or  months. 
This  we  attribute,  mtder  God,  to  the 
frequent  prayer-meetings  which  are  e$ta- 
Uiabed  among  the  two  or  ^htee  native 
Christians  who  live  neaj.;^^/  which  this 
poor  man  attended  j:J^'-4vuhed  to  have 
the  meeting  held  in*ms  house ;  and  a  few 
weeks  before  his  de^th  commenced  family 
worship  in  his  family.  Two  of  our  Mis- 
•Tonary  brethren,  and  eight  or  nine  na- 
tive brethren  and  sisters,  attended  him  to 
the  English  burying-ground,  where  the 
episcopal  prayers  were  read  over  him, 
and,  by  permission  of  the  clergyman,  a 
'  l^ngalee  hymn,  a  transfation  of  '*  Why 
<io  we  mourn  departed  friends,**  by  bro- 
ther Chamberlain,  was  sung  at  his  grave. 
The  same  evening  a  committee-meeting 
was  held,  when  a  Sonscrit  tract,  on  "  The 
Evidences  of  Christianity/'  was  directed 
^o  be  printed,  and  that  one  of  our  native 
l^rethren  should  be  employed  by  the  So- 
ciety, in  addition  to  Paunchoo,  at  Dqor- 
gapore,  to  assist  the  European  brethren 
|n  going  out  among  the  heathen. 

f5. — During  the  week  notlilng  parti- 
cular occurred  in  our  Missionary  work, 
except  an  interesting  conversation  with 
aome  Musselmans  on  Friday.  The  con- 
l^regations  were' in  general  numerous,  and 
Teceived  many  tracts  as  usual.  To-day 
we  find  that  our  new  girls'  school  contain- 
ed seven  pupils,  so  that  we  have  now,  in 
the  first  we  established,  five  4  in  the  second 
and  last,  seven;  these  appear  very  trifling, 
but  they  are  the  first  schools  for  Hindoo 
girls  in  Calcutta  that  hav^  existed  for 
age^,  and  will  eventuallv,  as  prejudice 
against  the  education  of  these  intejesting, 
1)ut  unfortunate  beings,  abates^  go  on  and 
^  increase* 

Thursdayf  29. — Good  attendance  at  Ka- 
lingate  in  the  evening.     An  animated 
conversation  took  place  with  some  Mus- 
sejmans  on  the  different  claims  of  Maho- 
|uet  and  of  Christ.     Brother  Carapett, 
who  kindly  attended  with  04,  pressed 
them  hard  with  the  following  remark : 
"**  Yon  acknowledge  that  Christ  came  of 
the  seed  of  Isaac,  but  Mahomet  of  the 
seed  of  Hagar;  now  the  scriptures  we 
|>oth  acknowledge  inform  us,  that  Hagar 
was  cast  out,  and  it  was  promised  that  in 
Isaac  the  worid    should   \>t    blessed — 
Christ  having  come,  therefore,  of  the  line 
in  which  all  the  blessings  were  promised, 
but  the  line  of  which  Mahomet  was  horn 
being  that  in  which  no  blessings  wei^e  to 
be  communicated,  the  claims  of  Christ  ir- 
respective of  his  divine  character*   are 
decidedly  superior."   Not  being  able  to 
answer  this  argument,  they  became  an- 
^ry  ahd  vociferous,  and  walked  away* 
30« — Excellent  attendance  in  the  evea- 


ing  at  Mohingah.  A  Hindoo  com9encedt 
and  was  followed  by  a  Musselman,  on 
tiie  following  argument;  "  As  God  is 
almighty,  and  able  in  a  moment  to  de- 
stroy or  pardon  ^in,  where  was  the  ne» 
cessity  of  Deity  becoming  incarnate  to 
atone  for  it?^  To  this  it  was  repKed, 
"  Tliat  (jod,  in  the  accomplishment  of  aQ 
ha  Imposes,  used  means — as  he  could, 
by  his  command,  in  a  moment  produce 
trees  laden  with  fruit;  but  he  rather 
chose  to  direct  men  to  sow  and  cultivate, 
and  after  having  adopted  these  means,  to 
reap  the*  fruit :  so  if  he  had  not  threat- 
ened sin  with  eternal  death,  it  would  not 
follow  that  he  should  pardon  it  without 
appointing  a  means  by  which  this  pardon 
when  sought  might  be  obtained ;  and  se- 
condly, tliat  we  all  acknowledged  that 
God  possessed  not  only  natural  perfec- 
tions,  as  power  and  greatness,  but  mord 
perfections,  as  truth  and  mercy ;  and  that 
therefore  no  argument  coula  be  drawn 
from  a  consideration  of  the  former  with- 
out recollecting  too  the  latter.**  They  con- 
fessed the  truth  of  the  argument  and 
shortly  after  withdrew*

WeUetfredeih  AfrU  ^  1820. 
Pheai*  now  prays  in  public  with  some 
degree  of  liberty,  and  is,  I  hope,  grow- 
ing in  cbiistlan  koQwJledge.    The  other 
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Chtnamcir  hvrt  ill  icift  me,  except  one 
or  two»  and  they  attend  bat  very  leldom. 
The  Chinamen  are  not  a  very  devout 
people;  they  set  apart  hut  a  very  few 
days  in  a  y ekr  for  reli^ous  purposes ;  and 
it  IS  no  very  difficult  matter  to  persuade 
them  to  cast  aside  their  idols.     They, 
'have  saidf    that  1  should  easily  prevail, 
upon  them  to  turn  from  the  worship  of 
idols,  but  that  they  could  never  be  per- 
suaded to  renounce  the  worship  of  their 
deceased  ancestors.    1  have  experienced '. 
the  truth  of  this  remark  in  two  instances. 
A  Chinaman  once  visited  me  for  the  pur- ' 
pose  of  religious  conversation,  when  I. 
'read    and  expounded  to  him  the  Ten, 
'CMnmandments ;  andf  he  understanding 
that  It  was  wrong  to  worship  idols*  went 
hone  ^d  took  down  his  paper  god,  and,  / 
as  I  have  beard,  burnt  it.    A  few  days 
after  this,  he  gave  a  small  wooden  idol 
that  he  had  to  a  Christian  hoy,  who  hrolie 
the  poor  god  all  to  pieces,  without  paying 
the  least  regard  to  his  divinity.    Yet  this 
man  went  to  pay  his  respects  !o  his  de- 
ceased ancestors,   and   to  offer  them  a 
little  food  at  the  annual  festival,  and  now' 
he  baa  quite  forsaken  me.    Another  Chi- 
naman used  to  attend  regulltrly,  and  was 
very  aealons  in  persuading  others  to  re- 
nounce idolatry;  but  still  he  kept  his, 
paper  god,  in  ttie  shape  of  a  frightful  old 
man,  hanging  up  in  his  house.    I  called 
on  him  one  evening,  and  represented  to 
him  how  inconsistent  it  was  in  him*  who 
liad  become  such  a  professed  enemy  to 
idols,  to  keep  one  in  his  own  house,  and  > 
told  hira  that  he  ought  to  take  it  down  { 
and  bum  it    He  excused  himself,  say- ; 
ing,  that  it  was  not  his,  btft  one  which ; 
he  had  borrowed.    On  each  side  of  this ; 
paper  god  hung  a  board,  several  feet! 
long,  covered  with  black  paper,  on  wluch ; 
was  written,  in  large  gilt  characters,  some* 
thing  in  his  praise,  while  a  similar  board  j 
was  placed  curti  his  head.    Having  un- 1 
derstood,    that  thonigh  the  god  was  a| 
borrowed  one,  yet  that  the  papers  'Which  • 
^ere  pasted  on  these  boards,  and  which ' 
contained  the  praises  of  the  ido4,  were 
the  ChinaiAan*s  own,  1  strove  to  persuade 
him  to  bum  them.    Though  he  did  not 
appear  to  believe  that  his  godship  could 
do  either  good  or  harm,  yet  he  had  a 
auperstJtiont  fear  of  puHing  him  down ; 
"and  therefore,  after  some  hesitation,  told 
T*h^an  to  taktf  him  down,  and  ro(i  him 
up,  that  he  might  be  returned  to  his 
owner.    Th^an  had  no  sofmer  reeerved 
this  permission,    than  he  mounted  the| 
table,  over  which  this  worthless  idd  hung, 
and  tore  him  from  the  walL    The  China- 
man then  assisted  in  tearing  the  papers 
iirom  off  the  boards,  and  burning  them.  - 
They  were  burnt  in  a  large  iron  pot,  and 


when  B^othlng  remained  but  the  ashes* 
Ph^tii  says,  **  Save  these  ashes,  an^ 
show  them  to  every  body  with  whom  yot 
converse,  as  a  proof  that  you  have  re* 
nomiced  idolatry."  Thb  man  attendei 
for  several  moftths,  but  I  bdieve  he  peii- 
forraed  the  annnal  ceremonies  in  hoimtir 
ef  his  ancestors,  and  has  not  been  neat 
tis  now  for  a  long  time.  The  teal  god  df 
the  Chinese  is  Mammon ;  at  his  shrink 
they  never  cease  lo  pay  their  deVoirSi 
and  fai  hfs  service  they  use  all  thdr  craR 
and  ingennity.  Between  three  and  four 
years  ago,  several  Chinamen  nsed  to  ^ 
tend  my  preaching  at  Mr.  Dieriiig's,  uiA 
contimied  tiie  practice  for  a  considerahla 
l3nie;  but  at  last  they  discovered,  thait 
the  religion  of  Jesus  did  not  allow  atijr 
unjost  gains;  and  tlienthey  left  roe,  nny- 
tag,  "This  religion  will  not  do  for  os; 
if  we  become  Christians  we  shall  not  be 
able  to  get  a  nving."  A  Chinaffism  h 
never  content  to  procure  a  livelihood  b^ 
his  honest  gains,  if  any  dishonest  atts'ane 
in  his  power. 

In  the  month  of  January  X  received  ti 
very  agreeable  visit  from  Mr.  Ward  of 
Bmcoelen,  who  remained  with  me  about 
two  months,  and  is  now  gone  to  Sourm* 
baya  on  Ids  way  to  his  station*  He 
brobght  with  him  a  few  hymns,  whkh  I 
had  sent  to  him  to  be  printed ;  but  ihet^ 
are  very  illegible,  on  account  of  the  bad- 
ness  of  the  types.  We  have  had  many 
conversadeus  together  on  tiie  subject  «f 
Malay  trpes  and  printhig,  and  I  hope* 
that  in  the  oonrse  of  time,  he  wiH  be  able 
to  introduce  considerable  improvements;. 

Mr.  Ward  has  taken  with  him  several 
tittle  things,  which  I  have  prepared  tor  tlie 
press ;  birt  as  I  have  mentioned  some  of 
them  in  ray  letter  to  Mr.  Dyer,  m  Deoeai- 
her  last,  I  sliall  only  notice  what  I  have 
done  since  I  wrote  to  him.  The  first  is  a  Ma- 
lay  Spelling-hook,  composed  with  the  de- 
sign of  elucidating,  as  much  as  could  i»e 
done  in  so  small  a  work,  the  principles  «if 
Malay  orthography,  it  contains  an  «i« 
tensive  syllabariam,  and  thirty  speNia|r 
lessons,  which  include  more  thaa  a 
thousand  Malny  words,  all  written  with 
their  vowel  marks.  The  last  ten  lessom 
eonsist  of  roots  and  their  deriivatii>es.  in 
one  instance,  I  have  exhibited  more  than 
forty  derivatives  from  a  single  root,  aloioat 
exclusively  of  numbers,  persons,  and 
tenses.  The  priolcipal  difficulty  of  form- 
ing  derivatives  lies  in  the  orthogfSphy,as 
the  places  of  the  vowds  are  perpetualljr 
varymg,  according  to  the  affixes.  Tlie 
Malays  have  rules  for  the  change  of 
vowels  in  the  derivatives,  but  they  sel- 
dom trouble  themselves  to  carry  out  these 
Tales  to  their  legitimate  consequences ; 
and.^ei^ce  a.  word  with  twc;  or  three  aC- 
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fixes  b  fcarcely  ever  written  correctly. 
In  these  lessons,  •  I  have  endeavoured  to 
reduce  the  rules  to  practice ;  but  how  I 
have  succeeded*  tlje  adepts  in  the  lan- 
guage must  decide.  My  second  little 
book  contains  thirty  short  lessons  for 
leading,  adapted  to  the  capacities  of  chil- 
dren. These  lessons  consist  of  moral 
tentiroenU ;  a  few  of  the  first  principles 
of  religion,  such  as  are  common  to  both 
Musseimans  and  Christians;  some  short 
rules  of  conduct,  and  a  few  hints  relative 
to  Geography  and  Natural  History.  The 
third  book  is  much  larger  than  the  second, 
and  is  divided  into  chapters,  each  contain- 
ing several  lessons.  The  subjects  are  va- 
rious, as,  The  Advantages  of  being  able 
to  read — -Short  Descriptions  of  several 
Animals — A  few  Fables — On  the  Duty  of 
Children  to  Parents  ;  and.  On  our  Duty 
to  God.  I  wish,  if  possible,  to  erect 
achoolf  for  the  education  of  the  Mussel- 
man  children,  and  these  books  were  pre- 
jpared  for  the  purpose;  but  I  have  not 
been  able,  as  yet  to  carry  my  designs  into 
execution. 

As  the  Society  have  a  greiit  wish  for 
intelligence  on  different  subjects,  I  would 
recommend  the  plan  of  proposing  Queries 
to  their  Missionaries ;  as  the  answers  to 
these  Queries  would  furnish  much  inte- 
resting matter.  The  curiosity  of  persons, 
who  have  been  long  resident  in  s  foreign 
country,  is  .not  much  excited  by  surround- 
ing objects,  as  those  objects  have  lost  all 
their  novelty;  and  hence  many  things, 
which  would  be  amusing  and  interesting 
to  friends  at  home,  are  neter  thought  of 
in  correspondence,  merely  because  they 
are  familiar ;  but  a  number  of  Queries  on 
those  subjects  which  are  most  interesting 
to  you,  would  draw  from  us  that  infor- 
mation whioh  you  desire.

The  following  Letter  from  Mr. 
Godden  to  Dr.  Ryland  will  not 
fail  to  excite  much  sympathy  on 
behalf  of  bur  afflicted  brother, 
and  gratitude  to  that  gracious 
Beingy  who< preserved  him  from 
such  imminent  danger^  We  give 
the  account,  brief  and  hurried  as 
it  is,  expecting  further  details 
shortly. 


SpanUh  Town,  August  7,  tHi(h 

To  be  In  time  for  fbe  packet,  I  began 
writing  to  you  on  the  5th  instant ;  but  on 
the  following  evening  _  caught  cold,  by 
preaching  in  a  piazza  exposed  to  damp 
exhalations  after  rain.  Had  a  little  fever 
during  the  nighty  and  on  the  opening  of 
the  morning,  a  dreadful  ague,  which 
shook  me  incessantly  for  an  hour.  The 
fit  was  succeeded  by  a  most  violent  fever, 
that  bid  defiance  to  the  strongest  medi- 
cine, given  in  quick  succession,  and  large 
doses,  for  the  space  of  nine  boors.  £very 
one  was  alarmed,  expecting  fatal  conse- 
quences. I  feel  grateful,  however,  to 
the  gracioi^  Being,  whose  watchful  eye 
never  once  lost  sight  of  my  footsteps  since 
I  began  to  walk,  (though  I  have  returned 
him  evil  for  good,)  that  I  am  much  better, 
though  so  much  debilitated  as  to  be  una- 
ble to  give  you  any  more  than  bints.  The 
breaking  up  of  the  fever  is  like  tearing 
up  a  tree  by  the  roots.  I  told  you  I 
preached  in  a  piazza — ^Why  ?  our  meet- 
ing-house is  burned  to  the  ground.  A 
malignant  fellow  thought  to  have  con- 
sumed me  in  bed  !  He  is  gone  to  eter- 
nity!! I  lost  every  article  except  a 
few  shirts,  handkerchiefs,  &c.  and  a  few 
of  ray  wife's  clothes,— and  of  bed  and 
table  linen,  &c.  not  a  hand-towel  saved ! 
but  can't  deuil.  Should  God  spare  a 
poor  sinner,  whose  only  wish  is  to  serve 
him,  I  will  do  it  as  soon  as  abje. 

I  have  stated  things  as  plainly  as  my 
fcody  will  admit — hope  you  will  under- 
stand me — our  poor  people  are  mudi  af- 
fected.— We  have  in  view  another  house, 
better,  and  better  situated  than  the  for- 
mer !  Hope  this  burning  will  further  the 
gospel !  Many  are  ready  to  aid,  as  soon 
as  we  can  procure  a  place,  or  rather  bar- 
gain for  one !  A  general  interest  prevails. 
I  received  much  kindness  from  several  re- 
spectable whites,— the  Rector,  and  Me- 
thodist minister,  each  ofi^red .  me  a  room. 
I  now  lodge  with  Mr.  M«Farlane;(a  per- 
son of  colour,)and  am  inqst  kindly  treated, 
especially  in  sickness.  Oiir  congregation 
tvas  increasing  fast  and  much.  How  full 
of  hope  and  satisfaction  did  I  feel,  while 
trying  to  improve  the  Anniversary  of 
openibg  the  meeting-house,  only  the  day 
before  the  fire — from  which  I  escaped  on 
Monday  night,  July  17,  with  the  skin  of 
my  t^lh  !  Alas  I  but  I  can  say  no  more— 
the  packet  sails  to-morrow: — ^head-ach^ 
anf]  occa4<>^  deUrium,  oblige  ro^  to  atop^ 
My  |ov«  to  all.    Pray,  for  us— for  me. 
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The  Union  which  exists  between  Christ  and  Believer9.

IIL  After  attempting  to  show 
what  this  unioDv  is,  by  illustrat- 
ing its  nature  and  principle^  it 
may  be  proper  to  advert  to  some 
of  its  consequences,  and  thus  ex- 
hibit its  vast  importance.  Con- 
sider, 

1 .  The  immense  blessings  which 
this  union  comprehends.  To  be 
united  to  Christ  as  our  covenant- 
head,  is  to  be  interested  in  all 
that  he  performed  in  this  relative 
character.  The  forgiveness  of 
sins,  reconciliation  and  nearness 
to  God,  adoption  into  his  family, 
the  assurance  of  his  eternal  love, 
peace  in  the  conscience,  hope 
and  joy  in  believing,  these  are 
some  of  the  invaluable  effects  of 
this  union.  It  was  in6nite  mercy 
to  appoint  such  a  relation  be- 
tween Christ  and  his  people.  This 
mercy  is  theirs  in  all  its  fulness, 
and  through  him  it  flows  down 
to  them  in  one  exhaustless,  un* 
interrupted  stream.  It  attends 
them  to  the  end  of  their  course ; 
accompanying  all  the  heaviest 
dealings  of  his  hand,  for  they  are 
the  chastisements  of  a  tender  Fa- 
ther; and  pervading  the  most 
inysterious  dispensations  of  his 
providence,  for  **  all  things  work

together  for  good  to  them  that 
love  God,  to  them  who  are  the 
called  according  to  his  purpose.'^ 

They  are  ilnited  to  him  in  whom 
all  the  promises  *^  are  yea  and 
amen;"  and  these  ^promises  are 
fulfilled  in  their  happy  experience  x 
to  him  who  is  God's  "  unspeak- 
able gift;"  and  '<  he  that  spared 
not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered 
him  up  for  us  all,  how  shall  h6 
not  with  hi'm  also  freely  give  us 
all  things  ?''  He,  who  by  this 
amazing  exercise  of  love  renders 
those  who  were  enemies  his 
friends  and  children,  who  by 
uniting  them  to  his  Son  unites 
them  so  closely  and  endearingly 
to  himself,  will  not  withhold  from 
them  any  thing,  however  valuable. 
All  that  they  need  is  theirs :  grace 
equal  to  their  wants;  strength 
according  to  their  day ;  his  Spirit, 
to  teach  them  what  they  yet  need 
to  know,  and  to  guide  them  where 
they  most  need  direction ;  his  pre- 
sence to  cheer  them ;  his  power 
to  defend  them.  All  this  is  theirs, 
since  all  that  was  necessary  for 
bestowing  it  on  them  has  been 
effected  in  Christ  their  head. 

Bu.t  the  treasures  with  which 
the  Christian  is  enriched  do  not 
belong  merely  to  this  state.    He 
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can  look  forward  to  an  inheritance 
far    exceeding    the    possessions 
which  li^  actually  enjoys.    The 
Apostle's  language  is  Y4?ry  strik- 
ing: *.'  Blessed  b^  the  God  and 
Fatkec  of  our  Locdjesua  Christ, 
who  hath  blessed  us  with  ail  spi- 
ritual blessings  in  hf  aveul^  {»lae«s 
in  Christ"    The  Saviour  is  now 
in  heaven ;  and  because  the  head 
is    there  and  the  members  are 
blessed  in  their  head,  they   are 
said  lo  be  "  blessed  in  heavenly 
places."     The    consequence    of 
their  beirig  thus  blessed  in  him 
is,  that  the  members  who  are  be- 
low shaH  at  length  ascend  lo  the 
head  who  is  above.    He  is  there 
as  a  fountain  of  supply ;  so  that 
froin  bim«  while  in  heaven,  iow 
down  the  blisssings  which  they 
tieed  on  earth.    He  is  there  too 
^ls  their  forerunner;  for  they  who 
are  now  blessed  in  him,   shall 
hereafter  be  Messed  with  him. 
The   Apostle,  therefore,  in  the 
same  Epistle,  represents  God  as 
having  '^  made  us  to  sit  together 
in  heavenly  places  in  Christ."  The 
force  of  such  language  seejBs  to 
be    this:    Being    so    united    to 
Christ  as  to  be  quickened  to- 
gether with  him»  this  union  is  a 
pledge  of  eternal  union  with  him 
hereafter.    They  who  are  spiritu- 
ally dead  and  risen  with  him  shall 
actually  rise  as  he  rose,  ascend  to 
beaven  in  wbicfa  he  dwells,  and 
partake  of  the  glory  to  which  kt 
is  eaabed.    For  we  are  **  heirs, 
heirs   of  Qod,  joint-heips  with 
Christ;'^  and  **  when  Christ  who 
i^our  life  shall  appear,  we  also 
shall  appear  with  him  in  glory." 
2.  Consider  the  security  which 
union  to  Christ  imparts.    Christ 
is  the  same  yesterday,  to^ay,  and 
for  ever ;  and  as  long  as  the  head 
]^tains  its  life  the  members  will 
continue  to  exist.     But  cannot 
this  connexion  be  dissolved  ?  To 
say  that  it  cannot  ■.  would  be  ab- 


surd, since  the  power  which  pro- 
duces can  certainly  destroy  it; 
but  any  fear  that  it  will  ever  ter- 
minate h  gr<wiudless.    The  pecu- 
liar tenderness  of  Christ  towards 
his  clwrch  forbids  the  supposi- 
tion.    Not  more  watchful    and 
eonftoiat  n  the  care  of  a  man  over 
his  own  bodily  frame  than  that 
which  Christ  exercises  over  his 
people.    This  is  the  Apostle's  ar- 
gument in  saying,  "  No  man  ever 
yet  hated   his  pwi>    flesh,    but 
nourisheth  and  cberisheth  it,  even 
as  the  Lord  the  church."    This 
union  is  connected  with  God's 
eternal  purpose;   and  this  pur- 
pose cannot  be  frustrated.  Having 
chosen  us  in  Christ,  he  will  suffer 
nothing  to  render  this  choice  in- . 
effectual;  and  having  exerted  his 
energy  to  give  it  effect,  the  energy 
of  his  Spirit  in  renewing  the  soul, 
this  power  shall  not  be  employed 
in  vain.  They  arc  moreover  given 
by  the  Father  to  Christ,  and  thus 
their  salvation  is  secured ;  for  of 
his  sheep  Christ  declares,  **  They 
shall  never  perish,  neither  shall 
any  one  pluck  them  out  of  my 
hand :"  and  he  confirms  this  as* 
surance  by  adding^  "  My  Father 
which  gave  them  roe  is  greater 
than  all,  and  no  one  is  able  to 
pluck  them  out  of  my  Fathei^s 
hand.'^ 

It  is  indeed  true  that  there  are 
branches  cut  off  and  cast  away; 
but  it  is  equally  true  that  all  such 
branches  are  barren.  They  are 
known  by  this  mark,  they  bear 
no  fruit.  They  are  without  fruit 
because  they  are  lifeless,  an^ 
without  life  because  their  union 
to  Christ  is  a  mere  name;  like 
that  of  a  dead  bough,  which, 
though  it  hangs  on  the  tree  in  the 
midst  of  living  branches,  receives 
no  nourishment  because  it  has  no 
vital  connexion  with  the  stem. 

The  decisive  language  of  John 
is,  "  They  went  out  from  us  be-

cause  they  were  not  of  us  ;**  and 
the  triumphant  declaration  of  Paul 
U»  '*  I  am  persuaded  that  neither 
death,  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor 
IMincipalities,  nor  powers,  nor 
things  present,  nor  things  to 
iSiome,  nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor 
any  otlier  creature,  shall  be  able 
to  separate  us  from  the  love  of 
God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus." 

8.  Observe  its  .practical  and 
holy  tendency.  The  great  doc* 
trine  of  union  to  Christ  must,  if 
rightly  understood,  be  spiritual 
in  its  influence.  We  do  not  say 
that  it  is  incapable  of  perversion. 
It  may  be,  and  in  some  cases  it 
(certainly  is,  grossly  perverted. 
A  man  nsiay  say,  *  Christ  is  mine, 
and  I  am  his.  I  have  therefore 
nothing  to  do;  since  I  did  not 
form,  and  I  cannot  maintain,  this 
union:  and  there  is  nothing  for 
me  to  fear;  since  this  union, 
having  once  begun,  can  never  be 
destroyed.'  Surely,  to  bring  for- 
ward this  language  is  enough  to 
excite  in  every  mind  the  most  un- 
feigned abhorrence  of  it.  Should 
any  be  disposed  to  adopt  it,  we 
fear  that  all  attempts  to  argue 
with  them  would  be  utterly  use- 
less. Instead  of  arguing,  we 
would  rather  warn,  and  tell  them 
most  solemnly,  yet  most  plainly, 
that  a  disposition  to  convert  to 
purposes  of  indolent  self-indul- 
gence any  of  the  great  doctrines 
of  the  gospel,  is  an  evidence  that 
these  doctrines  have  never  yet 
entered  the  heart ;  that  the  prac- 
tical perversion  of  any  important 
truth  is  a  proof  that,  instead  of 
receiving  this  truth,  thcf  mind  is 
yet  embracing  a  falsehood;  and 
that  to  indulge  in  a  contidence 
Which  suffers  the  mind  to  sink 
into  hardened  repose  renders  it, 
-certain,  not  less  certain  than  was 
the  case  of  Simon  Magus,  that 
we  aire  rn  the  bonds' of  iniquity; 
and  the  gall  of  bitterness. 


But  mark  the  influence  which 
the  thought  of  being  united  to 
Christ  will  have  upon  the  genuine^ 
upright  believer.  It  humbles  hhn 
when  he  thinks  on  his  unworthi* 
ness,  and  looks  back  on  the  state 
from  which  he  has  been  exalted  { 
and  this  humility  will  pervade  his 
whole  character.  It  produces 
hatred  to  sin,  as  the  greatest  foe 
to  the  peace  and  the  honour 
which  such  a  union  imparts;  and 
this  hatred  will  lead  to  constant 
resistance.  It  inspires  him  with 
a  sense  of  true  dignity ;  so  that 
in  faith  and  hope  and  affedtion 
he  rises  above  the  present  world, 
and  longs  for  that  perfection  and 
glory  in  which  his  union  to  the 
Saviour  will  terminate. 

4.  Let  us  notice  the.  honour 
which  this  union  attaches  to  the 
Saviour.  It  honours  his  conde- 
scenston,  in  deigning  to  take  into 
union  witli  himself  creatures  so 
far  beneath  his  notice. — It  ho- 
nours his  grace,  in  bestowing 
this  distinction  on  those  who  are 
as  unworthy  as  they  are  insigni^^ 
ficant. — It  honours  his  love,  in  so 
willingly  performing  and  enduring 
every  thing  by  which  the  bless- 
ings of  this  union  are  secured* 
How  much  was  necessary  for 
this  great  end  np  tongue  can  de- 
clare;  since  no  mind  can  imagine 
the  bitterness  of  his  sufferings,  or 
the  depth  of  his  humiliation.  No 
one  can  tell  what  it  was  for  him 
to  leave  the  heavenly  world,  and 
tabernacle  among  the  fallen  and  * 
the  wretched ;  to  become  in  his 
life  a  man  of  sorrows,  and  by  his 
death  a  sacrifice  for  sin ;  to  drink 
the  cup  of  divine  wrath,  and  en- 
dure the  anguish  of  divine  de- 
sertion. Yet  all  this  was  essen- 
tial to  his  character  as  the  cove- 
nant-head of  his  people,  and  te 
all  this  he  cheerfully  submitted. 
— It  honours  his  all-sufBciency. 
**  Ye  are  complete  in  him.''  Thw 
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is  language  applicable  to  all  the 
servants  of  Christ/ amidst  their 
diversitied  circumstances,  and  in 
all  periods  of  time.  Whatever 
distinguishes  them  from  others, 
their  safety,  their  peace,  their 
purity,  their  dignity,  and  their 
possessions,  become  theirs  through 
Christ  alone. 

What  greatness  there  is  in  him, 
since  not  a  promise  can  be  made 
but  it  is  *^  yea  and  amen  in  Christ 
Jesus!"  Not  a  blessing  is  be- 
atowed  but  it  flows  through  him 
as  its  only  channel;  not  a  step 
have  we  set  in  the  divine  life  till 
by  faith  we  apprehend  him  as 
the  Lord  ouy  Righteousness ;  not 
one  solid  hope  can  we  entertain 
till  that  hope  rests  on  him  as  its 
foundation ;  not  one  guilty  soul 
can  be  pardoned,  not  one  pol> 
luted  soul  can  be  cleansed,  till 
that  soul  becomes  united  to  him 
as  its  head. 

Here  then  is  the  glory  of  the 
Bedeemer.  Hh  all-sufficiency 
remains  unimpaired.  In  him 
there  still  are  hid  all  the  treasures 
of  wisdom  and  knowledge.  To 
those  who  are  in  darkness  and 
death  he  is  still  the  fountain  of 
light  and  life.  Out  of  his  fulness 
have  we  all  received,  and  all  are 
still  receiving,  "  grace  for  grace;" 
for  his  is  that  **  fulness  which 
fiUeth  all  in  all/' 

5.  Consider  the  dignity  which 
this  union  confers  on  the  Chris- 
tian. Viewed  in  any  light,  ujiion 
to  Christ  is  an  honour  to  those 
who  enjoy  it. — Look  back  to  its 
origin,  and  we  trace  its  existence 
to  those  gracious  designs  which 
have  been  formed  from  eternity : 
•look  forward ,  and  we  see  it  ex- 
tending in  its  consequences 
through  ages  that  never  end. — 
Think  on  the  means  requisite  to 
render  this  union  attainable.  To 
accomplish  it  the  Father  gave  up 
the  Son,  and  the  Son  gave  up 


himself:  this  union,  therefore, 
must  be  of  immense  value  in  their 
estimation,  and  cailnot  be  too 
highly  prized  or  too  earnestly 
sought  by  us. — Reflect  on  the 
supreme  greatness  of  him  to  whom 
we  become  united.  If  among 
men  they  are  called  great  who 
can  rank  the  noble  and  illustrious 
among  their  friends  or  their  kin- 
dred, surely  he  is  great,  in  the 
noblest  sense,  who  stands  in  the 
nearest  relation  to  the  greatest 
and  best  of  beings.  Such  is  union 
to  the  Saviour ;  for  he  is  Imma- 
nuel,  God  with  us,  the  Alpha 
and  the  Omega.  To  this  glo- 
rious being  the  Christian  stands 
in  a  relation  the  most  tender,  for 
it  is  a  union  of  ardent  affection ; 
the  most  enriching,  for  it  is  a 
union  of  interest ;  and  the  most 
ennobling,  for  it  is  a  union  of  re- 
semblance and  participation.  By 
being  united  to  him  he  partakes 
of  that  spiritual  life  which  resides 
in  Christ  as  his  head.  For  '*  he 
that  is  joined  to  the  Lord  is  one 
spirit/'  inasmuch  as  he  is  actually 
a  partaker,  though  in  a  faint  de- 
gree, of  the  same  spirit  which 
Christ  himself  possesses ;  that 
spirit  which,  as  God  manifest  in 
the  flesh,  he  bestows  on  those 
whose  nature  he  took  into  union 
with  himself  for  this  very  pur- 
pose.^ 

To'  belong  to  those  to  whom 
Christ  says,  **  I  in  you,  and  you 
in  me ;"  whose  **  fellowship  truly 
is  with  the  Father,  and  with  his 
Son  Jesus  Christ ;"  who  can  hum- 
bly assure  themselves  that  Christ 
is  in  them  "  the  hope  of  glory ;" 
this  is  dignity  unseen  and  unfelt 
by  the  world,  '*  for  the  world 
knoweth  us  not  because  it  knew 
him  not."  It  is  real,  but  hidden; 
concealed  from  the  carnal  eye, 
and  too  little  realized  and  valued 
even  by  the  Christian  himself. 

6.  Reflect  on    the    important 
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view  which  this  union  gives  of 
the  relation  in  which  Christians 
stand  to  each  other.  Behold  how 
these  Chrii^tians  love,  was  a  re- 
mark made  on  the  followers  of  the 
Redeemer  in  the  first  ages  of 
Christianity ;  and  it  is  easy  to  find 
the  strongest  arguments  for  still 
exercising  the  same  holy,  tender 
principle.  For  as  Christians  we 
have  one  Lord,  one  head,  one 
common  friend  in  whom  our  af- 
fections ought  to  centre^;  one 
bond  which  unites  us  to  him,  and 
ought  to  unite  us  to  each  other. 
When  we  term  any  one  a  fellow- 
christian,  we  mean,  not  only  that 
he  is  a  pilgrim,  a  traveller,  a  sol- 
dier, a  sufferer  like  ourselves, 
but  that  he  is  a  joint  partaker  of 
Christ ;  and  whatever  be  the  dig- 
nity of  this  relation  he  shares  in 
it;  whatever  the  love  from  which 
it  flows,  he.  enjoys  this  love  in 
union  with  us.  He  who  is  thus 
honoured  ought  to  be  lu)nourable 
in  our  eyes.  He  who  is  the  ob- 
ject of  such  love  ought  surely  to 
share  in  ours.  Conceive  of  this 
reflation  in  all  its  weight  and  dig- 
-iiity,  and  there  is  enough  in  it  to 
exalt  the  Christian  in  our  esti- 
mation above  all  the  depression 
of  outward  circumstances,  and 
to  sweep  away  all  the  external 
distinctions  which  rank  or  intel- 
lect or  party  creates.  To  have  a 
soul  dwelling  in  Christ,  and  filled 
with  his  indwelling  Spirit,  and  to 
see  others  sharing  in  the  same 
wonderful  privilege,  must,  by  all 
who  enjoy  this  honour,  be  felt  to 
be  a.  powerful  bond  of  union. 
With  what  mighty  force  comes 
the  precept,  "  Love  as  brethren,^' 
when  we  feel  that  we  are  all  mem- 
bers of  a  large  family,  of  which 
Christ  is  the  presiding,  animating 
head  !  With  what  inconsistency 
is  our  conduct  marked  when  we 
confine  Onr  attachment  within  the 
precincts  of  our  own  denomina- 


tion; since,  in  doing  so,  we  act 
as  if  union  with  our  great  head 
were  of  less  moment  than  an 
agreement  on  some  point,  or 
some  punctilio,  of  religious  sen- 
timent; and  how  far  greater  is 
the  inconsistency  when  we  are 
swayed  by  feelings  of  pride  to- 
wards those  who  share  with  us 
in  privileges  so  peculiar  and  ex- 
alted. 

How  inconsistent  is  it  to  in- 
dulge in  feelings  of  alienation,  to 
magnify  trifles,  to  sow  and  water 
the  seeds  of  discord,  and  to  ex- 
cite and  nourish  jealousy  among 
those  whose  obligations  to  har- 
mony derive  their  strength  from 
the  force  and  the  tenderness  of 
their  union  to  one  common  Sa- 
viour ! 

How  incomrbent  is  it  on  those 
who  are  fellow<pchristians  to  walk 
charitably;  to  judge  with  can- 
dour; to  be  tender  of  the  repu- 
tation and  anxious  for  the  welfare 
of  their  brethren ;  to  forbear  and 
forgive;  to  suffer  and  perform 
whatever  kindness  dictates;  to 
call  into  exercise  all  the  perse- 
verance of  patience,  all  the  sim- 
plicity of  affection ;  and  thus  to 
show  that  they  **  love  one  an- 
other with  a  pure  heart  fervently  l" 

Surely  if  any  who  bear  the 
Christian  name  are  deficient  in 
such  principles,  they  staud  in 
need  of  faithful  admonition  and 
rebuke.  To  them  we  must  say. 
You  forget  to  whom  you  belong ; 
you  forget  what  you  became  when 
you  were  brought  into  union  with 
Christ';  you  forget  the  immense, 
the  immeasurable  distance  at 
which  you  once  stood  from  him 
to  whom  you  are  now  uuited, 
and  from  them  who  share  in  this 
union ;  yoil  overlook  that  uiercy 
which  brought  you  out  of  this 
state,  and  the  obligations  arising 
from  such  mercy  to  love  them 
sincerely  who  arc  now  enjoying 
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th«  same  grace^  and  will  enjoy  i| 
for  ever. 

.  Oh  when  shall  we  see  that  ten* 
derness  and  affection,  that  peace 
and  concord,  pervading  the  fa- 
mily of  Christ  on  earth,  which 
will  bear  some  proportion^  and 
exhibit  some  resemblance,  to  that 
unmingled,  uninterrupted  love 
which  reigns  among  the  happy 
and^glorified  spirits  above  1 

Oh  that  God  would  pour  down 
on  all  the  members  of  this  Asso- 
ciation, and  on  the  churches  of 
Christ  in  general,  an  abundant 
measure  of  the  harmonizing  spi- 
rit of  the  gospel;  that  gospel 
which  commands  us  to  maintain 
the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond 
of  peace ;  that  gospel'  which 
makes  the  love  of  Christ  to  us 
the  rule  and  the  measure  of  our 
love  to  others ;  for  thus  the  Apos- 
tle writes  to  the  Ephesians, "  Walk 
in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  loved 
us ;"  that  gospel  which  calls  on 
Christians  to  consider  themselves 
as  *'  one  in  Christ  Jesus,"  and  to 
exhibit  that  spirit  in  seeing  which 
the  world  will  acknowledge  them 
to  be  thus  united ;  for  *^  By  this 
shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are 
my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one 
to  another !"

Might  not  Ministers,  besides 
their  other  labours,  divide  the 
young  people  of  their  congrega- 
tions into  classes,  and  appoint 
times  of  catechising  for  them  ac- 
cordingly ?  For  example,  those  be- 
tween 12  and  20.  In  this  way 
their  attention  might  be  excited, 
and  their  diligence  the  more 
quickened,  when  they  felt  them- 
selves   thus    particularly    called 
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upon :  books  suited  to  their  age 
might  also  be  recommended  t9 
them.  Might  not  Ministers  take 
frequent  opportunities  of  con- 
versing with  students,  directing 
them  in  their  studies,  and  recom- 
mending to  them  suitable  books, 
practical  religion,  and  that  pru- 
dence and  decorum  so  ornamental 
to  the  sacred  prof<6ssion?  An 
advice  received  from  Ministers, 
in  such  circumstances,  is  apt  to 
have  peculiar  weight :  besides,  a 
character  is  then  forming,  the 
influence  of  which  in  society  is 
very  great.  Might  not  Ministers 
frequently  visit  schools,  give  good 
advices  to  the  children,  cate- 
chise them,  and  thus  encourage 
both  the  teachers  and  the  scho- 
hirst  Might  they  not,  on  pro- 
per occasions,  preach  sermons 
suited  to  children  and  youth, 
pointing  ont  their  vices  and  dan- 
gers, the  pleasures  and  duties  of 
religion  1  Might  they  not  have 
times  of  prayer,  for  the  public 
cause  of  religion?  When  church- 
es give  the  ordinary  allowance  of 
money,  might  they  not  always 
send  some  suitable  Tract,  calcu- 
lated to  benefit  the  souls  of  the 
poor?  Might  not  a  few  pious 
young  men,  who  have  no  families 
of  their  own,  join  in  teaching, 
by  rotation,  a  Sabbath  School, 
in  some  neglected  village  in  their 
neighbourhood  ?  When  the  place 
is  at  a  distanbe,  a  few  soon  wea- 
ry ;  but  if  five  or  six  were  to  co- 
operate in  this  good  work,  it 
would  make  the  labour  much 
lighter,  and  they  would  stir  up 
each  other  to  persevere.  Might 
hot  serious  persons,  when  they 
perceive  any  of  their  neighbours, 
formerly  caheless,  seem  to  begin 
to  pay  more  'attention  to  the 
things  of  God,  and  to  listen  with 
care  to  sermons,  try  to  get  into 
their  company,  encourage  them, 
direct  them/  aqd  eiKleavoor  tq 
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«tf^gtheGi  ihm  impressions  )  It 
is  to  be  feared  some  hopeful  be- 
ginniags  are  checked  in  the  bud, 
for  want  of  being  thus  cherbhed. 
Migirt  not  Christian  shopkeepers, 
who  supply  pedlars,  take  from 
them  ballads,  jests,  &c.  which 
pollute  the  country,  and  put  in 
their  place  a  few  religious  tracts 
afid  catechisms  1  Might  not  peo* 
pie  of  station  give  aw^y  some 
small  useful  books;  to  the  young, 
the  poor,  the  afflicted,  the  aged  1 
We  may  mention  Willison's  and 
Brown's  Catechisms;  Pear^ie's 
Best  Match ;  Henry  on  the  Plea- 
santness of  Religion;  Qrown's 
Letter^  to  Youth ;  Brown's  Jour** 
nal  of  a  Sabbath  Day ;  Boston's 
Crook  of  the  Lot;  Willison's 
Afflicted  Mad's  Companion ; 
Brooks's  Apples  of  Gold ;  Mute 
Christian ;  Brown's  Young  Chris- 
tian, &c.  ?  Might  not  heads  of 
families,  besides  teaching  their 
children  the  ordinary  catechisms, 
put  into  their  hands  small  books 
calculated  to  raise  their  affec- 
tions, particularly  the  biographies 
of  children,  an  account  of  which 
ahould  be  afterwards  required  ? 
This  would  be  found,  thr6ugh 
grace,  a  pleasing  and  profitable 
employment.  In  large  families, 
a  few  books  might  be  set  apart 
for  servants;  Boston's  Fourfold 
State;  Halyburton's  Great  Con- 
cfitn;  Venn's  Complete  Duty  of 
Man.  The  excellent  Mr.  Willi- 
son,  late  of  Dundee^  also  recom- 
mends to  heads  of  families  to 
convene  their  children  every  Sab- 
bath evening,  and  after  proposing 
questions  in  large  catechisms^  the 
-Westminster  larger  catechism,  &c. 
(we  add  Brown's  and  Fisher's) 
make  them  read  the  answers  in 
rotation.  It  would  familiarize 
the  truths  to  their  minds,  espe- 
cially .the  older  servants  and  chil- 
dren, without  disgusting  thenb  by 
the  labour  of  committing  the  an- 


swers to  mentory.  Indeed,  every 
suitable  means  iShould  be  used 
with  children  to  draw  their  at- 
tention and  affection  to  the  things 
of  God.  The  late  excellent  Mr. 
Fuller  of  Kettering  seeing  many 
girls  in  that  towii,  lace-makers, 
&c.  says  in  a  letter,  "  I  have 
been  thinking  of  disseminating 
truth  amotig  ourlittl^  lace-makcfrs : 
a  quantity  of  white  wrapping-^ 
paper  is  used  in  the  sale  of  smajl 
parcels  of  lace  thread  ;  so  I  will 
draw  up  a  number  of  little  hymns, 
the  mosft  impressive  I  can  either 
find  or  make,  and  get  them 
printed  on  one  side  of  tlie  paper ; 
then  every  child  that  comes  for  a 
little  thread  will  find  it  wrapt  up 
in  paper  containing  a  little  im- 
pressive hymn,  adapted  to  its 
heart." 

I  greatly  wish,  says  Mr.  Her- 
veyi  those  in  the  practice  of  phy- 
sic would  study  St.  Paul  as  well 
as  Hippocrates,  and  attend  oc- 
casionally to  the  spiritual  wants 
of  their  patients,  when  they  are 
consulted  as  to  their  bodily  dis- 
orders. The  patients  would  long 
remember  the  ivords  of  their  phy- 
sician, if  he  would  now  and  then 
introduce  a  few  religious  hints, 
and  drop  dceasionally  a  striking 
sentence  or  two  with  propriety 
and  seriousness.  Might  not  a 
judicious  warning  against  drunk- 
enness and  profane  swearing  be 
printed  and  put  in  a  frame,  and 
hung  in  inns?  Something  like 
this  was  allowed  by  the  most  re- 
spectable innkeepers  in  London. 
Might  not  an  entertaining  and 
useful  anecdote  be  printed  on 
half  a  sheet  of  paper,  large  print, 
and  this  put  into  the  pockets  of 
sta^e  coaches  along  with  news- 
papers? This  might  be  of  much 
advantage  to  the  passengers. 
Might  not  the  young,  appren- 
tices, and  others,  by  collecting  a 
penny  a  week,  fortnight,  or  mouthy 
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have  a  library  suited  to  tl<eir  age 
and  circumstances  1    Tbe  follow- 
ing books  seem    most  suitable: 
Pearse-s  Best  Match;  Thoughts 
on    Eternity ;    Alieine's    Alarm ; 
Fawcett's  Advice  to  Youth ;  Ser- 
mons by  Drs.  Doddridge,  Evans, 
Guise,  Jennings,  Messrs.  Thorn- 
ton and  Jerment  to  Young  Peo- 
ple; Baxter's  Counsels  to  Young 
Men ;  Gilfill^n  on  the  Sabbath  ; 
Murder's  account  of  the  piety  of 
several  children;  Newton's  Nar* 
Tative ;    Pilgrim's  Progress;  Ce- 
cil's Early  Piety  Recommended. 
In  the  way  of  reading  these  and 
Other  good  books,  much  inform- 
ation, and  even  the  grace  of  God, 
may  be  gained.  Might  not  Chris- 
tians, Ministers,  and  others,  when 
riding  or  walking  in  the  country, 
enter  into  familiar  conversation 
vrith  young  people,  and  persqns 
pf    different    descriptions,    give 
them  good  advice,  and  hereby 
use  means  for  their  salvation.  The 
late  excellent  James  Hervey  and 
Mr.  Joseph  Williams  often  did 
this,  and  did  it  to  the  profit  of 
many.    Fenner,  an  excellent  Di- 
pine  in  the  seventeenth  centuri^, 
says  he  knew  a  piivate  person 
who,  by  his  serious  advices  and 
instructions,    which  he  gave. to 
his  neighbours,    when   he  hap- 
pened to  meet  with  them  in  fields 
or  houses,  gained  about  forty  of 
them  to  Christ.  Might  npt  Chris? 
tian  charity,  ever  inventive  of  the 
best  expedients  of  doing  good,  be 
manifested  in  the  most  extensive 
:  diffusion  pf  truth,    by  religious 
tracts?     Every  prudent  method 
should  be  attempted  for  this  pur- 
pose.    Ministers,  in  visiting  their 
flocks,  might  disperse  them.  They 
might  be  given  away  in  shops; 
by  surgeons  when  visiting  their 
patients ;   left  at  inns  ;4  given  to 
the  poor  boys  about  the  stables; 
.    disposed  of  among  sailors,  at  the 
(:hief  sea-ports  of  the  united  king- 


dom; in  Bridewells,  Magdalens,- 
and  Infirmaries ;  given  to  the  £og« 
lish   and   Highland   boys,   when 
driving  cattle  upon  the  roads  lead- 
ing from  the  different  cattle  mar- 
kets.    Might  they  not  also    be 
given  to  the  children  and  others 
in   cotton  mills,   collieries,  aad 
other  public  works  1    Might  we 
not  improve  the  death  of  a  re- 
lation, or  some  rjen^arkable  inter* 
position  of  providence,  as  a  means 
of  doing  good  to  others  ?     Might 
not  Christians  stir  up  and  entou- 
rage one  another  by  a  kind  letter  ? 
On  the  whole,  vyhile  we  consider 
the  infinite  importance  of  souls, 
the  dying  love  of  Jesus,  the  short 
time  we  can  be  useful  to  sinners, 
surely  whatever  our  hand  fipdeth 
to  do,  we  should  do  it  with  all  opr 
I  might.     Might  not  Ministers,  on 
Sabbath  evenings,  and  at  other- 
times,  prei^ch  in  villages  at  a  dis- 
tance from  their  places  of  wor- 
ship* and  thus  bring  the  gospel 
to  those,    who  through  distress 
cannot,   or  through  carelessness 
will    not,   attend  I      Might    not^ 
those  evangelical  Ministers  who* 
understand  Gaelic,  take  a  sum- 
mer's excursipn  in  the  Highlands, 
and  preach  where  many  are  pe- 
rishing for  lack  of  knowledge, 
having  little  access  to  public  or-; 
dinanpes,    on  account  of  great 
distance,  arms  of  the  s^a,  &c»l* 
The  friends  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
are,    by  grace,    disposed  to  do 
good  tp  all;  we  live  in  an  age 
happily  incUped  to  this  godlike 
exercise :  in  the  mean  time,  many 
are  at  a  loss  what  means  they 
should  use.     The  abpve  is  hum- 
bly submitted,  as  a  short  direc- 
tory.

Sleep  being  banished  from 
my  eyes,  in  consequence  of  the 
fatigue  of  the  Sabbath  engage- 
ments, (a  circumstance  perhaps 
not  uncommon  with  ministers,)  I 
endeavoured  to  turn  my  thoughts 
to  some  profitable  account ;  and 
as  the  subject  of  the  evening  dis- 
course had  been  tbe  necessity  of 
regeneration,  and  my  mind  was 
very  powerfully  impressed  with 
its  importance,  I  began  to  think 
seriously  of  the  awful  possibility 
of  possessing  anfy  the  name  of 
religion,  whilst  destitute  of  its 
power.  Of  how  many  thousands, 
thought  I,  who  dwell  around  me, 
all  that  can  possibly  be  said  is;  that 
they  have  the  name  of  religion. 

Behold  first,  the  congregation 
at  a  Roman  Catholic  chapel. 
They  repeat  their  **  Hail  Marys," 
and  prostrate  themselves  before  a 
crucifix,  or  a  picture;  while  a 
service  is    gone  through  at  the 

«  altar,  that  is  nearly  all  dumb- 
show  ;  and  of  which  not  one  in 
five  hundred  knows  any  thing 
more,  than  that  it  is  called  per- 
forming mass !  yet  they  think 
that  they  are  the  onfy  people  who 
are  in  the  road  to  heaven,  nor  can 
they  endure  that  the  propriety  of 

'  their  worship  should  for  a  mo- 
ment be  called  in  question;  for  it 
is  the  way  of  the  multitude,  and 
was  the  religion  of  their  fathers 
before  them ;  and  the  priests 
must  have  more  knowledge  than 
other  people !  Thus  it  is,  that 
while  their  leaders  cause  them  to 
err,  they  also  "  love  to  have  it  so," 
^nd  not  one  of  the  Old  Testament 
prophecies  concerning  the  Re- 
deemer was  more  completely 
accomplished  in  hjm,  than  2 
Thess.  ii.  11,  12,  is  fulfilled  in 
them. 
Pi|t  th^  mere  qaii^e  gf  religion 


may  be  found,  without  going  to 
Rome.  It  is,  alas!  but  little  less 
affecting  to  attend  divine  service^ 
as  it  is  called,  in  some  of  the  Pro* 
testant  churches  in  this  country. 
With  but  few  exceptions  compara- 
tively, it  is  very  little  better  than 
the  worship  of  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic. They  stand,  they  kneel,  they 
sit,  they  gaze;  and  it  may  be, 
some  of  them  repeat  the  Lord's 
prayer  and  the  creed,  after  the  offi- 
ciating minister,  and  the  response 
at  the  end  of  each  command- 
ment, except  at  those  places 
where  it  is  chaunted  ;  and  this'is 
the  whole  of  their  religion,  until 
the  next  time  they  attend  the 
church,  when  the  same  ceremo- 
nies are  repeated !  Do  we  not 
behold  here  the  mere  name  of  re- 
ligion ? 

And  is  it  not  to  be  feared,  that 
too  many  who  attend  in  the  con- 
gregations where  the  worship  of 
God  is  carried  on  with  greater 
simplicity,  according  to  tile  scrip- 
ture Ynodel,  do  so  only  from  cus- 
tom, and  in  reality  have  no  great- 
er sense  of  religion  than  the  ma- 
jority of  those  who  have  been 
referred  to  ?  Nor  may  we 
stop  even  here;  for  it  has  too 
frequently  been  found,  that  per- 
sons have  bad  their  feelings  so 
far  excited  under  the  ministry  of 
the  word,  as  to  shed  tears,  or  to 
feel  a  temporary  joy,  and  have 
been  led  to  make  a  conscience 
(for  a  season,)  ef  reading  the; 
scriptures,  and  attending  to  de- 
votional exercises  in  public  and 
private,  and  they  have  found  a 
pleas4ire  in  so  doing,  (Matt.  xiii. 
20,)  and  have  also  been  solcmn-r 
ly  baptized,  upon  a  profession  of 
faith,. which  has  been  very  pleas- 
ing to  the  societies  with  which 
they  have  been  united  ;  and  yet 
their  goodness  has  been  ofily  like 
the  morning  cloud,  or  early  dew, 
which  passeth  away;;  they  hfiv^ 
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lost  the  savour  they  appeared  to 
^ssess^  and  the  blessedness  they 
spake  of;  aud  have  given  sad 
evidence  that  their  religion  was 
nothing  more  than  the  name* 

Others  have  appeared  to  enter 
with  ardour  into  the  plans  which 
have  been  formed  for  the  spread 
of  religious  knowledge,  and  have 
devoted  their  time,  their  abilities, 
and  their  substance,  to  the  good 
cause,  whilst  it  has  been  apparent 
that  they  had  only  the  name  of 
religion.  Nor  is  a  clear  concep- 
tion, a  ready  utterance,  a  correct 
attention  to  externals,  or  the  pos- 
session of  shining,  or  even  useful 
taleuts,  a  proof  that  more  than 
the  name  is  possessed ;  for  the 
scriptures  unite  with  observation 
in  showing,  that  ail  these  things 
may  exist,  and  for  a  long  season 
too,  and  in  a  very  emitient  degree, 
and  yet  the  individuals  may  be 
at  the  same  time,  **  workers  of 
iniquity ;"  atid  amongst  those  to 
whom  Jesus  will  say  at  last,  *'l 
never  knew  you." 

Simon  Magus  gave  up  much  for 
the  gospel,  and  was  even  bap- 
tized, as  a  believer  in  Christ,  by 
the  Evangelist;  and  yet  he  was 
at  the  very  time  in  the  gall  of  bit- 
terness, and  bond  of  iniquity. 
Demas,  also,  was  at  on6  time  as- 
sociated with  tl^e  apostle  Paul,  in 
his  salutations  to  a  Christian 
church ;  and  Balaam  saw  **  the 
irisions  of  the  Almighty !"  and  was 
inspired  to  deliver  prophecies 
concerning  Jacob,  and  eoncem- 
ing  Christ,  which  were  remark- 
ably glorious ;  and  yet  with  the 
feelings  of  an  infernal  in  human 
form^  he  could  say,  *<  Alas !  who 
shall  live  when  God  doeth  thisl^' 
and,  *' I  shall  see  him,  but  not 
now ;  I  shall  behold  him,  but  not 
iiigli  V*  &c.  But  we  need  not 
wonder  at  all  these,  when  we  see 
that  lit  the  little  society  of  apos- 
tles»  whom  JesUs  chose  to  that 


office,  one  of  the  twelve  was  a  de- 
vil, and  the  subject  of  a  diaboli- 
cal lust,  (coveteousness,)  which 
led  him  first  to  rob  the  simple 
company  to  whom  he  was  1  rea<^ 
surer;  and,  in  the  end,  to  betray 
"  the  innocent  blood"  of  his 
Master;  yet  he  was  admitted  by 
Jesus  himself  to  the  most  endear- 
ed intimacies,  &nd  was.  commis- 
sioned to  preach  his  gospel,  and 
to  work  miiacles  in  his  name^ 
equally  with  the  rest ;  nor  does 
it  appear  that  he  was  less  suc- 
cessful in  his  work  than  ^any  of 
his  fellow-labourers ! 

And  does  not  Jesus  himself 
testify,  t|iBt  he  will  say  in  the  judg« 
ment  to  "  many,"  yes,  to  many  / 
who  *^  have  prophesied  in  his 
name,  and  who  have  done  many 
wonderful  works,  '  I  know  yoii 
not,  whence  you  are ;  you  have 
only  had  the  name  of  religion, 
anu  never  belonged  to  me/  "  Matt.' 
vii.  21,  23.  How  should  this  seu<< 
tence  sink  into  the  hearts  of  all  pro- 
fessors of  the  gospel,  and  especial- 
ly those  who  bear  the  ministerial 
character,  inspiring  them  with 
fear,  lest  after  preaching  the  gos- 
pel to  others,  they  themselves 
should  be  castaways!  Better  will 
it  be  to  have  been  a  heathen, 
than  to  have  been  a  professor  of 
the  gospel,  with  only  the  name  of 
religion !  But  the  future  punish- 
ment of  ministers  of  this  descrip- 
tion must  be,  of  all  others,  the 
most  dreadful^  Matt  xi.  20,  24. 

It  is  unquestionably  very  ho- 
nourable, and  highly  gratifying,  to 
be  the  instrument  of  benefit  to 
others ;  but  it  will  not  be  suffir 
cient  to  have  kept  their  vineyards, 
if  we  have  not  also  kept  our  own. 
And  the  instances  which  have 
been  adduced,  clearly  show  that 
it  is  possible  to  do  this ;  and  God 
declared  of  old,  concerning  the 
false  prophets,  that  notwithstand- 
iog  he  did  not  send  then^«  yel 
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f^  if  they  had  stood  in  his  counsel, 
and  bad  caused  his  people  to 
hear  his  words,  they  should  have 
been  instrumental  to  turn  them 
from  their  evil  ways  !*'  Jer.  xxiii. 
22.  We  should  not  put  our  mi- 
nisterial usefulness  in  the  place  of 
personal  godliness ;  but  should 
look  to  ourselves,  lest  when  the 
spiritual  erection  is  completed, 
instead  of  being  incorporated  into 
it,  we  should  be  like  the  scaffold- 
ing, that  is  thrown  aside  when  the 
building  is  finished,  and  "  whose 
end  is  to  be  burned/^  But  if  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  formed  ^*  in 
our  heart,"  and  that  is  *^  estab- 
lished with  grace,"  so  that  our 
life  is  like  the  apostles,  *'  by  the 
faith  of  the  Son  of  God;"  if  we 
look  unto  him  as  the  alone  ob- 
ject of  our  dependence,  and  as 
the  model  of  our  imitation,  and^ 
through  divine  grace,  persevere 
^ith  fortitude  and  patience  to  th^ 
Mad ;  we  shall  enjoy  the  witiiess 
in  ourselves,  and  be  enabled  to* 
evidence  to  all  around  us,  that 
we  are  in  possession  of  more  than 
the  name  of  religion.

The  persons  whose  names  ap- 
pear in  Italics^  are  the  ministers, 
but  not  the  pastors,  of  the 
churches  to  which  their  names 
are  annexed. 

The  number  of  members  in 
these  churches  is  about  600,  of 
hearers  about  3;200. 


This  list  of  the  churches  in 
Shropshire  is  encouraging,  when 
it  is  recollected,  that  in  the  year 
1793,  there  were  but  four  Bap- 
tist churches  in  the  whole  county, 
viz.  at  Bridgenorth,  Broseley  first 
church, Shiifnal, and  Shrewsbury, 
and  three  of  these  were  then  des- 
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titule  of  pastors.  These  churches 
generally  breathe  a  spirit  of  love, 
9nd  of  harmony;  and  though  the 
taajority  of  their  members  are 
poor,  they  contribute  of  their  sub- 
stance to  spread  the  knowledge 
of  Christ  in  the  county ;  while 
the  churches  at  Oswestry  and 
Shrewsbury  have  Auxiliaries  to 
the  Baptist  Mission  connected 
vith  them. 

The  churches  marked  with  an 
asterisk,  together  with  those  at 
Chester/ and  at  Wrexham  in  Den- 
bighshire, form  the  Shropshire 
Association,  which  was  established 
at  Shrewsbury  in  1809 :  the  pre- 
sent Secretary  is  the  Rev.  T. 
Cooke  of  Oswestry.  The  ch  urc  h 
at  Oldbury  is  I  believe  connected 
with  the  Midland  Association. 

Connect)ed  with  the  churches 
in  this  county  also  is  an  Itinerant 
Society,  which  had  its  origin  in 
1800,  and  which  now  employs 
three  Itinerants  in  the  county  and 
its  neighbourhood,  by  whose 
exertions  several  of  the  churches 
hav/e  been  raised>  and  it  promises 
to  be  still  more  extensively  use- 
ful ;  its  secretary  is  lyir.  Thomas 
Crumptdn,  Mardol  Head,  Sbcevjrs- 
biiry.

ANSWERS 
TO  TWO  QUESTIONS. 


See  April,  Page  148. 
Thp  person  who  asks  the  qi^es- 
tion  respecting  the  lawfulness,  of 
being  accessary  to  the  dispersion 
of  plays,  novels,  or  other  books 
of  a  dissipating  and  immoral 
(endency,  seems  himself  to  have 


his  doubts  on  the  sul^iect.'  -  He 
asks  not  merely  whether  it  is- 
lawful:  but  whether  it  is  lawful 
"  at  all:"  implying,  as  it  should 
seem,  that  different  methods  have 
been  devised  to  do  the  thing,  and 
to  avoid  the  guilt ;  and  these  not 
bein^  satisfactory  to  his  can« 
science,  he  wishes  to  have  fur^^ 
ther  advice.  If  his  mind  be  in- 
deed in  a  state  of  doubt  respect- 
ing it,  he  is  placed  in  the  same 
condition  with  regard  to  this 
part  of  his  trade,  as  some  of  the 
church  at  Rome  were  with  re- 
ference  to  eating  meats,  to  whom 
the  apostle  said,  "  Whatsoever  is 
not  of  faith  is  sin/'  By  which  he 
means,  that  every  man  should  be 
fully  persuaded  of  the  lawfulness 
of  what  he  does.  If  a  man  dor 
an  act,  the  lawfulness  of  which 
he  doubts,  he  is  influenced  by  no 
sense  of  duty  ;  and  the  censui'e 
of  his  conscience  will  be  in  exact 
proportion  to.  his  hesitation : 
''  He  that  doubtethis  condemned 
if  he  eat."  On  this  grouml» 
therefore,  this  querist  ought  not 
to  sefl  these  books,  until  he  is 
fully  satisfied  ,  in  his  own  mind 
that  it  is  right  for  him  to  (io  so. 
Allow  me  to  recommend  to  him, 
and  to  all  your  readers,  whose 
temporal  interests  may  clash  with 
their  duty,  the  study  of  this  pre» 
cept,  "  Whether,  therefore,  ye 
eat  or  drink,  or  whatsoever  ye 
do,  doall  to  the  glory  of  God.'* 
It  would  lie  very  difficult  to  make 
out,  how  selling  books  of  an  im« 
moral  tendency,  which  often  cor*- 
rupt  the  principles,  vitiate  the 
praetice,and  ruin  the  souls  of  men; 
merely  fpr  the  sake  of  getting  a 
few  shillings,  cap  be  for  th,e  glory 
of  God ;  and  qnles^  this  can  be 
made  out,  no  Christian  js  at  li- 
berty to  sell  them.  To  argue 
that  it  comes  in  the  regular  way 
of  business ;  and  that  if  they  are 
not  bought  at  one  place^  they  vi\\\ 


dod'^  remains. 
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ataBother;  subverts  the  founda- 
tion  of  morality,  and  substitutes 
in  its  stead,  regularity  of  busi- 
ness, or  the  love  of  money. 
Every  man  may  abide  in  the  call- 
ing, or  profession,  wherein  God 
has  called  him,  provided  it  does 
not  require  him  to  act,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  contrary  to 
his  H^ill;  if  it  do,  he  ought  to 
penoiince  it ;  and  if  only  a  part 
of  it,  he  ought  to  renounce  that 
part.  ''  If  any  man  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deuy  himself, 
and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow 
me/^  I  conclude,  therefore,  that 
this  querist  ought  not  to  sell  the 
books  in  question. 

The  second  of  these  querists 
seems  also  to  have  his  doubts. 
He  can  scarcely  think  it  righjt  to 
teach  children  doctripes  of  religion 
directly  contrary  to  his  own  views. 
It  is  certain,  that  no  man  can 
^'  conscientioualy"  d6  that  which 
he  believes  to  be  wrong.  How 
can  a  Baptist,  for  instance,  teach 
that  infant-sprinklinff  is  baptism  1 
or,  that  when  infants  are  so 
sprinkled,  they  are  then  made 
members  of  Christ,  children  of 
God,  and  heirs  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven!  The  first  principles 
which  youthful  minds  imbibe,  are 
of  great  importance,  and  should 
be  taught  with  strict  regard  to 
truth.  How  is  a  minister  of 
Christ  to  clear  himself  of  the 
blood  of  any  ^ho  may  perish 
under  his  minbtry,  but  by  de- 
claring to  them,  so  far  as  he  un- 
derstands it,  the  truth,  th<e  whole 
truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth  1 
And  what  is  preaching,  but  teach- 
ing the  principles  of  religion,  and 
the  effect  of  the  belief  of  those 
principles?  This  is  nearly  the 
same  as  catechising.  In  either 
situation,  a  man  is  responsible  to 
God,  and  should  exercise  himself 
always  to  have  a  conscience  void 
of  offence.

No.  XVI. 

On  the  Corruption  of  Ckrutianity  in 
Britain^  during  the  Reigns  of  Ed- 
ward XL  and  III.  A.  D.  ISOT— 
1377. 

It  is  a  little  singular,  from  what 
ive  have  already  noticed  of  the  po- 
-  Itcy  of  the  court  of  Rome,  that  the 
calamitous  rei§^a  of  Edward  II. 
should  not  have  induced  the  Pope 
to  exert  himself  in  regaining  bis  au- 
thority in  England.  Although  few 
feigns  presented  more  distressing 
aeenes  of  unnatural  rebellion  and 
.  civil  war,  yet  but  little  interference 
was  experienced  from  the  sovereign 
pontiff. 

This  weak  prince,  it  is  true,  ob- 
tained absolution  for  his  favoprite 
Gaveston  from  the  oaths  extorted 
from  him  by  the  dissatisfied  barons ; 
and  also  procured  the  threats  of  the 
ecclesiastical  power  against  Robert 
of  Scotland,  his  formidable  enemy, 
by  whom  they  were  treated  with 
indifference  and  contempt.  The  at- 
tention of  his  holiness  was  perhaps 
too  much  engaged  in  promoting  tne 
destruction  of  the  Knights  Templars, 
and  the  enrichment  of  the  more  ma- 
nageable and  devoted  order  of  St. 
John  of  Jerusalem,  to  interest  him* 
fieif  so  much  as  formerly  in  the  con- 
cerns of  this  country:  added  to  which, 
there  might  be  other  reasons  which 
rendered  pacific  measures  desirable ; 
for  the  deep  policy  of  that  court  is 
particularly  remarkable  in  abstain- 
ing from  interference  where  success 
was  not  very  probable.  Nor  does 
the  manner  in  which  Robert  treated 
the  papal  menaces,  already  alluded 
to,  detract  from  the  force  of  this  re- 
mark ;  seeing  it  was  of  so  great  im- 
portance for  the  Pope  to  oblige  Ed- 
ward, from  whom  an  annual  tribute 
was  received,  that  to  hazard  the 
neglect  of  the  papal  mandate  by  a 
person,  and  from  a  country  from 
which  so  little  was  expected,  was 
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comparatively  dnworthy  of  being 
regarded*  Had  the  supreme  pontiff 
possessed  that  sincere  desire  to  be- 
nefit kingdoms  and  bless  kings, 
which«  when  convenient^  he  ar- 
dently professed,  this  tragical  reign 
afforded  numerous  oppoitunities  for 
the  labour  of  love:  that  instruction 
and  consolation  which  tlie  minister 
of  religion  should  ever  watch  for 
opportunities  to  afford,  would  havp 
been  very  seasonable  to  many  indi- 
viduals in  this  period  of  distress; 
and,  for  any  thing  he  knew,  might 
have  been  attended  with  the  greats 
est  success. 

It  was  hardly  to  be  expected 
that  iu  the  conflict  of  papacy  and 
royalty,  the  former  would  make  any 
progress  in  England  during  the  long 
reign  of  so  great  a  prince  as  Edward 
III.;  whose  energetic  mind  was 
equal  to  any  enterprise  which  he 
undertook ;  who  reduced  the  turbu- 
lent barons,  the  general  fomenters 
of  civil  discord,  to  obedience ;  who 
carried  his  successful  arms  into  the 
very  heart  of  the  rival  kingdom; 
and,  at  whose  court,  were  seen,  at 
the  same  period,  two  captive  kings 
as  the  trophies  of  his  skill  and  va- 
lour. 

There  is  scarcely  ik  reign  in  the 
English  history  that  should  be  read 
with  more  caution  by  the  serious 
youth.  The  dignity,  the  bravery, 
and  the  ardour  of  this  monarch  siit- 
prhe  and  delight  us.  /To  the  he- 
roines as  well  as  heroes,  who  figured 
in  this  distinguished  reign,  we  al- 
most  insensibly  ascribjc  the  warmest 
praise.  We  are  imperceptibly  borne 
away  with  the  enchanting  narrative 
by  the  astonishing  instances  of  indi- 
vidual valour,  and  the  wonderful 
atchievements  of  handftils  of  men ; 
nor  is  it  till  we  call  to  mind  the 
searching  question,  and  its  scrip- 
tural answer,  "  Whence  come  wars 
among  you  ?  come  they  not  hence, 
even  of  your  lusts?*'  or  feel  some- 
what of  the  sweet  spirit  that  dictated 
them,  that  we  begin  to  view  in  their 
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just  light  those  scenes  of  blood  and 
death.    How  appalling;  their  conse-

Against    snch     en    ^infatuation, 
alanuifig  Providences,  '(and  among, 
^thern  'the  removal  of  one  afterano- 
tber  by  <leath,)  are  conatantly  and 
^powerfally   mideing   their    appeal. 


Happy  they  who  hear  the  sounds 
and  like  her,  to  whom  this  little 
Bfemoir  is  devoted,  leave  behind 
them,  a  pleasing  and  oomoKog  testi* 
mony  tbat,^  absent  from  the  body^*^ 
they  have  entet^d  a  stale  of  perfec- 
tion  and  glory,  and  are  f*  presenl^' 
and  blessed  *'  with  the  Lord.^' 

It  was  on  the  15th  of  Oclo4>er^ 
1820 — in  ike  mkht  of  ike  eoUnm  orM» 
nance  ef  ihe  Lortts  fiUnoper,— «nd 
while  Iier  faikeir  weu  handing. rmmd 
the  bread,  that  the  subject  ofithis 
Obituary,  in  the  twentielh  year  of 
her  age,  and  in  the  very  iAoom  ci 
health,  dropped  dmtm  in  ike  veetry 
and  ineiantbf  expired  I — tier  filthy 
saw  ber  faH,  ana  im^diately  baa- 
teiied  to  her  heip ;  bat  it  was  only 
in  time  to  perceive  the  last  fault 
gasp,  wblcti  preceded  the  total  ex- 
tinction of  the  vital  apark.  Tfae 
emancipated  spirit  in  a  moment  left 
its  tenement  of  cli^ ;  and,  ere  the 
body  cpu|d  be  removed  from  the  sa- 
cred place  in  which  ft  fbU,  as  we 
bave  every  Teaaon  to  b^eve,  was 
partaking  of  the  banquet  above. 

It  was  not  until  Within  a  few  •mi- 
nutes of  the  commencement  of  the 
afternoon  service,  that  she  eom- 
plained  of  a  palffUetHtm  of  cAc  4Mit. 
This,  however,  was  not  so  great  as 
to  excite  in  'her  any  alarm.  ^3be 
attended  the  public  worship  as 
u^ual,  and  was  waiting  in  the  Vevtry, 
while  her  worthy  father  and  nM^r 
were  partaking  of  the  appointed 
memorial  of  their  dying  Lord,  lUhen 
the  fatal  signal  was  given;  and 
Death,  without  a  montent's  delay 
or  a  ipoment'swaming,  hastened 4o 
execute  bis  gloomy  commis^ou. 

The  impression  of  an  event,  at 
once  so  awful  and  so  unexpeeted, 
was  not  less  extraordinary  than  the 
event  itself.  The  kind  and  respect- 
able family,  of.whic)]  she  had4>een 
so  lonff  an  ornament  and  a  comfort, 
was  plunged  into  the  deepest  grief. 
The' whole  towp  was  filled  with  so- 
lemnity.   The  congregation  and  th« 
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chorch  in  particular  felt  tbe  shock. 
Every  coantenance  and  every  con- 
Tersation  seemed  to  onite  and  say — 
•  It  is  the  voice  of  tlie  Lord*—*  it  i^ 
the  band  of  tbe  Lord/  The  affect- 
ing Providence  was  improved  by  a 
funeral  discourse  on  tbe  following^ 
Sabbath  afternoon,  from  that  prayer 
of  the  Psalmist,  (Psalm  cix.  27.) 
"  That  tkeytnay  know  ihat  this  is  tltv 
hmd;^  tiuU  thau^  lAndyhast  dont  it  I 

In  an  event  of  this  description, 
hdwever,  one  of  the  first  questions 
wbieb  arises  in  a  pious  mind,  has  to 
do-vnth  the  prepared  or  taiprepared 
state  of  the  individual,  wfap  vias  thus 
.suddenly  called  to  appear  with  her 
•  acoouat  before   the  supreme  Tri- 
bunal.   And  it  is  a  source  of  no 
.small  satisfaction^  t|iat  to  such  an 
•inquiry  we  can  gpve  a  favourable 
•Kply.    She  was  not  in  communion 
with  us ;  nor  was  there  any  positive 
'  evidence,  arising  from  any  outward 
pr^tssionsot  her  love  to  Christ ;  but 
such  were  the  tirews^omHial  proofs 
of  it  as  warrant  tbe  most  pleasing 
cottclusipnfi  coneerning  the  present 
and.  now  unalterable  condition  of 
her  801)1.    To  these  I  shall  give  no 
eolouring  of  my  own,  but  simply 
state  them,  as  l/tf  unifann  testimony 
•ef  Hei  father,  and  mother,  and  go- 
verness, and  friends,  added  to  my 
own  personal  knowledge  of  her  fur 
little  short  of  twelve  years. 

In obedienee.t^  her  parents,  and 
ft   strict   and  inviolable  regard  to 
truth,  .she  was  an  example  some- 
what extraordinary,  and  tq  which  it 
IS  much  to  be  wished  there  wore  no 
exceptions^  Neither  her  father  nor  her 
mother  can  remember  a  single  act  of 
,wiyful  disobedience^    or  a  single  in- 
statue  of  falsehood  at  any  time  of  Iter 
Itfe*    They  never  saw  her  temper 
improperly  ruffleil  by  anger,  nor  do 
.they  remember  to  have  beard  an 
iR>pfoper  expression  proceed  from 
Jb^r  lips ;  so  unusually  placid,  serene, 
and  meek  was  her  natural  disposi- 
tion.   To  use  the  words  of  one,  who 
Jbad    always   been  with  her,    and 
whose  knowledge  of  what  is  ncees- 
.  f  ary  to  form  the  Christian  character, 
is  aa  accurate  as  that  of  any  one  I 
know,-^"  Sir,'*  said  he,  "  whether 
she  was  converted  or  not,  conver- 
sion could  have  made  no  difference 
:.in   her.  outward   deportment.      It 


conld  not  be  more  correct  tbair  it 
was." 

That  Outward  morality,  amiable 
and  excellent  as  it  b,  and  deserving 
of  universal  imitation,  may  exist 
without  a  saving  acquaintance  with 
Jesus  Christy  and  a  living  faitji  in 
him  as  an  atoning  sacrifice,  is  readily 
admitted.  In  her  ease,  however^ 
thew  is  great  reason  to-  rejoiee  that 
it  was  not  unaccompanied  by  those 
other  circumstances  which  give  a 
definite  and  decided  cast  to  the 
character.  She  had  a  powerful  at- 
tachment to  the  house  and  the  peo- 
ple of  God.  She  was  seen,  when 
she  was  not  aware  that  any  eye  was 
upon  ber,  biit  the  eye  of  Him  ^  that 
seeth  in  secret,**^— «i^flgiee{  in  prayer^ 
The  books  she  selected  as  her 
choicest  treasure^  were  such  as  had 
to  dA  with  God  and  Eternity.  And 
among  the  manuscripts  which  she 
left  behind,  was  the  following  Hymn^ 
which  was  sung  at  the  close  of  the 
funeral  (Sermon,  into  the  spirit  of 
which  she  appears  so  much  to  have 
entered,  that  she  copied  it;  the 
bare  copying  of  which  is  sufficiently 
indicative  of  her  approbation  of  it, — 
the  knowledge  slie  had  of  the  dying 
love  of  tlie  blessed  Jesus,  and  the 
desire  she  felt  to  be  interested  ia 
that  love  for  ever.

Such  was  the  end  of  the  mort^ 
career  of  one,  whoy  on  the  morning 
of  the.  day  on  which  she  died,  bade 
as  fair  to  live^  a»  any  now  alive.  O 
could  some  messenger  from  the 
other  world  but  have  whispered  in 
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jherear  the  day  before  her  exit, — 
*  to-moi^row  you  will  be  brought  home 
dsad^^  —  how  solemn,  how  over- 
wheJming,  woald  have  been  her 
feelin^^s!  What  an  anxious  desire 
would  it  have  excited,  at  ^very  in- 
terval of  sober  thought,  to  be  ready 
for  the  fatal  stroke !  But  it  was  not 
to  be  !  The  wisdom  of  God  has 
4;onceaIed  futurity  from  our  view, 
and  all  that  is  befoie  us  is  wmpt  up 
in  obscurity  and  ^larkness. 

To  improve  this  t>vent  in  a  few 
woFds,  so  that  it  may  be  productive 
of  some  good  to  those  who  survive 
lier,  is  the  only  thing  that  remains 
in  this  solemn  and  yet  consoling 
Memoir. 

It  should  be  a  warning  to  the 
young.  It  should  awaken  lo  serious 
thought  such  as  are  presuming  Jipon 
future  life.    It  sliould  show  us  the 
uncertainty  of  every  earthly  good. 
It  should  teach  parents  and  children 
.  to  be  on  those  terms  with  one  ano- 
ther, in  the  fulfilment  of  every  rela-. 
tiye  obligation,  that  they  may  be 
ready  to  part  in  any  place  and  at 
an^  moment.    It  should  increase  in 
every  mind  the  anxiety  to  be  pre- 
pared for  the  life  to  come.  It  should 
render  the  world  less  attracting, — 
religion    more    interesting, — Christ 
more  precious, — and  the  salvation 
of  tbe  soul  more  important  in  -our 
view.    O  could  those   lips,   which 
are  now  sealed  in  silence,  be  opened 
once    more   to  address  but  a  few 
short  sentences  to  those  who  survive 
her,  what  can  we  suppose  would  so 
readily  :flow  from  them  as  sentences 
and  sej^ments  like  these, — '  Fool- 
ish people,  to  be  so  absorbed  in  the 
trifling  cares  and  pleasures  of  such 
a  world  as  thisl    O  could  you  but 
see  what  I  have  seen,  and  feel  what 
I  have  felt,  you  would  forget  every 
thing  else !   Q  delay  not  the  import- 
ant concerns  of  your  soul  till  it  be 
too  late !  Listen  to  the  invitations  of 
Divine  mercy.    Acquaint  yourselves 
with  Christ  and  be  at  peace.    And 
yon,  my  young  friends  in  particular, 
let  religion  be  the  joy  of  your  heart, 
the  business  of  your  life.' — But  her 
lips  shall  no  more  utter  a  sound ! 
It  is  for  us  to  profit  by  the  silence, 
while  we  adore  the  hand  that  has 
(Closed  them  for  evei*. 


MR.  THOMAS  TURL.AND. 


S<4fiwiWald4n. 
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Mil.  Thomas  Turland  was  born  at 
Bugbrook  in  Northamptonshire.  His 
parents  were  respectable  and  moral, 
and  trained  their  children  up  in  ha- 
bits of  sobriety  and  industry,  in  the 
principles  of  the  established  church, 
to  which  Mr.  Turland  'was  fn-raly 
attached  in  early  life.    His  first  se- 
rious impressions  arose  from  hearing 
a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Ilervey,  at  Collingtree  near  North- 
ampton.   From  this  time  he  became 
dissatisfied  with  mere  moral  preach- 
ing, being  convinced  tlmtbe  needed 
a  better  rigliteonsuess  tnan  his  4)  wn ; 
and  so  poweifully  was    this  trntli 
impressed  on  his  mind,  that,  North- 
ampton   being    the    nearest  place 
where  the  gospel  was  preached,  he 
became    a  hearer  of  the  late  Mr. 
Ryland,  which  exposed  him  to  much 
rfdicnle  and  persecution  from  the 
inhabitants  of  Bugbrook,  as  iie  was 
the  -only  person  of  the  vitlage  wfio 
dissented  from  tlie  dhureb.    He  also 
fully  expected  that  his  attendance 
at  Northampton  would  lead  to  the 
loss  of  his  farm,  which  was  rented  of 
a  clergyman ;  but  his  fears  were  not 
realized.    The  preaching  at  North- 
ampton was  suited  to  the  state  of 
his  mind ;  and  for  many  of  the  pious 
hearers  he  felt  a  Christian  affection. 
But  at  this  time  he  had  great  objec- 
tions to  their  practice  of  baptism  by 
immersion,  and  pitied  them  as  mis- 
taken in  this  particuhir.    A  sermon 
preached  on  the  subject  at  Clip- 
ston,  by  the  late  Mr.  Fuller,  was  the 
means  of  removing  his  objections, 
and  convinced  him  that  believers' 
baptism    was  a  gospel  ordinaace, 
and  an  important  Christian  duty. 
Soon  after  this  he  was  baptised  at 
Northampton,  and  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  church  under  the  pastoral 
care  of  the    present  Dr.    Ryland. 
FTom  this  time  to  his  death,  Mr. 
T«irland*s  house  was  open  to  good 
men  of  all  denominations;  and  as  he 
felt  a  peculiar  solicitude  for  the  sal- 
vation of  his  neighbours,  he,  with 
much  difficulty,  obtained  a  license 
for  preaching  in  a  house  at  Bug- 
brook.   Many  ministers,  who  are  no 
more,  and  many  who  are  yet  living, 
favoured  Bugbrook  with  their  la- 
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bodrs;  nor  WM  (lieir  ^^tiBkohlhg  in 
vain.    Many  were  awakened,  and 
in  tbis  Mr.  Tarlami's  heart  rejoiced. 
He  was  eminently  qualified  for  con- 
versing with  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
village  on  their  eternal  concerns, 
and  bad  much  reason  to   believe 
that  his  conversation  was  owned  of 
God  for  the  salvation  of  many,  who 
died  rejoicing  in  hope.    lie  had  the 
honour  and  satisfaction  of  introdac- 
Ing  the  gOspel  to  Bugbrook,  and  an 
aiO^cent  village  called  Grimscott 
At  the  former  a  church  is  raised,  of 
which  he  was  Deacon :  at  the  latter, 
fi  house  is  licensed,  at  which  a  Sab- 
bath evening  lecture  is  preached, 
and  well  attended.    The  piety  of  our 
departed  friend  Was  simple  and  mo- 
dest, manifesting  itself  by  acquaint- 
fince,  rather  than  discovering  itself 
to  every  beholder,    tie  had  a  deep 
sense  of  depravity,  and  a  humble 
dependence  on  Christ  for  salvation. 
Tlie  last  conversation  the  writer  had 
with  him  was  on  death,  though  he 
was  then  in  health*    SpeHkingof  bis 
own  dissolution,  he  said,  '*  I  shall 
come  as  a   poor    sinner  to  Jesus 
Christ,  as  at  the  first  moment  I  be- 
lieved.*^   He  repeated  the  words  of 
\Vatts, 

<•  A  gniltVy  weak*  and  helpless  wonii> 
Oa  thy  kind  arms  I  fall.'* 

He  reckoned  it  one  of  the  greatest 
honours  of  his  life  to  be  employed 
in  supporting  th6  cause  of  Christ. 
tie  truly  honoured  the  Lord  With  his 
substance;  few  cases  were  pre- 
sented to  hfm  without  succests.  And 
though  he  occupied  a  large  farm, 
and  wak  ((uite  a  inan  of  business, 
^et  be  generally  found  time  to  at- 
tend on  all  the  meetings  of  Chris- 
tians in  the  neighbourhood,  whiiih 
^ad  far  their  end  the  proinotion  of 
the  cause  of  Christ.  Even  in  har- 
vest, his  business  was,  in  hid  estima- 
tion, an  insufiicient  excuse  for  noti? 


bad  btkcH  be^ti  bii  ndi^hbdunr.  The 
jonrney   was    about   tlrfrty  miles. 
Which  be  peHbi^nted  With  €ase  on 
horseback;  but  shortly  after  his  ar- 
rival, be  was  taken  ill ;  and  medical 
advlc<^  ^an  ittimediately  Called  in 
by  th«f  fkmtly  h^  tashi    to   6drve. 
The  means  used  seemed  to  have  the 
desired  etfect :  so  that  next  ndom- 
hig  he  appeared  better,  ittid  under- 
took to  return  honde  io  Bugbrook, 
which  he  accomplished  better  than 
he  feated.    He   reached  his  own 
bouse  i<arly  on  th^  l<venili^  of  Wed- 
nesday, l?ebitiary   8,  and,  though 
nnwell,   wks  remarkkbly  chcefful. 
A  ffHend  bad  called  at  bis  hoase 
that  evening,  in  her  way.  to  NeWnoH- 
I^agnel,  io  visit  an  afflicted  sister. 
Who,  Mr.  Turland  thought,  wodM 
be  in  glory  before  her  arrival  there. 
He  etideavoured,  in  the  most  tender 
and  Christian  tnannet,  fo  prepare 
her  mind  for  the  event,  obsetviilg 
the  iinpropriety  of  excessive  soh-ow 
at  the  redioVal  of  So  piouft  a  person. 
On  her   arrival    at  Newport,  she 
fbnnd,  a^  Mr.  T.  bad  suggested,  ihat 
her  sister  was  fio  mot-e.    tie  then 
retired  tb  bed,  andstept  eomfdrtably 
through  the  night;  and  in  the  morn^ 
ing  felt  himself  better,  and  pi'oposed 
getting  up  to   breaklkst    iBut  the 
AI1*wtse    Disposer   of  bvents  ha4 
otherwise  deterinb|6d;  for   iit   the 
act  of  dressing,  he  fell  asleep   in 
Jesus.

Sh^  W9|S  the  fpurtli  daughter 
9f  Mf'  i^obn  Poore^  »  r^spect^bk 
icrocer  of  that  place,  whose  desjirt;  it 
wa«  to  train  qp  bis  chiMren  in  the 
imrtnrp  and  ^d^nonitipn  of  the  XiOjrd 
Her  mother  died  befpr^  IUq  cUiitdre^ 
could  estimate  her  T^ae»  and  ber, 
father  9>»rned  agi^p*  A)^ioa«um;Iv, 
pamed  Benhami  who  resided  ai 
Whitcburcb,  offering  to  receive  one 
of  the  children,  it  was  for  9ome  tirne 
t:pnc|aded  that  the  elde^  shoqld 
be  sent;  but  JSsih^r  was  the  fa* 
vovured  child,  whom  Mr,  E*  took  un- 
der big  kind  pratection  when  she 
Wfis  but  geven  ye^rp  of  age.  Iler^ 
she  eiyoyed  the  advantagea  of  a  re- 
ligious education,  and,  by  her  atten- 
tion and  good  oonduct.  gained  the 
affeotion  of  her  aunt.  Sne  regpl^rly 
attendedi  with,  her  relatives,  tl^^ 
ministry  of  the  highly-esteemed  lUr. 
Charles  Cole,  pastor  of  the  Baptist 
Church  in  tnat  place  upward^  of 
^ty  years.  Thi»  servant  of  Qod 
wa9  the  honoured  instrument  of  her 
conversion  when  sko  was  about 
twenty  ye^rs  of  age.  His  spirit  some 
years  ago  winged  its  flight  to  giory. 
The  repqlleptioh  of  his  n^me  and 
character  was  precious  to  Mrs.  3* 
Qn  her  dying  bed. 

About  the  age  of  twenty*two  she 
made  ^n  open  profession  of  her  faith, 
and  of  her  love  to  Godt  by  b^pti^m* 
Before  she  had  completed  her 
twenty-third  year,  she  was  married 
to  Mr.  Joseph  Saunders.  They  were 
united  in  the  ties  of  conjugal  affec' 
ti6n  and  Christian  love  for  fifty- 
three  years;  during  which  time 
they  lived  in  many  different  ))tace8, 
where  they  assisted  and  built  up 
churches,  and  devoted  their  time 
and  property  to  the  service  of  God, 
and  the  advancement  of  his  king- 
dom. Many  persons  in  easy  cir- 
oumslmices  are  foiigetfal  of  the  hand 
that  bestows  their  temporal  bless- 
'  ugs,  and  possesstng  every  comfort 
this  world  can  aiTord,  do  not  recol- 
lect the  distressed  and  indigent; 
but  this  was  not  the  case  wi^h  Mrs. 
S.  Her  generosity,  (according  to 
her  means,)  was  very  great,  and  her 
extensive  charities  testified  her  gra- 


titude tp  the  bmv)tifi.iil  Giver.  When 
sitting  by  a  che^T^vl  fireside  in  th? 
gluan?  of  winter,  she  rcftec.ted,  with 
tliaidcfulness  a.nd  huuiility,  (>n  h^v 
innumerable  a;id  undeserved  mer- 
cies; and  considering  that  it  is  qot 
ei^ough  to  say, "  Be  ye  wai'Wf 4  and 
be  ye  ch)thed,''  has  sent  relief  to  the 
neighbui|ring  poor.  She  was  uni^ 
^n^ly  h\imh|e^|»eVceable,  ftnd  holy ; 
retired,  upambitious,  and  unas^^m.n 
ing;  yet  a  faithful,  but  gentle  re- 
prover. Sh^  vfs  a  inqther  in  l^^i> 
a  nurse  to  yonpg  converts,  thp  9Pnn~ 
sellor'of  ik^  int-'il^periancpd*  ^^^  the 
^oinforter  vf  the  afflicted*  Mf^py 
whp  are  now  \n  glory,  and  others 
who  are  in  th^  road  tp  it,  bate  rea- 
son to  blefs  Goid  for  her,  as  the  in- 
atruuient  of  their  spifitn^l  Improve- 
paent-  WetUn^truc^ed  herfeif,  ^he 
was  able  to  fidn^inist^r  Jn^^m^^lP^ 
to  others. 

One  amonff  the  many  amiah(P 
trait;}  in  h^  character,  was  an  aver- 
sion to  hearing  her  pwn  praise. 
When  Any  pe^on  mentioned  her 
fervent  piety  apd  exemplary  life,  she 
WQHld  exclaim*  "  Ob !  you  know 
not  what  a  poor  creaturp  I  am  1*' 
and  would  lament  that  so  high  an 
opinion  should  be  entertajned  of 
her.  Mnph  of  her  time  wa^  ^pent 
Alone  in  meditati^P  and  prayer. 
Whpp  in  business,  she  frequently 
mentipnqi  her  indifferenpe  about 
the  attainment  of  great  things  jp  thi|i 
life,  find  her  wi^h  to  relinquisii  the 
aflfjijrs  of  the  worid;  and  h^r  bP- 
,reaved  and  alRicted  partner  can 
testify  to  her  having  manifested,  for 
the  last  thirty  years,  an  entire  dis* 
regard  of  its  pleasures  or  attain- 
ments. Although  unincumbered 
with  a  family  of  her  own,  she  ge- 
nerally kept  one  or  more  of  her 
nephews  or  nieces,  who  live  to  re- 
gret her  loss,  and  to  pay  the  just 
tribute  of  their  testimony  to  her  af- 
fectionate and  maternal  treatment, 
and  to  hfsr  pontinual  prayers,  tears, 
and  counsels  When  sibe  pii^pre^sed 
affectipn,  her  language  wa#  sincere : 
ail  hpr  .word3  were  gnidpd  by  the 
law  of  integrity* 

In  1815,  she  retiuned  to  Whit, 
ehurch,  to  spend  her  latter  days 
there : — a  town  rendered  dfinr  to  her 
from  its  being  the  place  where  she 
received  her  earliest  impressions. 
Towards  the  year  1690,  nature  gral 
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daalljT,  and  almost  imperceptibly, 
decayed :  her  mansion  was  prepar- 
ing above,  and  she  welcomed  every 
symptom  of  dissolation.  The  mes- 
senger Death  gently  approached, 
and  she  was  undisturbed  at  his  ap- 
pearance. Her  consolations  were 
firm,  composed,  and  regular ;  prov- 
ing the  reality  of  the  assertion, 
**  Thou  wilt  keep  them  in  perfect 
peace,  whose  minds  are  stayed  on 
thee." 

On  Monday,  July  12,  when  a  little 
revived,  she  said,  with  tears,  in  the 
presence  of  her  afflicted  husband 
and  others,  **  Oh !  if  I  recover  a 
little,  1  cannot  say,  as  many  do,  1 
will  be  better  than  ever,  and  never 
sin  again.  No«  no,  no."  ThenjUfter 
expressing  her  entire  dependence  on 
Divine  help,  she  added,  ^'  It  is  my 
earnest  desire  to  live  more  and 
more  devoted  to  Christ,  and  that 
my  walk  may  be  more  close  with 
God."  All  were  deeply  affected:  it 
was  a  solemn  and  affecting  scene. 
When  asked  by  her  minister,  if 
Jesus  was  present  with,  and  preci- 
ous to  her,  she  answered  with  confi- 
dence, hnmility,  and  simplicity, 
**  He  is  my  Saviour/'  The  nature 
of  her  complaint,  i^id  her  constitu- 
tional calmness,  prevented  her  from 
saying  so  much  as  sh^  desired;  fpr 
her  spirit  yearned  with  tender  com* 
passion  over  those  she  was  leaving 
behind.  Upon  its  being  said  to  her, 
**  It  is  a  very  great  recommendation 
to  religion  that  you  have  enjoyed  it 
fp  ifiauy  years,  and  now  find  it  so 


strong  a  source  of  consolation;*' 
she  replied,  *^  Yes,  it  is  indeed,  and 
the  covenant  of  God  standeth  sure ; 
he  is  ever  faithful  to  his  promise." 
Her  intellects  remained  unimpaired 
to  the  last,  and  also  her  senses,  ex- 
cepting taste  for  food,  which  she  lost 
some  time  previous  to  her  death. 
She  was  confined  to  her  room  one 
montli  and  three  days,  suffering  pain 
without  murmuring,  and  breatoing 
holy  resignation  and  divine  snbmis* 
sion.  She  departed  without  a  strug- 
gle, on  Tuesday  evening,  August 
18, 182(),  surrounded  by  her  relatives 
and  friends.  Her  countenance, 
thouglf  1)earing  the  impression  of 
death,  was  as  calm  as  a  summer 
evening.  Her  remains  were  interred 
the  Monday  following ;  and  the  suc- 
ceeding Sabbath  evening  an  appro- 
priate discourse  was  delivered  by 
Mr.  Philip  Davies,  frpm  Rev.  xiv. 
12, 13.  Mr.  S.  Bulgin  of  Poole,  and 
Mr.  Futcher  of  Longparish,  (places 
where  she  had  lived,  and  where  her 
memory  wfis  highly  respected,) 
preached  also  from  the  same  words^ 
and  at  the  same  time. 

The  following  texts  of  scripture 
were  impressed  on  her  mind  doring 
her  illness :  The  redemption  of  their 
Moul  is  precious,  ecnd  it  ceaseth  for 
every  Psalm  xlix.  8 ;  And  there  shall 
he  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth, 
wherein  dwetteth  righteoasness,  2  Pe- 
ter iii.  13*  She  is  now  in  the  enjoy^ 
ment  of  the  heavenly  inheritance;—* 
of  that  rest  which  remaineth  for  th^) 
people  of  God.

'ffiis  interesting  and  well-written 
w  ork  is  the  production  of  the  Author 


of  the  History  of  the  General  Bapr 
tists,  in  two  volumes,  which  was  re- 
viewed by  us  in  the  early  part  of  last 
year.  The  history  of  the  "  New 
Connection"  was  detailed  in  the 
second  volume,  and  in  that  account 
the  subject  of  these  Memoirs  wa$ 
most  prominent. 

Though  there  are  rnmiy  parts  of 
this  volume  from  which  we  could 
extract  matter  Tcry  honourable  t^ 
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Ihe  cbanuster  of  Mr.  Taylor;  we  | 
consider  that  he  appeared  most  con- 
spicnous  in  his  lahours  as  a  religions 
reformer.  The  minister  who  under- 
takes to  reform  a  corrupt  reti^ous 
community,  will  require  talents  of 
no  common  kind ;  such  a  combina- 
tion of  knpwledg^e,  piety,  zeal,  and 
fortitude,  as  are  seldom  found  in  any 
individual ;  but  which  are  essential- 
ly necessary  for  the  accomplishment 
of  such  a  design.  To  say  that  the 
late  Mr.  Taylor  appears  to  have  pos- 
sessed these  qualities  in  an  eminent 
degree,  is  bestowing  upon  his  memo- 
ry a  meed  of  praise,  to  which  but 
few  of  our  race  have  been  entitled. 

The  Creneral  Baptist  Denomina- 
tion^ when  Mr.  Taylor  first  joined  it, 
had  sadly  degenerated  from  the  or- 
thodox principles  of  its  founders; 
and  the  evangelical  and  burning  zeal 
which  he  felt  for  the  honour  of  his 
divine  Master,  and  for  the  purity  and 
increase  of  bis  church,  was  as  if 
^'  now  wine  bad  been  put  into  old 
bottles  ;*'  which,  from,  being  incapa- 
ble of  extension,  were  soon  explod- 
ed. The  adherents  of  Matthew 
CaflSn,  and  the  Socinianism  which 
be  first  introduced  into  that  respect*- 
^ble  body  of  Christians,  were  too 
numerous  and  powerful  for  the  small 
remnant  that  still  adhered  to  the 
orthodox  principles  of  Thomas 
Grantham,  their  principal  writer 
during  the  seventeenth  century; 
and  there  was  no  alternative  to  be 
fuloptedby  them,  without  sacrificing 
**  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,''  but  that 
of  effecting  a  separation,  of  which 
Mr.  Taylor  was  the  principal  instru- 
nient 

The  extracts  from  the  Diary  and 
Letters  of  Mr.  Taylor  prove  him  to 
bave  been  a  man  of  habitual  piety 
and  good  understanding.  The  re- 
view of  his  character,  by  the  writer 
of  the  Memoirs,  is  very  creditable  to 
bis  judgment  and  talents:  he  has 
liccomplished  what  appears  to  have 
been  his  object,  the  exhibiting  of  bis 
Relative  as  a  model  for  the  imitation 
4)i  other  ministers.  For  the  last  seven 
years  of  his  life,  the  biographer  admits 
that  "  his  mental  faculties  evidently 
failed ;''  and  to  this  cause  he  attri- 
butes some  circumstances  which  had 
exposed  the  subject  of  his  Memoir 
19  bepsure.    {le  sa JS; 


"  To  this  infirmity  of  agei  almost  un* 
avoidable  iu  th«  circumstances  iu  which 
he  was  placed,  may  be  ascribed  much 
of  the  trouble  that  embittered  his  Utter 
days,  and  caused  his  sun  to  set  with  Ics9 
effulgence.  In  short,  he  was  a  man,  and' 
imperf(Kction  clings  close  to  the  homaa 
character  in  its  most  exalted  forms.  But* 
though  his  intellectual  powers  were  in  a 
degree  debilitated,  yet  his  moral  anc^ 
reii^us  principles  retained  their  fnlt 
vigour;  and; to  the  last,  he  was  incapa" 
ble  ot'acting  designedly  contrary  to  wliaC 
he  believed  to  be  the  dictates  of  duty. 
Whatever  imperfect  principles  he  might 
assume,  ur  however  inconclusively  he 
might  reason  from  true  principles,  he  al- 
ways.meant  to  do  right;  and  would  have 
sacrificed  life  itself  rather  thai)  deviate 
from  what  he  esteemed  the  will  of  God/' 

We  can  cordially  recommend  this 
volume,  as  containing  much  proGt- 
able  information  ;  though  it  is  pro- 
bable our  readers  will  disapprove  of 
that  part  of  Mr.  Taylor's  creed, 
which  was  opposed  to  the  doctrines 
of  sovereign  and  electing  grace,  and 
which,  in  our  opinion,  is  in  direct 
contradiction  to  the  spirit  and  de- 
sign of  the  Apostle's  queries, ''  Who 
majcetb  thee  to  differ  from  another  ? 
And  what  hast  thou  that  thou  bast 
not  received  r*' 


A  Defence  of  '  Baptism  a  Term  of 
Communion,'  in  answer  to  tlie  Rev. 
Robert  HalVs  Reply,  By  Jos^h 
Kinghorn. 

This  elaborate  and  argumenta- 
tive performance  is  divided  into 
twelve  chapters.  The  subject,  pro- 
bably, will  secure  more  attention 
hereafter  than  it  has  yet  obtained  ia 
our  own  denominatioo  and  in  others. 
Without  attempting,  at  present,  to 
enter  into  the  argument  on  either 
side,  we  shall  give  the  contents  of 
the  chapters  nearly  in  the  Auttior*s 
own  words.

The  ninth  is  ea 
Mr.  H»irs  ergumeitt  for  commening  with 
F9dobeptiHs«  because  they  ere  pert  uf 
the  true  Church.  The  tenth  conaideri 
Ibe.  charge  of  eicladiagf  eioenimmi- 
caiing,  and  panishmg  otlMr  Deoomioa* 
tJon«.  The  eleventh  shows  thit  Mixed 
CenineBion  was  unknown  In  the  ancient 
Charcb.  The  twelfth  ia  occapied  with 
*  the  Conclniion." 

We  shonld  not  foi^^et  to  say,  there 
is  also  a  Preface  of  twenty-three 
pages,  which  contains  niach  valna- 
bleinfermatlon  on  the  history  of  this 
(controversy,  from  Dr.  Featly  to  the 
Rev.  Charles  Jrmm. 

Wfaethec  Mr.  Hall  will  make  a 
njeinder,  we  have  not  beard;  we 
sincerely  wish  he  oiay-^-under  tiie 
Impression  whicb  we  feel,  tn  com- 
mon with  onr  readers,  that  in  some 
way  or  other  it  will  be  nsefol.  The 
subject  is  certainly  not  yet  under- 
atood  by  tlionsands  of  those  who 
loye  oar  Lord  Jesns  Christ  in  sin- 
cerity. Bnt  the  time  is  coming 
when  the  Angel  of  the  Apocalypse 
will  appear  with  a  **  golden  reed  to 
measure  the  city,  and  the  gates 
thereof,  and  the  wall  thereof;"  and 
then  every  thingwill  be  found  in  its 
proper  place.  £ven  now  the  divine 
oracle  seems  io  cry  aloud,  "  Rise, 
and  measure  the  temple  of  Gt>d,  and 
the  altar,  and  them  that  worship 
therein.^  Rev.  xxi.

book  as  tliia.  Yet,  in  |wage  Id,  we 
ue  told  of  the  Monarches  attach- 
ment to  tbe  atndy  of  Topography, 
and  io  page  7^  we  find  the  same 
thing  related  again.  In  page  32  we 
have  an  aeoount  of  Dr.  Johnson's 
interview  with  tbe  Kiag;  and  in 
page  81  it  is  repeated.  It  is  true

Five  Letters  of  Mr.  Barlass  con- 
tain 62  pages;  twelve  of  Mr.  New- 
ton, 122.  They  were  written  from 
1777  to  1783. 

Mr.  Barlass 

"  was  born  in  Scotland* '  in  the  uv:h\ 
of  FowUs,  about  eight  miles  from  renh. 
He  ipntervd  tbe  sacred  ministrv  in  con- 
neiion  with  that  body  of  Christians 
Bsnally  (Renominated  Antibpr^her  Se- 
ceders,  and  was  settled  at  Whitehtil,  in 
the  parish  of  Ne«r  Deer^ahout  thirty-siK 
Builes  from  AheiyleeB,  where  he  conti- 
noed  until  the  year  1797.  The  clrcooi* 
stances  which  Jed  to  a  scparatieo  from 
his  congregafion*  sad  which  prodpeed 
bis  emigration  to  Apiericiy  are  not  ma- 
terial to  the  reader.  After  his  arrival  in 
New  York,  August  97,t799^  he  under- 
took the  tuition  of  a  number  of  boys  in 
the  classics,  and  cobtinoed  in  this  em- 
ployment  with  reputation  and  psefolness 
until  August  1800 ;  when  he  commenced 
the  bunoess  of  a  bookseller  aod  stationer» 
which  he  pursued  till  -hia  death,  January 
7,  1817.  In  this  station  he  was  peca- 
liarly  usefiil^  by  importing  from  iUteepe* 
and  collecting  from  various  qoarterf,  an 
assortment  of  the  mostvalpfihle,  cnrious* 
and  rare  books  ia  divinity,  and  jn  the 
learned  languages;  Ujus  supplying  wants 
which  could  not  otherwise  oe  satisfied  in 
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thh  city.    Mr.  Barlttss  Was  a  zesloos, 
raitbfiri,   snd  impressive  pteBcbter»  and 
Hequired  a  h}gh  degree  of  popularity  whh 
thd  metdbers  of  tbe  society  attong  wbbm 
lie  officiated.     Wherever  he  displayed 
bis  talents*  be  was  attended  by  a  erewd- 
ed  auditory ;  and  many  of  the  congre- 
l^ation  at  WhltehHt,  which  was  greatly 
attached  to  fatm,  to  this  day  deeply  ia- 
itaen^  the  loss  of  his  serriCes.    He  was  a 
jndicious   di^iue,    a  Hian  of  extensive 
readingi   and  a  good  classical  ftcbolar. 
In  his  nianners  be  was  mild,  and  without 
tiffectation ;  modest  and  anassttming  fa 
his  deportment ;  of  a  sociable  dispCsltion, 
but  much  abstracted  from  the  wbrld ;  of 
ardent  piety ;  hamble,  patient,  and  sab- 
Missive  to  the  will  of  bis  heavenly  Fa- 
ther, ntidet  a  severe  and  dnrtraflslng  ma- 
lady,  with  which  lj«  was  afflicted  for 
'ftMihy  years,  and  which  at  last  brooght 
him  to  the  graire*    The  correspondence 
between  Mr.  Barlass  and  the  pious  and 
celebrated  John  Newton,  took  its  rise 
from  the  difficultjeft  and  perplexities  which 
agitated  his  bosom,  when  about  to  enter 
upon  the  worlr  <yf  the  nnntstry ;  and  was 
intended  to  elicit  the  advice  and  direc- 
.tloA  of  that  cteeelletit  toaQ,  fot  whom  Mr. 
Barlass  had  a  high  veneration.      The 
effect  oorrespondedwith  his  expectation.*' 

These  letten  embrace  a  variety 

of  topics,  and  are  both  entertalDing

Newton  means,  that  our  churches 
arei[iepit  up  and  Inomued  by  persons 
#»m  t\te  cbtindi  of  Bngbind,  after 
mhe  death  or  <leparture  of  an  evan- 
l^eKcal  tninrster,  we  rejoice  that  we 
fbave  'haid  naiiy  members  ^r4io  were 
l^pverte^  upder  such  miuisters,  ami 


that  ft  was  in  o«f  power  to  aflbrd 
them  an  asylum  when  tbe^  could 
no  longer  bear  the  gospei  in  their 
own  church.  But  who  wiU  say  that 
at  any  time  the  numbers  of  our 
membera  flowing  firom  that  quarter 
was  greater  than  the  nuaiber  con- 
verted under  our  own  preachers  ? 

Did  Mrv  Newton  thinlc  us  over 
zealous  about  the  poiut  of  baptism  ? 
A.Bd  do  not  all  Christians  think  those 
who  differ  from  them  over  aealous 
about  tbe  points  of  difference  ?  Va- 
rious are  tbe  charges  brought  by 
Christians  one  against  another.  Some 
are  charged  with  bigotry,  whilst 
others  are  charged  with  being  fierce 
for  moderation.;  some  are  charged 
with  always  bringing  forward  their 
peculiar  sentiments,  whilst  others 
are  charged  with  being  overbearing 
towards  their  brethren,  and  wilh  a 
desire  to  impose  silence  upon  tliem, 
at  tbe  same  time  that  they  are  by  no 
means  backward  to  expose  to  ynew 
their  own  sentiments  upon  the  saiile 
subject.

It  IS  high  time  for  strife,  and  cri- 
minafion,  and  recrimlnatioii,  to 
cease.  Are  we  not  brethren?  Let 
us  noty  however,  conpive  at  each 
other's  faults;  only  let  our  reproofa 
flow  from,  and  bo  mixed  with,  love. 
Are  we  not  all  members  of  the  same 
body  ?  The  hand  sometimea  hiys-a 
caustic  upon  tlie  ana ;  but  it  arisea 
from  love.  If  one  member  soffev, 
the  other  members  auffer  with  it, 
Let  Christiana  be  *' kindly  affection- 
ed  one  to  another,  with  brotherly 
love,  in  honour  preferring  one  an- 
other."

Tbbsk  two  pabUcatiens  in  some  re- 
spects so  much  resemble  each  other*  that 
it  might  have  beea  supposed  that  the 
latter  gave  itse  to  the  former.  We  are 
persuadedt  however,  that  this  is  not  the 
case;  for,  although  it  was  not  impossible 
that  Mr.  Jarvis  shoald  have  seen  the  ori- 
ginal work  from  which  the  latter  was 
»>imed,  yet  the  circumstaace  of  boih 
being  attentively  and  faithfully  drawn 
from  the  sacred  volume,  and  confirmed 
by  innumerable  texts  extracted  from  it, 
of  itself  sufficiently  accounts  for  the  si- 
milarity. 

Xiie  former  of  these  works  contains  a 
clear  and  methodical  exhibition  of  all 
that  is  said  in  the  word  of  God,  and  in 
the  New  Testament  particularly,  con- 
cerning the  nature  of  a  christian  church ; 
its  members;  the  admission  into  it;  its 
formation ;  the  advantages  of  fellowship 
with  it ;  its  ordinances ;  ks  oncers ;  and 
their  duties,— as  well  as  the  duties  of  the 
private  members; — and  concludes  with 
some  reflections.  It  is  an  excellent  ma- 
nual for  church  members. 

The  l^ler  work,  by  its  greater  number 
of  pages  is  enabled  to  take  a  somewhat 
wider  range,  as  well  as  to  dwell  more 
largely  upon  each  particular.  There  is 
scarcely  any  thia§  that  relates,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  constitution 
and  oi&cers,  or  to  the  duties  of  the  mem- 
bers, of  a  christian  church,  which  is  not 
treated  of  in  it.  It  contains  a  vast  deal  of 
useful  matter  in  a  small  compass.  Though 
Mr.  Ivlmey  has  done  weil  in  recommend- 
ing it,  it  stands  in  need  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  no  one:  the  reader  can 
scarcely  open  it  any  where,  without  be- 
ing both  instructed  and  delighted.  We 
ha?«  not  room  fer  extracts :  we  will  there- 
fore only  add,  that  one  part  of  the  work 
consists  of  Interrogatories,  to  which  ju- 
dicious answers  are  given,  amongst  which 
are  the  following ; — **  In  all  cases  of  of- 
fence, are  the  barae  procedure  and  the 
same  rjule  to  be  observed  towards  all  in 


the  church,  or  not  ?  When  a  person  is 
justly  excluded  by  the  church,  how  far 
does  this  exclusion  extend?  Does  the 
power  of  the  church  lie  in  the  majority, 
awd  are  the  minority  always  to  acqui- 
esce in  their  determinations  ?  Are  the 
sisters  an  integral  part  of  a  church  to 
which  references  are  to  be  made,  and  in 
which  authority  resides  and  is  to  be  ex- 
ercised ? — and  that  another  part  contains 
the  ibllowing  Cautions,  togetlier  with 
many  others,  all  of  which  are  treated  in 
a  very  instructive  manner; — 1.  Let  the 
Churches  beware  that  they  do  not  set  the 
door  of  the  sanctuary  open  too  wide  ;  2. 
Beware  that  you  keep  not  the  door  of 
the  sanctuary  too  close;  3.  Beware  that 
you  keep  the  door  of  the  sanctuary  weU 
guarded;  4.  Beware  that  you  keep  the 
sanctuary  pure  ;  5.  Beware  how  yon  as- 
sume a  Ugtelotive  power.  The  discussion 
of  these  subjects  is  highly  interesting, 
and  shows  the  author  to  have  possessed 
a  very  superior  mind,  as  well  as  to  have 
been  a  man  of  true  piety.

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BURNING  OF  Widows  in  india. 


Extract  rf  a  Letter  from  Mrs.  UaniaU 
(Widow  of  the  late  Mr,  Joel  Randall,  a 
Missionary  at  Serampore,)  to  Mr,  Ivimey, 

OXAR  SlR» 

When  I  paued  tbroagh  London  on 
my  retarn  from  India,  I  informed  you 
what  I  had  seen  of  the  burning  of  wi- 
dows* and  how  desiroas  I  was  that  a 
petition  should  be  presented  to  the  Com- 
pany, or  to  the  Parltament.  beseeching 
them  to  interfere  and  prevent  those 
shocking  practices  from  being  repeated 
in  any  of  the  British  dominions  in  India. 
Idy  feelings  have  been  again  roused 
to  the  consideration  of  that  subject,  by 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Pearson,  in  the  Evan- 
gelical Magazine  for  the  present  month. 
**  O  tfaatmy  head  were  waters,  and  my 
eyes  fountains  of  tears,  that  I  could  weep 
day  and  night  for  the  widows  of  India  !^' 
While  I  resided  at  Serampore,  bearing 
that  one  of  ray  Hindoo  neighbours  in- 
tended tq  bum  with  the  corpse  of  her 
husband,  I  went  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
versing with  her,  and  found  that  she 
would  be  obliged  to  go  out  of  Seram- 
pore  for  the  purpose,  at  th^  Damisk  ma- 
gistrate wotdi  mot  permit  her  to  bum  there. 
No  sooner,  however,  did  she  apply  to 
an  English  magistrate  but  she  obtained 
leave  to  imm^ate  herself  on  her  hns- 
band'ii  funeral  pilel  I  was  with  her 
when  the  servant  of  this  gentleman  came 
with  his  permission.  This  announcement 
was  a  sore  trial  for  her  five  children,  for 
till  now  they  had  been  kept  in  a  state  of 
doubt  whether  their  poor  mother  would 
burn  or  not.-  J  never  shall  forget  the 
tereams  rf  the  eldest  son  when  he  was  told 
that  he  must  set  fire  to  the  fuel  at  his 
mother^s  headHi  I  turned  myself  to  a 
brambun  and  said,  "  Why  do  you  suffer 
thiae*'  He  replied,  "  It  is  a  very  bad 
custom  r'  Thus  you  see  that  the  bram- 
huns  themselves  seem  tired  of  the  horrid 
practice,  and  are  only  waiting  for  au- 
thority from  the  **  Company"  to  put  an 
end  to  it  And  are  not  the  "Company" 
participating  in  the  guilt  till  they  do 
so  ?  And  are  we  quite  sure  that  Cbris- 
Ihas  in  England  will  not  fall  under  a 
similar  charge  until  they  use  every  means 
to  prevail  with  persons  in  power  to  bring 
this  horrid  practice  to' a  perpetual  end? 


I  feel  so  macfa  opott  this  painful  subject; 
for  I  can  never  Ibrgat  the  cries  of  thie 
orphans  in  India,  that  if  any  one  who  ia 
competent  should  draw  upa  petitioB  to  hii 
Majesty ;  if  no  one.  else  woald  present 
it,  I  would,  if  permitted,  take  it  to  the 
throne  mvself ;  knowing  that "  the  king's 
heart  is  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  who 
can  turn  it  as  the.  rivers  of  water  aiis 
turned."  I  am  persaaded,  were  I  in  the 
presence  of  soaie  of  our  honourable 
Members  of  Partiamcnt,  they  would  not 
deny  me  my  reqnest,  and  use  their  in- 
fluence to  stop  this  shocking  practice*  i 
am  not  in  the  habit  of  making  apologies : 
if  I  were  to  make  one  for  troubling  you 
with  this  letter  it  should  be, '«  Whatsoever 
thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it  wiUt  thy 
mAght,  for  there  is  no  work,  nor  devUe, 
nor- knowledge,  uor  wisdom,  in  the 
whither  thou  goest,"

WILTS  AMD  SOMERSET, 


The  Twenty -ninth  Meeting  of  the 
Wilts  and  Somerset  Association  was  held 
at  Penknap,  September  26.  Mr.  Ayres 
of  Keynsham  preached  in  the  morning, 
from  Luke  xiv.

SPADE  HUSBANDRY. 


Ma.  Wilis  informs  us,  that  a  field  of 
aeven  acres,  situated  in  the  county  of 
Surrey,  vras,  in  the  last  year,  prepared 
for  barley  by  the  spade.  The  labourers, 
employed  earned  in  the  winter  at  the 
rate  of  fifteen  shillings  per  week,  two- 
pence per  rod  being  giten  for  digging: 
and  toe  proprietor  considers  that  it 
would  haTo  cost  him  double  the  expense 
if  he  had  had  it  ploughed. 


FUMIGATION. 


To  purify  rooms,  and  to  prevent  eontS^ 
gion,  set  a  saucer  upon  hot  sand.  Put 
upon  the  saucer  half  an  ounce  of  com- 
mon salt,  and  then  pour  upon  the  salt  a 
little  oil  of  vitriol.  Stir  the  mtxtnr«, 
whidi  IS  of  the  consistence  of  paste,  with 
the  end  of  a  glass  tube.  A  white  smoke 
wilt  arise,  and  form  in  the  room  a  slight 
mist.  Repeat  the  operation  from  time  to 
time,  frequently  stirring  the  mlxiure.

▼itriol  do  not  touch  any  part  of  the 
body,  or  any  linen,  &c.  as  it  bums  ererj 
thing  it  touches  except  glass.  Thii  is 
the  only  reason  for  stirring  the  mixture 
with  glass.  A  tobacco  pipe,  however,  or 
a  stick,  may  be  used.  Stop  the  oil  eC 
vitriol  bottle  with  a  glass  stopple.

The  Auxi« 
liary  Society  brings  home  the  object  to 
the  lowest  walks  of  life ;  and  presents 
the  humblest  individual  with  the  privilege 
of  co-operation.  It  collects  and  con- 
centrates the  feeblest  efforts*  and  diffuses 
a  general  interest  in  the  object  for  which 
it  pleads;  and^  while*  if  constituted  at 
ours,  it  brings  into  contact  the  vatious 
members  of  different  religiooa  Societies,^  it 
promotes  a  true  spirit  of  Christian  bene- 
volence and  xeal  among  them* 

Yonr  Committee  deeply  regret  that 
thay  have  not  to  report  any  very  material 
success  hitherto  resulting  from  this 
Society;  but  tbey  are  firmly  convinced* 
thtfl  baa  rather  been  the  result  of  tem- 
porary causes*  than  of  any  want  of  bene* 
volenee  on  the  part  of  the  Christian 
friends  resident  within  the  disCriet:  Tbey 
have  only  to  report  the  small  sum  re- 
ceiviad  by  your  Treasurer  o$j£t9  U,  6tf» 
but  as  the  usual  allowance  of  the-  Parent 
Saciety  to  assist  an  active  Minister  in  his 
itiAeoaat-joiu«ieya<is  ^i-ptit  aa&anik  they

RiSSICTBft  BttJtTUHiJt,  ' 

I  rejoice  to  hear  that  yoa  are  at  jour 
posts,  and  that  the  .Heathen  at  home  are 
the  ohjects  of  your  care.  I  would  Ten- 
tu^  to  preient  the  ca*e  of  the  county  in 
which  1  reside,  viz.  Dewnithire.  Mauif, 
many  eager  inquiries  have  been,  made  by  , 
respectable  friends  concerning  its  moral 
state.  Letters  have  been  answered  :  hut ! 
the  vortex  of  iniquity  is  so  great,  so  over- 
powering,  that  no  one  ventures  to  engage 
a  vessel.  I  have  stated  by  letters,  by 
conversations,  by  sermons,  its  moral  de- 
pravity so  far  as  I  could  oollect;  and  I 
ipst  repeat  the  outline.  We  have  472 
Irarishes,  more  than  585,000  Inhabitants, 
m  general  darkness  pervades  the  whole, 
and  I  do  not  think  that  50,000  of  them 
hear- any  thing  like  the  Gospel ! — 

A  Church  has  been  collected  at  Cre* 
diton  of  about  47  members;  but  their 
Minister  has  been  driven  from  them  by 
itarvation.  But,  Gentlemen,  shall  it  be 
lelt  ?  sixty  pounds  a  year  might  support 
a  labourer  at  that  place;  and  there  is 
not  a  more  important  missionary  station 
in  Hindoostan. — 

Brethren,  I  appeal  to  your  hearts  as 
men,  as  Chrtftians,  and  as  managers  of 
the  public  money  of  the  British  Mission- 
ary Society.  Pray  do  not  suffer  this  sta- 
tion to  be  utterly  forsaken.

Jefftry  to 
the  Secretary,  dated 

SeiUy  hland$,  July^  IftSO. 
Rev.  iiiro  d^ah  Sib, 
>  Your  last .  kind  favour  came  duly  to 
h|ind;  and  as  you  are  alraady  in  pos- 
session of  aitDOst  every  particular  respect- 
iilg  the  diiKerent  congregations  on  the 
islands,  I  will  now  state  a  few  parties- 
lars  concerning  seamen  and  schools. 
Durii^g  the  little  time  that  Mr.  Cross- 
Inan  of  St.  Jost  spent  with  me,  (whenr  he 
came  over  to  assist  me  in  baptising,)  as 
we  were  at  .breakfast  one  morning,  a  sea 
captain  knocked  at  the  door,  the  pur- 
pose o£vk  hose  visit  shall  be  given  in  hu  own 
words.  **  Last  evening,  (said  he,)  wheq  the 
lads  on  board  were  getting*  ready  for 
divin^'iirorship,  I  took  an  opportunity  of 
tal^itig  with  the  Custom-house  officer, 
who  was  on  duty  with  os,  and  was 
greatly  rejoicM  to  find  him  a  serious 
man  i  for  I  m^i  ny  poor  fellows  had 


often  prayed  that  sacb  officers  as  migbt 
be  sent  to  us  might  be  men  who  feared 
God.'f  On  my  inquiring  how  long  he  had 
experienced  the  goodness  «f  our  Cove- 
nant Ldrd;  and  been  taught  By'his  Spirit 
to  seek  mercy  throogb  the  blood  of  the 
cioss,    *'  O  Sir,*'  said  he,  bursting  into 
a  flood  of  tears,  **  five-and-twenty  years 
ago  I  was  awakened  by^  the   Spirit  of 
God  from  my  guilty  sleep  of  ignorance, 
and  fur  some  time  I  enjoyed  the  peace 
of  God  which  passeth  all  understanding; 
hot  getting  acquainted  with  some  Anti- 
nomians,   I  was  captivated   with   their 
opinions,  and  was  for  more  than  twenty 
years  upon  that  enchanted  groiuid; — 
and  there  shonld  I  stilt  have  been,  bat 
for  the  grace  of  that  Great  Shepherd* 
who  seeketh  oat  his  flock  in  the  dark 
and  cloudy  day.    One  evening,  about  a 
month  ajgo,  when  we  were  at  Charaate, 
my  m<te  informed  roe  of  a  prayer-meet- 
ing on  board  a  ship  lying  near  us,  and 
begged  permission  to  attend.    Yes,  said 
I,    yoa    may    g^.      My  present  state, 
thought  I,  is   very  miserable;   hot  III 
go  with  the  mate :  and,  what  a  meetinc 
did  that  prove  to  me  and  all  my  crew! 
I  was  constrained  to  cry  aloud  for  mercy  t 
bat,  O!  what  could  my  men  think  when 
they  heard  a  reliel  crying  for  mercy  at 
the  feet  of  Jesus,  who  had  but  a  little 
before  been   b-^sting  their  eyes   and 
limbs,  and  calluig  for  d — ^nation  on  my 
own  sonl !    And,  blessed  be  God!  n^ 
mate  and  three  more  of  the  iBea»  are 
daily  crying  for  mercy.** 

In  another  letter,  dated  October  20, 
1820,  Mr.  Jeffery  writes. 

"  For  several  weeks  our  harbours  have 
been  crowded  with  vessels  taking  shelter 
from  the  late  violent  storms.  Yesterday 
I  preached  on  board  a  large  brig,  called 
the  <  Maria.'  As  she  lay  In  a  conv^ 
nient  situation  for  the  crews  of  ether 
vessels  hearing,  there  were  hundredl, ' 
both  of  soldiers  and  sailors,  who  listened 
very  attentively.  After  sennon  500 
tracts  were  disttibated,  and  several  of 
the  sailors  and  soldiers  followed  Tue  to 
Old  Town,  and  also  some  of  the  pas- 
sengers, who  seemed  deeply  aflTected 
with  what  they  had  heard.  Captain 
Palmer  observed,  that  *  some  may 
think  it  a  disgrace  to  have  the  worship  of 
God  on  board  their  ships  ;  but  I  count  it 
no  small  honour  to  have  the'gospef 
preached  on  my  deck,  and  an  interest  in 
the  prayers  of  good  men.'  The  Hymns 
published  by  the  Tract  Society  are  ge- 
nerally used  when  seamen  are  present : 
more  than  500  common  sailors  have  ap- 
plied for  this  tract  In  two  days,  and, 
alas !  I  had  not  more  than  j[0  copies  to 
give  them. 
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•,  *f.  With  regard  to  the  schooli,  when  I 
commenced  my  labours  among  iheae 
,  islands  six  years  ago,  there  was  but  one 
school  among  3000  inhabitants,„and  the 
public  were  then  told  that  was  quite 
sufficient.  Now  that  hundreds  have 
been  taught  to  read  and  write,  and 
scho<Js  eitahlbhed  on  each  of  the  islands 
by  your  servant,  and  at  your  expense, 
we  hear  that  laige  sums  are  voted  to 
establish  national  schools  on  each  of  the 
lylandsy  with  a  view  to  gather  In  the 
fruits  of  your  exertions  into  the  esta- 
blished ciiurcb.  (Be  it  so :  if  our  zeal 
should  stir  up  others,  and  the  work  be 
done,  we  shall  unfeigned ly  rejoice.) 
Many  letters  from  seamen  are  now  by 
ne,  some  extracts  of  which  I  hope  tfoon 
to  forward  to  the  Coranuttee.  I  am, 
with  true -gratitude  for  all  your  exertions 
on 'behalf  of  poor  Scilly,  your  obliged 
friend  and  servant^

JEstraet  of,  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Reei  Dams, 
our  Missionanf  tfi  the  County  of  Here- 
ford, dated 

Augwt  18, 1890. 

1  was  anziotts,  as  far  as  it  lay  in  my 
power,  to  ascertun  the  real  state  o{  tbe 
pdrishes  around  me>  with  regard  to  their 
moral  condition;  and  for  that  purpose 
liave  walked  in  *  -different  directions 
through  forty  parishes.  I  found  it  a 
difficult  task  to  obtain  particulars  respect- 
ing their  condition,  and  whether  the  gos* 
pel  was  preached  umong  them,  by  any 
denomination. '  One  obstacle  I  found  ii^ 
iny^way  to  obtain  any.  correct  information 
waa,  w  people  in  general  where  I  called 
had  some  secretappvabt>nsienl  was  what 
^hey  call,  a**  M«tiiodi»t> parson  }" against 
^11  soch  they  have  sooh  an  aversion,  that 
many  of  them  would  shim  them  as  beasts 
of  prey*  I  could  scarcely  prevail  on  them 
to  take  a  tract  from  roe  in  aome  plhces ; 
tl^ey  in  general  .told  me  their  parson 
preached  the  gospel,  but  they  appeared 
to  know  nothing  about  tu  The  best  way  1 
found  to  ascertain  th^r  meaning  was,  that 
in  some  places  they  called  the  parson  a 
fSethodutf  if  he  never  went  a  hunting, 
shi>9tii»,  && ;  but  out  of  the  ^forty  pa* 
riabes,  the  gospel  Is  not  preached  in  more 
than  ten  by  any  denomination  whatever ! 
J  intend  shortly  visiting  them  again,  and 
hope  to  be  able  to  obtain  »  more  en- 
larged knowledge  of  them,  and  distribute 
a  few  more  tracts. '  The  name  of  the 
blessed  God  in  most  places  is  taken  in 
vain,  by  old  and  young,  rich  and  poor ; 
mid  in  maifiy  places  they  have  wakes  on 
fhe  Sabbath-day  evenings,  which  ihey 
)|rc«p  up  m  rotttfon  from  place  to  place. 


every  Sabbath,  from' June  (o  September. 
At  those  places  tb^y  meet  in  the  church- 
yards, some  hundred?  together,  fighting 
and  gambling,  and  in  'many  places  yoti 
may  6nd  tbe  clergymen  lunong  them. 
I  know  now  of  a  place  wherea  JUisstonaf3f 
is  much  needed ;  and  it  appeara  tbe  peo- 
ple are  anxious  to  hear  the  word  of  truth. 
About  sevep  miles  frond  Madia/,  a  far- 
mer's daughter  sent  Mr.  Wright  of  Mad* 
ley,  a  pressing  invitation  to  preach  in 
her  father,'8  kitchen.  It  is  within  four 
miles  of  Ldmg  Totm,  as  dark  a  place  as 
any  in  the  world.  I  have  more  places  at 
present  than  two  persons  could. well  sup- 
ply;  and  more  I  may  have«  if  I  had  any 
probability  of  being  able  to  supply  them* 
I  have  opened  three  new  places  lately, 
where  the  gospel  was  never  preached  be- 
fore :  one  in  the  village  of  fcumZi^pe,  and 
the  other  two  on  Con^ropi^s.  I  preach  out 
of  doors  on  tbe  Commons,  and  have 
more  than  one  hundred  bearers  at  each 
place ;  and  trery  many  appear  anxiouf 
to  hear,,  and  ask.  me  why  we  have  so 
long  neglected  them  !  On  the  Commons 
there  are  a^ove  three  hundred  children, 
and  through  poverty  and  ne^ect,  very 
few  know  a  letter*  If  I  had  books  and  a 
convenient  room,  I  would  enfleavour  to 
establish  a  school  (here  immediately.  I 
have  one  Sunday  School,  with  seventy 
children  and  six  teachers* 

Next  Sabbatli  /ortuight,  I  hope,  God 
wilting,  to  baptice  six  person).  Amid  all 
the  darkness  and  gloom,  blessed  be  God, 
the  light  begins  to  shine  here ;  and  may 
it  greatly  increase  for  his  Son's  sake ! 
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The|e  are  but  very  brief  specimetis  of 
tbe  correspondence  which  the  Committee 
continues  to  receive,  and  consider  at  their 
monthly  meetings ;  and  there  are  at  pre- 
sent four  or  five  roost  important  stations, 
where  as  many  missionaries  might  be  im* 
mediately  employed,  could  suitable  la- 
bourers He  obtained  and  means  to  support 
them.  But  sdll  *<  the  labourers  are  few,** 
and  our  means  of  supporting  them  but 
scanty ;  and  we  regret  to  state  that  the 
following  communication,  addressed  to 
our  Treasurer;  is  the  only  reply  which  %e 
have  received  optm  the  subject  to  which 
it  refers.  >

Snndaj,  8. — ^Preached  at  Ballycam- 
ber»  and  as  I  had  for  several  weeks  pre- 
irioas  to  that  day  published  my  intentioxi 
of  administering  baptism  to  a  person, 
ivhom  I  believed  to  be  a  proper  sabject 
for  tliat  divine  ordinance,  I  had  a  large 
and  respectable  auditory  to  hear. me, 
from  '<*  But  when  they  tielieved  Philip, 
preaching  the  things  concerning  the 
aingdom  of  God,  and  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  they  were  baptised,  both  ooen 
and  women."  Several  hundreds  of  peo- 
ple awaited  my  arrival  at  the  water* 
edge,  many  of  them  very  respectable;  and 
most  of  them  paid  the  utmost  attention 
while  I  preached  Christ  no  them  as  I 
stood  in  tho  river ;  and  the  banks  were 
crowded  on  each  side  to  a  considerable 
extent.  But  although  the  major  part  of 
my.  auditory  behaved  so  decorously,  yet 
some,  who  were  not  of  that  neighbour- 
hood, were  inclined  to  mock ;  to  whom 
I  said,  ^  If  you  had  lived  in  the  days  of 
Christ,  and  had  seen  him  and  John  the 
Baptist  standing  in  the  river,  would  you 
have  laughed  at  them?"  But  still  find- 
ing them  inclined  to  interrupt,  I  told 
them,  <*  that  the  day  was  rapidly  •  ap- 
proaching when  God  would  laugh  at  the 
Imgodly,  and  mock  when  their  fear 
Cometh  I"  This  seemed  to  strike  them 
with  awe.  WhHe  I  baptised  G.  B.  or 
the  profession  uf  his  repentance  towards 
God,  and  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
J  told  them,  if  any  of  them  wished  for 
further  proof  than  what  I  had  given  them, 
that  I  purposed  resnming  the  subject 
at  five  o*clock  in  the-  evening,  and 
would  answer  any  objections  after  sermon. 
If  any  persons  were  inclined  to  make 
them.  The  house  was  so  full,  that  about 
one  himdred  persons  stood  without  the 
door,  who  could  not  be  accommodated 
with  room.  I  preached  from  our  divine 
Lord's  commission  to  his  apostles:  "Go 
ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  be- 
lieveth,  and  is  baptised,  shall  be  saved ; 
but  he  that  helieveth  not  shall  be 
damned  V  I  have  since  then  baptised 
another  young  man  at  Rahue* 


From  Mr*  WilUam  Moore,  an  IrUh  "Reader 
of  the  Scriptures, 

Baliimote,  Oct,  14,  1820. 
BrBT.  StR, — I  dated  my  last  from 
Bailina,.  and  from  that  place  •!  went  to 
paru  of  that  country  la  which  I  had  never 
.travelled  before ;  and  as  it  is  ioipossible 
to  attempt  to  get  into  conversation,  or 


read  for  themf  except  a  man  has  lome 
acquaioiaoce  to  introduce  him,  the  Lord, 
\n  the  course  of  his  Providence,  has  so 
ordered  it,  that  in  the  space  of  ten  days 
I  have  made  out  five  places  where*  at  ail 
dmes,  I  have  free  reception,  and  requests 
whenever  I  go  to  that  country  to  call 
upon  them.     In  the  places  alluded  to» 
they  never  heard  the  Irish  read ;  and 
there  was  no  more  than  reading  the  plain 
letter,  with  a  few  remarks.   The  first  day 
I  left  Ballina,  I  met  an  acquaintance, 
who  changed  my  course  from  the  direc- 
tion I  was  taking,  and  asked  me   to  go 
with  him  that  day,  and  I  should  get 
enough  to  do.  The  roan  lived  where  there 
was  a   miaed  multitude  of  Protestants 
and  Papists,  and  there  was  a  woman  in* 
the   place*    a   great    scripture    reader, 
though  a  Papist,  who,  like  Simon,  had 
bewitched  them ;  for  she  used  no  more 
of  the  whole  scriptures  than  Matt.  v.JS6, 
"  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  thou  shaU  by 
no  means  come  out  thence,  till  thou  hast 
paid  the  uttermost  farthing.*'   By  this  in- 
terpretation she  had  confirmed  the  Pa- 
plsu,and  being  a  woman  of  great  abilities, 
had  greatly  tormented  the  Protestants.^ 
We  met,  and  indeed  this  doctrine  of  Pur- 
gatory, I  may  say,  is  the  only  obstacle 
we  have  to  contend  about;  for  until 
this  is  removed,  it  is  useless  to  introduce 
any  other  subject ;  and  where  any  has 
been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth,  this  stumbling-block  had  to  be  first 
removed.    From  the  above  passage  she 
pleaded,  that  as  no  one  has  folly  atoned 
for  his  sins  in  this  world,  they  must  he 
atoned  for  in  purgatorial  fire  ;  for  into 
heaven  they  can  never  enter,  until  they 
are    purified  from    every    stain.    Sfaia 
went  on  at  great  length,  shewing  the 
reasonableness  of  the  doctrine.  I  did  not 
interrupt  her,   until  she  stopped  of  her 
own  accord.     I  Chen  begged  their  atten- 
tion, and   I   would   cut  the  alignment- 
short.    I  admitted  they  had  all  heard 
of  the  name  of'  Jesus,  of  his  life,  death* 
and  sufferings;  and  shewed  them  that 
withotat  the  shedding  of  his  blood  there 
was  no  remtssiou ;  and  that  tlie  blood  of 
Jesus    cleanseth  from   all  the   siAs    of 
them,,  and  them  only,  who  believe  !in  the 
redemption  that  is  in  that  blood;  and 
that  God  had  laid  on  him  their  iniquity, 
and  every  farthing  and  fsaction  of  their 
debt  be  paid ;  and  that  such  as  he  paid  it 
not  for,  will  not  depart  from  misery  until 
they  pay   the  uttermost  Otrthing,   but 
will  be  to  the  endless  ages  Of  eternity, 
not  in  purgatory,  but  in  the  tormeatsof 
hell.  After  this  I  received  no  more  oppo- 
sition, but  was  at  liberty  to  speak  and  . 
explain  as  long  as  I  was  able  ;  and  we 
parted  without  a  murmur. 
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STATE   OF  THE   FUNDS. 

The  Committee  of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society  feel  themselves 
compelled,  however  reluctantly,  to  make  another  pressing  appeal  to. 
the  liberality  of  the  religious  public.     In  the  month  of  October  the^ 
Treasurer  laid  a  statement  before  the  Committee^  by  which  it  ap- 
peared that  he  was  then  in  advance       ...    -      £475      9      8 
Had  to  pay  for  goods  shipped  for  Serampore       -    -     288       1       0^ 
and  was  under  acceptance  for      -    -    -    --    -     -1912     120 

A  small  sum  in  bills  was  then  in  hand,  but  upwards  of  £2000  re- 
mained to  be  provided  for.  A  bill,  to  the  large  amount  of  nearly 
£3000,  is  also  daily  expected,  drawn  by  the  Society's  agents  in 
Calcutta.  In  this  exhausted  state  of  the  funds,  unusual  expenses 
have  been  incurred.  The  Committee  have  not,  indeed,  to  present 
the  afflicting  details  of  a  fire  so  extensive  and  calamitous  as  that 
which  formerly  interrupted  for  a  time  the  labours  of  their  brethren 
at  Serampore;  that  devouring  element  has,  however,  been  per- 
mitted again  to  destroy,  and  by  the  hand  of  an  incendiary,  the  chapel 
and  residence  of  one  of  the  Missionaries  at  Spanish  Town  in  Jamaica, 
and  nearly  all  the  small  property  belonging  to  him,  have  been  con- 
sumed. And,  although  not  so  immediately  pressing  on  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  a  similar  calamity  has  happened  at  Calcutta,  where  the 
first  place  of  worship  built  by  the  brethren  stationed  there,  and  also 
a  house»  about  thirty  feet  long,  erected  by  them  for  the  accommo* 
dation  of  inquirers,  have  been  lately  destroyed  by  fire.  The  unex- 
])ected  and  extraordinary  measure  of  Mrs.  Chater's  leaving  -Ceylon 
with  her  large  iamily,  her  subsequent  decease  at  St.  Helena,  and  the 
arrival  of  the  children  in  England,  have  occasioned  very  considerable 
expense  to  the  Society,  notwithstanding  the  generous  and  truly 
christian  conduct  of  the  Rev.  J.  Vernon,  junior  Chaplain  at  St. 
Helena,  and  the  liberality  of  his  friends  at  that  place.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  has  been  thought  necessary  to  pass  the  following 
resolution. 

COMMrrTEE  MEETING,  NOVEMBER  2.  1820. 

"  RssoLVEih — ^That  ia  the  present  exiiaasted  state  of  the  funds,  an  application  be 
zuade  to  all  oar  churches  in  London,  and  its  vicinity,  earnestly  entreating  tliem  to 
make  a  collection  in  aid  uf  the  Mission,  in  hopes  that  the  example  will  be  followed 
by  more  distant  churches,  and  that,  by  an  eztraordiRary  effort,  the  Society  may  be 
relieved  from  the  pressure  which  so  materially  cramps  its  exertions.*' 

To  carry  this  plan  into  effect,  deputations  are  appointed  to  wait 
on  the  respective  ministers  and  churches,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped 
they'  will  generally  concur  io  the  proposal.  But  these  efforts  will, 
undoubtedly,  prove  very  inadequate,  without  the  more  general  aid 
qf  the  Christian  public. 
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The  Committee  cherish  a  lively  and  grateful  recollection  of  that 
expression  of  trxily  chri^iXiau  sympathy  thi:oughout  the  country,  and 
among  all  r4ti^oii4  driiominatioiiBp  wkich  ao  grt ally  alleviated  the 
sorrow  occ^ioned  by  the  disastrous  conftagratioo  at  Serampore,  and 
led  them  humUy  to  adore  Him  who  brings  good  out  of  evil ;  and  the 
experience  of  past,  extraordinary,  and  unwearied  generosity,  en- 
courages the  hope  that  this  representation  will  not  prove  ineffectual.  .

By  the  lau  pack«t  i  iaforned  Dr. 
Byl^ndj  48  well  m  my  health  would  ad- 
roit, of  alate  dreudi'ul  calamity  by  fire: 
(this  may  remiiid  yuu  of  the  Eaat.)  Aad 
to  express  my  own  feelings,  it  seems  as  if 
all  my  details  to  the  Society  were  to  ceti- 
fine  tnem  to  the  painful  necessity  of  lis- 
tening un|y  to  circurosUace«  of  wu9. 
Perhaps  nothing  previously  known  at 
Spanish  Town  can  equal  in  airocity  the 
malignant  deed  that  has  been  perpetrated, 
especially  if  all  it9  circumstances  cuiild  be 
fally  developed,  llie  following  are  ex- 
tracts from  mjf  Journal. 

Lord^i-day  Evening,  July  16th. — En- 
detfoured  to  improve  tlie  anniversary  of 
opening  oui  meeting)  from  Job  viiL  7, 
behog  the  nearest  convenient  Lord'sday 
to  July  1  Ith.  The  congregation  was  large 
and  respectable.  Several  whites,  many 
persons  of  colour,  some  Jews,  and,  I  may 
iayta  nmliitude.of  blacks,  were  present. 
,  July  17ih, — A  prayer-i^eeting.  as  usaal. 
Qn  tlie  evening  of  which  I  retired  com- 
fortably to  rest,  hoping  to  witness  greater 
things  in  the  church  in  future.  But, 
alas  f  in  the  dead  of  the  night,  my  ser-. 
vanf  alarmed  me  wUli  the  cry  pf  *'  Fia, 
IVlassa!  Fia,Mafsa!"  Flames  alrend v  blazed 
from  a  negro  house,  aliiiost  as  high  as  the 
branches  of  a  neigh bourint;  tamarind 
tree.  Turning  my  eye  down  the  street, 
in  a  southerly  <^irec(ion,  to  my  unspeak- 
able astonishment,  (  saw  the  shingles  of 
my  friMU-piaud  on  fire;  the  flames  not 
more  than  three  feet  high.  In  a  mo- 
ment 1  flew  to  the  ffont-door,  calling  for 
watQC  as  J  ran ;  which,  with  a  saucepan, 
I  threw  up,  and  nearly  extinguished  the 
fire.  But  one  wretched  shingle  refused  to 
vield  to  my  exertions:  it  would  still 
nqm ;  and,  iu  a  moment,  communicated 
what  could  not  be  overcome.  The  boose 
'mB  iber^lere  bocnt  to  the  ground.  Con* 
nnced  I  could  do  no  fflore>  to   the  bed* 


room  I  ran,  slipped  on  some  articles  of 
dreia,  seised  the  drawers  sent  hither  by 
Mrs.   Rvland,  containing  some  of  Jtfrs. 
Godden's  clothes,  and  ,£«50  belonging  to 
the  ehirch  ;  and  dragged  them  oot  of  the 
room.     When  about  two  yards  from  the 
bed-room  door»  with  my  load,  .part  of  the 
roof  and  ceiling  of  the  hall  fell  in  ablaze, 
and  with  a  dreadful  crash,  near  my  shoul- 
der, and  effectoally  cut  off  farther  cooi- 
muuicadoA.  with    tlie    bed-room.     Tbif 
part  of  tbe  catfistrophe  could  empby  no 
more  tl)au    two  minutes.    The  bed- room 
and  all  its  contents  were  of  course  aban* 
doned  ;  and  I  then  assisted  in  dragging 
from  another  room,  the  hook-oaset,  sofi^ 
and  safe,  amidst  the   dUhig  of  ahinglei 
and  ceilings,  and  polomos  of  m^ted  lead. 
Once  the  lead  fell  within  a  few  inches  of 
my  head.    I  certamly  escaped  that  night 
with  greater  danger  and    leas  wammg 
than  Lot  from  Sodom.    In  five  miputci 
from  tbe  first  alarm,  I  was  In  tbe  street^ 
with  all  I  could  save.     Had  I  slept  three 
minutes  longer,  another  mast  have  si^d  to 
yoo,  ''Godden  has  been  bnmCinliis  bed.* 
Had  tlie    breeze  not  timely   snfasldedf 
as  it  did.  Spanish  Town,  on  th«  next 
morning,  would  have  presented   perhaps 
one   scene  ^of    desolation.    The  negre> 
house  was  ilted  by  ttt  tenant,  n  ncgto  ai 
most  horrid  characier»  and  known  by  the 
name  of  Old.  Tom    I'his  fellow  (a  ytave) 
fired  his  master's  premises  some  years  ago, 
for  which  he  bad  been  long  confined  in 
the  workhouse,  to  vlhich  he  also  mt  fin 
not  tong  sioee,  and  escaped  with  unpii- 
nity.  Somehow  be  got  out  of  bis  confine- 
ment, lived  with  a  woman  whose  freedom 
he  purchased;  and  it  seems,  havhiggaioed 
his  liberty,  he  had  an  opportanity  of  do- 
ing as  he  pleased.    The  woman,   feeling 
her  consequence)  threatened  to  abandon 
him,  and  get  married,  and  join  the  Bap* 
ibts)  because  she  eoiisidered  henell  loo 
good  for  him,  as  the  story  goes.    It  is 
evident,  however,   she  never  meant  to 
join  ns;  of  coarse,  her  language  bad  only 
been  to  irritate :  and  U  has  hi&n  a  wofd 
irritation  to  me  indeed.    The  two  fires 
were  so  situated,  that  the  direcdon  the 
wind  took  at  the  time  prectodcd  the  pes- 
sihility  of  particles  fiom  the  one  tommu- 
nicating  with  th«  othtt :  taA  it  hM  Uitst- 
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fftre  been  jusfly  ecAcliid«dk  &oni  this 
•nd  other  circuiu&tanoesj  that  he  design* 
edly  set  fire  to  both,  tie  was  niet  by 
tome  of  the  first  ^rsons  who,  from  tbe 
aJariB,  were  called  to  the  spot,  wiih  two 
chairs^  and  other  farniture,  appareotly 
Baconceraed  about  the  fire,  and  firom  that 
time  was  not  seen  or  heard  oi  till  the  Sa- 
turday following,  when  he  was  found  ly- 
ing dead*  at  a  pen  about  four  or  five  miles 
from  town,  mangled  most  horridly  bv 
nogSj  aogs,  and  crows:  the  latter,  it 
Beew8«  hiul  plucked  out  bb  eyes.  A  bot- 
tle* and  some  rum,  with  a  mug,  supposed 
%o  have  contained  poison,  together  with 
his  clothes,  and  two  knives,  (which  were 
identified,)  were  found  near,  and  upon 
him.  A  Coroner's  Inquest  was  cbnse- 
,  ^uently  held  upon  liim,  who,  upon  the 
inspection  of  the  .whole,  passed  a  verdicti 
}*  that  in  a  £t  of  despair  he  had  poisoned 
liims6ir' 

By  this  letter  the  Society  h 
«lso  informed,  th^t  the  agitation 
occasioned  by  the  fire«  and  a  se- 
vere cold,  taken  ib  consequence  of 
preaching  subseqnenily  in  a  place 
through  the  roof  ofwhicli  the 
rain  penetrated^  had  reduced 
Mr.  Godden  to  a  very  debilitated 
fttate,  fVom  Which  he  was  siowly 
reeoVeriOg.  This  distressing  oc- 
currence has  also  involve<r  the 
Society  in  the  tiecessary  expense 
of  a  new  purchase;  to  meet 
which,  and  other  extraordinary 
chargeSythey  depend,  under  God, 
on  that  well  known  liberality  of  a 
Christian  public^  which  faasxDften 
demanded  our  grateiiil  acknow- 
ledgments. 


Extratt  of  a  I^ter  ftom  Mr.  Coultart  to 
Dr,  Rytand,  dated 

Kingston,  August  29, 1820. 

Ws  cannot  make  any  alterations,  or  do 
any  thing  with  liie  premises  we  hare 
bougiit,  except  occupy  the  house,  until  the 
lull  muiiey  is  paid.  The  premises  are 
remarkably  cheap,  and  the  aituation  as 
food  as  any  now  in  Kmgston.  If  we  can 
but  raise  a  sum  sufjlcient  lo  fit  up  the 
present  hoo^  for  our  accommodation,  or 
•uiid  a  new  chapel  ou  the  adjoining  land, 
we  shall  be  thankful.  We  hope  to  do 
the  latter,  though  it  will  require  time  to 
collect  the  «um«  But  when  1  consiiier 
that,  by  my  own  feeble  exertion^  one 
thoasand  pounds  have  been  collected  in 
W9  Biootbf,  among  poor  slaves  or  ne- 


groes in  4>9r  lewA  s^aU  ckw^  li  hop«i 
allowing  a  littje  Itiipe  for  the  ie»t»  tbat  we 
shall,  if  God  should  spare  life»  and  blesf 
siifcceeding   e^orts^   ebUin   onr   wishes^

Mrs.  Coultart  is  very  unwell,  and  has 
been  so  for  some  time^  the  fever  and  the 
climate  have  weakened  her  mncb,iind 
the  want  of  appetite  prevents  her  gainiag 
strength.  I  hufie  God  will  sanctify  n^ 
few  trials^  and  make  them  very  profitable 
to  me* 

1  have  pleasure  too.  Sir,  that  the  Lord 
is  blessing  oar  endeavours  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  his  kingdom. 

Lmsc  Lord'sHlay  morning  was  \ety 
fine ;  no  clouds  to  intercept  the  rays  of

crowd  of  spectators,  baptised  seventy*lbar 
persons.

tory evidence  of  a  heart  renewed  by 
grace.  No,  Sir,  I  would  not>  on  any  ac- 
^unt,  admit  one  into  the  church  below, 
unless  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  fit  for 
that  above.  Had  I  been  inclined  to  re- 
ceiv6  without  distinction  all  who  come,  I 
might  have  baptised  two  hundred,  instead 
of  one.  It  is  a  painful  thought  that  some 
aiay  have  deceived  roe ;  but  in  this  in- 
,  stance  there  will  be  no  guilty  conscious- 
ness of  having  been  too  lax  or  forward. 
In  my  Journal  you  will  find  some  rem- 
nants of  the  experience  of  several  of  those 
that  we  have  received.  Nearly^^oiie  hun- 
dred persons  have  sent  me  a  petition  to  go 
Into  the  country,  to  administer  tlie  ordi- 
nance to  them:  it  is  a  good  way  off,  but 
J  must  try  to  visit  them.  Among  those  I 
baptized,  were  Mrs.  T.  and  a  Scotch  mer- 
chant, whom  I  mentioned  fn  my  last.  He 
appears  a  truly  humble  good  man.  When 
he  came  to  the  water,  1  asked  bim,  be- 
ibre  all  the  spectators,  **  Mr.  —  do  you 
feel  afraid,  or  ashamed  ?*'  He  answered, 
V  On  my  own  account  |  feel  both ;  but 
God  eallfi,  and  it  is  safe  to  follow*"  Miss 
C.  also,  at  whose  pen  we  have  so  long  had 
fi  comfortab!lc  lodging. — t  hope  God  will 
keep  her ;  sl?e  has  much  to  try  her.

^f^aet  of  a  Letter  fnm  Mr.  Rome  io  Mr, 
Safery,  dated 

J^igak,  April  S,  18f 0. 
Tab  public  attention  in  India  is  evi- 
dently drawing  towards  the  subject  of 
the  moral  imprbveroent  of  native;  females. 
Brother  L^wiK>n  has  lately  published  part 
of  a  poem,  which  is  directed  to  this  ob- 
ject; and  I  sincerely  hope  it  will  be  pro- 
ij active  of  much  good.  Several  persons 
are  doing  what' they  can ^to  promote  na- 
tive female  education,  and  in  many  in- 
stances we  hi^ve  seen  the  native  pil^judici;s 
on  this  subject  'give  wiy.  I  trust  the 
time  is  not  fi&r  distant  wh^n  the  abomina- 
ble practice  of  burning  females  shall  be 
utterly  dbolished,  'and  when  this  de- 
graded dass  of  beings  shall'  be  raised  to 
that  state  of  moral  dignity,  to  which  they 
are  evidentlj^  destined  by  that  God  who 
has  declared  that  his  Son  shall  have  the 
heathen  for  his  inheritance.  The  public ' 
feeling,  on  ibis  snbject,  is  now  lonch 
^trotiger  than  it  ever  was  before.  It  is 
said,  the  Countess  of  Loudon  has  granted 
4  pension  to  several  native  females,  who 
^ave  been  cast  out  bv  their  friends,  for 


having  resolutely  refused  to  l>e  humed 
with  their  deceased  husbands. 

Sister  Carey,  of  Cutwa,  informs  us* 
that  she  has  commenced  a  native  female 
school  there,  and  that  it  is  going  on  wellf 
When  she  wrote,  which  is  now  aboiit  twq 
months  ago,  she  had  fourteen  girls  in  her 
school,  and  had  reason  to  think  she  should 
soon  gel  more.  Her  prospects  then  ap- 
peared bright,  and  her  heart  was  much 
engaged  in  the  object.  Qreat  numbers  of 
females  seemed  to  be  very  desirous  of 
learning  to  read.  There  were  several 
young  women,  belonging  to  very  respect- 
able families,  who  were  desirous  of  ^being 
taught ;  and  as  they  w«re  not  permitted 
to  appear  in  public,  the  school-mistress 
was  allowed^  according  to  their  request, 
to  go  to  their  houses,  after  school  hours, 
to  leach  them  to  read.  Sisters  Webberly 
and  Wright,  of  Agra,  are  actively  en- 
gaged in  promoting  this  object*  The 
former  writes  thus  to  Mrs.  Rowe :  '*  Since 
my  return  I  have  succeeded  in  collecting 
a  few  boys,  at  a  place  which  b  about  two 
miles  from  my  house.  I  went  to  vbit 
thu  school  on  the  last  day  of  Januaiy, 
and  found  fifteen  boys  in  it.  X  hope  the 
number  of  scholars  will  increase  by  de- 
grees; but  the  people  up  here  are  very 
superstitious  and  fearful,  so  that  greai 
patience  is  required  in  dealing  with  them. 
The  school  in  the  city  gets  on  as  before. 
There  are  three  little  girls  in  it,  one  of 
whom  can  read  the  New  Testament  in 
Hiu(!bostanee.  The  other  two  are  slw 
getting  on  well.  We  have  also  three  wo; 
men  who  are  getting  on  well  in  readmg. 
One  of  l^em  is  my  servant,  and  tlie  other 
two  are  servants  to  Mis.  Wright.  You 
would  be  pleased  to  see  them  with  their 
books  and  slates,  whenever  they  have 
leisure,  after  they  have  been  with  the 
native  school- master.*'  The  native  school- 
master, who  has  charge  of  the  school  at 
Dioapore,  which  is  superintended  by  Mrs. 
Rowe,  and  which  c^tinues  in  a  very 
prosperous  ^tate,  takes  a  great  interest  i|^ 
native  Vemalfi  education.  After  much  in- 
quiry he  has  found  a  native  woman,  in 
Dinapore,  who  cai|  read  and  write,  and 
who  is  desirous  of  conducting  a  female 
school.  She  has  engaged  this  womian,  who 
opened  her  scbool  about  three  weeks  ago. 
She  has  already  obtained  twelve  girls  and 
four  women.  One  of^  the  women  is  ai 
widow,  who  tised  frequently  to  go  to  the 
school-master  to  learn  to  read  ;  the  other 
three  are  related  to  the  school-mistress. 

There  are  other  adult  females  who  wish 
her  to  come  to  their  houses,  betweeq  . 
school  hours,  to  teach  them  to  read.  This, 
native  female  has  hitherto  been  accus- 
tomed to  the  Kaithee  character,  but '^ 
now  learning  the  Nagree,  The  school- 
master and  two  of.  the  boys  go  to  tho  if- 
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alfale  school  dally  to  teach  them  to  read 
and  write  this  character.  As  soon  as 
the  mistress  can  read  the  New  Testament 
fluently  in  the^Nagree,  a  commodious 
school  room,  we  hope*  will  he  erected  for 
her»  ill  a  yard  at  the  back  of  our  house. 
When  this  is  effected,  I  trust  her  school 
mil  be  greatly  increased  Mrs.  Rowe 
has  been  to  visit  this  school  several  times, 
and  is  mUch  pleased  with  it.  When 
there  she  conversed  with  several  who  live 
in  the  neighbourhood  on  the  advantages 
of  such  a  school.  Tbey  seemed  to  ac- 
quiesce in  what  was  said,  and  applauded 
the  plan.  It  must  be  an  interesting  ob- 
ject to  see  a  number  of  native  females 
busily  employed  iu  reading  and  writing : 
this^  however,  is  an  object  that  I  am  as 
3'et  denied  the  privilege  of  seeing.  If  I 
were  to  venture  to  peep  in  upon  them,  it 
would  probably  spoil  the  whole.  When 
we  have  got  a  supply  of  school  books,  &c. 
(for  we  have  not  yet  obtained  these  im* 
portant  articles,)  the  school  will,  I  have 
no  doubt,  attract  more  general  attention. 
•Brother  Pcarce  is  printing  Mrs.  Howe's 
Hindoostanee  spelling  book,  on  account 
of  the  Calcutta  School  Book  Society,  and 
I  hope  we  shall  get  it  soon.  She  is  now 
busily  employed  in  compiling  a  Hindoos- 
tanee grammar  for  our  native  schools. 
When  it  is  finished,  which  I  hope  will  be 
in  the  course  of  another  month.  I  intend 
sending  \U  to  the  Calcutta  School  Book 
Society  for  examination.  A  young  lady, 
who  boards  at  brother  Moore's,  kindly 
Msists  h6r  in  her  Bcho6I,  wliile  she  is  en- 
gaged in  this  performance.  I  wish  she 
>vere  freed  from  her  school  altogether, 
and  had  the  whole  of  her  time  to  devote  to 
Missionary  work  among  the  native  fe- 
males. She  is  becoming  more  qualified 
for  such  an  employment  every  day,  and 
i  hope  something  will  turn  up  to  free  her 
from  her  present  engagements  in  the 
school,  and  to  enable  her  to  devote  her- 
self entirely  to  Aftisipnar^  work.  This  is 
tlue  specific  object  for  which  she  came  to 
}ndia,  and  this  is  the  work  in  which  she 
wishes  both  to  live  and  to  die.  X  am  not 
without  hope  that  we  shall  ere  long  set 
up  a  female  school  in  a  populous  village, 
about  a  mile  below  my  bungalow.  The 
boys'  school  I  superintend  there,  on  ac- 
count of  £.  Scott  Waring,  £sq.  is  going 
on  very  well ;  and  the  school-hiastcr  ap- 
pears to  be  favourably  disposed  towards 
female  education.  I  seldom  visit  the 
sichool  without  being  surrounded  by  a 
score  or  more  of  female  children.  Be- 
tween two  and  three  years  ago,  a  native 
"ttf  the  name  of  Ramduss  came  hither,  as 
an  inquirer.  He  had  a  daughter,  about 
nine  years  of  age,  of  the  name  of  Piarrce, 
whom  he  requested  Mrs.  Rowe  to  admit 
into  her  little  female  native  school.    This 


was  readily  granted,  and  she  proved  to 
be  a  diligent  interesting  girl.     By  her 
needle  she  soon  earned  cloth  enough  to 
make  her  a  suit  of  clothes,  which  sb« 
made  up  herself.    She  also  made  consi- 
derable progress  in  readings  but  when 
thus  advancing  in  her  education,  her  fa« 
Iher  removed  to  Benares,  and  she  soon 
after  died.     About  this  time   Ramdass 
was   baptised  by  brother  Smith  of  Be* 
nares ;  and  a  few  days  ago  he  came  to 
Digah ,  on  a  visit.     He  weeps,   and  is 
much  affected   when  he  speaks  of  the 
death  of  Piarree.     He  says  she  was  sud* 
denly  taken  ill  with  the  putrid  fever,  and 
when  the  doctor  came  to  see  her  he  im« 
mediately  assure*!  him  that  her  disease 
was  mortal.     When  Ramdass  heard  this* 
he  requested  Piarree  to  call  on  tha  namii 
of  the  Lord  for  restoration,  if  it  might 
please  Irim.    She  said,  the  Lord's  name 
rested  in  her  heart.     The    father,  said. 
You   may   die  ;  what  have  jou  to  say, 
having  heard  and  read  the  holy  word  of 
God  ?    The  child  replied,  I  recollect  the 
scriptures;  I  am  going  to  leave  the  world, 
and  I  shall  go  to  Jesus  Christ.    She  also 
said.  There  is  nothing  in  thisworld-^I 
have  no  pain.    In  this  frame  sjie  expired. 
I  hope  the  trip  to  the  Sandhcads  has 
been  of  some  service  to  brother  Stewart ; 
but  his  health  is  still  in  a  very  precarioiu 
state..    He  is  now  spitting  blood,  and  I 
fear  his  liealth  will  never  be  restored. 
He  reads  Hindoostanee  with    me  daily, 
and    is    making    considerable    progress. 
Should  he  be  spared,  i  hope  he  will  be- 
come a  blessing  to  the  cauve  of  Christ  in 
Hindoostan.     The  last  time  I  heard  from 
brother  Chamberlain,  his  health  appeare4' 
to  he  improving.     In  a  letter  lately  re- 
ceived from  him,  he  says,  *'  I  am  happy 
to  (ell  you,  that  there  are  more  favourable 
symptoms  relative  to  my  health  than  there 
have  been  at  any  period  since  the  com-  ^ 
mencement  of  my  illness.    I  have  been 
taking  mercurial  pills  as  an  alterative  for 
the  last  three  months,  which  have  been 
very    beneficial."      Sister    Chamberlain 
saj^s  in  a  letter  to  Mrs.  Rowe,  *<  My  dear 
husband  continues  better.    He  has  been 
out  twice  in  the  bazaar,  and  spoke  for  8 
considerable  time;  and  t  am  happy  to 
say,  he  does  not  appear  the  wurse  for  it.** 
It  is  now  about  nineteen  years  since  bro- 
ther Chamberlain  and  I  commenced  our 
Missionary,  career  iu  the  streets  of  Bristol 
— he  parson,  and  I  clerk.     He  is  a  real 
Missionary,  and  I  hope  his  valuable  life 
will  be  spared  for  many  years  to  come. 
I  am  abliamed  when  1  consider  the  small 
proportion  there  is  between  his  labour) 
and  mine  among  the  natives.     May  the 
latter  end  of  our  Missionary  course* bear 
a  nearer  proportion  than  the  commence- 
ment of  it,    I  most  ^Dcerely  hope  my

Hiaeonoem 
ffoaperedy  aod  he  forgut  God>  and  gave 
btmself  up  to  worldly  pursuits  and  piea- 
sores.  At  length,  through  the  viUany  of 
«  man  with  whom  he  had  large,  dealiogs, 
be  became  embarrassed :  to  cttrkate 
bimseU*.  he  disposed  of  his  proper^^  and 
paid  off  ius  debts,  after  which  be  had 
two  or  three  hundred  pounds  left  This 
circumstance  prcyed  much  upon  the  miud 
of  bis  wife :  soon  after  si>e  oied  in  child* 
bed*  Instead  of  seeking  consolation  from 
•be  only  true  source,  he  gave  himself  up 
lo  the  bottle,  and  thus  continued  till  be 
bad  spent  the  whole  of  his  remaining  pro> 
|>erry.  After  this,  without  acquainting 
bis  friends  with  his  design,  he  enlisted 
iiiio.ihe  Honourable  Company's  Service.
